PREFACE. 


It  has  justly  been  observed,  that  Nations^  as  well 
as  particular  Persons,  have  their  Infancy,  in  which 
they  are  not  only  small  and  weak,  but  also  rude 
and  ignorant.  Even  those  Nations  which  have 
arrived  at  the  highest  degree  of  power  and  great- 
ness, and  have  been  most  renowned  for  all  the  at- 
tributes of  Civilization,  when  traced  up  to  their 
infant  state,  are  found  to  have  been  equally  feeble 
and  illiterate.  We  need  not,  therefore,  be  sur- 
prised to  find,  nor  ashamed  to  own,  that  there 
was  a  time,  when  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island 
were  divided  into  a  great  many  petty  States  or 
Tribes,  each  of  them  consisting  of  rude  unlettered 
Savages.* 

The  Historians  of  all  those  Empires  which  have 
become  great  and  eminent,  have  taken  much 
pains  in  discovering  and  describing  the  progress 
of  tteir  arms,  the  enlargement  of  their  territories. 


Uenry*8  Hist,  of  Great  Brit  vol.  1.  p.  245^  el  pasiim. 
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and  the  increase  of  their  power  and  grandeur;  but, 
unhappily,  they  have  not  taken  the  same  pains  in 
tracing  and  delineating  the  cultivation  of  their  in- 
tellectual faculties,  and  their  gradual  improve- 
ments in  Learning  and  useful  Knowledge.  While 
the  exploits  of  every  victorious  Prince  and  General, 
who  had  contributed  to  the  aggrandizement  of 
his  Country,  have  been  recorded  with  the  greatest 
care,  and  extolled  with  the  highest  praises ;  the 
very  names  of  those  peaceful  Sages,  who  had 
enlarged  the  empire  of  reason,  had  improved  the 
minds,  and  polished  the  manners  of  their  Fellow- 
Citizens,  have  hardly  found  a  place  in  the  Annals 
of  their  Country. 

It  is  impossible  that  Learning  can  flourish,  in 
any  degree,  in  any  Country,  without  Schools  for 

« 

the  Education  of  Youth,  provided '  with  proper 
Teachers,  and  under  proper  Regulations.  We  may 
therefore  conclude  in  general,  that  the  ancient 
Britons  had  such  Seminaries  of  Learning  among 
them,  before  they  were  conquered  by  the  Romans. 
Of  this  we  have  also  sufficient  positive  evidence  in 
the  Greek  and  Roman  Writers,  and  information 
of  several  particulars  relating  to  the  constitution 
and  circumstances  of  these  most  ancient  Estab- 
lishments, both  in  Gaul  and  Britain.  It  appears 
from  these  Writers,  that  those  Schools  of  Learn- 
ing were  wholly  under  the  direction  of  the  Druids^ 
who  were  the  only  governors  and  teachers  in 
them,  to  whose  care  the  etiiucation  of  youth  was 
entirely  committed.   These  Druidical  Institutions, 
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particularly  those  of  Britain^  were  very  much 
crowded  with  Students ;  as  many  of  the  Youth 
of  Gaul  came  over  to  finish  their  Education  in 
this  Island.  And,  it  is  smd,  that  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  of  them  was  in  the  Isle  of  Anglesea. 

Julius  Agricola,  who  was  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  Britain  in  the  year  78,  was,  how- 
ever, the  first  of  the  Roman  Governors,  who  gave 
any  considerable  attention  to  the  concerns  of 
Learning.  This  illustrious  person  being  not  only 
one  of  the  greatest  Generals,  but  also  one  of  the 
best  and  most  learned  men  of  the  age  in  which  he 
lived,  took  great  pains  to  reconcile  the  Provincial 
Britons  to  the  Roman  Government,  by  intro- 
ducing amongst  them  the  Roman  Arts  and 
Sciences.  With  this  view  he  persuaded  the  Noble 
Youth  of  Britain  to  learn  the  Latin  language,  and 
to  apply  to  the  study  of  the  Roman  eloquence. 
These  persuasions  were  successful,  because  they 
were  seasonable;  and  the  British  youth  being 
deprived  of  their  former  Instructors,  by  the  de-r 
fitruction  and  expulsion  of  the  Druids,  which  hap- 
pened about  this  time,  willingly  put  themselves 
under  those  Teachers  who  were  provided  for  them 
by  the  Romans.  At  length  the  knowledge  of 
Latin  became  one  of  the  first  and  most  indispen- 
sible  branches  of  a  liberal  education ;  and  that 
language  was  so  generally  understood  and  spoken 
in  this  Island,  that,  according  to  Gild  as,  ^^  Britain 
might  then  have  been  more  properly  called  a 
Roman  than  a  British  Island."* 
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After  Learning  had  flourished  in  Provincial 
Britain^  from  the  end  of  the  first  to  the  middle  of 
the  fourth  Century,  it  then  begun  to  decline,  and 
by  various  means  was  reduced  to  a  very  languish- 
ing state,  before  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons.** 

It  is  in  vain  to  seek  for  Liearning,  or  learned 
Men,  among  the  Saxons,  at  that  period.  For, 
although  they  were  not  absolute  strangers  to  the 
use  of  letters,  yet,  like  all  the  other  Northern 
Nations,  they  were  so  much  addicted  to  plunder- 
ing and  piratical  expeditions,  that  they  despised 
the  peaceful  pursuits  of  Science.  Their  arrival, 
therefore,  in  this  Island  was  so  far  from  being  fa- 
vourable to  the  cause  of  Learning,  that  the  very 
last  sparks  of  it  were  almost  extinguished  in  all 
those  parts  where  their  arms  prevailed  ;  in  which 
the  most  profound  darkness  reigned,  until  after 
the  introduction  of  Christianity. 

As  the  youth  in  those  parts  of  England  which 
had  embraced  the  Christian  Religion,  begun  to 
apply  to  Learning  with  some  eagerness  in  the 
Seventh  century,  several  Schools  were  then  estab- 
lished for  their  instruction :  one  pf  the  most  illus- 
trious of  them  being  that  of  CcunJterJmry ^  which 
was  founded  by  Auoustine,  the  Apostle  of  the 
English,  and  his  Companions,  and  greatly  improved 
by  Archbishop  Theodore. 

One  thing  that  retarded  the  progress  of  Learn- 
ing in  England,  and  made  the  acquisition  of  liter  -

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ary  knowledge  extremely  difficult  in  this  Century, 
was,  the  scarcity  of  Books,  which  had  been  either 
earned  away  by  the  Romans,  or  so  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  Scots,  Picts,  and  Saxons,  that  it 
may  be  doubted  whether  there  was  so  much  as 
one  Book  left  in  England  before  the  arrival  of 
Augustine.  Nor  was  this  deficiency  easily  sup- 
plied, as  there  was  a  necessity  of  bringing  them  all 
from  foreign  countries,  and  chiefly  from  Rome, 
where  they  could  not  be  procured  without  great 
difficulty,  and  a  most  incredible  expense.  At  this 
rate,  none  but  Kings,  Bishops,  and  A'bbots,  could 
be  possessed  of  any  Books  ;  which  is  the  reason, 
that  there  were  then  no  Schools  but  in  Kings' 
Palaces,  Bishops'  Seats,  or  Monasteries.  Alcui- 
Nus,  who  was  the  Keeper  of  the  noble  Library 
which  was  founded  at  York  by  Archbishop  Egbert, 
speaks  of  it  in  several  of  his  Lictters,  as  one  of  the 
most  choice  and  valuable  collections  of  Books 
then  in  the  world.  ^^  Oh !  that  I  had,**  says  he  in 
a  Letter  to  the  Emperor  Charlemagne,  ^^  the  use 
of  those  admirable  Books  on  all  parts  of  Learning, 
which  I  enjoyed  in  my  native  country,  collected 
by  the  industry  of  my  beloved  Master  Egbert. 
May  it  please  your  Imperial  Majesty,  in  your  great 
wisdom,  to  permit  me  to  send  some  of  our  Youth 
to  transcribe  the  most  valuable  Books  in  that 
Library,  and  thereby  transplant  the  flowers  of 
Britain  into  France.*' 

he  reign  of  Alfred  The  Great,  from  the  year 
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871  to  the  year  901^  is  a  most  memorable  period 
in  the  Annals  of  Learning,  and  affords  more 
materials  for  literary  history  than  two  or  three 
Centuries  either  before  or  after.  Prior  to  the 
accession  of  this  extraordinary  Monarch/ all  the 
Seminaries  of  Learning  in  England  were  laid  in 
ashes.  These  were  the  Monasteries  and  Bishops* 
Seats,  (where  Schools  had  been  kept  for  the  edu- 
cation of  Youth,  chiefly  for  the  Church,)  which 
were  so  universaQy  destroyed  by  the  Danes,  that 
hardly  one  of  them  was  left  standing.  This  great 
Prince,  sensible  how  impossible  it  was  to  revive 
Learning,  without  providing  Schools  for  the  edu- 
cation of  youth,  repaired  the  old  Monasteries,  and 
built  new  ones,  instituting  a  School  in  each  of 
them  for  that  purpose. 

But  in  these  Monastic  and  Episcopal  Schools, 
both  in  England  and  in  other  Countries  of  Europe, 
the  youth  were  only  taught  reading,  writing,  the 
Latin  language,  and  Church-Music,  to  fit  them  for 
performing  the  public  offices  of  the  Church;  except 
in  a  very  few,  where  some  were  taught  Arithmetic, 
to  enable  them  to  manage  the  Secular  affairs  of 
their  Societies,  and  others  instructed  in  Rhetoric 
and  Theology,  to  assist  them  in  declaiming  to  the 
People. 

Although  these  Schools  prevented  the  total  ex- 
tinction of  literary  knowledge  among  the  Christian 
Clergy  in  those  dark  times,  they  contributed  very 
little  to  the  improvement  of  the  Sciences,  or  the 
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diffusion  of  Learning  among  the  Laity^  who  were 
left  ahnost  entirely  without  the  means  of  acquir- 
ing any  degree  of  Literature. 

When  Alfred^  therefore,  formed  the  noble  de- 
sign of  rendering  Learning  both  more  perfect  and 
more  general,  he  was  under  the  necessity  of  insti- 
tuting Schools  on  a  different  and  more  extensive 
plan ;  in  which  all  the  Sciences  that  were  then 
known,  should  be  taught  by  the  best  Masters  that 
could  be  procured,  to  the  Laity  as  well  as  to  the 
Clergy.  Hence  the  Foundation  of  our  Two  Uni-  ^ 
siTiBs,  the  most  Illustrious  Seats  of  Learning  in 
the  World. 

Having  thus  founded  and  endowed  Schools, 
and  provided  them  with  proper  Masters,  he  next 
endeavoured  to  fill  them  with  suitable  Scholars ; 
which  was  not  the  easiest  part  of  his  work  in  that 
rude  age,  when  Learning  was  holden  in  such  con- 
tempt, especially  by  the  Nobility.  But  this  illi- 
beral and  barbarous  disdain  for  letters^  he  effec- 
tually overcame  in  a  little  time, — by  his  own 
Example, — by  speaking  on  all  occasions  in  praise 
of  Learning, — and  by  making  it  the  great  road  to 
preferment  both  in  Church  and  State.  And  still 
further  to  diffuse  a  taste  for  knowledge,  and  to 
transmit  it  to  posterity^  he  made  a  Law,  obliging 
all  Freeholders  who  possessed  two  Hides  of  land^ 
or  upwards,  to  send  their  sons  to  School,  and  give 
them  a  liberal  education. 

By  these  wise  measures  this  most  excellent 
Prince  made  a  total  change  in  the  sentiments  of 
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his  subjects.  The  old  Nobility  bewailed  their  un- 
happiness  in  being  ignorant  of  letters^  and  some 
of  them  applied  to  study  in  a  very  advanced  age ; 
while  all  took  care  to  send  their  sons  and  young 
relations  to  those  Schools  provided  for  them  by 
the  wisdom  and  munificence  of  their  Sovereign. 

Hence  Learning  revived  and  flourished  to  such 
a  degree  in  the  course  of  this  glorious  reign^  that^ 
before  the  endof  it^  Alfrjbd  could  boast^  that  all 
his  Bishops*  Sees  were  filled  by  Prelates  of  great 
learning,  and  every  Pulpit  in  England  furnished 
with  a  good  Preacher.  So  astonishing  are  the 
effects  which  a  great  and  good  Prince,  animated 
with  an  ardent  zeal  for  the  happiness  of  his  Sub- 
jects, can  produce,  not  only  in  the  circumstances, 
but  in  the  very  spirit  and  character  of  a  Nation! 

But  that  gleam  of  light,  which  appeared  in 
England  towards  the  conclusion  of  the  Ninth 
Century,  was  not  of  long  continuance ;  for  as  this 
was  chiefly  owing  to  the  extraordinary  genius  and 
unwearied  efforts  of  Alfred,  as  soon  as  these 
were  removed  by  the  death  of  that  Prince,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Tenth  Century,  learning  begun  to 
languish  and  decline. 

Edward,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  had  been 
educated  with  great  care;  but  not  having  the 
same  genius  and  taste  for  study  as  his  Illustrious 
Father,  he  did  not  prove  so  great  a  Patron  of 
learning  and  of  learned  men. 

The  Danes,  too,  those  destructive  enemies  of 
Science  and  Civilization^  no  sooner  heard  of  the 
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death  of  Alfred^  than  they  renewed  their  ravages ; 
which  they  continued^  with  little  interruption^  for 
many  years. 

Besides  this^  the  learned  men  collected  by  Al- 
fred from  different  countries^  dying  soon  after 
their  Royal  Patron,  were  not  succeeded  by  men  of 
equal  knowledge.  And  these,  and  several  other 
unfavourable  circumstances,  gave  a  fatal  check 
to  the  liberal  and  studious  spirit  which  had  been 
excited  in  the  late  reign ;  and  the  English  by  de- 
grees  relapsed  into  their  former  ignorance,  and 
contempt  of  leaiiiing. 

The  restoration  of  the  ancient  line  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  Kings,  in  the  year  1041,  in  the  person  of 
Edward  The  Confessor,  was  an  event  favourable 
to  learning.  For  although  Edward  was  not  a 
great  Prince,  he  was  not  unlearned  for  the  age  in 
which  he  lived,  nor  inattentive  to  the  interests  of 
learning.  He  repmred  the  injuries  done  to  Ox- 
ford by  his  predecessor  Harold,  which,  in  his 
reign,  according  to  Ingulphus,  seems  to  have 
been  the  chief  Seminary  of  learning  in  England. 

^^  I  was  bom,**  says  Ingulphus,  "  in  England, 
and  of  English  Parents,  in  the  beautiful  city  of 
London ;  educated  in  letters  in  my  tender  years 
at  Westminster ;  from  whence  I  was  afterwards 
sent  to  the  Study  of  Oxford ;  where  I  made  greater 
progress  in  the  Aristotelian  philosophy  than  many 
of  my  Contemporaries,  and  became  very  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Rhetoric  of  Cicero.''  This  Author 
further  acquaints  us^  that  when  he  was  a  boy  at 
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Westminster  School^  and  used  to  visit  his  Father; 
who  lived  in  the  Court  of  Edward  The  Confessor^ 
he  was  often  examined^  both  on  the  Latin  lan- 
guage and  on  Logic^  by  the  beautiful  and  virtu- 
ous Queen  Edoitha^  who  excelled  in  both  these 
branches  of  literature.  A  pleasing  instance,  that 
Lieaming  was  then  esteemed  a  desirable  accom- 
plishment even  in  Ladies  of  the  highest  Rank. 

One  cause  of  the  improvements  in  the  Sciences 
which  took  place  from  the  year  1166  to  1216,  was 
the  increase  of  the  Seminaries  of  Learning :  these 
consisting  of  General  Studies  or  Universities, — 
Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools, — Monastic  or 
Conventual  Schools, — ^The  Schools  of  Cities  and 
Towns, — and.  The  Schools  of  The  Jews. 

That  those  Seats  of  Learning  which  are  now 
called  Universities,  were  anciently  called  Studies, 
is  well  known.  But,  about  the  end  of  the  Twelfth 
or  beginning  of  the  Thirteenth  Century,  the 
modem  name  seems  generally  to  have  prevailed, 
either  because  all  kinds  of  learning  were  taught  in 
them,  and  Students  of  all  Countries  were  welcome 
to  them,  or  because  they  were  formed  into  legal 
Communities,  which,  in  the  Latin  of  those  times, 
were  called  Universitates.^ 

In  the  darkest  of  the  middle  ages,  it  has  been 
observed,  the  families  of  Bishops  were  the  chief 
Seminaries  of  Learning,  in  which  young  persons 
were  educated  for  the  service  of  the  Church.

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These  Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools  still  conti- 
nued in  this  period.  They  were  also  better  regu- 
lated^ and  consequently  more  useful  and  more 
frequented.  In  the  most  ancient  times,  the  Bishop 
was  commonly  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  Teacher, 
of  his  Cathedral  School ;  the  faithful  discharge  of 
which  laborious  office  was  hardly  compatible  with 
the  other  duties  of  his  function.  But,  in  this 
period,  these  Schools  were  put  under  the  direction 
of  men  of  learning,  who  devoted  their  whole  time 
and  study  to  the  education  of  youth,  and  had  cer- 
tain Estates  or  Prebends  assigned  for  their  sup- 
port. These  Teachers  of  the  Cathedral  Schools 
were  called, "  The  Scholastics  of  the  Diocese ;'  and 
all  the  youth  in  it,  who  were  designed  for  the 
Church,  were  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  their  in- 
structions. By  the  Eighteenth  Canon  of  the  third 
general  Council  oi  Later  an,  in  the  year  1179,  it 
was  decreed.  That  such  Scholastics  should  be 
settled  in  all  Cathedrals,  with  sufficient  Revenues 
for  their  support ;  and  that  they  should  have  au- 
thority to  superintend  ail  the  Schoolmasters  of  the 
Diocese,  and  grant  them  licenses,  without  which 
none  should  presume  to  teach.  The  Sciences, 
therefore^  that  were  taught  in  these  Cathedra- 
Schools,  were  such  as  were  most  necessary  to  qual 
lify  their  Pupils  for  performing  the  duties  of  the 
Sacerdotal  office,  as  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
Theology,  and  Church-Music.  In  the  year  1215, 
in  the  Fourth  general  Council  of  Lateran,  similar 
Ordinances  are  expressly  enjoined.

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The  great  increase  of  Religious  Houses  in  this 
period^  very  much  increased  the  number  of  Semi- 
naries of  learning,  as  there  was  a  School  more  or 
less  celebrated  in  almost  every  Convent.  And 
some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  number  added  to 
the  Schools  by  this  means,  when  it  is  considered^ 
that  there  were  no  fewer  than  557  Religious  ^ 
Houses  of  different  kinds,  according  to  Bishop 
Tanner,  founded  in  England  between  the  Con- 
quest and  the  death  of  King  John.  One  design 
of  these  Monastic  Schools  was,  to  instruct  the 
younger  Monks  in  those  branches  of  learning  that 
were  necessary  to  their  decent  performance  of  the 
Service  of  the  Church,  particularly  in  the  Latin 
language  and  Church-Music.  Some  degree  of 
knowledge  of  these  parts  of  learning  was  so  neces- 
sary^ that  without  it  none  could  be  admitted  into 
the  Monastic  Order  in  any  of  the  Chief  Abbeys ; 
and  the  famous  Nicholas  Breakspear,  after- 
wards Pope  Adrian  the  Fourth,  was  rejected  by 
Richard,  Abbot  of  St.  Alharisy  for  want  of  a 
suflScient  share  of  learning.  In  these  Conventual 
Schools  the  young  Monks  were  carefully  instruct- 
ed in  the  art  of  fair  and  beautiful  Writing ;  and 
those  who  excelled  in  that  art,  were  for  some 
years,  employed  in  the  Scriptorium,  or  Writing- 
Chamber,  in  transcribing  books  for  the  use  of  the 
Church  and  Library.  In  the  Schools  of  all  the 
lai^r  Monasteries,  besides  the  requisite  parts  of 
lewoing,  several  other  Sciences<  were  taught,  a& 
Rhetoric,  Logic,  Theology^  Medicine,  with  the 
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Civil  and  Canon  Law.  These  two  last  branches 
of  learning,  Law  and  Physic,  being  very  lucrative, 
were  so  diligently  studied  and  practised  by  the 
Mionks,  that  they  were  almost  the  only  Pleaders 
and  Physicians  of  those  times.  Many  persons  of 
Rank  and  Fortune  were  also  educated  in  these 
Conventual  Schools,  to  which  they  frequently  be- 
came Benefactors. 

Besides  all  these  Seminaries  of  learning,  there 
were  established  in  this  period,  in  all  the  chief 
Cities  and  Towns  of  England,  considerable  Schools, 
iff  which  the  Youth  were  instructed  not  only  in 
reiading,  writing,  and  grammar,  but  also  in  several 
Other  branches  of  Literature,  as  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
and  Theology.  We  are  told  by  William  Fitz- 
I^TBPHENS,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  Second,  that  there  were  three  of  these  emi- 
nent Schools  in  London  firmly  established:  be- 
sides several  others  that  were  occasionally  opened 
by  such  Masted,  as  had  obtained  a  high  reputa- 
tkm  for  tb^ir  Learning. 

^^  On  HoUdays,**  he  observes,  "  it  is  usual  for 
thelse  Schools  to  hold  Public  Assemblies  in  the 
Cbrtffches  in  which  the  Scholars  engage  in  demon- 
strative or  logical  disputations,  some  using  enthy- 
mems,  and  others  perfect  syllogisms ;  some  aim- 
ing at  ndthing  but  to  gain  the  victory,  and  make 
im  ostentatious  display  of  their  acuteness,  while 
others  have  the  Investigation  of  truth  in  view. 
Artful  Sophists,  on  these  occasions,  acquire  great 
applause ;  some  by  a  prodi^buis  inundation  and 
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flow  of  words,  others  by  their  specious  bat  fella- 
cious  arguments.  After  the  disputations,  other 
Scholars  deliver  rhetorical  declamations,  in  which 
they  observe  all  the  rules  of  art,  and  neglect 
no  topic  of  persuasion.  Even  the  younger  boys  in 
the  different  Schools  contend  against  each  other 
in  verse,  about  the  principles  of  Grammar,  and  the 
preterites  and  supines  of  verbs."* 

That  prodipous  number  of  Jews  crowded  into 
England  soon  after  the  Conquest,  and  resided  in 
all  it*s  principal  towns  for  some  ages,  is  attested 
by  all  the  Historians  of  those  times.  Their  num- 
bers and  riches  were  indeed  so  great,  and  the 
revenues  derived  from  them  by  Government  so 
considerable,  that,  according  to  Madox,  a  parti- 
cular Exchequer  was  appointed  for  their  recep- 
tion.* Among  these  Jews  there  were  many  Bab- 
bies, and  men  of  Learning,  who  officiated  as 
Priests  in  their  Synagogues,  and  Professors  in 
their  Schools,  which  they  had  in  London,  York, 
Lincoln,  Lynn,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and 
every  other  town  where  any  considerable  number 
of  them  resided.  Nor  were  the  Academies  of  the 
Jewish  Babbies  shut  agmnst  the  Christian  Youth,  ^ 
but  open  to  all  who  chose  to  take  the  benefit  of 
their  instructions. 

Certainly,  says  Wasb,  we  all  bear  no  less  affec- 
tion to  the  common  Christianity,  than  the  Jews

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express*  to  the  Law  of  Moses^  who  have  ordained^ 
'^  that  Schoolmasters  be  appointed  in  all  Cities^ 
and  the  Inhabitants  of  that  City,  wherein  are  no 
Scholars,  he  excommunicated  'till  they  provide 
themselves  of  Schoolmasters.  Farther,  if  upon 
this  they  take  no  care  to  get  them  any;  then, 
that  City  to  be  executed ;  subjoining  this  reason, 
that  the  world  would  not  subsist,  if  it  were  not 
for  the  tabling  of  little  SchooUhoysr^ 

From  this  brief  description  of  the  Seminaries  of 
learning  then  established  in  England,  it  will  ap- 
pear, that  the  general  Ignorance  of  the  Laity  was 
owing  rather  to  the  Taste  and  Manners  of  the 
times,  than  to  the  umnt  of  opportunities  of  acquir- 
ing at  least  a  moderate  degree  of  knowledge. 

All  these  different  kinds  of  Schools  continued 
lo  flourish  in  the  Thirteenth  Century,  according 
to  Roger  Bacon,  who  informs  us,  that  there 
never  had  been  so  great  an  appearance  of  Learn- 
ing, and  so  general  an  application  to  study,  in  so 
many  different  Faculties,  as  in  his  time,  when 
Schools  were  erected  in  every  City,  Town,  Burgh, 
and  Castle.*  So  many  Schools  being  founded, 
and  so  many  Sciences  taught,  in  London,  and  it's 
environs,  that  it  was  not  very  improperly  called 
"  A  Third  University."**

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Learnings  however^  sensibly  declined  during  the 
subsequent  period.  And,  abput  the  year  1447, 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  education  of  youth 
in  London  had  so  far  gone  to  decay,  that  the 
grossest  ignprance  prevailed  among  the  people  in 
general. 

To  remedy  this  defect.  Four  Clergymen  peti- 
tioned Parliament  for  leave  to  set  up  Schools  in 
their  respective  Parishes,  viz.  Allhallows  the  More, 
St.  Andrew's  Holbom,  St.  Peter  in  Cornhill,  and 
St.  Mary  Colechurch,  with  liberty  to  their  several 
Successors  to  continue  the  said  Schools.' 

This  Petition,  which,  it  may  be  supposed,  was 
drawn  by  men  of  zealous  principles  with  their 
greatest  care  and  the  utmost  exertion  of  their 
abilities,  is  still  preserved  among  the  Records  in 
the  Tower,^  and  is  a  lasting  Memorial  of  their 
Benevolence  and  patriotic  Conduct.  This  Petition 
being  granted  by  King  Henry  the  Sixth,  a  partial 
remedy  was  thus  applied  by  those  well  disposed 
persons,  to  the  irreguUrity  of  behaviour  and  rude- 
ness of  manners  which  characterized  the  features 
of  that  period. 

A  few  great  men  'who  succeeded  each  other, 
likewise  prevented  the  I^amp  of  Lieaming  from 
being  entirely  extinguished.  And  the  taking  of 
Constantinople  by  the  Turks,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  Rfteenth  Century,  was  an  event  which  con-

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tributed  to  the  general  restoration  of  literature. 
At  that  time  many  learned  Greeks  fled  for  pro- 
tection into  Italy  and  Germany,  where  they  were 
kindly  received,  and  where  they  difilised  Sciencie 
with  great  success.* 

In  a  short  time  after  this  events  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Western  parts  of  Europe  made  great  pro- 
gress in  all  branches  of  Literature ;  and  the  in- 
vention of  Printing,  which  soon  followed,  com* 
pleted  the  triumph  of  Learning,  over  Barbarism 
and  Ignorance. 

There  is  a  Solemnity  and  Importance  in  our 
desire  to  know  what  measures  were  devised,  what 
steps  pursued,  and  what  selected  instruments  in 
the  hands  of  Providence  ordained,  gradually  to 
difiiise  knowledge,  and  prepare  the  way  for  better 
Learning,  and  a  more  pure  form  of  Religion. 

It  is  generally  allowed,  that  the  noble  impulse 
of  Christian  Charity  in  the  founding  of  Grammar 
Schools,  was  one  of  the  Divine  means  for  bring- 
ng  about  the  blessed  Reformation.  And  it  is, 
therefore,  observable,  that  within  Thirty  years  be- 
fore it*s  accomplishment,  there  were  more  Gram- 
mar Schools  erected  and  endowed  in  England^ 
than  had  been  established  in  Three  Hundred  years 
preceding." 

Before  the  Reformation,  it  has  been  remarked^ 
that  Leai*ning  was  much  confined  to  the  Monas-

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teries ;  but^  after  their  Dissolution,  it  came  forth 
from  thence,  and  beg^n  to  diffuse  itself  more 
widely  among  the  great  body  of  the  People  ;  and 
the  important  object  of  Literature  soon  became  a 
measure  of  general  Policy. 

King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent, 
bearing  date  the  20th  of  June,  in  the  second  year 
of  his  reign,  1549,  appointed  certain  Commis- 
sioners, "  to  take  diverse  orders  for  the  mainten- 
nance  and  continuance  of  Scollers,  Priests,  and 
Curates,"  and  other  matters  relative  to  the  Poor ; 
and  under  the  authority  of  this  Commission,  the 
regulation  of  Schools  was  comprised. 

Our  gratitude,  therefore,  must  ever  be  due  to 
the  memory  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  under  whose 
splendid  reign  so  many  works  of  Munificence  and 
Piety  were  established.  Unlike  his  Royal  Father, 
his  attention  and  solicitude  were  extended  to  every 
class  of  his  Subjects,  who  felt  the  effects  of  his 
benign  disposition ;  and  his  Princely  endowments 
constitute  at  this  day,  part  of  the  glory  of  the 
British  Empire. 

The  impulse  thus  given,  was  wisely  continued  ; 
and  it  was  the  great  policy  of  succeeding  Princes 
to  encourage  Learning,  as  the  most  effectual 
means  to  expose  or  combat  the  errors  of  the 
Church  of  Rome ;  which  so  long  agitated  the 
minds  of  the  people,  that  the  Government  was 
exceedingly  disturbed  by  them,  until  the  Glorious 
Revolution,  in  1688,  when  Reli^on,  Law,  and 
Liberty,  were  fixed  on  that  solid  basis,  which  g^ves 
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this  happy  Country  a  Pre-eminence  over  every 
other  Nation  upon  the  face  of  the  Globe. 

^^  England/*  says  Erasmus  to  his  illustrious 
friend  Colet^  ^^  is  most  pleasant  to  me  for  many 
reasons,  but  especially  that  it  abounds  with  those 
Blessings,  without  which  nothing  would  relish 
with  me,  Men  of  admirable  Learning,  among 
the  chief  of  whom  I  do  not  hesitate  to  mention 
Yovr 

But  even  zeal  without  prudence  in  the  best  of 
causes  may  be  deserving  of  blame.  Who  does  not 
sigh  over  the  beautiful  remains  of  those  incompar* 
able  buildings,  which  fell  a  sacrifice  to  infuriated 
frenzy  ?  And  who  is  not  indignant  at  the  scandal- 
ous rapacity  of  those,  who  made  Religion  the 
cloak  for  their  infamous  depredations  ? 

The  extreme  avidity  of  Edward's  ministers, 
which  tempted  them  to  impoverish  every  Eccle-* 
siastical  Foundation  for  their  own  benefit,  had  well 
nigh  destroyed  all  the  good  effects  which  might 
be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  Nation  both  as  to 
Literature  and  Education.  Exhibitions  and  Pen- 
sions were  taken  from  the  Students  of  the  Uni- 
versities ;  and,  at  Oxford,  the  Public  Schools  were 
neglected^  and  even  applied  to  the  lowest  pur- 
poses.* 

"  I  tell  you.  Sirs,**  said  Henry  the  Elighth  to 
some  of  his  hungry  Courtiers,  fleshed  with  the

*^  I  tell  you.  Sirs,  that  I  judge  no  land  in  England  /" 
better  bestowed  than  that  which  is  given  to  our 
Universities."  Sensible  of  the  truth  of  this  Royal 
maxim,  many  opulent  Citizens  did  voluntarily 
what  the  wealthy  Clergy,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation,  were  by  Royal  Injunctions  required 
to  do,  in  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  Scho- 
lars in  either  University.** 

How  far  the  system  of  education  then  adopted 
in  the  noblest  and  most  accomplished  Houses 
might  be  expected  to  supply  the  place  of  public 
discipline,  we  may  be  enabled  to  judge  from 
Ascham's  "  Schoolmaster,*'  which  affords  a  re- 
markable instance  of  parental  harshness  in  the 
case  of  the  amiable  and  unfortunate  Lady  Jane 
Gray  :  when  he  visited  her  at  her  father's  seat  in 
Leicestershire,  and  found  h^r  studying  the  Phcedon 
ct  Plato.  And  it  is,  perhaps,  to  this  affecting 
scene  that  we  owe  the  great  attention  which 
AscHAftf  shows,  in  his  treatise,  to  the  dictates  of 
humanity ;  and  the  pains  which  he  takes  to  render 
his  plan  of  Education  desirable  to  the  Master,  and 
pleasant  to  the  Pupil.' 

The  English  language  was  much  neglected  in 
the  early  part  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  but  a 
double  shai*e  of  attention  was  bestowed  upon  Clas-

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sical  knowledge ;  nor  was  any  Rank  deemed  so 
exalted,  as  to  exclude  the  necessity  of  a  thorough   . 
^quaintance  with  the  learned  tongues. 

Even  in  the  veiy  centre  of  the  bad  deeds  of  the 
bigot  Mary,  and  at  a  period  when  the  elegant 
studies  were  beginning  again  to  yield  to  Polemics, 
there  arose  a  Collie  (Trinity)  at  Oxford,  avow- 
edly destined  by  it*s  Founder,  Sir  Thomas  Pope, 
in  1554,  for  the  improvement  of  Classical  Know* 
ledge.  In  the  Statutes  a  Lecturer  is  particularly 
appointed,  and  enjoined  to  "  exert  his  utmost 
diligence  in  tincturing  his  auditors  with  a  just 
relish  for  the  graces  and  purity  of  the  Latin 
tongue." 

Yet,  in  1563,  there  were  only  tmo  Divines  at  r 
Oxfwd,  who  were  capable  of  preaching  befiwre 
The  University.'    And,  in  1570,  Horne«  Bishop 
of  Winton,  enjoined  to  his  Minor  Canons  tasks 
almost  beneath  the  abilities  of  an  ordinary  School* 

boy. 

The  very  low  state  of  Public  Education,  in  the 
middle  of  £lizabeth*s  reign,  may  farther  be  col- 
lected^ from  ar  provision  in  Archbishop  Parker's  y 
Foundation  of  Three  Scholarships  at  Cambridge, 
in  1567.  They  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  most 
considerable  Schools  in  Kent  and  Norfolk,  and 
are  to  be  ^^  the  best  and  aptest  Schollers,  well

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instructed  in  the  Grammar^  and  (if  it  may  he) 
siich  as  can  make  a  verse  F ' 

The  classical  erudition  of  Queen  Elizabeth  vi, 
however,  beyond  a  doubt ;  and  her  example  had  a 
great  effect.  The  advantages  of  Learning  gradu- 
ally became  as  much  the  property  of  the  Laity  as 
of  the  Clergy ;  and  very  soon  after  the  reign  of 
that  renowned  Princess,  men  attained  to  that  state 
of  general  improvement,  and  those  situations  with 
respect  to  Literature,  in  which  they  have  evet 
since  persevered  and  excelled. 

We  now  arrive  at  that  mild  period  of  the  Re-       7 
FORMATION,  whcu  the  Piety  and  Charity  of  Pro- 
te43tants  in  the  Foundation  of  Grammar  Schools 
prevailed  so  much,  that,  in  the  succeeding  age, 
there  wanted  rather  a  regulation,  than  an  increase  ^ 
of  them. 

It  is,  however,  not  unworthy  of  remark,  that 
the  very  early  age  at  which  Students  were  enter- 
ed at  The  Universities,  before  the  commencement 
of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  during  most  part 
of  that  Century  also,  excluded  the  possibility  of 
the  Scholar  having  acquired  at  School  much  be- 
yond the  rudiments  of  the  learned  languages  ;  so 
that,  what  in  those  times  were  termed  Grammar 
Schools,  were,  in  feet,  very  aptly  designated  by 
such  an  appellation.  The  names  of  persons  of 
those  earlier  dates  may  be  ornamental  to  the  pages

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of  School  Annals ;  but  their  reputation^  as  far  as 
it  may  have  arisen  from  Education^  is  more  justly 
to  be  attributed  to  The  University. 

Among  those  who  have  written  upon  Schools, 
Roger  Ascham  may  not  improperly  be  enumer- 
ated here.  His  ^*  Schoolmaster^  Dr.  Johnson 
observes,  *^  though  begun  with  alacrity,  in  hopes 
of  a  considerable  reward,  was  interrupted  by  the 
death  of  his  Patron  Sir  Edward  Sackville,  and 
afterwards  sorrowfully  and  slowly  finished,  in  the 
gloom  of  disappointment,  under  the  pressure  of 
distress.  But  of  the  author's  disinclination  or 
dejection  there  can  be  found  no  tokens  in  the 
work,  which  is  conceived  with  great  vigour,  and 
finished  with  great  accuracy ;  and,  perhaps,  con- 
tains the  best  advice  that  was  ever  given  for  the 
study  of  Languages.'"' 

In  1678,  Christopher  Wase,  a  man  of  consi- 
derable learning,  published  at  Oxford,  ^^  Consider- 
ations concerning  Free  Schools,  as  settled  in  Eng-  ^ 
land.''  From  these  "  Considerations"  much  inform-  * 
ation  has  been  derived  for  the  present  work,  and 
which  must  ever  be  esteemed  for  their  thorough 
display  of  the  origin  and  effects  of  those  important 
Establishments. 

In  1807,  Mr.  Beckwith,  an  able  Barrister, 
directed  his  attention  to  the  various  Institutions 
fi)r  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  this  Country,  in  which

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considerable  regard  is  paid  to  the  managetnetit  of 
Schools. 

And,  in  181&,  a  History  of  the  Principal  Schools 
of  England  was  published  l)y  Mr.  Ackermann,  of 
The  Strand,  embellished  with  plates  ;  and  which 
has  also  been  consulted  with  advantage. 

In  the  same  year,  a  Select  Committee  of  Hie 
House  of  Commons  w;as  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  Education  of  The  Lower  Orders  in  The  Me- 
tropolis :  Who,  after  having  examined  a  great 
body  of  Evidence,  repotteA  to  The  House,  that 
they  found  reason  to  conclude,  ^^  that  a  very  targe 
number  oS  poor  Children  are  wholly  without  the 
means  of  Instruction,  although  their  Parents  ap- 
pear to  be  generally  very  desirous  of  obtaining^ 
that  advantage  for  them :" — 

That  tfcey  observed  with  much  satis£aiction, 
^^  the  highly  beneficial  effects  produced  upon  all 
those  parts  of  the  Pbpulation,  which,  assisted  m 
whole  or  in  psurt  by  various  Charitable  Institutions^ 
have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  Education :" — 

Iliat  they  had  not  then  time  fully  to  repoiTt 
their  Opinion  upon  the  different  branches  of  their 
Iif^ry,  ^'  but  they  feel  persuaded  that  the  gifeat<- 
est  advantages  would  result  to  this  Country  frbm; 
Parliament  taking  proper  measures,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  prevailing  disposition  in  the  Com- 
munity, for  supplying  the  deficiency  of  the  means 
of  Instruction  which  exists  at  present,  and  for  ex- 
tending this  Blessing  to  the  Poor  of  all  descrip- 
tions:''— 
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That  although  The  Committee  were  not  in- 
strueted  to  examine  the  state  of  Education  be- 
yond the  Metropolis,  they  had,  "  in  addition  to 
what  has  appeared  in  Evidence,  received  commu- 
nications, which  show  the  necessity  of  Parliament 
as'  speedily  as  possible  instituting  an  Inquiry  into 
the  management  of  Charitable  Donations  and 
other  Funds  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Poor  of  this 
Country,  and  into  the  state  of  their  Education 
generally,  especially  in  the  larger  Towns."  And 
Tlie  Committee  are  of  opinion,  ^^  that  the  most 
effectual,  as  well  as  least  expensive,  mode  of  con- 
ducting such  an  Inquiry,  would  be  by  means  of  a 
Parliamentary  Commission/* 

In  a  Second  Report  from  The  Select  Committee, 
dated  the  7th  of  July,  1817,  they  state,  ''  Your 
Committee  having  considered  the  information 
communicated  to  them  during  the  last  Session, 
from  various  parts  of  the  Country,  touching  the 
State  of  Eklucation,  and  more  particularly  the 
misapplication  of  Funds  destined  by  ^ft,  bequest, 
or  devise  to  that  purpose,  are  of  opinion,  that  it 
would  be  expedient  to  extend  the  instructions 
under  which  they  act,  so  as  to  embrace  an  Inquiry 
into  the  Education  of  the  Lower  Orders  generally 
throughout  England  and  Wales.** 

For  an  humble  Individual,  after  such  high 
Authority,  to  undertake  a  description  of  all  our 
Endowed. Grammar  Schools^ — ^to  struggle  with 
difficulties, — ^the  objections  of  his  Friends,- — and 
the  reluctance  of  some  of  the  parties  concerned  to 
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give  information, — may  appear  inconsistent.  But 
his  experience  of  former  kindness  from  The  Public 
gave  energy  to  his  hopes,  and  silenced  all  the  ap- 
prehensions which  expense  and  fatigue  were  ready 
to  excite. 

Confiding,  therefore,  in  general  support,  he  re- 
spectfully ventured  to  insert  a  Letter  and  a  Series 
of  Questions  in  The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  and  to 
send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  The  Head  Masters  of 
every  known  Grammar  School  throughout  Eng-

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beneficial  consequences  have  ensued.  It  would 
be  presumptuous  to  expatiate  on  the  merits  of  our 
great  Public  Seminaries ;  for  where  is  the  Gentle- 
man, who  has  not  either  profited  by  their  imme- 
diate Tuition,  or  by  the  hands  of  those  who  have 
had  the  happiness  to  enjoy  such  a  Blessing  ? 

It  is  p<'dnful,  however,  to  relate,  that  many  of 
our  numerous  and  ample  Endowments  have  fallen 
to  decay,  by  the  negligence  or  cupidity  of  ignorant 
or  unprincipled  Trustees ;  who  have  silently,  or  by 
^  connivance,  suffered  the  furtive  alienation  of  the 
very  Lands  which  they  were  called  upon  so  so- 
lemnly to  defend,  and  which  were  in  a  great 
measure  ordained  for  the  Eklucation  of  their  own 
Children. 

As  the  property  of  those  benevolent  Institutions 
is,  therefore,  in  several  cases  lost  or  sunk ;  or  em- 
bezzled, or  disgracefully  misapplied ;  or  lessened 
or  impaired  by  gross  dereliction  of  duty,  and  very 
great  frauds  are  committed  in  letting*  and  ma- 
naging the  estates ; — it  appears  absolutely  neces- 
sary, that  such  disorder  and  misapplication  should 
speedily  be  abolished,  by  a  Public  investigation 
and  REFORM  of  those  evils,  which  is  only  within 
the  power  of  Parliament. 

It  is  true,  that  many  of  the  Nobility,  Gentiy, 
or  neighbouring  Ministers,  are  often  the  Special 
Visitors, — and  The  Right  Reverend  their  Diocesan, 
and  Spiritual  Father,  is  always  their  General  Vi- 
sitor,— but  such  interference  is,  probably,  seldom 
exercised,  unless  at  the  honest  indignation  of  some 
conscientious  Parishioner* 
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In  a  perusal  of  the  Statutes,  a  great  Similarity  > 
between  those  of  the  more  eminent  Schools  will 
be  obvious.  It  is  well  known  that  King  Henry 
the  Sixth  grounded  his  Statutes  for  Eton  upon 
those  of  Winchester:  and  this  similarity  was 
further  increased  by  the  correction  of  Individuals^ 
who  were  deemed  particularly  excellent  in  such 
compositions ;  especially  the  amiable  Dean  Now- 
ELL,  whose  general  character  not  only  as  a  man  of 
judgement  and  learning,  but  the  memory  of 
whose  fame,  as  Master  of  Westminster  School, 
made  his  revision  and  approbation  of  several  of  the 
Seminaries,  established  in  his  time,  to  be  so  much 
desired/ 

That  frightful  disease,  the  Plague,  which  the 
Statutes  endeavour  so  humanely  to  guard  against, 
is  now  happily  unknown :  and  some  disorders 
which  were  then  thought  incurable,  are  by  a  better 
course  of  living  and  more  discreet  conduct  now 
also  never  seen,  or  have  abated  much  of  their  ma- 
lignity. There  is  a  pleasure  in  contemplating  the 
hardy  and  athletic  exercises,  which  are  prescribed 
for  the  Pupils,  to  invigorate  the  limbs  and  expand 
the  mind :  And,  however  it  may  have  been  asserted 
to  the  contrary,  the  religious  and  moral  prin^ 
ciPLEs  which  are  every  where  most  strictly  enjoin- 
ed, completely  confute  the  groundless  calumnies,, 
which  have  been  disseminated  on  the  score  of 
neglect  of  piety.

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Of  those  who  superintend  the  Education  of 
Youth,  Erasmus  is  ever  fond  of  expressing  his 
praise ;  and,  whenever  h^had  an  opportunity,  he 
encouraged  men  of  letters  to  undertake  the  labo- 
rious care  of  a  Grammar  School ;  which  he  always 
most  justly  commends,  as  what  exalts  the  Master 
to  the  highest  dignity ;  whose  business  is  to  sea- 
son Youth  in  Learning  and  Religion,  and  raise  up 
men  for  the  service  of  their  country.  "  It  may  be,** 
he  observes,  "  the  employment  is  accounted  vile 
and  mean  in  the  opinion  of  Fools;  but,  in  itself,  it 
is  really  great  and  honourable.'*  And  he  fur- 
ther insists,  ^^  that  the  safety  of  States  depends 
upon  Three  things, — Upon  a  proper  or  improper 
Education  of  the  Prince,  upon  Public  Preachers, 
and  upon  School-masters.'' 

Much  of  the  useful  Learning,  which  has  so     w 
remarkably  enlightened  the  middle  ranks  of  the 
English  nation,  and  rendered  us  a  moral  and  an 
understanding  people,  has  proceeded  from  our 
numerous  Public  Schools.    It  is  in  these  truly  re-      ^ 
spectable  nurseries  of  Literature,  that  Education 
has  effected  it's  most  generous  and  valuable  pur- 
poses.   The  mind,  which  might  otherwise  have 
been  confined  by  sordid  habits,  has  been  expand- 
ed :  Oenius,  which  might  have  been  hidden  from 
the  World,  has  been  called  forth  to  the  honour  of 
human  nature:  And  the  general  manners,  from 
rudeness  and  vulgarity,  have  been  retidered  easyy 
courteous,  and  polite.^

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"  I  shall  alwayB,**  says  Gibbon,  "  be  ready  to 
join  in  the  common  opinion,  that  onr  Public 
Schools,  which  have  produced  so  many  eminent 
characters,  are  the  best  adapted  to  the  genius 
and  constitution  of  the  English  people.  A  boy  of 
spirit  may  acquire  a  previous  and  practical  expe- 
rience of  the  world ;  and  his  play-fellows  may  be 
the  future  friends  of  his  heart  or  his  interest.  In 
a  free  intercourse  with  his  equals,  the  habits  of 
truth,  fortitude,  and  prudence  will  insensibly  be 
matured.  Birth  and  riches  are  measured  by  the 
standard  of  'personal  merit ;  and  the  mimic  scene 
of  a  Rebellion  has  displayed,  in  their  true  colours, 
the  Ministers  and  Patriots  of  the  rising  generar- 
tion."« 

The  Master's  Stipend  it  will  be  seen,  upon 
some  of  the  old  Foundations,  is  much  below  envy ; 
although  such  an  income  in  the  time  of  the  Donors 
might  have  been  amply  sufficient.  In  most  cases, 
however,  the  rise  in  the  value  of  the  Estates  is 
extraordinary,  and  where  the  receiptij  are  faith- 
fully dispensed  by  the  Trustees,  afiford  a  plentiful 
revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Establishment. 
Wherever  Rent-charges  were  given,  they  must  of 
course  remain  stationary ;  and  even  several  dona- 
tions were  only  for  terms  of  years,  and  upon  cer- 
tain conditions^  which  have  long  since  expired. 

In  order  that  poor  Scholars,  or  those  of  bright 
talents,  might  not  be  deprived  of  the  advantages 
of  a  College  education,  many  benevolent  persons

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have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  one  or 
more  Students  at  The  Universities.  Some  of  these 
Exhibitions  are  appropriated  to  a  particular 
School,  County,  or  certain  Counties;  others  are 
given  for  a  certain  term  of  yeai*s,  and  some  inde- 
finitely without  limitation  of  place.  Local  bene- 
factions were  given  out  of  pecuMar  respect  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  such  place,  with  which  the  Bene- 
factor himself  was  in  some  way  connected ;  while 
some  persons  of  more  ample  fortunes  and  enlarged 
views,  out  of  their  regard  to  the  whole  Kingdom, 
have  left  full  choice  of  their  Exhibitioners  to  the 
free  discretion  of  Feoffees.  Whence  arises  a  lau- 
dable spirit  of  ambition ;  and  to  the  greater 
Schools  upon  which  any  Exhibitions  are  settled, 
the  very  expectation  of  the  reward  draws  resort, 
and  excites  an  emulation  in  learning  and  good 
deportment. 

But  there  is  an  ulterior  object  in  these  bene- 
factions which  is  often  overlooked,  as  it  has  an 
immediate  reference  to  the  Church.  The  Statutes 
of  the  several  Colleges  solemnly  enjoining  a  dili- 
gent and  decent  attendance  on  Public  Worship ; 
and  implying,  that  the  Salaries  to  Masters,  and 
Exhibitions  to  Scholars,  are  to  provide  in  a  .great 
measure,  that  "  the  Church  he  not  burthenedC 
since,  upon  the  supposition  of  these  advantage 
being  withdrawn.  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  are 
taxable  to  the  education  of  Students  ;  and,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1559, 
they  were  actually  taxed  a  Tkirtteth  part. 
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It  may  be  curious  to  trace  the  origin  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Grammars.  The  excellent 
author  of  ^^  Reflexions  upon  Learning,"  observes, 
^^  in  our  times  the  common  Grammar  that  goes 
under  the  name  of  Mr.  Lilye,  was  done  by  some 
of  the  most  considerable  men  of  the  age.  The 
English  RudimentSy  by  Dean  Colet  ;  with  a  pre- 
fyice  to  the  first  edition,  directing  it's  use,  was  by 
no  less  a  man  thap  Cardinal  Wolsey.  The  most 
rational  part.  The  Syntaxy  was  written  or  corrected 
by  Erasmus  ;  and  the  other  parts,  by  other  emi- 
nent persons.  So  that  although  Mr.  Lilye  now 
bears  the  name,  which,  while  living,  he  always 
modestly  refused,  yet  it  was  carried  on  by  the 
joint  endeavours  of  several  learned  men,  and  he 
had,  perhaps,  not  the  largest  share  in  that  work.**^ 

It  may  also  be  observed,  that  it  redounds  not  a 
little  to  the  honour  of  St.  Paul's  School,  that  not 
only  the  Latin  Grammar  is  owing  to  the  skill  and 
care  of  The  Founder,  and  the  first  Master  of  that 
School ;  but  also  the  common  Greek  Grammar, 
used  throughout  England,  by  the  same  authority 
as  thfe  Latin,  was  composed  by  Camden,  who  had 
been  a  Scholar  at  that  celebrated  Seminary. 

It  is  likewise  curious  to  remark,  that  many  of 
-the  examples  in  the  Latin  Grammar  are  said  to 
have  pointed  at  the  then  juncture  of  Public  affairs ; 
mx.,  The  Prosecution  of  Empson  and  Dudley,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the

i^ghth^  as,  ^^  Regum  est  tueri  leges ;  Refert  om- 
nium animadverti  in  malas.^  And  this  humour 
was  the  reason,  why,  in  the  following  editions  of 
the  Sh/ntcuc,  there  were  examples  accommodated 
to  the  respective  years  of  the  impressions,  aS|  in 
that  of  1513,  "  Imperator  meruit  sub  rege  in  Gal- 
Ua^  relating  to  Maximilian,  the  Emperor  of 
Germany,  who  then,  at  the  siege  of  Teroiienne  in 
Flanders,  fought  under  the  Banner  of  Henry  the 
Eighth,  and  received  an  Hundred  Crowns  a  day 
for  his  pay.  And,  in  the  edition  of  1520,  ^^  AtuUto 
regem  Doroberniam  prqficisci^  referring  to  the 
King^s  speedy  journey  to  Canterbury,  there  to  give 
entertainment  to  the  Emperor  Charles  the  Fifth, 
lately  landed  at  Dover.  There  were  likewise  in 
the  edition  of  Erasmus,  several  examples  relating 
to  Dean  Colet  :  as,  "  Vixit  Romce,  studiit  Oxonii, 
natus  est  Londini,  discessit  Londino.^* 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Anthony  k  Wood,  that  the 
Jirst  printed  Grammar  in  England  was  that  by 
John  Holt,  of  Magdalen  College,  and  Usher  of 
Magdalen  School  in  Oxford,  intituled, "  Lac  Puer- 
crum^  which  was  printed  about  the  year  1497, 
and  dedicated  to  Morton,  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury. •  This  Grammar  was  then  in  much  repute. 
About  the  same  time  was  published  an  Accidence 
and  Grammar,  written  also  by  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Holt,  who  was  master  to  Sir  Thomas 
More.  After  these,  various  treatises  on  Grammar

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were  published  by  Linages^  Stanbridge^  and

And  these  ag^n  have  all  been  improved  by  the 
learning  and  humanity  of  more  eminent  Philo- 
logists. 

The  course  of  Education  which  is  pursued  in 
the  several  Schools,  has  been  attempted  to  be 
obtained,  that  a  just  comparison  may  be  formed 
of  the  most  approved  methods.  Even  the  com- 
prehensive mind  of  Johnson  has  not  disdained  to 
draw  up  a  "  Scheme  for  the  Classes  of  a  Gram- 
BffAR  School.*'*  There  are  peculiar  regulations  in 
many  Schools,  which  require  particular  obser- 
vance ;  but,  in  general,  affection  or  respect  seem 
decidedly  to  preponderate  in  favour  of  the  Eton 

RULES. 

Many  Schools  are  under  the  immediate  Super- 
intendence and  Visitation  of  particular  Colleges  : 
and,  it  is  a  remark  of  Mr.  Nelson,  that*  the  con- 
necting of  a  School  with  a  College  is  a  wise  con- 
trivance to  preserve  it  in  honour  and  repiitation.* 
Wase  also  observes,  that  the  annexing  the  Patron- 
age of  Country  Free  Schools  to  some  House  in 
TTie  University  has  been  experienced  mutually 
beneficial.''  ' 

In  an  age,  when  so  many  Theories  are  enter- 
tained with  respect  to  the  universal  Necessity,  or 
the  expeditious  Acquirementy  of  Learning, — ^when

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our  ancient  Establishments  are  yielding  to  new- 
fangled Systems^  and  even  Westminster  has 
been  strangely  classed  in  The  Report  on  the  Edu- 
cation of  "  The  Lower  Orders  in  the  Metropolis," 
— it  may  well  become  some  able  and  scientific  pen 
to  protect  and  exemplify  the  rights  and  import- 
ance of  our  Public  Grammar  Schools  ;  and  put 
a  bold  stop  to  the  havoc  of  ignorant  or  fanatic 
Trustees,  before  they  impair  those  Venerable  In- 
stitutions, where  the  tine  sense  of  the  Learned 
languages  may  in  Youth  be  obtained,  and  the 
Spirit  and  the  Beauties  of  Classic  authors  well 
understood  and  duly  estimated ;— And  thus  by 
acquiring  the  art  of  speaking  and  writing  with 
purity  and  elegance,  lay  the  best  Foundation  of 
Academical  Studies. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  record  of  eminent  cha- 
racters many  useful  lessons  may  be  drawn ;  and, 
in  conformity  with  that  pleasing  study,  all  the 
"  Worthies"  that  diligence  could  collect,  have 
been  faithfully  arranged,— €or  *^  not  to  name  the 
School  or  the  Masters  of  men  illustrious  for  Litera- 
ture, is  a  kind  of  historical  fraud,  by  which 
honest  fame  is  injuriously  diminished/''' 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  Inquiry,  reference  has 
been  made  to  every  printed  authority,  independ- 
ently of  the  multiplied  correspondence  occasioned 
by  the  circulation  of  the  Author  s  printed  Letter 
and  Questions.  And  it  is  at  once  both  gratifying 
and  incumbent  upon  him  to  record,  that  flattering

I  H  B  Frkb  Gbammab  School  at  BEoroBD  was  fouoded, 
by  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  beating  date 
the  15th  of  August,  in  the  Sixth  year  of  his  reign,  1552,  on 
the  Petition  of  The  Mayor,  Bailiifs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  education,  insUtu- 
tjon,  and  instruction  of  children  and  youth  in  grammar  and 
good  manners,  to  endure  for  ever.  The  same  School  to  be 
of  one  Master,  and  one  U^er,  And  The  Wabdems  and 
Fellows  at  Nsw  Coileoe,  in  Oxford,  were  thereby  con- 
stituted Visitors  of  the  amd  Grammar  School,  and  'Somma- 
tors  and  Aimittora  of  it's  Master  and  Usher,  with  power  to 
remove  them  ibr  just  causes,  and  to  appoint  others  to  act  in 
th^  BtaUoQs. 

And,  to  the  end  that  their  intent  should  take  the  better 
iffect.  His  Majesty  gave  licence  to  the  Mayor  and  Coin- 
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monalty,  that  they^  or  their  successors,  might  have  and  en- 
joy any  possessions  whatsoever,  to  the  yearly  value  of  jf  40., 
above  all  charges  and  reprises,  of  the  gift  or  assignment  of 
aiiy  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  in  and  to  the  sustentation 
of  the  said  Master  and  Usheb,  and  for  the  continuance  of 
the  said  School  for  ever ;  for  the  Marriage  of  Poor  Maids 
of  the  said  town;  and  for  Poor  Children,  there  to  be 
nourished  and  informed ;  and  also  of  the  surplusage  coming 
or  remaining  of  the  premises,  to  distribute  in  Alms  to  the 
Poor  of  the  said  town  for  the  time  being. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  the  22d  day  of  April,  in  the 
Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elisabeth,  1566,  and 
made  between  the  said  Mayor  and  Conunonalty  of  the  one 
part,  and  Sir  William  Harpur,  Knight,  and  Alderman 
of  the  City  of  London,  and  Dame  Alice  his  wife,  of  the 
other  part,  after  reciting  the  said  Letters  Patent,  it  is  wit-., 
nessed.  That  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  did  thereby 
erect  and  establish  a  Free  and  Perpetual  School,  within  the 
Town  of  Bedford,  in  a  Messuage  there,  commonly  called 
**  The  Free  School  Hoose,''  which  the  said  Sir  Wil- 
liam Harpur  of  late  built ;  and  elected  and  admitted  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher,  of  the  said  School. 

That  the  said  Sir  William  Harpur  and  Dame  Alice, 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  School,  did  grant  unto 
the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  the  said  School-House, 
with  the  premises  adjoining;  and  also  thirteen  acres  and 
one  rood  of  meadow,  therein  particularly  described,  lying  in 
divers  parcels  in  or  near  the  Parish  of  Saint  Andrew, 
HoLBORN,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  to  hold  the  same, 
according  to  the  form  of  the  said  Letters  Patent. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed. in  the  4®  Geo.  III., 
after  reciting  as  before  is  stated,  and  that  after  granting  the 
said  thirteen  acres  one  rood,  some  part  thereof  was  lost  by 
encroachments  made  thereon^  and  tliat  other  part  thereof 
was  granted,  to  Sir  Thomas  Fishbr,  Baronet,  under  the 
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authority  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  for  other  lands 
bdoQging  to  him,  so  that  the  same  was  reduced  to  about 
twelve  acres,  one  rood,  and  thirteen  pcles^  which  was  granted 
upon  lease  in  the  manner  there  mentioned ;  and  that,  in 
consequence  of  such  lease,  and  other  derivative  leases,  a 
great  number  of  houses  and  buildings  were  erected  on  the 
said  ground ;  and  that  several  new  streets  were  formed) 
deagned,  and  made,  out  of  part  of  the  said  premises,  for 
the  use  of  the  Public,  viz.  Bedford    Street,  Bedford 
Row,   Bedford  Court,  Prikces  Street,  Theobald^s 
Road,  North  Street,  East  Street,  Lamb's  Cokduft 
Street,  Qcteen  Street,  Eagle  Street,  Boswell  Court, 
and  other  streets  and  courts  thereto  adjoining,  lying  and 
bdng  in  the  several  parishes  of  St.  Andrew,  Holbom,  and 
St.  George,  Queen  Square;  and  that,  by  means  thereof,  the 
yearly  rents  of  the  Trust  Premises  were  then  increased  to  a 
considerable  amount,  and  that  great  improvements  were 
proposed  to  be  made  in  the  said  Charity  Estate,  by  letting 
part  of  the  houses,  upon  building  or  repairing  leases; 
whereby,  according  \d  the  best  computations,  the  whole  <^ 
the  said  Charity  Estate  was  likely  to  produce,  from  the  year 
1 7(16,  a  clear  yearly  income  of  about  £3000. 

It  was  (amongst  other  things)  enacted.  That  the  Mayor, 
Recorder,  Aldermen,  and  other  persons  in  the  same  Ac^ 
named,  should,  firom  and  after  the  25th  of  June,  17^4,  be 
Trustees,  for  the  setting  and  managing  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charity,  and  for  carrying  into  execution  the 
Rules  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  thereunto  annexed* 

And,  That  the  Trustees  appointed  as  aforesaid,  and  to 
be  elected  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  should  be  styled 
'<  The  Masters,  Governors,  and  Trustees  of  The  Bed- 
ford Charity,^  and  should  use  a  Common  Seal,  round 
which  should  be  inscribed  the  following  wbrds,  ^'  The 
Seal  of  the  Masters,  Governors,  and  Trustees  of  the 
Bedford  Charity  ;''  And  that  the  Trustees  should  and

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might  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  should  be  emibled  to 
purchase  lands,  for  the  purposes  in  the  Schedule  mentioned, 
and  other  buildings  proper  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
said  Charity,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  £  50. 

And  that  the  Trustees  should  be  empowered  \d  erect,  in 
the  Chancel  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  Town  of  Bed- 
ford, where  the  said  Sir  William  Habpue,  and  Dame 
Alice,  his  wife,  he  inten:ed,  a  Mokument  of  marble ; — 
likewise  a  Statue  in  front  of  the  sidd  Grammar  School ; — 
with  proper  inscriptions  thereon,  in  testimony  of  that  Town's 
gratitude  and  reverence  to  the  memory  of  those  munificent 
Founders  of  that  great  Charity ; — which  Monument  and 
Statue  have  been  erected  accordingly. 

By  another  Act  passed  in  the  83^  Geo.  III.,  1 793,  after 
redting  the  above  mentioned  Act,  and  that  the  said  Estates 
having  been  let  upon  building  and  repairing  leases,  as  the 
former  leases  thereof  had  fallen  in,  the  yearly  rents  thereof 
had  been  greatly  increased  since  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act ;  and  as  many  leases  of  other  parts  of  the  same  Estate 
would  expbe  at  different  periods,  and  might  be  further  con- 
siderably increased ; — 

And  that  it  had  been  found,  that  the  directions  given  by 
the  S£ud  Act,  and  the  Schedule,  for  the  appUcation  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  Trust  Estates,  were  in  some  instances  im- 
proper, and  occasioned  many  inconveniencies  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town ;  and  that  the  premises  might  be  managed, 
and  the  rents  applied  in  a  manner  much  more  advantageous 
ior  the  objects  of  the  said  Charity ; — 

It  was  enacted.  That  the  Act  of  the  A^  Geo.  III.,  and 
the  Schedule  thereto  annexed,  and  all  the  Rules,  Orders,  and 
Directions  by  the  same  Act  and  Schedule  mentioned,  should 
be  repealed ; — 

And  by  this  Act  of  1/93,  it  was  enacted.  That  the  Lord- 
Lieut^iant,  and  Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  County  of  Bedford,  the  Mayor,  Recorder,

Aldermen,  Common  Council,    Bailiffs,  Chamberlains,  and 

Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 

Town  of  Bedford,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  the  Grammar 

School  for  the  time  being,  and  eighteen  Inhabitants  of  the 

said  Town,  who  should  be  chosen  in  the  mamier  therein-after 

mentioned,  and  their  respective  successors,  to  be  chosen  in 

like  manner,  should  be  Trustees  of  the  several  Estates 

belon^ng  to  the  said  Charity,  and  should  let  and  manage 

the  same,  and  apply  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits  thereof 

in  such  manner  as  by  the  Rules,  Orders,  and  Directions  con- 

tained  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  is  directed  and 

expressed. 

The  following  is  The  SCHEDULE^  to  which  the  foregoing 

Act  refers : 

Containing  RULES,  ORDERS,  and  DIRECTIONS,  for  the 
Government  andManagement  of  the  Charity,  fomided  in  the 
Town  and  Borough  of  Bedford,  in  the  County  of  Bedford, 
pursuant  to  Letters  Patent  granted  by  His  late  Majesty 
King  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  the  Grant  of  Sir  WUUam 
Harpur,  and  Dame  Alice,  his  Wife,  and  of  the  Disposition 
and  Application  of  the  Fimd,  given  and  provided  by  the 
same  Grant,  for  the  Charitable  Purposes  therein  and  here- 
in-after mentioned. 

I.  That  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  day  next  after  the  election  of  the 
said  eighteen  Trustees,  as  in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  and  a  like 
General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  four 
several  months  of  July,  October,  January,  and  April,  in  every 
year  for  ever  thereafter ;  and  that  like  General  Meetings  shall 
be  held  oftcner,  if  occasion  shall  require,  upon  notice  thereof 
being  given,  by  the  order  of  any  six  or  more  of  the  said  Trustees^ 
by  causing  such  notice  to  be  published  on  a  Sunday,  immediately 
after  the  Morning  Service,  in  each  of  the  Parish  Chiut^hes  in 
the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  fourteen  days  at  the  least  before 
the  time  appointed  for  every  such  Meeting  -,  and  that  any  thir- 
teen or  more  of  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  assembled 
at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  but  not  less^  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  proceed  to  any  business  rdating  to  the  said  Charity  -,  and 
at  the  first  Meeting  to  be  called  as  aforesaid^  the  Trustees  then 
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present^  or  the  majority  of  ihem,  shall  dioose  an  Honorary  Pre- 
sident^ who  shall  be  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  and 
shall  continue  in  that  office  during  his  life^  or  during  so  long 
time  thereof  as  he  shall  think  proper ;  and  after  the  death  of 
such  President,  or  his  refusal  to  continue  in  that  office^  another 
President  shall  in  like  manner  be  diosen  in  his  place^  at  the 
Meeting  of  the  said  Trustees  to  be  held  next  after  his  deaths  or 
refusal  to  act  as  President  as  aforesaid  5  and  in  like  manner  a 
new  President  shall  be  chosen  on  every  similar  event;  and  eadi 
such  President  shall  annually  appoint  a  Vice  President^  who 
shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  one  c^ 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity. 

n.  That  the  arrears  of  the  salaries,  and  other  reasonable  de- 
mands of  the  several  Masters  and  Ushers  of  the  said  Grammar 
School  and  Writing  School,  the  Receiver  of  the  rents  of  the  said 
trust  estate  and  premises,  and  all  other  persons,  who  have  been^ 
or  shall  be  en^loyed  in  and  about  the  said  Charity,  and  all 
other  debts  due  and  owing  from  or  on  account  of  the  said  Cha* 
rity,  shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  out  of  the  money  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  Receiver,  or  any  other  person  belonging  to  the 
aaid  Charity,  or  out  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  of  fiie  said 
Charity  Estate ;  and  the  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  or  Meetings  as  aforesaid,  or  the  mfgor  part  of  them  so 
assembled,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  proper. 

III.  That  the  Messuage  or  Tenement,  built  by  the  said  Sir 
WUMam  Harjuur,  called  The  Schoolnuister*s  House,  in  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  shall  be  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Master 
of  the  said  Grammar  School  for  the  time  being  -,  and  that  the 
said  School  shall  be  the  place  in  which  all  the  children  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  resort  thereto 
for  their  education,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  educated  and 
instructed  in  grammar,  reading,  writing,  and  other  nsefxil 
learning,  and  good  manners,  in  such  manner  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  of  NetD  College  in  Oxford,  the  Visitors  of  the  said  Grram- 
mar  School,  appointed  by  the  aforesaid  Jitters  Patent,  and  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them  so  assembled,  shall  order  and  direct. 

IV.  That  the  several  houses  and  buildings  which  have  been 
erected,  and  are  now  appropriated  for  the  habitation  of  the 
Master,  Usher,  and  Writing  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  and 
their  respective  fomilies,  shall,  ^m  time  to  time,  for  ever  here- 
after, be  supported,  upheld,  maintained,  rebuilt,  and  kept  in 
good  and  sufficient  order  and  repair,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estete,  in  such  manner  as  to  the 
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Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them>  shall  seem 
meet,  proper,  and  expedient,  and  as  they  shall  from  time  to 
time  order  and  direct ;  and  that  the  said  Master,  Usher,  and 
Writing  Master,  be  respectively  provided,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  with  coals  and  candles,  sufficient  for  the  u^  of 
themselves  and  their  respective  feunilies. 

V.  That  the  present  Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  Grammar 
School,  and  also  the  present  Writing  Master  and  his  Assistant, 
shall  be  continued  in  their  respective  offices  until  they  shall  re- 
3pectively  die,  or  resign,  or  be  removed ;  and  that  liie  Master 
and  Usher  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  for  the  time  beings 
shall  always  be  Fellows  of  New  College  aforesaid,  or  clergymen 
of  the  Church  of  England,  properly  qualified  to  teach  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  and  shall  severally  be  enabled  to  hold  any 
ecclesiastical  benefice  or  benefices,  during  so  long  time  as  they 
respectively  shall  continue  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  School, 
and  reside  at  the  houses  appointed  for  their  respective  residences 
as  aforesaid,  and  attend  the  said  School ;  and  that  they  shall  be 
respectively  nominated  and  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
every  vacancy,  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College 
aforesaid,  within  the  space  of  three  calendar  moi^ths  next  after 
notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  such  vacancy 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  or  their  Clerk  for  the  time 
being ;  and  in  case  the  Master  and  Usher  so  to  be  nominated, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  take  upon  them  or 
him,  and  execute,  the  office  or  employment  to  which  they  or  he 
shall  be  so  appointed  as  aforesaid,  withhi  the  space  of  three 
weeks  next  after  such  appointment,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
party  so  nominated  and  appointed  shall  and  may  be  removed  by 
the  said  Trustees,  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them ;  and  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows of  New  CoUege  aforesaid,  on  notice  being  given  to  them  as 
aforesaid,  shall,  within  three  calendar  months  after  such  notice, 
nominate  some  other  person  or  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  School ;  and  that  if  the  said 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  within  the  space  of  three  calendar  months  next  after 
such  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  any  such  vacancy 
or  removal  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  said 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  and  may  nominate  and  appoint 
a  proper  Master  or  Usher,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  the 
said  Warden  and  Fellows  might  have  done,  and  every  such 
nomination  and  appointment  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  for 
each  such  time  and  turn  only ;  and  that  the  said  Wardens  and 
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Fellows  of  New  College,  shall  at  all  times  hereafter  have  the 
power  of  removing  the  present  Master  and  Usher,  or  any  future 
Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  or  either  of  them,  for  just 
and  reasonable  causes,  and  of  appointing  another  or  others  in 
his  or  their  stead )  and  that  a  Writing  Master,  properly  qualified 
to  teach  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  as  well  as  one  or 
more  Assistant  or  Assistants  to  such  Writing  Master,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require,  be  appointed  bv 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the'  major  part  of  them,  and  the 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  at  all 
times  be  at  liberty  to  dismiss  or  remove  any  such  Writing  Mas- 
ter or  Assistant  for  just  and  reasonable  causes. 

VI.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  estate,  unto  the  said  Master, 
ysher.  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants  for  the  time  being,  such 
yearly  salaries  as  herein-after  are  mentioned  :  (that  is  to  say). 
To  the  Master  of  the  said  Grammar  School  the  yearly  gum  of 
two  hundred  pounds,  and  as  many  additional  yearly  sums  of 
three  poimds  as  will  be  equal  to  the  number  of  boys  who  shall 
be  educated  at  the  said  school  in  each  year,  provided  such  addi- 
tional smns  do  not  amount  to  more  than  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
in  any  one  year :  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
school,  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  such  addi- 
tional yearly  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  the  additional  yearly  sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said  school,  as  aforesaid :  To  the 
Writing  Master  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of  eighty 
pounds  3  and  to  each  Assistant  to  be  employed  in  the  said  school, 
any  yearly  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  forty  pounds :  Which 
said  several  yearly  sums  shall  be  paid  by  half-yearly  payments, 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
September  in  every  year,  for  ever  hereafter,  clear  of  deductions ; 
and  a  proportionable  part  of  such  salaries  respectively  shall  be 
paid  to  the  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  of  such  Masters, 
Usher,  and  Assistants  respectively,  up  to  the  days  of  their  re- 
spective deaths,  for  and  in  respect  of  the  incurring  half-year 
wherein  they  may  respectively  happen  to  die  >  bA  their  present 
salaries  only  shall  be  payable  up  to  the  twenty-fitttdtfy  of  March 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety*-three,--from  which  time 
their  salaries  hereby  provided  shall  become  pavAble. 

VII.  That  all  the  children  of  inhabitants -or  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  who  shall  have  been  bom  and  resided  in  the  said  town, 
or  ^e  precincts  thereof,  and  who  shall  come  to  the  said  school 
to  be  ^ucated,  shall  be  taught  and  instructed  by  the  said  Master 
and  Usher,  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  for  the  time  being, 
in  such  manner  as  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  Writing  Master, 
and  Assistants,  respectively,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Trus- 
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tees>  assembled  at  any  such  Greneral  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the 
major  part  of  them  so  assembled,  shall  think  proper,  without 
any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity  whatsoever ;  and  also  that  the  chil- 
dren of  all  persons  being  parishioners  of,  or  whose  place  of 
settlement  shall  be  in  either  of  the  parishes  in  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  shall  in  like  manner  be  taught  and  instructed,  during 
the  time  that  such  persons  shall  respectively  occupy  an  house  or 
houses  in  the  said  Town,  notwithstanding  their  children  were 
not  bom  in  the  said  town ;  and  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher^ 
Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  shall  at  all  times  reside  and  live 
in  the  houses  provided  for  them  respectively  -,  but  no  boy  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  for  the  first  time,  who  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  Fourteen  Years. 

VIII.  That  all  printed  and  other  Books,  Pens,  Papers,  Slates^ 
Coals,  Candles,  and  other  Conveniences  proper  and  necessary  to 
be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  said  School  Rooms,  and  the  Boys 
to  be  therein  educated  and  instructed,  shall  fix)m  time  to  time  be 
found  and  provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  the 
costs,  charges,  and  expenccs  of  providing  the  same  shall  be' 
yearly  or  oftener  paid  and  discharged  out  of  the  rents,  issues, 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  order  and 
direct :  And  the  room  to  be  appropriated  for  teaching  EngUah, 
Writing,  and  Arithmetic,  shall  be  separate  and  apart  from  tlie 
other  room  or  rooms,  wherein  the  learned  X/anguages  shall  be 
taught. 

IX.  That  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College,  in  Oxford, 
who  are  appointed  Visitors  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School  by 
the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent,  shall,  on  the  First  Thursday  in  the 
month  of  May,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand ^even  hundred  and  ninety-four^  and  on  the  First  Thursday 
in  the  month  of  May  in  every  succeeding  year,  for  ever,  depute 
and  send  Two  sufficient  Visitors  to  the  said  Grammar  School^ 
who  shall  then  and  there,  in  a  publick  manner,  examine  the 
boys  in  their  learning,  and  who  shall  as  Visitors  examine  into 
the  conduct  of  tile  Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  and  ako 
into  all  foults  and  neglects  respecting  the  same  School^  and 
make  a  report  thereof  to  the  said  Warden  and  Fellows  3  and 
that  each  such  Visitor  shall  be  paid,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  the  expences  of  his  journey,  whidi 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Charity  who  shall  be  present  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after 
every  such  visitation,  or  by  a  majority  of  them. 

X.  That,  from  and  after  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April  in  the 
said  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four^  theTnui« 
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tees  of  the  said  Charity  for  the  time  being  shall^  from  time  to 
time>  for  ever^  grant  Exhibitions  of  forty  pounds  per  annum  to 
each  of  such  of  the  Scholars  going  from  the  said  Grammar 
School  to  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as 
the  Visitors  to  be  sent  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New 
CoUege  aforesaid,  and  the  Head  Master  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  School,  or  the  msyority  of  them,  shall,  after  due  examina- 
tion by  such  Visitors,  deem  most  worthy  of  preference,  but  so 
as  that  there  shall  not  be  more  than  three  Scholars  receiving 
exhibitions  at  any  one  time  3  and  that  no  Scholar  shall  hold  such 
codubition  more  than  once,  or  for  a  longer  term  than  six  years ; 
and  only  such  Scholars  shall  hold  or  receive  such  exhibitions, 
who  shall  have  been  at  the  said  School  during  four  years  in  the 
whole  3  and  each  such  exhibitioner  shall  reside  in  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  belong  seven  months  in  every  year  during  the 
time  he  shall  hold  his  exhibition,  such  residence  being  to  com- 
mence on  the  day  of  his  becoming  a  member  of  the  University 
to  which  he  shedl  be  sent ;  and  shall  once  in  every  such  year 
procure  and  cause  to  be  shewn  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time 
being,  at  one  of  their  General  Meetings,  a  certificate  from  the 
Principal  and  one  of  the  Tutors  of  his  College,  that  he  has  so 
resided  as  aforesaid,  and  that  he  has  been  attentive  to  his  studies, 
and  moral  and  exemplary  in  his  conduct  3  and  if  any  such  Scholar 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present,  or  shall  not  be  able,  from  his 
misconduct,  to  procure  such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  his  exhibi- 
tion shall  cease  and  be  discontinued  from  the  time  of  the  last 
preceding  payment  thereof,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  if 
he  had  then  held  or  received  it  for  the  term  of  six  years  $  but 
this  clause  shall  not^  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  prefvnt  any  such  exhibition  or  exhibitions  being  given 
in  the  mean  time  to  any  boy  or  boys  who  may  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  the  said  School  before  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
since  removed  to  any  other  School  or  Schools,  if,  after  such  ex- 
amination as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  by  the  said 
Visitors  and  Head  Master,  or  a  majority  of  them,  sufficiently 
qualified  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the  said  Universities,  although 
aoch  boy  or  boys  shall  not  have  been  four  years  at  the  said 
School, 

XI.  That  there  shall  be  applied  and  distributed,  yearly  and 
every  year,  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity Estate,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  pounds  for  the  Marriage 
Portionsof  fortypoorMaidsof  thesaidTown  of  Bedford,  of  good 
fiune  and  reputation,  in  equal  shares,  at  the  times  and  in  the 
manner  herdn-after  directed ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  Charity,  for  the  time  being,  8h8lU,four  times  in  every 
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year,  give  three  weeks  publick  notice  in  the  said  Town  of  Bed- 
ford,  that  they  propose  and  intend  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall 
aforesaid,  to  consider  of  poor  Maidens  to  whom  Portions  shall 
be  given  on  their  respective  marriages ;  and  all  poor  Maidens, 
resident  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  being  of  the  age  of 
uxteen  years,  or  upwards,  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  and 
desirous  of  being  candidates  for  such  portions,  (whose  fathers, 
not  being  certificated  persons  from  parishes  out  of  the  said  Town 
of  Bedford,  shall  either  have  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more 
house  or  houses  in  the  said  town,  for  the  space  of  ten  years  next 
preceding  their  becoming  candidates  for  such  portions,  or  shall 
have  been  bom  in  the  said  town,  and  shall  have  been  occupiers 
of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  therein  for  the  jspace  of  three 
years  next  preceding  their  becoming  candidates)  shall  and  may 
be  at  liberty  to  send  to  the  Mayor  of  the  said  town,  or  to  the 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  wherein  they  shall  then  respec- 
tively reside,  an  account  in  writing  of  their  Christian  and  Sur- 
names, their  ages,  the  places  of  their  births,  and  the  names  of 
their  parents ;  and  that  all  such  poor  Maidens,  not  being  of  bad 
fame  and  reputation,  who  shall  have  given  in  such  account  as 
aforesaid,  one  week  at  the  least  before  the  several  times  after- 
mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots,  on  the  Monday  next 
after  Easter- Day,  on  the  Second  Monday  after  Midsummer-Day, 
on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas-Day,  and  on  the  Moi^ 
day  next  after  Christmas-Day,  in  every  year,  for  ten  sums  of 
twenty  pounds  each,  on  every  of  the  same  days  -,  the  first  drawii^ 
of  sndi  lots  to  be  on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas- Day, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three :  And  that  each  of 
the  ten  poor  Maidens  so  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  draw 
the  ten  beneficial  lots,  on  each  of  the  said  several  days,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  upon  the  day  of  her  marriage,  the  smn  of 
twenty  pounds  for  her  portion,  provided  she  shall  marry  within 
the  space  of  two  calendar  months  from  the  time  of  drawing  such 
beneficial  lot,  and  provided  she  shall  not  marry  a  vagrant,  or 
other  person  of  bad  fune  or  reputation,  but  not- otherwise,    t 

XII.  That  poor  Maidens  of  the  age  mentioned  in  the  preced- 
ing order,  and  being  daughters  of  persons  of  the  descriptioa 
mentioned  in  the  same  order,  who  shall  have  gone  apprentices 
or  to  service  out  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  thereby  gained 
settlements  in  their  own  rights,  shall  be  at  liberty  and  have  a 
right  to  become  candidates  fbr  such  marriage  portions  as  afore- 
said, in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  had  been  resident  in  the 
said  Town  ;  and  that  aU  such  poor  maidens  as  shall  not  draw 
beneficial  lots  at  one  time,  shall  (if  not  married  in  the  interim) 
be  admitted  to  draw  lots  again  at  any  future  time. 

XIII.  That  the  several  poor  Maidens  qualified  in  the  manner 
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mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  orders^  who  shall  have  been 
admitted  to  draw  lots  for  marriage  "portions  as  aforesaid^  and 
shall  not  have  drawn  beneficial  lots^  shall  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  portions  to  poor 
Maidens^  be  entitled,  if  then  married,  to  the  like  sums  of  twenty 
pounds  each  for  their  respective  portions,  in  preference  to  any 
other  poor  Maidens  who  shall  then  be  candidates  for  such  por- 
tions, provided  they  shall  not  have  married  vagrants^  or  other 
persons  of  bad  fame  or  reputation. 

XIV.  That  if  any  part  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  eight  hun- 
dred pounds,  for  the  marriage  of  poor  maidens  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  upon  the  second  Monday  after  Michaelmas  Day  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  or  on  the  second  Monday 
after  Michaelmas  Day,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  himdred  and  ninety-four,  remain  um^plied 
for  that  purpose,  then  such  residue  shall,  on  the  first  MondiEy  in 
the  month  of  December  in  the  same  years,  be  paid  and  distri- 
buted equally  unto  and  amongst  such  poor  maid  servants  (if 
any)  not  being  of  bad  fame  or  reputation,  then  resident  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  shall  have  been  in  tervice  in  the  said 
Town  for  the  space  of  five  successive  years,  and  shall  have  been 
married  within  one  year  before  such  distribution  shall  be  made, 
and  shall  produce  certificates  &om  their  respective  Masters  or 
Mistresses  of  their  service  and  good  behaviour  ;  so  as  the  sum 
to  be  paid  to  each  poor  maid  servant  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds. 

XV.  That  the  House  or  Hospital  which  hath  been  already 
erected  and  built  for  the  habitation  of  poor  boys  and  girls,  bora 
and  resident  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  who  are  proper 
objects  of  charity,  together  with  the  offices  and  outbuUdings 
thereto  belonging,  shall  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  hereafter, 
be  upheld,  maintained,  supported,  and  kept  in  good  and  suffi* 
dent  order  and  repair,  and  that  so  many  of  such  poor  boys  and 
girls  shall  be  taken  into  the  said  House,  monthly  or  oftener,  as 
the  said  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity  for  the  time  being,  assem- 
bled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor 
part  of  them  so  assembled,  shall  from  time  to  time  think  pro- 
per ;  which  said  boys  and  girls  shall  be  provided  with  such 
proper  and  suitable  nourishment,  bedding,  clothes,  linen,  and 
other  necessaries,  and  with  proper  Nurses  and  other  Assistants, 
to  take  care  of  them,  until  they  are  of  a  proper  age  to  be  placed 
or  put  out  to  trade,  agriculture,  or  other  business,  in  the  man- 
ner herein-afler  mentioned,  and  in  the  mean  time  shall  be  em- 
ployed  and  kept  to  work,  in  framing,  knitting,  and  spinning 
wool,  or  in  any  other  branch  of  manufacture,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled' at  any  such  General 
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Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the  major  part  of  them^  shaU  firom 
time  to  time  order,  direct^  and  appoint ;  and  that  the  expenses 
t>f  keeping  the  said  House,  with  the  Offices  and  Outbuildings 
thereto  belonging,  in  repair,  and  the  wages  of  Nurses  and  other 
persons  necessary  and  proper  to  be  employed  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  order,  and  also  the  expenses  of  laying  in  pro- 
Tisions,  furniture,  clothes,  linen,  and  otiier  necessaries,  and  of 
finding  and  providing  wool  and  other  commodities  for  keeping 
the  said  boys  and  girls  to  work  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  regulated 
and  paid,  and  satisfied  by  and  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
mayor  part  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct, 
so  as  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  yearly  sum  of  three  hundred 
pounds,  exclusive  of  taxes  and  expenses  of  repah^  3  and  that 
there  shall  be  at  least  twenty-six  children  in  the  Hospital. 

XVI.  That  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  pounds,  fiirtiier  part  of 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  shall 
yearly  and  every  year,  for  ever,  by  two  half-yearly  sums  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  be  applied  and  disposed  of  la 
and  for  the  placing  out  twenty  poor  cUldren  apprentices  every 
half  year,  viz.  fifteen  boys,  not  being  under  the  age  of  thirteen, 
nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  five  girls,  not  being 
under  the  age  of  twelve,  nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years, 
whose  respective  fathers,  not  being  certificated  persons  from 
parishes  out  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  shall  either  have 
actually  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  space  of  ten  years  next  preceding 
their  children  being  so  apprenticed,  or  have  been  born  in  ^ 
said  Town,  and  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses 
/therein,  for  the  space  of  three  years  then  next  preceding  ;  and 
that  all  such  poor  boys  and  girls,  respectively  qualified  as  afore- 
said, whose  names  shall  have  been  given  in,  either  to  the  Mayor 
of  tiie  said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  to  the  Churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Parish  in  which  their  fathers  shall  respectively 
reside,  one  calendar  month  before  the  respective  times  of  draw- 
ing lots  after  mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  Mvchaehnas  Day,  and  the  second  Tuesday 
after  Lady  Day,  in  every  year,  the  first  drawing  of  such  lots  to 
be  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  Michaelmas  Day  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  3  and  that  the  sum  of  twenty 
pounds  shall  be. paid  as  the  apprentice  fee  with  each  of  the 
fifteen  boys,  and  tiiat  ten  pounds  shall  be  paid  as  the  apprentice 
fee  witii  each  of  the  five  girls  who  shall,  on  the  several  days 
•foresaid,  draw  the  beneficial  lots,  upon  their  being  respectivdjr 
put  or  placed  oat  i^rentices,  within  the  space  of  two  calendar 
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months  after  they  shall  have  drawn  such  beneficial  lots^  to 
Masters  and  Mistresses  of  good  character  and  responsibility^  to 
be  approved  of  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  sudi  Ge- 
neral Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  msyor  part  of  them ;  and  that 
the  boys  shaU  be  bound  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  the 
girls  for  the  space  of  five  years ;  and  that  the  girls  shall  be  ap- 
prenticed to  such  trades  or  occupations  only  as  women  usually 
follow,  (lacemaking  excepted)  3  and  if,  upon  any  of  the  afbie-' 
said  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  the  fiill  number  of  fifteen 
boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  beccncne  candidates,  then, 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  happen,  an  additional  number  of 
benefical  lots  shall  be  drawn  for  by  the  girls  who  shall  offer 
themselves  as  candidates,  so  that  twenty  beneficial  lots  may  be 
drawn  for  every  half  year  }  and  that  the  several  indentures  by 
which  such  children  as  aforesaid  shall  be  bound  apprentices, 
shall  be  freed  firom  the  stamp  duty,  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
indentures  of  apprenticeship  now  are,  by  the  laws  already  in  be- 
ing, where  apprentices  are  put  out  by  charity. 
-  XVII.  That  in  case  any  of  the  poor  children  who  shall  draw 
iuch  beneficial  lots  as  aforesaid,  shall  die,  or  shall  be  otherwise 
disposed  of,  or  shall  not  be  put  out  apprentice  within  the  space 
of  six  calendar  months  from  the  time  of  his,  her,  or  their  draw- 
ing such  beneficial  lots  respectively,  (unless  the  same  shall  hap- 
pen by  default  of  the  Trustees,  or  be  prevented  by  some  inevit- 
able accident),  the  money  intended  for  such  child  or  children 
respectively  shall  be  drawn  for  again,  at  some  one  or  other  of 
the  subsequent  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  and  be  applied 
for  the  benefit  of  such  child  or  children  as  shall  become  entitled 
thereto  by  drawing  a  beneficial  lot. 

XVIII.  That  such  of  the  poor  boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall,  upon  any  of  the  said  days  mentioned  in  the  suLteenth 
order,  have  drawn  the  unsuccessful  lots,  shaU  have  the  prefor- 
ence  at  the  next  succeeding  day  or  days  appointed  for  drawing 
lots  for  the  apprenticing  money,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
-sum  of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  upon  their  being  respectively 
put  out  apprentice,  in  preference  to  those  boys  who  shall  after- 
wards apply. 

XIX.  That  every  boy  and  ^rl  so  put  out  apprentice  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  actually  serve  the  full,  term  of  his  and  her 
apprenticeship,  and  in  all  respects  comply  with  the  tenor  of  his 
and  her  respective  indentures  of  apprenticeship,  shall,  on  pro- 
ducing to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such 
General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  within  three  calendar  months 
after  the  expiration  of  their  respective  apprenticeship,  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  their  respective  Masters  or  Afistresses,  and  by 
the  Mioiflter  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  where  they  sha^ 
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have  respectively  served  their  apprenticeship^  testifying  such 
actual  service  and  compliance  with  the  tenor  of  their  indentures^ 
as  well  as  their  good  morals  and  behaviour  respectively^  or  on 
producing  such  other  proof  thereof  as  the  said  Trustees  so 
assembled^  or  the  major  part  of  them^  shall  require,  but  not 
otherwise,  be  entitled  to  receive  such  sum  of  money,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  pounds,  nor  less  than  ten  pounds,  each,  as  the  said 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  judge 
proper  and  expedient,  and  such  Trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  and  may  direct  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

XX.  That  no  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  made  or  entered 
into  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  Meet- 
ing  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  any  person  or 
persons  whomsoever,  for  the  erecting,  making,  or  repairing  any 
buildings,  or  for  any  materials,  furniture,  or  other  things  neces- 
sary for  completing  and  furnishing  the  same,  unless  one  calen- 
dar month's  notice  shall  have  been  previously  given,  in.  each  of 
the  Parish  Churches  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  upon  a  <Sim- 
day,  immediately  alter  Morning  Service,  of  the  intention  of  the 
Trustees  to  enter  into  such  contract  or  agreement ;  and  that  no 
such  contract  shall  be  entered  into  with  any  person  being  a 
Trustee  of  the  said  Charity  ;  but  this  order  shall  not  extend  to 
such  persons  as  shall  supply  or  have  supplied  the  said  Charity 
wiHi  articles  of  food  or  raiment  in  the  usual  manner^  nor  to 
expenses  or  bills  for  ordinary  repairs. 

XXI.  That  all  matrons^  servants^  and  other  officers^  persons, 
and  attendants,  proper  and  necessary  to  be  employed  in  and 
about  the  said  House  or  Hospital  so  already  erected,  for  the  care 
and  nourishment  of  poor  children  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  nominated,  elected,  and  appointed,  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them^  when  and  as  often,  and 
with  such  fees  yearly  or  other  salaries  and  allowances,  as  to 
them  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  seem 
proper  and  expedient ;  and  such  person  or  persons  so  to  be  no* 
minated  and  ^pointed,  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  and  dis- 
charged from  their  respective  offices  or  employments,  by  the 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  for  any  Ul 
eonduct  oc  misbehaviour. 

XXU.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  shall  appear,  on  the 
making  up  and  settling  the  annual  accounts  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charity,  that  the  monies  issued  and  applied,  or  di- 
rected to  be  issued  and  applied,  shall  in  any  one  year  have 
exceeded  the  clear  profits  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  then,  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  happen,  such  excess 
shall  be  reimbursed,  paid^  and  satisfied  out  of  the  first  monies 
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which  shall  be  received  from  the  said  Charity  Estate  5  and  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  lessen^  decrease^  vary^  and 
alter  the  next  succeeding  yearly  payments  and  expenditure^  so 
and  in  such  manner  as  that  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly 
income  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIII.  That  John  Heaven,  the  present  Receiver  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate^  and  Edward  Chapman, 
the  present  Clerk  to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity^  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  such  receiver  and  clerk  respectively^  with  their 
respective  present  salaries  or  allowances^  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively die  or  resign  -,  and  that  they  or  either  of  them  shall  not 
be  removed  from  their  respective  offices^  but  for  ill  conduct  or 
misbehaviour  3  and  that  after  the  death  or  removal  of  such 
receiver  or  clerk  respectively,  or  of  any  future  receiver  or  clerk 
to  be  appointed  as  herein  after  is  mentioned,  the  said  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  ap- 
point some  other  fit  and  proper  person  or  persons  to  be  receiver 
or  clerk,  with  the  like  salary  or  salaries  3  and  that  every  future 
receiver  and  clerk  shall  be  appointed  for  life,  and  shall  not  be 
removed  but  for  ill  conduct  and  misbehaviour;  and  that  the 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them,  shall  and  may,  at  any  time  or  times  here* 
after^  nominate  and  appoint  any  fit  and  proper  person  and  per- 
sons to  be  surveyor  or  siu^'eyors  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  with 
such  salary  or  salaries  or  other  allowance  for  his  or  their  trouble 
and  care  therein,  as  to  the  said  Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them,  shall  seem  proper  and  necessary  ^  and  shall 
and  may  remove  and  displace  the  person  or  persons  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed surveyor  or  surveyors^  and  appoint  others  in  their  re- 
spective places  and  stead,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion 
shall  require  5  and  tliat  every  future  receiver  shall  give  security, 
by  recognizance  or  statute  staple,  with  two  sureties,  (by  whic^ 
they  shall  be  respectively  bound  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand 
pounds;  and  every  such  receiver  and  surety  shall  severally 
swear  themselves  to  be  worth  that  sum),  for  his  and  their  due 
accounting  for  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIV.  That,  in  order  that  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  all 
fiiture  Receivers  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Es- 
tate hereafter  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  may 
the  better  attend  to  and  look  after  the  repairs  necessary  to  be 
done  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof^  he  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  such  future  Receivers  re- 
8pectiveiy>  shall  live  and  reside  on  some  part  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  or  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  fix)m  the  same ;  and 
the  present  and  future  Receivers  shall  attend  the  business  of  th« 
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said  Chanty,  at  the  Town  of  Bedford,  from  time  to  time,  and  at 
gnch  times  as  the  Trustees  fin*  the  time  bdng,  assembled  at  any 
sudi  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  mijor  part  of  ihem> 
shall  from  time  to  time  direct  or  -appoint^  and  shall,  on  the  first 
day  of  November,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  every  succeeding  year,  for 
ever,  unless  the  same  shall  happen  on  a  Sunday,  and  in  that 
case  on  the  following  day,  make  up  and  deliver  in  all  accounts 
of  receipts,  payments,  and  applications  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  aiid  of  the  nature,  circumstances, 
and  situation  thertef,  down  to  the  Midnanmer  Day  then  next 
preceding,  which  accounts  shall  be  laid  before  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity,  at  their  several  Meetings,  for  their  inspection  ^ 
and  the  same  accounts  shall  onoe  in  every  year,  or  oftener,  if 
there  shall  be  occasion,  be  settled,  approved,  allowed  of,  and 
signed  by  the  Trustees  assembled  at  some  such  General  Meeting 
as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  such  manner  as  they 
riiall  think  proper,  and  the  same,  whoi  so  allowed  and  signed, 
shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to  all  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity,  and  their  successors,  and  the  said  accountant  or  receiver, 
and  all  persons  whomsoever,  and  shall  be  a  sufficient  disdiarge 
to  the  persons  making  up  and  delivering  in  such  accounts  hwa 
time  to  time  acanrdingly ;  and  such  accounts  ^all  not  be  liable 
to  be  opened,  or  afterwards  set  aside,  on  any  pretence  whatso- 
ever, unless  it  can  plainly  be  made  appear,  that  there  is  an  error 
in  such  accounts  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  iqp- 
watds. 

XXV.  That  all  accounts  of  the  receipts,  pa3rments,  and  ap» 
ptieadon  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  shall  once  in  every  year  be  printed  and  published,  at  Hie 
expence  of  the  said  Charity,  one  odendar  mondi  at  least  before 
tiie  time  appointed  for  passing  the  reoeiver^s  accounts,  and  be 
ddivered  to  all  the  inhabitants  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  paying  scot  and  lot,  who  shall  apply  for  the 
same  to  die  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  and 
that  one  calendar  month*s.pievioas  notice  shall  be  given,  in  each 
of  the  Parish  Churdies  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  oi  the  day 
on  which  the  receiver's  accounts  shall  be  intanded  to  be  passed. 

XXVI.  That  all  public  Meetmgs  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity  shall  be  held  in  one  of  die  rooms  to  be  appropriated  and 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  one  of  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  where  proper  conveniences  shall  be  made  for 
keeping  and  depositing  tibe  common  seid  of  the  said  Trustees, 
«id  all  books  of  accounts,  and  other  pespexs  of  or  in  anywise 
beknging  to  the  said  C%arity>  and  (he  same  shall  be  deposited 

time  proper  lodks  and  keys ;  one  key  wherectf  shall  be 
Vol.  I.  C 
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kept  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford  for  the  time 
being,  another  by  the  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Samt 
Paul,  in  the  said  Town  for  the  time  being,  and  the  other  by  a 
proper  person  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Trostees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyer  part  of  them,  or  by  the  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the 
time  being ;  and  no  person  or  persons  (except  the  Trustees  and 
their  Clerk)  shall  be  permitted  to  peruse  and  inspect  the  same 
books,  accounts,  and  papers,  or  any  of  them,  widiout  an  order 
in  writing  under  the  hand  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  said 
Trustees  for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained. 

XXVII.  That  whenever  there  shall  be  occasion  to  let  any  of 
the  houses  and  lands  belonging  to  the  said  Charity,  situate  in 
the  County  of  Middlesex,  either  to  tenants  at  will,  or  upon  any 
lease  or  leases,  a  skilful  surveyor,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  at  any  Meeting  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, or  a  miyority  of  them,  shall  be  employed  at  the  exp^ioe  of 
the  said  Charity,  to  survey  the  premises  so  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  make  a  proper  estimate  in  writing  of  the  vahie 
thereof,  and  every  such  estimate  or  valuation  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Trustees  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after  every  sudi 
estimate  or  valuation  shall  have  been  made ;  and  immediately 
afterwards  proper  advertisements  shall  be  published  in  five  daily 
and  five  evening  London  newspapers,  once  in  four  successive 
weeks  at  least,  for  letting  such  premises  respectively;  by  which 
advertisements  respectively  it  shall  be  directed  or  made  known 
that  each  house  will  be  let  separately,  and  that  such  persons  as 
may  be  minded  to  become  tenants  cdP  the  premises  so  to  be  let 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  or  before  a  certain 
day  to  be  appointed  and  mentioned  in  such  advertisements  re- 
spectively for  that  purpose,  send  to  the  receiver  for  the  time 
being  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estates,  pro- 
posals in  writing  of  the  terms  on  which  they  are  minded  to  take 
or  become  tenants  of  the  premises  so  to  be  let  as  aforesaid, 
which  proposals  so  to  be  sent  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  at  their  General  Meeting 
to  be  held  next  after  the  receipt  of  such  proposals  -,  and,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  day  to  be  appointed  or  men- 
tioned in  such  advertisements  respectively,  a  Meeting  of  the  said 
Trustees  shall  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  proposals  to  be  sent  in  as  aforesaid,  of  which 
Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be  given 
in  aU  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  in  one  of  the  London  news- 
papers, at  least  ten  days  before  every  such  Meeting  shall  be 
hdd ;  and  at  all  such  Meetings  the  proposals  to  be  then  taken 
into  consideration^  and  proper  abstracts  of  them^  shall  be  kid 
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before  the  Tmntees  then  present;  and  such  Trustees,  or  the 

major  part  of  them,  shall  agree  to  the  highest,  or  such  of  the 

said  proposals  as  they  or  such  msyor  part  shall  approve  of;  and 

if  the  highest  proposal  shall  not  be  accepted,  then  the  Trustees 

shall  enter  a  minute  of  the  reason  thereof,  and  sign  it;  and 

such  Trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  shall  then  nominate  a 

Committee,  not  exceeding  seven,  nor  less  than  five  of  the 

Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  for  the  time  being,  of  whom  there 

shall  be  three  of  the  elected  Trustees  for  the  time  being-;  and 

every  such  Committee  shall  meet  in  London,  within  sixteen  days 

aflter  it  shall  have  been  nominated  as  aforesaid,  in  order  to  carry 

into  efiect  the  proposals  to  be  improved  of  as  aforesaid ;  and  of 

every  such  Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be 

given  ih  all  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  by  advertisements  in 

one  or  more  of  the  London  newspapers,  at  least  ten  days  before 

every  such  Meeting  shall  be  held ;  and  that  all  contracts  and 

agreements  to  be  signed  by  the  said  Trustees  so  to  be  nominated 

and  appointed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and 

conclusive  to  all  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  such 

leases  as  shall  be  agreed  to  be  made  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 

shall,  (so  soon  as  the  same  can  conveniently  be  done),  with  the 

iqpprobiEition  and  consent  of  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  m^jor  part 

of  them,  be  sealed  with  the  said  common  seal  of  the  said 

Trustees,  which  leases,  being  sealed  at  a  public  Meeting  of  the 

said  Trustees  at  Bedford,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk,  by  the  order 

of  the  Trustees  then  present,  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to 

the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors,  as  effectually  as  if  the 

same  leases  were  duly  executed  under  their  own  hands  and  seals ; 

provided  that  a  counterpart  of  the  same  lease  is  executed  by  the 

lessee  or  lessees  of  such  lease  or  leases,  and  delivered  to  the 

Clerk  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  kept  for  their  use. 

XXVIII.  That  the  expences  of  the  Trustees  attending  in 
London,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  preceding  order,  or 
to  do  any  other  necessary  business  concerning  or  in  anywise 
relating  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  so  as  such  expences,  for 
each  person's  coach  hire  to  and  from  London,  do  not  exceed  one 
guinea  per  day,  and  that  his  expences  there  do  not  exceed  ten 
shillings  and  sixpence  per  day,  for  so  many  days  as  the  Trustees, 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  and  requisite  in  that 
behalf. 

XXIX.  That  the  expences  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Trustees,  by  each  lessee,  for  a  pair  of  leasas,  shall  not  exceed 
five  guineas,  and  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  concerning  the  same, 
it  sluiU  be  referred  to  and  settled  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said 

C2 
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tees  of  the  said  Charity  for  the  time  being  shall^  from  time  to 
tirne^  for  ever«  grant  Exhibitions  of  forty  pounds  per  annum  to 
each  of  such  of  the  Scholars  going  from  the  said  Grammar 
School  to  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as 
the  Visitors  to  be  sent  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New 
CoUege  aforesaid,  and  the  Head  Master  for  the  time  being  of  the 
said  School,  or  the  majority  of  them,  shall,  after  due  examina- 
tion by  such  Visitors,  deem  most  worthy  of  preference,  but  so 
as  that  there  shall  not  be  more  than  three  Scholars  receiving 
exhibitions  at  any  one  time  -,  and  that  no  Scholar  shall  hold  such 
exhibition  more  than  once,  or  for  a  longer  term  than  six  years ; 
and  only  such  Scholars  shall  hold  or  receive  such  exhibitions, 
who  shall  have  been  at  the  said  School  during  four  years  in  the 
whole ',  and  each  such  exhibitioner  shall  reside  in  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  belong  seven  months  in  every  year  during  the 
time  he  shall  hold  his  exhibition,  such  residence  being  to  com- 
mence on  the  day  of  his  becoming  a  member  of  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  be  sent ;  and  shall  once  in  every  such  year 
procure  and  cause  to  be  shewn  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time 
being,  at  one  of  their  General  Meetings,  a  certificate  from  the 
Principal  and  one  of  the  Tutors  of  his  College,  that  he  has  so 
resided  as  aforesaid,  and  that  he  has  been  attentive  to  his  studies, 
and  moral  and  exemplary  in  his  conduct  j  and  if  any  such  Scholar 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present,  or  shall  not  be  able,  from  his 
misconduct,  to  procure  such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  his  exhibi- 
tion shall  cease  and  be  discontinued  from  the  time  of  the  last 
preceding  payment  thereof,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  if 
he  had  then  held  or  received  it  for  the  term  of  six  years ;  but 
this  clause  shall  not,  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  April,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  prefwit  any  such  exhibition  or  exhibitions  being  given 
in  the  mean  time  to  any  boy  or  boys  who  may  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  the  said  School  bdfbre  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
since  removed  to  any  other  School  or  Schools,  if,  after  such  ex- 
amination as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  by  the  said 
Visitors  and  Head  Master,  or  a  majority  of  them,  sufficiently 
qualified  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the  said  Universities,  although 
fuch  boy  or  boys  shall  not  have  been  four  years  at  the  said 
School. 

XI.  That  there  shall  be  applied  and  distributed,  yearly  and 
every  year,  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity Estate,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  pounds  for  the  Marriage 
Portions offortypoorMaidsofthesaidTown  of  Bedford,  of  good 
fiane  and  reputation,  in  equal  shares,  at  the  times  and  in  the 
manner  herein-after  directed )  and  for  that  purpose  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  Charity,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  four  times  in  every 
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Alms  Houses  shall  be  erected  and  built^  such  ten  poor  old  men^ 
and  ten  poor  old  women^  being  decayed  housekeepers  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  the  'Jhnstees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  Greneral  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  shall  be 
accordingly  placed  therein,  and  that  to  each  of  such  poor  old 
men  and  women  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  respective  subsistence^ 
a  sum  not  exceedhig  three  shillings,  and  yearly,  fcnr  and  towards 
their  respective  cloathing,  a  simi  not  exceeding  forty  shillings ; 
but  if  a  poor  man  and  his  wife  shall  be  placed  together  in  any  of 
the  said  Alms  Houses,  they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  subsist- 
ence, a  sum  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  both ;  and  that  all 
tiie  said  poor  old  men  and  women,  inhabiting  the  said  Alms 
Houses,  shall,  if  able,  go  every  Sunday  to  some  place  of  public 
worship  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be 
removed,  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  nugor 
part  of  them,  for  n^lecting  so  to  do,  or  for  other  misbehaviour ; 
and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Alms  Houses  which  may  happen 
by  means  of  any  such  mnovals  as  aforesaid,  or  by  death,  shall 
firom  time  to  time  be  filled  with  proper  objects  of  the  description 
aforesaid,  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them. 

XXXU.  That,  after  all  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged,  there 
shall  be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  to  twenty  poor  girls,  who  shall  have 
been  candidates  for  the  apprenticing  money  provided  by  the 
Sixteenth  Order,  and  shall  not  have  drawn  the  beneficial  lots^ 
the  siun  of  three  pounds  each,  for  cloathing  them,  upon  their 
respectively  going  out  to  service ;  and  if  more  than  twenty  such 
girls  shall  apply  for  this  donation,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the 
same  ^  and  that  the  further  sum  of  two  pounds  shall  be  given 
to  the  several  girls  who  shall  have  received  the  donation  of 
three  pounds,  upon  their  having  respectively  been  at  ser\dce  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  if  such  service  shall  have  been  with  one 
master  or  mistress,  provided  they  shall  respectively  produce  a 
certificate  of  such  service,  signed  by  their  respective  masters  or  • 
mistresses,  and  by  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  pansh  where  they  shall  respectively  have  lived } 
and  that  none  of  such  poor  girls  shall,  by  going  out  to  service 
as  aforesaid,  and  receiving  the  said  donations  oi  three  pounds 
and  two  pounds^  be  prevented  firom  becoming  candidates  for 
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the  marriage  portions  provided  for  poor  Maidens  by  the  Eleventh 
Order. 

XXXIII.  That,  after  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged^ 
the  yearly  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  if  the  residue  and  sur- 
plus of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  which 
shall  remain  after  paying,  distributing,  or  providing  for  the  se- 
veral salaries,  expences,  and  donations,  by  the  preceding  orders 
directed  to  be  paid  or  distributed,  shall  amount  to  so  much^  and 
if  not,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  and  surplus,  whatever  it 
may  be,  shall  be  applied  and  distributed  for  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects, 
who  shall  have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bed~ 
ford  ten  years  at  least  preceding  such  distribution,  at  such  parts 
of  the  winter  season,  in  every  year,  in  such  proportions,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  proper  and  expedient. 

XXXIV.  That  if,  after  the  payment  and  distribution  of  thft 
several  salaries,  expences,  and  donations  which  are  directed  to 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  the  several  preceding  orders,  there 
shall  in  any  year  still  remain  any  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  unappUed,  then  all  such  residue  and 
surplus  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  erecting  and  building,  and  keeping  in  repair,  for 
ever,  any  other  Alms  House  or  Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception 
and  habitation  of  more  poor  old  men  and  women,  being  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  the  said*  Town  of  Bedford,  and  for  en- 
dowing the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Thirty-first 
Order,  with  respect  to  the  Alms  Houses  thereby  ordered  to  be 
erected  and  built,  or  in  building  or  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  cottages  or  other  buildings,  to  be  let  at  low  rents  to  the 
indigent  and  industrious  poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford, 

XXXV.  That  all  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  tlie  said  Charity,  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  decided  by  vote,  and  in  case  of  any  equality  of  voices,  the 
President  or  Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

The  present  income  of  this  noble  Charity  is  more  than 
£6000.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  limited  to  children  bom  in  the  Town,  and 
those  who  are  Inhabitants ;  but  Strangers  are  taken  as 
boarders.  There  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  privileged  num- 
ber of  day  scholars ;  they  are  usually  about  twenty.     They

are  admitted  at  the  age  of  eighi^  and  are  superannuated  at 
eigfUeen.  The  form  of  admission  is,  by  a  certificate  of  bap- 
tism, Tvithout  nomination. 

On  the  25th  of  February,  1 8 1 1 ,  the  following  Regula- 
TioKs,  for  the  management  of  Bedford  School,  were  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  of  by  The  Waedkn  and  Fellow^ 
of  New  College,  and  by  The  Masters,  Governors,  and 
Trustees  of  The  Bedford  Charity  : — 

I.  The  system  of  education^  as  in  other  Classical  Schools^  to 
be  regulated  by  the  Master. 

II.  Either  the  Master^  or  the  Usher^  or  hoih,  will  be  always 
present  during  school  hours. 

III.  The  sdiool  hours  will  be  as  follows  : 

Before  Breakfast 
From  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  seven  o'clock  till  nine. 
From  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  eight  o'clock  till  half -past  nine. 

After  Breakfast, 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  from  half-past  ten  till  twelve. 
During  the  Winter  half-year,  from  eleven  o'clock  till  half-past 
twelve. 

Afternoon. 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  from  two  till  five. 
During  the  Winter,  from  half-past  three  till  six. 

IV.  Prayers  will  be  read  every  morning  before  breakfast  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school  time,  and  at  the  end  of  it 
every  evening. 

V.  Every  boy  will  be  expected  to  attend  most  punctually  at 
the  above  stated  hours,  with  his  lesson  and  exercises  prepared. 
Names  will  be  called  over  at  the  conunencement  and  the  close 
of  every  school  time,  and  boys  absenting  themselves  from  morn- 
ing prayers  without  a  sufficient  reason  sent  to  the  Master  in 
writing  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  will,  after  due  admoni- 
tion and  correction,  be  liable  to  be  expelled  by  the  Master ;  as 
will  all  boys  repeatedly  offending  against  any  other  regulations 
of  the  School,  or  against  good  manners. 

VI.  It  need  scarcely  be  suggested,  that  the  strictest  attention 
to  cleanliness  in  every  particular,  will  be  expected  and  duly  en- 
forced by  the  Master. 

VI.  Saints  Days,  and  every  Saturday  afternoon,  will  be  fixed 
holidays,  and  the  School  will  not  be  attended  on  State  fosts  or 
festivals.  The  granting  occasional  remissions  ftt>m  business 
must  be  entirely  left  to  the  direction  of  the  Master. 
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months  after  they  shall  have  drawn  such  beneficial  lots«  to 
Masters  and  Afistresses  of  good  character  and  responsibility^  to 
be  approved  of  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Ge- 
neral Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the  major  part  of  them ;  and  that 
the  boys  shall  be  bound  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  the 
girls  for  the  space  of  five  years ;  and  that  the  girls  shall  be  ap- 
prenticed to  such  trades  or  occupations  only  as  women  usually 
follow,  (lacemaking  excepted)  ;  and  if,  upon  any  of  the  afore* 
said  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  the  full  number  of  fifteen 
boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  become  candidates,  th^, 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  happen,  an  additional  number  of 
benefical  lots  shall  be  drawn  for  by  the  girls  who  shall  ofier 
themselves  as  candidates,  so  that  twenty  beneficial  lots  may  be 
drawn  for  every  half  year  ;  and  that  the  several  indentures  by 
which  such  children  as  aforesaid  shall  be  boimd  apprentices^ 
shall  be  freed  from  the  stamp  duty,  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
indentures  of  apprenticeship  now  are,  by  the  laws  already  in  be- 
ing, where  apprentices  are  put  out  by  charity. 

XVII.  That  in  case  any  of  the  poor  children  who  shall  draw 
iuch  beneficial  lots  as  aforesaid,  shall  die,  or  shall  be  otherwise 
disposed  of,  or  shall  not  be  put  out  apprentice  within  the  space 
of  six  calendar  months  from  the  time  of  his,  her,  or  their  draw- 
ing such  beneficial  lots  respectively,  (unless  the  same  shall  hi^ 
pen  by  default  of  the  Trustees,  or  be  prevented  by  some  inevit- 
able accident),  the  money  intended  for  such  child  or  children 
respectively  shall  be  drawn  for  again,  at  some  one  or  other  of 
the  subsequent  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  and  be  applied 
for  the  benefit  of  such  child  or  children  as  shall  become  entitled 
thereto  by  drawing  a  beneficial  lot. 

XVIII.  That  such  of  the  poor  boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall,  upon  any  of  the  said  da3rs  mentioned  in  the  sixteenth 
order,  have  drawn  the  unsuccessful  lots,  shall  have  the  preflw- 
enee  at  the  next  succeeding  day  or  days  appointed  for  drawing 
lots  for  the  apprenticing  money,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
sum  of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  upon  their  being  respectively 
put  out  apprentice,  in  preference  to  those  boys  who  shall  after- 
wards apply. 

XIX.  That  every  boy  and  girl  so  put  out  apprentice  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  actually  serve  the  full,  term  of  his  and  her 
apprenticeship,  and  in  all  respects  comply  with  the  tenor  of  his 
and  her  respective  indentures  of  apprenticeship,  shall,  on  pro- 
ducing to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such 
Greneral  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  within  three  calendar  months 
after  the  expiration  of  their  respective  apprenticeship,  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  their  respective  Masters  or  Mistresses,  and  by 
the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  where  they  shaU 
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have  respectively  served  their  apprenticeship^  testifying  such 
actual  service  and  compliance  with  the  tenor  of  their  indentures^ 
as  well  as  their  good  morals  and  behaviour  respectively,  or  on 
producing  such  other  proof  thereof  as  the  said  Trustees  so 
assembled^  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  require,  but  not 
otherwise,  be  entitled  to  receive  such  sum  of  money,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  pounds,  nor  less  than  ten  pounds,  each,  as  the  said 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  judge 
proper  and  expedient,  and  such  Trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  and  may  direct  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

XX.  That  no  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  made  or  entered 
into  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  Meet- 
ing as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  any  person  or 
persons  whomsoever,  for  the  erecting,  making,  or  repairing  any 
buildings,  or  for  any  materials,  furniture,  or  other  things  neces- 
sary for  completing  and  furnishing  the  same,  unless  one  calen- 
dar month's  notice  shall  have  been  previously  given,  in.  each  of 
the  Parish  Churches  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  upon  a  <$Mfi- 
day,  immediately  after  Morning  Service,  of  the  intention  of  the 
Trustees  to  enter  into  such  contract  or  agreement ;  and  that  no 
such  contract  shall  be  entered  into  with  any  person  being  a 
Trustee  of  the  said  Charity  ;  but  this  order  shall  not  extend  to 
such  persons  as  shall  supply  or  have  supplied  the  said  Charity 
with  articles  of  food  or  raiment  in  the  usual  manner^  nor  to 
expenses  or  bills  for  ordinary  repairs. 

XXI.  That  all  matrons,  servants,  and  other  officers^  persons, 
and  attendants,  proper  and  necessary  to  be  employed  in  and 
about  the  said  House  or  Hospital  so  already  erected,  for  the  care 
and  nourishment  of  poor  children  as  aforesaid^  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  nominated,  elected,  and  appointed,  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  when  and  as  often^  and 
with  such  fees  yearly  or  other  salaries  and  allowances,  as  to 
them  the  said  Trustees^  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  shall  seem 
proper  and  expedient ;  and  such  person  or  persons  so  to  be  no* 
minated  and  appointed,  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  and  dis- 
chaiged  from  tiieir  respective  offices  or  employments^  by  the 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them^  for  any  ill 
oonduct  oc  misbehaviour. 

XXII.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  shall  appear^  on  the 
making  up  and  settling  the  annual  accounts  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charity,  that  the  monies  issued  and  applied,  or  di- 
rected to  be  issued  and  applied,  shall  in  any  one  year  have 
exceeded  the  clear  profits  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  then,  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  haj^n,  such  excess 
jbaU  be  rdmbuned,  paidj  and  satisfied  oat  of  the  first  monies 
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'  which  shall  be  received  from  the  said  Charity  Estate  5  and  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  lessen^  decrease,  vary,  and 
alter  the  next  succeeding  jrearly  pajrments  and  expenditure,  so 
and  in  such  manner  as  that  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly 
income  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIII.  That  John  Heaven,  the  present  Receiver  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  Edward  Chapman, 
the  present  Clerk  to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  shall  ton- 
tinue  to  be  such  receiver  and  clerk  respectively,  with  their 
respective  present  salaries  or  allowances,  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively die  or  resign ;  and  that  they  or  either  of  them  shall  not 
be  removed  from  their  respective  offices,  but  for  ill  conduct  or 
misbehaviour ;  and  that  after  the  death  or  removal  of  such 
receiver  or  clerk  respectively,  or  of  any  future  receiver  or  clerk 
to  be  appointed  as  herein  after  is  mentioned,  the  said  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  ap- 
pcnnt  some  other  fit  and  proper  person  or  persons  to  be  receiver 
or  derk,  with  the  like  salary  or  salaries  -,  and  that  every  future 
receiver  and  clerk  shall  be  appointed  for  life,  and  shall  not  be 
removed  but  for  ill  conduct  and  misbehaviour;  and  that  the 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
m^|or  part  of  them,  shall  and  may,  at  any  time  or  times  here- 
after, nominate  and  appoint  any  fit  and  proper  person  and  per- 
sons to  be  surveyor  or  surveyors  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  with 
such  salary  or  salaries  or  other  allowance  for  his  or  their  trouble 
and  care  therein,  as  to  the  said  Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them,  shall  seem  proper  and  necessary  3  and  shall 
and  may  remove  and  displace  the  person  or  persons  so  to  be  ap- 
pointed surveyor  or  surveyors,  and  appoint  others  in  their  re- 
spective places  and  stead,  fit)m  time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion 
^lall  require ;  and  that  every  future  receiver  shall  give  seciirity, 
by  recognizance  or  statute  staple,  with  two  sureties,  (by  whicl^ 
they  siudl  be  respectively  bound  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand 
pounds;  and  every  such  receiver  and  surety  shall  severally 
swear  themselves  to  be  worth  that  sum),  for  his  and  their  due 
accounting  for  the  rents  and  promts  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIV.  That,  in  order  that  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  all 
fiiture  Receivers  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Es- 
tate hereafter  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  may 
the  better  attend  to  and  look  after  the  repairs  necessary  to  be 
done  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  he  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  such  future  Receivers  re- 
spectively, shall  live  and  reside  on  some  part  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  or  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  i^m  the  same ;  and 
the  present  and  future  Receivers  shall  attend  the  business  of  the

said  Charhy,  at  the  Town  of  Bedford,  from  time  to  time^  and  at 
such  times  as  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  assembled  at  any 
such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them^ 
shall  from  time  to  time  direct  or  -appoint ;  and  shall,  on  the  first 
day  of  November,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  every  succeeding  year^  fcNr 
ever,  unless  the  same  shall  happen  on  a  Sunday,  and  in  that 
case  on  the  following  day,  make  up  and  deliver  in  aU  accounts 
of  receipts,  pa)rments,  and  applications  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  of  the  nature,  circumstances^ 
and  situation  thereof,  down  to  the  Midsummer  Day  then  next 
preceding,  which  accounts  shall  be  laid  before  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity,  at  their  several  Meetings,  for  their  inspection  ^ 
and  the  same  accounts  shall  onoe  in  every  year,  or  oftener^  if 
there  shall  be  occasion,  be  settled,  approved,  allowed  of,  and 
signed  by  the  Trustees  assembled  at  some  sudi  General  Meeting 
as  afbre^dd,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  the  same,  when  ao  allowed  and  agned, 
shaU  be  binding  and  conclusive  to  all  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity,  and  their  successors,  and  the  said  accountant  or  receiver, 
and  aU  persons  whomsoever,  and  shall  be  a  sufficient  disdiarge 
to  the  persons  making  up  and  delivering  in  such  accounts  from 
time  to  time  accordingly  -,  and  such  accounts  shaU  not  be  liable 
to  be  opened,  or  aft^wsurds  set  aside,  on  any  pretence  whatso- 
ever, imless  it  can  plainly  be  made  appear,  that  there  is  an  error 
in  such  accounts  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  up- 
wanls. 

XXV.  That  all  accounts  of  the  receipts,  payments,  and  ap- 
plication of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  shall  once  in  every  year  be  printed  and  published,  at  tiie 
cxpenoe  of  the  said  Charity,  one  cidendar  month  at  least  before 
tiie  time  appointed  for  passing  the  receiver's  accounts,  and  be 
delivered  to  all  the  inhabitants  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  paying  scot  and  lot,  who  shaU  apply  for  the 
sune  to  the  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  and 
tiwt  one  calendar  month' s.pievious  notice  shall  be  given,  in  each 
of  the  Parish  Chnrdies  in  the  soid  Town  of  Bedford,  of  the  day 
on  which  die  receiver's  accounts  shall  be  intended  to  be  passed. 

XXVI.  That  all  public  Meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity  shall  be  held  in  one  of  the  rooms  to  be  appropriated  and 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  one  of  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  vrhere  proper  conveniences  shall  be  o^de  for 
keeping  and  depositing  the  common  seal  of  the  said  Trustees, 
aad  all  books  of  accounts,  and  other  p9;pen  of  or  in  anywise 
bekmging  to  the  said  Charity;  and  the  tome  shall  be  deposited 
Wider  thne  pcoper  k>du  and  keys;  one  key  whereof  shall  be 
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kept  by  the  Mayor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford  for  the  lime 
being,  another  by  the  Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Samt 
Paul,  in  the  said  Town  for  the  time  beings  and  the  other  by  a 
proper  person  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyer  part  of  them,  or  by  the  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the 
time  being ;  and  no  person  or  persons  (except  the  Trustees  and 
their  Clerk)  shall  be  permitted  to  peruse  and  inspect  the  same 
books,  accounts,  and  papers,  or  any  of  them,  without  an  order 
in  writing  imder  the  hand  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  said 
Trustees  for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained. 

XXVII.  That  whenever  there  shall  be  occasion  to  let  any  of 
the  houses  and  lands  belonging  to  the  said  Charity,  situate  in 
the  County  of  Middlesex,  either  to  tenants  at  will,  or  upon  any 
lease  or  leases,  a.  skilful  surveyor,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
.  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  at  any  Meeting  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, or  a  miyority  of  them,  shall  be  employed  at  the  exp^ioe  of 
the  said  Charity,  to  survey  the  premises  so  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  make  a  proper  estimate  in  writing  of  the  vahie 
thereof,  and  every  such  estimate  or  valuation  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Trustees  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after  every  such 
estimate  or  valuation  shall  have  been  made ;  and  immediately 
afterwards  proper  advertisements  shall  be  published  in  five  daily 
and  five  evening  London  newspapers,  once  in  four  successive 
weeks  at  least,  for  letting  such  premises  respectively;  by  which 
advertisements  respectively  it  shall  be  directed  or  made  known 
that  each  house  will  be  let  separately,  and  that  such  persons  as 
may  be  minded  to  become  tenants  of  the  premises  so  to  be  let 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  or  before  a  certain 
day  to  be  appointed  and  mentioned  in  such  advertisements  re- 
spectively for  that  purpose,  send  to  the  receiver  for  the  time 
being  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estates,  pro- 
posals in  writing  of  the  terms  on  which  they  are  minded  to  take 
or  become  tenants  of  the  premises  so  to  be  let  as  aforesaid, 
which  proposals  so  to  be  sent  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  at  their  General  Meeting 
to  be  held  next  after  the  receipt  of  such  proposals  -,  and,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  day  to  be  appointed  or  men- 
tioned in  such  advertisements  respectively,  a  Meeting  of  the  said 
Trustees  shall  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  proposals  to  be  sent  in  as  aforesaid,  of  which 
Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be  given 
in  all  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  in  one  of  the  London  news- 
papers, at  least  ten  days  before  every  such  Meeting  shall  be 
held  ',  and  at  all  such  Meetings  the  proposals  to  be  then  taken 
into  consideration^  and  proper  abstracts  of  them^  shall  be  laid

shall  enter  a  minute  of  the  reason  thereof^  and  sign  it;  and

into  effect  the  proposals  to  be  approved  of  as  aforesaid ;  and  of 

every  such  Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be 

given  ih  all  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  by  advertisements  in 

one  or  more  of  the  London  newspapers,  at  least  ten  days  before 

every  such  Meeting  shall  be  held ;  and  that  all  contracts  and 

agreements  to  be  signed  by  the  said  Trustees  so  to  be  nominated 

and  appointed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and 

conclusive  to  all  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  such 

leases  as  shall  be  agreed  to  be  made  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 

shall,  (so  soon  as  the  same  can  conveniently  be  done),  with  the 

iqpprobation  and  consent  of  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  migor  part 

of  them,  be  sealed  with  the  said  common  seal  of  the  said 

Trustees,  which  leases,  being  sealed  at  a  public  Meeting  of  the 

said  Trustees  at  Bedford,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk,  by  the  order 

of  the  Trustees  then  present,  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to 

the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors,  as  effectually  as  if  the 

same  leases  were  duly  executed  under  their  own  hands  and  seals ;

That  in  the  mean  time,  and  until  all  the  debts  now 
due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  the  expencev 
of  erecting  and  building  the  several  Alms  Houses,  directed  to  be 
built  by  the  following  order,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  dis- 
charged, there  shall  be  distributed  yearly,  out  of  ^e  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  for  the  relief  and  support  of 
poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects,  who  shall

rq)air  for  ever,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  <^  the  said 
Charity,  for  the  time  being,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  from  time 
to  time  Order  and  dit^t)  and  that'iomiediatc^y  after  Uie  said 
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Alms  Houses  shall  be  erected  and  built^  such  ten  poor  old  men, 
and  ten  poor  old  women^  being  decayed  housekeepers  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  the  'Jhnstees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  shall  be 
accordingly  placed  therein,  and  that  to  each  of  such  poor  old 
men  and  women  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  respective  subsistence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  shillings,  and  yearly,  fcnr  and  towards 
thdr  respective  cloathing,  a  simi  not  exceeding  forty  shillings ; 
but  if  a  poor  man  and  his  wife  shall  be  placed  together  in  any  of 
ibe  said  Alms  Houses,  they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  sub^st- 
enoe,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  both ;  and  that  all 
tiie  said  poor  old  men  and  women,  inhabiting  the  said  Alms 
Houses,  shall,  if  able,  go  every  Sunday  to  some  place  of  public 
worship  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be 
removed,  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  m^or 
part  of  them,  for  n^lecting  so  to  do,  or  for  other  misbehaviour; 
•nd  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Alms  Houses  which  may  happen 
by  means  of  any  such  mnovals  as  aforesaid,  or  by  death,  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  filled  with  proper  objects  of  the  description 
aforesaid,  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
m^jor  part  of  them. 

XX5m.  That,  after  all  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged,  there 
shall  be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  to  twenty  poor  girls,  who  shall  have 
been  candidates  for  the  apprenticing  money  provided  by  the 
Sixteenth  Order,  and  shall  not  have  drawn  the  beneficial  lots, 
the  siun  of  three  pounds  each,  for  cloathing  them,  upon  their 
respectively  going  out  to  service ;  and  if  more  than  twenty  such 
girls  shall  apply  for  this  donation,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the 
same  ^  and  that  the  further  siun  of  two  pounds  shall  be  given 
to  the  several  girls  who  shall  have  received  the  donation  of 
three  pounds,  upon  their  having  respectively  been  at  ser\dce  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  if  such  service  shall  have  been  with  one 
master  or  mistress,  provided  they  shall  respectively  produce  a 
certificate  of  such  service,  signed  by  their  respective  masters  or 
mistresses,  and  by  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  parish  where  they  shall  respectively  have  lived  -, 
and  that  none  of  such  poor  girls  shall,  by  going  out  to  service 
as  aforesaid,  and  receiving  the  said  donations  of  three  pounds 
and  two  pounds,  be  prevented  from  becoming  candidates  for 
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the  marriage  portions  provided  for  poor  Maidens  by  the  Eleventh 
Order. 

XXXIII.  That,  after  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged^ 
the  yearly  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  if  the  residue  and  sur- 
plus of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  which 
shall  remain  after  paying,  distributing,  or  providing  for  the  se- 
veral salaries,  expences,  and  donations,  by  the  preceding  orders 
directed  to  be  paid  or  distributed,  shall  amount  to  so  much,  and 
if  not,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  and  surplus,  whatever  it 
may  be,  shall  be  applied  and  distributed  for  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects, 
who  shall  have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bed~ 
ford  ten  years  at  least  preceding  such  distribution,  at  such  parts 
of  the  winter  season,  in  every  year,  in  such  proportions,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  proper  and  expedient. 

XXXIV.  That  if,  after  the  payment  and  distribution  of  th^ 
several  salaries,  expences,  and  donations  which  are  directed  to 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  the  several  preceding  orders,  there 
shall  in  any  year  still  remain  any  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  unapphed,  then  all  such  residue  and 
surplus  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  erecting  and  building,  and  keeping  in  repair,  for 
ever,  any  other  Alms  House  or  Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception 
and  habitation  of  more  poor  old  men  and  women,  being  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  the  said-  Town  of  Bedford,  and  for  en- 
dowing the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Thirty-first 
Order,  with  respect  to  the  Alms  Houses  thereby  ordered  to  be 
erected  and  built,  or  in  building  or  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  cottages  or  other  buildings,  to  be  let  at  low  rents  to  the 
indigent  and  industrious  poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford, 

XXXV.  That  all  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  said  Charity,  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  decided  by  vote,  and  in  case  of  any  equality  of  voices,  the 
President  or  Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

The  present  income  of  this  noble  Charity  is  more  than 
£  6000.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  limited  to  children  bom  in  the  Town,  and 
those  who  are  Inhabitants ;  but  Strangers  are  taken  as 
boarders.  There  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  privileged  num- 
ber of  day  scholars ;  they  are  usually  about  twenty.     They 
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are  admitted  at  the  age  of  eighty  and  are  superannuated  at 
ei^Ueen,  The  form  of  admission  is,  by  a  certificate  of  bap- 
tiam,  without  nomination. 

On  the  25th  of  February,  1 8 1 1 ,  the  following  Regul a. 
Tiovs,  for  the  management  of  Bedford  School,  were  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  and  Fellows'^ 
of  New  College,  and  by  The  Masters,  Governors,  and 
Trustees  of  The  Bedford  Charity  : — 

I.  The  system  of  education^  as  in  other  Classical  Schools^  to 
be  regulated  by  the  Master. 

n.  Either  the  Master,  or  the  Usher^  or  both,  will  be  always 
present  during  school  hours. 

III.  The  school  hours  will  be  as  follows  : 

Before  Breakfast, 
From  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  seeen  o'clock  till  mne. 
From  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  ^hi  o'clock  till  haJf-past  nine. 

After  Breakfast, 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  fhun  half-past  ten  till  tweloe. 
During  the  Winter  half-year,  from  e^et^  o'clock  till  haVf-past 
twelve. 

Afternoon. 
During  the  Summer  half-year,  from  two  till  five. 
During  the  Winter,  from  half-past  three  till  six, 

IV.  Prayers  will  be  read  every  morning  before  breakfest  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school  time,  and  at  the  end  of  it 
every  evening. 

V.  Every  boy  will  be  expected  to  attend  most  punctually  at 
the  above  stated  hours,  with  his  lesson  and  exercises  prepared. 
Names  will  be  called  over  at  the  commencement  and  the  close 
of  every  school  time,  and  boys  absenting  themselves  from  morn- 
ing prayers  without  a  sufficient  reason  sent  to  the  Master  in 
writing  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  will,  after  due  admoni- 
tion and  correction,  be  liable  to  be  expelled  by  the  Master ;  as 
will  all  boys  repeatedly  ofiending  against  any  other  regulations 
of  the  School,  or  against  good  manners. 

VI.  It  need  scarcely  be  suggested,  that  the  strictest  attention 
to  cleanliness  in  every  particidar,  will  be  expected  and  duly  en- 
forced by  the  Master. 

VI.  Saints  Days,  and  every  Saturday  afternoon,  will  be  fixed 
holidays,  and  the  School  wiU  not  be  attended  on  State  fieists  or 
festivals.  The  granting  occasional  remissions  from  business 
must  be  entirely  left  to  the  direction  of  the  Master. 
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Vni.  There  wiU  be  two  vacations  in  the  year  of  Bix  weeks  each. 
The  Summer  vacation  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  after 
the  21st  of  June;  the  Christmas  vacation  on  the  Monday  pie- 
ceding  Christmas-day. 

IX.  The  boys  will  be  divided  into  classes^  and  severally  be 
removed  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  class^  when  considered  com- 
|)etent  by  the  Master.  But  the  general  remove  will  take  place 
after  the  examinations  in  May.

X.  The  Usher  will  attend  in  the  School  half  an  hour  before 
the  Master,  and  will  also  leave  it  half  an  hour  before  him.  For 
instance^  the  Usher  in  the  morning  will  remain  in  the  School 
from  seven  in  the  Summer  till  half-past  eight,  and  the  Magter 
from  half-past  seven  till  nine.

This  gentlemen  may  take  Boarders,  but 
he  declines.    He  is  Vicar  of  Oakley  Reynes,  and  Author  of

that  they,  or  suph  major  part,  shall  have  power  to  encrease  such 
salary  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  sixty-five  pounds  per  annum; 
and  that  every  ftiture  Clerk  shall  give  security  by  a  bond  witi 
two  sureties^  by  which  they  shall  be  respectively  boimd  in  Hie 
penal  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds^  for  his  and  their  honestly 
and  fEiithfully  accounting  for  aU  monies  received,  and  executtn^ 
the  said  ofiice  of  Clerk. 

XXX.  That  in  the  mean  time^  and  until  all  the  debts  now 
due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  the  expenoeir 
of  erecting  and  building  the  several  Alms  Houses,  directed  to  be 
built  by  the  following  order,  shall  have  been  fuUy  paid  and  dis- 
charged, there  shall  be  distributed  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  for  the  relief  and  support  of 
poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects,  who  shall 
have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedford  ten 
years  at  least  preceding  the  time  of  such  distribution,  any  sunt 
oi"  sums  of  money^  not  exceeding  two  himdred  pounds  in  the 
whole,  at  such  parts  of  the  winter  season,  in  such  proportiona, 
and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
aembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major 
pait  of  them^  shall  think  proper. 

XXXI.  That,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  ex-> 
piration  of  such  of  the  present  leases  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 
as  will  expire  at  Mtdsummer  Day  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-three^  and  after  the  payment  and  discharge  of  all 
debts  then  due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate^ 
there  shall  be  erected  and  built,  and  kept  in  rq)dr  for  ever,  in 
some  part  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  proper  and  suitable 
Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception  and  habitation  of  ten  poor  old 
tnen,  and  ten  poor  old  women,  being  poor  and  deserving  house- 
keepers of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford;  and  that  the  expences  of 
erecting  and  building  tEe  same^  and  of  keeping  the  same  in 
repair  for  ever,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  oi  the  said 
Charity^  for  the  time  being,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  fh>m  time 
to  time  order  and  direct;  and  that'iaunediate}y  after  the  said 
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Alms  Houses  shall  be  erected  and  built^  such  ten  poor  old  men, 
and  ten  poor  old  women^  being  decayed  housekeepers  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  the  Thistees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sonbled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  think  prq>er  objects  of  charity,  shall  be 
accordingly  placed  therein,  and  that  to  each  of  such  poor  old 
men  and  women  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  respective  subsistence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  shillings,  and  yearly,  for  and  towards 
their  respective  cloathing,  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  shillings ; 
but  If  a  poor  man  and  his  wife  shall  be  placed  together  in  any  of 
tbe  said  Alms  Houses,  they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  subsist- 
ence, a  sum  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  both  -,  and  that  all 
the  said  poor  old  men  and  women,  inhabiting  the  said  Alms 
Houses,  shall,  if  able,  go  every  Sunday  to  some  place  of  public 
worship  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be 
remolded,  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  nuyor 
part  of  them,  for  neglecting  so  to  do,  or  for  other  misbehaviour^ 
and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Alms  Houses  which  may  happen 
by  means  of  any  such  removals  as  aforesaid,  or  by  death,  shall 
firom  time  to  time  be  filled  with  proper  objects  of  the  description 
aforesaid,  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them. 

XX5QI.  That,  after  all  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
•foresaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged,  there 
shall  be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  to  twenty  poor  girls,  who  shall  have 
been  candidates  for  the  apprenticing  money  provided  by  the 
Sixteenth  Order,  and  shall  not  have  drawn  the  beneficial  lots, 
^e  sum  of  three  pounds  each,  for  cloathing  them,  upon  their 
respectively  going  out  to  service  -,  and  if  more  than  twenty  such 
girls  shall  apply  for  this  donation,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the 
same  ^  and  that  the  further  sum  of  two  pounds  shall  be  given 
to  the  several  girls  who  shall  have  received  the  donation  of 
three  pounds,  upon  their  having  respectively  been  at  ser\ice  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  if  such  service  shall  have  been  with  one 
master  or  mistress,  provided  they  shall  respectively  produce  a 
certificate  of  such  service,  sigpied  by  their  respective  masters  or 
mistresses,  and  by  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  paiish  where  they  shall  respectively  have  lived  -, 
and  that  none  of  such  poor  girls  shall,  by  going  out  to  service 
as  aforesaid,  and  receiving  the  said  donations  oi  three  pounds 
and  two  pounds,  be  prevented  from  becoming  candidates  for 
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the  marriage  portiomi  provided  for  poor  Maidens  by  the  Eleventli 
Order. 

XXXIII.  That,  after  the  debts  due  and  owmg  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged, 
the  yearly  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  if  the  residue  and  sur- 
plus of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  which 
shall  remain  after  paying,  distributing,  or  providing  for  the  se- 
veral salaries,  expences,  and  donations,  by  the  preceding  orders 
directed  to  be  paid  or  distributed,  shall  amount  to  so  much,  and 
if  not,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  and  surplus,  whatever  it 
may  be,  shall  be  applied  and  distributed  for  the  relief  and  sup- 
port of  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects, 
who  shall  have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bed- 
ford  ten  years  at  least  preceding  such  distribution,  at  such  parts 
of  the  winter  season,  in  every  year,  in  such  proportions,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  proper  and  expedient. 

XXXIV.  That  if,  after  the  payment  and  distribution  of  th« 
several  salaries,  expences,  and  donations  which  are  directed  to 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  the  several  preceding  orders,  there 
shall  in  any  year  still  remain  any  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  unapplied,  then  all  such  residue  and 
surplus  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  erecting  and  building,  and  keeping  in  repair,  for 
ever,  any  other  Alms  House  or  Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception 
and  habitation  of  more  poor  old  men  and  women,  being  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  the  said<  Town  of  Bedford,  and  for  en- 
dowing the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Thirty-first 
Order,  with  respect  to  the  Alms  Houses  thereby  ordered  to  be 
erected  and  built,  or  in  building  or  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  cottages  or  other  buildings,  to  be  let  at  low  rents  to  the 
indigent  and  industrious  poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford, 

XXXV.  That  all  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  said  Charity,  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  decided  by  vote,  and  in  case  of  any  equality  of  voices,  the 
President  or  Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

The  present  income  of  this  noble  Charity  is  more  than 
£6000.  per  annum* 

The  School  is  limited  to  children  bom  in  the  Town,  and 
those  who  are  Inhabitants ;  but  Strangers  are  taken  as 
boarders.  There  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  privileged  num- 
ber of  day  scholars ;  they  are  usually  about  twenty.     They 
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are  admitted  at  the  age  c£  eigJU,  and  are  superannuated  at 
eighteen.  The  form  of  admission  is,  by  a  certificate  of  bap- 
tism,  without  nomination. 

On  the  25th  of  February,  1811,  the  following  Regula. 
Tiovs,  for  the  management  of  Bedfobd  School,  were  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  and  Fellows'^ 
of  New  College,  and  by  The  Masters,  Governors,  and 
Trustees  of  The  Bedford  Charity  : — 

I.  The  system  of  education^  as  in  other  Classical  Schools^  to 
be  regulated  by  the  Master. 

n.  Either  the  Master^  or  the  Usher^  or  both^  will  be  always 
present  during  school  hours. 

III.  The  sdiQol  hours  will  be  as  follows  : 

Before  Breakfast, 
From  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas^  seven  o'clock  till  nine. 
From  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day^  eight  o'clock  till  half-past  nine. 

After  Breakfast. 

Daring  the  Summer  half-year^  fix>m  half-past  ten  till  twelve. 

During  the  Winter  half-year,  from  e^en  o'clock  till  half-past 
twelve. 

Afternoon. 

During  the  Summer  half-year^  from  two  till  Jive. 

During  the  Winter^  from  half-past  three  till  six. 

TV.  Prayers  will  be  read  every  morning  before  break&st  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school  time^  and  at  the  end  of  it 
every  evening. 

V.  Every  boy  will  be  expected  to  attend  most  punctually  at 
the  above  stated  hours^  with  his  lesson  and  exercises  prepared. 
Names  will  be  called  over  at  the  commencement  and  the  close 
of  every  school  time^  and  boys  absenting  themselves  from  morn- 
ing prayers  without  a  sufficient  reason  sent  to  the  Master  in 
writing  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  will,  after  due  admoni- 
tion and  correction,  be  liable  to  be  expelled  by  the  Master ;  as 
wiU  all  boys  repeatedly  offending  against  any  other  regulations 
of  the  School,  or  against  good  manners. 

VI.  It  need  scarcely  be  suggested,  that  the  strictest  attention 
to  cleanliness  in  every  particular^  will  be  expected  and  duly  en- 
forced by  the  Master. 

VI.  Saints  Days,  and  every  Saturday  afternoon,  will  be  fixed 
holidays,  and  the  School  will  not  be  attended  on  State  fosts  or 
festivals.  The  granting  occasional  remissions  from  business 
must  be  entirely  left  to  the  direction  of  the  Master. 
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Vni.  There  will  be  two  vacatioii8  in  the  year  of  Bix  weeks  each. 
The  Summer  vacation  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  after 
the  21st  of  June;  the  Christmas  vacation  on  the  Monday  pie- 
ceding  Christmas-day. 

IX.  The  boys  will  be  divided  into  classes^  and  severally  be 
removed  firom  a  lower  to  a  higher  class^  when  considered  com- 
petent by  the  Master.  But  the  general  remove  will  take  place 
after  the  examinations  in  May.

X.  The  Usher  will  attend  in  the  School  half  an  hour  before 
the  Master,  and  will  also  leave  it  half  an  hour  before  him.  For 
instance^  the  Usher  in  the  morning  will  remain  in  the  School 
from  seven  in  the  Summer  till  haXf-past  eight,  and  the  Master 
from  half-past  seven  till  nine. 

The  same  rule  to  be  observed  throughout. 

There  are  now  Foue  Exhibitions  of  £40.  each,  for  six    ^ 
years  from  the  date  of  matriculation  at  either  University.

The  present  Second  Master  is,  Charles  Abbot,  D.  D., 
whose  statutable  Salary  is  £  100.  per  annum,  together  with 
Coals  and  Candles.  This  gentlemen  may  take  Boarders,  but 
he  decimes.    He  is  Vicar  of  Oakley  Reynes,  and  Author  of 
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Flora  BedfhrdiefmSi  and  Parochial  Divinity,  or  Sermons  on 
various  Subjects. 
The  present  School-house  was  erected  by  the  Trustees,  in 

1767.

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HOUGHTON-CONQUEST. 


The  Free  School,  and  Alms-House,  at  Houghtox- 
CoNQUEST,  were  founded  by  Sir  Francis  Clerke,  the 
great  benefactor  to  Sidney  Sussex  College,  in  Cambridge, 
who  had  a  Seat  in  this  Parish,  and  who  died  here  in  1632. 

The  greatest  number  of  Scholars  does  not  exceed  Ten ; 
and  they  are  only  instructed  in  reading  English  and  spelling 
and  in  the  Church  CatechL^m,  by  the  particular  desire  of  the 
Founder.  The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Master  and 
Fellows  of  SnrNEY  Sussex  College.  His  Salary  is  JG16, 
per  annum ;  and  the  Poor  people,  who  are  Six  in  number, 
have  £8.  divided  among  them,  by  the  Founder^s  Will. 

In  1691,  Edmund  Wylde,  Esq.,  left  the  sum  of  £I40. 
for  the  purchase  of  lands ;  the  profits  of  which  arie  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  School  and  Aims-House, 
and  the  overplus  to  be  divided  among  the  Six  Poor  people. 
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ABINGDON. 

The  Feee  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Nicholas 
in  the  Borough  of  Abivgbon  was  founded  in  the  year  1563^ 
by  John  Rotse,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  for  the 
education  of  Sixty-three  poor  boys ;  and  endowed  with 
Two  houses  in  Blrchin  Lane,  which  were  burnt  down  about 
the  year  1753.  Upon  the  site  of  these  Houses  The  London 
Assurance  Company  erected  their  Office,  and  now  pay  an 
annual  rent  of  £100.  for  the  same. 

Thomas  Tesdale,  Esq.,  the  first  Scholar  on  Royse's 
Foundation,  having  bequeathed  £5000.  to  purchase  estates 
for  the  maintenance  of  Seven  Fellows  and  Six  Scholars  from 
The  Free  School  of  Alnngdon  in  any  of  the  Colleges  of 
Oxford,  Dr.  Abbot,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
other  Trustees,  intended  at  first  to  place  this  Foundation  in 
Balliol  College.  That  design,  however,  not  having  been 
completed,  they  determined  to  found  a  New  College  on  the 
site  of  Broadgates  HaU^  and  in  the  mean  time  Estates  were 
purchased  for  the  Endowment  in  Berkshire  and  Wiltshire. 

The  plan  was  likewise  assisted  by  a  second  Benefactor, 
Richard  Wightwick,  B.  D.,  some  time  of  Balliol  College, 
and  afterwards  Rector  of  East  Ilsley  and  Hampstead  Norris 
in  Berkshire,  who  engaged  to  make  over  some  Estates  in  aid 
of  the  Endowment. 

The  Corporation  of  Abingdon  next  petitioned  King 
James,  that  he  would  constitute  a  College  within  Broad- 
gates  RaU ;  Whereupon  His  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  22d  of  June,  1624,  granted,  that  within  the  said 
Hall  of  Broadgates  there  should  be  a  Perpetual  College, 
to  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Master,  Fellows,  and 
Scholars  of  The  College  of  Pembroke,  in  the  University 
of  Oxford,  of  the  Foundation  of  King  James,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  Thomas  Tesdale  and  Richard  Wightwick."" 

An  Ushership  was  also  founded  by  Mr.  Tesdale,  who,  for 
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that  purpose^gave  hisTythes  of  the  Hamlet  of  Upton,  part  of 
the  Impropriate  Rectory  of  Ratley,  in  the  County  of  Warwick, 
now  producing  a  clear  rent  of  £0J,  .11^..  Sd.  per  annum. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  was  made  by  William  Ben- 
net,  Esq.,  for  Six  boys  of  this  Town,  to  be  elected  by  the 
Master  and  Governors  of  Chrisf  s  Hospital  in  Abingdon;  for 
whose  support  he  gave  an  Estate  in  land  at  Broad  Blunsdon^ 
Wilts.  During  the  time  they  are  at  School,they  have  an 
allowance  for  bodes  and  apparel ;  and,  at  the  end  of  six 
jrears,  they  have  each  £50.  for  an  Apprentice  Fee. 

According  to  the  Statutes  of  Pembrdce  College,  of  Tss* 
DALE^s  Seven  Fellows,  who  were  all  to  study  Divinity,  Four 
were  to  be  of  his  kindred  ;  and  his  Six  Schola&s  were  to 
be  thus  elected: — From  the  Free  School  of  Abingdon,  Two 
of  his  poorer  kindred,  if  any  such  could  be  found  there,  or, 
if  not,  from  his  poorer  kindred  of  any  other  School,  and  the 
other  Four  from  the  poorer  natives  of  Abingdon,  and  the 
Scholars  of  William  Benket,  Esq.,  educated  in  the  same 
SdKX)L  WiGHTwicK^s  Foundatifm,  upon  an  Estate  of  £100. 
per  annum,  was  for  the  maintenance  of  Three  Fellows 
and  FotTR  Scholars,  tm)  of  each  to  be  of  his  kindred,  wher- 
ever  bom,  and  the  rest  of  Abingdon  SchooL  The  Election 
of  both  Fpundations  was  fixed  for  the  Monday  after  the  first 
Sunday  in  August,  and  the  right  of  Election  vested  in  The 
Master  of  the  College,  Two  of  Tesdalb^s  Senior  Fellows, 
The  Master  of  Christ's  Hospital  at  Abingdon,  Two  of  the 
Senior  Grovem(H*s,  and  the  Master  of  the  School. 

The  Governors,  who  are  Twelve  in  numbor,  are  The 
Mayor  and  Principal  Burgesses  of  The  Corporation  of 
Abingdon. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  natives  of  Abingdon,  and  the 
adjacent  Villages,  to  the  number  of  Sixty-Three.  A  Foun- 
datikm  boy  must  be  recommended  by  Four  of  The  Gover- 
nors, agreeably  to  a  regulation  made  in  1810.  They  may 
be  admitted  at  any  age.  The  number  actually  in  the  School 
at  present  b  only  TTiree.    There  are  also  Six  Boarders. 
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There  is  no  particular  system  of  Education  prescribed.  The 
present  Master  prefers  the  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  or  Valfy's 
Elements,  and  the  Westmixster  Greek  Grammar.  But 
he  does  not,  in  general,  oblige  his  Pupils  to  abandon  those 
Grammars  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Rev.  Edward  Ni- 
cholson, M.  A.,  of  Queens's  College,  Oxford,  whose  Salary 
is  £  100.  per  annum^  but  he  receives  only  £80.,  as  the  re- 
mainder is  reserved  by  the  Governors  to  pay  the  expense  of 
re-building  a  considerable  portion  of  the  house :  He  also 
receives  £5.  annually  from  The  Master  and  Grovemon  of 
Christ'^s  Hospital  in  AUngdon :  But,  by  various  deductions, 
his  total  receipts  are  reduced  to  something  less  than  £80.  a 
year.  This  Gentleman's  aimual  Terms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  Pupils,  are  Sixty  guineas  each,  and  Four  gui- 
neas Entrance.     He  was  elected  in  1810. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Rev.  William  Smith,  M.  A., 
of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford.     He  does  not  take  Pupils. 

Thomas  Godwin,  the  learned  author  of  the  Roman  and 
Jewish  antiquities,  was  Head  Master  of  this  School. 

Among  the  persons  of  Eminence,  who  have  received  their 
education  here,  may  be  enumerated,— 
Lord  Chief  Justice  Holt.

CHILDREY,  near  Wantage. 

The  F&ee  School  at  Childrey  was  founded  in  the  year 
1526,  according  to  the  following  deed : — 

**  WiLLMM  Fbttplace^  of  Childrey,  in  the  County  of  Berks, 
Esq.,  hy  Indenture  tripartyte,  hearing  date  the  last  day  of  July, 
in  the  Eighteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  and 
made  between  John  Cottxspoed,  Rector  of  Lincoln  CoUege, 
in  The  University  of  Oxford,  and  the  Scholars  of  the  said  CoUege 
on  the  one  part, — the  said  William  Fbtyplace  of  the  second 
part, — and  John  Pantee,  Provost,  and  the  Scholars  of  The 
Queen*s  Hall,  in  the  same  University,  of  the  third  part, — re- 
citing, that,  by  a  Deed  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  the  seventh  of 
July  preceding,  he  had  enfeoffed  John  Loyshe,  William  Baty- 
SON,  Anthony  Birkbbke,  (three  of  the  Fellows  of  Queen*s  at 
that  time),  and  others  to  the  number  of  Twelve,  in  the  moiety  of 
the  Manor  of  Letcomb  Basset,  and  in  certain  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments in  Letcomb  Basset,  Hendley,  West  Shiffbrd,  Bokehamp- 
ton,  Chepyng  Lambome,  Hurste,  Fynkysly,  Bedon,  Stawmere, 
Wolneston,  Erley,  Westcote,  Sparsholt,  Childrey  Grove,  and 
Uffington,  in  the  said  County  of  Berks,  and  in  one  mese  and  a 
toft  cum  pertmentUnu  lying  in  Kelmescote,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  in  the  whole  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £2S..9..8y 
covenants  with  the  said  Rector,  Provost,  and  Scholars,  that  the 
Feofifees  shall  stand  seised  of  the  premises  to  the  uses  comprised 
in  a  certain  ordinance  thereafter  written,  and  dated  the  20th  of 
the  same  month." 

By  this  Indenture,  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen^s 
College,  Oxford,  were  to  keep  in  repair  Saint  Cathabine'^s 
Aisle  at  Childrey,  in  which  he  had  founded  a  Cbaktby  ; — 
and  an  Alms-house,  which  he  had  built  there,  for  the 
habitation  of  Three  Poor  Men  of  the  Parishes  of  Childrey 
and  Lctcombe  Basset. 

They  were  also  to  pay  to  the  Chantry  Priest,  who  was 
to  keep  a  Free  School  for  all  the  poor  children  of 
Childrey,  Eight  pounds  per  annwm;  and  to  allow  Od.  a 
week  each  to  the  poor  men,  together  with  3«..4d  yearly  for 
a  Gown,  and  28..M,  for  Fuel. 

The  residue  of  the  rents,  after  fulfilling  these  specific 
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bequests,  was  to  be  expended  by  the  Provost  and  Scholars, 
in  Exhibitions,  or  otherwise,  at  their  discretion. 
With  respect  to  the  School,  it  was  ordained, — 

''  That  every  one  who  shall  thereafter  be  elected  Chaplain  of 
the  said  Chantry^  shall  be  an  able  man^  and  well  skilled  in 
Grammar,  and  shall  keep  a*  Free  School  in  the  House  ordained 
by  the  founder  for  that  purpose^  and  shall  teach  such  children 
and  persons  as  shall  come  thereto  for  the  sake  of  instruction^ 
after  the  following^  or  some  better  manner  : — 

''  He  shall  teach  the  children  the  Alphabet,  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
the  Salutation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  the  Apostles'  Creed,  and 
all  other  things  which  are  necessary  to  enaUe  them  to  assist  the 
Priest  in  the  celebration  of  the  Mass,  together  with  the  Psalm 
De  Profimdis,  and  the  usual  Prayers  fbr  the  dead : — 

'^  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  to  say  Grace,  as  well  at  dinner 
as  at  supper  :— 

'^  Likewise,  he  shall  teach  them  in  English  the  Fourteen 
Articles  of  Faith,  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Seven  Deadly 
Sins,  the  Seven  Sacraments  of  the  Church,  the  Seven  Gifts  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Seven  Works  of  Mercy,  as  well  corporal  as 
spiritual,  the  Five  Bodily  Senses,  and  the  manner  of  Confession : 
all  which  things  are  judged  necessary  hy  the  founders,  not  only 
fbr  the  children,  but  for  all  families  where  they  may  dwell, 
that  they  may  instruct  those  who  are  ignorant  therein  :— - 

''  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  good  manners  3  but,  above  all 
things,  to  fear  God  and  keep  his  Commandments,  and  especially 
to  refrain  fix>m  lying,  to  honour  their  Parents,  and  to  serve  Grod 
devoutly  in  his  church  :*- 

"  And,  if  any  shall  be  apt  and  disposed  to  learn  Grammar,  he 
shall  instruct  them  therein  after  the  best  and  most  diligent  man- 
ner that  he  can,  and  shall  teach  them  what  is  most  useful  and 
expedient,  either  according  to  his  own  judgment,  or  the  sage 
counsel  of  learned  men : — 

'^  And,  for  such  instruction,  shall  require  nothing  from  the 
poor,  or  of  such  as  Uve  within  the  Parish  of  Childrey: — 

"  And  the  said  Chaplain  fbr  the  time  heing,  well  and  foith- 
fully  discharging  the  duty  of  the  said  Chantry  and  School,  and 
all  other  matters  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intention  of  the 
founder,  shall  receive  yearly  for  his  salary  the  sum  of  eight 
pounds,  by  even  portions,  at  the  festivals  of  Easter  and  Michael- 
mas:—- 

'^  That  so  often  as  the  said  Chantry  shall  become  vacant  by 
a  death  or  amotion  of  the  Chaplain  for  the  time  being,  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  Queen's  College,  and  their  successors. 
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shall^  within  one  month  next  following,  elect  and  admit  another 
lit  and  able  Chaplun,  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid^  to  the  said 
Chantry,  in  his  room:  — 

*'  And,  if  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  or  their  successors, 
shall  not>  within  one  month  after  such  vacancy  and  knowledge  to 
them  thereof  given,  elect  a  Chaplain  to  the  said  Chantry,  then  the 
Rector  of  Childrey  for  the  time  being,  shall  elect  a  Chaplain 
diereto,  so  qualified,  and  in  manner  and  form  as  is  aforesaid : — 
So  also  in  case  of  vacancies  amongst  the  poor  men : — 

'*  Thikt,  if  any  Chaplain  of  the  said  Chantry  shall  become  other", 
wise  beneficed,  or  shall  not  observe  the  will  of  the  said  Founder^ 
or  shall  be  a  fornicator,  or  shall  keep  hounds,  or  be  a  common 
hunter,  or  a  stirrer-up  of  contention  in  the  Town  of  Childrey  or 
the  parts  adjacent,  or  noted  for  any  grievous  crime,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  clear  himself  of  the  imputation  3  such  Chaplain 
shall,  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  and  their  successors,  be 
forthwith  amoved  from  the  said  Chantry  ;  and  another  fit  and 
able  Chaplain>  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid,  and  in  manner  and 
form  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  in  his  room  :  — 

"  Provided  nevertheless,  that  transgression  of  the  Ordinances 
of  the  Founder  may  be  pimished  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, and  their  successors,  as  well  by  subtraction  of  the  salary 
of  the  said  Chaplain,  as  by  privation  or  amotion/' 

The  Rector  and  Scholars  of  Lincoln  College  were  made 
Visitors. 

The  present  rental  of  the  Estate  is  upwards  of  £  1 000.  per 
annum. 

This  School  had  formerly  some  reputation  in  this  imme- 
diate neighbourhood,  as  a  place  of  education;  and  Mr. 
Jennings,  a  gentleman  of  very  superior  att^nments,  who 
now  presides  over  a  very  respectable  school  at  Wantage, 
received  his  education  here,  under  the  last  Schoolmaster  of 
any  eminence,  who  is  thus  designated  in  the  Parish  Regis- 
ter:— "  1769.  John  Lockey,  the  worthy  Schoolmaster  of 
this  Parish  for  Thiety-eight  years,  was  buried,  October 
29th.'' 

It  is  at  present  "  a  mere  Day^cluxjl^  in  which  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Parish  are  taught  to  write  and  read,  by  a  Mas- 
ter who  barely  possesses  these  attainments  himself.  The 
salary  of  £8.  per  annum  only  is  continued  to  the  Master,

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who  has  a  residence  under  the  same  roof  with  the  Ahns- 
house. 

The  Alms-men  reo^ve  nearly  £3.»Ss,  per  armvm  each, 
htmg  somewhat  more  than  the  provision  allowed  by  the 
Founder; — ^which,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say,  was  at  that 
time  of  a  very  different  value  from  what  it  is  at  present  ;— 
though  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  by  the  dispensers 
of  the  Founder's  benevolence,  to  make  an  augmentation  in 
proportion  as  the  rents  have  increased.

Ths  oonoerns  of  The  Free  Geamhar  School  in  New- 
Bmur  are  involved  in  profound  myHery. 

Astipendof  £12. /?er  annum  for  a  Master,  is  payable  out 
of  the  Land  revenue  of  the  Crown. 

The  late  Master  died  on  the  3d  of  November,  1814, 
<<  since  which  time  no  new  Master  has  been  appointed^  and 
no  Duties  performed  under  this  Establishment^

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READING. 

In  the  year  1445,  according  to  Leland,  John  Thorne, 
Abbot  of  the  Monastery  of  Reading,  having  suppressed  an 
old  Alms-house  for  poor  Sisters,  near  St.  liAWBENCE^s 
Church,  which  had,  probably,  been  founded  by  one  of  his 
predecessors,  employed  the  revenues  of  it  to  the  use  of  the 
Almoner.  But  Heney  the  Seventh,  being  here  soon  after, 
was  offended  with  the  Abbot,  for  converting  the  funds  of  a 
Reli^ous  House,  to  piurposes  so  foreign  to  the  intentions  <^ 
the  donor,  and  ordered  him  to  settle  the  house  and  lands  on 
some  Charitable  EstabUshment. 

In  consequence  of  thib  intimation  from  His  Majesty,  the 
Abbot  made  it  a  Gbammab  School  ;  in  which  ba:ievolent 
design  he  was  seconded  by  one  William  Dene,  an  officer 
in  the  Abbey,  who  gave  two  hundred  marks  towards  the 
advancement  of  the  Foundation,  as  Leland  collected  from 
his  Tomb  in  the  Abbey  Church.  But  the  Abbot  dying 
soon  aflerwards,  in  14S6,  the  settlement  was  not  completed ; 
though  it  appears  to  have  been  begun,  as,  after  the  Dissolu- 
tion, the  sum  of  £10.  per  armum  was  paid  to  the  Master  by 
The  Crown. 

But,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Corporation 
undertook  to  pay  the  Master's  salary,  in  return  for  certain 
lands  bestowed  upon  them  by  Her  Majesty,  and  then 
amounting  to  about  £ 41. .9s,.7d,  per  annum. 

By  this  Charter,  which  bears  date  the  23d  of  September, 
1560,  they  were  authorized  to  nominate  and  appoint  the 
Master. 

In  the  subsequent  reign  of  Chables  the  First,  Arch- 
bishop Laud,  by  his  will,  gave  lands  at  Bray,  then  of  the 
annual  value  of  £20.,  as  an  addition  to  the  Master's  salary ; 
which  sum,  by  the  increase  of  rent,  has  been  augmented  to 
£50.  a  year.

It  is  remarkable,  that  there  are  no  Statutes  belon^ng 
to  this  School,  to  regulitte  the  conduct  of  the  Masters  and 
Scholars ;  such  as  are  usually  annexed  to  the  Foundation 
of  all  other  Schools.  The  Charter  of  Que^n  Elizabeth 
only  reciting,  that  **  a  School,  or  Grammar  School,  founded. 
"  and  built  by  Oiu*  Predecessors,  is  in  the  Borough,  Jar 
^^  educating  the  Boy%  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Boroughy 
"  and  otherSy  in  Literature^* 

The  want  of  a  systematic  foundation  is  probably  the 
cause  of  this  omission :  as  Henbt  the  Seventh  merely  left 
general  directions  for  the  establishment  of  the  School,  witfa^- 
out  contributing  any  thing  to  the  Master'^s  stipend :  which 
was  paid  by  the  Abbot  of  Reading,  until  the  Dissolution,  as 
may  be  inferred  from  Cox's  dedication  of  his  "  Art  or 
Crafte  of  Rhetoryke  ;^  and,  afterwards,  it  was  charged  upoa 
the  Manor  of  Cholsey  by  Henry  the  Eighth. 

Archbishop  Laud  was  the  most  liberal  Benefactor  to  the 
School ;  but,  not  considering  himself  as  if  s  Founder,  he  did 
not  draw  up  any  Statutes  for  it's  government  This  worthy 
Prelate,  however,  appointed  Three  Visitors  ;  viz. — The 
Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  The  President 
of  St  John's,  and  The  Warden  of  All  Souls  College ;  and 
left  the  interest  of  a  sum  of  £24.,  for  the  expenses  of  thdr 
reception  and  entertainment  They  visit  ihe  School  every 
third  jeax. 

It  has  been  customary,  besides  occasional  examinations  in 
Classical  learning,  for  the  Scholars  to  recite  Speeches,  or  to 
perform  Plays,  at  the  time  of  this  Triennial  VLntation.  The 
first  Play  on  record  is  that  of  CcUOy  in  1731.  The  present 
Master,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Valpy,  has  pmd  great  attention  to 
the  Theatrical  Representations,  and  has  purified  and  altered 
some  Plays  of  Plautus  and  of  Shakespeare,  for  the  use 
of  Ws  Scholars.  Of  these  Plays,  four  of  Shakespeare 
have  been  published,  viz.,  King  John,  the  Second  Part  of 
Henry  the  Fourth,  The  Roses,  from  the  Third  Part  of 
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Henry  the  Sixth,  and  The  Merchant  of  Venice.  Four 
FlajTS  of  Plautus,  The  Amphitruo,  The  Aulularia,  The 
Captives,  and  The  Rudens,  have  likewise  been  printed  for 
the  use  of  Schools.  Some  Plays  of  Sophocles  and  Euri- 
viDES  have  also  been  performed  by  the  Scholars,  with  the 
strict  costume  of  ancient  Greece.  The  amount  of  money 
received  at  these  Representations  is  very  laudably  bestowed 
upon  some  deserving  object  of  Public  Charity. 

There  are  two  Scholarships  in  St.  John  the  Baptist^s 
College,  Oxford,  belong^g  to  this  School,  which  were 
founded  by  Sir  Thomas  White,  in  1557.  In  the  Statutes 
of  the  College,  as  drawn  up  by  himself.  Sir  Thomas  ob- 
serves;—- 

"  Seeing  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  whole  society  of  man 
more  divine  ;  nothing  more  analogous  to  our  nature^  than  to 
be  liberal  and  bountiful  towards  those^  to  whom  we  conceive 
ourselves  most  beholden  :  Neither  are  we  tied  by  stricter  bonds 
of  friendship  to  any>  more  than  to  the  citizens  of  London ; 
among  whom  we  have  been,  not  only  long  conversant,  and 
brought  up  almost  from  our  infemcy,  but  also  have  attained 
and  gotten  the  greatest  part  of  such  goods  and  commodities,  as 
now,  by  Divine  permission,  we  enjoy ;  Wherefore,  being  moved 
with  that  love  and  piety,  which  we  bear  towards  our  Fellow 
Citizens,  we  do  appoint,  ordain,  and  will,  that  Fobty-thbbe  of 
the  poorer  Scholars,  who,  either  within  London,  or  the  suburbs 
thereof,  shall  bestow  theh*  time  diligently  in  Grammar,  may  be 
admitted  into  this  our  CoU^e,  founded  and  endowed  at  our 
costs  and  charges,  and  they  shall  enjoy  all  such  advantages  as 
the  present  scholars  possess  :— 

''  Also,  each  of  the  following  Schools,  viz.,  Coventry,  Bbis- 
TOL,  and  Reading,  shall  send  Two  Schohuis,  who  shall  par- 
take of  the  same  advantages  and  privileges,  as  the  others  ei^joy. 
One,  also,  shall  be  chosen  out  of  Tunbridqe  School,  in  the 
County  of  Kent : — 

*'  And  now,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  some  certainty  ap- 
pcunted,  concerning  the  nominating  and  electing  of  these  Seven 
Scholars,  whom  we  will  have  equid  to  the  others,  in  all  the  ad- 
vanti^es  and  privileges  of  the  College  3— 

*'  As  often  as  any  place  of  these  Seven  shall  become  void,  we 
will,  that  within  forty  days  after  such  vacancy.  The  President 
and  Fellows  shall  certify  and  advise,  by  Jjetters^  signed  with 
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their  own  haads^  the  Biayors  and  Aldennen  of  those  places^  out 
of  which  such  Scholars  are  to  be  named  and  chosen^  that  is  to 
say>  CovENTBT,  Bkistol^  Reading^  and  Tunbridoe,  out  of 
which  Two  Scholars  each  are  to  be  elected,  except  out  of  Tun- 
BBiDOE,  from  which>  out  of  respect  to  the  great  love  we  bore  to 
Sir  Andrew  Judd,  Knight^  Founder  of  the  Grammar  School 
there,  we  do  ordain  and  will,  that  One  Scholar  shall  be  nomir 
nated  and  elected,  as  often  as  the  place  assigned  for  this  School 
shall  be  void,  ^d  they  shall  take  care  to  send  such  out  of 
their  Schools,  to  The  College,  as  either  they  themselves  shall 
know,  or  in  the  judgment  of  others,  shall  believe  to  be  fit  to 
learn  Logic.  And  we  do  decree,  ordain,  and  will,  that  this  no- 
mination, assignation,  evocation,  and  election,  of  Forty-three 
Sdiolar8,and  Six  Choristers,  by  the  Worshipful  Men,  The  Mas- 
ter, Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  The  President,  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident, and  Two  of  the  Chief  Senior  Fellows  }  And  also,  the 
nomination,  evocation,  and  election,  of  those  Seven  Scholars,  by 
The  Mayors  and  Aldermen  of  those  places,  of  which  we  made 
mention  before,  be  made  and  kept  for  ever  :  neither  shall  it  be 
lawful  at  any  time,  for  The  Pre^dent  and  Fellows,  which  now 
are,  or  for  their  successors,  to  invert,  change,  break,  or  weaken 
the  form  of  electing  Scholars,  which  we  have  prescribed,  nor  to 
expound,  or  interpret  otherwise  than  the  true,  natural,  and 
grammatical  sense  of  the  words  do  bear,  under  pain  of  expulsion 
out  of  The  College :  Neither  shall  they  at  any  time  consent^ 
either  in  word  or  deed,  to  them  that  do  otherwise.*' 

These  Scholarships,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  regularly  lead 
to  Fellowships. 

The  School-room  for  many  years  occuped  the  lower  part 
of  the  Great  Hall  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  ;  the  upper 
part  being  used  as  a  Town-halL  When  the  Town-hall  was 
re-built,  the  School  continued  for  some  time  in  it^s  old  atua- 
tion.  But,  as  it  had  been  found  subject  to  many  inconve- 
niences,  the  present  Master,  in  the  year  1790,  built  a  new 
School-room,  fifly-two  feet  in  length,  at  his  own  expense. 

The  Master^s  House,  remarkable  for  the  convenience  and 
salubrity  of  the  situation,  was  built  by  Mr.  Hilet,  a  former 
Master,  for  the  reception  of  his  Boarders,  and  rented  by  his 
successor,  Mr.  Spicer;  who,  in  1771 9  set  on  foot  a  sub- 
scription for  purchafflng  and  annexing  it  to  the  School,  for 
the  residence  of  the  Master  :—-libend  contributions  were 
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made  by  The  Corporation,  by  St  John^s  College,  hnd  by 
the  neighbouring  Gentry,  particularly  such  as  had  been 
educated  in  the  School ; — but,  it  was  not  until  the  year 
1784,  that  the  intention  was  carried  into  effect,  and  the 
House  purchased  of  Dr.  Addington,  the  Son-in-Law  of 
Mr.  HiLEY,  and  vested  in  The  Corporation,  as  Trustees. 
Here  again  we  experience  the  liberality  of  Dr.  Valpy,  who 
has  considerably  enlarged  and  improved  the  House,  particu- 
larly by  the  addition  of  a  spacious  Hall  and  Library. 

As  the  School  was  founded  ^r  the  Sons  of  tJie  Inhabit^ 
ants  and  others^  it  is  open  to  all  who  conform  to  the  Regu* 
lations  of  the  Establishment 

At  Nineteen^  boys  are  superannuated  for  the  Foundation 
at  St  John^s  College. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  in  use,  are  those  written 
by  the  present  Master.  The  system  of  Education,  with 
such  alterations  as  expedience  and  locali^  render  necessary, 
is  formed  upon  those  of  Westminster,  Eton,  and  Win- 
chester Colleges. 

This  School  is  deservedly  in  great  repute,  under  the  ex- 
cellent management  of  the  present  learned  Master,  Richard 
Valpy,  D.D. 

Besides  the  Head  Master,  some  of  the  Assistants  re- 
ceive Boarders,  on  different  terms,  according  to  the  num- 
bers which  they  accommodate. 

Cardinal  Wolsey  is  said,  on  the  authority  of  Archbishop 
Parkes,  to  have  been  a  short  time  Master  of  this  SchooL 

Among  the  eminent  Persons,  who  have  received  their 
Education  in  this  Seminary  of  Learning,  besides  many  dis- 
tinguished living  Characters,  may  be  enumerated, — 
Archbishop  Laud.

TfiLE  Fbee  Grammar  School  at  Wallikgforb  was 
founded  in  the  year  I G59,  by  Walter  Bigo,  Aldennan  of 
London,  and  endowed  by  him  with  £10.  per  annum. 

The  Charity,  called  Sir  Thomas  Bennett'*8  Charity, 
consists  of  £20.  per  cmnvmy  paid  to  the  Mayor  of  this 
Borough,  by  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Merchtot  Tay- 
lors within  the  City  of  London  (but  whether  it  arises  out  of 
real  or  personal  Estate,  is  not  known), — £10.  per  annurn^ 
part  thereof,  are  for  the  use  of  the  Master  of  this  School, 
and  the  renmining  £  10.  to  be  paid  to  Ten  poor  persons  of 
the  Borough,  elected  by  the  Aldermen  of  the  Corporation 
for  the  time  being. 

This  School  is  now  ^'  ina  very  low  staUj  having  very  few 
boys  educated  in  it^   The  present  Master  b  a  ^<  Dissenter!" 


WANTAGE. 


In  the  year  1599,  an  Act  of  Psrliaineiit  vas  obtained,  for 
vesting  the  Town  lands  of  Wantage,  which  were  given  in  the 
reigns  of  Henbt  the  Sixth  and  Hensy  the  Seventh  fiir 
Charitable  uses,  in  Twelve  of  "  the  better  sort  of  Inhalut- 
ants,"  to  be  deemed  a  Body  Corporate,  and  to  use  a  Com- 
mon Seal. 

By  this  Act,  the  Revenues  of  those  lands  are  approj»iated 
to  the  idief  of  the  Poos, — the  repair  of  Highways, — and 
the  nippcMl  of  a  Geahhar  School. 

The  Governors  allow  £30.  per  annum  to  the  Master, 
who  must  be  a  Graduate  in  one  of  the  Universitiefi. 

Tlie  School  is  open  to  all  the  sons  of  Parishioners  inde- 
finitely, free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they 
ore  able  to  learn  Latin,  and  may  remun  as  long  as  thor 
Parents  please. 

Tia  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Daniel  Robins.  He 
does  not  take  Pupils. 

It  b  gratifying  to  add,  "  that  no  Charity  can  be  better 
managed,  or  the  profits  disposed  more  to  the  Donor's  inten- 
tions, than  the  present" 

'Xlie  learned  Joseph  Bvtlek,  Bishop  of  Durham,  was 
bwn  in  this  Town. 
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AMERSHAM. 

The  Free  Grammab  Schoot«  at  Amersham  was  founded 
by  Robert  Chaloner,  D.  D.,  who  was  Canon  of  Windsor 
and  Rector  of  this  Parish,  and  who  died  in  1621  ;  having 
endowed  it  with  a  portion  of  Land  at  Waddesdon,  in  the 
County  of  Bedford,  which  is  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £90. 

There  is  only  one  Master,  who  is  the  present  Curate,  and 
the  House  in  which  he  lives  belonging  to  the  School,  raises 
the  value  of  the  Stipend  to  upwards  of  £.  1 00.  per  annum. 

Any  Parishioners  have  a  right  to  send  their  Children  to 
this  School ;  which  is  solely  jhr  Greek  ami  Latin. 

The  Owner  of  Shardeloes,  and  the  Rector  for  the  time 
bdng,  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  appoint  the  Master.  There 
shoidd  be  Twelve  Trustees.  "  There  are  now  no  Scholars!!^ 

Dr.  Chaloner  also  by  his  Will,  dated  the  20th  of  June 
1620,  bequeathed  £20.  per  annum^  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Divinity  Lecture  at  Christ  Church  College,  Oxford,-^ 
or  to  form  Exhibitions  for  Three  poor  Scholars,  to  be 
chosen  from  Amersham,  or  from  Goldsborough,  or  Enare&- 
borough,  in  Yorkshire. 
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AYLESBURY. 

The  Free  School  at  Aylesbury  was  originally  founded 
by  Sir  Henry  Lee,  of  Ditchley,  in  the  County  of  Oxford. 
The  date  of  if  s  origin  is  not  known ;  but  there  is,  in  the 
Church  of  Aylesbury,  an  old  monument  of  part  of  the  family 
of  a  Sir  Henry  Lee,  dated  1584.  It  is  probable  that  he 
was  the  Founder. 

The  Writings  of  the  original  Endowment  are  supposed  to 
have  been  lost  in  the  Civil  Wars :  But  the  value  of  the 
Premises,  bequeathed  for  that  purpose,  amounted  in  the  be- 
^nning  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  to  about  £B.  per  annum. 

On  the  29th  of  September,  1714,  Henry  Phillips,  Gen- 
tleman, who  was  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Aylesbury,  bequeathed 
£5000.  for  the  purchase  of  Estates  for  the  benefit  of  that 
parish;  to  be  added  to  the  Free  School,  founded  by  Sir 
Henry  Lee.  In  consequence  of  this  bequest,  the  present 
Free  School  and  Houses  for  the  Head  Master,  and  the 
Writing  Master,  were  erected  in  the  year  1718.  The  Estates 
(bdng  the  Manor  of  Broughton  Abbof  s,  in  the  neighbouring 
Parish  of  Bierton)  now  net  upwards  of  £400.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  Aylesbury  and  Walton, 
free  of  expense.  And,  if  Aylesbury  and  Walton  cannot 
supply  a  suffident  number,  the  nearest  adjoining  Parishes 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privilege. 

One  Hundred  and  Thirty-five  Boys  are  admitted  upon  the 
Foundation;  viz..  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  into  the  Eng- 
lish and  Writing  School ;  and  Fifteen  into  the  Latin.  The 
number  of  Boys,  not  upon  the  Foundation,  is  inconsiderable. 

Boys  are  admitted  at  Six  years  of  age.  There  is  no  spe- 
cific time  for  their  quitting  the  School. 

As  Vacancies  occur  other  Boys  are  admitted,  whose  names 
stand  first  on  a  hst  which  is  kept  by  the  Head  Master.  The 
application  of  every  one  in  behalf  of  any  boy  is  re^stered; 
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The  list  is  afterwards  submitted  to  the  Trustees  for  their 
appobation,  and  the  Boys  are  admitted  in  their  turns. 

OwEN^s  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Eton  Greek  Granunar, 
are  those  in  general  use.  With  respect  to  the  system  of 
Education,  the  Classical  Books  which  are  used  in  the  great 
Public  Schools,  are  adopted,  as  far  as  the  age  and  continuance 
of  the  Scholars  will  admit  Dr.  Bell  s  system  is  followed 
in  the  English  and  Writing  School 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  Church  Pre*- 
f erments,  belonging  to  this  School 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Charles  Robert  Ashfield^ 
Ckrk,  whose  Salary  is  £  170.  per  avmum^  and  a  House. 

Both  the  Head  Master,  and  the  Writing  Master,  are  al- 
kmed  to  take  Pupls :  but  their  terms  depend,  in  some  mea- 
sure, upon  the  circumstances  of  the  times. 

As  this  School  is  more  of  a  Commercial  than  Classical  de- 
scription, if  s  very  nature  has  precluded  it  from  producing 
many  men  of  great  literary  attainments.  But  the  celebrated 
John  Wilkes,  and  John  Bonnycastle,  the  eminent  Ma- 
thematidan,  may  be  mentioned  as  two  distinguished  charac^ 
ters,  whose  abilities  first  begun  to  expand  in  the  Grammar 
School  at  Aylesbury.

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BUCKINGHAM. 

The  Free  School  at  Buckingham  was  founded  by  King 
Edwabd  the  Sixth,  and  endowed  with  j£l(>..8..0|.  per  cm^ 
num^  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown, 
for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the  Latin  language. 

It  is  of  little  note  in  any  respect, — none  but  the  children 
of  the  Lower  classes  having  been  educated  here,  for  time 
immemorial.  There  are  six  boys  only  in  the  School,  as 
settled  by  The  Trustees,  who  are  the  Bailiff  and  Burgesses, 
and  who  nominate  the  Scholars.  They  are  admitted  at  eight 
years  of  age,  and  are  taught  English,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic. 

There  is  a  pretty  good  House  for  the  Master,  which  was 
re-built  after  a  fire  in  1696,  at  the  expense  of  Alexa.nd£r 
Denton,  Esq., — together  with  a  garden.  The  School-room 
was  formerly  a  Chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Baptist 
and  Thomas  k  Becket  ;  the  Door  is  of  Saxon  Architecture. 

The  present  Master  is,  Tlie  Rev.  William  Eybe,  M.  A., 
Vicar  of  Padbury  and  IGllesdon,  in  the  County  of  Buckbg^ 
ham. 
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ETON  COLLEGE. 


The  splendid  Establishment  for  the  Instruction  of  Youth 
in  The  College  at  Eton,  was  founded  by  King  Henbit 
the  Sixth,  in  the  year  1440,  by  the  mtmeof  "  The  Blessbb 
Mabie  of  E-roNE  beside  Wyndesore?' 

One  of  the  Charters  vS  Foundation  ia  dated  at  Wynde- 
BOre,  on  the  1 2th  of  September,  1441 ; — ^A  second,  at  Skene, 
on  the  Slat  of  October,  in  the  same  year; — Andathirdf 
de  Donations,  on  the  25th  of  March  1442,  by  which  The 
Hotal  Founder,  for  the  suifident  nudntenance  of  his  CoU 
1^,  and  {ot  the  perpetual  Endowment  of  the  same,  granted 
to  The  FroTost  and  College  various  Benefactions^  as  ihae 
particularly  stated. 

By  the  Second  Charter,  one  Provost,  Ten  Priests  or  Fel- 
lows, finir  Clerks,  six  Choristers,  one  Master,  Twen^-five 
Scholars,  and  Twenty^^ve  Alms  or  Beadsmen,  are  appointed. 
But  this  Establishment  afterwards  underwent  certain  altera- 
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It  must,  however,  be  observed,  that  the  first  formal  act  of 
The  King  respecting  his  projected  Foundation,  was  his  ^^iVo* 
curaioriumj'^  bearing  date  the  1 2th  of  September,  1 440.  By 
this  public  instrument  he  delegates  his  Proctors  to  treat  with 
The  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  Lincoln,  for  the  appropriation  of 
the  then  Parish  Church  of  Eton  to  his  intended  College,  so  as 
to  make  the  Chapel  of  the  said  College,  which  he  should 
erect  on  the  demolition  of  the  old  Church,  to  be  as  well 
Parochial  as  Collegiate.  Indeed,  from  the  words  of  the 
Instrument,  it  appears  that  His  Majesty  had  already  pur- 
chased the  Advowson  of  the  said  Paiish  Church,  in  order 
to  effect  the  proposed  Appropriation.  And  on  the  29th  of 
September,  in  the  same  year.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  notified 
hb  consent,  in  all  due  form,  for  making  the  Parish  Church 
of  Eton  CoUegiate. 

Some  delay  was,  however,  caused  in  this  purchase,  as  there 
were  three  joint  Owners  of  the  Perpetual  Advowson,  and 
of  the  Tenements  contiguous,  which  were  conveyed  witk 
it; — ^William  Whaplade,  Nicholas  Clopton,  and  John 
Fabyndon,  Equires.  ^ 

There  used  to  prevail  a  local  tradition,  that  the  ancient 
Parish  Church  stood  scnnewhere  at  The  Wick^  about  a  mile 
fit)m  Eton ;  but  in  what  particular  spot  is  not  said^  nor  is 
it  at  this  day  pretended  that  there  are,  or  have  been  any 
visible  remains  of  the  same. 

That  it  stood  in  the  Church-yard,  and  near  adjoining  to 
the  present  Church,  is  evident  fix)m  two  Charters :  Carta 
R^is  Hen.  VL  de  Fundatione  EccL  CoU^.  de  Eton. 
Pat.  ID*  Hen.  VL  pars  1.  m.  40.  Pat  iy»  Hen.  VI.  pars  2. 
m.  20. 

The  CoU^  bang  thus  appcnnted  and  endowed.  Writs 
were  issued  for  collecting  Workmen  from  divers  parts  to 
Eton :  —And  The  Founder  gave  his  orders  for  erecting  Tmt 
College^  the  first  stone  whereof  was  laid  in  the  foundation 
of  the  Chapel  on  or  about  the  3d  of  July,  1441.

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With  what  care  the  benevolent  Monarch  provided  for  the 
due  and  effectual  construction  of  the  Buildings,  will  appear 
from  the  language  of  the  Letters  Patent,  respecting  the 
materials  to  be  used  in  them. — "  La)ring  aparte  superfluity 
of  too  curious  works  of  entayle  and  busie  mouldings,  I  will 
that  both  mi  sayde  Colleges  be  edified  of  the  most  substan- 
tial and  best  abyding  stuffe,  of  stone,  ledd,  glass,  and  iron, 
that  may  goodlie  be  had  and  provided  thereto ;  and  that 
the  walls  of  the  sayde  College  of  Eton,  of  the  outer  Courte, 
and  of  the  walls  of  the  Gardens  about  the  Predncte,  be 
made  of  hard  stone  of  KentT 

As  the  pious  Sovereign  intended  his  College  for  the  per- 
petual increase  of  Virtue  and  Learning,  he  accordingly  de« 
dares ; — <^  FwndcvmuMy  erigimtcs  ac  etiam  staJnUmus  (dictum 
Collegium),   perpetuis  futubis    temporibus  duratu* 

As  he  omitted  nothing  that  might  add  to  the  Stateliness 
and  Figure,  as  well  as  the  more  essential  views  of  his  Fouii» 
dations.  The  King  granted  the  following  Charter  for  assign* 
ing  Arms  to  Eton  College,  which  has  since  formed  it'*s  uipi 
Idtered  Heraldic  distinction ;  and  the  Field  of  these  Anns 
being  Sable,  is  considered  as  an  additional  mark  otPerpekAty 
to  his  important  Establi^ment

The  Royal  Founder  having  caused  certain  Statutes  to 
be  composed,  which  were  called  ^  Stixtuta  PrimUivay'*  with 
a  view  to  their  bdng  enlarged  into  a  complete  Body,  as 
future  drcumstances  and  experience  might  demand,  was 
pleased,  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Thomas,  in  1443,  to  send  down 
\m  Commisdoners,  Thomas  Beckynton,  then  Bishop  of 
Bath  and  Wells,  with  William,  Earl,  and  afterwards 
Marquis  and  Duke,  of  Suffolk,  to  give  personal  admission 
to  The  Provost,  Fellows,  Clerks,  Scholars,  and  Officers,  into 
The  College.  Which  Ceremony  was  accompanied  with  all 
the  most  solemn  Ceremonials  of  the  Altar. 

About  this  time,  it  appears  that  the  King  extended  his 
CdU^^te  arrangements  from  Twenty-five  to  Seventy  Scho- 
lars, an  Usher  for  tfie  School,  a  Clerk  for  the  Parish,  and 
two  additional  Choristers,  with  a  reduction  of  the  Twen^- 
five  Alms  or  Beadsmen  to  Thirteen. 

The  several  Grants,  made  at  sundry  times,  were,  fcHr  their 
better  confirmation,  passed  into  an  Act  of  Parliament  at 
Westminster,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1444,  being  the  Twenty- 
second  year  of  his  reign.  The  Letters  Patent  subsequent 
to  this  period,  granting  further  endowmenis  to  The  College, 
with  the  ^fls  of  certain  Benefactors,  were  afterwards  con- 
densed into  another  and  dmilar  Act  of  Parliament,  in  the 
Thirty-dghth  year  of  his  reign. 

The  Statutes  being  pompleted,  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury, on  the  20th  of  July,  1446,  acknowledged  his  accept- 
ance of  tfaem,  as  well  for  himself  as  hia  successors.    At  the 

£2 
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same  time,  The  Bishop  of  Linoohi  declared  »milar  aooepta> 
tioB.  This  formality  arose  from  the  Spiritual  power  of  these 
high  Ecdeaastical  characters :  The  CoUege  bdng  subject  to 
them  in  th^  Metropolitan  and  Triennial  Viffltations,  as 
well  as  in  the  necessary  and  local  exerdse  of  their  functions^ 
whenever  they  might  be  called  to  employ  them  wUhih  ihe 
walls  of  the  Foundation. 

These  Statutes,  the  work  of  several  years,  were  a  refine- 
ment as  well  as  enlargement  of  the  temporary  Code,  or 
^^  Statuia  Primitive^  and  the  consequent  result  of  much 
deUberate  consideration. 

In  compiling  them,  The  Boyal  Founder  b  said  to  have 
been  asnsted  by  the  ablest  Civilian  of  those  times,  and 
whose  knowledge  would  have  conferred  honour  on  any  man 
in  any  age.  This  distinguished  person  was  William 
Ltvdewoode,  LL.  D.,  Lord  Privy  Seal,  and  Bishop  of 
St.  David's.  It  appears,  however,  to  be  the  more  probable 
ojunion,  that  Wavnflete  drew  up  the  present  body  of 
Statutes,  which  Bishop  Lowth  mentions,  (though,  as  it 
should  seem,  without  actual  collation)  as  being  originally 
copied  from  those  of  Winchester,  without  any  material 
alteration.  The  frequency  of  Henby^s  visits  to  Winchester^ 
and  the  a^qxirent  objects  of  them,  together  with  Wayk- 
FLETE^s  continual  attendance  upon  him,  with  tfie  general 
approximation  of  the  Eton  Statutes  to  the  Wixchestbe 
Code,  appear  to  justify  the  general  idea;  and  the  tradition 
of  William  of  Wykeham's  CoUege  is  ready  to  confirm  it. 
Lyndewoode  was  certainly  appointed,  with  others,  to  fcmn 
the  Statutes  of  King^s  College,  Cambridge,  as  is  evident 
itdm  ifs  Charter;  and,  it  is  probable  that,  from  this  op- 
cumstance,  he  has  been  named  as  having  performed  the 
same  Office  for  the  Sister  Foundation. 

William  Waynflete  was  Schoolmaster  of  Winchester 
CoU^,  when  the  Eong  made  his  first  viat  He  had  been 
in  that  capacity  about  eleven  years,  and  had  executed  the 
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important  trust  with  such  diligence,  ability,  judgment,  and 
success,  tdat  Henbt,  to  give  his  new  Institution  the  greatest 
possible  advantage,  by  obtaining  such  an  excellent  and  inu 
proved  Instructor,  removed  him,  in  1440,  with  a  Colony  of 
five  of  the  Fellows  and  thirty-five  of  the  Scholars,  to  the 
same  honourable  charge  at  Eton.  His  Majesty  afterwards 
made  him  Provost;  and,  by  his  Royal  recommendation  and 
Patnmage,  he  was  subsequently  elevated  to  the  See  of  Win- 
diester,  in  which  high  situation  he  was  enabled  to  become  a 
beneficent  Imitator  of  his  predecessor  William  of  WvKifi- 
HAM,  as  well  as  of  his. Patron  Sovereign,  in  his  Noble 
Foundation  of  Magdalev  College,  iu  Oxford. 

]^g  Henry  having  made  a  final  Settlement  of  his  Col- 
l^ge  at  Eton,  and  that  upon  a  more  enlarged  scale  than  he 
appears  at  first  to  have  contemplated,  was  now  pleased  to 
add  ten  Chaplains,  five  "Clerks,  and  right  Choristers,  form- 
ing a  Constituent  Body,  conasting  of  a  Provost,  ten  Fellows,* 
a  Master  of  the  School,  ten  Chaplains,f  an  Usher  of  the 


*  In  147y  there  appear  to  have  been  but  Four  FeUows. 
In  1474  there  were  Five  Fellows,  inchiding  Henry  Bosl> 
who  seems  to  have  been  elected  Fellow  merely  to 
pave  his  way  for  his  election  to  the  Provostship. 
In  1482  the  number  of  Fe^pws  was  increased  to  Six,  pro- 
bably by  the  good  management  and  savings  of  good 
Provost  Westbury. 
In  1485  John  Pierson  was  added  as  a  Seventh  Fellow,

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School,  ten  Cleks,  Seventy  Scholars,  Sixteen  Choristers,  and 
thirteen  Alms  or  Beadsmen,  whose  particular  duty  it  was  to 
pray  for  the  Health  and  Prosperity  of  The  Founder,— in 
the  whole.  One  Hundred  and  Thiety-two  persons.' 

When  the  King  looked  upon  his  Foundation,  so  formed, 
constituted,  and  endowed; — when  }ie  took  a  prospective  view 
of  it^s  final  completion,  and  reflected  upon  the  benefits  which 
pr<imised  to  result  from  it  to  his  Kingdom,  not  only  in  his 
own  time,  but  in  many  successive  ages,— well  might  He, 
with  the  Piety  of  a  Holy  man,  and  the  feelings  of  a  tender 
Piu-ent,  address  Heaven  with  frequent  Prayers  for  it's  pre- 
servation and  enduijmce  in  it'*s  then  existing  state; — ^And, 
as  the  Nation  should  increase  in  Knowledge,  Virtue,  and  the 
higher  branches  of  Civilization,  that  his  Foundation  might 
proceed  in  a  proportionably  advanced  and  advancing  state 
of  Improvement,  Usefulness,  and  Renown^  until  the  end  of 
time. 

Certain  changes  have,  however,  since  taken  place  in  the 
order  of  The  College,  which  now  consists  of  a  Provost, 
Seven  Fellows,  Two  Priests  or  Chaplains  (locally  called 
Condticts),  Ten  Lay  Clerks,  Ten  Choristers,  Two  Masters, 
and  Seven^  Scholars,  with  inferior  Officers  and  Servants. 

The  Assistants,  at  present  Eight  in  number,  are  merely 
attached  to  the  School  discipline  and  instruction,  and  have

which  last  mentioned  number  has  continued  to  this  day. 
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been  for  many  years  selected,  though  not  necessarily,  from 
the  Fellows  of  Kinoes  College,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Two  Masters,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Provost 
For,  Henry  having  designed  his  School  to  be  a  Semkiary 
for  a  College  in  one  of  The  Universities,  accordingly,  in 
1441,  founded  King^s  College,  Cambridge, .  whither, 
Lambakde  observes,  ^^  Eton  annually  sendeth  forth  her 
ripe  fruit;'*  Thai  Princely  Institution  conristmg  of  a  Pro- 
vost, and  Seventy  Fellows  or  Scholars,  who  are  to  be  elected 
from  Eton  College. 

As  Henry  approached  his  demise,  he  seems  to  have  had 
a  fcnreboding  of  the  troubles  which  then  threatened  to  disturb 
the  Nation,  and  showed  a  warm  solicitude  to  insure,  at  all 
events,  the  completion  of  his  Two  Colleges.  He  accord- 
ingly made  a  Testamentary  proviaon  for  that  purpose,  and 
appcnnted  Bishop  Watnflete  to  discharge  the  honourable 
duties  which  it  directed. 

Eton  College,  however,  found  an  Oppressor  in  Edwakd 
the  Fourth,  who,  for  some  time,  appeared  to  threaten  it  mth 
annihilation.  That  Monarch  is  related  to  have  been  un- 
kindly disposed,  not  only  to  Waynflete  and  other  attached 
friends  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  but  is  said  to  have  looked  with 
an  evil  and  a  jealous  eye  upon  the  Establishments  formed 
by  the  pious  Munificence  of  his  Royal  Predecessor,  and  in 
the  prosperity  of  which  Waynflete  had  manifested  and 
expressed  such  a  fond  and  zealous  interest 

At  no  distant  period  after  King  Edward  the  Fourth  had 
got  possession  of  the  Throne,  he  represented  to  Pope  Pius 
the  Second,  that  Eton  College  was  in  an  unfinished  state, 
and  especially  that  the  building  of  the  Chapel  was  but  just  be- 
gun, so  thai  it  could  be  of  little  or  no  use  as  to  the  purposes 
ori^nally  intended  by  it's  Foundation;  He,  therefore,  urged 
it  as  a  suitable  act  to  unite  it  to  The  College  of  Windsor, 
which  he  favoured  with  a  most  partial  and  protecting  r^ard. 
In  consequence  of  this  representation,  in  November,  1469, 
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• 

a  Bull  was  obtained  from  Pope  Pius  the  Second,  for  dis- 
9titcmg  Eton  College,  and  tmUing  it,  according  to  the  ' 
Boyal  request,  to  The  College  of  St.  Geobgs  at  Wind- 
bob.  The  Copy  of  the  Bull  of  Union  and  Annexadon  is 
among  the  Harleian  Manuscripts  in  The  British  Museum, 
N^  564. 

Habbington,  in  his  Ufe  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  states, 
that  the  King  took  JClOOO.  per  amvum  from  Henrt*s  Es- 
tablishments, to  enrich  Windsor.  Tanner,  in  his  Notitia 
Monastica,  specifies  also  the  Priories  which  were  seizied  from 
this  Foundation,  to  be  lavishly  given  to  other  pla<ies  and  avari- 
ckms  persons.  And,  in  the  .Ajx^hives  of  Eton  College,  is  an 
aecountof  the  Estates  of  which  i^Ao^Af^n  unjustly  deprived. 
However,  in  this  opprobrious  appix^riation  of  The  College 
jproperty,  some  glimpse  of  rfiame  and  justice  was  show^  for 
the  Members  of  it,— >a  few  trifling  Pensions  being  assigned 
to  the  Provost,  Fellows,  and  other  Officers. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  Edward,  counselled  as  he  might 
originally  have  been  by  The  Earl  of  Warwick,  not  only, 
in  the  first  instance,  curtailed  the  estates  of  Henry^s  Foun- 
dations of  King'^s  College,  and  Eton,  but  plundered  them 
also  of  moveables  of  great  value. 

The  injured  Foundation,  however,  found  an  able,  ardent, 
and,  in  the  end,  an  effectual  friend  in  William  West- 
fiURr,  who  had  succeeded  John  Clerc,  as  Provost,  in  the 
year  1447.  He  possessed  consummate  prudence  and  oou* 
rage ;  nor  did  he  hesitate  most  strenuously  to  oppose  The 
Union  of  Eton  College  with  that  of  Windsor ;  but  boldly 
asserted  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Body  over  which  he 
had  presided  so  many  years ;  and,  by  refusing  to  acquiesce 
while  Henry  was  a  fugitive,  and  Waynflete  in  disgrace, 
as  well  as  by  his  noble  protest  and  appeal,  he  protected  the 
Mumficence  and  upheld  the  Institution  of  his  Founder. 

Th^  opposition  which  was  made  by  Westbury,  was  in 
the  most  open,  regular,  and  courageous  manner,  by  a  public 
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instrumeiit  in  the.  Chapel  cSSt  Martin  Je  Grand,  London^ 
before  a  PuUic  .Notary  and  the  most  respectable  witnesseSy 
men  graduated  and  learned.in  the  laws.    He  there  m  per- 
Km  entered  his.Frotest  against  all  such  Union  and  Inootpo- 
radon,  with  uncommon  intrepidity,  and  spirit,  and  in  woids 
warm  with  zeal  and  the  vehicle  of  irresistible  argument. 

In  ccmsequence  of  this  proceeding,  the  King  apj^died  to 
Pope  Paul  the  Second,  the  Successor  of  Pius  the  Seoond^ 
admowled^ng  that  he  had  been  jnisinformed  in  the  pre- 
mises,  and  praying  for  a  Dissolution  of  the  Union. 

The  Pope  aooopdingly  issued  his  Commission,. dated  the 
axth  year  of  his  Pontificate,  to  Bou&chieb  Archlnshop  t£ 
Canterbury^  to  act  in  the  business. as  the  case  mig^t  appear 
to  require. 

In  obedience  to  the  Papal  command,  the  Archbishop 
summoned  the  two  Colleges  before  him :  When  the  Provost, 
who  relaxed  not  for  a  moment  in  his  magnanimous  zeal  fijr 
the  Foundations  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  harangued  with  un- 
daunted firmness,  and,  as  he  is  described,  ^^  se  iotis  viribuB 
opposuit^  for  the  rights  of  his  imprisoned  Founder. 

The  merit  of  his  conduct  was  acknowjedged  by  his  oppo- 
nents, and  it  is  recorded  in  the  Register  (^Windsor  CoU^^. 
The  Dissolution  of  The  "  BuUa  Unionis'"  was  accordingly 
sent  from  Rome  to  the  Archbishop.  And  King  Edwabd, 
by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  17th  of  July,  in  die  Seventh 
year  of  his  reign,  1466,  made  certain  remunerations,  if  they 
were  not  altogether  restorations,  for  the  violent  injury  which 
he  had  done  to  Etox  College  ;  employing,  at  the  same 
time,  opnciliatcny  expresdoDs  of  r^ard,  and  d^H^^pg  his 
wishes  for  it^s  future  welfare  and  prosperity.*

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'  Such  was  the  eflPect  of  the  noble  and  resolute  stand  made 
by  Wbstburt,  in  the  supp^t  of  his  college ! — an  example 
ever  to  be  holden  in  view  by  his  Successors,  should  they  be 
called  upon  to  defend  or  maintmn  the  rights  which  have 
been  handed  down  to  them  unimpaired. 

After  all  the  Depredations  which  Eton  College  had 
suffered,  a  return  of  if  s  Spirituals  and  Temporals,  according 
to  the  Survey  in  the  Thirty-seventh  year  of  the  reign  of 
Kong  Henri  the  Eighth,  i  546, was  made  of  JC  \066.A6s..9di. 
per  annum. 

The  Manor  of  Eton  was  acquired  by  The  College,  in  the 
rdgn  of  Edward  the  Fourth,  from  the  Lovel  family,  who 
mherited,  through  Female  heirs,  from  the  families  of  Frrs-

As  a  matter  of  curiosity  it  may  be  mentioned^  that  it  appears 
by  the  same  Catalogue^  that  "  from  the  year  1470  to  1484  in- 
clusive, there  were  Eight  Deans  of  Windsor  -,  whereas  from  the 
first  Foundation  of  Windsor  (1348)  to  1470  a  space  of  122 
years,  there  were  only  Seven  who  bore  the  office  of  Gustos  or 
Dean.*'  Two  at  least  (Danett  and  Beauchamp)  died  Deans 
out  of  the  eight, — a  third  (Dudley)  died  Bishop  of  Durham  in 
1483,— end  two  others  (Mobland  and  Benley)  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  higher  preferment,  and  therefore  may  be  presumed 
"to  have  died  Deans. 
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Other,  Hodbnge,  Huntiscombe,  and  Scudahobs.  It 
now  belongs  to  John  Penn,  Esq.,  of  Stoke  Poges. 

The  Bridge  which  separates  The  College  from  the  Town 
(locally  so  called),  known  by  the  name  of  Bams-Pookf  ap- 
pears to  have  been  originallj  called  BawlderCs  or  Baldwjftfs 
Bridge.     This  was  ^^  plucked  up  and  new  built,  an.  1658.^

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TfiK  CotLEGiATE  Edifice  of  Etoii  coiifflsts  of  two  Quad- 
rangles. The  firist  occupies  a  considerable  space,  and 
presents  a  venerable  appearance,  with  a  central  Statue  of  the 
Founder  in  bronze,  the  grateful  gift  (among  others)  of  Dr. 
GodolMin,  who  was  elected  Fellow  in  1674,  Vice-Provost 
in  1664,  and  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  Provost  in  October 
1JG^5. 

Tfiis  Square,  or  the  Sdiool-yard,  as  it  is  more  generaDy 
denominated,  is  inclosed  by  the  Chapel,  Schools,  Dormitio- 
ries,  Master^s  Chambers,  and  the  Eastern  Une  of  Buildings^ 
which,  with  the  exception  of  the  Porter'^s  apartments,  the 
Re^trar^s  Office,  &c.,  belongs  entirely  to  the  Provost^s 
Lodge ;  appertaining  to  which  is  a  Tower  in  the  centre,  the 
Gateway  whereof  forms  the  principal  entrance  to  the 
Clcnsters. 

The  Lesser  Quadrangle  consists  of  the  Cloisters,  contain- 
ing the  Residences  of  the  Fellows,  part  of  the  Provost^B 
Lodge,  and  the  Library,  beneath  part  of  which  is  a  flight 
of  steps,  forming  the  ascent  to  the  Hall ;  another  flight  c£ 
steps  to  the  South  leads  to  the  Kitchens,  Brew-house,  Bake- 
house, &c. 

The  Upper  Story  on  the  East  and  Northern  sides  of  this 
Quadran^e,  was  added  in  the  years  1759  and  1760.  The 
estimate  of  this  addition  was  £  1940. 

A  new  Clock  was  placed  in  the  centre  Tower  of  the  first 
Quadrangle,  called  Lupton's  Tower,  in  the  year  1765. 

The  old  Clock  was  fixed  against  the  Church  under  the 
most  Easterly  window  of  the  North  side.  A  po^don  cer- 
tainly most  inconvenient  and  unseemly ;  but  the  improve* 
ment  is  often  lamented  by  those  who  sleep  in  tlie  Southern 
ApHrtinents  of  the  Provost's  Lodge. 

The  Ante-chapd  was  repa  ted  and  beautified  with  Stucco 
work  in  1^69. 

Th6  present  Uppeb  School  was  erected  at  the  expense 
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of  £2286..9^-l|.  in   the  Provostahip  of  Dr.  C&AIX)CK«* 
It  forms  the  Western  face  of  the  larger  Qiiadrai^le,  andig

The  Sum  of  the  whole  charge  in  taking  downe  and  re-

It  does  not  appear,  why  it  was  necessary  to  take  down  the 
School  which  had  lately  been  erected  by  Rovost  Allestbbb, 
and  which  occupied  the  whole  South- West  side  of  the  Quad- 
rangle ;  but  it  may  be  collected  from  an  extract  of  the  Will  of 
Mr.  RosBWELL,  that  it  was  thought  proper  to  lay  out  a  large  sum 
in  reparations,  or  to  rebuild  it,  wldch  was  accordingly  done. 
See>  a  Print  by  Hollab  in  Dugdale^  at  p.  195.  of  the  Addit.  to 
the  3d  vol. 
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The  Upper  Master,  for  whose  attendaots  there  are  adjcHii- 
ing  Rooms  below,  with  a  School  for  Writing,  Arithmetic, 
and  Algebra. 

The  Library  and  Lobby  are  both  used  as  School-rooms ; 
the  hitter  is  particularly  appropriated  to  the  Class  which  is 
called  ^^  The  Renuwe^  through  which  the  Boys  pass  from 
the  Fourth  to  the  Fifth  Form. 

The  Lowee  School  is  in  the  buUding  on  the  North  side 
of  this  Quadrangle,  and  beneath  a  part  of  the  prindpal 
Dormitory,  or  Long  Chamber^  as  it  is  generally  denomin- 
ated It  is  a  Romn  of  considerable  length,  but  not  of  a 
proportionate  height,  with  a  range  of  andent  oak  arches  on 
dther  side,  and  the  Seats  of  the  Scholars  behind  them. 
There  is  a  tradition,  that  it  has  been  the  splendid  CoU^e 
Stable  of  former  times :  but  the  better  account  is,  that  Sir 
Henbt  Wotton  fitted  it  up  with  pilars,  on  which  might 
be  painted  Pictures  pf  Greek  and  Roman  authors,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  Boys.  A  lower  Dormitory,  with  the 
chambers  of  the  Under-Master,  complete  this  part  of  The 
Coll^.  There  is  also  a  third  Dormitory  at  the  End  of 
Long  Chamber^  called  "  Cabteb's  Chamber^  firom  the 
Name  of  a  former  Usher  or  Under-Master. 

The  Libbaby  is  an  apartment  of  large  dimensions,  fitted 
up  in  a  superior  style  of  elegance,  and  furnished  with  a  very 
extensive  and  valuable  Collection  of  Books.  Among  if s 
Benefactors  may  be  named  the  bounteous  Provost  Godol- 
PHix, — Dr.  Waddington,  Bishop  of  Chichester,  who  died 
FeDow  of  The  College, — Mr.  Mann,  Master  of  the  Charter- 
House,— and  of  RicHABD  ToPHAM,  Esq.,  formerly  Keeper 
of  the  Records  in  the  Tower,  whose  invaluable  Collection  of 
Drawings  after  the  Antique,  which  he  had  formed  with 
great  taste  and  judgement  in  Italy,  was  presented  to  The 
College  by  his  Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Reeve,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  Dr.  Mead. 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Uetheeington  also  gave  several  valua- 
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bk  Books  on  quitting  his  Fellowship,  and  left  Five  Hundred' 
Founds  at  his  death  to  add  to  the  lettered  stores  of  The 
Coll^. 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Reynolds  (Unde  of  the  cetehrated 
Fainter,  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds),  Fellow,  and  Canon  Resi- 
dentiary of  Exeter,  was  a  considerable  Contributor. 

And  the  late  Anthony  Stobeb,  Esq.,  bequeathed  his 
ridb,  curious,  and  elegant  Library  to  the  same  Reporitory 
of  Learning. 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Betham,  who  died  Fellow  of  the  CoU^ 
in  December  1733,  had  given  in  his  life  time  an  elegant 
Bust  of  The  Founder,  Henry  the  Sixth,  which  is  placed 
over  the  Door  at  the  Western  end  of  the  Library,  and 
bequeathed  the  sum  of  £500.  for  a  Statue  of  the  same 
Monarch,  which  was  beautifully  executed  by  Bacon,  and 
now  adorns  the  centre  of  the  West  Wall  of  the  interior  of 
the  Ante-chapel. 

From  an  authentic  Memorandum  it  appears,  that  the 
Contributions  of  old  Etonians  assisted  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  the  building  of  this  elegant  Library,*  which,  in  the 
year  1810,  was  greatly  improved  by  taking  down  the  old 
Windows,  and  substituting  copper  Frames,  by  rich  Carpets^ 
and  by  being  furnished  with  mahogany  Chairs  with  red 
morocco  Covers.  Dr.  Davies,  the  late  Provost,  having 
bequeathed  £]000.  3  per  Cent,  Stock  for  the  improvement

For  these  liberal  Benefactions  Thr  Collkgb  have  pub- 
licly recorded  their  grateful  remembrance.  In  the  centre 
Compartment  of  the  Library  (over  a  Stove,  built  from  a 
Design  of  Wyatt),  in  which  the  Books  of  Mr.  Topuam 
are  arranged,  is  the  following  Inscription, —

Between  the  upper  and  lower  Division  of  the  Compart- 
ment, an  original  Portrait  of  the  Testator  is  suspended 
against  the  iron  railing,  which  was  presented  to  Thr  Col- 
lege by  the  liberality  of  The  Rev.  Edward  Babxabd,  of 
Vale  MasceUy  in  Kent,  the  son  of  the  late  Provost ;  to  whom, 
bdng  then  Master,  the  Picture  was  originally  presented  by 
Mr.  Stobeb  on  his  leaving  School. 

A  oonsiderable  number  of  very  valuable  Oriental  Manu-

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icriptSy  collected  by  himself,  was  presented  some  years  fince 
to  Thb  College  by  Edward  Epheaim  Pote,  Esq.,  rew- 
dent  in  India,  and  at  that  time  Fellow  of  King's,  to  which 
College  also  he  made  a  similar  munificent  Donaticm. 

The  Hall,  where  the  Scholaes  upon  the  Foundation 
take  thdr  meals,  is  on  the  south  nde  of  the  Cloisters.  This 
Refectory  is  of  large  dimensions,  but  without  those  orna- 
ments which  have  sometimes  been  lavished  on  rooms  of  this 
description.  Two  large  ancient  pieces  of  Tapestry^  given 
by  Adam  Robyns,  Fellow,  are  indeed  hung  at  the  upper 
end  of  it,  just  before  and  at  the  time  of  the  annual  Election: 
These  represent  Our  Saviour  disputing  with  the  Doctors  in 
the  Temple,  and  the  Ofiering  of  the  Wise  Men. 

Beyond  the  Clcnsters  arc  the  Collie  Gardens  to  the  East, 
and  the  Playing-fields  to  the  North  (anciently  called  ^<  Pl/ay- 
ing  Lc^se^)y  containing  a  large  open  space  for  active  recrea- 
tion, with  shady  walks,  whose  Academic  scenery  is  hdghjtai- 
ed  by  the  Thames^  which  flows  beside  them,  and  the  brow 
of  Windsor  J  with  if s  splendid  Castle,  rising  in  the  more 
distant  pr6s})ect. 

The  Field  situate  to  the  East  of  the  Playing-fields^  and 
divided  from  them  by  a  stream  of  water  over  which  there 
is  a  Bridge,  is  separated  by  rows  of  Horse-Chesnut 
trees,  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Upper  and 
Lower  Shooting  Fields;"^  the  former  of  which  is  appio- 
priated  to  the  Cricket  Matches  of  the  best  players,  or  as  it 
is  locally  phrased  o£  ^  The  Upper  Club.*'  The  ShooHng 
Fiddsf  formerly  called  "  7%^  Worth/*  were  probably  so 
named  firom  the  obsolete  exerdse  of  Arrow  Shooting. 

The  long  Bridge  over  the  stream  which  separates  the 
Flaying  from  the  Shooting  Fields,  was  built  in  the  year 
I57I;  and  cost  £3l..l6e.Ad.  The  reparation  of  this 
Bridge, .  ^hen  the  middle  arches  were  blown  up  by  a  flood 
in  1809,  cost  above  £900. 
^In  1715,  the  Piers  of  this  Bridge  were  repaired,  and, 
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instead  of  the  old  timber  work,  arches  turned  oyer  them  and 
Palvqpet  walls  coped  with  stone,  built  at  the  expense  of

of  such  a  Govemeare  as  in  all  poynts  might  seme  worthy  for 
the  rome,  have  thought  good  by  advice  and  consentt  of  our  most 
entirely  belovyd  Uncle  Edward  Ducke  of  Somersett  and  Ckiver- 
vemer  of  our  Person  and  Protector  of  all  our  Realmes,  Domyn- 
yons,  and  Subjects  to  commend  to  yowe  by  these  Letters  our 
trusty  belovyd  Thomas  Smythe,  Doctor  of  Civill  Lawe^  whom 
we  Imow  to  be  a  man  most  mete  to  the  government  of  sudi  a 
Colledge  for  the  furtherance  of  Vertue  and  Lemynge^  willynge 
and  requirynge  yowe  therefore  to  elect  and  chose  the  same  to 
the  sayd  government  and  ofifyse.  And  to  thentent  that  there 
myght  be  no  stop  nor  let  to  the  same,  by  cause  the  sayd  Tho-

I  should  fEul  very  much  of  my  duty  to  his  Majesty  if, 
before  y^  sealing  of  Mr.  Thomas  Murray*s  Dispensation,  I 
should  not  acquaint  his  Majesty  explicitely  and  freely  with  y* 
nature  of  this  Act,  &r  differing  from  .any  Dispensation  in  this 
kind,  ever  granted  by  his  Majesty,  aBoe  his  hi^py  coming  to 
y®  crown  of  England.  For  (to  say  nothing  of  y^  right  of  y* 
Election  of  this  Provost,  which  being  originally  not  in  y^  King, 
but  in  y^  Fellows,  and  now  by  neglect  devolved  unto  me,  shall 
be  fully  and  absolutely  at  his  Majesties  Command)  The  Place 
is  a  Living  with  Cure  of  Souls  and  I  am  to  institute  and  admitt 
him  to  y^  Cure  of  Souls  of  y^  Parish  of  Eaton  by  y^  express 
Letter  of  y^  Statute :  Without  Admission,  it  is  impossible  he 
should  receive  any  real  or  rightfuU  Possession  of  y^  same.  Now 
that  ills  Majesty  or  any  of  his  Predecessors  did  ever  dispence 
w^  a  Layman  to  hold  Cure  of  Souls  I  think  will  be  hard  for

any  man  to  shew  by  any  warrantable  President  or  Record  what- 
soever :   And  I  know  his  Majesty  to  be  as  much  averse  from 
giving  any  such  President  as  any  Prince  in  Christendom  living 
this  day.    This  is  altogether  difiering  from  a  Deanery  or  an 
Hospital }  which  being  Livings  without  Cure  have  been  and  may 
be^  justly  confer'd  by  his  Majesty  on  Laymen  with  dispensations 
de  nan  promovendo.     If  Sir  Henry  Savil*s  example  be  objected, 
I  answer  (besides  that  y*  Queen  made  claim  to  y®  gift  of  y* 
place  by  lapse,  occasioned  through  y*  Promotion  of  y*  Provost 
to  y*  Bishopric  of  Chichester,  whereas  his  Migesty  had  no  such 
Claim  thereunto  at  this  time)  That  Savil  never  durst  take  true 
Possession  of  y*  place,  but  was  only  slipt  in  by  y*  Bishop  (who 
for  fear  of  y*  Earl  of  Essex  made  bold  with  y«  Conscience)  Jd 
Curam  et  Regimen  Collegii,  that  is,  to  y^  Care  and  Government 
of  y*  College :  Whereas  by  y*  express  words  of  y®  Foundation 
he  is  to  be  admitted  Ad  Curam  animarum  Parochiarum  Ecdenot 
^toniana,  to  y«  Cure  of  Souls  of  y«  Parish  of  Eaton.  Secondly, 
I  hold  it  no  Disparagement  to  Mr.  Murray  (nor  do  I  find  him 
altogether  averse  from  y*  same)  to  enter  into  Orders  in  y*  Reign 
of  a  King  so  favourable  to  our  Coat,  as  (God's  name  be  prais'd 
for  it)  Reigns  now  over  us.     This  will  give  SatisfEiction  to  all 
y®  Church  bring  him  into  his  place  according  to  Statute  and  y* 
Foundation  of  that  dead  King  prevent  such  dangerous  president 
for  a  Layman  to  possess  cure  of  Souls  in  y^  Eye  and  Centre  of 
y^  Realm,  and  be  an  Everlasting  Testimony  of  his  Migesties 
Rety  to  y*  Church  of  England.

strange  Course :  Subscription  and  other  Conformities  to  be  acted 
in  y^  presence  of  y^  Visitor  are  essentially  to  be  required  before 
he  can  be  admitted  Provost  of  Eaton.  Lastly^  Mr.  Murray  hath 
hitherto  mistaken  all  his  Course,  he  must  first  be  dispensed  withaU 
(if  his  Majesty  in  his  Wisdom  shall  hold  it  fit)  and  thenr  be 
elected  first  Fellow,  then  Provost,  of  the  College  (if  he  will  come 
in  regularly  and  safely)  whereas  now  contrary  to  Savil*s  presi- 
dent he  is  first  elected  then  goes  on  with  his  Dispensation.

Wee  have  oute  of  this 
and  sundry  other  weighty  considerations  thought  expedient  and 
good  for  this  yeare  wholly  to  put  off  y*  said  Election  and  to  that 
ende  to  dispence^  as  by  theese  our  Letters  wee  doe  fiilly  dispense 
with  your  Statutes  and  every  clause  of  y",  whereby  you  are  or 
ought  to  b^obliged  to  hold  the  said  Election  on  y*  time  before 
expressed,  w^  our  pleasure  and  command  is  y^  for  this  yeare  you 
putt  of  and  discharge  :  And  wee  further  hereby  will  and  require 
you,  who  are  there  present,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  con- 
ceme,  y^  you  proceede  not  to  any  manner  of  Election  of  Scho- 
lars into  either  of  our  said  Colledges  without  y*  personall  pre- 
sence of  our  Provost  of  Eton,  unl^sse  herei^r  you  receave 
expres  order  from  us  to  y*  contrary,  w**  probably  ere  long  you 
may.  Willinge  and  commandinge  a  true  coppie  hereof  to  be 
entred  and  kept  in  your  publick  Register.  For  all  w^*^  these  our 
Letters  shalbe  your  wzirrant.  Given  at  our  Court  at  Oxford 
y*  6th  day  of  July  in  y^  nineteenth  yeare  of  our  raigne  1643. 

To  our  trustie  and  welbeloved  y*  vicfeprovost  and 
Fellowes  of  our  Colledge  at  Eton." 

Provost  Stewart  was  then  with  the  King  at  Oxford^  and 
took  the  College  Seal  with  him  -,  in  consequence,  on  the  ap- 
pointment of  Provost  Rous  by  the  Parliament,  the  public  In- 
struments were  only  subscribed,  "  In  ctgus  rei  testimonium 
nomina  nostra  subscripsimusj**  and  this  continued  until  the 
year  1648,  when  a  copy  of  Presentation  occurs  with  the  old 
Formulary,  "  In  cujus  rei  testimonium  sigillum  nostrum  com- 
mune apposuimus." 

^  Rous  is  said  to  have  been  made  Provost  in  1643,  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  he  acted  as  Provost  before  the  3d  of  December 
1644,  in  the  Presentation  to  the  Vicarage  of  Docking. 

^  There  is  no  entry  in  the  Register  how  Provost  Locktir 
was  ejected  at  the  Restoration  j  or  how  Nicholas  Monck,  the 
Duke  of  Albemarle's  brother^  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.

Sb  Thomas  Wtat  wittQj  pnyed  Hkkbt  the  Ei^tli  to 
bestoir  the  Pnnrostshqp  upon  him,  as  a  liviiigof  £IOQl  a 
jear  w§ore  Aan  emMtgh, — ^  where  a  man  hath  his  diet,  his 
Indginfc  his  horse-meat,  his  aerrant^s  wages,  his  riduog 
charge,  and  a  Hundred  pounds /kt  ammm  heridesJ" 

Lord  Bacon  petitioned  Jajues  the  First  for  the  Promsti-^ 
ship^  after  his  disgrace. 

In  the  month  of  August,  1665,  CHAauss  the  Second, 
unaolicited,  nominated  Robket  BotLe,  to  the  Provostship; 
whidi,  after  mature  deliberation,  though  omtrary  to  the 
advice  of  all  his  friends,  be  absolutely  dedined. 

In  the  same  year,  Edmitnd  Wallee,  the  Poet,  asked 
from  the  King  the  Provostship,  and  obtained  it;  but  Lord 
Claeevdok  refused  to  put  the  seal  to  the  grant,  allying 
that  it  could  be  hdden  only  by  a  Clergyman.  It  is  known 
that  Sir  Hekey  Wotton  qualified  himself  for  it  by  Dea- 
con's Orders.  To  this  ojqx)sition,  the  ^^  BiographkT  im» 
putes  the  violence  and  acrimony  with  which  Wallse  joined 
Buckin6Ham''s  Action  in  the  prosecution  of  Claeendon. 
A  year  after  th^  Chancellor's  banishment,  another  vaoancj 
gave  him  encouragement  for  another  Petition,  whidi  tht 
King  referred  to  tibe  Coundl^  who,  after  hearing  the  qtiaa* 
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tion  argued  bj  Lawyers  for  three  days,  determined  that  the 
office  could  be  holden  only  by  a  Clerg3rman9  acocnxling  to 
the  Act  of  Uniformity^  since  the  Provosts  had  always  re- 
oeiyed  Institution,  as  for  a  Parsonage,  from  the  Bishops  of 
Lincoln.  The  King  then  said,  he  could  not  break  the  law 
which  he  had  made:  and  Dr.  Zachjibt  Csadock,  famous 
for  a  nngle  Sermon,  at  most  for  two  Sermons,  was  chosen 
by  the  Fellows. 

The  Master,  and  Lower  Master,  of  the  School  are 
elected  by  The  Provost  and  Fellows. 

The  qualifications  chiefly  required  for  Master  are,  that 
he  hove  sufficient  skill  in  teaching  Grammar;  that  he 
be  a  Master  of  Arts ;  not  married,  nor  preferred  in  any 
Ccdlege,  or  Chapel  or  Church  with  Cure  of  Souls,  within  a 
mile  of  Eton :  of  honest  report ;  who  shall  constantly  and 
diligently  attend  on  teaching  the  Collegers,  Choristers,  and 
all  others,  who,  for  the  sake  of  Learning,  shall  come  from 
any  part  of  England ;  to  have  also  regard  to  their  lives  and 
manners ;  and  especially  to  the  good  behaviour  of  the  Col- 
legers, and  those  Choristers,  who  shall  be  of  the  School. 

The  person  to  be  elected  to  the  Office  of  Lower  Master, 
is  to  be  sufficiently  well  versed  in  Grammar  Learning ;  not 
married;  nor  in  Holy  Orders;  a  Bachelor  of  Arts;  of 
good  character ;  and  who  shall  diligently  assist  the  Master, 
when  present,  and,  in  his  absence,  shall  supply  his  place  ac- 
cording to  the  utmost  of  his  power. 

The  principal  design  of  The  Founder,  in  the  establish- 
ment of  his  Foundations  at  Eton  and  Cambridge,  appears  to 
have  been,  for  the  education  of  Scholars  in  Grammar 
Learning;  who  being  afterwards  properly  graduated  in 
Academical  Degrees,  might  be  qualified  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  make  an  increase  of  Clergy.  Accordingly,  the  Royal 
Founder  making  known  his  intention  of  a  College  at  Eton, 
menticHis  the  Scholars  firsty  and  they  are  the  onhf  persons 
who  are  deognated  with  a  name  of  distinction.    They  are 
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also  particularized  by  the  name  of  ^^  Schclares  Clerki^ 
hereby  intimating  their  deagnaticm  cA  arigine  for  Orders  in 
the  Church. 

The  Scholars  are  named  inlhe  Statutes  next  after  the 
ProYoet ;  and  they  are  to  be  SsvxKTr  in  number.^ 

The  Statutable  qualificadons  of  these  Scholars  wre^  that 
they  be  ^^  Pauperes  et  Indigenies^;  of  good  Morals,  dodUei 
competently  skilled  in  Reading,  Chanting,  and  Grammar; 
not  under  EigfU  years  of  age ;  they  are  eligible  ^tiU  Fi/ieen; 
two  years  must  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear  on 
the  Indentures  for  Sjng*s*  College.  Preference  is  to  be 
given  to  Boys  bom  in  those  Parishes  where  Eton  or  Kng'*8 
College  have  Estates,  provided  they  are  bom  in  England  or 
Wales ;  next,  to  those  bom  in  the  Counties  of  Buckin^iam 
or  Cambridge,  if  the  Electors  judge  them  competent;  and 
due  respect  is  ordered  to  be  had  to  the  Choristers  of  Eton 
and  Sjng^s  CoU^e. 

No  illegitimate  person,  or  who  has  any  incurable  Disease^ 
or  is  so  maimed  in  his  limbs  as  to  be  incapable  of  entering 
into  Holy  Orders,  is  on  any  account  to  be  admitted. 

Any  possesion  of  an  Estate  exceeding  5  marks  (or> 
£3..6..8)  per  armumj  is  a  disqualification.  But  the  compa- 
rative value  of  money  is,  of  course,  now  considered. 

None  are  to  continue  in  College  beyond  their  Eighteenth 
year,  unless  they  are  nominated  in  the  Indenture  of  the 
preceding  election  to  King's  Collie,  in  which  case  they  may 
continue  at  Eton  until  they  are  Nineteen  years  old  complete, 
and  this  is  locally  called  ^<  The  year  of  GraeeT*  But  be* 
yond  that  period,  they  are  not  to  continue  upon  the  Foun- 
dation on  any  account  whatever. 

The  time  of  Election  of  Scholars  for  Eton,  and  Kiko^s, 
is  on  that  Monday  which  the  Provost  and  Master  of  Etcm 


o  By  the  express  desire  or  rather  Command  of  the  present 
Kng>  Gboros  the  Third,  Collegers  have  been  for  Thirty  years 
past,  called  ''  King's  Scholarsr 
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shall  namesy  out  of  two  continuous  Mondays  (such  at  least 
has  been  the  umfimn  practice  since-  the  Restoration)  pro- 
posed to  them  by  the  Provost  of  King's  .College,  between  the 
Feast  of  St.  Thomas  ji  Becket  (the  7th  of  July)  and  of  The 
Assumption  of  The  Blessed  Mary  (the  15th  of  August). 
But,  far  above  Sixty  years  with  very  few  exceptions,  it  has 
been  on  the  last  Monday  in  July.  When  all  persons,  as 
above  qualified,  may  ofier  themselves  for  Examination. 
The  Ptovost  of  ICng^s  is  to  send  such  notice,  so  that,  Seven 
wi^eks  beforehand.  Schedules  of  the  day  appcnnted  for  ex- 
amination  may  be  fixed  up  at*  the  Western  Door  of  the 
Chiqpel,  and  at  the  great  Grate  of  the  CoU^e.  This  notice 
has,  froih  time  immemorial,  been  sent  on  the  Whit-Tuesday 
ofeadiyear. 

.The  Examixebs  or  Electors  are.  The  Provost  of 
Eton,  The  Provost  or  in  his  absence  The  Vice-Provost  of 
King^s,  The  Vice-Provost  of  Eton,  The  Senior  Poser  (a 
FeOow  of  King's,  of  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts),  Hie 
Master  of  Eton  School,  and  The  Junior  Poser  (a  Fellow  of 
King's,  of  the  like  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts). 

The  said  Electors  being  met  in  the  great  Parlour  of  the 
Pliovost,  generally  called  ^^  7%^  Election  Chamber,'''  and 
having  seen  that  the  Indentures  of  the  last  Electicm  have 
been  fuUy  executed  by  the  Admis^on  of  the  Scholars^  therein 
nominated,  into  Eton  College,  and  the  Dismission  of  the 
Scholars  therdn  nominated  for  Kin^s,  according  to  the 
Vacandes  that  have  happened  in  the  said  College,  and  in 
the  proper  order;  and  having  cancelled  the  said  Indentures, 
and  having  heard  read  to  them  the  lliird  and  fourth  of  the 
Eton  Statutes,  and  the  Act  of  Queen  Elizabeth  against 
Simony,  &c.,  proceed* to  the  Examination  of  Schokrs  as 
well  for  Eton  as  for  Kmo^s ;  having  first  taken  their  oor*- 
poral  Oath  on  The  Hdy  Evangelists,  that  they  will  faith- 
fully observe,  and  diligently  put  in  execution,  the  Statutes 
whidi  diey  have  heard  read. 
The  usual  method  for  electing  Scholars  on  the  Eton 
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Foundation  is.  The  Provost  of  Eton  elects  the  first,  thirds 
fifth,  seventh,  thirteenth,  and  nineteenth; — The  Provost 4)f 
King's  elects  the  second,  fourth,  sixth,  eighth,  fourteenth, 
and  twentieth ; — The  Vice-Provost  elects  the  ninth,  Gfteeath, 
and  twenty-first : — The  Senior  Poser  electo  the  .tenth,  six- 
teenth, and  twenty-second ; — The  Master  elects  the  eleventh^ 
seventeenth,  and  twenty-third ;— and  The  Junior  Posnr 
elects  the  twelfth,  eighteenth,  and  twenty-fourth.  Should 
the  number  exceed  Twenty-four,  the  Provost  of  Eton  w:ould 
nominate  the  twenty-fifth,  and  the  Provost  of  King's  the 
twenty-sixth ;  beyond  this  number  no  Indenture  has  ever 
extended* 

When  any  vacancy  happens  at  King's,  the  Provost  or 
Vioe-Provost  is  to  notify  the  same  to  the  Provost  (or  ^^oe^ 
Provost)  and  Master  at  Eton,  within  ten  dap  after  their 
receiving  notice  of  such  vacancy  ;  and  the  Provost  (or  Vice- 
Provost)  and  Master  are  to  dedare  the  vacancy  within  three 
dajTS  from  the  receipt  of  the  Letter,  when  the  next  upon 
the  Boll  is  to  be  sent  off,  who  must  be  at  King^s  within 
Twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  the  vacancy 
being  notified  at  Eton;  and  be  admitted  at  King's,  as  a 
Probationary  Schdlar,  within  three  days  from  the  time  of 
his  appearance. 

The  Statute  mentions  no  particular  number  to  be  nomi- 
nated at  such  Election,  dther  for  Eton  or  King's  ;  But  it 
is  certab,  that  no  proof  can  be  adduced  of  more  than  Thfche 
names  having  been  ever  entered  on  the  Indentures  fix 
King*s  College;  and  the  number  of  Twenty-four  has  been 
very  rardy  exceeded  on  the  Indenture  for  Eton:  That, 
from  1660  to  the  present  day,  such  has  been  the  practice  is 
certiun  from  the  Begister  at  Etim.  The  Statute  provides 
only,  that,  if  before  the  first  of  May  there  shall  i;»e  Swr€«t 
more  vacancies  in  King's  which  cannot  be  filled  up  by  those 
nominated  in  the  Indenture  then  there  shall  be  another 
Election  in  like  form.  The  Provost  of  Ejng's  giving  Ftfteen 
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days  notice  of  the  same ;   that  so  the  business  may  be 
finished,  and  the  tacancies  filled  up  before  the  end  of  May. 

But  to  prevent  the  trouble  and  expense  in  a  second  Elec- 
tion, the  usual  way  is  now  to  elect  Twenty-four  Scholars  (if 
So  many  offer  themselves)  upon  the  Foundation  of  Eton, 
and  to  nominate  Twelve  of  t£e  Senior  Scholars  for  King's 
CqDi^  ;  the  said  Scholars  to  succeed  regularly,  as  vacan- 
des  shall  happen  in  both  Foundations. 

The  Scholars  who  are  elected  upon  the  Foundation  at 
Eton  are  to  be  admitted  into  College  within  dght  days, 
after  a  vacancy  in  the  same ;  or,  if  absent,  they  are  to  be 
dted  by  Schedules  to  appear  at  Eton  within  Twenty  days 
from  the  time  that  such  monition  thereof  is  fixed  up  against 
the  Folding-doors  at  the  West  end  of  the  Church. 

Their  failure  herdn,  is  the  forfeiture  of  their  Election; 
as  it  is  also  at  King^s,  if  they  are  not  present  within  the  like 
dme  appointed  for  them. 

The  Election  is  to  be  at  no  other  place  than  Eton. 

If  disputes  arise  in  the  course  of  the  Examination,  the 
dedaon  is  to  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  Electors.  Nor 
is  any  aoddent  of  death  or  unavoidable  absence  of  any  of 
the  Electors  to  frustrate,  or  abrogate  the  Election.  There 
is  no  recorded  instance  of  any  Election  at  which  Three 
Electors  from  King's  College  were  not  present  In  case  of 
the  Provost*s  illness,  the  Vice  Provost,  or  some  Seniot 
Fellow,  appears  for  him.  If  any  of  the  Eton  Electors  be  ill, 
no  Substitute  is  appointed. 

It  is  ordered  by  The  Statutes,  that  all  the  Scholars  tiptm 
ike  Foundation  ^ould  be  taught  gratis^  (and  so  are  eome 
to  thb  day),  and  the  Masters  on  their  Admission  swear  not 
to  exad  any  pajment.  But  it  should  seem,  that  an  unwil- 
lingness on  the  part  o£  Parents  to  have  a  reproachful  dis- 
tinction made  between  their  sons  upon  The  Foundation,  and 
the  Oppidans,  has  gradually  led  to  an  innovation  on  this 
head. 
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The  Kikg^s  Scholars  are  lodged,  have  Commims, 
and  a  Gown.  The  Statutes  restrict  the  whole  expense  g£ 
them  to  a  definite  sum,  which,  it  is  believed,  they  now 
actually  cost  The  College. 

Cammofid  were  formerly  allowed  to  ack  boys ;  but  so  wid^ 
a  door  was  opened  to  abuse  and  irregularity,  that,  by  order 
of  the  Master,  the  practice  was  disoondnued.  The  evil  was 
found  to  be  very  great,  and  due  care  could  not  be  taken  of 
those  who  were  reallv  ilL 

The  Vacancies  which  occur  at  Kikg^s,  arise  from  Ecde- 
siastica]  Preferment,  Marriage,  voluntary  Resignation,  or 
Death  of  it^s  Fellows ;  and  these  have  been  usually  about 
Nine  in  Tzvo  years. 

.  After  the  expration  of  Three  years  from  the  day  of  their 
Adnussion  atEiNG'^s,  they  are  received  aspELLOws  upon  that 
Foundation.  But  the  Statutes  suppose  at  least  regular 
behaviour,  general  industry,  &c.  Their  Admission  into 
their  Fellowships  is  any  thing  but  compulsory. 

The  I>}D£P£nd£nt  Scholars,  or  "  Oppidans,^  as  they 
are  universally  denominated,  are  very  numerous.  Some, 
mostly  of  high  Birth  or  the  Children  of  opulent  Parents,  are 
boarded  in  the  Houses  of  the  Lower  Master  and  the 
Assistants; — some  few  in  private  Houses  under  the  care  of 
Individuals,  who  are  locally  stiled  "  Private  Tutors ;" — 
and  the  rest  in  the  respective  Boarding-Houses,  the  presiding 
Masters  and  Mistresses  of  which  enjoy  the  prescriptive  Title 
of  "  Domine  '*  and  **  DameT" 

The  present  Terms,  for  the  Education  and  Board  of 
Oppidans,  are  only, —

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That  is  to  say,  if  the  Parent  is  prudent,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  bojr  are  properly  restricted,  the  annual  Charge  ought 
not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  A  sum 
Jar  tees  than  the  Public  in  general  imagine,  and  deserving 
the  highest  commendations  of  every  friend  to  Learning. 
But,  in  many  instances,  the  improper  concessions  of  Parents 
and  the  consequent  extravagance  of  the  boys  themselyes, 
Toate  than  double  this  sum. 

The  expenses  of  the  Oppidans  who  reside  in  the  Houses 
tif  their  Tutors,  or  of  those  who  have  Private  TutcMW,  amount 
to  a  very  large  sum ;  but  of  this  description  the  number 
hardly  ever  exceeds  Jkoenty^  and  they  are  the  sons  of 
Noblemen,  or  Grentlemen  of  very  large  fortunes. 

On  the  Monday  in  the  Week  of  the  Public  Examinatiou, 
The  Election  Holidays,  as  they  are  called,  take  place 
for  the  Boys  not  upon  The  Foundation,  which  for  them  last 
Five  weeks;  but  the  Vacation  of  The  King's  Scholar 
does  not  commence,  until  the  following  Wednesday.  There 
is  also  rather  more  than  a  Month  of  Recess  at  Christmas, 
and  rather  more  than  a  Fortliight  at  Easter. 

The  present  number  of  Boys  is  Four  Hundbed  and 
Seventy  one.  A  circumstance,  which,  as  it  far  exceeds 
any  former  period,  is  peculiarly  honourable  to  the  Talents 
and  Care  of  it^s  able  Masters;  and  amply  confirms  the 
renowned  Character  and  Prosperity  of  the  School.  Siet 
Fortuna  Domus ! 

By  a  Patent  of  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  in  the  Eighteenth 
year  of  his  reign,  1479,  a  Licence  is  granted  to  The 
Pbovost  and  College  of  Eton,  to  purchase  lands  in  per- 
petuity to  the  yearly  value  of  Twenty  Pounds,  being  an 
exemption  to  that  amount  from  the  operation  of  the  Statute 
of  Mortmiun. 

On  the  Union  of  the  Houses  of  Vork  and  Lancaster  under 
Henbt  tiie  Seventh,  (who  was  educated  at  Eton),  the  Sove- 
leigik  power  appeared  to  regard  this  College  with  a  more 
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favourable  aspect :  as,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  the  Fourth 
year  c£  that  Monarches  reign,  1489,  the  King  confirmed  this 
Foundation  in  it^s  Charters  and  Privileges.  He  also  re- 
stored some  of  the  Estates  of  which  it  had  been  wantonly 
despoiled,  and  granted  Licences  to  divers  persons,  to  enaUv 
them  to  give  or  to  bequeath  their  lands  to  The  College, 
notwithstanding  the  act  of  Mortmain. 

By  the  Patent,  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made,  it 
appears,  that  Edwabd  the  Fourth  gave,  among  other  re- 
compensing acts,  in  free,  pure,  and  perpetual  alms,  the 
Priory  of  Ponnington,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  the 
lands,  tenements,  and  appurtenances,  thereunto  belon^ng  in 
Melbourne,  Cheke,  and  Charleton,  in  the  same  County: 
With  this  Proviso,  that,  from  the  revenues  of  the  same, 
FIVE  Students  should  be  maintained  at  Oxford,  who  had 
received  their  education  at  the  School  of  Eton.  Thi3 
Priory  was  afterwards  exchanged  by  The  College  with 
Henby  the  Eighth,  in  the  Thirty-eighth  year  of  his  rdgn : 
but,  what  reserve  was  made  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  for^;o- 
ing  proviso,  when  the  Exchange  was  confirmed  in  the  first 
year  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  does  not  appear. 

Eton  also  sends  Two  Scholars  to  Merton  College, 
Oxford,  called  *^  Poriumistas^  or,  by  a  singular  corruption 
of  the  term,  **  PosUMcutersy  They  were  established  by 
The  Revd.  John  Chamber,  Fellow  of  Eton  in  1582,  and 
Cancm  of  Windsor ;  and  are  of  the  annual  value  of  from 
£40.  to  £50.  each.  One  of  these  is  in  the  gift  of  The 
Provost  of  Eton ;  the  other,  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of 
SangV 

There  are  Three  Exhibitions  or  Scholarships  of 
£20.  each,  for  seven  years,  founded  by  Provost  Rous  at 
Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  in  1657.  In  the  first  instance. 
Relatives  of  the  Testator  are  to  be  preferred ;  but  if  no 
Relative  is  appointed,  the  Master  of  Pemlnt>ke  is  to  ^ve 
notice  within  Fifty  days  of  a  vacancy  to  the  Provost^  Vice- 
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Provost  or  Senior  Fellow  of  Eton  CoU^e,  and  within  Fifty 
days  after  such  notification  a  Scholar  of  the  Foimdadon  of 
Eton  College  is  to  be  sent  to  Pembroke  College,  who^  in 
that  case,  is  entitled  to  such  Exhibition ;  if  no  sudi  Schdar 
is  sent,  the  nomination  hipses  to  Pembroke  College. 

There  are  also  some  Exhibitions  for  Supij^aAmniATB]) 
Scholars.  To  this  laudable  purpose.  The  B^vd«  Johk 
Rbtnolds,  Fellow,  was  a  Contributor.  His  Exhibitioners, 
THKEE  in  number,  must  be  entered  at  Exeter  Cdkge, 
Oxford  About  twenty  years  since,  these  Exhilntions  were 
of  the  annual  value  f£  £20.  Since  that  time,  the  produce 
of  the  Exhibitions,  when  vacant,  has  been  r^ularly  laid  out 
by  The  College,  and  they  are  now  of  the  yearfy  value  of 
£S4.  They  are  holden  until  the  Exhibitioners  have  com- 
pleted thdr  Twenty-fourth  year,  provided  they  continue  to 
reade  at  the  University. 

The  late  Revd.  Mr.  Chambeblatne,  Fellow,  bequeathed 
an  Estate  at  Hingham,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  o£  the 
supposed  value  of  £87-  per  annunij  after  the  death  of  his 
Widow,  and  Sisters,  one  of  whom  Mrs.  Ksnnicott  is  still 
alive. 

Dr.  Bebbiman,  Fellow  of  Eton,  bequeathed  £10.  per 
atmum  to  a  Sufebannuated  Collkobb,  to  be  admitted  m 
any  College  or  Hall  of  either  University,  to  be  holden  &r 
Hve  years  if  he  resiAe  at  College  so  long :  To  this  Mr. 
Hethkbington,  also  Fellow  of  Eton,  added  £5.  per  anmum; 
and  the  late  Provost,  Dr.  Davies,  further  added  £l5.  per 
annum.    This  is  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of  Eton. 

Mr.  Bbyant  bequeathed  £30.  per  annumy  to  be  distri^ 
bated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Provost  of  Eton,  in  one  or 
mare  Scholarships,  for  no  definite  period. 

Ptovost  Davies  bequeathed ; — Ist.,  a  Scholarship  of  £48. 
per  annumy  after  the  demise  of  his  Niece,  for  a  Supbbak- 
NUATBD  Collbobb,  to  be  holden  until  he  has  completed  Ins 
Twenty.fourth  year;  in  the  gift  of  Hie  Provost  of  Etcm:-— 
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2dlj,  Another  of  jC42.  jp^  ofinum,  for  an  actual  Scholar  of 
King^s  College,  to  be  holden  for  the  term  of  Four  years ;  in 
the  gift  of  the  Master  of  Eton : — 3rdly,  a  Scholarship  of 
£42.  per  annum,  for  a  Supkbakkuated  Colleger,  on  the 
same  conditions  as  the  former ;  in  the  ffh  of  the  Master  of 
Eton: — 4thly,  £lO.  in  Books  to  be  given  to  a  Boy  among 
the  Ten  first  upon  the  Foundation,  ivho  shall  write  the  best 
copy  of  verses  for  the  Christmas  task ;— £10.  to  the  same, 
for  the  best  copy  of  Verses  for  the  Easter  task;— and  two 
Prizes  of  £5.  in  Books,  for  the  two  best  Declamations. 

Mr.  HoLWEY  founded  Two  Scholarships  of  £6.  per 
annum  each,  at  Catharine  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  persons 
educated  at  Eton  or  Merchant  Taylors'  School.

The  Provost  and  Fellows  in  like  manner  present  to  the 
Vicarage  of  Docking  in  Norfolk,  but  the  Bishop  of  Norwich 
nominates. 

The  Montem  is  a  Triennial  Ceremony  peculiar  to  Eton. 

In  1759,  the  day  was  changed,  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr. 
Barnard,  from  the  first  Tuesday  in  Hilary  Term,  which 
commences  on  the  23d  of  January,  to  the  Tuesday  in  "Whit- 
sun  Week,  a  much  more  favourable  season  of  the  year  for 
such  a  Show ;  besides,  the  Whitsuntide  Holidays  had,  a  few 
years  before,  been  transferred  for  Five  weeks  at  the  period  of 
the  Election  ;  and  the  Ceremonial  was  extended  from  every 
second  to  every  third  year. 

The  first  Triennial  Montem  was  in  1 77  ^>  in  the  Master- 
ship of  Dr.  Da  VIES. 

It  consists  of  a  Procession  of  the  boys  in  a  kind  of  Mili- 
tary order,  to  a  small  Tumuhis  on  the  Southern  side  of  the 
Bath  road,  which  gives  the  name  of'*  Salt  Hill"  to  a  place 
so  well  known  for  the  spacious  Inns  that  distinguish  it. 
Here  the  Collegiate  Regiment  dines;  and,  after  a  Latin 
Prayer  has  been  read  upon  The  Mountj  returns  in  the  same 
order  in  which  it  issued  forth. 

The  Head 'boy  of  The  King's  Scholars,  called  "  The 
Marshdly^  takes  the  lead,  as  the  Captain  of  the  Cohort, 
bearing  a  truncheon  with  the  same  inscription  which  is 
adopted  as  the  Motto  on  the  Colours.  The  Colours,  deco- 
rated with  the  Arms  of  the  College,  and  the  Motto  (which 
is  not  always,  though  it  is  generally),  "  Pro  More  et 
Monte,""  are  borne  by  another :  And  the  different  Ranks, 
in  as  regular  subordination  as  can  be  expected,  are  filled 
by  the  respective  Classes  according  to  the  order  of  the 
School. 

Until  the  good  sense  of  Dr.  Barnard  interposed  to  cor- 
rect the  customary  absurdities  of  this  ceremony,  the  Theatre 
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and  Monmouih  Street,  contributed  to  clothe,  in  every  variety 
cf  tawdry  dresses,  this  youthful  Corps.  Mr.  Bbyant  occa- 
sionally mentioned,  that  one  of  the  dresses  usually  hired  for 
the  purpose,  was  that  of  Roderigo^  and  that  the  unfortunate 
Wearer  for  the  time  being,  obtained  the  appellation  of 
^^  The  atlly  Gentleman^  But  the  judicious  interference  of 
Dr.  Babnard  in  the  first  instance,  followed  up  by  a  better 
taste  in  approaching  more  nearly  to  a  regular  Military  dress, 
has  considerably  improved  the  appearance  of  the  Procession; 

Whatever  might  have  been  the  origmal  motive  to  this 
Festival,  the  present  object  is  principally  to  collect  money 
&om  all  the  spectators  of  the  Show,  as  it  is  called,  for  SaU. 

The  two  chief  Collectors  or  Salt-Bearers  are,  a  King's 
ScHOLAB  and  an  Oppidan,  whose  activity  will  enable  them 
to  go  through  the  fatigues  of  the  day.  The  former  is  gener- 
ally the  Second  boy  in  the  School,  and  the  latter  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Oppidans,  unless  they  choose  to  wave  their 
privil^e  respectively  to  the  next  in  succession.  They  are 
arrayed  in  light  and  elegant  dresses,  each  bearing  a  silk 
bag,  with,  as  is  said,  a  small  quantity  of  Salt  in  it,  to  receive 
the  Contributions:  They  are  followed  each  by  an  active 
man,  dressed  in  a  plain  white  dress  adorned  with  the  same 
colours,  who  ^ves  Tickets  to  those  who  have  paid  thar 
Salt  They  are  assisted  by  Twelve  other  boys,  all  King^s 
ScHOLABs,  and  generally  the  first  Twelve  of  the  Fifth 
Form,  in  somewhat  similar,  though  less  expensive  dresses, 
who  range  the  country  as  far  as  Maidenhead  Bridge  and 
Cohebrookey — custom  forbidding  the  demand  of  Contribu- 
buttons  out  of  the  County  of  Buckingham. 

This  Ceremony  is  always  very  numerously  attended  by 
Etonians  ;  the  neighbouring  Grentry  come  from  a  distance 
to  witness  it,  and  the  Relations  of  the  Scholars'  may  be 
supposed  to  feel  an  interest  in  such  a  Spectacle.  It  has,  for 
above  Forty  years,  been  regularly  honoured  by  the  Presence 
of  their  Majesties,  or  the  Pbinck  Regent,  accompanied 
by  the  different  branches  of  The  Royal  Family. 
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The  sum  collected  upon  the  occadon,  has  been  known  to 
exceed  £  1 000. ;  but  the  expenses  of  a  magnificent  Breakfast^ 
the  Dinner  to  half  the  School,  Muac,  Fees,  &c.,  amount  to 
nearly  half  the  Collection,  the  remainder  of  which  becomes 
the  property  of  The  Kinoes  Scholar,  who  is  Captain  of 
THE  School. 

The  Hunting  of  the  Ram  was  also  a  very  ancient 
Custom,  which  has  very  properly  been  abolished.  The 
College  had  an  andent  claim  upon  if  s  Butcher,  to  provide  a 
Ram  on  the  Election  Saturday,  to  be  hunted  by  the 
Scholars ;  but  the  animal  having,  upon  one  oocaaion,  been 
so  pressed  as  to  swim  across  the  Thamesy  it  ran  into  fVindsor 
MarJcety  with  the  boys  after  it,  and  much  mischief  was 
caused  by  this  unexpected  accident.  The  health  of  the 
Scholars  had  also  suffered  at  times  irom  the  length  of  the 
chase,  and  the  heat  of  the  season.  The  character  of  the 
sport  was,  therefore,  changed  about  the  year  1740,  when 
the  Ram  was  ham^rungj  and,  after  the  speech,  was  knodced 
on  the  head  with  large  tnnsted  Clvbs^  which  are  repc»rted  lo 
have  been  considered  as  Etonian  Curiosities.  But  the 
barbarity  of  the  amusement  caused  it  to  be  altogether  laid 
aade  at  the  Election  in  1747)  and  the  flesh  of  the  Ram  given 
to  be  prepared  in  Pasties.  The  Dish  still  continues  nomi- 
nally to  grace  the  Election  Monday  Dinner,  though  the 
Meat  no  longer  boasts  it^s  original  Toughness,  being  in  Fact 
the  Flesh  ci  excellent  Weihers. 

Among  those  who  have  so  numerously  adorned  the  higher 
Ranks  of  Life, — who  have  attained  Eminence  for  superior 
Learning,  or  have  distinguished  themselves  as  Divines,  as 
Statesmen,  and  Benefactors  of  Mankind,  and  the  Founda> 
tion  of  whose  Celebrity  and  Morals  were  laid  in  this  renowned 
Sdiool,^how  shall  the  Selectisn  be  made?— -And  what 
number  of  volumes  would  contain  them  ! ! ! 
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THE  CHURCH,  COLLEGE,  and  PARISH  of  ETON. 


The  CHtiacH,  CotLEGE,  and  Pabish  of  Eton  are  exempt 
from  all  Vbitation  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Bucking^iam.  The 
Archidiaconal  power  beiog  vested  solely  in  The  Pbovost, 
who  is  also  Perpetual  Rector;  but  derives  no  advantage 
fhnn  the  Rectory,  which  is  not  also  common  to  the  Fellows, 

Thb  exemption  was  made  by  William  Alnwicx,  Bi- 
shop <^  Lincoln,  on  the  7th  of  September,  1443,  on  ccmm' 
deration  that  The  College  should  pay  annually  £l..2..ir. 
to  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham. 

And  by  Indenture,  dated  the  10th  of  September,  in  the 
flame  year,  between  Provost  Waynflete,  and  Dr.  Bestv- 
TON  (the  then  Archdeacon),  it  was  agreed  to  stand  to  the 
.BiBbop''s  award  of  the  sud  j£]..2..11.:  and  that  this  sum 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  Manor  of  Bledloai. 

Although  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  hath  the  right 
of  Vintatioa  of  The  College,  so  often  as  he  shall  viat  his 
IMocese  of  Lincoln  "  Jure  Metropolitico ;'"  and  The  Bisbop  of 
Lincoln  alao  in  his  Trieniual  Visitatioa  of  his  own  IMocese, 
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even  though  he  be  not  called  in  by  The  College,  or  any 
proper  part  thereof;  yet  neither  of  them  has  the  power  to 
cite  any  Member  before  them  (mt  of  the  College, 

The  Parish  of  Eton  is  exempt  from  the  Visitation  of 
The  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham,  on  the  payment  of  5«.  per 
annum. 

The  Parish  Church  of  Eton,  which  is  called  in  andent 
records  Eton  (jildableejhB.Y'mgheen  suffered  to  fall  into  decay, 
the  Inhabitants  were  permitted  to  attend  Divine  Service 
in  The  CoUege  Chapel.  But,  to  remedy  the  inconvenience 
which  they  experienced,  a  Chapel  of  Ease  was  erected  for 
them  in  the  1  own,  but  not  endowed,  at  the  sole  expense  of 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Hetherington,  so  eminent  for  his  public 
and  private  benevolence,  then  a  Fellow  of  T  he  College. 
At  this  Chapel  one  of  the  Two  Conducts  of  the  CoU^  dR* 
ciates. 

The  Chapel  was  consecrated  in  1769  or  1/70 :  the  Petition 
to  the  Visitor  to  consecrate  it,  was  presented  in  September, 

1769. 

This  Chapel  was  enlarged  at  the  expense  of  the  Col- 
lege, in  August  1813,  for  the  accommodation  of  Pornet^s* 
Chitrity  School,  consisting  of  60  Boys  and  30  Girls,  and  the 
Children  of  both  Sexes  attending  the  Sunday  School.

An  absurd  idea  has  prevailed,  relative  to  the  distribution 
of  Threepence  annually  to  each  Boy  upon  the  Foundation, 


^  Mr.  PoRNEY  was  a  Frenchman  by  birth^  and  had  been 
French  Master  at  Eton.  He  was  afterwards  a  Poor  Knight  at 
Windsor^  in  the  possession  of  which  situation  he  died. 
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and  to  the  Choristers,  on  the  27th  day  c£  Fefaruajy,  well 
known  by  the  name  of  ^'  Threepenny  day  ;^  which  is  al-* 
ways  an  Half-Holiday,  and  brings  with  it  a  Remission  of  one 
of  the  weekly  Exercises. 

The  College  is  said  to  d^audihe  Boys,  and  to  pay 
them  TTiree  pence  in  lieu  of  the  price  of  half  a  Sheep.  It 
is  in  fiu^  partly  a  bequest  of  Provost  Lufton  who  left  to 
the  Seventy  Scholars  and  Ten  Choristers  the  sum  of  One 
penny ^ — and  partly  from  a  bequest  of  Txeo  pence  by  Mr. 
RXADB,  Fellow,  who  died  in  1597.

Upon  the  Cover  of  one  of  the  College  Registers  a  Memo- 
randum was  written  that  on  March  tfie  4th,  in  the  Thir- 
teenth of  King  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  1474,  the  Coll^  Seal 
was  bfoken,  and  a  new  one  accepted  in  the  presence  of  The 
Provost  and  all  the  Fellows. 

Tbs  Hospital  of  St.  James,  in  Westminster,  now  The 
Royal  Palace,  formerly  belonged  to  The  College  of 
Eton.    It  was  taken  from  them  by  Ejng    Hekey  the 
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Eighth,  in  1532,  who,  in  exchange  gave  them  BdldwkCs 
Manor,  and  the  Rectc»ry  of  Newington,  in  the  County  of 
Kent ;  Chattisham,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk ;  The  Flache 
Marsh,  &c.

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HIGH  WYCOMBE. 

The  Royal  Grammar  School  at  High  Wycombe  is  of 
ancient  ori^. 

By  a  Memorandum  made  in  The  Corporation  Raster 
(Jil&o  21),  it  appears,  that  an  Order  was  made  on  the  25th 
of  March,  in  the  5  th  year  of  the  reign  of  Eing  Edward 
the  Sixth,  1552,  "  To  keep  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  in 
the  hands  of  the  Town,  Mr.  Richard  Gary  being  then 
Mayor ;  to  let  and  set  the  same  as  they  should  see  cause, 
and  to  pay  the  Stipend  of  Eight  Pounds  to  the  Schoolmas- 
ter, also  Five  loads  of  Wood  yearly,  and  leave  to  send  a 
Cow  or  two  into  The  Rye^ 

By  a  Charter,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the  2l8t  of 
July,  in  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
Her  Majesty  granted  the  scite  and  buildings  of  The  Hos- 
pital of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  Lands  situate  in  Wy- 
combe, Penn,  Hugendon,  and  Great  Marlow,  all  in  the 
County  of  Buckingham,  for  the  support  of  Four  Poor  Per- 
sons, and  the  remainder  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Peda- 
gogue or  Master,  for  the  good  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth. 

The  Master  now  enjoys  under  the  ori^nal  Endowment 
£30.  'per  annumy  with  a  House,  Garden,  and  an  Orchard  of 
two  acres.  The  School-room,  which  is  large  and  of  ancient  ar- 
chitecture, formed  part  of  the  old  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

In  the  year  1704,  Elizabeth  Lovejoy,  late  of  the  City 
of  Canterbury,  bequeathed  £  100.  to  this  School. 

Mary  Bowden,  the  last  Survivor  of  an  ancient  and  re- 
spectable Family  long  resident  at  High  Wycombe,  who 
died  on  the  27th  of  September,  1790,  bequeathed  £1000. 
SterKngj  in  Trust,  to  be  invested  in  the  Public  Funds,  or 
laid  out  in  land,  and  out  of  the  annual  produce  thereof,  she 
directed  the  Trustees  named  in  her  Will,  to  pay  £30.  per 
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annum  to  the  Master  of  The  Royal  Grammar  School  for 
the  time  being,  in  addition  to  his  Salary. 

The  present  Trustees  are, — 
The  Revd.  James  Price,  M.  A ,  Vicar  of  Wycombe, 

and  Rector  of  Great  Munden,  in  Herts. 
Captain  John  Carter,  of  Wycombe  Priory. 
William  Rose,  Esq. 
The  School  is  open  for  instruction  in  Latin^  free  of  ex- 
pense, for  boys  of  the  Town  only.     Before  admission,  they 
must  be  capable  of  reading  the  New  Testament,  and  are 
generally  continued  in  the  School  three  or  four  years. 

The  Aldermen  and  Baili£Ps  have  each  a  nomination  of 
T\tH)  boys,  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic ;  who  send  a  written  order  to  the  Master,  expressing 
the  boy^s  name  and  age,  and  the  names  of  his  Parents. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  unless 
a  boy  is  intended  for  Westminster,  or  any  other  PubUc 
School,  where  other  Grammars  are  preferred. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Sproston,  who 
receives  Boarders,  at  Forty  guineas  per  annum  each.

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MARLOW. 

The  Free  School  in  Maelow  was  founded  in  the  year 
1624,  by  Sir  William  Borlase,  Knight,  who  at  the  same 
time  buih  the  School-house :  And,  by  his  Will,  dated  in 
October  1628,  endowed  it  with  Land  and  a  variety  of  Te- 
nements in  the  Parishes  of  Great  Marlow,  in  the  County  of 
Buckingham,  and  of  Bix  and  Bix  Gibwin,  in  the  County  <]i 
Oxford,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  Twelve  Pounds.  But 
at  Easter,  in  1815,  firom  the  improved  rent  of  the  premises, 
the  Feoffees  were  enabled  to  increase  the  Master'^s  Stipend  to 
£S0.  per  annum. 

.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  number  of  Feoffees, 
or  for  a  Master,  or  Scholars,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  Ma- 
jority of  the  Feoffees  nominate  double  the  number  required, 
out  of  which  nomination  The  Governor  (who  is  always  Lord 
of  the  Manor  of  Davers^  in  the  Parish  of  Little  Marlow) 
appoints  the  number  required. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Great  Marlow  send  Sixteen  boys, — 
those  of  Little  Marlow,  *Sw?, — and  those  of  Medmenham, 
Two.  The  Master  has  had  above  One  Hundred  other 
boys ;  but,  for  some  years  past,  their  number  has  not  ex- 
ceeded Thirty.  They  are  admitted  at  the  age  of  Ten  years, 
and  continue  until  about  Fourteen.  Candidates  apply  to 
the  Treasurer  for  a  Ticket,  which  they  get  signed  by  him 
and  a  majority  of  the  other  Feoffees,  previous  to  their  an- 
nual Meedng,  which  is  always  the  Saturday  in  Easter  week : 
Those,  who  are  there  nominated,  are  taken  by  the  Master  to 
the  Grovemor,  for  his  appointment  of  half  their  number,  as 
before  stated.  The  foundation  boys  have  a  blue  Gown  and 
Cap  when  first  appointed,  but  only  these. 

As  the  Pujnls  are  only  directed  to  be  taught  to  read, 
write>  andjcast  aocompts,  Primers,  Psalters,  and  New  Tes- 
taments, with  two  Reams  of  Paper  annually,  only  are 
allowed. 
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'  The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Francis,  whose 
Salary  is  £50.  per  annumy  together  with  the  School-house^ 
garden,  yard,  &c.,  and  the  privilege  of  taking  an  unlimited 
number  of  Pupils,  provided  he  does  not  neglect  those  upon 
the  Foundation.  His  terms  are  Twenty-five  Guineas  per 
annum,  and  one  Guinea  entrance. 

An  apprentice  fee  of  40^.  is  given  to  each  boy,  when  he 
leaves  the  School. 

The  present  Grovemor  is.  Sir  George  Nogent,  Bart. 
And  the  present  Treasurer  is,  Thomas  WstHSRED,  Esq.

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CAMBRIDGE. 

Tqs  Febe  Geamhab  School  in  Cambridge  was  founded 
by  Stephen  Pebse,  M.  D.,  Senior  Fellow  of  Gonville  and 
Caius  CoU^ ;  who,  by  a  clause  in  his  Will,  dated  the  27th 
of  September,  1615,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £5(K)0.,  finr  the 
puidiase  of  an  Estate  of  the  annual  value  of  £250., — to  be 
applied,  amongst  other  purposes,  to  that  of  erecting  and 
establishing  within  three  years  (if  possible)  after  his  decease, 
a  convenient  House  in  Cambridge,  capable  of  containing 
One  Hundred  Scholars,  to  be  used  for  a  Fbeb  Gbammab 
School,  with  apdrtments  for  a  Master  and  Usher. 

Soon  afterwards  his  Executors  purchased  of  Sir  Thomas 
Bendish  the  Manor  of  Fratinghall,  in  the  Parish  of  Bas- 
fiingboum,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  with  the  lands  and 
woods  belonging  to  the  same. 

The  Master  is  required  to  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  with  a 
Salary  of  £40.  per  cmnum. 

The  Usher  is  to  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  least,  and 
to  have  a  Salary  of  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Master  has  been  augmented  by  a  Be- 
nefaction of  £3.  per  annuniy  and  that  of  the  Usher  by 
£  1..10..0,  by  the  benevolence  of  Mr.  Griffith. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  place  of  Master,  or  Usher,  such  Can- 
didates, as  have  themselves  received  their  education  at  thb 
School,  to  be  preferred,  if  properly  qualified. 

The  Scholars  are  to  be  natives  of  Cambridge,  Barnwell, 
Chesterton,  or  Trumpington,  and  educated  gratia ;  and  no 
more  than  the  number  of  One  Hundred  are  to  be  there 
instructed. 

Scholars  who  have  been  educated  Three  years,  at  least, 
at  this  School,  are  to  be  admitted  (cceterU  paribus)  bdTore 
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all  others,  to  the  Six  Fellowships  of  the  annual  value 
of  £10.  each,  and  the  Six  Scholabships  of  the  annual 
value  of  £4.  each,  founded  by  Dr.  Perse,  and  now  dis- 
tinguished by  his  name  at  Gronville  and  Caius  College. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author'^s  Letter. 
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ELY. 

The  Faee  School  at  Elt  was  founded  by  Kiiig  Hevsy 
the  Eighth,  in  1541. 

The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter.  His 
Salary  is  only  JE 18.  per  annum ;  but  there  is  a  good  House 
belonging  to  the  School,  beindes  other  advantages. 

Among  the  eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
Sdiool,  may  be  mentioned, — 
John  Burton,  D.  D. 
Jambs  Bentham,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the  celebrated 

History  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Ely. 
Thomas  Knowles,  M.  A.

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WISBECH. 

The  Geamhab  School  at  WisbecA  was  originally  sup- 
ported, and  probably  established  by  the  Fraternity  or  Guild 
of  The  Holy  Teinity,  which  was  instituted  here  in  the 
second  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Richaeb  the  Second, 
1379. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  rdgn  of  Edwaed  the  Sixth,  1S47, 
the  Estates  of  the  said  Guild  were  vested  by  Act  of  Parliar 
ment  in  the  Crown,  and  granted  again  to  the  Capital  Bur« 
gesses  of  Wisbech  in  the  following  year,  it  being  provided 
by  the  Charter  conveying  such  Grant,  that  the  School 
should  continue  to  be  supported  by  the  Capital  Burgessesi 
by  the  payment  on  their  part  of  the  original  stipend  of  £12, 
to  the  Master. 

Mr.  John  Ceake  left  by  his  Will,  half  the  irent  of  cer- 
tiun  premises  in  Wisbech,  vested  for  that  purpose  in  the 
Capital  Burgesses ;  which  moiety  produced  at  the  time  .£20. 
per  annum,  and  is  still  paid  by  them,  although  the  premises 
were  sold  under  the  Act  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land 
Tax. 

Thomas  Paeke,  Esq.,  of  Wisbech,  High  Sheriff,  in  1628» 
left  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  January  in  that  year,  28 
acres  of  land  in  Elme,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  and  4 
acres  in  Wisbech,  now  worth  together  about  £60.  per  on- 
num,  for  the  use  of  the  Master  only. 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Capital  Burgesses,— t^i^:.,  by 
The  Ten  Men  who  are  annually  elected  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Charter  by  the  Inhabitants,  being  Freeholders 
to  the  amount  of  40^., — subject  to  the  approval  of  Ten  of 
the  Burgesses. 

The  Bishop  of  Ely  is  Visitor  of  the  School.  And  when 
His  Lordship  visits  this  part  of  his  Diocese,  the  Senior  boy 
of  the  School  deUvers  a  Latin  Oration  in  his  presence. 
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The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  resident  in  the  Town  in- 
definitely, free  of  expense,  for  Classical  instruction.  The 
number  varies  from  Ten  to  Twenty.  There  is  no  restriction 
as  to  the  age  of  admission,  or  the  time  of  supennnuation. 
If  the  Free  boys  learn  writing,  arithmetic,  and  English 
Grammar,  which  is  generally  the  case,  they  pay  £l..U..OdL 
per  Quarts  each. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  in  use ;  and  the  Eton  mode 
cvf  Instruction  is  generally  pursued. 

In  1628,  Mr.  Parke  also  founded  Four  Btb-Fbllow- 
SHIPS,  of  £(6.  per  annum  each,  at  PbtbA  House,  Cam- 
bridge,—and  Four  Scholarships,  o£ £\0.  per  annum  each. 
For  this  puipose  lands  and  tenements  in  Wisbech,  Leve- 
ringtcm,  Giiyhane,  and  Elme,  were  oonv^ed  to  The 
Cdiege.  The  Heirs  of  Mr.  Parke  were-  to  nonunate  the 
Fellows  alternately  with  The  Coll^.  But  it  does  not 
appear,  that  there  is  any  preference  to  Inhabitants  of  Wis- 
bech reserved,  as  to  the  aj^xnntments  to  either  of  those 
Foundations. 

In  1638,  Mr.  William  Holmes,  of  the  City  of  Exeter, 
gave  £ii)0.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  pardy 
for  the  PooTy  and  partly  for  Two  Scholars  at  St  Mary 
Magdalen  College,  in  Cambridge.  Afterwards  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  id  of  April  1656,  he  directed  that  the  land  pur- 
chased with  this  money,  should  be  appropriated  to  the 
Scholars  only : — Lands  in  Holbeach  were  bought,  which  are 
now  let  for  £(0.  per  annum.  In  addition  to  this  real  pro- 
perty, The  Scholarship  Fund  in  the  3  per  cent.  Consols 
amounts  to  £18H1..7^..0{{.,  which  is  placed  to  the  account 
of  The  Accountant  General  of  The  Court  of  Chancery, — 
besides  about  £350.  (part  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  Tbe 
Accountant  General,  and  part  in  those  of  The  Capital  Bur- 
gesses of  Wisbech)  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  further 
Stock.  These  two  Sums  are  the  produce  of  savings  which 
have  been  made,  when. the  Scholarships  were  not  full: 
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Indeed  neither  of  them  are  full  at  this  moment,  so  that  the 
Fund  increases  rapidly.  The  Scholarships  are  at  this  time 
worth  forRent£60.,— Interest  on  £1381..7..0.,  £4l..Ss..Sd.y 
— Interest  on  £350.,  £l7..10*..0d.,— in  the  whole  £118.. 
]8^..8(2.,  or  £5V.A)s,Ad.  each  per  annum.  The  result  of  a 
Chancery-Suit,  about  Twenty  years  nnce,  placed  those  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Accountant  Greneral  of  that  Court 
These  Scholarships  are  tenable  only  by  boys  bom  in  the 
Town  of  Wisbech,  and  educated  for  at  least  Three  years  in 
this  School.  The  appcHntment  to  them  rests  with  the 
Captal  Burgesses  and  the  Master  jointly. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Jebbmiah 
Jackson,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £92.  per  annum^ 
together  with  an  old  and  inconvenient  House,  capable  of  oc»i. 
taining  about  Thirty  Boarders,  the  taxes  and  repairs  of 
which  are  paid  by  The  Capital  Burgesses.  He  is  also  paid 
Eight  guineas,  for  accommodating  The  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Isle  during  the  Assizes  with  lodgings,  but  that  pajrment  is 
not  made  to  the  Master  as  such,  nor  has  it  any  connection 
with  the  proper  emoluments  of  his  office.  This  Gentleman 
takes  Boarders,  his  terms  being  Thirty-five  guineas  per 
annum  each.    His  present  number  is  24. 

There  is  no  Second  Master  upon  the  Foundation. 

Among  the  distinguished  characters  who  have  been  edu- 
cated at  this  School,  may  be  enumerated,— 
Thomas  Herbing,  D.D.,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  whose 
Father  was  Rector  of  Walsoken,  in  this  imme- 
diate neighbourhood. 
Charles  Daleymplb  Lindsay,  D.  D.,  the  present  Bishop 

of  Kildare. 
General  Sir  Charles  Wale,  E.  C.  B.,  of  Shelford. 
Colonel  Alexander  Malcolm,  now  deceased,  an  Officer  of 

Distinction. 
The  Revd.  Thomas  Clarkson,  of  Bury,  the  well-known 
strenuous  assertpr  of  the  Abolition  of  Slavery. 
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AUDLEM,  near  Nantwicu. 

Ths  Free  Grammar  School  at  Audlem  was  founded,  in 
1655,  by  Sir  William  Bolton,  and  Mr.  Gamul,  Citizens 
of  London ;  and  endowed  with  £30.  per  annum  for  a  Mas- 
ter, and  jElo.  for  an  Usher, — £20,  of  which  are  paid  by 
The  Merchant  Taylors*  Company,  and  £20.  are  chai;ged 
on  an  Estate  in  Coole  Lane. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author'^s  Letter. 
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CHESTER. 

The  Grammar  or  King's  School  of  The  City  of  Chester 
was  founded  by  King  Henrit  the  Eighth,  at  the  Dissolu- 
tion of  The  Abbey  of  St.  Werburgh,  in  the  year  1544 
for  Twenty-Four  boys,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter. 

They  are  not  to  be  admitted  under  mne  years  of  age,  and 
continue  ovlyjbur  years ;  unless  a  year  of  Grace  be  allowed 
by  The  Dean. 

Part  of  the  Refectory  (about  two-thirds  of  the  ori^nal 
room)  is  used  as  the  School-room.  Prior  to  it's  being 
reduced  in  size,  the  dimensions  of  this  Apartment  must  have 
been  upon  a  noble  scale.  At  the  East  end  of  the  South 
wall,  are  the  remains  of  a  stone  stair-case  with  trefoil  headed 
arches  open  to  the  Hall.  This  might  have  served  the  purpose 
of  the  Reader's  Pulpit,  as  well  as  an  ascent  to  the  Dormitory 
over  the  adjoining  Cloister. 

By  the  Statutes,  the  Master's  Salary  was  £22.  per  annumy 
and  the  Usher's  £10.,  charged  upon  the  Revenues  of  The 
Dean  and  Chapter.  But,  by  a  regulation  in  1814,  the 
Head  Master's  Salary  was  increased,  upon  the  condition  that 
he  should  take  the  sole  charge  and  instruction  of  The  Foun- 
dation Scholars,  and  confine  the  number  of  his  Private 
Pupils  to  Sia;. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The'  Revd.  James  Ire- 
LAND,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  Thurstanton,  and  Minor  Canon  of 
The  Cathedral. 

James  Heywood  Markland,  Esq.,  F.R.  S.  and  F.  S.  A., 
of  The  Inner  Temple,  and  whom  the  Authcn:  has  the 
happiness  to  esteem  his  friend,  was  educated  at  this  SchooL 
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CONGLETON. 

Thsee  are  no  Records  remaining  either  of  the  person  or  the 
time,  when  T^te  Grammar  School  at  Conglbton  was 
founded.  But  it  is  known  to  have  existed,  as  early  as  the 
rrign  c^  Queen  Elizabeth. 

When  the  present  Master  was  appointed  to  the  School  in 
the  year  1810,  the  Emoluments  of  the  Situation  consisted  of 
a  House  and  Grarden,  probably  wortli  £25.  per  annum;  a 
small  Field,  of  one  acre,  adjoining  the  Town,  which  let  for 
kT,;  and  £17-  per  (mnwm  p^d  by  The  Corporation,  who 
at^  the  Patrons.  The  House,  Oarden,  Field,  and  Sixteen 
Pounds  per  annum  are  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  the 
original  Endowment.  One  Pound  of  the  Seventeen  which  is 
paid  by  The  Corporation,  is  the  Interest  of  a  small  bequest 
of  £20.  made  to  the  School  by  a  person  of  the  name  of 
HiTLMB,  in  the  year  1736. 

In  the  year  1814,  upon  condition  of  the  Master^s  relin- 
quishing for  life  all  chum  to  the  £  17*  per  annum  in  mon^, 
The  Corporation  at  their  sole  expense  built  for  him  a  large, 
commodious,  and  handsome  new  School  contiguous  to  the 
Dwelling-house,  and  also  contributed  about  £lO0.  towards 
converting  the  former  School  into  Kitchens,  and  otherwise 
improving  the  premises. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes. 

Boys  Are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  the  New 
Testament  in  English,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents 
please.  The  School  is  open  to  aU  the  Neighbourhood  on 
paying  the  usual  Quarterage,  which  is  upon  an  average  about 
Fifteen  Shillings.  The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough 
have  the  privilege  of  learning  the  Laiin  and  Greek  languages, 
without  any  additional  charge.    This  is  considered  as  a  return 
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for  the  money  arising  from  the  Endowment.  The  number 
of  Day-scholars,  when  the  present  Master  entered  upon  the 
School,  was  about  Thirty;  it  is  now  about  Seventy. 

Wa&d'*s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  and,  in 
addition  to  the  Classical  Languages,  the  course  of  Educa- 
tion comprises  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Merchants^  Acoompts, 
the  elementary  branches  of  the  Mathematics,  French,  and 
Geography. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  SchoojL 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edwakd  Wil» 
SON,  who  recdves  into  his  own  House  Twelve  young 
Grentlemen  as  Boarders:  his  Terms  being  Forty  guineas  jDfr 
annum  each. 

The  Usher  does  not  at  present  take  Pupils. 

In  the  year  1816,  Sir  Edmund  Antrobus,  Bart,  who 
was  educated  at  this  School,  gratefully  and  liberally  pur- 
chased, inclosed  at  his  own  expense,  and  presented  to  the 
Foundation,  a  small  piece  of  ground,  for  a  Play-ground: 
which  has  been  found  in  many  respects  a  very  valuable 
improvement  to  the  property. 
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DARESBUllY  near  Frodsham. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Township  of  Daresburt 
was  founded  by  subscription,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, and  is  endowed  with  the  Interest  of  £185. 
No  answer  has  been  rec^ved  to  the  Autfaw^s  Letter.

FRODSHAM. 

The  Fbbe-School  at  Frodsham  was  established  about  the 
year  1660,  when  the  School,  which  is  a  neat  fabric  of  stone, 
within  the  Church-yard,  was  built  by  subscription ;  and  a 
suin  of  money  raised,  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands. 

The  Master  is  elected  by  Tweuty-foub  Fboffbbs,— 
consisting  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  be- 
ing, four  Feoffees  out  of  the  Township  and  Lordship,  three 
out  of  Kingsley,  and  two  each  from  Norley,  Newton,  Alvan- 
ley,  Manley,  and  Hellesby. 

The  Master  has  a  good  House  in  Overton,  near  the  Vi- 
carage :  and  a  Salary  of  upwards  of  One  Hundred  Pounds 
per  annum^  issuing  from  lands  in  Frodsham,  and  an  old 
Rent  charged  on  an  estate  in  Christleton.  Among  the  Be- 
nefactions is  one  of  £5.  per  annvm^  left  by  Mr.  Traffobd, 
which  is  subject  to  the  condition  of  the  Master  s  being  ap- 
proved by  The  Company  of  Apothecaries  at  Chester. 

A  Salary  of  Seven  pounds  per  annum  is  secured  to  the 
Usher,  on  an  estate  in  Overton. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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HARGRAVE,  near  Chester. 

The  Febb  School  at  Hargrave  was  founded  in  the  year 
1627}  by  Sir  Thomas  Moulson,  Bart,  Alderman  and 
some  time  Lord  Mayor  of  London :  and  endowed  with  £20. 
per  annvm^  arising  from  Lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Tarvin 
and  Grieat  Budworth,  ^^  for  the  government,  educatioD,  and^ 
instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar^  and  Virtue  ;^  which,  in 
18L4,  were  increased  to  £30.  a  year. 

This  benevolent  Grentleman,  at  th^  same  time,  founded  a 
Chapel  in  the  Township  of  Hargrave,  and  endowed  it  with 
£40.  |)er  annum,  for  a  Minister. 

He  likewise  directed,  that  the  overplus  of  Baits  aiiang 
from  certain  Lands,  then  by  him  given,  should  be  ajqpUed 
to  the  relief  of  such  poor  persons,  as  the  majority,  of  the 
Feoffees  of  the  Charity  shall  think  fit 

A  few  years  since,  a  Mr.  Ravenscroft,  of  Harj^ve, 
left  £l..5..0 per  annum  to  purchase  coala. 

There  are  no  Statutes,  othewise  than  the  Will  of  The 
Founder. 

The  School  is  open  for  the  Children  of  all  the  neig|boiur- 
hood  indefinitely,  and  free  of  expense  for  all  who  learn 
only  to  reoL  The  boys  who  learn  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
pay  a  small  Quarterage  at  present  of  2^.  %i  and  3«.  respec- 
tively. The  numbers  who  generally  attend,  are  fix>m  Sixty 
to  Eighty. 

The  Trustees  of  tlus  Charity  are  Six  in  niunber,  m., 
The  Bishop  of  Chester. 
The  Dean  of  Chester. 
Earl  Grosvenor. 

The  Bevd.  John  Oldershaw,  Vicar  of  Tarvin. 
The  Revd.  Richard  Massie,  Bector  of  Eccleston. 
Ravdlb  Wilbraham,  Esq.,  of  Bode  Hall. 

With  the  exception  of  The  Bishop  and  The  Dean,  they 
are  a  self-elected  body ;  and  have  the  appointment  of  the 
Minister,  and  the  Schoolmaster. 
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KNUTSFORD. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Enutsford  was  founded  by  the 
ancient  Family  of  Legh,  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Booihsy 
some  time  before  the  Reformation,  but  the  precise  period  is 
not  known ;  and  endowed  with  Six  acres  of  land,  and  the 
annual  sum  of  JC5..6..8. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
but  not  free  of  expense.  There  are  Six  boys  upon  the 
Foundation,  and  from  40  to  50  other  Scholars  usually  at 
the  School.  They  are  admitted  at  six  years  of  age,  and  are 
nominated  by  Willoughby  Legh,  Esq.,  of  Booths. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  siinilar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Peter  Vannett, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  'per  annum.  This  Grentleman  takes 
Boarders ;  his  present  niunber  being  Forty,  at  Thirty-five 
guineas  per  annum  each. 
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LYMM,  near  Warrington. 

The  Free  Gkammab  School  at  Litmm  was  founded  in 
the  year  1698,  by  Sir  George  WARBURTON^Bart.,  of  Arley, 
and  William  Domvile,  Esq.,  of  Lymm,  the  then  jcint 
LcMxls  of  the  Manor  of  Lymm,  with  24  acres  (Cheshire 
measure,  8  yards  to  the  perch)  in  the  Parish  of  Lymm,  now 
let  for  £142.  per  anrmm. 

About  One  Hundred  boys  and  girls,  upon  an  average, 
are  educated  here:  but  at  present  readihg,  writing,  and  ac- 
oompts  only  are  taught 

The  Endowment  is  divided  in  the  proportion  of  two-thirds 
to  the  Master,  and  one-third  to  the  Usher, — ^and  the  money 
arising  from  writing,  and  aocompts,  usually  about  JCGO.  per 
annumf  is  equally  divided  between  them. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Millican, 
whose  Salary  is  nearly  £120.  per  annum. 

The  present  Usher  is,  Mr.  William  Holt,  whose  Salary 
is  JE80.  per  annum. 

The  original  Statutes,  Constitutions,  and  Orders  of 
the  School  were  amended  on  the  1st  of  Jany.,  1813,  in  the 
following  manner ; — 

1st.  IMPRIMIS — It  is  ordained^  that  no  person  whatsoever 
shaU  be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  Head-master,  save  only 
such  as  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arts^  or 
if  such  cannot  be  found,  some  person  who  is  sober,  discreet,  and 
also  well  skilled  in  School-learning  wherein  he  is  to  instruct  his 
scholars  3 — and  that  he  may  certainly  be  such,  it  is  ordained, 
that  before  the  election  of  a  Master,  his  ability  shall  be  tried  by 
the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  or  the  Reve- 
rend Rectors  of  the  Rectory  of  Lymm  for  the  time  being,  or 
some  such  other  learned  orthodox  person  as  Sir  George  War- 
burton,  of  Arley,  in  the  County  of  Chester,  Baronet,  and 
William  Domvile,  of  Lymm  aforesaid,  in  the  said  County, 
Esq.,  or  their  several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  num- 
ber of  Feoffees  of  the  school  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  shall 
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desire  or  appoint  -, — and  being  well  satisfied  of  his  abilities^  the 
said  Master  shaU  be  and  remain  six  months  in  the  said  school 
upon  trial,  and  then  upon  such  further  approbation  shall  be  con- 
firmed Master  under  the  hands  of  the  said  Sir  Georgb  War- 
burton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  of  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  ^d  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Feoffees  for  the  time 
being.  At  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  duly  execute  a  bond 
from  himself  to  the  said  Feoffees  of  the  penalty  of  Four  Hundred 
pounds  of  lawful  English  money  conditioned  for  his  submission 
to  the  Orders  of  the  said  school,  and  for  his  quiet  departure  from 
and  leaving  the  possession  of  the  said  school  within  the  space  of 
three  months  next  after  such  time  as  the  said  Sir  Georob 
Warburton,  Mr.  Domvile,  and  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time> 
being,  shall  require  the  same. 

2nd.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  Usher, 
or  Under-master  of  the  said  school,  save  only  such  as  is  well 
qualified  in  School-learning,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  instruct 
the  scholars  in  case  of  the  Head-master's  absence,  the  trial 
thereof  to  be  by  the  persons  above  nominated  for  the  trial  of  the 
said  Head-master. 

3rd.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  as 
aforesaid,  shall  afterwards  be  found  insufficient,  remiss  or  ne- 
gligent, or  upon  just  occasion  detected  of  notorious  evil  prac- 
tices or  misdemeanours,  such  as  drunkenness,  swearing,  cursing, 
or  common  haunting  of  taverns  or  alehouses,  or  shall  take  upoa 
him  or  them  any  other  charge  or  employment  to  hinder  his  or 
their  performance  of  their  duty,  that  then  the  said  Sir  Georg«; 
Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  several  and  respectiiie« 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time-^ 
being,  upon  fiill  and  plain  evidence  thereof,  shall  him  or  them, 
found  so  obnoxious  and  adverse  to  good  rule  and  government, 
'remove  upon  three  months  notice  from  officiating  in  the  school 
aforesaid,  and  elect  others  in  their  stead,  qualified  as  is  before - 
herein  in  that  behalf  ordained. 

4th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  so  elected 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  their 
trust.  But  if  they  be  often  absent  at  the  times  hereinafter  in  that 
behalf  mentioned  for  their  attendance,  and  do  neglect  his  or 
their  due  performance  of  instructing  his  or  their  scholars,  so  that 
upon  complaint,  examination,  and  inquiry,  it  be  found  true  by 
the  said  Sir  George  Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their 
several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being ;  then  the  said  Sir  George  War- 
burton, Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater 
number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  shall  upon  three 
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months  notice  remove  the  said  Master  or  Usher ;  and  if  the  said 
Master  or  Usher>  at  any  time  desire  to  depart  from  the  trust 
afbretoid :  that  they  shall  give  three  months  notice  thereof  to 
the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  upon 
pain  of  twenty  pounds  of  lawful  money  of  England^  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  their  respective  wages  for  the  only  use,  of  their 
respective  successor. 

5th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  Master  of  the  said  school  shall 
keep  any  alehouse  or  tavern,  or  house  of  gaming,  or  of  other 
unthriftiness,  or  evil  rule  or  government. 

6th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not 
hoQk  of  them  be  absent  from  the  said  school  at  the  same  time, 
during  any  part  of  the  time  herein  after  limited  for  officiating 
therein. 

7th.  It  is  ordamed,  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  two  third 
ptuts  of  the  Stipend,  Salary,  or  wages  arising  from  the  lands 
with  which  the  said  school  is  endowed,  and  that  the  Udier  shall 
have  the  remaining  third  part. 

Sth.  It  is  ordained,  that  this  school  being  a  Grammar:  School, 
free  to  the  children  of  all  householders  inhabiting  as  well  within 
the  two  manor  houses  of  the  said  Sir  Gsorgb  Warburton, 
called  Arley  Hall,  in  Aston  juxta  Budworth,  and  the  Park  Hall, 
in  Warburton,  as  also  within  the  parish  of  Lymm  -,  the  Master 
and  Usher  shall  be  obliged  to  teach  the  aforesaid  children  read- 
ing only,  free  of  expense.  That  the  Master,  or  Usher,  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  teach  any  scholars,  unless  they  can  spell  monosyl- 
lables. That  for  any  further  instruction  the  aforesaid  children 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  more  than  such  sum  per  quarter  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  Sir  Georob  Warburton,  Mr.  Dom- 
VILE,  or  their  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the 
said  Feofiees  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  at  their  an- 
nual meeting.  That  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  or  ac- 
counts, to  children  of  persons  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  the 
Master  may  demand  whatever  sum  per  quarter  he  pleases ;  and 
that  the  sum  arising  from  the  instruction  of  children  both  of 
persons  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  and  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid, 
be  divided  equally  every  year  on  the  second  day  of  February 
between  the  Master  and  Usher. 

9th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Usher  shall  teach  the  Lower 
classes ;  that  at  whatever  time  in  a  quarter  children  may  enter, 
they  shall  pay  their  proportion  of  the  pay  for  that  quarter — that 
the  Master  may  refiise  instruction  in  writing  and  accounts,  to 
those  children  who  are  in  arrears  for  more  than  one  quarter,  or 
who  hove  not  paid  at  the  usual  time  the  accustomed  sum  of  one 
'Shilling  per  annum,  for  fire  money. 

10th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  afternoon  of  every  Thursday, 
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and  Saturday,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  scholan  fbr  recreation  5 
and  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  spend  a  reasonable  time 
every  Saturday  in  catechising. 

nth.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  the  Master  or  Usher  be  visited  with 
any  loathsome  or  contagious  disease,  then  he  shall  be  removed 
with  some  charitable  relief  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Feofibes> 
and  another  person  chosoi  in  the  stead  of  him  that  shall  be  ve- 
moved :  the  relief  to  be  deducted  out  of  the  salary  of  the  fifias- 
ter  appointed  in  his  place. 

12th.  It  is  ordamed,  that  the  Master  or  Usher  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  said  school  every  morning,  shall  cause  a  solemn 
prayer  for  God*s  blessing  to  be  read  by  any  one  of  the  scholars, 
and  also  before  their  departure  every  night,  and  the  Master  shall 
take  special  care  that  these  religious  duties  be  duly,  reverently, 
and  constantly  performed  as  aforesaid. 

13th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  take 
care  that  their  scholars  go  to  Church  every  Lord's  day,  and  every 
other  day  that  is  set  apart  for  Grod's  worship,  and  they  are  to 
take  care  that  they  b^ave  themselves  civilly  and  reverently 
there  all  the  time  of  Divine  service. 

14th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  school  shall  break  up  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  December, 
and  that  at  each  time  the  vacation  shall  continue  twenty-eight 
days. 

15th.  It  is  orddned,  that  the  hours  of  school  shall  be  in  the 
forenoon  ftom  eight  *till  twelve,  and  in  tiie  afternoon  firom  one 
'till^foe,  or  from  one  as  long  as  the  day  light  will  serve,  not  ex- 
cee^ng^e  o'clock. 

16th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  scholar  who  hath  any  noisome  or 
infectious  disease,  shall  come  to  school  during  the  same,  nor  'till 
perfectiy  cured. 

17th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a 
care  of  the  good  behaviour  of  the  scholars  towards  all  persons, 
and  shall  severely  punish  tiie  sins  of  drunkenness,  swearing, 
cursing,  filthy  and  obscene  talk,  and  gaming  for  any  thing  of 
value. 

18th.  It  is  ordained,  that  all  the  scholars  shall  submit  to  the 
correction  of  the  Master  or  Usher,  and  that  all  those  that  resist 
due  correction  from  tiie  Master  or  Usher  shaU  be  expelled  the 
said  school,  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  said  Master  or 
Usher  for  correcting  their  children  shall  lose  all  benefits  of  the 
said  school,  except  they  can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable 
to  the  said  Sir  G.  Warbubton  and  Mr.  Domvilb,  or  their  seve- 
ral  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being. 

19th«  It  is  ordained^  that  no  scholar  shall  be  absent  from  the 
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school  above  six  days  on  pain  of  being  expelled^  except  upon 
some  extraordinary  occasion  to  be  allowed  of  by  the  Master. 

20th.  It  is  ordained^  that  all  the  scholars  are  to  be  placed  ac- 
cording as  they  profit  in  learnings  without  any  partiality  or 
respect  of  persons. 

21st.  It  is  ordained^  that  the  Master  take  care  that  no  scholar 
abuse  the  school^  and  severely  punish  such  offenders. 

22nd.  It  is  ordained^  that  these  Statutes  be  set  up  in  the  said 
school,—  that  they  may  be  read  to  all  persons,  that  offer  their 
children  to  be  admitted. 

2dd.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Feoffees  shall  meet  every 
year,  and  either  add  hereto  or  alter  what  they  think  convenient. 
N.  B. — The  sums  now  fixed  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given 
them  by  the  eighth  statute,  are  four  shillings  per  quarter  far 
writing,  and  six  shillings  per  quarter  far  writing  and  accounts.

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Sir  JoBN  Peicyvalb,  Kni^t,  some  time  Lord  Mayor  of 
LtHidon,  and  who  was  bom  "  fast  by  the  Town  of  Max- 
field,"  founded  a  Free  School  here,  that  "  gentil  mou  aoD> 
nes  and  other  good  mennes  children  tn  Maa^ld,  and  Hie 
Countre  thereabout,  might  be  taught  Grammar,"  and  to 
"  pray  for  his  soule,  Sec"  And,  by  his  WiU,  beaiing  date  the 
25thofJany.,  150!2,bedirected,  that  Lands  <tf  the  yearly  va- 
lue of  Ten  Founds  should  be  purchased  for  it's  endowment. 
The  Foundation  of  this  School  has,  however,  generally 
been  attributed  to  King  Ebwabd  the  Sixth,  who,  hy  b^ 
Letters  Patent  bearing  date  the  25th  of  April,  1552,  "  upon 
the  Petititxi,  as  well  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Macclesfield,  as 
of  many  other  of  his  Subjects  of  the  whole  neighbouring 
Country,"  ordained,  "  that  thenceftHtfa  there  should  be 
one  Grammar  School  in  Macclesfield  aforesiud,  which  should 
be  called  The  FaBS  Gkamhas  School  of  Kbg  Edwabd 
the  Sixth,"  for  the  Education,  Institution,  and  InstructioD 
of  Children  and  Youth  in  the  Grammar," — and "  to  be 
ctmtinued  for  ever  under  me  Master  tv  Tutor,  and  one  SuU 
Tutw-  or  Usher." 
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And  that  his  intention  nu^t  take  the  better  effect,  and 
that  the  Lands  and  Revenues  to  be  granted  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  School,  might  be  the  better  governed,  His 
Majesty  directed,  <^  that  thenceforth  there  should  be,  within 
the  Fiff  of  Macclesfield  and  Parish  of  Prestbury  aforesaid, 
FoiTETXEN  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  Inhabitants  of 
the  same  ViU  and  Parish,  whidi  should  be  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  should  be  called  Gtovebnobs  of  the  Possesions, 
Revenues,  and  Goods,  of  the  sud  School,  called  and  tobecalled 
*^The  Free  GaAMMAaScHOOLof  King  Edward  the  Sixth  in 
Macclesfield ;""  oonstitutingthemaBody  Corporate,  by  the 
name  of  *^  The  Governors  of  the  Possessions,  Revenues, 
and  Goods,  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  King  Ed- 
ward  the  Sixth  in  Macclesfield,^'  with  perpetual  Succes- 
sion; and  endowing  the  same  with  Sixteen  acres  of  land 
near  Chester,  and  several  Crofts,  Closes,  Meadows,  and 
Houses,  in  and  near  that  City,  being  parcel  of  the  posses- 
sians  of  The  College  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  called 
^^  The  Prebend"^  Lands ;  together  with  all  the  lands  and 
Houses  which  had  belonged  to  the  Chantry,  called  <<  The 
FetHe  Camon^  then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  Richard 
BrxJibix>n,  £sq.|  with  other  Messuages  and  Lands;  and 
also  <^  Hia  said  Majesty's  one  tenement,  called  ^  The  School 
Bame^*  with  all  their  appurtena&oea  dtuate,  lyings  apd  be- 
iqg  10  Macdesfidd,  Broken  Cross,  Mottram,  and  Prestbury, 
or  elsewhere,  within  the  said  County  of  Chester,  which  wer& 
ihifint^fi)n  ffiven,  granted,  asngned,  or  appointed,  for  the 
maintffnancft  of  The  Graopanar  Sdiool  in  Macclesfield  afore- 
said ;^  to  be  holden  of  His  M&jesty  ^nd  his  successors,  as  of 
his  Maxior  of  East  Greenwich,  rendering  to  His  Migesty, 
his  bpilB  and  successors.  Twenty-five  Shillings  at  his  Court 
of  Augmentation  of  the  Revenues  of  his  Crown,  at  the  Feast 
day  0f  St  Michael  the  Archangel,  every  year,  to  be  paid  for 
all  TooSa^  aervioes,  and  demands  whatsoever: — That  the 
Governors  might  firom  thenceforth  have  a  Common  Seal, 
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might  sue  and  be  sued,  and  should  hai^e  full  power  and  au- 
thor!^ to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
School,  as  often  as  the  same  should  be  void : — ^That,  with 
the  advice  c^  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being, 
they  mi^t  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
in  writing,  concerning  the  ordering  and  directing  of  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  Scholars,  and  the  preservation  and 
disposition  of  the  Rents  and  Revenues,  and  sustaining  of  the 
School;  which  Statutes  so  to  be  made,  his  Majesty  comman- 
ded inviolably  to  be  observed  from  time  to  time : — That  the 
Governors  might  further  receive  of  any  person  lands  or 
other  hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£20.,  above  and  beades  the  former  grant,  the  Statute  of 
Mortmain  or  any  other  Statute  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing : — And,  ^*  that  all  the  issues,  rents,  and  revenues 
of  the  aforesaid  lands,  tenements,  and  possessions,  by  the 
said  Letters  Patent  granted,  and  thenafter  to  be  given  and 
assigned  to  the  sustentation  of  the  aforesaid  Schod,  fixnn 
time  to  time,  should  be  converted  to  the  sustaining  the  Mas- 
ter and  Usher  of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  and  not 
otherwise,  or  to  any  other  uses  or  intentions.^ 

In  the  year  1750,  the  Governors  sold  the  ancient  Scbod- 
house  andsome  lands;  purchased  acapital  messuage  for  the 
Sdiool,  which  was  repaired  and  altered  for  that  purpose ; 
and  made  some  other  purchases,  and  exchanges. 

As  a  sanction  to  these  proceedings,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  jnocuring  further  powers,  which  the  expected  increase  of 
the  Revenues  rendered  desirable,  it  was  deemed  requisite  to 
apply  for  an  Act  of  Parliament,  which  was  obtained  in  the 
14*  Geo.  III.,  1774. 

This  Act,  besides  confirming  the  above  purchases  and 
exdumges,  and  a  Rent-chaige  on  the  Chester  Canal,  which 
had  been  given  in  lieu  of  some  land  taken  by  the  Proprietcvs, 
empowered  The  Governors  to  seD  certun  houses,  and  to  lay 
out  the  money  arising  firom  the  sale,  in  lands ;    to  grant 
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building  or  repairing  leases ;  ^^  to  appoint  such  or  so  many 
person  or  persons  as  shall  be  proper  and  necessary  to  be 
Master  or  Masters^  with  suitable  Salaries,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  said  School,  to  teach  and  instruct  the 
Children  and  Youth  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  only 
in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  i;rridng, 
arithmetick,  geography,  navigation,  mathematieks,  the  mo* 
dem  languages,  and  other  branches  of  Literature  and  Edu- 
cation,'^ as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary,  *^  to  render  the  smd 
Foundation  of  tlie  most  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  •said  School  will  admit  ;*•*  there  being 
always  a  Head  Master,  whose  Salary  must  not  be  less  than 
£100.;  and  an  Usher,  whose  salary  must  not  be  less  than 
£40. ;  the  salaries  to  be  increased  at  discretion ;  to  dismiss 
Masters  for  Immorality,  Incapacity,  wilful  neglect  of -their 
Duty,  or  any  other  just  and  reasonable  cause,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Bishop  ;  and,  in  case  of  Incapacity,  by  the 
Visitation  of  God,  in  the  Head  Master,  to  allow  him  a 
Pension. 

At  the  time  of  passing  this  Act,  the  Revenues  of  the 
School,  which  were  tlien  £170.  per  annum,  were  expected, 
on  the  expiration  of  certain  Leases,  to  be  reused  to  £600. 
per  annum',  and  upwards.  They  now  amount  to  upwards 
of  £800.  a  year;  and,  in  a  few  years,  on  the  dropping  in 
of  old  leases,  may  amount  to  nearly  £  1000.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish  of  Prestbury 
indefinit^y,  free  of  expense,  except  as  to  French,  and  wri- 
ting and  accompts.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can 
r^ad  English  correctly,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Pa- 
rents please.  Tliere  is  no  particular  form  of  admission ; 
apptication  to  the  Head  Master  being  the  usual  mode,  which 
is  always  successful.

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  were  used  for 
many  years,  but  those  of  Dr.  Valpy  have  lately  been  sub- 
stituted.

ded for  CoUege  or  Professions.  A  suitable  collection  of  En- 
glish Authors  is  appropriated  to  each  Class,  and  the  greatest 
attention  is  paid  to  correct  Elocution  and  Clasncal  Compo- 
sition. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions  belon^ng  to  this  Sdiocd ;  but 
the  Head  Master  has  recommended  to  the  Grovemors  to 
found  Exhibitions,  whenever  the  Revenues  of  the  Institution 
will  allow.

The  GBAMMAm  School  at  Stockport  was  founded  by  Sir 
Edhund  Shaa,  or  Shaw,  Goldsmith  and  Alderman  of 
London,  in  the  year  HSJ^  and  endowed  with  £lO, per  an» 
num.  Dr.  Shaa,  who  preached  the  celebrated  Sermon  at 
PauTs  Cross  in  favour  of  the  claims  of  Richard,  Duke  of 
Gloucbster,  was  his  brother.

And  I  woll^  that  he  sing  lus  Masse^  and  say  his  other 
Divyne  Service  in  the  Parishe  of  Stopfbrde^  in  the  saide  Countye 
of  Chester^  at  souch  an  aulter  there^  as  can  be  thought  conve- 
nient for  hjm,  and  to  pray  specially  for  my  Soule^  and  the 
Souls,  &c. : — 

'^  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest  keep  a  Gramer 
School  contynually  in  the  said  Town  of  Stopforde^  as  long  as 
he  shall  contynewe  there  in  the  said  service.  And  that  he  frely, 
without  any  wages  or  salarye,  asking  or  taking  of  any  parson^ 
except  only  my  salarye  hereunder  specified,  shall  teche  al  numer 
person's  children,  and  other  that  woU  come  to  him  to  leme,  as  well  of 
the  said  towne  of  Stopfbrde,  as  of  other  townes  thereabout,  the 
science  of  Gramer  as  ferre  as  lieth  in  him  fbr  to  do,  unto  the 
time  that  they  be  convenably  instrut  in  Gramer  by  him,  after 
their  capaciteys  that  (xod  woU  geve  them  :— 

''  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest,  with  all  his 
Scholars  with  hym  that  he  shall  have  fbr  the  time,  shall,  two 
dayes  in  every  weke,  as  long  as  he  shall  abyde  in  that  service 
ther,  that  is  to  wite,  Wedynysday  and  Fryday,  come  into  the 
said  Church  of  Stopfbrde,  unto  the  grave  ther,  where  the  bodies 
of  my  Fader,  and  my  Mother  lyen  buryed,  and  ther  say  togiders 
the  Psalm  of  De  Projvndis,  with  the  versicles  and  coUetts  thereto 
accustomyd,  after  Salisbury  use  3  and  pray  specially  fbr  my 
soule,  and  the  soules  of  my  Fader,  and  my  Moder,  and  fbr  aU 
Christen  soules :— - 

"  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  Freest  teachinge  Grammer  ther. 
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shall  have  for  his  salarye  yerely^  as  long  as  he  abide  in  that  ser- 
vice ther,  JCIO.  of  the  said  JC14..6..8.  :  residue  of  the  said  an- 
nuell  and  quyterent  of  JB17 : — 

*'  And  for  to  corage  my  said  Feliship  of  the  said  craft  of  Gold- 
smythes^  or  else  that  other  Feliship,  the  which  woU  agree  to  her 
the  chaige  of  the  said  annuell  and  quiterent  of  £l7*,  to  be  the 
better  willen  to  the  supportadon  of  the  same  chaige  for  ever- 
more :  I  w6ll«  that  the  sarnie  Feliship  shall  have  for  evermore^ 
the  presentement>  nomiivadon,  and  admyssion  of  the  said  two 
Pre^tes  of  the  said  two  services^  and  the  removing  and  puttyng 
out  of  them,  and  admyttyng  of  other  into  the  same  services,  for 
causes  resonable,  as  often  as  the  case  so  shall  require.*'

By  the  clause  in  Sir  Edmund^s  WiU  relating  to  this 
School,  he  directs : — 

'^  And  I  woll^  that  the  other  honest  Freest  (the  first  being 
appointed  to  preach  at  fVoodhead  Chapel)  be  a  discrete  man, 
and  conning  in  Gramer,  and  be  able  of  connyng  to  teche  Gra- 
mer.  And  I  woll>  that  he  sing  his  Masse>  and  say  his  other 
Divyne  Service  in  the  Parishe  of  Stopfbrde>  in  the  saide  Countye 
of  Chester^  at  souch  an  aulter  there^  as  can  be  thought  conve- 
nient for  hym^  and  to  pray  specially  for  my  Soule,  and  the 
Souls^  &c. : — 

'^  And  I  woll^  that  the  same  connyng  Freest  keep  a  Gramer 
School  contynually  in  the  said  Town  of  Stopfbrde^  as  long  as 
he  shall  contynewe  there  in  the  said  service.  And  that  he  freUf, 
without  any  wages  or  salarye,  asking  or  taking  of  any  parson, 
except  only  my  salarye  hereunder  specified^  shall  teche  al  maner 
person's  children,  and  other  that  woll  come  to  him  to  leme,  as  well  of 
the  said  towne  of  Stopfbrde^  as  of  other  townes  thereabout,  the 
science  of  Gramer  as  ferre  as  lieth  in  him  for  to  do,  unto  the 
time  that  they  be  convenably  instrut  in  Gramer  by  him,  after 
their  capaciteys  that  God  woll  geve  them  : — 

"  And  I  woll^  that  the  same  connyng  Freest^  v^ith  all  his 
Scholars  with  hym  that  he  shall  have  for  the  time,  shall,  two 
dayes  in  every  weke^  as  long  as  he  shall  abyde  in  that  service 
ther,  that  is  to  wite,  Wedynysday  and  Fryday,  come  into  the 
said  Chiu'ch  of  Stopforde,  unto  the  grave  ther,  where  the  bodies 
of  my  Fader,  and  my  Mother  lyen  buryed,  and  ther  say  togiders 
the  Psahn  of  De  Profundis,  with  the  versicles  and  coUetts  thereto 
accustomyd,  after  Salisbury  use ;  and  pray  specially  for  my 
soule,  and  the  soules  of  my  Fader,  and  my  Moder,  and  for  aU 
Christen  soules  :•— 

"  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  Freest  teachinge  Gnunmer  ther. 
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shall  have  for  his  sahurye  yenly,  as  long  as  he  abide  in  that  ser- 
vice ther^  JCIO.  of  the  said  JC14..6..8.  :  residue  of  the  said  an- 
nuell  and  quyterent  of  J£l7 : — 
"  And  for  to  corage  my  said  Feliship  of  the  said  craft  of  Gold- 
smythes^  or  else  that  other  Feliship^  the  which  woll  agree  to  ber 
the  chaige  of  the  said  annuell  and  quiterent  of  J£l7.>  to  be  the 
hSttet  willen  to  the  supportadon  of  the  same  cfaaige  for  ever- 
moie :  I  wi>ll>  that  the  sarnie  Feliship  shall  have  for  evermore^ 
the  presentement^  nomiAacion^  and  admysidon  of  the  said  two 
Preestes  of  the  said  two  services^  and  the  removing  and  puttyng 
imt  of  them>  and  admyttyng  of  other  into  the  same  services^  for 
causes  resonable,  as  often  as  the  case  so  shall  require.*' 

The  School  is  further  endowed  with  £10.  per  annum, 
piayablie  out  of  the  inclosed  Town-lands,  and  the  interest  of 
Bcaiefactions,  making  altogether  about  £46.  per  annum. 

No  answer  has  been  recdved  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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TARVIN,  near  Chester. 

The  Fries  Grammar  School  at  Tarvin  was  founded 
at  a  very  early  period  by  a  Mr.  Pickering,  who  gives  as  his 
reason  for  this  benevolent  bequest,  '^  that  his  Father  was 
bom  here.*"  He  left  £60.  to  build  a  residence  for  the  Mas- 
ter and  a  School-house ;  and  £200.  more  in  trust,  for  the 
purchase  of  land,  to  educate  TwEinrir  poor  Children,  firee 
of  expense.  The  Estate  which  was  purchased,  is  situate  at 
Tattenhall,  and  now  jrields  £  12.  per  cmwum  ;  the  present 
annual  Rent  of  the  whole  being  £  18.,  exclusive  of  the  House. 

Besides  this  Endowment  there  are  two  other  small  smns, 
which  have  since  been  bequeathed ;  viz.,  £2.  which  is  the 
Interest  of  £40.  secured  upon  a  neighbouring  Turnpike 
road ;  and  a  Rent-charge  of  £l.,  payable  out  of  an  estate 
belong^g  to  Mr.  Wilbraham,  at  Oacrqft. 

Ten  FEOFPkES  were  originally  elected  by  the  Executors 
from  this  Parian  ;  three  of  them  specially  from  the  Town- 
ship of  Tarvin.  This  number  was  afterwards  chosen  by  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  Parish.  The  annual  Revenue 
is  received  and  paid  by  the  Churchwardens  to  the  Master. 
Each  Trustee  has  power  to  send  any  Two  boys  whom  he 
pleases  to  the  School,  if  they  reside  within  the  Parish.  Tliere 
is  no  limitation  as  to  other  boys. 

The  Grammars  used  are  those  of  Valpy. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univeraty  advanta- 
ges, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Hob- 
son,  who  is  also  Curate  of  Tarvin.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  Terms  for  board  and  education,  bdng  Thirty 
guineas  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  John  Thomasis.n,  a  celebrated  Penman,  was  Thirty- 
six  years  Master  of  this  School;  on  the  outade  of  the 
Church  is  an  Epitaph  recording  his  merits  ;  he  died  on  the 
25th.  of  January,  1/40,  at  the  age  of  Fifty-four. 
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WALLAZEY,  near  Great  Neston. 

Thx  Geammar  School  at.  Walla2£Y  was  founded  in  the 
year  1656-79  by  Major  Henkt  IMsolse,  a  Gentleman  who 
came  firom  Sluys  in  Dutch  Brabant,  and  who  gave  £100. 
towards  the  building  and  founding  of  the  same. 

To  this  Sum,  Captain  William  Meolsb,  his  elder  bro- 
ther^  added  £  1 25. ;  which,  with  some  other  money,  were 
laid  out  in  a  house  and  lands,  viz.;  Hou^Ks  Baruj  and  a 
yard,  the  Randscoff  Hej/y  the  Gorst  Hejfy  and  the  Old 
Fidds,  towards  it^s  endowment 

Hbnst  Young  gave  a  field,  called  "  The  Winter  Hey^ 
Pooltonctun  Seacombe,  to  the  School. 

The  present  endowment  consists  of  a  house  and  garden 
in  Poolton,  together  with  the  above  mentioned  Fields, 
amounting  to  about  22  Statute  acres,  now  let  for  £35.  per 
armum, — And  the  Interest  of  £100.,  left  by  The  Revd. 
GsoBGB  Bbiggs,  late  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1814. 

The  nomination  of  the  Master  is  vested  in  The  Rector 
and  the  Church-wardens,  for  the  time  being. 

The  School  is  free  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
now  taught  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  \b^  useful 
branches  of  the  mathematics. 

In  1799,  the  old  School  was  pulled  down,  and  another 
erected  by  Subscription. 

Mr.  Edward  Nbwtok  is  the  present  Master. 
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WITTON,  near  Northwich. 

The  Free  Gbamm ar  School  at  Witton  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Dbave,  (one  of  the  sons  of  Laweence 
Deake,  late  of  Shurlach^  in  the  I'arish  of  Davenham,  in 
the  County  Palatine  of  Chester),  Prebendary  of  Lincoln, 
and  Rector  of  St  Bartholomew  che  Great  near  Smithfield, 
in  London,  and  erected  in  the  name  of  Jesus  at  the  Feast 
of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  1558.  It  was  endowed  by 
Sir  John  with  some  lands  in  the  Hundred  of  Wirral,  and 
Houses  in  Chester,  holden  by  an  old  Lease,  and  described 
as  late  parcel  of  the  possesions  of  The'  M6nastery  of  St. 
Anne  in  that  City,  then  of  small  value,  but  now  amounting 
to  about  £100.  per  annum. 

The  Statutes  of  the  School  which  are  particulariy 
curious,  were  drawn  up  by  the  benevolent  Founder  himseliy 
and  are  as  foUow : 

'^  Forasmudi'as  6od*s  glory^  his  honocu*^  and  the  wealth  pub- 
lic>  Ib  advanced  and  maintained  hf  no  nieans  more  than  by 
virtuous  education  and'  brining  up  of  Youth  under  such  as  h6 
learned  and  viitnous  Schoolmtoteris^  whose  good  examples  may 
as  well  instruct  them  to  live  well  as  their  doctKne  and  learning 
may  famish  their  minds  with  knowledge  and  cunnings  hove 
thought  it  good,  not  only  t6  erect  the  said  FRJEiE  Gbammae 
ScnooL,  and  to  provide  a  reasonable  alid  coiiip^tent  Stypend 
for  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  same^  and'  that  in  respect  of  the 
zeal  that  I  have  to  God's  glory,  and  fbi^thci  love  that  I  bear  to 
my  native  country  }*»But  also,  tiiiat  nothing  cah  endure  and  con- 
tinue long  in  good  order  without  JjAwH  and  STATitT]^s,  do 
ordain,  make,  and  appoint  certain  Ol:derSj(  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Lawsr  to  be  observed  and  kept  for  ever,  as  well  of  The  Feoffees 
as  abb  of  the  S^hdolititotier  and  Scfiolkrs  of  the  sadd  Free  School, 
and  the  rather  that  in  pfbcess'of  time  siidi  might  happen  to  be 
Rulcflf^  0]K  Teadiers,  as  are  either  through  a  singularity  or  else 
negl^^ee  would  not  observe  sttdi  good  Customs,  Orders,  Sta- 
tutdaf;  atid  LaWs  as  thMr 'Fredeoessbrs  have  used,  and  as  are  us^ 
in  the  great  Schoob,  to  tHe  great  hindrance  of  the  SchoUars  :— 

voju  I.  K 
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Imprimis,  I  do  ordain  and  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster  to  be 
learned^  sober^  discreet  and  unmarried;  such  a  one  as  hath  taken 
a  Degree  or  Degrees  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge -y  undefamed,  and  of  the  age  of  Thirty  years  at  the  kast^ 
to  the  end  that  experience  may  appear  in  his  conversation  and 
life,  and  that  more  obedience  may  be  used  towards  him  for  the 
same:— 

Alio,  because  friendship  and  ignorance  might  be  an  occasion 
that  oftentimes  the  SchoUars  be  frustrate  of  a  Master  as  afore- 
said, I  will  that  those  Feoffees  and  certain  honest  men  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton  aforesaid,  shall  present,  such  a  one  as  they 
procure  and  elect,  before  his  admission  into  the  School,  to  the 
Bishop  of  Chester,  and  to  the  Schoolmaster  thereof  (T^ 
King's  School)  for  the  time  being,  to  be  examined  of  them  and 
to  be  found  and  thought  meet  for  that  vocation ;  as  well  for  dis- 
cretion as  for  learning,  and  so  being  by  them  found,  then  to  be 
admitted  and  placed  in  the  school : — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaster  of  Chester,  with  the  Feof- 
fees and  other  honest  men  of  the  Parish  of  Witton  as  aforesaid, 
shall  admit,  shall  bring  him  to  the  School  and  then  and  there 
shall  read  those  Orders,  Rules,  Laws,  and  Statutes  to  him,  let- 
ting him  understand  his  charge,  and  what  is  required  at  his 
hands,-~and  shall  shew  him  the  condition  of  the  School  and  his 
Lodgings  there,  and  the  lands  and  houses  appertaining  to  the 
School,  where  tiiey  lie  and  in  whose  hands  and  occupation  they 
are,  and  what  interest  and  years  the  Tenants  and  Occupiers  have 
in  them,— and  for  their  pains  in  thus  doing,  they  shall  receive 
40s.  amongst  them,  at  the  placing  of  every  Schoolmaster  in  such 
lawful  sort  as  aforesaid,  at  the  hands  of  the  Church- wardens  *.— 

Also,  even  as  the  continuance  of  a  Schoolmaster  that  doth  his 
duty,  tendeth  to  the  profit  of  the  SchoUars  and  maketh  them 
prosper  as  well  in  manners  as  in  learning,  is  profitable  and  com- 
mendable as  nothing  more,  so  likewise  it  is  the  greatest  hinder- 

ance  and to  the  Scholars  to  have  a  Schoolmaster  that  is 

negligent  in  his  office,  or  doth  not  profit  his  SchoUars,  dissolute 
in  manners,  a  drunkard,  a  whoremonger,  or  intangled  with 
other  occupations  repugnant  to  his  vocation,  a  dicer,  or  a  com- 
mon gamester,  I  wiU  therefore,  if  any  such  chances  to  be 
placed,  that  those  which  have  or  shaU  have  authority  to  place 
or  admit  him,  shaU  likewise  after  examination  and  due  proof 
thereof  made,  have  authority  to  remove  him :— • 

Also,  I  wiU  that  the  Feoffees  the  other  as  aforesaid  being 
disposed  to  remove  the  Schoolmaster  upon  just  occasion  as  afore- 
said, shall  give  to  him  warning  half  a  year  to  provide  himself* 
— and  likewise  if  he  be  disposed  to  depart^  shall  give  to  themi 
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openly  in  the  Churchy  on  the  Sunday  or  some  Festival  day, 
warning  thereof  half  a  year  before  his  departure, — if  a  shorter 
time  will  not  serve  both  the  parties  more  conveniently, — and  if 
he  neglect  to  give  the  said  warning,  1  will  that  there  shall  be" 
staid  in  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees  that  have  at  that  time  the  col- 
lection of  the  Rents,  of  his  wages  408.  which  I  will  be  given  to 
Forty  poor  people  of  the  Parish  of  Witton :— » 

Also,  because  nothing  that  is  perpetual  is  pleasant,  I  will  that> 
the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  liberty  once  in  every  year  Thirty 
days  together  to  be  absent,  to  recreate  himself,  requiring  there- 
fore at  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees,  so  it  be  for  reasonable  occa- 
sions and  urgent  business,-^he  always  providing  that  his  Schol- 
lars  lose  no  time  in  his  absence,  but  they  be  occupied  and 

exercised  in  their  books  *till  his  return  at  his ,  upon  which 

the  said  Feoffees  shall  grant  him  lieve  as  aforesaid  :*— 

As  touching  in  this  School  what  shall  be  taught  of  the  Master 
and  learned  of  the  Schollars,  it  passeth  my  will  to  devise  and 
determine  in  particular, — but  in  general  to  speak  and  say  my  mind, 
I  will  there  were  always  taught  good  Literature  both  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  good  Authors  such  as  have  the  Roman  Eloquence 
joined  with  Wisdom,  especially  Christian  Authors  that  wrote 
their  Wisdom  with  clear  and  chaste  Latin  either  in  Prose  or 
Verse,  for  mine  intent  is  by  founding  this  School  specially  to 
increase  knowledge  and  worshipping  of  God  and  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  good  Christian  Life  and  Manners  in  the  Chil- 
dren, and  for  that  intent  I  will  that  the  Children  learn  the 
Catechism,  and  then  the  Accidence  and  Grammar  set  out  by 
King  Henry  the  Eighth,  or  some  other  if  any  can  be  better  to 
the  purpose  to  induce  Children  more  speedily  to  Latin  Speech, 
and  then  Institutum  Christiani  Hominis  that  learned  Erasmus 
made,  and  then  Copia  of  the  same  Erasmus,  Colloquium  Erasmi, 
Ovidu  Metamorphoses,  Terence,  TuUy,  Horace,  Salust,  VtrgU,  and 
such  others  as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient  to  the  purpose 
unto  true  Latin  Speech, — all  Barbarie,  all  corruption,  and  filthi- 
ness,  and  such  abusion  which  the  blind  world  brought  in,  intirely 
banish  and  exclude  out  of  this  School,  and  charge  the  Master 
that  he  teach  alway  that  is  best,  and  read  to  them  such  Authors 
as  have  with  Wisdom  joined  the  piure  Eloquence  :— - 

I  also  will  that  the  Master  admit  no  SchoUars  into  the  School 
under  the  age  of  Six  years, — and  that  the  Schoolmaster  read  the 
Statutes,  Orders,  Rules,  and  Laws  belonging  to  the  Schollar  at 
the  admission  of  every  Schollar,  with  their  Friends  present,  pre- 
senting them  and  hearing,  shall  undertake  and  promise  to  see 
performed  by  the  Children  by  them  presented,  which  done  the 
Sdioolmaster  shall  admit  him  and  write  his  nattie  in  a  Roll  of 
Fto:hment,  and  for  the  admission  and  entrance  of  every  Scholar 
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in  the  Roll  to  receive  and  take  4(2.  for  every  of  them,  and  if 
their  Parents  or  Friends  will  not  pay  the  same  willingly,  I  wOl 
that  then  their  Children  be  refused  and  unreceived  *till  such  time 
that  it  be  paid  : — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  yearly  £l2. 
standing  wages,  besides  his  Veils,  and  that  he  shall  ireceive  and 
have  it  Quarterly  by  £3.  a  Quarter  at  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees 
and  Church- wardens  of  Witton  for  the  time  being,  Which  Veils 
is  4(2.  only  at  the  admission  of  every  Schollar,  and  on  the  first 
Thursday  after  the  beginning  of  the  School  after  Christmas  of 
eveiy  Schollar  a  Penny : — 

Also,  I  will  that  all  the  Schollars  of  what  estate,  condition  or 
degree  soever  they  be,  shall  submit  themselves  to  due  correction 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  which  at  their  entrance  shall  be  promised 
as  well  by  their  Friends  as  themselves, — ^which  correction  shall, 
always  be  referred  to  the  direction  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  not 
the  opinion  or  mind  of  the  Schollars,  and  for  disobedience  and 
resistancje  thereof  they  shall  be  expelled  the  School  for  ever, 
unless  their  Friends  by  earnest  Suitors  to  the  Schoolmaster,  and 
can  prevail  with  him  and  get  in  such  sort  that  their  humble 
obedience  at  their  return,  shall  recompence  their  former  stubbor- 
ness ;-— And  also  forseeing  the  great  inconveniency  and  enormity 
that  by  wilful  persons  and  ignorant,  who  had  rather  Children 
through  dissoluteness  and  over  much  liberty  should  commit 
offences  worthy  of  pimishment,  to  their  shame  and  imdoing, 
then  to  have  Ihem  corrected  by  the  discretion  of  the  School- 
master according  to  quality,  quantity  and  gravity  of  their 
offences, — and  upon  complaint  of  the  Children,  their  Parents 
come  to  molest  and  disquiet  the  Schoolmaster  against  reason  and 
order,  I  will  that  all  such  mentioned  Children,  after  due  proof 
of  such  folly  and  fondness  of  the  Parents  herein,  shall  be  utterly 
expelled  this  School  for  ever,  m^ess  they  shall  be  able  to  prove 
that  the  Correction  done  was  imreasonable,  and  that  to  be  proved 
before  and  to  the  Feoffi^3s  of  the  said  School  and  Overseers  for 
the  time  being : — 

Also,  I  will  that  my  Kinsfolk  wherever,  they  dwell,  coming 
to  this  School,  shall  be  freely  taught; — and  if  there  be  any  of 
them  able  and  meet  to  teach,  or  comparable  to  those  which  may 
be  gotten^  when  the  place  is  void,  that  they  shall  be  preferred  j  — 
and  for  such  of  them  I  will  that  have  been  bom  in  the  Parish,  or 
brought  up  in  this  School,  and  after  are  able  and  meet  for  this 
Function,  shall  have  the  Preferment  therefore  before  others : — 

Also,  to  the  end  that  the  Schollars  have  not  any  evil  opinion 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  nor  the  Schoolmaster  should  not  mistake 
the  Schollars  fpr  requiring  of  Customs  and  Orders,  I  will  that 
upon  Thursdays  ahd  Satm^ys  in  the  afternoons^  and  upon 
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Holy-days  they  refresh  themselves^ — and  a  week  before  Christ- 
mas and  Easter^  according  to  the  old  Custom,  they  bar  and  keep 
forth  the  School  the  Schoolmaster,  in  such  sort  as  other  Schollars  do 
in  great  Schools, — and  that  as  well  in  the  vacations  as  the  days 
aforesaid,  they  use  their  bows  ieuid  arrows  only,  and  eschew  all 
bowling,  carding,  diceing,  cocking,  and  all  other  unlawful 
Games,  upon  pain  of  extreme  punishment  to  be  done  by  the 
Schoolmaster^ — and  that  every  Schollar  have  and  use  in  the 
Church  his  Primer,  wherein  is  contained  the  Seven  Penetential 
Psalms  of  the  P^ission  and  such  like  :  — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Schollars  come  to  School  by  Seven 
o'clock  in  the  Morning,  and  go  to  dinner  at  Eleven,  and  after 
dinner  return  at  One  of  the  clock,  and  depart  home  at  Fwe  of 
the  clock, — And  that  they  thrice  a  day  serve  God  in  the  School^ 
rendering  him  thanks  for  his  goodness  done  to  them,  craving 
his  especial  grace  that  they  may  profit  in  virtuous  learning  to 
his  honor  and  glory,  prapng  for  the  Soul  of  their  Founder  by 
name,  and  for  the  Souls  of  his  Father  and  Mother  and  aU 
Christian  Souls, — and  once  every  week,  that  is  to  say  on  the 
Friday,  to  say  the  Seven  Penetential  Psalms  with  the  Litany  of 
Prayer  and  Collect,  and  every  second  Friday  the  Psalms  of  the 
Passion  with  Psalms  of  Mercy  and  de  Projundis  with  a  Collect 
at  the  end  thereof, — and  once  a  year,  thiU;  is  to  say  on  Jbsus 
DAY  in  the  afternoon,  in  whose  name  this  School  is  erected 
in  the  Parish  Church  aforesaid^  to  say  the  Dirigay  and 
Comondasonay  :~^ 

Also,  I  win  that  these  Statutes  be  read  in  the  Church  at  every 
Feast,  before  the  breaking  up  of  the  School,  to  all  the  Schollars^ 
to  the  intent  the  Schollars  may  the  better  remember  their  duty 
in  the  time  of  their  absence,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  do  give 
an  exhortation  in  the  School,  before  they  break  up  School^  how 
they  shall  order  themselves  *till  their  return,  at  which  time  I  wlQ 
that  Four  of  the  Trustees  and  Church-wardens  be  present^  to  the 
intent  that  tl\ey  may  give  warning  to  such  Schollars  as  they 
shall  see  to  offend  against  the  said  exhortation^  or  against  any  of 
the  said  Statutes : — 

Also,  because  all  Men  be  mortal^  and  through  such  of  the 
number  of  Feoffees  being  dead  there  happen  some  disorder^  not 
only  in  the  School  but  also  the  lands  and  tenements  thereunto 
given  by  The  Fotmder  aforesaid^  might  fell  to  ruin  and  decay 
or  the  School-house  want  such  fhmiture  as  appertaineth^  there- 
fore I  will  as  oft  as  Four  of  the  Feoffees  be  dead,  the  rest  of  the 
Feoffees  surviving^  within  one  quarter  of  a  year^  shall  assemble 
themselves  at  the  School-house  aforesaid^  shall  not  only  then 
and  there  elect  and  choose  Four  other  oi  the  Founder^s  next 
Kinsfolk  to  be  Feoffees  in  the  stead  and  place  of  the  other  Four 
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Feoffees  before  dead^  if  there  be  then  so  many  of  his  Eansfblk 
alive,  and  if  not,  then  to  choose  Four  of  the  most  honest,  sage, 
and  discreet  persons,  being  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  Witton 
aforesaid,  and  especially  such  as  will  have  a  vigilant  eye  and 
bear  a  good  zeal  to  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  this 
Free  School  , — but  shall  then  and  there  also  enfeoff  the  Four 
by  them  so  chosen,  in  all  the  lands  and  tenements  given  to  the 
School  aforesaid,  to  the  use  limited  by  the  Founder  in  such  sort 
as  they  themselves  be  enfeoffed  by  the  Founder*s  enfeoffment, 
and  this  order  and  election  to  be  continued  for  ever : — 

Also,  I  will  that  Two  of  the  Feoffees  only  shall  receive  and  pay 
all  manner  of  rents,  wages,  and  charges  concerning  the  School, 
and  thereof  shall  yield  account  every  year  upon  Jesus  Eve  to 
the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  Church- wardens  c^  Witton  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  and  those  Two  to  receive  and  pay  the  said 
wages  and  charges  for  two  years,  and  then  to  be  removed  from 
the  business  thereof,  and  other  two  of  the  Feoffees  to  be  chosen, 

as  then by  the  Election  and  the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  of 

the  said  Church- wardens  for  the  time  being  :— 

And  be  it  remembered  and  known  to  aU  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton,  That  the  said  Sir  John  Deane  by  my  last  Will 
and  Testament  remaining  in  writing,  have  given  to  the  Poor 
Householders  in  the  said  Parish  ^e  marks,  to  be  paid  within 
one  Quarter  of  a  year  next  after  my  decease : — 

Also  I  have  given  and  provided  in  my  said  last  Will  thereof 

the and comoditys  of  my  fVych-Houses  in  Northwich, 

and  lands  in  Shurlach  and  Budworth,  there  shall  be  for  ever 
given  and  distributed  and  bestowed  among  the  poor  Schollars  of 
my  Frefe  School  and  Parish  of  Witton  10*.  in  the  Vigil  or  Eve  of 
the  birth  of  Our  Lord  God,  one  half  thereof  amongst  the  said 
poor  Folks^ — ^And  thus  I  bid  you  all  Farewell,  and  desire  you  to 
pray  for  my  Soul." 

The  Will  of  the  Founder  is  lost-  And  his  excellent 
Statutes,  which  seem  to  have  been  recovered  by  accident  in 
a  mutilated  condition,  were  re-copied  and  handed  down  to 
posterity  by  the  Two  Bailiff  Feoffees  in  1666.  There  is 
likewise  added  to  them,  a  List  of  the  Feoffees  acting  in 
1744,  probably  with  intent  to  show  the  numbers  at  that 
period  in  existence^  since  the  Founder^s  Statutes  have  left 
that  point  uadefined. 

The  number  of  Feoffees  when  complete,  is  Twelve. 
They  are  at  present,—. 
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Sir  John  Flehikg  Lbtcbster,  Bart.,  of  Tabley  House. 
John  Marshall,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  in  the  Chapelry  of 

Witton. 
Thomas  Marshall,  Esq.,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  John  Hunt,  of  Hartford. 
Mr*  William  Bradburn,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Chantler,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Barker,  of  Northwich. 
Mr.  John  Barker,  of  Witton. 
Mr.  William  Twemlow,  of  Witton. 

In  addition  to  the  Statutes  prescribed  by  The  Founder, 
the  following  "  Regulatwns  **  have  been  made  by  The 
Feoffees,  which  are  now  in  force  ;— 

Ist.  The  Head  Master  shall  not  accept  of  any  Church  Prefer- 
ment^ or  other  Situation,  but  devote  himself  wholly  to  the 
business  and  management  of  the  School.  This  is  not  to  prevent 
his  taking  Holy  Orders,  having  Boarders,  or  doing  Sunday  duty. 

2d.  Before  appointment  he  shaU,  as  other  Masters  have  done^ 
give  his  Bond  in  the  sum  of  j£600.  duly  to  perform  the  above 
Regulation^  and  in  every  other  respect  to  perform  his  duty  as 
Hc»d  Master. 

3d.  In  inflicting  personal  chastisement,  he  shall  use  only  the 
Cane,  except  in  cases  of  gross  misbehaviour,  when  the  Trustees 
must  be  consulted  as  to  any  other  punishment. 

4th.  The  Master  shall  have  the  power  of  Expulsion. 

5th.  The  Eton  Grammars,  and  none  other,  shall  be  taught. 

6th.  The  two  Vacations,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  shall 
not  exceed  Four  weeks  each,  and  only  three  days  Holiday  at 
Shrovetide,  and  Easter,  shall  be  allowed. 

7th.  Holidays  shall  be  given  on  the  Afternoons  of  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  weekly ;  but  no  other  Holidays  shall  be  given^ 
except  at  the  Vacations. 

The  afiairs  of  the  School  have  of  late  years  imdergone 
some  other  changes ;  and  the  FeoflTees  have  judged  it  expe- 
dient to  appoint  7W  Masters,  providing  for  each  of  them 
from  if  8  Funds. 

But  all  Innovations  of  the  Statutes,  it  is  said,  are  likdy  to 
be  abolished. 

All  boys  are  admitted,  when  there  are  any  vacancies; 
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profec^B^  l^^ng  ff^^  to  persons  sesidipg  wit^  The 
(3baj{diy  of  Witton.  Children  are  fidmitted  %t  Six  j^im 
of  age,  and  may  remain  until  they  are  Eighteen  without 
superannuation.  1  here  i3  no  particular  form  of  AdmisfiJon ; 
but  it  is  required  that  their  Parents,  or  som^  other  of  thw 
Relations  or  Friends,  should  bring  them  to  the  Schpc^  Apd 
promise  the  Master  that  tl^^  will  lUwfiys  sep4  4iem  d^m 
and  neatiy  dressed. 

The  present  number  of  Scholars  in  Th^  V^^^W  ^B9fifL 
is  Ten  ;  and  in  The  Lot^eb  SpHOOL,  Tiii|iT|r.  Theie  (up 
Schools  are  entirely  distinct  fion^  each  other;  ni^thfr  has 
%}fp  Head  Ma^^  any  oonnectiQiQ  cur  coii^m  wh^teVW  with 
the  other  School ;  He  is  expected  to  teach  the  Lgiiin  wd 
Gr^  Languages  only. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Authors  taught,  are  Eutrojnus, 
Phsedrus,  Csesar,  Ovid,  VirgU^  Sallust,  Horace,  Cicero,  and 
Teieaaoe, — ^The  Gr^  Testament,  Xenophon's  Cyrop^dia 
and  Memorabilia,  and  Homer^s  Hiad. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages, 
b^lopjpng  to  this  School ;  nether  is  there  a  Common  SeaL 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Whitwoath, 
whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annum.  This  Gentlemaa  does  ^lot 
take  Boarders ;  but  he  has  Ten  Day-scholars,  fhw  eadi  of 
whom  he  receives  Four  guineas  a  year;  most  of  these  are 
Sons  of  one  or  other  of  Hie  Trustees.  There  is  now  no 
I)i|relling-house  belonging  to  The  School. 

The  Salary  of  the  Seoopd  Master  is  £20.  per  ammun. 
He  takes  pupils,  for  each  of  whom  he  is  allowed  to  charge 
20«.  a  year  for  reading,  aod  writing,  and  an  additional  20$. 
a  ]^  for  ^hering,  bppk:-keeping,  an^  mi^thftroalics. 

Thii^  Softool,  &om  it*sQW^igwty  to  theTdwn  of  Nbrtkwic^ 
is  sometimes  erroneously  called  ^^  Noethwich  School.^

BODMIN. 

The  Gbammar  School  at  Bodmin,  which  is  situate  in  the 
Church-yard,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  en- 
dowed with  £5,.6..S.  per  annum,  now  payable  out  of  the 
Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown,  To  which  sum  The  Corpo- 
ration make  an  addition  of  £1)5.  annually  for  the  Master^s 
Salary,  which  is  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Boroagk 
by  the  Mayor. 

There  are  no  Jree  boys.  All  who  are  willing  to  pay  two 
guineas  per  annum  for  instruction  in  the  Classics,  and  whidi 
the  Master  is  allowed  by  The  Corporation  to  charge,  may 
send  their  Children.  There  are  at  present  15  Town  boys 
at  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Valpt^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar, are  used. 

There  are  no  Scholarships,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Faybes, 
who  was  Second  Senior  Optim^  at  Clare  Hall,  Cambridge^ 
in  1809.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  their  bills  upon  an 
average  being  £45.  a  year,  for  board  and  education.  The 
Mathematics  are  taught  to  some  extent.  He  has  now  25 
Boarders. 

The  Head  Masters  have  generally  been  appcnnted  Ch^ 
lains  to  the  County  GiU)l,  with  a  Salary  of  £I00.  per  an^ 
num :  which  office  is  holden  by  the  present  Master. 

HuMPHBEY  Pbideaux,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Norwich,  received 
a  part  of  his  elementary  Educaticm  here. 
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ST.  IVES. 

A  Gbammar  School,  for  the  instruction  of  youth,  by  a 
Master  and  Usher,  was  founded  in  this  Town  by  a  Charter 
of  King  Charles  the  First,  in  1 639.  The  Bishop  of  Exeter, 
with  the  Mayor  and  Capital  Burgesses  of  St.  Ives,  having 
been  appointed  Governors. 

This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past 
Jonathan  Toup,  an  eminent  Critic,  was  educated  here. 


I 
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LAUNCESTON. 

The  Royal  Grammar  School  at  Launceston  was  found- 
ed by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  an  annual  sum 
of  £  17..  I3..3J.,  now  payable  out  of  The  Land  Revenue  of 
the  Crown. 

George  Baron,  Esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1685,  gave  an  additional  sum  of  £lO.  a  year;  with  a 
power  for  himself  and  his  Successors  to  nominate  Ten  Boys, 
to  be  educated  here  free  of  expense  This  Donation,  by  his 
Descendant,  Oliver  Baron,  Esq.,  has  ^nce  been  made  pay- 
able out  of  the  Manor  of  **  Paris  Garden^  in  the  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  in  Surrey,  in  Ueu  of  lands  charged  there- 
with ;  But  they  now  only  send  Five  boys. 

Indeed  the  School  has  never  exceeded  Twelve  or  Four- 
teen boys  of  late  years. 

There  is  also  an  annual  payment  of  £15.  by  The  Duke  of 
Northumberland. 

The  Patrons  of  the  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Launceston. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use :  And 
the  system  of  Education  is  the  same  as  is  pursued  in  the 
great  Seminaries. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  J.  H.  Hutton, 
who  has  an  excellent  House,  and  delightfully  situate ;  but 
it  IS  unfortunately  in  a  neighbourhood  of  no  affluence  to 
furnish  many  Scholars. 
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LISKEARD. 

Thmk  are  no  Records  now  existing,  nor  oral  Tradition,  to 
assign  a  name  to  the  Founder  or  a  date  to  the  Erection  of 
T&E  Grammar  School  at  Liskeard. 

The  School-room  which  is  a  plain  building,  and  of  no 
antiquity,  is  situate  upon  the  sdte  of  an  ancient  Castle, 
some  few  vestiges  of  the  walls  that  inclosed  it  still  remain- 
ing :  And  being  upon  a  very  elevated  spot,  the  whole  of  the 
Town,  and  a  great  extent  of  Country,  are  presented  to  the 
view. 

The  Sdte  of  the  Castle  is  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall, 
and  a  small  acknowledgement  of  the  tenure  is  annually  paid 
to  the  Duke^s  Officers  at  their  Audit. 

There  is  no  Endowment  attached  to  the  School,  nor  any 
Dwelling-house  for  the  Master :  But  he  has  been  paid  a 
yearly  Salary  by  The  Corporation  of  Liskeard,  from  time 
immemorial. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Athanasius  Laffer, 
Curate  of  Liskeard,  whose  Salary  is  £  ]  00.  per  annum :  for 
which  he  is  9bliged  to  educate,  free  of  expense;  as  many  of 
The  Freemens^  Sons  as  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  think 
piroper  to  recommend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  the  Eton  Plan. 

Of  late  years,  this  School  has  been  small ;  but  it  formerly 
flou]iriied<very  much  under  the  conduct  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Haydon,  and  continued  in  great  repute  under  The  Revd. 
Mr,  Ltne,  and  also  under  the  management  of  hb  Son  : 
the  latter  of  whom  is  now  Rector  of  Little  Petherick,  and 
is  the  Author  of  a  School  book,  called  *^  The  Latin  Primer^ 
which  is  said  to  be  of  considerable  merit 
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Dean  Pbideaux  received  his  elementary  education  here, 
which  he  afterwards  completed  under  Dr.  Busby  at  West- 
minster. And  many  Noblemen,  and  Grentlemen  of*  the  high- 
est respectability  in  the  North-East  part  of  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  and  the  West  of  Devon,  are  indebted  for  their 
instruction  to  this  Seminary. 
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PENRYN. 

Thb  Gbammab  School  at  Penbtn,  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
Gluvias,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  endowed 
k  with  £6..1 8..0.  per  annumy  now  payable  out  of  the  Land 
Revenue  of  the  Crown,  for  a  Master  to  teach  Thbee  boys. 
No  regular  appointment  of  a  Master  by  The  Corporation 
of  Penryn  has  taken  place,  ance  the  death  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Beveblby,  about  Twelve  years  since. 
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SALTASH. 

The  Geammae  School  at  Saltash  was  founded  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  £7**0..0.  per  cmnum^  for  a 
Master,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the 
Crown. 

This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past. 
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TRURO. 

The  Gaammar  School  at  Trubo  owes  it's  origin  and 
endowment  to  some  benevolent  person,  whose  name  is  now 
not  known. 

A  Salary  of  £  ]  5.  per  annum  was  long  paid  to  the  Mas- 
ter, which,  it  is  supposed,  arose  from  some  of  the  lands  that 
had  been,  from  a  very  Ciirly  period,  in  the  possession  of  The 
Ck»poration, — or,  it  may  be,  was  their  spontaneous  gifl,  for 
the  encouragement  of  Learning,' — as  all  their  Revenues  are 
conndered,  to  be  vested  in  them  for  public  purposes. 

The  School  is  a  venerable  Structure,  42  feet  in  length  by 
28  feet  in  breadth,  and  18;  feet  in  height  to  the  colitig, 
with  pillars  and  pilasters  of  the  Corinthian  Order. 

Adjoining,  is  a  Library,  filled  with  excellent  editions  of 
the  Classics  and  other  valuable  Works,  which  are  under  the 
sole  control  of  the  Master,  and  are  lent,  at  his  pleasure,  oc- 
cafflonally  to  the  Scholars. 

There  was  formerly  a  Dwelling-house  appropriated  to 
the  Master,  contiguous  to  the  School;  which,  in  1731, 
was  pulled  down  to  enlarge  the  School-room;  and  Mr. 
CoNON,  the  then  Master,  perhaps,  unfortunately  for  his 
Successors  consented  to  receive  £10.  per  annum  in  lieu 
of  it. 

These  two  sums  of  £15.  and  £10.  were  pmd  by  The 
Corporation  for  some  years.  When  Lord  Falmouth,  the 
Recorder,  very  generously  gave  an  additional  £25.  per  an- 
num,  for  the  encouragement  of  Learning.  This  sum  has 
been  continued  to  be  paid  annually  either  by  The  Corpora- 
tion who  are  the  Patrons,  or  the  Representatives  of  the  Bo- 
rough, and  has,  for  many  years,  been  considered  as  the 
stated  Salary. 
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In  the  Records  of  the  Borough,  The  School  is  styled  a 
Free  School ; — and,  it  is  sidd,  (hat  formerly  The  Corpora^ 
tion  expected  the  Master  to  educate  such  boys  as  they  nught 
recommend,  gratuitously.  But  the  question  has  never  been 
pressed  upon  the  Master,  during  a  period  of  Fifty  years. 
Mr.  CoNON  is  known  to  have  educated  One  Scholar  without 
fee,  who  afterwards  distinguished  himself  by  his  acquire- 
ments: And  the  present  Master,  in  more  instances  than 
one,  has  given  boys  their  education  graiis.  But  this  arose 
from  Charifyf  and  not  from  any  ObligcUion. 

Boys  are  admitted  at  about  eight  or  nine  years  of  age,  if 
they  can  read  English.  The  number  of  Scholars,  upon  an 
average  for  the  last  ten  years,  has  been  Fifty. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present  in 
tise;  and  the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton 
College. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  to  Exeter  College,  Oxford, 
arising  from  the  effects  of  St.  John  Elliot,  late  Rector  of 
St.  Mary'^s  in  Truro,  and  of  Ladock,  as  appears  by  the 
following  Extract  from  the  Decree  in  Chancery  relating  to 
Mr.  Elliot's  Trust,  dated  the  14th  of  March,  1767:—*- 
Wherein  the  Master  reports, — 

'^  And  the  Defendants  Michell>  Conon,  and  Vivian,  the 
surviving  Executors  and  Trustees,  named  in  the  Will  of  the 
Testator  St.  John  Elliot,  have  laid  before  me  a  Scheme  Ibr 
disposing  of  the  clear  Residue  of  his  personal  estate^  not  speci- 
fically bequeathed,  in  promoting  true  Virtue  and  Piety^  pursuant 
to  his  Will,— Whereby  they  do  propose  and  agree^  that  the  said 
Trustees,  and  the  Survivors  and  Survivor  of  them,  shall  continue 
and  act  as  Trustees  and  Trustee  under  the  Will  of  the  said  St. 
John  Elliot,  for  the  several  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  :•— 

"  And  that,  after  the  death  of  such  Survivor,  The  Rector  of 
Truro,  The  Schoolmaster  of  Truro,  The  Vicar  of  Kenwyn,  The 
Vicar  of  Gluvias,  and  The  Vicar  of  Veryan,  all  in  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  for  the  time  being,  shall  succeed  and  for  ever  be 
standing  Trustees  for  this  Charity : — 

"  And  they  further  propose,  that  the  whole  of  the  Trust 
Estate  shall  be  converted  into  ready  money,  and  be  invested  in 
the  Three  per  Cent.  Bank  Annuities  in  the  name  of  the  Account-

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ant  of  this  Honoonble  Courts — and  that  as  soon  as  the  aame^  or 
a  sufficient  part  thereof  shall  have  been  so  invested,  the  yearly 
sum  of  £30.>  part  of  the  Interest  or  produce  thereof,  be  applied 
half  yeady  by  equal  payments  towards  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  Onb  Scholar,  to  be  firom  time  to  time  chosen  by  the 
present  Trustees,  &c.,  at  Exstkr  Collboe,  in  Oxford,  who. 
shall  have  been  educated  at  The  Grammar  School  of  Tnuo 
afbresaid, — ^which  Scholar  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  same  for 
Seven  years  after  his  admittance  in  the  said  Coll^,  subject  to 
the  Provisoes  hereinafter  menticHied  :•— 

*'  And,  that  the  like  annual  sum  of  £30.,  other  part  of  such 
Interest  and  produde  be  in  like  manner  applied  towards  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  Okb  other  such  Scholar  at  Ezbtbr 
CoLLBOB  aforesaid,  t^  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and  for 
the  like  term  of  Sev&i  years,  and  subject  to  the  same  Provisoes,-^  . 
which  Scholar  shall  have  been  educated  in  like  manner  at  Truro 
Onunmar  School  aforesaid,-— In  case  at  one  and  the  same  time 
there  shall  be  Two  such  Scholars  fit  and  proper  to  ei^oy  the 
said  Exhibition,  such  fitness  and  propriety  to  be  deterxnined  by 
the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
or  by  the  major  part  or  Survivors  or  Survivor  of  the  present 
Trustees: — But  if  at  any  time  there  shall  be  but  Onb  such 
Scholar  educated  at  Truro  Grammar  School  in  manner  afore- 
said, in  the  enjoyment  of  this  Exhibition,  that  then  such  Scholar 
shall  have  and  receive  the  sum  of  £S5,  by  the  year,  and  so  in 
|iroportion  for  any  less  or  greater  time,  and  the  Trustees  for  the 
time  being  shall  in  such  case  annually  i^ply  the  remaining  £25., 
or  other  remaining  sum,  for  and  towaids  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  any  other  Scholar  at  Exeter  College  aforesaid  (to 
be  chosen  by  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being),  who  shall  have 
been  educated  at  any  other  Grammar  School  within  the  County 
of  Cornwall, — ^whidi  last  mentioned  Scholar  shall  have  and 
eiyoy  the  same,  subject  to  the  Provisoes  hereinbefore  or  herdn- 
after  mentioned,  for  the  term  of  Four  years^i  ^^  '^  ^<^^  Trustees, 
&c.,  shall  choose  another  fit  and  proper  Scholar  from  Truro 
Grammar  School  to  be  placed  at  Exeter  College  afbresaid.  — 
j^rovided  nevertheless,  that  if  there  shall  at  any  time  be  one  or 
more  Exhibitioners  fiom  Truro  Grammar  School  at  Exeter  Col- 
lege aforesaid,  who  shall  have  respectively  ei\)oyed  the  said 
.Eadiibitions  for  Four  years  or  upwards  from  the  time  of  their 
respective  Elections  to  ^e  same,  and  there  shall  then  be  one  or 
more  Scholars  educated  in  manner  aforesaid  at  Truro  Grammar 
School,  who  shall  in  the  judgement  of  the  Trustees,  &c.,  be  fit 
to  succeed  one  or  both  of  sudh  former  Exhibitioners^— that  ^en 
and  in  such  case,  but  not  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Trustees,  &c.,  by  any  instrument,  or  writing  imder  their  or  his 
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hands  and  8ea]i>  or  hand  and  8eel>  to  remove  such  Exhibitioners 
or  Exhibitioner,  and  by  the  same  instrument  or  writing  to  nomi- 
nate and  appoint  a  i^ccessor,  or  Successors  as  the  case  shall 
happen,  so  educated  at  Truro  Grammar  School, — and  if  both 
sudi  Exhibitioners  shall  have  enjoyed  their  respective  Exhibi- 
tions for  the  space  of  Four  years  or  upwards,  and  there  then 
shall  be  but  onb  other  Scholar  educated  at  Truro  Grammar 
School  properly  qualified  to  succeed  to  the  said  Exhibition,  that 
then  such  of  the  said  Two  Exhibitioners  shall  be  removed  from 
his  Exhibition  as  the  Trustees,  &c.,  shall  think  fit  :-*- 

*'  And,  that  in  case  there  shall  be  no  such  Scholar  educated 
at  Truro  Grammar  School  in  manner  aforesaid,  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  said  Exhibitions,  or  fit  and  proper  to  be  nominated 
to  the  same  or  either  of  them,  that  then  the  Trustees,  &c.,  may 
nominate  One  or  Two  Scholar  or  Scholars,  educated  in  manner 
aforesaid  at  any  other  Grampiar  School  within  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  to  the  enjoymeivt  of  this  Exhibition  for  the  term  of 
Bntr  years  respectively,  or  'till  they  or  either  of  them  shall  be 
removed  in  manner  after  mentioned,  which  last  mentioned  Scho- 
lar or  Scholars,  if  Two,  shall  receive  £60,  per  annum  to  be 
equally  divided  between  them,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  less 
orgp^ater  time,— -and  if  but  one  Scholar,  then  £'35.  per  annum,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  any  less  or  greater  time,*— and  that  the  remain- 
ing i:^5.ahall  be  applied  by  the  Trustees,  for  the  benefitof  the  poor 
Children  who  are  to  be  taught  to  read  as  after  mentioned,  in  such 
mannerasthevorthe  major  part  of  them,  &c.,  shall  think  proper  :— 

'^  Provided,  neverdieless,  that  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to 
remove  such  Scholar  or  Scholars  educated  atony  other  School,  finwn 
theei^oymentof  thisExhibition/wbenandassoonas  TruroGram- 
mar  School  shall  be  able  to  fdmish  Exeter  College  with  ono- 
iher  Scholar,  or  Scholars,  properly  qualified  to  enjoy  tiie  same :— - 

''  And,  that  the  present  Trustees,  &c.^  may  suspend  or  remove 
anv  of  such  Scholus,  whether  educated  at  Truro  or  any  other 
Sdiool,  from  the  enjoyment  of  this  Exhibition,  on  any  gross  or 
notorious  irregularis  in  point  of  Morals  orCoUegiate  Discipline^ 
which  shall  be  certined  to  the  said  Trustees  by  the  Rector  (or^  in 
his  absence^  by  the  Sub-Rector)  of  Exeter  Collq;e  afores|dd»<— 
or,  in  case  the  said  Scholars,  or  either  of  them,  shall  not  duly 
keep  within  the  said  College  Three  Academical  Tenns  in  every 
year^  during  which  he  or  ti^ey  shall  respectively  e^joy  their  se- 
veral Exhibitions  :— 

'*  But  they  further  propose,  that  an  election  to  a  Fellowship 
or  Fellowships  of  Exeter  College  ^all  not  preclude  or  debar  the 
Schol9r8  aforesaid,  or  dtter  of  them  finom  the  enjoyment  of  the 
benefit  of  this  Exhibition.*' 
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This  Proposal  was  approved  by  the  Master,  andhb  Report 
was  confirmed  by  the  Court. 

Mr.  BoBEET  Paul,  of  Truro,  aged  Nineteen,  one  of  the 
present  Exhibiticmers,  was,  in  Easter  Term  1817)  dected  a 
FeUow ;  bdng  the  yofimgtst  ever  appointed,  it  is  said,  at 
ExETEB  College.    This  is  recorded  to  his  honour. 

The  present  Master  is  Mr.  Thomas  Hogg,  whose  Salary 
is  £50.  per  annum.  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils, — ^his 
annual  Terms  are.

The  size  of  Mr.  Hogg's  house  limits  him  to  Twelve 
Boarders.  He  is  the  Author  of  two  Poems,  <<  St  Michael^s 
Mount,  in  Cornwall,"' — and  <^  The  Influence  of  the  Holy 
Bible  "*'  Dr.  Fisher,  then  Bishop  of  Exeter,  after  having 
read  his  Testimomals,  which  he  pronounced  ^'  very  ampk^ 
and  having  administered  the  usual  Oaths,  granted  this  Gren- 
tleman his  Licence,  in  the  month  of  August,  1 805. 

The  Vacations,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  are  Five 
weeks  each.

On  the  23d  of  May,  1805,  the  day  of  Election,  there 
were  jB^gf^  "Candidates.     On  the  part  of  Mr.  Hogg  thefe 
were  numerous  high  and  merited  Testimonials  from  enunent 
Professors  in  TheUniverrity  of  Edinburgh,  strongly  expres- 
sive of  the  great  proficiency  which  he  had  made  in  the  pro- 
secution of  his   Studies  there,  for  several  years ; — ^Upon 
which  he  was  honourably  dected  by  the  Suffrages  of  the

The  Right  Hon.  Viscount  Falmouth  gives  annuaUy 
three  elegant  Silver  Medals  to  the  School,  bring  subsd* 
tuted  for  those  formerly  ^ven  by  Greneral  Macarmick. 
On  the  second  Thursday  of  September  a  select  number  of 
the  Scholars  deliver  Public  Speeches  in  English,  and  La* 
tin,  and  the  Medals  are  adjudged,  *^  dignissimo, — digniori^'^ 
digno."  The  value  of  the  Medals,  with  the  cases,  and  gilding, 
is  about  £6. 

Of  this  judicious  measure  The  Cornwall  GAiBEtTS,  of 
the  13th  (k  September,  1817,  thus  pleasingly  reports. — 

''  On  Thursday^  a  select  number  of  youi^  Gentlemen  de- 
claimed before  a  numerous  and  elegant  audience,  for  the  Medals 
annually  given  to  Tbubo  Grammar  School,  by  Viscount  Fal- 
mouth. The  first  Prize  was  adjudged  to  Master  Pol^wbelb,  of 
Kenwyn,— 4he  second,  to  Master  Curobnvbn,  of  St.  Kfi<^ael 
PenkiveU,— and  the  third,  to  Master  Michsll,  of  Kenwyn. 
Messrs.  Hooo,  Mackclean,  and  Moorsman,  who  had  received 
Medals  on  former  iDccasions,  received  the  unanhnous  thanks  of 
the  Committee,  for  the  excellence  of  their  performance. 

"  Judicious  attention  was  ptdd  to  the  literary  honour  of  Truro 
by  extracts  from  Mr.  Woodlby's  Poem  ''  RedempHan,** — Colo- 
nel Willtans's  '*  Infuence of  Genius/* ^TAr.UoQQ^B  *'  Injluence 
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of  The  BiAfe/'— and  The  Revd.  Mr.  Polwhelb's  ''  Influence 
of  Local  Attachments  The  manner  in  which  these  Speeches  were 
delivered^  did  no  little  credit  to  the  respective  Speakers^  whose 
abilities^  as  well  as  those  of  the  other  Candidates^  were  fully 
appreciated^  and  warmly  applauded  by  The  Company.**

The  Free  Geammae  School. 

Ik  the  begmning  of  the  year  1583,  Edmvkd  Gbikdall, 
a  native  of  Hensingham  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Bees,  then 
Archbishop  of  Cantbebuey,  intending  to  found  a  Grammar 
School  here,  applied  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  who,  by  her 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  April,  1583,  gnmted. 
That  there  should  be  one  Grammar  School  in  Kiekbt 
Beacock  alias  Saint  Beghes,  to  be  called  ^^  The  Fees 
Geammae  School  of  Edmuki)  Grindall,  Archbislu^  c^ 
Canteebury,'*  for  the  instruction  of  Youth, — to  have  one 
Master, — and  that  there  should  be  Seven  discreet  and 
honest  men,  to  be  called  Waedens  and  Goveenors  of  the 
Possessions,  Goods,  and  Revenues  of  the  School,— The 
Provost  of  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  and  The  Rector  of 
iEgremont,  for  the  time  being,  always  to  be  7\fo,  John 
Lamplby,  of  Lampley,  Esquire,  Robbet  Sandes,  of  Ret* 
tington,  Esquire,  William  Davies,  of  St  Bees,  Grentle- 
man,  Richaed  Skelton,  of  Walton,  Yeoman,  and  Robeet 
Geindall,  of  Hensingham,  Yeoman,  to  be  the  first  Grover- 
nors, — to  be  one  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
— to  have  a  Common  Seal, — ^and  to  receive  and  enjoy  any 
manors,  lands,  or  other  possesions  for  the  benefit  of  the 
School. 

1  he  Founder  was  empowered  to  appomt  a  Mast^,  when 
occasion  should  require,  during  his  own  life,— -and  to  make 
such  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the 
ordering  and  governing  the  Master,  Scholars,  and  Revenues, 
as  he  should  think  fit,  to  ^^  he  for  ever  kept  inviolable.^ 

And  after  the  death  of  the  Archbishop,  The  Provost  of 
Queen'^s  College,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  nominatioa 
of  the  Master,  so  as  be  be  a  peaqson  of  Learnings  and  bom 
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in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland,  Y<H:k,  Westmorland,  and 
Lancaster. 

In  virtue  of  this  authority  His  Grace  drew  up  the 
following  Statutes  and  Obdikakcbs,  for  the  better  Grovem- 
ment  and  ordering  of  his  Free  Grammar  School,  and  of  the 
Lands  and  Revenues  thereto  belonging,  which  are  dated  the 
3d  of  July,  1583,  and  were  solemnly  delivered  and  pub- 
Ushed  in  the  presence  of  Eight  Witnesses,  on  the  same 
day: — 

**  Of  the  Election  of  The  Wardens  and  Governors. 

Cap.  1. 

There  is  nothing  so  good  and  profitably  devised,  that  may  not 
very  soon,  either  by  negligence  grow  into  decay  or  by  maUce  be 
utterly  overthrown,  luilcss  it  be  upholden  by  good  Order  and 
careful  Government.    To  the  end  therefore,  that  our  purpose 
concerning  this  School  may  more  profitably  take  effect  and 
longer  continue,  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty  of  her  gra- 
cious Favor,  at  oiu*  humble  Petition,  hath,  by  her  Majesty's 
Letters  Patent  granted  and  appointed,  that  there  shall  for  ever 
and  from  time  to  time  be  sbvbn  discreet  and  honest  men  to  have 
the  oversight,  government,  and  disposition  of  this  School  and 
the  Lands,  Goods,  and  Revenues   thereof^    which  shall  be 
called,  Tue  Wardens  and  Governors  of  the  Possessions, 
Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Ed- 
MUNDE  Gbindall,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  Kyrbt  Beacok 
alicu  St.  Begbes,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland;  whereof  fhe 
Provost  of  the  Queen's  College,  in  Oxon,  and  the  Parsons  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Egebmonde,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland, 
shall  always  be  two,  and  their  Successors  fh>m  time  to  time, 
and  the  other  five,  after  the  death  or  deaths  of  any  of  them  that 
be  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patent,  shall  be  chosen  from  time 
to  time  according  to  the  Tenor  thereof,  that  is  to  say,  as  often 
as  it  shall  happen  one  or  more  of  them  for  the  time  being  to 
die,  the  Residue  of  the  Wardens  and  Governors  aforesaid  or 
the  greater  part  of  them,  within  six  weeks  after  his  or  their 
Death,  shall  make  choice  of  another  or  more  meet  Person  as 
necessity  shall  require,  to  succeed  in  their  Rooms.     And  if  the 
said  Wardens  or  Governors  so  surviving  shall  neglect  to  make 
choice  and  election  within  the  said  lime,  then  the  Reverend 
Father  in  God  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
and  may  elect  and  appoint  such  Persons  as  shall  be  meet  and 
needful  ibr  that  Puixxmc.-^  But  if  any  that  are  diosen  within  the 
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time  limited  shall  refuse  to  take  upon  them  the  Care  of  so  good 
and  profitable  a  work  (which  God  forbid)^  then  the  residue  or 
the  greater  part  of  the  said  Governors  shall  proceed  to  a  new 
Election^  within  six  weeks  after  such  refusal  signified  unto  any 
ot  (ke  said  Governors  under  the  Hand  of  the  Recu6ant.-^Afid 
fat  lUie  De&ult  of  the  said  GovemorSi  the  Election  shall  devolve 
to  iite  said  Bishop^  for  the  time  being.^ — ^The  Receiver  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  School^  for  the  time  being>  shall  give 
notice  as  well  unto  the  said  Wardens  and  Governors  or  to  so 
liitoy  as  conveniently  can  be  warned  of  the  occasions  and  times 
of  such  Meetings  as  also  to  the  said  Bishop  of  the  Default  of  the 
said  Wardens  (if  any  be)^  within  one  month  after  the  same,  or 
else  he  shall  lose  for  every  such  Default  on  his  part  Bio€  $hiU^tg$, 
to  be  defalked  out  of  his  Stipend. — And  we  will,  that  the  s^ 
Elections  shall  be  made  in  the  Chamber  that  shall  be  built  over 
the  School  for  such  Purposes,  and  in  the  meantime  in  some 
other  convenient  place^-'-and  a  Dinner  shall  be  provided  there 
for  the  said  Wardens  by  the  Receiver  for  the  time  being,  pro- 
vided that  the  Charge  thereof  exceed  not  6#.  8d. : — ^And  if  it  may 
conveniently  be  upon  the  general  and  ordinary  day  of  meeting 
hereafter  mentioned,  then  the  Charge  of  this  extraordinary 
Dinner  shall  be  saved. 

Of  the  Gbnbral  and  Ordinart  Mjeetino  of  the  Governors 

once  a  Year.    Cap.  2d. 

The  said  Wardens  and  Governors  shall  every  year  once  meet 
at  the  School,  viz.,  on  the  Tuesday  or  Thursday  in  the  Forenoon 
after  Easter  week,  and  shall  cause  these  Statutes  to  be  openly 
read  before  them  by  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  and  shall  make 
choice  of  one  of  themselves  to  be  Receiver  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
said  Sdiool  for  the  year  following,  and  shall  take  account  of  the 
old  Receiver. — ^They  shall  also  at  this  their  Meeting  consider  of 
those  things  that  shall  be  necessary,  about  the  disposing  of  the 
Lands  and  Revenues  of  the  school,  and  see  the  same  careildly 
preserved  and  maintained,  according  to  the  special  Trust  reposed 
in  them,  and  shall  view  the  Buildings  and  take  account  of  the 
Implements  belonging  thereto,  and  look  whether  the  same  be 
idean  and  decently  kept  and  preserved.-^And  shall  i^point  the 
Decays  thereof  to  be  mended  and  supplied, — ^They  ^all  also, 
witii  the  Assistance  of  some  godly  and  learned  Man,  examine 
the  dUigenoe  and  good  behaviour  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  see 
how  hiB  Scholars  do  profit  under  him,  and  whether  he  perfbrm 
Us  Duty  in  bringing  them  up  in  Learning  and  in  the  Fear  of 
God^  or  no.^-And  if  he  be  careful  and  diligent^  they  shall  oom- 
mend  and  encourage  him,  butif  they  find  him  to  be  notoriously 
negligent  or  given  to  any  grievous  Crime^  they  shall  rebuke  and 
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admoniah  him  thereof,  and  if  he  shall  not  forthwith  reform  him- 
selfi  they  shall  the  second  time  admonish  him  by  their  Letters 
or  otherwise  within  three  Months^  but  if  he  do  not  then  amende 
let  him  be  removed  by  the  Receiver  (who  for  his  years  shall 
have  special  care  thereof)^  with  the  consent  of  three  others  of 
the  Wardens. — And  warning  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Wardens 
to  the  Provost  of  Queen*s  College^  in  Oxon,  for  the  time  being, 
and  upon  his  Defoult  to  the  Master  of  Pembroke  Hall  in  Cam- 
bridge, for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  said  Letters  Patent, 
to  make  choice  of  another  that  shall  be  meeter. — Finally  the  said 
Wardens  and  Governors  shall  have  Care,  that  these  Statutes  be 
duly  observed  in  idl  points,  and  that  the  Accounts  of  the  Re* 
ceivers,  and  the  Elections  and  Grants,  and  other  orders  that  shall 
be  set  down  or  made  by  them  or  their  Meetings  shall  be  registered 
in  a  Book  for  that  Purpose,  with  the  day  and  year  of  the  same, 
by  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Gover* 
nors  before  thdr  Departure,  and  the  (Governors  that  do  consent 
to  the  said  Accounts,  Elections,  Grants  or  Orders,  shall  subscribe 
their  names  or  marks  unto  the  same. — ^The  said  Regpister  Book 
shall  be  kept  in  the  Chest  hereafter  mentioned,  and  shall  not  aft 
any  time  be  taken  out  of  the  said  Chamber, — And  we  allow  to 
the  said  Governors,  for  a  Dinner  every  year  at  this  their  General 
Meeting  to  be  prepared  for  them  in  the  said  Chamber,  or  in  the 
meantime  in  some  other  convenient  place  by  thdr  Receiver 
13«.  4d. 

Of  the  Rkcbivsb  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School. 

Cap.  Sd. 

We  will,  that  the  Receiver  shall  be  chosen  every  year  at  the 
General  Meeting  (unless  urgent  Cause  be  to  the  contrary),  and 
by  the  greater  part  of  the  Governors  that  shall  be  present,  and 
he  shall  see  the  School  rqiaired,  if  need  require,  within  his  yearj 
and  pay  the  wages  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  at  the  end  of 
every  usual  Quarter  c^  the  year,  viz,,  at  Michaelmas,  Christmas, 
the  Annunciation,  and  Midsummer  3  he  shall  also  take  ord^, 
that  the  Annuity  be  paid  to  Piembroke  Hall,  in  Cambridge, 
according  to  a  Covenant  to  be  made  by  the  said  Governors  for 
the  same  $  and  he  shall  have  authority  to  receive  the  Revenues 
of  the  School  for  his  year,  which  shall  begin  at  the  Annunciation 
before  his  Election,  and  to  acquit  the  Tenants  and  others  chaige- 
able  with  the  Pkiyment  thereof,  upon  the  Receipt  of  the  same  by 
himself  or  his  Deputy;  and  we  will,  that  immediately  upon  his 
Election  he  shall  enter  into  Bond  su^cient  to  the  said  WardeaSj 
to  make  a  true  account  at  the  year's  end  before  them  at  thdr 
general  and  ordinary  meeting,  and  to  deliver  up  unto  them  such 
ttonqr  as  diaU  remain  iiq^n  his  account,  which  shaU  inimediately 
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be  pat  into  a  chest  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose^  and  shall 
remain  there  in  a  stock  for  uses  hereafter  mentioned ; — he  shall 
also  give  warnings  as  is  said  before^  of  the  death  or  reftasal  of 
any  of  the  Five  Governors  that  shall  happen  within  his  year, 
and  of  the  occasions  and  times  of  Public  Meetings^  and  of  the 
avoidance  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  shall  receive  tor  hia 
pains  80». 

Of  the  SCHOOLMASTBB. 

Cap.  4th. 

The  Schoolmaster  shall  be  nominated  and  i^pointed  by  us 
during  our  natural  Life,  and  after  our  Death  by  the  Provost  of 
the  Queen*s  College,  in  Oxon,  for  the  time  being. — ^But  if  the 
said  Provost,  at  any  time  within  two  Months  next  after  the 
avoidance  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  upon  reasonable  warning 
thereof  by  the  more  part  of  the  said  wardens  and  governors  for 
the  time  being,  shall  not  appoint  another  meet  and  learned  per- 
son, that  can  make  Greek  and  Latin  verses,  and  read  and  inter- 
pret the  Greek  Grammar  and  other  Greek  Authors,  and  which 
is  and  shall  be  bom  within  the  Counties  of  Cumberland,  York, 
Westmorland,  or  Lancaster,  to  be  Schoolmaster  there,  then  and 
so  often  the  Master  of  Pembroke-Hall,  in  Cambridge,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  have  the  authority  to  nominate  and  appoint 
the  like  meet  and  learned  Man  in  the  said  place  for  that  time, 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  said  Letters  Patent. — The  School- 
master shall  carefully  seek  to  bring  up  all  his  Scholars  equally 
in  Learning  and  good  Mannefv,  and  shall  refuse  none,  being 
bom  in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  of  whom 
he  shall  receive  only  4d.  a  piece  at  their  first  coming,  for  the 
entering  of  their  names  into  his  Book,  and  no  more  for  their 
teaching.— And  he  shall  have  for  his  pains  yearly  £20.,  to  be 
paid  unto  him  quarterly  as  is  aforesaid,  by  equal  portions,  and 
at  his  first  coming  shall  receive  towards  his  charges  in  his 
journey,  so  much  of  the  said  yearly  Stipend  as  shall  be  grown 
due  since  the  avoidance  of  the  last  Schoolmaster  before  him.«— 
Further,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the 
Sdiool  above  Twenty  Days  in  the  whole  year,  except  the  twelve 
Days  in  Christmas,  and  in  Easter,  and  Whitson  week,  or  with- 
out urgent  cause  and  special  licence  obtained  of  the  more  part 
of  the  Governors,  and  then  he  shall  appoint  some  other  meet 
Bian  to  siq>ply  his  place  -,  and  if  he  tarry  away  longer  than  the 
time  limited,  he  shall  lose  for  every  day  twelvepence,  to  be 
taken  and  de&lked  out  of  his  wages  by  the  Receiver ;  but  if  he 
shall  willingly  absent  himself  Fourteen  Days  together,  or  by 
the  space  of  one  Month  at  several  times  in  one  year,  above  the 
tune  limited,  as  is  aforesaid,  then  he  shall  lose  his  place^  and 
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notice  shallbeghroidMreof  totfienidFrovoil^ortotfie 
ter  c^  Pemlnoke-Hal],  forlht  tmie  btm^  m  Idt  defink,  and  it 
fhall  be  lawfol  fyr  them  to  dmse  turn  agaiiiyoraome  odierneet

Item,  He  shall  recehre  the  Implementa  and  Bedding  by  Inven- 
tory from  the  GorernofB,  and  shall  enter  into  wiflirimt  Bond  at 
his  first  Entrance,  to  make  good  the  same  from  time  to  time. 

Item,  We  do  by  tiiese  presents  nominate  and  appoint  Nicho£as 
CoPBLANDE,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  to  be  the  fint  SchoofanaBter 
there. 

Of  the  UsHEB. 

Cap.  5th. 

The  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  shall  have  anthority  to 
appoint  some  poor  Scholar,  that  understandeth  his  Grammar, 
and  can  write  a  reasonable  hand,  to  be  his  Usher  under  him  ^ 
who  shall  teach  the  Children  to  read  and  write  English,  and  to 
say  by  heart  the  Catechism  in  English  set  forth  by  public  autho- 
rity, with  the  additions,  and  the  Accidence,  and  when  they  are 
able  to  learn  construction  they  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Mas- 
ter's School. — ^The  Usher  shall  have  for  his  wages  yearly  ftwe 
marks,  to  be  paid  by  the  Receiver  quarterly,  and  may  take  finr 
every  one  that  are  limited  to  be  taught  by  him  2d,  a  piece  at 
their  Entrance  into  the  School,  besides  that  which  the  Master 
shall  have  as  is  aforesaid ;  he  shall  also  have  4d.  a  piece  yeaily 
of  every  one  that  he  shall  teach  to  write,  so  long  as  he  taketh 
pains  with  them. — ^The  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the  oversight 
and  government  of  the  Usher,  and  of  his  dmngs,  and  may  place 
and  displace  him  as  his  deserts  may  require,  and  as  shaU  seem 
eonvenient  unto  the  said  Schoolmaster. 

Of  the  Authors  and  Books  to  be  read  in  the  said  School. 

Cap.  6th. 

The  Schoolmaster  shall  encourage  the  good  natured,  and 
diose  that  are  toward  in  Learning,  by  praising  and  prefemng 
them  to  higher  places,  and  shall  dispraise  and  displace  the  sloth- 
fvl  and  untoward,' that  either  for  love  of  commendation  or  for  of 
shame  they  may  be  provoked  to  learn  and  profit  at  their  books. 
He  shall  diiefly  labour  to  make  his  Scholars  profit  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Gnunmar,  and  to  the  end  they  may  the  better  profit 
therein,  he  shall  exercise  them  in  the  best  Authors  in  both 
tongues  that  are  meet  for  their  capacity, — Provided  always,  that 
tiie  first  books  of  construction  that  they  shall  read  either  in 
Latin  or  Greek,  shall  be  the  smaller  Catediisms  set  forth  by 
public  authority  fbr  that  purpose  in  the  said  tongues,  which  we 
win  th^  shall  learn  by  heart,  that  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
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toDgaet  thejr  may  also  learn  their  duty  towarda  God  and  MaQ' 
Hiese  boolcB  shall  only  be  read  in  the  ^aid  School^  exc^t  it 
shall  be  otherwise  appointed  hereafter  by  those  that  have  auUM)-

The  Residue,  together  with  the  penalties  y^at  shall  happooi^ 
shall  be  put  into  the  Chest  at  the  year's  end,  at  the  said  General 
Meeting,  to  be  employed  from  time  to  time  upon  the  RepaiDa<- 
tions  and  other  necessary  Charges  of  the  School  -,  and  the  over- 
plus shall  be  kept  for  a  Stock,  for  uses  hereafter  specified.*^ 
AndwewiU,  that  the  Lands  and  possesnons  granted,  or  hereafter  to 
be  granted  tmto  the  $aid  Wardens  and  Gwemors,  shall  be  lei  and 
em^hyed  to  the  best  Benefit  of  the  School  And  the  Fines  that 
shall  be  received,  and  the  Surplusage  of  Rent  thai  shall  be  here* 
after  received  upon  the  same,  shall  be  ^thfully  laid  up  in^ihe 
said  Chest  for  the  Increase  of  the  Stock  aforesaid,  wherewith 
we  charge  the  Consciences  of  the  Wardens  and  Governors  of  the 
said  School  and  their  Successors.

Cap.  8th. 

\Vhen  it  shall  hiq;>pen  that  the  Stodk  of  the  said  School  shall 
be  increased  and  amount  to  the  Sum  of  four  Score  Pounds,  then 
we  will  and  ordain  that  so  much  thereof  as  wiU  serve  after  the 
Rate  of  twenty  Years  purdiase  or  thereabouts,  shall  be  employed 
for  the  baying  and  purchaaing  of  Lands,  Annuities,  or  other 
yearly  Revenues  of  five  Maiks,  to  be  assured  to  the  said  War* 
dens  and  Governors,  and  their  Successors,  by  the  Name  of  their 
Incorporation,  which  shall  be  employed  for  ever  from  time  to 
time  for  Exhibition  and  Relief  upon  a  Poor  Scholar  in  Pembrokt- 
Hall^  in  Cambridge,  which  shall  be  nominated  by  the  greater 
part  of  the  Ward^,  and  taken  out  of  such  as  shall  be  bom  in 
the  Counties  of  Cumberland  or  Westmorland,  and  brought  up 
in  this  Schoc^,  and  be  able  to  make  a  true  verse  in  XAtin,  and 
hatti  mad  the  Greek  Grammar.  And  the  said  Scholar  shall  en- 
joy the  said  Exhibition  untilhe  shall  forsake  the  sakJUniverfitfr, 
or  shall  be  prelerred  to  some  place  in  one  of  the  Colleges  there, 
that  shall  be  as  beneficial  unto  him  as  the  said  Five  Marks  -,  and 
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then  the  said  Wardens^  or  the  more  part  of  them,  shall  appoint 
another  so  qualified  as  before^  to  have  the  same  Exhibition  in 
form  aforesaid,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever,*»And  when 
it  shall  happen,  that  the  said  Stock  shall  grow  to  the  Sum 
aforesaid,  then  we  will  the  like  Order  shall  be  in  all  points  and 
conditions  observed,  for  the  Relief  of  a  poor  Scholar  in  the 
Queen's  College,  in  Oxford,— And  so  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
said  Stock  shall  increase,  the  like  Purchases  shall  be  made  and 
employed  as  is  said  before  towards  the  maintenance  of  more 
Scholars  in  the  said  Universities,  to  be  placed  by  the  said  War- 
dens and  Governors,  and  their  Successors,  as  is  aforesaid.  The 
first  in  Cambridge,  the  second  in  Oxford,  the  third  in  Cambridge, 
the  fourth  in  Obdbrd,  and  so  forth  orderly  for  ever,  until  the 
fiill  Sum  granted  by  the  said  Lietters  Patent  to  be  purchased 
and  obtained  by  the  said  Wardens  and  Governors  shall  be 
fiilfiUed. 

Of  the  Common  Seal,  and  keeping  the  Evidencbs  of  the  School. 

Cap.  9th. 

Whereas  her  Majesty  hath  appointed  the  said  Wardens  to  have 
a  Common  Seal  for  ever,  to  be  used  in  their  Affairs  as  need  shall 
require,  we  will  that  the  said  Seal  shall  be  kept  in  a  little  Casket 
with  a  Lock  within  the  said  Chest,  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall 
keep  the  Key  thereof, — ^which,  at  his  departure  from  the  School, 
he  shall  leave  with  the  Receiver.  ^The  said  Seal  shall  not  be 
set  to  any  Instrument  or  Grant,  but  in  the  presence  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  more  part  of  the  said  Governors,  and  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Schoolmaster,  who  shall  immediately  after  the 
Sealing  lock  up  the  same  again.— The  Chest  wherein  the  said 
Casket,  the  Register  Book,  this  Book  of  Statutes  and  other 
Evidences,  together  with  the  said  Stock,  shall  be  kept,  shall 
have  three  several  Locks  and  the  Keys  thereof  shall  be  kept  by 
three  of  the  Wardens,  so  as  no  one  Man  shall  have  two  of  the 
said  Keys  in  his  Custody  at  once,  neither  shall  any  of  them  sufier 
his  Key  to  be  used  in  his  absence,  but  in  extreme  necessity,  and 
then  he  shall  commit  the  same  to  some  other  of  the  Wardens 
that  hath  not  a  Key. — ^This  Chest  shall  always  remain  in  the 
aforesaid  Chamber,  the  Door  whereof  shall  have  two  strong 
Locks  and  the  Keys  of  the  said  Locks  shall  be  kept,  the  one  by 
the  Receiver,  the  other  by  the  Schoolmaster,  who  upon  his  De- 
parture shall  deliver  his  Key  to  one  of  the  Wardens  that  is  not 
Receiver,  to  be  kept  by  him  imtil  there  be  a  new  Schoolmaster. 
And  we  proband  charge  the  Wardens  as  they  wUl  answer  unto  God 
mt  the  dreadful  day  of  Judgment,  that  they  see  theie  Statutes 
FAITHFULLY  obsew^  to  the  uttermost  of  their  Power. 
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Certain  Orders  for  the  Scholars. 

Imprimis,  they  shall  resort  to  the  School  every  working  Day  by 
seven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  remain  there  'till  eleven  ; 
likewise  after  Dinner  they  shall  come  by  one  of  the  Clocks  and 
continue  until  five,  except  the  Schoolmaster  shall  at  any  time 
gprant  them  leave  to  play,  which  shall  not  be  above  once  in  a 
week>  except  it  be  in  Christmas^  and  in  Easter^  and  Whitson 
weeks. 

Item,  both  at  their  coming  and  departing  they  shall  with  audi- 
ble and  distinct  voice  say  Prayers  upon  their  Eiiees,  the  Master 
and  Usher  joining  with  them,  in  such  Form  as  shall  hereafter 
be  described  and  appointed.  And  when  they  depart  from  School 
(unless  they  have  leave  to  play)  they  shall  go  two  and  two  toge- 
ther, so  fEur  as  their  way  lieth,  without  wandering  and  gadding 
out  of  Order. 

Item,  they  shall  every  Saturday  in  the  Forenoon  repeat  that 
which  they  have  learned  the  week  before ;  and  when  any  of 
them  shall  be  thought  to  be  able  by  the  Schoolmaster,  two  shall 
be  appointed  weekly  to  declaim  upon  some  Theme  by  heart  the 
same  day  before  Dinner,  and  they  shall  exhibit  their  Declama- 
tions in  writing,  and  others  that  shall  be  thought  meet  shall 
exhibit  verses  upon  the  same  Theme  to  the  Master,  that  he  may 
peruse  them^  and  teach  them  to  amend  the  Faults^  and  during 
the  reciting  of  the  said  Declamations,  the  rest  of  the  Scholars 
shall  be  attentive. 

Item,  upon  Saturdays  and  Half-holidays  in  the  afternoon,  they 
shall  apply  their  writing  by  the  space  of  two  Hours,  and  the 
Master  and  Usher  in  the  meantime  shall  examine  such  of  thmr 
Scholars  as  they  think  meet  in  the  Catechism,  either  in  Eng- 
lish, Latin,  or  Greek,  according  to  their  Capacities,  and  as 
they  have  learned  the  same. 

Item,  If  any  of  them  shall  use  swearing,  filthy  talk,  lewd  and 
licentious  Books  or  Songs,  they  shall  be  sharply  punished.*' 

The  benevolent  Founder  had  purchased  in  his  life  time, 
in  the  name  of  the  Groi^emors,  certain  lands,  called  ^^  Pal- 
mer*8  FiMs^  at  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  then 
worth  £50.  per.  annum,  as  stated  in  the  Statutes.  This 
Estate  was  afterwards  very  improperly  leased  out  for  One 
Thousand  Years,  without  fine,  or  confflderadon  to  the 
School ! 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1583,  the  Archbishop  died,  before

the  Foundation  was  fully  completed,  leaving  at  the  time  of 
his  Decease  £500.  in  the  hands  of  his  Executors,  to  pur- 
chase therewith  lands  of  the  annual  value  of  £30.  for  the 
further  maintenance  of  the  School% 

And  it  would  seem,  that  the  School  was  built  very  soon 
after  by  his  Executors,  as  the  Doorway  has  the  date  of  1583 
upon  it. 

On  the  15th  of  June,  1585,  a  second  Patent  was  granted 
by  Queen  Elizabeth  in  confirmation  of  the  former,  reci- 
ting the  several  particulars,  and  specially  directing  that  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances,  which  had  been  made  by  the 
Archbishop,  should  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  thereaft;er,  be 
observed  and  kept  inviolable. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  1604,  King  James  the  First,  in 
augmentation  of  the  original  Endowment,  granted  to  the 
Wardens  and  Grovemors  of  the  School,  and  th^  Successors" 
forever, — 

All  those  Sixteen  messuages  or  tenements^  situate  in  the  Vill 
or  Hamlet  of  Sandwith,  in  the  County  of  Cimiberland,  in  the 
possession  of  William  Latvs^  John  Sympson,  and  others,  being 
late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  Dissolved  Cell  of  St.  Bees, 
and  late  belonging  to  the  Monastery  of  St.  Mary  near  York  :— 

And  all  that  Sheep-pasture,  or  Common  of  Pasture  for  300 
sheep,  called  '^  Sandwith  Marsh,*'  in  the  said  County,  in  the  pos- 
session of  William  Latus,  late  part  of  the  possessions  of  the 
Cell  of  St.  Bees  :— 

And  all  that  messuage,  called  ^^  Sea  Cote,'"  in  the  demesne  of 
St.  Bees,  parcel  of  the  said  Dissolved  Cell,  in  the  possession  of 
Anthony  Hardknbb :— 

And  all  those  Forty-eight  messuages  in  the  possession  of 
WiUiiAM  Gibson,  and  others,  within  the  ViU  and  Fields  of 
Kirkby  Beacock,  late  parcel  of  the  said  Cell : — 

And  all  that  yearly  Rent  of  45«..2d.f ,  issuing  but  of  Two  mes- 
saages>  called  ''  Nether  Walton,  and  Lockeridge,''  and  the  fog- 
gage  and  after  pasture  of  a  Meadow,  called  ''  The  Green  Hayg," 
situate  in  Kirkby  Beacock^  in  the  possession  of  William  Latus^ 
and  Edmund  Skblton  : — - 

And  an  annual  Rent  of  22«..ll(2f .  issuing  out  of  Two  messua- 
ges in  Kirkby  Beacock>  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Hodgson^ 
and  Robert  Painter  : — 
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And  all  that  Meadow>  called  *' Sawerm^e,*'  in  Ktrkby  Beacock, 
in  the  possession  of  James  Grindall^  Clerk>  and  James  Cros- 

THWAITB  :  — 

And  all  that  foggage  or  after  pasture  of  a  meadow^  called 
''  The  Goseyingy*  in  possession  of  Richard  Young  : — 

And  all  that  foggage  in  a  Meadow  near  "  The  Beck-Mill,*'  in 
the  possession  of  William  Latus  : — 

The  yearly  rent  of  l6s..Sd.,  called  *'  Walk-mill  Silver;'  paya- 
ble in  common  among  the  Tenants  of  the  Manor  of  St.  Bees  :— 

And  of  ^48.,  issuing  out  of  the  Manor  of*  Hensingham>  late 
John  Skelton^  Esqr's. ; — 

And  all  those  Four  Messuages  in  Hensingham^  and  Wray,  in 
the  possession  of  John  Grindall^  and  others^  and  all  perquisites 
and  profits  of  Courts  there  valued  at,  communibus  annis,  ^..6d. 
a  year: — 

All  which  premises  were  late  parcel  of  the  lands  and  posses- 
sions of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloner,  Knt.,  deceased,  and  by  a  particu- 
lar survey  were  valued  at  X28..8..0J  per  annum  .— 

To  be  holden  as  of  the  Manor  of  Sherijf  Button,  in  the  County 
of  York,  in  free  soccage. 

An  Act  of  Parliament  was  soon  after  passed,  confirming 
this  Grant. 

In  the  year  1608,  The  Wardens  and  Governors  granted 
to  the  Tenants  in  St  Bees,  and  Sandwith,  leases  of  the  several 
tenements,  which  had  been  given  by  the  Royal  Grant  in 
1604,  for  the  term  of  One  Thousand  years, — which,  it  is 
sud,  Archbishop  Bancroft  obliged  the  Grovemors  to  do. 

The  present  annual  value  of  these  lands  is  supposed  to  be 
at  least  £8000., — but  the  revenue  arising  from  them  io  the 
Schooly  is  stated  to  be  less  than  £100. 

In  the  above  mentioned  Leases  a  reservation  is  made  of  the 
Royalties,  &c.,  and  of  the  Mines  and  Minerals  on  the  pre- 
mises flo  leased,  and  also  of  the^stone  and  slate  necessary  for 
the  repair  of  the  School  and  itVpremises. 

It  appears  that  Lord  Lonsdale,  who  is  one  of  the  Go- 
vernors, claims  the  Royalties  belonging  to  the  School  as 
granted  to  the  Lowther  Family  by  lease  from  the  Go- 
vernors :— it  does  not  appear,  what  rent  is  paid  for  this  lease, 
as  the  sum  reported  as  the  rent,  is  said  by  others  to  be  in 
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lieu  cxf  40  loads  of  CoaU  formerly  granted  to  the  Sdiool  out 
of  a  pit  in  X>ord  Lonsdale^s  Manor,  which  is  mentioned 
in  the  life  of  Archbishop  Grikdall. 

The  Grovemors,  however,  do  yet  hold  possesnon  of  the 
Royalties  within  the  Flood-mark.  They  let  on  lease  an 
Alabaster  Quarry,  which  forms  the  chief  part  of  the  Revenue 
of  the  Scliool,  at  £60.  per  annum.  They  hold  a  Court  an- 
nually  in  the  School-house. 

A  field,  a  few  years  since,  came  to  the  School,  for  want, 
it  is  believed,  of  some  person  to  claim  it  as  heir,  the  owner 
dying  suddenly, — ^being  a  part  of  what  is  now  called  "  School- 
land,"  and  holden  under  the  Leases  granted  in  1608. 

The  parcel  of  Land,  called  in  King  James's  grant, 
"  Sandwith  Marshy'^  is  said  to  have  been  leased  about  40  or 
50  years  since,  at  £  10.  per  annum^  a  sum  very  inadequate 
to  it^s  present  value. 

On  the  15th  of  January,  1<I29,  William  Hickbaeeow, 
the  then  Master,  addressed  a  most  sorrowful  petition  to  The 
Bishop  of  Chestee,  which  he  styles  ^^  A  true  Relation  of 
the  State  and  Grovemment  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of 
st»  jSees. 

After  describing  the  Foundation,  and  the  impropriety  of 
the  lease  of  "  Palmer's  Fieldt^ — he  adds, 

*'  The  <£500.  left  in  monies  to  purchase  £30.  per  annum  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  School,  are  all  wasted  and  spent  and  no 
land  therewith  purchased^  to  the  SchooVs  loss  of  £SO,per  annum 
for  ever. 

"  The  lands  of  £28..8..0.  old  rent,  given  by  His  Majesty,  are 
also  leased  out  for  a  Thousand  tears  for  409.  a  year  in  increase 
of  rent,  and  £\9J0,  in  lieu  of  a  Fine,  which  lands,  if  they  were 
rightly  disposed,  were  worth  100  marks  per  annum  at  the  least,-— 
which  £\ko.  hath  rested  in  other  men*s  hands  for  the  space  of 
so  years,  without  any  use  or  benefit  to  the  School ;  and  is  in 
danger  to  he  lost,  through  the  Grovemors*  negligence  to  call  for  it. 

*'  None  of  the  Founder's  godlie  Statutes  for  six  or  seven  years 
have  been  observed  by  the  Govemors,<i'-noe  Generall  Meetings 
in  all  that  time, — noe  Receiver  chosen^  nor  Accompt  made  in 
sue  long  a  space, — noe  Wages  paid  to  the  Scholemaster  and 
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Usher,  for  a  whole  yeare  last  past, — noe  Schollars  examined,-— 
noe  Schole-rents  gathered  for  the  space  of  two  yeares  last,  or 
thereabouts, — noe  Arrearages  of  rents  levied,  albeit  the  Governors 
are  inabled  to  distreyn  for  non-payment  of  rent, — and  albeit 
divers  of  the  Schole  tenants  are  behinde  with  their  rents,  some 
20  marks,  some  10,  some  more,  some  less. — All  the  Schole  is 
out  of  frame,  and  the  Governors  (as  it  were)  connived  utterlie  to 
overthrow  it.  Albeit  the  Schole-master  hath  spent  about  £'200. 
in  order  to  recover  it*s  decayed  revenues,  and  to  reduce  it  to  it's 
first  foundation,  which  took  noe  effect,  through  the  untymelie 
death  of  the  delinquent  Governors.**'-^ 

'f  And  whereas  The  Revd.  Father  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ches- 
ter upon  the  avoidance  of  Three  of  the  Governors,  and  now 
Mrithin  six  weekes  after  chosen  to  succeed  in  their  rooms,  hath 
chosen  Three  other  honest  men  to  supplie  these  places,  who 
would  indeavour  to  redress  manie  abuses  in  the  government  ^ 
some  of  the  old  Governors  oppose  his  Lordship's  election,  and 
with  frivolous  arguments,  seekes  to  evade  his  choyce  of  the 
Three  last  elected  Governors,  contrarie  to  the  tenore  of  the 
Founder's  Statutes." 

''  The  now  Scholemaster  both  in  Schole  and  Church  hath 
taken  great  paynes,  amongst  these  Parishioners  for  sixteen  or 
seventeen  yeares  last  past,  yett  never  received  from  them  anie 
thing  for  his  labour  in  all  that  tyme,  --  save  onelie  malitious  ca- 
lumnie,  unjust  slanders,  and  mortaU  hatred,-^  for  some  of  them 
have  at  severall  tymes,  practised  to  take  away  his  life  for  bring- 
ing in  question  their  Schole-injureing- Leases.*' 

He,  therefore,  implores  His  Lordship,  seeing  all  the  *'  mortall 
woundes  of  the  poore  distressed  Schoole," — and  for  his  love  to 
Learning,  for  the  high  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  first  Founder, 
for  the  discharge  of  his  Episcopal  Ofiice, ''  to  reach  his  helpinge 
hand  to  the  languishinge  Schole-master,  to  refbrme  the  mis- 
government."— f/ar/.  MSS.  No.  2176.  art.  134. 

Sir  John  Lowthee,  who  died  in  1705,  gave  £5.  per 
annum  to  the  School,  and  a  valuable  Libbaby  ;  to  which 
Sir  Joseph  Williamson,  Secretary  of  State  to  Charles 
the  Second,  made  considerable  additions.  Dr.  Lamplugh, 
Archbishop  of  York,  also  gave  £5,  per  annum  to  the  Li- 
brary, which  is  now  withdrawn.  Bishop  Baklow  presented 
several  valuable  books.  And  the  present  Earl  of  IiOKSDALE> 
in  1803,  proved  a  Benefactor  to  this  very  useful  Institutim, 
\\luch  contains  some  excellent  works  in  Divinity. 
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Thomas  Chaloker,  Esq.,  gave  an  acre  and  a  half  of 
land,  on  a  part  of  which  the  Master^s  house,  and  the  School 
stand, — and  the  remainder  is  nearly  equally  divided  into 
Garden  for  the  Master,  and  Play-ground  for  the  Scholars. 

The  School  Revenues  arise  partly  from  Land,  partly  from 
an  Alabaster  Quarry,  and  partly  from  Lord^s  Rents,  the 
Manor  of  St  Bees  being  the  property  of  the  School. 

All  this  property  is  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Bees,  and  the  pre- 
sent annual  Rental  is  about  £  1 13. 

The  Seven  Waedens  and  Governors,  who  have  the 
government  of  the  School,  and  the  direction  of  it's  Revenues, 
meet  annually  in  a  Room  which  is  built  over  the  School, 
called  <^  The  Governor's  Room,'*  in  Easter  Week,  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  of  The  Founder,  for  purposes  connected 
with  their  Office. 

The  present  Governors  are — 
The  Earl  of  Lonsdale. 

Septimus  Collinson,  D.  D.,  Provost  of  Queen's  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  ex  officio. 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Scott,  Rector  of  Egremont,  ex  officio. 
Dr.  Satterthwaite. 

The  Revd.  Richard  Armistead,  the  Receiver. 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Fleming. 
Humphrey  Senhouse,  Esq.,  of  Nether-Hall. 
This  School  is  in  reality  yr^r^  only  td  the  Counties  of 
Cumberland   and  Westmorland,   thotigh  custom  has  ren- 
dered it  the  same  as  if  it  were  free  to  every  County  in 
England,  as  no  distinction  is  made  between  those  that  are, 
and  those  that  are  not  free,  every  Scholar  presenting  the 
Head  Master  and  the  Second  Master  with  an  annual  offering 
on  Shrove  Tuesday^  which  varies  according  to  the  means 
and  inclinations  of  the  donors.     Some  will  exceed  three 
guineas;  others  will  not  exceed  half  a  guinea,  and  the  Parish 
Children  that  are  poor,  pay  simply  the  wmxaaX  fourpaicc 
required  by  the  Statutes. 
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The  number  of  Scholars  has  greatly  yaried,— it  has  far 
exceeded  100,  and  has  been  reduced  to  30.  The  School 
will  now  ^n  1817)  commence  with  nearly  60.  All  apphcants 
are  admitted  after  seven  years  of  age,  and  there  is  no  super- 
annuation. The  form  of  admission  is  the  entering  of  the 
name  of  the  individual  to  be  admitted,  into  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose, — the  age,  and  place  of  abode,  as  well  as  the 
day  of  entrance  bdng  inserted. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use.  Valpt's 
Greek  Grammar  is  also  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Upper 
Classes,  after  they  have  been  well  grounded  in  the  Eton  ; 
and  the  Classical  Authors  are  such  as  are  usually  read  in 
great  Schools.  Writing  also  and  arithmetic,  geography, 
English  grammar,  and  various  branches  of  Mathematics  are 
taught  by  a  TTiird  Master,  who  has  a  quarterly  charge  on 
those  who  receive  such  instructions,  the  School  b^ng  only 
free  for  the  Classics. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £25.  per  annum  each^ 
at  Queen's  College,  Oxford,  founded  by  Dt:  Thomas,  late 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  for  the  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the 
Diocese  of  Carlisle,  and  educated  at  the  Schools  of  Carlisle 
and  St.  Bees. 

A  St.  Bees  Scholar  has  also  the  privilege  of  becoming  a 
Candidate  for  one  of  the  Five  valuable  Exhibitions  left  by 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings.     See,  Leeds. 

Young  men  from  St.  Bees  usually  enter  at  Queen^s  Col- 
lege, in  Oxford,  because  the  Foundation  of  that  College  is 
reserved  for  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Students  only. 
However,  Cambridge  is  preferred  by  some  individuals. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bead- 
let,  M.  A.,  of  Queen^s  Coll^,  Oxford,  who  has  recently 
been  appointed.  His  Salary  is  £50.  jper  annum^ — all  taxes, 
rates,  and  repairs  being  generally  defrayed  by  the  Grovemors, 
— with  between  5  and  6  acres  of  meadow  ground,  and  a 
comfortable  Dwelling-house,  upon  which  the  jHresent  Earl  of 
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Lonsdale  expended  £700.,  and  which  will  conveniently 
admit  Twenty  Boarders.  This  Grentleman^s  terms  for  private 
PujHb  do  not  exceed  Thirty-five  guineas  'per  annum^  exclu- 
sive of  washing,  and  of  the  annual  offering  on  Shrove  Tues- 
day. 

The  Second  Master  (who  is  appointed  by  The  Head 
Master)  is,  Mr,  Joseph  Babnes,  a  Son  of  a  former  Master. 
The  Second  Master  has  usually  been  in  Orders,  though  in 
the  present  instance  he  is  not.  He  has  only  in  Salary  £10. 
fer  annum, — but  the  annual  offering,  when  the  School  is 
numerous,  amounts  to  something  considerable. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Boarders.— -But  Village 
Lodgings  may  be  procured  at  from  £24.  to  £26.  per  an- 
num. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention,  that  ArchlnidK^ 
Gbivdall,  who  is  the  "  AlgrindT  of  Spensbe,  first  brought 
the  Tamarisk  to  England,  so  useful  in  Medicine,  when  he 
returned  from  his  Exile. 

Bishop  Hall,  Master  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  was 
^ucated  at  this  School 
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SAINT  BEES. 

The  College. 

In  the  year  1817}  a  Clerical  Institution  was  begun  to 
be  established  at  Saint  Bees,  by  The  Right  Revd.  Geobgs 
Henry  Law,  D.  D.,  X.ord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the 
better  instruction  of  those  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who 
are  precluded  by  their  pecuniary  drcumstances  in  life,  from 
being  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  an  Univer- 
sity Education. 

The  present  Superintendant  of  This  College  is.  The 
Revd.  William  Ainger,  who  is  the  Perpetual  Curate  of 
St.  Bees ;  and  for  whom,  with  £200.  which  His  Lordship 
has  generously  given  to  procure  £300.  from  Queen  Anne^s 
Bounty,  a  House  will  soon  be  built.  The  Earl  of  Lons- 
dale is  very  nobly  fitting  up  a  large  Room  in  part  of  The 
Old  Abbey,  as  a  Rbading-Room,  where  the  young  Grentle- 
men  will  meet.  They  will  board  themselves  in  private 
Houses. 

All  those  who  venerate  the  Excellence  of  The  Estab- 
lished Church,  will  cordially  unite  in  th^  most  grateful 
acknowledgements  to  their  Lordships  for  this  truly  pious  and 
benevolent  design,  and  will  hope  with  the  good  Bishop,  to 
see  much  good  done  by  This  Institution,  and  that  the 
Students,  who  are  denominated  **  lAterates^  will  come  better 
prepared  for  Ordination,  than  has  too  oflen  been  the  case, 
for  want  of  such  assistance. 
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GREAT  BLENCOW,  near  Penrith. 

The  Fbee  Grammab  School  at  Great  Blekcow  was 
founded  on  the  7th  of  December,  in  the  Nineteenth  year  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  1577>  by  Thobcas  Bubbank,  out  of 
good  will  and  affection  towards  this  his  native  place. 

The  ori^nal  Endowment  was  in  land,  situate  at  Pauler's 
Pury,  Greddington,  and  Brixworth,  in  the  County  of  North- 
ampton, and  at  Greystock,  in  Cumberland,  of  the  annual 
value  of  £10.  The  present  amount  is  £[96,;  consisting 
of  an  Estate  at  Brixworth,  let  for  £150.  per  armum;  another 
at  Culgaith,  in  Cumberland,  let  for  £35. ;  and  a  Rent- 
Charge  of  £6.  upon  Yanwath  Hall,  an  Estate  belonging  to 
The  Earl  of  Lonsdale,  near  Penrith ;  and  the  School- 
house,  and  garden. 

There  are  no  formal  Statutes.  The  School  is  merely 
termed  a  Fbee  Gbammab  School  ;  and  nothing  is  taught 
but  the  ClassicSy  upon  the  Foundation*  Other  branches  of 
education  are  paid  for. 

The  School  is  said  to  be  free  *^  to  all  tfie  World,'"  upon 
payment  of  Entrance  money,  which  varies  from  One  Shil- 
ling to  any  other  sum,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Donor.  The 
number  of  Scholars  fluctuates  from  SO  to  80 ;  and  of  these 
about  24  are  l)oarded  with  the  Master.  They  are  admitted 
as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  b^n  Latin ;  and  are  never 
superannuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  chiefly  used. 
Young  men  frequently  read  the  higher  Classics,  but  are  not 
confined  to  particular  books. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  Scholarships.  1  he  Stu- 
dents usually  go  to  Queen's  College,  Oxford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Stephenson, 
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whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  the  amount  of  the  En- 
dowment. This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the 
board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas  per 
annum. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Pupils. 

The  nomination  of  the  Master  is  vested  in  Feoffees,  who 
are  sometimes  Eight  (the  proper  number),  but  at  present 
only  Three; — 

Sir  Frederick  Fletchbr  Vane,  Bart 
William  Troutbeck,  Esq. 
Thomas  James,  Esq. 

As  the  Feoffees  die,  two  of  the  Survivors,  or  the  Hdr  of 
the  Survivor,  sliall  make  new  Feoflfments  to  others  bHng  In* 
habitants  of  Great  Blencow  or  Little  Blenoow. 

The  Feoffees  may  sell  the  Northamptonshire  lands,  and 
buy  others  in  Cumberland  or  any  adjoining  County. 

George  Whitehead,  the  eminent  Quaker,  was  a  Scholar 
here,  where  he  made  a  considerable  profidency  in  the 
Learned  languages.  And  the  present  Lord  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Eing^s  Bench,  Edward  Lord  Ellenborough,  is  said 
to  have  received  the  early  part  of  his  education  at  this 
School. 
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BROMFIELD,  near  Wigton. 

The  Fbee  School  at  Bbomfield  was  founded  by  Richaed 
OsHOTHERLEY,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London  ;  who,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  May  1612,  devises  to  the  Parson  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Bromfield  for  the  time 
being,  and  for  ever.  Ten  Pounds,  payable  by  The  Merchant 
Taylors'  Company,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  estate 
in  the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph  Aldersgate,  London ;  upon 
condition,  that  they  shall  find  a  sufficient  Schoolmaster  to 
teach  Fifteen  poor  men*s  children  within  the  towns  of  Lang- 
rigg  and  Bromfield ;  nine  of  such  Scholars  to  be  taken  from 
Langrigg,  and  six  from  Bromfield. 

Soon  afler  this  Endowment,  tradition  states,  that  the 
Parishioners  re-built  the  School-house ;  and  that,  some  years 
after.  Dr.  Thomlinson,  Dean  of  St.  Paul%  built  two  rooms 
for  the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster ;  and  that  another  of  the 
Thohlinson  Family  gave  £100.  to  the  School  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Parish  at  large,  which  sum,  about  Sixty 
years  since,  was  laid  out  by  the  Churchwardens  in  the  pur- 
chase of  Two  fields,  one  of  them  in  the  Township  of  Brom- 
field, and  the  other  in  the  Township  of  Blencogo  in  the 
same  Parish,  now  let  for  £9.  per  annum. 

About  the  year  1805,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  of 
Newbum,  in  North  Carolina,  but  a  native  of  Thursby,  near 
Carlisle,  by  his  Will  dated  in  179^9  bequeathed  the  residue 
of  his  estate,  amounting  to  nearly  £1400.,  to  be  equally 
divided  among  the  Schools  of  Wigton,  Uldale,  Bromfield, 
and  Thursby,  all  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  as  an  addi- 
tional endowment  to  those  respective  Seminaries.  After  the 
necessary  expenses  were  deducted,  each  School  received 
about  £350. 
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The  present  annual  Revenue  of  Bromfield  School  is 
The  Interest  on  £350.  -  £  1 7- 1 0.  .0

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense.  The  number  varies  from  30  to  70,  according  to 
the  season. 

Ward^s  Grammars  are  used :  but  very  few  learn  Latin 
and  Greek. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Martin, 
who  is  also  Curate  of  Bromfield. 
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BURGH  by  Sands^  near  Carlisle. 

Thbeb  was  a  respectable  Grammar  School  at  Bcjbgh  by 
Sands  up  to  the  year  ]786,  being  last  taught  by  The  Revd. 
Mr.  IsMAY,  Vicar  of  the  Parish ;  after  whose  death  it  re- 
mained without  a  Master. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  endowed,  but  the  Mas 
tei^s  Salary  arose  solely  from  the  voluntary  attributions  of 
the  Parents  of  those  Children,  whom  he  educated. 

The  School-House  was  built  to  the  end  of  the  Parish 
Church,  and  the  succeeding  Vicar  not  wishing  to  teach 
School,  and  claiming  the  House  as  his  property,  converted 
it  into  a  Bam. 

The  Inhabitants  were,  therefore,  under  the  necessity  of 
erecting  a  new  School-house,  and  now  appoint  a  Master  of 
their  own  choice ;  who  has  a  Salary,  ari^g  in  part  from  a 
small  Capital  of  Funded  Money,  not  exceeding  £4.  a  year.

CARLISLE. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  Mary,  in 
the  City  of  Carlisle,  was  founded  by  King  Heneit  the 
Eighth,  being  coeval  with  the  establishment  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  as  appears  by  the  following  extract  from  their 
Statutes  : — 

'^  Statuimus  et  volumus^  ut  per  Decanum  et  Capitulum,  aut 
(eo  absente)  Vice-decanimi  et  Capitulum^  unus  eligatur  Latine 
et  Grsec^  doctus,  bonse  fauns,  et  vitse  pise,  docendi  feu;ultate  im- 
butus,  qui  pueros  quoscunque  Grammaticam  discendi  gratis  ad 
Scholam  nostram  confluentes  pietate  excolat,  et  bonis  literis 
exomet.  Hie  vero  Informator  puerorum  regulis  et  discendi 
ordini,  quern  Decanus  et  Capitulum  prsescribendum  dixerint,  di- 
ligenter  et  fideliter  obsequium  dabit." 

The  original  Endowment  was  20  marks,  which  was  after- 
wards increased  to  £20.  per  annum^  and  is  paid  by  The 
Dean  and  Chapter. 

The  Corporation  of  Carlisle  also  give  £20.  per  annum. 

About  the  year  1700,  Dr.  Thomas  Smith,  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  gave  £500.  for  the  use  of  the  School,  which  were 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Farmonbyy  in  the 
Parish  of  Addingham,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

The  School  is  not  open  to  any  boys,  free  of  expense. 

The  Latin  Grammars  in  use  are  those  of  Lilly  and 
Eton, — the  Greek  Grammar  is  thai  of  Eton: 

Dr.  Thomas,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  left  £1000.  of  his 
capital  Stock  in  the  3  per  Cent.  Reduced  Bank  Annuities, 
the  Dividends  of  which  are  to  be  applied  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Two  such  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of 
Carlisle  as  shall,  for  the  space  of  two  years,  have  been 
taught  in,  and  sent  from  this  School  to  Queen's  CoU^,  in 
Oxford,  duly  qualified  for  admission  therdn. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Samuel  Richabd  Habt- 
LBr,  M.  A.     This  Gentleman  does  not  take  Pupils. 

Dr.  Thomas,  late  Bishop  of  Rochester, — his  father, — 
Thomas  Tully,  D.  D., — and  the  late  Chancellor  Cab- 
LTLE,  the  learned  Orientalist,  were  educated  at  this  SchooL 
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COCKE  aMOUTH. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Cockermouth  was  founded  in 
the  year  1676,  by  Philip  Lord  Wharton,  Sir  Richard 
Graham,  and  others. 

The  ori^nal  Endowment,  it  is  stated,  was  considerably 
more  than  what  is  paid  at  present  Some  of  the  neighbour- 
ing Grentlemen^s  estates,  it  is  said,  payed  formerly  £5.  a 
year  each,  which  it  seems  have  long  been  withholden. 

The  Stipend  which  the  present  Master,  Mr.  Joseph 
Chapelhow,  receives,  is  about  £'25.  per  annum ;  of  which 
£20.  are  paid  by  the  Earl  of  Lonsdale,  £  10.  being  gra- 
tuitous, and  £10.  legally  charged  upon  the  Great  Tythes : 
for  the  remaining  £5.  a  collection  is  made  on  certain  pre- 
mises in  Cockermouth,  and  Embleton  an  adjoining  Town- 
ship. 

The  School,  as  to  the  Classical  department,  is  open  to 
the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Cockermouth  indefinitely,  free  of* 
expense.     But  the  major  part  of  the  Scholars  are  engaged 
in  Mathematics,  and  pay  Quarter-pence  according  to  the 
Master's  rate. 

In  the  Catalogue  of  the  School  Library  is  the  following 
Memorandum,  relative  to  Embleton. — ^^  EmbUkm  Parish, 
— at  every  Scholar  entering,  to  pay  12 J.,  and  a Jleece  of 
roool  at  clipping  dmc,  for  each  several  Scholar, — ^for  which 
they  claim  to  be^^  at  Cockermouth  Grammar  School.^ 

The  Library  which  is  over  the  School-house,  contains 
about  500  valuable  books :  it  was  founded  by  the  Associates 
of  the  late  Dr.  Brat,  to  which  Dr.  Eeene,  Bishop  of 
Chester,  was  a  con^derable  Benefactor. 
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CROSTHWAITE,  near  Keswick. 

Ths  Fees  Grammar  School  at  KeswicC)  in  the  Parish 
of  Cbosthwaite,  is  of  andent  date. 

It  is  mentioned  in  the  Decree  of  the  Commissioners  for 
ficdesiastical  Causes  throughout  the  Province  of  York,  da- 
ted the  31st  of  October,  1571 :  Wherein  they  state, 

'^  And  we  having  had  consideration  for  the  better  maintaining 
the  Common  and  Free  School  at  Crosthwaite^  which  we  find  to 
be  supported  of  the  commodities  accruing  of  and  upon  certain 
Stock  of  money^  put  forth  to  use  in  the  said  Parish>  which  sums 
are  not  greats  nor  fully  sufficient  to  maintain  and  support  a 
learned  and  industrious  Schoolmaster  there>  have>  for  tiie  en- 
larging and  increasing  of  the  said  Schoolmaster's  Stipend  and 
Salary^  Decreed,  constituted,  and  ordained.  That  whereas  every 
Firehouse  within  the  said  Parish  of  Crosthwaite  hath,  time  out  of 
mind,  and  yet  doth  yield,  and  by  the  Inhabitants  therein  yearly 
Two-pence  is  paid  for  the  Clerk* s  wages,  over  and  besides  certain 
ordiiuury  Fees  for  Night  Watch,  Burkds,  Weddings,  and  over 
and  besides  certain  annual  Benevolences  of  Lamb  Wool,  Eggs, 
and  such  like,  which  seemeth  to  grow  up  to  a  greater  sum 
yearly  than  is  competent  for  a  Parish  Clerk's  wages  and  stipend, 
the  Eighteen  Men  of  the  said  Parish  shaU  this  year,  and  so 
forth  yearly  for  ever  hereafter,  receive,  collect,  gather  and  take 
up  the  said  yearly  contribution  of  Two-pence  of  every  Firehouse, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  to  the  augmenting  of 
the  School-master's  stipoid  and  salary,  paying  yearly,  on  the 
Sunday  next  after  the  Feast  of  the  A^icension,  unto  the  Parish 
Clerk,  Gawin  Radcliffe,  and  his  Successors,  Forty-six  Shillings 
and  Eight-pence  lawful  English  money,  for  his  wages,  out  of  the 
said  contribution  of  Two*-pence  of  every  house,  and  employing 
the  remainder  to  the  Schoolmaster's  use  j  whereof  we  wiU  that 
they  yield  a  full  account  yearly,  at  their  general  accompts.  And 
yet,  nevertheless,  the  Parish  Clerk  shaU  still  yearly  receive  and 
take  to  his  own  use,  as  he  hath  been  accustomed  heretofore,  aU 
other  duties,  fees,  and  benevolences,  saving  only  the  contributum 
of  Two-pence,  of  every  house,  wkdch  we  will  the  Eighteen 
Men  shaU  receive  and  pay  out  of  the  same  yearly  46s,.  8d,  to 
the  Clerk,  as  is  aforesaid." 
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By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Keswick,  on  the  Kith  of  Fe- 

bruary,  1616,  it  appears, 

"  That  there  hath  been  a  Grammar  School  within  the  Parish 
of  Crosthwaite^  in  the  County  of  Cumberland^  time  whereof  the 
memory  of  man  knoweth  not  the  contrary^  and  that  for  like 
time  there  hath  always  been,  by  an  ancient  custom  used  and  ap- 
proved within  the  said  Parish^  Eightben  Men  yearly  elected,  by 
the  preceding  Eightben  Sworn  Mbn  within  the  said  Parish^ 
of  the  discreet  and  honest  men  who  were  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants within  the  said  Parish^  and  sworn  by  the  Vicar  or 
Curate  of  the  said  Parish  upon  the  next  Sabbath  day  after  the 
Ascension  day;— which  EienTEEN  Sworn  men  for  the  time 
being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  have  always  elected  a 
certain  number  of  Tttskers  within  the  said  Parish,  to  task  every 
of  the  Parishioners  to  a  reasonable  sum,  towards  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  said  School,  School-Stock,  and  other  necessary 
occasions  of  the  said  Parish,  who  have  been  always  sworn  by 
the  said  Vicar  or  Curate,  for  their  equal  proceding  therein  ;— 
And  the  said  Eighteen  Sworn  Men,  or  the  greater  number  of 
them,  likewise  have  always  by  preseription  and  ancient  custom^ 
yea  even  time  without  memory,  used  and  accustomed  to  choose^ 
place,  and  displace  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  and  to 
retain  him  for  longer  or  shorter  time  as  they  thought  fit,  and  to 
discharge  and  remove  him  upoii  anyjustif^BSonski^fwn  to  them- 
selves, vnthout  catise  ihewihg  if  in  their  discretions  they  so 
shonlii  think  fit,,*-and  to  set  down  Orders,  Rules,  and  IHrec- 
tions  for  the  government  and  ordering  of  tibe  said  School,  and 
provision  and  maintenance  thereof  as  to  them  seemed  most 
convenient,  and  iiecofding  to  theb  wisdoms  and  directions  j 
wherein  the  Bisbop  and  Ordinat)r  of  the  Diocese,  his  Commis- 
sary, nor  Chancellor,  nor  any  other  Ecclesiastical  Ministers^ 
have  not  of  right  had  any  other  interest,  power,  or  authority 
than  by  the  Canons  and  Ecclesiastical  Lows  of  this  Realm  is 
lawfully  permitted  and  generally  allowed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction  to  other  Ordinaries  in  their  several  Jurisdictions 
over  all  the  Schools  in  this  Kingdom,  to  approve  the  ability 
and  fitness  of  the  person  elected  to  be  Schoolmaster,  for  the 
executing  of  that  Office  and  Function  only.'* 

And  the  Jurors  f  urtbei'  foudd^ 

'^  That  the  same  sum  of  money  so  given  and  collected  hath 
ever  since  the  first  gift  thereof  been  employed  and  used  accor- 
dingly, by  the  provident  care  of  the  said  Eightben  Sworn  Mbn 
for  the  Stipend  and  Wages  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School  by  tiiem  appointed,  and  thereby  they  have  bred  and 
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brought  forth  many  good  Scholars  within  the  said  Parish,  until 
now  of  late  their  ancient  wage  and  prescription  and  their  pru- 
dent care  hath  been  partly  interrupted,  and  the  said  Charitable 
gifts  misemployed  in  this/*— that  one  Thomas  Garth^  whom 
they  had  engaged  to  be  School-master  for  one  half  year^  had 
incurred  their  displeasure  '*  for  divers  gross  offences  and  negli- 
gences committed  by  him/*  and  notwithstanding  their  discharge 
had  intruded  himself  into  the  School  by  the  countenance  and 
assistance  of  Henrt  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  Giles 
Robinson^  his  Brother,  then  Vicar  of  Crosthwaite,  who  "  pre- 
tended to  have  the  power  of  collation,  placing,  and  displacing 
of  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  without  any  right  at  all 
appearing  unto  the  said  Jurors,** — which  dispute  was  the  occasion 
of  this  Inquisition,  and  whereby  it  was  decreed  that  the  Eigh- 
teen Sworn  Men  of  the  Parish  at  that  time,**  and  from  tkne 
to  time  to.  be  elected  thereafter,  shall  be,  as  of  right  they  are, 
and  ought  to  be  for  ever  hereafter,  the  sole  and  only  Governors 
of  the  said  School  and  School-Stock.** 

The  only  alterations  that  have  taken  place,  since  the  date 
of  these  Decrees,  are  the  purchasing  of  land  with  the  Schdol 
Stock,  and  the  omission  of  taxation,  and  consequently  of 
Taxers. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  School  land  wUch  is  ^tuate  in 
the  Parish  of  Crosthwaite,  is  £100..10..0  per  anrnsm. 

The  School  is  op^  to  all  the  CMldren  of  the  Parish  of 
Crosthwaite  indefinitely,  free  of  any  expense.  They  are 
admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  they  please. 
There  are  at  present  260  Scholars  upon  the  Books,  Hx  of 
whom  only  are  taught  Latin  and  Greek. 

The  Etok  Grammars  are  in  use ;  there  is  no  prescribed 
system  of  Education. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Gkeenop,  whose 
Salary  was  lately.  £80.  j?^  cmnum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Under-Master  is  £30.  per  anmm. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils.  -  ^ 

The  Cock-figkts  at  this  School,  mentioned  in  Hutchin- 
soif  8  Hbtory  of  Cumberland,  have  been  abolished. 

William  Bkownrigg,  M.  D.,  an  eminent  Chymist, 
had  the  principal  part  of  his  education  at  this  School. 
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CULGAITH  and  BLENCARN,  near  Temple  Soweeby. 

The  Feke  Geammab  School  of  Colgaith  and  Blbn- 
CAEN,  in  the  Parish  of  Kirkland,  was  founded  in  the  year 
177^9  by  the  Land-owners  of  the  two  Manors  or  Townships 
of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  and  endowed  with  an  allotment 
of  One  Hundred  Acres  of  land  upon  Culgaith  Moor,  set  out 
by  CommissioHers,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  1773}  for  dividing  and  inclosing  Waste  lands 
within  that  Township: — 

*'  The  Trustees  appointed  to  carry  this  judicious  resolution 
into  effect^  were  William  Norton,  Lough  Carlton,  an  attor- 
ney, of  Monument  Yard,  London,  Thomas  Salkeld,  of  Fleet- 
Street,  Dublin,  Joseph  Salkeld,  of  Wrangbeck,  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  Gentlemen,  and  their  Successors,  together  with 
THE  Vicar  of  Kirkland,  and  The  Church-wardens  or  Cha- 
pel-wardens  of  CuLOAiTH,  for  the  time  being  : — 

The  Trustees  were  to  erect  at  a  place,  called  *'  Blencam  Gate,'* 
a  proper  House  for  a  School  of  Literature,  for  the  free  and  com- 
mon use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Children  within  the  Townships  of 
Culgaith  and  Blencam.  And  by  mortgage  of  all  or  any  part  of 
these  100  acres,  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  erect  a  con- 
venient Farm-house  and  other  suitable  Outbuildings  upon  the 
same, — to  make  necessary  subdivision  and  interior  fences^ — and 
to  apply  the  residue  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  after  payment 
of  the  interest  of  the  Mortgage,  to  the  use  of  such  School-master 
as  shall  teach  in  the  said  School-house  :— 

The  lands  and  houses  assigned  for  the  benefit  of  the  School, 
not  to  be  let  for  a  longer  period  than  Fifteen  years  :— 

The  accompts  to  be  annually  settled  at  the  School-house,  on 
Easter  Monday,  and  the  Register  Book  to  be  deposited  in  the 
public  Chest  in  the  Chapel  of  Culgaith  :— 

The  vacancies  in  the  number  of  Trustees  by  death,  to  be  filled 
up  at  the  same  time,-^and  **  to  declare  the  place  or  office  of  such 
of  the  other  Trustees  as  shall  not  have  attended  for  Two  years 
together  next  preceding  such  Meeting,  void,**  sickness  or  other 
reasonable  cause  excepted^  and  to  elect  new  Trustees  in  their 
room:—' 

That  upon  every  vacancy  of  the  Schoolmaster,  or  upon  his 
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misbehaviour  or  non-attendance>  the  Trustees^  or  the  major  part 
of  them>  are  to  nominate  a  new  Master^^public  notice  of  such 
Meeting  being  given  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Kirkland  and  Cha- 
pel of  Culgaith  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Forenoon^ 
two  Sundays  immediately  preceding  such  Election  :— 

The  Vicar  of  Kirkland^  for  the  time  being,  twice  in  the  year 
at  leasts  to  examine  the  Scholars  instructed  in  the  School,  as  to 
their  proficiency  in  such  parts  of  Learning  as  they  shall  respec- 
tively be  taught,  particiUarly  as  to  the  Rudiments  of  the  Christian 
Religion  accordii^  to  die  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
and  in  the  Church  Catechism  set  forth  for  that  purpose,^— and  to 
order  them,  when  to  attend  at  the  Parish  Church  of  Kirkland  to 
be  publicly  catechised  there, — and  also  to  order,  what  jiuthors  or 
Books  they  shall  respectively  read  or  be  taught  at  the  School :— 

No  Scholars  shall  be  taken  in  fix)m  any  place,  hut  Culgaith 
and  Blencam,  without  the  leave  and  consent  of  The  Trustees  at  a 
public  Meeting  for  that  purpose,  first  had  in  writing  under  their 
hands,  on  pain  of  the  Master  forfeiting  after  the  rate  of  S0«.  per 
annum  for  each  and  every  Scholar  so  taken,  to  be  deducted  out 
of  his  Salary  by*the  Trustees, — ^which  forfeiture  shall  be  applied 
in  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  School-house,  and  other  buildings, 
or  in  the  improvement  of  the  lands,  as  the  Trustees  shall  think 
proper." 

The  Estate  which  was  originally  let  for  £40.  per  annuniy 
now  produces  £58.  a  year. 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  Children  whose  Parents  reside 
witUn  the  Townships  of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  indefinite- 
\j'i  free  of  dU  expense.  Few,  except  free  Scholars,  attend. 
There  is  no  particular  form  of  admisuon,  nor  any  limitation 
as  to  age. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Hodgsok, 
Curate  of  Kirkland,  the  amount  of  whose  Salary  and  {Emo- 
luments is  £40.  per  annum. 
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DALSTON,  near  Caruslb. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Dalstok  qppears  to  have  been 
founded  at  an  early  period.  Part  of  the  cHi^bal  ^^  ScJuxi 
SUtcK^  18  said  to  have  been  lost  during  the  Rebellion  in  the 
rdgn  of  Charlbs  the  First  An  addition  was  made  by 
Dr.  Rainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  others.  It  was  at 
first  called  *^  Church  Stocky'  and  it Js  not  known  how  it  arose. 
It  is  now  £110. 

In  the  year  1 696  an  additional  Endowment  was  made  by 
Dr.  Smith,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  accarding  to  the  following 
Indenture, — 

This  Indenture  Tripartite  made  the  two  and  twentieth  day  of 
Mardi^  in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord 
Wii«LiA|Cj  by  the  grace  of  6od^  King  of  England,  &c..  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  &c.«  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lmd  God,  1696 :  Be< 
tween  The  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  Thomas  Lord  Bishop 
of  Carlisle,  of  the  first  part,  Robert  Thomlihsoii,  of  the  Gill, 
in  the  Parish  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland*  Gentle* 
man,  of  the  second  part :  and  Jonatbaii  Grbbn,  of  Hawkes- 
dale,  within  the  said  Parish  and  County,  Gentleman,  <^  the  third 
part:  Whereas  John  Lowther,  of  Cawsey,  within  the  said 
Parish  and  County,  being  seized  in  ■,  according  to 

the  custom  of  the  Manor  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  afoesaid,  of 
and  in  a  Copyhold  Messuage  and  Tenement,  with  the  Af^purte- 
nances,  in  Hawkesdak  aforesaid,  called  Nem^kaU,  parcel  of  the 
said  Manor,  and  holden  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  of  the  said  Lord 
Bishop,  Lord  of  the  aforesaid  l^or,  in  right  of  his  said  Bishop- 
ric, according  to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  by  the  Ancient 
Rent  of  Two  Shillings  and  Seven-pence,  and  other  Dues  and 
Services  accustomed,  did  murder  one  GsoRaB  Briscob,  wherry 
and  by  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  he  the  said  John  Lowther 
did  forfeit  to  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  his  the  said  Copyhold  Mes* 
suage  and  Tenement,  with  the  Af^mrtenances.  And  whereas  the 
said  Lord  Bishop  of  his  pious  and  charitable  disposition,  and  par* 
ticular  respect  and  good  will  and  affecticm  to  his  good  men  of 
Dalston  aforesaid,  being  desirous  that  all  the  Advantage,  Bene* 
fit;  and  Pn^ts  of  the  aforesaid  forfeited  Premises  should  for 
ever  be,  remain,  and  continue  for  and  towards  the  better  finding 
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and  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  instruct  and  teach  the 
Children  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dalston^  in  writings  reading,  and 
Latin  Grammar  -,  And  to  that  intent  and  pwpose,  and  upon  the 
trust  hereafter  mentioned  and  declared,  did,  at  his  Court  Baron 
and  Dimissions  holden  within  and  for  his  said  Manor  of  Dalston 
the  Third  Day  of  February  last,  grant  by  Copy  of  Comt  Roll  ac- 
cording to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  the  aforesaid  Messuage 
and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurtenances,  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  to 
the  said  Jonathan  Grebn,  party  to  these  presents  :  Now  this 
Indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  grant  of  the  said  forfeited  Messuage  and  Tenement  to  the 
said  Jonathan  Green  made  by  Copy  of  Coiui;  Roll  as  afore- 
said, and  of  all  the  Parties  thereto,  was  and  is,  and  by  these 
presents  is  agreed  and  declared  to  be  in  trust  for  the  sole  benefit 
of  such  Person  or  Persons  as  the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  his  Suc- 
cessors, Bishops  of  Carlisle,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate 
and  a{^int  to  be  Sch€>olmaster  or  Schoolmasters  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  Children  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dalston,  in  reading, 
w^ting,  and  Latin  Grammar,  for  and  during  such  time  and 
times  only  as  such  Person  and  Persons  shall  be  and  continue 
there.  And  the  said  Jonathan  Green  for  himself,  his  Heirs, 
Executors,  Administrators,  and  Assignes,  doth  covenant,  grant, 
promise,  declare,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Lord  Bishop 
and  his  Successors,  Bishops  of  Carlisle,  and  to  and  with  the  said 
Robert  Thomlinson  and  his  Heirs,  and  to  and  with  every  of 
them  by  these  presents,  that  he  the  said  Jonathan  Green,  and 
his  Heirs,  doth  and  shall  hold  the  said  Messuage  and  Tenement, 
with  the  Appurtenances,  upon  the  said  trusts,  and  shall  from 
time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  permit  and  suffer  such  SchooU 
master  and  Schoolmasters,  or  such  Person  or  Persons  as  such 
Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  nominate  and 
appoint  to  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  the  said  Messuage  and  Tene- 
ment>  with  the  Appurtenances,  and  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits 
thereof,  to  take  and  receive  to  his  and  their  own  use  and  benefit^ 
for  and  during  such  Term  and  Terms,  as  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  continue  and  be  Schoolmaster 
there  (such  Schoolmaster)  for  the  .time  being.  Yielding,  paying, 
doing  and  performing  tiie  Rents,  Duties,  Customs,  Services 
tiierdSore  due  and  accustomed,  and  keeping  the  said  Messuage  in 
good  and  tenantable  repair,  and  also  paying  and  discharging  all 
Taxes  and  Sesses  whatsoever  charged  upon  the  said  Premises,  for 
and  during  such  time  as  he  shall  continue  Schoolmaster  there. 
And  shall  and  will  also  at  the  joint  request  of  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Carlisle  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  said  Robert  Thomlin- 
son and  his  Heirs,  and  at  the  charges  of  such  Schoolmasters  as 
aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  convey,  grant  and  surrender  the 
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said  Messuage  and  Tenement^  with  the  Appurtenances^  and  all 
his  and  their  Estate  therein^  unto  such  Person  and  Persons,  as 
the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  Robert  Thomlinson  or  his  heirs, 
shall  nominate  and  appoint^  subject  nevertheless  to  the  aforesaid 
trust,  and  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Schoolmasters  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  party  to  these  Presents.  In 
Witness  whereof  the  Parties  abovesaid  have  hereimto  interchange- 
ably put  their  Hands  and  Seals  in  the  Day  and  Year  first  above 
written.

In  the  year  1B03,  an  Act  of  Parliament  having  been 
obtained  for  inclosing  the  Moors  and  Waste  grounds,  within 
the  Manor  of  Dalstcm,  the  Commissioners  were  empowered 
to  set  out  such  an  Allotment,  ^^  as  they  in  their  judgment 
may  think  proper  and  sufficient  for  erecting  a  Parochial 
WoBKHOUSE  upon,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Parish,  which 
said  plot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  aUotted  to  and  vested 
in  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  said 
Parish  of  Dalston,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  for  the  use 
and  purpose  aforesaid.'*^ 

And  also,  "  one  other  parcel  of  the  said  Waste  Grounds, 
of  such  quantity  and  in  such  a  situation  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  convenient  for  erecting  a  School  House  upon, 
for  the  Education  of  the  Children  of  the  Inhabitants  and 
Land  Owners  of  and  within  the  said  Manor  and  Parish  of 
Dalston,  and  also  for  erecting  a  Dwelling  House  with  a  Gar- 
den thereto,  for  the  Residence  of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  which  last-mentioned  parcel  of  ground  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  his  Successors, 
for  the  use  aforesaid.*" 

A  Cottage,  bam,  and  about  8  acres  were  accordingly  pro- 
vided, which  now  let  for  £30.  a  year. 
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The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of 
Dalston,  but  to  none  of  them,^^  of  expense,  a  small  Qufov 
ter-pence  being  paid  for  each  Child.  For  those  Children 
whose  Parents  are  not  Parishioners,  the  Master  charges  what 
he  pleases.  There  are  usually  frcmi  60  to  dO  boys  and  girls 
in  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  but 
very  few  are  taught  the  Classics. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Stubbs,  who  has 
the  allotment  above  mentioned ;  together  with  the  Interest 
of  the  School  Stock  and  Quarter-pence,  which  average  about 
£70.  or  £80.;  leaving  to  the  Master  after  pajdng  an  Assist- 
ant, and  after  some  other  deductions,  about  £70.  or  £80. 
per  annum. 

The  School-house  which  Was  built  by  Bishop  Smith, 
being  old  and  much  too  small,  was  lately  pulled  down ;  and 
an  excellent  SchooUhouse  has  been  erected  by  Subscription. 
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DEAN,  near  Cockermouth. 

The  Free  Geammar  School  at  Dean  was  founded  in  the 
year  1596,  by  John  Fox,  Goldsmith,  with  a  Rentcharge 
c^  £  10.  per  anwum. 

The  Inhabitants  recommend,  and  The  Goldsmiths'  Com- 
pany appoint  the  Master. 

There  was  a  Benefaction  also  given  to  this  School  by  the 
fiimily  of  Feaeon,  but  part  of  it  having  been  Tmt^  it  pro- 
duces now  only  £0..17..G  a  year. 
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HUNSONBY,  near  Penrith. 

The  School  at  Hunsonby,  in  the  Parish  of  Addingham, 
was  founded  by  Joseph  Hutchinson,  of  this  Township, 
Yeoman;  who,  by  his  Will  dated  in  17^6,  devised  the 
reveruon  of  an  Estate  at  Gawtree  (on  the  death  of  his 
mother),  for  the  support  of  a  School,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Township  of  Hunsonby  and  Windscale.  As  Mrs.  Hutch- 
inson survived  her  son  some  years,  the  endowment  has  been 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  School  only  about  Fifty  years. 

Tlie  ori^nal  Endowment,  which  was  about  £20.,  is  now 
jC50.  per  annum.  This  property  is  vested  in  the  Church- 
warden and  Overseer  of  the  Township  of  Hunsonby  and 
Windscale  for  the  time  being,  who  appoint  the  Master,  let 
the  lands,  and  otherwise  superintend  the  concerns  of  the 
School. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  of  the  Township  of 
Hunsonby  and  Windscale  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  And 
the  number  usually  educated,  is  from  20  to  30. 

Neither  Laiin  nor  Greek  are  taught  at  present, — English, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  being  principally  required. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lancaster,  whose 
Salary  is  £50,  per  afmum. 
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MAUGHANBY,  near  Penrith. 

Th£  Free  School  at  Maughanbt,  lin  the  Parish  of  Ad- 
dingham,  was  founded  in  the  year  1634,  by  The  Revd. 
Edward  Mayplett,  Prebendary  of  Carlisle,  and  Vicar  of 
Addingham;  and  endowed  with  a  House,  and  about  Seventy 
acres  of  land,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £  1 0.,  but  now  let . 
for  £70.  Half  of  the  Estate  is  Customary  land,  holden  imder 
the  Manor  of  Melmerby,  and  subject  to  Fines  on  the  death  of 
the  Lord  or  Tenant,  which  have  been  paid  by  the  Master. 
There  is  no  Dwelling-house  at  present. 

The  Deed  of  Trust  is  supposed  to  be  hst.  And  the 
'iVustees  not  having  been  renewed,  from  some  cause  now 
unknown,  the  appointment  of  the  Master  has  been  in  the 
Sec  of  Carlisle  for  more  than  a  century  past. 

By  an  original  Bond,  dated  in  1676,  with  Sureties  to  the 
Trustees  by  the  Master  at  his  Election,  it  appears,  that — 

The  Master  "  shall  with  his  Scholars  frequent  the  Church 
diligently  upon  the  Lord's  Day  :— 

*'  Shall  carefully  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of 
Religion,  especially  in  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England : 
-And 

"  Shall  faithfully  instruct  his  Scholars,  both  in  the  English  and 
Latin  Tongues,  according  to  their  capacity." 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  (Boys  and  GirU)  o£ 
the  Parish  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  The  number 
usually  educated  is  from  30  to  ^10 :  but  they  are  irregular 
in  their  attendance,  especially  during  the  hay  and  com  bar- 
vests.  They  arc  admitted  as  soon  as  they  know  the  Alpha- 
bet, and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  think  proper. 

The  Inhabitants  are  chiefly  small  Farmers,  Mechanics, 
and  Labourers. 

The  Wf.stminster  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in

use,  when  Latin  or  Greek  is  required :  but  at  present  very 
few  are  educated  for  Professions: — ^English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  are  principally  taught 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Babdgstt,  whose 
Salary  is  £J0.  per  annrnriy  and  no  other  emoluments. 
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PENRITH. 

The  Fbee  Gbammab  School  at  Fsnbith  is  of  very  andent 
date;  as  it  appears,  that  there  was  a  School  under  the 
patronage  of  The  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  so  early  as  the  year 
1340. 

In  the  nineteenth  year  of  King  Richabd  the  Second,  1395, 
William  db  Stbickland,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Carlisle, 
founded  a  Chantry  within  this  Church,  and  gave  for  the 
perpetual  support  of  the  Priest  who  instructed  the  youth  in 
the  liberal  arts  of  Grammar  and  Music,  the  yearly  Salary  of 
£6.,  issuing  out  of  his  lands  in  **  Penreth.'' 

This  Chantry  being  dissolved  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Edwabd  the  Sixth,   1547}  the  revenue  came  into  Uie 
Sing's  Exdiequer,  and  was  paid  to  the  Crown  until  the  sixth 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1564,  when  Her  Majesty,  at  the 
instance  of  her  Secretary  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  then  Dean  of 
Carlisle,  granted  a  Charter,  in  ample  form,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  in  this  her  Seigniory  and 
chief  Town  within  the  Forest  of  Inglewood,  and  endowed  it 
with  the  said  £6.  per  annunij  for  the  support  of  a  Master 
and  Usher. 

For  the  due  government  of  the  School,  Five  of  the  most 
discreet  and  substantial  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  are  consti- 
tuted a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  who  have 
power  to  place  or  displace  the  Master,— to  regulate  the 
orders  and  discipline  of  the  School, — and  to  see  that  it*s 
possessions  and  revenues  are  neither  lost  nor  dilapidated. 

In  1638)  Sir  John  Lowthbb  conveyed  to  Mr.  William 
Whelpdalb  some  seats  under  Archer*s  HdU  or  Tlie  Old 
Cross,  valued  at  £\„6s..8d.  per  aimumj  for  the  benefit  of 
the  School;  which  sum  was  afterwards  increased  to  Two 
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guineas,  but  by  the  subsequent  removal  of  TTie  Cross  this 
sum  has  been  lost. 

Sir  John  Lowthbb  likewise  gave  a  large  piecp  of  ground, 
called  lAnff  Stvbbs^  which  being  afterwards  sold,  the  School 
at  present  receives  only  a  Quit-rent  of  20^.  per  a/rmnm. 

Moreover,  from  some  unfortunate  circumstance  in  the  time 
of  the  Civil  Wars,  the  ancient  estate  of  the  School  was  soon 
afterwards  stated  to  be  in  danger  of  being  lost 

In  the  year  16*61,  Mr.  William  Robinson,  Citizen  and 
Grocer  of  London,  charged  his  property  in  Grub  Street  with 
the  annual  payment  of  j£  10.  to  the  School. 

In  1782,  William  Bleamiee,  Esq.,  many  years  a 
Ma^strate  at  the  Police  Office  in  Hatton  Garden,  gave  a 
rent  charge  of  £5.  per  crnntmi  to  the  School ;  and  J£  I .  to  the 
Vicar,  for  preaching  a  Sermon  upon  Education. 

And,  as  a  motive  for  emulation,  the  same  benevolent 
Grentleman,  also  gave  a  further  annual  rent  charge  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  Silver  Medal  of  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  diameter,  to  be  delivered  at  Christmas  by  the  Master, 
to  such  one  of  his  Scholars  as  should  in  his  judgement  com- 
pose the  best  Latin  verses  or  Theme  on  a  proposed  subject ; 
— and  to  provide  a  Silver  Pen^  for  the  greatest  proficient  in 
writing; — and  a  Book  oi  Arithmetic^  for  the  best  Arithme* 
tidan ; — the  residue,  if  any,  to  be  retained  by  the  Master  for 
his  own  benefit. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefi- 
nitely, but  to  none  Jree  of  expense ;  as  a  Quarter-Pence  is 
charged  to  every  one.  There  is  no  prescribed  age  for  their 
admission,  nor  for  their  removal.  The  present  number  is 
Thirty. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 
This  School  is  entitled,  with  other  Cumberland  Schools, 
to  one  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings^s  valuable  Exhibi-i 
tions  at  Queen's  College,  Oxford. 
See,  Leeds, 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Bbwshbb, 
whose  Salary  is  about  £21.  per  annum;  his  other  emolu- 
ments are  very  uncertain.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his 
Terms,  for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty- 
five  guineas  a  year.  , 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Blain,  when  Master,  had  Mr.  Ritson 
for  his  Pupil.

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PLIJMBLAND,  near  Cockermouth. 

The  Free  School  at  Plumbland  was  founded  by 
Captain  John  Sibson,  Merchant,  a  Native  of  this  Parish ; 
who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  29th  of  June,  1759,  bequeathed 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  building  of  a  School-house,  and 
likewise  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same. 

This  Bequest  was  not  to  take  place  until  after  his  Wife^s 
decease,  which  happened  in  the  year  1797;  and,  in  1798, 
the  Foundation  was  effected. 

The  Endowment,  which  is  vested  in  the  Public  Funds,  is 
£80.  per  annum ;  in  the  names  of  certain  Grentlemen,  called 
GovEBNOBS,  of  whom  one  is  President. 

The  School  is  open  to  aU  Boys,  and  Girls^  living  in  the 
Parish,  free  of  expense;  subject  to  several  Regulations, 
described  in  the  Will. 

The  number  of  Scholars  admitted  upon  the  Foundation 
are  about  Forty-five.  And  about  the  same  number  are 
taught,  who  are  not  free  to  the  School. 

No  age  is  specified,  when  Boys  may  be  admitted. 

No  boys,  not  free  to  the  School,  are  admitted  .without 
leave  from  The  President  and  Governors,  by  whom  Two 
Masters  are  nom'mated. 

The  present  Govebnobs  are — 
The  Revdk   Edwabd   Stanley,    Rector  of  the  Parish, 

President. 
John  C.  Cubwen,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  of  Workington-Hall. 
John  Chbistian,  Esq.,  of  Unerigg-HaU. 
The  Revd.  Petee  How,  Rector  of  Workington  and  Isell. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Westminsteb  Greek 
Grammar,  are  in  use. 

The  Scfaool-house,  which  was  erected  in  the  year  1800, 
contains  two  Sdiool-rooms,  each  42  feet  by  28 ;  -^one  of  them 
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being  for  The  Classics ; — and  the  other,  for  English,  Writ^ 
ing,  and  Accompts,  the  Mathematics,  &c. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William 
Pattinson,  whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum.  This 
Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  annual  charge  for  the  Board 
and  Education  of  each,  being  Twenty-eight  guineas,  and 
half  a  guinea  Entrance.  He  also  holds  a  Curacy  at  present 
in  an  adjoining  Parish. 

*  The  Founder  of  this  excellent  School  directs,  that  Prayers, 
and  an  Expodtion  of  the  New  Testament,  shall  form  part  of 
the  duty  of  each  day. 
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THtfRSBY,  near  Carlisle. 

Ths  School-house  at  Thursby  was  built  by  the  principal 
Inhabitants  of  this  Township,  by  Subscription,  about  Eighty 
years  ago.  * 

There  is  no  original  Endowment  But,  about  the  year 
1802,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  of  Newbum,  in  North 
Carolina,  Merchant,  and  a  Native  of  Thursby,  left,  by  his 
Will  bearing  date  in  1 798,  the  sum  of  £354.  to  this  School ; 
which  is  now  lent  on  interest  to  Sir  Wastell  Baisco,  Bart., 
of  Crofton  HaU,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  No  private 
Security  should  ever  be  taken.  See  the  great  increase  of  a 
much  less  Endowment  at  Uldale. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parishioners 
and  others,  on  their  paying  a  small  Quarter-pence.  There 
are  usually  from  40  to  50  Boys  and  Girls  in  the  Winter 
and  Spring ;  and  from  30  to  40  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn. 

Ward's  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  but  very 
few  are  taught  the  Classics;  the  Education  in  general  being 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Mason,  whose 
emoluments  are  about  £25.  per  annum*  He  b  also  Curate 
of  the  Parish. 
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ULDALE,  near  Keswick. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Uldale  was  founded  in  the 
year  1726,  l^  Matthew  Caldbeck,  of  Ruthwaiie^  in  the 
Parish  of  Ireby,  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  the 
Parishioners  in  the  rudiments  of  Grammar,  and  other  use- 
ful Learning,  and  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Helicon 
according  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England. 

For  it^s  Endowment  Mr.  Caldbeck  left  £100.,  upcn  thii 
condition,  that  the  Parishioners  should  raise  £100.  mor^ 
which  acoordin^y  was  done,  and  the  two  sums  were  invested 
in  different  parcels  of  Freehold  land,  part  of  which  is  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Uldale,  and  part  in  the  Parish  of  Ireby,  and 
are  at  this  time  let  for  £S1..9..0  per  annum.  Such  of  the 
Parishion^^  as  were  Subscribers,  SLteJree  to  the  School,  aa 
are  also  the  Children  of  such  poor  persons,  as  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  think 
fit    The  present  number  of  Scholars  is  about  Fifty. 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  Seven  Trustees,  there  being 
Two  in  each  of  the  TT^ree  divisions,  and  the  Rector  for  the 
time  being  is  always  one ;  upon  the  death  or  alienation  of 
any  of  the  Trustees,  another  is  chosen  by  a  majori^  of  the 
Survivors. 

Mr.  Thomlfnson,  a  Benefactor,  taught  the  Grammar 
School  at  Uldale  upwards  of  Seven  years,  with  great  credit 
to  himself,  and  satisfaction  to  all  his  employers. 

Waed^s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Beck. 

See,  Bromfield. 
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WHITCHAM  and  MILLOM,  near  Bootle. 

It  is  not  clearly  ascertained,  who  was  the  Founder  of  the 
GsAMMAB  School  of  Whitcham  and  Milloh. 

In  the  Chancery  Suit  between  the  Inhabitants  of  these 
two  Parishes,  which  continued  from  1687  to  1691, — it  was 
contended  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Millom,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  one  of  the  Kings  of  England,  prior  to 
the. reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, — whereas  it  was  insisted 
upon  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  a  person  of  the  name  of  *^  Hodgson,^ 
a  native  of  Whitcham. 

The  probability  is,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham 
were  in  the  right,  because  as  the  Parish  of  Millom  both  in 
extent  and  in  population  is  six  times  greater  than  the  Parish 
of  Whitcham,  it  is  not  likely  the  School  would  have  been 
called  "  Whitcham  and  Millom  School,**  unless  the 
Founder  had  been  born  in  the  Parish  of  Whitcham. 

However  that  may  be,  it  appears  from  a  Decree,  in  the 
year  15 10,  that  J£l6.  a  year  were  then  ordered  to  be  paid 
annually  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  remaining  with  the  Auditor  of  the  County. 
And  it  is  a  certain  fact,  that  that  sum  has  been  regularly 
paid  by  the  Auditor  of  the  Revenues  of  the  County  of  Cum- 
berland, from  the  year  1540  until  the  present  time. 

There  has  been  no  subsequent  Endowment ;  and,  until 
within  the  last  Thirty  years,  the  Master  never  received 
any  Quarter-Pence,  or  any  other  emolument  for  instructing 
the  Children  bom  within  either  of  these  Parishes,  excepting 
a  gratuitous  offer,  entirely  at  the  option  of  the  Parents  of 
the  Children,  called  a  "  Cock-Penny^  at  Shrovetide. 

The  necessaries   of  life  having,  however,  considerably 

(Teased  in  value,  and  the  j£  16.  a  year  remaining  as  it  did 
during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  have  brought  about 
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an  amicable  arrangement  between  the  Schoolmaster  and  tht 
Inhabitant;;  of  the  two  Parishes ; — in  consequence  of  wludij 
the  Parents  of  both  Parishes  pay  for  each  of  their  Children 
4s.  a  Quarter  for  reading  English  alone,  and  I6s.  a  Quar- 
ter for  writing,  arithmetic,  and  Classics, — in  order  to  aug- 
ment the  Stipend  of  £  1 6.  to  about  £50.  per  annum. 

The  right  of  electing,  or  of  removing  the  Master,  is  vested 
in  Twelve  Trustees,  Six  out  of  each  Parish,  of  whom  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Whitcham,  and  the  Vicar 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Millom,  are  always  Two. 

The  Westminster  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
used ;  and  the  Westminster  system  of  Education  Is  pur- 
sued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advantages, 
belon^ng  to  this  School. 

When  the  Boys  leave  this  School,  they  generally  go  to 
St.  Bees,  Hawkshead,  Carlisle,  or  Appleby,  and  from 
thence,  to  Queens's  College,  Oxford,  or  St.  John^s  College, 
Cambridge. 

"1  he  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lowther,  who  does 
not  take  Pupils. 

Many  eminent  men  have  received  the  first  rudiments  of 
their  Education  at  this  School, — especially.  The  Revd. 
John  Postlethwaite,  Head  Master  of  St.  Paul's  School ; 
who  died  in  l/l'^j  and  left  a  Legacy  of  upwards  of 
£2000.,  for  the  purchase  of  a  Vicarage  House  and  Glebe 
for  the  use  of  the  Vicar  of  Millom,  where  he  was  bom. 

The  only  eminent  Man,  of  late  years,  who  may  be  said 
to  have  completed  his  Education  at  this  School,  is  the  late 
John  PosTLETHWAiTE,Esq.,who  diedatKendal  on  the  15th 
of  March,  1815.  This  truly  benevolent  Gentleman  prac- 
tised as  an  able  and  upright  Attorney  at  Kendal,  for  more 
than  Fifty  years ; — <<  his  whok  life  was  employed  in  doing 
goody  and  in  administering  comfort  to  the  poor  and  dis- 
tressedr — In  his  last  Will,  after  havii^  left  L^adet  to 
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Twenty-four  of  his  Relations,  he  gave  to  The  British 
and  Forrign  Bible  Society  iBSOO., — ^to  The  Blue  Coat 
School  in  Kendal  £250., — to  The  Widows  Hospital  in 
Kendal  jC250.^^and  to  The  Schools  of  Industry  in  Kendal 
£250. 
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WIGTON,  near  Carlislr. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Wioton  wan  fininded 
and  endowed  in  the  year  1730,  by  Robrrt  Thomliwion, 
D.  D.,  Rector  of  Wickham,  and  The  Rovd.  John  Tkom- 
L1N80N,  M.  A«9  his  Brotlier,  and  RcK!tor  of  Ilothbiiryi  in 
the  County  of  Northumberland.  ' 

Dr.  Thomlinson  gave  £126.  towardn  the  Iniilding  of  tho 
School,  and  endowed  it  with  £20.  per  annumy  which  aritM 
from  a  Rent-charge  upon  tlie  estate  of  HaughUm  Casib^  in 
Northumberland,  now  belonging  to  William  Smith,  Rkj. 
The  Revd.  John  Tuomlivson  gave  X'lOO,  timardt  the 
Endowment  of  it.

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County,  and  educated  here,  left  by  his  Will  dated  in  1798, 
the  Sum  of  £S55.,  the  Interest  of  which  is  pfud  in  the  ratio 
of  three-fifths  to  the  Master,  and  two-fifths  to  the  Usher : 
And  also  £60.  to  the  Poor  of  Wigton,  and  £  100.  to  a  Book- 
club in  this  Town.     See,  Bromfield. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  original  and  subsequent  Endow- 
ments is  now  £^0.  per  annum. 

The  number  of  Boys  generally  taught,  is  fit)m  70  to  80 ; 
one  half  of  which  may  be  said  to  be^ec. 

The  Greek  Grammars  commonly  used  are  those  of  West- 
MIKSTEK,  Valpy,  and  Holmes; — and  the  Latin,  are  those 
of  Etok,  and  Holmes.  There  are  no  particular  Books  pre- 
scribed by  The  Founders.  The  only  Obdees  and  Rules 
which  they  have  left,  are  the  following, — 

**  Obders  for  The  Fbee  School  of  Wigton,  in  the 
County  of  Cumberland,  and  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  agreed 
upon  and  settled  by  The  Foundebs  of  the  said  School. 

¥\Tst,  There  shall  be  Two  Masters^  or  a  Master  and  Usher. 
The  Head  Master  shall  be  obliged  to  observe  the  usual  School 
hours^  to  inspect  the  behaviour  of  all  the  Scholars,  and  to  teach 
in  Latin  and  Greek,  gratis,  the  Children  of  all  such>  as  by  con- 
tributing to  the  building  of  the  School,  have  made  their  Houses 
free.  And  that  the  School  may  not  be  burdened  with  a  niunber 
of  Foreigners,  he  shall  not  teach  any  but  who  are  free,  for  a  less 
sum  than  5«.  per  Quarter. 

Secondly,  The  Under-Master  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  due 
hours  in  his  attendance  on  the  School,  and  he  shall  teach  all  the 
Children  of  such  as  are  free,  to  read,  write,  and  cypher ;  and 
those  that  intend  to  advance  to  the  Head  Master,  he  shall  teach 
them  the  Accidence,  and  all  these,  gratis ;  nor  shall  he  take  any 
Foreigners  under  his  care  for  less  Premiiun  than  28,  6d.  per 
Quarter,  or  any  whatever  until  they  can  read  the  Testament. 

Thirdly,  Both  Masters  shall  every  Saturday  cause  their  respec- 
tive Boys  to  say  their  Catechism,  and  explain  it  to  them,  so  as  to 
make  them  understand  it. 

Fourthly,  Both  Masters  shall  be  obliged  to  attend  the  public 
Prayers  on  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  all  Holy-days,  and 
cause  all  the  Scholars  to  attend  with  them. 

Fifthly,  Whenever  a  Vacancy  happens,  the  Head  Master  and 
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Usher  are  to  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  Votes  of  all  such  as  are 
free  to  the  School  and  appear  to  that  purpose^  when  due  notice 
of  their  Meeting  hath  been  given  in  the  Church." 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Halli- 
FAX,  whose  Salary  is  £42.  per  annum,  together  with  the 
House  and  garden.  This  Gentleman  takes  a  limited  number 
of  Pupils,  his  terms  for  the  Board,  Lodging,  and  Education 
of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas  per  annum:  and  for  such  Day- 
scholars  as  are  not  free,  his  Quarter  Pence  is  £l..L.O. 

The  Salaiy  of  the  Usher  is  £28.  per  annum. 

The  School,  with  the  Master^s  House,  are  beautifully 
situate  on  a  considerable  eminence,  called  '^  Market-Hitt^ 
and  hare  a  fine  Terrace  in  front  The  Windows  are  lai^, 
with  each  a  stone  mullion  in  the  centre,  and  the  whole  has  a 
respectable  and  antique  apjxsarance.  A  neat  mural  numu- 
ment  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  School,  with  the  following 
Inscription,  attracts  general  notice, — 

*^  Deo  et  Ecclesise  Anglise  Sacrae 

Scholam  banc  vir  Reverendus 
RoBBRTUs  Thomlinson,  S.  T.  p., 
posuit  L.  M.,  anno  Domini  1730.^ 

This  School  being  within  seven  miles  of  The  Bishop  of 
Carlisle'^s  Palace,  has,  perhaps,  sent  as  many  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  as  any  &;hool  in  the  Diocese ;  and  (o  it's 
Honour  and  deserved  Merit,  none  were  ever  sent  who,  upoD 
Examination,  were  rejected. 
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WREAY,  near  Carlisle. 

The  Feee  School  of  Wbeay,  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary, 
Cariisley  has  been  long  established. 

The  Chi^)ei  of  Wreay  having  been  totally  neglected  at 
the  Reformation,  Twelve  Proprietors  in  the  neighbourhood, 
styling  themselves  Trustees  for  the  Chapelry,  took  upon 
themselves  the  direction  of  all  affairs  within  the  Hamlet,  and 
converted  the  Chapel  into  a  School-House. 

In  a  Petition,  without  date,  addressed  to  Edward  Rain- 
bow, Bishop  of  CarUsle,  between  the  years  1664  and  1684, 
the  Trustees  apologize  for  cutting  down  some  old  Trees 
which  grew  in  the  ChapeUyard,  in  order  to  augment  their 
Chapel  Stock,  '<  which  had  been  much  diminished,^' — and 
they  also  complain  of  a  person  teaching  School  in  a  nagh- 
bouring  Village  to  the  <^  impoverishment  of  their  School,  and 
discouragement  of  their  School-Master.^' 

The  original  School  Stock  which  was  £40.,  remains  the 
same. 

A  School-house  was  built  in  1751. 

The  Trustees  appoint  the  Master. 

John  Brown,  Esq.,  of  Mdguardi^  bequeathed  £200.  to 
the  School ;  with  the  major  part  of  whidi  John  Losh,  Esq., 
of  Woodside,  his  heir,  in  1764,  purchased  land  adjoining  to 
the  School-house,  and  the  remtdnder  is  in  the  hands  of  his 
Grand-daughters,  Misses  Sarah  and  Catherine  Losh, 
who  generously  intend  to  legalize  Mr.  Brown's  Will,  which 
was  invalidated  by  the  Mortmmn  Act.  But  notwithstand- 
ing that  circumstance,  the  Master  has  regularly  and  honour- 
ably been  paid  all  the  emoluments. 

Let  those  «/Ao,  under  similar  drcumstances,  Tiave  seized 
tipon  the  Estate  of  the  School  at  West  Burton,  in  York- 
shire, founded  and  endowed  by  John  Sadler, — and  those 
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also  who  so  greaily  profited  by  iCs  tuition,  and  who  now  look 
upon  the  transaction  with  cold  indifference, — blush  at  their 
improper  conduct,  and  hasten  to  restore  that  once  celebrated 
Seminary  to  it's  just  rights  and  former  distinction. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  indefinitely. 

The  Grammars,  and  the  System  of  Education,  are  left  to 
the  Master's  discretion. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Patrick  Francis  Doran, 
whose  Salary  afid  Emoluments  are  about  £35.  per  annum. 

A  singular  dixiation  was  made  by  a  Mr.  Graham,  of  a 
Silver  Bell,  weighing  two  ounces,  upon  which  is  engraven 
"  Wrey  Chappie,  1 655,''to  be  "fought  for  annually  on  ShroTe 
Tuesday  by  Cocks.**  About  three  weeks  previous  to  that 
day,  the  boys  fixed  upon  Two  of  their  School-fellows  for 
Captains,  whose  parents  were  able  and  willing  to  bear  the 
expense  of  the  approaching  contest,  and  the  Master  on  hb 
entering  the  School  was  saluted  by  the  boys  throwing  up 
their  hats,  and  the  acclamation  of  "  Dux,  DuaT  After  an 
early  dinner  on  Shrove  Tuesday  the  two  Captains^  attended 
by  their  Friends  and  Schocd-fellows  who  were  distinguished 
by  blue  and  red  Ribbons,  inarched  in  procesaon  from  their 
respective  homes  to  the  Village  Ghreen,  when  each  produced 
Three  Cocks,  and  the  Bell  was  appended  to  the  hat  of  the 
Victor, — in  which  manner  it  was  handed  down  from  one 
successful  Captain  to  another. 

About  thirty  years  since,  this  barbarous  custom  was  su- 
perseded by  a  "  HuNT,^ — a  Mayor  being  aiinually  elected, 
and  the  Bell  graces  his  rod  of  office.  A  Hai  is  given  to  the 
boys,  under  fifteen,  to  be  run  for, — and  each  of  the  compe* 
titon  receives  a  prc^rtionate  reward. 

W^RRAY  Hunt  from  the  first  obtained,  and  still  maintains 
that  degree  of  celebrity,  to  which  "  Caplam  BaUUs"^  had  no 
pretension.

Tas  FiEs  Gbahhak  School  in  Ashboavs  was  founded 
in  the  Twenty'Seventh  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Let- 
ters Patent  dated  the  15th  of  July,  1585,  oa  the  petition  of 
Sir  Thomas  Coxaime,  Knight,  of  Ashbome,  in  the  County 
of  Derby,  William  Bbadbobnb,  of  Lee,  in  the  same 
County,  Esquire,  Thomas  Cahtsr,  of  the  Middle  Temple, 
London,  Gentlonan,  Thouas  Hubte,  and  William  Jack- 
son, of  Ashhome,  Gentlemen,  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
same  Town,  who  were  desirous  of  founding  and  eatablisliiiig

a  Free  Grammar  School  there,  for  the  better  instruction, 
and  education  of  the  Youth  of  the  neighbouring  country ; — 
Whereupon  her  Majesty  grants,  that  there  shall  be  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Ashbome,  for  the  education  of  boys  and 
youth  in  Grammar  and  other  good  Learning,  to  be  called 
**  The  Free  Gbamhab  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Vill  of  AsHBOBKE,  in  the  County  of  Derby ;'' — to  have 
one  Master  who  shall  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  and  an  Under- 
Master: — 

That  there  shall  be  Thbee  discreet  and  honest  Men^  to 
be  GovERi^OBs  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  and  Twelve 
Assistants  to  the  said  Grovemors  in  the  management  of 
their  possessions : — 

The  Thbee  Jirst  Govebnobs  to  be  Thomas  Cokaikx, 
Grentleman,  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaikb,  Knight,  John 
Alsofpe,  of  Alsoppe  in  the  Dale,  Gentleman,  and  Robsbt 
HtTBTE,  Vicar  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Ashbome : — 

The  TwELVE^r^  Assistants  to  be  Robebt  Whithall, 
Gentleman,  Thomas  Alsofpe,  of  Alsoppe  in  the  DdUy 
Gentleman,  Rogeb  Hubtb,  John  Cloves,  Senicn*,  George 
Jackson,  Nicholas  Hubte,  Gebvase  Pbince,  Anobbw 
MiLWABD,  Jacob  Milward,  Robert  Hollis,  Ralph 
BuBCHE,  and  Richabd  Radclyffe,  Parishioners  of  Ash- 
bome:— 

The  Govemor^  and  Assistants,  and  their  Successors,  to 
be  a  Body  Corporate : — 

On  the  death  of  a  Governor,  or  his  removal  out  of  the 
Parish,  or  his  being  otherwise  removed,  the  other  Groverlion 
and  Assistants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  William  Beas- 
BOBNE,  Thomas  Cabteb,  Thomas  Hubtb,  and  William 
Jackson,  or  their  Heirs  male  lawfully  begotten,  or  the 
major  part  of  them  if  any  of  them  shall  then  be  living,  and 
not  otherwise,  shall'choose  a  new  Grovemor  out  of  the  Assist- 
ants:— 
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But  if  Sir  Thomas  Cokainb,  William  Bkabbokke, 
Thomas  Cabter,  Thomas  Hurtb,  and  William  JaCk- 
soK)  or  their  Heirs  male  should  not  be  living,  the  Governors 
and  Asristants  may  elect  as  aforesaid  :— 

The  like  rule  to  be  observed,  for  filling  up  vacancies  in 
the  Assistants  ^^  ex  discretioribui  et  moffis  idoneis  viris^  of 
the  Parish  of  Ashbome : — 

Hiese  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  within  a  month,  otherwise 
THE  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  may  appoint  a 
Governor  out  of  the  Assistants,  and  an  Assistant  out  of  the 
Inhabitants  :— 

Sir  Thomas  Coxaine,  William  Brabborne,  Thomas 
Carter,  Thomas  Hurte,  and  William  Jackson,  or  the 
Survivors  or  Siurvivor,  may  appoint  the  Master,  and  Under- 
Master  ;  and  after  the  death  of  the  Survivor,  the  Governors 
and  Asastants,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Rem 
male  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokainb,  &c,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  may  appoint  a  Master  or  Under-Master;  But  if^ 
within  thirty  days  after  a  vacancy,  on  reasonable  notice 
given  by  the  Vicar  or  Churchwardens  of  Ashbome,  they  do 
not  appoint  a  fit  and  learned  man,  then  the  Bishop  of  Co- 
tnentry  and  Lichfield,  and  his  Successors,  may,  within  one 
month,  appcnnt  for  that  turn  :-— 

Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  William  Bradborne,  Thomas 
Carter,  Thomas  Hurte,  and  William  Jackson,  or  the 
major  part,  or  the  Survivors  or  Survivor  of  them,  may  make 
fit  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing  under  their  Seals,  for 
liie  government  and  direction  of  the  Master,  Under-Master, 
and  Sdiolars,  and  the  Grovembrs  and  Assistants,  and  like- 
wise the  Stipends  and  Salaries  of  the  Master  and  Under- 
Master,  and  all  other  things  appertaining  to  the  said  School, 
snd  the  government  and  disposition  of  their  Revenues : — 

Hiese  Statutes  and  Ordinances  to  be  inviolably  observ- 
ed:— 

After  the  decease  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  &c,  the 
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Governors  and  Assistants  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Heirs  male  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaive,  &g.,  whilst  any  should 
survive,  and  afterwards  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  th^ 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield  for  the  time  being,  may 
from  time  to  time  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  School  and  it*s  posses- 
sions, but  not  to  be  contrary  to  those  made  by  Sir  Thomas 

COXAINE,  &c.: — 

The  Governors  to  have  a  Common  Seal : — ^may  sue  and 
be  sued  at  law: — and  may  purchase  or  receive  lands  and 
other  possesions,  not  exceeding  the  clear  annual  value  of 
Fifty  pounds  :— 

Licence  is  also  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine,  &c.,  to 
grant  lands  and  other  property,  not  exceeding  the  clear 
annual  value  of  £50. : — 

All  the  Revenues  to  be  for  the  sustentation  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  School,  the  Master,  and  the  Under-Master : — 

The  Master,  and  Under- Master,  so  appointed,  are  to  hold 
their  offices  without  any  other  presentation,  institution,  or 
investiture,  for  life,  according  to  the  Statutes  aforesaid :— - 

But  they,  the  Governors  and  Assistants  may  be  removable 
according  to  the  Statutes : — 

The  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  to  be  granted 
without  fine  or  fee. 

It  does  not,  however,  appear  that  any  Rules  or  Orders 
were  made  by  the  Governors  and  Asastants  until  the  year 
179^9  when  the  following  Statutes  were  enacted: — 

''  Whereas  the  place  of  Head  Master  of  Thb  Free 
Gbammab  School  in  Ashbobne^  in  the  County  of 
Derby,  has  become  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  late 
Revd.  William  Lanolbt  }  And  whereas  the  Gover- 
nors and  Assistants  of  ihe  said  Free  Grammar  School 
have  not  yet  made  any  Rules  or  Orders  for  ordering 
and  regulatiDg  the  said  School  >  And  the  present 
Governors  and  Assistants  seeing  it  necessary  that 
there  should  be  some  Rules  or  Orders  made,  for  the 
future  good  government,  ordering  and  regulating 
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the  Mid  Sdiool,  and  all  oilier  xnaktere  relatlii§^ 
thereto,  Tkey  do  therefore  in  pmnuuKe  and  by 
virtue  of  certain  Letters  Patent,  nuide  in  the  Twenty- 
serendi  year  of  Ae  rden  of  the  late  Qoeen  Eliza- 
BSTB,  whereby  the  said  School  was  founded,  and 
by  and  with  the  conteni  of  the  hoitd  Biahop  of 
LiCHFiBLD  and  Coybntbt,  hereby  enact :  And  be 
it  enacted, 
Fkti,  That  the  Blaster,  and  Under-Master,  for  Hie  time  being, 
shall  enter  upon  their  respective  offices,  with  the  House, 
Garden,  and  other  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  subject 
to  the  observance  of  all  and  every  the  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Orders  herein  contained,  and  which  are  on  their  respective 
parts  to  be  observed  and  performed,  and  shall  continue  in 
the  possession  thereof  during  so  long  time  as  they  shall 
respectively  observe  the  said  Rules,  Statutes,  and  Orders, 
and  shall  conduct  themselves  diligently  and  properly  in 
their  oflBcea  $  and  no  longer. — And  in  case  the  Master,  or 
Under-Master,  shall  not  observe  the  said  Rules,  Statutes,  and 
Orders  or  any  of  them,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  misconduct  or 
neglect  of  duty;   and  in  order  to  prevent  a  Master  or 
Under-Master  being  ^scharged  and  removed  firom  their 
jtapectiye  offices  upon  the  complaint,  or  by  the  pr^fudice  of 
a  few  individuals,  a  Meeting  of  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  first  called,  to  take 
into  consideratkm,  whether  there  are  sufficient  grounds  by 
the  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty  of  such  Master  or  Under- 
Master,  or  their  omitting  to  observe  these  Rules,  Statutes^ 
and  Orders  to  call  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  said  Governors 
and  Assistants,  and  if  so,  then  to  caU  such  Special  Meeting, 
of  calling  which,  one  week's  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given 
to  the  said  Master  or  Under-Master  respectively,  and  the 
said  Grovemors  and  Assistants  are  at  such  Special  Meeting 
to  consider,  fully  and  careftiUy  investigate  Such  misconduct 
or  neglect  of  duty,  or  non-observance  of  the  said  Rules, 
Statutes,  and  Orders,  and  they  or  the  miyor  part  of  them 
for  the  time  being  shall  then  either  acquit  such  Master  or 
Under-Master  from  any  complaint  wUch  shall  be  made 
against  him  as  afbresaid,  or  shall  sign  an  order  for  his  or 
their  dischaige  and  removal  immediately,  or  within  such 
space  of  time  as  the  said  Governors  and  Assistants  or  the 
mijor  part  of  them  shall  think  proper.-— Provided  always, 
that  such  Special  Meeting  shall  not  be  held  sooner  than 
Fourteen  days  after  the  then  preceding  Meeting :  And  the 
Master,  or  Under-Master,  who  shall  be  so  ordered  to  be 
discharged  or  removed,  shall  firom  the  time  of  such  dis-

charge  or  removml  be  dqnhred  of  all  the  profits  and  emolu- 
ments bekHiging  to  his  office,  and  shall  quit  and  yield  up 
possession  of  IUjb  House,  School,  Qarden,  and  Ordiard  to 
the  same  belonging;  And  if  he  shall  refose  or  neglect  so 
to  qnit  and  yield  up  the  some,  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants,  -or  any  person  aiidioiized  by  them,  shall  and 
may  by  force  remove  him  from  ^e  possession  thereof. 

Seamdf  That  no  Master,  or  Under-'Mister,  for  the  tame  being, 
shall  engage  himself  to  any  School  or  Scholan,  nor  shall 
in  any  wise  teach  or  instruct  any  Sdiokis  during  the  Hours 
proper  for  him  to  attend  in  The  Free  Graipmar  School,  viz,, 
FltHA  Seven  to  Eleven  in  the  Foroiooii,  and  finom  (h^e  to 
Rur  in  the  Afternoon. 

T^trd,  That  the  Master,  or  Under-Bfaster,  shall  not  witHout  the 
eipress  consent  of  the  said  Governors  and  Assistants,  or  the 
mijor  part  of  them  at  one  of  their  Meetings,  be  at  liberty 
to  take  as  Scholars  more  than  the  following  number  c^ 
Boarders, — viz..  The  Head  Master  Twbntt,  and  iJie  Under- 
Master  Ten.  And  for  the  greater  preservation'  of  the 
heahh  of  such  Boarding  Scholars,  the  Master  or  Under- 
Master  shall  not  have  more  than  iuo  beds  in  one  room,  nor 
more  than  two  Scholars  in  one  bed.  And  tiiat  the  M^Euter 
and  Under^Mastef  shall  each  of  them  oblige  ius  Boarding 
Sdudan  to  attend  in  the  public  S<^iool,  during  the  "hours 
above  mentioned. 

Fourth,  That  the  said  Governors  and  Aasisttots,  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  liberty  at  all  times  hereafter  to  send  into 
the  said  School  between  the  hoars  of  Bleven  and  Twelve 
o'clock  in  the  Forenoon,  and  Eonr  and  Five  in  the  After- 
noon of  each  day '(except  Sunday)  any  fenoa  whom  they 
shall  think  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  teacMiig  and  instruct- 
ing the  said  Free  Scholan  in  Wiidng  ahd  Arithmetic. 

Fifth,  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  tixne  being 
shall  regularly  twice  a  week,  viz,.  One  Montfi  alter  each  of 
the  Recesses  of  (Christmas  and  Whitsuntide,  send  directed 
to  one  of  the  said  Governors  alist  in  writihig,  specifying  the 
same  of  every  Free  Schcdar  eadi  hath  under  his  care,  which 
list  shaU  be  laid  before  the  Govembrs  and  Assistants  at 
thdr  then  next  Meeting. 

Sixth,  That  when  and  so  often  as  any  Lease  or  Leases  of  the 
lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  wherewith  the  said 
School  is  now,  or  hereafter  shaU  be  endowed,  shall  become 
expired,  such  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  diall  be 
advertised  for  the  space  of  Three  week^  in  the  Do'by 
Mercury  to  be  let  by  pid>lic  Auction  from'  year  to  year;  or 
i^n  one  or  more  lease  or  leases  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
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Twenty-one  years,  to  commence  firom  the  time  of  such 
lettmg  thereof.    And  that  the  person  or  persons  who  shall 
be  the  best  bidder  or  bidders  for  such  lands,  tenements,  or 
hereditaments,  shall  find  sufficient  Sureties  for  payment  of 
the  rent,  and  for  performance  of  the  covenants  or  other 
articles  to  be  contained  in  such  lease  or  leases. — Provided 
that  no  Governor  or  Assistant  for  the  time  bemg,  or  any 
person  in  trust  for  him,  shall  be  a  bidder  at  such  Auction, 
and  such  bidding  is  hereby  declared  null  and  void  to  all 
intents  and  purposes :  it  being  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  these  Rules  and  Statutes,  that  any  Grovemor 
or  Assistant,  or  any  person  in  trust  for  him,  shall  be  a  holder 
'    or  occupier  of  any  of  the  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments 
of  or  belonging  to  the  said  School. 
Seventh,  That  all  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  arising  or  to  arise 
from  the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  hereditaments  where- 
with the  said  School  is  now  or  hereafter  shall  be  endowed, 
shall  for  the  time  being  be  recdved  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
said  Grovemors  and  Assistants  within  the  space  of  Three 
months  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  for  him 
immediately  to  pay  TwO'third  parts  thereof  to  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  other  Third  part  thereof  to  the  Under- 
Master;   subject  to  such  future  Regulations,  as  may  be 
thought  necessary  to  be  made  by  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants. 
Lastly,  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  an  equal  right  and  title  to  the  Pew  at  the  fsuther 
end  of  the  School-loft  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Ashbome 
aforesaid,  and  that  each  of  them  and  his  Family  shall  and 
may  occupy  the  same  accordingly,  without  the  hinderacne 
or  interruption  of  the  other  of  them. 
In  witness  and  testimony  whereof,  and  of  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventbt 
to  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Statutes  he  hath  signed  his  name  at 
the  bottom  hereof;  and  the  said  Grovemors  and  Assistants  have 
hereunto  caused  their  Common  Seal  to  be  affixed  this  Twentieth 
day  of  August  in  the  Thirty-sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Our 
Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Third,  &c.,  1796." 

Several  small  rent  charges,  making  together  £5.  per 
annum^  were  ^ven  at  the  time  or  soon  after  the  Foundatioii, 
by  Thomas  Carteh,  Philip  Okeovxr,  Sir  Anthony 
Ashley,  and  Mrs.  Stoesb. 

In  1610,  Roger  Oldfield  gave  £70.  to  be  laid  out  in 
land. 
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In  IGGjf  The  Duke  of  Deyonshibb  gave  £6.  per 
annum  to  the  Head  Master. 

The  prinGipal  laoome  of  the  School  arises  from  the  rent 
of  an  Estate,  suppdsed  to  hanre  been  purchased  with  the 
amount  of  a  Subscription,  now  let  aX£8S.  pet  annum, — and 
Two-fifths  of  lands  at  Ashover  given  by  Mr;  Chiustophsb 
Pegge,  and  now  let  at  £316.  per  annum. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  about  £240.  per 
annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
required  to  learn  Latin^  as  it  is  not  considered  an  EngUeh 
School.  There  are  about  Sixteen  boys  upon  the  Founda- 
tion. They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Latin 
Grammar,  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  for  superannua- 
tion. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and 
the  system  of  Education  depends  upon  the  discretion  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  St  John^s  College,  Cam- 
bridge, to  which  boys  educated  at  tins  School  seldom  succeed, 
as  there  are  three  or  four  previous  claims. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Paul  Belchsb, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £160.  per  annum,  with  a 
house  and  garden.    This  Gentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
Terms  being  Thirty-five  guineas  per  annum.

The  Grammar  School  at  Chestsbfisld  was  founded  in 
the  reign  of  Queen  Eti^ABETH,  by  Godfrey  Foljambe, 
Esq.,of  Watton,  in  this  Parish;  and  end  owed  with£ld..6..8. 
per  annumij  fiayahle  out  of  an  estate  at  Attenboroughy  in  the 
County  of  Nottii^gham.  In  consequence  of  thb  endowment^ 
every  Master,  nominated  and  appointed  by  The  Mayor  and 
Corporation,  must,  according  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Foljambs, 
be  examined  and  approved  by  The  Abchbishof  of  York, 
in  whose  Diocese  Attenborough  is  situate. 

There  have  been  subsequent  Donations; — viz.,  £8.  an- 
nually from  Ballidon,  in  the  County  of  Derby; — £l.  from 
the  Vicarof  Che8terfield,outof  landnearthe  Town : — £  1  ..7.«1. 
from  the  Proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  Canal; — £l.,7..0. 
the  Interest  of  jC30.,  left  by  Mr.  Leonard  Gill,  of  Lon- 
don, Merchant ; — and  a  Farm,  called  Tlie  Hague  Farm^ 
fiituate  in  the  Parish  of  Stavely  near  Chesterfield,  which  was 
left  about  the  year  1674,  by  Mr.  Cornelius  Clarke^  of 
the  then  yeailj  value  of  £38. ;  which  Rent  was  to  be 
divided  in  the  following  proportions,  viz,,  £15.  annually  to 
the  Master,  £15.  annually  to  an  Usher  to  assist  the  Master, 
and  £8.  annually  toan  A  B  C  Darius.  The  respective  sums 
(^  £15.  to  the  Master  and  Usker  are  annually  paid  by  The 
Corporation  of  Chesterfield,  as  Trustees :  But  it  is  stated, 
that  the  ABC  Darius  now  receives  from  this  endowment 
£  12..12..0.  per  annum.  The  i^pointment  of  the  Usher  was 
vested  by  Mr.  Clarke  in  his  Descendants ;  and  in  ccHise- 
quence,  Mr.  Shore,  of  Norton,  in  the  County  of  Derby, 
nominates,  and  The  Corporation  approve  in  this  case. 

The  Hague  Farm  being  adjacent  to  the  Estate  of  Sir 
SiTWELL  SiTWELL,  Bart,  of  ftenishaw,  an  advatageous 
exchange  of  k  was  made   by  The  Corporation  with  Sir 
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SiTWELL  for  lands  situate  elsewhere,  about  Tw^ity  years 
since. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes,  nor  Ordinances. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  all  descriptions  in  the  Towfh 
free'  of  expense.  But  from  this  promiscuous  Admiission, 
there  are  few  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  wid  but  rarely 
any  other  Scholars. 

The  Westminster  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Eton 
Greek,  are  used ;  And  the  usual  routine  of  Education  is, 
Hie  Accidence  and  Lafin  Grammar,  Clarke^s  Introduction, 
Latiri  Testament,  Eutropiiis,  Phaedrus's  Fables,  Csesar^s 
Commentaries,  Greek  Testament,  Ovid^s  Metamorphoses, 
Sallust,  Vir^ ;  and,  in  Greek,  Xenophon  and  Homer. 

It  appears  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Foljahbe,  that  he  foun- 
ded a  Fellowship  for  the  Town  of  Chesterfield  at  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  There  is  neither  Exhibition,  nor 
Scholarship. 

The  present  dead  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Field, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  JC40.  per  annumy  with  a 
House  and  about  six  or  seven  acres  of  Land.  But,  as  all 
this  property  lies  within  The  Borough  of  Chesterfield,  the 
Imposts  upon  it  are  equal  to  a  heavy  rent :  It  also  pays  a 
Roil^charge  of  £2..10..0.  annually  to  The  Duxe  of  Devon- 
shiee.  This  Gentleman  would  have  wished  to  have  taken 
Private  Pupils ;  but  the  House,  though  very  large,  is  in  so 
dilapidated  a  state,  that  there  are  not  accommodations. 

The  Ushership  is,  at  present,  annexed  to  the  Mastership ; 
and  there  is  no  other  Master  in  the  School. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments  belonging  to  this 
School :  neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

Archbishop  Seckee  is  said  to  have  received  his  first 
instruction  in  this  School ;  and  Dr.  KArE,  the  late  Dean 
of  linooln,  and  Dr.  Daewin,  the  Physician  and  Poet,  were 
educated  here. 

The  School  b  called  «  The  Chapel  SchooF  to  this  day, 
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because  it  is  built  upon  the  site  of  The  Chapel  of  the  Gild 
of  St.  Helen.  The  Well  adjoining  to  it,  which  is  now 
nearly  destroyed  by  the  sinking  of  contiguous  pits,  was  call- 
ed "  Tlie  Holy  WeU,'^  and  was  in  high  celebrity.  The 
Street,  leading  to  the  School,  is  called  <<  Holy  Well  Street:'' 
and  the  Fields  opposite,  are  at  this  time  called  ^^  St.  HeUvC$7* 
There  is  a  Gallery  in  the  Church,  which  is  called  ^^  The 
School  Loft^  as  belonging  to  the  School ;  and  which  was, 
without  doubt,  appropriated  to  the  School  by  the  Founder ; 
over  whose  Seats  below,  it  is  erected. 
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DERBY. 

Thb  Faxb  School  at  Dseb  r,  which  is  fituate  in  St  Peter's 
Chmdi^yard,  is  one  of  the  most  andont  Endowments  o£  the 

kitid  in  this  kingdom.  i 

Aoooiding  to  Mr.  LrsoKs,  it  is  certain  that  it  existed  as 
eadjr  as  the  TweUUi  Century,-— and  it  seems  to  have  been 
fomided  in  the  reign  of  King  Henky  the  Second,  soon  after 
the  removal  of  the  Canons  of  St.  Helena's  to  the  Abbey  of 
Darley. 

Walter  Durdant,  Bishop  o£  Lichfield,  in  his  Charter, 
speaks  of  the  School  at  Derby  as  the  gifit  of  himself  and 
William  de  Barb&  Aprilis. 

Soon  after  this,  whilst  Richard  Esche,  who  succeeded 
Walter  Durdakt  in  1162,  was  Bishop  of  Lichfield, 
Walkblin  de  Derby  and  Goda  his  Wife  gave  the  Man- 
aon  in  which  they  dwelt,  and  which  Walkelin  had  pur- 
chased of  William  Alsin,  to  the  Canons  of  Darley,  on 
condition  that  the  Hall  should  be  for  ever  used  as  a  School- 
room, and  the  Chambers  for  the  Dwelling  of  the  Master  and 
Clerks. 

This  ancient  Grammar  School  was  given  to  The  Corpo- 
ration by  Queen  Marit,  together  with  a  part  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  Abbey  of  Darley  for  it's  Foundation,  spedally 
char^g  the  Estate  of  LUtle  Chester  with  the  annual  payment 
of  JE13..6.  8.  to  the  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Endowment  which  is  in  Land  and  Houses,  is  con- 
fflderably  improved; — ^but  the  amount  is  a  pro/bund  Secret 
with  The  Corporation,  who  positively  refuse  any  information 
respecting  the  School. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  in  land  of  £20.  per  cmnum 
was  made  by  Francis  Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London, 
which  is  now  paid  by  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge. 
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charge  or  removal  be  depnyed  of  all  the  profits  and  emolu- 
noieiits  belonging  to  his  office,  and  shall  qidt  and  yield  up 
possession  of  his  House*  School,  Grarden,  and  Orchard  to 
the  same  belonging }  And  if  he  shall  refose  or  neglect  so 
to  quit  and  yield  up  the  same,  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants,  or  any  person  authorized  by  them,  shall  and 
may  by  foroe  remove  him  from  the  possession  theredf . 

Second,  That  no  Master,  or  Under-Master,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  engage  himself  to  any  School  or  Scholan,  nor  shall 
in  any  wise  teach  or  insUnct  any  Sehqkis  during  the  Hours 
proper  for  him  to  attend  in  The  Free  6ran;miar  School,  viz,. 
From  Seven  to  Eleven  in  the  Forenoon,  and  from  One  to 
Four  in  the  Afternoon. 

Third,  That  the  Master,  or  Under-Master,  shall  not  'without  the 
express  consent  of  the  said  Gtovemors  and  Assistants,  or  the 
migor  part  of  them  at  one  of  their  Meetings,  be  at  liberty 
to  take  as  Scholars  more  than  the  following  number  of 
Boarders, — viz..  The  Head  Master  Twbntt,  and  iJie  Under- 
Master  Ten.  And  for  the  greater  preservation  of  the 
heahh  of  such  Boarding  Scholars,  the  Miaster  or  Under- 
Master  shall  not  have  more  than  ft^o  beds  in  one  room,  nor 
more  than  two  Scholars  in  one  bed.  And  tiiat  the  Mxister 
and  Under-Mastei"  shall  each  of  them  oblige  his  Boarding 
Scholars  to  attend  in  the  public  School,  during  the  hours 
above  mentioned. 

Fourth,  That  the  said  Governors  and  Assistants,  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  liberty  at  all  times  hereafter  to  send  into 
the  said  School  between  the  hours  of  Eleven  and  Twelve 
o*  Clock  in  the  Forenoon,  and  Four  and  Five  in  the  After- 
noon of  each  day '(except  Sunday)  any  person  whom  they 
shall  think  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  teachiiig  and  instruct- 
ing the  said  Free  Scholan  in  Writing  ahd  Arithmetic. 

Fifth,  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  tixne  being 
shall  regularly  twice  a  week,  viz;.  One  Mbn^  after  each  of 
the  Recesses  of  Christmas  and  Whitsuntide,  send  directed 
to  one  of  the  said  Governors  a  list  in  writibg,  specifying  the 
name  of  every  Free  Scholar  eadi  hath  under  his  care,  which 
list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Goivembrs  and  Assistants  at 
their  then  next  Meeting. 

Sixth,  That  when  and  so  often  as  any  Lease  or  Leases  of  the 
lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  wherewith  the  said 
School  is  now,  or  hereafter  shall  be  endowed,  shall  become 
expired,  such  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  shall  be 
advertise4  for  the  space  of  Three  we»eks  p  the  Derby 
Mercury  to  be  let  by  public  Auction  from  year  to  year;  or 
upon  one  or  more  lease  or  leases  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
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John  Flamsteed,  the  first  Astronomer  Royal. 
John  Eardlby  Wilmot,  Esq.,  Master  in  Chancery. 
The  present  Lord  St.  Helenas. 

Anthony  Black  wall,  Author  of  the  Sacred  C  lassies, 
was  Master  of  this  SchooL

— And 
during  a  vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  or  Guardians,  Six  of  the 
most  discreet  Inhabitants,  nominated  by  the  Fanshaw  Fa- 
mily, to  be  Grovemors,  pro  tempore. 

The  Heir  of  the  Founder,  bdng  of  the  fuU  age  of  Twen- 
ty-one,— and,  in  want  of  hms^  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield,— to  appoint  the  Head  Master,  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes. 

The  GovemiM*s  are  [empowered  ta  receive  any  other  pos- 
sesEoons,  not  exceedix^  in  t)ie  whole  the  full  annual  value  of 
£30.,  and  which  are  not  holden  in  capUe. 

All  the  re^ts  and  profits  of  the  Estates  are  to  b^  applied 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  Head  Master^  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  no  other  use  whalsoiever. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  "  The  Ordebs,"  made  by  Sir 
Thomas  Fanshaw,  K.  B.,  for  the  government  of  the 
School : — 

'^  Imprimis.  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  the  said  School 
shall  hpgin  (betwixt  our  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas)  at  the  hour 
of  mo* clock  in  the  morning,  and  end  at  eleven,  and  in  the  after- 
noon that  it  begin  at  one  and  end  at  six  y  and  in  the  Winter,  that 
the  said  School  begin  at  severe  and  co^tinue  to  eleven,  and  in  the 
afternoon  from  one  to  Jive,  And  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  come  into  the  School  amongst  their  Scholars,  every 
morning  (except  they  be  detained  by  want  of  their  healths)  by 
six  of  the  o* clocks  from  our  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by 
seven  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  that  they  continue  in 
p^anon  teaching  their  Scholars  till  nine  of  the  clock,  and  then  if 
they  please  to  refresh  themselves,  and  that  they  be  in  person  in 
the  said  School  again  by  ten  of  the  clock,  and  so  continue  till 
eleven ',  and  at  afternoon,  that  they  be  present  within  the  said 
Sdio6l  by  one  of  the  clock,  and  continue  there  till  three>  and 
from  four  till  five  in  the  winter,  the  rest  of  the  year,  till  six. 
And  if  they  be  occasioned  through  necessary  business^  to  absent 
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themsebres  from  the  said  School  more  than  two  days,  I  will  that 
they  ask  three  of  the  Governors  leave,  (the  Vicar  c^  Dronfidd 
being  one.)-*  And  if  they  prove  negligent  in  keeping  their  hours 
as  is  abovesaid,  or  alnent  themselves  from  the  said  Sdiool 
withont  leave  obtained,  after  three  admonitions  given  them  or 
either  of  them,  by  the  Gkyvemors,  or  more  part  of  them,  then  I 
declare  his  or  their  place  void,  and  myself  at  liberty  to  i^ipofait  a 
new  Sdioolmaster  or  Usher,  in  his  place  so  forfeited. 

2.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  every  Saturday  after- 
noon, do  call  the  Scholars  before  him,  and  that  till  three  of  the 
dock  he  catechise  them  in  the  principles  of  our  Christian  Reli- 
gion, according  to  the  order  of  the  book  of  Common  IVay«r, 
that  they  may  by  this  means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receivt 
public  instruction  by  way  ci  catechising  from  the  Vicar  in  the 
Church. 

3.  Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  the  Sdioolmaster  and  Usher  upon 
penalty  of  loss  of  their  places,  that  they  grant  no  otium  or  play 
days  to  their  Scholars,  upon  any  pretext  -,  but  I  q>point  that  the 
Sdkolars  do  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  by  three  of  the  dock 
in  the  afternoon,  play  of  course.  And  that  there  be  no  breaking 
up,  nor  leaving  of  School  before  any  festival  days,  save  only  two 
days  before  the  feast  of  Easter,  two  days  before'the  feast  of  Pen- 
tecost, and  four  or  five  days  before  Christmas,  and  the  Sdiool 
to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter  Week,  the  Wed- 
nesday in  the  feast  of  Pentecost,  and  the  first  Monday  alter  the 
twelfth  day  in  Christmas  without  delay. 

4.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  give  such  correction  to  their  Scholars  as  shall  be  meet 
and  fit,  but  in  no  wise  that  they  strike  any  Scholar  upon  the 
head  or  the  cheek  with  their  fist  or  the  palm  ci  their  hands,  or 
with  any  other  thing ;  and  that  they  do  not  curse  or  revile  their 
Scholars ;  that  the  Scholars  be  corrected  for  swearing  with  the 
rod,  and  Latin  Scholars  for  speaking  English  with  the  ferula  ; 
that  monitors  be  appointed  to  present  their  rudeness,  irreverence, 
(Mr  indecent  demeanor  in  the  streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public 
sports. 

5.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  eveiy  morning  upon 
their  knees  before  they  begin  their  Lectures,  offer  up  their  sacri- 
fice of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  in  such  prayers  and 
psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me,  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
Master  in  the  morning  do  r^>eat  orderly  the  Lord's  Vrayer,  and 
after  that  te  deum  laitdamut,  the  Scholars  answering  him ;  and 
in  the  afternoon  before  they  do  depart,  that  the  li^ster  do  w» 
peat  orderly  the  113th  psalm,  the  Sdiolars  answeriiig  MB* 
And  that  the  Scholars  of  the  sakl  School  may  be  nurtured  and 
diadplined  as  well  in  good  manners  as  exercised  in  aits>  |  do 
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charge  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  as  thej  will  answer  it  to 
Grod  and  all  good  men,  that  they  bring  up  their  Scholars  in  the 
fear  of  God,  and  reverence  towards  all  men,  that  they  teach 
them  obedience  to  their  parents,  observance  to  their  betters, 
gentleness  and  ingenuity  in  all  their  carriage,  and  above  all- 
things  that  they  chastise  Uiem  severely  for  their  vices,  viz.,  lying, 
swearing,  and  filthy  speaking;  that  men  seeing  the  ends  of 
virtue  in  their  youth,  may  be  stirred  up  to  bless  and  praise  God 
for  their  pious  education. 

6.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  upon  every  Sunday  and 
Holy-day  in  the  morning  resort  orderly  unto  the  School,  and 
that  they  go  from  thence  with  their  Master  and  Usher  before 
them  unto  the  Church,  two  and  two  in  rank,  that  they  carry 
their  service  book  witb  them  and  answer  the  Versicles  in  the 
Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  doth,  that  they  kneel  at  such 
times  of  the  celebration  of  Divine  service  accordingly  as  it  is  in 
that  behalf  prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Conmion  Prayer,  and  that 
they  stand  up  at  the  reading  of  the  Creed,  and  bow  at  the  sacred 
name  of  Jesus ;  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  capacity,  do  take  in 
writing  the  notes  of  the  Preacher^s  Sermons,  and  give  account  of 
them  on  Monday  morning  to  their  Master. 

7.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  no  leprous,  foul  or 
infectious  Child  be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  nor  any  that 
by  any  sloth  or  negligence  of  their  parents  or  guardians  shall  be 
observed  to  be  slovenly. 

8.  Item,  I  do  ordain,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  demised  for  any 
longer  term  thaii  for  one  and  twenty  years  at  the  furthest,  to 
begin  in  possession  from  the  making  of  the  lease  or  leases  of 
any  of  the  said  lands ;  and  that  upon  every  lease  thereof  so  from 
time  to  time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved  for  and  during  all 
the  term,  such  yearly  rent  or  rents,  as  shall  be  according  to  the 
true  and  best  value  of  the  said  Lands ;  and  that  no  fine  or  in- 
come be  taken  for  any  such  lease,  and  that  the  yearly  rent  so 
reserved  and  payable  upon  the  said  lease  or  leases,  shall  be  paid, 
at  the  two  usual  feasts  or  tenns  in  the  year,  that  is  to  say,  at  the 
feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Annunciation  of  our 
Blessed  Lady,  the  Virgin  Mary,  or  within  twenty  days  Qt  the 
furthest,  next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  eadi  of  the  said 
Feasts,  by  even  and  equal  portions.    And  the  said  Rents  so  re« 
served  being  received  as  aforesaid,  shall  by  the  Governors  of  the 
said  School  be  paid  unto  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  within 
eight  days  after  the  time  so  limited  for  the  payment  thereof  as 
aforeudd,  out  of  which  rents  and  profits,  I  ordain  the  Usher  to 
have  paid  unto  him  for  his  salary,  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds 
yearly  and  every  year,  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the 
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residue  of  the  said  yearly  rent,  yearly  paid  unto  him  at  the  days 
and  times  before  limited. 

9.  Hem,  I  ordain  that  the  conveyances  and  writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  possessions  of  the  said  School,  together  with 
the  Common  Seal  now  by  me  appointed  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  Governors  of  the  said  School,  wherewith  the  said  Governors 
are  to  seal  such  leases,  as  shall  be  made  of  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  said  School,  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  kept  in  a  chest, 
which  shall  remain  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Dron- 
field  aforesaid,  under  six  locks  and  keys,  one  of  which  keys  the 
Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being  shall  keep,  and  each  of 
the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  shall  keep  one,  and  one 
other  key  shall  be  kept  by  my  kinsman,  Lyonkll  Fanshawe, 
'Eaq.,  until  such  time  as  I  shall  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same. 

10.  Item,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  stand  and  be 
observed  in  all  points,  until  such  time  as  I  or  my  heirs,  or  the 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Litchfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
minority  of  my  heirs,  shall  find  instant  cause  to  alter  the  same. 

11.  Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  once  in  every 
year,  upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
same  day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church,  by  the 
leave  of  the  Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the  pre- 
sence and  hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  whom  I  desire  in  that 
behalf  to  be  then  present.

Know  all  Men  by  these  presents,  that  We,  Althea  Fan- 
shawe, the  Patroness  of  the  School  of  Dronfield,  in  the 
County  of  Derby,  together  with  The  Rev.  Lawrence 
Bourne,  Clerk  and  Vicar  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dronfield, 
Robert  Ward,  Joseph  Pearson,   Thomas   Worsten- 
HOLicE,  and  Charles  Greenwood,  Churchwardens  of  the 
said  Parish,  Trustees  for  and  Governors  of  the  said  School, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  in  us  vested  by  the*  Founder  of 
the  said  School,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  much  greater  and  most  respectable  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, make  these  following  alterations  of,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Rules  already  made,  for  the  better  ordering  of 
the  said  School. 
1 .  In  regard  to  the  Eighth  Rule  already  made,  respecting  the 
Usher's  salary.  We  (in  conformity  with  what  our  predecessors 
have  done  beifbre  us)  do  order,  that  upon  every  increase  of  the 
rents,  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  School,  the  Usher's  salary  shall 
be  augmented  along  with  the  Headmaster's,  in  proportion  to 
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their  several  present  stipends^  or  diminished  in  the  same  propor- 
tion>  upon  any  extraordinary  expence  being  inoirred,  except  only 
with  respect  to  their  sereral  houses^  for  repairing  which,  each 
Master  shall  pay  for  his  own. 

2.  We  order,  that  whatever  Bpys,  the  Usher  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  bring  into  the  School,  he  shall  himself  be  paid  as  well 
for  their  entrance  as  instruction,  till  such  time  as  thiey  shall,  by 
the  direction  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  be  consigned  over  to  the  care  of  the  Head-master, 
in  which  case  one  half  of  the  entrance  money  received  by  the 
Usher  shall  by  him  be  paid  to  the  Head-master.  And  that  the 
Usher  and  his  Boys  shall  have  free  access  to  the  School  at  all 
School  hours,  without  the  let,  hindrance  or  molestation  of  the 
Head-master ;  neither  shall  they  be  subject  to  his  authority,  ex- 
cept only  with  respect  to  their  moral  condiict. 

3.  We  further  order,  that  no  Boy  whose  parents  live  and  are 
legally  settled  in  the  Parish  of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  any  entrance 
money ;  and  that  no  other  boy  shall  pay  more  than  half  a  guinea 
entrance,  nor  more  than  two  guineas  a  year  for  instruction, 
writing  and  accompts  excepted. 

4.  We  further  order,  that  no  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  shall  take  upon  him  to  prevent  any  Boy  from  coming 
to  the  said  School,  or  refose  to  instruct  him  there  in  the  same 
manner  he  does  the  other  Boys  under  his  care,  unless  such  rea- 
sons be  assigned  as  shall  be  thought  sufficient  by  the  Vicar  and 
Chiu*chwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

6.  We  further  order,  that  if  the  Usher  for  the  time  being, 
shall  undertake  to  instruct  Boys  in  writing  and  accompts,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  bring  tables  and  forms  into  the  School  for 
that  purpose  -,  but  shall  not  demand  more  for  such  instruction, 
than  what  is  usually  paid  at  other  Schools  in  the  neighbour- 
hood 3  or  if  he  does  not  choose  to  engage  in  that  employment, 
then  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  do  it,  who  shall 
be  indulged  in  the  like  privileges. 

6.  We  further  order,  that  no  Boy  who  belongs  to  the  Parish 
of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  more  than  sixpence  a  year  towards  coals, 
nor  more  than  threepence  a  year  towards  keeping  the  School 
dean,  and  lighting  the  fires  in  it  -,  and  that  every  other  Boy 
shall  pay  twice  as  much,  and  no  more,  to  those  several  charges  : 
And  in  case  more  coals  be  wanted,  or  more  pay  be  wanted  to 
satisfy  the  School-sweeper,  the  Chimihwardens  shall  provide  the 
former,  and  pay  the  latter,  and  deduct  the  same  from  the 
School  rents. 

7.  We  further  order,  that  if  any  disputes  arise  between  the 
Head-master  and  Usher,  or  between  either  of  them  and  any 
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other  person,  respecting  the  School  or  Scholars^  they  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to 
be  a4justed  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  their  adjust- 
ment shall  be  final. 

8.  We  order,  that  these  our  Rules  together  with  those  for- 
merly made  and  not  yet  repealed,  shall  be  strictly  observed  both 
by  the  Head-master  and  Usher,  upon  pain  of  our  displeasure, 
and  such  pimishment,  as  We,  by  the  Charter,  are  authorised  to 
inflict.

The  School  which  is  open  to  boys  of  any  Parish  indefi- 
nitely, is  conducted  upon  Dr.  Bellas  System.  There  is  no 
prescribed  age  of  admission,  or  continuance  at  the  School. 
The  Governors  admit.  The  Classics  have  not  been  taught 
here  for  many  years. 

There  are  no  ExhibiUOns,  nor  Church  Preferments,  be- 
lon^ng  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Pidcock, 
whose  Salary  is  £130.  per  annum^  and  a  house  and  garden. 
He  does  not  take  Pupils. 
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ToL  Faxb  Scho<!L  at  DsftBy,  which  is  situate  m  St  Peter's 
CSniidi-yardjisone  of  the  most  aacieiit  l&idowiiients  of  the 
Idtia  in  this  kingdom. 

Aocxmling  to  Mr.  Ltsovs,  it  is  certain  that  it  existed  as 
eaify  as  the  Twelfth  Century, — and  it  seems  to  have  been 
founded  in  the  reign  of  King  Hensy  the  Second,  soon  after 
the  removal  of  the  Canons  of  St.  Helena's  to  the  Abbey  of 
Darley. 

Walter  Durdant,  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  his  Charter, 
speaks  of  the  School  at  Derby  as  the  gift  of  himself  and 
William  de  Barbci  Aprilis. 

Soon  after  this,  whilst  Richard  Fsche,  who  succeeded 
Walter  Durdant  in  1162,  was  Bishop  of  Lichfield, 
Walkelin  de  Derby  and  Gk>DA  his  Wife  gave  the  Man- 
sion in  which  they  dwelt,  and  which  Walkelin  had  pur- 
chased of  William  Alsin,  to  the  Canons  of  Darley,  on 
condition  that  the  Hall  should  be  for  ever  used  as  a  Sdbool- 
room,  and  the  Chambers  for  the  Dwelling  of  the  Master  and 
Clerks. 

This  ancient  Grammar  School  was  given  to  The  Corpo- 
ration by  Queen  Mary,  together  with  a  part  of  the  pos- 
sesaonsof  the  Abbey  of  Darley  for  it*s  Foundation,  specially 
charging  the  Estate  of  LUile  Chester  with  the  annual  payment 
of  £13.. 6. -8.  to  the  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Endowment  which  is  in  Land  and  Houses,  is  con- 
aderably  improved; — ^but  the  amount  is  a  profinrnd  Secret 
with  The  Corporation,  who  positively  refuse  any  information 
respecting  the  School. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  in  land  of  £20.  per  annum 
was  made  by  Francis  Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London, 
which  is  now  pud  by  Emanuel  College,  Cambridge. 
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The  School  is  6pen  to  the  sons  of  Burgesses  indefimtdy, 
free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  at  any  age,  when  they 
can  read.  At  present  there  are  dnly  three  ox  Jbwr  Ftee 
Scholars,— and  as  many  Extra-Parochial  Scholars,  who  pay 
a  guinea  entrance  ;  and  four  guineas  per  arrnvm.  There 
have  been  Fifty  Scholars  in  this  School  at  one  time,  but  not 
of  late  years. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;    and  the  system  of 
Education  is  it  the  option  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Ten  Exhibitions  at  Emanuel  CoU^, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.  jper  annum  each,  founded  by  Mr.  Ash; 
to  which  boys,  who  are  educated  at  The  Grammar  Schools 
of  Ashby  and  Derby,  have  a  preference. 

Mrs.  Jane  Walton,  the  Widow  of  The  Revd.  John 
Walton,  Archdeacon  of  Derby,  (who  died  in  1603),  among 
several  other  benefactions,  gave  £100.  to  The  Master  and 
Fellows  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  Scholars  as  come  from  Derby  School,  or, 
for  want  of  such,  from  Derbyshire,  and  are  admitted  of  that 
College. 

She  also  bequeathed  to  The  BaiMs  and  Common  Coundl 
of  Derby  £40.,  for  the  better  relief  of  the  Head  Master  and 
Usher,  ^^  so  as  the  Stock  may  continue  for  that  use  for  everJ*^ 
The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Bligh,  whose 
Salary  is  £50.  per  anmim  from  The  Corporation,  and  £20. 
per  annum  from  Emanuel  College. 

A  Sermon  is  preached  once  a  year  at  All  Saints  Chuech, 
for  which  £20.  per  annum  was  left  by  Mr.  Crawshaw, 
which  sum  has  always  been  given  to  the  Master,  but  it  does 
not  constitute  part  of  the  Endowment 

There  is  no  Usher  at  present ;  none  having  been  appoint- 
ed by  The  Corporation  since  the  death  of  the  last,  who  died 
about  four  years  ago. 

Among  the  Eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  here, 
may  be  mentioned, — 
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John  Flamsteed,  the  first  Astronomer  Royal. 
JcmN  Eaedlby  Wilmot,  Esq.,  Master  in  Chancery. 
The  present  Lord  St.  Helenas.

The  Free  Gbammar  School  at  Dronfibld  was  founded 
ill  the  year  1579,  by  Tbouas  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  Remem- 
brancer of  Hie  Court  of  Exchequer,  in  pursuance  of  the 
Will  of  Henry  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  his  Predecessor  in  that 
office  (to  whom  he  was  Executor),  and  endowed  with  landa, 
eituate  in  the  Parishes  ti  Dnmfield,  Chesterfield,  and  Eo- 
kington,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £30.,  hut  now  amounU 
ing  to  £230.  a  year,  mostly  on  lease. 
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The  Letters  Patent  direct,  that  this  School  shall  be  called 
^^  The  School  of  Henry  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  of  Dbonfibld.^ 
—That  the  Vicar  and  Guardians  of  the  Parish  Church  shall 
be  Grovemors,  and  a  Body  Corporate,  and  have  a  Common 
SeaL — ^The  Heir  of  HsNar  Fanshaw  to  be  Patron. — And 
during  a  vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  or  6uardians,  Six  of  the 
most  discreet  Inhabitants,  nominated  by  the  Fanshaw  Fa- 
mily, to  be  Grovemors,  pro  tempore. 

The  Heir  of  the  Founder,  bdng  of  the  fuU  age  of  Twen- 
ty-erne,— and,  in  want  of  heirs,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield,— to  appoint  the  Head  Master,  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes. 

The  GrovemiM^  are  empowered  to  receive  any  other  pos- 
sesions, not  exceedix^  in  t)ie  whole  the  full  annual  value  of 
£30.,  and  which  are  not  halden  in  OBjpiU. 

All  the  re^ts  and  profits  of  the  Estates  are  to  b^  applied 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  Head  Masternand  Under-Master, 
and  to  no  other  use  whatsoever. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  "  Thb  Okdbbs,*  made  by  Sir 
Thomas  Fanshaw,  K.  B.,  for  the  govermpent  of  the 
School : — 

**  Imprimis,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  the  said  School 
shall  b^n  (betwixt  our  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas)  at  the  hour 
of  nx  o*clock  in  the  morning,  and  end  at  eleven,  and  in  the  after- 
noon that  it  begin  at  one  and  end  at  nx  y  and  in  the  Winter,  that 
the  said  School  begin  at  $eoen  ai^d  co^itinue  to  eleven,  and  in  the 
afternoon  from  one  to  five^  And  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  come  into  the  School  amongst  their  Scholars,  every 
morning  (except  they  be  detained  by  want  of  their  healths)  by 
six  of  the  o*  clock,  from  our  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas^  and  by 
seven  firom  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  that  they  continue  in 
Pearson  teaching  their  Scholars  till  nine  of  the  clock,  and  then  if 
they  please  to  refresh  themselves,  and  that  they  be  in  person  in 
the  said  School  again  by  ten  of  the  clocks  and  so  continue  till 
eleven  j  and  at  afternoon,  that  they  be  present  within  the  said 
Sdiool  by  one  of  the  clock,  and  continue  there  till  three>  and 
from  four  till  five  in  the  winter,  the  rest  of  the  year,  till  six. 
And  if  they  be  occasioned  through  necessary  business^  to  absent

themsebres  from  the  said  School  more  thaa  two  days^  I  will  that 
they  ask  three  of  the  Governors  leave^  (the  Vicar  of  Dronfield 
beiDg  one.) -*  And  if  they  prove  negligent  in  keeping  their  kouis 
as  is  abovesaid^  or  al]«ent  themselves  from  the  said  Sdiool 
without  leave  obtained^  after  three  admonitions  given  them  or 
either  of  them,  by  the  Governors,  or  more  part  of  them,  then  I 
declare  his  or  their  place  void,  and  myself  at  liberty  to  appoint  a 
new  Schoolmaster  or  Usho*,  in  his  place  so  forfeited. 

2.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  every  Saturday  after- 
noon, do  call  the  Scholars  before  him,  and  that  till  three  of  the 
dock  he  catechise  them  in  the  principles  of  our  Christian  Reli- 
gion, according  to  the  order  of  the  book  of  Common  Prayer, 
that  they  may  by  this  means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  recehre 
public  instruction  by  way  ci  catechising  from  ^  Vicar  in  the 
Church. 

3.  Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  the  Sdioolmaster  and  Usher  upon 
penalty  of  loss  of  their  places,  that  they  grant  no  otium  or  play 
days  to  their  Scholars,  upon  any  pretext  -,  but  I  appoint  that  the 
SdKolars  do  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  by  three  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon,  play  of  course.  And  that  there  be  no  breaking 
up,  nor  leaving  of  School  before  any  festival  days,  save  only  two 
days  before  the  feast  of  Easter,  two  days  before  the  feast  of  Pen- 
tecost, and  four  or  five  days  before  Christmas,  and  the  School 
to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter  Week,  the  Wed- 
nesday in  the  feast  of  Pentecost,  and  the  first  Monday  after  the 
twelfth  day  in  Christmas  without  delay. 

4.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  give  such  correction  to  their  Scholars  as  shall  be  meet 
and  fit,  but  in  no  wise  that  they  strike  any  Scholar  upon  the 
head  or  the  cheek  with  their  fist  or  the  palm  of  their  hands,  or 
with  any  other  thing ;  and  that  they  do  not  curse  or  revile  their 
Scholars  3  that  the  Scholars  be  corrected  for  swearing  with  the 
rod,  and  Latin  Scholars  for  speaking  English  with  the  ferula  ; 
that  monitors  be  appointed  to  present  their  rudeness,  irreverence, 
or  indecent  demeanor  in  the  streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public 
sports. 

5.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  eveiy  morning  upon 
their  knees  before  they  begin  their  Lectures,  offer  up  their  sacri- 
fice of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  in  such  prayers  and 
psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me,  that  is  to  say,  that  Hie 
Master  in  the  morning  do  repeat  orderly  the  Lord's  ^vyer^  and 
after  that  te  deum  laudamut,  the  Scholuns  answering  him ;  and 
in  the  afternoon  before  they  do  depart,  that  the  Master  do  ft* 
peat  orderly  the  113th  psalm,  the  Scholars  answeriiig  him. 
And  that  the  Scholars  of  the  said  School  may  be  nurtured  and 
disciplined  as  well  in  good  manners  as  exercised  in  aiti^  (  do 
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charge  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  as  thej  will  answer  it  to 
Grod  and  all  good  men,  that  they  bring  up  their  SdioJars  in  the 
fear  of  God,  and  reverence  towards  all  men,  that  they  teach 
ttsnan  obedience  to  their  parents,  observance  to  their  betters, 
gentleness  and  ingenuity  in  all  their  carriage,  and  above  all- 
things  that  they  chastise  tiiem  severely  for  their  vices,  viz.,  lying, 
swearing,  and  filthy  speaking;  that  men  seeing  the  ends  of 
virtue  in  their  youth,  may  be  stirred  up  to  bless  and  praise  God 
for  their  pious  education. 

6.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  upon  every  Sunday  and 
Holy-day  in  the  morning  resort  orderly  unto  the  School,  and 
that  they  go  from  thence  with  their  Master  and  Usher  before 
them  unto  the  Church,  two  and  two  in  rank,  that  they  carry 
their  service  book  with  them  and  answer  the  Versicles  in  the 
Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  doth,  that  they  kneel  at  such 
times  of  the  celebration  of  Divine  service  accordingly  as  it  is  in 
that  behalf  prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  that 
they  stand  up  at  the  reading  of  the  Creed,  and  bow  at  the  sacred 
name  of  Jesus  -,  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  capacity,  do  take  in 
writing  the  notes  of  the  Preacher's  Sermons,  and  give  account  of 
them  on  Monday  morning  to  their  Master. 

7.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  no  leprous,  foul  or 
infectious  Child  be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  nor  any  that 
by  any  sloth  or  negligence  of  their  parents  or  guardians  shall  be 
observed  to  be  sloveidy. 

8.  Item,  I  do  ordain,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  demised  for  any 
longer  term  thaii  for  one  and  twenty  years  at  the  furthest,  to 
begin  in  possession  from  the  making  of  the  lease  or  leases  of 
any  of  the  said  lands  -,  and  that  upon  every  lease  thereof  so  from 
time  to  time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved  for  and  during  all 
the  term,  such  yearly  rent  or  rents,  as  shall  be  according  to  the 
true  and  best  value  of  the  said  Lands ;  and  that  no  fine  or  in- 
come be  taken  for  any  such  lease,  and  that  the  yearly  rent  so 
reserved  and  payable  upon  the  said  lease  or  leases,  shall  be  paid, 
at  the  two  usual  feasts  or  terms  in  the  year,  that  is  to  say,  at  the 
feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Annunciation  of  our 
Blessed  Lady,  the  Virgin  Mary,  or  within  twenty  days  ^t  the 
furthest,  next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  eadi  of  the  said 
Feasts,  by  even  and  equal  portions.    And  the  said  Rents  so  re- 
served b^ng  received  as  aforesaid,  shall  by  the  Governors  of  the 
said  School  be  paid  unto  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  within 
eight  days  after  the  time  so  limited  for  the  payment  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  out  of  which  rents  and  profits,  I  ordain  the  Usher  to 
have  paid  unto  him  for  his  salary,  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds 
yearly  and  every  year>  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the 
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residue  of  the  said  yearly  rent^  yearly  paid  unto  him  at  the  days 
and  times  before  limited. 

9.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  conveyances  and  writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  possessions  of  the  said  School,  together  with 
the  Common  Seal  now  by  me  appointed  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  Governors  of  the  said  School,  wherewith  the  said  Governors 
are  to  seal  such  leases,  as  shall  be  made  of  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  said  School,  shall  be  from  time  to  time,  kept  in  a  chest, 
which  shall  remain  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Dron- 
field  aforesaid,  under  six  locks  and  keys,  one  of  which  keys  the 
Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being  shall  keep,  and  each  of 
the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  shall  keep  one,  and  one 
other  key  shall  be  kept  by  my  kinsman,  Lyonsll  Fanshawe, 
Esq.,  until  such  time  as  I  shall  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same. 

10.  Item,!  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  stand  and  be 
observed  in  all  points,  until  such  time  as  I  or  my  heirs,  or  the 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Litchfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
minority  of  my  heirs,  shall  find  instant  cause  to  alter  the  same. 

1 1 .  Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  once  in  every 
year,  upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
same  day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church,  by  the 
leave  of  the  Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the  pre- 
sence and  hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them>  whom  I  desire  in  that 
behalf  to  be  then  present.

Know  all  Men  by  these  presents,  that  We,  Althea  Fan- 
shawe, the  Patroness  of  the  School  of  Dronfield,  in  the 
County  of  Derby,  together  with  The  Rev.  Lawrence 
Bourne,  Clerk  and  Vicar  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dronfield, 
Robert  Ward,  Joseph  Pearson,   Thomas   Worsten- 
HOLME,  and  Charles  Greenwood,  Churchwardens  of  the 
said  Parish,  Trustees  for  and  Governors  of  the  said  School, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  in  us  vested  by  the*  Founder  of 
the  said  School,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  much  greater  and  most  respectable  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, make  these  following  alterations  of,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Rules  already  made,  for  the  better  ordering  of 
the  said  School.   ' 
1.  In  regard  to  the  Eighth  Rule  already  made,  respecting  the 
Usher's  salary.  We  (in  conformity  with  what  our  predecessors 
have  done  before  us)  do  order,  that  upon  every  increase  of  the 
rents,  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  School,  the  Usher's  salary  shall 
be  augmented  along  with  the  Headmaster's^  in  proportion  to 
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their  several  present  stipends^  or  diminished  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, upon  any  extraordinary  expence  being  incurred,  except  only 
with  respect  to  their  several  houses,  for  repairing  which,  each 
Master  shall  pay  for  his  own. 

2.  We  order,  that  whatever  Bpys,  the  Usher  for  the  time  be- 
ing shall  bring  into  the  School,  he  diall  himself  be  paid  as  well 
for  their  entrance  as  instruction,  till  such  time  as  they  shall,  by 
the  direction  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  be  consigned  over  to  the  care  of  the  Head-master, 
in  which  case  one  half  of  the  entrance  money  received  by  the 
Usher  shall  by  him  be  paid  to  the  Head-master.  And  that  the 
Usher  and  his  Boys  shall  have  free  access  to  the  School  at  all 
School  hours,  without  the  let,  hindrance  or  molestation  of  the 
Head-master ;  neither  shall  they  be  subject  to  his  authority,  ex- 
cept only  with  respect  to  their  moral  conduct. 

3.  We  farther  order,  that  no  Boy  whose  parents  live  and  are 
legally  settled  in  the  Parish  of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  any  entrance 
money  -,  and  that  no  other  boy  shall  pay  more  than  half  a  guinea 
entrance,  nor  more  than  two  guineas  a  year  for  instruction, 
writing  and  accompts  excepted. 

4.  We  further  order,  that  no  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  shall  take  upon  him  to  prevent  any  Boy  from  coming 
to  the  said  School,  or  refuse  to  instruct  him  there  in  the  same 
manner  he  does  the  other  Boys  under  his  care,  tuiless  such  rea- 
sons be  assigned  as  shall  be  liiought  sidficient  by  the  Vicar  and 
Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

6.  We  further  order,  that  if  the  Usher  for  the  time  being, 
shall  undertake  to  instruct  Boys  in  writing  and  accompts,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  bring  tables  and  forms  into  the  School  for 
that  purpose  -,  but  shall  not  demand  more  for  such  instruction, 
than  what  is  usually  paid  at  other  Schools  in  the  neighbour- 
hood 3  or  if  he  does  not  choose  to  engage  in  that  employment, 
then  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  do  it,  who  shall 
be  indulged  in  the  like  privileges. 

6.  We  further  order,  that  no  Boy  who  belongs  to  the  Parish 
of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  more  than  sixpence  a  year  towards  coals, 
nor  more  than  threepence  a  year  towards  keeping  the  School 
clean,  and  lighting  the  fires  in  it  j  and  that  every  other  Boy 
shall  pay  twice  as  much,  and  no  more,  to  those  several  charges  : 
And  in  case  more  coals  be  wanted,  or  more  pay  be  wanted  to 
satisfy  the  School-sweeper,  the  Churchwardens  shall  provide  the 
former,  and  pay  the  latter,  and  deduct  the  same  from  the 
School  rents. 

7.  We  further  order,  that  if  any  disputes  arise  between  the 
Hc^-master  and  Usher,  or  between  either  of  them  and  any 
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other  person^  respecting  the  School  or  Scholars,  they  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to 
be  adjusted  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  their  adjust- 
ment shall  be  final. 

8.  We  order,  that  these  our  Rules  together  with  those  for- 
merly made  and  not  yet  repealed,  shall  be  strictly  obser\'ed  both 
by  the  Head-master  and  Usher,  upon  pain  of  our  displeasure, 
and  such  punishment,  as  We,  by  the  Charter,  are  authorised  to 
inflict.

The  School  which  is  open  to  boys  of  any  Parish  indefi- 
nitely, is  conducted  upon  Dr.  Bellas  System.  There  is  no 
prescribed  age  of  admission,  or  continuance  at  the  School. 
The  Grovemors  admit.  The  Classics  have  not  been  taught 
here  for  many  years. 

There  are  no  Exhibiddns,  nor  Church  Preferments,  be- 
lon^ng  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Pidcock, 
whose  Salary  is  £130.  per  annum,  and  a  house  and  garden. 
He  does  not  take  Pupils. 
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The  present  Under-Master  is,  Mr.  William  Bibxbn, 
whose  Salary  is  the  remainder  of  the  endowment,  and  a 
house,  which  was  built  by  subscription. 

General  Fanshaw,  an  Officer  in  the  Russian  Service,  is 
the  present  Patron  of  this  School,  as  Representative  of  the 
Founder. 
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HARTSHORN,  near  Ashby  de  la  Zouch. 

The  Free  School  at  Hartshorn  was  founded  by  Wil- 
liam Dethick,  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1626;  and  endowed 
with  land  and  houses  in  Ticknall,  and  Burton  upon  Trent, 
for  a  Master  to  instruct  Thirty  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  £50.  per  annum. 

The  Master  has  £30.  per  annuniy  and  a  house ;  and  the 
number  of  Scholars  is  usually  from  40  to  70. 

Mr.  Dethtck  ordered,  tliat  such  a  Master  should  be 
chosen,  who  could  assist  the  Rector  in  reading  the  Lessons ; 
which  the  last  Master  used  to  do. 

The  system  of  Education  is  at  the  option  of  The  Trus- 
tees, who  are  Three  in  number ;  and  of  whom  the  Rector 
of  Hartshorn  is  always  One. 

LaHn,  it  is  believed,  was  formerly  taught  in  this  School ; 
but,  at  present,  English  only. 


REPTON. 


At  bo  distant  a.  period  as  the  Saxon  Heptarchy,  Rbpton, 
or  ReopanAtn  as  it  was  then  called,  is  mentioned  in  the 
scanty  Chronicles  of  the  tjmes,  as  we  learn  from  the  extracts 
preserved  hy  Leland,  and  given  in  his  CoUectanai. 

It  was  not  only  the  Palace  of  the  Sason  Monarchs  of 
MertMiy  but  the  seat  vS  a  noble  Monastery  of  Religious  m»i 
and  women,  before  the  year  660;  of  which  Palace,  or 
Monaster^',  considerable  foundations  are  discoverable,  both  in 
the  Priory  and  adJOTning  Church-yard,  when  any  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  School  buildings,  or  vaults  been  dug 
in  tlie  Church-yard. 

The  Palace  and  Monastery  being  laid  waste  and  destroyed 
by  the  Danes,  the  Priory  was  re-edified  in  the  year  1172, 
by  Matilda,  widow  of  R^molph  he  Blundevillb,  second 
£arl  of  Chester,  and  continued  in  a  flourishing  Gonditi<m, 
until  the  IMssolution  by  Hbnby  the  Eighth,  in  1538,  when 
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it  was  found  to  be  possessed  of  Revenues  to  the  amount  of 
£167..18..0. 

The  Site  of  the  Priory,  and  i€s  Possessions  in  Repton, 
were  granted,  in  1540^  to  Thomas  Thackeb,  Esq.,  Servant 
to  Henrv  the  Eighth,  in  whose  Family  they  continued  until 
the  year  1728,  when,  by  the  bequest  of  Miss  Th acker, 
heiress  to  Gilbert  Thacrer,  Esq.,  the  Priory  estate  in 
Repton  was  conveyed  to  the  Family  of  Burdett,  of  Fore^ 
marky  in  which  it  still  continues. 

Sir  John  Port,  of  Etwcdl^  Knight  of  the  Bath,  (so 
created  at  the  Coronation  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth),  who 
was  possessed,  by  marriage  and  inheritance,  of  great  pro- 
perty in  the  Counties  of  Stafford,  Derby,  and  Lancaster, 
having  lost  his  two  sons  at  an  early  age,  and  being  minded 
to  bestow  some  part  of  his  estates  in  Charitable  Foundations 
for  tlie  repose  of  his  Soul,  in  the  year  1 556  devised  to  his 
Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Giffard,  Richard  Harpur,  Esq., 
and  others,  certain  estates  in  the  Counties  of  Derby  and 
Lancaster,  for  the  Foundation  of  an  Hospital  at  EtwaUy 
and  a  Free  Grammar  School  at  Repton. 

These  Institutions  were  accordingly  established  after  his 
death,  in  the  year  15579  and  continued  by  the  Licence  of 
Queen  Mary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Harpur  Family, 
until  the  year  1621 ;  when,  by  an  Agreement  between  Sir 
John  Harpur  on  the  one  part,  and  The  Earl  of  Hunting- 
don, Lord  Stanhope,  and  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  Bart,  on 
the  other,  the  three  several  Descendants  of  Sir  John  Fortes 
three  Daughters,  the  Superintendance,  after  the  death  of 
Sir  John  Harpur,  was  conveyed  to  the  right  heirs  of  the 
Founder. 

By  the  Petition  of  the  Co-heirs,  The  Hospital  and 
School,  in  the  year  1621,  were  made  a  Body  Corporate,  by 
the  style  and  title  of  ^^  The  Mastkr  of  Etwall  Hospital, 
The  ScHooLMASTsa  of  Repton,  Ushers,  Poor  Mkn,  and 
Poor  Scholars.'''    And,  in  consequence  of  that  settlement;, 
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the  estates  were  conveyed  by  Sir  John  Habfur  to  The 
Corporation,  and  in  that  Body  are  now  vested. 

The  Endowment,  when  the  Charter  was  granted,  was 
£350.;  but  which,  from  the  improved  state  of  it's  Revenues, 
is  at  present  about  £2500.  per  annum. 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  the  First  a  small  addition  was 
made  by  Mr.  Thomas  Whitehead,  first  Usher,  for  the 
benefit  of  The  Head  Master,  of  a  Field  of  four  acres  at 
Repton,  now  worth  JG12.  per  anntim. 

There  is  also  a  small  estate  at  Tlcknall,  which  was  left  by 
Mr.  Philip  Ward,  a  former  Master,  in  1656,  for  the  pur^- 
chase  of  Books  for  Poor  Scholars. 

The  Foundation  at  present  maintains  a  Master  of  The 
Hospital  (in  whom  the  power  of  receiving  the  Rents,  and 
paying  the  Stipends,  is  vested),—  a  Master  of  The  School, — 
Two  Ushers, —  1 6  Poor  Men  in  The  Hospital, — and  18  Poor 
Scholars  at  Repton. 

The  entire  superintendance  of  The  School  and  Hospital 
is  hereditary  in  the  Noble  Families^  of  Hastings  and  Ches- 
terfield, and  of  Sir  William  Gerabd,  the  Representa- 
tives and  Co-heirs  of  Sir  John  Port's  three  daughters,  who 
have  the  power  of  reflating  The  Corporation,  and  electing 
TTie  Master  of  The  Hospital,  The  Schoolmaster,  and  Ushers; 
But  a  Grant  of  a  Fourth  Turn  with  them,  in  the  appoint- 
ment only  of  Poor  Men,  and  Poor  Scholars,  was  made  by 
The  Charter  to  the  Family  of  Harpur,  of  CaOce. 

The  Village  of  Repton  is  pleasandy  situate  in  a  Valley, 
which  is  washed  by  a  rapid  Trout-stream,  that  rises  in  the 
Pistem  HillSy  about  six  miles  distant  to  the  Southward. 
At  the  Northern  extremity  of  the  Village,  upon  an  elevation 
overlooking  the  adjacent  Country  and  the  river  Trent, 
stands  the  Parish  Church. 

Adjoining  to  the  Church,  are  the  remains  of  The  Priory, 
which  are  now  converted  into  a  Grammar  School,  and 
Houses  for  the  Masters.    The  entrance  from  the  Village  to 
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The  Monastery^  is  through  a  Gateway  with  a  Pointed  Archy 
into  the  School-yard,  formerly  called  "  7%^  Infirmary 
Yard:*'*  The  Eastern  side  of  which  is  occupied  by  a  long 
range  of  building,  with  habitations  at  the  Northern  end  for 
The  Head  Master:  and  at  the  Southern,  for  the  First 
Usher.  In  the  middle,  is  the  School-room,  ascended  by  a 
flight  of  steps  at  the  South  end,  which  was  once  the  Hall,  or 
Refectory,  of  The  Priory. 

The  Dormitory  was  at  the  North  end  of  the  Hall,  in 
which  is  remuning  a  small  Room,  'with  a  coved  Cieling  of 
stone,  in  the  Norman  style,  and  a  carved  Key-stone  in  the 
Centre. 

On  the  Eastern  side  of  the  Prior}%  was  placed  the  Cloister, 
the  area  of  which  is  now  converted  into  a  Garden,  with  some 
faint  traces  of  apertures  and  door-ways  in  the  surrounding 
walls. 

At  the  West  end  of  the  Church,  is  a  square  massive 
Tower,  iq)parently  of  very  antient  date,  now  forming  the 
entrance  into  the  School,  with  narrow  round-arched  windows: 
in  which  part  much  devastation  has  been  made. 

The  elegant  Priory  Church  was  demolished  in  the  b^in- 
ning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Mabt,  by  Mr.  Thackee  ! ! — 
In  the  adjoining  Paddock,  inclosed  on  three  sides  by  a 
strong  stone  wall,  extending  over  several  acres,  are  the 
Foundations  of  other  buildings  belonging  to  The  Priory. 

The  Prior'*s  Lodge  has,  of  late  years,  been  rented  of  Sir 
Francis  Bubdett,  and  appropriated  to  the  residence  of 
The  Head  Master  of  the  School. 

That  part  of  the  Priory  now  remaining,  and  closely  ad- 
joining to  The  Mansion-House,  was  sold  by  Mr.  Tracker, 
in  the  reign  of  Philip  and  Marf,  to  the  Executors  of  Sir 
John  Port  ;  And,  with  some  of  the  old  possessions  of  the 
Priory,  piously  appropriated  to  the  advancement  of  Learn- 
ing: Which,  as  was  the  case  in  several  other  Religious 
Houses,  had,  doubtless,  some  encouragcmemt  among  the 
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Canons  at  ^epUm :  and  which,  by  the  benevcdent  care  of 
the  Re-founder,  has  again  taken  deep  root,  and  now  flourishes 
in  appropriate  splendour. 

The  Statutes  of  the  School,  which  are  very  long  and 
much  blended  with  those  of  The  Hospital,  direct,  that  The 
Head  Master  and  First  Usher  must  be  Graduates. 

The  Head  Master  is  required  to  be  continually  readent, 
and  on  no  account  to  be  absent  above  Forty  days.  And, 
during  his  absence,  he  must  procure  a  Deputy,  to  officiate 
fin*  him. 

The  Second  Usher  is  to  teach  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 
And  neither  of  the  Ushers  are  to  be  absent,  without  the 
permission  of  The  Head  Master. 

This  is  a  Free  Grammar  School,  without  limitation  as  to 
place  or  number  of  common  Scholars.  The  present  number 
of  Boys  upon  the  Foundation  is  Eighteen.  Foundation 
Boys  are  required  to  be  not  less  than  Seven  nor  more  than 
Twelve  years  of  age,  at  the  time  of  their  Admission.  These 
boys  are  entitled  to  hold  their  Scholarships  for  Seven  years. 

The  Scholarships  appointed  by  the  Charter,  are  Four  in 
number,  and  of  the  annual  value  of  £20.  each,  and  the 
Scholars  may  be  chosen  from  any  place.  They  are  not  con- 
fined, when  they  leave  School,  to  any  particular  College,  or 
either  University. 

The  nomination  to  The  Foimder^s  Scholarships  belongs  to 
The  Governors. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions  founded  at  present ;  nor  can 
any  allowance  be  made  to  the  Poor  Scholars  at  The  Univer- 
aty  without  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  King. 

The  Incorpobated  Hospital  and  School  of  Etwall 
and  Repton  in  the  Charter  and  Institution  given  them,  in 
many  respects  resemble  The  Ciiartbr-Housb  in  London; 
except  that  with  respect  to  The  Charter-House,  The  Gover- 
nors  are  elective  and  form  the  Body  Corporate ;  at  Etwall 
and  Repton  the  Govemmait  is  hereditary,  and  the  Masters, 
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Ushers,  and  Three  Senior  Poor  Men  form  the  Corporate 
Body.  ' 

Hie  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use :  And 
the  system  of  Education  pursued,  is  nearly  the  same  as  at 
Eton  College. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Boultbt  Sleath, 

D.  D.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  £200.  per  annunij 

together  with  a  spacious  House.     This  Crentleman  takes 

Pupils,  his  very  moderate  Terms  for  each  boy  being  only,

Ecclesiastical  Preferment  in  the  gift  of  The  Corporation.*  It 
is  usually  holden  by  one  of  the  Masters,  either  of  the  Hos- 
pital or  School.

Thx  Fbrb  Grammab  School  at  Risl£Y  was  founded  pio- 
bably  about  the  year  1593,  by  Sir  Michael  Willoughby 
and  Catherine  his  Wife,  and  endowed  with  jC6..13..4., 
payable  out  of  the  Manor  of  Wilsthorp  to  the  Minister  of 
Risley,  to  teach  the  Children  of  the  Parish. 

About  the  year  1718,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gbey  lefk;  an 
Estate  at  Long  daxUm^  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  chiefly 
for  the  Classical  School ;  out  of  which  about  £20.  f€T 
€mnum  are  paid  to  Risley  Church,  and  £20.  per  annum  to 
Breaston  Church,  and  the  remainder  about  £  120.  per  annum 
to  the  Classical  Master.  This  Estate  the  present  Master,  as 
Curate  of  Risley,  has  the  full  control  over. 

Mrs.  Gbey  left  also  in  WilsQiorp,  Breaston,  Dale-Abbey, 
Stanton  near  Dale,  Ockbrook,  Idridge-Hay,  Hulland^Ward, 
Sandiacre,  Wilne,  Draycote,  and  Hopwell,  lands  now  pro- 
ducing about  JG160.  per  annumj  to  teach  the  Children  dfall 
these  places :  Half  of  this  sum  is  taken  by  the  Grrammar 
Master,  and  the  other  half  by  the  English  Master. 

Mrs.  Gbey  likewise  left  JGlOO.  in  money,  the  Interest  of 
which  is  to  provide  an  Usher,  or  Senior  boy,  to  assist  the 
English  Master. 

And  the  same  benevolent  Lady  further  left  £200.  in 
money,  the  Interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Girls  of  all  those  Villages. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  of  Mrs.  6bey,«— 

In  the  Classical  School  are  to  be  taught  Latin,  Greek, 
Mathematics,  and  all  other  Sciences,  which  tJte  Parents  of 
the  Children  may  think  Jit  to  have  them  taught :— * 

In  the  English  School  the  boys  and  girls  of  all  the 
Parishes  are  to  be  taught  a  fair  legible  hand,  the  Catechism, 
and  the  three  first  Rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  so  much  of 
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Trigonometry  as  relates  to  the  more  useful  part  of  mathe- 
matics. 

At  present  there  are  5  or  6  Free  Scholars  in  the  Classical 
School,  and  12  Extra^Parochial  Scholars^ — ^And  in  the 
Kffghfth  School  there  are  100  Free  Schdars,  and  6  Extra* 
Parochial. 

They  are  admitted,  on  presentii^  themselves  to  the  Mas- 
ters, as  soon  as  they  can  read ;  and  may  remain  as  kmg  as 
they  please* 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univendty  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School. 

There  are  Two  School-rooms,  detached, — One  the  English, 
and  the  other  the  Classical,  which  latter  is  divided  in  half 
(or  the  Girls,  ova*  which  is  the  Mistress's  set  of  Apartments. 
Each  School  has  half  an  acre  of  Play-ground  attached  to 
it, — and,  in  the  centre  of  these,  is  the  Enghsh  Master^s 
House.  The  whole  of  the  Schools,  and  Houses,  were  built 
by  Mrs.  Geey. 

The  present  Clas^cal  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Han- 
cock Hall,  whose  Salary  is  about  £200.  per  annunij  with 
an  excellent  House,  and  an  acre  of  Land ;  to  whom  it  is  an 
entire  Sinectire,  as  he  never  enters  the  School. 

The  duty  is  performed  by  his  Depufy,  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Byden,  to  whom  he  allows  the  use  of  the  Head  Master's 
house,  and  who  takes  Boarders  at  Forty-five  guineas  per 
annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Englisn  Master  is  £80.  per  cmnvm^  a 
good  house,  and  an  acre  of  land ;  his  Terms  for  Boarders 
are  Twenty  guineas  a  year. 

There  are  Fourteen  Trustees,  who  are  chosen  out  of 
the  respective  Villages. 


WIRKSWORTH. 


The  Fbbe  Gkammab  School  at  Wirkswobth  was 
founded  about  the  year  1575,  by  Anthonit  Cell,  Esq.,  of 
Hopton  Hall,  and  endowed  with  lands  at  WirkGworth,  Kirk 
Ireton,  and  Kniveton,  now  let  at  about  £i80. per atmum. 

In  1619,  Mr.  Henby  Gee  gave  a  money  payment  of  £5. 
per  annum  to  the  School,  issuing  out  of  lands  near  Wirks- 
worth. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
free  of  expense  for  tlie  Classics,  but  pay  \0s..6dper  Quarter 
for  En^sh,  writing,  and  arithmetic ;  and  from  60  to  "JO 
Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  usually  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammmars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Nathan  Hdb- 
BEBSTY,  B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum  from  Mr. 
Cell's  endowment,  and  £s.  from  Mr.  Gee's.  Thb  Gen- 
tleman takes  private   Pupils,  his   present  number    bdng 
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about  30 :    his  Terms  vary  according  to  age,  and  the  plan 
of  Education,  but  the  medium  charge  is  about  £30. 

No  other  Master  takes  Pupils.  The  Head  Master  has 
two  Assistants,  tor  one  of  whom  he  is  allowed  £30.  per  an- 
num by  the  Trust 

Previous  to  the  year  1800,  this  School  had  been  almost  a 
Sinecure  {or  many  years. 

The  full  number  of  Th£  Tbustees  is  Six, — ^The  present 
Trustees  are, —

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ASHBURTON. 

The  Grammab  School  at  Ashbubton  was  founded  by 
Mr.  Blundell,  and  endowed  with  an  Estate  now  let  for 
£30.  per  annum. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Gk>UL]) 
of  £20.  per  annum. 

These  Endowments  are  in  land,  and  are  situate  in  the 
Parishes  of  Staverton,  Aveton  Gifford,  and  North  Huish. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please.  A  few 
other  Scholars  from  the  neighbouring  Parishes  occasionally 
attend  the  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  John  White,  whose  Salary 
is  £50.  per  annum.  He  does  not  take  Boarders. 

John  Dunning,  first  Lord  Ashbubton, — and  John  Ibe- 
LAND,  D.  D.,  the  present  Dean  of  Westminster, — ^were  .edu- 
cated at  this  School.

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BARNSTAPLE. 

It  is  not  known  at  what  period,  or  by  whom  The  Gram- 
mar School  at  Babmstaple  was  founded ;  thou^  it  may 
certainly  boast  of  a  remote  origin,  and  has  attained  celebrity 
fix>m  the  eminent  Characters  which  it  has  produced. 

In  the  year  1642,  Richard  Ferris,  Merchant,  gave  an 
annuity  of  JCIO.,  charged  on  an  Estate  in  the  Parish  of 
Paracombe. 

The  Revd.  John  Wright,  a  late  Master,  gave  to  hit 
Successors,  provided  they  were  Masters  of  Arts,  £4.  a  year, 
now  secured  on  a  Turnpike  Deed  Poll. 

One  boy  is  generally  admitted  upon  The  Foundation,  on 
the  recommendation  of  The  Mayor  and  Corporation,  who 
are  the  Trustees  of  the  School,  and  who  have  provided 
a  House  for  the  residence  of  the  present  Master,  which  is 
worth  about  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 
The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Henry  Nicholls, 
M.  A.,  who  takes  an  unlimited  number  of  Pupils. 

The  following  is  a  List  of  the  Masters,  who  have  presided 
over  this  School  for  nearly  the  last  Two  Hundred  years, 
and  whose  names  may  be  traced  in  the  Registers  of  the  Bo- 
rough and  Parish :

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BIDEFORD. 

Thb  Grammar  School  of  Bidbford  has  apparently  been 
established  several  Centuries, — for,  although  there  are  na 
written  Records  relating  to  it  of  earlier  date  than  1689,  yet 
by  an  Inscription  upon  a  stone  in  the  centre  of  the  front  of 
the  School-room,  it  appears  to  have  been  rebuilt  in  1657j— 
and  it  is  very  evident  from  the  variety  of  the  materials  of 
which  the  walls  are  composed,  that  the  building  has  un- 
dergone considerable  repairs  and  alterations  at  different 
periods. 

By  another  Inscription  which  is  much  injured  by  time,  it 
appears  that  "  this  School  was  rebuilt  to  y«  Glory  of  Grod 
and  incorragement  of  Grood  Learning  by  y*  Order  of  the 
Bight  Worshipful  John  Darracott,  Mayor,  with  y«  con- 
sent of  his  Brethren  y«  Aldermen  and  Capital  Burgesses  of 
this  Town  ano  Dam.  1686.'' 

In  1780,  the  School-house  was  completely  repaired,  and 
much  improved  with  the  addition  of  a  new  brick  front,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Feoffees  of  7%^  Long  Bridge  of  Bide- 
ford  out  of  their  Trust  Fimds,  which  is  also  noticed  by  a 
Latin  Inscription  in  front  of  the  building. 

A  few  years  after  the  School  was  rebuilt  in  1686,  it  met 
with  a  very  liberal  Benefactress  in  Mrs.  Susa-nnah  Stuc- 
LEY,  the  Widow  and  Relict  of  Mr.  Lewis  Stucley,  the 
noted  Independent  Minister,  one  of  Cromwell's  Chaplains, 
and  the  Representative  of  an  ancient  and  distinguished 
Family  in  the  County ;  who,  on  the  subversion  of  Episco- 
pacy and  the  Monarchy,  exercised  his  Ministry  ^^  in  the 
Congregational  Way^m  the  Nave  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  then 
called  fVest  Peter\ — whilst  Thomas  Ford,  a  Puritan,  made 
a  like  use  of  the  Choir,  then  denominated  East  Peter^s^  ^^  in 
great  Quiet  and  Comfort,'* — for  about  ten  or  twelve  years, 
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\ill  they  were  both  turned  out  in  1662,  under  what  is  called 
^'  7%«  Bartholomew  Jet:'**  after  which  period,  Stucley,  until 
his  death  in  July  1687,  at  the  age  of  64,  lived  and  preached 
at  Bideford. — Cal amy's  Nonconformists  Memorial,  by  Pal- 
mer, edit  1775.  pp.  360,  364.  Walkee's  Suflferings  of  the 
Clergy  P.  11.  pp.  316,  329.  And  fix)m  the  information  of  a 
collateral  Descendant. 

Mrs.  STucLEY,by  her  Will  dated  the  3d  of  March,  1689, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £200.  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands,  for  the  muntenance  of  a  Grammar  School  in  the  town 
of  Bideford,  provided  the  said  Town  would  raise  £400» 
more  to  be  l«ud  out  in  lands  for  the  same  use : — (Which  said 
£400.,  together  with  £20.  beyond  that  sum,  was  ndsed  ac- 
cordingly,—part  thereof  £100.  being  given  by  the  Will 
of  John  Thomas), — and  in  conqplianoe  with  the  directions 
of  the  said  Will,  a  purchase  was  made. 

And,  by  a  Deed  dated  the  20th  of  March,  1695,  John 
FuEZB,  of  Great  Torrington,  Yeoman,  and  Ann  Fueze,  his 
Sister,  in  consideration  of  £620.  and  one  Broad  Piece  of 
Grold  paid  to  John  Fcjezb,  did  sell  and  assign  unto  Geoeob 
Tteange,  the  then  Mayor  of  Bideford,  Thomas  Saltben, 
Esq.,  Recorder,  John  Daeeacott,  and  Fourteen  others, 
all  those  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  called  ^*  Bush^ 
iowin*  within  the  Parish  of  West  Buckland,  in  the  County 
of  Devon,  containing  by  estimation   80  acres  of  land  or 
thereabouts, — to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Trustees^  their 
heirs,  executors,  and  administrators  for  the  term  of  900 
years  thence  next  ensuing, — and  all  other  the  estate,  ri^t^ 
title,  terms  and  interest  of  them  the  said  John  Fuezb  and 
Ann  Fqezb  therein,  in  Trust  nevertheless  for  the  mainte^ 
nance  and  support  of  a  Grammar  School  in  Bideford. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Trustees  of  the  School  felled  some 
Trees  growing  on  Bushtown  Estate,  and  with  the  mcHi^ 
arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  have  lately  purchased  for  the 
use  of  the  Master  of  the  School,  a  commodious  Dw< 
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house  situate  in  New  Buildings  Bideford,  large  enough  to 
accommodate  Thirtt  Boarders.  They  also  puithased  a 
large  Seat  in  the  Church. 

The  House  is  holdcn  for  the  Term  of  99  years  determina- 
ble by  the  deaths  of  Three  lives,  granted  by  Tlie  FeoflFee® 
of  the  lands  for  the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  Th£ 
Long  Bridge  of  Bideford,  and  renewable  for  ever  on  pay- 
ment of  a  moderate  Fine.  This  House  is  worth  j£35.  per 
annum,  clear  of  all  taxes. 

The  Estate  was  let,  in  1814,  for  £57*  per  annumy  but 
the  rent  has  since  been  lowered  to  £50.,  in  consequence  of 
the  depreciation  of  lands. 

The  first  Master  appomted  by  The  Trustees,  after  Ae 
augmentation  of  the  emoluments  of  the  School  by  Mrs* 
Stucley  and  others,  was  Richard  Roberts,  who  was  duly 
elected  in  1695;  and  who,  although  styled  in  the  articles 
hereinafter  mentioned  a  Schoolmaster,  was  most  probably  also 
in  Holy  Orders,  for  in  the  Deed  he  covenants  not  to  preach 
the  Gk>spel,  marry,  bury,  baptize,  or  administer  the  Sacra- 
ment And  a  covenant  nearly  to  the  same  purport  is  in- 
serted in  the  Articles  of  agreement  made  with  the  present 
Master,  to  prevent  him  fix)m  undertaking  the  duties  of  a 
Parish  Priest  to  the  neglect  of  the  School. 

By  Indenture  dated  the  30th  of  March,  1695,  Mr.  Ro- 
berts covenanted  and  promised  to  the  Trustees,  that  he 
would  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  teach  and  keep  in  the 
School-house  of  Bideford,  one  School,  for  the  bringing  up 
and  educating  of  youth  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew 
tongues,  so  far  as  the  Youths  should  \^  capable,  and  th^ 
Parents  willing,  on  the  first  day  of  April  then  next  ensuing. 
And  also,  that  he  should  teach  and  instruct  each  and  every 
year,  afl:er  the  expiration  of  the  first  year.  Six  poor  Children 
of  Bideford  to  be  elected  by  all  the  parties  to  this  Indenture, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  viz..  The  Trustees  of  the  School. 

And  the  Trustees,  in  conuderation  thereof,  covenanted  to 
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pay  to  Mr.  Robbrts  the  sum  of  £20.  per  annum,  out  of  the 
sums  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  or  out  of  the 
Interest  thereof,  until  such  time  as  the  same  could  be  laid 
out  in  an  Estate  of  Fee  Simple  for  a  perpetual  advance  of 
an  able  Schoolmaster,  when  the  Annuity  should  cease,  and 
he  should  have  the  produce  of  the  lands  so  purchased. 

And  Mr.  Roberts  covenanted,  that  in  case  he  should  be 
denrous  to  remove  from  the  School  of  Bideford,  he  would 
give  such  sufficient  notice  thereof  as  that  the  School  might 
be  fitted  with  some  other  able  Schoolmaster  at  his  departure. 
And  also,  that  he  would,  during  the  time  he  should  remain 
Master  in  the  School,  well  and  sufficiently  repaii  the  said 
School-house,  and  would  so  yield  up  the  same  quietly  and 
peaceably  unto  the  custody  of  the  Trustees. 

The  next  Master  was  Zachary  Mudge,  M.  A.,  the  father 
of  the  celebrated  Mechanist  and  Watchmaker,  Thomas 
Mudge, — a  very  learned,  ingenious^  and  respectable  Divine. 
He  removed  from  Bideford  to  Plymouth  about  the  year 
1735,  and  became  Vicar  of  St  Andrew  in  that  Town,  and 
Prebendary  of  Exeter  Cathedral.  His  abilities  sufficiently 
appear  from  a  learned  **  Essay  for  a  new  Version  of  the 
Psalms,"  in  Quarto, — and  a  volume  of  excellent  Sermons  in 
Octavo.  Dr.  Johnson  had  a  very  high  opinion  of  Preben- 
dary Mudge,  whom  he  describes  ^^  a  man  equally  eminent 
for  his  virtues  and  abilities,  and  at  once  beloved  as  a  com- 
panion and  reverenced  as  a  Pastor."" 

On  his  leaving  Bideford,  Mr.  Richard  White  was 
elected  by  The  Trustees,  and  continued  Schoolmaster  until 
the  22d  of  Deer.,  1750;  when,  in  consideration  of  £10.  then 
paid  to  him,  and  also  of  an  Annuity  of  £\0.per  annum 
during  his  life,  to  be  paid  to  him  by  the  order  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  Feoffees  of  The  Long  Bridge  of  Bideford  out 
of  the  Bridge  Stock,  he  resigned  the  School  to  the  then  sur^ 
viving  Trustees,  and  all  his  right  touching  the  same;  as 
also  to  the  estate  of  Bushtown  from  Christmas  then  next. 
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On  the  26th  of  October,  1751,  Humphry  Marshall  waB 
duly  elected  Schoolmaster,  and  entered  into  the  same  articles 
of  Agreement  with  the  Trustees  as  the  former  Masters; 
excepting,  that  the  number  of  Free  boys  to  be  taught  by  the 
Master,  gratis,  was  reduced  to  Tf^ree. 

Mr.  Marshall  very  soon  after  died,  and  The  Revd. 
William  Walter  was  elected  Schoolmaster  on  the  4th  of 
May,  1753;  who  continued  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
Situation  until  within  a  few  days  of  his  death,  which  hap- 
pened in  the  Spring  of  the  year  1803,  after  a  laborious  exer- 
tion of  half  a  Century. 

And  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ebret,  M.  A.,  Fellow  of  Mag- 
dalen CoUege,  Cambridge,  was  elected  Master  on  the  13th 
of  May,  1803. 

There  are  no  Records  now  in  existence  to  prove  how  the 
Trustees  of  the  School  became  first  possessed  of  the  School- 
house  ;  yet  from  the  covenants  in  the  articles  of  agreement 
between  the  Trustees  and  the  Masters,  and  particularly  in 
the  resignation  of  Richard  White  in  1750,  it  is  evident 
that  the  School-house  belongs  to  The  Trustees  of  the 
School,  they  having  executed  repeated  acts  of  Ownership, — 
and  not  to  the  Feoffees  of  the  Bridge,  as  represented  by 
them,  although  the  repairs  done  to  the  School-house,  in 
1780,  are  stated  to  have  been  at  the  expense  of  the  Bridge 
Funds. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes;  but  when  a  new  Mas- 
ter is  appointed,  a  special  agreement,  as  already  mentioned, 
is  entered  into  between  him  and  the  Trustees. 

The  TTiree  Foundation  boys,  who  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees  of  the  School,  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may 
remain  without  superannuation  as  long  as  the  Trustees  think 
proper.  The  number  of  other  boys  usually  educated  in  the 
School,  varies  fix)m  Twenty  to  Forty. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used.  And  the  system  of 
Education  comprises  the  Classics,  Elocution,  EngUsh  Gram- 
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mar  and  Composition,  History,  Greography,  and  Chronology, 
— together  with  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mathematics  in 
the  various  branches,  by  a  Second  Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Fbancis  Harei- 
MAN  HuTTON,  A.  B.,  of  Wadham  College,  Oxford,  who 
was  elected  on  the  17th  of  November,  1815.  His  emolu- 
ments, excluave  of  his  Scholars,  are  the  rent  of  BusJUown 
Estate,  and  the  use  of  the  Dwelling-house,  School-house, 
and  Seat  in  the  Church. 
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CHUDLEIGH. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Chui>leigh  was  founded 
by  John  Pynsent,  Esq.,  of  Comhe^  in  the  Parish  of  Croy- 
don, in  the  County  of  Surrey. 

Mr.  Pynsent  was  bom  at  Chudleigh,  and  during  his 
lifetime  declared  to  several  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  his 
intention  to  erect  a  Free  School  in  that  Parish,  and  to  endow 
it  with  £30.  per  cmnum  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master. 

The  Parishioners,  therefore,  came  to  an  agreement  to  con- 
vey to  him  a  piece  of  ground,  belongmg  to  them,  containing 
an  acre,  situate  at  Chudleigh  near  the  Church-yard,  and 
known  by  the  name  of  "  7%^  Sporting  ParJcT* 

Whereupon  Mr.  Pynsent  agreed  to  expend  £200.  in 
building  a  School-house,  and  inclodug  the  ground,  and  to 
pay  a  Salary  of  £30.  per  armum  out  of  his  Estate  of  Combe. 
And  certain  Trustees  were  accordingly  appointed,  one  of 
whom  was  Sir  Thomas  Clifford,  at  that  time  Comptroller 
and  Treasurer  of  His  Majesty^s  Household,  and  afterwards 
Lord  High  Treasurer. 

A  part  of  the  house  was  appropriated  for  a  School-room, 
and  the  residue  thereof  was  for  the  use  of  the  Master, 
together  with  the  ground. 

The  School  was  to  be  free  for  all  the  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants of  the  Parish  of  Chudleigh  for  ever,  without  the 
payment  of  any  sum  whatever  to  the  Master.  And  that  it 
should  be  called  ^*  Pynsent'*s  Free  School.^ 

That  the  Founder,  during  his  life,  should  nominate  the 
Master,  and  afler  his  decease  tlie  Trustees  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  as  vacancies  might  occur. 

The  Master  must  be  of  good  name,  manners,  and  teach-

ing,  and  conformable  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the 
Church  of  England. 

The  Founder  in  his  Will,  which  is  dated  the  28th  of 
June,  1668,  declares  his  Estate  of  Combe  shall  be  charge- 
able with  an  Annuity  of  £30.  to  The  Free  School  of  Chud- 
leigh, — He  also  devised  £100.  towards  placing  Twbntt 
poor  Children  apprentices  (to  be  chosen  by  his  Wife,  his 
Brother,  and  some  other  persons  mentioned  in  his  Will)  out 
of  the  Parishes  of  Croydon  and  Chudleigh, — ten  of  each 
Parish, — And  he  likewise  gave  to  Five  poor  boys  of  Chud^ 
leigh  £3.  per  annum  for  five  years  after  his  decease,  towards 
their  purchase  of  books  and  clothes,  to  be  taught  at  this 
SchooL  But  his  will  was,  that  this  Exhibition  should  cease 
to  such  of  those  boys  who  did  not  diligently  attend  th^ 
School,  and  frequent  the  Church  on  the  Lord'^s  day,  unless 
a  sufficient  reason  could  be  given.  And  to  Three  of  those  boys 
who  should  apply  themselves  to  learning,  so  that  they  should 
be  thought  fit  for  the  University,  he  gave  towards  their  main- 
tenance  at  the  University  of  Cambridge  £5.  per  cmnum  eadi, 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  aflter  they  should  be  admitted  at 
Cambridge,  and  if  they  should  so  long  continue  Students  there. 

Mr.  Pynsent  died  on  the  29th  of  August,  1668,  and  left 
sufficient  assets  to  his  Executors  to  pay  all  his  Legades. 
His  Executors,  however,  delayed  to  pay  the  sums  appointed 
by  him  for  Charitable  uses,  and  at  the  time  of  his  decease 
the  School-house  was  not  finished. 

In  consequence  of  which  a  Commisfflon  of  Charitable  uses 
was  issued  from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  appointing  certain 
Commisdoners,  who,  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the  matter 
at  Lambeth,  decreed  that  the  House  should  be  completed, — 
a  Master  appointed, — and  a  rent-chai^  of  £30.  per  ammrn 
paid  to  the  Master,  half  yearly,  free  from  all  deductions, 
— and  that  the  Estate  of  Combe  should  stand  charged  with 
the  payment  of  the  same  for  ever. 

That  the  Trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  appoint 
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the  Master,  whose  qualifications  are  to  be  sudi  as  are  ex- 
pressed in  the  Founder^s  Will,  and  that  if  he  should  neglect 
his  duty,  or  otherwise  misbehave  himself,  or  for  other  just 
or  reasonable  cause,  to  remove  him,  and  place  another  in 
his  room ; — or  to  retain  the  School-house  and  Annuity  from 
him,  as  long  as  they  should  think  fit. 

When  the  Trustees  are  reduced  to  Five,  the  Survivors 
shall  make  up  the  original  number  appointed. 

And  the  Commissioners  hkewise  ordered,  that  the  other 
charitable  intentions  of  the  Founder  should  be  carried  into 
efiect. 

Few  particulars  can  now  be  gathered  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
FrvsETih.  By  his  Will  he  appears  to  have  possessed  oon»> 
siderable  property;  and  in  the  Inquisition  taken  at  his 
death,  he  is  stiled  John  Pyvsent,  of  Combe,  in  the  Parish 
of  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Pro- 
thonotaries  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Westminster. 
It  is  said  that  if  he  had  lived,  it  was  his  intention  to  have 
endowed  the  School  in  a  more  ample  manner. 

The  School-house  which  adjoins  the  Church-yard,  is  a 
good  substantial  building,  pleasantly  situate,  and  surround- 
ed with  gardens.  In  the  School-room  are  the  Arms  of  The 
Founder,  with  his  Initials,  and  the  year  of  the  Foundation 
1669.  In  the  front  of  the  house  is  a  tablet,  recording  the 
Foundation  and  the  benevolent  Endowment  But  it  is 
melancholy  to  relate,  that  ^^  this  ancient  fabric  is  hastening 
to  decay, ^ 

The  School  is  open  to  the  sons  of  all  the  Inhabitants  and 
Parishioners  of  Chudleigh  indefinitely,  free  of  expense:  they 
are  admitted,  when  able  to  read ;  and  are  to  be  instructed  in 
Classical  Literature. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  preferred,  **  when  there  are 
Scholars  to  team  them.^  But  at  present  there  are  not  more 
than  two  or  three  boys  taught,  ^^  and  the  School  is  not  in  a 
very  flourishing  state.*** 
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This  Schocd  was  formerly  in  high  estimation,  and  parti- 
cularly when  under  the  aUe  superintendence  of  the  late 
Revd.  John  Garrbtt,  Vicar  of  Culmstock,  who  was  an  ex- 
cellent Scholar,  and  Critick.  This  Gentleman  died  in  1811, 
after  having  acquired  an  ample  fortune  by  his  diligence  and 
probity  in  the  School,  from  wliich  he  had  retired  many 
years  before  his  death. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Pulling, 
M.  A.,  and  Felk>w  of  the  Linnean  Sodety. 

A  considerable  number  of  Gentlemen  and  Clergymen  of 
the  County  of  Devon  have  been  educated  at  this  Schod. 

In  the  last  Trust  deed,  Elbven  Trustees  were  appoint- 
ed, who  were  chosen  from  the  principal  Inhabitants  of 
Chudleigh ;  several  of  whom  had  received  their  Education 
within  these  venerable  walls.

The  Fbee  Geammar  School  at  Crediton  owes  it^s  origin 
to  the  Wisdom  and  Liberality  of  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,— 

Who,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
dated  the  2d  of  April,  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  1547>  as 
well  for  the  increase  of  Divine  Worship  and  the  better  preser- 
vation and  governance  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  hereditaments 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  otherwise  called  Kyrton,  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  and  for  the  Instruction  of  boys,  and  for  other 
causes  moving  him  to  incorporate  certain  of  his  subjects.  Inha- 
bitants of  Crediton,  for  the  advantage  of  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  same  Parish,— 

Did  grant  unto  the  said  Inhabitants,  that  there  should  be 
within  the  said  Parish  out  of  the  Inhabitants  for  the  time  being. 
Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments  and  goods  of  the 
Church  of  Crediton,  of  which  there  should  always  be  Three  of 
the  part  of  the  Village  or  Hamlet  of  Sand  ford  within  the  said 
Parish,— and  he  constituted  them  a  Body  Corporate,  by  the 
name  of  '^  The  Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments 
and  Goods  of  the  Church  of  Credyton  otherwise  called  Kyr- 
ton, in  the  County  of  Devon,*'  with  perpetual  succession ; — to 
have  a  Common  Seal  5 — and  thatasany  of  the  Governors  should 
happen  to  die,  or  depart  to  dwell  elsewhere  with  their  families, 
the  resident  survivors  should  elect  other  fit  Governors  out  of  the 
same  Inhabitants,  within  one  month  next  after  the  vacancy. 
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And  further^  instigated  by  the  singular  love  which  Wb  bear 
'^  towards  the  subjects  of  our  Kingdom^  the  Children  within 
Our  said  County  of  Devon^  that  they  may  hereafter  from  their 
Infancy  be  endued  with  more  polished  Learning  than  was  for- 
merly usual>  so  that  when  they  arrive  at  maturer  age^  they 
'^  may  go  forth  better  instructed^  thinking  thus  certainly  to 
''  adorn  and  ornament  not  less  with  Literature  than  with  Wis- 
dom the  English  Church  of  Christy  whose  charge  on  Earth 
we  immediately  bear  to  the  universal  advantage  of  our  King- 
"  dom,— Do,  in  the  tenor  of  these  Presents,  really  and  fully 
"  create,  and  establish  perpetually  to  endure  to  all  future  times, 
''  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Crediton  otherwise 
*^  called  Kyrton  aforesaid,  one  Master  or  Teacher, ''  to  be  called 
"  The  Kyno's  Newe  Grameb  Scole  of  Credyton,"  with  one 
"  Master  or  Teacher  to  be  appointed  by  the  Twelve  Govebnobs, 
*'  who  are  to  provide  for  him  a  convenient  house  for  his  resi- 
**  dence,  and  a  certain  annual  Pension  of  j£lO.  by  the  year.**— 

That  if  the  Master  shall  absent  himself  ^m  the  School  for 
one  Month,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Grovemors  to  elect  another 
in  his  place,  "  and  to  amove  or  expel  him,  so  absenting  himself 
and  abiding  elsewhere,  from  his  office,  and  wholly  to  withdraw 
and  retain  ^m  the  time  of  his  departure  the  said  Salary,**  and 
all  other  things  whatsoever  so  granted  to  him  ;— 

And  that  His  Majesty*s  intent  and  purpose  might  have  due 
effect,  and  that  the  Grovemors  might  be  better  able  to  sustain 
the  same  Church,  and  the  Chaplains  and  other  Ministers  to  serve 
therein,  and  their  and  other  Burdens  incumbent  or  contingent  on 
the  same, — 

The  King,  by  his  special  f&vour,  and  in  consideration  of  £200. 
to  the  hands  of  his  Father  Henrt  the  Eighth,  then  late  King 
of  England,  in  his  life-time  faithfully  paid  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
Crediton,  granted  to  the  Grovemors,  all  the  Parish  Church  of 
Crediton  and  the  Church,  and  burying  ground  of  the  late  Col- 
lege of  Crediton,«-and  all  that  House  csdled  "  The  Vestry,**  and 
the  Chapter-House,  and  the  Chapel  to  the  same  Church  adjoin- 
ing,—and  his  Messuage,  called  ^*  The  Vtcar*s  Hoti^e,**— and 
"  The  Scole  House,**  and  gardens  to  the  same  belonging,  in 
Crediton. — And  all  that  Chapel,  called  **  Seynt  Swythunes  Chap- 
pelt*  in  Sandford,  within  the  Parish  of  Crediton, — and  his 
House,  called  "  The  Church  House,**  and  one  other  House,  called 
'^  The  Priest* s  House,**  with  the  gardens  to  the  same  belonging 
in  Sandford, — and  the  Advowson  and  right  of  Patronage  of  th« 
Vicarage  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton, — and  the  Advowson  and 
Right  of  Patronage  of  the  Rectory  and  Parish  Church  of  Ex- 
minster,  in  the  said  County  of  Devon,— and  also  the  Vicarage  of 
the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton,.and  the  Rectory  and  Church  of 
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Ezminster^-— and  all  the  messuages^  manors^  lands^  glebes^  tene- 
ments^ rents^  reversions^  services^  annuities^  pensions,  portions, 
tythes,  fruits,  oblations,  and  other  rights,  profits,  commodities, 
and  emoluments  whatsoever  to  the  same  Vicarage  of  the  Parish 
Church  of  Crediton  or  to  any  Vicar  thereof,  and  to  the  said  Rec- 
tory and  Church  of  Exminster  or  to  any  Rectory  thereof,  or  to 
any  of  them  however  belonging  or  appertaining,  all  of  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
je62..5..4  :— 

And  His  Majesty  thereby  appropriated  the  said  Church  and 
Vicarage  of  Crediton,  and  other  the  premises  thereto  belonging, 
unto  the  said  Twelve  Governors  and  their  Successors  for  ever  :— 
And,  after  reciting  that  William  Leweson,  Clerk,  was  then 
the  Incumbent  of  the  Parish  of  Exminster,  His  M^esty  thereby 
appropriated  to  the  Governors  and  their  Successors,  the  Rectory 
and  Church  of  Exminster  with  all  it*s  rights  and  appurtenances, 
saving  the  right  of  the  then  Rector  during  his  Incumbency ;-« 

And  ordained,  that  the  Chapel,  called  ''  St.  SwithirCs  Chcqiel" 
should  be  a  Chapel  annexed  to  the  Church  of  Crediton  for  all 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  of  Sandford,  for  the  Ministration 
of  Divine  Service  there,  and  directed  that  the  Governors  should 
pay  to  the  Chi^lain  of  the  same  a  Salary  of  i!6..13..4.  per 
annum  c"-^ 

And  that  the  Governors  should  for  ever  distribute  amongst  the 
poor  Parishioners  of  the  said  Church  of  Crediton,  a  certain  rea- 
sonable sum  of  money  arising  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  same,  to 
be  limited  and  assigned  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  that 
place: — 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  from  time  to  time  present 
one  fit  Clerk  to  the  Ordinary  and  Diocesan  of  the  Place  to  be 
Vicar  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  and  endow  the  said  Vicar  and 
his  Successors  with  one  House  convenient  for  his  residence,  and 
with  the  annual  Pension  or  Portion  of  £'20.  by  the  year.— And 
that  the  said  Vicar  of  Crediton  should  take  upon  himself  all 
burdens  relating  to  the- Church  of  Crediton,  except  in  repairing 
the  Chancel,  which  reparations  should  be  supported  by  the  afore- 
said Twelve  Governors,  at  their  own  charges : — 

And,  that  the  said  Twelve  Crovemors  should  for  ever  distri- 
bute every  year  among  the  poor  Parishioners  of  the  Church  of 
Exminster  after  the  appropriation  of  the  same,  a  certain  reason- 
able sum  of  money  arising  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  same  Church, 
to  be  limited  as  aforesaid  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  that 
place.  And  that  the  Governors  should  endow  the  Vicar  of  the 
same  Church  of  Exminster,  and  his  Successors,  with  a  convenient 
House  for  his  residence,  and  with  a  Portion  or  Pension  of  J£l2. 
by  the  year. —And  that  the  sidd  Vicar  of  Exminster  should 
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support  all  the  burdens  of  the  Church  of  Exminster^  except  in 
repairing  the  Chancel,  which  should  be  supported  by  the  Gover- 
nors, at  their  own  charges  :— 

And,  that  the  Grovemors  should  from  time  to  time,  nominate 
and  provide  Two  Chaplains  in  aid  of  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being. 

In  the  month  of  August  in  the  same  year  as  the  Charter 
was  granted,  thb  Bishop  of  Exeteh,  for  himself  and  his 
Successors,  relinquished  all  claim  to  the  Vicarage  of  Credi- 
ton, to  the  Twelve  Governors, — and  the  Dean  and  Chap- 
ter  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Exeter,  also  yielded  their 
consent  to  all  the  premises, — each  party  solemnly  confirming 
the  same  by  thw  Signatures  and  Seals. 

The  Letters  Patent  ci  King  Edward  the  Sixth  were 
confirmed  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Letters  Patent  under 
the  Great  Seal,  dated  the  5th  of  July  in  the  Second  year  of 
her  rdgn,  1559, — 

When  Her  Majesty,  in  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  Vicar  of  Crediton,  and  of  the  Master  of  the  said  School,  and 
of  the  other  lifinisters  of  the  same  Church,  and  for  other  consi- 
derations, granted  to  the  Twelve  Governors  all  kinds  of  her 
tythes  of  her  lands  and  possessions,  called  '*  The  Lands  and 
Possessions  of  St.  Lawrence  in  Crediton,'* — and  all  kinds  of 
her  tythes  within  the  Parish  of  Crediton  la^y  belonging  to  the 
several  Prebends  of  Woolsgrove,  Stowford,  HenstiU  otherwi$e 
Hempstill,  Powle,  Cross  and  Woodland,  Karswell,  West  Sand- 
ford,  Prestcombe,  AUer,  Creedy,  and  Rudge,  which  Tythes 
were  lately  parcel  of  the  Spiritual  possessions  of  the  late  College 
of  Crediton  therein  more  particularly  described;  all  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£l22..r..lOi.— 

To  hold  to  the  said  Governors,  of  the  Manor  of  Yeartcombe 
in  the  County  of  Devon,  in  free  Soccage,  by  service  of  Fealty 
only,  and  not  in  capUe,  rendering  yearly  to  her  Majesty,  her 
Heirs  and  Successors,  the  rent  of  £lOO.  by  half  yearly  pay- 
ments,— 

And  she  granted  license  to  the  said  Governors,  that  they 
should  elect  a  Master  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  which  thence 
forward  should  be  called  '^  Queen  Elizabeth's  Free  Grammar 
School  at  Crediton  :**— and  that  the  said  Governors  might 
give  to  the  said  Master  a  House  convenient  for  him  and  his 
Successors  to  inhabit,  and  one  Annuity  of  £l3..6..8.  ^-^with  power

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to  ajnovetuid  expel  him>  ill  case  of  absence  fix)m  the  School^  for 
the  space  of  one  Months — 

And  power  to  nominate  Vicars  of  Crediton,  and  Chaplains^ 
with  increased  Salaries^—- 

And,  "  That  the  same  Governors  shall  distribute  yearly  £8. 
out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  said  Rectory  and  Church  of  Crediton, 
amongst  Fova  boys  of  the  same  Parish,  of  the  beat  disposition 
and  capacity  for  Grammatical  Learning,  and  who  mast  stand  in 
need  of  Exhibition  and  Maintenance,  equally  to  be  divided  for 
their  help  and  support,*— Which  said  Four  boys  shall  be  nomina^ 
ted  to  be  ScholaiB  6f  our  said  School  of  Crediton,  by  the  Tweltb 
GrovEBNORS,  or  by  the  major  part  of  them,  of  whom  there  shall 
always  be  One  of  the  part  of  the  Village  Of  Sandford,*'  such 
Scholars  to  be  called  '^  Queen  Elizabeth's  Grammar  Scho- 
lars at  Crediton  :" — 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  distribute  £8.,  equally  to  be 
divided  annually  out  of  the  profits  of  the  Rectory  and  Churiph  of 
Crediton  amongst  Four  poor  men  of  the  same  Parish,  to  be  chosen 
and  appointed  by  them,  and  to  be  called  "  Queen  £lizabbth*s 
Alms  Men  at  Crediton." 

In  the  reign  of  King  James  the  First  an  Information  was 
exhibited  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  by  Sir  Thomas  Coven- 
try, Knight,  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of 
Endymion  Pobtbb,  Esq.,*agiunst  TheTwelve  Governors, — • 

When,  by  a  Decree  in  Trinity  Term,  in  the  Twenty-second 
3rear  of  the  said  King,  1624,  after  reciting  several  proceedings 
in  the  said  Cause,  the  Court  declared,  it  was  clearly  of  opinion 
that  the  several  Letters  Patent  granted  by  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,  and  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  were  so  granted  ''for  the  good 
and  benefit  of  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Crediton  aforesaid,  and  not 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Governors,  or  of  other  persons  of  wealth  and 
ability,''  as  heretofore  upon  hearing  of  their  Cause  the  likeopinon 
of  the  Court  therein  had  been  frequently  declared,— 

And,  therefore,  that  the  lands,  tythes,  and  hereditaments,  and 
ether  premises  belonging  to  the  Church  of  Crediton,  intended 
by  the  Letters  Patent  for  so  good  and  pious  a  work  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  Inhabitants  there,  and  otiiier  good  and  Charitable 
uses,  should  be  misemployed  by  the  said  Governors,  and  converted 


*  He  was  a  Gentleman  about  the  Court  of  Charles  the  first, 
and  was  among  the  number  particularly  exej^ted  in  the  instruc- 
tions of  The  Two  Houses  to  The  Earl  of  Esaxz^  their  General. 
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to  their  own  ptopir  benefit  or  other  persons  of  wealth  and 
ability^  The  Court  held  it  most  vnji7St  and  against  all  Eam- 
TY  and  Conscience,  and  therefore  fit  to  be  reformed  and  re- 
dresied,^ 

And  for  as  much  as  it  appeared  to  the  Courts  that  the  lands, 
tjrthes,  and  other  the  premises  before  mentioned,  were  then  of 
the  clear  yearly  vahie  of  £1100.,  as  appeared  by  Inquisition 
taken  before  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Exeter  and  others,  then  read 
in  Court,-*  and  that  that  part  of  the  premises  which  was  not 
granted  by  lease,  was  well  worth  £600.  a  year,  as  appeared  by  the 
depositions  therein  mentioned,— The  C<nirt  thought  it  most  fit, 
that  JC600.  thereof  should  be  disposed  and  applied  to  Charitable 
uses,  for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  Poor  Inhabitants  of  Kyrton 
and  Exminster, — And  thereupon  it  was  decreed,  that  the  said 
Governors  should  from  thenceforth  yearly  bestow  and  employ 
for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor  Inhabitants  of  Crediton 
and  Exminster  the  sum  of  i.'600,— -issuing  and  growing  out  of 
the  profits  of  the  lands,  tythes,  and  other  the  premises  belonging 
to  the  Church  of  Crediton, — And  that  the  residue  of  the  lands, 
tythes,  and  other  the  premises  aforesaid,  should  be  wholly  dis- 
posed and  employed  by  the  said  Governors  and  Corporation  of 
Crediton  to  other  good  and  Charitable  uses,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  several  Lettofs  Patent,  and 
not  he  converted  to  their  own  private  uses  or  to. the  benefit  rf 
other  persons  of  wealth  and  abiUty,  And  that  the  said  Cxovemors 
should  render  a  true  account  yearly  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Exeter  for  the  time  being,  of  the  spending  and  empioyif^ 
thereof : — 

And,  that  the  £600.  should  be  disbursed  and  dbtributed  by 
the  said  Grovemors  in  manner  following, — that  is  to  say, — £20. 
thereof  yearly  unto  Ten  poor  Scholars  of  Crediton  School, 
whereof  Queen  Elizabeth's  poor  Scholars  to  be  Four,  equally 
to  be  divided  amongst  them.— And  £20.  more  thereof  yearly 
towards  the  maintenance  in  the  Universities  of  Three,  that  had 
been  poor  Scholars  of  Crediton  School,  so  to  be  divided  that 
they  should  each  of  them  have  20  Nobles  yearly  for  Five  yetirjs 
after  they  should  be  at  the  University,  and  no  longer. — ^Andthen 
other  Three  to  have  like  allowance  successively. — And  £l00. 
more  thereof  yearly,  unto  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  for  his  Stipend, 
— and  £40.  more  thereof  yearly  to  the  Curate  of  Crediton  for 
his  Stipend. — And  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Crediton  School  yearly 
£40.  for  his  Stipend,  out  of  which  he  was  to  allow  £lO.  per 
annum  unto  an  Usher  there,  for  teaching  poor  Children  to  write 
and  read. — And  also  to  the  Vicar  of  Exminster  yearly^  £50.  for 
his  Stipend.— And  yearly  to  the  Vicar  of  Sandford  £40.  for  his 
Stipend,^»and  the  residue  of  the  said  £600.,  and  other  profits 
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bdonging  to  the  said  Coiporation  of  Crediton,  they  Bhoiild  em- 
ploy for  the  raidiig  of  a  Stock  of  money  yearty  to  be  increased^ 
for  the  setting  of  the  Poor  of  Kyrton  to  work>  and  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  and  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  and  other 
Charitable  and  Pious  uses  specified  in  the  said  Letters  Patent  :— 

And  it  was  decreed,  that  henceforth  there  shall  be  no  more 
Leases  granted  by  the  said  Governors  of  any  Lands  or  Tythes 
belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  btU  that  the  same  or  the  rea- 
sonable value  thereof  sYiBa  be  paid  yearly  unto  the  said  Governors 
and  their  Successors,  to  be  employed  according  to  the  true 
intent  of  the  said  Letters  Patent : — 

And  for  that  the  Prosecutor  of  the  said  Cause  for  his  Majesty 
had  bestowed  much  labour  and  travel  and  been  at  great  chaiges 
in  and  aboutthe  prosecuting  thereof,  without  any  expectation  ofpri^ 
vate  benefit  to  Hmself,  hut  only  for  the  common  good  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Kyrton  aforesaid,  it  was  therefore  ordered  by  the 
Court,  that  the  said  Defendants  should  pay  the  ProsecutOK  of  this 
Cause  £250.  Costs. 

After  this  Decree,  the  Grovemors  made  additions  to  some 
of  the  annual  Stipends  or  payments  thereby  directed  to  be 
made,  and  finom  the  years  1798  severally  paid,  viz.^  to  the 
Vicar  of  Crediton  £160., — to  the  Chaplain  of  Crediton 
£128.,— to  the  Vicar  of  Exminster  £110.,— to  the  Chap- 
lain of  Sandford  £l21,**to  the  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  £40.,— to  Ten  poor  Scholars  £20.,— to  Three 
Scholars  at  the  University  £20., — making  altogether  £599. 
per  annum. 

On  the  30th  of  May  1808,  an  Information  was  filed  in 

the  Court  of  Chancery  by  Sir  Vicaby  Gibbs,  His  Majesty^s 

Attorney  Greneral,  at  the   relation  of   The  Revd.  John 

RuDALL,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  and  The 

Revd.  John  White,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Exminster,  against 

The  Twblve  Governors.     In  the  course  of  which  Suit  (for 

U  is  not  yet  terminated),  it  was,  on  the  7th  of  July,  1809, 

decreed,  that  the  Matters  should  be  referred  to  the  Master, 

Master  Steele  :«— 

Who,  on  the  6th  of  March,  1812>  reported.  That  in  pursuance 
of  certain  Directions  in  the  said  Decree  of  the  7th  of  July,  1809> 
and  of  subsequent  Orders  made  in  these  Causes,  the  annual 
produce  of  the  Charity  Estates  had  been  greatly  increased,  and 
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thatthegrossannualliicome  thereof  then  amounted  to  £5086..5..8> 
and  had  been  of  that  amount  from  Michaehnas,  1809  :— 

But  it  was  alleged  on  the  part  of  the  Twelve  Governors,  that 
the  annual  Disbursements  payable  out  of  the  said  annual 
Income,  exclusive  of  the  Stipends,  amount  to  the  sum  of  £2000. 
and  upwards,  so  that  the  net  annual  Income,  applicable  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Charity,  amounts  to  £S000.  or  thereabouts : — 

The  Master  found,  from  the  joint  Affidavit  of  The  said  John 
RuDALL,  and  John  White,  that  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  exclu- 
sive of  the  District  or  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  very  considerably 
exceeds  9500  acres,  extending  in  length  about  eleven  miles,  and  in 
breadth,  in  some  parts,  about  seven  miles,  and  contains  a  Popu- 
lation of  upwards  of  5 100  persons ; — 

And  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  within  this 
Parish,  exclusive  of  tile  District  of  Sandford,  consist  in  perform- 
ing Divine  Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sermons  every 
Sunday  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  to  a  Congregation, 
usually  consisting  of  about  2000  persons, — in  oerforming  Divine 
Service  once  ever  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  on  every  Saint*s 
day,  throughout  the  year,— preaching  a  Sermon  every  Wednes- 
day throughout  the  year, — Catechising  the  Children  of  the  Par- 
ish four  times  every  year,  and  instructing  and  preparing  them 
for  Episcopal  Confirmation,— in  administering  the  Holy  Saera- 
ment  of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Parish  Chim:h  on  three  several 
Days  at  the  Festival  of  Easter,  on  two  se\'eral  days  at  Whitsun* 
tide,  the  like  at  Christmas,  and  also  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  to  generally  upwards  of  300  Conmiunicants, — ^visiting 
the  Sick  ajnd  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them  at  their 
respective  houses, — in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses  about 
50  children  yearly, — churching  about  90  women, — and  yearly 
marrying  about  40  couples,— in  baptizing  publicly  about  120 
children,— and  burying  about  85  dead, — All  which  Ecclesias- 
tical functions  are  and  have  been,  for  many  years  past,  usually 
performed  by  the  said  John  Rudall,  with  ^e  assistance  of  his 
Curate,  and  the  Chaplain  of  Crediton,  or  some  of  them.  And 
that  the  said  John  Run  all's  own  Duty  as  Vicar,  intheperform- 
anee  of  these  functions  would  be  fiilly  sufficient  when  he  is  in 
health,  for  the  employment  of  all  his  time.  And  that  as  such 
Vicar  he  receives  ^m  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of  j£l60. 
and  no  more,  and  about  the  sum  of  i!40.  a  year  for  Surplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating ;  onehalf  of  which 
Surplice  Fees  he  hath  been  accustomed  to  give  to  the  Chaplain 
of  Crediton : — 

And  that  the  Parish  of  Exminster  exceeds  4200  acres,  extend- 
ing in  length  about  six  miles,  and  in  breadth,  on  an  average, 
.about  three  miles,  and  contains  a  Population  of  upwards  of  700 
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penons.  And  that  the  Ecclesiastical  fdncticma  exerdKd  in  the 
same  parish,  consist  in  performing  Divine  Service  twice,  and 
preaching  two  Sermons  every  Sunday,  and  one  on  Christmas 
day  and  Good  Friday,  each  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Exminster^ 
to  a  Congregation  usually  consisting  of  about  200  p6r8ons,-«and 
instructing  and  preparing  the  Children  of  the  Parish,  for  Epi- 
scopal Confirmation, — ^in  administering  the  Sacrament  of  th^ 
Lord*s  Supper  in  the  same  Churdi,  three  times  in  a  year,  on  the 
three  principal  Festivals  of  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas- 
day,  to  about  35  Communicants, — visiting  the  Sick,  and  ad- 
ministering the  Sacrament  to  them  at  their  respective  houses,-^ 
in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses,  and  publicly  at  the  same 
Church,  about  20  children  yearly, — churching  about  80  women 
yearly,— 'and  yearly  marrying  about  five  couples,-  and  bmying 
about  14  dead.— All  which  Ecclesiastical  functions  are  and  have 
been,  for  many  years  past,  usually  performed  by  the  said  John 
White,  and  that  his  duty  as  Vicar,  in  the  performance  of  the 
said  functions,  would  be  fully  sufficient  so  far  to  employ  his 
whole  time,  as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  performance  d  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Parish,  or  lawfully  to  gain  a 
subsistence  for  himself,  his  \yife  and  family, — and  tiiat  as  such 
Vicar,  he  has  received  from  die  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of 
JCllO.  and  no  more; — That  he  has  Glebe  lands  attached  to  his 
Vicarage  of  Exminster,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  about  jC40., 
and  that  he  receives  about  the  sum  of  £4.  a  year  for  Suiplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating :— - 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the  Affidavit  of  The  Revd. 
John  Russell,  of  Crediton,  Clerk,  sworn  the  19th  of  Deer., 
1811,  that  on  the  6th  of  March,  1811,  he  was  duly  appointed 
by  the  (rovemors.  Chaplain  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  on  the 
resignation  of  The  Revd.  John  Spry, — and  that  his  duty  as 
Cliaplain,  in  performance  of  the  same  functions  before  mentioned 
in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton,  would  be  fully  sufficient  so  for 
to  employ  his  whole  time,  as  to  prevent  Yna  performance  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Parish,  and  that  as  such  Chap- 
lain, he  receives  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipoid  of  JCllO., 
—'the  further  siun  of  jCll.  to  defray  the  property  tax  thereon, 
and  the  further  sum  of  £7,  towards  his  Assessed  taxes,  and  no 
more: — 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the  Affidavit  of  The  Revd. 
GxoRGB  Bent,  Clerk,'  Chaplain  of  the  Hamlet  of  Sandford, 
sworn  the  21st  of  Decr.^  1811,  that  the  said  Hamlet  contains 
upwards  of  6200  acres,  and  that  it  extends  in  length  about  seven 
miles,  and  in  breadth,  in  some  places,  about  4  miles,  and  that 
it*s  population  amounts  to  1700  persons  and  upwards, — and 
that  from  time  immemorial  the  said  Hamlet  of  Sandford  has>

in  all  respects^  been  considered  as  distinct  from  and  independent 
of  the  Parish  of  Crediton, — and  that  the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the 
said  Hamlet  has  also  for  time  immemorial  been  committed  to 
the  exclusive  charge  of  the  Chaplain  thereof  for  the  time  beings 
— and  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  within  the  said 
Hamlet  or  Parish  of  Sandford,  consist  in  performing  Diyine 
Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sermons  every  Sunday  in  the 
Church  of  Sandfoni  to  a  Congregation,  usually  consisting  of 
about  900  persons,— in  performing  Divine  Service  on  every 
Saint's  day  throughout  the  year  (except  within  the  last  Three 
years,  by  reason  of  his  house  having  been  destroyed  by  Fire, 
which  has  occasioned  during  some  part  of  that  time  his  residing 
at  a  distance  from  the  Church  of  Sandford^  but  which  Service 
on  Saint's  days  he  intends  to  resume,  on  his  occupying  the  Par- 
sonage House  at  Sandford  then  building  for  him), — in  insf met- 
ing and  preparing  the  Children  of  the  Hamlet  for  Episcopal 
Confirmation, — in  administering  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  in  the  Church  of  the  Hamlet  or  Parish  aforesaid  once 
every  month,  twice  at  the  Festival  of  Easter,  and  twice  at 
Christmas,  to  upwards  generally  of  40  or  50  Communicants,— 
in  visiting  the  Sick,  and  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them 
at  their  houses  throughout  the  Hamlet, — in  baptizing  Children 
publicly  at  the  Church,  and  privately  at  their  houses,  together 
about  50  yearly  on  an  average, — in  churching  about  40  or  50 
women, — in  yearly  marrying  about  13  couples, — and  in  burying 
about  35  dead. — All  which  Ecclesiastical  fimctions  are  performed 
by  him,  with  the  help  of  his  Assistant,  without  whose  aid,  he^ 
in  consequence  of  his  age,  being  upwards  of  70  years  old,  could 
not  duly  perform  the  same. — And  that  as  such  Chaplain^  he 
receives  from  the  Governors  the  annual  Stipend  of  i!llO., — and 
the  further  sum  of  JCll.  for  property  tax  thereon^  and  that  he 
receives  about  the  average  sum  of  £6.  for  Surplice  Fees : — 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  Two  Affidavits  of  The  Revd. 
Nicholas  Lightfoot,  Clerk,  Master  of  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School  at  Crediton,  sworn  the  28th  of  Novem- 
ber, and  the  94th  of  December,  1811,  that  he  was  in  or  about 
the  month  of  March,  1800,  duly  appointed  by  the  then  Governors^ 
Master  of  the  said  School,  and  hath  ever  since  oeen,  and  still  is 
Master  thereof, — and  that  from  the  time  of  such  appointment 
hitherto,  the  yearly  sum  which  has  been  paid  to  him  by  the 
Governors,  as  his  Salary,  has  amounted  to  £20.  per  annum,^^ 
and  that  the  Governors  provide  him  with  a  House,  which  they 
repair,  and  also  allow  him  £3.  for  property  tax  on  his  Stipend^ 
and  £7.  towards  his  Assessed  taxes, — ^And  that  he  has  now  under 
his  care  and  tuition  48  Scholars,  of  whom  37  are  Boarders^  none 
of  whom  are  of  the  Fbrish  of  Crediton  or  of  the  Haoodet  of 
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Sandford,  except  onej— and  thai  his  Terms  are  for  each  of  his 
Boarders  JL*S1..10.X>  per  annum,-^and  that  the  Eleven  other 
Scholars  under  his  Tuition  are  Day-scholan^  10  of  whom  are  of 
the  Parish  of  Crediton,  for  whom  he  makes  no  chaige  whatever, 
but  the  FiBients  of  such  Scholars  generally  pay  him  JC1..I..0.  at 
Christmas,  at  their  pleasure,— -And  that  he  teaches  the  several  boys 
imder  his  Tuition,  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  that  he 
dedicates  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  <S  the  School,  excqpt 
at  the  usual  Vacations  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  and  excqpt 
that  he  performs  the  duties  of  the  Rectory  of  Kennerleigh,  which 
is  distant  about  5  miles  from  his  School,  to  which  Rectory  he 
was  presented  by  the  Gotebnobs,  the  Income  whereof  amounts 
to  JCIOO.  per  annum  or  thereabouts,  subject  to  the  property  tax  :— 
And  it  having  been  proposed  before  The  Masteb,  by  the 
Relators^  and  Plainti£fs  in  the  said  first  mentioned  Cause,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Defendants  The  Twelve  Goveknobs, 
that  the  Salaries  of—- 

The  Revd.  John  Rudall,  as  Vicar  of  Crediton,  should  be 

increased  to  j£400.  per  annum  : 
The  Revd.  John  White,  as  Vicar  of  Exminster,  to  £250. 

per  annum : 
The  Revd.  John  Russell,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Church  of 

Crediton,  to  JC200.  per  annum  : 
The  Revd.  Geoboe  Bent,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Chapel  or 

Church  of  Sandford,  to  £200.  per  annum, ^^^ 
And  it  having  also  been  proposed  by  the  Defendants  The 
Twelve  Govebnobs,  that  the  Salary  of  the  Defendant  Nicholas 
Lightfoot,  as  Master  of  The  Gbammab  School,  should  be  in- 
creased to  £50.  per  annum,  with  an  annual  allowance  of  £5.  for 
each  Day-scholar  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  including  the  Hamlet 
of  Sandford,  educated  by  him  at  the  said  Granunar  School, 
according  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Charity  :— 

And  THE  Masteb  having  considered  these  proposals,  was  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  to  increase  the  Salaries  of  each 
of  the  persons,  according  as  was  then  proposed. 

There  are  no  Statutes,  but  such  as  are  directed  in  the 
Charter. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  and 
the  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  indefinitely,  on  payment  of  £5. 
per  annum  each.  They  are  admitted  at  Eight  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please. 

The  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  at  the  East 
end  of  the  Church,  has  always  been  used  as  the  School-room.

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  Col- 
lege. 

There  are  Thbee  Scholarships,  which  have  been  ge- 
nerally enjoyed ;  and  although  the  Charters  do  not  express 
at  which  University  the  Exhibitioners  are  to  enter,  Oxford 
has,  for  a  great  numWr  of  years  past,  been  uniformly  the 
one,  of  which  they  have  become  Members. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Nicholas 
LiGHTFooT,  A.  B.,  whose  Salary  is  j£50.  per  annum,  to- 
gether with  a  good  house,  rent  and  taxes  free.  He  is  also 
Rector  of  Eennerleigh,  with  an  annual  Stipend  of  £100. 
This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  are  Thirty  guineas  a  year. 

The  Rectory  of  Kennerleigh  is  the  only  Church  Prefer- 
ment in  the  ^fl  of  Thb  Governors,  conferred  upon  The 
Head  Master. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  Dr.  EvBLEiGH,  the  late  Provost  of  Oriel  College, 
Oxford,  holds  a  distinguished  rank. 


EXETER. 

Tbe  HosriTAL  op  Saint  Jorit  Baptist. 


FftOH  ■  Memorandum,  inserted  between  Jo.  17-  and^.  18. 
of  Bishop  Bronescombe'8  Re^ster,  it  appears  that,  in  the 
ye&r  1240,  a.  r.  Hen.  III.  xxiii,  two  Brothers,  called  Gil- 
bert Long  and  John  Long,  founded  this  Hospital  for 
pooi:  Men  and  poor  Women,  within  the  East  Gate  of  tbe 
City. 

For  the  better  support  of  this  benevolent  Institution  tbe 
Citizens  of  Exeter,  with  the  approbation  of  the  above-men- 
tioned King  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Primate,  Boniface, 
incorporated  with  it  the  Foundation  funds  of  Saint  Alexius*! 
Hospital. 

This  latter  Establishment  had  been  erected  Seventy  years 
before,  on  a  ^t  of  ground  immediately  behind  the  Prioiy 
of  St.  Nidiolaa  in  Exeter. 
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The  Bishops  of  Exeter  were  the  Patrons  of  the  Hos[Htal, 
and  great  Benefactors.  Bishop  Bytton  drew  up  Statutes 
for  it's  government,  and  re-built  the  Infirmary.  Bishop 
Stap£ldok  gave  considerable  Charities  to  the  Institution, 
and  had  intended  to  found  a  Grammar  School  in  it,  and  to 
appropriate  to  it  the  Advowson  of  Yamscombe  Church  and 
some  of  the  Glebe  lands ;  but  his  lamented  and  untimely 
death  prevented  him  from  carrying  his  benevolent  purpose 
into  execution. 

Bishop  Gbandisson  entered  into  the  noble  views  of  his 
Predecessor,  and  endowed  the  Schod  in  the  year  1332.  He 
also  greatly  improved  the  Revenues  of  the  Hospital,  and  in- 
creased the  number  of  the  Clergymen  from  one  to  fivs. 
These  Clergymen  he  enjoined  to  follow  the  Rule  of  St. 
Augustine.  Poor  infirm  persons,  to  the  number  of  Twelve, 
were  to  be  admitted  upon  the  Foundation.  It  further  ap- 
pears that  he  built  the  Church  of  The  Hospital,  as  he  con- 
secrated the  High  Altar,  on  the  12th  of  November,  1336^ 
and  the  Nave  of  the  Church,  on  the  16th  of  September, 
1351 ;  and  he  further  granted  to  them  the  privilege  of  Se- 
pulture within  their  own  indosure. 

Until  the  Surrender  of  The  Hospital,  on  the  20th  of 
February,  1539,  the  Revenues  of  the  House  were  in  a  pro- 
gressive state  of  improvement  It  may  be  doubted,  whether 
there  is  a  single  Will,  of  the  numerous  ones  preserved  in  the 
Episcopal  Registers  of  Exeter,  in  which  a  Legacy  to  Saint 
John's  Hospital  is  not  contained. 

The  leases  of  the  Hospital  possessions  appear  to  have  been 
granted  by  the  Lessors  und^  the  stile  of  ^^  Prior  sive  Ma- 
gister  Domus  Hospitalis  Ecdenae  Sancti  Johannis  Baptists^ 
infra  Portam  Orientalem  Com.  Civitatis  Exon.  et  Conventus 
ejusdem  Loci, — unanimi  nostronmi  Assensu  pariter  et  Con- 
sensu nostris  ac  cum  Licenda  nostri  Custodis,^  with  the 
reservation  of  Roits  to  themselves  and  their  Successors. 

The  annual  Income  at  the  IKssolution  was  rated  at 
i:i02..12..9. 
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On  tbe  13th  of  July,  1534,  Richard  Harris,  the  Prior, 
and  Three  others,  subscribed  to  the  Supremacy :  And,  on 
the  20th  of  February,  1539,  the  same  Prior,  and  two 
Brethren,  surrendered  the  House,  together  with  it's  pos8e&- 
sicHis. 

The  rite,  with  the  "  Ankeresse  House**  in  the  Church- 
yard, was  granted,  in  1541,  to  Thomas  Carew. 

In  1553,  there  renuuned  £13.  in  Annuities,  and  two 
Pensions  to  John  Broderidge,  and  John  Scotts,  of 
£3m6..8.  each. 

But  it  was  afterwards  restored,  and  endowed  with  several 
lew  Benefactions,  and,  in  part,  still  continues  a  Charitable 
institution  under  the  management  of  The  Chamber  of  this 
City. 

The  beautiful  and  interesting  Seal  which  graces  this  de- 
scription, is  copied  from  an  original  in  high  preservation 
iqfqpended  to  a  Deed,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  May,  1538 : 
And,  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  three  circular  arches 
there  represented,  are  still  existing. 

The  Hospitai,  of  Saint  John*s  now  comprises  The 
Free  Grammar  School, — and  The  Free  English 
School,  commonly  called  The  Blue  School,  from  the 
colour  of  the  dress  in  which  the  boys  are  habited,  in  another 
part  of  the  Buildings,  for  the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  thdr  present  number  is 
TwsNTY-ONs;  they  are  clothed,  fed,  and  lodged  in  the 
House,  under  the  care  of  a  resident  Master  who  has  apart- 
ments there,  together  with  an  annual  Salary  of  £2Q.<,  besides 
which  he  is  paid  by  the  Governors  j£  16.  yearly  for  each  boy, 
in  consideration  of  his  providing  them  in  every  thing.  When 
their  education  is  completed,  these  boys  are  usually  bound 
out  Apprentices  to  Tl^adesmen  in  the  City,  with  a  premium 
of  £6.  paid  by  the  Governors. 

The  Schools  conrist  of  an  extensive  range  of  Buildings, 
the  principal  part  of  which  is  of  a  quadrangular  form.  The 
North  front,  facing  The  High  Street  and  extending  to  up- 
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wards  of  220  feet  in  length,  comprises,  The  Grammar 
ScHOOLMASTEB^s  HousB,  R  capRcious  and  handsome  modvn 
edifice,  built  about  Forty  years  since, — St.  Johk  Baptist^s 
Chapel,  in  which  Divine  Service  is  regularly  celebrated  by 
the  Master,  except  in  the  afternoon  of  one  Sunday  in  every 
month,  when  the  Mayor,  with  the  Corporation  attends,  and 
his  Chaplains  are  accustomed,  in  turn,  to  officiate, — The 
Porch,  or  Gate  of  Entrance  into  the  area  of  the  Quadnu»- 
gle,— and,  The  Grammar  School-room,  wJiich  is  on  the 
6rst  floor.  The  Front  of  the  Chapel  and  School-room,  with 
the  Porch  between  them,  is  an  uniform  piece  of  Architec- 
ture of  that  style  usually  denominated  Gk)thick.  The  Chapel 
was  rebuilt  by  the  munificence  of  Alice  Hele,  Widow  of 
ELiZiEUs  Hele,  of  Fardel,  Esq.,  at  the  expense  of  £300., 
and  re-opened  by  the  celebrated  Bishop  Joseph  Hall,  on 
the  21st  of  September,  1639. 

On  the  West  part  of  the  Quadrangle,  on  the  first  floor,  is 
The  Grammar  School  Library,  opening  into  The  Gram- 
mar School-room, — ^And  The  Dormitory  of  The  English 
School. 

On  the  South  part,  and  on  the  first  floor,  is  The  Coun- 
cil Chamber  of  the  Gk)vemors. 

And,  on  the  East  part,  and  on  the  first  floor,  is  Thb 
English  School-room. 

The  Apartments  on  the  Ground  floors  of  all  sides  of  the 
Quadrangle  are,  during  the  Public  Fairs,  let  out  to  the 
Dealers  in  doth,  blankets,  dowlas,  and  the  like  commodities, 
from  whence  considerable  emolument  arises  to  the  Gro- 
veniors. 

On  the  South  side  of  these  Buildings  are,  a  spacious 
walled  Play-ground,  of  about  200  feet  in  length,  by  80  in 
breadth,  for  the  boys  who  board  in  the  Grammar  Sduxd- 
master'^s  house, — a  lai^  Garden,  for  the  Grammar  School- 
master's use, — and,  a  commodious  Dwelling-house,  oourt- 
lage,  and  garden  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Master  of 
The  English  School 
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From  tfie  time  when  the  building  of  the  present  Grammar 
SAocd-master^s  house  begun,  the  Governors  reduced  the 
then  Master^s  Stipend  of  £40.  to  £20.  a  year,  and  obiiti- 
nued  that  reduction  until  the  appointment  of  the  present 
Master,  to  whom  they  restored  the  accustomed  yearly  Salary 
of  £40., — by  which  means  the  Governors  were  reimbursed, 
out  of  the  Master's  profits,  moiae  than  one  half  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  new  building,  which  amounted  in  the  whole  to 
about  £1200. 

It  seems,  therefore,  just  to  consider  the  present  Master^s 
two  immediate  Predecessors,  The  Revd.  John  Mak6Hall 
and  The*  Revd.  Robert  Babtholombw,  as  Benefactors  to 
the  Institution  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  £600. ;  besides 
which,  the  former  of  these  Grentlemen,  at  his  own  private 
expense,  built  the  Gallery  at  the  West  end  of  St.  John's 
Chapel,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Boarders.

Thb  High  School. 

Thb  High  School  appears  to  have  been  founded  in  the 
year  1343,  by  Richard  dk  Bbatlegh,  Dean  of  Exeter, 
who  built  the  house  upon  the  lands  of  the  Chapter,  in  a 
narrow  Street,  now  called  "  Mns6RAVB''s  AUey^ 

It  is  not  certiunly  known,  and,  perhaps,  cannot  now  be 
ascertained,  whether  there  were  ever  any  settled  Endowment 
of  it.  In  ancient  times,  the  Archdeacon  of  Exdh  used  to 
appcmit  the  Master ;  but,  soon  after  the  Restoration  of 
Charles  the  Second,  the  right  of  appointment  belonged  to, 
or  was  exerdsed  by.  The  Chapter. 

In  1388,  John  Spencer  was  admitted  Master. 

In  1548,  the  sum  of  20«.  per  annum  was  granted  by  The 
Chapter  for  the  augmentation  of  the  Under-Master^s  Sti- 
pend. 

In  1561,  the  School  is  said  to  have  b^n  new  built,  ceiled, 
and  seated,  by  a  common  contribution,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Williams,  the  then  Master. 

When  the  Free  Grammar  School  within  the  Hospital 
of  St.  John  Baptist  (which  will  next  be  more  circumstantially 
described)  was  established  in  the  beginning  of  the  Seven- 
teenth Century,  the  profits  of  The  High  School,  which 
before  that  period  had  been  very  considerable,  seem  to  have 
declined ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  latter  was  some  time 
between  the  year  1739,  when  John  Bradford  was  appdnt- 
ed  Master,  and  probably  the  liut  Master, — and  the  year 
1759,  when  there  certainly  was  no  Master, — either  dissolved, 
or  consolidated  with  The  Free  Grammar  School  But  if 
there  were  such  consolidation  <^  the  two  Schools,  there  is  not 
any  Deed  or  Agreement,  relating  to  that  transaction,  now  to 
be  found. 
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Sir  John  Acland,  of  Culme-John,  Devon,  Ent.,  fay  his 
Will,  dated  the  14th  of  September  1609,  appointed  £16. 
per  annum  to  Two  Scholabs  in  Exeter  College,  Oxford, 
to  be  approved  of  by  The  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Recorder, 
the  Schoolmaster  of  T/ie  High  School  there,  the  Rector  of 
Exeter  College,  and  the  Owner  of  CulmeJohn,  or  any 
TTiree  of  them. 

The  Revd.  John  Reynolds,  Canon  Residentiary  of 
Exeter  Cathedral,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1756,  bequeathed 
JC1550.  Stock  in  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  to  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Exeter, — ^the  Income  to  be  disposed  of  in  Exhi- 
bitions for  Four  Lads  bred  at  Exeter  SchooL  This  Fund 
has  been  increased  by  savings,  and  now  pays  Three  Exhi- 
bitions of  £20.  each.

The  Fk£K  Gkaiiiiab  School  derives  a  peculiar  interest 
&(Hn  ifs  early  association  with  the  ancient  Hospital  of 
Saint  Johii  Baptist, — as  a  sharer  in  it's  dissolution,  and 
a  partaker  of  it's  injuries,— and  even  now  finding  i^rotection 
under  it's  venerable  roof. 

Few  Schools  afifbrd  such  authoritative  and  impratant 
materials  for  lusttny,  as  The  Free  Gxamhar  School  at 
ExiTKR.  But,  although  they  are  numerous,  it  is  incon- 
ceivable how  little  they  are  known.  The  Deed  of  Endow- 
ment, as  appears  by  an  authenticated  copy  of  it,  remaining 
in  the  Archives  of  The  Societv  (tf  ANXiavABiES,  is  as  fol-

soe  much  of  the  said  Some  of  Fower  Hundred  Poundes  as  was 
intended  to  be  imployed  by  the  said  Thomas  Walker,  for  and 
towardes  a  Free  Schoole,— and  of  the  Some  of  Fiftie  Poundes 
of  like  lawfiiU  English  monie  unto  them  in  hand  paid  by  the 
Executors  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Dowrich, — and  of  the  Some 
of  One  Hundred  Poundes  unto  them  in  hand  paid  by  the  said 
Walter  Borough, — of  which  said  severall  Somes  they  acknow- 
ledge the  receipte  by  these  presentes, — and  for  the  better  educa- 
cion  of  the  Children  of  the  Cittizens  of  the  said  Cittie  of  Exon 
in  Leaminge  and  good  Manners,  and  for  the  generall  Good  and 
Benefitt  of  the  said  Cittie  and  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  and  for 
divers  other  good  and  reasonable  causes  and  consideracions  them 
thereunto  especiallie  movinge, — Have  graunted,  declared,  and 
agreede,  and  by  these  presentes  for  them  and  their  successors 
doe  graunte,  declare,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Thomas 
Flaye,  Nicholas  Marttn,  John  Hakewill,  Gilbert  Sweetb, 
Adam  Bennett,  Roger  Mallacke,  James  Tucker,  Johh 
Hatnb,  John  Fennye,  Richard  Saunders,  Thomas  Tuckbr, 
and  Christopher  Clarke,  that  they  shall  and  will  with  all 
convenient  speede,  soe  sonne  as  by  the  charitable  benevolence 
of  well  disposed  Persons  they  shalbe  enabled  thereunto,  build 
and  prepare  the  said  lower  parte  of  the  said  Church  of  the  late 
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House  or  HofipitaU  of  St.  John's  \iritliin  the  Eastgate  of  the  said 
Cittie  of  £xon^  or  soe  much  thereof  as  shalbe  thought  fitt  and 
coaveniente  by  the  said  Maior  and  Comon  Couiisell>  in  decenle 
and  convenient  manner,  for  the  keepinge  of  a  Schoole  theram 
for  ever  hereafter,  accordinge  to  the  true  meaninge  of  these 
presentes; — 

And  that  after  the  same  shalbe  soe  builte  and  prepared^  the 
said  Maior  and  Comon  Counsell  shall  and  will  nominate  and 
ai^pmnte  one  fitt  and  able  Person,  to  be  Schoole  Maister  of  and 
in  the  said  Schoole,  freeUe  to  teach  and  instructe  the  Children  of 
ike  Freemen  and  Inhabitantes  of  the  said  Cittie  ofExon  in  the  Laim 
and  Greeke  Tongue,  and  other  Leammge,  without  any  charge  wUo 
their  Freindes  or  receivinge  any  tlunge  for  the  same,  in  such 
manner  and  forme  as  by  the  Maior  and  Comon  Counsell  of  the 
said  Cittie  for  the  time  beinge,  or  the  -greater  parte  of  them, 
shalbe  limitted,  directed,  or  appointed, — And  that  the  same  shall 
and  maye  for  ever  hereafter  be  named  and  called  *'  Thb  Ffesb 
Gba-mar  Schoole  of  The  Cittie  of  Exon,  founded  by  ^hs

Doe  ordeine,  constitute,  assigne,  ly- 
mitt  and  appointe,  that  the  saide  House,  and  other  the  Premisses, 
shall  from  hencefoith  for  ever  hereafter  bee,  remaine,  contynue, 
and  bee  converted,  yraployed,  and  used  for  an  Hospitall  and 
House  or  Place  for  tiie  abyding,  dwellinge,  sustentacdn  and  r&- 
kifo  of  such  nombar  of  poore  people  and  children,  as  the  saide 
Ckyvemours  of  the  saide  Hospitall,  and  theire  Successors,  for  the 
tyme  beinge,  or  the  greater  parte  of  them,  shall  name,  ass^ne, 
lymitt  or  appointe  to  bee  lodged,  harboured,  abyde,  and  to  bee 
maiBetein«i  and  releived  there.

In  Izacke's  Re^ster  (Edit.  London,  1736.  pp*  41.  et 
poMim)  we  have  the  following  History  of  the  FoundatioD, 
and  of  the  numerous  Bene£su;tions  to  it. 

Hugh  Crossing,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor  of  this  City,  ^  e.,  in 
1609  and  1620),  taking  into  his  serious  con^deratian,  the 
great  charge  and  increase  of  poor  peofde  and  poor  children, 
— the  great  use  of  Hospitals  for  the  relief  of  either, — and 
the  great  desire  of  many  of  the  Citizens  (ot  the  accomplishing 
of  the  same,  who  had  by  their  several  Wills  ^ven  divers 
sums  of  money  to  that  purpose,  which  were  toUdkf  lost,  by 
reason  that  such  Hospitals  were  not  erected  within  the  times 
.  prefixed, — accordingly,  in   his  life-time,  intended  to  found 
and  erect  an  Hospital  within  this  City,  or  liberally  to  endow 
the  same  if  it  should  be  erected  by  any  other,  as  he  expressed 
by  a  writing  under  his  own  hand ;    but  dying  intestaj^ 
before  he  could  accomplish  the  same,  possessed  of  a  jdentiful 
estate,  Joan  Crossing,  his  Widow  and  Relict,  and  Francis 
Crossing,  his  only  Son  and  Heir,  as  well  of  their  own  firee 
dispontions,  as  for  the  furtherance  of  the  said  charitable 
intentions  of  the  said  Hugh  Crossing,  for  the  Fine  of  £740. 
purchased  the   Fee  and  Inheritance  of  all  that  House  or 
Scy te  of  the  late  Dissolved  Hospital  of  Saint  John  lying 
within  The  East  GaUy  with  divers  other  tenements,  edifices, 
orchards,  gardens,  and  courtlays,  to  the  said  Hospital  belong- 
ing,— ^And  by  their  Deed  indented,  dated  the  14th  of  Janu- 
ary in  the  21st  of  Jam£s  the  First,  1623,  did  grant  the 
said  premises  unto  Thirteen   Persons,  thcQ  *  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  the  said  City,  to  hold  to  them,  thar  H^ 
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and  Assigns  for  ever.  Upon  Trust  nevertlieless  that  the 
said  Trustees  should  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times 
for  ever  thereafter  employ,  convert,  and  continue  the  sai4 
House  and  Premises  to  and  for  an  Hospital  or  Workhouse 
for  the  Poor  of  the  said  Ci^  and  County,  in  such  sort  as 
bj  the  Mayor  and  Common-Council  of  the  said  City  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  from  time 
to  time  directed,  limited^  and  appointed;  the  said  poor 
people  or  children  to  be  always  chosen,  received,  taken,  set 
to  work,  governed,  directed,  disposed  of,  continued,  and  re^ 
moved  into,  out  of,  and  from  the  said  Hospital  by  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Council  of  the  said  City.  This  Gift  was  well 
accepted  of  by  all,  and  yet  in  divers  years  thereafter  littl* 
use  made  thereof,  by  reason  of  several  ways  propounded 
and  attempted,  which  happened  to  great  loss,  not  one  of 
them  producing  the  desired  effects,  to  the  no  little  discontent 
of  the  pious  Donors, — Until  at  length  by  the  additional 
Bounties  of  some  other  worthy  and  charitable  Citizens,  Let- 
ters Patent  were  procured  from  his  late  Majesty  King 
Charles  the  First  of  ever  famous  memory,  for  the  found- 
ing of  an  Hospital  for  the  reUef  and  pious  education  of 
Poor  Children,  which  hath  been  since  much  promoted  by 
sundry  Benefactors,  to  the  great  comfort  and  honour  of  the 
said  City  and  Citizens. 

The  Chamber  of  Exeter,  in  new  building  and  repair 
ing  the  Hoqiital,  prociuring  Ins  Majesty's  Letters  Patent 
for  if  s  better  establishment,  and  in  other  expenses,  are  stated 
to  have  dbbursed  about  £500. 

Alderman  James  Crossing,  who  in  1762  and  1767  had 
been  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Descendant  and  Representative 
of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent  Founders  of  this  Institution 
and  the  last  of  his  Pamily  resident  in  this  City,  falling  into 
poverty  in  his  old  age,  foimd  an  Asylum  in  Saikt  Johi^^s 
Hospital,  whers,  by  the  laudable  bounty  of  The  Chamber, 
he  was  comfiwtably  supported^  in  apartments  appropriated 
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to  his  use^  for  the  last  five  years  of  his  life.  He  died 
thereon  the  18th  of  January,  1794,  at  a  very  advanced 
age. 

Gbacb  Sheeb,  Widow  of  John  Sheeb,  Esq.,  Mirror  in 
1616,  gave  £50.  towards  the  erecting  of  a  Dwellii^-House 
inthin  The  Hospital  of  St.  JoKSjJbr  a  Master  qf  The 
Free  Grammar  Scluxjl. 

Mabt  Modyfobd,  Widow  of  John  MonrFOBD,  Esq., 
Mayor  in  1622,  gave  £20.  in  her  life  time,  towards  the  bet^ 
ter  support  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

John  Gupwill,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1623,  gave  £30.  towards 
erecting  The  Hospital  of  St.  John,  and  the  better  support 
of  the  same. 

Walteb  Bobough,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor,  "  a  great  helper 
of  the  laborious  and  truly  indigent  Poor  of  this  City,"  by 
deed,  dated  the  28th  of  October  1625,  enfeoffed  Twelve  of 
the  Common-Council,  and  their  heirs,  with  certain  lands  and 
tenements  in  the  Parish  of  St  PauPs  in  the  said  City,  then 
of  the  yearly  value  of  £30.  and  upwards,  out  of  which  the 
sum  of  £20.  per  annum  was  to  be  paid  for  ever,  towards 
the  maintenance  and  sustentation  of  poor  Children  in  The 
Hospital  of  St.  John,  within  the  East-Gate ;  —and  in  fur- 
ther manifestation  of  his  pious  and  charitable  disposition,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  8th  of  March,  1630,  he  gave  £100.  to- 
wing the  erecting,  founding,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  Scluxji  \iithin  the  City  cX  Exeter. 

Bebecca  Bobough,  his  Widow,  gave  the  sum  of  £200. 
to  St.  John^s  Hospital. 

TiioM  AS  W  alkeb,  Esq.,  thrice  M^ayor,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  20th  of  Novr.,  1628,  gave  his  ExecutOTS  £400.  In 
Trust,  that  they  therewith  should,  within  one  year  after  his 
decease,  procure  from  the  Mayor  and  Common  Coundl  of 
the  said  City  one  Annuity  or  Bent  Charge,  out  of  the  City 
lands  of  such  Sum  or  yearly  value  as  they  should  agree 
upon;  and  for  defieiult  of  such  agreement,  then  to  bestow 
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the  said  £400.  in  Jandsj  and  convey  the  same  to  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Council,  or  such  other  as  they  should  appoint ; 
one  moiety  thereof  to  be  applied  towards  the  founding, 
erecting,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a  Free  Grammar  School 
within  the  said  City,  whereby  the  Children  of  the  Freemen 
might  be  freely  instructed  in  the  Latin  Tongue ;  and  the 
other  moiety,  to  be  applied  yearly  towards  the  relief  of  the 
Poory  in  the  same  manner  as  the  gift  of  Mr.  John  Peryam. 
Lady  Mary  Prideaux,  Widow  of  Sir  Nicholas  Pri- 

DEAUX,  Ent.,  thentofore  Widow  of Morris,  LL.D., 

and  ChanceUor  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  in  September  1630, 
being  informed  of  the  erecting  of  an  Hospital  in  Exeter  for 
the  Education  and  Relief  of  young  Children,  in  testimony 
of  her  love  and  good  affection  to  the  welfare  of  the  City  and 
such  works  of  Charity,  sent  to  The  Chamber  £100.  to  be 
by  them  ordered  and  disposed  of,  in  placing  poor  young 
children  in  the  said  Hospital. 

Dorothy  Moggridge,  Widow  of  Thomas  Moggridge 
Merchant,  for  several  years  in  her  life  time  gave  £8.  per 
atmum  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  Children  in  St. 
John's  Hospital.  And,  by  her  Will,  bequeathed  a  tene- 
ment, called  "  Boaridown^  in  the  Parish  of  Colyton,  Devon, 
for  the  better  support  of  the  said  Hospital,  for  ever. 

George  Jurdayne,  of  Exeter,  Grocer,  by  his  WiU, 
dated  the  22d  of  August,  1632,  gave  to  a  New  School  to  be 
erected,  £40. — And,  shortly  after, 

Elizabeth  Jurdayne,  his  Widow  and  Executrix,  by 
her  Will,  dated  the  27th  of  September,  1633,  gave  to  Five 
several  persons  £500.  to  be  employed  by  them,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  for  and  towards  such  good  and  pious  uses 
within  the  City  and  County  of  Exon,  as  they  should  think 
fit, — ^but,  if  they  neglected  so  to  employ  it  within^^Swr  years 
afler  her  death,  she  revoked  the  Legacy.  Afler  mudi  de- 
bate. The  Trustees  thought  fit  to  employ  the  money  in 
founding  and  erecting  an  Enolish  School  within  the  City, 
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to  have  oontinuance  for.  ever.  And,  in  October  1636)  they 
paid  the  JE500.  to  The  Mayor«  Bmliffs,  and  Commonalty, — 
in  oonttderadon  of  which,  that  Body  promised  that,  befinre 
the  20th  of  the  ensuing  month  of  November,  they  would 
procure  His  Majesty'^s  License  for  founding  an  Hospital 
within  the  City,  and  ert^ting  an  English  School  in  it,  and 
wcmld  allot  and  provide  a  ccmvehient  Room  in  The  Hospi- 
tal, for  a  SdiooUHouse,  to  be  called  ^^  Ths  Fasx  Ekolish 
School.^ — ^That  the  School-Master  should  recdve  poor 
Children  to  the  number  of  Fifty,  and  teach  them  to  read, 
write,  and  cypher, '  for  which  he  should  have  £20.  per 
tmnum, — That  the  Residue  of  the  profit  of  the  £500.  should 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  in  such  manner  as  The 
Mayor  and  Commcm  Council  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  think  fit — The  Trustees  during  their 
lives,  on  every  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Schoolmaster,  and 
within  Sixty  days  after  notice,  to  nominate  Two  sufficient, 
honest,  and  able  men,  fit  to  undertake  the  charge  of  the 
School,  of  which  Two,  the  Mayor  atid  Common  Council, 
within  twenty  days  afler  nomination,  should  chuse  One.-* 
And,  after  the  death  of  the  Trustees,  the  Mayor  and  Com- 
moa  Council  were  for  ever  to  elect  the  Schoolmaster. 

Nicholas  Martitn,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  WiU,  dated 
the  29th  of  August,  1634,  bequeathed  to  St.  John^s  Hos- 
pital, for  the  relief  of  the  poor  children  therein,  their  edu- 
cation, and  afterwards  towards  binding  them  out  apprentices, 
£200.  to  be  laid  out  in  land  within  two  years  of  his  decease. 
To  which  benefaction,  Susanna,  his  Widow,  added  JC130. 
more,  wherewith  the  inheritance  of  Two  tenements  in  North- 
gate  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Kerrian,  Exeter,  were  pur- 
chased, in  reversion  of  the  lives  of  herself  and  another 
female,  only  charged  in  the  mean  time  with  a  yearly  rent 
of  £8. 

John  Hayne,  Merchant,  Sheriff  in  1635,  gdve  £10. 
towards  the  better  support  of  St«  JoHN'ft  Hosipital. 
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Philippa  Hatne,  his  Widow,  gave  the  like  sum,  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Thomas  Crossing,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1624  and  1637)  gave 
the  sum  of  £60.  towards  re-edifying  the  Hospital,  and  oon^ 
tinned  the  payment  of  £8.  per  annum  for  several  years  in 
his  life  time,  for  the  education  and  better  maintenance  of 
One  poor  boy  in  the  same. 

Pbtsb  Hellyab  elected  Master  of  The  Fees  English 
School  in  16S7, — by  teaching  Yo^ty  Supernumerary  hoyn 
during  Thiety  Ykars,  for  which  he  appears  not  to  havs 
received  or  asked  any  ebmunbration  ; — hy  dedyctwns 
he  allowed  outqfhis  Stipend ; — by  remitting  other  dues ; — 
and  by  monies  he  left  in  the  hands  of  several  Stewards  of 
the  Hospital,  zofuch  he  had  given  out  of  hie  Pension  of 
£6.  a  year  for  each  boy, — was  a  Benefactob  to  this  Insti- 
tution, to  the  sjJendid  amount  in  value,  on  a  fiur  calculation, 
of  no  Ifiss  a  sum  than  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundbkd 
and  Thiety  PouI^ds  ! ! 

Elizaus  Hele  (perhaps,  more  properiy  spelt  Elisb 
Heale),  of  Fardel,  in  the  Parish  of  Comwood,  Devon, 
Esq.,  who  died  on  the  11th  of  January,  1635,  without  issue 
by  other  of  his  two  Wives, — a  Lawyer  of  some  eminenee, 
who,  by  marrying  rich  Heiresses,  the  emoluments  of  Iu9 
Professional  practice,  and  his  Patrimonial  inheritance,  be- 
came possessed  of  a  fortune  of  £1500.  j?^  annumy  gave  all 
or  almost  all  of  it,  by  his  Will,  to  John  Heale,  Esq.,  the 
celebrated  Sir  John  Maynard  (succesnvely  Serjeant  to 
Olfvee  Cromwell,  and  King's  Serjeant  to  Charles  the 
Second,  James  the  Seomd,  and  William  the  Third),  and 
Eliz^bus  Steet,  Gentleman,  ^<  in  Trust,  to  be  disposed  of 
in  Pious  Uses  as  they  fiiund^need.'^  Besides  the  Benefao- 
tiona  conferred  by  Sir  John  Maynard,  as  one  of  these 
Trufltees,  on  Exeter  CoU^,  as  next  mentioned,  and  on 
Plympton  and  Totnes  Free  Grammar  Schools,  he  gave  for 
the  support  and  enlargement  of  St.  John^s  Hospital 
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£530. — and,  for  the  continual  maintenance  of  the  boys 
therein,  he  settled  upon  the  Hospital  the  rents  of  the  Mancnrs 
of  Clist  St.  Laurence,  Clist  Grerard,  and  Teign-Harvey,  and 
of  five  Tenements  in  Bovey  Tracy,  and  of  two  other  Tene- 
ments ia  Newton  Ferrers,  all  situate  in  the  County  of  Devon. 
In  1637>  the  same  S'u*  John  Matnard  gave,  to  Exeter 
Collie,  Oxford,  JC40.  per  annum ,  payable  fioni  St.  Johns's 
Hospital,— out  of  which  sum,  £20.  a  year  were  assigned 
to  the  Divinity  Lecturer,— and  £12.  a  year,  to  a  Lecturer 
in  the  Oriental  Language^,— and  the  residue,  for  the  increase 
of  the  Fellowships.  The  present  Divinity  Lecturer  (1818) 
is.  The  Revd.  John  Thomas  Lys,  B.  A., — and  the  present 
Lecturer  in  Oriental  Languages  is.  The  Revd.  J.  Collieb. 
Jones,  B.D.,  Sub-Rector  of  that  CoUege.  .:    . 

^^  What  yet  remiuns  of  this  great  Estate,  so  piously 
devoted,  undisposed  qf^  says  Prince,  in  speaking  of  the 
property  of  Elizaus  Hele,  *^  I  know  not ;  only  this  is  cer- 
tain, if  any  such  there  be,  it  becomes,  all  those  who  are  more 
immediately  concerned  therein  to  enquire;  lest  what  shall 
thus  stick  to  ilietr  Jingars^  should  prove  like  the  gobbet  of 
fleshy  the  Eagle  lurched  from  the  Altar,  which  had  a  live 
coal  adhering  to  it,  that  burnt  up  her  nest  and  her  young 
together/    Worthies  of  Devon,  p.  403. 

Thomas  Tookeb,  Brewer,  Sheriff  of  Exeter,  by  his  Will, 
dated  tiie  3l6t.  of  March,  1(>40,  gave  to  the  Governors  of 
the  new  erected  Hospital  of  St.  John  and  their  successors 
for  ever,  for  and  towards  the  muntenance  of  the  poor  children 
there  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent  charge  of  £4.,  to  be  issuing 
and  payable  out  of  three  closes  of  land,  called  ^^  Culver 
Parksy*  containing  about  two  acres  and  a  half: — One  close 
of  land  thereto  adjoining,  containing  half  an  acre,  called 
"  Glaziers  ClosCy^  and  his  part  purparty  or  portion  of 
another  close  of  land,  called  ^^  Job*s  Parkf*''  all  situate  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  Sidwell^s  Exeter,  payable  quarterly,  with  a 
power  of  distress. 
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Mrs.  Joan  Taylor,  Widow  of  Petee  Taylor  of  Exeter, 
Merchant,  gave  £100.  towards  the  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion of  a  poor  boy  in  St.  John's  Hospital. 

Frances  Dabynott,  Widow  of  Robert  Dabynott  of 
Exeter,  Apothecary,  by  her  Will  gave  £30.  towards  the 
erecting,  and  better  support  and  maintenance  of  The 
Hospital. 

Grace  Gill,  Spinster,  a  Servant  of  the  said  Frances 
Daby-nott's,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  18th  of  April,  1645, 
bequeathed  JL*5.  to  be  paid  to  The  Grovemors  of  St.  John^s 
Hospital,  to  be  employed  by  them  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  Hospital. 

Thomas  Bridgman,  of  Exeter,  Grendeman,  son  of  Jasper 
Bridgman,  Re^strar  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Exeter,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  3d  of  April,  1641,  among  various  other 
Charitable  benefactions,  bequeathed  £500.,  with  the  payment 
of  which  he  charged  all  his  real  and  personal  estate,  within  a 
year  after  his  death  and  burial,  to  be  employed  by  the 
religi&us  discretion  of  The  Chamber,  towards  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  the  City  and  Suburbs  for  ever.  One  of  the 
Executors  and  Trustees  under  this  Will  was  the  memorable 
Serjeant  Glanvill.  The  proceeds  of  this  Legacy  were,  by 
the  mutual  consent  of  the  Executors  and  the  G<yvemor  of 
St  John''s  Hospital,  appropriated  to  the  binding  out  of  the 
poor  boys,  in  ITie  Hospital,  Apprentices,  when  they  should 
be  educated  and  made  fit  for  Masters. 

James  White,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  September,  1643, 
devised  as  follows; — ^^  I  give  my  garden  and  courtlaye,  in 
Litik  BrUainy  within  the  Parish  of  Allballows  on  the  Walls, 
to  The  Warden  and  Society  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John, 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  neu  of  40s.  which  I  have 
formerly  for  divers  years  together  paid  to  the  said  Warden 
and  Society  quarterly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hos- 
pital boys  therein." 
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John  LovBBnrG,  Metdiant,  one  of  the  CmmDAii 
and  Beoeiyer  General  of  the  City  in  1647,  gave  £120. 
towards  the  erecting  and  betta:  support  of  the  Hoapital. 

Nicholas  Clabk,  of  the  Pansh  c^  St.  ^wdl*8  Exeter, 
Weaver,  gave  JC5.  for  the  like  purpose. 

Nicholas  Ricost  or  Ricaust,  Merchant,  by  his  Will 
bequeathed  £20.  towards  the  maintenance  and  better  support 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

Robert  Vilvain  or  Vilvayn,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who 
died  in  1662,  gave  towards  the  benefit  of  The  Febe  Latin 
School  within  St.  John^s  Hospital,  the  inheritance  of  a 
tenement,  in  Paris  Street  Exeter,  of  the  yearly  rent  <^ 
JC2..13..4.  He  also  caused  a  new  building  within  the  said 
Ho^tal  to  be  erected,  at  the  charge  of  about  £600.  He 
likewise,  in  16579  erected  a  new  Libea&y,  at  hia  own  cott, 
in  the  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  in  Exeter 
Cathedral  behind  The  High  Altar. 

This  Gentleman  afterwards  purchased  of  The  Chamber  a 
plot  of  ground  in  the  Manor  of  Exiland,  for  a  term  of  999 
years,  upon  which  he  erected  a  stately  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
house  adjoining,  called  ^^  The  Public  Bebwhousb,*^  which 
he  gave  freely  to  '^The  Chamber  for  Charitable  uses, — that 
is,  towards  the  maintenance  of  Four  poor  boys,  to  be  taken 
out  of  The  Free  School  here  and  sent  to  Exeter  College, 
Oxfinrd. 

Dr.ViLVAiN'^s  instructions  respecting  these  Exhibitionees 
are, — 

''  lst.>  I  give  for  ever  £32.  yearly^  to  be  paid  quarterly  to 
Four  Scholars  pensions^  to  wit>  40s.  t^iece,  towards  their 
maintenance  in  the  University^  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Rector 
or  Sab-Rector  of  Exfter  College  for  the  time  being,  by  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  or  Corporation  of  Es^eter  City,  out  of  my 
Brewhouse  and  Malt-house,  built  or  shortly  to  be  built  in  the 
Manor  of  Exiland  belonging  to  the  said  City,  which  land  I  have 
purchased  tor  that  and  c^er  Charitable  uses. 

dd..  These  four  Pensioners  are  to  partake  of  this  Exhibition^ 
who  have  not  of  their  own,  and  whose  paroits  are  not  of  ability 
to  maintain  them  in  the  University : — 
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Sd.^  These  shall  be  chosen^  Two  out  of  the  High  School  in 
Exon«  and  Two  out  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  -,  which  the 
Master  of  the  School^  when  they  are  to  be  chosen^  shall  present^ 
with  some  others  that  are  fittest^  and  without  partiality,  to  the 
Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  said  City  for  the  time  being,  who 
shall  be  Electors  after  my  death,  toge^er  with  the  School  Master 
of  that  School  out  of  which  he  or  they  are  to  be  chosen,  or  any 
two  of  them,  who  shall  chuse  City-born  Children  before 
Strangers,  {cateris  paribus)  if  they  be  so  well  qualified  for  learn- 
ing, behaviour,  toward  lives,  and  poverty,  without  partial  respect 
of  persons  :— 

4th.,  These  shall  enjoy  this  pension  seven  years,  if  they  shall 
so  long  reside  in  the  University,  and  have  no  better  preferment ; 
but,  if  they  take  any  Cure,  or  Benefice,  or  Academical  Fellow- 
ship or  Scholarship,  or  other  advancement,  exceeding  the  sum 
of  i!20.  per  annum,  or  if  they  be  absent  from  the  University 
more  than  two  months  in  each  year,  not  giving  a  satisfactory 
reason  for  his  Absence  to  two  or  to  one  at  least  of  the  Electors,  that 
then  his  or  their  places  and  pensions  shall  be  ipso  facto  void,  and 
the  Electors  shall  instantly  proceed  to  election  for  supply  of  the 
place  or  places,  which  shall  become  void,  that  no  Time  may  Jie 
lost  :— 

5th.,  If  any  of  those  places  shall  be  void,  and  the  School 
wherein  the  Election  is  to  be  made  have  no  Scholar  at  that  time 
qualified  to  be  elected,  then  the  place  or  places  void  shall  be 
supplied  out  of  the  other  School,  if  it  hath  any  fit  or  eligible  :— 

6th.,  What  Exhibition  shall  come  to  the  receiver's  hand 
during  such  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  given  to  that  Scholar  or 
Scholars  who  shall  be  next  chosen  to  succeed  : — 

7th.,  It  is  not  the  Donor*s  intent  to  diminish  or  abolish  the 
present  or  future  bounty  and  benevolence  of  any  well-disposed 
person  or  persons  towards  the  maintenance  of  any  poor  Scholars, 
whose  Parents  are  unable  to  maintain  their  Children  in  either 
University ;  but  he  desires  that  people  would  be  so  well  minded 
to  advance  Learning  by  free  contribution : — 

8th.,  If  hereafter  the  Two  Grammar  Schools  in  the  said 
•City  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  from  thenceforth  all  the  said 
Four  Scholars  or  Pensioners  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  School 
remaining,  by  The  said  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Schoolmaster,  or 
any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid  :— 

9th.,  The  Pensions  shall  be  paid  to  them,  from  Quarter  to 
Quarter,  or  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each  Quarter,  by  the 
Rector  or  Sub-Hector  of  Exeter  College,  their  battles  or 
commons  first  deducted  5  but,  if  it  exceed  the  said  40s,  quarterly, 
they  shall  battle  or  coQunon  no  more  Hill  they  have  dilschaiged 
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or  satisfied  the  overplus^  for  Siecurity  or  Indemnity  to  the  said 
CoUege." 

Simeon  or  Simon  Snow,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1653^  gave  in  his 
life  lime  JC148.,  for  the  finiahing  of  the  School-house  in  St. 
JoHK^s  Hospital,  for  the  habitation  of  the  Master  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  there, — and  £60.  more,  towards 
the  education  of  a  poor  boy  theran, — he  afterwards  settled 
the  land  and  inheritance  of  two  houses  and  a  stable  upon 
the  said  Hospital  for  ever,  lying  in  St.  Eeryan^s  Parish  in  the 
said  City,  of  the  then  yearly  value  of  £15., — and,  by  his 
Will,  he  devised,  inter  alia^  as  follows, — 

''  I  give  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  £xon  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  all  that  Brewhouse  ayid  Malt-house^  cajled 
*^  The  Common  Brewhouse,**  lately  erected  near  the  Duckittg' 
Stool  MUls  in  Exiland,  to  be  by  their  care  and  oversight  m^maged 
for  the  public  good  of  the  said  City^  and  particularly  for  the 
payment  of  £32.  per  annum  to  Four  Pensioners,  called  and  to 
be  called  "  Doctor  Vilvayn*s  Pensioners,'*  to  be  taken  out  of 
The  Free  School,  jiext  to  the  East-gate,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford 
is  now  Schoolmaster, — and  my  desire  is^.that  the  Mayor  and 
Justices  of  the  said  City  do  for  ever  nominate  and  appoint  after 
my  death,  who  shall  succeed  in  the  places  of  those  Four  that 
shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  pension  at  my  death,  and  that  as 
many  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and  be  capable  of  the  said  pension 
(if  any  such  at  any  time  shall  be  there),  be  taken  out  of  St. 
JoHN*s  Hospital,  and  afterwards  sent  to  Exeter  College, 
there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in  such  Manner  as  my 
Uncle  Doctor  Vilvayn  in  his  instructions  did  desire.**    And  then 
the  Testator  proceeds  to  direct  the  payment  of  certain  yearly 
Fees  to  the  Mayor,  Recorder^  Justices,  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Exeter  Corporation, — the  Town  Clerk's  Fees  to  be  X*5.  yearly 
for  ever,  for  passing  accompts.     And  he  willed,  that  the  yearly 
pension  of  the  person  employed  in  the  said  Brewhouse,  and  the 
other  yearly  Fees,  and  the  charges  of  sending  the  Four  Pen- 
sioners to  Oxford,  and  the  reparations  of  the  said  Brewhouse 
and  Malt-house,  and  of  erecting  and  supporting  another  Charit- 
able Foundation  for  the  Education  of  Females,  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  Brewhouse  and  Malt-house.     And  his 
desire  was^  that  there  should  be  engraven  in  a  stone  over  the 
Brewhouse  Gate,  ''  Doctor  Vilvayn*8  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
HousET  erected  for  the  Public  Good  of  this  City,***-and  that  in 
some  convenient  place  at  St.  John*s  Hospital  over  the  Stairs^ 
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or  in  some  other  plaoe  of  public  view  these  words,  in  golden 
letters,  might  be  inscribed  ''  Doctor  Vilvayn*8  New  Building.** 

There  still  remains  a  Tablet  in  the  front  of  the  building 
on  the  south  ade  of  the  Quadrangle,  now  The  Governors' 
Council  Room, — biU  not  a  vestige  of  any  Inscription  is  left. 

Gilbert  Ebat,  Esq.,  of  London,  gave  and  paid  to  the 
Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  Exeter  £400.,  for  the 
maintenance  of  Four  poor  children,  Two  boys  and  two 
muds,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Parish  of 
St  Mary  the  Moor  (St.  Mary  Major)  in  Exeter,  it  being 
the  place  of  his  birth  and  baptism :  which  two  boys  were  to 
be  recdved  into  St.  John^s  Hospital,  and  the  two  maids 
mto  a  then  intended  Hospital  for  Maids  within  the  City, 
where  they  were  to  be  educated  and  from  thence  bound  out 
as  Apprentices, — and  the  said  Children  were  to  wear  on  the 
sleeves  of  their  Hospital  gowns  these  letters  G.  E.,  as  was 
agreed  by  deeds  indented,  made  between  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs^ 
and  Commonalty  and  the  siud  Gilbert  Eeat,  dated  the 
12th  of  August,  1656. 

James  Gould,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
10th  of  September,  1656,  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  of 
St.  John,  founded  by  Hugh  Cbossikg  and  others,  the 
sum  of  jC  100.,  to  be  invested  and  employed  in  lands,  for  the 
use  of  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  poor  boys  which 
diould  from  time  to  time  be  taken  into  that  house, — ^^  and 
I  advise  the  Governor  of  that  Foundation  speedily  to 
employ  all  monies  belon^ng  to  that  Foundation  in  land  also, 
and  not  to  put  it  out  to  interest  any  longer.^ 

Edward  Mitchell,  of  Exeter,  Gentleman,  by  his  Will, 
dated,  the  16th  of  December,  1657)  g&ve  to  The  Hospital 
of  St.  John  £400.  (£200.  of  which  he  afterwards  revoked) 
to  be  bestowed  by  Mr.  Snow^s  direction, — ^^  but  I  desire 
him,  if  it  may  be,  for  Two  boys  to  be  maintained  there, 
according  to  the  Foundation  of  the  said  House.**^ 

John    Mongwell,    of  Exeter,  Stationer,  by  his  Will, 
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dated  the  26th  of  October,  1658,  deviied  his  rent  duargR  of 
£5.  issuing  out  of  two  closes,  atuate  in  the  Pariali  of  St* 
DiRvid  in  the  County  of  the  City  of  Exeter  to  the  Ma3ror, 
BaiHils,  and  Commonalty  of  Exeter,  and  their  Successors 
•fo  ever,  upon  Trust  to  be  yearly  bestowed  in  BiUe9  for  the 
poor  Scholars  of  St.  John's  Hospital. 

Elizabeth  DowaicH,  Widow,  by  her  Will  bequeathed 
to  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Ci^  £100., 
4o  be  bestowed  in  land,  one  mcuety  of  the  profits  thereof, 
^irfiich  Profits  were  computed  at  J£5.  per  tumum,  to  be  9B^ 
plied  towards  the  erecting  and  better  maintenance  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  School  within  St.  John'^s  Hospital 
'afiiresud. 

Ralph  Herman,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
!J5th  of  July,  1661,  gave  to  the  Governors  of  St.  John's 
Hospital  a  rent  charge  of  £8.,  for  the  better  maintenance 
of  one  poor  body  in  the  ssud  Hospital  for  ever, — ^to  be  issni- 
mg  out  of  a  tenement  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  situate  in  The 
High  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Martin's  Exeter,  with  power 
of  distress. 

Richard  Crossing,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1649,  gave  £9.  per 
wmum  for  several  years  in  his  life  time  to  The  Hd8[rital  fi>r 
it^s  better  support.  And  he  also  gave,  in  land  and  money, 
to  the  value  of  £500.  more,  with  which  a  decent  Com  Mar- 
ket was  here  erected,  out  of  the  profits  wherec^  a  yeaiiy 
rent-charge  of  £30.  anses  to  The  Hospital  for  ever,  by  virtue 
of  an  Indenture  tripartite,  made  under  the  Common  Seal 
of  the  City,  the  Seal  of  the  Hosptal,  and  under  the  hand 
and  Seal  of  the  said  Richard  Crossing,  dated  the  30th  of 
September,  1661. 

Robert  Walker,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
10th  of  February  166|  mad^,  inter  dia,  the  following  be- 
quest— ^^  I  further  give  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Exon,the  sum  of  £100.  to  be  paid  within  one 
year  next  after  my  decease,  and  to  be  bestowed  in  lands 
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widun  ax  moDthfl  next  aft^  that  they  shall  have 
the  same ;  and  the  yearly  rexita,  issues,  and  profits  therepf 
to  be  employed  in  such  manner  and  to  such  uses  as  tbe 
mcuety  of  the  gift  of  Thomas  WAa^Ksa  my  Fathar  deoeaaid 
hath  been  and  is  ^mployicd,  fixr  the  behoof  of  the  Boor 
tho^."^  IzACKE  states,  that  this  Benefaction,  amongst  a 
considerable  number  of  Charitable  donations,  was  w^mwt^^ 
ZLEP  bjf  The  Chamber !  i 

John  Cooke,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Couneil,  bjf 
his  Will,  dated  the  6th  of  Apiil,  1667<,  bequeated  to  T«b 
Hospital  of  Sx.  John  the  sum  of  £l<K).,  to  he  eviptoyidbfr 
The  Chamber  of  Exeter  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  •of 
Om£  Poor  Boy  within  the  same. 

Stephen  Oliyean,  Maxhant,  one  of  the  Common  Comi* 
cil,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2d  of  May,  1668,  bequeathed  to 
The  Maycn:,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty,  and  their  Suooeaaon^ 
for  eyer,  a  Bent  Charge  c^  J£l0,  towards  the  maint.enance.of 
poor  Children  in  St.  John'^s  Hospital,  to  be  issuing  out  ot 
the  House  in  which  he  then  resided,  and  payable  Quarterly. 

Cheistophee  Lbthbeidgb,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  WiJUy 
dated  the  17th  of  November,  1669,  after  various  eharitahfe 
Bequests,  directed  that  the.readue  of  the  rentsand  prafits 
of  certain  lands  and  tenements,  in  the  Pariahea  of  St.  Xhomaa 
the  Apostle  and  Newton-Abbot,  Devon,  should  be  for  ever 
yearly  paid  to  The  Gk>vemors  of  St.  John*s  Hospital, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  one  or  more  poor  bpy  or  bpya 
ther^,  for  the  binding  out  of  Af^rentioes  from  thence,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Crovemors. 

Sir  Benjamin  Oliver,  Ent,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  16th  of  April,  1672,  bequeathed  towards  the  mamten- 
ance  of  poor  Scholars  in  The  Hospital  within  the  Ci^  of 
Exeter,  £200.  And,  for  the  well  ordering  and  disposing  of 
the  same  his  Will  was,  that  it  should  be  paid  by  his  Exe- 
cutor to  the  Mayor,  Bailifis,  and  Commcmalty  of  the  said 
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City  within  twelve  months  next  after  his  decease,  to  be  by 
than  improved  for  the  use  aforesaid. 
'  iaENRT  GANDr,  Esq,,  twice  Mayor,  in  1661  and  1672, 
gave  a  tenement  lying  in  St.  SidwdPs  Parish  to  The  Gover- 
nors  of  THE  Hospital  of  St.  John,  towards  the  mainten- 
ance of  TWO  poor  boys  for  ever,  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
Parish  of  St  Paul's  Exeter. 

John  Bidgood,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who  died  on  the  13th 
of  January  1690,  by  his  Will,  bequeathed  to  St.  John's 
Hospital  £600.  towards  the  Maintenance  and  Educatimi 
(tf  Theee  Poor  Children,  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hosjntal : 
with  which,  and  some  Addition  given  by  The  Chamber, 
a  yearly  Rent-charge  of  £30.  issuable  out  of  Duetaed 
Mills  in  the  Parish  of  St.  David's  in  the  County  of  the 
City  of  Exeter,  was  purchased,  and  settled  according  to  the' 
Donation. 

Sir  Edwaed  Seawaed,  Knt.,  Alderman,  who  had  been 
Mayor  of  Exeter  in  1691,  and  one  of  the  Representatives 
in  Parliament  for  this  City,  and  who  died  on  the  1st  of 
March,  1703,  gave  towards  the  education  of  the  poor  cbil- 
dren  in  St.  John'^s  Hospital  the  sum  of  £600.  which 
money,  with  the  addition  of  £l  19..4..0.,  freely  given  by  The 
Chamber,  was  disposed  of  in  the  purchase  of  an  Estate  in 
land,  and  settled  on  this  Hospital  for  ever. 

But  nothing  can  exceed  the  good  Sense,  Persjncuity,  and 
Benevolence  of  the  following  Will : —

herein  bequeathed  to  the  Rectory  of  Drokinsfbrd),  togpether  with 
all  my  houses,  goods,  jewels,  plate,  bonds, .  mortgages,  debts, 
arrears  of  debts  of  all  kinds.  Stocks  in  Funds,  Sou£  Sea  Anmu«- 
ties.  Annua  poit  mortem  in  the  Church  of  Elxeter,  and  all  dues 
and  demands  whatsoever,  and  all  other  things  (except  as  is 
herein  excepted)  which  I  possess  at  the  time  of  my  death.  To 
have  and  to  hold,  possess  and  e^joy  them,  and  to  exchange, 
alter,  or  sell  the  household  goods.  During  her  natural  life,  in 
the  most  free  and  ample  manner,  as  shall  seem  best  to  her  dis- 
cretionj  and  that  she  shall  hare  the  fuU  use  and  managcmoit 
of  them  without  any  let,  hinderance,  or  molestation  from  any  of 
my  Relations,  and  without  any  Inventory  of  my  goods  or  plate 
required  from  her ;  And  by  this  Will  I  discharge  her  from  any 
accoimt  to  my  Relations,  of  or  for  any  of  my  effecti,  and  of  and 
for  the  £'3000.  as  is  specified  m  this  WilL  J  aUaw  her  Ma 
freedom,  because  I  know  her  to  be  a  Gentlewoman  of  great  Virtus, 
sincere  Religion,  strict  Honesty,  and  true  UoKOvm^.  and, 
thOTefbre,  when  I  am  dead,  I  can  safely  trust  her  with  every 
things  as  I  did  when  I  was  alive.  But  if  the  Securities  fbr  the 
j£3000.  hereafter  bequeathed  should  be  alteiM;  as.  in  all  likeli- 
hood they  miay,  and  if  it  be  necessary  and  expedient  that  th^ 
said  £'3O0O.  siiould  be  settled  into  other  hands  €han  at  present, 
my  request  to  my  Widow  is,  that  she  would  consult  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  about  the  new  settling  of'it^  and  I 
could  wish,  that  it  might  be  with  their  approbittion.

in  Cornwall  or  Devon,  for  vntnt  of  persons  qualified  at  thellvM)^ 
and  to  continue  Exhibitioners  Seven  years,  and  no  kmg^;  there- 
fore I  order  Six  new  ones  to  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  every  Seven 
years,  for  the  City  and  each  respective  County ;  or  sooner,  if  any 
vacancy  happens ;  a  Citizen  «ucceeding  to  Uie  City,  and  one  c^ 
the  same  County  to  a  County  Vacancy. 

'^  If  Lewis,  the  son  of  William  Stbphxk8>  die  first,  his 
Annuity  of  £80.  with  the  overplus  of  the  Interest  money  shaD 
be  divided  into  Six  portions  and  given  to  Six  Exhibitionbrs 
who  have  been  bred  up  in  The  Frbb  School  at  least  Three 
years,  and  are  chosen  to  the  Umversity  by  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
ber of  Exeter :  Two  sons  of  Freemen  natives  of  Exeter,  Two 
natives  of  Devon,  and  Two  natives  of  Cornwall.  And  when 
the  Annuity  of  £20.  drops,  it  shall  be  divided  equally  amongjtlie 
Six  Exhibitioners,  and  the  whole  Interest  become  but  one  sum. 

''  If  Lewis,  the  son  of  Oliver,  die  first,  then  his  annuity  of 
£20.  to  go  to  a  native  of  Exeter^  son  of  a  Freeman,  bred  three 
years  in  The  Free  School  at  Exeter,  and  chosen  by  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber,  to  hold  it  but  seven  years,  and  no  longer,  when 
another  is  to  be  chosen  ;  and  to  continue  in  Ihis  order  until  the 
Annuity  of  £80.  drop,  and  then  the  number  Six  to  be  filled  up, 
as  before  mentioned. 

'^  I  do  by  this  Will  exclude  all  sons,  grandsons,  nephews,  and 
first  cousins,  of  all  Bishops  of  Exeter,  Deans  of  Exeter,  mteraal 
or  external,  Dignitaries  and  Canons  of  The  Cathedral  Church  of 
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ExeteTj  from  eiyo)riiig  any  benefit  of  these  Elxhibitioos ;  for  the 
Imhariont  part  of  the  Parochial  Oergy,  and  the  sons  of  Country 
Ckntlemen  of  moderate  fortunei,  I  do  intend  to  have  the  benefit  of 
these  Exhibitions,  and  fbr  tiie  advantage  of  the  City :  And, 
therefore,  I  solemnly  desire  and  strictly  enjoin,  that,  in  all  Elec- 
tions, no  partiealar  regard  shall  be  had  to  my  Relations,  within 
any  degree  of  Kin  whatsoever ;  but  that  every  Exhibitioner  shaU 
be  chosen  according  to  Merit  only ;  therefore  I  have  placed  this 
TVust  in  The  BfAVOR  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  preferably  to 
Ecclesiastical  Bodies }  I  confide  in  their  honour,  justice,  and 
integrity,  as  plain  men  and  honest  men,  and  as  those  that  will  act 
witii  the  same  impartiality  that  The  Company  of  Merchant 
Tatlors  do,  in  the  Election  of  Scholars  from  that  School  to 
Saint  John's  College,  in  Oxford  -,  and  I  make  it  a  Reward^ 
and  not  a  Charity. 

*^  If  the  Trustees  and  Guardians  of  the  Settlement  think  it  ne- 
cessary to  convert  the  £'3000.  into  Lands,  then  I  will  and 
ordain,  that  they  lay  it  out  in  Farms  of  as  large  value  as  they 
can  purchase,  not  in  Houses  in  Exeter,  or  in  any  other  Town 
and  Village,  unless  they  have  a  considerable  quantity  of  Lands 
a4ioiiiing ;  not  in  Ftoodiial  Tithes,  nor  Lands  which  have  agreat 
deal  of  limber  on  them,  nor  in  leases  from  Bishops,  Deans  and 
Cbq>ter8,  single  Dignitaries,  Prebendaries,  Archdeacons,  or  othdr 
Ecclesiastical  Bodies,  nor  in  Leases  from  Colleges. 

"  When  the  £3000.  is  settled,  my  desire  and  intent  is,  thatThe 
Mayor  and  Chamber  shall  choose,  out  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
City,  a  sober,  frugal,  substantial  person,  a  Tradesman,  and  not 
an  Attorney,  to  receive  and  pay  to  the  Two  Annuitants,  during 
their  lives,  and,  after  their  respective  deaths,  to  the  Exhibition- 
ers, the  annual  Interest  or  Income  of  the  said  i.'3000.  as  is 
directed  by  this  Will :  which  Receiver  shall  enter  into  a  Register 
aU  Certificates  of  Residence  which  are  sent  from  the  Exhibition* 
ers  to  Hie  Biayor  and  Chamber :  and  he  shall  call  for  them  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  if  they  are  not  sent ;  and  if  no  Certificate 
comes  from  the  Exhibitioiiers  in  due  time,  he  shall  stop  the 
payment  of  the  Elxhibition  'till  it  does  come. 

''  I  do  flEurther  ordain,  that  every  Receiver  shall  be  accountable 
to  The  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  and  shall  every  year  lay 
his  Accounts  before  them,  and  likewise  the  Certificates,  in  thb 
Guildhall,  on  some  Monday  between  Christmas  and  Lady-day, 
as  the  Mayor  shall  appoint,  and  receive  his  dischax^e  from  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber,  and  shall  be  capable  to  be  removed  frooti 
the  Receivership  for  such  ofiences  as  would  remove  other  per- 
sons from  offices  of  the  like  nature ;  and  I  desire,  that  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  will  assign  the  Receiver  a  moderate  Salary, 
and  enjoin  him  by  Oath,  or  oUierwise,to  act  truly  and  foidifuUy 
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in  his  office,  and  not  to  take  any  fee  or  bribe  from  tiie  Exhibi- 
tioners, which,  from  the  time  of  their  election^  shall  be  stylad 
'^  Doctor  Stephens*  Exhibitioners." 

'*  Since,  upon  the  advance  of  Interest  or  other  Aeddents,  the 
annual  Interest  of  the  said  iTdOOO.  may  be  increased ;  and,  since 
the  present  Interest  is  more  than  iTlOO.  per  aMMfiiy  which  is  the 
sum  of  the  two  Annuities  ^  I  appmnt  that  the  oreiplus  shall  be 
laid  up  by  the  Guardians  and  Trustees  ci  the  settlement,  during 
the  lives  of  the  two  Annuitants,  for  d<ifiraying  the  chaige  of  the 
settlement,  and  the  Receiver's  salary,  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses ',  or  if  it  should  happen  that,  in  the  purdiase  of  lands, 
the  purchase  itself  should  exceed  A'3000.,  then  this  overplus  to 
pay  it ;  but,  whenever  there  is  an  oveqplus,  I  ordain  that  20t.  of 
it  shall  be  laid  out  every  year  in  buying  CUuna,  as  the  Master 
shall  direct,  towards  augmenting  The  School  LiBRAmY  \  but, 
if  there  is  a  deficiency  of  the  Interest,  then  it  shall  be  deducted 
.  out  of  the  two  Annuities,  according  to  the  proportion  of  the  suna 
of  each  of  them. 

"  When  both  Annuitants  are  dead,  I  appoint  and  ordain,  that 
the  whole  annual  Interest  of  the  £3000.  shall  be  applied  for 
ever  for  the  maintenance   of  Six  Schoulbs,  who  have  been 
educated  three  years  each  m  The  Free  School  of  Exbtbb  ;  Two 
whereof  shall  always  be  sons  of  Freemen  and  natives  of  Exe- 
ter 5  Two,  always  natives  of  the  County  of  Devon  ;  and  Two, 
always  of  the  County  of  Cornwall  :    And,  on  the  first  choice 
of  such  Exhibitioners,  if  there  be  none  qualified  by  their  County, 
then  my  intent  is,  that  the  Two  first  Exhibitioners  for  Devon 
shall  be  chosen  from  Tiverton  School:  and,  in  the  like  defect  for 
Cornwall,  the  Two  first  Exhibitioners  shall  be  chosen  from  1m- 
heard  School ;  but  no  more  than  the  first  ^m ;— For  ever  after, 
they  shall  be  chosen  from  Exeter  Free  School,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber,  who  may  elect  the  first  Exhibitioners  from  Tivier- 
ton  and  Liskeard  Schools.    In  every  future  vacancy  they  shall 
choose  natives  of  the  County  of  the  first  Exhibition.    A  Cornish 
man  shal]  always  succeed  to  a  Cornish  Exhibition,— a  Devon*- 
shire  man  to  a  Devonshire  vacancy, — and  a  Freeman's  son  of 
Exeter,  to  the  like  vacancy ',    that  there  may  be  always  two 
for  each  of  the  three  respective  places ; — And  when  the  Exhibi- 
tioners are  chosen,  they  shall  repair,  within  two  months,  to  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge  ;    and  shall  enjoy  their  Exhibitions  for 
seven  years  next  ensuing  from  the  day  of  their  Election,  unless 
expelled  by  The  University  for  Immorality,  and  no  longer;— 
for,  my  fuU  intent  is,  that  no  person  whatever  shall  eigoy  it  lon- 
ger than  Seven  years,  nor  be  capable  of  being  ever  again  re-chor 
sen  to  it,  after  his  Seven  years  were  expired.  If  the  natives  of  Devon 
or  Cornwall  neglect  to  send  their  sods  to  Exeter>  to  be  educate^ 
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in  The  Fabe  School  there^  then  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  shall 
choose  into  the  vacant  Exhibitions,  sons  of  Freemen,  natives  of 
the  City  of  Exeter,  pro  hoc  vice,  and  no  more,  provided  there  are 
natives  of  Cornwall  and  Devon  qualified  to  succeed  into  the 
County  Exhibitions  at  the  end  of  the  next  Seven  years,  when 
those  Exhibitions  become  vacant  again.  And  my  Will  and 
intent  is,  that  an  intermission  of  choice,  for  want  of  qualified 
persons,  shall  not  break  ofif  the  right  of  either  County,  nor  be  an 
obstacle  to  the  right  of  future  Claimants  duly  qualified  by  School 
and  County. 

"  If  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  through  any  quarrel  among 
themselves,  or,  through  any  neglect,  or,  any  design  of  serving 
particular  Mends  or  rdations,  delay  the  Election  of  Exhibitioners 
of  any  of  the  respective  Counties  or  City,  longer  than  Six  months 
after  any  vacancy.  Then  my  Will  and  intent  is,  that  the  racaiit 
Exhibitions  shall  be  filled  up,  pro  hoc  vice,  by  the  Trustees  and 
Guardians  of  the  Election  for  each  respective  place,  within  the 
next  six  months  \  and,  after  that,  to  devolve  to  the  sole  nomina- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter  for  the  time  being : — therefore,  I  do 
nominate  and  appoint  Benjamin  Heath,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of 
Exeter,  and  Alderman  Heath,  his  brother.  Trustees  and  Guar- 
dians of  the  election  for  the  City  of  Exeter,— The  Reyd.  Mr. 
Gboboe  Anstis,  and  The  Revd.  Mr.  John  Bubne,  Trustees.3nd 
Guardians  for  the  election  of  the  Exhibitioners  of  the  County  of 
Devon, — and  Charles  Tbelawney,  Esq.,  and  Francis  Greoor, 
Esq.,  Trustees  and  Guardians  for  the  County  of  Cornwall ;  with 
a  power  to  fill  up  any  Exhibition  for  their  respective  County> 
after  a  vacancy  of  Six  months,  by  reason  of  lapse ;  then  it  shall 
devolve  to  the  sole  nomination  of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter  -,  and  I 
oblige  him  to  choose,  out  of  the  same  County,  as  enjoyed  the 
vacant  Exhibition.  And,  that  there  never  may  be  wanting 
Trustees  and  Guardians  of  the  election  by  any  fiedlure,  I  ^pom^ 
and  ordain  that,  whenever  any  Trustee  and  Guardian  of  die 
Election  dies,  the  surviving  Guardian  and  Trustee  shall  nominate 
another  Trustee  and  Guardian  of  election  for  the  same  respotctive 
place,  and  so  on  for  ever  ^  always  intending  that  such  persons 
shall  be  chosen,  as  live  within  the  City  or  County  for  which  they 
are  chosen. 

''  At  the  election  of  every  Exhibitioner,  I  desire  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  to  take  to  them  Two  learned  Clergymen,  or  more, 
to  examine  the  Candidates ;  the  Clergymen  to  be  of  the  City  or 
County  of  Devon,  as  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  shall  think  fit ; 
and  enjoin  that  they  shall  examine  publicly  in  The  Free  School, 
that  any  persons  may  hear  the  examinations,  and  judge  of  the 
merit  of  the  Boys.  After  the  election  is  made,  I  insist  on  it, 
that  the  Exhibitioner  so  elected,  shall,  within  Two  months  after 
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hid  election,  repair  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge^  and  enter  himaelf 
in  some  College  or  Hall,  and  reside  therein  Nme  months  out  of 
Twelve,  every  one  of  the  first  four  years,  from  the  day  of  bis 
election,  without  fraud  or  collusion ;  this  I  insist  on  as  an  indk- 
penaible  condition,  and  therefore  I  require,  that  every  Exhibi- 
tioner shall  for  the  first  four  years,  send  a  Certificate  to  Tlie 
Blayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  signed  by  his  Tutor  and  the 
Bursar  or  Steward  of  his  College,  that  he  has  resided  Nine 
months  in  TwelVe  that  year ;  which  Certificate  shall  be  registered 
by  the  Receiver  at  Exeter,  and  if  not  sent,  the  next  payment  of 
his  Exhibition  shall  be  stopped,  until  it  is  sent. 

'^  I  insist  farther,  and  make  it  an  indispensible  condition  of 
holding  the  Exhibition,  that  every  Exhibitioner  shall,  at  the  end 
of  the  Fifth  year  at  farthest,  take  the  Degree  of  B.  A.,  or  quit 
his  Exhibition  at  the  end  of  the  Fifth  year,  which  Exhibition 
shall  be  then  actually  vacant  for  the  want  of  a  Degree,  and 
another  Exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen  into  his  place. 

*'  If  any  of  my  Exhibitioners  shall  be  chosen  Scholars  or 
Fellows  of  any  College  or  Hall,  it  shall  not  deprive  them  of 
their  Exhibition^  'till  the  Seven  years  are  expired.  If,  after  tiie 
fint  four  years  are  expired  and  a  Bachelor's  Degree  taken> 
(which  two  conditions  I  require  absolutely  from  all  my  Exhibi- 
tioners), he  or  they  shall  think  fit  to  continue  in  a  CoUege  or  a 
Hall,  he  or  they  are  at  liberty  to  do  it,  sending  to  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  every  year,  a  due  Certificate  of  ndne 
months*  residence  in  the  University  3  but  if  any  one  of  my  Exhi- 
bitioners, after  he  has  taken  a  Bachelor's  Degree,  enter  into 
Holy  Orders,  and  accept  of  a  Curacy,  and  reside  upon  the  Living 
(which  I  think  is  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  do),  then  he 
shall  enjoy  my  Exhibition  one  year  longer,  and  no  more :  but 
my  Will  and  intent  is,  that  the  Exhibition  of  that  last  year 
(which  lost  year  must  always  end  within  the  expiration  of  the 
seven  years,  which  shall  never  be  exceeded)  shall  be  delivered  in 
Dtotmfy  Books  only,  and  not  in  money, — which  I  absolutely 
foHbid  to  be  paid  to  any  Exhibitioner,  which  is  become  Curate 
of  a  Parish  ;  and  they  shall  be  bought  by  the  order  of  the  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  upon  their  request  to  some  learned 
Cleigyman  of  the  City  or  County  of  Devon,  to  direct  them  what 
those  Books  shall  be,  reserving  always  909.  out  of  the  last  pay- 
ment to  every  Exhibitioner,  before  he  quits  the  Exhibition; 
which  20s.,  upon  the  expiration  of  every  Exhibition,  shall  be 
kept  back  by  the  Receiver,  and  employed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Chamber,  for  buying  Books  towards  forming  a  Library  for  the 
use  of  the  Master  and  Scholars  of  The  Free  School  in  Exeter ; 
and  the  name  of  the  Exhibitioners,  from  whom  the  20s,  are 
deducted^  shall  be  written  oa  the  first  leaf  of  every  Book  which 
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if  bought  with  it.  This  deduction  of  %0t.  on  the  last  payment  of 
every  Exhibition,  and  the  application  of  it  fbr  baying  Books  Ibr 
the  use  of  The  School,  shall  continue  as  long  as  the  Exhibitions 
shall  continue,  and  shall  be  fbr  ever  observed. 

'*  If  any  of  my  Exhibitioners,  after  they  have  kept  four  yean 
residence,  and  taJcen  the  Degree  of  B.  A.  in  one  of  The  Univer- 
sities (which  I  positively  insist  upon)  desire  to  apply  the  remain- 
ing years  in  the  study  of  the  Law,  in  any  of  the  Inns  of  Court 
in  London,  or  in  the  study  of  Physic,  in  the  Hospitals  in 
London,  or  in  the  study  of  Civil  Law,  or  Divinity,  or  niysic,  in 
any  Foreign  Univernties,  or  to  travel  for  the  improvement  of 
Botany,  Architecture,  Painting,  or  Foreign  Trade,  I  will  and 
ordain  that  such  Exhibitioner  shall  receive  his  or  their  £xhibitk»8 
annually,  to  the  fiill  end  of  the  seven  years,  as  if  they  were 
actually  residing  in  one  of  our  English  Universities ;  provided 
that  they  send  a  Certificate  once  a  year  to  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
ber, signed  by  the  Chiefs  where  they  reside,  setting  forth  what 
they  are  studying.    And  I  further  ordain,  that  any  Exhibitioner 
shsdl  continue  his  Exhibition  seven  years  from  ibe  day  of  his 
election,  that  goes  abroad  the  last  three  years  in  any  Public 
office,  under  an  Envoy  or  Ambassador ;  fbr  my  desire  is,  that 
my  Exhibitioners  may  be  mingled  in  all  professions,  and  make  a 
figure  in  every  Science,  Language,  and  Nation. 

*^  I  will  and  ordain,  that  any  person,  duly  qualified,  may  be 
chosen  into  my  Exhibition,  that  is  under  the  age  of  Twenty- 
Two  J  and  that  any  person,  above  that  age,  shall  be  incapable 
of  being  chosoi ;  and  I  appmnt,  that  before  every  election  of  an 
Exhibitioner,  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  Public  News  of  the 
election,  addressed  to  the  Gentlemen  and  Clergy  of  the  County 
fbr  which  he  is  to  be  chosen ;  and,  after  the  Exhibitioners  are 
Members  of  a  College  in  The  University,  they  shall  not  be 
deprived  of  their  Exhibition  for  any  other  cause  but  Immorality, 
writing  against  the  Doctrine  of  Christ  or  his  Apostles,  or  tunung 
Papist,  at  home  or  abroad  -,  therefore,  as  bare  Exhibitioners,  and 
not  Fellows  or  Scholars  of  CoU^es  or  Halls,  I  do  not  snbriect 
their  Exhibitions  to  the  penalties  of  College  Statutes,  far  I  would 
have  them  bred  up  in  a  free,  generous,  English  spirit,  and  in  the 
best  Morality  of  the  Philosophers,  heightened  and  improved  by 
the  nobler  preeq>ts  of  Christianity. 

''  I  do  fdrther  ordain,  that  there  shall  be  no  Feast  or  Dinaer, 
nor  any  other  Entertainment,  at  the  expense  of  the  Benefoction 
or  of  the  Exhibitioners,  at  any  time  whatsoever  -,  and  I  posititely 
eiyoin  that  no  alteration  shall  be  made  by  The  Mstyor  and 
Chamber,  of  any  Rules  prescribed,  by  this  my  WHl,  fbr  Hm^ 
education  of  my  Exhibitioners  after  they  are  elected  to  tiie 
University  -,  but^  that  they  shall  remain  in  the  same  ktitiide  Utd 
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extent^  which  I  have  laid  down  in  this  Will,  that  Boys  of  genius 
may  be  left  to  their  own  genius,  and  not  chained  to  a  Law-Book 
or  a  Concordance; — therefore,  I  allow  the  Mayor  and  ^  hamber 
of  Exeter  to  choose  one  of  the  Exhibitioners  for  the  City  to  trarel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  Trade,  and  I  exempt  that  travelling 
Exhibitioner  from  going  to  The  University :  but  subject  him  to 
such  Rules  as  Mr.  Alderman  Heath  shall  be  pleased  to  draw  up 
for  his  direction,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  I  require  that  he 
shall  spend  four  years  in  Trading  Towns  in  Foreign  nations,  and 
the  other  three  in  Trade  at  home  -,  and  that  he  shall  receive  the 
yearly  Exhibition  of  the  whole  seven  years.  This  is  a  permission 
to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  for  the  benefit  of  Trade ;  but  I  re- 
quire that  the  person  so  chosen  shall  have  learnt  Latin  three  years 
in  The  Fbee  School,  and  shall  have  a  genius  for  l>ade,  and 
that  there  be  no  more  than  one  Travelling  Exhibitioner,  and 
choeen  no  oftener  than  one  election  in  three,  notwithstanding 
any  thing  in  this  Will  to  the  contrary. 

*'  I  do  ftulher  will  and  ordain  that,  whenever  a  Trustee  of  the 
election  for  a  County  or  the  City  becomes  vacant,  the  surviving 
Trustee  for  the  same  Coimty  or  City  shall  choose  Another  within 
six  months,  and  notify  it  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter 
within  that  time,  to  be  entered  on  thdr  books.  ' 

'*  1  do  declare  that,  by  The  Free  School  in  Exeter,  I  mean 
that  School  which  stands  within  The  Hospital  of  Saint  John, 
founded  by  Hugh  Crossing,  Esq ,  and  others,  and  no  other 
School  whatsoever;  for  1  would  make  The  Mayor  and  Chamber 
Electors  of  my  Exhibitioners,  as  they  are  Electors  of  The  School- 
Master,  and  do  not  doubt  of  their  will  to  perform  the  said  Trust,  - 
with  integrity  and  impartiality,  for  the  advantage  of  the  School, 
and  the  honour  of  the  City. 

**Item,l  give  all  my  Books  in  the  Oriental  and  Hebrew  languages, 
not  already  given,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Master  and  Scholars." 

His  Widow  was  within  Six  months  after  his  death,  to  have  a 
copy  of  his  Will  on  parchment,  with  the  Probate  annexed  de- 
livered to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  ^  as  also  others,  to  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  to  be  delivered  from  one  Trustee  to  the  succeeding 
Trustee. 

*'  I  admit  Boys  of  larger  fortune  to  enjoy  this  Exfubition,  that 
they  may  have  some  depth  of  soil  of  their  own,  and  grow  up  and 
JUmrish  in  it,  that  I  may  not,  by  making  it  a  mere  Charity,  increase 
the  race  o/* starved  Priest liWgs.** 

Lastly,  he  reserves  a  power  to  alter  this>  or  make  a  new  Will, 
cancels  aJI  former  Wills,  and  then  makes  his  Wife  his  sole  Exe- 
cutrix, without  being  accountable  to  any  person  whatsoever; 
with  foil  power  to  use  and  enjoy,  during  her  natural  life,  all  his 
effects  of  what  kind  soever,  not  given  away  at  the  time  of  his

death.  ''  And  since  my  effects,"  he  observes, ''  are  a  great  deal 
more  than  what  I  have  bequeathed  in  this  Will,  I  make  my  said 
Wife^  Philadelphia  Stephens,  my  Residuary  Legatee,  and 
^ve  and  bequeath  to  her,  for  her  own  disposal,  to  whomsoever 
she  pleases,  whatsoever  is  not  by  this  Will  given  and  bequeathed.** 

The  Will  is  written  with  his  own  hand, — dated  on  the 
14th.  of  November,  17^5, — attested  by  Peteb  Goldick, 
Junr.,  John  Pstty,  Petee  Knight,  of  Drokinsford,  and 
Anthont  Payne, —  and  was  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Court  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  the  7th  of  May, 
1747)  by  Phi]:«adelphia  Stephens,  Sister  c^  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Dyke,  the  Testator^s  Widow  and  sole  Executrix. 

Doctor  Stephens  was  also  Archdeacon  of  Barnstaple, 
and  one  of  the  Canons  Re^dentiary  of  Exeter  Cathedral. 

The  Public  will  learn  with  surprise,  that  it  was  owing 
solely  and  exclusively  to  the  Zeal  and  spirited  Exertions  erf 
Tlic  Revd.  Robert  Baetholomew,  whilst  Head  Master  of 
the  School  and  when  many  years  had  elapsed  since  the  death 
of  Philadelphia  Stephens,  t^iat  Doctor  Stephsns^s  Will 
wa$  discovered^  braughi  to  ttghij  and  madepublicj — aiuLthe 
donation,  with  a  very  considerable  arrear  of  interest,  re- 
claimed, and  consigned  to  the  Trustees.  His  laudable  en- 
deavours and  ultimate  success  entitle  him  to  the  Geatitude 
of  his  Fellow  Citizens,  and  to  a  conspicuous  Station  amongst 
the  most  eminent  Benefactors  to  this  venerable  £stabl^« 
ment. 

This  extraordinary  Incident  may  possibly  induce  a  6U»> 
picion  that  Dr.  Stephens'^s  confidence  has  been  misplaced, 
and  that  further  Inquiry  is  still  necessary, — for,  after  the 
most  diligent  search,  it  cannot  be  discovered  who  are  his 
present  Exhibitioners,  or  whether  there  be  any^ — but  it 
seems  satisfactorily  ascertained,  that  no  notices  of  ElecticNi, 
pursuant  to  the  Directions  of  the  Will,  ever  find  their  way 
into  the  Public  Prints. 

The  Governors  of  St.  John's  Hospital  pay  to  the 
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Master  €xf  a  Writiiig  School  at  ^Mareton-Hampttead  £l(K  a 
year,  at  their  pleasure. 

The  Febx  Geahhab  School  is  open  to  the  Sons  of 
Fieemenof  Exeter  only,,  free  of  expense;  who  are  admitted 
by  an  order  of  the  Grovemors,  made  at  an  Hospital  Meeting. 

There  are  not,  nor  have  there  been  for  a  great  number  o^ 
yeans  with  very  feW  exceptions,  any  boys  who  receive  a 
jiw^ujfoc^  Education.  There  are  at  present  about  <0i»  boys 
who  attend  the  School ;  and  about  Twe7Ujf4wo  Boarders  in 
the  Master^s  house. 

In  the  time  of  The  Revd.  Robsbt  Babtholoiusw,  the 
immediate  Predecessor  of  Dr.  Lempbiebe,  there  were  upon 
an  average  Fobtt  Day-Sdiolars,  and  Fifty  Bdarders.  In 
the  time  of  The  Revd.  John  Mab6hai.l,  Mr.  Babtholo- 
Hxw^s  immediate  Predecessor,  when  private  Tuition  was  less 
common,  the  average  number  was  still  greater;  there  bdng 
the&  seldom,  if  ever,  so  small  a  number  of  boys  in  the 
School-room,  as  One  Hukdbed;  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Master  assisted  by  Two  Ushers,  both  in  Holy  Orders. 
The  School,  under  both  the  last  named  Masters,  was  in 
hi^  and  deserved  repute,  and  sent  out  mttiy  distinguished 
Sdiolars.    The  strict  Eton  plan  was  acted  upon. 

Valpy's  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  now  used.  All 
the  Boarders,  and  as  many  of  the  Day^Sdiolars  as  choose, 
employ  the  Afternoons  of  Three  days  in  the  wedc  in  learn- 
ing writing  and  arithmetic,  in  the  Library  adjcMning  the 
School-room.  And  as  many  of  both  denominations  as 
dioose,  are  instructed  in  Drawing,  during  School  hours. 
For  all  which  Extra-charges  are  made. 

The  present  Master  is,  Joseph  Lempbiebe,  D.D.,  whose 
Salary  is  £40.  per  annum,  with  the  House  already  men- 
tioned. This  Gentleman'^s  terms  for  Boarders  are.  Entrance 
Three  guineas,  and  Thirty  guineas  a  year  each,  including 
all  Tuition.  The  Day-scholars,  for  as  no  bojrs  receive  a 
grahdkms  Education  none  can  in  strictness  be  said  to  be  on 
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the  Foundalioti,  pay  Eight  guineas  a  year  for  Clasneal  Edu- 
catioD, — which  are  about  the  Terms,  on  which  the  Ladn  and 
Greek  Classics  are  taught  in  various  private  Schools  in  the 
City  and  Suburbs,  conducted  by  Clergymen  of  the  Estab- 
lid]ment,«*-and  Four  guineas  a  year  nir  writing  and  arith^ 
metic.

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HONITON. 

The  Fbeb  Gbammae^School  at  Hokiton  is  endowed  with 
£12.  a  year,  ari^ng  out  of  lands  situate  near  the  Town. 

Of  if  3  history,  those  who  &lone  are  acquainted  with  it, 
decline  giving  any  information. 

There  are  Thbbe  boys  educated  on  the  Foundation,-— ^f 
whom,  one  is  chosen  from  the  Parish  of  Awlisoombe,— 
another,  from  the  Parish  of  BuckereD, — and  the  third,  &om 
the  Parish  of  Honiton.  These  boys  are  chosen  by  the 
Feoffees  of  the  endowment  lands,  and  are  eligible  at  any 
age.  There  are  usually  between  50  and  60  boys  educated 
at  this  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  not  known  to  be  any  Exhibitions,  or  Scholar- 
ships, belonging  to  it. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Richard  Lewis, 
M.  A.«  of  Balhol  CoH^,  Oxford.  He  recdves  no  Salary, 
but  has  the  use  of  a  Dwelling-house  and  School-room ;  and 
he  has  also  the  profits  arising  fipom  Honiton  Chapel,  an 
Edifice  of  a  very  conaderable  size,  and  much  resorted  to  by 
the  Inhabitants,  on  account  of  the  great  distance  of  the  Pa- 
rish Church.     His  Terms  for  Boarders  are  £30.  a  year.

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KINGSBRIDGE. 

The  Febe  Geammar  School  at  Kingsbeidgb  was  built 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Ceispik,  of  the  City  of  Exeter^ 
Fuller,  by  Will,  in  the  year  I684. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  a  Dwelling-house  for  the 
Master,  a  handsome  School-room,  and  a  yearly  Stipend  of 
£15.  issuing  out  of  an  estate  called,  ^^  fVashbear-Hays^  in 
the  Parish  of  Bradninch,  Devon. 

It  is  said  that  this  Estate  was,  at  the  time  of  the  Endow- 
ment, of  the  annual  value  of  £30. ;  and  that  there  has  not 
been,  nor  can  be,  any  increase  of  the  Master's  Stipend,  the 
remaining  Rents  being  applicable  to  other  purposes, — viz.^ 
£5.  for  the  instruction  of  Twelve  boys  in  writing  and  cy- 
f^ering, — £5.  for  the  instruction  of  Twenty-five  in  Eng- 
lish reading, — and  £5.  for  repairing  the  School-house,  and 
collecting  the  Rents. 

In  1691  or  1692,  William  Duncombe,  then  Head-Mas- 
ter of  this  School,  by  his  Will  devised  some  Houses  in 
Eingsbridge,  and  lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Sherford,  Corn- 
worthy,  and  Thurlestone,  Devon,  for  the  following  pur- 
poses,— £10.  per  annum  to  any  one,  two,  three,  or  more 
boys  who,  having  been  educated  for  Jbur,  or  at  least  threcy 
years  at  this  School,  might  claim  it,  for  their  assistance  in 
dther  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  {arjbur 
years,  and  no  longer :  But  none  were  ever  known  to  have 
received,  or  even  applied  for  such  assistance. — Also,  £6.  or 
not  exceeding  £8»  for  apprenticing  boys  to  some  Trade, 
from  the  age  of  14  to  21  years,  who  had  been  tt€o  years  at 
this  School, — and  the  like  sum,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Apprenticeship,  to  such  boys  as  had  conducted  themselves 
to  the  approbation  of  the  Trustees  for  that  period, — And 
for  other  purposes  not  connected  with  this  Institution. 
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There  is,  at  this  time,  a  Suit  pending  in  Chancery,  be- 
tween the  present  Master  and  the  Trustees  of  Dcncombe^s 
Charity. 

The  School  is  open,  free  of  expense,  to  Fifteen  boys  of 
the  Town  indiscriminately,  if  ao  many  apply  to  the  Trustees 
for  admission ;  but,  if  a  sufficient  number  do  not  offer  upon 
the  Foundation,  then  Strangers  may  be  admitted  to  tbat 
privilege.  The  nominalion  is  in  the  Trustees,  or  any  of 
them. 

This  School  was  in  high  repute  in  the  time  of  The  Revd. 
John  Wilcocks,  who  died  a  few  years  unce ;  and  Thirty 
Boarders  at  once  have  been  known  at  the  School,  but  now 
only  two  or  three  are  there. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used,— but 
the  Introductory  books  in  both  languages  are  Dr.  Valpy^s^ 
and  the  System  of  Education  is  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master.  Under  the  present  Master,  the  wh(Je  range  of 
Classical  authcnrs  is  resorted  to,  as  occaaon  n)ay  require. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Robert  Lane,  B.  A*, 
who  has  the  SchooUhouse,  rent  free,  and  the  Emoluments 
already  stated.  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils  at- a  diargeof 
Six  guineas  per  annum  for  educaui»i,  but  there  is  no  fixed 
sum  for  board  and  lod^ng;  it  has  varied  with  the  late 

changeable  times ;  the  highest  has  been  £35.  per  annum.

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SAINT  MARY  of  OTTERY. 

Thk  Grammar  School  of  Saint  Mart  of  Ottsrt  is  of 
▼ery  ancient  date,  and  is  one  of  those  useful  f^ppendafjes  ge- 
nerally attached  to  Coll^pate  Institudcms. 

In  1386,  John  Grandisson,  Bishop  of  Exeter,  httving 
purchased  the  Manor  and  Church  of  Ottery,  founded  ia  tht 
fidlowmg  year  a  noble  CdUegp  in  the  Parish  Church  here 
fin*  a  Warden,  eight  Prebendaries,  ten  Vicars,  a  Master  of 
Music,  a  MaHer  of  Grammar^  two  Parish  Priests,  right  Se. 
oondaries,  right  Choristers,  and  ixro  Ckcks,  to  the  HoiXHir 
of  Christ  Jbsus,  The  Blsssed  Virgin  Mart,  St.  Ed- 
ward the  King  and  Confessor,  and  Ail  Saints.  This 
CoQ^  was  endowed  at  the  time  o£  the  Disacdutkm  with  a 
dear  Revenue  of  £303..2..9.  per  e&mum ;  And  the  site  of  it 
was  granted,  in  the  Thirty^venth  of  Eng  Hknrt  the 
Eighth,  1545,  to  Edward  Earl  of  Hbrtford. 

To  the  Coll^  Library,  whkh  was  extenme,  Johannes 
de  Exeter,  Clerk,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  July, 
1445,  made  a  bequest  of  136  books. 

But,  although  the  College  was  dissolved,  the  Sang,  on  the 
24th  of  December,  1545,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery,  for  the  common 
good  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery, 
incorporated  certsdn  of  them,  and  granted  that,  in  future, 
there  should  be  Four  Governors  of  the  Hereditaments  and 
Goods  of  the  Church  of  Ottery,  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof^ 
to  be  styled  ^^  The  Four  Gtovernors  of  the  Hereditaments 
and  Goods  of  The  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,^' — ^to  have  perpetual  succession,-— afid 
appointed  John  Haydon,  Esq.,  Hugh  More,  William 
Trent,  and  William  Sherb£an,  Gentlemen,  the  first  Go- 
vernors ;— ordaining,  that,  when  one  or  more  of  the  said 
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Four  Governors  should  die,  or  inhabit  any  where  witlioitt 
the  Parish,  his  or  their  Co-Officers  should  fill  up  the 
vacancies  within  One  i/bn&,-«^and  that  if  they  should  fiul 
to  elect  within  sueh  dme,  it  should  be  lawful  fbr  the  Vicar 
to  dect  one  or  mope  ^  of  ^  better  MuiMtants'^  to  perform 
the  (^ce  :**M 

And  he  granted  to  the  Foua  GoVBiftNOtts  the  Chundiy 
Church-yard,  Bdfiy,  Our  Lady's  Chapel,  VestrieSjCloistrt^, 
and  Chapter-House,  with  all  thinga  appertaining  to  them, 
lately  belonghig  to  the  dissolved  and  surrendered  College  of 
St.  Mary  of  Ottery,  in  Devon : — 

Also,  all  those  Houses,  called  The  Vicar's  House,  The 
Secondaries'  House,  The  Cloister's  House,  and  The  School 
House,  with  the  appurtenances,  lately  belonging  to  the 
Dissolved  College,— and  all  the  houses,  edifices,  structutesy 
stables,  dwellingJiouses,  gardens,  orchards^,  landsy  Sic,  •  lA 
Ottery,  lately  belonging  lo  the  same,*— the  clear  yearly  vahicf 
of  the  whole  being  then  £45..19..2.  :*-to  be  holden  of  the 
King  in  Soccage,  by  Fealty  ^^Jy  and  not  in  chief  :-'^*Ad 
that  they  should  hssve  a  Common  Seal, — and  nught  plead, 
and  be  impleaded : — 

The  Foub  Gtoveenors  were  to  pay  to  The  Bishop'  o£ 
Exeter,  6*.  8d!.,— -to  The  Archdeacon  erf  Exeter,  6^.  8i£  9ot 
Procuration  Fees,— to  the  said  Archdeacon,  28.  5d.  for  Sy- 
nodals, — and  to  the  Vicar  of  Sidbury,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Exeter,  9*. : — 

The  Governors  shall  Ukewise,  at  their  sole  charge,  keep 
in  repair  the  Church,  Belfiy,  Houses,  Edifices,  and  Man- 
sions, to  be  asogned  to  the  Vicar  and  School-master^-^and 
sdiall  not  convert  the  said  Church  and  Premises  to  any 
other  use. 

In  conaderation  g£  which,  as  well  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  as  the  Four  Govieimors,  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Vicar 
or  Perpetual  Preacher,  to  be  named  and  incorporated  by  the 
King,  die  sum  of  £20,  by  equal  portions,  at  Lady-day 
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and  Michaelmas,  as  a  pemnon  for  the  endowment  of  th^ 
Vicarage: — 

And  that  they  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Schoolmaster  the  sum 
of  £10.  by  equal  portions,  at  the  said  Feasts  :— 

And  that,  immediately  after  the  sealing  of  the  Letters 
Patent,  they  ynR  make  a  grant  to  the  Vicar,  and  Sdiool-* 
master,  of  a  convenient  House  for  each  of  them. 

His  Majesty  afterwards  more  expressly  ordains, — 

''  And  ftirther>  We  being  led  by  the  particular  Love  and 
Affection  with  which  we  greatly  favour  the  young  subjects  of 
our  Kingdom^  within  our  said  County  of  Devon>  that,  for  the 
future^  they  being  instructed  from  their  Cradles  in  more  polite 
Learning,  than  before  our  times  they  were  accustomed,  may  be- 
come more  learned  when  they  shall  arrive  at  a  more  advanced 
age,  thus  certainly  thinking  that  the  Church  of  Christ,  whose 
Vice-gerent  We  are  immediately  on  Eart^,  will  not  be  less 
adorned  and  graced  by  men  learned  in  Languages,  than  by  pru- 
dent men  for  the  good  of  the  whole  Kii^om,  create,  erect, 
found,  ordain,  make,  and  establish  a  certain  Free  Granunar 
Sdiool  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery  aforesaid,  under  one 
Master  or  Schoolmaster,  by  the  tenor  of  these  presents  really  and 
fully  to  endure  always  for  all  times  to  come  :— ;• 

'^  And  We  order  that,  being  thus  established  and  to  subsist 
for  ever,  it  may  be  inviolably  kept : — And  that  the  Grammar 
School  shall  be  called,  '^  The  Kino*s  New  Grammar  Schooi* 
of  Saint  Mary  of  Ottery,** — and  that  in  the  said  School  there 
shall  be  a  Master  or  Schoolmaster,  to  be  nominated  from  time 
to  time  by  the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  and  by  The  Vicar, 
the  Preacher^  of  the  said  Church, — ^which  Master  or  Schoolmas- 
ter so  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  called, 
named,  and  styled  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Master  or  School- 
master of  Our  said  School  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Mary  of 
Ottery  aforesaid  5'* — and  We  will  and  order  him  by  these  pre- 
sents, to  be  called  and  styled  for  ever  by  the  same  name : — 

'^  And,  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  his  Successors,  the  Masters 
or  Schoolmasters  of  Our  said  School,  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  be  capable  of  acquiring  for  themselves  and  their 
successors,  the  Masters  or  Schoolmasters  of  the  said  School,  from 
the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  a  certain  yearly  income,  pen- 
sion, or  annuity  of  £10.,  with  clause  of  distress  or  any  other 
clause  for  the  secure  payment  thereof.*' 

In  a  subsequent  part  of  the  Charter  a  Proviso  b  inserted> 
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'''  That  if  the  Master  or  Schoolmaster,  or  one  or  more  of  his 
Successors,  shall  be  absent  from  the  School  for  one  month,  so 
often  it  shall  be  lawful  far  the  Four  Gotebnors  and  for  The 
Vicar  to  choose  another  Master  or  Schoolmaster  in  his  place,— 
and  to  amove  and  expel  the  same  thus  absent  and  staying  away> 
and  to  withold  the  said  Salary  and  Pay,  and  all  other  Sie  Pre- 
mises granted  by  the  Four  Goternors." — 

There  is  an  exemplification  of  the  inrollment  of  King 
Hbnrt^s  Charter,  on  the  8th  of  March,  in  the  Sixteenth 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1574,  on  the  request  of  John 
Hatdon,  Esq.,  William  Sherman,  John  Evsleigh,  and 
John  Couetenay,  Grentlemen,  the  Governors  at  that  time. 

In  addition  to  the  Royal  ^idowment,  there  is  a  Field  in 
the  Parish  of  about  Three  acres,  called  ^^  The  Schoolmas. 
tbe^s  Field,'^  of  the  present  yearly  value  of  about  £9. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  15th  of  June,  in  the  Seventeenth  of 
King  Charles  the  Second,  1666,  made  between  Edward  Sal- 
ter, late  Citizen  and  Dyer  of  London,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Nicholas  Channon,  Gentleman>  and  Seven  others  therein  na- 
med of  the  other  part, — ^The  said  Edward  Salter,  for  the  spe- 
cial love  which  he  had  to  the  Parishioners  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery 
St.  Mary,  where  he  was  bom,  and  for  the  better  prefennent  of 
some  of  the  Children  of  the  poorer  sort  of  the  said  Parish  in 
Learning,  and  for  the  special  trust  and  confidence  which  he 
reposed  in  the  said  Trustees,  and  such  other  Parishioners  of  the 
said  Parish  as  might  be  thereafter  their  Assigns,  of  the  yearly 
Rent  charge  after  mentioned,  granted  to  the  said  Trustees,  their 
Heirs  and  Assigns,  one  yearly  Rent  Charge  of  £6.  '^  to  be 
issuing  out  of  a  Moiety  or  Halfendeal  of  all  that  messuage,  with 
the  i^ipurtenances,  called  '^  Cross"  and  of  a  Close  of  limd,  cal- 
led '^  Down  Parke"  situate  within  the  Parish  of  Whimple,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,  then  belonging  to  Thomas  Dennis,  of 
the  same  place.  Yeoman,** — 

'^  Upon  Trust,  that,  upon  the  Wednesday  immediately  before 
Easter  then  next,  the  Trustees  should  assemble  in  The  Free 
School  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,  and  that  they  or  the  major  part  of 
such  of  them,  there  present,  should  chuse  out  of  the  then  Scho- 
lars of  the  School,  One  bom  within  the  said  Parish,  and  then 
approved  of  by  the  Trustees  to  be  fit  for  The  University,  and 
whose  Parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain  him  there,  if  there 
should  be  any  such  in  the  said  School : — ^And  if  his  Parents  or 
Friends  should  be  pleased  to  send  bim  forthwith  to  TheUniver- 
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sitj  of  Oxford^  and  there  should  procure  him  to  be  admifted 
into  one  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  with  intent  to  have  him  educa- 
ted in  Learning,  that  then  the  Trustees,  for  his  better  mainteiH 
ance  there,  should  pay  him  the  said  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year^  at 
the  four  usual  Quarter  days,— the  first  payment  to  be  made  at 
such  of  the  said  Feasts,  as  should  first  ha[^)en  next  after  sudi 
his  admittance : — And  should  continue  for  Four  yearn,  if  the  said 
Scholar  should  so  long  live^  and  continue  resident  in  theaaid 
University : — 

^*  And  after  the  Four  years,  or  other  determination  of  the  said 
pf^rment^  by  death  or  non-residence,  the  Trustees  sbuild,  upon 
tjiie  Wednesday  before  Easter,  proceed  to  the  electioo  of  a  £resb 
Scholar,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  with  respect  to  the 
first: — 

''  And  so  after  the  end  of  eveiy  Four  years,  or  other  the  de- 
termination of  the  said  payment^  (he  like  electLon,  and  payneDt^ 
is  to  be  made  for  ever : — 

'^  And  if,  in  the  election  of  any  Scholar,  the  number  of  the 
parties  present  and  electing  should  be  equal  between  Two  such 
Scholars,  that  then,  for  the  deddiag  of  the  said  Election,  the 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  Free  School,  should  give  his  voice, 
and  that  Scholar  whom  he  should  so  elect,  should  be  the  Scholar 
chosen  for  that  time  :— 

'^  And  that  the  Trustees,  after  the  sealing  and  delivery  of  that 
Indenture,  and  until  the  Wednesday  immediately  before  the  said 
Feast  of  Easter  then  next,  and  &om  thence  until  such  time  as 
they  by  that  Indenture  were  to  pay  the  sum  oi  £6.  by  the  year 
unto  some  such  Scholar,  should  pay  unto  Two  of  the  Scholars 
of  the  said  School  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Ottery  St.  Mary, 
likely  to  be  qualified  for  their  election,  for  their  better  mftinteo* 
ance  and  education  as  they  should  forthwith  chuse,  the  suaa  of 
£^,  by  the  year,  viz.,  to  each  of  them  £S.,  quarterly  :— 

*^  And  if  the  said  Scholars  or  either  of  them  should  ha^^n  to 
depart  this  life,  or  leave  the  said  School,  before  any  such  Sch#- 
lar  should  be  of  the  said  Univer^ty,  then  the  Trustees  shbukl 
chuse  some  other  Scholar  of  the  said  School,  in  his  room  :— 
And  the  Trustees  should  pay  him  the  sum  of  £3.  per  annum,  as 
his  Predecessor  would  have  had  the  same  :•*- 

'^  And  such  payment  of  the  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year  to  Two 
such  Scholars,  as  often  as  there  should  be  no  such  Scholars  to 
the  said  University  to  receive  the  same,  should  coo^ue  likewise 
for  ever : — 

'*  And,  that  when  four  or  more  of  the  said  EAght  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  should  depart  this  life,  or  out  of  the  P&rish  of 
Ottery  St.  Majy  and  dwell  elsewhere,  that  it  should  be  lawful 
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for  the  Residue  of  the  Trustees,  together  with  some  of  the  chiefest 
and  most  substantial  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish,  to  elect  so  many 
other  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parish,  not  being  Ten^ 
mU$  of  any  part  of  the  said  lands  out  of  which  the  said  rent  was 
issuing,  as  would  make  up  the  niUmber  of  Eight  persons  to  be 
Trustees  with  them,  and  to  stand  jointly  seised  of  the  premises, 
for  the  better  performance  of  the  trusts,  aforesaid, — And  so  suc- 
eetsiyely  for  ever  ^^-^And  after  such  elections  so  many  of  the  said 
Trustees  as  should  be  then  living  within  the  sidd  Parish,  should 
at  the  reasonable  request,  costs  and  charges  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Parish  for  the  time  being,  make  new  Conveyances  of  the 
said  Rent-Charge  to  the  newly  elected  Trustees,  and  to  their 
HeirB,  to  the  use  as  well  of  the  Chrantors  as  the  Grrantees,  In 
Trust,  as  aforesaid  :— 

'^  And,  that  if  any  of  the  Trustees  should  depart  forth  of  the 
said  Parish  to  any  other  place  to  inhabit,  such  Trustee  should, 
upon  reasonable  request  made,  release  to  the  residue  of  the  said 
Eig^t  Trustees  all  his  estate,  in  the  said  Rent-charge : — 

''  And,  that  yearly  Two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  appointed 
Receivers  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  be  empowered  to  receive 
and  disburse  the  same  as  aforetoid, — ^And  that  Nicholas  Hay- 
don  and  Justinian  Harris  were  appointed  Receivers  for  the 
then  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  said  Receivers  should,  year  by 
3rear,  renter  in  a  Book  fairly  written,  not  only  the  receipts  and 
payments  in  their  respective  years  and  to  whom  the  same  should 
be  made,— but  should  set  down  all  such  Elections,  were  the 
same  of  Trustees,  Scholars  in  the  School,  or  for  the  University 
as  aforesaid,  and  all  other  matters  touching  the  execution  of  the 
Trust  aforesaid,  reposiid  in  the  said  1^ rustees,  as  should  be  done, 
in  their  respective  years.** 

Although  this  deed  purports  only  the  grant  of  a  Rent* 
charge  out  of  "  Cross*"  and  "  Down  Parke,'*  by  way  of 
ExhilHticHi,  these  lands  have  nevertheless^  as  long  as  can  be 
remembered^  been  enjoyed  by  the  Master  of  the  School  for 
the  time  being,  and  by  him  leased  out  at  a  Rack-Rent,  at 
thia  time  amounting  to  about  £40.  a  year. 

The  Revd.  John  Colbridge,  who,  in  1782,  was  Vicar  of 
Ottery,  Chaplain-Priest,  and  Master  of  the  School, — and 
who  had  previously  been  Master  of  South  Molton  School^ 
from  whence  he  brought  hb  eminent  Pupil,  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  BuLLSB^  with  him,— 'Was  in  the  habit  of

Two  boys  of  Ottery,  under  the  notion  that  the  profits  of 
these  Estates  were  intended  as  his  remuneration  for  so  doing. 
On  his  death,  the  School  declined  under  the  two  next  sue* 
ceeding  Masters, — ^but  it^s  Reputation  revived  under  the 
Mastership  of  his  son,  The  Revd.  Oeobgb  Coleridge,  the 
present  Chaplain-Priest,  who  conducted  it  for  about  Sixteen  . 
years,— and,  about  the  year  1811,  resigned  it  in  favour  of 
the  present  Master,  the  Revd.  John  Wabben. 

On  the  20th  of  July,^  1691,  Thomas  Axe,  of  Orchard  in 
the  County  of  Somerset,  Gentleman,  by  his  Will,  after  divers 
bequests,  gives  all  his  Houses  in  Southwark  or  elsewhere 
within  the  County  of  Surrey,  unto  certun  Trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  his  Wife  for  her  life, — and.  after  her  decease,  for 
his  son  Henby  Axe  for  his  life,  mth  remainder  to  the  first 
and  other  sons  of  the  said  Henbt  Axe  in  Tail  male, — ^with 
the  ultimate  remainder  to  the  Heirs  of  the  body  of  the  said 
Testator : — 

And  that,  after  the  decease  of  his  Wife,  and  Son  leaving 
no  issue,  the  inheritance  of  the  premises  should  be  sold  by 
the  Trustees,  and  the  purchase  money  applied  as  a  Reward 
to  any  person,  who  shall  discover  the  Longitude  at  Sea. 
As  tlus  is  such  a  very  curious  and  remarkable  circmnstance, 
that  part  of  Mr.  Axe^s  Will  cannot  fail  to  be  particularly 
interesting  to  intelligent  persons,  and  may  not  improperly  be 
inserted  here : — 

'*  Whereas  I  am  convinced  by  several  of  great  knowledge  in 
Astronomy  and  Cosmography,  that  they  know  how  to  make  the 
Masters  of  Ships  of  the  meanest  capacity  to  find  out  the  Longi- 
tude 9S  readily,  and  ahnost  exact  as  they  can  find  the  Latitude, 
but  do  not  communicate  this  useftd  secret  to  the  Worlds  seeing 
it  hath  and  will  cost  them  much  money  and  pains  by  making 
instraments,  and  therefore  do  expect  a  Reward  from  the  Publick, 
«r  others,  for  the  Discovery : — 

'^  Wherefore,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  within  Ten  years 
next  after  my  decease  as  aforesaid,  make  such  perfect  discovery 
liow  men  of  mean  capacity  may  find  out  the  Longitude  at  Sea, 
to  aa  at  any  time  they  can  truly  pronounce  upon  observation  as 
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within  half  a  Degree  of  the  true  Longitude^*  and  shall  demon-* 
Btrate  how  it  may  be  done  to  the  Two  Professors  of  Geometry  in 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  give  ample 
proof  thereof  by  the  Affidavits  in  writing  of  at  least  Twenty  able 
Masters  of  Ships,  that  shall  have  made  several  experiments 
thereof  in  long  Voyages,  which  Affidavits  are  to  be  made  before 
the  Twelve  Judges  of  England  or  before  the  major  part  «f 
them,  of  which  the  Lords  Chief  Justices  to  be  Two,  and  shall 
deliver  a  Certificate  thereof  signed  and  sealed  by  the  said  major 
part  of  the  said  Justices,  unto  the  said  Samuel  Keeble,  Wil« 
LiAH  Pratt,  and  Hbnrt  Hooper,  and  Survivors  of  them  and 
the  Heirs  of  such  Survivors,  that,  in  such  case  upon  the  receipt 
of  such  a  Certificate,  the  sud  Samuel  Keeble,  William  Pratt^ 
and  Henry  Hooper,  and  the  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs 
of  such  Survivors,  with  all  convenient  speed  next  after  the  death 
of  me,  my  Wife,  and  Son  childless,  seU  the  Fee  of  all  my  said 
Houses  in  the  said  Parish  of  St.  Olave  and  St.  Saviour*s,  for  as 
much  money  as  can  be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  that  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Pounds  of  such  purchase  money  be  paid  unto  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  have  so  discovered  such  ready  and 
easy  way  of  finding  the  true  Longitude  at  Sea,  and  shall  have 
made  such  proof  as  aforesaid  for  the  benefit  of  Mankind^ 
which  said  sum  of  One  Thousand  Pounds,  on  the  conditions  and 
in  the  case  aforesaid,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons accordingly  j — 

^'  And  moreover  my  Will  is,  that  from  and  immediately  after 
the  death  of  my  said  T^e,  and  of  myself,  and  said  Son  leaving 
no  issue  of  either  of  our  bodies  behind  us  as  aforesaid,  that  they 
Samuel  Keeble,  Wii^liam  Pratt,  and  Henry  Hooper^  and 
the  Survivors  or  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs  of  such  Sur- 
vivors, shall  once  in  every  year,  until  perfect  proof  of  the  Dis- 
covery of  die  true  Longitude  shall  be  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said 
Houses  remain  unsold,  pay  Forty  Pounds,  part  of  the  Rents  of 
the  said  Houses,  unto  and  amongst  such  person  and  persons  for 
their  encouragement,  as  shall  have  employed  their  time  to  make 
Observations  at  several  Islands,  and  noted  places  in  Europe^ 
Asia,  Africa,  and  America^  according  to  the  Rules  and  just  (de- 
scription) of  such  said  person  or  persons  as  shall  have  made  such 
discovery,  how  all  men  may  find  out  the  Longitude,  in  order  of 
making  of  an  accurate  map  of  the  World  as  to  Longitude  and 


*  It  was  not  until  the  year  I7I4,  that  an  Act  passed  in  the 
British  Parliament,  authorizing  title  payment  of  a  considenibl^ 
sum  for  the  solution  of  this  important  problem. 
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Lo^iliMie^— the  disposal  of  the  sum  of  £lOOO.^  and  of  the  said 
£40.  by  the  year>  my  good  friend  Mr.  Edmund  Hai«lt,*  and 
Mr.  Robert  HooKE^f  be  consulted/'-— 

''And  my  Will  is,  that  if  such  perfect  discovery  of  the  Longi- 
tude as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made  within  Ten  years  next  after 
Hgt  death  of  me,  my  Wife,  and  our  said  S<m  diildless,  that  ia 
tmch  case  the  said  Houses  in  Southwark  shaU  not  be  sold,  but 
thai  the  clear  yearly  profits  of  the  some  shall  be  divided  into 
TwBLVB  equal  parts,  and  be  distributed  near  about  St.  Thomases 
day  to  and  amongst  my  said  Brothers  and  Siaters  and  Kindred 
dwing  their  re^wetive  lives,  ia  sudi  portion  and  portions  as  I 
have  limited  my  personal  estate  to  them  respectively  in  and  by 
this  my  Will,— And  from  and  after  the  death  of  my  said  Bro- 
thers and  Sisters  and  Kindred,  I  give  the  said  last  mentioned 
Hooaes  to  The  G^vbenoim  of  the  goods  and  diattles  of  The 
Collegiate  Church  of  Ottery  St.  Mary  afbresaid.  Upon  Tru8t> 
that  ti^ey  will  y^ly  about  St,  Thomas's  day  distribute  the  same, 
as  £i^oweth,— mc..  One  part  of  the  last  mentioned  Hcnises,  to 
bu(y  drugs  and  plaisters,— One  part  to  the  Minister, — One  part 
to  the  Vicar^-^One  part  to  the  Grammae  School-Master,— 
One  part  to  the  Parish  Clerk  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,— And,  as  a 
Fund  to  encourage  Steadiness,  Sobrie^,  and  Industry,  Three 
of  those  parts  to  be  as  a  Stock,  out  of  which,  upon  the  Marriage 
day  of  any  Young  Man  or  Woman  that  shall  not  marry  'till  after 
the  age  of  One  and  Twenty  y^ars,  and  that  shall  have  lived  in 
one  Service  in  the  Parish  of  X>ttery  St.  Mary  for  seven  years, 
and  shall  not  have  had  Alms  of  the  Paridi  within./Soe  yean  next 
before  such  Marriage,  the  sum  of  JC3.*'  &c. — 

Let  it  be  remembered  by  the  ostentatious  and  the 
thoughtless,  that  this  humane  and  enlightened  Testator  wa$ 
Parish  Cleric  of  Ottery ! — But  the  comprehennve  mind  of 
Mr.  Axe  c|id  not  stop  here, — as  he  appears  to  have  been 
impressed  with  a  due  sense  of  the  duties  and  decorum  be- 
longing to  his  office,  so  generally  transgressed  in  Coimtry 
Parishes, — for,  in  another  part  of  his  Will,  where  a  bene- 
fecdon  is  designed  for  the  Parish  Clerk  for  the  time  being, 
he  adds  this  restriction  and  advice, — 

''  As  long  as  he  shall  perform  his  duty  in  the  Church  sensibly

t  Professor  of  Geometry  in  Gresham  Colk^. 
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and  with  understanding,  audibly  and  reverently,  as  he  ought  to 
do^  and  shall  be  an  Example  of  good  life  to  the  Parishioiieni ; 
and  shall  not  sell  Ale,  Beer,  or  any  intoxicating  Liquor  for  a 
livelihood ;  nor  ftiequent  Taverns  and  Alehouses.  I  recommend 
to  him,  that  he  endeavour  to  take  Deacon*8  Orders,  and  wear 
some  Habit,  to  distinguish  him  from  others.  Tlie  want  of  Eudk 
Clerks  nsany  time  renders  the  wiM>le  Prayers  mean  and  lidieur 
knts.**. 

One  of  the  Avenues  to  the  Church  on  the  North-East, 
leading  through  the  Church-yaFd,  still  retains  the  fitvound 
name  of  "  Axe's  Passaged*  Some  of  the  Houses  devised 
by  this  Win  fi)r  the  benefit  of  the  School^naster  were^  a  few 
years  since,  sold ;  and  the  Purchase  money  invested  in  the 
Funds  in  the  names  of  the  Governors,  who  pay  a  pcn^tion  cf 
the  Dividends,  being  about  £lO.  a  year,  to  the  Master. 

There  do  not  appear  to  be  any  Statutes  or  Oasinancss, 
except  what  aie  contained  in  the  Charters.  But,  on  the 
20tfa  of  October,  1552,  die  fdDowing  Abticles  were  i^;reed 
to  by  TB3E  Gov£aNOR8 : — 

1.  The  Foub  Governors^  and  their  Successors^  shall  depose 
upon  a  Book^  that  they  and  every  of  them  for  the  time  being 
shall  uphold^  maintain,  and  fortify,  so  far  as  their  will  or  power 
shall  come  or  may  extend,  all  and  every  article,  promise,  go- 
vernment, and  grant,  that  is  specified,  mentioned,  and  dedared 
in  the  Letters  Patent,  and  in  the  following  Articles,  for  the  firm, 
sure,  and  perfect  continuance  of  The  Corporation  for  ever. 

2.  The  Four  Governors,  by  the  advice  of  the  Parishioners, 
with  convenittit  speed  shall  elect,  and  appoint  Eight  others  of 
the  most  honest,  besty  discreetest,  and  quietest  of  the  ParishionerB 
there  inhabiting,  to  be  Associates  to  tiiem  for  their  assistance, 
for  the  doing  of  such  things,  as  shall  seem  best  for  die  wealth, 
profits,  and  bdioofs  of  all  the  Parishioners  of  the  said  Parish, — 
And  for  the  increase,  continuance,  and  preservation  of  all  things 
belonging  to  the  said  Corporation, — And  for  the  better  mainte- 
nance of  the  Divine  Service  of  God, — and  doing  deeds  of  Charity, 
for  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish,  as  occasion  should  serve, 
— ^\Vhich  Eight  Men,  so  to  be  elected,  shall  take  upon  them  the 
like  Corporal  Oath,  as  the  said  Governors  should  do  in  all 
things. 

3.  The  Governors  shall  not  lease^  grants  alien^  bai]gain  or 
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sell  any  part  of  the  said  Possessions,  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the 
Parishioners,  belonging  to  The  Corporation,  without  the  fiill 
agreement  of  the  Eight  Assistants,  or  of  ihe  greater  part  of 
them,  being  on  that  behalf  sworn. 

4.  When  any  of  The  Four  GoysaNORS  die,  the  Survivors 
shall  elect,  nominate,  and  appoint  one  of  the  Assistants,  to  be 
in  place  of  the  Grovemor, — And  the  Governors  and  Seven  Assist- 
ants must  elect  one  other  of  the  most  honest,  best,  discreetest, 
and  quietest  of  the  Parishioners,  to  make  up  the  number  Eight, — 
and  so,  if  any  one  depart  out  of  the  Parish,  a  new  one  must  be 
chosen  and  sworn. 

5.  That  the  Grovemors  and  Eight  Assistants,  within  one  month 
after  that  their  Tythes  shall  be  due,  shall  pay  the  same  to  such, 
persons  as  shall  be  lawfully  appointed  to  collect  them.* 

6.  That  the  Four  Governors  and  Eight  Assistants  shall  with 
diligence,  either  with  Gentleness  or  by  order  of  Law,  procure 
every  person  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery  to  pay  their  Tythes,  within 
one  Month  after  die  same  shall  happen  to  grow  due,  without  any 
fevour  to  be  showed  to  any  person  in  fbrb^uring  it.f 

7.  If  any  of  the  Eight  Men  be  troublesome  persons,  and  will 
not  be  tractable  to  any  reasonable  orders  that  shall  be  advised  by 
The  Four  Governors  and  the  best  of  the  Assistants,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Four  Governors  and  residue  of  tiie  Assist- 
ants to  expel  them,  and  place  honest  men  in  their  stead. 

8.  Of  ^e  surplus  of  aU  sums  of  money,  and  all  other  revenues 
and  profits  yearly,  and  casually  coming  and  growing  within  the 
said  Parish  by  any  manner  of  means,  and  belonging  to  the 
Crovemors  over  and  above  such  yearly  Stipends  as  are  due  and 
payable  by  the  King*s  Letters  Patent,  there  shall  be  a  dear  Ac- 
count made,  and  the  money  put  into  one  Chest,  locked  with 
Three  keys  severally, — ^whereof  one  of  the  keys  to  remain  with 
the  Eldest  of  the  Four  Governors, — ^the  second  with  the  Eldest 
or  the  best  of  the  Assistants, — ^the  third  with  the  Church-warden 
for  the  time  being. — ^And  the  money  shall  remain,  until  there 
shall  be  so  much  remaining  in  the  Stock,  as  the  Persons  Incor- 
porated may  therewith  purchase  lands  to  the  yearly  value  of 
Twenty  Marks  to  them  and  their  Successors, — ^which  to  do,  the 
Persons  Incorporated  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent  be  empower- 
ed for  the  wealth  of  the  said  Parish. — ^Provided,  that  if  any  urgent 
occasion  require  the  contrary,  for  the  occupation  of  the  money,,

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that  tiien  the  purdiase  shall  surcease,  and  the  Foot  Goreraors 
and  Eight  Assistants  may  take  any  of  the  money  and  employ  it 
to  such  urgent  cause. 

9.  That  all  the  Parishioners,  being  Men  of  Honesty,  shall  declare 
unto  one  of  the  Four  Governors  or  Eight  Assistants  the  name  of 
every  person  they  know,  which  ought  to  pay  tythe  and  doth  ito^,— 
and  decewes  the  Proprietors  in  the  payment  of  Tythe.* 

10.  Item,  That  the  Account  shall  be  yearly  made  at  Michael- 
mas of  all  the  yearly  revenue  and  otiier  lawful  profits  that  shall 
come  and  grow  of  die  P^u-sonage  and  Vicarage,  to  the  Four  Go- 
vernors and  Parishioners  granted  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent, 
to  the  intent  it  may  be  evident  what  doth  remain  upon  such 
account. 

The  School  b  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
the  Inhabitants  having  always  claimed  a  right,  not  known 
to  have  been  in  any  instance  resisted,  of  sending  their  sons 
to  the  School,  on  paying  a  stated  annual  sum  for  their  Edu- 
cation, now  and  for  many  years  past,  Ten  Pounds.  The 
only  boys  who  receive  a  gratuitous  Education,  are  the  Two 
bojrs,  under  Salterns  benefaction. 

The  usual  average  number  of  boys,  belon^g  to  the  Pa- 
rish, is  Ten.  They  are  admitted  at  Eight  years  of  age, 
and  seldom  remain  after  their  EigteerUh  birth-day. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Warren,  M.  A., 
of  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are 
very  considerable.  This  Gentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
present  number  being  Forty-five,  at  Fifty  guineas  per 
amnum  each. 

There  is  no  chartered  Assistant  or  Under-Master ;  but, 
of  late  years,  one  has  been  employed  in  the  School,  and 
paid  by  the  Master.  This  Gentleman  has  usually  in  his 
house  two  or  three  boys  belonging  to  the  School,  as  their 
private  Tutor,  but  this  is  wholly  by  the  Master^s  permission.

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PLYMOUTH. 

Thb  GxAiocAft  School  at  Pltxouth  was  estabUshad  in 
the  reign  of  King  Henby  the  Seventh,  by  The  Corpora- 
tion, who  then  allowed  the  Master  a  SaWy  of  £10»  per 
annunif  and  apartments  over  the  ancient  CbapeL  It  appears 
to  have  no  stated  endowment. 

The  Mayor  and  Corporation  appoint  the  Master,  who  has 
a  House,  a  Garden,  a  large  School-room,  and  a  Play-court, 
with  a  Salary  of  70.  per  annum. 

The  Corporation  claim  the  privilege  of  sending  to  the 
School  the  sons  of  Freemen  who  are  poor,  but  who  may  be 
desirous  of  having  their  Children  instructed  gratuitously ; 
there  are  at  present  two  boys  of  this  description. 

The  Charter  House  Grammars  are  used;  and  the 
system  of  that  Establishment  has  lately  been  introduced 
into  this  School,  as  far  as  the  same  was  appUcable. 

Day-Scholars  pay  One  guinea  Entrance,  and  Six  guineas 
per  am,num. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Williams, 
B.  A.,  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  Terms  being,

The  late  Dr.  Bidlake  was  educated  at  this  School,  and 
was  subsequently,  for  many  years,  the  Master  of  it. 

Mr.  Hknry  Kelway,  of  Plymouth,  Apothecary,  by  liis 
Will,  dated  the  15th  of  April,  1732,  left  his  freehold  and 
personal  estates  for  Charitable  uses,  which  his  Trustees  hav- 
ing converted  into  money,  invested  in  Bank  Stock,  amount- 
ing to  Je4860..l7..3.  The  Income  from  which  Investment 
he  directed  to  be  appUed  in  the  education  of  as  many  boys 
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at  Plymouth  Grammar  School,  as  the  same  would  clothe, 
maintain,  and  educate. 

The  Trustees  are  the  Vicars  of  the  Parishes  of  St  Andrew, 
and  Charles,  in  Plymouth. 

The  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  the  Lecturer  of 
St.  Andrew's  select  the  boys,  and  always  prefer  those  who 
are  related  to  The  Founder. 

When  the  Funds  admit  of  it,  boys  have  occaaonally  been 
sent  to  Oxford,  and  admitted  into  Holy  Orders 
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PLYMPTON. 

Thb  Fees  Grammar  School  of  Pltmpton  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Matnard,  as  one  of  the  Trustees  under  the 
Will  of  Elizjbus  Hsle,  Esq.,  of  Fardel,  so  remarkable  for 
his  munificent  benefactions, — ^in  or  about  the  year  1653,  as 
this  date  still  appears  inscribed  upon  a  stone  over  the  door 
of  the  Schocd-house.  The  Master^s  house  is  probably  of 
greater  antiquity,  and  might  have  been  purchased  by  Sir 
John,  together  with  the  ground  on  which  it  stands. 

The  sum  of  £1800«  was  originally  appropriated  to  the 
Endowment,  which  consists  of  a  Fee  Simple  estate,  called 
"  HoOandr  of  147*.  3'.  13^.,  atuate  in  the  Parish  of  Plymp- 
ton  St.  Mary,  and  the  Master^s  House  and  School-house^ 
atuate  in  the  Parish  of  Plympton  Maurice.  The  Estate  is 
said  by  one  Informant  to  be  now  let  for  £168.,  and  by 
another  for  £250.,  a  year. 

There  are  no  Ordinances  for  the  regulation  of  this 
School ;  nor  is  it  known,  whether  it  be  open  to  any  other 
boys  than  those  inhabiting  the  Borough  and  Parish.  At 
present  there  are  only  Txoo  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  and 
it  is  supposed,  that  there  has  not,  at  any  former  period,  been 
a  larger  number  at  a  time.  Those  who  are  entitled  to  place 
th^  children  in  the  School,  present  them  in  person  to  the 
Master  for  adnussion. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Valpy^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar, are  in  use. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions,  nor  Scholarships,  annexed  to 
this  School* 

The  School-house  which  is  60  feet  in  length,  and  20  in 
breadth,  is  a  noble  structure:  but  the  Master's  house  is 
small,  inccnnmodious,  and  dilapidated,— owing  to  which  dr-

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cumstanoe  the  late  Master  was  under  the  necesnty  of  lodg- 
ing his  Pupils  in  the  Village,  to  his  great  loss  and  detriment. 

The  present  Patrons  are  Lord  Valletort,  Lady  Cas- 
TLEREAGH,  aud  Lady  Suffield,  who,  as  Coheirs  of  the 
Earl  of  Buckinghamshire,  are  the  Representatives  of  Sir 
JoBN  Matnard. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  those  NoUe  Personages 
do  not  reinstate  the  buildings,  and  provide  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  Master  and  Pupils ;  so  as  to  render 
the  Institudon  more  benefidal  to  the  surrounding  populous 
neighbourhood,  than  in  it's  present  state  it  can  possibly  be. 
In  Browne  Willis's  time,  it  was,  according  to  his  report 
of  it,  "  the  best  in  these  parts.*** 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Philips, 
A.  B.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  consist  of  the  Estate 
and  House  already  mentioned.  Hb  Terms  for  Boarders  are 
£40.  a  year. 

Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  the  most  illustrious  Painter  of  the 
Enghsh  School,  whose  Father  was  Master  of  this  Seminary, 
was  bom  and  educated  in  it. 
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TIVERTON. 

The  Fbkk  Grammar  School  at  Tiveeton  was  founded 
by  the  munificence  of  Peter  Blundell,  Clothier,  a  native 
of  this  place ;  who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  June, 
1 599,  directed  as  follows ; — 

''  Item,  I  will  that  my  Executors^  by  the  advise  of  my  Over- 
seers, with  all  convenient  speede,  upon  a  fytt  and  convenient 
piece  of  grounde  in  Tyverton,  by  my  Executors  to  be  purchased, 
shall  buyld  a  faier  School  house  to  conteyne  for  the  place  for 
teaching  only,  in  length  One  hundred  foote,  and  in  breadth 
fower  and  twenty  foot,  a  hawle,  buttery,  and  kitchin,  all  of  con- 
venient space  and  biggness  to  be  joined  unto  it,  with  convenient 
roomes  over  the  same  hawle,  buttery,  and  kitchin,  all  die  win- 
dows well  and  strongly  glassed  and  barred  witii  iron  barrs,  and 
well  covered,  the  floor  of  the  School  to  be  well  plancked  with 
plancks  of  oke  supported  and  borne  from  the  ground  with  strong 
ledges  or  beames,  with  soe  many  strong  settles  and  formes  as 
shall  be  convenient,  having  regard  to  the  bigness  of  the  same 
Schoole  and  number  of  Scholli^  to  be  taught  therein,  and  to  be 
devided  on  or  neere  the  middest  with  some  fit  partition  of  fower 
foot  in  height  or  thereabouts,  yf  it  shal  bee  soe  thoughte  fitt,  and 
this  Schoole  to  be  strongly  wainsootted  rownde  aboute,  and  the 
same  wainscotte  to  extend  abowte  five  or  six  fbote  above  the 
settles  or  formes,  and  with  such  settles,  formes,  and  seates,  and 
in  such  manner  to  be  framed,  placed,  and  devised  as  shall  be 
thought  most  convenient,  the  HauUe  to  be  alsoe  plancked  or 
paved,  and  also  wadnscotted  round  abowte  as  high  as  the  lofte, 
and  to  have  in  the  hall  and  chamber  over  the  same  one  or  other 
chimney,  and  in  the  kitchen  one  faier  great  chimney,  with  an 
oven,  and  a  chamber  over  the  kitchen  with  a  chimney  therein, 
as  to  my  Executors  and  Overseers  shall  be  thought  meete  j  and 
that  there  shall  be  ac^oining  to  this  School-house  a  convenient 
garden  and  wood-yard,  with  a  fit  house  and  easements  therein  of 
and  for  the  ease  of  the  SchoUars  uppon  or  as  near  die  river  of 
Ex  there  or  Loman  as  may  be,  and  the  School-house,  garden, 
wood-yard,  and  house  of  ease  to  be  rounde  aboute  well  walled 
and  inclosed  with  a  strong  wall,  the  goinge  in  and  forthe  to  be 
at  one  only  place  with  a  fair  strong  gate  with  a  little  dore  as  is 
usual  in  the  Schooles  ^  and  for  that  my  desier  is  that  theis  things 
shall  be  very  well,  stroDgly,  artificially  and  substantially  done. 
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my  will  is  that  my  Executors  shall  bestowe  therein  Tw^ntie 
FowER  Hundred  Poundes,  within  the  leasts  if  the  premises 
requier :  and  that  in  and  aboute  theis  severaU  buildings^  platt> 
fnane,  and  all  the  partes  thereof,  the  advise  of  my  saide  righte 
deare  and  honourable  Friende  Sir  John  Popham,  Knighte,  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  England,  shall  be  taken  and  followed,  and  to 
him  I  give  power  to  alter  and  chaunge  what  parte  thereof  for 
the  manner  of  building,  largeness,  and  conveying  the  premises  he 
shall  think  good,  and  his  Erections  ia  every  thlngefbr  the  eflfect^ 
inge  of  my  said  purpose  herein  and  in  all  otiier  things  liereafter 
in  my  will  mentioned,  towchingc  the  same  or  other  circumstan- 
ces  thereof  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  still  followed  and  ex- 
ecuted)— 

"  Item,  that  in  the  said  Schooles  shall  not  be  tangbte  above 
tiie  number  of  One  Hundred  and  Fiftie  Scholers  at  any  one 
tyme,  and  those  from  time  to  time  of  Children  bom,  or  for  the 
most  parte  before  their  age  of  Sixe  yeares,  broughte  upp  in  the 
Towne  or  Pftrrish  of  Tyverton.  And  if  the  same  number  be  not 
filled  upp,  the  wante  shall  be  supplyed  with  the  Children  of 
Pbrreyners,  and  those  Forreyners  only  to  be  admytted  with  the 
assent  of  such  Tenne  Householders  of  the  said  Towne  df 
T3rverton  aforesaide,  as  for  the  t3ane  beinge  shall  be  most  in  the 
Subsidie  Bookes  of  the  Queenes  Majesty.  And  my  desier  is, 
that  they  will  make  choice  of  the  Children  of  such  Forreynen  as 
are  of  honest  reputation  and  feare  Grod,  without  regarding  the 
riche  above  or  more  than  the  poore,  and  that  there  shall  bee  noe 
Scholer  continue  in  the  said  Schoolle  as  a  Scholer  hut  boyes,  and 
none  above  the  age  of  Eighteen  yeares  or  under  the  age  of  Sixe 
yeares,  and  none  under  a  Grammer  Scholler;'^ 

''  And,  that  the  School  master  who  shall  have  the  use  of 
the  roomes  and  buildings  aforesaide, — and  alsoe  one  Usher, 
who  shall  have  in  the  saide  bidldinge  one  chamber  to  himselP 
only,— and  the  School  master  shali  have  yearely  Fiftie  Pown- 
des,  to  be  paide  quarterly, — and  the  C7sher  Twentie  markes, 
to  be  paied  quarterly. — And  my  hope,  and  desier,  and  will  is, 
that  they  hould  themselves  satisded  an  d  contente  with  that  re- 
compense for  their  travell,  without  seeking,  or  exacting  any  more 
either  of  Parent  or  Children,  which  procureth  favour  to  givers 
and  the  contrarie  to  such  as  do  not  or  cannot  give,  for  my 
meaning  is,  yt  shall  be  for  ever  a  Free    Scholl,  and  not  a 

SCHOLB  OF  EXACTION  :  — 

'^  And  for  the  better  establishing,  and  continuance  of  the 
saide  Free  Grammar  Schole  and  scholeing,  I  give,  appoynte, 
and  devise  all  my  landes,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the 
Countieof  Devon  unto  Sir  Frauncis  Popham,  Knight,  Anthony 
Pollerd^  Esq.,  Richard  Blbwett,  Esq.>  Charles  Besbe^ 
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£sq.^  Roger  Ayshford^  £sq.>  Roger  Warre>  Esq.,  Roger 
GiFFORD,  Esq.,  James  Clarke,  Esq.,  Henry  Worth,  Esq., 
John  West,  the  Elder,  Humphrey  Colman,  John  Waldron, 
Edward  Amy,  Nicholas  Skinner,  George  Slee,  Richard 
Hill  als  Sporwail,  Richard  Prows  my  Cousin,  John  West, 
the  Younger,  Peter  West,  Robert  Chilcot  als  Comyn,  John 
Demond,  John  Blundell,  Peter  Blundell,  William  Tan- 
ner, Roger  Slee,  William  Cras,  Anthony  Crasse,  and  to 
their  Heires  and  Assignes  for  ever,  who  I  hope  will  accept  the 
same  as  Feoffees,  whom  I  have  specially  chosen  to  bear  trust  and 
confidence  in  the  premises,  out  of  which  the  Fiftie  Powndes, 
and  the  said  Thirteen  powndes  six  shillings  and  eight-pence 
shall  be  quarterly  paied  as  aforesaid ;  and  Fortie  Shillings  yearly 
forever  to  a  perfocte  Clarke  for  thetyme  being,  to  be  appoynt- 
'ed  by  the  said  Feoffees  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  for  keeping 
a  true  and  perfecte  Booke  of  Survey,  and  of  granting  and  demis- 
ing the  saide  landes,  and  of  the  monie  received  and  paied  of  and 
for  the  same,  and  of  other  their  proceedings  in  and  aboute  the 
premises,  taking  warrant  of  all  his  doeings  from  the  feofees  or 
the  most  parte  .of  them  with  their  handes  alwaies  to  bee  sub- 
scribed, as  well  in  that  behalf  as  for  and  conceminge  the  other 
thinge  to  them  comitted  by  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  )— 

*^  And  other  Eight  Powndes  yearely  to  goe  alwaies  to  the 
repairations  of  the  saide  Schoole  and  other  things  necessary  con- 
cerning the  same  -,  and  what  else  shall  be  needful  in  or  abowte 
the  said  Schole  or  other  circumstances  thereof,  I  leave  to  the 
direction  of  the  saide  Lord  Chief  Justice,  which  my  Executors 
shall  perform  and  accomplish."— 

After  these,  the  Testator  directs  that  £20,  per  cmnum  shaU  be 
disbursed  by  the  Feoffees  in  apprenticing  Four  poor  boys  of  the 
Parish  of  Tiverton  to  "  serve  in  Husbandry  for  seaven  yeares  or 
upwards  :"  who,  after  fulfilling  their  time  faithfully,  are  to  be 
rewarded  by  the  repayment  of  the  Apprentice  Fee  of  £5.,  by  the 
respective  Masters  of  each  boy.* 

^'  And  that  the  Feoffees,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  shall  from 
firom  tjrme  to  tyme  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  Orders, 
LawSj  and  Directions  both  touching  the  Schole,  and  matters  of 
Husbandry,  and  all  matters  and  circumstances  thereof,  and 
touching  all  parties  to  be  interested  therein  or  to  have  any  thing 
to  doe  abowte  the  same,  as  to  them  or  the  most  parte  of  them 


*  Apprenticing  poor  boys  to  Husbandry  was  at  this  time  a 
new  Institution,  and  making  a  provision  for  them  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  Apprenticeship,  was  a  great  encouragement  of  it. 
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for  the  tyme  being  shall  be  thought  meete  for  the  governance, 
mayntenance,  and  continuance  thereof,  according  to  my  true 
intent  and  meaning, — and  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher^ 
shall  bee  elected,  and  removed  by  the  Feoffees  for  the  tyme 
being  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  having  alwaies  the  approbation 
of  the  Ordinarie  of  the  Diocese  of  Devon  to  the  said  election^ 
nominating,  and  appointinge  onely  : — 

"  And,  that  the  Feoffees  by  mee  appointed  as  afbresaide,  and 
thear  and  all  other  Feoffises  hereafter,  when  and  as  often  as  by 
deathe  or  otherwise  they  shall  come  to  the  number  of  T^teen 
with  the  least,  the  saide  survivors  with  the  heires  of  the  others 
deceased  Feoffees  yf  they  be  not  unfitt,  and  ibr  such  as  shall  bee 
unfitt,  then  others  nere  inhabitinge  of  honest  reporte  and  repu- 
tation, shall  make  up  with  themselves  the  nmnber  of  Five  and 
TwENTiE  Feofeeb  again  with  the  least,  for  the  continuance  of 
the  said  Schole  and  matter  of  Husbandry,  and  other  good  pur- 
poses aforesaid ; — 

"  And  my  true  meaninge  herein  expressed,  resteth  in  the 
trust,  providence,  circumspection  and  care  of  the  saide  Feoffees 
for  the  tyme  being,  whidi  I  hope  they  will  accomplishe  and 
perform  accordingly  as  they  will  answer  the  same  before  the 
Majestic  of  Almightie  God  at  the  dreadfull  daie  of  Judgment^ 
the  secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed  :— 

''  And  for  that  my  landes  in  Devon  are  not  yet  of  sufficient 
vallewe  by  the  yeare  to  supplie  my  said  will,  entente,  and  mean- 
ing concerning  the  said  Scholeing  and  matter  of  Husbandry,  my 
will  therefore  is,  that  my  Elxecutors  after  my  death  shall,  with 
the  advise  aforesaide,  purchase  landes  or  rentes  to  a  full  supplie 
thereof,  and  what  overplus  hereafter  shall  happen  to  bee,  the 
same  shall  be  imployed  to  the  performance  oi  the  rest  of  my 
will,  or  to  such  other  imployments  as  I  shall  hereafter  ap- 
pointe:— 

**  And  for  the  increase  of  good  imd  godly  Preachers  of  the 
Gqspell  my  will  is,  that  my  Executors  forthwith  after  my  deathe 
shall  bestowe  the  some  of  Two  Thousand  Fowndes  in  the 
foundcing  and  cstablishenge  Six  Sckollers  to  be  Studients  in 
Divinitie  in  the  Universitie  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  in  both, 
for  ever,  and  in  the  purchasenge,  procureinge,  foundeinge,  and 
establishing  of  landes  and  tenements  the  yearly  profitts  whereof 
shall  be  ymployed  for  placeng  and  maintenance,  in  such  manner 
as  to  the  said  LordCheefe  Justice,  or  in  his  de&ulte  to  my  Execu- 
tors uppon  good  advice  or  the  most  parte  of  them  shall  be 
thoughte  meetest : — 

'^  And  their  Exhibition  and  Payment  shall  continue  to  them 
severally  from  their  first  cominge  to  the  saide  Universities  untill 
they  severally  shall  be^  or  by  die  Orders  and  Constitutions  of 
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theire  bowses  might  bee^  BachUers  in  Divinitie,  or  otherwise 
shall  bee  Fellowes  of  any  bowse  or  bowses,  or  shall  be  beneficed 
in  the  Country : — 

''  And  as  they  shall  be  eoe,  or  in  the  like  manner  severally 
preferred  or  promoted,  or  as  they  in  the  mean  tyme  shall  fortune 
to  dye,  their  several  places  shall  be  supplied  with  Scholers,  to 
bee  elected  by  the  Feoffees,  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  with  the 
advise  of  the  Schoolmaster  there,  out  of  the  saide  Onunmer 
Schoole  of  Tyrerton,  and  not  elsewhere, — and  that  of  the  aptest 
in  Leaminge,  and  lest  able  to  mainteyne  themselves  in  the  saide 
BUnistrie, — and  for  the  foundeinge,  establishinge,  and  perfect- 
inge  of  tiie  said  Sixe  Schollers,  and  of  the  landes  for  theire 
maintenance,  and  of  the  elections  and  orders  aforesaide,  and  for 
all  other  things  fitt  to  be  donne  in  and  abowte  the  same^  I 
wholly  referre  to  the  direction  and  finishyeing  of  the  saide  Lord 
Cheefe  Justice,  most  humbly  praying  his  good  Lordshipp  to  bee 
pleased  to  take  the  same  uppon  him  and  to  finishe  the  same  with 
.  all  convenient  speede,  and  in  his  defaulte  to  my  saide  Executors 
uppon  very  good  advise, — and  for  the  first  Sixe  to  be  placed  in 
the  saide  Universiti^  or  Universities,  I  leave  to  the  nomination 
and  i^poyntment  of  the  said  Lord  Cheefe  Justice,  and  of  my 
said  Executors,  not  doubting  but  as  they  shall  be  afterwards 
promoted  or  removed  as  aforesaide,  or  otherwise  shall  fortune  in 
the  mean  tyme  to  dye>  others  fitt  to  be  there  placed  as  aforesaid^ 
will  arise  and  spring  upp  into  the  sside  Gramer  Schoole  of 
Tyverton." 

Tliere  Bit  Donations  to  various  Hospitals,  and  Companies 
in  London,  testifying  his  partialis  to  the  Ci^:  Where  he 
died  a  Bachelor,  at  the  Patriarchd  age  of  Eighty  Oks,  on 
the  18th  of  April,  1601,  leaving  many  Collateral  Reladons. 

He  was  buried  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Michael  Pater  Noster, 
now  better  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Michael  Royals  on  the 
9th  of  May,  following,  with  great  respect  and  ceremony, 
having  directed  a  considerable  sum  to  be  expended  in  his 
FuneraL 

His  specific  Legades  amounted  to  JC32,178.,  and  it  is 
generally  believed  that  his  Executors,  after  the  payment  of 
those  Lq;acies,  divided  a  large  residue. 

For  the  better  understanding  the  Directions  of  the 
Founder's  Will,  as  well  as  the  subsequent  Benefactions  to 
this  School,  we  have  fortunately  the  able  exposition  of  the 
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late  Benjamin  Incledon,  of  Pilton,  Devon,  Esq.,  who 
carefully  commented  upon  each  circumstance,  in  a  work 
printed  at  his  own  expense,  for  the  use  of  the  Foundation. 
This  book  has  smce  been  re-printed  by  order  of  thb 
Feoffees,  with  notes  and  additions  to  the  year  1804. 

Mr.  Blundell  lilted  at  a  time  when  matters  of  ReU^on 
were  scarcely  settled  after  the  Rbfobm ation  ;  but  his  ad- 
herence to  the  Protestant  Faith  is  strongly  marked  by 
his  hberal  foundation  for  "  Studients  in  pivinitie.''  And 
his  «  dear  friend ''  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  put  this  part  of 
the  Trust  into  execution  with  great  assiduity.  Not  a  year 
had  elapsed  after  The  Founder^s  death  before  he  nominated 
(14th  March,  1601,)  the  Scholars,— and  ordained,  that  Two 
should  be  founded  in  Balliol  College,  Oxford,— Two. 
others  in  Emanuel  College, — and  Two  others  in  Sitdnet 
Sussex  College,  Cambridge. 

It  happened  that  Emanuel  College  would  not  accept 
the  nomination,  which  was  therefore  revoked,  on  the  20th 
of  August,  1603,— and  the  Two  Scholars  intended  for  that 
College,  were  added  to  those  in  Sydney  Sussex  College. 

Agreements  were  very  soon  afterwards  entered  into 
between  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  tfie  Collies,  viz.y  on 
the  17th  of  March,  1603,  with  Balliol  College, — and, 
on  the  20th  of  September,  1603,  witfi  Sydney  Sussex 
College. 

But  His  Lordship  dying  (on  the  11th  of  Novemberj 
1607),  before  tiie  sura  allotted  could  be  Iwd  out,  the  Estab- 
lidunents  were  not  completely  settled  until  some  years  after 
his  death ;— but,  in  the  mean  time,  the  Executors  maintained 
the  Students  in  the  Universities. 

It  appears  by  the  Deeds  (which  are  generally  known  by 
the  name  of  <«  Composition  Deeds  ")  that,  when  the  Estab* 
lishments  were  finally  settied, "  the  Executors  had  disbursed 
a  Thousand  Marks,  and  also  je33..6..8.  by  way  of  mcrease, 
amounting  to  £700.  towards  purchwng  lands  at  FToocbtop^, 
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in  Oxfordshire,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Fellow  and  Scholar 
atBalliol  College"  (11th  Novr.,  1615).— And  that  "the 
Executors  had  hkewise  disbursed  Two  Thousand  Marks, 
and  also  One  Hundred  Marks  by  way  of  increase,  amounting 
to  jC  1400.  towards  purchasing  lands  at  Clee,  in  Lincolnshire, 
for  the  maintenance  of  Two  Fellows  and  Two  Scholars  in 
Sydney  Sussex  College''  (13th  June,  1616.) 

On  the  10th  of  June  1676,  another  Fellowship  and 
another  Scholarship  were  established  between  The  Feoffees 
and  Balliol  College,  on  nearly  the  same  plan  as  those  already 
mentioned.  It  is  said  in  this  second  Deed  of  Composition, 
that  ^^  the  College  had  lately  received  a  gratuity  of  JC50. 
from  The  Feoffees  towards  the  discharge  of  certain  burthen- 
some  Debts  which  then  lay  on  the  said  College,  and  that  the 
sum  of  JC600.  was  in  l^md  paid  by  The  Feoffees  to  The 
College,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Fellow  and  Scholar, 

A  beneficial  circumstance  to  the  Trust,  *^  which  is  not 
much  known,''  attended  the  transaction  of  this  second 
Establishment.  For,  not  long  before  it  was  carried  into 
execution,  "  The  Revd.  Richard  Newtb  presented  the 
Feoffees  with  JClOO.,  and  in  return  it  was  agreed,  that  John 
Newte,  his  son,  should  be,  as  he  afterwards  was,  the  first 
FeUow  on  that  Foundation." 

Twenty-Seven  Feoffees  are  named  in  the  Will,  but 
in  future  Twenty-five  only  were  deemed  necessary.  Two 
of  the  ori^nal  Feoffees  were  infant  sons  of  his  relations  John 
West  and  John  Blundell,  whom  he  appointed  Feoffees, 
not  willing  that  they  should  run  the  risque  of  being  excluded 
^t  an  Election. 

Jn  preserving  the  complement  of  the  Trust,  the  Feoffees 
are  obliged  to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  when  they  are  reduced 
to  Thirteen ;  but  they  are  not  required  to  wait  until  they 
are  reduced  to  that  number.  And,  when  they  fill  up,  they 
joiujst  p^tke  up,  including  themselves,  the  number  of  Twsktt- 
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Fivs,  at  the  leasts  but  they  are  not  prohilnted  from  exceeding 
that  number. 

To  avoid  a  predpitate  election  of  Feoffees,  it  was  ordered, 
in  177  N  "  That  no  Feoffee  be  chosen  without  a  yearns  notice 
at  a  Meeting,  of  an  intention  to  fill  up  the  Trust.'" 

The  Trust  is  kept  fuU,  and  oonasts  as  it  always  has  done 
of  the  most  respectable  Inhabitants  of  the  Neighbourhood  or 
County. 

The  present  Feoffees  (on  the  4th  of  November,  1817) 

are, —

It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Blundisll  was  possessed  of 
any  other  landed  Estate  in  any  other  County,  or  in  any 
other  places  of  the  County  of  Devon,  than  the  Parish  of 
Tiverton,  and  those  Parishes  into  which  the  Manor  of  WeH 
Prawl  extends. 

Besides  these  landed  Estates,  the  Feoffees  now  have 
£2670.  Capital  Trust  Monies  in  the  Old  South  Sea  Annui- 
ties. The  present  Income  of  the  Trust  Estate  is  about  JC400. 
per  armum,  and  the  Out-goings  about  JC350. ' 

With  what  diligence  and  integrity  Sir  John  Popham 
executed  the  great  trust  reposed  in  him, — aided  by  the 
unanimous  and  laudable  co-operation  of  The  Feoffees, — 
may  be  gathered  from  the  prompt  manner  in  which  the 
buildings  were  erected,  for  within  Four  years  after  the  death 
of  the  pious  Founder,  the  Schools,  with  the  Dwelling^House 
and  Offices,  were  all  substantiaUy  completed  near  the  river 
Loman* 

In  1 695,  the  great  Gate  bdng  much  decayed,  Iron  Grates 
were  erected  in  it's  stead,  over  which  are  suitable  Ladn  and 
English  Inscriptions.  The  Porter's  Lodge  was  built  at  the 
same  time.  The  Porter  has  a  Salary  of  50«.  a  year,  and  a 
Grown  when  wanted. 

The  number  of  boys  to  be  educated  was  originaUy  limited 
to  One  Hundred  and  Fifty:  But  the  Schools  were 
erected  upon  a  more  extenrive  scale,  and  many  additioDal 
conveniences  to  the  buildings  having  Uberally  been  made 
from  time  to  time  by  The  Feoffees,  to  accommodate  tlie 
Master  and  Usher, — ^this  noble  Seminary  b  now  in  great 
celebrity,  and  including  the  native  boys,  contains  about  Two 
Hundred  and  Thirty  Scholars. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  Office  of  the  Master,  or  Usher,  by 
Death  or  Resignation, — (for  there  is  fio  instance  of  the 
removal  of  either  for  fnUbehavwur^ — a  drcumstance  much 
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to  the  credit  of  those  who  have  filled  these  Offices)— the  var 
cancy  has  been  filled  up  by  the  Majority  of  the  Feoffees, 
previous  notice  of  an  Election  having  been  given  by  the 
Clerk  in  various  Newspapers. 

In  case  of  a  Resignation,  it  was  "  ordered,  m  l775f  that 
the  Master,  and  Usher,  is  to  give  notice  thereof  at  Whit^ 
suntide  or  Christmas."  And,  in  1797,  a  further  order  was 
made,  requiring  at  least  Eight  months'  notice  from  the  Mas- 
ter, or  Usher,  of  their  inlention  to  resign. 

Upon  some  disputes  between  the  Master  and  ydier  in  the 
year  1734,  it  was  "  ordered,  that  the  superintendancy  of 
both  Schools  shall  be  in  the  Master.*"  Upon  some  further 
disputes  between  them  in  1791>  the  last  order  was  confirmed, 
wi&  this  addition,  *<  that  the  School  hours  be  the  same  to 
both  .Master,  and  Usher,  and  equally  to  be  observed  by 
each  of  them."  And,  it  was  Ukewise  then  *<  ordered,  that 
the  direction  of  the  Gates  shall  be  with  the  Master,  who 
may  order  them  to  be  opened  and  shut  when  he  thinks  pro- 
per,— ^but  that  both  Master,  and  Usher,  be  separately  at 
Uberty  to  give  leave  to  any  boy,  who  boards  in  their  respec- 
tive Houses,  to  go  out  on  apphcation  of  their  Friends ; — and 
that  the  same  rule  be  extended  to  the  liberty  of  the  boys 
absenting  themselves  from  Church,  unless  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  the  respective  Masters." 

Should  the  Feoffees  at  any  time  think  proper  to  lemove 
the  Master  or  Usher,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  no 
power  to  prohibit, — ^but  his  allowance  is  necessary  to  confirm 
an  Election. 

A  Clebk  was  chosen  with  the  appointed  Salary ;  but  the 
Feoffees  elected  a  Trbasureb  from  among  themselves,  who 
kept  the  Accompts,  and  was  responable  for  the  recapts  and 
payments,  from  the  year  1610  to  1734;  when  it  being  thought 
too  much  trouble,  they  consolidated  the  two  offices,  which 
Union  still  continues,  and  increased  the  Salary  to  £14.  a 
year.    The  Clebk^s  conduct  is  regulated  by  the  Feoffees 
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at  their  Meeting,  and  the  Directions  to  him  are  entered  in 
their  Book  of  Okders. 

''  Our  Book  of  Orders^"  Mr.  Inclsdon  observes,  **  com- 
menced in  the  year  1663.  It  is  evident  from  a  passage  in  ^e 
great  Book  of  Account,  diat  there  vras  another  Book  of  Orders 
{not  to  he  found  at  this  time)  of  a  much  earlier  date,  the  &te  of 
which  requires  that  there  should  be  more  care  taken  of  this.  A 
duplicate  of  it  is  certainly  as  necessary  as  that  of  the  great  Book 
of  Account ;  and  when  it  is  made,  the  best  way  of  preserving  it, 
will  be  to  place  the  original  in  the  Chest,  and  the  duplicate  may 
remain  with  the  Clerk. 

"  Upon  what  account  they  were  taken  out  of  the  Chest  is  at 
this  time  imknown,  but  a  gpreat  number  of  Deeds  and  Evidences 
belonging  to  our  Trust  are  certainly  removed,  and  cannot  now  be 
found.  Our  Clerk  (Mr.  George  Owens),  to  my  certain  know- 
ledge, has  been  very  assiduous  in  his  searches,  and  has  recovered 
many  of  the  Records  of  the  School,  which  had  been  removed  long 
before  he  came  into  office :  and  I  have  no  doubt,  but  from  the 
same  degree  of  assiduity  he  will  recover  more  of  them. — Should 
he  fail  of  success,  the  interference  of  the  Feoffees  will  be  h%hly 
necessary  to  obtain  them  by  some  legal  method." 

In  1678,  Mr.  John  Ham,  of  Uplowman,  Grentleman,  by 
his  Will,  dated  in  that  year,  directs, — 

'^  Also  whereas  my  Father  deceased,  by  his  Will  gave  towards 
a  Stock  for  a  Work-house  in  Tiverton,  £'30.,  so  as  the  saine 
were  sett  up  and  £200.  by  the  Maior  and  Company  raised  for 
the  same  within  three  years  after  his  death  (which  not  being 
done,  nor  the  said  £30.  paid),  now  my  will  is  (though  I  do  not 
conceive  myself  engaged  thereunto),  that  in  Ueu  tibereof,  and 
out  of  that  respect  and  duty  I  owe  to  Learning,  and  especially 
to  the  Foundation  of  Tiverton  School,  ('the  promotion  o/'Lbarn* 
iNo  being  Charity  indeed),  I  do  appoint  my  Executor  hereafter 
named  to  bestow,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blundell's  Feofifees, 
£^00.  out  of  my  estate  (which  shall  be  paid  by  £40.  per  ammm 
to  the  said  Feoffees  to  that  end),  which  shall  be  towards  the 
maintenance  of  a  Fellow  and  Scholar  in  Sidney  Sussex  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  or  in  Balliol  College  in  Oxon,  to  be  chosoi 
firom  Tiverton  School  after  the^r«<  appointment,  which  firgi  ap- 
pointment for  the  Fellowship  my  will  is,  shall  be  my  son  John 
Ham,  with  liberty  for  him  to  study  either  Divinity  or  Fhysick> — 
after  his  enjoyment  thereof,  then  the  same  to  be  enjoied  by  such 
successors  as  the  Feoffees  shall  electof  Scholars  taught  in  Tiver- 
ton School^andbomeintheTownof  Tiverton  if  any  be  fitt^  and 
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for  defiiult  of  sudi>  then  of  the  P&riflhes  nearest  l^a^acent  that 
shall  be  fitt  and  there  taught  according  to  such  agreements  and 
compositions  as  the  said  Feoffees  (to  whom  I  give  the  said  £'200. 
to  tliyat  end)  shall  make  with  the  Masters  and  Fellows  of  either 
of  the  said  Collies  touching  the  samf : — 

''  And  I  give  unto  my  said  son  John  Ham  the  sum  of  £&0O. 
al  his  age  of  Thirty  years,  but  if  before  he  shall  attain  that  age 
he  shall  be,  by  his  brother  Robert  Ham's  death,  come  to  have 
In  hand  Overheam  aforesaid,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him  and  his 
bdn  males  or  females  of  his  body,  then  my  will  is  that  he  shall 
only  have  £200.  thereof,  and  at  the  end  of  Two  years  next  after 
his  brother  Robertas  death, — And  for  the  residue  of  the  said 
Eight  Hundred  Foimds,  £200.  thereof  shall  be  paid  unto  my 
daughter,  the  wife  of  John  Pym,  Junr.,  of  Exon,  Merchant, 
&c., — and  £100.  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Blundeli*^  Feoffees  at  the 
end  of  Six  years  next  after  the  death  of  the  said  Robert  Hah, 
towards  the  purchase  of  some  Fellowship  or  ilcholarship  in 
manner  as  aforesaid,  as  they  shall  see  good/* 

It  is  supposed  that  neither  Balliol  nor  Sydney  Sussex  Col- 
i^  would  agree  with  the  Feoffees  to  establish  a  Fellowship 
and  Scholarship. 

The  money  for  a  long  while  Imd  blended  with  Blukdell's 
Charity,  until  some  of  the  Feoffees  judging  it  proper  tliat 
this  Donation  should  remain  distinct  from  Bluxdell^s,  an 
a{qpKcation  was  made  to  Chancery  for  instructions,  how  to 
act  in  this  business,  when  it  was  reported  ^n  1740)  by  the 
Master,  to  whom  the  consideration  had  been  referred,  that 
the  sum  of  JC844..18..9.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  was  the 
proportion,  and  did  belong  to  Ham^s  Charity,  and  that 
the  Income  and  Produce  thereof,  would  until  reduction 
of  the  said  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  annually  produce 
fSS-JS-JO." — And  by  the  same  Report,  the  Master  fur- 
ther directed  *^  that  the  Feoffees  might  dispose  of  the  in- 
oome,  in  one  or  more  Exhibitions  at  large,  at  any  College  in 
either  of  the  Universities,  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
think  fit.'' 

The  Master's  Directions  have  been  followed  ever  since  in 
the  disposal  of  the  Income  of  this  Donation. 

As  tlie  Master's  Report  is  silent  as  to  the  Feoffees  laying 
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out  the  accumulated  sum,  (which  was  then  su£Eident  of 
itself)  in  the  purchase  of  a  Fellowahip  and  Scholarship  in 
Balliol  or  Sydney  Sussex  College,  as  was  intended,  ot  even 
in  any  other  College,  if  any  opportunity  offSsred, — and  as  a 
discretionary  power  Is  given  to  the  Feoffees  for  the  disposal 
of  the  Income,  in  one  or  more  Exhibitions  to  Students  at 
any  College, — ^it  seems,  ^<  as  if  the  intention  of  the  Donor 
was  somewhat  overlooked*^ 

However,  in  order  to  make  this  Charity  a  better  object 
than  it  was  at  that  time,  it  h&ng  divided  into  Ttoo  Exhibi- 
tions at  the  small  Income  of  JCll.  each,  occasioned  by  the 
reduction  of  the  Stocks  or  Dividends, — it  was  proposed, 
that  in  future  there  may  be  only  One  Exhibition,  and  that 
the  Student  should  be  subject  to  similar  limitations,  as  in 
the  case  of  Bluxdell^s  Scholars  in  the  Universities. 

The  Feoffees  wishing  to  pay  every  proper  attention  to  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Incledon,  '^  so  zealous  a  friend  to  the 
Foundation,"  at  thrir  Meeting,  in  1792,  adopted  the  mea- 
sure thus  recommended. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Gilbekd,  of  the  City  of  E^ceter,  Grocer, 
by  his  Will  dated  the  8th  of  November,  1783,— 

Devised  to  his  Trustees,  '^  to  be  paid  them  immediately  after 
my  decease,  so  much  money  as  will  purchase  sufficient  Coital 
Stock  in  some  or  one  of  the  public  Funds  or  Government  Secu- 
rity, to  produce  the  annual  Dividend  or  Income  of  £60.,  which 
purchase  shall  be  made  in  the  names  of  my  said  Trustees,  and 
the  Dividends,  Interest,  and  Produce  thereof  received  by  tiiem, 
-and  pud  over  unto  my  Servant  Agnes  Nott  into  her  own  hands 
only,  and  not  to  any  person  to  whom  she  may  sell  or  assign  it, 
for  her  own  absolute  benefit  during  her  life. — 

"  And,  after  her  decease,  I  will  that  the  Stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  The  Trustees  of  Blundell's  Free  Latin  School  in  the 
Town  of  Tiverton  or  some  of  them,  so  that  the  interest  thereof 
may  be  emploied  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  and  the  Scholars 
educated  therein  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Trustees." 

The  Annuitant,  Agnes  Nott,  afterwards  married  Mr. 

OxTON,  Supervisor  of  Exdse  at  Barnstaple.  She  died  on 

the  26th  of  November,  1801. 
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At  the  Meetmg  in  18()2/it  was  (mlered,  that  £10.  per 
anmum  ihould,  fimn  that  day,  be  paid  to  each  of  the  two  Senior 
Scholars  at  Balliol  College,  and  that  the  like  sum  should  be 
paid  to  each  of  the  two  Senior  Scholars  at  Sydney  College, 
in  addition  to  their  present  Stipend, — And  that  an  Exhibi- 
tion should  be  founded,  to  be  called  '<  Gilberd^s  Exhibu 
tkn^  with  a  Stipend  of  £20,  per  annum.  The  first  Exhi- 
Utioner  to  be  elected  at  the  Meeting,  hi  1803,  and  to  be  at 
liberty  to  enter  at  any  College,  in  either  of  the  Two  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  The  election  to  be  Subject 
to  the  same  orders,  in  all  other  respectlE^  as  the  Sdioltirs  Imd 
Exhibitioners  on  the  other  Foundations. 

Mr.  GiLBERD  was  a  native  of  Tiverton,  and  bom  in  the 
year  1721.  He  was  a  younger  son  of  Richard,  and  Grrand- 
son  of  John  Gilbebd,  Merchants  of  that  Town.  He  died 
unmarried  at  Exeter,  in  the  year  1790,  alEler  having  carried 
on  the  trade  of  a  Grocer,  with  great  reputation,  and  great 
success. 

In  1715,  The  Revd.  John  Newtb,  Clerk,  Rector  of 
Tiverton,  by  his  Will  dated  the  10th  of  January  in  that 
yeair,  directs, — 

^*F\rit,  I  give  the  annual  Income  or  Profits  of  the  lands  I  have 
in  the  Parish  of  Braunton,  in  this  County,  called''  Lohh  Philip/* 
to  my  brother  Peter  Newte  for  and  during  his  natural  life,  and 
after  his  decease  to  my  Nephew  Samuel  Newte  during  his  na- 
tural life,  and  after  his  decease  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  to 
The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Balliol  College  in  Oxford  for  the 
time  being,  for  ever,  the  annual  profits  to  be  bestowed  by  them 
in  an  Exhibition  on  a  Scholar  not  of  Blundell^s  Fellows,  but 
to  be  chosen  out  of  Blundell*8  School  by  the  Three  Rectors 
(The  Rectory  being  in  three  Portions)  of  Tiverton  aforesaid,  or 
any  two  of  them  for  the  time  being  -, — which  Scholar  so  chosen 
as  afinresaid,  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  this  Exhibition  yearly  for 
Secen  jeaiSx  if  he  shall  continue  Member  of  the  College  so  long, 
but  no  longer/* 

<<  I  am  owft^"  Mr.  Incledon  observes,  <'  that  it  may 
be  said^  that  the  Feoffees  of  Blundsll^s  lands  have  nothing 
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to  do  with  this  Donation, — yet  it  surely -has  some  claim  to 
a  place  with  the  other  Donations  to  the  School,  as  the  peinon 
who  is  to  receive  the  benefit  of  it,  must  have  his  Education 
within  the  walls  of  that  Seminary, 

"  Mr.  Newte  was  the  son  of  The  Revd.  Richakd 
Newte,  one  of  the  Rectors  of  the  Church  of  Tiverton,  whose 
kindness  to  the  School  has  already  been  mentioned,— was 
educated  in  the  School,  and  was  the^r*^  Fellow  in  Balliol  Col- 
lege, on  the  second  establishment  in  the  year  1676.  He  became 
Rector  of  two  portions  in  tiiat  Church,  and  died  in  1715. 

"  The  Exhibition  did  not  take  place,  'till  some  years  after 
his  death.  It"*s  clear  Income  is  now  £21.  a  year.  The  Stu- 
dent holds  it  for  Seven  years. 

*<  Far  be  it  firom  my  thoughts, '^  says  Mr.  Incledon,  "  to 
reflect  on  the  Directions  of  the  Donor,  or  on  the  Rectors  in 
executing  them,  in  respect  of  electing  the  boys  for  College, — 
But  it  surely  can  be  no  improper  observation  to  suggest, 
that  it  might  be  no  unwelcome  scene  to  the  eye  of  the  Pub- 
Uc,  could  they  see  an  emulation  of  Candidates Jbr  this  Exhi- 
bition brouglUjbrward  in  the  same  place  and  manner^  as  is 
done  in  the  Elections  of  Blundell's  Scholars. 

"  I  flatter  myself  that  I  run  no  risque  of  censure  from 
THE  Rectors  in  what  I  hint  at,  nor  from  The  Feoffees 
in  anticipating  their  concurrence  to  my  proposition.'** 

In  the  year  1741,  The  Feoffees  being  divided  in  opinion, 

in  what  manner  they  ought  to  apply  the  Trust  money,  which 

remained  after  the  discharge  of  the  general  annual  expense, 

and  which  had  arisen  from  the  deaths  of  Tenants  upon  the 

estates,  and  from  the  Legacy  given  by  Mr.  Ham,  applied  to 

Chancery  by  an  amicable  Bill,  and  in  the  Master's  Report 

it   is  said,  that  "  the  Feoffees  might  apply  the  Surplusage 

of  Blundell's  Charity  in  augmentation  of  Stipends  of 

Blundkll's  Scholars  at  Balliol,  or  Sydney  Sussex  College, 

—or,  in  addition  of  new  Scholarships, — or,  in  one  or  more 

Exhibitions  at  large  to  any  College  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
Vol.  I.  A  a 
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as  they  think  fit,  it  not  being  possible  to  establish  say  parti- 
cular sum.*^ 

An  augmentation  of  £4,  a  year  was  made  to  each  of 
Blundell's  Scholars  at  Balliol,  and  another  of  £9.  a  year 
to  each  of  those  at  Sydney  Sussex  College.  And  the  Scho- 
lars at  these  two  Colleges  have  since  had  an  addition  of  £  10.. 
a  year  each,  from  Mr.  Gilberd's  donation. 

A  Vacancy  of  a  Scholarship  may  happen  from  the  follow- 
ing causes,— t^.^ 

Insufficiency  in  Learning  after  lliree  years'  probation. 
Not  studying  Divinity  and  becoming  Preachers  of  the  word 


of  God. 

**  Having  held  a  Fellowship  Ten  years  after  A.  M  .^  or  time  to 
be  A.  M., 

^^  Death>  Marriage,  or  Acceptance  of  a  School. 

*'  Acceptance  of  a  Benefice  with  Cure  of  Souls." 

On  every  Vacancy  of  a  Scholarship,  the  College  is  obliged, 
by  the  Agreements  with  the  Feofiees,  ^^  within  Two  months 
after  to  give  notice  to  the  Feoffees,  that  they  may  make 
choice  of  another  Scholar  in  the  School :  and  the  allowance 
&c.,  of  Commons  for  two  months  following,  remains  for 
Scholars  which  shall  be  next  sent  If,  upon  notice  given, 
the  Feoffees  shall  not  within  two  months  send  a  Scholar, 
the  College  may  retain  allowance  until  Scholar  be  sent  But 
if  Scholar  be  not  sent  for  want  of  notice,  the  Scholar  next 
sent  shall  receive  allowance,  &c.,  from  the  vacancy," 

In  consequence  of  the  Vfusancy  b^g  noticed,  the  Feof- 
fees, until  the  year  1764,  met  within  a  short  space  of  time, 
and  elected  a  Scholar ;  but,  in  that  year,  an  Order  (which 
has  since  been  adhered  to)  was  made,  '^  that  tiie  Feoffees 
should  annually  meet  on  the  29th  day  of  June,  unless  that  day 
happened  on  a  Sunday,  and  then  on  the  Monday  following.*^ 

This  Order,  according  to  Mr.  Incledon,  seems  to  militate 
against  the  spirit  of  the  Agreements  already  mentioned,  and 
agiunst  promoting  Emidation  in  the  Candidates,  in  as  much 
sv  any  Procrastinfition  of  an  Election  of  a  Scholar  by  the 
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Feoffees,  throws  the  Income  of  the  vacant  Scholarship  into  a 
different  channel  from  that  in  which  it  ought  to  go :  and 
besides  that,  the  bojrs  placed  at  the  School  on  purpose  to  be 
Candidates  may,Jbr  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Feoffees 
being  present  to  elect  a  Scholar,  be  superarmiuxted. 

Within  a  few  years  past  the  Election  has  been  frequently 
put  off,  because  a  sufficient  number  of  Feoffees  did  not  aU 
tendy  which  confirms  the  propriety  of  Mr.  Incledon'^s 
remark. 

When  a  Meeting  is  holden,  ^^  a  Chairman  is  balloted  for, 
who  has  a  casting  Vote,  in  case  of  an  equality  of  Votes,  upon 
any  question  respecting  the  Trust."  The  Candidates  make 
Latin  Orations, — ^produce  Poetical  Compositions— and  are 
examined  in  the  Classics  by  the  Master,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Feoffees,  and  a  public  Audience  in  the  School. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  Candidates  be  furnished  with  a 
Certificate  of  thdr  age,  for,  as  by  the  Will  no  boy  can  re- 
main in  the  School  after  he  is  Eighteen  years  of  age,  so  he  is 
ineligible  unto  a  Scholarship,  and  inadmissible  into  College 
afler  he  has  completed  that  period. 

By  way  of  caution  to  all  parties  interested  in  the  Election 
of  Scholars  for  the  Colleges,  the  following  Orders  have  been 
made  by  the  Feoffees,  viz., 

"  That  Boys  chosen^  shall  at  the  next  term  at  fisuthest  after 
the  Election  repair  to  College,  and  that  mitil  next  term  or  admis- 
sion into  College,  they  shall  continue  at  this  School,  and  not  at 
any  other. 

*'  Boys  not  complying  with  the  above  Order,  shall  forfeit  the 
benefit  of  such  Election,  unless  prevented  by  Providence,  or 
other  reason  to  be  allowed  by  the  Feofiees. 

"  No  boy  in  future  shall  stand  as  a  Candidate,  unless  such  boy 
hath  been  resident  in  school  Three  years  next  before. 

"  No  Scholar  of  Blundell*s  School  who  shall  be  absent 
therefrom,  and  have  entered  at  either  of  the  Universities  and 
continued  there  more  than  one  Term,  shall  be  eligible  on  Blun- 
dell's  or  Ham's  Foundation.** 

Many  disputes   between  the    Feoffees  and  Balliol 
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College  have  happened :  but  none  of  them  came  to  a  legal 
determination,  except  the  case  of  Thomas  White,  in  1617  > 
who  was  refused  admittance  into  College,  on  account  of 
Superannuaiion^  and  their  rejection  of  him  was  confirmed ; 
— in  the  matter  of  Hensy  Land,  in  1781,  both  White's 
case  and  the  Statutes  of  the  College  were  urged  as  the 
grounds  of  their  refusing  him  admission. 

The  transactions  between  the  Feoffees  and  Sydney 
Sussex  College  have  never  been  interrupted. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Page 
BiCHABDs,  M.  A.,  of  New  College,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  is 
£5Q.per  annum. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Revd.  John  Ley,  of  Sydney 
Sussex  Collie,  Cambridge,  whose  Salary  has  been  increased 
from  20  marks  to  £20. 

Some  of  the  Masters  have  been  allowed  £lO.  a  year  out 
the  Trust  money,  when  they  have  wished  to  have  an  Assist- 
ant in  the  Higher  School. 

The  expense  of  Boarding  in  the  house  of  the  Master, 
or  of  the  Usher,  is  the  same,  and  is  about  £30.  per  annum. 

The  charge  for  Tuition  by  the  Master  is  Five  guineas 
per  annunif — and  by  the  Usher  Four  guineas. 

The  Pupils  pay  only  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  sums, 
according  to  the  Master  under  whose  care  they  are  placed.

William  Daddo,  M.  A.,  of  Balliol  College,  re- 
signed, lie  was  a  native  of  Cornwall,  and  a 
distinguished  Scholar.  He  died  on  the  5th  of 
August  1765,  aged  57-  In  his  time  the  School 
was  in  very  high  repute.  "  Prcefuit  digniiate 
summa^  is  truly  said  of  him  in  his  Epiti^h  in 
Tiverton  Church.  He  was  the  early  Friend  and 
Patron  of  Dr.  Kennicott. 
1757.  Philip  Atherton,  M.  A.,  of  Balliol   College, 

resigned. 
1775.  Richard  Keats,  M.  A.,  of  Magdalen  College, 
resigned.    The  Father  of  the  present  Admiral  Sir 
Richard  Goodwin  Keats,  K.  B. 
1 797'  William  Page  Richards,  M.  A.,  of  New  Collie. 
There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School :  The  Founder  having 
expressed  his  hope,  that  the  Masters  would  "  hould  them- 
selves satujied  and  contente  with  that  recompense  for  their 
travell,^  which  he  had  assigned. 

"  Near  Two  Hundred  years,''  Mr.  Incledon  observes, 
"  having  elapsed  since  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  it  is 
most  Ukely  that,  if  the  Master  or  Usher  had  not  observed 
this  Rule,  it  would  have  been  noticed  in  the  archives  of  the 
School ;  but  as  nothing  of  the  kind  appears,  there  needs  no 
further  comment  on  this  passage. — 

"  However,  I  cannot  help  remarking,  that  on  a  request  of 
the  Master,  '*  in  the  year  1779>  leave  was  given  him  to  serve 
the  Parish  of  Stoodley,''  which  is  distant  about  Five  miles 
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from  the  School-house^  and  I  am  happy  to  recollect,  that  I 
opposed  this  indulgence : — an'  indulgence  whidi  had  not 
been  granted  before,  and  which  I  hope  never  will  again, 
unless  it  is  confined  to  any  one  of  the  Portions  of  the  Church 
of  Tiverton.'' 

As  Emulation  among  Youth  in  School  Exercises  is  ever 
pleasing  and  praise-worthy,  so  whatever  tends  to  promote 
that  virtuous  feeling,  will  most  certainly  meet  with  appro- 
bation. 

A  Proposal  bding  made  by  the  Master  of  the  School,  at 
the  Meeting  of  the  Feoffees  in  the  year  177^,  for  giving  an 
Honorary  Medal  to  boys  educated  at  this  Schod,  who  should 
distinguish  themselves  by  Literary  Abilities,  it  met  with  a 
taost  cheerful  reception. 

In  the  following  year,  the  Proposal  was  renewed,  and  a 
liberal  Subscription  was  entered  into  by  the  Feoffees  then 
present,  which  was  sufficient  for  procuring  a  Die,  and  some 
Medals  in  silver  and  copper. 

Although  the  Scheme  was,  as  it  were,  in  it's  infancy,  the 
boys  were  induced  to  bring  forward  thdr  exercises  at  the 
time  of  Subscription,  upon  a  promise  of  Two  Silver  Medals. — 
The  Institution  was  then  opened  (in  1777)  by  an  Oration  in 
Latin,  on  The  Founder  of  the  School. 

As  soon  as  the  Medals  could  be  procured,  which  was 
sometime  in  the  year  1778,  the  boy  (John  Matthews)  who 
had  distinguished  himself  by  the  Oration,  and  another  boy 
(BouBCHiER  William  Wbey)  who  had  distinguished  him<- 
self  by  Speaking,  were  each  presented  with  a  Silver  Medal. 
To  the  politeness  of  Sir  Charles  Warwick  Bampfyxde, 
Bart.,  one  of  the  Feoffees,  the  Institution  is  indebted  for  the 
design  of  the  Medal,  which  was  executed  by  Mr.  Pingo  with 
his  usual  ingenuity. 

The  expense  of  the  Die  was  JE47..5..0. — ^A  Silver  Medal 
comes  to  about  7^**B^.,  and  a  Copper  one  to  about  4^. 
The  Subscription  has  been  increased  by  the  Feoffees,  who 
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have  been  elected  since  the  year  1777  ;  ^ch  of  them  haying 
generously  given  Two  guineas,  which  will  probably  secure  a 
sufficient  fund  for  supporting  the  Institution. 

But  the  grateful  feelings  of  the  Guardians  of  this  eminent 
Foundation  have  not  been  satisfied  with  this  mark  of 
Commemoration:— 

The  Feoffees  having  agreed  to  subscribe  One  guinea 
each,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  Books  to  be  given  as  a 
RswA&n  for  the  best  English  Poem  in  praise  of  The 
FouNDEB,  to  be  produced  at  the^Meeting  in  1804,  being  the 
DucENTEKABY  Anniversaby  of  the  Foundation  of  the 
School;  the  same  was  very  laudably  performed,  and  the 
Prizes  were  distributed,  on  St.  Peter's  day,  the  29th  of 
June, —

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TOTNES. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Totnes  was  founded  in  the 
Seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1554, 
when  a  portion  of  land  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  School- 
room, Guild-Hall,  and  Prison,  and  other  Offices,  was  put- 
chased  by  The  Corporation  of  Totnes  of  the  then  Possessor 
of  the  estates  of  the  ancient  Priory ;  but  there  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  at  this  time  any  endowment  fw  it's 
support. 

In  the  year  1636,  ELiZiEUs  Hele,  Esq.,  already  spoken 
of  in  the  description  of  Exeter  Free  School  and  who 
ol)tained  the  appellation  of  "  Pious  Uses  Hele^*'  left  his  large 
property  to  Trustees  to  undefined  pious  uses,— and  Sir 
John  Maynard,  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  acting 
Trustee,  out  of  this  Trust  property,  endowed  The  Grammar 
School  of  Totnes  with  the  Fee  Simple  of  a  Tenement  near 
Rostabridge^  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Harberion,  then 
valued  at  nearly  £40.  a  year,  and  containing  about  Sixty 
acres,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Master;  before  which 
period,  it  is  supposed,  that  the  Master  was  supported  by 
The  Corporation. 

There  are  no  Statutes  nor  Ordinances  in  existence. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely,  on 
the  payment  of  Six  guineas  per  annum.  Two  boys,  how- 
ever, are  sent  by  The  Corporation  to  be  educated,  free  of 
expense.  The  age  for  admission  is  not  limited,  neither  is 
there  any  particular  form. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  or  Eccle- 
siastical advantages^  attached  to  this  School. 
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« 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  James  Champion  Hicks, 
who  takes  a  few  Boarders  only,  at  the  annual  sum  of  £55. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Edward  Lye,  the  Antiquary  and  learned  Saxon  and 

Gothic  Scholar,  whose  Father  kept  the  School. 
Benjamin  Kennicott,  D.  D.,  the  Hebrew  Scholar,  and 

Canon  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford. 
Philip  Fubneaux,  a  learned  Dissenting  Minister. 
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BLANDFORD. 

The  Frbs  School  at  Blandpord  stands  a  little  to  the 
North-West  of  the  Church ;  but  when,  or  by  whom  it  was 
founded,  is  not  known.  A  donation  of  £5.  per  annum  by 
Mr.  Williams  is  the  chief  part  of  the  Endowment 

The  anonymous  Author  of  a  description  of  some  places  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  in  1579,  says,  ^^  Here  was  then  a 
School  of  great  fame,  one  Miller,  Master,  a  man  of  great 
fame  and  learning/' 

This  cannot  now,  however,  be  considered  a  Free  Gram- 
mar School,  as  the  present  Master,  The  Revd*  Mr.  Wise, 
pays  rent  for  the  School-house,  and  is  under  no  obligation 
to  teach  grcUuUotisly  any  of  the  Children  of  the  Town. 

Archbishop  Wake  was  educated  here,  under  Mr.  Cur-

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CRANBORNE. 

It  is  certain  that  there  was  formerly  a  Gbamhae  School 
at  Cravborne,  as  Edward  Stillingfleet,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Worcester,  was  educated  here,  but  no  satisfactory  evidence 
can  be  produced  concerning  it*s  endowment 

The  present  "  Accudutmy^  was  established  by  The  Revi 
John  Thompson,  Vicar  of  Horton,  and  is  kept  over  the 
Market-House  which  was  erected  some  time  since  by  The 
Marquis  of  Salisbury,  without  any  endowment  but  the 
room. 
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DORCHESTER. 

The  Free  School  of  Dorchester  was  built  by  Edward 
Hardy,  of  Wyke  near  Weymouth,  his  endowment  bearing 
date  the  3d  of  August,  in  the  Twenty-first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1579,  being  for  a  Master  and  an 
Usher  to  teach  natives  of  the  Town.  The  Trustees  are 
Ten  in  number ; — ^Five  of  whom  are  chosen  from  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the.  County, — and  Five  from  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  Town.     There  is  no  Common  Seal. 

The  present  endowment  consists  of  a  small  farm  in  the 
Parish  of  Froome  Vauchurch,  which  is  now  let  for  £30.  per 
annum ;— and  Quit  Hents  arising  from  Dwelling-houses  in 
the  Town  of  Dorchester,  let  on  leases  for  Lives,  renewable 
on  payment  of  Fines  ; — together  with  a  Chief  Rent  of  £2- 
per  annum  arising  from  an  estate  at  Shilvinghampton ; — 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  £53,  per  annum. 

The  renewals  of  Lives  in  these  Houses  may  be  averaged 
at  £20.  occasionally  ;  but  this  advantage  is  now  sequestered 
from  the  Master,  to  make  up  the  money  which  was  borrowed 
to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  for  repairing  the  premises 
in  1815. 

A  large  room  in  the  Dwelling-house,  belonging  to  the 
School,  was  used  as  a  School  for  the  Lower  boys  before  the 
year  1660,  and  was  no  doubt  the  original  School  built  by  the 
Townsmen,  before  Mr.  Hardy's  Foundation ;  for  a  little 
South  of  the  House  door,  upon  the  wall,  are  the  Queen's 
Arms,  supported  by  a  Lion  and  a  Wy  vem,  and  under  them 
the  date  1569. 

The  School  having  suflfered  much  in  a  great  Fire  which 
happened  in  the  Town  in  1613,  Robert  Cheke,  then  Mi- 
nister and  Schoolmaster,  built  what  is  now  the  great  School, 
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with  the  Library  over  it.  Sir  Robeet  Napieb  having  given 
some  ground  for  the  purpose,  so  that  this  was  an  addition  to 
the  onginal  building. 

The  House  designed  for  the  Usher,  has  long  ^nce  been 
disposed  of,  and  the  situation  of  an  Usher  entirely  relin- 
quished. 

There  is  a  small  Exhibition  at  any  College,  in  either  Uni^ 
versity,  for  a  native  of  this  town,  amounting  to  £5.  per 
Ofnimum^  which  arises  from  the  profits  of  the  Market. 

There  are  also  two  Exhibitions  of  £10.  ptr  annum  each 
at  St.  John'^s  College,  Cambridge,  for  Scholars  from  St.  FauFs 
School,  London,  or  the  Free  School  of  Dorchester. 

This  School  flourished  exceedingly  under  the  happy  aus- 
pices of  The  Revd.  John  Watson  ;  from  40  to  60  Boarders 
were  educated  in  his  house,  and  it  was  a  Seminary  of  very 
great  repute. 

The  School  also  maintained  it^s  credit  during  the  Master- 
ship of  The  Revd.  John  Cutlss,  now  Head  Master  of  The 
Free  School  at  Sherborne. 

The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  Evan  Davibs,  A.  B., 
was  appointed  on  the  16th  of  October,  1814.  He  found 
the  School  dwindled  down  to  Ten  Boarders ;  the  greater 
part  of  whom  retired  from  it,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
RiCHMAN.  He'liad  the  arduous  task  of  raising  a  School 
thus  diminished,  and  to  contend  with  others  which  had 
benefited  by  it's  decay.  His  endeavours  have  not  been 
wanting,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  crowned  with  the 
success  which  he  deserves. 

The  present  Salary  is  £53.  per  annum^  together  with  a 
House,  rent  free ;  But  the  Master  pays  all  taxes  to  which 
the  House  is  subject,  except  the  Window  Tax  for  the 
School  and  Dormitory  over  it.  He  also  pays  the  Poor 
rates.

It  is  requested  that  eadi  young  Gentleman  be  provided 
with  six  Towels. 

The  utmost  care  and  attention  are  paid  to  llie  Health  and 
Morals  of  the  youg  Grentlemen. 

The  plan  of  Education  pursued  in  Dorchester  School, 
bears  a  strict  resemblance  to  the  system  introduced  into 
Winchester  College  by  Bishop  Huktikgfobd,  the  present 
Warden. 

In  the  method  of  teaching  the  Greek  language,  the 
Kshop^s  rules  are  invariably  adhered  to;  and  all  his  Publi- 
cations, introductory  to  that  language,  are  read  by  the 
Students  when  first  conmiencing  Greek. 

The  edition  of  the  works  of  Pindar  by  H.  Huntingfobd, 
LL.B.,  is  now  introduced  into  the  School;  b^ng  considered 
a  publication  of  great  utility,  to  facilitate  the  Lieamer's  pro- 
gress in  the  rendering  of  that  difficult  author  with  propriety. 

The  various  Greek  authors  read  in  the  School,  are  copies 
of  the  most  correct  and  authorized  editions,  viz.. 

Homer,  Oxford  edition,  at  the  Clarendon  Press. 

Sophocles,  Brunck's  edition,  Oxford. 

EuEiPiDEs,  Person's  edition,  Oxford.

The  Latin  Poets  read  in  the  School  are  generally  Del- 
PHiN  editions ;  as  are  also  the  Prose  authors. 

The  Sciences  of  Mathematics,  Algebra,  Geometry,  &c., 
are  taught  in  the  Schod  by  a  very  able  Professor.     Certain 
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hours  of  particular  days  in  the  week  are  allotted  and  set 
apart  for  those,  who  are  desirous  of  bdmg  made  acquainted 
with  these  useful  Sciences. 

The  Evenings  in  each  particular  day  of  the  week  are  de- 
voted to  Compositions,  Prose  and  Verse  alternately;  and 
other  exaxdses  proportioned  to  the  progress  of  the  different 
Scholars. 

On  Sunday  Evenings  the  authors  read  for  instilling  Reli- 
gious knowledge  into  the  minds  of  the  Pupils,  are  Sakd- 
FOBD^s  Lectures  on  the  Church  Catechism, — Gilpin^s  Lec- 
tures,— and  other  little  Tracts  correspondent  to  the  years  of 
the  Pupils. 

The  School-house  at  Dorchester  is  very  commodious,  com- 
prising a  very  fine  School-room  50  feet  by  23  ;  and  several 
excellent  Bed-rooms ;  and  is  considered  sufficiently  laige  for 
the  accommodation  of  Sixty  Boarders.     There  is  an  excel-

The  Presentation  to  the  United  Recturies  of  St.  Peter 
and  The  Holy  Trinity  is  stated  to  belong  to  the  Trustees 
of  this  Establishment. 
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EVERSHOT,  near  Sherborne. 

The  Fbeb  Geammak  School  at  Eveeshot  was  founded  by 
CmtisTOPHER  Stickland,  of  Yealdon,  in  the  County  of 
Bedford,  Gentleman,  by  Indenture  dated  the  20th  of  Novem- 
ber, in  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Chaelbs  the 
First,  1628,  to  the  intent «'  to  have  a  Free  School  for  reading, 
writing,  and  Grammar  erected  and  settled  within  the  Town 
of  Evershot  afbresud  (where  he  was  bom),  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  breeding  of  men  children  which  have  or  shall  here- 
after be  born  in  the  same  Town,  and  in  the  Parish  of  Frome 
St  Quintin ;  and  also  for  any  other  that  he  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  thereto  to  be  tau^t  the  same,  not  exceeding 
the  number  of  Four;  and  for  that  purpose  to  provide  and 
allot  some  competent  sustentation  and  maintenance  to  and 
for  a  Schoolmaster  there  successively  for  ever,  to  train  up, 
instruct,  and  teach  the  same  Children  in  good  Learning, 
true  Religion,  and  the  fear  of  God.*^ 

And  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same  he  gave  a  house  and  80 
acres  of  land  situate  at  Over  Eangcombe>  in  the  Parish  of  Toller 
Porcorum,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  to  be  let  on  lease  ^'  from 
seven  years  to  seven  years  continually  for  ever,  at  the  best  im- 
proved yearly  rent  or  value  that  shall  or  may  be  made,  or  will 
be  given  for  the  same  ;**  the  yearly  rent  and  other  profits  to  be 
'^  for  and  towards  the  yearly  stipend  and  maintenance  of  some 
honest,  painfull,  and  sufficient  learned  Schoolmaster.**  The 
Schoolmaster  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder  during  his  lifo 
time ;  and  after  by  the  Feoffees,  or  the  greatest  number  of  them> 
successively.    The  Salary  to  be  paid  half  yearly. 

And  moreover,  *'  that  every  of  the  male  Children  whether 
either  of  the  kind^  or  blood  of  the  Founder,  or  of  the  name  of 
Stickland,  and  who  have  been  or  shall  be  bom  within  Thirty 
miles  of  the  Town  of  Evershot,  and  any  other  that  shall  be  sent 
thither  by  the  Founder,  his  heirs,  or  assigns  not  exceeding  the 
number  of  Four,  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  for  ever  received 
and  taught  in  tl^  said  School,  until  they  severally  attain  the  age 
of  Eighteen  jtan,  freely  and  without  giving,  paying,  or  being

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demanded  to  pay  any  money  or  other  recompense  for  their  teach- 
ing or  learning  in  the  said  school." 

And  furthermore,  inasmuch  as  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Evershot  had  promised  and  agreed  to  convert  the 
Town-house  or  Church-house>  together  with  an  acre  of  land 
thereunto  belonging,  to  and  for  the  use  of  a  School-house,  and 
for  Scholars  there  to  be  taught>  the  Founder  therefore  gave  the 
sum  of  £M.,  and  also  gave  and  delivered  by  the  direction  and 
appointment  of  Petronell  Byworth,  his  Sister^  deceased^  the 
sum  of  j£50.  to  the  Feoffees,  for  a  Stock  to  be  employed  for  the 
benefit  and  maintenance  of  the  Poor  of  Evershot  and  Rampisham 
for  ever :  30s.  of  the  annual  interest  thereof  to  be  for  the  main- 
tenance and  relief  of  the  poor  of  Rampisham,  wherein  the  said 
Pktronell  Byworth  was  bom  -,  and  20s.  to  be  given  yearly  to 
some  honest,  learned  men,  whom  the  Feoffees  shall  nominate,  to 
preach  Two  Sermons  yearly  for  ever>  one  on  the  Feast  of  St. 
Michael  the  Archangel,  and  the  other  on  the  First  day  of  May 
in  the  Town  of  Evershot :  and  the  residue  to  be  for  relief  c^ 
the  Poor  of  Evershot,  to  be  bestowed  as  well  in  providing  of 
wool,  flax,  hemp,  and  other  necessaries  to  set  such  of  the  poor 
penons  to  work  as  are  thereunto  able,  as  also  in  providing 
of  bread  and  clothing  for  such  other  of  the  poor  as  are  aged, 
weak,  sick,  or  impotent,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Parson,  Church- 
Wardens,  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  the  time  being. 

The  Feoffees  are  Twelve  in  number,  and  on  being  reduced 
to  Four,  the  Survivors  are  to  appoint  "  Eight  other  persons  of 
good  quality,**  for  the  performance  of  the  Trust.  And  in  case 
of  the  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Trustees  to*  demise  or  let  the  said 
messuages  and  lands,  or  to  pay  and  employ  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  thereof  tovirards  the  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  at 
Evershot,  ''that  then  and  at  all  times  of  fsiiling,  the  Schoolmaster 
there  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  Parson  of  Evershot, 
and  the  Church- wardens,  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  there  for  the 
tune  being,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  (whereof  the  P&rson  of 
Evershot  for  the  time  then  being  to  be  one)  shall  and  may  in 
the  name  of  the  said  Feofiees  contract  for  leases  of  the  said  mes- 
soages  and  lands  for  the  like  term  of  Seven  years^  at  the  best 
improved  yearly  balance  thfe  same  will  yield." 

And  if  any  Schoolmaster  ''  shall  happen  to  prove  disordered 
of  behaviour,  or  otherwise  unfit  to  teach  and  train  up  Children 
according  to  the  true  meaning  of  these  presents^  that  then  the 
said  Christopher  Stickland  during  his  life  time,  and  after  his 
decease,  the  said  Feo£Eees>  or  the  greatest  number  of  them  for  the 
time  being,  shall  and  may  displace  and  put  out  such  disordered 
and  unfit  person,  and  place  in  such  other  fit  person  firom  time 
to  time,  as  they  in  their  discretion  shall  think  meet." 
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The  present  rental  of  the  Endowment  is  £  145.  per  annum ; 
together  ^th  the  School-house  and  acre  of  land,  which  may 
be  estimated  at  about  £10.  or  £12.  more.

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GILLINGHAM,  near  SHAPrasBuitY. 

The  Founder  of  Thx  Fees  School  nt  Gillingham  id 
unknown. 

By  a  Decree  in  Chancery,  in  1598>  relative  to  the  Parish  Lands, 
it  appears,  that  sundry  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  par- 
cel of  the  Customary  Lands  of  the  Manor  of  Gillingham,  were 
conveyed  and  assured  to  the  use  of  sundry  persons  and  their  heirs, 
in  Trust,  that  out  of  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  there  might 
be  perpetually  maintained  within  this  Town  a  Schoolmaster,  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  good  Literature,  and  for  the  better 
dischaige  of  their  duty  to  God,  the  King,  and  the  Common- 
wealth ;— 'and  that  the  Church  of  Gillingham  may  be  better  re- 
paired ;— poor  People  there  relieved  j — Prisoners  refifcshed ; — and 
Highways,  Causeways,  and  Bridges  thereabouts,  kept  and  main- 
tained. 

By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Gillingham  on  the  28th  of  Septem- 
ber, in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabbth, 
1599,  it  was  directed,  that  the  interests  of  the  Copyholders  shall 
be  conveyed  by  Surrender  from  time  to  time  unto  Twelve  of 
the  Customary  Tenants  of  the  said  Manor,  to  hold  by  Copy  of 
Court-Roll  to  them  and  their  Heirs,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Manor,  by  the  Fines,  Heriots,  Customs  and  Services  thereof  due 
and  accustomed ;  which  Twelve  persons,  and  the  Survivors  of 
them,  shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Feoffees  of  the 
Lands  of  Gillingham,  appointed  to  Charitable  Uses  :"— 

That  the  sum  of  Twenty  marks  yearly  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  these  Lands,  shall  be  employed  to  the  finding  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  Schoolmaster  at  Gillingham,  to  teach  the  Children  of 
the  Pari^oners,  gratis;  and  thioit  the  election  or  removal  of 
him  shall  be  by  The  Feoffees,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Vicar. 

In  the  year  1680,  the  School  was  augmented  by  Dr. 
Davekant,  with  £5.  per  annum.  And,  in  1698,  Mr. 
Cheistophee  Estmond  gave  £S.  per  annum  more. 

A  portion  of  the  property,  in  1799,  was  surrendered  to 
Stephen  Aenolb,  then  Proprietor  of  The  Phasnix  Inn,  ad- 
joining,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied  to  the  Redemption 
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of  the  Land-Taxy  from  the  other  property  in  GilUngbam, 
under  the  Act  of  the  38^  Geo.  III.  chap.  60. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  49o.  Geo.  III.,  1809,  for  indos- 
ing  the  waste  lands  within  this  Parish,  an  addition  of  about 
three  acres  was  made  to  the  Estates :  and  in  consequence 
thereof  and  of  many  exchanges  and  improvements  effected 
about  that  time,  the  situation  of  the  limds  was  materially 
altered.  The  present  quanti^  of  land  belonging  to  the 
School  b  88»..0'..15P. 

This  is  now,  and  has  been  for  a  connderable  time  past, . 
merely  a  Village  School,  nothing  beyond  English,  writing, 
and  arithmetic  being  taught  in  it 

The  Master  has  a  Dwelling-house,  and  a  Salary  of  £40. 
per  omnium ;  and  instructs  18  Boys  gratis. 

The  Back-Rent  of  the  Estate  is  nearly  £200.  j?^  anftuni, 
which  is  fidthfully  applied  to  the  objects  of  the  Charity. 

This  School,  according  to  Mr.  Hutchins,  was  formerly 
in  good  repute.  In  the  great  Rebellion,  it  was  full  of  the 
Sons  of  Loyal  Grentiemen.  Lord  Chancellor  Clabenbok 
had  part  of  his  Educaticm  here ;  and,  it  was  the  first  pre- 
ferment of  Dr.  FiukMrroN,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Glou- 
cester. 
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MILTON  ABBAS,  near  Blandford. 

The  Free  Gbammab  School  at  Milton  was  founded  by 
W1LLLA.M  MiDDLETON,  Abbot  of  MiltoD,  in  the  Twelfth 
year  of  King  Henby  the  Eighth,  1521 :  who,  about  the 
same  time,  purchased  of  Thomas  Eibton  the  Manor, 
Farm,  and  Free  Chapel  of  Little  Majrne,  containing  200 
acres  of  land,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  which  he  en- 
dowed the  School 

By  Deed,  dated  the  10th  of  February^  152  L>  under  the  Com- 
mon Seal  of  the  Abbey  of  Milton^  the  said  Abbot,  with  the  con- 
sent of  his  Convent,  grants  the  Manor  and  premises  of  Little 
Mayne  to  Thomas  Kirton,  which  had  been  before  purdiased  of 
him,  upon  Trust,  that  he  should  convey  the  same  to  Sir  Gijubs 
Strang  WAYS  and  other  Feoffees,  to  the  intent  to  maintain  a  Free 
Grammar  School  in  the  Town  of  Milton,  and  to  employ  the 
profits  of  the  said  Manor  and  premises  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
Sdiool,  and  of  a  Schoolmaster  for  the  term  of  Ninety-seven 
years  :  But,  if  within  that  time  license  might  be  obtained  to 
alien  the  said  Manor  and  premises  in  mortmain,  that  then  the 
Feoffees  should  grant  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  School ; 
But,  if  such  license  could  not  be  obtained,  that  then  the  Feofiees, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  should  sell  the  Manor  and 
premises,  and  employ  the  money  arising  therefrom  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  School,  as  long  as  might  be. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Abbot*s  direction,  the  Manor,  feurm,  and 
Free  Chapel  of  Little  Mayne  were  conveyed  by  Kirton,  in  the 
Twenty-e'ghth  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  to  the  several  Feoffees,' for 
the  purposes  expressed  in  his  grant. 

The  Feoffees  were  empowered  to  *'  visit,  place,  and  displace 
the  Schoolmaster,  wherein  they  should  also  confer  with  and  use 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Six  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Milton."  And  it  appears,  that  the  School  ''being  seated 
even  in  the  middle  of  the  County  of  Dorset*'  was  "of  good  regard, 
and,  in  former  times,  much  frequented." 

In  1734,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Milton  having  rebuilt 

his  Manaon  House,  and  deeming  the  School-house  to  be  an 

impediment  to  his  plan  of  ornamenting  the  environs,  brought 
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a  Bill  into  Parliament  for  removing  it  to  Dorchester,  ten 
miles  distant  from  Milton.  This  measure  was  opposed  by 
the  Feoffees ;  and  the  project  was  finally  abandoned. 

But,  in  the  succeeding  year,  application  was  made  to  Par- 
liament to  remove  the  School  to  the  Town  of  Blandford : 
which  measure  was  also  opposed  by  the  Feoffees,  but  with 
different  success ;  for  an  Act  was  then  obtained  ^*  for  vest- 
ing the  School-house,  &c.,  in  or  near  the  Town  of  Milton, 
in  Joseph  Lord  Miltok  and  his  Heirs,  in  lieu  of,  or  in 
compensation  for,  a  messuage  or  tenement,  &c.,  situate  in 
the  Town  of  Blandford  Forum,  of  greater  value." 

To  the  honour  of  the  Feoffees  it  ought  to  be  remembered, 
that  during  a  litigation  of  more  than  Twenty  years,  which 
was  attended  with  an  enormous  expense,  tlwy  paid  the  whciU 
out  of  their  private  purses^  wiAotU  charging  a  single  Shil' 
ling  to  the  cuxount  of  the  Charity :  an  example  well  worthy 
of  Imitation ! 

By  the  removal  of  the  School  to  Blandford,  a  distance  of 
^  miles  from  Milton  Abbas,  the  original  intention  of  Thb 
Founder  has  been  entirely  defiated,  and  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  have  been  lost  to  the  public,  as  no  children 
have  been  sentjbr  education  since  tfiat  period !

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SHAFTESBURY. 

The  Gbahmae  School  at  Shaftesbctbt,  which  was  for 
ttSBOij  years  a  principal  Seminary  in  the  West  of  England^ 
is  now  no  more. 

There  is  not,  however,  to  be  found  any  trace  of  a  regular 
JQndowment :  all  that  is  certainly  known  is,  that  there  was 
a  commodious  School-house,  garden,  and  offices  in  BimpoH 
Street^  which,  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  King  Chables 
the  First,  for  the  consideration  of  £40.,  were  conveyed  by 
Jans,  Wife  of  Hugh  Gbove,  Esq.,  of  Chisenbury,,  Daugh- 
ter of  William  Gbovb,  Esq.,  of  Shaftesbury,  to  Wuxiah 
Whitakeb,  Esq.,  of  that  place,  and  William  Hubman, 
Gentleman. 

Mr.  Whitaker  and  Mr.  Hubman  by  Indenture  of  Feoffinent^ 
dated  in  1646^  recite,  that  heretofore  the  said  William  Whita- 
kbb  and  William  Hurman  did  with  the  sum  of  £A0.,  the  pro* 
per  monies  of  the  said  William  Whitaker,  purchase  one  mes- 
suage, tenement,  and  gardens  thereafter  mentioned,  originally 
intended  for  the  use  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capital  Bur- 
gessess  of  the  Borough  of  Shaston  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
Successors,^'  to  be  by  them  employed  to  and  for  the  erecting  and 
fnaking  of  a  School-house  or  Free  School  within  the  Borough  of 
Shaston  and  accommodation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  to  be  conveyed  over 
by  the  said  William  Whitakeb  and  William  Hubman  on  pay- 
ment  to  the  former  of  £40.  by  the  said  Mayor,  Recorder,  andCa^ 
pital  Burgesses''* 

And  the  said  William  Whitakeb,  and  Willlam  Hubman, 
grant  the  premises  (describing  them  as  then  being  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Thomas  Garden,  M.A.,  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School,)  to  Albinus  Muston,  Gentleman,  and  Nicholas  Coo- 
per, of  Shaftesbury,  Gentleman,  and  their  Heirs,  to  the  use  of 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capital  Burgesses  of  Shaston  fbr  the 
time  being,  and  their  Successors,  according  to  the  intent  of  the 
original  purchase. 

If  it  should  be  asked,  how  a  School-master  having  only 

a  Salary  of  40^.  could  have  been  induced  to  take  boys,  and 

to  educate  them  grammatically  the  only  probable  answer 

is, — That  the  Parsonage-house  of  the  Town  being  wholly 
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unfit  for  a  Clergjrman  to  reade  in,  whilst  the  School-house 
was  very  commodious, — and  the  person  succeeding  to  the 
House,  probably  succeeded  to  the  benefit  of  a  Grammar 
School  then  in  good  rtpuJte. 

Dr.  Abbot  successively  Master  of  the  Public  Schods  at 
Abingdon  in  Berkshire  and  of  Colchester  in  Essex,  Father 
of  the  late  distinguished  Speaker  of  The  House  of  Cammons 
now  Chables  Lord  Colchester,  was  educated  upon  the 
Foundation  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Claekb. 

By  the  List  of  Masters  it  appears,  that  to  Mr.  Mitchell 
succeeded  The  Revd.  Mr.  Topham,  and  to  him  his  son, 
both  of  whom  kept  a  Grammar  School,  but  there  was  no 
Scholar  taken  gratmUmsly : — ^the  latter,  however,  leaving 
the  Town  of  Shaftesbury,  the  house  was  untenanted  and  the 
buildings  became  much  out  of  repair.  The  Corporation  was 
too  poor,  or  was  unwilling  to  repair  them,  and  the  Schocd, 
as  a  Grammar  School,  may  firom  that  time  be  considered  (U 
ai  an  end. 

It  is  true,  that  The  Bevd.  Mr.  Cheistie  afterwards  kept  a 
Grammar  School  in  the  same  house,  but  he  paid  a  rent  tor 
it,  and  had  not  the  408.  Stipend. 

Although  there  is  now  a  Grammar  School  here,  it  ia  not 
kept  on  the  old  scite, — nor  is  there  now  any  allowance  fixun 
The  Corporation,  as  they  considered  the  40s.  per  aumum  in 
the  nature  of  a  free  gift  to  the  Master, — and,  therefiire,  the 
regular  School  may  be  considered  €U  eatinct.  But  the  House 
remains,  and  the  Corporation  receive  the  rent  of  it 

There  is  a  Manuscript  in  the  hand  writing  of  William 

Whitaker,  which  was  found  amongst  other  curious  Papers 

at  Motcombe  near  Shaftesbury,  where  he  had  resided,  and 

which  is  as  follows, — 

''  le.ffeb.  1  Car.  1625.  AVilliam  Earl  of  Pembroke  by  Deed 
indented  (for  the  erection  and  perpetuall  continuance  of  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Shaston^  and  for  the  rent  yearly  reserved)  did 
give,  grant,  enfeoffe,  and  confirme  unto  Sir  Francis  Ashley^  Sir 
Walter  Erlb,  John  Brown,   Esq.,  John  Whitb^  Gierke^ 
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Waltbb  Nbwborou6h>  Gierke,  ANTHomr  Pbowsb,  Gierke, 
ESMOND  GoLE,  and  Ghristophbb  Webb,  of  Shaston,  Gentle- 
xnen>  their  Heires  and  Assignes,  all  that  messuage,  tenement, 
and  stone  built  house,  and  three  cottages  near  adjoining  on  the 
south  part  of  the  said  stone  built  house,  called  or  known  by  the 

name  of ''  The  Maudlm;'  &c.  in  Shaston. ^Together  with  all 

gardens,  backsides,  and  plotts  of  ground  therewith  or  with  any 
part  thereof  used  or  enjoyed,  with  the  appurtenances, — and  also 
one  little  house  or  cottage,  and  a  little  garden  plott  adjoyning 
oa  the  North  part  or  side  of  the  said  MawiUn,  now  or  late  in  the 
possession  of  Elizabeth  Tycb  aU  Huissb, — all  containing  one 
acre  and  half,  and  by  the  Deed  are  p~ticularly  bounded  and  sett 
Ibrfli.— And  further  grants  them  a  plot  of  ground  leading  finom 
the  Ghurch-yard  of  St  Trinity  by  the  Lo.  Abundell's  stable 
orer  Sansoms  green  and  through  two  little  gardens  between 
Saauoms  green  and  the  MaudUn  for  a  way,  which  shall  containe 
about  95  .perches  in  length  and  io  foot  in  bredth, — and  the 
iBTBrclon  of  all  the  jTmisses,  Habendu  to  the  said  Feoffees  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  intent  diat  they  and  their  heirs  shall  imploy 
the  jTmisses  for  ever,  for  a  school-house,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
mch  a  Schoolmaster  as  the  said  Feoffees  and  tiieir  heirs,  or  the 
g^reater  number  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate  and 
appoint, — rendring  4d.  rent  yearly, — with  a  Letter  of  Attorney 
to  execute  livery  and  seisin  which  is  not  endorsed  to  be  done, 
therefore  it  is  probable  it  was  never  executed, — Yet  may  this  be 
good  without  livery  by  the  Statutes  for  Gharitable  uses,  and  by 
the  very  words  of  the  Statute,  being  by  Deed. 

**  This  original  Deed  was  delivered  into  my  hands  by  Sir 
Walteb  Erle  and  Mr.  John  White,  two  of  the  ffeoffees  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Town  and  Gorporation  of  Shaston, — and  there- 
upon the  Gorporation  bestowed  above  JC40.  in  reparations  on 
The  MaudUn. 

**  Yet  afterwards  Sir  Walteb  Eble  sent  for,  and  had  the 
originall  Deed  again  out  of  my  hands,  on  f^tence  he  would  get  a 
new  grant  thereof  from  Phillip  Earl  of  Pbmbbokb,  because  it 
was  conceived  the  first  Deed  was  void  by  the  death  of  William 
Earle  of  Pembbokb  before  livery  made.  But  I  have  a  copie  of 
the  first  Deed  truly  examined.    Will.  Whitakeb.** 

Although  by  this  unworthy  artifice  of  Sir  Walteb  Eblb  the 
Gorporation  had  not  the  benefit  of  this  Deed,  yet  the  persons  in 
possession  considering  that  Lord  Pembboke  had  parted  with  his 
right  in  the  premises,  treated  the  property  as  their  own,  'till  at 
length  the  Parish  Officers  relieving  these  persons  from  the  Poor 
stock,  seized  upon  the  property,  and  it  is  now  the  Parish'House  for 
the  Poor  of  Tbe  Holy  Tbinity,  in  Shaftesbury ! 
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SHERBORNE. 

The  Free  GbahmaK  School  at  Shekbosne,  which  adjoins 
to  the  East  end  of  the  {Church,  was  founded,  and'Teiy 
liberally  endowed  by  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  in  the 
Fourth  year  of  his  reign,  1551. 

By  the  original  Charter,  Twenty  of  the  Principal  InbabitanlB 
of  the  Town  of  Sherborne  were  appointed  Governoiis,  consti- 
tuted a  Body  Corporate,  and  empowered  to  elect  new  Governors 
as  often  as  vacancies  should  happen  in  their  number.  And>  fbr 
the  support  of  the  School,  the  King  granted  them  the  wh<^  of 
the  Dissolved  Chantry  of  Martock,  in  the  County  of  Somerset, 
^vith  all  it's  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances,  with  the 
capital  mansion  of  the  said  Chantry,  and  all  thereto  belonging, 
in  the  Parish  of  Martock>  and  all  ihe  messiuige,  rents,  &c.,  late 
parcel  of  the  posssesions  of  the  said  Chantry,  situate  at  Brad- 
ford, Brand,  and  Barnardsley,  in  the  Parish  of  Wimbome,  and 
elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset  :<— and  also  all  the  Disserved 
Chantry  of  St  Catherine  in  the  Church  of  Gillingham,  fai  the 
Coimty  of  Dorset,  with  the  capital  Mansion  of  the  same  Chantiy, 
in  Gillingham,  and  all  the  messuages  and  lands  in  Gillingham^ 
Sylton,  Mylton,  and  Cumbermeade,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  same 
Coimty,  late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  said  Chantry ;— and 
also  all  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Litchet  Maltravers,  and 
Stomminster  Marshal,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset, 
lately  belonging  to  Gibbon's  Chantry  in  Litchet  Maltravers,  and 
then  in  the  tenure  of  Sir  Thomas  Trenchard  ;— and  also  the 
whole  Free  Chapel  of  ThtmUon,  in  the  Parish  of  MamhuU^  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  and  all  lands  thereto  belonging ;  and  also 
Thirty  acres  of  land  in  the  Parish  of  Symoodsborough,  which 
belonged  to  the  Chantry  of  St  Catherine  in  the  Church  of 
Ilminster,  in  the  Coimty  of  Somerset  -,  to  be  holden  by  the  said 
Governors  oi  the  King,  as  of  his  Manor  of  Stalbridge,  paying 
yearly  into  the  Court  of  Augmentations  the  sum  of  13^.. 4^. 

His  Majesty  also  granted  them  a  Conmion  Seal>  a  power  to 
plead  and  to  be  impleaded,  and  to  elect  two  Schoolmasters,  and, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  Bristol,  to  make  Rules  and 
Statutes  fbr  the  government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  and 
for  the  disposal  and  preservation  of  the  Estates  and  Revenues  of 
the  School. 

This  Grant  was  renewed,  or  confirmed,  and  a  new  clause 
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added^  in  the  Fifth  year  of  Edwabd  the  Sixths  1552>  to  empower 
the  Governors  to  purchase  lands  to  the  amount  of  £20.  per 
annum. 

The  Revenues  of  the  School  have  been  formerly  much 
negl^ted,  if  not  abused ;  but  new  Regidations  have  of  late 
years  been  proposed  and  adapted.  For  the  improvements 
whidi  have  taken  place  in  these  Charities,  the  Public  are 
indebted  in  a  great  measure  to  the  late  Revd.  John  Chafie, 
who  was  for  some  time  a  very  active  Brother  of  the  Alms- 
house,  and  Gfovenior  of  the  School. 

A  body  of  Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  School 
was  drawp  up  soon  after  it  was  founded;  but  they  have 
been  altered  from  time  to  time  by  the  advice  of  the  Bishops 
of  Bbistol  : — 

By  the  Statutes  whidi  were  made  on  the  10th  of  October, 
1G79>  it  is  directed,  that  the  Upper  Master  shall  be  a  Afoster  of 
Arts  at  least,  of  one  of  the  Two  Universities,  well  skilled  in 
the  Latin  and  Greek  lang^uages,  &c.;  and  that  he  shall  be  ob- 
liged to  undertake  no  other  profession  (otherwise  than  a  IMBnis- 
ter  of  the  Church  of  England),  that  may  divert  his  diligence  and 
care  from  the  said  School : — 

The  Usher  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  as  the  Upper  Master : — 

But  it  is  not  requisite  that  the  Masters  should  have  entered 
into  Holy  Orders : — 

Every  Scholar  that  shall  be  admitted  into  the  said  School, 
shall  pay  unto  the  Schoolmaster  Is.  6d.,  whereof  4d.  shall  be  for 
the  Master,  and  4d.  for  the  Usher ;  And  of  so  many  as  shall  be 
yearly  admitted  into  the  said  School,  between  the  Feast  of  St. 
Michael  and  the  same  Feast  next  after,  the  Schoolmaster  shall 
deliver  up  a  RoU  of  their  names,  with  4td.  for  every  name  so 
inrolled  unto  the  Warden,  to  be  inroUed  in  a  Book  for  that  pur- 
pose kept  by  the  Warden,  and  6d,  towards  the  increase  of  Books 
in  the  Libbaby,  for  which  the  Warden  shall  yearly  give  an 
account : —  ' 

Each  Boy  to  pay  6d.  annually  towards  Books. 

The  Master^  and  Brethren  of  the  Alms-house,  have 
usually  been  Governors,  and  each  in  their  turn  Warden  and 
Sub-Warden  of  the  School. 

The  present  site  of  the  School  (formerly  a  part  of  The 
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Abbey)  was  granted  to  the  6avern<ns  by  Sir  John  HomsBT, 
of  Clifton,  about  the  first  or  second  year  of  Philif  and 
Mabit,  1553-4.  The  South  side,  and  the  centre  of  the 
Upper  Master's  house,  were  part  of  the  West  end  of  the 
Chills  of  Our  Ladffj  and  of  Our  Lady  of  Bow.  The 
grcnned  arches  and  tracery,  once  richly  painted  and  gilt,  still 
remain  in  the  bed-nxmis,  exactly  corresponding  in  style  and 
ornaments  with  the  stone  roof  of  the  Church.  When  these 
Chapek  were  converted  into  a  Dwellliig-house,  the  Arms  of 
France  and  England,  quarterly  in  a  lozenge,  crowned  and 
supported  by  two  Dragons,  were  placed  over  the  upper 
Window  of  the  South  front  in  a  square  frame  with  wreathed 
pedestals,  crowned,  and  beautifully  dressed  with  open  pease- 
cods  and  flowers.  These  fell  down  after  the  frost  in  1796 
or  1797}  but  have  since  been  replaced. 

The  present  School  is  an  elegant  room,  which  was  erected 
in  the  rdgn  of  Chablbs  the  Seccmd  upon  the  nte  of  an 
ancient  Chapel.  Over  the  Head  Master^s  desk  is  the  Statue 
of  the  Founder.  ' 

Adjoining  to  the  School  is  a  smaller  room,  now  used  as  a 
Writing-School,  and  Dining-hall  for  the  Boarders:  above 
which  is  another  very  commodious  room,  very  neatly  and 
conveniently  fitted  up  as  a  Libbaby,  and  containing  many 
rare  and  valuable  books,  which  have  either  been  given  by 
the  neighbouring  Gentry,  or  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
School. 

The  Offices  bebnging  to  the  Master^s  House,  Lodgings  fi:>r 
the  boys,  and  two  spadous  Playing-Courts,  are  on  the 
North  ade  of  the  Church,  extending  at  present  as  far  as  the 
site  of  the  East  walk  of  the  Clobter.  North  of  the  Courts 
and  Offices  is  an  excellent  Garden,  purchased  of  the  Parish 
of  Sherborne  about  Eighty  years  mnce  by  the  Governors  of 
the  School,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  This  Garden  formerly 
bdonged  to  the  Priory,  which  stood  in  the  lower  part  of  it. 
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adj<»iiiiig  to  the  originftl  School  premises  that  were  gratited 
by  Siir  John  Hobset. 

The  prindpal  entrance  to  the  Sdiool  is  into  a  small  paved 
Court,  surrounded  cm  two  rides  by  a  high  wall,  and  on  the 
other  rides  by  the  Master^s  house,  and  the  great  Schod- 
room. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  and  the 
plan  of  Education  now  adopted  in  this  School  is  similar  to 
that  of  Eton. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Univerrity  advantages,  or 
Church  Preferments,  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Cutlbr, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  an/numy  together  vnth  a 
spadous  House  and  Garden,  free  of  all  taxes  and  repairs. 
This  Gentleman  takes  private  Pujnls,  his  terms,  for  the 
board  and  education  of  each,  being  33  Guineas  a  year. 

The  present  Under  Master  is.  The  Ilevd.  Mr.  James, 
whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annum.

The  Fbbb  Gbavmak  School  ui  Wihbobhb  Mikstkx, 
which  stands  at  the  end  of  the  Town  near  DefxiCi  Court,  the 
Seat  of  Sir  Jambs  Hanham,  Bart.,  was  originallj  founded 
by  Margasex  Countess  of  Richmond  and  Dbbbt,  (only 
Daughter  of  John  BsAirroaT  Duke  of  Somxbset,  who  lies 
butied  in  The  CoUe^te  Church  of  Wimborne) — by  Letters 
Patent  of  the  12th  <^  Hekby  the  Seventh,  1497)  empower- 
ing her  to  found  and  endow  a  Feipetual  Chantey  (^  one 
Chaplain  in  Honour  of  The  Blessed  Jesus,  The  Annuncia- 
tion  of  the  Vir^  Maiy,  and  for  the  health  of , her  Soul,  and 
the  Souls  of  her  Parents,  &c. 

But  dying  before  it  was  endowed,  her  Exesutors  Richaid

Bishop  of  Winchestar,  John  Biahop  of  Bodiester,  and 
HEmtT  Hornby,  Clerk,  obtained  additional  Letters  Patent 
in  the  first  year  of  the  rdgn  of  Ejttg  Hbnbt  the  Eighth, 
1509,  ratifying  the  former,  and  giving  them  power  to  pur- 
chase other  lands  to  the  value  of  £G.  per  atmum^  over  and 
above  the  lands  and  possessicms  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of 
JCIO.  originally  designed. 

Accordingly,  in  1510,  by  a  Tripartite  Deed  made  between 
her  Executors  on  the  first  part.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
The  Chapel  Royal  on  the  second  part,  and  the  Sacrist  or 
Keeper  of  the  Chantry  founded  by  Thomas  de  Bbbmbre  on 
the  third  part,  the  Executors  erected  and  established  in  this 
Church,  a  Chantry  at  the  Altar  on  the  South  ude  of  the 
Tomb  of  John  Duke  of  Somerset  and  Margaret  his 
Wife,  Father  and  Mother  of  the  Countess. 

And,  by  that  Deed  appointed  Sir  Richard  Hodge- 
KYNNEs,  B.  A.,  first  Chaplain  of  the  Chantry  to  reside  con- 
tinually in  the  College,  in  a  House  set  apart  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  for  that  purpose,  there  to  teach  Grammar  to  all 
who  came  for  instruction,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Schools  of  Eton  and  Winchester,  without  any  perquisites 
but  what  were  appointed  by  the  Executors. 

Such  was  the  state  of  the  School  before  the  Reformation. 

On  the  Dissolution  of  The  College  it  met  with  the  com- 
mon fate,  and  together  with  the  lands,  tythes,  and  posses-, 
fflons  bdonging  to  it,  came  into  the  King^s  hands.  It  was 
for  some  time  afterwards  occupied  as  a  Farm  of  the  Crown; 
but  the  Ejng  by  his  Commission  continued  to  the  Four 
Parish  Priests  or  Prebendaries,  and  Four  Secondaries  or 
Clerks,  for  their  maintenance  £40.,  and  to  the  Schoohnas- 
ters  a  yearly  Stipend  of  £10..2..11.  payable  out  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

This,  however,  being  precarious,  and  the  Church  and 
Chapels  ill  served,  and  the  inheritance  of  the  Manors,  lands, 
and  possesions,  with  some  of  the  Tythes  also,  bdng  sold  or 
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otherwise  diqxMsd  of  to  particular  perflobs,  certam  of  the 
prindpal  PariahionerB  procured,  by  means  of  Blount,  Lord 
MouirrjoTE,  Letter  Patent  from  Queen  ELiVABtitn,  in 
the  fifth  year  of  her  rdgn,  1568,-^7  whkh  her  Mi^esty^-— » 
oanmdenng  how  pious  an  act  it  would  be  to  restbi^  Divillb 
Worship,  and  wishing  that  Childi^n  should  be  educa^ted'&l 
learning,  good  manners,  and  virtue,  and  coiosndf^iBg  afaid 
the  pcq>ulousne8s  and  extent  of  this  large  Parish,  that  there 
was  but  one  Church,  and  that  the  former  allowance  oiit  of 
the  Exdiequer  was  extinguished,— founded  the  pieseiSC 
Oramhab  School,  and  appointed  it  to  be  ^^  to  all  the^ 
sons  of  her  Subjects,  under  the  name  of  <<  Queen  ElUsa- 
BETH^s  Free  6b ammab  School  in  Wimbobke  MnonstEli  i*^-^ 

It  was  likewise  ordained,  that  there  should  be  Three 
Priests,  and  Three  Clerks,  to  perform  IK^ntils  Sfertioe  kk  the 
Church,  and  to  disdiarge  the  Cure  of  Souls  m  llbe  Perish  :«^ 

And,  lor  the  better  goyemment  and  reguktieii  of  thU 
Foundation,  the  Queen  appcnnted  Twelve  G6t«lt)lbB%,'to 
be  chosen  ftom  time  to  time  out  of  the  itttisl  discr^ist  and 
substantial  InhaUtantsof  the  Parish,  and  inixirporiitejd  thete 
by  the  name  and  style  of  <<  The  GkrvEftKoM  of  thfe  P<Miii]feil- 
siONs,*"  &c^  of  the  said  School,— granting  thctii  a  C&tiitikai: 
Seal,-^and  die  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  asa  Body-GoftxK 
rate: — 

By  this  Patent,  the  Queen  also  granted  to  die  GovekiKM- 
sundry  lands  and  hfff^eSj  which  bdonged  to  The  Collegetsr 
Prebends,  and  were  then  in  her  hands  by  Abt  of  Plu£ailMit, 
or  otherwise,-*She  likewise  granted  to  thetfi  th^  Sdldd^ 
house,  with  four  Pri^rts*  Houses  in  Wimbome,— The  whcde 
of  the  Pdssetoons  being  then  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of 
£89..18..0. 

Out  of  these  Revenues  the  Govonorft,  attd  their  Snooes- 
son,  were  by  difai  Charted  to  find  a  {firaper  Sdiodmairter,  to 
teadi  GrammaJr  to  aU  who  sh(>uM  edm^  for  instruction,,^^ 
according  to  the  tmge  of  Ae  Sdieols  of  Etoh  and  Wlir* 

vol.  I.  C  c 
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CfiBSTSBy— And  to  find  Three  Priests,  and  Three  Clerksy 
to  perfiHm  Divine  Service  in\  the  Church,  and  to  cEsdiaTge 
the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the  Parish, — ^with  power  to  remove 
them,  and  to  choose  others  in  their  place; — and  to  make 
Statutes  and  Ordinancess,  with  the  advice  of  The  Bishop  of 
Bristol,  for  the  better  government  and  r^ulation  of  the 
Church  and  School. 

The  School-house  being  ancient  and  decayed,  and  not 
sufficient  for  the  Scholars,  the  Governors  new  built  it,  made 
the  Schocd  more  spadous,  and  the  House  larger  and  more 
commodious  not  only  for  the  Master  and  his  or£naiy  Fa- 
mily, but  also  for  die  aoeommodatbn  of  the  Scholars  who: 
resided  with  him. 

'  This  work  was  completed  under  the  care  and  direction  of 
TfloiCAS  Havham,  Esq.^  Serjeant  at  Law,  as  appears  from 
his  Arms,  and  the  remains c^a  Latin  Inscription  on  painted 
j^ass,  in  one  of  the  Chamber  windows  at  the  North  end  of 
the  School-house. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Sln^  Chablbs  the 
First  several  disputes  arising  between  the  Governors  and  the 
Parishioners,  relating  to  the  payment  of  the  Tythes,  the 
Governors,  with  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, surrendered  the  Charter  into  the  King^s  hands, — 
whq,  by  Letters  Patent  in  the  14th  year  of  his  reign,  1639, 
in  ocmrideration  of  £1000.  paid  into  the  Exchequer,  re- 
granted  all  the  Tythes,  Lands,  and  Pos8e8ri<ms  belonging 
to  the  Church  and  School,  to  Twelve  GtOvebnobs  theran 
named,  and  incorporated  them  by  the  style  of  ^^  Primes  et 
modemos  gubematores  posseanonum,  revencionum,  et  bo- 
ncMTum  dicte  libere  Schole  grammaticalis  regine  Elisabethk 
in  Wymbome  Minster,  in  comitatu  Dorset  :^ — 

The  Governors  to  find  a  fit  and  learned  Master,  and 
Usher,  to  teach  Grammar,  as  in  the  former  Charter,  to  all 
who  shall  oome  for  instruction,  fieety^  according  to  the 
us9g9  of  the  Scboob  oS,  Eton  and  Winchxstjbb. 
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In  the  year  1658,  The  Corporation  considering  ihat  many 
of  the  leases  befOTe  granted^  depended  only  upon  one  life, 
and  many  of  them  were  likely  to  drop ;  and  though  the 
Stipends  of  the  Three  Ministers,  Schoolmaster,  &c.,  muc 
exceeded  what  they  were  when  the  Patent  was  granted  by 
King  Charles  the  First,  yet  the  better  to  enable  the  Minis- 
ters and  other  OfBcers  of  the  Church  and  School,  to  dis- 
charge their  several  duties,  it  was  agreed,  that  such  of  the 
repts  as  should  come  into  their  hands  by  the  expiration  of 
any  of  the  leases  or  otherwise,  and  all  other  rents  which  they 
should  recekve  (their  necessary  allowances,  and  all  expenses 
being  deducted),  should  remain  for  the  increase  of  the  Sti- 
pends of  the  Three  Ministers  imtil  they  amounted  to  £300. 
per  annumj — to  be  apportioned  as  the  Corporation  in  thdr 
discretion  should  think  proper  :— 

It  was  also  agreed,  that  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  all  the 
revenues,  with  their  increase^  by  advancing  any  of  the  rates, 
or  by  Tythes  in  kind  or  otherwise  (expenses,  and  allowances, 
bong  first  deducted)  should:  remain  to  increase  the  Stipend 
of  the  Sdiool-master  to  £40.,  and  that  c£  the  Usher  to  £20., 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Three  Clerks,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  are  mentioned  in  the  Charter,  or  are  not 
repugnant  to  it. 

In  the  year  1661,  soon  after  the  Restoration,  Mr.  Urban 
FiDKiN  was  chosen  Master  of  Tlie  Free  Grammar  Schod, 
with  the  annual  Stipend  of  £30. 

Since  that  time,  the  Church  and  Schocd  have  been  r^u- 
larly  supplied, — and  the  Salaries  of  the  Mimsters,  School- 
masters, Ushers,  Organist,  and  Choristers,  are  said  to  have 
been  considerably  advanced.

£5.-4..  1 0.,  fbnnerlj  the  pomesnons  of  Mamball's  Chantxy. 
The  endowment  cooasts  at  present  of  several  Houses  in 
The  TtOmea-RaB,  in  Darhngton,  and  in  SlnrnurfpOti 
74*..l'..ll'  of  land  st  HeigJiingtoD,  in  die  County  Faladoe 
of  Duriuun,  and  about  34  acica  at  HioffiMbTi  in  the  Coun^ 
ofToik:  the  rental  of  the  ndiala  bong  row  nnrljf  17a 
pera 
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There  are  also  four  Stints  or  Beast-gates  in  Bnmkin 
Moor  belonging  to  thi». School ;;  but^not  having  been  looked 
after,  for  many  years  past,  they  are  in  danger  of  bAng 
lost.  • 

The  Charter  which  ia  in  good  preservation,  is  written  in 
a  beautiful  character,  with  the  Great  Seal  appendant:  and 
is  in  the  custody  of  G^hokgx  Allan,  Esq.^  M.  P.  for  the 
City  of  Durham* 

The  FoiTR  Chubch-Waedsks,  for  the  time  being,  are 
appointed  Guaedians  and  Gtoveenoes,  with  a  Common 
Seal:  and  are  empowered,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of 
Durham,  for  the  time  bemg,  and  the  Earl  of  ^Westmor- 
LAND,  to  make  Statutes  for  the  School.  Whether  any 
Statutes  were  andently  ordained  under  thos^  powers,  is  not 
known.  But,  in  1748,  a  Table  of  Rules  was  settled  and 
agreed  upon,  and  thereto  the  Seal  was  affixed  in  due  form. 
They  were  laid  before  Bishop  Chandlke,  who  ratified  the 
^a^e  by  his  Letters  of 'GonfirrtiatiAn  tmder  the  Episcopal 
Seal :  The  title  of  Earl  df  WfisTMORLA^n  in  the  N'evill 
fiunily  being  then  extinct.  These  StATutEs  ar^  ^ 
follow;— 

Statutes^  Ordinances^  and  D£cr££S>  made  by  the  Governors 
of  THE  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  at 
Darlington^  the  3rd  of  February,  1748. 
Whereas  Her  late  Miyesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  h/er  Letters- 
I^aitents  under  her  Great  Seal,  bearing  Date  the  15th  Day  of 
June,  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  her  Reign,  Did  found  and  endow  a 
Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Village  of  Darlington,  in  the' 
County  Palatine  of  Durham,  for  the  Education  and  Instruction 
of  Boys  and  Youth  of  the  said  Villag2,  and  .did  Qrdain  that  the 
then  Four  Guardians  of  the  Church  of  Darlington  aforesaid^  and 
iheir  Successors  for  the  time  being,  should  be  Governors  of 
the  said  Free  School  and  of  all  the  Possessions,  Revenues,  and 
^Groods  tp  the  said  Free  School  then  b^longiiig  or  a;ppQrtaining : 
And  the  said  Governors  or  Guardians  of  the  Cdurch  of  Darling- 
ton aforesaid  and  their  Successors,  by  the  Name  of  Governors 
of  ^THE  FkxB  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  the  Vil- 
lage of  Darlington,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  and  of  the 
Possessions,  Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  same  Free  School,  are 
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thereby  Incorporated  and  mmdeOne  Body  Corporate  and  Politic; 
by  the  same  Name  to  continue  for  £ver>  and  to  have  a  Common 
Seal  to  negodate  the  Fmnisses  and  Things,  in  the  said  Letters 
Patents  expressed  and  specified,  and  every  part  thereof,  from 
time  to  time  as  the  Case  shall  require :  And  have  fiill  Power 
fit>m  time  to  time  to  elect,  nominate  and  appoint  One  Upper 
Master  and  One  Under  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  as  often 
as  they  or  their  Successors,  or  the  mijor  part  of  them  shall  see 
^t.  And  also  the  said  (jovemors  and  their  Successors,  together 
with  the  Assent  of  the  Earl  of  Westmobland  and  the  Bishop  of 
I>URHAM  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  may  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  good,  fit,  and  wholesome  Statutes,  Decrees 
and  Ordinances  in  Writing  concerning  and  touching  the  order- 
^^>  governing  and  directing  of  the  said  Upper  Master,  and 
Under  Master,  and  Scholars  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  eveiy 
of  them,  and  of  the  Stipends  and  Sallarys  of  the  said  Masters, 
and  all  things  whatsoever  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  the 
ordering,  preserving  and  disposing  of  the  Rents,  Revenues,  and 
Csoods  of  the  said  Free  Sdiool,  referrence  to  the  said  Letters 
Patents  being  bad  more  at  large  may  appear.— 

And  Whereas,  since  the  granting  of  the  said  Letters  Patents, 
no  Statutes,  Ordinances,  or  Decrees  in  Writing,  have  at  any  time 
been  made  by  the  Governors  of  the  said  Free  School,  for  the 
ordering  or  governing  of  the  said  Sdiool,  or  of  the  Rents,  Re^ 
venues.  Goods  or  Possessions  of  the  said  Free  School,  whereby 
the  good  Intent  of  the  founding  and  instituting  of  the  said  Free 
School  hath,  in  many  Instances  and  on  many  Occasions,  been^ 
greatly  obstructed  and  neglected,  and  frequent  Contentions  and 
unhappy  Divisions  have  arisen  between  the  Grovemors  of  the 
said  Free  School  and  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Village  of  Darling- 
ton, about  the  placing  and  displacing  of  proper  Masters  in  the 
said  School,  to  the  very  great  Discouragement  of  the  £ducalioii» 
Learning,  and  good  Morals  of  the  Boys  and  Youth  at  the  said 
School. 

Therefore,  We,  Eomono  Lowson,  Robert  Tuknbb,  and 
Robert  Robinson,  (being  the  major  part  of  the  Four  Govern- 
ors of  the  said  Fr^  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Village  of  Darlington  aforesaid,  for  the  time  bein^,)  Have 
for  Us  and  our  Successors,  by  vertue  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Letters  F^itents,  made,  constituted,  decreed  and  ordained, 
and  by  these  Presents  in  Writing,  Do  for  Us  and  our  Successors, 
by  and  with  the  Assent  and  Consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God  Edwaro  now  Lord  Bishop  of  Durham,  testi« 
fied  under  his-Episcopal  Seal  hereunto  affixed  (the Title  of  Earl 
of  Westmorland  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patents  being  at  this 
time  extinct)  make,  constitute,  decree  and  ordain,  the  several 
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SMiUi8>  CooititQtioiis,  Decrees,  and  Ordtaaiioes,  hereiiMllcr 
flM&tioiied  of  and  oonoendng  the  ordering,  govenung  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Upper  Master  and  Under  Ma^Mar^and  Sdiohin  of  the 
said  IVee  Sdiool,  and  every  of  thein>  and  of  the  said  Haateis 
Stands  and  SaUarys,  and  of  all  other  Things  whatsoever  rrkt 
hig  tDthe  said  Free  School,  and  the  ordering,  pnserving,  anddis- 
vottig  of  the  Rents,  Revenues  and  Crowds  of  the  same  Free 
Bcho^  ajjiqMnnted  or  belonging,  to  be  fiildifnily  and  inviolably 
kepi  and  observed  bjr  Usaadonr  finocessors,  and  all  andeveiy 
other  Person  and  Persons  having  any  oooeeni  in  Ae  Premisses!, 
from  time  to  time  for  ever,  acoordhig  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaniag  of  the  said  Letters  Fkrfents. 

CoQoeming  the  Electing,  Appointing,  Continuing  and  Removing 
of  an  Upper  Master  or  Under  Sfoster  of  the  said  Free  School. 

1.  We  Decree,  Ordain,  Constitute  and  Dedare,  That  BO  Man 
skill  hcrsalter  be  dected  or  jqipomted  Uma  Maana  of  the 
said  Fret  School,  exeqit  he  he  of  die  Ihll  age  of  7Wn«f->bMr 
Tearsat  the  least,  and  a  Penon  of  sound  Leaning  sober  and 
exemplary  Life  and  Conversation,  good  Monds;,  and  duly  qna» 
Med.to  teach  and  instruct  Youth,  in  the  Rlrmwits  of  Gnmmiar 
and  the  Latin  Tosgne,  and  alsofor  rig^t  understanding  of  God*a 
traeRel%ion,  and  also  eoceept  (before  he  enter  into  or  execute 
the  said  Office  of  Upper  Master)  he  shall  be  duly  licensed  and 
adkywed  by  the  BisbDp  of  Durham  for  the  time  being,  or  his 
Ordinaiy,  and  make  and  subscribe  the  Dedaration,  and  take  the 
Oaths  by  Law  required  in  this  bdialf  . 

ft.  And  for  encoanging  of  Students  in  either  of  the  Two 
Universities  of  this  Land,  Oxroan  and  CAnamos,  as  for  sa 
in  ourpower  is,  as  well  as  for  the  promoting  and  propagatiw'of 
sound  Learning,  in  this  our  Free  Sdiool,  in  the  Vill^^e  of  Dar- 
linglon  aforesaid.  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  that  a  dne  Prefer- 
fence  and  RegardjBhall  be  given  to  any  Graduate  Stadent  ineilher 
of  the  aforesaid  Universities,  who  shall  hereafter  offer  himstf  a 
Candidate  for  the  place  of  Upper  Master,  whensoever  it  shall 
be  dedared  legally  vacant :  Provided  always,  that  su^  Grsduala 
Student,  shall  produce  proper  and  satisfisctory  TestiaMmials  of 
Uft  Morals  and  Abilities,  from  the  College  or  Society  to  whkdi 
hci  does  or  did  belong. 

S.  And  for  the  foirther  enoouiagement  and  inducing  of  sndi 
Graduate^  or  other  Persons  of  known  abilitiess^  and  soundLeamp 
ing  in  the  Latin  Tongue,  to  accept  of  and  undeitske  tiie  Duty 
and  OSfee  of  Upper  MMter  of  the  said  Fkee  Gmnmar  School, 
We  do  ikxree,  ordain,  constitate  and  dedare^  thai  no  Upper 
Master  dected  or  appointed,  or  to  be  eleeled  or  appointed,  and 
duly  licaised  and  approved  of  in  manner  sdbresaid,  and  who 
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shall  be  in  the  actual  posMMion  and  ezffirciseof  the 'said  Office 
of  Upper  Master  of  the  said  F^ree  Sdiool,  shall,  at  any  thne  or 
times  hereafter,  be  displaced,  removed  or  removeablet  fay  Us 
or  our  Successors  from  the  said  Office  of  Upper  Master  of 
the  said  Free  School,  unless  some  good  and  student  cause  of 
Complaint,  or  Misbehaviour,  shall  be  exhibited  in  Writltig 
against  such  Upper  Master,  and  s^ned  by  Us  or  our  Successors;

5.  And  also  for  the  better  preserving  a  regular  and  unifbim 
Discipline  or  Method  of  Teaching  in  the  said  Free  School  of 
Dailington,  We  do  Decree,  Constitute  and  Ordain,  that  the 
Under  Mac^  shall  teach  and  instruct  die  Scholars  or  Boys  com- 
mitted to  his  Care,  in  sudi  manner,  fbnn  and  mediod,  as  liie 
Upper  Master  for  the  time  being  shall  direct  and  prescribe }  Ex- 
cq>t  in  those  Rules  and  Ordinances  fbUowing,  whidi  We  do 
require  shall  be  duly  observed  by  both. 

6.  That  the  Upper  and  Under  Master  shall  attend  and  te^

Nativity,  for  the  space  or  Term  of  Tweniy^One  Day$;  One  other 
at  EoMter  for  the  6pace  of  Fourteen  Days;  and  a  third  at  Whitnm' 
tide  for  tiiie  space  or  Term  of  Tweniy-^ht  Days,  according  to 
t||ei]Cii3t(»n  and  Rules  of  other  Schools. 
•.And  whereas  We  are  thoroughly  persuaded^  that  the  Religious 
Edacatiqn  of  Youth  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment  to  their 
4>wn  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Welfiure,  as  well  as  to  the  good  of 
iSociety ;  We  Decree  and  Ordain,  That  the  IJ^piper  Master  shall 
read  or  cause  to  be  read  a  suitable  Prayer  in  Latin  or  English 
•very  Morning  at  his  first  entering  into  the  Sehool  on  the  ceasing 
of  a  Bell,  for  the  better  preserving  in  Youth  a  Sense  of  their 
jPuty  to  their  Creator. 

•  11..  That  the  .Upper  Master  shall  instruct  or  cause  to  be  in- 
atniqted  such  of  the  Boys  as  he  shall  judge  needfoll  thereof,  in 
tiie  Catediism  appointed  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  in 
either  Pious  Books,  a&  shall  seem  fitt,  in  the  room  of  a  Lesson 
oa  levery  Saturday  Forenoon. 

IS.  In  Order  the  better  to  prevent  any  Abuse  of  this  Trust 
committed  to  the  Upper  and  Under  Master,  by  negligence  or  a 
■careless  discharge  of  their  Duty,  to  the  great  Injury  of  Youth ; 
*  .We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  that  the  Boys  shall  be  publicly  ex- 
iEtmmed  in  t?u  Books  they  have  read  Ottce  every  Year  on  Easter 
Tuesday,  by  the  Upper  Master,  to  the  end  tiiat  their  Parents  may 
be  certified  of  their  Children's  Improvement  and  Proficiency,  to 
1]^  Credit  or  Disgrace  of  their  Teachers. 

13.  And  for  the  Encouragement  of  Youth,  and  raising  a 
laudable  Emulation  among  them  3  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  by 
and  with  the  Consent  of  The  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  Cookb,  the 
preset  Upper  Master  of  our  said  Free  Grammar  School  of  Dar- 
lingtQn>  and  do  for  the  time  to  come  make  a^  conditional  Obliga- 
tion in  the  Election  of  every  succeeding  Upper  Master,  that

Bonsmnch,  as  several  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  belonging 
to  the  Church  and  Free  Sdiool  of  Darlington,  in  the  County  of 
Duxham,  have  been  heretofore  demised  and  to  fiurm  letten  unto 
Tenants  for  tenn  of  Yeais,  at  small  Rents  and  under  Valued,  to 
tile  Damage  of  the  Sdiool  and  Church  concerned  therein ;  for 
the  future  improvement  of  the  said  Lands,  Tenements,  and 
Churdi  and  Sc&ool's  interest^  it  is  this  day  unanimously  con- 
descended unto  and  concluded  upon,  by  and  amongst  t^  present 
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Charchwardeos  of  the'afbresaid  Pariah  of  Darlington,  and  llie

Leases,  long  before  the  Leases  then  in.  being  were  expired,  and 
have  grant^  them  new  Leases,  without  taking  any  Fine  or 
reserving  any  greater  Rent,  to  the  advantage  of  die  Church  and 
improvement  oi  the  said  School.

Hie  Opbion  of  John  Middleton,  Esquire^  (Councellor  at  Law)> 
on  the  Charter  for  the  Free  Granmiar  Sdiool  at  Darlington. 

(19  March  1688.) 

'  1^  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  by  Queen  Elizabeth^s  Charter  noW 
produced,  the  Churchwardens  of  Darlington  are  made  a  Corpor- 
ation, capable  of  purchasing  Lands,  Tenements,  Goods  and 
Chatties,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  free  Grammar  School  in 
Darlington. 

2.  And  tho*  the  Town  of  Darlington  be  only  mentioned,  yet 
the  intention  of  the  instituting  such  School  is  plain,  that  it  is  for 
the  service  of  the  Parish,  two  of  the  Governors  living  always 
out  of  the  Township,  and  the  Twenty-four  who  chuse  those 
Governors,  living  many  of  them  likewise  out  of  the  Township  -, 
yet  such  School  is  designed  for  the  further  Instruction  of  those 
•that  can  read,  and  not  to  teach  Children  to  read. 

3.  The  Churchwardens  of  the  said  Parish  have  an  absolute 
power,  without  the  concurrence  of  any  other,  of  placing,  and 
displacing  of  the  School  Master  and  Usher  as  they  please,  but 
they  must  take  care  to  place  such  Persons  there,  as  resort  to 
Church,  or  otherwise  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop. 

4.  The  Churchwardens,  or  Governors'  for  the  time  being,  may 
make  such  Orders,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the  better 
ordering  of  the  said  School,  ascertaining  the  Sallaries,  &c.,  as  to 
tbttn  shall  seem  meet,  but  such  Orders,  or  Ordinances,  must  be 
confirmed  by  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland  and  Bishop  of  Durham 
for  tfa6  time  being. 

5.  But  neither  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland  nor  Bishop  of 
Durham,  nor  both  of  them  together,  can  place,  or  displace  any 
School  Master  or  Usher  there,  nor  do  any  other  thing  touching 
the  same,  without  the  assent  of  the  said  Governors. 

6.  All  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits  of  the  Lands  ^ven  for  the 
improvement  oi  the  said  Free  School,  as  well  as  all  fines  paid 
upon  the  renewal  of  any  Lease^  ought  to  be  paid  first  to  the  said 
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Governors^  and  by  them  dispofled  of  to  the  said  School  MoMer 
and  Usher,  at  their  discretions^  and  if  any  more  Moni^  be  raiiki 
thereon  than  will  pay  or  satisfy  such  Master  and  Usher,  they  msfy 
purchase  Lands  or  Tenements  therewith  for  the  further  use  <^ 
the  said  School,  and  out  of  the  same  profits,  the  said  GovenMMfe 
may  deduct  their  necessary  expences. 

7.  No  Leases  can  be  made  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School  but  by  the  said  Churchwardens  or  Governors^  under  the 
proper  Seal  appointed  for  that  purpose^  and  all  Leases  made 
otherwise  are  void.  As  to  the  present  Tenants,  I  can  say 
nothing,  till  I  see  the  Leases. 

8.  If  any  Leases  be  well  made  to  them>  *tiU  such  Leases Ibe 
expired,  no  Rent  can  be  advanced,  but  after  such  expiration,  the 
same  may  be  raised. 

9.  But  if  any  of  their  Leases  be  void,  neither  Law  nor  Equity 
will  compel  the  Grovemors  to  make  sudi  Leases  good,  unleBS  a 
valuable  consideration  or  Fine  hath  been  paid  for  the  same  to 
some  of  the  Governors,  and  not  to  any  other  Person. 

10.  The  proper  way  will  be  for  the  Churchwardens  to  seal  a 
Writing  under  their  proper  Seal  for  that  purpose,  giving  power 
to  some  Person  to  enter  into  all  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  and  discharge  the  Tenants  from  pa3dng  any  further 
Rent  to  the  School  Master,  and  if  the  Tenants  ref^ise  to  pay 
thdr  Rents  to  the  Governors,  to  turn  them  out  of  possession  by 
bringing  Ejectments. 

11.  If  any  Writing  belonging  to  the  School  be  in  the  Hands 
of  any  Person  who  will  not  deliver  the  same,  the  properest 
remedy  is  by  Bill  in  Chancery. 

12.  The  present  Governors  or  Churchwardens  may  in  Chanoeiy 
call  any  former  Governors  or  other  Persons  to  account,  who  hath 
misemployed  any  profits  belonging  to  the  said  School. '

The  Opinion  of  John  Cuthbert,  Esquire,  (Seijeant  at  Law),  on 
the  same  Charter. — 14  December,  1714. 

I  have  perused  the  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabbth  for  erecting  a 
Free  Grammar  School  at  Darlington,  whereby  ihe  Churdi- 
wardens  for  the  time  being  are  Incorporated  and  made  Grovemors 
thereof)  and  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  the  Governors  for  the  time 
being,  or  any  three  of  them,. have  full  power  by  the  Charter,  to 
elect,  place  and  displace  the  Master  or  Usher,  when,  and  as 
often,  as  they  think  fit  >  and  when  they  think  fit  to  displace  a 
Master,  I  think  they  should  enter  an  Order  fbr  that  pui)XMe, 
a^ned  by  three  of  the  Governors  at  the  least,  and  serve  a  Copy 
thereof  upon  the  Master  to  be  displaoecU  and  from  that  time. 
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ihfgf  may  witfadmw  his  SaUuy,  and  if  he  refaaeth  to  deiifer  tip 
the  Kejf  of  theSdiool  upon  demand^  iheymmfpuU  off  the  Lock 
and  iet  (m  another,  and  in  the  chusing  a  new  Master^  they  mnst 
take  care  to^chuse  one^  Yfbo  will  qualify  himself  as  the  Low 
directs.

The  Claesics  are  taught,  free  of  expense,  to  all  the  boys 
of  the  Town  and  Parish,  without  iimitaticm  to  any  particular 
perscms  whatever.  The  number  is  generally  about  iSS«^. 
Tliey  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  read;  and 
imve  no  spedfied  time  of  superannuation. 

Wakd^s  Accidence,  and  the  Eton  Greek  Grammar,  are 
used.  And  the  system]  of  Education  is  the  same,  as  is  pur- 
sued in  the  great  Seminaries. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages, 
bekmging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Clx- 
XBNTSON,  whose  Salary,  after  deducting  £50.  for  the  Usher, 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  amounts  to  nearly  £200. 
per  annum.  This  Gentleman  admits  Foaa  Private  Pujnls 
into  his  own  house;  his  terms,  finr  boys  under  Twelve  years 
of  age,  bdng  Thirty  guineas  a  year ;  and  tat  those,  above 
that  age.  Forty  guineas,  which  include  Board,  Education, 
Washing,  &c. 

The  Second  Master  has  seldom  been  in  the  halnt  of  taking 
Private  Pupils ;  but  in  such  case,  his  terms  would  be  nearly 
the  same  as  those  of  the  Head  Master.

There  is  a  public  Examikation  annually  on  Easter 
Tuesday. 

The  School-house  stands  pleasantly  near  the  river  Skeme ; 
in  which  is  a  whole  length  Portrait  of  the  Royal  Foundress, 
with  tlie  Charter  in  her  right  hand,  placed  there  by  the  late 
George  Allan,  Esq.,  the  eminent  Antiquary,  in  grateful 
remembrance  of  his  having  received  the  first  rudiments  of  his 
Education  in  this  School. 

Two  remarkable  Scholars,  educated  by  Mr.  Clementson, 
must  not  be  omitted, — Mr.  George  Peacock,  M.  A.,  of 
Trinity  College,  now  Tutor  and  Mathematical  Professor  in 
The  University  of  Cambridge, — ^and  Mr.  William  Bran- 
TiNGHAM,  of  Darlington. 
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DURHAM. 

Thb  Geamhab  School  at  Dubhak  is  coeval  with  the 
Foundation  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  bj  King  Hmmr  die 
Eij^th,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1541. 

By  the  28th  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  it  is  orduned.  That 
there  shall  be  constantly  matntuned  EiGHTBXif  poor  bojs  of  iqit 
parts,  whose  friends  are  not  able  to  give  them  edoeatioo,  but  not 
to  be  admitted  nntfl  they  hare  learned  to  read  and  wrile«  and, 
in  the  Dean's  judgement,  are  sufficiently  grounded  in  the  first 
rudiments  of  Grammar ; — ^after  admisnon  to  be  maintained  by 
Hie  Church,  until  they  competently  understand  Grammar,  and 
can  read  and  write  Latin,  for  which  they  diali  be  allowed  Rmr 
years,  or,  with  the  Dean's  assent,  A^e  at  the  most : — None  shall 
be  admitted  above  Fifteen  years  of  age. 

Hie  Choristers  shall  not  be  limited  to  that  age,  but  may  be 
admitted  Scholars  if  they  are  fit;  in  case  they  have  proved 
themselves  particularly  serviceable  to  the  Chmr,  and  skilful  in 
Music,  they  are  to  be  preferred  before  any  others. 

If  any  one  is  found  dull,  and  without  a  taste  for  Ldterature, 
the  Dean  shall  remove  him,  and  appoint  another  in  his  room, 
''  ne  veluHfucus  apum  rnella  devoret*^ 

The  Upper  Master  is  to  be  learned  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
languages,  of  good  fame,  soimd  faith  and  pious  life : — ^He  shall 
not  only  teach  the  Eighteen  boys,  but  also  all  others  that  shall 
resort  to  his  School. 

The  Under  Master  shall  bear  the  like  character. 

They  shaU  teach  such  Books  and  Rules,  and  follow  such 
order  as  The  Dean  and  Chapter  (with  the  Bishop's  assent)  shall 
prescribe.  If  they  prove  negligent,  or  incapable  of  teaching, 
after  a  third  admonition,  to  be  displaced.  They  are  also  to  be 
sworn  foithfiilly  to  perform  their  duty. 

By  Chapters  31,  32,  and  33,  certain  allowances  are  pre- 
scribed to  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  for  Conunons,  Vestments, 
and  Stipends. 

The  Upper,  and  Under  Master,  are  each  pud  £8.  per 
annum  out  of  the  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

Repeated  applications  have  been  made  for  information 
respecting  this  School^  but  no  answers  have  been  received. 
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Houghton  le  Spbino>  near  Durham. 

Ths  Feee  Geammar  School  and  Alms-Housb  of  Ebf- 
YKB,  in  Houghton  le  Spring,  owe  their  origin  to  the  emi- 
nent Divine,  Bebnard  Gilpin,  for  his  excellent  character 
and  usefulness,  called  "  The  Apostle  of  The  North,'*^- 
whp,  observing  the  scarcity  of  learned  men  who  were  able 
to  preach  the  word  of  God,  conceived  the  thoughts  of  a 
Seminary  of  good  Literature,  and  erected  a  School  here, 
allowing  a  miuntenance  for  a  Master,  and  Usher. 

This  School  was  soon  very  numerously  attended,  and 
many  learned  men  were  educated  in  it, — so  that  "  Moiter 
Gilpin's  School  was  every  where  spoken  of  to  his  credit, 
but  himselfe  much  more.'' 

Mr.  Gilpin  found  a  powerful  friend  in  John  Heath,  of 
KepytTy  Esquire,  who  supported  the  infant  Foundation  with 
his  interest,  and  contributed  liberally  towards  it's  Endow- 
ment ;  and  either  from  compliment  to  him,  or  because  the 
greater  part  of  the  Endowment  arose  from  lands  bekmgiog 
to  the  Dissolved  house  of  Kepyer^  the  Sdiool  probaUy 
received  it's  name. 

The  Foundation  Charter  bears  date  the  2d  of  April, 
1574,  and  appcnnts  John  Heath,  of  Eepyer,  Esq.,  and 
Bernard  Gilpin,  Rector  of  Houghton,  the  first  Grovemcnrs 
of  The  Free  Grammar  School  and  Alms-House  of 
Kepyer,  in  Houghton  in  the  Spring,  in  the  County  of  Dur- 
ham," with  power  as  such  to  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to 
nominate,  and,  if  i^uisite,  to  correct,  suspend,  or  expel  the 
Master ;  to  make,  revise,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  the 
Statutes  of  the  School ;  and  to  acquire  lands,  not  exoeeed- 
ing  £50.  per  annuniy  to  the  use  of  the  School  and  Alms- 
H0U8C. 
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The  aj^xxntment  of  the  Grovernors  (only  two  in  number) 
was  reserved  to  Heath  and  Gilpin  during  their  lives ;  and 
was  afterwards  vested,  where  it  still  continues,  in  the  heir 
of  blood  of  John  Heath,  Esq.,  and  in  The  Rector  of 
Houghton  for  the  time  being ;  and,  in  case  of  n^Iect,  the 
nomination,  pro  hoc  tnce^  lapses  to  the  Bishop. 

The  first  Governors,  probably,  never  exercised  their  power 
of  «iacting  Statutes.  Mr.  Gilpin  during  his  life  direc- 
ted the  whole  admimstration  of  the  School  in  person ;  and 
having  it  continually  in  contemplation  to  increase  the  Foim- 
dation  according  to  lus  pecuniary  circumstances,  left  it  at 
his  death  with  no  other  regulations  than  such  as  were  con- 
tained in  the  ori^al  Charter ;  and  his  Will,  dated  the  I7th 
of  October,  1582,  very  evidently  expresses  considerable 
doubt  and  anxiety  for  the  fate  of  his  infant  and  unsettled 
Establishment. 

It  has  been  most  unfortunately  contrived,  that  the  chief 
part  of  the  Revenues  consist  of  various  small  porticMis  of 
<<  GiOy  TythM^  that  is,  Tythes  formerly  belonging  to  The 
pissolved  Hospital  of  St  Giles  of  Eepyer,  scattered  in  very 
different  places,  and  very  precarious  in  their  amount ;  and 
in  Rent-charges  out  of  several  estates,  which,  from  the  gra- 
dual diminution  of  the  value  of  money,  have  become 
exceedingly  trifling. 

The  foundation,  however,  has  always  proved  sufficient 
to  ensure  the  attendance  of  a  Master  of  Character  and 
Ability ;  and  if  few  names  of  peculiar  eminence  can  be 
found  amongst  if  s  Scholars,  yet  for  Two  Centuries  Eepyek 
School  has  continued  to  fulfil  the  wise  and  benevolent 
purposes  of  The  Founder,  and  to  dispense,  through  the 
neighbouring  Districts,  a  sufficient  portion  of  sound  Learn- 
ing and  of  good  Morals. 

,  The  School  and  School-house  stand  upon  rising  ground 
at  the  North-East  side  of  the  Church-yard.  The  School 
is  a  plain  building,  with  walls  at  least  three  feet  thick :  and 
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with  a  suitable  Latin  Inscription  over  the  Porch,  placed 
there  by  the  zeal  of  Dr.  Huni  er. 

A  stone  in  the  front  of  the  School-house  records  some 
considerable  repairs  and  additions,  made  in  177^9  &t  th« 
expense  of  John  Tempest,  of  Wintfard^  Esq.,  the  Hdr  of 
Heath,  and  one  of  the  Governors. 

No  boys  at  present  receive  graiuitoua  instruction ;  And 
the  Master  is  presumed  to  be  at  hberty  to  fix  his  own 
terms  of  admission  and  education,  whidi  have  never  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with  the  times.  The 
channel  of  Admission  is  through  the  Master  only. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advaattF- 
ges,  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Rawxs, 
who  accommodates,  on  the  average.  Thirty  Pupla  in  his 
own  house  at  Fifty  guineas  per  anrwm  each.  Tuition  fees 
included. 

The  most  eminent  Scholars  educated  at  Espyxr  Schooi. 
were  those,  who  owed  thdr  Instruction  to  Mr.  Gilpin 
himself.    The  most  distinguished  of  these  were, —

T9B  Fbee  Gbakhab  School  at  Sxdoefibld  U  endowed 
with  a  Field  of  five  acres  on  the  Beacon  Hitt:  and  JE2..12..0 
are  paid  out  of  a  Field,  called  ^^  Howle-HopeJ^ 

The  election  of  the  Master  is  in  the  Rector  and  Vesby. 

Six  poor  Children  are  to  be  taught  here,  gratis. 

The  School-house  is  situate  on  the  East  side  of  the 
Market  Square,  adjoining  to  CooPEa's  Hospital. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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BRAINTREE. 

Jambs  Coksb,  late  of  Black  Notley,  but  formerly  a  Draper 
and  Grocer  in  Braintree,  where  he  was  bom,  gave  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  27th  of  October,  1702,  a  Farm  at  Stoke  by 
Nayland,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  of  about  £  10.  fer  annumy 
for  the  teaching  and  educating  of  Ten  poor  children  of  this 
Town,  to  read  and  learn  English  and  Latin  in  the  Parish 
SchooL 

In  1649,  Ralph  Diogin,  Esq.,  of  Lisle,  in  the  County 
of  Southampton,  gave  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare 
Hall,  in  Cambridge,  three  Estates,— one,  in  Lisle, — another^ 
at  Ifile-End,  in  Middlesex, — and  the  third,  at  Braintree^ 
called  ^  HubbaUb  and  MaUanS*^ — ^the  whole  amounting  to 
about  JC140.  a  year,  for  the  founding  of  Fellowships  and 
Scholarships,  at  the  discretion  of  The  CoU^, — who  aoocwd- 
ingly  founded  Two  Fellowships  and  Six  Scholabships. 

John  Rat,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here.

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BRENTWOOD. 


Thb  Free  Gbauhab  School  at  BaBHTwooD,  in  the  Parish 
of  South  Weald,  was  founded  by  Sir  Anthony  Bbownb, 
Knt.,  Seijeant  at  Law,  of  Weald  Hall,  by  Letters  Ppteal 
of  King  Philip  and  Queen  Maby,  dated  the  5th  of  July, 
1557  :— 

By  which  it  is  declared.  That  there  shall  be  one  Master, 
haag  a  Priest,  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder, — and  Two 
Wardens  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  School,  being 
lohatntants  of  South  Weald,  to  be  nominated  and  displaced 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Patron. — The  Master,  and  Wardens, 
to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  Succesuon,  and  to 
have  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Founder  endowed  the  School  out  of  his  own  Estate, 
with  lands  and  tythes  at  Dagenham  and  Chigwell  Grange. 

On  the  18th  of  July,  16:22,  Geokgk  Abbot,  Bishop  of 
London,  and  Dr.  John  Donne,  Dean  of  St.  PauPs,  oon- 
firmefl  the  Statotbs  of  this  School,  which  had  been  drawn 
up  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  by  EnHtND  Gbindal 
then  Bishop  of  London,  and  Dr.  Nowell,  Dean  of  St. 
Paul's. 

All  boys  who  can  read  and  write  printed  and  written 
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hand,  and  are  of  the  age  of  figM  and  under  eighteen,  and 
living  within  three  miles  of  the  School,  shall  be  taught  and 
instructedyr^^^,  in  virtue,  learning,  and  manners. 

If  there  shall  be  so  many  Scholars  that  it  shall  be  thought 
unfit  to  have  any  more,  some  shall  be  removed  or  refused. 

Several  causes  of  refusal  and  expulsion,  under  the  consent 
of  the  Guardians,  or  of  the  Patron,  are  stated  and  defined* 

The  Master  is  allowed  to  employ  an  Usher  at  his  own 
cost,  and  to  change  him  at  his  pleasure.  He  must  by  him- 
self, or  some  other  person  properly  hcensed,  read  Divine 
Service  every  Wednseday  and  Friday  in  the  Chf^l  of 
Brentwood.* 

The  Master  is  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Estates  so  settled  on  the  School,  and  out  of  them  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs  of  the  premises,  and  to  pay  to  each  of 
Five  Poor  Alms  People,  3  men  and  2  women,  who  are  to 
be  appointed  and  placed  by  the  Owner  of  Weald  Hall  in 
Five  Cottages  in  the  Village  of  South  Weald,  40#.  a  year, 
and  to  provide  for  each  of  them  a  robe  or  garment  of  the 
value  of  10#. 

The  residue  of  the  rents  he  is  to  retain  for  his  own  use. 

If  the  Patron  fails  for  one  month  in  a  nomination  to  these 
Almshouses  on  ft  vacancy,  the  appointment  devolves  on  the 
Master,  -and,  if  the  Master  fails  for  the  same  time,  on  the 
Wardens  of  the  School. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  Latin,  Greek,  English,  ma^ 
thematics,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

There  are  now  between  60  and  70  boys  daily  attending 
the  School,  all  of  them  upon  the  Foundation,  and  received 
without  any  expense  whatever  to  them^ves  or  friends, — ^no 
one  who  has  applied,  and  been  qualified  for  admission,  has 
ever  been  refused,— no  other  boys  are  admitted. 


'  *  This  Chapel,  with  the  Patronage  of  the  School,  now  be- 
longs to  Christopheb  Thomas  Towsa,  Esq.,  of  Weald  Hall. 
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'  The  pFeeent  Master,  The  Bevd.  Chables  Towee,  Ai.  A*^ 
oF  St.  John^s  Cdkge,  Cambridge,  remdes  in  ihe  House 
adjoining  the  School,  to  the  care  of  which  he  personally  at- 
tends, and  he  has  provided  Three  Assistants  for  the  different 
departments. 

He  has  given  to  each  <^  the  Alms-Pec^e  £10.  a  year, 
and  has  repaired  their  houses. 

Tlis  School  is  entitled  to  a  mnall  Sgholaeskip  dE  £6. 
per  annum  at  Clnist  College,  Cambridge,  in  turn  with  the 
Sdux^  of  Mald(«  and  Chdmsfiord,  given  by  Thomas 
PLimx,  D.  D. 

The  School  b'near  the  East  end  of  the  Town  of  Btait- 
wood,  a  short  distance  from  the  great  road  fran  Lradon  to 
Chehnsferd*  The  Mast^'*s  house  which  adjoins  it,  has  a 
small  garden  attached  to  it  and  six  acres  of  land  in  tha 
Hamlet  of  Brentwood. 

The  Corporation  Seals  form  a  double  clasp  Seal  of  silver, 
and  are  kept  in  an  iron  chest,  with  the  munim^its  of  the 
School.

T&E  GsAHHAt  Fbee  School  at  Creucsfobd  wu  k 
by  King  Edwaxd  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  at 
Westminster  on  the  24tfa  of  March,  in  the  fi(\h  year  of  Im  -^ 
ragn,  1 552,  at  the  humble  request  of  Sir  Williak  Pztbb, 
Knt.,  one  of  his  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  Sir  WaltU 
MiLDUAY,  Knt.,  one  of  the  General  Supervisors  of  the 
Court  of  Augmentations,  Sir  Hrniy  Tikkell,  Knt,  aod 
Thomas  Mildmay,  Esq.,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  Moulsham 
and  the  adjacent  parts;  To  he  called  by  the  name  of  **  Tbx 
Geauhab  Fbbk  School  of  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,"  for 
the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar  Learning,  under  the 
care  and  inspection  of  a  School-master,  and  an  Usher: — > 

His  Majesty  constituted  the  Fooe  persons  above  men- 
tioned, who  had  been  the  principal  instruments  in  the  (sort- 
ing  of  it,  the  first  G'lvemors  during  life,  and  settled  the 
goremment  of  it  in  those  Fous  fahilixs  for  ever.  And, 
if  any  of  the  Four  GorernorB  SeA,  then  the  suninng 
Govanxfitf  or  the  majw  put  of  tban>  were  empnraid  to 
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choose  another  in  hb  room,  viz.^  the  heir  male  of  the  person 
deceased.  But,  if  any  of  the  Gk)vemors  should  die  without 
htir  male,  it  should  then  be  lawful  for  the  surviving  Gro- 
vemors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  make  chmoe  of  a 
fitting  person  bearing  the  Estate  of  a  Knight,  whose  familj 
lived  for  the  most  part  in  the  County  of  Essex.  And,  if  it 
should  happen  all  the  Governors  thus  to  die  without  issue 
male,  then  he  granted  power  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
to  nominate  and  appcnnt  Four  Govemots  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  in  their  room : — 

He  endowed  it  with  HUTs  Clianhy  in  the  Parish  of  Great 
Baddow;  Plumborough  Marsh,  in  South  Minster;  Barrier 
and  Squite  CrafU^  in  Hatfield  Peverel;  The  Marsh  di 
Wiflct  or  CoHwykCy  in  West  Tilbury ;  and  Stone  house 
Chantrf/y  in  East  Tilbury :  paying  yearly  out  of  than  only 
40»..8d.  to  the  Poor  of  Great  Baddow  aforesaid,  and  7s..lOd. 
to  the  Court  of  Augmentations. 

The  Governors  are  a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  by  the 
name  of  ^^  Tub  Governobs  of  the  Possessions,  Revenihes 
and  Groons  of  The  Fbee  School  of  King  Edwabd,  in  the 
Parish  of  Cbklmsfobd."

The  School-house  is  situate  at  the  Upper  end  of  the 
Town  in  a  Street,  called  ^<  Duke  Street/*  not  far  from  the 
Church.  Tliere  is  a  very  good  Dwelling-house  for  the 
residence  of  the  Master,— a  spadous  School-room^  with  a 
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large  Garden,  and  convenient  Out-buildings,-?>wluch  were 
purchased  by  The  Governors  manj  years  since. 

Within  these  kw  years  they  have  very  much  improved 
the  Dwelling-house,  and  purchased  a  field  contiguous  to 
it,  containing  about  two  acres,  (or  a  Play-ground  for  the 
Scholars,  and  which  is  a  great  accommodation  to  the 
Master. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Ndgfa- 
bourhood,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  free  of  expense. 
There  are  at  present  Twenty  boys  upon  the  Foundaticm, 
and  Fifteen  others.  They  are  admitted  at  Seven  years  of 
age,  and  are  generally  eontiilued,  as  long  as  their  Parents 
wish  them  to  remain  at  School.  They  are  nominated  by 
the  Trustees. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  and 
the  System  of'  Education  is  the  same  as  is  piu-sued  in  great 
Schools, 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ro- 
berts. This  Gentleman  takes  private  Pupils,  his  terms, 
for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas 
per  annum. 

The  Trustees,  a  "few  years  since,  for  the  benefit  of  the  In- 
habitants, wished  the  present  Master  to  add  the  several 
branches  of  an  English  education ;  and,  in  compliance  with 
their  desire,  he  has  now  also  an  English  Assistant 

A  small  Scholarship  of  £6.  per  annum  at  Chiisrs  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  founded  by  Thomas  Plume,  D.  D., 
Archdeacon  of  Rochester,  is  appropriated  to  a  person  edu- 
cated at  the  Schools  of  Brentwood,  Maldon,  or  Chelmsford. 

Sir  Henby  Mildmay  pays  £2.  a  year,  being  a  legacy 
left  by  his  Ancestor,  to  the  Writing  Master. 

Philemon  Holland,  the  celebrated  Translator,  John 
Dee,  the  Mathematician,  and  the  munificent  Thomas 
Plume,  D.  D.,  were  educated  here.

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CHIGWELL. 

The  Two  Fkee  Shools  at  Chigwell  were  founded  by  the 
munificent  Prelate  Samuel  Harsnst,Abchbishop  of  Yoex> 
by  Indenture,  made  the  13th  of  April,  1629,  between  hkn- 
self,  on  the  one  part ;  and  Emanuel  Utye,  D.  D.,  Vicar  of 
Chigwell,  Thomas  Bebesford,  D.  D.,  Parson  of  Lough- 
ton,  David  Dunbar,  Esq.,  and  Eighteen  other  GentleoMn 
and  Yeomen  of  Chigwell,  on  the  other  part, — which  wit- 
nesseth.  That  His  Grace  had  erected  Two  fair  and  laigt 
School^Houses  in  the  Parish  of  ChigweU,  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  '<  that  the  Children  and  Youth  of  that  and  other 
adjoining  Parishes  should  be  in  one  of  the  said  Schook 
taught  to  read,  write,  cypher,  and  cast  accompts,  and  to 
learn  their  Accidence, — ^and,  in  the  other  School-House,  to 
be  instructed  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues :" — ^with 
handsome  and  convenient  houses  for  the  Masters,  and  suit- 
able gardens  to  each. 

For  the  endowment  of  these  Schools,  His  Grace  vested 
the  Impropriate  Rectory  and  Parsonage  of  Tottington,  in 
the  County  of  N(»rfolk,  then  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£60.,  together  with  the  Advowson  of  the  Vicarage  of  TV)t» 
tington,  in  Twenty-one  Feoffees,  to  be  employed  *•  to 
no  other  use  or  purpoaey  The  Grammar  School-master  to 
be  paid  £20.,  and  the  English  Master  £25.,  by  equal  poiu 
tions  yearly. 

The  residue  of  the  endowment, — after  the  distribution  of 
"  4*.  worth  of  good  whcJesome  wheaten  bread,^  every  Sun- 
day (except  two),  at  the  end  of  Divine  Service,  to  the  Poor 
of  the  Parish,  and  of  20^.  to  the  Clerk  for  ringing  the  Chtirch 
Bell  every  mormng  at  Six  o'clock, — is  to  be  safely  laid  up' 
and  kept  as  a  Stock,  to  be  employed  by  the  Feoffees  in  <<  the 
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nee^iil  reparoHoni^  of  the  School-houses  and  dwellmgs, 
**  and  other  necessary  expenses  touching  the  Possessions.'* 

Upon  every  Vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  of  Tottington,  the 
Feoffees  are  to  present  to  the  Ordinary  of  that  place  for  the 
time  being,  such  a  fit  Clerk  to  that  Vicarage,  ^^  as  either  had 
been  formerly  a  Scholar  of  the  said  Latin  School,  or  one 
that  was  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  if  any  such  could 
be  found,  and  who  would  accept  thereof:^ — and  if  not,  then 
they  are  to  present  such  other  fit  person,  as  they  should 
think  proper. 

That  when  so  many  of  the  "  Bargainees^  or  their 
assgns,  '<  shall  depart  out  of  this  mortal  life,  that  there 
ihall  be  but  Five  of  them  surviving,^  that  then  the  Survi- 
vors shall,  *'  with  aU  convenient  speed,^  appoint  Sixteen 
other  fit  persons  to  complete  the  Trust ; — whereof  the  Vicar 
of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of  Loughton,  shall  always  be 
ThoOj  and  the  rest  to  be  "  some  of  the  most  substantial, 
able,  sufficient,  and  discreet  Parishioners  of  Chigwell.'" 

And  for  the  good  management  of  his  Schools,  the  pious 
and  benevolent  Prelate  drew  up  the  following  solemn  and 
impressive  Obdinances  : —

The  Being,  Life>  and  Continuation  of  all  Foundations  on 
Earth  are  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  that  Foundation  ;  and  the 
Ldfb  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  is  the  due  and  strict  obser- 
vation of  them,  which  cannot  be  done  but  by  living  Men^/ 
therefore  charge  the  Governors  of  my  Schools,  as  they  shall  answer 
to  God  before  his  holy  Angels,  for  their  own  Children,  the  Loss  of 
their  Time  in  their  Golden  Youth,  the  Corruption  of  their  Manners, 
the  cheating  them  of  their  Learning,  and  the  Ruin  of  that  Founda-- 
Hon  which  I  have  laid  for  their  public  Good  and  the  Good  of  their 
Posterity,  that  they  look  duly,  carefully,  and  conscionably  to  the 
^iue  keeping  and  observing  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  follow- 
ing $  which  doing,  the  Blessing  and  Peace  of  God  rest  upon  them 
and  thdr  Issue. 

The  first  Ordinance  that  I  am  to  make,  is  to  lay  a  Bond  and 
Obligation  upon  myself^  humbly  upon  my  knees,  during  my 
Life^  to  praise  and  magnify  the  Groodness  of  God,  who,  from  a 
poor  Vicar  of  this  Fkuish^  hath  called  me  to  so  high  a  Dignity 
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inhiB  Church,  and  to  enable  me  to  offer  this  Mite  of  my  Thank*  ^ 
fulness  unto  Him  for  all  the  Blessings  that  in  Mercy  He  hath 
bestowed  upon  me. 

Item,  I  ordain,  that  both  the  Schools  respectively,  be  fbr 
ever  ruled  and  governed  by  Twelve  Governors,  whom  .fiwr 
the  present,  I  nominate  and  appoint  Mr.  Emanuel  Uttb, 
Doctor  in  Divinity  and  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  in  thesaid  County  of 
Essex,  Mr.  Thomas  Berbsfobd,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  and  Far<- 
son  of  Loughton,  in  the  said  County  of  Essex,  Mr.  David  Don- 
bar,  of  ChigweU  aforesaid,  Esq.,  Mr.  Edmund  Dennye,  Mr. 
RoBEBT  Babfootb,  Mr.  Thomas  Howes,  Mr.  Henby  Withbbs^ 
and  Mr.  Edmund  Scott,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid.  Gentlemen,  Mr. 
William  Nutt,  Citizen  and  Grocer,  of  London,  John  Allbn> 
William  Bbown,  and  Jersam  Holmes,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid. 
Yeomen ;  and  that  these,  and  those  who  shall  succeed  them,  do 
from  time  to  time  elect,  and  constitute  the  Schoolmasters  respec- 
tively, and  remove  and  expel  them  as  there  shall  be  cause,  see 
the  Ordinances  of  the  Schools  duly  kept  and  observed,  receivb 
the  annual  rents,  pay  the  Schoolmasters,  and  do  all  other 
Matters  and  Things  that  shall  or  may  concern  the  Welfare  and 
Prosperity  of  the  said  Schools  for  ever ;  of  whidi  Twelve  I  no- 
minate and  appoint  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of 
Loughton,  fbr  the  time  being,  to  be  always  Two  j  and  when  it- 
shall  please  God  to  call  any  of  these  Twelve  out  of  this  mortal 
Life,  I  constitute  and  ordain,  that  the  surviving  Govemorsy 
within  Six  Days  after  the  Death  of  any  of  the  Governors,  shall 
meet  at  the  Grammar-Schoolmaster*s  House,  and  shall  nominate 
and  elect  of  the  most  able  and  substantial  Parishioners  of  Chig- 
well, one  or  more  Governors  to  make  up  the  number  of  Twelve, 
and  not  above ;  and  that  they  write  the  Names  of  the  Person  or 
Persons  so  elected,  in  this  Book  of  Ordinances,  and  subscribe 
their  Names  thereunto. 

Item,  1  constitute  and  ordain,  that  within  Ten  Days  after 
every  Vacancy  of  either  of  the  Schoolmasters*  Places  by  Deaths 
Deprivation,  Cession,  or  otherwise,  that  the  Governors,  or- 
the  more  Part  of  them,  do  meet  at  the  liBtin  Schoolmastei^s 
House,  and  there  do  chuse  a  new  Schoolmaster  into  the  Place 
that  is  become  void,  and  if  after  Ten  Days  next  ensuing  the  Va- 
cancy, they  do  not  agree  upon  the  Election  and  Choice  of  a  new 
Schoolmaster,  then  I  ordain  thai  the  Election  do  devolve  abso- 
lutely unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  fbr  the  time  being,  and

Item,  I  oonstitate  and  appoint  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster 
^  VOL.  I.  E  e 
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be  a  Graduate  of  one  of  the  Universities^  not  under  Seven-and- 
twenty  Years  of  Age,  a  Man  skilful  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Tongues,  a  good  Poet,  of  a  sound  Religion,  neither  Papist  nor 
Puritan,  of  a  grave  Behaviour,  of  a  sober  and  honest  Conversa- 
tion, no  Tipler  nor  Haunter  of  Alehouses,  no  Puffer  of  Tobacco; 
and  above  all,  that  he  be  apt  to  teach  and  severe  in  his  Govern- 
ment :  And  sll  Election  or  Elections  otherwise  made  I  declare 
them  to  be  void  ipso  facto ;  and  that  as  soon  as  the  Schoolmaster 
do  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  either  Deacon  or  Priest,  his  Place 
to  become  void  ipso  facto,  as  if  he  were  dead. 

liem,  I  ordain  that  the  Second  Schoolmaster,  touching  his 
Years  and  Conversation,  be  in  all  Points  endowed  and  quidified 
as  is  above  expressed  touching  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  -,  that  he 
write  fair  Secretary  and  Roman  Hands ;  that  he  be  skilful  in 
Cyphering  and  Casting  of  Accounts,  and  teach  his  Scholars  the 
same  Faculty ;  that  for  his  Diligence  in  teaching,  and  his  Times  ^ 
of  Beginning  and  Ending  his  School,  he  be  tied  imder  the  same  ' 
Penalties  as  are  hereafter  in  that  behalf  limitedTl 

The  Authors  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  is  to  read. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  do 
train  up  his  Scholars  in  the  Vulgar  Grammar,  commonly  called 
Lilly's  Grammar,  and  no  other ;  and  in  Cleonard*s  Grammar 
for  the  Greek  Tongue  3  and  for  Phrase  and  Style,  that  he  infuse 
no  other  into  them  save  TuUy  and  Terence ;  for  Poets,  that  he 
read  the  ancient  Greek  and  Latin  Poets  ^  no  Novelties  nor 
conceited  modem  Writers. 

The  Time  of  beginning  and  ending  the  Schoolmaster's  teaching. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schools  begin,  betwixt 
our  Lady  Day  and  Michaelmas,  at  Six  o'Clock  in  the  Morning, 
and  end  at  Eleven  ;  and  in  the  Afternoon  that  it  begin  at  One> 
and  end  at  Six ;  and  in  the  Winter  that  they  begin  at  Seven  and 
continue  to  Eleven,  and  in  the  Afternoon  ftt>m  One  to  Five : 
And  that  each  Schoolmaster  do  come  in  Person  into  his  several 
Schools  amongst  his  Scholars  every  Morning,  except  he  be 
detained  by  want  of  his  Health,  by  Six  o* Clock  from  our  Lady 
Day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by  Seven  o*Clock  from  Michaelmas  to 
our  Lady  Day;  and  that  he  continue  in  Person  teaching  his 
Scholars  till  Nine  of  the  Clock,  and  then,  if  he  please,  to  refresh 
himself;  and  that  he  be  in  Person  in  his  School  again  by  Ten 
of  the  Clock,  and  so  continue  till  Eleven;  and  at  Afternoon 
that  he  be  present  in  his  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  and  con- 
tinue till  Three,  and  from  Four  to  Five  in  the  Winter,  and  Six 
the  rest  of  the  Year :  And  if  he  be  occask)ned  by  necessary 
Business  to  absent  himself  from  his  School  more  than  Two 
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Days^  I  will  that  he  Ask  the  Thrsb  Sbniob  Govbbnobs* 
Lbavb  i  and  if  he  prove  negligent  in  keeping  his  Hours  as  is 
above  said,  or  absent  himself  from  his  School  Without  Lbayb 
obtained,  after  Three  Admonitions  given  him  by  the  Goveb- 
NORS,  or  the  more  Part  of  them,  I  ordain  and  declare  his  Place 
to  be  VOID,  and  do  appoint  a  new  Schoolmaster  to  be  chosen 
into  it. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  every  Saturday 
Afternoon,  do  call  the  Scholars  of  both  Schools  before  him,  and 
do  catechise  them  in  the  Principles  of  our  Christian  Religion, 

ACCOBDINO  TO  the  ObDEB  OF  THE  BoOK  OP  CoMMON  PrATER, 

that  they  may  bythis  Means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receive 
public  Instruction,  by  way  of  catechising  from  the  Vicar  in  the 
Church,  which  I  more  desire  than  the  seasoning  thbm 

WITH   LEARNING. 

Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  each  Schoolmaster^  upon  Penalty  of 
Loss  of  his  Place,  that  he  grant  no  Otiutns,  or  Pkty  Days,  nor 
Part  of  Play  Days,  to  his  Scholars  respectively,  upon  any 
Pretext:  But  I  appoint  that  the  Scholars  do  every  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  betwixt  Three  and  Four  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  play  of  course ;'  and  I  strictly  charge  that  there  be  no 
breaking  up,  nor  leaving  of  School,  before  any  Festival  Days, 
save  only  Two  Days  before  the  Feast  of  Easter,  Two  Days 
before  the  Feast  of  Pentecost,  and  Three  Days  before  Christmas ; 
and  the  Schools  to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter 
Week,  the  Wednesday  in  the  Week  of  Pentecost,  and  the  Day 
after  the  Twelfth  Day  in  Christmas,  without  delay. 

•The  Manner  of  the  Schoolmasters*  Corrections. 

iJtem,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmasters  do  not 
exceed  in  their  Corrections  above  the  Number  of  Three  Stripes 
with  the  Rod  at  any  one  Time ;  that  they  strike  not  any  Scholar 
upon  the  Head  or  the  Cheek  with  their  Fist  or  the  Palms  of 
their  Hands,  or  with  any  other  Thing,  upon  Pain  of  Loss  of 
Forty  Shillings  for  every  such  Stripe  or  Stroke,  to  be  defoulked 
by  the  Governors  out  of  their  yearly  Wages :  That  they  do  not 
curse  or  revile  their  Scholars :  That  for  speaking  English  in  the 
Latin  School,  the  Scholar  be  corrected  by  the  Ferula ;  and  for 
swearing,  with  the  Rod :  That  Monitors  be  appointed  to  note 
and  present  their  Rudeness,  irreverent  or  indecent  Demeanour 
in  the  Streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public  Sports.J 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  Uie  Schools  do  every 
Morning,  upon  their  Knees,  before  they  begin  their  Lectures, 
offer  up  their  Sacrifice  of  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving  to  Gk>d  in 
such  Prayers  and  Psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me ;  Uiai  is 
to  say^  that  their  MaatcrSj  both  at  one  Time  in  the  MmiiDgj  do 
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repeat  onierly  the  Lord^s  Prater,  and  after  that  tlfe  fe  Dnim 
Laudamui,  and  that  their  Scholars  do  answer  than  accOrdhigl]^; 
and  at  Afternoon^  before  they  depart,  that  the  Masters  do  repdett 
orderly  the  Hunired-and^thirteenth  Psalm,  and  they  answer  it 
and  the  Verse  followuig  to  the  end  of  that  Psalm. 

The  Behaviour  of  the  Scholars. 

Item,  I  publish  to  all  Men  the  true  Intdations  of  my  Heart, 
that  I  more  affectionately  desire  that  the  poor  ScholuB  of  my 
.Schools  be  nurtured  and  discipUned  in  good  Manners,  than  ik" 
structed  in  good  Arts;  and  therefore  I  chai^ge  my  Sdioofanastm 
reispectively,  as  they  will  answer  it  to  Ood  and  good  M^,  iWt 
ifey.  bring  up  their  Scholars  in  the  Fear  of  God,  and  Retereii6e 
towards  all  Men :  That  they  teach  them  Obedience  to  thieir 
Parents,  Observance  to  their  Betters,  Gentleness  and  Ingexrtuty' 
In  all  their  Carriages ;  and,  above  all,  that  they  chastise  tkem 
aenrerely  forThree  Vices,  Lying,  Swearing,  and  Filthy  Spbak- 
iNo,  that  Men  seeing  the  Buds  of  Virtue  in  their  Youth  may  be 
stirred  up  to  bless  them,  and  to  praise  God  for  their  pkras 
Education.' 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  Schools  do  upon  every 
Sunday  and  Holiday,  in  the  Morning,  resort  orderly  unto  their 
several  Schools;  and  that  they  go  from  thence,  with  their 
litasters  before  them,  unto  the  Church,  Two  and  Two  in  a 
Rank:  That  they  carry  their  Service  Books  with  them,  and 
imswer  the  Versides  in  the  Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish 
doth':  That  they  kneel  at  such  Times  of  the  celebrating  of 
Divine  Service  accordingly  as  it  is  in  that  behalf  prescribed  by 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  -,  and  that  they  stand  up  at  the 
Reading  of  the  Creed  and  Gospel,  and  bow  at  the  sacred  name 
of  Jxsus ;  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  Capacity  do.  take  in  Writing 
the  Notes  of  the  Preacher's  Sermon,  and  give  Account  of  them 
on  Monday  Morning  to  their  Masters. 

The  Free  Scholars  of  both  Schools. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  do 
teadi  gratis,  that  is  without  any  Fee  or  Reward,  Twelve 
Scholars  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  Two  bom  in 
Longhton,  Two  in  Woodford,  and  Two  vtrithin  the  Parish  of 
Lambome ;  and  that  the  English  Schoolmaster  do  teach  gratis 
to  Read.  Write,  Cypher,  and  Cast  Accounts,  and  to  leam  their 
Accidence,  All  that  shall  be  sent  unto  him  of  the  Parish  of 
Chigwell,  Two  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Loughton,  Two  wit^n 
the  Parish  of  Woodford,  and  Two  within  the  Parish  of  Lam- 
bome :  Provided  always.  That  in  case  the  Parents  of  any  of  the 
SVee  Scholars  above  named  do  detain  and  keq>  their  Chlkbeii 
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by  the  Space  of  Five  days  together  from  the  School^  or  abore 
Seven  Days  in  any  one  Quarter  of  a  Year  jointly  or  severally, 
upon  any  Pretext  (except  it  be  in  case  of  Sickness),  that  then  and 
firom  thenceforth  the  Scholars  so  absented  and  detained  shall  for 
ever  forfeit  his  freedom  in  the  said  School^  and  shall  be  expel- 
led from  the  School,  except  his  Parents  pay  for  his  teaching 
according  to  the  Schoolmaster's  dncretion. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that'  no  leprous,  foul,  or  infec- 
tious Child  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  said  Schools ;  nor 
any  that  by  the  Sluttishness  or  Negligence  of  their  Parents  or 
Guardians  shall  be  observed  to  abound  with  Vermin :  That  no 
Scholar,  upon  Pain  of  Whipping,  do  make  Water  within  the 
Walls  of  the  Court- Yard  :  and  that  for  their  other  needM  Oc- 
casions they  resort  to  some  such  retired  Place  as  shall  be  appointed 
unto  them  by  the  Governors,  and  not  elsewhere. 

Item,  I  do  ordain  that  the  said  Rectory  shall  not  at  any  Time 
hereafter  be  demised  for  any  longer  Term  than  for  One-and- 
twenty  Years  at  the  furthest,  to  begin  in  Possession  trota  the 
making  of  the  Lease  -,  and  that  upon  every  such  Lease  thereof, 
so  from  Time  to  Time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved,  for  and 
during  all  the  Term,  the  yearly  Rent  of  Threescore  Pounds  of 
lawful  English  Money,  to  be  paid  at  the  Two  usual  Feasts  or 
Terms  of  £e  Year ;  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Feasts  of  St  Michael 
the  Archangel,  and  of  The  Annunciation  of  our  blesfted  Lady  the 
Viigin  Mary,  or  within  Eight-and-twenty  Days  at  the  f^irtbest 
next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  each  of  the  said  Feasts,  by 
equal  and  even  Portions.  I  doubt  not  but  that  the  said  Rectofy 
may  from  time  to  time  be  let  for  so  much  yearly  Rent:  But  if 
the  Feoffees,  Grantees,  or  Bargainees  for  the  time  being  of  'tiie 
said  Rectory,  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  enforced  to  abate 
some  of  the  said  yearly  Rent  as  that  they  shall  not  be  able,  out 
of  the  yearly  Profits  of  the  said  Rectory,  fiilly  to  perform  all 
those  goodaiid  Charitable  Uses  which,  in  my  Conveyance  of  the 
said  Rectory  to  the  new  Grantees  or  Bargainees  therein  named, 
are  in  that  behalf  mentioned  and  appointed ;  Then  1  will.  That, 
according  to  the  Proportion,  and  for  so  much  of  the  said  yearly 
Rent  as  they  shall  be  so  enforced  to  abate,  and  for  and  during 
that  time  oxily,  there  shall  be  a  proportionable  and  respective 
Defalcation  made  of  the  several  yearly  Stipends  which  I  have,  in 
and  by  my  said  Conveyance  appointed  to  be  given  to  the  School- 
masters of  the  said  Schools. 

Item,  I  do  nominate,  and  with  my  hearty  Prayers  beseedi, 
tlie  Lord  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being  to  be  for  ever 
the  Visitor  of  my  Schools )  imto  whom  I  will  and  appoint  the 
Goiremors  aboresaid  to  repair  in  all  Cases  of  Difficulty  and 
Difference  amongst  them :    And  I  ordain  that  his  the  said  Lord 
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fiishop*8  Sentence^  Judgment^  or  Doom>  to  be  a  final  and  con* 
elusive  Determination  of  all  Differences  whatsoever;  And  I 
will  and  require  Two  of  the  Senior  Governors  of  the  Schoob^ 
dther  upon  every  New  Year's  Day  yearly,  or  the  Day  following, 
to  repair  unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  his  Palace  or  House, 
and  to  present  unto  his  Lord^p  an  old  Angel  of  Gold>  for  his 
New  Year's  Gift,  with  these  Words : 

''  May  it  please  your  Lordship, 
We  are  commanded  by  Order  from  our  Founder  to 
present  unto  your  Lordship  this  poor  New  Year's  Gift  ^ 
"  and  humbly  to  entreat  your  Lordship,  in  his  name,  to  be 
'^  good  unto  his  Poor  Schools  at  Chigwell." 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Conveyances  and  Writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  Possessions  of  my  Schools,  together  with 
the  Money  which  I  have,  in  and  by  my  Conveyance  unto  the 
new  Grantees  or  Bargainees  of  the  said  Possessions,  appointed 
to  be  for  a  Stock  for  the  said  Schools,  shall  be  from  Time  to 
Time  kept  in  a  Chest,  which  shall  remain  in  the  House  ap- 
pointed for  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  under  three  Locks  and 
Keys  5  one  of  which  Keys  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell  for  the  time 
being,  the  other  Key  the  Parson  of  Loughtonfor  the  time  being, 
and  the  third  Key  such  a  one  of  the  Crovemors  as  the  Governors 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  shall  in  that  behalf 
nominate  and  appoint. 

Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  Ordinances  shall  once  every  Year, 
upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  Week,  in  the  Forenoon  of  the  same 
Day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  which  shall  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues, 
in  the  Presence  and  Hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  Schools 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  whom  I  desire  in 
that  behalf  to  be  then  present.

A  doubt  having  arisen,  whether  the  Master  of  the  Latin 
School,  notwithstanding  the  dear  intention  of  the  Founder 
that  the  same  shall  be  appointed  for  the  instructing  and 
teaching  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  and  the 
adjacent  Parishes,  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues,  might  not, 
nevertheless,  be  at  liberty  to  teach  and  instruct  such  Children 
as  should  board  wUh  hiniy  and  were  not  either  of  Chigwell 
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or  the  adjacent  Parishes,  readingy  writings  and  casting 
accounts^  and  learning  their  Accidence,  which  the  Master  of 
the  English  School  apprehended  to  be  an  innovation,  and 
much  to  his  detriment, — and  the  Masters  of  both  Schools 
having  laid  before  the  Bishop  of  London  a  state  of  their 
respective  cases, — and  the  Trustees  having  likewise  desired 
his  Judgment  and  Dedsion  therein, — 

His  Lordship  under  his  Episcopal  Seal,  dated  the  20th 
of  June,  1743,  declared, — 

"  That  though  there  were  no  directions  in  the  said  Statutes 
or  Ordinances,  concerning  the  teaching  or  instructing  any  other 
Children  than  those  of  Chigwell  and  the  adjacent  Parishes,  yet 
it  evidently  appears  to  be  the  Founder's  intention  throughout, 
that  each  School  should  be  kept  to  the  separate  and  distinct  use ' 
directed  by  him. 

"  We,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  do,  for 
preventing  all  further  doubts  and  disputes,  strictly  order  and 
enjoin  the  several  and  respective  Masters,  that  no  Children 
whatever,  whether  upon  the  Foundation  or  not,  be  from  hence- 
forth taught  in  the  Grammar  School  to  read,  write,  cypher,  or 
cast  accounts,  or  learn  their  Accidence, — nor  in  the  other 
School  shall  they  be  taught  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues/* 

The  present  Master  of  The  Grammar  School  is.  The 
Revd.  William  Burford,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £20. 
per  annum.  The  present  number  of  Scholars  is  Thirty,— 
3  or  4  of  whom  are  upon  the  Foundation. 

The  present  Master  of  The  English  School  is,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Cole,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annum.  Twenty 
boys  of  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  two  of  Loughton,  two  of 
Woodford,  and  two  of  Lamboume,  (adjcnning  Parishes), 
are  instructed  gratuitous^.

In  80  large  and  considerable  a  place  as  Colchbstxb,  there 
must  undoubtedly  have  been  always  several  Schools.  There 
were  Public  ones,  even  so  anciently  as  the  eighth  of  King 
John,  1207^  But  there  were  none  endowed  until  the  Slst 
of  King  Henet  the  Eighth,  1539,  nor  any  effectually 
endowed  at  all  until  the  26th  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1584. 

In  which  year  Her  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patoit  dated  the 
6th  of  July,  re-granted  to  the  Bailiffs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty of  this  Town,  the  Chantries  in  the  Chapel  of  St. 
Helen,  and  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  with  all  the  reve- 
nues thereunto  belonging ;  upon  the  condition,  that  they 
should  distribute  and  apply  part  of  the  revenues  of  the 
same,  in  erecting  and  endowing  a  Free  School  here ;  — 

Ordaining,  that  the  Corporation,  and  their  Successors,  may 
choose  the  Master  from  time  to  time ;  — 

That  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  the  Dean  of  St.  Paulas,  and 
their  Successors,  may  make  wholesome  and  suitable  Statutes 
in  writing,  for  the  Government  of  the  Master,  and  Scholarb 
of  this  School,  which  they  shall  firmly  observe  and  keep : — 

That  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars  shall  be  under 
the  Visitation  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  the  time  being ;  — 

That  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  his  Successors,  may  visit  as 
'  well  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as  all  the  posses- 
sions assigned  by  the  Bailiffs  and  Commonalty  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  School  5— 

And,  shall  cause  the  revenues  of  those  possessions  to  be 
employed  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  School,  and  the 
l^laster. 

AHout  ten  months  after  the  date  of  this  Grant,  the  Buliffs 
and  Commonalty  erected  and  endowed  the  School,— direct- 
ing, that  the  House  called  ^^  Westona^  in  the  Parish  of  All 
Saints,  which  had  before  been  used  as  a  School-house,  should 
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be  for  ever  thereafter  the  School-house  of  The  Freb 
Grammar  School  within  the  Town  of  Colchester;  in 
which  there  shall  be  Sixteen  Free  Scholars  instructed  in 
the  art  of  Grammar  for  ever :  and  assigned  certain  premises 
of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  20  marks,  for  the  support  of  the 
Master. 

In  th^  state  the  School  continued  until  the  reign  of  King 
William  the  Third,  when  complunt  bong  made  to  Dr. 
Henry  Compton,  Bishop  c£  London,  that  the  whole  profits 
of  the  messuages  and  lands  were  not  applied  according  to 
the  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  His  Lordship  filed  a 
Bill  in  Chancery  ag^st  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  in 
Michaelmas  Term  1696,  and  on  the  Slst  of  October  1698 
obtained  a  Decree. 

Still,  however,  the  matter  remuned  unsettled  for  some 
years  aflerwards :  but  at  length  the  Mayor  and  Corporation 
were  prevailed  upon  to  part  with  the  management  of  the 
revenues  of  the  School,  and  to  put  them  into  other  hands. 

And,  in  pursuance,  therefore,  of  the  Decree  in  Chancery, 
they  enfeoffed,  on  the  16th  of  September,  1707*  by  way 
of  lease  and  release.  Sir  William  Luckin,  c£  Messing,  Bart., 
Sir  Isaac  Rebow,  Knight,  and  five  other  Gentlemen,  in  all 
the  lands  and  tenements  belonging  to  the  School,  in  Trust, 
that  they  should  permit  the  Master,  for  the  time  being,  to 
enjoy  the  possessions,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  there- 
of to  his  own  use. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  £117.  per  annunij 
— a  sum  at  which  it  was  let  on  a  lease  of  21  years  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1806. 

The  Statutes  which  were  drawn  up  by  John  Lord  Bishop 
of  London,  and  Alexander  Nowell,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's, 
are  not  now  complied  with  in  the  School,  as  many  of  them 
are  totally  inapplicable  to  present  manners  and  habits 

The  School  hours  are,  in  Summer,  at  seven  o'clock  in 
the  Moroing^-^out  at  nine, — ^in  again  at  ten,  and  out  at 
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one ; — ^in  at  three,  and  out  at  five.  In  the  Winter,  an  hour 
later  in  the  Morning.  A  selection  of  Prayers  from  the 
Church  Service  is  always  used  before  the  business  commen- 
ces, every  Morning. 

The  number  of  Scholars  is  between  30  and  40,  seldom 
falling  short  of  the  former  or  exceeding  the  latter.  For 
many  years  previous  to  1806,  the  situation  was  occupied  by 
a  Gentleman  who  paid  no  cUtentiori  to  the  duties  of  a  School- 
master, and  who  had  suffered  the  School  to  fall  altogether 
into  n^Iect, — ^^  not  a  single  Pupil  had  been  educated  under 
himjbr  several  years,'*  The  terms  of  the  Day-Scholars  are 
ten  guineas  per  a/nnum. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used :  and  the  system  of  educa- 
tion pursued  is  generally  the  Eton,  although  other  books 
than  those  used  at  that  Seminary,  are  occasionally  intro- 
duced. 

Robert  Lewis,  formerly  Fellow  of  St.  John'^s  College, 
Cambridge,  and  for  some  time  Preacher  at  St.  Peter^s  in 
Colchester,  and  Maby  his  Wife, — both  of  whom  were 
born  and  brought  up  in  this  Town, — intended,  and  the 
&aid  Mary,  by  her  Will  dated  the  12th  of  October,  1620, 
gave  £100.  to  the  use  of  that  College;  for  which  the  Cot'- 
poration  granted  an  Annuity  of  £7-9  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Scholar  in  St.  John's,  for  ever.  Upon  a  vacancy,  the 
Master  and  Seniors  of  the  College  are  to  make  choice  of  a 
Scholar,  formerly  of  The  Free  School  of  Colchester,  and 
the  son  of  a  Free  Burgess  of  the  same  Town,  if  they  have 
any  such  within  their  College,  and  qualified  according  to 
their  Statutes.  But,  if  there  be  none  such  in  that  College, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Bailiffs,  and  the  general 
Preacher,  of  the  Town  of  Colchester,  and  the  Schoolmaster 
of  the  Free  School  there  for  the  time  being,  or  any  Three 
of  them,  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Master  and  Se- 
niors of  St.  John's  a  sufficient  Scholar  of  the  Free  School  of 
Colchester,  to  succeed  info  the  said  place. 
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Ambrose  Gilbert,  S.  T.  B.,  byhis  WUl,  dated  the  6th 
of  May,  1642,  bequeathed  "  Marsh-House^  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Osy th,  in  Essex,  with  all  the  lands  and  woods  belonging 
to  the  same,  to  the  founding  of  a  Fellowship  and  a  Scholar, 
iliip  in  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  and  appointed  *<  to 
be  capable  of  these  places,  first  the  GiLB£BTS,next  tlie  1  ork- 
INGTONS,  then  Colchester  School,  lastly  Orset,  and  Esaex.*" 
This  Will  was  proved  on  the  1 4th  of  June,  1649. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edward  Crosse, 
who  took  ihe  Degree  of  M.  A.,  at  Oriel  College,  Oxford, 
about  the  year  1799,  having  been  ordained  Deacon  and 
Priest  at  Exeter,  in  1796  and  1797.  In  1803,  he  accept- 
ed a  Curacy  in  Essex,— and,  in  1806,  he  was  nominated  a 
Candidate  for  the  Mastership  of  Colchester  School,  upon  a 
vacancy  then  declared,— and  his  success  is  attributed  in  great 
measure  to  the  favourable  testimonies  borne  to  his  character 
by  the  late  estimable  Provost  of  Oriel,  and  by  the  present 
Bishop  of  Peterborough, — and  he  was  elected  by  the 
unanimous  suffrages  of  the  Burgesses,  to  almost  all  of  whom 
he  was  personally  unknown.  This  Gentleman  has  always 
taken  a  few  private  Pupils,  generally  Six.  His  terms  have 
varied  according  to  the  age  of  those  to  be  admitted, — for 
the  youngest  they  are  80  guineas, — for  the  eldest  120  gui- 
neas,^— the  average  may  be  stated  at  100.  He  lives  in  a 
Private  house* 

His  Assistant,  Mr.  Rogers,  late  Fellow  of  Sydney  Sussex 
College,  Cambridge,  resides  in  the  School-house,  and  takes 
a  few  pupils  at  Sixty  guineas  per  annum  each. 

The  number  o(  The  Trustees  is  very  limited,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  or  six. 

Samuel  Harsket,  ArchUshop  of  York,  and  the  muni- 
ficent Founder  of  the  Two  Schools  at  Chigiiell,  was  educa- 
ted heer. 
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DEDHAM. 

Thb  Fees  Grammae  School  at  Dedhah  wa«  built,  and 
the  House  adjoining  to  the  same  for  the  Master  was  given 
by  Dame  Joan  Clabk,  at  a  period  now  unknown. 

For  it's  Endowment  it  is  indebted  to  William  Little- 
bury,  Gentleman,  of  Dedham,  who,  by' his  Will  dated  the 
20th  of  July,  1571,  ;bequeathed  a  Farm,  called  "  Raff- 
marshy'^'  situate  in  the  Parishes  of  Bradfield  and  Wrabness, 
then  rented  at  £20.  a  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master, — to  teach  Twenty  Scholars,  such  as  the  Grovemors 
should  approve,  according  to  the  directions  and  limitations 
m  his  Will. 

This  donation  was  confirmed,  and  the  Governors  incorpo- 
rated by  Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  May,  1574,  when  the 
School  was  directed  to  be  styled  "  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School.'" 

The  Grovemors,  constituted  and  appointed  by  this  Char- 
ter, were  empowered  to  appoint  others  to  the  number  of 
Twenty-four,  as  occasion  should  require,  to  be  Trustees  of 
the  School-house  and  Farm, — to  keep  all  things  in  flood 
order  and  repair, — and  to  give  an  account  of  the  revenues 
and  improvements,  at  the'u:  general  Meeting  on  Whitsuri' 
Monday  in  every  year. 

The  Master  of  the  School  must  be  a  Graduate  in  one  of 
the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

"  We  may  in  one  instance  observe,''  Mr.  Morant  re- 
marics,*'  how  much  a  Military  sj^irit  was  encouraged  by  our 
martial  and  manly  Queen  Elizabeth, — I  mean,  her  in- 
junctions to  the  Parents  of  boys  at  Free  Schools,  and  this  of 
Dedham  in  particular, — That  tiiey  should  furnish  their  sons 
there  with  bows,  ihafUj  bracers ^  and  gloves,  in  order  to  tram  ' 
(hem  to  arms^ 
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In  1593,  William  Cardinal,  Esq.,  of  Egmanton  in  the 
County  of  Nottingham,  but  a  native  of  this  town,  gave  a 
Farm  in  Great  Bromley,  in  Essex, — the  rent  thereof  to  be 
divided  between  Two  poor  Scholars,  natives  of  Dedham, 
or  Much  Bromley,  and  sent  from  this  School  to  Cambridge. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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EARL^S  COLNE,  near  Halsted. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Earl's  Colnx  was 
founded  by  Christopher  Swallow,  Clerk,  some  time 
Vicar  of  Messing,  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth ; 
and  endowed  with  a  Farm-house  and  lands,  called  *^  PicJe- 
stoneSy'"  in  the  Parishes  of  Stisted  and  Patteswick,  in  the 
County  of  Essex, — a  Cottage  and  land,  called  "  Ttmhleiie^ 
in  the  Parish  of  Stisted, — a  Farm-house  and  lands  in  the 
Parish  of  Ardleigh, — lands,  called  ^^  PoUs^  in  the  Parish  (rf 
Marks  Tey, — and  a  Cottage  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of 
Messing,  — the  gross  annual  Income,  in  181 7>  amounting  to 
JC175..I..O. — For  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  proper 
person  to  execute  the  office  of  a  Schoolmaster,  ^^  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  and  instruct  children  in  a  Grammar  School 
there,  and  to  teach  the  number  of  Thirty  Children,  whose 
Parents  shall  be  dwelling  in  the  said  Parishes  where  the  said 
lands  and  tenements  are  situate,  and  others,  whose  Parents 
are  pooTy  without  any  fee  or  reward  to  be  rendered  for  the 
same." 

The  present  possessor  of  this  Estate  is,  Thomas  Towle 
Esq.,  of  Castle-street,  Falcon-square,  London,  the  Patronage 
of  the  School  and  Lands  having  been  granted  by  The  Right 
Honble.  Aubery  Earl  of  Oxford,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
County  of  Essex,  by  Deed  dated  the  30th  of  September, 
1673,  to  George  Cressener  the  Elder,  of  Earl's  Colne, 
Grentleman,  John  Cressener,  of  London,  Grocer,  and 
George  Cress  hiner  the  Younger,  of  The  Middle  Temple, 
London,  Gentleman,  from  whom  they  have  descended  to 
him,  and  which  Deed  is  in  his  possession. 

There  are  no  Statutes. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  of  EarFs 
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Colne,  and  to  any  boys  of  the  Parishes  where  the  lands  are 
situate,  whose  Parents  arc  poor^  free  of  expense.  The  Pa- 
tron and  Master  nominate.  1  hey  are  admitted  generally  at 
Seveii  years  of  age,  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  for  their 
continuance  in  the  School.  Thirty  boys  upon  the  founda- 
tion, and  about  Sixteen  others  are  usually  educated  in  the 
School. 

Tlie  Eton  Grammars  are  used, — and  the  Scholars  are 
further  instructed  in  history,  geography,  and  the  use  of  the 
globes,  English  Grammar  and  composition,  writing,  aiith« 
metic,  and  book-keeping. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advantages 
belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  and  only  Master  is,  Mr.  Isaac  Watson 
who  receives  the  whole  amount  of  the  endowment,  except 
£10.  per  annurriy  which  is  paid  to  the  Patron  for  the  rent 
of  the  School,  which  is  his  Freehold  property.     This  Gren- 
tleman  takes  Six  Pupils  at  Twenty-five  guineas  a  year  each. 
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FELSTED. 

The  Free  School  at  Fslsted  was  founded  by  Richaed 
Lord  Rich,  in  the  year  1564,  and  endowed  with  an  ample 
provision  for  a  Master,  and  Usher. 

rrhe  Noble  Founder  directed,  that  the  Chapbdn  of  the 
Institution  should  be  a  Priest,  to  be  chosen  by  his  Hdrs, 
named  and  collated  in  writing. 

The  Chaplain  to  be  a  School-master,  to  teach  Eighty 
male  children  bom  in  the  County  of  Essex. 

The  Usher  to  teach  the  children  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  the  Master  shall  direct. 

Upon  complaint  of  the  Master  to  the  hws,  the  Usher  is 
to  be  displaced,  and  anothef  put  in  his  room. 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  are  not  to  be  absent  above  eight 
days  in  a  Quarter,  without  good  excuse. 

If  the  Master,  or  Usher,  be  removed,  another  is  to  be 
elected  within  six  weeks,  or  else  the  Bishop  of  London  may 
collate. 

If  the  Chaplain  or  Master  have  any  Spiritual  promotion 
other  than  by  the  ^ft  of  the  Heirs,  then  to  be  removed. 

A  Sermon  is  to  be  preached  on  Whit-Sunday  in  the  after- 
noon, and  at  the  end  thereof  this  Psahn,  ^*  Deus  misereatur 
nostri;"^  and  then  a  Collect,  which  is  set  down  in  the 
writings.  And  the  Church-wardens  are  to  pay  13^.  4J.  for 
the  Sermon. 

The  Church-wardens  arc  to  make  their  account  on  Low- 
Sunday  before  the  Heirs,  or  any  one  whom  they  shall 
appoint,  with  the  Vicar  of  Felsted,  and  the  Chaplain  and 
Usher,  or  two  of  them,  and  two  other  honest  persons  of  the 
Parish. 

The  Church-warden  b  to  pay  6s.  Sd.  to  the  Vicar  of  Fel- 
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stcd,  for  his  looking  after  the  true  execution  of  the  Founda- 
tion,  and  calling  upon  the  Church-wardens  to  that  purpose. 
The  present  Patron  of  the  School  is,  The  Earl  of  Win- 

CHILSEA. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  Church  Preferment, 
belonging  to  this  School. 

There  is  a  good  School-house,  situate  on  the  South  side 
of  the  Church,  fronting  the  Street,  and  the  Institution  is 
now  in  a  very  flourishing  state. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edmund  Squibe, 
whose  Statutable  Salary  is  £50.,  and  £14.  by  a  late  grant 
of  The  Earl  of  Nottingham,  together  with  a  good  Dwell- 
ing-house, a  garden  and  dose  adjoining,  of  about  two  acres, 
and  other  conveniencies. 

The  Statutable  Salary  of  the  Usher  is  £25.,  and  £7.  by 
the  grant  of  The  Earl  of  Nottingham,  together  with  a  con* 
venient  Chamber  adjoining  to  the  School. 

By  The  Earl  of  Nottingham's  grant,  £3.  are  to  be 
annually  put  into  The  Foundation  Chest. 

Among  the  Eminent  persons  who  were  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Isaac  Basrow,  D.D.,  the  Mathematician  and  Divine. 
John  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Mathematician,  under  the 

learned  Mr.  Mabtin  Holbeagh. 
Thomas  Townson,  D.  D. 
Thomas  Cooke,  a  Poet  and  miscellaneous  Writer. 

To  which  may  be  added,  Oliver,  Richard,  and  Henry, 
tlu*ce  sons  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  were  sent  to  this 
School  for  some  time  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
Wars ;  and,  as  Mr.  Morant  suggests,  by  means  of  The 
Earl  of  Warwick,  who  was  very  intimate  with  their  Father. 

Lord  Rich  also  founded  in  the  same  year,  a  good  Axms- 
IIousE  for  Six  poor  people. 

VOL.  I.  F  f 
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HALSTED. 

Thb  Fkee  Grammae  School  at  Halsted  was  founded  in 
the  year  1594,  by  Dame  Maey  Ramset,  and  endowwl 
with  J£20.  a  year,  and  a  house,  for  the  education  of  Foett- 
THEEB  Scholars  within  the  towns  of  Halsted  and  Cdne- 
Engaine, — and,  in  default  of  a  supply  of  that  number  out 
of  these  towns,  the  sons  of  poor  men,  who  inhabit  within 
dgkt  miles  of  Halsted,  are  to  be  received  into  the  Schodi,  as 
Jree  Scholars^  to  make  the  number  Foett. 

The  care  and  trust  of  the  Institution  was  committed  by 
The  Foundress  to  The  Governors  of  Cheist^s  Hospital,  in 
Liondon. 

This  School  was  first  designed  to  be  erected  at  Clavering 
in  this  County. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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MALDON. 

The  Gkaicicae  School  at  Maldon  was  founded  by 
Ralph  Bbedbb,  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  this  Corporation ; 
who,  dying  on  the  2d  of  March,  1608,  bequeathed  £30a 
to  be  laid  out  for  the  endowment  of  a  Grammar  School, — 
the  Master  to  be  nominated  by  his  Feoffees,  whilst  they 
lived,  and  afterwards  by  the  Bailiffs. 

Mrs.  AnastatIa  Wentwoeth,  Widow,  gave  £23.  per 
nfwiuffi  to  this  School,  out  of  a  Farm  at  Hatfield  Peverell : — 
and  also  two  Houses  of  about  £10.  a  year. 

Besides  which,  £3.  per  amwm  was  given  to  the  Sdiool 
out  of  rents  of  Houses  in  this  Town. 

The  School,  which  is  a  handsome  brick  edifice,  was  erected 
on  the  site  of  St.  Peter's  ChuixJi  by  Thomas  Plume,  D.D., 
Archdeacon  of  Rochester,  and  the  munificent  Benefactor  to 
this  his  native  place, — the  lower  part  being  appropriated  to 
the  School,  and  the  upper  part  to  a  Library. — And  to 
the  support  of  his  noble  views  he  gave  his  Farm  at  Iltney 
in  Mundon  to  certun  Trustees,  to  keep  the  School  and 
Library  in  good  repair,  and  to  maintain  a  weekly  Lecture 
from  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas  in  The  Upper  Church  at 
Maldon,  together  with  various  other  benevolent  bequests. 

To  his  Library  he  gave  ^^  all  his  Books  and  Pictures, 
(except  his  own  Picture  in  Mr.  Pond's  house),  together 
with  his  large  Map  of  the  World.  And  desired  all  his 
Manuscript  Papers,  of  his  own  hand,  to  he  carefully  pre- 
served in  the  Study  of  the  said  Library.  He  directed  that 
the  Keeper  of  his  Library  should  be  a  Scholar  that  knows 
Books,  M.  A.,  and  in  Holy  Orders, — and  may  be  some 
Minister  that  has  a  neighbouring  Living,  and  can  and  shall 
redde  in  Maldon,— or  the  School-master  himself,  or  any 
other  of  good  Learning  and  Life,  that  will  be  ei^aged  to 
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attend  every  Moraing  and  Afternoon,  except  Sundays,  two 
hours  in  the  Library-room,  or  in  his  House  near  to  it,  in 
all  four  hours  per  diem^ — That  any  Gentleman,  or  Scholar, 
who  desires,  may  go  into  it,  and  make  use  of  any  Book 
there,  or  borrow  it,  in  case  he  leaves  a  Vadimonium  with. 
the  Keeper  for  the  restoring  thereof  fair  and  incorrupted 
within  a  short  time,  or  else  therewith  to  buy  another  of  the 
same  kind  and  goodness.  He  shall  suffer  no  Stranger  to  be 
there  ctbme  without  a  voucher  for  his  honesty,  and  his  own 
promise  not  to  carry  away,  or  deface  any  Book.  The 
Library-Keeper  is  to  ^ye  £200.  bond  at  least  not  to  em- 
bezzel  his  Books,  nor  to  lend  them  out  without  sufficient 
pawn  to  his  Trustees  at  Maldon,  to  buy  the  same  again. 
The  Grovemors  of  Sion  College  in  London,  for  the  time 
being,  are  to  take  account  thereof, — for  which  he  left  that 
College  20^.  per  annum  out  of  Iltney  estate.  And  because 
new  Books  are  daily  printing,  he  wills  that  20^.  per  annum 
be  paid  out  of  his  Iltney  estate  yearly,  to  buy  any  that  shall 
be  most  desired  by  the  Library-Keeper, — whose  Salary  is 
JE40.  a  year,  and  a  Dwelling-house  near  the  Library.'' 

This  School  is  entitled  to  a  small  Scholarship  of  j£6.  per 
annum  at  Christ's  College,  Cambridge,  founded  also  by 
Dr.  Plume,  in  turn  with  the  Schools  of  Brentwood  and 
Chelmsford. ' 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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NEWPORT,  near  Bishop's  Stortford. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Newport  was  founded  in 
1 588,  by  Joyce  Franckl and,  Widow,  Daughter  of  Robert 
Tbapps,  of  London,  Goldsmith,  and  William  Saxie,  her 
son ;  and  endowed  with  a  portion  of  tlie  Great  Ty  thes  of 
Banstead,  in  Surrey, — ^^Fwo  houses  in  Little  Distaff  Lane, 
London, — and  a  Tenement  at  Hoddesdon,  in  the  County  of 
Hertford, — then  of  the  annual  value  of  £23..10..0,  but  now 
amounting  to  about  £275. 

The  Master  of  Gonvil  and  Caius  College,  in  Cam- 
bridge, was  appointed  the  Governor:  who,  annually  by 
himself,  or  his  sufficient  Deputy,  visits  the  School,  and  sets 
down  such  Orders  and  Rules,  as  he  thinks  convenient,  and 
which  are  strictly  observed. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  free  of 
expense,  except  that  pf  books;  and  is  restricted  in  some 
measure  to  this  Village :  But  for  want  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  the  sons  of  Parishioners,  the  vacancies  may  be  supplied 
by  the  children  of  any  other  Town. 

The  number  of  boys  admitted  upon  the  Foundation  is 
Fifty  ;  and,  as  the  Trustees  meet  every  quarter,  it  is  in- 
variably complete.  No  other  Scholars  are  educated  at  this 
School.  They  are  admitted  at  tlie  age  of  seven  years,  and 
remain  five  or  six  years  without  superannuation. 

The  Persons  who  nominate  on  vacancies,  are  the  Trustees 
or  Feoffees  who  are  unlimited  in  their  number ;  but,  accord- 
ing to  the  Will  of  the  Foundress,  when  there  shall  be  but 
Three  of  them  left  alive,  they  shall  make  a  new  Feoffment 
of  the  honest  and  substantial  Inhabitants  of  Newport,  to 
such  uses  and  upon  such  trust  as  she  devised  to  the  ori^nal 
IVustees. 

The  Eton  Grammars  have  been  in  use :  But  the  routine 
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of  Education,  for  the  last  Twenty-three  y^ars,  has  been  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic, — though  the  Rules  prescribed 
by  the  present  Master  oi  Gonvil  and  Caius  College  di- 
rect, that  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  algebra,  trigono- 
metry, &c.,  shall  be  taught  to  such  boys  wboiae  Pace&ts  are 
disposed  to  have  them  instructed  in  the  same. 

At  every  VisLtalion  the  Scholars  may  fae  examined  in 
their  Learning, — ^and  Three  or  Four  who  are  competent, 
may  be  removed  to  Gonvil  and  Caius  College,  .or  mooe 
of  them,  if  ihe  Scholars  and  their  Parents  oonsent, — and 
there  may  be  admitted,  and  preferred  ^^  aocxuding  to  ihw 
*'^ Armey  entry e^  unto  the  next  Scholarship  that  then  or  at  any 
time  shall  fall  void,  being  of  the  Foundation  of  Mnk  Fkanck- 
LANB  and  jber  Son,  in  the  said  College,  before  any  other- 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bell,  Vicar 
of  Newport,  and  late  a  Member  of  St.  John^s  College,  Cam^ 
bridge,  whose  Salary  is  £205.  per  annum.  His  immediate 
Predecessor  received  into  his  house  a  few  Pupils,  who  were 
not  upon  the  Foundation ;  but,  on  his  election  in  17^3,  the 
Trustees  laid  him  under  an  injunction  not  to  take  Pupils. 

The  benevolent  Foundress  of  this  Schodl  also  bequeadied 
a  House  in  Philip  Lane^  Aldermanbury,  with  the  fixtures 
and  appurtenances,  together  with  two  Tenements  adjoining, 
to  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  Gonvil  and  Caius  College, 
and  their  Successors,  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  to  be 
employed  in  founding  Two  Scholajiships,  and  Six  Fellow- 
ships, in  that  College,— Each  Scholar  to  be  paid  Five 
marks,  and  each  Fellow  £7-  p^  annum.  These  Fellow- 
ships, it  is  understood,  are  not  appropriated  to  any  particular 
School,  or  restricted  to  any  County. 
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SAFFRON  WALDEN. 

The  Fbxe  Grammar  School  at  Saffron  Walden  owe 
it^s  Foundation  to  the  <<  good  intente,  mynde,  and  godlie 
purpose"  of  The  Revd.  John  Lechb,  Vicar  of  Walden, 
wUch  was  partly  effected  during  his  life-time,  and  fuUy 
accomplished  after  his  decease,  ^^  by  liis  Suster  and  Heire, 
Dame  Johan  Bradbury,  of  London,  Widow/' 

He  became  Vicar  of  Walden  (then  Chepyng  Walden),  in 
1489,  and  died  in  the  year  1521.  He  was  also  a  Member 
of  "  The  Gilde  or  Fratemite  of  The  Holy  Trinite,''— as 
was  likewise  his  Sister,  Lady  Bradbury, — ^which  was  estab- 
lished by  Letters  Patent  from  King  Henry  the  Eighth, 
dated  at  Westminster  the  24th  of  March,  in  the  Fifth  year 
of  his  reign,  1514.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  Piety, 
Benevolence,  and  Munificence,  as  appears,  among  other  dr- 
cumstances,  from  the  fi>lIowing  Epitaph  which  is  engraven 
on  a  fillet  of  brass,  running  round  an  altar  tombstone  of 
granite  now  remaining  entire  in  the  Church  of  Safirqp 
Walden,— 

"  Quo  noQ  est^  nee  erit>  nee  clarior  extitit  ullus 
Unctorum  dausum  hoc  marmore  pulvis  habet> 
Huic  Leche  nomen  erat>  divinae  legis  Amator> 
Hiyus  quern  templi  curam  habuisse  palam  est^ 
Iste  huic  multa  dabat  sacro  donaria  fono> 
Inceptique  operis  sedulus  auctor  erat> 
Pauperibus  ftiit  inde  plus  pavit  miserosque^ 
£t  me  qui  temer^  hsec  cannina  composui — 
Hiijus  sit  ei^  animae  caelum  jam  munus  ut  altum> 
Hue  qui  ades  instanti  pectore  fimde  preces 
Spes  mea  in  Deo  est/* 

An  incorrect  copy  of  this  Inscription  is  given  in  Weevbr's 
Funeral  Monuments. 

It  appears  from  an  Indenture  tripartite,  now  preserved  in 
the  Coundl  Chamber  at  Safl^xm  Walden,  <<  made  the  eighten 
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day  of  Maye,  1525,  and  in  the  l7th  year  of  Hbkby  the  8th.,  " 
between  Dame  Johane  Bbadbubt,  on  the  oon  partie, — and 
the  Treasorer  and  Chambrelejnis  of  the  Fratemitie  or  ^de 
of  the  Holy  Trinite  in  the  Parish  Churche  of  Walden,  on 
the  seconde  partie, — aftd  the  Abbott  and  Covent  of  the 
Monastery  of  the  same  town,  on  the  thred  partie," — ^that  a 
House  and  School-room  were  built  by  the  **  saide  Dame 
JoHANE  and  Master  Leche,  opposite  the  Lane,  called 
*  7%^  Vicar's  Lane,''  in  the  Town  of  Walden."  And  further, 
that  Lady  Beadbuet  thereby  granted  a  rent-charge  o{  £l2. 
per  annum^  out  of  the  Manor  of  **  WiBynghatt  Spayne^  in 
the  Countie  of  Essex,"  to  the  Gild  of  Walden  «  for  the 
supportacion  of  a  Priest  to  say  Mass,  and  to  teach  Children 
Grammar  in  the  School,  after  the  order  and  use  of  WmchesUr 
and  Eton.'*' 

He  was  to  be  chosen  by  the  Gilde,  and  examined^  by  the 
Abbot  and  Vicar. 

After  a  year's  probation  he  was  to  retain  the  situation  for 
life,  except  in  case  of  delinquency,  or  being  promoted  to  any 
"  benefice  with  or  without  Cure  of  Souls." 

In  case  of  Infirmity  he  was  to  provide  an  Usher,  at  his  own 
charge. 

He  was  to  reside  in  the  School-house,  and  was  not  to  be 
absent  above  20  days  in  the  year,  and  that  by  special  Ucense 
of  the  Vicar. 


*  This  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Tenants^  Lords  or  Farmers  of  the 
Manor  at  the  Town  of  Walden  at  two  "  Terms  of  the  yere,^-on 
the  1st  of  June,  and  1st  of  December  betweene  the  hours  of  ten 
and  eleven  of  the  clock."  And  if  it  happen  "  the  said  annell 
rent  be  hynde  att  any  terme  of  payment  afbresaide^  in  parte  or 
in  alle^  that  then  yt  shall  be  liefiille  to  the  said  Treasorer  and 
Chamberleyns  and  to  their  Successors^  and  to  their  certain 
Attorney  into  the  aforesaid  Honour  to  entre  and  distrayne^  &c." 

^  The  Master  is  now  examined  by  The  Master  of  Queen* s 
College,  Cambridge.  This  custom  most  probably  obtained 
from  the  circumstance  of  Sir  Tuomas  Smith  having  been  edu" 
catcd  at  that  College. 
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The  first  Master  of  the  School  was  William  Dawson,*^ 
Clerk,  stiled  in  the  Indenture  "  a  profound  Gramarion.'* 
He  afterwards  became  Sir  William  Dawson,  and  further 
endowed  the  School  with  about  five  roods  of  meadow  ground 
lying  almost  immediately  behind  the  School  premises. 

The  learned  Sir  Thomas  Smith/  who  was  bom  at 
Walden,  and  was  Secretary  to  Edward  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  had  his  early  education  at  this  School.  He 
purchased  all  the  Gild  of  Walden  for  £531..14..11,  and 
through  his  interest  at  Court  the  School  was  advanced  to  a 
Royal  Foundation.* 


^  He  was  probably  the  author  of  the  Epitaph  upon  Mr. 
Leche. 

**  He  introduced  the  culture  of  Saffron  at  Walden,  from 
whence  it  has  it's  present  appellation.  He  was  very  partial  to 
his  native  Town^  which  he  thus  describes  in  his  De  Republica 
Anglorum, — **  Walden,  vel  Saffron  Walden  a  croco  dictum> 
oppidum  in  agro,  blandissimo  croco  ridente,  situm.'* 

^'  Strype,  in  his  life  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  adds  ''  with  good 
endowment  from  the  King  his  Master,  in  the  third  year  of  his 
reign  5  when  he  granted  to  the  School  there  two  Mills,  viz.,  a  Com 
Mill  near  the  Town,  and  a  Malt  Mill  in  it ;  together  with  all  the 
emoluments,  tolls,  and  benefits  accrewing,  and  an  annuity  of  £l9. 
issuing  out  of  the  Manor  of  Willingale  Spane,  in  Essex,  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  said  School. — ^This  seems  to  be 
but  a  grafting  upon  the  ancient  School  here  -,  for  I  have  received 
from  the  Revd.  person  above  mentioned  (Edward  Norton), 
.  the  present  Vicar  of  Walden,  and  he  ^m  the  inspection  of  the 
Town  Writings,  that  there  was  anciently  a  School  in  this  place, 
and  a  Master  and  Usher  over  it,  and  that  it  was  governed  by 
divers  excellent  orders  for  it*s  Six  Forms.  And  that  in  the  14th 
year  of  King  Henry  the  8th.,  one  Dame  Jane  Bradbury  (for 
why  should  these  old  Memorials  be  lost?)  settled  i!lO.  per 
annum  upon  it.  That  there  was  also  a  Tripartite  Indenture  for 
the  said  School,  dated  August  24th  betwixt  Dame  Jane  Brad- 
bl'ry.  Widow,  Sister  to  John  Leche^  late  Vicar  of  Walden,  and 
the  Treasurer,  and  Chamberlains  of  the  Guild  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Walden,  and  the  Abbot  and 
Convent  of  the  Monastery  of  the  same  Townj  and  that  one 
William  Cawson  (Dawson,  in  the  Deed)  had  behaved  himself 
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In  the  35th  of  Elizabbth,  1593,  Pet:^]i  Manwqod, 
Esq.,  who  had  been  also  educated  in  this  School,  purchaaed 
a  piece  of  land,  with  a  Cottage  ypon  it,  of  about  three  acrf8> 
called  ^^  The  Slade^  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Walden,  near 
the  road  which  leads  fropi  that  place  to  Hadstock.  This  is 
now  let  for  £'10.  per  annum. 

Besides  these  Endowments  there  is  some  land  at  Tolles- 
bury,  in  Essex,  which  now  lets  for  J£45.  per  c^nnum;  and 
which  pays  a  fourth  of  it's  rent  to  the  Schoolmaster,  so  long 
as  he  remains  unbeneficed. 

The  present  annual  value  of  the  School  is  j£33..5..0,  with 
a  house,  School-room,  and  meadow. 

All  the  children  bom  in  Walden,  Little  Chesterford, 
Newport,  and  Widdington,  are  to  be  taught  free,  with  the 
exception  of  4d.  paid  at  their  admbsion,  for  having  thdr 
names  entered  in  the  Schoolmaster^s  Book. 

Over  the  door  of  the  School-room  is  this  Inscription, — 
/^  1655  Aut  disce^  aut  doce^  aut  decedeT^ 

The  School-room  has  lately  been  repaired  by  The  Cor- 
poration, and  One  Hundred  and  Forty  boys  are  daily 
taught  therein  on  The  National  System  of  Education. 


so  well  in  singing  Mass,  and  teaching  the  School^  that  he  was 
elected  when  it  was  made  a  Free  School." 

The  present  most  worthy  Vicar  of  Walden,  The  Kevd. 
Nicholas  Bull,  has  carefully  examined  all  the  Writings  re- 
specting the  School,  and  finds  no  grant  of  MiUs  to  it  from  King 
Edward  the  Sixth,  as  stated  above, — ^But  on  the  contrary,  that 
the  Mills  were  given  to  the  Corporation, — according  to  the  follow- 
ing Grants, —

the  Treasurer  and  Chamberleynes.

16th  Deer.  Jac.  I.  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffolk  and  Theophilus 
Lord  Howard  their  grant  of  the  Market  and  Mill  to  Francis 
Williamson,  and  other  Trustees,  Jor  the  Corporation, 
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The  Author  most  gratefliUy  records  his  obligation  to 
The  Revd.  Nicholas  Bitll,  the  present  Vicar  of  Walden, 
for  this  description  which  he  was  enabled  to  furnish  from  a 
full  and  unreserved  inspection  of  all  the  Sdiool  Documents, 
by  the  complaisance  and  enlarged  sentiments  of  the  pre-

CoEPOaATIOK. 
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CHIPPING  CAMPDEN. 

Ths  Fbbe  Grammar  School  at  Chipping  Campden  was 
fininded  in  the  year  14879by  Mr.  JohxFereby  cdias  Vbrby, 
who  endowed  it  with  a  moiety  of  the  Manor  of  Lynham,  in 
the  County  of  Oxford,  and  with  a  large  Close,  called  ^^  Finis 
ChseT"  But  this  Estate  was  sold,  and  another  at  Barton 
on  the  Heath,  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  was  purchased 
with  the  money,  which  was  settled,  by  a  Decree  in  Chancery, 
in  1627,  in  Trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master, 
and  Usher.  The  rental  of  this  estate  is  now  £100.  per 
annv/m, 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  an  Estate  at  Gretton,  near 
Winchoombe,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  now  producing 
an  annual  rent  of  about  J£84.,  was  made  by  a  person  now 
unknown. 

The  original  Conveyance  and  Statutes  have  been  losty  for 
time  immemorial. 

'^The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  without  any 
distinction  indefinitely,  free  of  all  expense.  They  are  ad- 
mitted by  a  Ticket  signed  by  three  o(  the  Resident  Trustees, 
at  seven  years  of  age ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their 
Parents  please.  The  average  number  of  Scholars  is  between 
30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  every  Fourth  year,  tenable  by  a 
Free  boy  of  the  School  properly  qualified,  at  Pembroke 
College,  Oxford,  of  the  value  of  £50.  per  annuniy  which  was 
founded  by  George  Townsend,  Esq.,  in  1683. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joseph  Wor- 
gan,  a.  B.,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annuiUy  with  a  House 
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rent  free,  and  dear  of  all  taxes  and  repairs.  This  Gentle- 
man takes  a  limited  number  of  Pupils,  at  £30.  per  annum 
each. 

The  Second  Master,  who  is  a  La3rman,  and  teaches 
writing  and  arithmetic,  is  now  restrained  from  taking  Board- 
ers.    His  Salary  is  about  £38.  per  annum. 

There  are  Thirteen  Trustees, — Six  of  whom  are  Re- 
sident, and  Seven  Non-resident. 

Robert  Harris,  President  of  Trinity  College,  Oxford, 
was  educated  here. 
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CHELTENHAM. 

The  Gbammab  School,  and  Hospital,  ki  CHEttENAAM, 
were  founded  by  Richard  Pates,  E^.,  of  Gloucester,  in 
the  year  1574;  who  endowed  the  School  with  £lS,  a 
year  for  the  Master,  and  £4.  for  the  Usher ;  payable  out  of 
lands  which  he  gave  for  the  support  of  these  Charities  to 
CoRF0s  Christi  College,  in  Oxford,  who  nominate  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  approves. 
The  Master  has  also  a  House  appropriated  for  his  residence. 

In  1683,  George  Townsend,  Esq.,  founded  Eight  Ex- 
hibitions at  Pembroke  CbUege,  Oxford,  for  Scholars  from 
the  Grammar  Schools  of  Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  Campden, 
and  North  Leach,  of  £50. per  arnium  each,  for  Eight  years. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 

It  is  stated,  ^^  that  the  Parishioners  of  this  Place  are  much 
dissatisfied  with  the  management  of  their  School,  and  there 
is  a  dispute  between  them  and  the  present  Master.^ 

Mr.  Pates's  heirs  nominate  three  men  and  three  women 
to  The  Hospital,  with  a  Stipend  of  I2d.  each  weekly,  4d. 
quarterly,  and  16^.  a  year  for  a  coat  for  each  of  the  men, 
and  a  gown  for  each  of  the  women.  They  have  also  2d. 
weekly  eacli^  from  another  dondr. 
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CIRENCESTER. 

The  Free  Gbammae  School  at  Cirencester  was  built 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Ruthal,  Bishop  of  Durham,  a 
native  of  this  Town,  about  the  year  1508 ;  and  endowed  by 
him  with  £7*  p^  annuniy  which  being  absorbed  amongst 
the  Chantry  lands  in  the  reign  of  ^enry  the  Eighth,  com- 
plaint was  made  in  the  second  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1548, 
to  Sir  Walter  Mildmay  and  Robert  Eeyleway,  Esq., 
&is  Majesty^s  Commissioners  for  the  settlement  of  Schools, 
who  directed  the  like  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Exchequer 
to  the  Master. 

John  Jones,  Gentleman,  of  Duntsbome,  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  12th  of  August,  1508,  gave  Six  houses  for  mass 
for  his  Soul  for  Sixty  years,  and  afterwards  for  Charitable 
uses,  out  of  which  £8.  per  annum  were  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master;  which  bequest  was  confirmed  by  a  Decree  in 
Chancery,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the 
First,  1603. 

In  the  Fifteenth  of  Elizabeth,  1573,  Thomas  Helme, 
then  Master,  after  ^^  much  trouble,^'  got  £13.  per  annum 
more  to  be  allowed  out  of  the  Exchequer ;  and  the  two  pay- 
ments of  £7*  <u^d  £13.  are  now  made  out  of  the  Land 
Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

The  Master  has  also  a  good  House,  which  b  kept  in  re- 
pair for  him. 

The  late  Master  John  Washbourne,  D.  D.,  Fellow  of 
Magdalene  College,  Oxford,  who  died  in  1806,  had  been 
Master  nearly  Forty  Years. 

Among  the  eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Charles  Brandon  Tryb,  Esq.,  late  Senior  Surgeon 
of  The  Infirmary  at  Gloucester. 
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Caleb  Hillieb  Parry,  M.  D.,  late  one  of  the  Physi- 
cians of  The  General  Infirmary  at  Bath. 

The  Revd.  James  Dallaway,  M.  B.,  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  author  of  "  Constantinople,  ancient 
and  modem,"  &c.  8z:c.

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GLOUCESTER. 

The  Cathedral   School. 

The  School  of  The  Cathfdbal,  commonly  called  The 
College  School,  is  of  very  ancient  origin,  being  co-eval 
with  The  Abbey. 

By  the  Twenty-fifth  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  and 
Orders,  for  the  better  rule  and  government  of  The  Cathe- 
dral Church  of  Gloucester,  prescribed  by  the  Conunand 
of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  in  1545,  it  is  ordained, — 


€< 


That  Piety  and  good  Learning  may  alway  spring,  grow, 
flourish,  and  in  due  time  prove  fruitful  in  our  Church,  to  the 
Glory  of  God,  and  the  good  and  honour  of  the  Commonwealth, 
We  will  and  ordain,  that  by  the  Dean,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Sub-Dean  and  Chi^pter,  one  be  chosen  who  is  skilful  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  of  good  feune,  and  a  godly  life,  well  qualified  for 
teaching,  who  may  train  up  in  Piety  and  good  Learning,  those 
Children  who  shaU  resort  to  our  School  to  learn  Grammar.  And 
let  him  have  the  first  charge,  and  be  the  Chief  School-master. 

*'  And  that  there  be  one  other  chosen,  of  good  repute,  and  of 
a  virtuous  life,  well  skilled  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and  who  hath  a 
good  faculty  in  teaching,  who  shall  instruct  the  Youths  under 
the  Head  Master,  in  the  first  rudiments  of  Grammar,  and  shall 
therefore  be  called  the  Under  Master,  or  Usher.        « 

"  And  we  will,  that  those  Instructors  of  Youth  do  carefully 
and  faithfully  observe  those  Rules  and  Orders  which  the  Dean, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  Sub-Dean  and  Chapter,  shall  think  fit  to 
pr^cribe  unto  hixn. 

^'  But  if  they  prove  idle,  negligent,  or  not  fit  to  teach,  let 
them  be  expelled,  and  deprived  of  their  places,  after  a  third  ad- 
monition from  the  Dean,  or  in  his  absence,  from  the  Sub-Dean 
and  Chapter. 

''  They  shall  be  obliged  by  Oath,  that  they  vrill  fedthfully  per- 
form all  duties  belonging  to  their  places." 

Upon  the  foundation  of  The  Chapter,  the  Abbey  Li- 
brary was  converted  to  a  School ;  which  Elizabeth  Wil- 
SHIRE  afterwards  repaired,  and  made  more  convenient  for 
that  purpose.

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In  1686,  Mr.  Wheeler  (then  Head  Master)  begun  the 
establishment  of  a  Libbart  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars, 
which  is  sdll  in  existence,  and  contains  many  useful  and 
good  Books ; — They  also  enjoy  part  of  the  common  Orchard 
of  the  Abbey,  as  a  Play-ground. 

There  is  no  Foundation  emolument  at  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities, connected  with  this  School.  The  only  Childrai 
who  have  a  right  to  be  taught  gratis  here,  are  the  Eig^t 
Chorister  Boys ;  who  may  be  taught  English,.  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Arithmetic, — and  Music,  by  the  Orgamst, — and  are  so 
taught  regularly,  of  course ;  if  their  Parents  do  not  make  it 
their  request  to  have  less  attention  paid  to  the  learned  lan- 
guages, that  they  may  have  more  time  bestowed  upon  ac- 
compts ;  for  which  reason  they  sometimes  deare,  that  their 
Childrens^  education  may  be  leflb  more  in  their  own  disposal, 
under  Masters  in  the  City,  more  particularly  fitting  them  for 
mercantile  occupations.  The  other  Scholars  are  usually 
private  Pupils,  to  the  number  of  25  or  30. 

The  Classical  education  pursued  here,  is  from  the  rudi- 
ments of  Latin  and  Greek  to  the  extent  of  Sophodes,  Euri- 
pides, &c.,  and  the  best  of  the  Latin  Authors. 

This  School  is  entitled,  with  the  Grammar  Schools  of 
Cheltenham,  Campden,  and  North  Leach,  to  Eight  Exhi- 
bitions of  £50.  per  annum  each,  at  Pembroke  CoU^, 
Oxford,  founded  by  George  Townsend,  Esq.,  of  RoweU, 
in  1683. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Arthur  Evai^s, 
whose  Salary  has  been  increased  beyond  the  Statutable  pay- 
ment of  £20.  per  annum^  and  a  House.  The  chief  emolu- 
ments to  both  the  Masters  arise  from  the  opportunity  of 
taking  Pupils,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Preferments  whidb  The 
Dean  and  Chapter  are  careful  to  confer  upon  them* 

The  Usher  or  Under-Master's  Office  is  at  this  time  (Feby. 
1818)  vacant:  the  whole  Duty  being  performed^  and  the 
Stipend  received  for  the  present,  by  Mr.  Evans  and 
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own  Assutant ;  until  the  Dean,  who  appoints  the  Usher,  is 
able  to  complete  a  plan  maturing  for  execution,  in  respect 
to  the  new  intended  Under-Master.  He  has  also  a  House, 
and  the  Statutable  Salary  of  £10.  has  been  increased. 

The  Cathedral  School  of  Gloucester  has  been  for  many 
years  in  great  repute  and  esdmation.  The  names  of  Spakkes 
and  Bishop,  two  of  it  s  late  Masters,  are  still  holden  in 
much  deserved  respect.  Edward  Fowler,  Bbhop  of 
Gloucester,  -William  Lort  Mansbll,  D.  D.,  the  present 
Bishop  of  Bristol, — Philip  Dauncey,  one  of  the  King^s 
Counsel, — and  very  many  other  important  names  might  be 
enumerated  in  the  List  of  ifs  Alumni. 
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Gloucester: 

Saint  Mabt  de  Crypt  School. 

Thb  Fbke  Gbammab  School  of  St.  Mabt  de  Cbtpt, 
which  stands  upon  the  West  part  of  St  M ary^s  Church- 
yard, was  erected,  in  pursuance  of  the  last  WiU  of  Alderman 
John  Cook,  dated  the  11th  of  May,  1528,  by  his  Widow 
Dame  Joan  Cook  :— Who,  on  the  11th  of  January,  1540, 
by  Indenture  of  three  parts,  between  herself.  The  Mayor 
and  Burgesses  of  Gloucester,  and  The  Bailiffs  and  Citizens 
cf  Worcester,  vested  in  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  her 
manor,  messuagess  and  lands  in  Poddesmede,  Hempstead, 
and  Elmore,  to  provide  with  the  rents  thereof,  an  honest  and 
learned  Schoolmaster  for  this  School, — to  be  chosen  by  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  two  Senior  Aldermen, — and  to  re- 
odve  a  yearly  Stipend  of  £  10.,  if  a  Priest^  but  £9.  cmly,  if 
a  Layman.  * 

The  Mayor,  Recorder,  two  Senior  Aldermen,  two  She- 
riffs, Town-Clerk,  Four  Stewards,  Sword-bearer,  four  Ser- 
jeants at  Mace,  and  the  Fivq  Porters  of  the  Gates,  covenant 
to  survey  the  School  once  every  year  between  Easter  and 
Whitsuntide,  and  to  cause  the  necessary  reparations  to  be 
made,  for  the  trouble  of  doing  which,  certain  small  sums  are 
allowed. 

The  rents  of  other  lands  and  tenements  her  Ladyship 
directed  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  people  of  The  Hospital  of 
St.  Babtholomew,  and  to  be  laid  out  upon  the  West- 
Bbidge  and  Causeway,  between  Gloucester  and  Over. 

The  Bailiff,  Aldermen,  and  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of 
Worcester  are  appointed  by  The  Founder  as  Trustees,  to 
see  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  Gloucester  survey  the 
School,  for  which  they  have  a  small  Annuity :    and,  if  the 
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latter  at  any  time  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  Trust, 
they  forfeit  £10.  to  The  Corporation  of  Worcester  for 
every  default. 

In  1611,  Alderman  Lawbbnce  WiLsniBE  gave  £100., 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Usher  in  this  School. 

In  1683,  Gkobge  Townsend,  Esq.  gave  Two  perpetual 
Exhibitions,  for  the  nuuntenance  rf  Two  Scholars  at  Pem- 
broke College,  in  Oxford,  for  Eight  years,  to  be  elected  by 
The  Mayor,  Six  Senior  Aldermen,  and  the  Head  Master, 
of  £50.  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  William  Massingeb,  to  whom  with  several  other 
persons  many  Feoffments  had  been  made  by  Alderman 
Cook,  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned,  endeavoured  to  get 
all  Ae  lands  a/nd premises Jbr  his  own  use^ — But,  by  a  Decree 
in  Chancery,  made  on  the  12th  of  February,  1552,  and 
exemphfied  on  the  7th  of  May  following,  he  was  obliged  to 
deliver  up  to  The  Corporation  all  the  Evidences  and  other 
Documents,  belonging  to  the  same,  which  now  ^^  lie  among 
the  Archives  of  the  City  in  the  Custody  of  the  Town  Clerk." 

^^  As  to  the  School  itself,  it  is  now  in  every  sense  *  Private 
School ; — the  exertions  of  the  Instructor  being  rewarded  by 
payments  from  the  friends  of  the  Pupils." 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  R.  Skillebn.

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NORTH  LEACH. 
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The  Gbakmae  School  of  Noeth  Lsach  was  founded  in 
the  year  1559,  by  Hugh  Westwood,  Esq. 

The  Preamble  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  obtained  in 
the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Jamxs  the  First,  1606, 
recites,  * 

^'  That  whereas  Hugh  WEsrwooD^late  of  Chedworth,  in  the 
County  of  Gloucester^  Esquire^  deceased,  was  in  his  life-time 
seised  in  his  demesne,  as  of  fee,  of  and  in  the  Rectory  and  Far- 
sonage  Impropriate  of  Chedworth  aforesaid,  whereunto  the 
Advowson,  Patronage  and  Right  of  Presentation  of  the  Vicarage 
of  Chedworth  aforesaid,  then  was,  and  yet  is  appendant  and 
belonging,  and  of  and  in  all  manner  of  Glebe  lands,  tenttlBj 
tythes,  pensions,  portions,  oblations,  obventions,  profits,  com- 
modities, and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  of  what- 
soever natw%,  kind  or  degree  they  be  in  Chedworth  aforesaid,  or 
elsewhere  to  the  said  Rectory  or  Parsonage  of  Chedworth 
belonging  or  appertaining,  and  of  and  in  (^ke  messuage  or  tene- 
ment, and  one  close  and  two  yard-lands  and  a  half,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Chedworth  aforesaid,  lata  in  the  occupation  of 
one  James  Griffith,  and  so  seised,  as  aforesaid,  by  his  last 
Will  and  Testament  in  writing,  dated  the  first  of  Mxy,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, did^  amongst  other  things,  give,  will,  devise,  and  bequeath 
all  and  every  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises,  with  the  i^pur- 
tenances,  unto  The  Right  Honble.  Edmund,  then  Lord  Chan- 
Dos,  Sir  Giles  Pool,  Knt.,  Sir  Tuomas  Thboomobton^  Knt.> 
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Sir  Nicholas  Arnolds^  Knt.,  William  Repe^  Walter  Bas- 
KSBTiLE^  and  Henry  Hodokins^  Esquires^  Thomas  Marshall^ 
TflOMAs  Watson^  William  Partridge,  Gentlemen^  Thomas 
Aparry  and  Hugh  RATCLirFE,  Yeomen>  and  to  their  Heirs 
and  Assigns  for  ever,  to  the  only  use  and  intent  that  the  said 
Devisees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  and  with  the  profits  of  the 
premises,  should  found,  erect,  and  maintain  one  Free  Grammar 
School  for  ever  in  the  Town  of  North  Leech ; — ^By  which  Will 
the  nominations  of  the  School-master  of  the  said  School  were 
appointed  unto  the  heirs  of  the  said  Devisor ;— And  abo  the 
determinations  of  all  the  doubts  and  ambiguities  that  might 
arise  touching  the  said  Will,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  to  the  end  the 
same  might  be  by  them  composed,  without  any  controversy  in 
Law,  and  Shortly  after  the  said  Devisor  died  -,  after  whose 
decease  the  said  Devisees  entered,  and  were  of  the  said  premises 
seised,  by  virtue  of  the  said  Will : — ^And  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town  of  North-Leech,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
said  Will,  purchased  and  procured  to  be  conveyed  in  Fee  to 
some  of  themselves,  and  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Country^  as 
Feoffees  in  Trust  for  the  said  School,  a  convenient  House,  Gar- 
den, Backside  and  little  Close, , to  be  the  School-house  and 
Habitation  of  the  School-master  :^After  which  all  the  said 
Devisees,  but  the  said  Thomas  Aparry  died  -,  and  he  surviving 
all  the  rest  of  the  said  Devisees,  and  being  by  virtue  of  Survivor 
solely  seised  of  the  said  Parsonage,  and  other  devised  Premises^ 
sought  to  defraud  the  said  Trust  in  him  reposed^  by  making  a 
lease  of  the  said  parsonage,  and  other  the  premises,  to  one  of 
HIS  Sons, /or  a  verysmaU  rent,  and  by  conveying  the  reversion  and 
in?ieritance  thereof  to  one  other  of  his  Sons ; — And  also  Robert 
Westwood,  now  likewise  deceased,  then  Cousin  and  Heir  of  the 
said  Devisor,  did  enter  upon  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises 
devised^  challenging  the  same  as  Heir  unto  the  said  Devisor,  and 
seeking  to  impeach  the  said  Will,  which  tended  to  the  utter 
overthrow  of  tiie  said  Charitable  and  good  intent  of  the  said 
Devisor ;  Whereupon  the  then  School-master  and  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  North-Leech  aforesaid,  exhibited  their  Bill  of  Complaint 
into  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  :  And  Sir  Christopher  Hat- 
ton,  Knt.,  the  then  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  being  informed 
of  the  intent  and  purport  of  the  said  Will,  whereby  all  contro- 
versies thereupon  growing,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Assize  of  the  said  County  of  Gloucester,  directed  his  Letters  to 
Sir  Roger  Manwood^  Knt.,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exche- 
quer, and  Francis  Windham>  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Com- 
mon Pleas,  then  Justices  of  Assize  of  the  said  County,  for  the 
hearing  and  final  ordering  of  the  said  cause,  to  the  end  that  what 
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they  should  think  fit^  should  stand  and  be  taken  as  an  Order  of 
the  said  Court  in  that  behalf: — Who>  upon  mature  and  deliber- 
ate hearing  and  consideration  of  the  sail)  cause,  thought  fit,  and 
so  certified  into  the  said  Court,  Tliat  the  School  should  be  incor- 
porated, and  that  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises  should  be 
conveyed  to  the  said  Schoohnaster  and  his  Successors,— And 
that  the  Provost,  and  Scholars  of  the  Queens*  College  in  the 
University  of  Oxford,  should  name,  order,  visit  and  displace  the 
School-master  of  the  said  School,  and  his  Successors,  for  the 
time  being  : — And  that  the  reformations  of  aU  Gibuses,  either  in 
the 'said  Co^/ege  or  School-master,  should  be  referred  to  the  Justices 
of  Assize  of  the  said  County,  for  the  time  being,  or  one  ef  them : 
— -Which  said  opinion  and  direction  of  the  said  Justices  of  As- 
size, was  accordingly  ordered  by  the  said  Lord  Chancellor,  and 
Hi^t^ourt  of  Chancery,  and  after  directed  to  Sir  John  Puck- 
'ERiNo>  Knt.,  then  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  since 
confirmed  by  The  Right  Honble.  Sir  Thomas  Egbrton^  Kat, 
Lord  Ellesmere,  now  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  then  Lord 
keqier  of  the  Great  Seal  5— 

• 

It  was  therefore  enacted, 

''  That  the  said  School  of  North-Leech,  shall  from  hence- 
forth stand  and  be  incorporated,  established  and  foun^led  in 
name  and  in  deed,  a  Body  Politick  and  Corporate,  to  have  conti- 
nuance for  ever,  by  the  name  of  '^  The  School-Master  and 
Usher  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Hugh  Westwood, 
Esq.,  in  the  Town  of  North-Leech,**  and  by  tha(  name  shall 
have,  hold  and  enjoy  all  and  every  the  said  Parsonage  and  Pre- 
mises, Yards,  Lands,  Messuages,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments^ 
with  the  appurtenances  intended  by  the  said  Hugh  Westwood^ 
and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the  said  School  (the  Patronage  of 
theVicarage  of  Chedworth  only  excepted)  and  the  reversion  and 
reversions  of  the  same,  and  that  all  and  every  rent  and  rents 
reserved  in  any  demise  or  demises  thereof,  or  Uiereupon  made, 
the  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other  Law  or  Statutes  to  the 
contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding  :-^— 

**  And  by  the  same  name  shall  have  power,  ability  and  capa^* 
city  to  demise,  lease,  and  grant  their  possessions  and  heredita- 
ments, and  to  take,  acquire  and  purchase,  and  to  sue,  and  to  be 
sued,  and  to  do,  perform  and  execute  all  and  every  o|her  lawful 
act  and  thing,  good,  necessary,  or  profitable  for  the  ^ald  Incor- 
poration, in  as  fiill  and  ample  manner  to  all  intents,  constructions 
and  puposes,  as  any  other  Incorporations  or  Body  Politick  or 
Corporate  fully  and  perfectly  founded  and  incorporated,  may 
do  :*'— 


« 
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The  first  Schoolmaster^  William  Lickebarrow^  B.  A.,  and 
the  first  Usher^  John  Stone^  B.  A.^  of  the  said  School^  and  their 
Successors,  to  have  a  Common  Seal,  ''  in  which  shall  be 
engraven  the  Arms  and  Name  of  the  said  Hugh  West  wood." — 

It  was  also  enacted,  ''  That  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  of 
the  Queen's  College  in  the  said  University  of  Oxford^  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  full  power  and 
lawful  authority,  to  nominate  and  appoint,  and  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  from  time  to  time,  when  and  as  often  as  the  place  of 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School  by  deaths  resignation,, depriva- 
tion^ or  otherwise^  shall  become  void^  and  within  one  month 
after  such  avoidance,  by  writing  under  their  Common  and  Col- 
lege Seal,  one  learned  and  meet  man,  being  a  Graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oxford,  to  (be)  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School;"— 

"  And  in  case  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  shall  not 
within  one  Month  after  such  avoidance  make  such  nomination 
and  appointment  as  aforesaid,  that  then  and  so  often  the  Jus- 
tices of  Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  within  one 
month  after  such  default,  shall  and  may  by  writing  under  their 
hands  and  seals  nominate  and  appoint  some  meet  and  learned 
man,  being  a  Graduate  as  aforesaid^  to  the  place  of  School-mas- 
ter of  the  said  School." — 

In  like  manner  the  Provost  and  Scholars  are  to  nominate  and 
appoint  some  learned  and  meet  man,  "  having  been  trained  up 
in  the  said  University  of  Oxford,"  to  be  Usher  of  the  said  Scho6l> 
at  every  avoidance : — And  in  default  thereof,  that  then  the  Jus<< 
tices  of  Assize  shall  appoint  the  same  : — 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  are  empowered  to  set  ^wn  aild 
prescribe  such  Orders,  Rules,  and  Statutes  for  the  government 
of  the  School,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  convenient : — 
And  also,  '^  shall  have'full  power  and  authority  to  visit  the  said 
School,  and  to  order,  reform  and  redress  all  disorders  and  abuses, 
in  and  touching  the  government  of  the  same,  and  further  to 
censure,  suspend  and  deprive  the  Schoolmasters  and  Ushers  of 
the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just,  lit, 
and  convenient :" — 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  may  also  appoint ''  how  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premisses  shall  be  proportioned,  divided,  and 
distributed  to,  among,  and  between  the  School-master  and  Usher 
of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  so  as  the  whole  rent  be 
disposed  between  them  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  of  the 
said  School." 

Tlie  Endowment  consists  of  117  acres  of  Land,  and  the 
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Rectorial  Tythes  of  the  Parish  of  Chedworth,  now  c£  the 
annual  value  of  £600. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Town,  and  the 
Parish  of  Chedworth,  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  They 
are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  can  read  the  Bible  fluently, 
and  are  not  liable  to  superannuation.  Each  boy  at  his 
Entrance  pays  5s,  to  the  Head  Master,  and  2«..6d^  to  the 
Ush^.  There  are  at  present  only  TTiree  Free  boys  in  the 
School,  and  the  average  number  does  not  exceed  y&ur  or 
Jivey — a  circumstance  which  is  stated  to  arise,  from  their 
Education  being  ^^  cor^ned  entirely  to  the  Classics.'^  This 
is  a  restriction  on  the  part  of  The  Founder  which  is  to  be 
r^rretted,  as  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place,  and  of  Chedworth, 
are  chiefly  in  an  humble  station  of  life,  and  consequently 
can  have  but  httle  motive  to  ^ve  their  sons  a  Claaiced 
Education. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  In- 
.  struction  is  nearly  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College* 

There  is  oke  Exhibition,  given  by  Gborgb  Townsend, 
Esq.,  for  four  years,  of  the  annual  value  of  £50.  from  this 
School  to  Pembroke  CoUege,  Oxford.  The  Exhibitioner  is 
chosen  by  The  Head  Master,  the  Vicar,  and  the  Bailiff  of 
North  Leach. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Nslson, 
M.A. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Tobdiffe. 

No  Boarders  have  been  taken  by  either  of  the  Masters, 
for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years.

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CHIPPING  SODBURY. 

The  Free  Gbahhab  School  at  Chifping  Sodbubt  has  a 
provision  for  a  Master  of  £20.  per  annum^  from  oertaiB 
lands  in  the  Pari&hes  of  Chippng  Sodbuiy,  Old  Sodbuiy, 
and  Wickwar,  as  settled  by  a  Decree  in  Chancery,  in  the 
30th  of  Chablbs  the  Second,  1679. 

Mr.  Robbbt  Davis,  of  Little  Sodbuiy,  who  died  on  the 
16th  of  May,  1680,  added  £10.  a  year  to  the  Master's 
Salary. 

And  there  have  been  further  Donations  from  Dr.  Habd- 
wicKE,  and  Mr.  Samitel  Habdwickb,  late  of  the  City  of 
Bristol,  but  natives  of  this  place,  towards  providing  a  House 
for  the  Master. 
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TETBURY. 

The  Fbbe  Grammar  School  at  Tetburt  was  foundeii  in 
^the  reign  of  King  James  the  First,  \>j  Sir  William  Rum- 
NEY,  Alderman  and  SherifP  of  London,  who  was  a  native  oi 
this  Town,—  to  which  he  gave  a  Lease  for  years  of  the  Profits 
of  the  Fairs  and  Markets,  and  the  produce  was  applied 
towards  purcha»ng  the  Advowson  of  the  Church,  the  ToUs 
of  the  Borough,  the  Manor  and  Commons,  which  were 
bought  of  George  Lord  Berkeley. 

Tlie  Trustees  continued  the  School  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Henry  Wight  wick,  since  whose  dme  no  Master  has  been 
appointed,  as  the  Tolls  of  the  Markets  have  not  been  suffl-* 
dent  to  raise  a  Salary  for  one. 

Mr.  Oldham,  the  Poet,  received  part  of  his  education  at 
this  School, — as  did  Dr.  Bisse,  Bishop  of  Hereford. 

Dr.  Joseph  Trapp,  bom  at  Cherington  in  this  neighbour- 
hood. Minister  of  Christ  Church  in  London,  and  Author  of 
several  valuable  books,  was  here  qualified  for  the  University^ 
— as  also  Mr.  Gore,  formerly  of  Sopworth  in  Wiltshire,  a 
Grcntleman  remarkable  for  his  Learning* 
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TEWKESBURY. 

• 

The  Free  Grammar  School  in  Tewkesbury  was  founded 
by  William  Ferrers,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  Lcmdon,  and 
a  native  of  this  place,  in  1625 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with 
£20.  per  annum  out  of  his  estate  at  Shillingthorpe,  in  the 
County  of  Lincoln. 

In  the  Charter  of  King  William  the  Third  granted  to 
the  Town  and  Borough  of  Tewkesbiuy,  in  1701,  there  is  a  . 
special  clause,  which  diroctSy — that,* 

"  For  the  better  education  and  instruction  of  boys  an4  youth 
within  the  same  BorQugh^  Liberty  and  frecinct  thereof^  in  good 
arts,  learning,  virtue  and  education^  perpetually  to  be  educated 
and  informed/*  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  within  the  Borough 
aforesaid.  Liberty  and  Precinct  of  the  same^  one  Grammar 
School^  to  be  called  ''  The  Fbee  Gbammar  School  of  William 
Febrers^  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  in  Tewkesbury,  in 
the  County  of  Gloucester  /'to  conast  of  one  Master,  and  one 
Usher,.  8^d  Scholars  in  the  same  School : —  .    *' 

And  that  it*s  Possessions  and  Revenues  might  be  the  better 
managed.  His  Majesty  ordained,  that  the  Baili]^,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Chamberlain  of  the  Borough,  and  the  Town  Clerk  in 
Tewkesbury,  and  their  Successors,  "  henceforth  for  ever,  shall 
be,  and  be  called  Govbrnobs  of  the  Goods,  Possessions,  and 
Revenues  of  the  aforesaid  Free  Grammar  School  of  William 
Ferbers,  in  Tewkesbury,  in  the  County  of  Gk>ucester ; "  con- 
stituting them  one  Body  Corporate  and  Politick ;  with  liberty  to 
have  a  Common  Seal ;  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  5  to  elect  and 
appoint  "  one  honest  man,  learned  and  fearing  Grod,**  to  be 
Master  of  the  School,  and  "  one  other  man  discreet,  and  fit,**  to 
be  Usher  of  the  same,  who  shall  continue  in  their  offices, 
"  during  the  good  pleasure  of  those  the  Governors,  and  their 
Successors,  for  the  time  being  :*' — 

The  Governors  were  further  empowered  to  make  fit  and 
wholesome  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  government  of  the  same ; 
and  to  receive  and  possess  any  other  Revenues,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £S0. 

Richard  Estcourt,  well  known  both  as  an  Actor  and  a 
Writer,  was  educated  here. 

No  information  can  be  procured  either  from  the  Head 
Master,  or  the  Town  Clerk. 
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THORNBURY. 

Of  the  F&EK  Gb AMMAE  School  at  Thobnbu&t  the  Author 
is  not  able  to  give  any  description. 
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WICKWAR. 

Thb  Frbe  Grammar  School  at  Wickwar  was  founded 
by  Mr.  Alexander  Hose  a,  who,  by  his  Will,  in  1684, 
endowed  it  with  a  good  House  in  Gray^s  Inn  Lane,  London, 
and  also  gave  £600.  to  build  a  School-house  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Master.    The  Salary  is  £28.  a  year. 

Mr.  HosBA  is  said  to  have  beCii  a  poor  boy  apprenticed  ' 
to  a  Weaver  in  this  Town,  tind  upon  a  particular  day  in  the 
year,  when  it  was  the  custom  with  the  Inhabitants  to  make 
a  dish,  called  ^^  Whitepot^*  his  mistress  sent  him  with  a  pan- 
full  to  the  bakehouse.  Poor  Hosea  had  the  misfortune  to 
break  the  pan,  which  so  terrified  him  that  he  durst  not 
return  to  his  master,  but  set  out  immediately  for  London, 
where  he  was  prosperous,  and  acquired  a  large  fortune.

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The  £10.  is  still  paid  annually,  about  Michaelmas,  by  the 
Receiver  General  of  the  Land  Revenue. 

The  number  of  boys  to  bq  instructed  has  not  been  defined. 
More  than  Twenty^  however,  have  usually  been  admitted. 
They  are  from  the  Parish  generally,  and  of  a  description 
similar  to  those  of  Lady  Chandos^  Free  School.

Ladt  Fkavcb8  Chandos^  Freb  School. 

The  principal  Grammar  School  in  Winchcombe  was 
founded  by  Lady  Frances  Chandos,  in  the  year  1622,  and 
endowed  with  a  School  house  in  St.  Nicholas's  Lane^  and 
with  certain  lands  formerly  belon^ng  to  the  Sexton's  office 
in  the  Monastery,  then  amounting  to  18^.2^.36P.,  which 
have  since  been  commuted  by  an  Act  of  Indosure  for  19*. 
or  thereabouts,  and  have  lately  produced  about  £52.  per 
awawn  —for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master,  and  the  education 
of  Fourteen  boys,  to  be  bom  in  the  Town  of  Winchcombe. 
In  1815,  Thomas  Baghot  be  la  Bere,  Esq.,  then  sole 
surviving  Trustee,  enfeoffed 

Charles  Hanbury  Tract,  Esq. 
John  Brown,  Esq. 
William  Lawrence,  Esq. 
Reginald  Wynniatt,  M.  A. 
Thomas  Welles,  Clerk. 
Robert  Lawrence  Townsend,  D.  D., 
in  whom  the  Trust  is  now  vested. 

The  age  of  the  admission  of  Scholars  has  usually  been 
eigfU;  and  the  nomination  has,  for  many  years  past,  been 
1^  with  the  Master,  although  vested  in  the  Trustees. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Winchcombe  at  present  consisting 
principally  of  small  Shop-keepers  and  Labourers,  the  system 
of  Education  has  of  necessity  been  exclusively  confined  to 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  not  a  single  individual 
having  offered  himself,  to  whom  the  Classics  could  have  been 
acceptable. 

The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  I.  J.  Lates,  has  there- 
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fore  very  laudably  exceeded  the  number  prescribed ;  so  that 
tliere  are  generally  ffom  20  to  24  boys  daily  receiving  such 
Instruction,  as  is'  commensurate  with  theb  condition. 

The  Eing'^s  School,  and  Lady  Chandojs^  School  are  now, 
and  have  usually  been  holden  by  The  Vicar,  who  constantly 
employs  an  Assistant. 
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WOTTON  UNDER-EDGE. 

The  Feee  G&ammae  School  at  Wotton  Undee-Edge 
is  of  very  ancient  origin. 

By  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
dated  in  the  8th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Richaed  the 
Second,  1385,  His  Majesty  granted  his  Royal  Licence  to 
Kathbrinb  Lady  Berkeley,  Widow,  to  found  and  endow 
a  Free  Grammar  School  at  Wotton  Undee-Edgb, — ^to 
conMst  of  a  Master,  and  Two  Poor  Scholars, — and  to  endow 
the  same  with  certain  real  Estates  as  therein  mentioned  :— 
The  School  was  soon  afterwards  founded  and  endowed  by 
Her:— 

It  escaped  the  Dissolution  imder  Henry  the  Eighth, — but 
in  the  reign  of  King  James  the  First,  doubts  having  been 
entertained  whether  the  Revenues  of  the  School  were  not 
become  vested  in  the  Crown,  by  the  Statute  made  in  the 
first  year  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  intituled,  ^^  An  Act 
for  the  Dissolution  of  Chauntries,*^  a  Petition  was  presented 
to  King  James  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  School.  And 
the  Petition  being  referred  by  His  Majesty  to  the  then 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  an  Information  was 
by  their  direction  exhibited  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  by 
the  Attorney   G-eneral,  against  John   Smith,   and  other 
Lessees  of  parts  of  the  possessions  of  the  School,  for  the 
avoiding  such  Leases,  and  for  the  re-establishment  and  gene- 
ral r^uktion  of  the  SchooL     And  the  Cause  coming  on  to 
be  heard,  on  the  20th  of  Janry.,  1622,  in  The  Court  of 
Chancery,  Sir  Thomas  Chambeelatne,  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Eing^s  Bench,  and  Sir  William  Jones, 
cme  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  being 
present  and  asasting  at  the  said  Hearing :-— 
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It  was  declared,  that  all  Titles  to  the  said  lands  under  any 
Letters  Patent,  as  also  all  Leases  of  those  lands,  were 
void: — 

And  it  was  decreed,  that  all  the  lands  and  possesions  of 
the  School  should  be  surrendered  unto  His  Majesty,  that 
he  same  might  be  re-granted,  or  such  parts  as  should  be  fit 
to  be  employed  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  School,  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  greater  number  of  Scholars  according 
to  the  increase  of  the  Revenues,  as  occa^on  thereafter  should 
be, — ^And  directions  were  given,  as  to  the  future  mode  of 
granting  Leases  of  the  said  Lands : — 

But  it  seems  that  the  decree  ordered  a  beneficial  Lease 
of  part  of  the  estates  to  be  granted  to  John  Smith,  partly 
on  account  of  some  of  the  lands  lying  intermixed  with  his 
fireehold  lands  :— 

That  the  possessions  of  the  School  having,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  Decree,  been  granted  and  surrendered  unto  His 
Mqesty,  certain  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  May, 
1625,  were  passed  Onder  the  Great  Seal,— Whereby,  after 
reciting  the  matters  aforesaid,  it  was  ordained, — 

That  there  should  be  a  Grammae  School  in  the  Town 
of  Wotton  Under-Edge,  for  the  education  and  instructioa 
of  Children  and  Youths  in  Grammar  and  other  good  Learn- 
ing, — ^to  be  called,  ^<  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  The 
Lord  Berkeley,  in  Wotton  Under-Edge,** — and  that 
the  same  should  eondst  of  one  Master,  and  Five  or  more 
Poor  Scholars,  who  should  be  a  Body  Corporate,  have  per- 
petual Succesaon,  and  be  capable  of  holding  lands, — and 
certain  persons  therein  named  were  thereby  appointed  the 
first  Master  and  Five  first  Scholars  of  the  School,  to  con- 
tinue in  their  places  until  thar  respective  deaths,  or  until 
they  should  be  removed  or  displaced  according  to  the  Let. 
ters  Patent  and  the  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  therein 
ejqpressed, — in  which  events  it  was  declared,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  for  Gsorob  Lord  Bsexelxt,  and  the  Hdrs  nude 
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of  his  body,  tod  fc*  default  of  such  issue,  for  the  Lord  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  or 
his  or  their  Guardian  during  Minority,  within  Sixty  days 
after  the  vacancy  to  appcnnt  a  new  Master  or  Scholars, — 
And,  in  case  such  appointment  was  not  made  within  Sixty 
days,  power  was  given  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Borough  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  to  nominate  and 
appcnnt  on  such  vacancy : — 

And  all  the  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Hereditaments  were 
confirmed  to  the  Master  and  Scholars  to  hold  unto  them, 
thdir  Heirs  and  Successors  :— 

And  it  appearing  by  the  Decree,  that  the  Rents  reserved 
to  the  Master  and  Scholars  would  for  the  present  amount  to 
£47.  per  annum^ — it  was  appointed,  that  the  Stipend  of  the 
Master  should  be  £26..13..4.  per  annum^  and  that  the  Sti- 
pend of  each  of  the  Scholars  should  be  £4. : — 

And  that  as  the  Rents  of  the  School  should  increase,  so 
likewise  the  number  of  Scholars  should  be  increased  in  man- 
ner therein  after  directed : — 

And  that  when  the  Revenues  should  be  increased,  whereby 
one  or  more  Scholars  above  Five  might  be  maintained  in  the 
School  and  receive  the  aforesaid  Stipend  of  £4,  a  year,  the 
said  Lord  Berkeley,  or  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Wot- 
ton Under-Edge,  should  elect  and  appoint  so  many  new 
Scholars  as  the  increase  of  the  Revenues  should  be  sufficient 
to  maintain : — 

And  because  it  might  happen  to  become  necessary  in  pro- 
cess of  time,  that  the  Ordinances,  therrin  contained,  should 
be  enlarged  or  expired,  power  was  ^ven  to  Lord  Bsrke- 
LET  and  his  Heirs  male,  and,  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor  for  the  time  being,  to  make  such  other 
fit  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  explaining  or  enlar^ng  those 
therein  expressed  as  well  for  the  government,  direction,  elec- 
tion, amotion  and  expulsion  of  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as 
for  the  govemmc^jt  and  dispositions  of  the  possessions  and 
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revenues  of  the  School,  and  the  Stipeivls  and  Exhibitions  of 
the  Master  and  Scholars,— with  a  Proviso,  that  such  Ordi- 
nances should  not  be  contrary  or  repugnant  to  the  LdWB  of 
the  Reafan,  or  to  those  therein  contained, — which  Ordinances 
being  made  and  allowed  by  The  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  or  his 
Chancellor,  were  directed  to  be  inviolably  observed : — 

But  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  Letters  Patent  should 
not  in  any  manner  derogate  from  the  aforesaid  Decree,— but 
that  such  Decree  should  be  observed  and  performed  as  fully 
as  if  the  said  Letters  Patent  had  not  been  made,  unless  the 
same  should  thereafter  in  any  particular  point,  relating  to 
the  government  of  the  School,  be  altered  or  explained  by 
The  Court, — and,  in  such  case,  that  the  alteration  or  expla- 
nation so  made,  should  be  observed  and  obeyed  notwith- 
standing any  thing  to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  I^etters 
Patent  :— 

Certain  Ordinances  for  the  government  and  regulation  of 
the  School  were  annexed  to  the  Letters  Patent,  whereby  it 
was  declared,  among  other  things,  that  the  said  Lord  Berkx^ 
LET  and  such  others,  to  whom  the  nomination  and  election 
of  the  Master  and  Scholars  should  belong,  should  on  every 
vacancy  appcnnt  a  religious,  discreet,  and  learned  man  to  be 
Master,  who  should  inhabit  the  School-house,  and  teach 
Grammar  Scholars  there,— and  should  keep  the  House  in 
repair,  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  in  such  manner 
as  by  the  Patron  o[  the  School  for  the  time  being  should  be 
thought  fit: — 

That,  in  the  year  1710,  an  Information  was  exhibited  in 
The  Court  by  the  then  Attorney  Greneral,  at  the  relation  of 
Samusl  Bsnkstt,  Clerk,  then  Master  of  the  School,  and 
JoHK  AusTiK,  an  Inhabitant  of  WottonUnder-Edge,  against 
GxoftGB  Smith,  Esq.,  in  order  to  set  aride  a  lease  granted 
to  him  o[  certain  parts  of  the  Estates  of  the  School,  for  an 
aoooont  of  rents  of  other  of  the  Charity  estates,  and  to  set 
aside  a  bond  of  reaignatkm  which  Smith  had  exacted 
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fixim  Bennett,  and  for  other  regulation  of  the  School  and 
it's  Revenues : — 

In  the  course  of  the  Proceedings  it  was  referred  to  one  of 
the  Masters  of  The  Court,  to  inquire  and  state  in  whom  the 
Qcmiination  of  Schoolmaster  was  vested,  and  to  report  such 
Proposals  as  might  be  laid  before  him  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Charity : — 

George  Smith  died  in  1712,  having  made  a  Will,  and 
his  Wife  Executrix, — She  died,  andRiCHARD  Dowdeswell, 
her  Brother,  took  administration  to  her  and  to  Gbobgb 
Smith  with  their  Wills  annexed : — 

In  171 6,  the  Court  ordered  a  Commission  to  inquire  what 
lands  were  in  Mr.  Smith's  hands,  which,  by  the  decree  of 
the  20°  «/ac.  1.,  were  intended  to  be  included  in  the  first  lease 
to  John  Smith,  and  the  true  value  thereof: — 

The  Commissioners  returned,  that  cert^n  lands,  called 
£mcroft,  Rye  Close,  two  ridges  of  Pasture  in  Stanoombe, 
one  Fulling  Mill,  a  Pond  Bank  adjoining,  a  Cottage  and 
Grarden  adjoining  the  Banks  of  the  Mill,  another  Cottage 
and  Gurden,  two  acres  in  Westfield,  half  an  acre  and  one 
ridge  in  Chesley  field,  were  not  intended  to  be  included  in 
the  first  lease. — But,  as  to  divers  other  messuages  and  lands 
in  Nibley  they  could  not  say,  whether  they  were  intended 
to  be  included  in  the  lease.  They  set  forth  the  particulars^ 
and  annual  values ; — 

The  Defendants  objected  to  this  return, — 

But,  on  a  hearing  on  the  16th  of  December,  171 8,  The 
Master  of  the  Rolls  decreed,  that  the  lease  obtained  by 
George  Smith  from  Bennett,  and  a  Bond  of  Resignation 
taken  from  him,  should  be  dehvered  up,  and  that  Marga- 
ret Smith,  Widow  of  George,  should  oome  to  account  for 
the  rents  and  profits, — And  that  a  new  lease  should  be 
granted  to  the  Defendants  of  WarrerCs  Court  in  Nibley,  and 
such  other  lands  as  were  found  by  the  last  Survey,—- That 
John  Smith  was  entitled  to  have  a  lease  granted  of  a  third 
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part  of  the  improved  rent  according  to  the  last  Survey,  in 
such  manner  as  the  same  was  agreed  upon  by  virtue  of  the 
fomer  Decree,  and  to  have  a  lease  of  the  other  School  lands 
in  Nibley,  at  the  fiill  value : — 

The  Defendants  not  being  satisfied,  applied  to  the  Chan- 
cellor for  a  re-hearing : — 

This  came  on,  upon  the  11th  of  December,  I7ld>  when 
an  issue  was  directed  to  try  whether  part  of  these  lands,  at 
the  time  of  the  Decree  of  the  20>  Jac.  1.,  lay  intermixed 
with  Freehold  lands  of  John  Smith  : — 

Before  the  tnal  Margaret  Smith  died,  appointing 
Charles  Dowdeswell,  and  Jacob  Knight,  Executors, but 
they  refusing  to  act, — Richard  Dowdeswsll  took  admi- 
nistration to  her,  and  George  Smith,  with  their  WiUs 
annexed,  and  a  Bill  of  Revivor  was  filed  against  him : — 

On  the  trial  at  law  it  was  found,  that  Emcrofl,  the  two 
acres  in  Westfield,  the  half  acre  and  ridge  in  Chesley  field, 
bdonged  to  the  Defendant  Smith  : — 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1723,  this  Cause  came  on  again  b^ 
fore  the  Chancellor,  when  the  former  Decree  was  confirmed, 
except  as  to  the  lands  just  mentioned : — 

After  long  contention  and  great  shuflSing  oa  the  part  of 
Richard  Dowdeswell,  it  was  found,  that  he  was  to  ac- 
count for  JC4225..19..11,  which  would  more  than  satisfy  the 
debt  and  costs  due  to  the  School : — 

Th^  Master  made  his  Report  (which  was  confirmed  the 
11th  of  February,  1725),  whereby  he  certified  that  a  Pro- 
posal had  been  laid  before  him,  ugned  by  the  Relators,  and 
the  Minister,  Mayor,  and  other  Principal  Inhabitants  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge,  stating  their  desire  that  the  School- 
master^s  Salary  should  be  increased  to  £40.  per  atmttmy — 
That  J%ree  Scholars  might  be  added  to  those  then  belong- 
ing to  the  School, — That  all  the  Scholars  to  be  thereafter 
admitted,  should  be  approved  of  by  the  Master  and  Trus- 
tees in  the  proposal  nan^,  or  the  major  part  of  them^ — and 
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none  diCKild  be  admitted  under  Un  years  of  age,  aoocordiiig 
to  the  former  Ordinances  of  the  School, — Thai  the  ASow^- 
ance  to  each  boy  should  be  £4,  as  usual, — That  the  boys 
upon  the  Foundation  should  be  distinguished  by  Gk)wn8  and 
CtijpBi — That  the  School  should  be  re-built, — That  as  the 
Beyenuefrom  certain  lands  at  Nibley  therein  mentioned, 
Witt  increased  by  the  event  of  the  Suit  irom  JC32..10..0 
(which  the  said  OEoaoE  Smith  had  for  some  years  paid  the 
MMet*  for  his  Salary)  to  £60.  per  armtum : — 

And  there  would  be  a  sum  of  money  left,  after  the  increase 
of  the  Master'^s  Salary,  the  rebuUdmg  of  the  School,  and 
the  yearly  allowance  to  the  additional  Three  poor  boys : — 

It  was  further  proposed,  that  the  overplus  (after  paying 
the  Relators^  costs)  should  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of 
lands, — and  that  such  lands,  as  also  the  Revenues  of  the 
Sdlool  over  and  above  the  Master^s  Salary,  should  be  ves- 
ted in  Trustees  for  the  purposes  aforesaid : 

Tliat  the  number  of  Trustees  should  be  Seven,  of  whom 
•the  Mayor  and  Relators  should  be  threej  the  then  Minister 
dTWotton  Under»£dge  and  also  the  Minister  for  the  time 
being,  and  Richard  Osbobne,  Thomas  Blagden,  and 
Dakiel  Adsy,  Junr.,  therein  named  to  make  up  the  com- 
plement,— And  .when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to 
Five^  the  Survi^g  Trustees  should  fill  up  the  number 
by  their  own  choice,  or  that  of  the  major  part  of  them : — 

And  there  being  several  Houses  in  Wotton  out  on  leases 
at  tmall  rents  which,  when  expired,  would  considerably  ad 
vilioe  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  the  yearly  Rents  whereof 
had  been  usually  received  by  the  SclKX)lmaster  for  payment 
of  the  poor  Scholars^  Pensions, — 

It  was  ftirther  proposed,  that,  for  the  time  to  come,  the 
overplus  of  the  Revenues,  as  also  the  increase  of  the  Rents 
of  the  Houses  in  Wotton,  as  well  as  the  then  Rents,  should 
be  received  by  The  Trustees,  and  appUed  as  well  for  the 
maintenance  oS  the  then  boys  on  the  Foundation,  as  of  the 
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Tlitee  to  be  added  thereto,— and  for  increaong  the  numbet^ 
or  for  the  assistance  of  any  one  or  more  of  them  at  the  Um- 
versity,  as  The  Trustees  should  judge  convenient; — 

And  the  Master  further  certified,  that  Three  other  Pn>- 
posals  had  been  laid  before  him, — One,  on  behalf  of  the 
Defendant  George  Smith,  who  desired  that  the  right  of 
his  Ancestors  in  presenting  the  Schoolmaster,  and  nominal 
ing  the  Bojrs,  might  be  reserved  and  continued  to  him  and 
his  Heirs, — Another  Proposal  by  The  Earl  of  BERKSUtt, 
who  proposed  that,  as  the  Charity  was  founded  by  his  An- 
cestors and  as  he  was  also  Lord  of  the  greatest  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Wotton  TTnder-Edge,  he  thought  it  reasonaU^ 
that  he  and  his  Hdrs  should  have  the  nomination  of  th^ 
Trustees,  and  that  he  and  his  H^s,andthe  Bishop  of  Gkoor- 
CESter,  should  be  the  Visitors, — And  the  Third  Proposal,  by 
certain  Inhalntants  of  Wotton,  who  proposed  that  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Wotton,  together  with  Six  or  Eight 
of  the  Parishioners  who  were  the  largest  payers  to  the  Poor 
to  be  annually  chosen  at  Vestry,  might  be  Trustees,  and 
that  the  Visitation  thereof  might  be  vested  in  The  Earl  of 
Berkeleit  and  his  Heirs,and  the  Bishop  oS  Gloucester:— « 

By  a  Decree  made  in  this  Cause,  on  the  1st  of  March, 
1725,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Proposal  of  the  Belators 
mentioned  in  the  Master^s  Report,  should  be  established 
with  this  variation,  that  the  nomination  of  the  boys  to  be 
admitted  into  the  School  should  be  made  alternately  by  the 
Defendant  Gsoroe  Smith  and  the  Trustees  in  the  said 
Proposal  named, — and  that  the  nomination  of  Schoolmas- 
ter should  be  in  the  Defendant  George  Smith  and  his 
Heirs: — 

And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  Schoolhouse  sbcnild 
be  re-built, — And  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  improve 
of  a  Flan  for  it,  and  that  the  money  which  the  Master  should 
think  necesssry  for  that  purpose,  should  be  paid  by  Richarb 
DowoESwstL  one  of  the  Defendants  themn  named,  out  of 
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the  money  reported  due  from  him  unto  the  Trustees,  to  be 
applied  accordingly, — ^And  that  the  residue  of  such  money 
should  be  laid  out  by  them  in  a  purchase  of  lands  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Charity,  such  purchase  to  be  made  in  the 
names  of  the  Trustees : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  should  be  reduced  to  Five,  the 
Survivors  should  fill  up  the  number  to  Seveuy  and  should 
oonvey  the  purchased  Estates  to  themselves  and  such  new 
Trustees: — 

In  1801,  a  Petition  to  the  Chancellor  was  prepared,  sta- 
ting much  of  what  is  above  set  forth,  and  that  the  said  School- 
house  was  rebuilt,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said 
Decree,  upon  an  enlarged  scale  and  of  a  size  not  merely 
8u£Bdent  for  teaching  the  boys  of  the  Foundation  and  other 
Day-Scholars,  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wotton,  but  for 
the  lodging  and  accommodation  of  a  large  number  of  Board- 
ers:— 

That  about  the  year  1748,  after  the  School-house  was 
completed,  the  sum  of  £420.  was,  in  pursuance  of  the  De- 
cree, invested  by  the  Trustees  in  the  purchase  of  Freehold 
lands  at  Charfield,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester : — 

That  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  in  the  39^  Geo. 
III.,  for  effecting  and  confirming  an  exchange  of  lands 
between  the  Trustees  and  Nicholas  Owsn  Smythe,  £sq.> 
in  pursuance  of  an  Agreement  made  between  the  Master 
and  Trustees  of  the  Sdiool  and  Mr.  Owen  : — 

And  it  was  enacted,  that  in  case  any  difficulty  should 
arise  touching  the  application  of  the  increased  Revenue 
arising  to  the  Charity  in  consequence  of  this  Exchange,  or 
thereafter  to  arise  from  the  CbarityEstate  or  respecting  any 
thing  in  rq^ard  to  the  regulaticm  or  constitution  of  the  Cha^ 
rity  ortheOrdinances  thereof,it  should  be  lawftd  to  the  Master, 
Patron,  os  Trustees  to  prefer  a  Petition  to  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor, who  was  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  heard  in  a  summary  way,  and  that  such  orders  as  the 
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Court  dKidd  make  therdn,  diould  be  observed  by,  and 
should  be  final  and  oondusive  to  all  persons  :^» 

The  Petition  then  slates.  That  since  the  pronouncing  of 
the  Decree,  of  the  1st  of  March  1725,  the  Establishment 
hath  continued  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  Reguhu 
iiofos  established  hy  that  Decree, — And  the  same  hath  con- 
sisted of  a  Master  and  Ten  Scholars,  who  have  received  the 
annual  Stipends  appointed  to  them, — ^And  ithath  been  usual 
during  that  period,  to  allow  annual  Stipends  or  Exhibitions 
to  One  or  Two  of  the  Scholars  of  the  Foundation  who,  on 
quitting  the  School,  have  gone  to  reade  in  some  College  ot 
Hall  of  one  of  The  Univerrities,  the  amount  of  such  Stipends 
or  Exhilntions  varying  according  to  the  state  of  the  Reve- 
nues, having  been  advanced  from  £5.  to  £30.,  which  was 
the  sum  then  paid  to  each  of  the  Two  Scholars  thn 
rending  in  different  CoU^es  as  Exhibitioners  from  this 
SchooL 

That,  in  consequence  of  the  Exchange  of  lands,  which  • 
had  been  highly  advantageous  to  the  School,  and  of  the 
improved  value  of  the  Estates  at  Char6eld,  there  appears  to 
be  a  permanent  augmentation  of  the  revenues  amounting  to 
the  annuid  surjdus  of  £60.  beyond  the  ordinary  expenditure 
of  the  School,— that  is  to  say,  the  keefnng  and  maintaining 
of  the  SchooUiouse,  which  was  then  in  a  state  of  complete 
repair, — ^the  payment  of  the  Stipends  of  £40.  to  the  Master, 
and  £5.  to  each  of  the  Scholars  of  the  School,  and  of  £30. 
^  each  of  the  Exhilntioners  :— 

That  there  having  been  a  failure  of  issue  male  of  Geosob 
Lord  Berkeley,  the  original  Patron  of  the  School,  the 
right  of  beuig  Patron  thereof  had,  by  virtue  of  the  Letters 
Patent  of  King  James  the  First,  devolved  upon  the  Lords  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  bring,  who 
had  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  acted  as  Patrons  of 
the  School : — 

That  the  Petitioner  -  --Jobtik  was  the  present  Lord  of 
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the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-£dge»  and  as  weh  was  the 
present  Patftm  of  the  School, — ^And  the  Petitioner  Thomas 
FoxwELL  was  then  Mayor  of  Wotton,  and  The  Revd. 
W11.LIAH  Dbchaib  Tatteesall  was  then  Vicar  of  the 
Parish:— 
And  that  the  Petitioners  John  Blagden  Hale,  Wil-

aiM)  Gboeoe  Austin,  were  the  remaimng  Trustees,  duly 
decCed  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  in  the  Decree  of  the 
1st  of  March,  1725:— 

That  the  Revd.  P.  M.  Coenwall  was,  and  bad  Gx 
topne  years  been  Master  of  The  Grammar  Schod :— » 

That  it  appeared  to  the  Petitioners,  that  it  would  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Foundation,  and  would  contribute  to  the 
0fM^  for  which  the  same  was  established,  in  case  the  Trus- 
tees were  authorized  to  apply  a  Moiety  of  the  increased  or 
surplus  rents  of  £60.  in  augmentation  of  the  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  other  Moiety  in  advancing  from  time  to 
time  diflferent  sums,  for  placing  out  certain  Scholars  of  the 
School  as  Apprentices  to  different  Trades,  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees  :— 

That  it  being  apprdhended,  that  the  Trustees  have  no 
power  under  the  Letters  Patent,  or  any  of  the  Proceedings 
of  The  Court  of  Chancery  authorising  such  an  application 
of  the  annual  sum  of  £60.  as  aforesaid,  it  was  at  a  MeeCipg 
of  The  Trustees  hdden  in  ISOl,  and  attended  by  the  Pe- 
titioners,  unanimously  resolved,  that  a  Petition  should  be 
presented  to  the  Court,  praying  th^  the  Trustees  may  be 
authorized  to  apply  the  said  Fund  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  puTpoies  already  mentioned. 

What  was  done  on  this  Petition  does  not  appear. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  between  Three  and 
Four  Huodred  Pounds  a  year ;  but,  it  is  stated,  ^^  that  a 
conaderable  part  of  the  lands  Jias  been  lost !  P 

Tbe  Sdbool  i^  open  to  this  boys  of  this  Town  and  Parish 
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indefinitely,  free  of  expense;— Ten  of  whom  are  admitted 
upon  the  Foundation,  who  have  each  a  Stipend  of  £6.  per 
atmum^  and  wear  the  Academical  dress  of  The  Eing^s  Scho- 
lars at  Westminster ;  these  are  admitted  at  ten  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  until  the  age  of  eighteen ;  The  Patron,  and 
Trustees,  nominate  alternately  to  the  Grown.  About  twelve 
or  fourteen  other  sons  of  Parishioners  attend. 

The  Westmiksteb  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
used,  and  it's  plan  of  Education  is  at  present  pursued,  the 
Master  having  formerly  been  a  Scholar  upon  that  Boyal 
Foundation. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £30.  each  to  any  Col- 
lege, and  at  cither  University,  but  Oxford  is  mostly  pie- 
ferred.  Scholars  are,  however,  seldom  sent  to  the  Univer- 
mty  from  hence,  as  their  Parents  esteem  the  Classics  of  liitle 
use,  and  therefore  commonly  apprentice  them  to  a  respecta- 
ble trade,  or  occasionally  to  a  liberal  Profesmon. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Bevd«  Petek  Movaxt 
CoKKWALL,  M.  A*,  late  Fellow  of  Trinity  Collie,  Cam- 
bridge, and  Vicar  of  Westboume,  in  Sussex,  whose  Salary  is 
£80.  per  annuniy  with  an  excellent  House,  which  is  always 
kept  in  very  good  condition.  This  worthy  Gentleman  taket 
Pupils,  his  terms  being  Fifty  guineas  a  year  for  a  Fffrlour 
Boarder,  and  Thirty  guineas  for  any  other.  He  b  aauted 
by  his  Son,  The  Revd.  Eusebius  Cobkwaix,  B.  A.,  Curate 
ofUley. 

There  is  a  Lecture  at  Wotton  Under-Edge  of  £$.pir 


Among  the  distinguished  persons  who  were  educated  at 
this  School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

John  Peabce,  D.  D.,  Prebendary  of  Chester. 
Daniel  Vbysib,  B.  D.,  formerly  Fdlow  of  and  Tutor 
at  Obiel  College,  Oxford. 
•  Edwabd  JsKVEBy  M.  D.,  the  Original  Promoter  of 
Vaccme  InombUiam. 
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BOSBURY,  near  Ledbury. 

The  Gbammab  School  at  Bosbitby  is  suppoeed  to  have 
been  founded  by  Sir  Rowland  Mobtok,  who  is  said  to  have 
possessed  <<  The  Grange  Estate^  in  this  Parish,  but  at  what 
period  has  not  been  ascertained ;  though  it  must  have  been 
prior  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  as  Her  Majesty 
endowed  the  School  with  £8..4..2.  per  annum,  which  is 
chaiged  upon  the  Manor  of  Wonnbridge,  in  the  County  of 
Hereford,  and  is  now  paid  by  The  Cng^s  Reoeiyer  of  Fee- 
Farm  Rents  to  the  Master. 

•  Sir  ROWLAND  Morton  is  also  sud  to  have  built  a  neat 
stone-roofed  Chapel  at  the  South  Aisle  of  the  Church, 
adjoining  the  Chancel,  where  his  Coat  of  Arms  appears  upcm 
the  inside  of  the  roof  in  different  places. 

The  present  Endowment  consists  of  about  Thirty-two 
acres  of  land,  and  Eight  cottages,  dispersed  all  over  the 
Parish  of  Bosbury :  The  management  of  which,  as  well  as 
the  appointment  of  the  Master,  is  vested  in  Twelvb 
Tbustees. 

About  Twenty  years  once,  the  Trustees  elected  as  Master 
of  the  School,  an  illiterate  man  who  had  never  learned  or 
knew  a  single  word  of  the  Latin  or  Greek  languages; 
although  the  former  Masters  had  always  been  Clergymen  of 
the  Church  of  England.  Some  of  the  Trustees  who  readed 
in  the  Parish,  it  is  said,  had  got  possession  of  consideraUe 
portions  of  the  land  contigtums  to  their  own  estates,  at  a  very 
inferior  rent. 

The  Master^s  house,  which  he  now  occupies,  had  hot  been 
in  the  possession  of  the  Masters  for  the  last  Thirty  years^ 
until  the  present  Gentleman  came;— the  House,  together 
with  a  valuable  Orchard,  and  other  lands  about  an  acre  and 
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an  half  worth  firom  £12.  to  £14.  per  annum^  having  been 
lett  for  the  greater  part  of  that  time  "  to  a  near  Relation 
of  one  of  the  Trustees  at  £S.  per  annunC  /—while  the 
Masters  of  the  School  were  obliged  to  lodge  where  they 
could, — some,  at  the  distance  of  four  miles. 

It  is  also  supposed  that  several  pieces  of  land,  originally 
belonging  to  the  School,  have  bebn  lost,  "  by  leveUtng 
the  baundartesy  and  thereby  mixing  them  with  ottier  lands. 

Upon  these  accounts,  the  late  Vicar  of  Bosbury,  and  some 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish,  laudably  instituted  a  suit 
in  Chandery  against  the  Trustees,  to  compel  them  to  elect  a 
Clergyman  and  Grammar  Master,  and  also  to  relinquish 
such  lands  as  they  had  in  their  hands^  and  to  lett  them  at 
then:  full  value.  The  present  Lord  Chancellor  has  decreed, 
<^  that  the  siud  School  is  a  Grammar  School,^  and  thereupon 
the  Master  has  been  appointed,  but  the  other  points  are  not 
yet  determined. 

All  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  as  soon  as  they  begin  to  learn 
the  Latin  language,  are  taught  free  of  expense.  Since  the 
present  Master  was  elected,  in  1815,  he  has  also  most  bene- 
volently taken  Ten  boys  whom  he  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  gratuitously^  although  he  does  not 
consider  himself  bound  to  do  so.  About  ten  or  fifteen  other 
boys  are  usually  educated  at  this  School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  about  ten  years  of  age,  and  there 
is  no  prescribed  time  of  superannuation.  The  Master  no- 
minates.    There  it  no  particular  form  of  Admission. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  upon  the  Eton  plan. 

In  1676,  Richard  Seed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  founded 
an  Exhibition  of  £4.  per  annum  at  Brasen-Nose  College, 
Oxford,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Scholar  of  his  Posterity, 
or  for  a  Scholar  from  the  School  of  Bosbury,  or  from  the 
Free  School  of  the  City  of  Hereford,  being  natives  of  the 
County  of  Hereford. 

VOL.  I.  I  i 
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.  The  present  Master  is,  llie  Revd.  Thomas  Lewes, 
whose  Salary  is  from  Sixty  to  Seventy  pounds  per  cmnuwL, 
but  capaUe  of  bdng  raised  to  £120.  or  more.  This  Gen- 
tleman takes  Boarders ;  his  terms  being  about  £25.  a  year 
for  each  Pupil. 

Many  very  re^qsectable  Characters  have  received  their  In- 
struction at  diis  SdxKiL  The  late  Thomas  Loggen,  Esq., 
of  .Basin^iall  Street,  Ixmdoii)  an  eminait  Solicitor,  was 
educated  here. 

Mr.  JoHV  Meakiks,  a  native  of  Boebury,  and  educated 
at  this  School,  hy  his  Will,  dated  the  1st  of  April,  1811, 
kft  £100.  Sterling  to  the  Minister  and  Churdi-wardens  of 
Boabury,  to  be  invested  in  one  of  the  Government  Funds  in 
their  names,  and  to  reo^ve  the  interest  and  dividaids  for 
ever,  to  be  applied  as  follows, — 10^.  6d  annually  to  each  of 
such  boys  in  Boebury  School,  as  tli^  shall  consider  the  best 
Weiteb, — the  best  Abithmetician, — the  best  Geamma- 
BiAN, — and  the  best  Comfosee  in  prose  and  verse, — and 
the  residue  thoneof  to  such  as  they  shall  consider  the  most 
industrious  Pooe  of  the  said  Pariah,  and  such  as  they  shall 
find  most  constant  in  th^  attendance  on  IMvine  Wcmhip. 
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BROMYARD. 

The  Fbbe  School  at  B&omyaju)  was  founded  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  £l6..14..11f  per  annum, 
now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Berenue  of  the  Crown. 

In  1656,  an  additional  Endowment  of  £20.  a  year  was 
made  under  the  Will  of  John  PsBBm,  Esq.,  charged  upon 
his  estate  at  East  Acton,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which 
b  vested  in  The  Company  of  Goldsmiths,  in  London,  as. 
Trustees,  who  have  duly  discharged  their  trust 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

The  only  building  belcmging  to  the  Foundation,  is  a  large 
Schocd-room  adjcnning  the  Church-yard* 

The  School  is  free  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Town,  and  no 
other  emolument  arises  to  the  Master,  but  what  he  receives 
from  the  two  Endowmoits.  Very  few  Scholars  attend  the 
School. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd«  David  Evans,  who  is 
also  Curate  of  an  adjacent  Parish.  ] 
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COLWALL^  near  Ledbury. 

The  Fbbe  Geammab  School  at  Colwall  Gbxbn,  in  the 
Parish  of  Colwall,  was  founded  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of 
Humphrey  Walwtn,  Citizen  and  Grocer  of  London,  dated 
the  10th  day  of  December  1612,  in  the  Tenth  year  of  the 
rrign  of  King  James  the  First ;  by  which  he  bequeathed, — 

'^  The  smn  of  £600.  Current  money  of  England^  to  be  be- 
stowed in  me  buying  of  Houses  in  the  City  of  London^  of  a  good 
tenor^  taking  good  coomcell  and  advise  in  the  bestowing  thereof > 
which  I  would  have  performed  by  my  Executors^  with  the  ad- 
vice^ councell^  help>  And  assistance  of  The  Wabdbns  and 
Assistants  of  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers  and  my 
Overseers^  to  be  done  and  finished  in  two  years  after  my  de- 
cease :** — 

'^  The  rent  of  which  housing  I  do  appoint  and  bequeath  by 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  to  be  thus  imployed  and  be- 
stowed^ First,  to  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Girocers  Five 
Pounds  yearly^  and  Two  of  the  Wardens,  with  the  Clerk,  and 
some  one  Learned  man,  to  be  by  them  chosen^  and  then  toge- 
ther once  in  Three  years  to  visit  and  examine  the  Schollers  of 
their  profiting  and  progression  in  Learning  at  a  School,  which, 
by  this  my  last  Will,  I  do  appoint  to  be  erected  at  the  Parish  of 
ColwaU,  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  in  which  Parish  my  F|ither 
and  Mother  do  lie  buried  :*' — 

*^  Also,  I  do  give  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Martin  Orgers  where  I 
do  now  dwell,  to  be  paid  every  Midsummer  day  to  the  Parson 
and  Churchwardens  of  the  same  Parish  Five  Pounds  Current 
money  of  England,  to  be  bestowed  in  Sea  Coals,  for  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  that  Parish  :**  the  distribution  to  commence  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  December,  and  to  continue  until  the  stock  is 
consumed.  ''  Also  I  do  will,  that  of  this  Five  pounds  there  be 
10s.  paid  to  a  Preacher,  such  a  one  as  the  Churchwardens  for 
the  time  being  shall  choose,  to  preach  at  St.  Martin  Orgars  Pa- 
rish every  year,  on  the  Fifth  day  of  November,  which  day  is 
kept  in  remembrance  of  our  miraculous  preservation  from  that 
horrible  and  unheard  of  Gunpowder  Treason :" — 

'^  The  remainder  of  the  Rents  of  the  houses  and  tenements  to 
be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  I  do  give  for  the  erecting  and  main- 
taining of  a  Free  School  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall^  in  the  County 
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of  Hereford^  where  my  Eather  and  Mother  do  lie  buried^  and 
that  the  Poor  Children  of  that  Parish^  and  Seven  Children  of  the 
Parish  of  Little  Malvern  of  the  poorest  also  in  that  Parish,  be 
taught  freely  without  payment  of  any  thing  for  their  Schooling. 
Also  that  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall  the  better  sort,  which  are  able 
to  pay  part,  do  not  pay  above  lOs.  for  their  Schooling  in  a  year. 
Also  if  it  should  please  God  to  afflict  any  of  my  Father  s  poste- 
rity with  poverty,  that  they  be  not  able  to  pay  for  their  Child- 
ren's learning  I  will,  that  Four  of  any  of  them  shall  be  taught  at 
this  School  freely,  and  so  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  that 
number  (of  his  relations,  but  all  the  poor  of  Colwall,  and  seven 
of  Little  Malvern) .  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  entertain  them, 
and  teach  them,  and  have  especiaUy  respect  of  them : — 

''  For  the  choice  of  the  Schoolmaster,  my  will  is,  that  The 
Wardens  and  Assistants  of  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers 
shaU  have  the  election  and  choice  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  in 
choosing  him,  that  he  be  honest,  learned,  godly,  and  fit  every 
way  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  Youth  in  Learning  and  in 
the  fear  of  God.  And  being  such  a  one,  that  any  of  my  name 
and  kindred  shall  have  the  place  before  any  others,  or  any  that 
my  Children  should  reconunend  for  the  place,  being  fit,  suffici- 
ent, that  they  be  duly  respected,  and  the  place  to  be  bestowed 
on  the  party  so  recommended  before  any  other  :**•— 

*'  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaster  do  straightly  observe,  that 
there  be  praying  and  prayers  made  in  the  School  twice  every  day 
at  least,**  and  that  the  Children  be  regularly  catechized  :— 

"  And  my  Will  is,  if  the  Schoolmaster  should  neglect  the 
premisses,  or  the  teaching  or  instructing  of  his  Scholars  as  his 
place  requireth,  or  being  of  a  bad  life  and  conversation,  that  then 
it  may  be  lawful  for  the  Assistants  and  Wardens  of  the  Worship- 
ful Company  of  Grocers  to  remove  the  Schoolmaster^  and  place 
such  a  one  in  his  stead  as  may  perform  the  premisses  according 
to  the  true  meaning  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  :** — 

"  Furthermore  I  will,  that  Two  of  the  Wardens  of  the  said 
Company,  with  the  Clerk,  together  with  a  Learned  man  of  the 
Wardens  choosing,  do  once  in  Three  years  go  to  Colwall,  and 
there  visit  this  Scool  so  to  be  erected,  and  to  examine  the  Scho- 
lars for  their  profiting  in  Learning  and  in  the  principles  of 
ChristianReligion ;  and,  according  as  the  Schoolmaster  deserveth, 
to  praise  him  or  to  admonish  him,  as  they  shall  find  just  cause 
and  occasion  to  move  them  after  examination  made  as  afore-^ 
said  :"— 

*'  Also  I  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster's  money  be  paid  down  to 
Worcester  every  half  year,  fbr  payment  of  him  for  his  pains 
taken  aforesaid,  and  that  be  givedi  an  acquittance  fbr  the  receipt 
thereof.    And  my  Will  is,  £ai  he  hath  the  just  value  of  those 
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Houses  and  Tenements  that  shall  be  bought ;— the  smn  of  Ten 
pounds  fbrmerly  mentioned^  bemg  first  ducted  :*' — 

''  Also  I  will^  that  the  Schoolmaster  which  is  chosen^  be  a 
Preacher,  and  that  he  maketh  Four  Sermons  every  year^  one 
every  Quarter^  and  once  every  year  at  Little  Malvern,  wherein 
he  repeat  in  brief  the  sum  of  my  Will  concerning  the  School  to 
be  erected,  and  by  order  I  do  take  therein  for  teaching  all  the 
Fbrishioners*  Children  as  is  before  mentioned^  that  they  may 
truly  understand  my  Will  in  that  behalf: — the  like  of  Little 
Malvern :" — 

''  Also  I  will,  that  the  Orders  do  prescribe  for  the  School- 
master to  perform,  be  written  down  fm  in  a  Table,  and  hung 
up  in  the  School  for  every  one  to  read  at  their  pleasure  :"— 

'^  And  if  so  be  that  should  happen  (as  God  forbid),  that  there 
should  be  neglect  of  the  performance  of  the  premisses  by  The  War- 
dens and  Assistants  of  the  WorshipM  Company  of  Grocers, 
as  is  before  expressed^  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  my  heirs  to 
possess  and  enjoy  the  houses  or  tenements  so  to  be  purchased, 
and  to  convert  the  same  to  those  uses  and  purposes  as  is  before 
at  large  set  down,  as  they  will  answer  for  it  before  the  Lord  at 
that  most  dreadful  day  of  Judgement  :** — 

''  I  will  and  bequeath  to  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Gro- 
cers, if  they  shall  accept  and  undertake  the  charge  of  this  School, 
the  sum  of  Ten  pounds  to  be  bestowed  on  a  piece  of  Plate,  and 
to  have  written  about  it  ''  The  gift  of  Humphrey  Walwyn, 
Grocer." 

It  is  to  be  lamented,  that  this  Institution  seems  to  be  too 
remote  from  7%e  VisitorSf  Ths  Grocers^  Company  in 
London,  to  have  attracted  their  notice ;  otherwise  the  late 
Clerical  Master,  on  removing  fiom  Cdwall  to  Gloucester 
(his  present  residence)  would  hardly  have  been  allowed  to 
give  up  the  School  to  his  Usher,  a  Layman;  who,  it  is 
stated  as  a  fact,  refuses  to  admit  into  the  School  the  Child- 
ren of  the  Parishioners  of  Colwall  or  of  Little  Malvern, 
according  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

The  ostendble  Master  now  receives  an  annual  Salary  of 
jG30.  from  The  Grocers^  Company.  ^ 

The  sum  of  JE5..6..8.  per  annum  is  also  payable  out  of 
the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  to  the  Master  of  "  Colwall 
et  Coddington^  but  it  does  not  appear  that  ibis  Sum  has 
lately  been  churned.

The  Parishes  of  Colwall  and  Coddington  are,  however, 
totally  unconnected;  and  there  never  was  any  School  at 
Coddington. 

The  old  School-house,  through  length  of  dme,  being  in- 
capable of  further  repairs.  The  Grocers'  Company  caused  it 
to  be  taken  down,  in  1796,  and  erected  the  present  building 
at  their  own  expense;  they  also  repured  the  Master's 
DwellingJiouse  at  the  same  time. 
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The  earliest  notice  which  has  been  met  with  on  record  of  a 
School  in  Hereford,  is  contained  in  the  Register  of  Bishop 
Trilltck,  and  is  dated  the  26th  of  December,  1384. 

It  was  probably  founded  under  the  auspices  of  that  Pre- 
late ;  and  the  word  ^^  consuetudinibus^  which  occurs  in  the 
obscured  entry  alluded  to  in  his  Register,  may  refer  rather 
to  the  general  customs  of  similar  Establishments  in  other 
places  than  to  any  in  previous  existence  here ;  for  no  men- 
tion is  made  of  a  School  in  the  several  Registers  of  Canti- 
tuPE,  SwiNFiELD,  Orlton,  or  T.  Charlton,  his  Pre- 
decessors. 

The  amount  of  the  original  Endowment,  if  any,  is  un- 
known :  perhaps  it  depended  upon  the  voluntary  benevo- 
lence of  the  Founder,  and  the  succeeding  Bishops.  The 
object  of  the  Foundation  was  to  afford  gratuitous  Instruc- 
tion to  the  sons  of  the  poorer  Inhabitants. 

It  does  not  appear  how  long  the  means  were  found  ade- 
quate to  the  purpose  intended ;  but,  as  the  subsequent  Epis- 
copal Registers  are  as  silent  as  their  predecessors  on  the 
subject,  the  School  probably  languished  undl  the  reign  of 
Edward  the  Sixth,  who  issued  an  Injunction,  that  *'  in  every 
Cathedral  Church  where  no  Free  Grammar  School  is  found- 
ed  already  within  The  CtosCy  nor  hath  any  such  near  unto 
it  adjoining,  founded  already  by  any  person,  the  King's 
Majesty  wilieth,  that  of  the  common  lands  and  revenues  of 
that  Church  shall  be  ordained,  kept,  and  mmntained  perpe- 
tually, a  Free  Grammar  School.  The  Master  to  have 
Twenty  Marks,  and  his  House  rent  free ;  and  the  Usher 
yearly  £6..14..0.,  and  his  Chamber  free,*' 
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Notwithstanding  this  Injunction,  Queen  Elizabeth 
deemed  it  necessary  about  Thirty  years  afterwards,  to  recal 
the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the  Church  to  this  and 
other  topics,  as  appears  by  her  Statutes  which  are  dated  tlie 
6th  of  March,  1583. 

In  consequence  of  one  or  both  of  these  Royal  Ordinances 
a  building  was  erected  upon  the  Scite  of  the  decayed  Cloist* 
ers  at  the  West  end  of  the  Cathedral,  and  was  applied  to  the 
purposes  required. 

The  next  Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Hereford,  and  it"'s  appendages,  were  issued  by 
Charles  the  First,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1637.  They 
confirmed  many  of  the  previous  regulations,  abrogated 
others,  and  introduced  such  corrections  and  additions,  as 
the  lapse  of  time,  and  the  change  of  circumstances,  render 
occasionally  necessary  to  insure  the  permanence  and  the 
purity  of  every  human  system.  The  Sixth  chapter  of  these 
Statutes  particularly  refers  to  the  School. 

In  an  account  of  annual  payments  made  by  the  Church, 
dated  1st.  of  September  1636,  are  included,  ^^  By  the  Cla* 
vigCTj  to  the  Head  Schoolmaster,  his  annual  Stipend  £20  :— 
to  the  Usher,  his  annual  Stipend  JClO.: — to  the  Scholars  at 
the  breaking  up  of  School  at  Christmas,  when  they  make 
Orations,  uncertain :— to  one  Scholar  or  Scholars  in  Oxford 
£4.**'.  This  account  is  verified  by  the  signatures  of  Jona- 
than Browne,  the  Dean,  and  five  of  the  Canons. 

The  Scholars  in  Oxford  allude  to  two  Donations,  visr., 
JE2..13..4  per  annum  each  for  seven  years  by  Charlbs 
La VGFORD,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Hereford,'  to  Four  poor  Scho- 
lars of  this  City,  in  the  year  1607  ; — and  also  a  House  situ- 
ate at  the  East  comer  of  the  North  end  of  the  Narrow 
Cabbage  Lane  in  Hereford  (formerly,  and  still  in  some 
d^ree  the  Vegetable  Market),  which  was  ^ven  by  Roger 
Phillpotts,  a  Citizen,  in  1613,  to  The  Dean  and  Cluster, 
the  rent  to  be  by  them  iqpplied  towards  the  maintenance  of

7%K>  pocnr  Herefod  Sdiokurs  at  Brasen-Nose  CoUege,  Ox- 
fofd,  and  of  Two  others,  bemg  the  objects  of  Dr.  Laitq- 
TOBD^s  donation.  The  House  was  then  valued  at  £10.  p$r 
mmum,  and  the  Rent  ocmtinues  to  be  a{q)]ied,  aoooiding  to 
the  intendons  of  the  Donors. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lang- 
FOBD,  dated  the  13th  c(  October,  1607 ; — 

**  Thirdly,  I  give  all  my  Lands  which  I  purchased  in  the 
County  of  Radnor  in  Wales>  with  all  the  Writings^  he,  con- 
ceraing  the  same^  to  Dr.  Thompson^  Dr.  Shinoleton^  Dr. 
Bbadshaw^  Doctors  in  Divinity  and  Canons  and  Residentiaries 
of  the  said  Church  (of  Hereford):  and  to  Francis  Psrrt^  B.D. 
and  Treasury  of  the  said  Churdi^  as  Feoflfees  in  Trust  to  the 
uses  here  put  down>  as  follow  ;— 

'^  Pint,  That  with  all  convenient  speedy  by  the  revenues 
issuing  out  of  the  said  lands  to  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
the  said  Cathedral  Church  of  Hereford  and  to  their  Successors 
for  ever^  there  be  paid  to  Eight  Scholars^  to  every  one  of  them 
£)..13..4  by  even  portions  Quarterly  at  the  usual  times  of  the 
year :  whereof  Four  of  the  said  Scholars  to  be  of  The  Free  School 
of  Hereford^  bom  within  the  said  City>  and  to  be  nominated  by 
these  Feofiees,  and  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  poor  and  towardly 
for  learning  as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town,  or  the  more  part  of 
them,  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured.  And  my  Will  is,  that 
the  said  Four  Scholars  on  every  Sabbath  day  and  other  Festival 
days,  and  the  Even  of  the  said  days,  shall  come  to  Divine  Ser- 
vicet.  Morning  and  Evening,  into  the  Quire  of  the  said  Cathe- 
dral Church  in  Gowns  and  Surplices,  as  Choristers  of  the  said 
Cathedral  Church  use  to  do ;  and  to  keep  that  order,  which  the 
Statutes  and  Orders  of  the  Churdi  require. 

'^  To  the  other  Bmr  Scholars  my  Will  and  mind  is,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Bailiffs  of  the  Town  of  Ludlow  for  the  time 
being,  and  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  poor  and  towardly  for  learn- 
ing, as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town. 

''  All  which  Eight  Scholars  my  Will  and  mind  is,  at  the 
time  of  their  nomination  shall  be  of  the  age  of  nine  years  and 
above,  and  not  under :  and  to  continue  in  the  said  places,  being 
so  nominated,  until  they  be  of  the  age  of  Sixteen  years  and  not 
longer,  so  that  they  continue  Scholars  in  the  said  Schools  of 
Heareford  or  Ludlow. 

''  My  Will  is,  that  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured,  the  two 
surviving  Feofiees  shall  nominate  successively  from  time  to  time  -, 
Provided,  that  if  the  said  Revenues  be  not  employed  according 
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to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  before  set  down^that  then,  upon 
due  proof  thereof,  the  said  lands  and  revenues,  with  all  the 
Writings,  &e.,  concerning  them,  shall  return  to  my  right  heir 
and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

*^  And  forasmuch  as  every  thing  in  particular  cannot  be  set 
down,  touching  the  uses  aforesaid,  I  therefore  refer  the  further- 
ing  the  same  to  my  Feoffees  aforesaid,  together  with  my  Exeeib- 
tors  or  the  miyor  part  c^  them,  to  b^  foithfiilly  perfonned 
according  to  my  Trust  reposed  in  them." 

These  Four  Scholars  continue  to  be  appointed  from 
Hereford  School,  and  are  termed  ^^  T1^  Deain*s  ScholarM^ 

About  the  same  time,  a  House  and  Garden  for  the  Head 
Master  were  added  to  the  Endowment. 

The  appcnntments  of  Master,  and  Under  Master,  with  all 
other  authority,  remain  in  The  Dean  and  Chapter  for  tfie 
time  being;  and  the  following  additional  Regulations 
were  adopted  by  them  in  the  year  1665  ; — 

"  Whereas  certain  disputes  and  questions  have  arisen,  touch- 
ing the  government  of  The  Gramer  Schole,  in  the  Citty  of  He- 
reford, which  is  in  the  disposicion,  survey,  governance,  and 
protection  of  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Hereford  3  the  said  Deane  and  Ch^ter  (upon  hearing  thereof) 
hath  thought  fitt  to  sett  downe  an4  ordeyne  these  following 
Rules  and  Orders  in  the  premisses : — 

1st.  In  regud  of  the  smallnes  of  the  annuall  Sallary  and  Sty- 
pends  belonging  to  the  Schole  (being  il20.  to  the  Master,  and 
£\0,  to  the  Usher  thereof  annually  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of 
the  said  Deane  and  Chapter),  the  Scholemaster  may  demand 
and  require  what  he  thinks  fitt,  not  exceeding  5«.  for  Entrance, 
and  20f .  per  annum,  to  be  quarterly  paid  for  the  sons  of  all  f^ 
cittizens  of  the  said  Citty^  saveing  only  such  as  are  poor,  and 
unable  soe  to  doe,  who  are  to  pay  only  6s,  for  Entrance  and  to 
be  left  to  theire  owne  will  for  the  rest.  And  if  any  dispute  shajl 
arise  touching  the  admission  of  the  Children  of  any  such  poore 
cyttyzens,  the  same  is  to  be  ordered,  settled,  and  r^ulated  by 
the  said  Deane,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  Canon  Reudentiwy 
of  the  said  Churdi,  holding  his  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  in 
whose  determination  the  matter  aforesaid  is  to  rest  satisfied  with- 
out further  dispute.  And,  as  for  Farreigners,  the  Scholemaster 
is  left  to  his  own  discretion  for  compounding  with  them  for  his 
Sallary. 

9dly.  The  Fees  of  all  entrances  of  SchoUers  into  the  said 
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Schole  sliall  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  Mastar  and  Usheir 
thereof. 

Sdly.  The  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shall  have  a  fourth  part 
only  of  the  Sallary  of  all  such  SchoUers  as  are  or  shall  be  under- 
the  Tutorage  of  the  Usher,  and  also  of  all  such  gratuyties  as 
are  given  for  the  sonnes  of  poore  free  cyttizens  as  aforesaid^ 
under  the  Usher's  patronage. 

4  th.  The  Master  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  examine 
the  progresse  of  the  SchoUers  under  the  tuition  of  the  Usher, 
and  take  care  that  the  method  of  teaching  throughout  the  said 
Schole  may  be  uniform,  and  not  various  or  different. 

5th.  If  any  difierence  shall  happen  between  the  Master  and 
the  Usher,  the  partie  grieved  shall  appeale  to  the  Deane,  and  in 
his  absence  to  the  Canon  in  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  who 
will  heare  and  settle  the  same,  and  in  whose  determinatioh  both 
parties  are  to  acquiesce. 

6th.  For  the  better  encouragement  of  the  said  Master  and 
Usher,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Schole,  it  is  agreed  on, 
resolved,  and  declared  by  the  said  Deane  and  Chapter,  that  noe 
Latin  Grammer  School  shall  be  kept  within  the  said  cytty  other 
than  the  Schole  aforesaid. 

And,  lastly,  the  said  Scholemasterand  Usher  are  required  and 
adnionished  to  be  diligent  and  careful  in  their  duty  in  the  pre- 
misses, and  to  have  a  special  regard  as  well  to  the  sober  and 
cii^l  demeanor  of  their  SchoUers  as  to  their  good  ly  turature,  and 
especiaUy  to  keepe  them  from  that  wicked  vice  of  swearing 
(Ithe  epydemicall  synne  of  this  cyttyj,  and  alsoe  to  take  care  that 
those  of  the  poorer  sort  be  not  sordidly  or  uncleanly  habited 
or  kept,  to  the  offence  of  others  of  better  quality,  and  to  the 
scandaU  of  the  Schole."- 

The  building  which  was  erected  after  the  Royal  Injunc- 
dons  of  Edward  the  Sixth  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  (or, 
perhaps,  of  the  former  only)  became  in  a  state  of  dilapida- 
tion about  the  year  1760,  when  it  was  taken  down,  and 
superseded  by  a  more  commodious  edifice,  through  the 
means  of  a  general  Subscription,  and  under  an  engagement 
that,  in  addition  to  the  uses  of  a  School,  it  should  also  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Triennial  Meetings  of  the 
three  Chcnrs  of  Hereford,  Worcester,  and  Gloucester,  and 
to  other  public  occasions,  such  as  County  Meetings,  &c.  It 
is  hence  termed  ^^  The  Music  Room  :^  the  dimensions  are 
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80  feet  in  length,  40  in  breadth,  and  40  in  height  The 
West  front  of  this  room  is  connected  with  the  Cathedral, 
and  is  injudiciously  built  with  brick,  without  any  r^ard  to 
congruity  or  taste;  but  the  East  side,  which  faces  the 
Bishop^s  cloisters,  is  constructed  of  stone,  and  has  three 
handsome  Windows  under  pointed  arches. 

The  House  for  the  residence  of  the  Master  has  been  also 
re-built ;  and,  in  the  year  177^9  ^  large  Room  was  added 
l>y  voluntary  Subscription,  for  the  purposes  of  a  School 
when  the  Music  Room  should  be  applied  to  County 
buriness. 

No  subsequent  addition  has  taken  place  to  the  emolu- 
ments of  the  Masters,  except  those  which  arise  from  nearly 
One  hundred  Pupils;  of  whom  about  half  are  provided 
with  board  and  tuition,  and  the  remainder  with  tuidon  only; 
The  former  pay  Thirty  guineas  per  annum ;  the  latter. 
Four  guineas. 

Eleven  Scholars  are  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  Tuition, 
free  of  expense ;  of  these.  Seven  are  nominated  as  Chorist- 
ers by  the  Canons,  and  the  remiuning  Four  are  appoint- 
ed by  The  Dean,  according  to  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lakgfoed. 

Tlie  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  general  system  of  Education  comprises  the  best  Latin  and 
Greek  Classics,  Eudid^s  Elements,  Writing,  &c 

This  School,  in  turn  with  those  of  Manchestee  and 
Maelboeough,  presents  to  16  Scholaeships  in  Beasbk- 
NosE  College,  Oxford,  and  to  16  Scholaeships  in  St. 
JoHN^s  College,  Cambridge,  of  different  values,  fitim 
j£l8.  to  £26.  per  annumj  on  the  Foundation  of  Saeah 
Duchess  of  Someeset,  according  to  the  following  docu- 
ments;— 

''  This  Indenture  made  the  I7th  of  February,  1679^  between 
The  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sabah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Sombb- 
«BT,  Widow,  of  the  one  part  5— The  Right  Worshipful  Thomas 
Yatb,  D.  D.^  Principal  of  the  King's  Hall  and  Coll^;e  of  Bra- 
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'Vim  in  fhe  Umtweuitj  cf  Osfad  «id  Ike  ScholBs  of  Ike 
CoDege,  on  the  other  put ;— WitacMe^  tint  ^e  and 
DodieM  for  the  fooodiiig,  estiblidiiiig,  and  wwtfntetiun  of 
FoiTB  ScBOLABSHiPS  in  tfae  said  College  to  the  Honoorof  God 
and  the  adranoementof  good  learning,  and  to  be  called  for  ewer 
'^  SoMBBf^sT  ScnoLABsnipa/'  hath  granted,  aliened,  releaaed, 
and  confirmed,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.,  nnto  the 
aaid  Principal  and  Scholars,  and  their  Soccessors  for  ever,  all 
HhtA  tenement  or  messoage,  with  several  pieces  of  aiaMe  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  Five  doses,  &c,  in  dieFsrish  of  ioer, 
in  the  County  of  Bucking^iam,  which  said  premises  are  now  in 
die  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  by  virtue  of  a 
bargain  and  sale  to  them  thereof  made  by  the  sidd  Duchess,  by 
Indenture  bearing  date  the  day  before  the  date  of  these  presents 
for  one  whole  year  finom  the  day  before  the  date  of  that  Inden- 
ture, and  by  force  and  virti^  of  the  Statute  for  transferring  uses 
into  possession. — to  have  and  to  hold  die  said  premises,  iHlh 
their  rights,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Principal  and  Sdudars  and  tiieir 
Successors,  tothe  end,  intent  and  purpose  that  tiie  saidPrincqial 
and  Scholars  and  their  Successors  shall  finom  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times  hereafter,  use  all  good  care  and  diligence  to  preserve, 
defend,  and  improve  the  said  premises,  to  be  employed  and 
converted  to  the  sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and 
declared,— that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  Rmw 
Scholars  to  be  bred  and  trained  up  in  good  Learning  and  Piety 
in  the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose  for  ever ; — 

Secondly,  The  said  Four  Scholars  shall  be  nominated  and 
paesented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  tothe  said  Frind- 
pal  and  Scholars  of  Brasen-Nose  College,  who  shall  be  obliged 
to  elect  them,  within  Three  days  after  such  presentation,  into 
the  Scholarship  or  Scholarships  dien  vacant,  if,  on  examination, 
they  shall  be  found  fit  and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refusal 
to  tiie  said  Dncbess  who  shall  nominate  one  or  more; — 

"  Thirdly,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all  Scholars 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  said  Prindpaland 
Six  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasen-Nose  out  of  the  Free  School  of 
BfANCHBSTER,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  within  Forty 
days  after  the  said  Scholarships  or  any  of  them  respectively  shaU 
become  void : — ^In  which  choice  they  shall  always  prefer  such 
Youths  in  she  said  School,  as  shall  be  bom  in  the  Counties  of 
Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them  :— And 
in  case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  Scholarships  shall 
became  void,  there  shall  not  be  in  the  said  School  any  poor  Youth 
whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his  learning  to  be  dected, 
that  then  they  shall  and  may  elect  and  chuse  into  the  said  Scho- 
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lanhips  ao  void,  any  otlier  Toudi  or  Youths  born  in  any  of  the 
said  three  Counties  of  Lancaster^  Chester,  and  Hereford,  and  not 
elsewhere ; — although  such  Youth  or  Youths  shall  haTe  been' 
educated  in  any  other  School : — 

''  Fourthly,  That  the  said  Principal  a^id  Scholars  shall  be  obliged 
to  allow  unto  every  one  of  the  Scholars  so  named  and  ejected, 
the  sum  of  bi,  per  week  for  their  subsistence,  for  Seven  full  and 
complete  years  from  the  day  of  his  or  their  election,  unless  they 
die,  or  be  absent  contrary  to  the  Statutes  of  the  said  College,  or 
shall  be  promoted  to  any  Fellowship  or  Preferment  in  the  same 
or  any  other  College,  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  mis- 
demeanour.—But,  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the  lands 
should  fall  in  their  rents,  the  Scholars  shall  be  contented  with 
their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits  that  arise  :^- 

''  Kfthly,  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  provide  the  said 
Four  Scholars  one  Chamber  with  four  Studies  where  the  Sombb- 
SBT  ScHOLABS  may  cohabit  together,  or  else  distinct  Lodgings,—- 
and  they  shall  wear  Gowns  of  Cloth  with  open  sleeves,  like  the 
Students  of  Christ  Church, — and  square  Caps,  but  wiUiout  tas- 
seOs,  whilst  they  are  Undergraduates.  And  in  satisfaction  to 
the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  for  the  Chambers  and  for  the 
buying  the  first  Gowns  and  Caps  for  the  said  Scholars,  the  said 
Duchess  hath  paid  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
of  £50. 

''  Sixthly,  The  said  Scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be  admitted, 
shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a  new  Gown  and 
Cap, — and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fifth 
years,— the  chaige  whereof  is  not  to  be  deducted  out  of  their 
allowance  of  5s.  per  week  apiece,  in  regard  there  is  upon  the 
computation  of  the  yearly  value  of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of 
£b.  per  annum  made  by  the  said  Duchess  for  buying  the  said 
Caps  and  Gowns,  over  and  above  the  said  bs,  apiece. 

''  Seventhly,  The  said  Somerset  Scholars  shall  pay  no  cau- 
tion at  their  first  admission ;  but  if  they  or  any  of  them  shall  at 
any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  Commons  or  BattUng,  and  do 
not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within  Fourteen  days  after  the  re- 
spective Quarter  day,  then  their  names  shall  be  crossed,  and 
^eir  allowances  stopped  until  aU  arrears  be  paid. 

''  Eighthly,  The  Four  said  Scholars  shall  at  their  admission 
be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their  public  and  private 
conferences  with  one  another,  under  the  penalty  of  Two-pence 
for  every  default. 

'^  Ninthly,  The  premises  to  return  to  the  Heirs  of  the  said 
Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any  other  uses, 
&c.,— and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses  above  limited  either 
in  Uie^d  College  or  any  o^r  College  in  the  said  University. 
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**  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Lincohi  is  appdnted  Visitob,  and 
Is  to  visit  once  in  three  years. 

"  Eleventhly,  Once  in  every  year  a  Commemoration  of  the 
said  Duchess  to  be  had^ — and  40s.  distributed  to  the  Principal, 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  then  present  at  Prayers,  giving  to  the

Scholarships  at  St.  John*s  College,  in  Cambridge ; —

''  This  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July,  1682,  between  The 
iRight  Noble  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset,  of  the  one 
part;— and  The  Revd.  Humphrey  Gower,  D.D.,  Master  of 
The  College  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  the  same  College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridgen 
of  the  other  part ; — ^Witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the 
founding,  establishing,  and  sustentation  of  Five  Scholarships  in 
the  said  College,  to  be  called. for  ever  '*  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships,'* and  for  and  in  consideration  of  5«.  in  hand  paid,  the  re- 
ceipt whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge,  hath  bai^gained  and 
sold,  &c.,  the  Manor  of  Thomhill,  in  Wilts,  &c. 
Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 
Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all  Scholars 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  Master  and  Senior 
Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the  Free  School  of  Hereford 
within  Forty  days  after  the  said  Scholarships  or  any  of  them  re- 
spectively shall  become  void, — in  which  choice,  preference  to  be 
given  to  such  youths  in  the  said  School  as  shall  have  been  born 
in  the  Counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts,  and  Hereford^  or  in  any  one 
of  them. 

"  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth  clauses,  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

''  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and  his  Suc- 
cessors to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  Five  Scholarships, 
&c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  Hall  at  any  one  Visitation,  not 
to  exceed  £S. 

''  Eleventhly,  A  Commemoration,  as  before  expressed. 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  the  Exchequer  in  Michaelmas 
Term,  1682. 
By  a  Codicil  annexed  to  the  Will  of  the  munificent  Donor 
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of  the  above  mentioned  Patronage,  her  Scholars  at  both  the 
Colleges  of  Brasen-Nose  and  St.  John  are  entitled  to  a  pre- 
ference, in  case  of  a  vacancy,  to  the  valuable  Living  of 
Wootton  Rivers,  in  the  County  of  Wilts.  See,  Manchester. 

In  1676,  Richard  Reed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  gave  a 
rent-charge  of  £4,  per  annunij  for  the  maintenance  of  one 
Schcdar  of  his  posterity,  at  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oxford ; 
or,  from  the  School  of  Bosbury,  or  from  this  Grammar 
School,  b^g  natives  of  the  County  of  Hereford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Charles  Tay- 
lor, M.  A.,  who  was  appointed  in  1807,  and  since  presented 
by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  to  the  Vicarage  of  Long  Stan- 
ton, in  the  County  of  Salop,  in  testimony  of  their  approba- 
tion of  his  services.

Thb  Gsamhar  School  at  Kington  was  founded  by  Mab- 
6ARET  Lady  Hawkins,  Widow  of  Sir  John  Hawkins, 
Knight,  Treasurer  of  The  Navy  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Eli- 
zabeth; who  bequeathed  £800.  for  the  support  of  a 
School-master  and  Usher,  to  be  disbursed  at  a  convenient 
time  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate,  and  in  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  School-house^ 

Seme  years  after  her  decease,  which  happened  in  1620, 
her  Trustees  very  advantageously,  and  agreeably  to  her 
Will,  bought  with  that  sum,  a  landed  estate  of  TTiree  Hwn^ 
dred  acres j  or  thereabout,  in  the  Township  of  Upper  Hergeit^ 
within  the  Parish  of  Kington,  and  also  One  acre  at  the  West 
end  of  the  Town,  whereon  they  caused  to  be  erected  a  com- 
modious stone  House,  which  even  yet  has  not  suffered  very 
material  decay*  It  contains  a  School-room,  in  length  44 
feet,  in  breadth  20,  and  in  height  11^  3**^.;  two  comfortable 
Parlours,  a  good  kitchen,  six  large  Bed-rooms,  *and  conve- 
nient appendages.  Three-fourths  of  this  residence  are  ap- 
propriated to  the  Master,  and  the  rest  to  the  Usher. 

The  present  Rent  of  the  Farm  is  £270.  per  annum ; 
three-fourths  of  which  are  allotted  to  the  Master  s  Salary, 
and  one-fourth  to  that  of  the  Usher. 

Mrs.  Esther  SayeB;  many  years  since,  bequeathed  Ten 
Pounds  per  annum  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being,  pro- 
vided he  should  be  in  Holy  Orders,  to  preach  a  Sermon  in 
the  Church  every  other  Sunday  afternoon.  But,  in  the  case 
of  an  Usher'^s  not  being  a  Clergyman,  the  Ten  pounds  are 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master  for  that  duty,  he  bdng  necessarily, 
according  to  the  Will,  "  a  choice  and  able  divine,'*  and,  by 
a  Rule  invariably  observed  by  The  Trustees,  a  Graduate  of 
the  University  of  Oxford,  or  of  Cambridge. 
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The  Statutes  which  are  deposited  in  the  School  chest, 
have  never  been  signed. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  Uie  English 
Psalter.  They  are  required  to  be  sound  in  their  person, 
and  clean  in  their  dress. 

The  Will  does  not  seem  to  set  any  limitation  in  regard  to 
Districts :  But,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  The  Trustees,  who 
have  power  concerning  the  government  of  the  School,  to 
confine  the  privil^e  to  the  Parish  of  Kington,  and  the  Cha^ 
pelries  of  Hundngton,  Brilley,  and  Michael-Church. 

The  Fees  of  Admission  are  Five  Shillings  for  the  son  of 
a  Gentleman ;  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpehce,  of  a  Yeoman ; 
and  One  Shilling,  of  a  poor  person. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  general  Classical  routine  necessary  for  the  quahfication 
of  Youth  for  the  Universities,  is  carefully  pursued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Bissell, 
B.  D.—  Mr.  James  Habvey  is  the  Usher.  Neither  of  these 
Gentlemen  takes  Boarders  generally,  though  each  has  occa- 
fflonally  accommodated  a  few.

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Many  higMy  respectable  Characters  have  been  educated 
in  this  Seminary ;  and  it  is  seldom  without  SdiolaJrs  in  a  state 
of  preparation  for  the  Univernties. 

The  Master  is  required,  according  to  the  Will  of  The 
jHOus  Foundress,  to  preach  a  Sermon  in  Kington  Churdi  on 
every  Wednesday  Morning,  or  upon  same  other  day,  which 
shall  be  thought  convenient,  throughout  the  year. 

The  present  Tbustess  are, — 
The  Owner  of  Hergest  Courts  who  has  two  voices. 
The  Owner  of  the  Manor  of  West  Hergesi,  who  has  one 

voice. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  has  one  voice. 
The  Lord  or  Owner  of  Eardidey  CaHk,  who  has  one 

voice. 
These  elect  TTiirteen  Gentlemen  of  the  ndlghbourhood  to 
assist  in  their  deliberations,  who  are  denominated  Fxoffbbs, 
and  a  majority  of  them  make  one  vcNce.  And  when  vacan- 
cies occur  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  elections  are 
made  to  supply  the  deficiency.

The  Feee  School  at  Kinnessley  is  entitled  to  an  annual 
Stipend  of  £6..2..0.,  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of 
the  Crown. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  repeated  applications 
of  the  Author. 
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LEDBURY. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Ledbust,  situate  in  Tlie 
Church  Lan€y  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  at  the  time 
of  the  Reformation,  and  an  annual  Salary  of  £3..  11  ..S.  is 
payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  from  funds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  Lands  at  that  period,  for  teaching 
FouE  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Ledbury,  free  of 
expense. 

Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  eight  years  of  age,  and 
are  discharged  when  they  have  attuned  a  knowledge  of 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  Besides  the  Four  boys 
upon  the  Foundation,  there  are  usually  from  40  to  80  other 
Scholars  educated  at  the  School,  who  pay  £1..16..0.  per  aih- 
nuniy  each. 

*  The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Humphries,  whose 
Salary  is  the  Crown  payment,  together  with  the  building 
containing  the  School- room,  with  a  kitchen,  sitting-room, 
bedchambers,  and  offices,  rent  free. 

The  Masters  of  this  School  were  formerly  Ministers  of 
the  Church  of  England,  but  for  the  last  Thirty  years  Lay- 
men have  been  appointed.  The  Revd.  William  Steele, 
who  was  the  last  Clerical  Master,  taught  tlie  Classics,  but 
not  to  the  Four  free  hoys. 

On  a  vacancy  the  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Parishioners  at 
a  Vestry  Meeting ;  And  the  School-house  is  repaired  by  the 
Church-wardens  at  the  charge  of  the  Parish, 
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LaCTON. 


Thb  Fkbk  School  in  Lucton  was  founded  by  John 
PiBftftKFONT,  Citizo)  and  Vintner  of  London,  by  Indenture 
bearing  date  the  7tli  of  December,  17O8,  and  endowed  with 
the  Tythes  of  Lucton,  Eyton,  Luston,  Bircher  aliat  Bur- 
chaD,  and  Yaipool  aiiai  Yerpool,  in  the  County  of  Here- 
ford. 

And,  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  7th  of  Queen  Anne,  The 
Preachtt  <rf'  the  Charter-House^  The  Rectw  of  St.  Botolidi 
without  Kshopsgate,  The  Hector  trf'  St.  Peter's  in  ComhiD, 
The  Preacher  of  Gray's  Inn,  The  President  of  Sion  C<d- 
lege>  The  School-master  cf  The  Chaiter4iouse,  The  Com- 
mon Serjeant  of  the  City  <^  London,  and  The  Master  of 
Hie  Merchant  Taylors'*  Free  School^  aU  for  the  time  being,

were  constituted  a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  having 
perpetual  Succession,  under  the  name  of  "  The  Govern- 
ors of  The  Free  Shool  in  Lucton  founded  by  Johk 

PlERREPONT.^ 

To  the  original  Endowment  several  additions  have  been 
made,  particularly  the  Tythes  and  Vicarage  of  Orleton, 
and  Overton  Farm  and  other  lands  all  in  the  same  Parish. 

In  the  latter  end  of  May,  1709,  The  Founder  gave  a 
Code  of  "  Rules,  Statutes,  and  Ordinances,^  for  the 
government  of  The  School :  which  he  afterwards  altered 
and  enlarged  by  his  Will ;  and  of  which  the  following  ab- 
stract wiU  convey  a  general  idea,  as  well  as  of  the  interpre- 
tations anfd  additions  that  have  been  made  to  them  by  The 
Governors. 

At  the  Institution  of  The  School^  provision  was  made  for  a 
Master,  and  Usher  only;  the  latter  being  required  to  teach  Wri- 
ting, Arithmetic,  and  Mathematics  generally,  as  well  as  Eng- 
lish and  Latin  Grammar.  In  less  than  three  years.  The  Foun- 
der made  an  additional  arrangement  for  a  Writing  Master,  when 
the  duties  of  the  Usher  became  altogether  grammatical.  It  does 
not,  however,  appear  that  the  Fuifds  were  ever  sufficient  for  an 
Usher  and  Writing  Master  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  required  that  the  School-master  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  having  taken  such  Degree  in  one  of  The 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

At  every  Election  preference  sludl  be  given  to  Merit,  or  such 
Candidate  as  shall  have  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  being  duly 
qualified.  In  every  instance  high  qualifications  are  demanded,  and 
especially  a  strict  and  attach^  conformity  to  the  Doctrines  and 
Discipline  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  School-master  shall  reside  constantly  in  the  House,  and 
shall  not  accept  of,  or  take  upon  him  any  Cure  of  Souls,  or  the 
office  of  Preaching,  or  the  constant  and  ordinary  Service  of  any 
Church  or  Chapel,  except  the  Church  of  Lucton,  upon  pain  of 
being  removed  as  School-master ;  nor  shall  he  take  upon  him 
any  other  Office  or  Business,  under  the  like  Penalty. 

The  School  is  "  for  the  Instruction  of  Children  in  Religion, 
Grammar  Learning,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mensuration,"  of 
such  poor  Parents  as  are  not  able  to  bear  the  charge  of  training  up 
their  Children  so  as  to  be  fit  for  The  University,  or  to  be  put  out 
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Apprentices^  Services,  or  other  Employments,  whereby  they  may 
get  an  honest  and  competent  livelihood. 

The  Boys  shall  be  elected  from  the  several  Parishes,  Hamlets, 
Precincts,  and  Townships  of  Lucton,  Croft,  Yarpool,  Bircher, 
Liiston,  Eyton,  Kingsland,  Shobdon,  and  Aymestrey  in  the 
County  of  Hereford,  indifferently,  and  not  elsewhere,  unless 
those  Places  fail  of  affording  a  sufficient  niunber  of  Fifty  Boys, 
qualified  as  aforesaid. 

The  Boys  shall  be  between  the  ages  of  Seven  and  Thirteen  at 
the  time  of  Election,  and  be  able  to  read  distinctly  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Creed,  Commandments,  and  a  Chapter  in  The  New 
Testament.  And  they  shall  be  sound  and  free  from  infectious 
Distempers. 

The  Bojrs  shall  be  of  Two  Soets  :— 

First,  Of  such  whose  Parents  whether  Labourers  or  Free- 
holders, who  shall  not  have  in  their  own  right,  lands  or  tene- 
ments above  the  yearly  value  of  ^20.,  according  to  the  Parish 
Rate,  or  rent  or  otherwise  manage  at  the  same  time  lands  ot 
above  the  yearly  value  of  i^50.  The  number  of  this  description 
shall  not  exceed  Fifty,  and  they  shall  be  taught  ^ee  of  expense. 

Second,  Of  such  whose  Parents  have  not  in  their  own  right, 
lands  or  hereditaments  above  the  yearly  value  of  JL'50. ;  or  either 
together  with  or  without  their  own  estate  do  not  rent  or  manage 
lands  above  the  yearly  value  of  iClOO.  The  Boys  of  this  descrip- 
tion shall  not  exceed  Thirty  in  number,  and  shall  pay  Ten 
Shillings  per  annum  each. 

The  limitation  upon  the  property  of  Parents  has  in  both 
instances  been  much  extended;  in  the^r^^  case,  to  One 
Hundred,  and  in  the  lattery  to  Three  Hundred  Pounds.  It 
is  intended  to  be  merely  a  nominal  limitation,  in  order  that 
the  benefits  of  the  School  may  be  enjoyed  generally  by  the 
sons  of  Yeomen,  unless  the  Complement  were  full.  The 
annual  Payment  of  each  of  these  TTiirty  Boys  has  likewise 
been  increased  to  Twenty  Shillings  per  annum. 

Each  boy  at  his  Election  shall  produce  a  Certificate  from 
the  Minister  of  his  Parish,  showing  his  age  and  qualifications. 
No  boy  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  the  School  for  longer 
than  Eight  years,  nor  afler  his  age  of  Seventeen  years. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  in  use ; 
and  the  Madras  system  of  Education  has  lately  been 
introduced. 
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The  Founder  directed,  that  an  Exhibition  of  £20.  per 
annum  should  be  granted  once  in  Two  years  without  restric- 
tion as  to  College,  so  that  it  were  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Rerd.  Joseph  Heath, 
M.A.,  late  Fellow  of  St.  John^s  College,  Oxford,  whose 
Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £120.  per  annum, 
together  with  the  Stipend  of  the  Chapel  contiguous  to  the 
School.  For  the  Master's  residence  there  is  a  capital 
Mannon-House,  with  every  convenience  and  15  acres  of 
land  adjoining :  The  Taxes  also  are  paid  by  The  Corpora- 
tion; and  the  Master  has  permission  to  take  a  limited 
number  of  Pupils  {Thoenk/)  on  his  own  account,  his  present 
annual  charge,  for  the  Board  and  Education  of  each,  being 
TTiirty-three  Pounds.

The  Gk)vemors  have  m  their  Patronage,  besides  the 
Curacy  of  Lucton,  the  Vicarage  of  Orleton  about  £200.  per 
annum,  and  the  Curacy  of  Eyton  £73..10..0. 

For  the  further  benefit  of  this  School,  the  benevolent 
Founder  expressed  a  desire,  that,  when  if  s  Bevenue  would 
permit,  some  Cloathing  should  be  given  to  the  boys,  and  Sia^ 
boys  chosen  annually  to  be  apprenticed  with  a  Fee  of  £5., 
and  a  Donation  also  of  £10*  to  such,  as  should  produce  a 
Certificate  of  having  served  their  time  faithfully. 

In  the  year  1809,  The  Gk)vemors  were  enabled  to  dbthe 
the  Fifhf  boys  of  the  First  Sort,  and  they  have  dnce 
annually  ^ven  a  good  and  handsome  Suit,  with  shoes, 
stockings,  and  hat    And  instead  of  «S%r,  there  are  Eight 
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boys  now  chosen  for  Apprenticeships ;— And  the  Gratuity, 
for  good  and  faithful  Service,  is  increased  to  jC15.  A  very 
liandsome  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  are  likewise 
^ven  to  each  boy,  when  apprenticed. 

The  Nobility,  Clergy,  and  Gentry,  who  are  resident  in 
the  neighbourhood,  are  requested  by  The  Grovemors  to  be 
counselling  and  assisting  in  the  Grovernment  of  this  Charity. 
With  these  Assistant  Governors  rest  the  Election  of 
Boys,  and  the  general  Direction  and  Examination  of  the 
School ;  for  which  purposes,  they  hold  Meetings  on  the  third 
Thursdays  in  June,  and  December.

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SAINT  ALBAN'S. 

The  Feee  Grammar  School  at  Saint  Alban's  is  of  very 
ancient  ori^,  and  of  great  celebri^. 

Salmon  says,  that  Garine  the  Twentieth  Abbot  of  this 
renowned  Abbey,  and  his  brother  Matthew  who  was  Prior 
after  him,  built  a  School  in  this  Borough,  ^  which  had  the 
greatest  number  of  Scholars  of  any  in  England.^  Mr. 
Clutterbuck  mentions  this  Abbot  by  the  name  of  Warren, 
and  records  his  death  as  having  occurred  in  the  year  1195. 

In  the  Second  and  Third  year  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth, 
1548,  a  Private  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  by  Richard 
Boreman,  who  was  the  Fortieth  and  last  Abbot,  for  erect- 
ing a  Grammar  School  *^  in  St.  Alban's,  or  elsewhere  within 
the  Liberty  or  County." 

But,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1553,  the  School  was  formally 
established,  by  virtue  of  a  Charter  of  that  date,  granted  to 
the  Borough  by  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  which  the 
Mayor  and  Burgesses  were  empowered  to  erect  one  Grammar 
School  within  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  or  in  any  other  con- 
venient place  within  the  Borough,  and  to  make  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  same.  Power  was  also 
given  to  any  of  His  Majesty^s  Subjects,  to  alienate  lands  and 
other  possessions  for  it's  support,  to  the  annual  value  of  £40., 
notwithstanding  the  Statute  of  mortmain. 

Queen  Mary,  by  her  Charter,  dated  the  10th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1553,  confirmed  the  Charter  of  Edward  the  Sixth. 

Queen  Elizabeth  also,  by  her  Charter  dated  the  7th  of 
February  1559-60,  confirmed  both  the  former  Charters; — 
And,  upon  the  humble  Petition  of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
Lord  Keeper,  by  her  Charter  dated  at  GU>rhambury,  on  the 
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24th  of  March,  1569-70,  for  the  relief  and  maintenanoe  of 
the  Master  and  the  School,  granted  a  power  to  the  Mayor 
and  Burgesses  ^^  of  appointing  and  licensing  Two  discreet 
and  honest  Inhabitants  within  the  Borough,  to  sell  and 
utter  there  all  manner  of  Wine  by  any  measure  to  their  best 
profit,  and  to  keep  one  Wine  Tavem  each ;  and  ordained, 
that  no  other  person  should  sell  or  expose  to  sale  any  Wine 
witlun  the  said  Borough,  under  the  penal^  of  £20.  for  each 
offence,  upon  condition  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
cause  the  said  sum  of  £20.  to  be  annually  paid  to  the 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  Grammar  School.'" 

King  James  the  First  also,  by  his  Charter  dated  at 
Westminster  the  10th  of  May  1611,  redted  the  several 
Grants  made  to  the  School  by  IEd^ard  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  also  another  Grant,  whereby  His  Majesty, 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  at  Westminster  the  1 8th  of  Dec^Si- 
ber  1606,  had  granted  liberty  to  Robert  Wollst,  during 
.  the  term  of  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  his  sons  Leonaeb 
and  Robert,  to  keep  a  Tavern,  and  retail  all  manner  of 
Wines  within  the  Borough,  paying  yearly  to  The  Mayor 
and  Burgesses,  for  the  use  of  the  Free  Grammar  School,  as 
an  augmentation  of  the  Stipend  yearly  paid  to  the  Master, 
Four  marks  yearly ;  to  the  intent  that  the  several  Rents  of 
£20.,  and  Four  marks,  should  continue  hereafter  to  the 
Mayor  and  Burgesses.   His  Majesty  afterwards,  by  the  same 
Charter,  granted  that  within  the  Borou^  and  two  mike 
thereof,  there  should  be  no  more  than  Three  Wine  Taverns^ 
and  that  after  the  death  of  Robert  Wollet  and  his  two 
sons  Leonard  and  Robert,  they,  the  said  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  might  appcunt  one  other  discreet  and  honest 
person,  besides  the  two  persons  appcnnted  by  the  Charter  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  to  sell  fFtne  within  the  Borough  under 
the  same  conditions;  and  gave  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  a 
power  to  seize  any  Wine  which  should  be  sold  contrary  to 
the  tewnr  of  this  Grant  in  the  Borough,  or  withm  two  milei 
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thereof,  and  to  imprison  the  Offender  'till  he  should  Und 
himself  to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  that  he  would  not 
hereafter  commit  the  like  offence« 

In  all  the  general  Acts  of  Parliament,  imposing  Duties 
upon  Winey  there  are  exceptions  expressly  confirming  the 
powers  and  authorities,  given  by  these  Charters,  in  respect 
,  to  those  Three  Wine  Taverns. 

By  the  Statute  of  the  Thirtieth  of  George  the  Second, 
1757>  it  is  provided,  "  That  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of 
the  Borough  of  St.  Alban,  in  the  Coun^  of  Hertfinxl,  shall 
not  be  debarred  from  enjoying  and  exercising  all  such  liber- 
ties and  powers  as  were  heretofore  granted  to  them  by  seve- 
ral Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  by  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  King  James  the  First,  for  erecting  and  licencing 
7%ref  several  Wine  Taverns  within  the  said  Borough, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  The  Free  School  there ;  but 
the  same  liberties  and  powers  are  established  and  confirmed 
to  them  by  this  Act,  for  the  Charitable  use  aforesaid,  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  the  said  Letters  Patent.*** 

In  Easter  Term  1803,  an  Information  at  the  Suit  of  the 
King,  in  the  name  of  The  Attorney  General,  was  filed  against 
Ann  Marks  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  for  three  penalties 
of  £20.  each,  under  these  Charters,  for  selling  Wine  with- 
out Ecense  from  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  aiOumgh  she  had 
a  licence  Jrom  the  Commissioners  of  Eapdse.  In  Trinity 
Term,  1804,  Judgement  was  ^ven  for  the  Crown;  and,  by 
this  dedsion,  the  validity  of  the  Charters  was  fully  estab- 
lished. 

This  power  of  granting  licences  for  the  sale  of  WinCy  m 
exclusion  of  the  common  Wine  Licences  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Excise,  is  said  to  be  confined  to  the  Two  Englbh 
Universities,  and  the  Borough  of  St.  Alban. 

In  consequence  of  the  Endowment  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
which  was  evidently  the  vital  principle  of  the  School,  Her 
Miyes^  has  always  been  considered  the  Royal  Foundress ; 
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and  in  the  inner  Cloistere,  over  the  entrance  into  the  School, 
are  four  Latin  verses  oommemoradve  of  the  circumstance. 

Those  Three  Wine  Licences  formerly  produced  only 
£22..1S.A.  per  annum.  But,  for  nearly  Fifty  years,  prior 
to  1804,  they  were  usually  let  at  £45.  From  the  latter 
period  they  have  been  let  by  auction  on  leases,  successively} 
for  Three  years,  and  have  in  general  averaged,  about  £30. 
per  annum  each  : — But  they  are  now  let  at  £28.  each. 

It  does  not  appear  in  what  way  Sir  Ralph  Rowlet,  and 
Ursula  Gakbett,  were  bene&ctors ;  but  they  both  stand 
prominent,  the  former  being  the  first  named  on  the  Tablet 
after  the  Queen,  and  the  name  of  the  latter  being  expressly 
mentioned  in  the  Prayers  for  Benefactors  on  the  first  estab- 
lishment of  the  School.  Have  these  bene&ctions  been  mis^ 
applied  and  last  to  the  Charity  ? 

Some  time  before  the  year  1595,  Richabd  Ratoshaw, 
Esq.,  Serjeant  at  Arms,  gave  certain  Copyhold  lands  in  the 
Manor  of  Newlond  SquUierSj  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Peter, 
containing  by  admeasurement  37*.  3'.  3^.,  upon  special  trust 
and  confidence,  that  the  profits  of  the  same  should  be  applied 
for  the  commodity  and  profit  of  The  Free  Grammar 
School  of  the  Borough  of  St.  Alban.  By  Indenture  of 
Feoffinent,  bearing  date  the  13th  of  July,  168^,  these  lands 
were  enfiranchised  by  the  Lord  and  Lady  of  the  Manor, 
Robert  Robotham,  Esq.,  and  Martha  his  Wife,  and 
were  conveyed  to  Trustees  for  the  like  purpose.  In  1782, 
Henry  Fotherlby  Whitfsld,  Esq.,  of  Rickmersworth, 
was  the  Hdff  of  the  last  surviving  Trustee. 

These  lands  were  for  many  years  let  to  one  of  the  Aider ^ 
men,  at  the  low  rent  of  £20.  They  received  at  that  time, 
upon  a  lease  of  Twenty-one  years,  the  trifling  augmentation 
of  JC5..4..0. ;  and  wh^i  that  Lease  expired  at  Michaelmas 
1808,  the  present  Head  Master  judiciously  suggested  to  the 
Trustees  the  proprie^  and  advantage  of  letting  the  estate  by 
Public  Auction ;  and  ultimately  prevailed  upon  them  so  to 
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at  Vauheai  jean  wnUkiendF  this  maeluMiyb^  the  pnced^ 
mgOctmpiery  at  tbe  annual  Bent  of  £84..19.^! 

Befiife  the  enfirancfaiienient  of  tlus  Estate^  it  appears  bj 
an  Qnkr  of  The  Court  of  Chancery  made  in  1G04,  that  JoHX 
BoBOTHAMy  Lord  of  the  Manor  cS  Newlamd  SjuiUtrs^  hav- 
ing refused  to  admit  the  persons,  then  oflEoing  to  be  admitted, 
as  Trustee  of  the  Copjrhold  lands  so  g^ven  bjr  Mr.  Ratk- 
SBAW,  was  ordered  so  to  doi,  and  to  pay  a  Kne  of  £10., — 
and  he  was  further  committed  to  7^  Fleei  Prison  by  die 
Jfaen  Chancellor,  Lord  ELLKsusaE,  for  a  contempt,  in 
usng  these  words,  "  tha^  the  Decree  was  a  coipning  Decree^ 
and  that  the  same  was  made  under  a  Hedge,^' — but  he  was 
released  upon  subnusftion,  and  compBance  with  the  Order, 
nUcfa  is  now  in  the  Town  Chest  of  the  Borough. 

BiCHASD  Plat,  Citizen  of  London,  by  Indenture,  during 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  conveyed  to  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  and  their  Successors  forever,  one  Messuage  then 
in  the  occupadon  of  John  Midwiktsk,  or  his  Under-Ten- 
ants,  for  the  sujqport  of  The  Free  Schod;  the  rentsof  which 
have  been  accounted  for,  ever  nnce  the  year  1608,  to  the 
SdKX)l.    This  house  was  atuate  in  the  central  part  of  tbe 
Town,  and  was  formerly  occujned  by  one  of.  the  Ushers ; 
but  it  was  unfortunately  burnt  down  in  the  year  1745.   The 
vacant  space  was  afterwards  let  for  £1..7..0l  per  annuau 
But,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  pesent  Head  Master, 
the  ground  was  let  upon  a  building  lease  for  the  term  of  61 
years,  by  Deed  beating  date  tbe  3d  of  August  1808,  the 
Contractor  agreeing  to  expend  £350.,  and  to  pay  a  ground 
rent  of  £2..5..0.  per  annum.    And  a  handsome  Brick  house 
is  now  raised  upon  the  site  of  the  (Ad  Messuage. 

Thomas  Hall,  M.  D.,  and  Margabbt  his  Wife,  in 
1582,  surrendered  certain  Copyhold  lands  called  ^^  Cla^ 
pUe^^  in  the  Manor  of  Kingsbury  and  Parish  of  St  Michael, 
containing  Nine  acres^to  Thomas  Woollst,  John  Caktsk, 
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and  JoiiN  Clabks,  and  tbeir  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever, 
upon  Trust,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  Gd,  to  Eighty  of  the 
poorest  people  of  this  Town  on  Gkxxl  Friday,— and  also  on 
every  Palm  Sunday,  4rf.  to  Sixty  of  the  poor  people  of  the 
Town  of  Hertford, — and  £2.  per  annum  to  The  Under 
Master  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  St.  Alban's,  half 
yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  in  each  year. 

But,  unfortunately,  through  default  of  the  appearance  of 
the  heir  of  William  Young,  the  last  surviving  Trustee, 
this  land  wcu  seized  on  the  SOth  of  June,  1 760,  by  the  Lord 
of  the  Manor.  And,  as  no  measures  have  as  yet  been  adopt- 
ed,  even  by  the  legal  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  tx)  recover  it, 
it  has  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  ever  since.  This 
land  is  now  let  at  the  advanced  rent  of  £35.  per  annum ; 
and  of  course,  it  becomes  an  object  of  some  consequence. 
The  Noble  Peer  who  is  now  possessed  of  this  estate,  may 
not,  possibly,  be  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  original 
grant ;  or,  from  the  well  known  liberality  of  His  Lordship,  a 
spontaneous  re-grant  might  probably  follow. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  were  formerly  not  only  the 
Patrons,  but  soleTmsteesof  the  Revenues  of  the  School.  But, 
upon  some  supposed  misapplication  of  part  of  the  money. 
The  Revd.  Joseph  Spoonee,  then  Head  Master,  filed  a 
Bill  in  Chancery,  on  the  19th  of  January  1782,  praying  to 
have  the  full  benefit  of  the  Revenue,  and  new  Trustees  ap- 
pointed, and  the  Arrears  pud. 

Whereupon  the  Court  decreed,  on  the  16th  of  May, 
17379  that  Eight  Trustees  of  the  Charity  lands  ^ould  be 
appointed, — ^that  Four  should  be  elected,/}i997i  the  Corpora- 
lion,  and  Four  out  of  the  Corporation, — That  vacancies, 
occanoned  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  should  be 
afterwards  filled,  if  a  Member  of  the  Corporation,  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  if  not  so,  by  the  remainder  a£  the 
other  Four  Trustees, — ^That  the  Charity  lands  should  be 
conveyed  to  all  the  said  Trustees,  (which  was

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done  by  Deeds,  bearing  date  the  8th  and  9th  of  February, 
1737)9 — That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  should  contmiie  t6 
have  the  management  and  the  letting  of  the  Wine  Licenses, 
but  should  pay  the  produce  thereof,  when  received,  on  the 
Feast  of  All  Saints  in  every  year  to  the  said  Eight  Trus^ 
tees,  or  any  one  of  them  i^p(Hnted  by  the  majority,— *That 
the  said  Eight  Trustees  should  annually  meet  in  the  Town- 
Hall  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  (if  the  same  should  not  hap- 
pen  on  a  Sunday,  and  if  the  same  should  happen  on  a  Sun- 
day, then  on  a  following  day)  to  receive  from  the  Mayor 
^nd  Aldermen  the  produce  of  the  Wine  Licenses,  and  to 
pass  th^  Accompts  for  the  preceding  year,— And  to  make 
sudi  Orders  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Sdiool,  as  they  should  think  fit,  <^  so  as  any  such  Orders 
and  Regulations  should  not  be  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  the  Regulations  before  contained,  or  the  Charters  of 
Foundation  of  the  said  School." 

The  Orders  and  Rboulations  for  the  government  of  the 
School,  which  were  devised  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Knt, 
Lord  Keeper,  on  the  I7th  of  May,  1570,  are,  from  the 
change  of  Manners,  become  fat  the  most  part  obsolete  in 
practice.     They  are  as  follow, — 

**  First,  it  is  ordered  that^  by  the  Maior  and  the  Burgesses^  or 
liie  more  part  of  the  said  Burgesses^  there  shall  be  yearly  on  the 
day  of  the  Feast  of  AU  Sainti  chosen  Two  honest  and  substan- 
tial! persons  of  the  Inhabitants  within  the  said  Burroughs  to  be 
Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the  year  following ;  whose 
Office  shall  be,  to  see  the  Schoolmaster  truely  paid  his  Wages 
Quarterly,  to  see  the  School  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to  see  that 
the  Schoolmaster  and  the  SchoUers  doe  performe  all  the  Orders 
and  Rules  hereafter  specified,  concerning  the  said  School. 

Item,  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  sdd  Governors,  upon  the 
Quarterly  payment  of  the  said  Wages,  shall  receive  an  acquit- 
tance of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  beingj  witnessing  ths^  he 
hath  received  of  the  said  Maior  and  the  Burgesses  by  the  hands 
of  the  said  Governors  £5.  of  good  and  lawfull  money  of  Eng- 
land towards  the  payment  of  his  wages  for  keeping  of  the  said 
School :  which  acquittance  so  to  be  made^  shall  be  brou^t  in 
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before  the  said  Miaior  and  the  Bui^esses  by  the  said  Governors 
in  the  end  of  their  year  of  Service  on  the  day  of  the  Feast  of 
All  Saints,  and  shall  be  safely  bestowed  by  the  said  Maior 
and  the  said  Burgesses  for  the  discharge  of  the  said  wages. 

Item,  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  said  Governors  shall  yearly 
on  the  said  day  of  All  Saints  make  declaration  before  the  said 
Maior  and  the  said  Burgesses  of  all  their  doeings,  concerning 
the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schollars,  or  any  of  them,  and  there- 
upon the  said  Maior  and  the  Burgesses  shall  take  such  good 
order  for  the  good  maintenance  of  the  said  School  in  all  points^ 
as  to  their  discrecion  shall  be  thought  meet  and  convenient. 

Item,  it  is  ordered,  that  the  said  Governors,  to  be  chosen 
as  aforesaid,  shall  upon  their  eleccion  be  sworn  truely  to  execute 
the  ehaiges  before  remembered  and  committed  unto  them. 

Item,  that  every  Schooolmaster  before  he  be  admitted  into 
his  office  shall  be  before  the  Maior  and  the  Burgesses,  or  the 
more  part  of  them,  and  take  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the  Statute 
anno  Primo  of  the  Queen*s  Majestic  that  now  is,  according  as 
by  the  Statute  of  anno  Quinto  of  her  reign  all  Schoolmasters  be 
appointed. 

Item,  it  is  also  ordered,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schol- 
lars  shall  every  Sunday,  and  Holyday,  repair  unto  St.  Alban*8 
Church,  and  there  shall  continue  from  the  beginning  of  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Service  to  the  ending  of  them,  and  there  shall 
sitt  together  in  the  Chancell  or  some  place  of  the  Church  as  the 
Parson,  Churchwardens,  and  Schoolmaster  shall  agree.  And 
shall  after  the  Schoolmaster  or  Curate  say  one  time  during  their 
abode  there  in  the  fforenoon,  kneeling  on  their  knees,  either 
immediately  before  Service,  or  in  some  other  time  daring 
Service,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  The  Ten  Commandments,  and 
Prayers  for  the  Royal  Foundress  and  the  Benefeu^rs  of  the 
School. 

Item,  it  is  ordered,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Children 
shall  every  working-day  upon  their  knees  in  the  School,  in  the 
Morning  at  their  first  coming,  say  The  Suffrages,  The  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  the  Prayers  before  remembered, — ^And  evey  Even- 
ing, before  they  depart  the  School,  The  Ten  Commandments^ 
The  Lord's  Prayer,  and  The  Creed. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  daily  every  learning-day,  from 
the  85th  of  March  unto  the  30th  of  September,  be  at  the  School 
by  the  stroke  of  Six  of  the  clock  in  Uie  Morning, — and  every 
learning-day  from  the  30th  of  September  unto  the  25th  of  March 
by  the  stroke  of  Seaven  of  the  clock  in  the  Morning,  and  there 
shall  continue  in  teaching  untill  Eleaoen  of  the  clock.  And 
shall  be  at  the  School  again  by  One  of  the  clock  in  the  After* 
noon,  and  shaU  abide  thm  until  JFloe  of  the  clodc  in  teaching. 
Item,  that  every  Schollar  shall  be  at  School  from  the  S5thxxf 
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March  unto  the  30th  of  Sq)teinber  by  Six  of  the  dock  in  the 
Mornings  and  fix>m  the  30th  of  September  unto  the  25th  of 
March  by  Seaven  of  the  clock  in  the  Mornings  and  daily  at  One 
of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  they  shall  go  home  to  din- 
ner at  Eleaven  of  the  clocks  and  at  Five  of  the  clock  to  Supper. 

Item,  the  Schoohnaster  and  Schollars  shall  keep  School  every 
Saturday^  and  every  halfe  Holyday  until  Three  of  the  clock  in  the 
Afternoon. 

Item,  the  number  of  the  Schollars  to  be  taught  in  the  School 
^hall  not  be  above  the  number  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty. 

Item,  poor  men*s  children  shall  be  received  into  the  said 
School  before  others, 

..  Item,  the  Schoohnaster  shall  admitt  none  into  the  School 
without  the  consent  of  the  Governors^  neither  shall  the  Govern- 
ors put  in  any  without  the  Schoolmaster  have  made  due  examin- 
ation of  the  aptness  of  every  such  child  towards  learnings  and 
shall  allow  of  him. 

Item,  the  Schollars  shall  learn  perfectly  by  heart  the  Articles 
of  the  Christian  Faith,  The  Lord's  Prayer>  The  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  all  such  other  things  concerning  the  Christian  Faith 
and  Religion,  both  in  the  English  and  Latine  tongues.  And  the 
Schoolmaster  shall  every  Saturday  in  the  Afternoon  make  proofe 
and  instruct  his  Schollars  for  their  perfectness  therein. 

Item,  if  any  thing  shall  be  broaken  or  any  hurt  done  in  any 
thing  belonging  to  the  School  by  any  of  the  Schollars,  the  same 
shall  be  repaired  forthwith  and  amended  at  the  charges  of  the 
friends  of  die  Child  that  did  that  hurt.  If  the  friends  refrise  to 
amend  the  said  hturt,  being  thereunto  required,  upon  such  refusal 
the  child  that  did  the  hurt  shall  be  banished  the  School  untill  his 
friends  have  satisfied  the  said  hurt. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  his  wages  of  £20.  paid  him 
yearly  on  the  days  of  the  Feasts  of  Midsxunmer,  St.  Michael 
Th*archangeU,  The  Nativity  of  Our  Lord  Christ ;  and  Th*an- 
nunciacion  of  Our  Lady,  by  even  porcions,  in  the  Schoolhouse 
without  any  further  delay. 

Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  be  absent  (except  it  be 
for  sickness)  above  Thirty  days  in  the  year,  and  never  above  Six 
days  together,  and  that  but  at  such  time  as  the  Governors  of  the 
Sdiool  for  the  time  being  shall  allow  of. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  no  other  Service  or  Chaige 
that  might  withdraw  him  from  doing  of  his  duty  due  to  be  done 
as  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  keep  no  house  in  the  School. 

Item,  that  every  person  who  shall  put  a  child  to  the  said 
School  shall,  upon  the  admission,  pay  19c2.  to  the  repairing  of  the 
said  School  to  the  use  of  the  said  School^  except  it  be  a  poor 
man's  son  who  is  not  well  able  to  pay  the  same. 
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Memorandum,  for  an  order  to  be  taken  for  an  Usher. 
Item,  that  none  shall  be  received  into  the  School^  but  such  as 
have  learned  their  Accidence  without  booke>  and  can  write 
indifferently. 

Item,  that  once  every  year  the  Maior  and  Governors  of  the 
said  School  shall  cause  Two  learned  men  (such  as  they  can 
gett)  to  visit  the  said  School  and  examine  the  Schollars  of  the 
said  School,  whereby  it  may  appear  how  the  same  Schollars  have 
profitted  in  learning,  and  how  the  said  Schoolmaster  hath  done 
his  duty  in  teaching  them,  and  observed  the  Rules  prescribed. 

Item,  that  all  such  money  as  shall  happen  to  be  paid  for  the 
admission  of  the  Children  into  The  Free  School,  and  all  other 
sums  of  money  such  as  shall  be  given  by  any  person  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  or  otherwise  to  the  use  of  the  Free  School  afore- 
said, and  the  reparacions  thereof,  shall  remain  firom'time  to  time 
for  ever  in  the  hands  of  the  Governors  of  the  same  School  for 
the  time  being  and  their  Successors,  Governors  of  the  said 
School,  who  shall  at  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  yearly  make  pay- 
ment thereof  and  yield  a  true  accompt  of  the  same  to  the  Maior 
and  Burgesses,  and  they  to  deliver  over  the  same  to  the  new 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  who  shall  at  the  said  Feast  make 
like  accompt  for  the  year  following,  and  so  to  have  continuance 
successively  for  ever. 

Abticles  to  be  recited  to  them  that  shall  offer  their  Children 
to  be  taught  in  the  School. 

Ye  shall  submitt  your  child  to  be  ordered  in  all  things^ 
according  to  the  discrecion  of  the  Schoolmaster. 

Ye  shall  find  your  child  ink,  paper,  pens,  wax-candles  for 
Winter,  and  all  other  things  at  any  time  requisite  and  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  his  study. 

Ye  shall  allow  your  child  at  all  times,  a  bow,  three  arrows^ 
bowstrings,  a  shooting  glove,  and  a  bracer,  to  exercise  shooting* 
Ye  shall  see  dilligently  from  time  to  time,  that  your  child 
keep  duely  the  ordinary  hours  and  times  in  coming  to  SchooL 

Item,  if  your  child  be  absent  above  three  days  in  a  Quarter 
(except  he  be  sick),  that  then  be  shall  be  banished  the  School. 

Item,  if  a  Schollar  be  banished  and  displaced  by  his  absence 
above  three  days  together  in  a  Quarter  (except  by  reason  of 
sickness),  that  then  upon  a  spedal  suit  made  by  the  Parents  of 
the  child  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  the  Governors,  it  shall  be 
lawfull  for  them  at  their  discrecion  to  re-admitt  him,  so  that  his 
Parents  pay  at  his  re-admittance  I2d.  to  the  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  if  your  child  shall  prove  unapt  for  learning,  that  then 
upon  warning  thereof  given^  ye  shall  take  him  away.  And 
again^  if  he  prove  apt,  then  that  ye  shall  suffer  him  to  remain 
t^  he  be  competoiUy  learned. 
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Item,  tbe  Idme  for  the  SchoUars  to  go  to  play^  is  referred  to 
the'discredoii  of  the  SchooUnaster  to  be  onoe  ia  a  week  and  not 
above,  except  by  further  admittance  of  the  Governors. 

A  Proviso  to  alter,  add  unto,  change,  amende  put  ont^  or 
diminish  any  of  the  aforesaid  statutes. 

Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Maior  and  the 
Ten  principal  Burgesses  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of 
^hem  (the  Maior  for  the  time  being  One),  may  add,  and  pot  any 
new  Constitutions  or  Ordinances  imto  Ihese  above  said,  iot  At 
Common-wealth  and  benefit  of  the  said  Schocd,  so  as  they  shall 
not  be  contrary  or  repugnant,  nor  annulling  any  of  tfie  CoAsti- 
tutions  or  Ordinances  before  r^nembered.  And  jret  nevertheless 
the  rest  of  the  said  Constitutions,  Statutes,  Ordinances,  and 
Laws,  and  every  of  them  not  being  altered,  changed,  amended, 
fnit  out,  diminished  or  added  imto,  shall  stand  in  their  fuU  fbrce 
and  strengtii,  untill  any  of  them  be  altered,  dianged,  amended, 
pat  emt  or  diminished,  according  to  the  true  meanings  of  the 
making  of  them,  any  sentence  or  clause  in  this  Proviso  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Item,  it  is  also  ordered,  that  these  Rules  and  Ordinances  be 
once  in  a  year  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  read  in  the  presence 
of  the  Maior,  Burgesses,  School-master,  and  Governors.  In 
witness  whereof  as  well  the  said  Sir  Nicholas  as  the  said  Maior 
and  Burgesses  have  put  their  hands  and  Seals,  &c.** 

By  an  Order  of  The  Corporation,  on  the  Idth  of  June, 
1602,  the  Master  was  to  be  paid  4d.  Quarterly  by  every 
Schdar  inhabiting  mthin  the  limits  of  the  Borough, — and 
12d.  by  those  without  the  Borough. 

It  was  at  the  same  time  ordered^  that  the  Usher  should 
have  a  Salary  of  £8.  per  annum,  and  should  also  have 
snnular  payments,  as  the  Master,  fixim  the  Scholars  under 
his  care. 

And  that  every  Scholar,  whose  friends  should  refuse  to 
make  such  payments,  or,  who  should  stubbornly  resist  cor- 
rection, should  be  displaced  by  The  GU>veniors. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  1635,  these  orders  were  more 

strictly  enjoined, — 

The  Mayor  and  Bui^gesses  having  observed,  ''  that  many 
Parents  {upon  hope  to  benefit  their  children  more  than  the  generaU) 
have  secretly  exceeded  the  rates  aforesaid,  being  the  ancient  rates 
settled  at  Uie  Foundation  of  The  Free  School :  And  finding  by 
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experience  that^  for  that  cause,  the  said  Schooknasten  and 
Ushers  of  the  said  School  have  applied  themselves  in  their  pains 
and  affections  much  more  to  the  children  of  such  parents  than  the 
generaU;  whereby  the  generall  have  been  much  neglected  and 
hindered  in  their  learning  (for  the  good  of  which  generaU  the 
School  was  chiefly  founded)^'* — they,  therefore,  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  like  inconvenience  for  the  time  to  come,  wisely 
ordained,  "  that  if  any  Parent  or  Friend  of  any  SchoUar  or 
Schollars  of  the  same  School  now  being,  or  hereafter  to  be 
admitted  into  the  said  School,  shall  directly  or  indirectly  exceed 
the  said  ancient  rates  to  the  intents  before  mentioned,  and  the 
same  shall  be  well  known  or  sufficiently  proved  to  the  said 
Maior  and  Principal  Burgesses,  or  their  successors  in  time  to 
come,  that  then  and  from  thenceforth  the  SchoUar  and  Schollars 
of  such  Parents  and  Friends  shall  be  excluded  out  of  the  said 
School,  and  not  to  be  admitted  thither  again  but  at  the  will  and 
pleasure  of  the  said  Maior  and  Principal  Burgesses  and  their 
successors,  and  at  and  upon  the  special  instance  and  request  of 
their  Parents  or  Friends  to  be  made  to  the  said  Maior  and 
Burgesses,  and  upon  faithfidl  promise  not  so  again  to  exceed 
the  said  auncient  rates." 

At  a  Court  holden  at  the  Coundl  Chamber,  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1630,  **  upon  a  Petition  made  in  the  name  of  the 
whole  Town,^  for  die  reformation  of  some  abuses  and 
Delects  in  the  School,  and  for  the  establishing  of  some  good 
order  in  teaching,  that  might  tend  ^*  to  the  virtuous  and 
well  breeding  of  young  children  in  Learning  and  Virtue, 
which  it  is  supposed  cannot  be  well  e£Pected  without  the  aid, 
countenance,  and  assistance  of  men  of  worth,  endued  with 
I^eaming  and  well  effected  in  Religion,*^  they,  therefore, 
thought  it  fit,  *^  to  name  and  make  choice  of  some  Knights, 
Gentlemen,  and  Preachers,'^  (Twelve  in  number)  to  aid  and 
assist  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  as  Visitors,  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  School,  and  in  setting  down  a  fit  method  to  be 
used  and  practised  in  teaching  in  the  same,  and  in  making 
whdesome  Laws  and  Constitutions, — and  appointed  the 
20th  of  July,  and  the  15th  of  December,  as  die  times  of 
Visttatioii. 

This  appears  to  have  been  a  favourite  measure,  fcnr  some 
of  the  Visittm  being  dead  and  removed,  <<  whereby  for  want 
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of  such  asfflstance  the  said  good  vork  is  much  weakened, 
and  the  good  mtencion  of  the  Maior  and  Principal  Bur- 
gesses made  frustrate," — ^they,  therefore,  **  for  the  reviving 
and  in  pursuance  of  so  good  an  order,^  on  the  13th  of 
February  1645,  ratified  the  proceedings  of  the  former  Court, 
and  *^  for  the  vigorous  execucion  of  the  same,^  nominated  a 
omilar  number  of  Victors  as  before. 

This  ^*  so  good  an  order  *^  was  again  revived,  and  Yintors 
nmninated,  on  the  15th  of  December,  1714. 

The  election  of  the  Masters  remains  with  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen, — but  the  government  of  the  School  is  now  vested 
in  the  Eight  Trustees,  whose  names  are  as  follow, —

The  School  itself  was  formerly  part  of  The  Abbey 
CArch,  being  that  portion,  designated  by  the  name  of 
«  The  Lady  Chapel,^  or  «  The  Chapel  of  the  Virgin,^  and 
communicated  with  the  Presbytery  by  three  pointed  arches. 
These  arches  are  now  filled  up  with  masonry,  and  this 
Chapel  having  been  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  Church, 
by  a  passage  leading  to  the  Market-place,  now  forms  The 
Grammar  School.  This  separation,  it  is  supposed,  took 
place  during  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  soon 
after  the  Charter  was  granted  to  the  Inhabitants  for  the  In- 
corporation of  the  Borough,  by  which  Charter  they  were 
empowered  to  erect  a  Grammar  School  "  infra  Ecclesiam 
Sa/ncH  AlbaniT'  But  the  actual  conversion  and  fitting  up 
of  the  School  did  not,  probably,  commence  before  the  endow* 
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ment  by  Queen  Elizabeth.  This  Chapel  was  originally 
built  by  Hugh  de  Evebsden,  the  Twenty-seventh  Abbot, 
about  the  year  1314.  In  this  pious  work  he  was  assisted 
by  one  Reginald,  a  Clerk  of  Rome,  and  by  Walter  de 
Langley  and  Alicia  his  Wife.  It  also  received  great 
embellishment  from  the  hand  of  Wheathamsted,  who  is 
said  to  have  expended  £40.  in  it's  decorations.  The  roof  is 
supported  by  groined  arches.  It  is  recorded  as  the  place  of 
interment  of  the  Nobility,  who  were  slain  in  the  first  battle 
of  St.  Alban's,  fought  between  die  Houses  of  York  and 
Lancaster,  on  die  23d  of  May,  1455.  It  is  a  spacious 
building,  being  upwards  of  55  feet  in  length,  24  feet  in 
breadth,  and  about  30  feet  in  height ;  and,  upon  a  tablet, 
are  painted  Tliree  bunches  of  Grapes,  emblematical  of  the 
Three  Wine  Licenses,  with  which  it  is  endowed. 

To  the  School  is  attached  a  small  Libbaby,  oontaining 
good  editions  of  the  Classical  authors,  a  few  scarce  books, 
and  some  books  in  the  English  language  of  no  great  value. 
To  this  Library  it  appears,  that  Sir  Samuel  Gbimston, 
Bart.,  Benjamin  Mott,  Citizen  of  London,  Joseph  Mabsh, 
Esq.,  Dr.  Evans,  Stephen  Adams,  Alderman  of  this 
Borough,  John  Cole,  Rector  of  The  Abbey,  and  Chablbs 
Hale,  Gentlemen,  were  Benefactors. 

It  appears  by  The  Statutes,  that  the  advantage  of  a  free 
Education  at  this  School,  is  not  confined  to  the  Inhabitants 
eidier  of  any  individual  Parish,  or  of  the  Town  in  general, 
or  even  to  the  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  but,  to  the 
number  of  One  Hundbed  and  Twenty  Scholars,  it  is  open 
to  all  the  World.  As  a  Free  Grammar  School,  the  Charters 
of  Foundation  require  the  Master  to  teach  those  Scholars 
the  Latin  and  Greek  Ckusicks  only. 

Although  no  age  is  mentioned  to  qualify  a  boy  for  admis- 
sion, yet  he  is  not  admissible  without  a  perfect  knowledge  c^ 
bis  Latin  Accidence,  and  can  write  ^^  iodifierendy.^' 

The  system  of  Education  adopted  in  the  School,  has

uniaUy  depend^  upon  the  discretion  of  the  He^  Masters, 
flod  has  jMfobably  varied,  precisely  as  they  may  have  re- 
ceived thdr  own  Education,  either  at  Westminstkr  or  at 
Eton.  The  late  Master,  Mr.  Nicholson,  taught  the 
WxsTMiNSTBR  Grammars :  But  now  the  Eton  Grammars 
olily  are  used ;  and  a  plan  of  general  Instruction  is  pur- 
sued. 

It  has  not  been  ascertained,  that  the  Sdiool  possesses  any 
Umversity  advantage,  in  the  nature  of  either  Exhibition, 
or  ScHOLABSHiP.  It  has  been  repeatedly  stated,  that  about 
50  cr  60  years  since  there  existed  an  Exhibition  from  this 
School.  But,  although  the  period  of  time  is  not  very  remote, 
and  much  inquiry  upon  the  subject  has  been  made,  to  obtain 
some  certain  information,  yet  it  has  led  to  no  decisive  con- 
clusion. If  there  ever  were  such  an  Endowment,  it  was  pro- 
baUy  a  Rent-charge  upon  some  estate  in  the  neighbourhood, 
which  the  Proprietor,  unworthily  feels  it  his  interest  not  to 
disclose. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Mogo  Bowen, 
D.  D.,  a  Member  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford,  and  Vicar  of 
Shipton  Bellinger,  in  the  County  of  Southampton.  This 
worthy  Grentleman  receives  into  hb  House  a  few  private 
Pupls,  who  pay  for  their  board  Fifty  guineas  per  cmnum^ 
and  Five  guineas  as  an  entrance  Fee,  if  under  the  age  of 
Sixteen,  and  attend  the  common  business  of  the  School. 
But,  for  Pupils  above  that  age,  who  receive  private  instruc- 
ticm,  his  terms  vary  in  proportion  to  their  domestick  indul- 
gencies,  advancing  upwards  from  One  hundred  guineas  per 
annum.  In  other  branches  of  Learning  different  Masters 
attend  to  instruct  the  Scholars ;  the  number  of  whom  has 
now,  for  some  years  past,  fluctuated  from  16  to  28.

Since  the  Doctor  s  decease,  no  Under 
Master  has  been  required,  nor  appointed.     Upon  the  deadi 
of  Mr.  FoTHBBGiLL,  the  large  House  in  his  occupation,  be- 
ing private  property,  was  taken  down.     From  the  Master- 
ship of  Dr.  Pbkedy  to  the  year  1803,  the  number  of  Scholars 
at  any  one  time  seldom  exceeded  7  or  8  ;  the  major  part  c^ 
whom  were  generally  private  Pupils  of  the  Head  Master. 
From  the  time  of  Mr.  Fothebgill  to  the  last  mentioned 
period,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months  during  which 
Mr.  James  Pbeedt  was  Master,  the  Mastership  of  the 
School  and  the  Rectory  of  The  Abbey  Church,  which  is  of 
small  value,  have  been  always  united. 

When  the  validity  of  the  Charters  was  questioned,  with 
respect  to  the  power  of  granting  Wine  Licenses,  the  rent  of 
the  School  Estate  was  applied  with  the  consent  of  the  Mas- 
ter, to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Law-suit.  And,  at  that 
time^  Mr.  Nicholson  rengned  the  Mastership  of  the  School, 
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wludt  was  not  likely  to  be  cf  much  advantage  to  him,  but 
letniied  The  Abbey  Reetory. 

As  there  is  no  sefMu^te  residence^  allotted  to  the  Master 
by  any  endowment,  the  proxhnity  of  the  Reotorial  House 
renders  a  re-union  highly  derarable. 

lli^i^  is  no  Church  Preferment  belonging  to  thb  School, 
lliere  is,  however,  a  Lectureship  of  small  value,  which  was 
established  during  the  troublesome  times  of  King  Cha&lbs 
l)ie  Krst,  by  Francis  Combe,  Esq./of  Hemel  Hempstead, 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  12th  of  December  1640  and 
iBt  of  May  1641,  and  proved  at  London  on  the  9th  of  July 
1841.  In  this  Will  he  gives  «  to  The  Abbey  Church  in 
Stw  AIban*8  for  ever  out  of  his  said  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
tythes,  &c.,  in  Hemel  Hempstead  aforesaid  £lO.  for  ever,  so 
kn^as  there  shall  be  a  weekly  Sermon  on  Saturday ^  to  be 
chosen  by  the  great  part  of  the  best  Inhabitants  within  the 
Liberty  of  St.  Alban^s  Borough.'^  It  is  now  holden  by  the 
present  Head  Master. 

An  attempt  has  been  made,  very  uncharitably,  to  impeadi 
die  Loyalty  of  the  pious  Founder  by  a  singular  Tradition 
of  dubious  origin, — ^namely,  that  he  was  in  politicks  a  vio- 
lent Republican^  and  that  actuated  by  those  feelings,  he 
ordered  this  weekly  Sermon  to  be  pi'eached  at  St.  Alban^s 
on  the  Market-dmfy  with  the  view  of  disseminating  among 
die  Peasantry  of  the  Country  his  own  dangerous  principles. 
Similar  Lectures  were  established,  on  the  Market-d&ys,  by 
the  same  Grentleman  at  the  same  time,  and,  it  is  said,  with 
the  same  view,  in  the  Towns  of  Berkhampstead,  and  Heme! 
Hempstead. 

In  an  existing  Petition  (irithout  date),  which  was  formerly 
presented  by  **  the  whole  Town''  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses, it  is  stated,  that  ^^  the  Free  School  of  this  Town  hath 
almost  ever  since  the  Foundation  thereof  been  famous  for 
the  Education  of  Youth  both  in  Learning  and  Manners,  by 
reason  whereof  fnamf  men  have  been  made  able  and  fit 
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Members  both  in  Church  and  Common  Weale,  to  the  com- 
fort of  their  friends  and  good  of  others.''  But  of  thdr 
names  there  is  unfortunately  no  record,  except  that  of  Sir 
John  King,  who  was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  became  a 
Lawyer  of  the  first  distinction  in  the  reign  of  King  Chables 
the  Second. 

And,  as  for  nearly  Fifty  years  prior  to  1803,  it  was  never 
opened  professedly  as  a  Publick  School,  few  eminent  Charac- 
ters of  the  present  day  have  here  received  their  Education. 
Among  those  few,  however,  may  be  enumerated  Sir  Wil- 
liam DoMviLLE,  Bart.,  the  distinguished  Lord  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  London,  during  the  eventful  period  of  1814) — 
and  Anthony  Browne,  Esq.,  one  of  the  present  Represen- 
tatives for  the  Borough  of  Hedon,  in  the  County  of  York. 

It  has  also  been  ascertained,  that  the  Grand  Father  of  the 
present  Earl  of  Vcbulam  was  educated  at  this  Grammar 
School,  and  likewise  some  of  the  Gape  Family,  who  were 
Contemporaries  with  his  Lordship,  during  the  Mastership  of 
Mr.  FoTHESGiLL, — a  descendant  of  whom  the  present  Revd. 
Mr.  GAf  £  m^ried. 
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ALDENHAM,  near  Watford. 

The  Fbee  Gbammae  School  at  Aldenham  was  fiMinded 
bj  RiCHAED  Platt,  Citizen  and  Brewer  of  London,  by 
Deed  dated  the  18th  of  January,  1599,  in  the  Forty-ce- 
cond  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  i^ 
enroUed  in  Chancery  ; — This  benevolent  Gentleman  erected 
at  the  same  time  Six  Alms-houses,  for  Six  Poor  Persons, 
upon  a  parcel  of  ground,  called  ^^  fVadds  otherwise  Boy- 
(i^V  ^iff,""  in  this  Parish;-- 

•  **  And  he  endowed  the  two  Charities  with  "  all  those  three 
F&stures  of  ground,  lying  near  the  Church  of  St  Pancras,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  beside  London,  containing  by  estimation 
20  acres  more  or  less  -,  together  with  all  woods,  underwoods^ 
&C.J  waters  and  fishings,  in  or  upon  the  same : — 

''  And  also,  all  those  pastures,  with  all  the  meadows  and 
lands  thereto  adjoining,  called  *'  Clayfield,''  in  Aldenham,  and 
an  thos^  pastures,  ground  or  grounds,  and  one  Croft,  with  one 
piece  of 'meadow  thereunto  adjoining,  called"  Shoelands,''' in 
Aldenham  $  to  hold  the  said  three  Pastures  before  specified,  and 
all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  The 
Master  and  Keeper,  or  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of  The 
Mystery  or  Art  of  Brewers  of  the  City  of  London,  Gover- 
nors of  the  possessions,  goods,  chattels,  and  revenues,  of  The 
Frke  Grammar  School  and  Alms-houses  of  Richard  Platt, 
in  Aldenham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  and  to  their  Succes- 
sors.—-Upon  especial  Trust,  that  they  and  their  Successors  should 
yearly  employ  the  rents,  and  all  profit,  as  should  happen  to 
accrue  or  grow,  of  or  by  reason  of  the  premises,  or  any  of  them, 
for  and  towards  the  Maintenance  of  the  same  School  and  Alms- 
houses, and  of  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Poor  People  therein, 
from  time  to  time,  to  be  kept,  placed,  and  relieved  -,  and  of  the 
reparations,  and  expenses,  touching  or  concerning  the  same, 
in  such  manner,  as  was  by  certain  Ordinances  already  by  him  set 
down,  and  by  all  such  other  Ordinances,  as  by  him,  the  said 
Richard  Platt,  at  any  time  during  his  life,  should  be  set  down 
in  writing,  and  should  not>  by  writing  under  his  hand,  be  re- 
voked during  his  life.'* 
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By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  in  the  Forty-third  year  oi 
King  George  the  Third,  for  inclosing  the  common  fields 
and  waste  lands  in  this  Parish,  there  were  allotted  to  Tue 
Beewebs'^  Company,

as  an  equivalent  for  all  their  antient  inclosed  lands  and  com- 
mon rights  in  Aldenham. 

The  {MOU8  Founder  also  ordained  certjun  Rul^s  to  be 
observed  for  the  government  of  his  Foundation ; — 

Among  which  he  directed  that  all  such  children  as  thould  he 
taught /ree^  in  this  School^  shoidd  be  Children  of  poor  people 
inhabiting  in  the  P^urish  of  Aldenham^  and  the  Children  of  the 
Freemen  of  The  Company  of  Brewers,  in  London ;  And  that,  if 
there  should  not  be  in  that  Town  and  Company,  so  many  to  fin 
up  the  room  and  number  of  ThaeescobSa  then  thai  the  neigh* 
bottring  Parishes  should  have  the  benefit  to  have  their  children 
Free  Scholars  of  the  same  School,  until  the  number  of  Three- 
score Free  Scholars  should  be  complete ;  every  Sdiolar  to  be 
admitted  by  The  Governors  of  the  School^  and  to  pay,  upon  his 
Admission,  Sixpemce  to  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Fourpence  to  the 
Usher." 

The  Cluldren  are  adnntted  by  a  Deputation  from  The 
Brewers^  Company  usually  about  the  Month  of  Mat/. 
They  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  continue  as  long  as 
thar  Parents  think  proper.  There  are  few  others,  be^des 
the  firee  boys,  educated  at  this  SchooL 

Latin  and  Greek  are  not  now  taught ;  and  the  present 
plan  of  Education  is  that  of  Dr.  Bbll. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies, 
M«  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £120.  per  annumf  out  of  which  he 
has  both  to  pay  ihc  Usher,  and  to  board  him.    This  Gen-

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deman  takes  two  or  three  Pupils  at  Thirty  guineas  j>er  an^ 
num  each. 

The  Founder  also  ordained,  that  **  every  Poor  Body  to 
be  admitted  into  his  Alms-houses,  by  The  Governors 
thereof,  whether  Man  or  Woman,  single  or  in  state  of  Mar- 
riage or  Widowhood,  should  have  habitation  of  him  and  bis 
£sunily  rent  free,  and  have  every  quarter  10«.,  and  yearly, 
about  the  Feast  of  St  Michael,  one  load  of  firewood,  to  be 
yearly  felled  and  taken  of  the  tops  and  shreds  of  trees, 
standing  in  or  upon  his  lands  and  grounds  in  Aldenham, 
and  also  every  Pensioner,  one  frieze  gown  of  the  price  of 
ten  or  twelve  ShiUings,  at  Christmas  yearly." 

The  School  which  is  substantially  built  of  brick,  is  situ- 
ate on  the  East  side  of  the  road  leading  from  the  village  of 
Aldenham  to  that  of  Elstree.  Over  the  door  are  the  Arms 
of  The  Founder,  carved  in  stone,  and  underneath  them  the 
following  inscription ; — ^^  This  Free  Grammar  School  was 
founded  and  &iished,  by  Richabd  Platt,  Citizen  and 
Brewer  of  London,  Anno  D^m  1597." 

At  a  short  distance.  West  of  the  School,  are  the  Six 
Alms-houses.  > 

The  Master  was  appointed  at  first  to  be  chosen  by  The 
Bbewebs^  Company,  at  a  Court  wherein  Twelve  or  more 
shall  be  assembled,  by  an  instrument  dated  the  1st  of 
June,  in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth: But,  upon  later  thoughts,  by  a  new  instrument 
dated  the  28th  of  November,  in  the  Forty-third  of  Eliza- 
beth, the  Grovemors  are  bound  -mXkaiiJiyurteen  days  after 
notice  of  the  avoidance,  or  otherwise,  to  direct  their  Letters 
under  their  Common  Seal  to  The  Mastebs  and  Fellows 
of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  to  desire  them  to  com- 
mend to  their  election  and  nominate  within  One  Month  aft;er, 
three  Masters  of  Arts,  One  of  whom  is  to  be  chosen  by  them. 
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CHIPPING  BARNET. 

The  Frbe  Grammar  School  at  Chipping  Barnet  was 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth  at  the  humble  Petition 
of  Robert  Earl  of  Leicester,  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  24th  of  March,  1573, — whereby  Her  Majesty  grants 
ed,- 

That  there  should  be  one  Common  Grammar  School  in  the 
Town  of  Barnet,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  which  should  be 
called  '*  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth/' 
for  the  education,  learning,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth  in 
Grammar,  and  Literary  matter  or  Grammar  art, — with  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher  or  Under-Master :— • 

That  there  should  be  Twenty- four  discreet  and  honest  men, 
who  should  be  Governors  of  the  said  School,  and  the  Posses- 
sions thereof  :— 

That  they  shall  be  a  Body  Corporate  and  have  perpetual 
Succession,  and  be  able  to  have,  purchase,  and  receive  lands 
and  other  hereditaments  of  the  Crown,  or  of  any  other  per- 
sons :— 

That  when  any  of  the  Twenty- four  Governors  should  die,  the 
surviving  Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  elect  other 
fit  persons  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  or  the  neighbour- 
hood in  the  Counties  of  Hertford  and  Middlesex,  into  the  places 
of  them  so  dying : — 

That  they  shall  have  a  Common  Seal, — and  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  Courts  : — 

That  the  Minority  of  the  Governors  shall  elect  and  appoint 
the  Master  and  Usher,  so  often  as  for  causes  them  moving  shall 
seem  fit,  and  to  remove  them  and  elect  others,  according  to  their 
discretion:  — 

And  to  make  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  Rule  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars,  and  the  Government 
and  Disposition  of  the  possessions  appointed  for  the  supjiort  of 
the  same  School : — 

With  License  to  any  persons  to  give  lands,  &c.,  to  the  annual 
value  of  £'40.  to  the  support  of  the  said  School,  notwithstanding 
the  Statute  of  Mortmain.

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BERKHAMPSTEAD. 

The  Fa££  Gbahmab  School  at  Bebkhampstjbad  ap- 
pears to  have  had  it^s  origin  as  early  as  the  Fifteenth  year  of 
Sjng  Henby  the  Eighth,  1524,  when  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  that  the  lands  of  The  Preadent, 
Warden,  and  Brethren  of  The  Hospital  or  Fbatebkitt 
c^  Saint  John  Baptist^  should  be  employed  towards  the 
erection  and  endowment  of  a  Fi'ee  Grammar  Sdiool  for  the 
Education  of  Childroi :  And  Dr.  John  Incent  or  Inno- 
cent, Dean  of  the  Cathedral  Churdi  ofSaiht  Paul,  London, 
at  that  time  President  of  this  Fraternity,  and  a  native  of  this 
Town,  in  furtherance  of  this  pious  work,  gave  all  his  lands 
in  this  Parish  for  this  purpose,  and  appointed  a  Schoolmas- 
ter, who  taught  in  the  House  belonging  to  this  Fraternity. 

In  the  Thirty-third  year  of  Henbt  the  Eighth,  1542, 
Dr.  Incent,  in  order  to  place  this  Establishment  on  a 
more  secure  foundation,  obtained  license  from  the  King, 
tmder  his  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  14th  of  October  in 
that  year,  ^*  to  erect  and  found  one  Chantry  Perpetual, 
of  two  Chaplains  or  of  one  Chaplain,  within  the  Parish 
of  Berkhamsted :— And  also,  one  Free  School  within  the 
sud  Town,  of  one  mete  man  bdng  a  Schoolmaster,  and 
the  other  mete  man  being  an  Usher,  for  the  teadiing  of 
Children  in  Grammar^^^^,  without  any  exaction  or  re- 
quest of  money  for  the  teaching  of  the  same  Children,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  One  Hundbed  and  Fobty-foub  ; 
— ^And  that  the  said  School  and  Chantry,  so  erected  and 
founded,  should  be  called  "  Dean  Incent's  Free  School 
and  Chantry  at  Berkhamsted,^  for  evermore. — That  they 
should  be  one  Body  Incorporate,  and  that,  by  the  name  of 
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'*  The  Master,  Chaplain,  or  Chaplains  and  Usher,  of  The 
Free  School  and  Chantry  of  Dean  Incent  in  Berkhamsted,^ 
they  should  implead  others  and  be  impleaded, — have  a  Com- 
mon Seal,— ^md  should  be  able  to  purchase  lands,  in  Free 
and  Perpetual  Alms,  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £40. ; — 
and  that,  after  the  death  of  the  said  John  Incent,  the 
King  and  his  Heirs,  as  principal  Founders  of  the  School  and 
Chantry,  the  Chief  Master  and  Teacher  of  the  Children 
there,  aooording  to  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  said 
John  Incent  thereof  to  be  made,  might  lawfully  name  and 
present  for  evermore.'^ 

In  pursuance  of  these  Letters  Patent,  the  Dean,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Inhabitants,  caused  a  handsome  brick-biuld- 
ing  to  be  erected  on  the  North-East  side  of  the  Church-yard, 
consisting  of  a  School-house  furnished  at  each  end  with  i^ 
propriate  Lodgings  for  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Chaplain  of 
the  School :  And,  by  deed  dated  the  23d  of  March,  in  the 
Thirty-sixth  year  of  Hbnbt  the  Eighth,  1645,  placed  thierein 
RiCHAED  Reeve,  M.  A.,  to  be  tlie  Chief  Master,  John 
AuDLET,  B.  A.,  to  be  Usher,  and  John  East,  Cleric,  to  be 
first  Chaplain  of  the  Chantry,  and  granted  to  them  and  their 
Successors,  certain  Manors,  &c,  in  the  Parish  of  Berkham- 
sted  St  Peter,  and  divers  other  jdaces  in  the  Counties  of 
Buckingham  and  Hertford,  then  amounting  to  the  yearly 
value  of  £40. 

In  the  Second  and  Third  years  of  'King  Edwaed  the 
Sixth,  1541K-50,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  which, 
after  reciting  that  ^*  forasmuch  as  the  King  was  informed 
that  the  said  Corporation  was  not  duly,  aocor^ng  to  the 
Laws  of  the  Realm,  founded,  erected,  and  established ;  nor 
the  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Chi^lain,  perfectly  incorpor- 
ated ;  but  that  divers  things  requisite  for  the  perfection  of 
tlie  Foundation  and  Incorporation  were  not  duly  executed ; 
so  that  the  good  intent  of  the  Founders,  for  each  of  the 
same^  were  likely  to  be  frustrated,^  &c    In  additiicm  to  the 
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provisions  made  by  the  above-recited  Letters  Patent,  among 
other  things,  it  was  enacted,  "  That,  from  thence  the  same 
School  should  be  caUed  "  The  Free  School  of  Bang  Ei>- 
WARD  the  Sixth,  in  Berkhamsted,^  and  that  the  Revenues 
of  the  Manors,  Lands,  &c.,  should  be  employed  by  the 
Master,  and  Usher,  in  manner  following ;  That  the  Master 
should  have  thereof  yearly,  for  his  Wages  for  the  teaching 
of  the  said  Children,  i:i7..6..8. ;— The  Usher,  £8.J3..4.  ;— 
And  that  the  residue  of  the  Revenues  should  be  yearly  em- 
ployed about  the  reUef  of  the  Poor  in  the  Town  of  Berk- 
hamsted,  and  the  repairs  of  the  House  of  the  School ; — and 
that  The  Warden  of  The  College  of  All  Souls,  in 
Oxford,  should  and  might  every  Third  year,  viat  the  School, 
with  power  to  displace  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  if  he 
should  find  that  they  did  not  do  their  duty  in  the  execution 
of  their  several  offices,  and  that  he  should  receive  the  sum  of 
\^s.Ad,  for  the  charge  of  his  respective  Visitations."" 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  to  have  power  to  make  leases  for 
31  years  or  three  lives,  subject  to  waste,  reserving  the  usual 
rent,  or  more. 

Sometime  previous  to  the  year  1744,  an  Information  was 
filed  in  Chancery  by  the  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  rela- 
tion of  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  of  this  Parish, 
against  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  School,  for  misappli^ 
cation  of  the  Revenues  thereof,  by  letting  on  Fines,  and 
converting  those  Fines  to  their  own  usCj — praying  an  account 
of  the  Rents  and  Fmes,  with  proper  directions  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Funds. 

On  the  13th  of  July>  1744^  a  Decretal  order  was  made,  de- 
claring, that  the  Warden  of  All  Souls  was  Visitor  of  the 
School,  but  that  the  Revenues  were  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Court,— and  an  account  was  directed  of  the  Rents  and  Pro- 
fits of  the  Manors,  &c.,  and  of  all  Fines,  received  by  the  Master 
and  Usher,  allowing  their  Stipends,  the  Repairs,  &c.  -,  the  Balance 
to  be  paid  into  Court,— with  directions,  that  the  lands,  then  out 
of  lease,  should  be  let  i^  ith  the  approbation  of  the  Master,— and> 
in  case  any  Fines  were  taken,  they  were  to  be  appUed^  Firsts  to 
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repairs,  ^reserving  the  consideration  as  to  the  residue, — with  re- 
spect to  which  any  of  the  parties  were  to  be  at  liberty  to  lay  a 
Scheme  before  the  Master, — and  also  as  to  the  improved  In- 
come. 

By  another  Order,  dated  the  3d  of  May,  175'^,  it  was  declar 
red,  that  the  Court  under  the  Letters  Patent  and  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment had  power  to  augment  the  Salaries  of  the  Master  and 
Usher :  and  a  reference  was  directed  to  the  Master  to  consider 
of  the  Augmentations,  &c. 

"  The  Master's  Report,  dated  the  23d  of  July,  1754,  and 
afterwards  confirmed,  approved  the  Scheme,  laid  before  him  by 
the  Master  of  the  School :  that  Two-thirds  of  what  the  Lands 
then  produced,  or  the  future  increased  value,  should  be  allotted 
to  the  Master  and  Usher  ;  and  the  remaining  Third  for  the  Re- 
pairs, Taxes,  and  Poor ;  that  the  Balance,  due  from  the  late 
Master,  and  the  Fines,  lately  paid  into  the  Bank,  &c.,  should 
follow  the  same  course  ;  and,  as  to  the  augmentation  for  the 
time  to  come  the  Defendant  proposed,  that  all  the  Rents,  Issues^ 
Fines,  and  Profits,  arising  from  the  Estate,  after  deducting 
Quit-Rents,  should  be  divided  into  Three  equal  parts,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  same  manner. 

By  another  Order,  dated  the  5th  of  May,  1790,  the  Master 
was  directed  to  consider  of  a  proper  Plan  for  letting  the  Charity 
Estates  in  future,  which,  by  his  Report,  dated  the  30th  of  June> 
179t,  and  afterwards  confirmed,  he  considered  to  be  by  Public 
Auction  for  3 1  years,  or  lives  determinable  at  that  period,  partly 
on  Fines,  partly  on  Rents,  conformably  to  the  Plan,  mentioned  in 
the  Report  of  the  23d  of  July,  1754 ;  the  Estates,  as  they  should 
fall  in,  to  be  let  from  time  to  time  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Master. 

In  1813,  a  Petition  was  presented  to  The  Chancellor,  under 
the  Act  then  lately  passed  (52<»  Geo.  3.  c.  101),  authorizing  a 
summary  application,  in  cases  of  Breach  of  Trust  created  for 
Charitable  purposes,  stating  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  and 
the  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  above  mentioned. 
And  that  in  pursuance  of  the  Order  of  the  5th  of  May,  1790j 
parts  of  the  Estates  were  let  before  the  Master,  at  annual  Rents^ 
amounting  to  £267..12..0.,  and  on  Fines  amounting  to  £'4300 : 
the  other  parts  of  the  Estates  being  let  on  leases,  having  eight 
or  nine  years  to  run,  at  yearly  rents,  amounting  to  XI50..I1..0. 
That  the  Taxes,  Repairs,  kc,  having  greatly  increased,  so  as 
to  exhaust  the  one-third  of  the  rents,  leaving  no  part  applicable 
to  the  Poor,  the  Petition  insisted,  that  the  Decree  of  the  13th  of 
July,  1744,  did  not  extend  to  future  Fhies.— That  the  Order  of 
the  3d  of  May,  1753,  applied  only  to  the  augmentation  of  the 
Salaries  of  the  Master  and  Usher^— That  it  was  not  the  intent  of 
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the  Scheme,  so  approved  by  the  Court,  that  Fiiies,  payable  on 
rencjwiiig  or  grantmg  leases  of  the  Charity  Estate,  8hoi]dd  be  di- 
vided as  annual  Profits, — And  that  the  Blaster  and  Usher  were 
not  entitled  to  the  two-thirds  of  the  £4S00.  now  to  be  received 
for  Fines,  &c. — Praying  directions  for  the  application  of  the  said 
sum  of  JC43O0.,  and  of  all  future  Fines  and  the  future  manage- 
ment of  the  Estates  and  Inoome,— That  the  Master  may  approve 
of  a  Scheme  fDr  that  purpose,-— And,  if  necessary,  review  the 
former  Scheme. 

This  Petition  came  on  to  be  heard^  on  the  29th  of  July^ 

1813,  when  Lord   Eldom    expressed  himself  as  fc^ws^ 

according  to  the  Reports  of  Vesey  and  Beames,  vol.  2.  pp. 

187-143  ;— 

This  Petition  is  presented  under  the  late  Act  of  Parliament^ 
giving  liberty  to  apply  by  Petition  in  a  summary  way  to  have 
the  Charity  properly  regulated :— • 

The  Declaration  of  the  Decree,  pronounced  in  1744,  that  the 
Warden  of  All  Souls  is  the  Visitor,  but  that  the  Revenues  were 
subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court,  is  perfectly  agreeable  to 
Law }  and  calls  upon  me  to  lay  out  of  the  Case  aU  circumstan- 
ces relative  to  the  regulation  of  the  School,  which  fall  under  the 
cognizance  of  the  Visitor  :— 

The  Master  of  the  School  at  that  time  stated,  that  it  was  not 
his  fault,  that  there  were  no  Scholars  )<— That  another  School, 
established  for  teaching  Arithmetic,  had  been  found  more  bene- 
ficial to  the  views  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place  ; — But  the 
Lord  Chancellor  said.  The  Warden  of  All  Souls'  College,  as  the 
Visitor,  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  upon  that  subject }  and,  con- 
curring in  that  opinion,  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  so  much  of 
this  Petition  as  complains  of  the  following  circumstances  5  upon 
which,  if  they  afford  ground  for  complaint,  that  complaint  must 
be  addressed  to  the  Visitor  ^  that  with  a  Fund  arising  from 
Tines,  amouning  now  to  near  £5000.,  to  be  distributed,  two- 
thirds  to  the  Master  and  Usher,  and'  the  remaining  third  to  the 
Poor  of  the  Parish,  the  Master  is  resident  with  one  Scholar,— 
and  the  Usher  is  living  in  Hampshire,  AU  that  is  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Visitor:  if  made  the  subject  of  complaint : — 

As  to  the  Revenue,  it  has  been  decided  by  The  Court,  and  is 
quite  clear,  that,  where  there  is  a  local  Visitor  as  to  the  conduct 
and  management  of  the  School,  if  in  the  original  instrument  a 
Trust  is  expressed  as  to  the  application  of  the  Revenue,  this 
Court  has  Jurisdiction  to  compel  a  due  application.  The  Court 
has  in  fact  and  practice  acted  upon  the  ground  of  such  Jurisdic- 
tion :  of  which  there  is  no  doubt :—

The  Construction  that  has  been  given  to  the  Act  of  Parlia« 
ment  and  Charter^  as  to  the  application  of  the  Revenues  of  this 
Foundation,  is  this, — confining  myself  now  to  the  actual  appli- 
cation of  the  Rents  previously  to  the  reference  directed  by  Lord 
Thurlow  to  the  Master,  to  consider  of  a  Scheme  as  to  the  ftn 
ture  i^iplication, — but,  without  adverting  to  the  several  ordeni, 
it  may  be  represented  in  a  general  way,  that  the  Court  had 
approved  this  sort  of  distribution  of  the  Revenues  of  an  £state> 
let  in  the  way  I  shall  mention : — 

The  Court  has  expressed  an  Opinion,  that  it  has  authority  to 
control  the  power  in  the  Master  and  Usher  of  leasing  for  Three 
lives  or  Thirty-one  years,  if  it  should  appear  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Charity  not  to  iM^t  upon  that  power.  Under  the  express 
terms  of  the  power  they  are  to  lease,  not  for  their  own  ben^ 
only,  but  also  in  a  given  proportion /or  the  ben^t  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Parish.  Some  Leases  were  made  for  lives, — ^some  not  tot 
lives, — and  until  the  Master*8  Report  under  the  reference,  direc* 
ted  by  Lord  Thurlow,  it  was  never  considered  as  a  plan  to  be ' 
generally  acted  upon,  that  all  the  estates  should  be  let  upon 
leases  for  Thirty-one  years,  or  lives  determinable  upon  that  pe- 
riod, taking  large  Fines  :— 

The  Court  had,  however,  great  difficulty  to  determine,  what 
was  to  be  done  with  the  Fines,  that  had  been  taken, — but  the 
final  distribution  of  the  Revenue  has  been  df  this  sort.  The 
distribution,  oontemplatcd  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  and  the 
Letters  Patent,  being  in  proportions,  which  altogether  exhausted 
the  whole.  The  Court  thought,  the  distribution  of  the  Reve- 
nues, when  augmented,  must  be  in  the  same  proportions ;  mak« 
ing  an  addition  to  the  quota  of  each;  and  accordingly,  where 
there  were  leases  upon  Fines,  or  Rents,  the  distribution,  actu- 
ally made,  was  tmo-tkirdi,  without  d^ueting  taxes  and  other 
outgoings,  to  the  Master  and  Usher, — the  other  third  was  applied 
to  the  charges  amd  outgoings  of  all  the  three  shares,^-^and  what 
remcnned  was  distributed  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parish  i-^ 

Upon -an  application  to  Lord  Thurlow  as  V>  the  diatribution 
of  some  of  the  Funds,  this  seems  to  have  struck  him  at  a  singu* 
larnumagement  of  a  Charity  estate^— »and  there  b  one  material 
Petition  and  Order,  bringing  'to  the  view  of  thei Court  this^— 
which  seems  to  have  been  Ibigotttn  in  the  Sdieme  that  had 
been  approved, — that  in  consequence  of  this  species  of  letting:, 
applied  very  generally,  but  not  oniversaUy,  when  leases  were 
renewed  upon  Fines,  ihae  was  something  material  comingto 
the  Parish^— that  on  the  other  hand,  after  giving  the  portion  of 
the  annual  rents  to  the  Master  and  Usher,  free  of  all  deductioiis^ 
the  remaining  third  for  the  Fbor,  after  leaving  all  aaJtgoiaifn 
upon  the  whole  estate^  left  nothing  to  he  gicen  to  the  Pdorm 
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those  year8,-*the  annual  chai^ges  eating  out  one-third  of  the 
suiphis ;  80  that  the  Receiver  was  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Court 
to  authorize  him  to  deduct  from  the  other  two-thirds  the  defi- 
ciency of  that  third  to  answer  those  charges^-^aiming  at^  though 
not  distinctly  prayings  a  Declaration,  authorizing  some  arrange- 
ment^ that  would  give  something  to  the  Poor  of  the  Farish^— 
forming  one  of  the  objects,  to  receive  something  ^umually  :^ 

Lord  Thurlow  made  an  Order,  directing  a  Reference  to  the 
Master  to  consider  of  a  better  Sdieme  for  letting  the  Estate. 
It  probably  occurred  to  His  Lordship,  that  this  mode  of  letting 
operated  directly  to  dis^ppcHnt  one  object  of  the  Charity,— and^ 
that,  if  it  was  fit,  that  these  Fines  should  be  taken,as  they  would 
probably  very  largely  increase,  it  should  be  considered,  whether 
the  profit,  arising  in  that  shape,  should  not  be  made  a  perman- 
ent Fund,  yielding  a  permanent  Revenue  for  the  Schoolmaster 
and  Usher,  and  &eir  Successors,  and,  as  to  one-third,  for  the 
Poor, — probably  also  thinking  this  not  at  all  a  proper  mode  of 
letting  a  Charity  Estate : —     / 

The  Report,  made  in  1792,  and  approved  afterwards  by  The 
Lords  Commissioners,  states  the  ground  upon  which  the  Master 
went,  not  only  as  to  the  Farms  out  of  lease,  but  as  to  all  th^ 
Estates  in  future, — the  Leases  not  being  less  than  Thirty-eight 
in  nimiber, — and  the  reasoning  would  apply  equally  to  the  estate 
of  any  Tenant  in  fee, — ^that  by  letting  without  Fines  needy  per- 
sons might  become  Tenants,— the  Tenants  being  to  covenant  to 
repair,  and  leave  in  repair  :— 

The  Report  proceeds  therefore  to  state,  that,  as  the  Leases 
should  expire,  all  the  lands  should  be  let  upon  Fines  at  small 
rents.  As  a  general  application,  if  there  were  no  particular  cir- 
cumstances, this  reasoning  would  in  the  case  of  an  Infant  call 
upon  the  Court  to  take  the  same  course,— as  there  might  be 
very  bad  Tenants,  who  would  not  do  justice  to  the  Farms,— but 
the  answer  to  that  would  be,  that  good  Tenants  might  be  pro- 
cured, who  would  do  thein  justice : — 

Giving  credit,  however,  to  the  argument,  that  in  the  covenant 
to  build  upon  the  estate  the  Landlord  may  receive  a  considera- 
tion for  a  long  lease,  if  the  same  lease  contains  on  the  Tenant's 
part  a  covenant  to  sustain  and  leave  all  those  buildings  in  suffi- 
cient repair,  taking  that  to  have  been  the  condition  of  all  these 
Farms,  upon  what  ground  am  I  to  infer,  that,  though  such  a 
lease  was  necessary  in  that  instance,  it  was  equally  necessary 
afterwards,  when  that  very  lease  pro\dded,  that  those  circum- 
stances, in  consideration  of  which  such  peculiar  leases  were  to 
be  made,  should  not  exist, — and  why,  if  that  was  proper  as  to 
one  Farm,  which  required  expensive  buildings,  was  every  Farm, 
though  not  under  the  same  circumstances,  to  be  let  in  die  same 
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way 4 — and  again  at  the  expiration  of  those  leases^  when  no  such 
reason  could  exist  ? — 

In  1794  this  Report  was  confirmed^  and  the  Leases  directed 
to  be  so  raade^  not  only  then«  but  in  all  future  time.  Afterwards 
an  application  was  made  to  Lord  Loughborough  about  the 
Taxes, — wlio  would  only  go  the  length  of  giving  to  the  Receiver, 
what  the  whole  annual  Income  of  the  Parish  would  not  pay  of 
those  outgoings,  which  the  Receiver  was  not  authorized  to  take 
out  of  the  proportions  of  the  Master  and  Usher : — 

The  present  application  arises  out  of  what  passed  in  1804,  and 
there  is  difficulty  enough  upon  it, — not  in  praying  a  Reference 
to  the  Master  to  re\'iew  the  Scheme,  upon  which  the  Estate  is 
now  let,  with  reference  to  the  future,  and  to  receive  a  Plan  for 
the  better  management  of  the  Estate,  and  distribution  of  the 
Revenue,  having  regard  to  the  proportion  of  division  by  the 
Letters  Patent  as  to  the  original  Income, — but  upon  the  Proposal 
for  future  letting, — and,  if  the  Master's  Opinion  should  be  in 
iavour  of  Fines,  as  to  the  application  of  those  Fines  either  as 
annual  Revenue,  or  a  permanent  Fund,  subject  to  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Court : — 

The  first  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  persons,  who,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Court,  have  actually  contracted  for  leases.  It 
would  be  very  difficult  to  dispossess  those,  who  have  become 
Tenants,  or  continued  Occupation,  relying  upon  the  futh  of 
biddings  before  the  Master,  that  they  were  to  have  leases.  I 
wish,  therefore,  to  know  the  nature  of  their  contracts,  the  par- 
ticular state  of  each  Tenant  as  to  his  lease  and  his  money.  The 
Proceedings  in  this  Charity  from  beginning  to  end  require  me  to 
say,  that,  if  the  present  Scheme  and  Management  are  not  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  objects  of  the  Charity,  it  must  no  longer 
go  on  so,— -which  is  very  different  from  the  consideration  as  to 
the  time  past, — having  regard  to  the  expectations  of  persons, 
who  have  been  dealing  upon  the  authority  of  the  Court, — much 
as  I  conceit  the  Court  was  mistaken  in  what  was  done  in 
1792:— 

I  desire,  therefore,  to  have  a  statement  of  the  respective 
names  of  the  Bidders,  the  times  of  bidding,  of  confirming  the 
Report,  and  what  was  done  with  the  money,  whether  Fines  or 
Purchase  Money,  at  the  times  of  confirming  those  Biddings,  or 
since : — 

Refer  it  to  the  Master  to  consider  of  a  Proposal,  with  liberty 
to  any  party  to  lay  Proposals  before  the  Master,  for  the  future 
management  of  the  Estate, — ^with  power  to  review  all  the  plans, 
before  adopted, — and,  if  the  Master  shall  be  of  opinion,  that 
it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  that  all  or  any  of  the  lands 
should  hereafter  be  let  upon  Fii^s,  or  partly  upon  Fines,  to  be 
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at  liberiy  to  receive  Propo6a]g,  and  to  state  his  opinion  upon 
them  as  to  the  application  of  those  Fines^  either  as  divisihle  at 
ithe  time  they  are  paid,  or  being  considered  as  a  permanent  Fund 
4br1he  future  interest  of  the  respective  objects  oif  the  Charity, — 
and  to  state  his  Opinion  upon  all  these  matters,  having  due  re- 
gard to  the  Letters  Patent,  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  all  the 
Bubtequent  Proceedings  of  this  Court. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1814,  The  Master  and  Usher  pre- 
gented  a  Petition,  stating,  that  several  of  the  Charity  Es- 
tates had  lately  been  let  with  the  approbation  (rf*  the 
JUaster  at  increased  Rents  and  Fines,  the  Fines  amounting 
4o  £4308, — and  insisting,  that  the  Petitioners  were  entitled, 
M  their  Predecessors,  to  two-thirds  of  the  money,  arising 
jOrom  such  Fines,  in  the  proportions,  as  between  themselves, 
of  T wo^thirds  to  the  Master,  and  one  Third  to  the  Usher. 
The  Petition^  farther  stating,  that  the  Master  had  expended 
jconsiderable  sums  in  substantial  repairs  and  improvements, 
l^rayed  an  account  of  the  money  so  laid  out,  and  an  appli- 
cation of  the  Fund  in  the  Bank  on  account  of  the  Fines : 
i^te..  Two-thirds  to  the  Petitioners  in  the  proportions  before 
.stated :  the  Costs  and  Improvements  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Tcmaining  third :  and  the  surplus  to  go  according  to  the  Act 
of  Edwabd  the  Sixth. 

On  the  hearing  of  this  Petiticm,  The  Lobd  Chancellor 


*'  I  am  satisfied^  that  the  Question^  how  these  Fines  for  the 
.Hme  past  are  to  be  disposed  of^  has  devolved  unon  me  as  a 
consequence  of  the  change  of  The  Great  Seal  from  Lord  Thur- 
.i<ow  to  The  Lords  Commissioners  in  1792.  Lord  Thublow's 
'Order  was  calculated  to  set  right  the  mode  of  dealing  with  the 
•estate^  which  had  prevailed :  and  The  Lords  Commissioners  did 
'Uot  sufficiently  attend  to  the  principle^  on  which  Lord  Thur- 
Low  ordered  a  review  of  the  Application  which  had  been  direct- 
ed by  Lord  Hardwicke  : — 

"  The  only  difficulty  I  have  in  this  case  is  upon  the  point, 
whether  I  have  any  tlidng  more  to  do  with  the  Fines  for  the 
time  past  than  to  distribute  them  according  to  the  existing 
Trusts,  actually  attaching  upon  them.  Were  I  the  Vintor, 
as  I  am  not,  I  might  state  an  Opinion :  but  I  am  out  of  my 
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place  in  observing^  that,  as  Visitor^  I  should  admonish  the  Mas-* 
ter,  or  Usher,  of  Uiis  School  m  Hertfordshire,  residing  in  Som- 
ersetshire, however  usefully  employed.    The  Master  might  as 
well  reside  elsewhere  as  the  Usher:    but  both  ought  to  be; 
where  they  will  be  ready  to  do  the  duty,  and  can  do  it :  and  it 
is  impossible  to  say,  they  can  be  as  properly  employed  else^ 
where,  with  reference  to  the  objects  of  this  Foundation,  as  if 
they  were  resident  in  the  place,  where  that  Duty  is  to  be  per- 
formed.   This  is  a  Royal  Foundation  under  which  The  Master 
and  Usher  are  Corporators.     As  long  as  they  remain  so^  and 
the  Visitor  does  not    think  proper  to  remove  them,  they  must 
in  a  Court  of  Justice  have  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  Revenues, 
which  belong  to  them  by  the  same  instrument,  that  gives  them 
the  Corporate    Character.      The  Question  now  before  me  is 
not  as  to  their  conduct,  but  how  the  Rents  and  Profits  have 
been  actually  given  to  the  persons,  holding  these  situations; 
and,  unless  I  am  to  conclude,  that  from  the  year  1792  an  im- 
proper mode  of  letting  these  Estates  has  prevailed  in  the  Mas- 
ter's office,  I  do  not  see  my  way  to  refuse  Two-Thirds  of  the 
profits  for  the  time  past, — having  no  right  to  withold  that,  to 
which  they  have  a  present  title.** 

These  honourable  sentiments,  so  clearly  and  forcibly 
expressed  by  The  Chancellor,  deserve  to  be  made  still 
more  public,  than  by  a  volume  of  Reports  of  Proceedings 
in  The  Court,  which  no  one  but  a  Practitioner  reads. 

By  those  Proceedings  it  appears,  that  the  original  in- 
tention of  the  Foundation  was,  that  the  Children  of  the 
Town  should  be  there  educated,  and  that  the  Poor  should 
have  the  benefit  of  one-third  of  the  Estate, — That  the 
Master  and  Usher  being  in  possession,  availed  themselves 
of  the  powet  ^ven  to  them  of  letting  Leases  on  Fines,  the 
whole  of  which  they  converted  to  their  own  use^  totaMy  ex* 
eluding  the  Poor  from  any  participation  therein^ — ^That 
they  threw  the  whole  burden  of  Taxes  and  Repairs  on  the 
one-third  designed  for  the  PooTy  by  which  means  the  whole 
of  the  great  Rents  was  converted  to  their  own  use,  and  the 
third  which  was  designed  for  the  Poor,  was  wholly  swal- 
lowed up  by  Taxes  and  Repairs, — ^That,  at  the  hearing  of 
this  matter  in  1813,  the  School  was  a  complete  Sinecure^  as 
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to  the  original  intent  of  teaching  the  children  of  the  Town, 
—That  the  Master  took  a  few  Pupils  into  his  House, — And 
that  the  Usher  resided  in  Hampshire, 

A  few  years  since,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  Corpo- 
ration sold  Seven  detached  pieces  of  land,  containing  alto- 
gether Thirty  acres,  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land  Tax, 
charged  upon  the  whole  School  Estate. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Dupr^, — the 
Usher  is,  the  Revd.  Michael  Dufh^. 
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BUNTINGFORD. 

Thb  Gbammae  School  at  BmnxoroKO  was  founded  by 
Mn.  Elisabeth  Fbbbman,  Relict  of  Willlam  Fbeekak, 
Esq.,  of  Aspeden  Hatty  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  prior  to 
the  year  1633 ;  and  widowed  with  about  9  acres  of  land  in 
the  Parish  of  Great  Munden,  now  let  at  £12..12..0  per 
a$mum. 

In  1652,  Lady  Janb  Babxham  gave  £100.,  the  rent 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  Master,  for  teaching  Five  poor 
children.  It  is  charged  upon  an  estate  at  CJiippingy  and 
yields  an  annuity  of  £5. 

There  is  no  fund  whatever  for  the  repairs  of  the  School- 
house  and  Premises, — and  the  present  Master  expended 
between  £200.  and  £300.  in  the  Summer  of  18 1 5,  only  upon 
such  repairs. 

The  Patron  and  Visitor  of  this  School  is,  Philip  Earl  of 
Habdwicxb,  K.G. 

Dr.  Seth  Wabd,  Bishop  of  Salisbuet,  a  name  reverb 
in  this  his  nadve  place,  and  who  was  himself  educated  at 
thb  School,  besides  the  liberal  Foundation  of  an  Hospital, 
— ^gave  £1000.  to  Chbist^s  College,  Cambridge,  with 
whidi  an  Estate  was  bought  at  FFim&wA,  in  Essex,  and  settled 
for  the  payment  of  Foue  Scholabships  of  £  12.  per  annum 
each. — His  Lordship  afterwards  purchased  Fee-farm  rents 
to  the  Value  of  £22..1 1..0.  per  ammm,  to  be  settled  for  the 
same  uses  as  the  Estate  at  fFimftwA.— He  ordered  the  Four 
Scholarships  to  be  first  paid,  and  the  overplus  to  be  equally 
divided  between  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Christ  s  College^ 
and  the  Master  of  Buntingfcnrd  School. 

These  Scholarships  are  appropriated  to  persons  bom  in 
jH>r^/&n2fAtr^,  and  educated  in  BuvTiNGFOED  School  ;  and 
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of  them,  such  as  are  bora  in  the  Parish  of  Aspeden  or  Town 
of  Buntingford,  casteris  paribus^  are  to  be  jneferred. . 

If^  upon  vacancy,  none  of  Buntingford  School  are  qualified, 
The  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  inquire  for  a  Hertfordshire 
Scholar  in  the  University,  and,  if  any  such  be  found,  he  is 
to  be  admitted  to  the  Scholanbip, — If  no  such  supply  is  to 
be  met  with,  upon  notice  given  by  The  Collie  to  the  Master 
of  Buntingford  School,  he  is  to  «ignify  to  the  Masters  of  the 
neighbouring  Schools  in  Hertfordshire  (particularly  Stortford, 
Hitchin,  Ware,  and  Hertford)  the  time  apfxmited  by  The 
College  for  the  admisnon,  the  number  of  vacancies,  and 
qualification  of  persons  eligible,  that  they  are  Hertfordshire 
bora,  and  educated  in  some  Free  and  Public  School  licensed 
in  this  County,  to  the  end  that  any  one  so  qualified  may  offer 
himself  to  The  College.— If,  upon  this  notice,  none  offisr 
himself.  The  College  may  elect  out  of  their  own  Students 
the  most  deserving. 

These  Scholarships  may  be  holden  a  year  after  Master  of 
Arts,  provided  that  D^;ree  is  regularly  taken,  although  the 
person  be  elected  Fellow.. 

The  Master  of  Buntingford  School  is  to  teach  Four  Bojrs 
fireely,  for  his  moiety  of  the  overplus  money  of  the  rent  of 
the  Estates  given  by  the  good  Prelate.  The  boys  are  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Rector  of  Aspeden  and  Vicar  of  Layston, 
out  of  their  own,  or  any  bordering  Parish. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Samuei  Dews,  M.  A., 
fbrmerly  of  Trinity  and  Balliol  Colleges,  Oxford,  who  takes 
Pupils  upon  the  following  Terms : —

The  Vacations,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  are  Five 
entire  weeks  each,  commencing  the  Thursday  before  the  2 1  tt 
of  June,  and  the  Thursday  before  the  21st  of  December. 

Three  months^  notice,  or  pajnnent  for  three  months*  board 
is  expected  before  a  Scholar  leaves  the  Schoc^ 

According  to  the  Biograpkia  BrUannica,  the  beneficent 
Bishop,  immediately  afler  his  election  to  the  See  of  Exstxs, 
^'  set  about  repairing  the  Episcopal  Palace, — augmented  the 
poor  Vicarages, — increased  the  Prebends,  from  Four  to 
Twenty  pounds  a  year, — procured  the  Deanry  of  Burien  to 
be  annexed  to  the  Bishopric  of  Exeter, — and  by  these  acts 
of  Munificence,  with  many  instances  of  his  capacity  for  busi- 
ness, became  the  most  conriderable  man  on  the  Bishops*  bench. 
In  1 667  be  was  translated  to  the  Bishopric  of  Salisbury,  being 
elected.the  5th  and  confirmed  the  12th  of  September.  He  was 
very  acceptable  to  the  chief  persons  in  that  Diocese,  and 
obtained  great  respect  and  esteem  by  his  extenave  charity, 
and  cheerful  hosjntality.  As  he  had  done  at  Exeter,  he 
caused  here  the  Cathedral,  and  his  own  Palace^  to  be 
thoroug^y  repaired, — the  latter  at  the  expense  of  above 
£2000.  And  contributed  largely  towards  making  the  river 
Avon  navigable  to  Salisbury,  not  only  with  his  money,  but 
advice  and  interest,  and  his  ajqplication  to  those  in  power. 
To  his  own  See  he  was  a  great  benefactcnr,  by  causing  the 
Honourable  Office  of  ChancellcNr  of  the  Order  of  the  Gaetbr 
to  be  restored  and  annexed  to  it  fcnr  ever,  after  it  had  been 
withheld  from  his  Predecessors  a  Hundred  and  Thirty-two 
years.  But  the  noblest  monument  of  his  Beneficence,  was 
Thb  College  of  Matboks  in  Salisbury,  founded  by  hiin 
in  1682,  for  the  reception  and  maintenance  of  Ten  Women, 
the  Widows  of  orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury. 
Two  years  after,  he  erected  a  fair  building  at  Buntingfbrd, 
his  native  plaoe^  consisting  of  ISight  Mansions,  and  each 
VOL.

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manfloA  of  four  rooms,  two  above  stairs  and  two  below,  for 
the  reception  and  muntenance  of  Four  Poor  MEK,and  FoirSi 
Poor  Womek^  who  had  lived  handsomely,  and  by  misfortune 
were  reduced  to  poverty, — the  allowance  to  each  is  £10.  a 
year.  He  also  augmented  the  stipend  of  the  Minister  and  of 
the  Schoohnaster  in  that  Town.  And  gave  £600.  to  be  laid 
out  in  land,  and  the  rent  employed  in  putting  out  Thbbb 
Poor  Children  Apprentioes  yeariy  out  of  Aqpeden  and 
Layston.^ 
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HERTFORD. 

The  Grammar  School. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Town  of  Hertford  was 
founded  by  Richard  Hale,  Esq.,  of  Cheshunt,  in  the 
Fourteenth  year  of  the  reign  oi   King  James   the  First, 

1617. 

In  the  Letters  Patent,  it  is  expressed  to  have  been  "  pro 
eruditionc  et  instructione  Puerorum  et  Juvenum  in  LinguA 
LatinAy  et  aliapolUiori  LiteraturA^ 

It  is  subsequently  named,  according  to  the  desire  of  The 
Founder,  "  The  School  of  Richard  Hale,  Esq.,'*  for 
the  instruction  and  bringing  up  of  Children  and  Youth  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hertford  in  the  Latin 
Tongue,  and  other  Literature. 

No  more  precise  description  occurs  of  what  the  Master  is 
bound  to  teach  ;  and,  it  is  presumed,  according  to  the  practice 
of  Dr.  Carr,  a  former  eminent  Master,  and  that  of  Grammar 
Schools  in  general,  that  English,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic, 
not  being  mentioned  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  Sta- 
tutes, were  liable  to  a  moderate  charge,  which  Dr.  Carr 
made  at  Half  a  guinea  per  Quarter ;  and  which  has  pro- 
perly been  continued  by  the  present  Master,  William  Do- 
BiNSON,  Esq.,  during  a  Mastership  of  somewhat  more  than 
Ten  years. 

As  there  is  no  limitation,  mentioned  in  the  Statutes,  of 
the  number  of  boys  to  be  admitted,  it  must  be  obvious  that 
the  School,  without  this  small  pecuniary  restriction,  would 
be  altogether  insufficient  to  contun  those  of  every  dtscrip^ 
twHy  who  might  apply  for  admission  ;  and,  consequently, 
the  Master  would  be  so  much  embarrassed  as  to  be  quite 
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unabe  to  pay  the  necessary  attention  to  the  ^^  Politiori  Li- 
teraturcT  expressed  in  the  Letters  Patent,  without  more 
Assistants  than  the  Statutes  appoint,  which  is  only  Orie. 

The  Salaries  to  the  Master,  and  his  Assistant,  arise  from 
<£800.  bequeathed  for  the  purchase  of  Lands  and  Tenements 
to  that  amount,  in  the  Town  and  neighbourhood  of  Hert- 
ford, which  purchase  was  made  by  Rowland  Hale,  Esq., 
a  Descendant  and  Heir  of  the  Founder,  and  now  produces 
£20*  per  annum  to  the  Master ;  £10.  to  the  Assistant;  and 
£10.  more  for  keeping  the  premises  in  due  repair. 

It  need  scarcely  be  observed,  that  such  sums  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  would  be  totally  inadequate  to  the  maintenance  of 
either  the  Master  or  his  Assistant ;  and,  therefore,  Boarders 
are  admitted.  These  Scholars,  like  the  number  of  those  oi) 
the  Foundation,  are  unlimited;  but  are  on  an  average, 
about  Thirty,  at  Twenty-five  or  Thirty  guineas  ^^  annum 
each. 

The  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation  are  about 
Forty ;  but,  as  many  of  them  are  taught  French  (a  lan- 
guage not  menticmed  in  the  Statutes),  and  other  Literature, 
an  additional  half  guinea  per  Quarter  is  charged ;  and  all 
who  apply,  have  admission. 

The  School  was  undoubtedly  intended  by  The  Founder, 
chiefly  for  Classical  education,  being  erected  at  a  period 
when  the  Commerce  of  the  Coqntry  was  scarcely  to  be 
named  with  that  of  the  present  age.  This  Classical  instruc- 
tion is  still  continued  in  die  School,  but  not  to  that  extent, 
perhaps,  originally  intended  by  The  Founder; — Plicedrus^ 
Ovidf  Virgilf  and  sometimes  Horace^  are  read  by  the  Se- 
nior Boys ;  and  some  have  read  the  Greek  Testament,  and 
part  of  Homer  ;  though  there  are  none,  at  present,  who  are 
engaged  in  the  latter  language,  as  the  Parents  tli'mk  it  alto- 
gether unnecessary  for  boys,  chiefly  designed  for  Commer- 
cial situations.  The  Grammars  made  use  of,  are  the  Eton 
Latin  and  Greek, 
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There  are  Seysn  Scholarships  at  PeterkHouse,  Cam- 
bridge,  of  £\4.  per  annurriy  founded  by  Bernard  Hale, 
S.  T.  P. ;  but,  for  many  years  past,  none  of  the  sons  of  the 
Freemen  or  Inhabitants  have  been  sent  to  The  University, 
for  the  reason  already  assigned. 

For  the  same  reason  also  Lord  Viscount  Melbourne, 
who  has  the  present  appointment  to  the  Mastership,  is  more 
inclined  to  promote  Commercial  than  Classical  Learnings  as 
more  advantageous  to  the  Inhabitants,  being  vested  with  a 
power  ^^  to  add  arid  alter ^  clumge^  disaUow^  or  disannul  any 
of  the  Statutes^  as  often  as  he^  or  his  Assigns^  shall  thmkfit 
or  needful,  for  the  good  government  of  the  ScJumL^ 

Ralph  Minors,  formerly  Master,  gave  to  the  Parish  of 
All  Saints  £lO.  ia  Trust ;  The  interest  of  which  is  to  pur- 
chase "  Three  pair  of  White  Gloves^  for  the  Mayor,  Justice 
of  Peace,  and  Minister,  who  shall  attend  At  the  Orations  of 
the  Scholars,  at  their  breaking  up  at  Christmas ;  the  re- 
mainder to  be  given  to  the  well-deserving  Scholars  or  Poor, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Justice. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Mastership,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  during  the  Minority  of  Lord  Melbourne,  or  his 
Successors,  The  Corporation  of  Hertford,  who  are  styled 
"  GrovERNORs,"  havc  a  ri^ht  to  appoint 

A  Dwelling-House,  sufficiently  commodious  for  the  Mas- 
ter, being  deemed  expedient,  the  present  Residence  was 
built  about  the  year  1727>  by  subscription;  which  when 
Mr.  DoBiNsoN  was  appointed,  was  in  such  a  state  of  dilajn- 
dation,  with  the  School  and  other  parts  of  the  premises, 
that  repairs  to  the  amount  of  £7^5.  were  found  necessary 
to  reinstate  tKem.  This  was  also  accomplished  by  the 
Subscription  of  Lord  Melbourne,  and  other  Noblemen, 
and  the  Members  for  the  County  and  Borough  with  the 
Corporation  and  Grentry  of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, 
and  some  of  the  Inhabitants,  including  also  a  contribution 
of  TTie  Master  of  £120.  (not  very  usual  in  such  repairs), 
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and,  subsequentlj,  of  nearly  £70.  more  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

Several  Gentlemen  of  the  highest  respectability  have  been 
educated  at  this  School;  among  whom  may  be  enume- 
rated,—

The  East  India  College  School. 

Thb  East  India  College  School  at  Hertford  was 
founded  in  the  year  1806,  by  The  Honble,  The  East 
India  Company,  when  they  established  their  College 
there : — in  which  Pupils  might  be  admitted  at  an  early 
age,  for  the  purpose  of  being  prepared  for  admission  into 
The  College.     But  it  is  also  open  to  the  Public  at  large. 

The  Company  have  a  lease  of  Hertford  Castle,  for  Twen- 
ty-one years,  from  1 806,  which  is  appropriated  to  the  reri- 
dence  of  The  Head  Master. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  noble  School 
is  extensive; — namely.  The  Greek,  Latin,  Persian,  Hin- 
d(i8tany,  French,  and  English  Languages; — ^Writing, 
Arithmetic,  Mathematics,  History,  and  Greography,  Draw- 
ing, Dancing,  &c. 

The  Eton  Latia  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  M.  H.  Luscombb,  D.  D., 
who  is  allowed  Hertford  Castle  as  his  residence,  rent  free ; 
but  without  any  other  privilege  besides  this  and  the  Patron- 
age of  The  Company.  This  worthy  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils ;  his  terms  being,  for  boys  above  the  age  of  Ten 
years,  Seventy  guineas  per  annum^  and  for  those  under 
that  age.  Fifty  guineas  per  annum ;  which  sums  include 
Board  and  Instruction  in  all  the  above  mentioned  branches, 
excepting  the  Oriental  Languages,  for  both  of  which  a 
charge  is  made  of  Four  guineas  a  year. 

The  Summer  Vacation  commences  on  the  20th  of  June^ 
and  ends  on  the  31st  of  July.  The  Winter  Vacation  com- 
nkences  on  the  20th  of  December,  and  ends  on  the  Slst  of 
January. 
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STANSTED  ABBOTS,  near  Hoddesdon. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Stansted  Abbotts  was  founded 
about  the  year  1630,  by  Sir  Ralph  Bash  or  Baesh,  and 
endowed  with  a  House  and  School-room  under  the  same 
roof,  and  £20.  per  annum  for  a  Master,  charged  upon  the 
Manor  and  paid  by  the  Lord,  together  with  some  other 
Charities  directed  by  the  benevolent  Founder.  And  it  is 
gratifying  to  record,  that  these  have  all  been  honourably 
paid,  ever  since  the  Estate  has  been  in  the  Family  of  Fkilde, 
which  is  now  about  a  Century  and  an  half. 

Latin  is  not  now  taught. 

The  Master's  Stipend  has  lately  been  increased  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  and  the  present  system  of  Education  is 
on  the  improved  Naiional  Plan. 
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STEVENAGE. 

The  Feee  School  at  Stkvenaoe  was  founded  in  the  year 
1558,  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of  The  Revd.  Thomas  Al- 
len, who  endowed  it  with  20  marks  per  annum^  payable 
out  of  ten  acres  of  land  situate  near  the  Town,  now  worth 
about  £20.  a  year, — and  which  he  vested  in  The  M asteb. 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  Teixitv  College,  Cambridge, 
with  power  to  appoint  the  Master  of  the  School,  who  must 
be  a  Master  of  Arts. 

The  Collie  some  time  after  purchased  a  House  for  the 
Master,  upon  condition  that  he  should  keep  it  in  repair. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely, 
free  of  expense  for  the  CUxssics,  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age  capable  of  instruction, — but  the  present  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  confined  solely  to  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic^ 
and  about  SO  Scholars  attend,  at  the  expense  of  their  Par- 
ents or  Friends ;  as  there  is  not,  nor  has  for  many  years 
been,  one  boy  upon  tlie  Foundation* 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  E.  Beadbuby,  whose 
Salary  is  £l3..6..8./>er  annwin,  paid  by  Trinity  College. 
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BISHOP'S  STORTFORD. 

Thb  Gbammar  School  of  Bishop^s  Stobtfobd  ^^  no  longer 
exists.  The  whole  Establishment,  together  with  the  School- 
house,  is  in  ruinar 

The  LiBBARY,  which  is  considered  a  scarce  and  valuable 
collection  of  books,  is  deposited  at  The  Vicarage, — "  but 
they  also  are  going  to  decayT 

Sir  Henby  Chauncy,  Knt.,  the  Hbtorian  of  the  County 
of  Hertford,  was  educated  at  this  School. 
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GODMANCHESTER,  near  Huntingdon. 


Thb  Fbsb  School  at  Godhamchebter  was  founded  by 
Queen  Elizabeth,  who,  by  Letters  Patent,  fAaced  it  under 
the  manaji^cnient  of  cerUiin  Tedstees,  to  whom  The 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scuolaxs  of  Ehakuel  Collbob, 
Cambridge,  are  bound  to  pay  £20.  per  annum  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  of  the  School,  out  of  a  Farm  situate  at  God- 
manchesler,  which  was  settled  upon  The  College  by  Sir 
Walter  Milduay.  A  House  was  also  given  for  the 
re«dence  of  the  Master. 

It  was  ori^nally  intended  to  be  a  Grammar  Sdiool;  but 
is  now  used  only  as  a  School  to  teach  English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic. 

The  School  is  now  open  for  the  Children  of  Freemen  of 
the  Borou};h  of  Godmanchester  indefinitely,  Iree  of  expense ; 
fiwmerly  a  sum  of  money  was  paid  on  their  admisaon. 
There  are  usually  about  Twenty  other  boys  who  attend  the 
School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as 
long  as  thor  Parents  please.  They  are  nominated  by  the 
Trustees. 
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The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Richard  Gaunt,  who  resides 
in  the  House,  rent  free.  His  Salary  and  Emoluments  are 
about  £28. .  13..6.  per  annum ;  and  he  is  allowed  to  take  any 
number  of  Children  to  instruct,  who  are  not  the  sons  of 
Freemen. 

The  Seal  prefixed  to  this  description,  is  from  an  impres* 
fflon  of  the  Corporation  Seal. 

The  documents  and  papers  of  every  kind  relating  to  this 
School,  are  in  the  possession  of  The  Master  and  Fellows 
of  Emanuel  College. 
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HUNTINGDON. 

When,  and  by  whom  The  Grammar  School  at  Hunting- 
don was  founded 9  is  not  known.  But  the  Endowment  now 
forms  part  of  the  Revenue  of  The  Master  and  Co-Fhatee 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  in  this  Town,  which  was 
founded  by  David  Earl  of  Huntingdon,- in  the  reign  of 
Heney  the  Second. 

The  Estates  belonging  to  The  Hospital  are  considerable ; 
consisting  of  Houses  and  Land  in  the  Town  of  Huntingdon 
cWefly,  and  some  Land  in  the  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon. 
The  purposes  for  which  they  were  devised,  are  smd,  in  An 
Inquisition  taken  at  Huntingdon  on  the  5th  of  April,  1570, 
to  be  "  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  Poor  People,  and 
the  keeping  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  The  Master  of  the  said  House  for  the  time  being.** 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  the  Patrons,  and  Viators. 

The  Estates  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  appear  to  have  been  given  to 
The  Hospital  subsequently  to  the  Endowment,  but  before 
their  appropriation  to  the  present  purposes. 

A  field  of  two  acres  contiguous  to  the  Town,  having  been 
left  by  a  Mr.  Drtden  to  Charitable  purposes,  has  been 
apphed  by  The  Corporation  (who  are  the  Trustees)  to  aug- 
ment the  Salary  of  The  School-master.  This  benefaction 
has  been  enjoyed  by  the  present  Master,  and  his  Predecessor. 

The  present  Master  is  under  an  Agreement  to  teach  such 
Town-bom  boys  as  are  sent  to  the  School,  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages,  free  of  expense.  The  number  is  not 
limited.  There  have  been  more  than  Seventy  in  the  School, 
Boarders  and  Day-boys,  for  a  considerable  time  under  the 
present  Master;  of  the  former,  about  Forty-four;  and  the 
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latter  consisted  of  two  descriptions,  viz..  Town-bom,  and 
consequently  ^^e ;  and  others  from  the  Town,  not  bom 
there,  and  from  the  neighbourhood.  The  number  of  boys 
at  present  in  the  School  is  not  quite  Forty. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission,  nor  any  recom- 
mendation required.  They  are  admitted,  when  they  can 
read  English. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the 
Eton  plan  of  Education  is  chiefly  followed. 

There  is  but  One  Scholarship,  founded  in  St.  Peter's 
College,  Cambridge,  by  Thomas  Miller,  Gentleman,  who 
left  by  Will  nominally  Eleveh  acres  and  one  rood  of  land 
in  the  Parish  of  Brampton,  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon, 
and  all  his  Estates  in  Barham,  in  the  same  County,  ^^  for  the 
maintaining  a  Scholar  of  the  said  House,  from  the  time  of 
his  admittance  'till  he  commenceth  Master  of  Arts,  for  ever. 
And  my  Will  is,  that  a  person  coming  from  Huntingdon 
School  should  have  the  preference ;  but,  for  want  of  such 
an  one.  The  College  may  dispose  of  it  as  they  please.'" 

The  Estates  at  Barham  (consisting,  as  it  is  said,  of  some 
Cottages)  have  through  some  cause  been  lost ;  as  have  also 
4\.1'..0P.  of  the  Land  in  Brampton,  it  being  Copyhold. 

The  Seven  acres  remaining  are  worth  about  £20.  per 

This  Scholarship  has  not  been  claimed  for  some  years  past. 

Mr.  Robert  Broadbank  founded  a  Scholarship  for  a 
Native  of  Huntingdon,  at  Christ's  College,  Cambridge. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edward  Edwards, 
M.A.,  who  has  presided  over  this  School  upwards  of 
Thirty-one  years.  His  Salary  is  £25.  per  annum^ 
together  with  the  School-house,  and  five  acres  of  land, 
valued  at  about  £5.  per  acre.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  charge,  for  Board  and  Instruction,  being  35 
guineas  per  annum ; — for  Instruction  only,  to  those  who  are 
not  free,  6  guineas  per  annum ;  and  those  who  are  free,  pay 
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for  being  taught  Wridng  and  Arithmetic  15^.  per  Quarter ; 
as  the  Master  has  to  provide  a  Writing  Master,  as  well  as  a 
Classical  Assistant  or  Second  Master,  at  his  own  expense. 
In  1803,  he  was  presented  to  the  Living  of  All  Saints  with 
St  John^s  in  this  Town,  which  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown, 
and  has  no  connexion  with  the  SchooL 

The  most  remarkable  person  educated  at  this  School,  was 
Olhter  Cromwell. 

The  affairs  of  this  Establishment  are  now,  and  have  been 
for  some  years  past,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery.  The  Master 
has  not  been  informed  of  the  Constitution  of  the  SchooL 
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ASHFORD. 

Thx  Free  Grammar  School  in  Ashford  was  founded  by 
Sir  Norton  Knatchbull,  Knight,  in  the  Seventh  year  of 
Sing  Charles  the  First,  1632;  who,  for  that  purpose, 
erected  a  School-house  on  the  East  side  of  the  Church-yard, 
which}  when  completed,  he  gave  for  the  use  of  the  same. 
And  having  appointed  a  Master,  he  allowed  him  a  Salary 
of  £30.  fer  annum,  which,  by  a  proviso  in  his  Will,  proved 
in  1636,  he  ordered  his  Executor,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
should  yearly  pay  for  ever,  as  the  Salary  of  a  Schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  for  the  good  of  this  Town,  out  of  all 
those  his  lands  in  Newchurch,  containing  by  estimation 
Thirty  acres  more  or  less. 

This  Endowment,  with  several  other  necessary  regulations, 
were  afterwards  confirmed  by  Deed  by  his  Executor,  who 
was  his  Nephew  and  Heir,  Norton  Knatchbull,  Esq.,  ^ 
afterwards  Knighted  and  created  a  Baronet. 

The  Schoolmaster  is  appointed  by  the  Knatchbull 
family,  and  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  at  least  of  one  of  the 
Umversities. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Ashford, 
free  of  expense,  as  far  as  relates  to  Latin  and  Greek ;  but 
the  Master  is  not  required  to  teacli  them  writing  or  arith- 
metic, or  any  other  branch  of  literature,  except  the  Classics. 

The  number  of  Foundation  boys  varies  from  abi)ut  three 
to  six.  The  number  of  Gentlemen's  sons  is  much  more 
conaderable,  and  has  been  sometimes  nearly  One  Hundred. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  exclusively  used;  and  the 
system  of  Education  approaches  as  nearly  as  local  circum- 
stances will  allow  to  that  admirable  Seminary. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Nance,  D.  D.,  Rectot 
pf  Old  Romney,  and  kte  Fellow  of  Worcester  College, 
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Oxford,  whose  Salary  is  the  original  Endowment  of  £3Q. 
per  cmnum.  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  annual 
terms,  for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Forty 
guineas. 

This  School  acquired  a  veiy  high  reputation  some  years 
once,  under  the  care  of  The  Bevd.  Stephen  Baekett^ 
then  Master;  most  of  the  sons  of  the  neighbouring  gentry 
having  received  the  early  part  of  thrir  education  under  hbm 
This  Gentleman  resigned  in  1764,  oh  bong  pre^nted  to  the 
Bectory  of  HotfafieM.  In  1*7^9  he  was  elected  a  second 
time  Master,  aikl  again  ifefngjoi^  in  1773.  On  \As  ^irH 
rengnation,  he  ga:ve  to  th^  use  of  the  School  fbi*  ever  tfitee* 
dghth  ports  of  a  house,  yard,  and  garden,  ««!Qi(dhing  to  die 
SchooLhouse. 

The  present  celebrity  of  this  Sdiool  suflhneiftly  besp^dbr 
die  care  and  alnHty  of  die  Maister. 

John  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Madiemafidim,  redded  die  eai^ 
part  of  his  education  here. 
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BIDDENDEN,  near  Cranbrook. 

The  School  at  Biddendek  was  founded  in  the  year  1522^ 
by  William  Matne,  Esq.,  of  this  Parish,  for  *^  A  F&XB 
Latin  Gkammab  School,"  by  Feofiment  dated  in  tfast 
year ;  and  endowed  with  a  School-house,  garden,  and  cer^ 
tain  payments  out  of  hmds,  of  the  yeariy  value  of  £20..d..44 
viz..  From  a  Farm  in  Biddenden,  £7..16..S.;  from  a  Farm 
in  Bethersden,  JC8..0..0.;  and  from  a  Farm  in  Tentefden, 
£4..6..8.  Out  of  this  sum  the  Master  is  to  keep  the  house 
and  premises  in  repair,  which,  on  a  moderate  calculatioii, 
amounts  on  an  average  to  £5.  per  annum. 

The  management  of  the  School,  and  the  appcnntment  of 
the  Master,  are  under  the  direction  of  Twenty-one  Feoffees ; 
two  of  whom  are  acting  Trustees. 

Ten  poor  Boys  of  this  Parish  are  admitted  up6n  the 
Foundation,  who  are  annually  chosen  at  Easter  by  The 
Feoffees,  and  are  educated  graHsj  with  the  exception  of 
certain  small  payments  for  books  and  stationary.  There  are 
also  about  20  day  Scholars;  some  of  whom  pay  Sd.,  and 
others  6d,  per  week. 

The  present  worthy  Master,  Mr.  Richard  Weston,  has 
conducted  the  School  with  propriety  for  upwards  of  Thirty- 
two  years. 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  is  Visitor  of  this  School. 

The  family  of  Maynb  possessed  great  wealth  and  con- 
sequence in  the  County  of  Kent. 
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CANTERBURY. 


The  Eing'^s  School* 


The  Eing^s  School  at  Canterbury  was  founded  by  Ein^ 
Hen&t  the  Eighth,  who,  by  the  Charter  of  Foundation, 
whidi  he  granted  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  his  reign,  1542, 
to  The  Dean  and  Chafter  of  The  Cathedral  CauRCH 
of  Christ,  oHistituted  the  School  a  part  of  it, — to  consist  of 
a  Master,  Udier,  and  Fifty  Scholars,  who  were  to  eat  at 
the  Common  Table,  but  which  the  provi^on  made  by  His 
Majesty  for  that  purpose  could  not,  however,  long  maintain^ 

The  Eing^s  Scholars  are  elected,  according  to  meeit^ 
at  the  Notoember  Chapter  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  and 
the  Head  Master,  out  of  those  boys  who  have  been  some 
time  at  the  School,  to  supply  such  vacandes  as  may  happen 
in  the  ensuing  year,  and  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nine 
Kadijlfieen :  an  exception,  however,  to  this  is  made  in  favour 
of  Choristers  from  The  Chapel  Royal  and  Canterbury 
Cathedral.  They  may  remidn  at  the  SchooI,^/&t£r  years,  or, 
with  the  approbation  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  Head 
Master,  Jive  years,  but  no  longer.  After  election  they  are 
admitted  by  The  Dean. 

The  School  is  liberally  open  for  Children  ^^Jrom  any  part 
of  the  Kvngdom^ 

The  present  School-house  seems  to  be  what  was  once  the 
old  Chapel  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr,— and  The  Head 
Master's  House,  what  was  the  lod^ngs  of  the  Chantry 
Priests. 

The  Eton  Grrammars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  plan  of 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Benefactions  in  favour  of  the  Scholars  of  this  School 
are  numerous ; — 
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In  1569^  Archbishop  Parker  founded^  out  of  the  Rerennes 
of  East-bridge  Hospital^  two  Sholarships,  eadi  of  the 
yearly  value  of  £^.,6.S.  in  Corpus  Christ!  alias  Bene*t  College, 
Cttnbridge^  during  the  space  of  200  years,  for  the  muntenance 
of  Two  Scholars,  natives  of  Kent,  and  educated  in  this  School* 
to  be  nominated  by  The  Dean  of  Canterbuiy,  and  the  Master  of 
East-bridge  Hospital;  they  were  to  be  called  '' GiMierhif3f 
Scholars,**  and  were  to  have  all  the  benefits  which  any  other 
Scholars  enjoyed  in  the  College.  Archbishop  Whitoift,  in  his 
Ordinances  relating  to  that  Hospital  (which  were  confihned  hy 
Act  of  Ptoliament,  m  1585),  renewed  this  Foundation,  w|iicb  k 
now  perpetual  j  but  instead  of  The  Dean's,  he  made  The  Jrchr 
.hishop*s  consent  necessary  to  the  appointment. 

Archbishop  Parker  likewise,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1576, 
founded  These  Exhibitions  in  Bene't  College,  CamlKJdg<^  of 
the  yearly  value  of  JE3..6..8.  each,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rente  of 
certain  tenements  in  Westminster :  — the  right  of  nomination 
whereof  belongs,  1st  To  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canteribmy, 
who  are  to  appoint  such  sons  of  their  Norfolk,  Suflblk,  and 
Lincolnshire  Tenants  as  are  educated  at  this  School — Sdfy.  To 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  for  Students  horn  WeBtr 
minster  School, — Sdly.  To  the  Master  and  Fellows,  for  Students 
from  any  Seminary  in  the  Province  of  Cantertmry.  An  Exhifai* 
tion,  with  rooms,  is  now  of  the  value  of  about  J£l5.  a  year. 

In  1580,  John  Parker,  Esq.,  founded  Three  Scholarsbips 
at  Bene*t  College,  Cambridge ; — the  Patrons  of  which  are.  The 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  of  one, — and  The  Master  and  Fellows 
of  the  other  two.  The  Archbishop  to  appoint  a  native  of  Canter- 
buiY,  irom  The  Kino's  School  there, — and  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  to  appoint  natives  of  Aylesham  and  Wymondham^ 
educated  at  their  respective  Schools. 

In  1618,  Robert  Rose,  of  Bishop*s-boume,  gave  26  acres  of 
Marsh  land,  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Mary  and  Hope  All  Sainte,  in 
Romney  Marsh,  for  the  assistance  of  Four  Scholars,  at  ei^er 
University^  being  such  as  were  in  The  King's  School  at  Can- 
terbury, of  which  he  had  been  Usher ;— -these  Exhibitions  were 
to  be  of  the  yearly  value  of  £e,  each,  and  to  oontinue  for  seven 
years,  if  the  Scholar  should  remain  so  long  there  unpreferred  to 
a  Living  of  £20.  per  annum  above  the  Exhibitions;  with  other 
restrictions  and  rules,  as  mentioned  in  the  Deed  of  Feoflftnent. 

In  1625,  William  Hetman,  of  Canterbury,  Gentleman,  by 
Indenture,  vested  27  acres  of  Marsh  land  m  the  Parish  of  Ware- 
home,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  inc  ertain  Feo£fees,  to  apply  five 
parts  out  of  six  of  the  rents  of  those  premises  upon  Two  poor 
Scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  The  Kino's  School  at  Canter- 
bury, to  be  nominated  by  his  next  heir  and  the  minority  of  the 
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Feoffees  ^ — 6uch  Sdiolare  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his 
Gnnd-father>  Pbtbr  Heyman,  Esq.^  or  to  be  natives,  or  bom 
of  such  as  are  natives  of  SeUinge.  The  Scholar  so  to  be  cho- 
sen, to  be  full  eight  years  old ;  who  should  hold  his  Exhibition 
for  nine  years,  and  if  he  should  go  to  any  College  in  Cambridffe^ 
to  be  continued  ibr  seven  years  from  his  leaving  School :  and  if 
he*  should  take  Orders  in  the  first  five  years  ti£  the  seven,  the 
same  to  be  continued  to  him  for  three  years  more,  that  is  ^en  in 
the  whole,  at  the  University. 

In  1643,  Henry  Robinson,  by  his  Will,  gave  certain  mes- 
suages and  lands,  called  ''  Gore  End,**  in  the  Parishes  of  Bir- 
chington  and  St.  ^ncholas,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
College  in  Cambridge,  for  the  founding  of  Two  Fellowships 
and  Two  Scholarships,  for  Two  Fellows  and  Two  Scholars, 
natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  or  in  default,  of  natives  of 'the 
County  of  Kent,  and  brought  up  at  Thb  Kino's  School,  in 
Canteibury.  But  it  being  found  that  the  profits  of  the  lands 
(the  estate  being  then  sunk  down  to  £50.  per  annum)  were  not 
sufficient  for  such  a  maintenance,  it  was  ordered  by  a  Decree  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery,  with  consent  of  The  CoUege  and  the 
Executors^«dated  the  26th  of  November,  1652,  That  in  future 
Four  Scholarships  should  be  established  in  that  College  for 
ever,  instead  of  the  original  appointment ;  and  that  the  profits 
of  the  premises  should,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Donor 
in  his  Will,  be  employed  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
such  Four  Scholars  only,  each  ^  whom  is  to  be  allowed  by 
The  College,  in  Commons,  £lO.  a  year. 

lit  1656,  The  Revd.  Abbaham  Colfe,  the  Founder  of  the 
School  of  Lewisham,  among  many  other  noble  Benefactions* 
gave  Sbvbn  Exhibitions  of  JClO.  per  annum  each,  for  Scholars 
from  that  School  at  either  University ; — in  defiiult  of  claimants 
from  Lewisham  School,  then  from  the  adjacent  Hundreds,  and 
firom  Members  of  The  Company  of  Leather-sellers,  who  are 
Patrons  of  the  School,  and  possessed  of  the  Estates  bequeathed 
by  him.  He  directed  these  Exhibitions  to  be  filled  up  by 
Scholars  from  Thb  Kino's  School  in  Canterbury,  and  from 
that  in  Christ's  Hospital  in  London,  alternately.  But  the 
Leather-sellers'  Company  have,  for  many  years  past,  refused  to 
admit  the  claim  of  either,  and  have  toiaUy  tunJc  this  £70.  per 
annum,  alleging  a  failure  in  their  estate. 

According  to  Mr.  Gostlino,  this  seems  somewhat  strange, 
considering  that  most  of  the  Estates,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
London,  have  increased  in  value  within  that  time  :  but  how 
they  are  empowered  to  load  one  branch  of  Mr.  Colfe's  Charity 
wiUi  the  whole  faiktre,  does  not  appear,  or  that  the  Schools  dP 
Christ's  Hoqiital  or  Cflliterbiiry,  have notas  just  aright  to  share 
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hid  liberality  in  the  last  place^  as  Lewisham  in  the  first ;  especi- 
allj  as  he  assigned  this  reason^  because  his  Father  was  educated 
at  Christ's  Hospital,  and  himself  bom  at  Canterbury.  He  cer- 
tainly foresaw  what  has  happened,  that  Lewishafn  School  inighi 
not  produce  enough  to  Jill  aU  his  ExhUfUions,  and  added  Two 
Schools^  which  he  judged  might  at  all  times  supply  ifs  deficiency'. 

Grorge  Thorps,  S.T.P.,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  gave 
by  Will,  in  1719,  to  Emanuel  College  in  Cambridge,  certain 
messuages  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of  Ash  near  Sandwidi^  for  the 
endowment  of  Five  Exhibitions;  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts 
to  reside^  until  they  take  their  Master's  Degree ; — But  sbovild 
there  be  none  such,  others  might  be  elect^  after  two  yean,' 
firom  their  first  residence  in  College  3  such  Exhibitioner  not  to 
be  possessed  of  an  estate  of  £40.  per  annum,  and  his  friends  to' 
certify  their  intention  of  keeping  him  in  College  (unless  better 
provided)  until  he  should  became  Master  of  Arts,  and  to  declare 
his  inability  thus  to  continue  without  some  such  assistance^  and 
that  he  puiposed  to  make  Divinity  his  study  j— a  preference  to 
be  given  to  the  sons  of  Orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England^  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Canterbury,  and  such  as  had 
been  brought  up  in  The  King's  School  there. — ^These  Exhibi- 
tions are  never  less  than  jCl  4.  and  sometimes  JC20. per  aftnum>  and 
may  be  holdenwith  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  of  other  Founda- 
tions, of  which  more  than  Forf^  belong  to  that  CoUege. 

In  1736,  John  Brown^  B.  D.>  founded  Two  Greek  Scho- 
xarships  in  Emanuel  CoUege^  which  have  generally  amoimted 
to  £8.  per  annum  cIgbt,  to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  residence, 
and  the  remainder  to  be  applied  to  the  general  fond  of  the  Col- 
lege. These  are  to  be  filled  up  by  The  Master  and  Fellows^  by 
Scholars  from  The  King's  School  in  Canterbury ; — in  defoult 
from  thence^  then  from  any  other  School  in  Kent : — and  in 
default  from  thence,  then  from  any  other  School. 

George  Stanhope,  S.T.P.,  Dean  of  Canterbury, '  by  a 
Testamentary  Schedule>  proved  in  1738,  devised  £250.  in  New 
South  Sea  Annuities>  to  found  One  Exhibition  of  £*10.  per 
annum,  for  one  King's  Scholar  of  the  School  in  Christ  Church 
in  Canterbury,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Dean,  and  chosen  by  him, 
or  the  Vice-Dean  and  Chapter,  for  Seven  years,  such  Scholar 
continuing  in  some  College  in  Cambridge,  but  to  cease  at  the 
Michaelmas  after  his  commencing  Master  of  Arts. 

This  principal  sum  of  £250.  was  transferred  by  the  Dean's 
Executors  to,  and  accepted  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Can- 
terbury J — ^the  reduction  of  Interest  having  made  an  alteration 
in  the  annual  value,  and  the  Exhibition  having  been  vacant 
for  some  years,  with  that  accumulated  amount,  and  a  contri- 
bution from  The  Dean  and  Cluster,  the  sum  of  £50.  more  Stock 
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was  purchased  3 — so  that  the  Exhibition  is  now  worth  £9.  per 
annum. 

There  are  Two  Masters,  who  have  each  a  small  Stipend 
from  the  Revenues  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  and  a  House. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Bibt, 
M.  A.,  of  Christ  Church  Coll^,  Oxford,  who  was  unani- 
mously elected  in  June  1816,  on  account  of  the  high  cha- 
racter which  was  given  of  him  by  the  present  Bishops  of 
St.  Asaph  and  H^eford,  the  Deans  of  Hereford  and  Glou- 
cester, and  other  Grentlemen  of  Learning  and  Respectability ; 
and  *^  he  has  shown  himself  well  fitted  for  the  office,  which 
he  fills.^  This  Grentleman  takes  Boarders  at  Forty-five 
guineas  per  annum  each:  And  there  is  every  prospect 
of  the  School  attaining  it*s  former  celebrity,  as,  since  his 
Election,  the  number  of  Pujnls  has  increased  from  26 
to  70. 

Of  the  Mastars  who  have  presided  over  this  School, 
many  of  them  have  been  men  of  Eminence,  as  Clergymen 
and  Scholars ;  espedally  the  late  Revd.  Dr.  Osmund  Bbau- 
voiR,  first  educated  here,  and  afterwards  of  St.  John^s  Col- 
lege  in  Cambridge,-whoee  great  abilities  brought  this 
School  to  the  highest  degree  of  estimation.  He  died  in 
1 789,  and  was  buried  in  the  South  Aisle  of  the  Nave  of  The 
Abbey  Church  of  Bath. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School. 

The  Scholars  educated  at  this  School  have  been,  in  gener- 
al, of  the  very  best  Families  of  the  County  of  Kent :  many 
of  whom,  from  the  deep  Learning  which  they  imbibed  here, 
have  been  Ornaments  to  the  several  Professions  into  which 
they  entered.    Numbers  of  them  might  be  mentioned  with 
becoming  pride ;  but  it  may  be  sufficient  only  to  notice,— 
William   Hakvbt,  D.  D.,  whose  extraordinary  dis- 
covery of  the  drculation  of  the  blood,  has  given 
new  light  to  the  study  of  Medicine,  and  deser- 
vedly rendered  his  name  immortal  to  Posterity. 
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ThoiCas    JELakdolph,  Ardideaooa  of   Ozfiird,  and 

President  of  Corpus  Christi  CoQ^e,  Oxfixd. 
William  Somkbr,  the  Antiquary. 
John  Dbnn^,  D.  D.^  an  eminent  Divine  and  AntU

The  Honble  Sir  Chabx.bs  Abbott,  Knt^  One  of  the 
Judges  of  The  Court  of  King's  Bench. 
In   1712,  A  Society  was  begun  by  some  Grentlemen, 
educated  at  tliis  School.    They  agreed  with  penniss]0n  of 
The  Dean  and  Chapter,  to  attend  Divine  Service  at  the 
Cathedral,  and  hear  a  Sermon  preached  by  some  Clergy- 
man, who  had  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  on  a  Subject 
suitable  to  the  occasion,  on  their  Anniversary  in  the  ensuing 
year :    and  which    afterwards  gained  the  name  of  <*  The 
School  Feast  Society." 

This  led  to  a  Contribution  or  Annual  Subscription,  in 
17 18,  from  those  Grentlemen  then  present,  who  caused  thdr 
names  to  be  entered  in  a  Book,  as  Members  of  The  Soci- 
ety, and  whose  number  was  increased  by  others,  who 
diose  from  time  to  time  to  belong  to  it ;  most  of  whom, 
as  Encouragers  of  such  a  benevolent  Institution,  though 
occasionally  absent,  usually  sent  their  Contributions  to  it. 

Three  Stewabds  are  ^pcnnted  from  among  the 
Members,  annually ;  those  for  the  ensuing  year  being  no- 
minated by  the  old  ones,  to  manage  the  business  of  The 
Society. 

The  Contribution  is,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mem- 
bers present,  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  such  Scholars  as 
go  from  hence  to  dther  Univeruty,  and  stand  in  need  of 
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some  asfflstance  there ;  and  it  b  honourabk  to  The  Society 
to  record,  that  their  benefits  have  been  numerous  and  well 
applied. 

The  Annual  Collection  amounts  generally  to  about  £50. 
A  Fund  has  also  be^i  made  from  the  occasional  surplus^ 
which  is  vested  in  Government  Securities,  and  at  present 
exceeds  £1300.;  of  the  produce  of  which,  one  or  more  £z^ 
HiBiTiOKS  have  most  usually  been  made  to  deserving  Scho- 
lars from  Ths  Kixa^s  School^ 
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CHARING. 

Ths  F&ee  School  at  Chasing  was  founded  by  Mrs.  Eli- 
zabeth LuDWBLL,  who,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  28th  of 
September,  1761,  gave  to  this  Parish  the  sum  of  £2650., 
which  'is  vested  in  The  Minister  and  Church-wardens :  the 
annual  produce  of  the  same  to  be  applied  towards  the  en- 
dowment of  aFcee  School  here,  and  for  other  Parochial 
purposes. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  poor  boys  and  girls  of  this 
Parish  only,  without  limitadon ;  and  there  are  usually  about 
Twenty,  viz,j  10  boys  and  10  girls,  upon  the  Foundation. 
Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  eight  years  of  age.  The 
form  of  admission  is.  Application  and  Approval  of  The 
Minister  and  Church-wardens.  The  number  of  other  Scho- 
lars is  usually  between  50  and  60. 

Latin  and  Greek  are  not  taught  at  this  School. 

The  present  Master's  name  is,  Mr.  Edward  Hatton, 
whose  Salary  is  £25,  per  annwm^  together  with  £S.  per 
annum  for  pens,  ink,  and  books ;  but  no  House.  He  takes 
Boarders,  his  terms  being  Twenty-two  guineas  j9^  annum. 

Mrs.  I^UDWELL  likewise,  by  her  Will,  founded  Two  Ex- 
hibitions in  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  with  a  preference 
to  the  Candidates  from  this  Parish,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Rent  of  a  Farm  in  Throwleyj  devised  to  that  College  for 
this  purpose,  and  which,  in  1790,  produced  £%b.  per  annum. 

This  benevolent  Lady  also  left  many  other  large  Legacies 
by  her  Will,  for  Charitable  uses. 


CRANBROOK. 


Tbk  Gxammak  Scbool  in  Cbanbrook,  commonly  called 
"  QczEM  Elizabsth's  Fxee  and  Fkbpstdal  Gbahuab 
School,"  was  founded  by  Sivon  Ltvch,  Geodeman,  a 
native  of  thia  Parish,  in  the  Sixteenth  year  of  Queen  Elua- 
BBTH,  1574 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  a  house  and  land 
in  Cranbrook,  and  s  Farm  at  Hortemondtn,  now  let  for 
£135.  p«r  annum. 

Her  Majesty  granted  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  it ;  by 
which  the  management  of  it  is  vested  in  Thibtben  Tbub- 
TEBS  or  G0VBBNOB8,  Freeholders  and  Remdent  within  the 
Parish,  of  which  number  the  Vicab  is  always  to  be  one. 
The  jH-esent  Govebnobb  are, —

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  bojri  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense ;  who,  by  a  late  r^BPulation,  have  Classical  books 
provided  for  them  by  the  Grovemors. 

They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  are  competent  to  learn 
the  Latin  Grammar ;  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  ci 
superannuation. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  Two  Exhitntions  at  Trinity  College^  Cambridge, 
founded  by  Lady  VERNsr  (out  of  an  estate  at  South  lat- 
tleton),  for  Scholars  from  Cranbrook  or  Warwick  Schools. 
They  are  paid  by  the  Representative  of  the  Foundress. 

Tlie  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  D.  W.  Davies^ 
M.  A.,  of  Brasen-Nose  CoU^e,  Oxford,  whose  dear  income 
at  present  is  £100,  per  annum*  This  Grentleman*  takes 
Boarders,  his  terms  being  Fifly  guineas  a  year. 

It  i^pears  from  Dr.  Derham^s  Phyaco-Theology,  that 
Cranbrook  is  particularly  distinguished  for  if  s  salubrity. 

The  late  Dr.  Ford,  Professor  of  Arabic  and  Prindpal  of 
Magdalen  Hall,  Oxford,  was  educated  at  this  School. 


FEVERSHAM. 


JoBK  CoLB,  D.  D^  one  of  die  Clutplunfl  of  The  Boyal 
Chapel,  and  Warden  of  AS  Souls  College,  by  Indenture, 
dated  die  10th  of  December,  1527,  conveyed  to  The  Abbot 
and  Convent  of  Faversbam,  and  tb«r  Successors,  divers 
lands  and  tenements  in  this  and  the  odg^bouring  Parishes 
of  Goodneaton,  Hembill,  and  Leysdown,  for  the  endowment 
and  maintenance  of  a  School,  whemn  the  Novices  of  the 
Abbey  should  be  instructed  in  Granmiar ; — ^And  he  directed, 
that  The  Waroeh  and  Fellows  of  Ai^  SonLs  C01.LBOB 
should  nominate  the  Schoohnaster  from  time  to  time,  and 
that  the  Abbot  and  his  Successors  should  admit  lum,  and 
allow  him  an  annual  Stipend  of  £10.,  together  with  meat^ 
drink,  a  gown,  a  chamber,  and  four  loads  of  fuel, 
SooB  after  this  Endowment,  The  Abbey  of  Farersham 
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was  suppressed,  and  the  School,  as  part  of  it,  was  involved 
in  the  same  ruin;  upon  which  the  lands  above  mentioned 
became,  with  the  rest  of  it's  possesions,  vested  in  the  Crown, 
and  although  several  parts  of  them  were  granted  away  at 
different  times,  yet  the  chief  of  them  remained  in  the  Crown 
until  the  rdgn  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  soon  after  the  Dissolution, 
had  petitioned  Bang  Henry  the  Eighth  to  re-endow  the  late 
School,  but  without  success : — But  on  Queen  Elizabbth^s 
resting  here  for  Two  nights  in  1574,  ^ey  took  that  oppor- 
tunity strongly  to  solicit  Her  Majesty,  by  their  humble 
petitioii,  to  erect  and  endow  a  Grammar  School  for  the 
good  education  and  instruction  of  their  Youth,  and  those  of. 
die  nrighbouring  parts,  according  to  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tion of  Dr.  Cole,  in  his  foundation  of  one  in  the  late  Abbey, 
and  to  settle  upon  it  such  of  those  lands  with  which  he  had 
endowed  it,  that  were  still  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
Crown; — To  which  the  Queen  consented,  and  by  her 
Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  July,  1576,  granted,  that  The 
Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Town  of  Faver- 
SHAM,  and  their  SuccessOTS,  should  be  Governors  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  School^  to  be  called  ^^  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England,  in 
Faversham,^  and  that  they  should  be  a  Corporation  for 
that  purpose,  and  have  a  Common  Seal  for  all  matters 
relating  to  it ; — And  further,  that  The  Warden,  or  Sub- 
Warden,  and  Six  Senior  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College, 
should  nominate  the  Schoolmaster,  and  remove  him,  from 
time  to  time;  and  that  they,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
together  with  the  Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Commonalty  of 
Faversham,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  make  Rules 
and  Statutes  for  the  government  and  direction  of  the  School- 
master and  Scholars,  and  for  the  Sdpend  and  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  disposition  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  it ; 
and  upon  a  vacancy  of  Master,  if  one  should  not  be  appoint^ 
by  The  Warden  and  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College,  within 
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Two  months,  that  then  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  should 
appmnt  one. 

According  to  this  grant.  Orders  were  made  and  established 
by  Robert  Hoveden,  Warden  of  All  Souls  in  1604,  by 
whi(4i  the  School  is  at  present  governed. 

The  endowment  now  consbts  of  One  hundred  acres  aod 
upwards,  situate  in  Ewell-Field,  Foyning8-Mar9h,  Ewell- 
Marsh,  EwelJUPonds,  Black-lands,  Honey-croft,  Honey-Jude, 
and  a  small  Salt  Marsh  adjoining;  out  of  which  the  Master 
is  paid  an  annual  Salary,  and  the  residue,  after  repairs  and 
other  incidental  charges  ore  deducted,  is  reserved  by  the 
Grovemors,  and  generally  .paid  to  him  once  in  Five  years,—* 
the  whole  of  the  Income,  being  appropriated  to  the  Master,, 
and  the  support  of  the  School. 

The  School-house,  on  the  North  snde  of  the  Churdi- 
yard,  was  erected  in  1582,  by  a  general  benevolence  and  an 
assessment  upon  the  whole  Town.  It  coniusts  of  a  large 
Ufqier  School-room,  and  a  smaller  one  for  the  Master,*-^ 
under  which  is  a  small  one  for  a  Library,  that  was  begun  to 
be  formed  by  William  Rawleigh,  LL*  B.,  then  Master, 
who  by  his  Will  left  several  books  to  it,  and  since  increased 
by  the  gift  of  Mr.  Mendfield,  Mayor,  and  by  such  books 
as  the  Gk)vemors  have  from  time  to  time  purchased,  and  by 
other  benefactors.  John  Smith,  Es^*)  of  Sturrey,  gave  the 
walk  before  it,  which  is  well  gravelled,  and  ornamented  with 
a  row  of  Lime  trees. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  indefinitely,  within  five  miles 
of  the  Town.    Thdr  nomination  is  vested  in  the  Master. 

Lilly^s  Latin  Grammar  edited  by  Ward,  and  the  Eton 
Greek  Grammar,  are  used. 

There  was  One  small  Exhibition  from  this  School  to  St* 
John's  College,  which  has  not  been  claimed  for  many 
years ;  but  inquiry  has  now  been  made  concerning  it* 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joshua  Dix,  B.  D., 
who  is  also  Vicar*  of  Feversham.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  present  number  being  Fifteen. 
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GOUDHURST. 

Thb  Free  Gramhae  School  at  GoimHURst  was  foanded 

fay  John  H ORsbkonbsn,  Esq.,  of  this  Parish, —  ^^ 

Wbo>  by  his  WiU,  dated  the  37th  of  Fdinmaiy^  167%  whidi 
was  pFO¥ed  in  the  FrerogatiTe  Court  of  Caatetbary,  on  Ihe  Sist 
of  May^  1671>  <diarged  certain-  messuages^  mills^  and  lands  in 
Tenteiden>  in  the  County  of  Kent^  with  an  Annuity  of  £40,  a 
year,  whidi  he  vested  in  William  Comvton,  Esq.,  and  Etemi 
otfker  of  his  friends,  all  Inhabitants  of  Goudhurst,  and  tMi^ 
Heirs,  upon  Trust, — That,  when  Six  of  them  shoiJd  die^  tha 
Survivors  should  appoint  Six  others  in  their  places,  and  convey 
the  Annuity  acoordkigly,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  often  tk 
such  Vacancies  should  happen. 

And,  that  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  should  procure  and 
provide,  that  one  pious  and  learned  man,— >weU  grounded  in  the 
trotestxint  Episcopal  Religion  now  established  in  England,  who- 
is  able  to  teach  youth  to  read,  write,  and  understand  the  Latin 
and  Greek  tongues,  and  all  other  tongues,  arts  and  sciences^ 
required  in  youth  for  their  admission  into  the  Universities  of  this 
Land,— *Do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Goudhurst, 
and  also  do  canefrdly  and  industriously  teach  all  such  youdi  of 
the  Parish  as  my  said  Twelve  Friends,  their  Heiirs,  and  sudi 
their  Successors  as  aforesaid,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,' 
shall  appoint,  to  read,  write,  and  understand  so  many  of  the 
tongues,  arts  and  sciences,  as  the  said  Youth  shall  be  willing  to 
learn,— 

The  Trustees  to  pay  t^such  person,  so  teaching,  £35.  part  of 
the  £40„  at  the  four  usual  Quarterly  Rent  days,— deducting 
only  the  expense  of  new  Conveyance  to  new  Trustees,  when 
necessary: — 

The  Trustees,  from  time  to  time,  to  procure  and  provide, 
that  one  other  pious  and  learned  person  of  Protestant  Episcopal 
Religion,  do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Goud- 
hurst,— And  also  do  carefully  and  industriously  teach  all  such 
poor  Children  of  Groudhurst,  as  the  Trustees  or  the  greater  part 
of  them  shall  direct,  to  read  English  perfectly, — for  which  he 
should  be  paid  £B,  a  year,  the  residue  of  the  JC40.,  by  like 
Quarterly  payments, — abating  a  proportion  of  the  expense  of  a 
new  Conveyance,  when  necessary : — 

If  any  Teacher  become  vitious  or  negligent  in  his  office,  the 
Trustees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  are  senously  to 
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admonish  him,— and  if  he  do  not  amend,  the  Trustees  shall 
withdraw  the  yearly  payments,  and  give  the  same  to  some  other 
person  so  qualified  as  first  aforesaid,  as  shall  be  by  them  chosen 
in  his  stead. 

Mr.  HoRSEMONDEK  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  Catherine, 

who  married  Geoegb  Maplesden,  Esq..  They  had  two 

Sons,  who  dying  without  issue,  the  Estate  descended  to 

their  two  Sisters,  Catherine  the  V^e  of  John  Couthoepb, 

Esq.,  and  Ann  the  Wife  of  George  Booth,  Esq. 

On  a  partition  of  the  Estate  between  these  two  Families, 

this  Annuity  was  made  chargeable  on  the  part  aangned  to 

BooHTH.    On  the  death  of  Sir  Charles  Booth,  (Grandson 

of  Charles  Booth  above-named),  his  part  of  the  Estate 

has  been  again  divided  between  his  Co-heirs;    and  this 

Annuity  is  made  payable  out  of  a  Farm  at  WincJhett  HUlj 

in  Goudhurst,  and  other  lands  allotted  to  Mrs.  Clarkb.

All  of  Gk>udhurst, — so  that  there  are  now  four  vacancies. 
There  is  a  House  for  the  Master  of  The  Grammar 
School, — ^but  it  is  a  very  old,  decayed  building.  It  was  not 
given  by  Mr*  Horsemonden,— but  upwards  of  100  years 
ago,  there  was  a  vacancy  of  a  Master  for  a  whole  year,  and 
the  then  Trustees  hud  out  the  Salary  in  the  purchase  of  this 
old  House,  and  about  an  acre  of  ground,  including  a  small 
garden.  It  is  leasehold,  and  is  holden  of  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Rochester,  renewable  every  seven  years,  when 
the  Fines  and  Leases  come  nearly  to  £12.    The  lease  is

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made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  School  for  the  time  being.  The 
present  and  former  Masters  have  always  resided  in  it ;  and 
there  is  a  School-room. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Dowth- 
WAITE,  who  has  a  Living  in  Kent,  but  is  excused  Readence 
on  account  of  the  SchooL  He  has  presided  Fostt  Yxa&s, 
he  succeeded  Thomas  Dickbksok,  who  succeeded  Thomas 
Cbuttall,  neither  of  whom  were  Clergymen.  These  three 
Grentlemen  have  had  this  Grammar  School  upwards  of  Oks 
HxmDRED  Years. 

The  £5.  a  year  are  paid  to  Elizabeth  Bripgland^ 
Widow,  who  t€»ches  Twelve  poor  Childen* 
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LEWISHAM  or  BLACKHEATH. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Lewisham  was  founded 
in  the  life  time  of  Abraham  Colfb,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Lewis- 
ham,  in  1647 ;  who,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  7th  of 
September,  1656,  bequeathed  the  greater  part  of  his  real 
and  personal  property  to  The  Company  of  Leather-sel- 
lers of  London,  in  Trust,  to  be  bestowed  in  Charitable 
uses,  prindpally  for  the  benefit  of  this  Parish,  and  the  Hun- 
dred of  Blackheath. 

The  School  was  erected  upon  a  waste  piece  of  ground  of 
nearly  Two  acres  obtained  for  that  purpose  on  the  verge  of 
Blackheathj  within  the  parish  of  Lewisham,  for  which  Mr. 
CoLFE  or  his  Assigns  were  to  pay  to^the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  Lewisham,  Ss*  yearly,  for  ever,  ^^  for  the  herbage  of 
the  soil,''  and  also  to  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  12J.  every 
year,  *^  for  his  right  to  the  ground.^ 

The  School  was  first  opened  in  the  month  of  June, 
165«,— 

The  Founder  directing^  that  £S0.  shall  be  paid  yearly  out  of 
his  estate^  ''  for  teaching  Thirty  One  youths  or  male  Children 
of  the  Leuty^  besides  the  Children  of  the  Ministers  incumbent^ 
chosen  out  of  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Hundred  of  Blackheath, 
freely^*'  to  a  learned  Scholar  and  exact  Grammarian^  who  is  sound 
in  the  true  Religion^  and  testified  and  found  to  be  of  an  honesty 
upright  and  Godly  life>  and  shall  be  examined  and  approved  by 
Three  of  the  Chief  Schoolmasters  of  Three  of  the  chief  Free 
Schools^  in  and  about  the  City  of  London  :  viz.,  at  Westmin- 
ster^ at  Paul*8>  and  at  Merchant  Tatlors'  School  -,  s\bo,  by 
The  President  and  Deans,  and  Assistants  of  Sign  College  in' 
London,  and  by  the  several  Pastors  and  Ministers  incumbent, 
(being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers)  of  Greenwich,  Deptlbrd 
Charlton,  Woolwich,  Eltham,  Leigh,  and  Lewisham,  in  Kent, 
under  the  hands,  of  the  whole,  or  at  least  Nine  of  them,  of  which 
number,  my  earnest  desire  is,  that  the  Three  Chief  School 
masters  before  mentioned,  the  President  of  Sion  College,  the 
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proper  Pastors  of  Greenwich^  Deptford>  Leigfaj  and  Lewisham, 
being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers^  and  nearest  the  Grammar 
School^  shall  set  their  hands>  that  he  is  a  very  able  and  sufficient 
Scholar  to  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues^  both  in  Prose 
and  Verse^ — and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew, — and  so  to  make 
every  way  fitting  Scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Universities  of  Oxr 
ford  and  Cambridge." 

The  Schoolmaster,  before  he  be  admitted  and.  installed. iiitqi 
the  School,  shall  hear  The  Founder's  Orders  and  Statutes  read^ 
and  shall  foitlifully  promise  under  his  hand,  the  true  observance 
and  keeping  of  them  : — He  shall  at  the  same  time  give  good 
security  that,  if  he  should  afterwards  prove  scandalous  in  his 
lifoj  negligent  in  his  calling,  or  otheiwise  faulty  in  the  wHfiil 
breach  of  any  of  the  Statutes,  sq  to  be  adjudged  by  The  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Society  of  Leathersellers,  he  shall^  upon 
one  Quarter  of  a  year's  warning,  given  in  Writing  under  Three 
of  their  hands^  and  left  before  one  or  tyro  Witnesses  at  the  Sdiool 
or  his  House^  leave  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  oif  the  same^ 
without  making  appeal  to  Higher  Courts  of  Justice,  and  to  give 
place  to  another  to  be  chosen  in  his  room ; — He  shall  then  alsa 
give  seciuity,  that  neither  his  Wife  or  Child  or  Children  (if  he 
happen  to  have  any)  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Officers  and 
Parishioners  of  Lewisham,  for  their  maintenance,  by  reason  or 
any  long  time  of  their  abode  here. 

Of  the  number  of  Scholars  appointed  to  be  taught /r^e^jy,. 
Ten  shall  be  always  chosen  and  taken  out  of  Green widi, — £iqht 
out  of  Deptford, — and  Five  out  of  Lewisham, — One  out  of 
Leigh,— and  One  out  of  Charlton  and  Writtle  Marsh,  and  Red- 
brooke  alias  Ridbrooke  adjoined,— Three  out  of  Woolwich, — 
and  Three  out  of  Eltham,  with  the  hamlet  of  Mottingham,  and 
all  the  houses  near  Foot^s  Cray,  that  lie  within  the  Hundred  of 
Blackheath,  adjoined  in  the  choice  with  Eltham,  according  to 
their  proportion. 

And  The  Founder  also  directs,  that  if  any  of  the  proper  Pas- 
tors and  Ministers  incumbent,  of  the  several  Parishes  of  the 
Hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  Chislehurst,  have  any  boub, 
every  one  of  them  shall  have  full  power  and  liberty  to  send  One 
son,  ''  yet  but  One  only,  at  once,  out  of  one  house,  to  the 
Grammar  School,  to  be  taught  freely.'* — And,  *'  that  Son  shall 
be  taught  freely,  over  and  above  the  number  of  the  One  and 
Thirty  Free  Scholars  of  the  Laity,  allowed  to  be  chosen  in  and 
out  of  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Hundred  5  yet  with  this  Condition 
following, — ^That  every  such  lawfully  ordained  Minister  of  the 
Hundred,  that  useth  this  privilege  of  sending  his  son  to  be  taught 
freely,  at  the  Qrammar  School, — and  more  especially  the  Minis- 
ter incumbent  of  Lewisham>  Greenwich^  Deptford  and  Leigh, 
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being  not  fiir  from  the  School,  with  all  the  rest,  do  take  the 
opportunity  at  least  once  in  every  Two  or  Three  months,  to  visit 
the  Grammar  School,  and, /or  one  or  two  hours,  strictly  to  exa- 
mine the  Scholars  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  Forms,  about  the 
books  they  learn,  the  manner  of  teaching  the  daily  exercises  they 
make,  and  how  they  profit  therein, — And  this  I  humbly  and  ear- 
nestly  request  in  Love,  to  be  carefully  performed  by  the  several 
Fastors  of  the  F^urishes  in  the  Hundred,  and  also  of  Chislehurst, 
—And  likewise,  that  they  will  always  hereafter  conscionably 
perform  and  discharge  the  Trust  that  is  laid  iqx)n  them,  by  me 
in  this  Will,  about  chusing  the  worthiest  person  for  Learning 
and  Piety  to  be  Schoolmaster, — and  also  the  leamedest  Scholars 
fwUho^  exception  and  partiaUtyJ,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  Grammar 
School,  from  the  year  1662>  every  year,  yearly,  to  the  Uni* 
versity.** 

The  Free  Scholars  are  all  to  be  chosen  in  their  respective 
Parishes,  at  a  Public  Meeting,  in  Easter  Week,  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  in  the  Church  on  the  Sunday  preceding. 

They  are  to  be  '^  destitute  Orphans,  the  Children  of  Parish 
Pensioners,  and  of  Day  Labourers,  Handycraft*s-men,  mean 
Tradesmen,  painful  Husbandmen,  or  of  any  other  honest  and 
godly  poor  persons,  in  every  parish,  so  that  the  Children  be  of  a 
good  wit,  and  capacity,  and  apt  to  learn, — ^who  shall  be  always 
chofllsn  in  the  first  place,  before  the  Children  of  them  that  be  of 
better  ability.'* — ^But  if  there  be  no  request  nor  offer  made  for 
any,  for  the  chusing  of  any  such  poor  Children,  and  the  main- 
taining of  them  with  diet,  and  fitting  apparel^  sweet  and  dean^ 
both  Unen  and  woollen,  and  for  the  payment  of  some  small  du- 
ties to  the  Schoolmaster,  then  it  is  left  to  the  godly  wisdom  and 
discretion  of  the  Ministers  incumbent  and  Church  officers  and 
other  Gentlemen  and  P^urishioners,  in  every  Parish,  at  a  law- 
ful PubUc  Meeting  to  make  choice  of  such  Children  to  be  taught 
freely,  without  limitation  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  the 
P^iroits,  as  tiiey>  in  their  own  conscience,  shall  judge  and  be 
persuaded  will  prove  the  fittest  instruments  to  the  promoting  of 
God's  Glory,  the  advancing  of  Learning,  and  the  general  benefit 
of  the  Country. 

The  Scholars  are  to  be  able  to  read  very  well,  and  be  entered 
well  into  the  Accidence,  and  also  able  to  write  a  legible  hand, 
before  they  be  chosen  to  be  taught  fireely  at  the  Grammar 
School. 

And,  "  in  love  to  draw  the  Parents  the  more  willingly  to  send 
their  children  to  the  School"  he  dhrects,  that  a  Writing  Master 
shall  be  appointed  with  a  Salary  of  JCll.  per  annum. 

The  Lord  of  the  Mmor^  then  ^^  Maister  Ratkall  Gba- 
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HAME,  Esq.**  at  the  time  of  grantiag  the  premues  for  the 
site  of  the  School,  stipulated  for  several  privil^es  finr  hwiyi^lf 
and  his  Successors, — 

Among  which  are,  that  on  any  vacancy  of  the  Chief  Msster'a 
place>  he  shall  have  the  power  to  nominate  "  any  learned  fVeit' 
ffimster  Scholar,  that  hath  taken  Degrees  in  the  University,  to 
stand  in  election  with  one  or  two,  or  three  more"  Candidates, 
who  are  nominated  by  the  other  Electors. — He  may  always 
have  One  Scholar  (being  a  son  of  one  of  his  Tenants)  taught 
freely  in  the  Grammar  School,  if  the  Child  be  equally  capable  of 
that  gift  with  other  poor  Scholars, — ^And  he  may  also  have  7Wo 
Scholars  more,  of  the  sons  of  his  Tenants,  always  taught  yineei§r 
in  the  Reading  and  Writing  School,  "  though  not  built  upon 
the  Waste,  but  upon  my  own  ground,**  upon  similar  condidoos 
of  capacity. 

Upon  any  vacancy  of  the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  a 
new  Master  is  to4>e  chosen  within  Eighteen  days  next  foUowing, 
at  the  School-house.  His  Salary  is  fixed  at  £30.  per  annrnm, 
with  a  House  for  his  Residence,  which,  as  it  was  buUt  huge  and 
commodious,  that  he  might  enjoy  the  advantage  of  takmg 
Boarders,  the  Founder  directs  that  he  shall  keep  in  repair.  He 
is  not  to  undertake  any  Church  duty,  without  special  leave  of 
the  Trustees,  by  whom  he  may  be  displaced  if  he  be  guilty  of 
any  notorious  misbehaviour,-— especially ''  if  he  give  scandal  or 
evil  example  to  the  Scholars  or  others,  by  being  a  gamester  and 
diver,  or  a  frequenter  of  Taverns  and  Alehouses,  or  a  drunkard 
or  whoremonger,  or  given  to  wanton  dalliances,  and  unseemly 
behaviour  witiii  women,  or  lavish  in  unnecessary  expenses,  in 
following  vain  gaudy  fuhions  of  apparel,  or  tf  he  wear  Umg, 
curled,  or  Ruffin^Uke  hair,  or  if  he  be  a  swearer  and  curser,  or  tf 
he'  be  unsound  in  the  Faith,  and  corrupt  in  Religion,  either 
Papist  or  Popishly  affected,  or  an  Armenian,  or  Socinian,  or  Ana- 
baptist,  or  one  holding  and  broaching  heresies,  and  gross  erro- 
neous opinions  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  our  Christian  Faith, 
and  of  the  true  Religion,  established  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  confirmed  by  pubhc  authority  of  public  Laws  and  Sta- 
tutes," &c. 

The  boys  also  are  strictly  forbidden  to  ''  wear  long  curled, 
frizzled  or  powdered,  or  RuffinrUke  hair,  but  shall  cut  their  hair 
and  wear  it  in  such  sort  and  manner  that  both  the  beauty  of  their 
foreheads  may  be  seen,  and  that  their  hair  shall  not  grow  longer 
than  above  one  inch  below  the  lowest  tips  of  their  ears.** 

The  Founder*s  relations,  if  duly  qualified,  are  to  have  the  pre- 
.  ference,  if  Candidates  for  the  Master*s  place. 

The  Usher  or  Under  Master,  (who  was  to  be  appointed  ftom 
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the  l8t  of  April,  1701>  at  a  Salary  of  £20.  per  annum),  ib  to  be 
'*  a  learned  and  exact  Grammarian^  and  a  Grodly  man>** — a  sin- 
gle person,  and  by  God's  grace  continue  unmarried,  a  Graduate 
in  the  University,  and  one  of  a  soimd  Faith,  professing  the  true 
Religion,  as  was  before  required  of  the  Head  Master.  He  is  to 
be  examined  atid  approved  by  the  same  persons  as  the  Head 
Master,  and  also  by  the  Head  Master  himself,  after  which> 
being  presented  to  The  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Leather 
sellers,  he  is  to  be  admitted  by  them.  A  House  was  also  built 
for  the  Usher  adjoining  to  the  School. 

Various  regulations  relating  to  the  internal  government  of 
the  School,  the  rewards,  punishments,  and  recreations  of  the 
Scholars,  are  prescribed  also  by  the  Pounder  in  his  Will,  and 
Public  Disputations  and  Trials  of  skill  are  appointed  annually^ 
in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  before  the  Ministers  of  Lewisham> 
Greenwich,  Deptford,  and  Leigh,  when  Prizes  of  Silver  Pens 
are  to  be  given  to  the  Tliree  best  Scholars,  and  the  best  Writers. 
— "  And  those  Three  Visitors,  and  best  Scholars,  shall  have 
some  pretty  Garland  put  upon  their  head,  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  which  they  shidl  wear  afterwards  upon  their  hats, 
with  their  Silver  Pens,  well  fostened  for  a  whole  month  or  six 
weeks  together,  and  come  last  and  next  in  order  to  the  Master 
and  Usher,  in  going  to  and  coming  from  the  Public  Churchy 
whereby  they  may  be  known  to  be  the  leamedest  Free  Scholars  of 
that  School." 

One  of  the  Wardens  and  one  of  the  Assistants,  and  the  Clerk 
of  The  Company  of  Leathersellers,  are  to  go  down  to  Levrisham^ 
once  every  year,  about  the  month  of  May  or  June,  and  then 
carefully  read  over  the  aocompts,  and  emplojrments,  and 
distributions  of  all  nuitters  bequeathed  by  the  Founder's  will  to 
pious  uses,  concerning  that  P^tfish, — ^They  are  to  view  the  land 
and  houses,  if  they  please,  '/  And  they  shall  then  consider  of 
the  teaching  and  diusing  of  the  poor  Scholars,both  of  the  Gbam- 
MAR  School  and  of  the  Rsadino  and  Writing  School,* 
whether  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  behave  themselves  every 
way  carefully  and  uprightly  in  their  places  r  to  which  end,  for 
the  better  trial,  my  WiU  is^  that  when .  the  Grammar  School  is 
once  thoroughly  founded,  and  many  Scholars  arb  tauoht« 
and  among  them,  some  fitted  to  be  chosen  and  sent  to  the  Unwer" 
sity,  every  one  of  which  I  wish  to  be  Seventeen  years  old  before 
they  be  chosen.*'  The  Visitors  are  to  be  accompanied  by  '^  a 


*  Mr.  Colpb  founded  at  the  same  time  an  English  Sdiool  m 
Lewisham,  for  Thirtt-onb  boys  also,  who  are  to  be  taught  read- 
ing, writiii^.  Psalm-singing,  and  the  Accidence. 
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very  learned  and  godly  Minister  or  School-master>  foi*  Die  exaxni- 
nation  of  the  Scholars^*'  to  whom  they  are  to  give  lOt,  **  for  this 
pains  therein.** 

Sbtcn  Scholars;  after  being  strictly  examined  andfbimd  every 
way  fitting  for  their  skill  in  the  liatin,  Greeks  and  Hebvew  lan- 
guages^ by  one  of  the  Chief  Schoolmasters  in  London,  and  the 
Ministers    of   Lewisham>  Greenwich,  Dq)tford>   Xieigh,  and 
Chislehurst,  are  to  be  sent  to  one  of  the  UnivetsitieB  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge,  and  to  have  each  an  JSxhibition  of  £lO.  per  an^ 
num,  for  Seven  years.    These  Exhibitioners  am  to  be  ChEdseil 
of  persons  not  reputed  to  be  worth  above  £500. 3     and  natives 
of  Lewish^m  to  be  preferred.    Provision  is  made  in  case  at  any 
time  a  Scholar  fit  for  the  Umversity  should  sot  be  found  in  4ikib 
School   at  Blackheath,  that  an  Exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen^ 
first  out  of  the  Children  of  persons  belonging  to  The  Company 
of  liEATHSRSjEiiLSRs, — ucxt  out  of  the  Free  School  at  Cbkist's 
CuVMCB  in  Canterbury, — and  laatly>  oat  of  the  Free  Sdiool  ai 
Cubist's  Hospital  in  London, — '^  altermi  vidlnu,  one  alter 
the  othqr,  when  and  as  often  as  the  case  so  fdleth  out."  The 
Exhibitioners  are  to  set  down  under  their  hands  in  the  Book  of 
Becordq,  before  the  Minister  and  Church  officers  of  Lewishtoi, 
that  tibiey  purpose,—- ''  by  God*s  grace,  if  the  Lord  seem  not  to 
hinder  them,  by  offering  a  very  fair  opportunity  of  present  em- 
ployment to  God's  Glory,  in  another  calling,  at  or  before  the  end 
of  Eight  years" — to  take  upon  them  the  function  of  the  Minis- 
try i — and  in  the  mean  time,  while  they  stay  in  the  Univosity, 
that,  through  God*s  help,  they  will  take  eadi  of  them  the  De- 
grees, both  of  Bachelor  and  of  Master  of  Arts,  and  duly  take 
*'  Sermon  Notes  :" — ^that  they  wiU,  if  they  be  Ministers  before 
the  end  of  the  Tenth  year,  preach  one  or  two  Sermons  inL^wis- 
ham  Churchy — ^wiU  set  forth  a  few  Sermons  in  print,  and  do 
their  endeavoiurs  to  write  some  learned  Commentaries  on  the 
Holy  Scripture,  or  other  books  of  Divinity, — and  will  give  one 
book  always  of  every  book  they  print,  and  also  the  copy  of  all 
their  Sermon  Notes,  to  the  Public  Library  at  this  School,— - 
*^  yea,  and  if  God  enable  them,  that  they  will  do  some  fiirtiier 
good  for  continuance  to  the  Parish  of  Lewisham."  The  Exhibi- 
tioner is  to  be  allowed  24«.,  to  buy  certain  books,  for  the  better 
furtherance  of  his  study,  with  the  direction  of  his  Tutor. 

The  great  Room  over  the  School  is  appropriated  by  The 
Founder  for  a  Library,  to  which  he  gives  by  his  Will  all 
his  Books,  to  "  be  strongly  bound  in  leather,"  and  "  fas- 
tened with  iron  chains ;'''  he  allows  20^.  per  annumy  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books ;  5s.  to  the  Usher,  as  Librarian ;  and 
Js.  to  buy  chains. 
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The  fum  of  \3s..4d.  is  allowed  for  an  Anniversary  Sermon 
at  Lewisham  or  Greenwich,  in  Whitsun-week,  being  the 
time  when  the  School  was  opened, — 20^.  for  the  annual 
Election  Dinner,— and  the  like  sum  for  a  Dinner,  at  the 
election  of  a  Schoolmaster. 

The  Founder  also  directed  by  his  Will,  that  acertun  sum 
^ould  be  allotted,  for  the  purpose  of  apprenticinff  Six 
Scholars  annually  from  the  English  School. — ^And  for 
building  FrvB  Alms-houses, 

In  the  Sixteenth  year  of  Sling  Charles  the  Second,  1665, 
an  Act  was  obtiuned  for  settling  Mr.  Golfers  Charitable 
bequests. 

At  present,  *^  neither  Latin  nor  Gredc  are  taught  in  ei- 
ther cfthe  Sehoob.'*^  And  "  the  Exhibitions  are  never  paidy^ 
as  there  are  ^no  Scholars  at  Lewisham  to  profit  by  ffienC*! 

The  present  Head  Master  of  the  La;An  Grammar  Schbd 
is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Waite,  LL.  D^  who  takes  Private 
Pupils. 

Mr.  Thomas  Roberts,  the  present  Master  of  The 
Englieh  Grammar  SdKxd,  also  takes  Private  Pupils 
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MAIDSTONE. 

In  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1562,  Archbishop  Paekbb,  in  obedience  to  Her  Majesty's 
command,  returned  an  account  of  the  several  Schools  and 
Hosjntals  in  this  Diocese,  and  among  them,  that  there  was 
a  School  erected  at  Maidstone  by  the  charge  of  the  Mayor 
and  Commonalty  of  the  Town,  who  had  purchased  of  the 
late  Sjng  certain  lands  to  that  intent,  amounting  to  £9.«6..8. 
per  atmum^  and  that  it  was  not  charged  with  Tenths. 

By  the  Charter  for  establishing  this  School,  which  was 
granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Corporation  was  em- 
powered to  make  wholesome  Orders  and  Statutes,  fm*  the 
government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars ;  in  consequence 
of  which  certain  Rules  and  OanERS  were  made  tor  that 
purpose. 

This  School  has  had  some  considerable  Benefiictors  to  it 

William  Lambs,  a  Grentleman  of  the  Chapel  to  Song 
HsNRr  the  Eighth,  and  a  Freeman  of  The  Clothworkers* 
Company,  among  his  other  Charities,  gave  £10.  yearly  to 
The  Free  School  of  Maidstone  for  ever,  with  this  proviso, 
that  the  Children  q£  needy  men  only  should  be  preferred  to 
the  enjoyment  of  this  benefit. 

Robert  Gunsley,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Tltsey,  in  Surrey, 
by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  of  June,  1618,  and  pro- 
ved in  the  Prerogative  Court  on  the  30th  of  November  fol- 
lowing, devised  the  Rectcnry  and  Parsonage  of  Flamstead, 
in  the  County  of  Hertford,  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
University  College  in  Oxford,  and  their  Successors,  to 
the  intent,  that  they,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Leases 
granted  of  the  Parsonage  then  in  being,  should,  with  the 
rents  and  profits  of  it,  keep  and  maintMU  Two  Scholars, 
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whereof  Robert  Gunslby  should  be  one,  and  Thomas 
Atebst  the  other ;  and  afler  the  expiration  of  the  said 
Leases,  that  they  should  make  choice  of  Four  Scholars, 
including  the  Two  above-mentioned,  all  which  should  be 
chosen  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows,  one  ?udf  out  of  the 
Grammar  School  of  Rochester,  and  the  other  half  o\xt  cS 
this  Grammar  School  of  Maidstone,  being  only  such  as 
were  bom  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  none  other,  except 
such  as  should  be  of  his  Kindred ; — And  as  often  as  these 
Scholarships  should  become  void,  that  the  same  should  be 
renewed  and  filled  up  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  for 
the  time  being,  out  of  the  Grammar  Schools  before  men- 
tioned, within  Three  months  after  such  avoidance  from  time 
to  time  for  ever ; — And  that  the  Charges  of  the  Master  and 
such  Fellows  as  should  be  sent  and  employed  in  and  about 
the  said  Election,  should  be  borne  and  deducted  out  of  the 
allowance  appointed  to  the  Scholar  or  Scholars,  who  should 
be  elected  in  the  interim  of  the  said  Three  months ; — All 
which  Scholars,  as  they  or  any  of  them  should  attain  to  thor 
rooms  or  places  aforesidd,  should  be  kept  and  muntained  by 
the  said  Master  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time  at  some 
Grammar  School,  until  they  were  fit  to  go  to  University 
College,  and  then  be  placed  by  The  Master  and  Fellows 
in  the  said  College,  with  fit  and  convenient  Chambers 
there,  and  that  The  Master  and  Fellows  should  pay  to  each 
of  the  Two  Scholars,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Lea- 
ses, £11.  a  piece  every  year,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day^ 
by  equal  portions : — ^And  should  pay  to  the  Four  Scho* 
LARS,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  yearly  X*15.  a 
piece,  accounting  always  the  Two  Scholars  to  be  of  the 
number  of  the  Four,  and  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  to 
be  preferred  before  any  other ; — And  that  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  should  pay 
to  the  Curate  and  Curates  of  Flamstead  the  yearly  sum  of 
£60.  as  his  or  their  Salary,  at  the  two  Feasts  before  speci-

fied,  by  equal  portians ;  the  Election  of  whkh  Curate 
Eibould  be  by  The  Master  and  FeUows  aforesaid ;  provided, 
that  whenever  the  said  Curate's  place  should  be  void,  one 
of  his  own  Scholars  should  have  the  refusing  of  it,  before 
any  other. 

In  1649,  John  Davy,  M.  D.,  of  this  Town,  devised 
by  his  WiU  all  his  kinds  in  the  Parish  of  Newchurch,  in 
Kenty  containing  Sixteen  acres,  then  let  at  £18.  per  amnumj 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this 
SchooL    These  lands  now  let  for  £17*  per  annum. 

In  1805,  The  Revd.  John  Rice  gave  £6.  per  annum 
arinng  from  the  Redemption  dPthe  Land  Tax  in  the  Parish 
of  Hoo. 

The  School  is  op^i  to  the  sons  of  Freemen  indefinitely 
free  of  expense,  for  the  Classics  only :  they  pay  a  guinea 
per  Quarter  for  writing,  cyphering,  &c. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  plan  is 
prindpally  followed. 

At  present  the  Master  is  chosen  hy  the  InhabUants  of  the 
Town  and  Parish  of  Maidstone,  assembled  in  Vestry.  He 
is  entitled  to  a  very  good  House,  with  proper  offices  and 
conveniences,  late  the  Mansion  and  buildings  of  Phe  Fra* 
tsBNiTY  of  Corpus  Christi  in  Maidstone,  together  with 
die  rents  and  profits  of  a  Farm  of  £11.  per  annumy  and  a 
Salary  of  £20.  a  year  paid  by  The  Corporation. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  EnwARn  Mott  All- 
FRZE,  who  takes  Boarders  at  Forty  guineas  per  annum. 
His  present  number  is  between  20  and  30. 

The  Chapel  or  Hall  of  The  Fraternity  is  now  the  School- 
room ;  which,  being  very  large  and  commodious,  is  also 
made  use  of  by  The  Corporation  to  hold  their  Court-Leet, 
and  to  chuse  their  Mayor  and  Members  of  Parliament. 

Among  the  Eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  at 
this  School,  may  be  enumerated, —

William  Stevens,  Esq.,  late  Treasurer  of  Queen

The  Revd.  William  Hobne,  Nephew  of  the  Bishop. 

John  Pond,  Esq.,  the  present  Astronomer  Boyal. 

Sir  Samuel  Egebton  Bbtdges,  Bart,  now  M.  P*  for 
Maidstone,  who  keeps  a  Printing^Presa  at  his 
House,  Lbe  Pbiobt,  from  which  he  has  re-pub* 
lished  several  ciuious  and  scarce  books.  He  has 
also  most  laudably  given  his  assbtanoe  in  the 
endeavour  to  get  rid  of  the  interpretation  of  an 
odious  Act,  pnrfessed  to  be  passed  for  the  enoou* 
ragement  of  Litbbature,  but  which,  under  it*a 
present  operation,  is  a  most  cruel  and  opprSs* 
sivE  Tax  upon  those  Authors  whom  it  declared 
to  support^  arbitrarily  obliging  them  to  give  no 
less  than  Eleven  copies  of  their  Works  to 
wealthy  Bodies,  who  are  abundantly  aUe  to  pur- 
chase them. 
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ROCHESTER. 

Tfls  Royal  Grammar  School  in  The  City  of  Rochester 
dates  if  s  ori^n,  from  the  Foundation  Charter  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  The  Cathedral. Church,  on  the  18th  of 
June,  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  the  rdgn  of  Eong  Henry 
the  Eighth,  1542. 

About  three  years  after,  His  Majesty  gave  a  Code  of  Sta- 
tutes for  the  government  of  this  Chuch,  in  which  it  is 
ordained,  that  there  shall  be  <<  Duo  Infbrmakjrea  Puerorum 
in  Grammaiic&y  quorum  unus  sit  PrceceptoTy  elter  Syb-Prce- 
ceptor,  VigirUi  Pueri  in  GrammaiicA  erudien(U."  And  a 
following  Chapter  refers  accordingly  to  the  School. 

The  Statutes  also  direct,  that  Exhibitions  of  £5.  per  an- 
num each  shall  be  paid  to  Four  Schcdars,  Two  at  each  of 
the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge ;  The  Scholars 
to  be  mare  than  F\fUen^  and  under  Twenty  years  of  age,  to 
be  chosen  from  this  School  in  preference,  but  if  none  such 
are  here  duly  qualified,  then  frcnn  any  oth^  School,  so  that 
they  be  neither  FeUaw  or  Scholar  in  either  University. 
The  said  Pension  to  continue  undl  they  commence  Bache- 
lor, and  that  within  the  space  of  Four  years ;  after  which 
they  are  to  enjoy  the  same  for  Three  years ;  when  com- 
mencing Master  of  Arts  they  are  to  be  allowed  £6.  per  an- 
ntim,  and  after  that  £6..13..4.  The  CoU^  to  be  at  the 
option  of  Tlie  Dean,  or  Vice-Dean,  and  Chapter;  who  no- 
minate the  Scholars. 

Besides  tliese  Exhibitions,  Robert  GimsLEY,  Clerk, 
Rector  of  Titsey,  in  Surrey,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  of 
June,  1618,  bequeathed  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
University  College,  Oxford,  £60.  per  antiuiit,  for  the 
maintenance  of  Four  Scholars  to  be  chosen  by  them  from 
The  Free  School  of  Mudstone,  and  from  this  Grammar 
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School,  such  as  are  natives  of  the  County  of  Kent  only,  of 
whom  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  to  hare  the  preference, 
who  are  to  be  allowed  Chambers  and  £15.  per  annum  each. 
See,  Maidstone, 

The  Statutes  also  prescribe  the  Allowances  ^^  pro  memiy 
— pro  vestibuSf — pro  stipendiis^ — and  the  Prayers  which 
are  to  be  said  in  the  School  ^^  hord  seoctd  nume^ — and, 
<^  Juyrd  quintd^^  in  the  Evening. 

This  "  King'^s  School''  is  now  conndered  "  aperfictfy 
private  InetUution^  under  the  sole  control  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  and  is  conducted  with  becoming  Prudence. 
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NEW  ROMNEY. 

Thb  Hospital,  and  School,  at  New  Romney  were  found- 
ed by  John  Southland,  of  this  Town,  Grentleman, — who, 
by  bis  Will,  proved  in  161S,  devised  all  his  houses,  lands, 
and  tenements,  to  his  Executor  Thomas  Bsoadnax,  of 
Godmershani,  his  Son-in-law,  upon  condition  that  he  should 
make  over  by  due  course  of  law,  to  remain  and  continue 
for  ever,  the  House  wherein  his  Schoolmaster  then  dwelt, 
together  with  30  acres  of  land  and  18  acres  of  wood  in 
Sfnardetif— one  tenement  with  51  acres  of  land  in  Harriets^ 
hamf — and  one  other  tenement  and  12  acres  of  land  in 
Ulcombey — to  the  only  use  of  a  Schoolmaster,  and  the  relief 
of  "  Two  couple  of  Poor  Folk ;'" — ^That  bis  Executor  should 
make  those  premises  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  for 
ever  to  endure,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same : — The 
Master  to  pay  out  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Two  couple  of 
Poor  Folk,  £5.  per  annum  clear ;  by  half  yearly  payments, 
and  when  they  died  to  put  others  in  their  rooms : — 

That  the  Master  should  pay  out  of  those  lands  to  the 
Church-warden  of  St.  Nicholas  in  New  Romney,  £5.  by 
half  yearly  payments,  to  keep  the  reparations  of  that  Church 
from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  the  Master  should  keep  all  the  premises  in  re- 
pair, and  pay  the  Lord''s  rent  from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  he  should  teach  Tzco  poor  children  to  write 
and  read  the  English  tongue,  and  cast  accompts,  until  they 
should  attain  the  age  of  14  years,  and  then  to  take  others 
in  their  place ; — 

That  the  Poor  Folk,  and  Poor  Children,  should  be  pla^ 
ced  and  displaced  by  the  Mayor  from  time  to  time : — 

That  the  Master  and  Poor  Folk  should  receive  the  Com- 
munion yearly,  at  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas,  and 
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that  the  Master  should  at  eadi  time  have  them  to  his  house; 
and  should  give  them  their  Umiers :  — 

And,  that  if  he  did  not  well  and  truly  perform  his  pajrments, 
he  should  lose  his  place,  and  another  be  chosen  in  his  room, 
freely,  **  without  any  bribes^  by  The  Bailiff  of  Romney 
Marsh  from  time  to  time,  through  such  default,  provided 
he  was  a  Scholar  of  Oxford  or  Cambridoe,  su£Sdent  to 
teach  the  Laiin  tongue  as  well  as  the  EngUsh: — 

His  Executor  to  give  and  make  over  the  lands  and  hou« 
ses  before  moitioned,  to  stand  good  in  law  and  continue  for 
ever,  to  the  uses  already  expressed,  and  to  have  those  assu- 
rances inroUed  according  to  law,  within  Three  weeks  after 
he  had  confirmed  and  fulfilled  his  Will : — 

And  that  the  Mayor  should  take  account  of  the  Church- 
warden  once  a  year,  for  the  £5,  which  he  had  ^ven  to  the 
Church. 

The  Hosfntal  and  School-house  is  atuate  in  the  Parish  of 
St  Nicholas^  ond  is  used  for  the  residence  of  tlie  Master, 
now  called  "  T%t  Governor^  and  the  Four  Poor  Folk. 

It  was  incorporated  in  the  30th  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1588.

SANDWICH. 


TitB  Fbbe  Gbaumab  School  at  Sandwich  owes  it's  ori- 
gin  to  The  Major,  Jurate,  and  Prinnpal  inhatntants  of  the 
Town, — who,  in  1563,  agreed  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  by 
Subscjiption,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  Edi6ce, — 
under  a  promise  from  Mr.  Roger  Ma^wood,  then  a  Bar- 
rister, to  endow  the  same  with  lands,  of  suflident  value  to 
support  the  building,  and  to  nmntain  a  Master.  According- 
ly, the  sum  of  £286.,7..2.  was  immediately  collected,  and 
other  measures  were  taken  to  promote  the  Institution. 

It  happened  fortunately,  that  Archbishop  Pabkeb  was 
then  in  the  neighbourhood ;  who,  approving  the  de^gn, 
became  eminently  instrumental  in  it^s  establishment.  He 
made  application  to  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
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for  a  Grant  of  some  land  belonging  to  ih&i  Church,  which 
was  judged  to  be  a  proper  scite  for  the  School, — and  he, 
moreover,  wrote  to  his  friend.  Secretary  Cecil,  for  his  inte- 
rest with  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  procure  her  license,  for  the 
Foundation  and  Endowment 

On  the  Ist  of  October  1563,  Letters  Patents  were  issued,

That  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  their  Suc- 
cessors, should  be  Govemours  of  the  same, — be  a  Body  Cor- 
porate, by  the  title  of  ^^  Governobs  of  The  Free  School  of 
Roger  Manwood,  in  Sandwich,*" — might  plead  and  be 
impleaded  by  that  name,— mi^t  purchase  estates  in  fee,  to 
the  value  of  £40.  a  year,— and  have  a  Common  Seal : — 

And  Her  Majesty  further  gave  special  license  to  the 
said  Roger  Manwood,  to  give  and  fprani  to  the  Gro- 
vemors  the  particular  estates  recited  in  the  subsequent  deed 
of  Feoffinent, — with  other  grants  usual  in  instruments  of 
that  sort 

On  the  2d  of  November  following,  Mr.  Manwood  ob- 
tained a  grant  from  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
in  Fee  farm,  of  a  jnece  of  ground  inclosed  with  a  stone 
wall,^  thentofore  called  Si,  ITufmais,  situate  within  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  near  to  Canterbury  Gate  there,  abut- 
ting the  Ddfi  Stream  South,  and  the  High  Road  North,<f— 
together  with  a  piece  of  SaUs,  over-agidnst  the  same 
ground,  abuttmg  the  mouth  of  the  said  Stream  North,  and 
tbe  said  I£gh  Road  South,— at  the  yearly  rent  of  20d. 


*  A  part  of  which  is  now  remaining,  and  has  lately  been  put 
into  complete  repair  by  The  Bevd.  William  Wodsworth^  the 
present  Incnmbent 
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Both  these  jneoes  of  land,  on  the  20th  of  Feby.  156^** 
with  90  acretf^  of  meadow,  pasture,  and  wood-hmd,  in  Hack^ 
ingtbn  and  Northgate,  Mr.  ManWood  eafecSkd  to  The 
Maycft  and  Jurats,  as  Trustees,  and  to  thar  Suooessors 
£or  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
School.  And  of  which  they  obtained  posseseaon,  by  livery 
of  soan,  in  the  month  of  March  foUowh^. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1580,  Sir  Bogss  Mamwood 
drew  up  the  following  Statutes,"^  for  the  govenunent  of 
the  School : —

The  Scholfriroaster  to  be  well  reported  of.  Master  of  Artes  ii^

Scholemaster  and  Ussher  teach  the  Grammer  for  the  tyme 
iqiointedby  common  awctoritie,  or  shorter  Grammers  beinge  not 
prohibited.  And  that  the  Schole-master  be  firste  allowed  by  the 
Ordynarie,  and  by  examynacion  fownd  meete  bothe  for  his

3.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that,  of  my  proper  landes  by  me  given  for

•  The  Trustees  never  obtained  possession  of  any  lands  or 
rents,  fbr  the  Salary  of  an  Usher ;  nor  does  it  appear,  that  an 
Usher  has  ever  been  found  necessary.

6.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  neither  of 
them  be  a  common  gamester,  and  haunter  of  Taverns,  nor  by 
any  extraordinarie  or  unnecessarie  expenses  in  apparell  or  other- 
wies  become  an  infamy  to  the  School,  and  an  eviU  example  to  the 
yonge  j  to  whome  in  all  points  they  owghte  to  shewe  themselves 
an  example  of  honest,  contynente  and  godlie  behaviour. 

7.  Item,  I,  desiringe  the  benefytt  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  towneof  Sandwich  in  bordinge  of  Schollers  and  otherwies, 
doe  ordeine,  that  the  Master  of  the  saide  Gramer  Schole  shall 
not  take  to  boerde,  dyet  or  lodge  in  his  howse  or  roomes  or  , 
otherwies  above  the  nombre  of  Twelve  Schollers,  and  the  Ussher 
not  to  take  above  the  nomber  of  Sixe  SchoUars,  unles  yt  shall 
seeme  conveniente  to  the  said  Governors  that,  upon  some  good 
occasion  and  consideracion,  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  male 
have  a  more  nomber  at  boerd  and  lodging  with  them. 

8.  Item,  yf  it  happen  the  Master  or  Ussher  to  be  visited  with  a 
comon  disease,  as  the  agewe  or  any  curable  sicknes,  I  ordeine, 
that  he  soe  visited  be  tollerated  for  the  time,  and  his  stipend  al- 
lowed fully,  so  that  his  office  be  furnish^  by  his  sufficiente 
Deputie.  But  yf,  which  God  forbidd,  they  or  any  of  them 
shidl  fall  into  any  inflective  and  incurable  disease,  specially 
thorowe  their  owne  evill  behaviour,  then  I  ordeine,  that  h^  so

Thb  Hospital,  and  School,  at  New  Romney  were  founds 
ed  by  John  Southland,  of  this  Town,  Grentleman, — who, 
by  bis  Will,  proved  in  161S,  devised  all  his  houses,  lands, 
and  tenements,  to  his  Executor  Thomas  B&oadnax,  of 
Godmersham,  his  Son-in-law,  upon  condition  that  he  should 
make  over  by  due  course  of  law,  to  remain  and  continue 
for  ever,  the  House  wherein  his  Schoolmaster  then  dwelt, 
together  with  30  acres  of  land  and  18  acres  of  wood  in 
Sfnardetif— one  tenement  with  51  acres  of  land  in  Harriets' 
JuMinif — and  one  other  tenement  and  12  acres  of  land  in

And,  that  if  he  did  not  well  and  truly  perform  his  payments, 
he  should  lose  his  place,  and  another  be  chosen  in  his  room, 
freely,  '<  wUfumi  any  bribes^  by  The  Bailiff  of  Romney 
Marsh  from  time  to  time,  through  such  default,  provided 
he  was  a  Scholar  of  Oxford  or  Cambridoe,  su£Scient  to 
teach  the  LaHn  tongue  as  well  as  the  English: — 

His  Executor  to  give  and  make  over  the  lands  and  hou« 
ses  before  moitioned,  to  stand  good  in  law  and  continue  for 
ever,  to  the  uses  already  expressed,  and  to  have  those  assu- 
rances inrolled  according  to  law,  within  Three  weeks  after 
he  had  confirmed  and  fulfilled  his  Will : — 

And  that  the  Mayor  should  take  account  of  the  Church* 
warden  once  a  year,  for  the  J£5.  which  he  had  given  to  the 
Church. 

The  Hospital  and  School-house  is  atuate  in  the  Parish  of 
SU  Nicholas^  ond  is  used  for  the  residence  of  the  Master, 
now  called  "  T%t  Gaoemor^  and  the  Four  Poor  Folk. 

It  was  inccHporatcfd  in  the  30th  of  Queen  Elizabeth,

TitB  Fbbe  Grahhak  School  at  Sandwich  owes  itV  ori- 
gin  to  The  Mayor,  Jurata,  and  Frindpal  inhatntantB  of  the 
Town, — who,  in  1563,  agreed  to  mse  a  sum  of  money  by 
Subscription,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  Edifice, — 
under  a  promise  from  Mr.  Rogbb  Maxwood,  then  a  Bar- 
lister,  to  endow  the  same  witli  lands,  of  sufficient  value  to 
Bupport  the  building,  and  to  muntain  a  Master.  According- 
■  ly,  the  sum  of  £286..7..S.  was  immediately  collected,  and 
other  measures  were  taken  to  promote  the  Institution.

annually  to  The  Mayor  of  Sandwich  for  the  Master  of  the  School, 
who  duly  receives  it. 

'  These  Statutes  are  copied  fiom  fioYs*s  History  of  Sand- 
wich. All  of  them  do  not  appear  ever  to  have  been  carried  into 
effect,  and  eannot  now  be  found.  It  is  supposed  that  they  were 
entered  in  the  School  Re^ster,  which  was  in  the  custody  of  The 
Mayor  and  Jurats^  in  1790.    On  the  confirmation  of  the  present 
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eyerie  avoidaunoe  from  time  to  thne  duringe  my  lyfe,  sbal  be  at 
my  apointemente :  and  that,  from  tyme  to  tyme>  at  every  avoid- 
aunce  after  my  deathe,  the  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shal  be 
from  tyme  to  tyme  chosen  by  the  Governors  of  the  Schole,*  mz.> 
The  Maior  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  for  the  tyme  beinge,  or  by 
the  more  number  of  them,  owte  of  Lyncolne  Colledge  of  Ox- 
forde,  yf  meete  persons  be  presented,  accordinge  to  certen 
wrightings  in  that  behalfe ;  to  which  Maior  and  Jurattes  dis- 
creadon  I  commyt  the  govemaimce  of  my  said  Schole  aft^r  my 
deathe,  and  they  to  be  tiiereof  Govemours. 

The  Schole-imasler  to  be  well  reported  of.  Master  of  Artes  ii^ 
Degree  yf  it  maie  be  oonvenientlie ;  alwaies  forsene,  that  the 
Scholemaster  and  Ussher  teach  the  Grammer  for  the  tyme 
apointedby  common  awctoritie,  or  shorter  Grammers  beingenot 
prohibited.  And  that  the  Schole-master  be  firste  allowed  by  the 
Ordynarie,  and  by  examynacion  fownd  meete  bothe  for  his 
leamynge  and  discreadon  of  teachinge,  as  also  for  his. honest 
conversacion  and  righte  understandinge  of  Godes  trewe  religeoQ 
nowe  sett  fourth  by  pubHque  awcthoritie ;  whereunto  he  shall 
stur  and  move  his  Schollers,  and  also  shall  prescribe  unto  them 
suche  sentences  of  Holy  Scriptures  as  shal  be  moste  expedient 
to  induce  them  to  godlynes. 

t.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  my  death  the  Master  alwaies 
apointe  and  electe  the  Ussher,'  as  ofte  as  the  place  shal  be  void ; 
whome  so  apointed  and  presented  to  The  GpyemQurs  they  do 
admitt  hym,  not  knowinge  sufficient  cause  to  refuse  l^ym  >  &ndj. 
after  he  be  so  elected  and  admytted,  not  to  be  displaced  with- 


Master,  he  made  an  application  to  the  Trustees  for  theRegistef^ 
but  was  told  that  it  is  hit, 

•  The  Master  is  nominated  Ij  The  Rector  and  Fellows  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  in  coigunction  with  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  presented  to  His  Grace  the  Archbishqp 
of  Canterburyfbr  Institution.  The  College  nominate  Two  Mas- 
ters of  Arts,  of  whom  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  elect  One,— who, 
being  presented  to  the  Archbishop,  is  instituted,  by  virtue  of  a 
Rat  from  His  Grace,  and  takes  the  regular  Oadis,  together 
wi^  the  Archbishop's  License.  The  present  Incumbent  was  so 
nominated,  elected,  and  instituted,  in  181 1 . 

'  The  present  Master,  desirous  to  raise  the  School  from  it's 
dilapidated  state,  did  appoint  an  Usher  in  1819  )  but  the  Gen-> 
tleman,  finding  no  support  firom  the  Town,  has  quitted  it  alto^ 
gether. 
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owte  ihe  consente  of  the  sfiide  govemours.or  the  more  parte  of 
them. 

3.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that,  of  my  pit>per  landes  by  me  given  for 
maintenance  of  the  said  Schole^  the  Schole-master  yerlie  for  his 
Sallarie  or  Stipende  shal  be  paide  Twenty  Pounds :    and,  of  the 
landes  and  tenementes  by  me  conveyed  to  the  said  Schole  ac- 
cording to  the  Will  of  my  If^te  broUier  Thomas  deceased,  the 
Ussher  yerlie  for  his  Sallarie  and  Stipend  shal  be  paied  Tenn 
powndes  3S  and,  yf  by  any  occasion  the  Usshers  stipend  cannot 
80  anise  and  be  levied,  that  the  same  be  supplied  of  the  rentts 
of  the  landes  and  tenements  given  by  the  Testament  of  Thomas 
Thompson  deceased  :^  and  after  those  two  SaUaries  and  Sty- 
pendes  paied,  the  overplus  of  the  rentes  and  profittes  of  all  the 
said  landes  and  tenementes  to  be  yerlie  as  an  equal  divident 
betwene  the  Schole-master  and  Ussher,  after  all  chardges  of 
reparadons  and  otherwies  towching  the  said    Schole-howse, 
Lands  and  Tenementes  necessarely  borne  and  allowed :  of  which 
rqiaradons  vewe  from  t3rme  to  tyme  is  to  be  taken  by  the  said 
Govemours ;  for  doinge  whereof  in  suche  wise  that  things  de- 
cayenge  maie  in  tyme  be  repaired,  and  things  wantinge  maie  be 
supplied  and  all  damages  forseene,  I  ordeine,  that  twoe  of  the 
Juratts  everie  yere,  on  the  Mundaie  nexte  after  the  Feaste  of 
St.  Mychaell  tharchaungell,  be  chosen  SurveUmrs,^  and  everie 
yere  to  vewe  the  same  twice  for  all  decaies  and  reparacions,  and 
thereupon  order  firom  tyme  to  tyme  to  be  taken. 

4.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  of  such  SchoUers  as  in  the  same 
Schole  shal  be  tawghte,  those  that  be  Children  of  the  Inhabit- 
aunts  of  Sandvdch  to  be  frelie  tawght,  withowte  any  thing  to  be 
demaunded  or, taken,  but  of  benevolence  shall  be  given  at  th*end 
of  everie  quarter  towardes  buieng  and  providinge  of  such  Dic- 
tionaries and  other  Bookes  as  shal  be  for  common  use  of  the 
SchoUers  j    and  the  reste  of  the  forreine  SchoUers  to  be  tawghte 


*  The  Trustees  never  obtained  possession  of  any  lands  or 
rents,  ybr  tht  Salary  of  an  Usher ;  nor  does  it  appear,  that  an 
Usher  has  ever  been  found  necessary.  About  45  years  since,* 
the  Master  sqppointed  a  Deputy,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies,  who 
officiated  in  the  School  for  him. 

^  These  lands  and  tenements  never  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Trustees. 

*  These  Surveyors,  if  appointed,  have  made  no  repairs.  The 
house^  in  11811,  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  state,  as  weU  as  the 
walls.  The  present  Incumbent  has  made  repairs  at  the  expense 
of  several  Hundred  pounds^  defrayed  by  himself.

for  sach  price  and  nite^  as  by  the  Maiar  w  hit  Dqmtie  and  two 
of  the  Juratts  at  the  leaste  and  by  the  Master,  from  tune  to  ihne 
upon  th'admisdon,  shal  be  lumted  wUq  the  Master,^  having  res- 
pecte  to  the  Childe  and  Habilitie  of  his  Parents ;  And>  for 
suche  Children  as  alreadie  are  placed  in  theSchoLe^  the  same 
order  upon  perusinge  is  to  be  observed. 

5.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  contynewe 
and  enjoye  their  howse  and  stjrpends,  with  the  garden  and  or- 
chard adjoyninge  during  theare  lives  not  sufficientlie  convicted 
to  have  neglected  their  office  :  and,  if  it  happen  either  of  them 
to  be  so  convicted  at  any  time,  yet  I  will  not  that  he  be  straight- 
waies  removed^  but  gently  warned  and  admonished,  by  me 
whiles  I  live,  and  after  my  deathe,  by  the  Governors  aforesaid  or 

•the  more  parte  of  them  :  and  so  for  the  second  time ;  and  then 
yf  after  the  second  admonicion  he  doe  not  amend,  and  diligent- 
lie  fbllowe  his  office  and  chardge  in  the  Schole,  I  will  that  he  soe 
offending  be  utterlie  expulsed  and  amoved,  and  another  to  be 
received  in  his  rome ;  and  that  to  be  done,  after  my  deathe,  with 
all  diligence  by  the  said  Grovemors. 

6.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  neither  of 
them  be  a  common  gamester,  and  hauater  of  Taverns,  nor  by 
any  extraordinarie  or  unnecessarie  expenses  in  apparell  or  other- 
wies  become  an  infieuny  to  the  School,  and  an  eviU  example  to  the 
yonge ;  to  whome  in  all  points  they  owghte  to  shewe  themselves 
an  example  of  honest,  contynente  and  godlie  behaviour. 

7.  Item,  I,  desiringe  the  benefytt  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  towneof  Sandwich  in  bordinge  of  Schollers  and  otherwies, 
doe  ordeine,  that  the  Master  of  the  saide  Gramer  Schole  shall 
not  take  to  boerde,  dyet  or  lodge  in  his  howse  or  roomes  or  , 
otherwies  above  the  nombre  of  Twelve  Schollers,  and  the  Ussher 
not  to  take  above  the  nomber  of  Sixe  Schollars,  unles  yt  shall 
seeme  conveniente  to  the  said  Governors  that,  upon  some  good 
occasion  and  consideracion,  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  male 
have  a  more  nomber  at  boerd  and  lodging  with  them. 

8.  Item,  3rf  it  hi^ipen  the  Master  or  Ussher  to  be  visited  with  a 
comon  disease,  as  the  agewe  or  any  curable  sicknes,  I  ordeine, 
that  he  soe  visited  be  toUerated  for  the  time,  and  his  stipend  al- 
lowed fully,  so  that  his  office  be  furnished  by  his  sufficiente 
Deputie.  But  yf,  which  God  forbidd,  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  fall  into  any  infective  and  incurable  disease,  specially 
thorowe  their  owne  evill  behaviour,  then  I  ordeine,  that  hk  so 


^  The  Regulation  is,  that  each  Day-scholar  shall  pay  the 
Master  Eight  guineas  per  iuinttot  for  Tuition:  And  that  is  the 
sum  paid  by  each  Scholar  from  the  Town. 
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InfiBftcri  be  vemoved  and  put  awtk,  sad  another  be  choeen  in  his 


9.  lipn,  if  it  happen  the  Blaster  or  Usdier^  after  long  tyme 
i^>ente  in  the  Sdiole^  to  waxe  impotente,  and  throwgh  age  or 
other  infinnitiefl  not  habk  to  endnre  the  travell  and  labor  neoes' 
aarie  in  the  Sehole>  I  ordeine^  he  be  fiivorablie  borne  withall^  so 
that  his  ofiKoe  be  furnished  by  his  sufficiente  D^mtie^  althoughe 
he  faimselfe  be  not  hable. 

.  10.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master  and  Usdier  be  at  libertie 
cither  to  remaine  single  or  to  niarie>  or  to  take  priesthoode,  so 
he  trowble  not  hymsdfe  with  any  benefice  of  cure  or  worldly 
bosinessef  in  such  wies  that  shall  hinder  his  oflto  and  diUigeni 
attendaunce  in  the  Schole. 

11.  Item,  1  ordeine^  that>  yf  any  contraveraie  ha{^)en  to  arrise 
and  growe  betwene  the  Master  anid  the  Ussher  at  any  time,  that 
then  yt  be  referred  to  me  the  Fownder  whiles  I  live,  and  after  to 
the  Govemours  of  the  said  ScShole,  and  they  to  stand  to  their 
order  and  determynadon  upon  peine  of  depryvasion  firom  their 
office. 

12.  Item^  I  ordeine,  that  neither  the  Master  or  Ussher  withowte 
license  of  tiie  said  goremours  absent  themselves  above  Twenty 
daies  in  the  yere  fit>m  the  Schole,  nor  soe  muche  but  upon  good 
and  urgent  cause,  and  in  that  vacant  tyme  the  one  to  supplie  the 
others  office,  upon  some  good  convenient  allowaunce  as  they  can 
agree,  so  as  bothe  at  once  male  not  in  any  wies  be  absente  from 
the  said  Schole. 

13.  Item,  yf  yt  happen  to  be  sucfae  contagious  sicknesi  as  the 
Plague  or  such  like,  that  by  consideracion  of  the  said  Govemours 
the  teaching  of  the  said  Sdiole  for  the  tyme  beinge  muste  cease 
and  not  meete  to  contynewe,  yet  neverthelesse  I  ordeine,  that 
both  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  have  their  Stipendes  fully  paid, 
beinge  allwaies  in  rediness  to  teache  so  sone  as  Grod  shall  make 
suche  contagious  sicknes  cease. 

14.  Item,  If  it  happen  the  Master  or  the  Ussher  to  die  at  any 
time  in  their  office,  I  ordeine,  that  their  executors  or  assigns  shall 
reoeave  so  much  money  as  for  his  or  their  service  is  accomptable 
to  be  dewe  at  the  bower  of  his  or  their  deathes  after  the  rate  per 
diem,  and  in  such  case  the  rome  to  be  supplied  with  as  muche 
convenient  speed  as  maie  be.  And,  for  tiiat  vacant  time  the 
Survivor  to  funushe  the  whole  chardge,  and  to  receave  so  muche 
as  for  both  is  dewe  at  that  time. 

15.  Item,  1  ordeine,  none  to  be  taughte  in  this  Schole  but  that 

Jirste  the  Moiter  be  spoken  withall  by  his  or  their  firiends,  and  to 

be  cdlowed  by  the  master*8  admission  and  by  the  Maior  »r  bis 

Deputie  and  twoe  Juretts  at  leaste,  requiringe  that  the  Master, 

by  cawsing  to  be  redd  doe  cause  his  friendes  to  understande  suche 
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pmntegof  ihe  StaMet  and  Ordmaimc«f  as  hereafter  fblloweth,  and 
he  or  they  being  willing  to  obey  the  same ;  then  tiie  Master  shall 
admitt  aney  sache  SchoUer,  provided  that  every  Scholler  hereafter 
to  be  admitted  be  hable^  before  his  admission  into  the  Schole  to 
vfrite  competentUe  and  to  reade  perfectUe  both  EngUshe  and 
Lattyne,  tind  that  the  Border  doe  undertake^  under  the  paine  of 
fyve  marcs^  tiiat  the  same  Scholler  shal  be  from  tyme  to  tyme 
famished  toith  all  necessaries  meete  for  his  leaminge,  and  that 
suche'  Scholler  shall  not  be  taken  firom  the  Schole  under  one 
monethes  waminge>  and  not  otherwiese  but  by  publique  order 
in  the  presence  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie  and  twoe  of  his 
Bretheren>  and  so  openlie  to  take  his  leave>  and  further  shewinge 
some  probable  cause  of  his  departure  5  and^  upon  proofe  and 
tiiall  of  ev^  Schollers  capacity,  after  a  convenient  tyme  being 
in  the  Schole  and  not  found  meete  to  leame,  to  signify  the  same 
to  his  friends>  and  then,  by  assent  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  to  remove  him  j  and  none  to  be  a 
Scholler  there  but  he  doe  boerd  within  the  Towen,  unless  he 
doe  lodge  within  one  mile  and  a  haulfe  of  the  Towen ;  and  none 
to  tarrie  above  Sixe  yeares  in  learning  there  withowte  a  great 
cause  alledged  and  allowed  by  the  said  govemours  for  the  tyme 
beinge  5  and  suche  as  alredie  are  placed  in  the  Schole  to  atteine 
writinge  competentUe  withm  one  quarter  of  a  yere  next  cominge,  or 
ells  to  be  removed  till  they  can  attain  the  same. 

16.  Item,  I  will  and  ordeine,  that  in  the  said  Towne  of  Sand- 
wich none  other  Grammer  Schole  be  tawghte ;  and  farther^  yf  any 
Schollar  shall  departe  owte  from  this  Schok  withowte  cause  of 
sickness,  and  be  tawghte  in  any  other  Schole,  that  after  suche  de- 
parture the  same  Scholler  shall  not  be  readmytted  withowte  speciM 
consent  of  the  Master,  and  that  upon  such  cawse  as  dial  be  allowed 
by  the  said  Govemours. 

17.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  yf  the  Schollers  parentes  be  noe 
dwellers  in  tiie  Towne  of  Sandwich  aforesaid,  then  his  friends 
shall  not  place  him  in  any  suche  howse  to  be  horded,  as  the 
Master  thaJl  signefy  to  the  parentes  that  yt  hath  been  and  is 
likelie  to  be  an  occation  of  Soollers  to  followe  idleness,  gamynge 
and  other  vayne  pastimes  not  beseminge  students.  Therefore,  to 
avoid  all  such  inconvenience,  not  only  tiie  partie  that  taketh  the 
Scholler  or  Schollers  to  boerd  shall  foithfully  promise  to  the 
Master  before  his  or  their  admission  to  keepe  them  contynually 
from  all  unthriftie  pastimes  and  games  in  his  house,  and  further 
to  ktt  the  Master  betimes  have  informacion  in  case  he  knowe 
that  they  be  lewdlie  occupied  witiiin  or  withoute  his  house,  not 
in  any  pointe  boulstringe  up  their  eviU ;  but  also,  yf  aney  suche 
misoider  or  defoulte  in  the  partie  that  taketh  Uie  SchoUer  to 
boide  shal  be  fownde  as  the  Master  shal  thereof  i^jpke  complaint 
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imto  the  €fo?eni<mrB>  and  then  not  refonned}  then  the  said 
partie  to  be  seeluded  from  haying  aney  Schollera  of  this  Schole 
to  boerde ;  and  the  like  dillygence  to  be  iised  by  suche  parentes 
as  shall  dwell  in  Sandwich  and  have  their  Children  SchoUers  in 
the  saide  Schole^  upon  paine  of  suche  Schellers  to  be  removed 
and  put  iRrom  the  Scole. 

18.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  everie  Scholler  at  his  firste  admission 
into  this  schole  shall  paie  Six  pence,  if  his  parentes  be  inhabit- 
inge  and  the  SdioUer  lodging  in  Sandwich ;  and  Twelve  pence, 
if  his  parentes  be  not  inhabitinge  or  the  Scholler  not  lodginge 
there^  to  the  common  Boxe ;  with  whiche  money  the  master  at 
his  discreacion  shall  provide  necessarie  Bookes^  as  Dictionaries 
or  other>  for  the  c(Mnmon  use  of  the  SchoUers. 

19.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  as  ofte  as  any  Scholler  d^the  absente 
himselfo  fh)m  the  Schole^  having  no  occasion  of  sicknes>  or  shal 
be  wantinge  withowte  leave  of  the  Master^  he  shall^  besydes  his 
correccion  at  his  retume>  paie  to  the  common  Boxe  for  everie 
dales  absence  a  peney  as  the  dales  come  to. 

90.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master  keep  y®  register^  and  in 
the  same  write  the  names  and  surname  of  everie  Scholler  and 
the  daie  of  his  entringe,  which  shall  not  be  on  aney  other  daie 
but  on  the  workinge  Tewsdaie  of  everie  week  usually  to  keepe 
Schoole,  and  not  withowte  consente  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  two  of  the  Juratts  firste  had  and  thereat  present.  And  the 
said  Master  of  the  Grammar  Schole  everie  yere>  the  Mundaie 
nexte  after  the  Feast  of  Sainte  Mychaell  th*archangell^  shall  at 
the  said  Schole-house  yeld  to  tiie  said  Govemours  a  trewe 
accompte  of  all  suche  SchoUers  as  have  been  receaved  into  the 
said  Schole^  and  the  names  of  suche  as  have  departed  thence ; 
and  that  a  trewe  accompte  be  made  and  keapte  thereof,  and  in 
presence  of  the  said  Govemours  fully  answered  to  th*use  of  the 
Schole  of  all  suche  admission  money  so  receaved  to  the  common 
use  of  the  said  Schole. 

21.  Item,  acknowledginge  God  to  be  th*only  awthor  of  all 
knowledge  and  vertewe^  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher 
of  this  my  Schole,  or  one  of  them  at  leaste,  with  their  Schollers> 
at  balfe  hour  before  Seaven  of  the  clock,  doe,  firste  devoutly 
kneeling  on  their  knees,  praie  to  Almighty  God,  according  to 
the  forme  by  the  Master  prescribed^  on  everie  Schole  daie. 

2S.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  Praier,  they  both  attend  the 
Schole  dilligentlie,  teachinge,  reading  and  interpretinge,  untill 
Eleven  of  the  clock  of  the  forenoon,  and  not  to  departe  wiflhout 
uigent  cause,  but  in  any  wiese  one  to  be  present  allwaie. 

23.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  by  One  of  the  clock  after  dinner  they 
both  resorte  eftsones  to  the  Schole^  theare  to  attend  the  Schole 
till  Five  of  the  clock  at  Eveninge,  or  more,  according  to  the  time 
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of  the  jere,  at  the  discreasum  of  the  Master;  and  then  devoutelj' 
on  their  knees  to  praie,  in  fbrm  by  the  Master  to  be  prescribed. 

S4.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  do  usually 
speak  in  the  Lattyn  tonge  to  their  Schollers  that  doe  understande 
the  same. 

25.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master,  twice  in  one  moneth  at 
the  leaste,  examine  those  which  be  under  the  Ussher*s  hand^  to 
understand  howe  they  profyt  and  goc  forward  in  leaminge. 

96.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Ussher  practise  and  use  suche 
order  and  forme  in  teachinge,  as  the  Master  shall  think  good  and 
prescribe, 

97 »  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Ussher,  shall  not  give  remedie  or  leave  to  play  above  once  in  a 
week,  imlesse  the  said  governors  or  some  honourable  or  worship- 
fiill  person  present  in  the  Schole  house  shall  requier  the  same,  so 
as  that  farther  lycence  be  but  once  a  week,  and  not  two  daies 
together,  nor  in  any  forenoon,  and  not  withowte  shewinge  some 
exercise  of  leamynge  in  presence  of  hym  that  asketh  the  same. 

2S.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  all  the  Schollers  upon  the  Sabbath 
date  and  holy  daies  resort  in  dewe  time  to  the  Schole-house,  and 
from  thence  by  two  and  two  in  order  to  goe  to  Devyne  Service  in 
the  nexte  Parishe  Churche  in  Sandwich  wherein  English  Service 
is  used,  the  Master,  if  he  be  there,  going  before  them,  and  the 
Ussher,  if  he  be  there,  after  them ;  but  one  of  them  at  the  least 
being  present  to  oversee  them ;  And,  in  like  order  to  departe  fay 
two  and  two  owte  of  the  churche  when  the  Master  or  Ussher 
then  present  shall  apointe  them  to  departe.  And,  on  every 
Saturday  in  the  afternoon,  before  their  going  to  churche,  the 
Master  and  Ussher  or  one  of  them  with  all  the  Schollers 
devoutlie  on  their  knees,  the  Schollers  aloud,  to  sale  one  pre- 
scribed forme  of  Praier,  wherein  shal  be  made  mencion  of  the 
Church,  the  Realme,  the  Prince,  the  Estate  of  the  Toume,  and  the 
Fownder  and  his  Posterities  And  I  ordayne,  that  the  Master  and 
Ussher  duelie  everie  Mnnday,  or  nexte  Schole  day  after  the  Sab* 
bath  dale,  in  the  morning  call  to  reconing  aU  such  of  the  Schollers 
as  ither  absent  themselves  from  such  conmiinge  to  the  Churche^ 
or  from  being  att  the  Churche,  or  came  tardy  to  it,  or  otherwise 
use  not  themselves  reverentlie  there  ih  prayer,  everie  of  them 
having  a  Prayer  booke  in  Latyn  or  Englishe  according  to  the 
Master  his  appointmente,  and  in  that  behalfo  to  use  correcdon 
as  shal  be  conveniente ;  and  that  by  the  said  Govemours  there  be 
appointed  in  the  Churche,  place  convenient  for  the  said  Schollers 
to  be  together,  and  not  any  other  boyes  or  children  to  be  there 
emongest  them,  to  th*end  their  silence  and  other  demeanour  maie 
the  better  be  scene  imto  and  reformed. 

89.  Item,  consideringe  that  vertewe  and  knowledge  by  praise 


TiiB  FsEB  Gkauuak  School  at  Sandvicb  owea  it*s  ori- 
gin to  The  Mayor,  JuratE,  and  Prindpal  inhabitants  of  the 
Town, — who,  in  1563,  agreed  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  by 
Subscription,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  EdiBce, — 
under  a  promise  from  Mr.  Roger  Manwood,  then  a  Bar- 
rister, to  endow  the  same  witli  lands,  of  sufiident  value  to 
suf^rt  the  building,  and  to  maintain  a  Master.  According- 
\j,  the  sum  of  £266..7..3.  was  immediately  collected,  and 
other  measures  were  taken  to  promote  the  Institution. 

It  happened  fortunately,  that  Archbishop  Pabkeb  was 
then  in  the  neighbourhood;  who,  approving  the  deugn, 
became  eminently  instrumental  in  it's  estabUshment.  He 
made  application  (o  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
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6xt  a  Grant  of  some  land  belonging  to  tlieir  Churcli,  wludi 
was  judged  to  be  a  proper  scite  lor  the  School — and  he, 
moreover,  wrote  to  his  friend,  Secretary  Cecil,  for  his  inte- 
rest with  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  procure  her  license,  tlur  the 
Foundation  and  Endowment 

On  the  1st  of  October  1563,  Letters  Patents  were  issued, 
by  which  Roger  M anwood,  of  Hackington,  was  empow- 
ered to  erect  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  Sandwich,  by  the 
name  of  <<  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Roorr  Mak* 
WOOD,  in  Sandwich  : " — 

That  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  th^  Suc- 
cessors, should  be  Govemours  of  the  same, — be  a  Body  Con 
porate,  by  the  title  of  <<  Governors  of  Thb  Free  School  of 
Roger  Manwood,  in  Sandwich,^ — might  plead  and  be 
impleaded  by  that  name,— might  purchase  estates  in  foe,  to 
the  value  of  £40.  a  year,— -and  have  a  Common  Seal : — 

And  Her  Majesty  further  gave  special  license  to  the 
said  Roger  Makwood,  to  give  and  grant  to  the  Go- 
vernors the  particular  estates  recited  in  the  subsequent  deed 
of  Feofiment, — with  other  grants  usual  in  instruments  of 
that  sort. 

On  the  2d  of  November  following,  Mr.  Manwood  ob- 
tiuned  a  grant  from  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
in  Fee  farm,  of  a  jnece  of  ground  inclosed  with  a  stone 
wall,^  thentofore  called  St  Thomcufs^  situate  within  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  near  to  Canterbury  Gate  there,  abut- 
ting the  Delfi  Stream  South,  and  the  High  Road  Norlli,— ^ 
together  with  a  piece  of  SaUi^  ovcr-agiunst  the  same 
groimd,  abutting  the  mouth  of  the  said  Stream  North,  and 
the  said  High  Road  South,— at  the  yearly  rent  of  20(L 


*  A  part  of  which  is  now  remaining,  and  has  lately  been  put 
into  complete  repair  by  The  Revd  Willum  Wodswortn,  the 
present  Incumbent. 
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Both  these  pteoes  of  land,  on  the  20th  of  Feby.  156^** 
with  90  acrei^  of  meadow,  pasture,  and  wood-land,  in  Hack- 
ingtmi  and  Northgate,  Mr.  ManWood  edecrffed  to  The 
Mayor  and  Jurats,  as  Trustees,  and  to  th^  SuocesscNrs 
ftr  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Sobool.  And  of  which  ibty  obtained  possesnon,  by  livery 
of  sdan,  in  the  month  of  March  foUowmg. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1580,  Sir  Roosb  Makwooo 
drew  up  the  fdlowing  Statctbs,"^  for  the  govenmient  of 

the  School : — 

1.  Inprimii,  I  ordeine,  that  the  MBOkr  of  the  saul  Scfaole^  at 


^  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  have  ever  since  holden  tb^se  lands, 
but  have  deprwedihe  School,  ibr  some  years^  of  the  rents  of  the 
Salts  Marsh,  which  amount  to  JC17*  a  year, — a  large  proportion 
of  the  Master^s  Income,  when  compared  with  £37*  the  whole  of 
it.  The  present  Master,  soon  after  his  appointment,  which  was 
legally  made  hi  1811,  and  duly  conJUrm^,  deemed  it  his  duty, 
according  to'tbe  Oath  of  his  Institution,  to  demkmd  of  the  Trus- 
tees the  Restitution  of  the  rents  of  those  SaUs.  This  was  refu- 
sed under  various  pretetfces ;  upon  which  a  plain  Case  was  laid 
befbre  an  eminent  Chancery  Council  whose  Opinion  is,  that  the 
Master  is  legally  entitled  to  the  rents  of  the  said  Salts.  On  this 
Opinion  being  rq)eatedly  declared  to  the  Trustees,  and  their 
final  answer  requested,  they  have  come,  at  length,  to  a  resolution 
to  restore  the  rents,  yrom  the  present  time,  to  the  Master,  pro- 
Mdbd  a  Common  Assembly  of  The  Corporation  of  Sandwich 
shall  sanction  such  resolve  of  the  Court,  i.  e.,  of  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats. 

^  These  90  acres  were  leased  €Dr  500  years  by  Sir  Roger 
MkKWooD  to  his  own  Family,  subjecftto  an  annual  rent-charge 
of  £20.  This  Estate  is  now  in'thetenure  of  the  Hales  Famfly 
of  Hackington  near  Canterbury,  whose  Stewards  pay  the  jCsa 
annually  to  The  Mayor  of  Sandwich  for  the  Master  of  the  School, 
who  duly  receives  it. 

'  These  Statutes  are  copied  fiom  fioYs*s  History  of  Sand- 
wich. All  of  them  do  not  appear  ever  to  have  been  carried  into 
effect,  and  cannot  now  be  found.  It  is  supposed  that  they  were 
entered  in  the  School  Register,  which  was  in  the  custody  of  The 
Mayor  and  Jurats,  in  1790.    On  the  confirmation  of  the  present 
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everie  a^oidamioe  from  time  to  time  doringe  my  lyfe^  shal  be  at 
my  apointemente :  and  that,  from  tyme  to  tyme,  at  every  avoid* 
aanoe  afler  my  deathe,  the  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shal  be 
from  tyme  to  tyme  chosen  by  the  Governors  of  the  Schole,*  cix.. 
The  Maior  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  for  the  tyme  beinge,  or  by 
the  more  number  of  them,  owte  of  Lyncolne  Colledge  of  Ox* 
forde,  yf  meete  persons  be  presented,  accordinge  to  certen 
wrightings  in  that  behalfie ;  to  which  Maior  and  Jurattes  dis- 
creacion  I  commyt  tiie  govemaunce  of  my  said  Schole  after  my 
deathe,  and  they  to  be  Uiereof  (jovemours. 

The  Schole«ma8ler  to  be  well  reported  q{.  Master  of  Artes  ii^ 
D^ree  yf  it  maie  be  convenientlie ;  alwaies  fbrsene,  that  the 
Scholemaster  and  Ussher  teach  the  Grammer  for  the  tyme 
apointedby  common  awctoiitie,  or  shorter  Grammers  beinge  not 
prohibited.  And  that  the  Sehole^master  be  firste  allowed  by  the 
Ordynarie,  and  by  examynacion  fownd  meete  bothe  for  his 
kamynge  and  diacreacion  of  teachinge^  as  also  for  his. honest 
oonversacion  and  righte  understandinge  of  €k>de8  trewe  reUgeoQ 
nowe  sett  fourth  by  publique  awcthoritie ;  whereunto  he  shall 
stur  and  move  his  Schollers,  and  also  shall  prescribe  unto  them 
sucfae  sentences  of  Holy  Scriptures  as  shal  be  moste  expedient 
to  induce  them  to  godlynes. 

t.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  my  death  the  Master  alwaies 
apointe  and  electe  the  Ussher,'  as  ofte  as  the  place  shal  be  void  j 
whome  so  apointed  and  presented  to  The  €k>vemQur8  they  do 
admitt  hym,  not  knowinge  sufficient  cause  to  refuse  l^ym ;  andj 
after  he  be  so  elected  and  admytted,  not  to  be  displaced  with- 


Master,  he  made  an  application  to  the  Trustees  for  theRegistef^ 
but  was  told  that  it  is  hit, 

*  The  Master  is  nominated  hj  The  Rector  and  Fellows  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxford,  in  coigunction  with  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  presented  to  His  Grace  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterburyfbr  Institution.  The  College  nominate  Two  Mas-, 
ters  of  Arts,  of  whom  The  Mayor  aud  Jurats  elect  One,— who^ 
being  presented  to  the  Archbishop,  is  instituted,  by  virtue  of  a 
Rat  from  His  Grace,  and  takes  the  regular  Oaths,  together 
with  the  Archbishop's  License.  The  present  Incumbent  was  so 
nominated,  elected,  and  instituted,  in  181 1 . 

'  The  present  Master,  desirous  to  raise  the  School  from  it*s 
dilapidsted  state,  did  appoint  an  Usher  in  1819  >  but  the  Gen- 
tleman, fin^g  no  support  firom  the  Town,  has  quitted  it  altot 
gether. 
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owte  the  consente  of  the  saidc  govemours.or  the  more  parte  of 
them. 

3.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that,  of  my  proper  landes  by  me  given  far 
maintenance  of  the  said  Schole>  the  Schole-master  yerlie  for  his 
Sallarie  or  Stipende  shal  be  paide  Twenty  Pounds :    and,  of  the 
landes  and  tenementes  by  me  conveyed  to  the  said  Schole  ac- 
cording to  the  Will  of  my  If^te  brother  Thomas  deceased,  the 
UMsher  yerlie  for  his  Sallarie  and  Stipend  shal  be  paied  Tenn 
powndes  ;S  and,  yf  by  any  occasion  the  Usshers  stipend  cannot 
80  anise  and  be  levied,  that  the  same  be  supplied  of  the  rentts 
of  the  landes  and  tenements  given  by  the  Testament  of  Thomas 
Thompson  deceased  :^  and  after  those  two  Sallaries  and  Sty- 
pendes  paied,  the  overplus  of  the  rentes  and  profittes  of  all  the 
said  landes  and  tenementes  to  be  yerlie  as  an  equal  divident 
betwene  the  Schole-master  and  Usshcr,  after  all  chardges  of 
reparacions  and  otherwies  towching  the  said    Schole-howse, 
Lands  and  Tenementes  necessarely  borne  and  allowed :  of  which 
reparacions  vewe  from  tyme  to  tyme  is  to  be  taken  by  the  said 
Govemours ;  for  doinge  whereof  in  suche  wise  that  things  de- 
cayenge  male  in  tyme  be  repaired^  and  things  wantinge  maie  be 
supplied  and  all  damages  forseene,  I  ordeine^  thattwoe  of  the 
Juratts  everie  yere,  on  the  Mundaie  nexte  after  the  Feaste  of 
St.  Mychaell  tharchaungell,  be  chosen  Surveiours,^  and  everie 
yere  to  vewe  the  same  twice  for  all  decaies  and  reparacions,  and 
thereupon  order  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  be  taken. 

4.  Item,  1  ordeine^  that,  of  such  SchoUers  as  in  the  same 
Schole  shal  be  tawghte,  those  that  be  Children  of  the  Inhabit- 
aunts  of  Sandwich  to  be  freUe  tawght,  withowte  any  thing  to  be 
demaunded  or  taken,  but  of  benevolence  shall  be  given  at  th*end 
of  everie  quarter  towardes  buieng  and  providinge  of  such  Dic- 
tionaries and  other  Bookes  as  shal  be  for  common  use  of  the 
SchoUers ;    and  the  reste  of  the  forreine  SchoUers  to  be  tawghte 


s  The  Trustees  never  obtained  possession  of  any  lands  or 
rents,  ybr  tht  Salary  of  an  Usher;  nor  does  it  appear,  that  an 
Usher  has  ever  been  found  necessary.  About  45  years  since,* 
the  Master  sqppointed  a  Deputy,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies,  who 
officiated  in  the  School  for  him. 

^  These  lands  and  tenements  never  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Trustees. 

*  These  Surveyors,  if  appointed,  have  made  no  repairs.  The 
house,  in  11811,  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  state,  as  weU  as  the 
walls.  The  present  Incumbent  has  made  repairs  at  the  expense 
of  several  Hundred  pounds,  defrayed  by  himself 
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for  such  price  and  rate,  as  by  the  Maior  or  lus  Diputte  and  two 
of  the  Juratts  at  the  leaste  and  by  the  Master,  from  tune  to  tone 
upon  th'admission,  shal  be  limit^  unto  the  Master,^  ha\'ing  res- 
pecte  to  the  Childe  and  Habilitie  of  his  Parents ;  And>  for 
suche  Children  as  alreadie  are  placed  in  the  Schole,  the  same 
order  upon  perusinge  is  to  be  observed. 

5.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  contynewe 
and  enjoye  their  howse  and  st3rpends,  with  the  garden  and  or- 
chard adjoyninge  during  theare  lives  not  suffidentUe  convicted 
to  have  neglected  their  office  :  and,  if  it  happen  either  of  them 
to  be  so  convicted  at  any  time,  yet  I  will  not  that  he  be  straight- 
waies  removed,  but  gently  warned  and  admonished,  by  me 
whiles  I  live,  and  after  my  deathe,  by  the  Governors  aforesaid  or 

.the  more  parte  of  them  :  and  so  for  the  second  time ;  and  then 
3rf  after  the  second  admonidon  he  doe  not  amend,  and  diligent- 
lie  ibUowe  his  office  and  chardge  in  the  Schole,  I  will  that  he  soe 
offending  be  utterlie  expulsed  and  amoved,  and  another  to  be 
received  in  hisrome ;  and  that  to  be  done,  after  my  deathe^  with 
all  diligence  by  the  said  (jovemors. 

6.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  neither  of 
them  be  a  common  gamester,  and  haunter  of  Taverns,  nor  by 
any  extraordinarie  or  unnecessarie  expenses  in  apparell  or  other- 
wies  become  an  in^Euny  to  the  School,  and  an  eviU  example  to  the 
yonge  -,  to  whome  in  all  points  they  owghte  to  shewe  themselves 
an  example  of  honest,  contynente  and  godlie  behaviour. 

7.  Item,  I,  desiringe  the  benefytt  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  towne  of  Sandwich  in  bordinge  of  Schollers  and  otherwies, 
doe  ordeine,  that  the  Master  of  the  saide  Gramer  Schole  shall 
not  take  to  boerde,  dyet  or  lodge  in  his  howse  or  roomes  or 
otherwies  above  the  nombre  of  Twelve  Schollers,  and  the  Ussher 
not  to  take  above  the  nomber  of  Sixe  SchoUars,  unles  yt  shall 
seeme  conveniente  to  the  said  Grovernors  that,  upon  some  good 
occasion  and  consideracion,  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  male 
have  a  more  nomber  at  boerd  and  lodging  with  them. 

8.  Item,  3rf  it  hi^pen  the  Master  or  Ussher  to  be  visited  with  a 
comon  disease,  as  the  agewe  or  any  curable  sicknes,  I  ordeine, 
that  he  soe  visited  betollerated  for  the  time,  and  his  stipend  al- 
lowed fully,  so  that  his  office  be  furnished  by  his  sufficiente 
Deputie.  But  yf,  which  Grod  forbidd,  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  fall  into  any  infective  and  incurable  disease,  specially 
thorowe  their  owne  evill  behaviour,  then  I  ordeine,  that  hk  so 


^  The  Emulation  is,  that  each  Day-scholar  shall  pay  the 
Master  Eight  guineas  per  annum  for  Tuition :  And  that  is  the 
sum  paid  by  each  Scholar  from  the  Town« 
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iafiected  be  vemoved  and  put  awaie,  sad  another  be  diosen  in  his 


9.  lipn,  if  it  happen  the  Master  or  Usdier,  after  long  tyme 
i^>ente  in  the  Sdiole>  to  waxe  impotente,  and  throwgh  age  or 
other  infinnities  not  habk  to  endnre  the  travell  and  labor  neoea* 
aarie  in  the  Schole^  I  ordeine>  he  be  Ihvorablie  borne  withall>  so 
that  his  office  be  furnished  l^  his  sofliciente  D^mtie,  althooghe 
be  faimselfe  be  not  hable. 

10.  Item,  I  ordeine>  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  be  at  libertie 
either  to  remaine  single  or  to  marie»  or  to  take  priesthoode,  so 
he  trowble  not  hymsdfe  with  any  benefice  of  cure  or  worldly 
businesse,  in  such  wies  that  shall  hinder  his  office  and  diUigeni 
attoidaunce  in  the  Schole. 

11.  Item,  I  orddne>  that,  yf  any  contrayersie  ha{qpen  to  anise 
and  growe  betwene  the  Master  wad  the  Ussher  at  any  time,  that 
then  yt  be  referred  to  me  the  Fownder  whiles  I  live,  and  alter  to 
the  Govemours  of  the  said  Sdiok,  and  they  to  stand  to  their 
order  and  detennynadon  upon  peine  of  depr3rvasion  firom  their 
office. 

12.  Item^  1  ordeine,  that  neither  the  Master  or  Ussher  withowte 
license  of  the  said  goremours  absent  themselyes  above  Twenty 
daies  in  the  yere  from  the  Schole,  nor  soe  muche  but  upon  good 
and  urgent  cause,  and  in  that  vacant  tyme  the  one  to  supplie  the 
others  office,  upon  some  good  convenient  allowaunce  as  they  can 
agree,  so  as  boikhe  at  once  male  not  in  any  wies  be  absente  from 
the  said  Schole. 

13.  Item,  yf  yt  happen  to  be  suche  contagious  sicknesi  as  the 
Plague  or  such  like,  that  by  consideracion  of  the  said  Govemours 
the  teaching  of  the  said  Schole  for  the  tyme  beinge  muste  cease 
and  not  meete  to  oontynewe,  yet  neverthelesse  I  ordeine,  that 
both  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  have  their  Stipendes  fully  paid, 
beinge  allwaies  in  rediness  to  teache  so  sone  as  God  shall  make 
sudie  contagious  sicknes  cease. 

14.  Item,  If  it  happen  the  Master  or  the  Ussher  to  die  at  any 
time  in  their  office,  I  ordeine,  that  their  executors  or  assigns  shall 
receave  so  much  money  as  for  his  or  their  service  is  accomptable 
to  be  dewe  at  the  hower  of  his  or  their  deathes  after  the  rate  per 
diem,  and  in  such  case  the  rome  to  be  supplied  with  as  muche 
convenient  speed  as  male  be.  And,  for  that  vacant  time  the 
Survivor  to  fumishe  the  whole  chardge,  and  to  receave  so  muche 
as  for  both  is  dewe  at  that  time. 

15.  Item,  I  ordeine,  none  to  be  taughte  in  this  Schole  but  that 

firste  the  Master  be  spoken  withall  by  his  or  their  firiends,  and  to 

be  allowed  by  ihe  master^s  admission  and  by  the  Maior  or  his 

Deputie  and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  requiringe  that  the  Master, 

by  cawsing  to  be  redd  doe  cause  his  friendes  to  understande  suche 
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pomtesi^the  SiaiuUi  and  Ordmaimc«f  as  hereafter  fbllowelh,  and 
he  or  they  being  willing  to  obey  the  same }  then  the  Master  th&U 
admitt  aney  suche  SchoUer>  provided  that  every  Scholler  hereafter 
to  be  admitted  be  hable^  before  hii  admissUm  into  the  Scheie  to 
write  competentUe  and  to  reade  perfoctUe  both  EngUshe  and 
Lattyne,  and  that  the  Border  doe  undertake,  imder  the  paine  of 
fyve  marcs>  that  the  same  Scholler  shal  be  from  tyme  to  tyme 
furnished  with  all  necessaries  meete  /or  his  leaminge,  and  that 
suche'  SchoUer  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  Schole  under  one 
monethes  waminge,  and  not  otherwiese  but  by  publique  order 
in  the  presence  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie  and  twoe  of  his 
Bretheren,  and  so  openlie  to  take  his  leave,  and  further  shewinge 
some  probable  cause  of  his  departure  5  and>  upon  proofe  and 
triall  of  every  SchoUers  capacity,  after  a  convenient  tyme  being 
in  the  Schole  and  not  found  meete  to  leame,  to  signify  the  same 
to  his  friends,  and  then,  by  assent  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  to  remove  him  j  and  none  to  be  a 
Scholler  there  but  he  doe  boerd  within  the  Towen,  unless  he 
doe  lodge  within  one  mile  and  a  haulfe  of  the  Towen ;  and  none 
to  tarrie  above  Sixe  yeares  in  learning  there  withowte  a  great 
cause  alledged  and  allowed  by  the  said  govemours  for  the  tyme 
beinge  5  and  suche  as  alredie  are  placed  in  the  Schole  to  atteine 
writmge  competentUe  within  one  quarter  of  a  yere  next  cominge,  or 
ells  to  be  removed  till  they  can  attain  the  same. 

16.  Item,  I  will  and  ordeine,  that  in  the  said  Towne  of  Sand- 
wich none  other  Grammer  Schole  be  tawghte  $  and  farther,  yf  any 
Schollar  shall  departe  owte  from  this  Schole  withowte  cause  of 
sickness,  and  be  tawghte  in  any  other  Schole,  that  after  suche  de- 
parture the  same  Scholler  shall  not  be  readmytted  withowte  spedall 
consent  of  the  Master,  and  that  upon  such  cawse  as  shal  be  allowed 
by  the  said  Grovemours. 

17*  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  yf  the  SchoUers  parentes  be  noe 
dwellers  in  the  Towne  of  Sandwich  aforesaid,  then  his  friends 
shall  not  place  him  in  any  suche  bowse  to  be  horded,  as  the 
Master  sludl  signefy  to  the  parentes  that  yt  hath  been  and  is 
likelie  to  be  an  occation  of  Soollers  to  fDllowe  idleness,  gamynge 
and  other  vayne  pastimes  not  beseminge  students.  Therefore^  to 
avoid  all  such  inconvenience,  not  only  the  partie  that  taketh  the 
Scholler  or  SchoUers  to  boerd  shaU  fiiithfuUy  promise  to  the 
Master  before  his  or  their  admission  to  keepe  them  contynually 
from  aU  unthriftie  pastimes  and  games  in  his  house,  and  further 
to  ktt  the  Master  betimes  have  informacion  in  case  he  knowe 
that  they  be  lewdlie  occupied  within  or  withoute  his  house,  not 
in  any  jpointe  boulstringe  up  their  eviU  $  but  also,  yf  aney  suche 
misorder  or  defiuilte  in  the  partie  that  taketh  Uie  SchoUer  to 
boide  shal  be  fownde  as  the  Master  shal  thereof  lyake  complaint 
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imto  the  Gorenumn,  and  then  not  reformed;  then  the  said 
partie  to  be  sedttded  fit)m  having  aney  SchoUera  of  this  Schole 
to  boerde ;  and  the  like  dillygence  to  be  used  by  suche  parentes 
at  ahall  dwell  in  Sandwich  and  have  their  Children  SchoUers  in 
the  saide  Schole^  upon  paine  of  suche  Schellers  to  be  removed 
and  put  from  the  Scole. 

IS.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  everie  SchoUer  at  his  firste  admission 
into  this  schole  shall  paie  Six  pence,  if  his  parentes  be  inhabit- 
inge  and  the  Scholler  lodging  in  Sandwich ;  and  Twdve  pence, 
if  his  parentes  be  not  inhabitinge  or  the  Scholler  not  lodginge 
there^  to  the  common  Boxe ;  with  whiche  money  the  master  at 
his  discreacion  shall  provide  necessarie  Bookes^  as  Dictionaries 
or  other^  for  the  common  use  of  the  Schollcrs. 

19.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  as  ofte  as  any  Scholler  dQthe  abaente 
himselfe  finom  the  Schole^  having  no  occasion  of  sicknes^  or  shal 
be  wantinge  withowte  leave  of  the  Master^  he  shall^  besydes  his 
oorreccion  at  his  retume>  paie  to  the  common  Boxe  for  everie 
dates  absence  a  peney  as  the  daies  come  to. 

SO.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  keep  y®  register^  and  in 
the  same  write  the  names  and  surname'  of  everie  Scholler  and 
the  daie  of  his  entringe^  which  shall  not  be  on  aney  other  daie 
but  on  the  workinge  Tewsdaie  of  everie  week  usually  to  keepe 
Schoole,  and  not  withowte  consente  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  two  of  the  Juratts  firste  had  and  thereat  present.  And  the 
nid  Master  of  the  Grammar  Schole  everie  yere>  the  Mundaie 
nezte  after  the  Feast  of  Sainte  Mychaell  th'archangell^  shall  at 
the  said  Schole-house  yeld  to  die  said  Govemours  a  trewe 
accompte  of  all  suche  Schollers  as  have  been  receaved  into  the 
said  Schole,  and  the  names  of  suche  as  have  departed  thence ; 
and  that  a  trewe  accompte  be  made  and  keapte  thereof,  and  in 
presence  of  the  said  Govemours  fully  answered  to  th*use  of  the 
Schole  of  all  suche  admission  money  so  receaved  to  the  common 
use  of  the  said  Schole. 

81.  Item,  acknowledginge  God  to  be  th'only  awthor  of  all 
knowledge  and  vertewe,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher 
of  this  my  Schole,  or  one  of  them  at  leaste,  with  their  Schollers, 
at  halfe  hour  before  Seaven  of  the  clock,  doe,  firste  devoutly 
kneeling  on  their  knees,  praie  to  Almighty  God,  according  to 
the  forme  by  the  Master  prescribed,  on  everie  Schole  daie. 

22.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  Praier,  they  both  attend  the 
Schole  dilHgentlie,  teachinge,  reading  and  interpretinge,  untill 
Eleven  of  the  clock  of  the  forenoon,  and  not  to  departe  wi^out 
uigent  cause,  but  in  any  wiese  one  to  be  present  allwaie, 

23.  Item,  I  ordeine,  thai  by  One  of  the  clock  after  dinner  they 
both  resorte  eftsones  to  the  Schole,  theare  to  attend  the  Schole 
tni  Five  of  the  dock  at  Eveninge,  or  more,  according  to  the  time 
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of  the  yere,  at  the  discreasum  of  the  Master;  and  then  deTOOl^ 
on  their  knees  to  praie,  in  form  by  the  Master  to  be  prescribed. 

24.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  do  usually 
speak  in  the  Lattyn  tonge  to  their  Schollers  that  doe  understande 
tiie  same. 

25.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master,  twice  in  one  moneth  at 
the  leaste,  examine  those  which  be  under  the  Ussher's  hand,  to 
understand  howe  they  profyt  and  goc  forward  in  leaminge. 

26.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Ussher  practise  and  use  suche 
order  and  forme  in  teachinge,  as  the  Master  shall  think  good  amd 
prescribe. 

97'  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Ussher,  shall  not  give  remedie  or  leave  to  play  above  once  in  a 
week,  unlesse  the  said  governors  or  some  honourable  or  worship- 
full  person  present  in  the  Sdiole  house  shall  rcquier  the  same,  so 
as  that  farther  lycence  be  but  once  a  week,  and  not  two  dates 
togetiier,  nor  in  any  forenoon,  and  not  withowte  shewinge  some 
exercise  of  leamynge  in  presence  of  hym  that  asketh  the  same. 

96.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  all  the  Schollers  upon  the  Sabbath 
date  and  holy  dates  resort  in  dewe  time  to  the  Schole-house,  and 
from  thence  by  two  and  two  in  order  to  goe  to  Devyne  Service  m 
the  nexte  Parishe  Churche  in  Sandwich  wherein  English  Service 
is  used,  the  Master,  if  he  be  there,  going  before  them,  and  the 
Ussher,  if  he  be  there,  after  them ;  but  one  of  them  at  the  least 
being  present  to  oversee  them  -,  And,  in  like  order  to  departe  by 
two  and  two  owte  of  the  churche  when  the  Master  or  Ussher 
then  present  shall  apointe  them  to  departe.  And,  on  every 
Saturday  in  the  afternoon,  before  their  going  to  churche,  the 
Master  and  Ussher  or  one  of  them  with  all  the  Schollers 
devoutlie  on  their  knees,  the  Schollers  aloud,  to  saie  one  pre- 
scribed forme  of  Praier,  wherein  shal  be  made  mencion  of  the 
Church,  the  Realme,  the  Prince,  the  Estate  of  the  Towne,  and  the 
Fownder  and  his  Posteritie.  And  I  ordayne,  that  the  Master  and 
Ussher  duelie  everie  Mnnday,  or  nexte  Schole  day  after  the  Sab^ 
bath  daie,  in  the  morning  call  to  reconing  all  such  of  the  Schollers 
as  ither  absent  themselves  from  such  comminge  to  the  Churche ^ 
or  from  being  att  the  Churche,  or  came  tardy  to  it,  or  otherwise 
use  not  themselves  reverentlie  there  ih  prayer,  everie  of  them 
having  a  Prayer  booke  in  Latyn  or  Englishe  according  to  the 
Master  his  appointmente,  and  in  that  behalfo  to  use  correcdon 
as  shal  be  conveniente  -,  and  that  by  the  said  Govemours  there  be 
appointed  in  the  Churche,  place  convenient  for  the  said  Schollers 
to  be  together,  and  not  any  other  boyes  or  children  to  be  there 
emongest  them,  to  th*end  their  silence  and  other  demeanour  maic 
the  better  be  scene  unto  and  reformed. 

29.  Item,  consideringe  that  vertewe  and  knowledge  by  praise 
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and  rewsrd  is  in  all  estates  maynteined  and  encreased  and  espe- 
cially in  yowthe^  I  ordeine>  that>  alter  my  deathe^  everie  yere 
oiioe>  mz,,  the  Tewsdaie  nexte  after  the  Feaste  of  St.  Mychaell 
th*  aichangell>  there  be  kept  in  the  Schole  disputacions,  upon 
quatUms  pnmded  by  the  Master,  from  Seven  or  Eigl^  of  the 
Clock  in  the  forenone  till  Nine  or  Ten  of  the  Clock  followinge ; 
aft  which  disputadons,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master  desire  the  Par- 
sons and  Vicars  of  the  Towne^  with  one  or  two  other  of  know- 
ledge or  more  dwelling  nighe^  to  be  present  in  the  Schole  if  it 
please  them  to  hear  the  same.  The  disputadon  ended^  to  de- 
termine which  three  of  the  hole  nmnber  of  several  forms  have 
done  best  by  the  judgements  of  the  Master  and  learned  hearers : 
and  I  ordeine^  that  the  first  allowed  have  a  Penn  of  Silver  whole 
of  the  price  of  2<.  6<l. ;  the  second,  a  Penn  of  Silver  parcell 
of  the  value  of  2<. ;  the  thirds  a  Pettn  of  silver  of  20d.^  for 
their  rewardes :  and  then  I  will,  that  the  hole  ccnnpany  goe  in 
order  decentlie  by  two  and  two  unto  theParishChurch  of  OurLadye 
aforesaid^  the  three  victors  to  come  laste  nexte  to  the  Master  and 
Ussher>  and  ither  of  them  having  a  Garland  on  their  heads  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose^  and  in  the  Church  then  and  there  to  kneele 
or  stand  in  some  convenient  place  to  be  apointed  by  the  discrea- 
cion  of  the  Govemours  and  Master  of  the  Schole>  and  to  saie  or 
singe  some  convenient  Psalme  or  Himpne,  with  a  Collet  having 
some  convenient  rememberaunce  and  making  mencion  of  the 
Church,  the  Realme,  the  Prince,  the  Tawne  and  the  Fawnder,  as 
shal  be  (qxnnted  and  devised  by  the  Master, 

30.  Item,  eoerie  absence  fr<nn  Churche  or  from  such  assemblies, 
and  everie  unreverent  bdiaviour  at  any  time,  to  be  sharply 
punished :  and  likewies  honestie  and  cleanlyness  of  lief,  speache 
and  manners,  and  namelie  lowliness  and  courtesie,  to  be  sta- 
blished  by  all  good  meanes ;  pride,  rybawdrie,  lying,  pyckinge 
and  blasphemynge  to  be  sharplie  punished. 

31.  Item,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Master  or  Usher,  or 
aney  of  their  friendes,  at  going  away  frvm  their  office  to  spoile  or 
take  awaie  with  them  aney  suche  thinge  as  is  or  shal  be  sett  up  and 
fastened  in  their  howse  or  howses,  or  planted  in  their  orchards  or 
gardens,  or  as  stock  or  store  placed  in  the  schoole  howsinge,  but 
fkelie  to  leave  the  same  with  as  good  virill  as  for  their  tyme  they 
have  eiyoyed  th*  use  thereof.' 

32.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  govemours  aforesaid  shall  have 
in  their  handes  an  inventorie  of  all  things  that  aperteine  unto

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the  Schole^  be  they  bookes  or  beddinge  or  other  implemente8>  in 
the  Master  or  Usdier'a  house,  or  in  the  Schole,  so  that  at  the 
departure  they  maie  be  ataied  and  reserved  as  aperteineth  in  that 
behalf. 

35.  Item,  for  that  digressinge  in  order  of  teachiqge  according 
to  the  severall  natures  and  disposicions  of  everie  Schole-maater 
or  Ussher  maiegreately  hinder  the  Sdiollers^  and  for  that  a  con- 
venient direccion  therein  of  some  ordinarie  Bookes  to  be  read 
and  some  Exercises  to  be  used  maie  greatly  further  the  Schol* 
lers ;  therefore  I  ordeine^  that  the  Schole  shal  be  divided  into  a 
omvenient  nombre  of  formes>  some  to  be  taught  by  the  Master 
and  th'  other  by  the  Ussher,  and  as  neare  as  shal  be  thoughte 
conveniente  by  the  Master  for  the  time  beinge ;  the  Bookes  and 
order  of  teachinge  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  used,  or  suche  other 
as  by  common  aucthoritie,  or  ells  by  the  Fownder  or  ArchbyMMhop 
for  the  time  being,  shal  be  prescrihi^. 

34.  Of  the  Us^ier's  formes,  the  first  shall  leara  the  Accidence 
to  the  rules  of  construccion,  and  be  exercised  in  declyning  of 
nownes  and  verbes  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
foce  to  The  Queenes  Grammar  :  the  second  form  shall  learae 
the  rules  of  construccion,  and  therewith  have  Cato  read  unto 
them,  and  be  exercised  in  making  of  Lat3me,  and  other  lyke,  by 
discreadon;  the  third  form  shal  have  read  unto  them  such 
Lattine  Catachtsme  as  shal  be  sett  forth  by  publique  aucthoritie, 
and  the  Dialogs  of  OutUio,  and  be  exerdsed  in  touming  of 
Lattin  into  English  and  English  into  Lattin,  and  other  lyke>  by 
diacreeion. 

35.  The  first  form  in  the  Master's  charge  shall  have  read  unto 
them  Terrence,  the  Epistells  of  TuUey  chosen  by  Sturing,  and 
Apthomi  Progymnasmaia,  and  be  exercised  in  vafying  of  Latine 
and  in  practising  th*  exercises  of  u^^Aohum  at  tyraes  apointed^  and 
other  lyke,  by  discreadon :  the  second  forme  shall  have  red  to 
them  Sahut,  TuUu  Offtces,  with  the  rules  of  versefienge,  and 
VtrgUTa  Eglogt,  or  some  chaste  poet,  and  shall  use  th*  exercises 

,  of  Uie  first  forme,  with  doing  tiie  same,  anddisputinge  extempore, 
and  other  lyke,  by  discreadon :  the  third  forme  shall  have  red 
to  them  TuUie*4  Oracumi,  rtrgiWs  Enefdot,  the  J^istles  of 
Horace,  and  certen  of  his  chaste  Odee  chosen,  and  have  th*  ex- 
ercises of  the  second  forme,  with  making  of  verses,  and  oUier 
lyke,  by  discreadon. 

36.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  as  manie  of  the  rules  foUowinge 
shal  be  observed  as  by  discreadon  of  the  Master  shal  be  from 
tyme  to  tyme  thought  meete,  or  other  lyk  at  his  discreadon  3 
that  is  to  sale,  everie  lesson  shal  be  saidvrithout  booke  and  con- 
strued into  Englishe  by  everie  Scholler  reading  that  author:  the 
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ioordet  BhaUfint  he  Englished  aeoeraUie  as  the  GrammaticaU  con* 
Hruccion  Ueth,  and  afterwards  the  hole  sentence  or  lesson  rehersed 
in  English  as  it  lieth  together,^'  In  the  pamng  the  teacher  shall 
not  need  more  then  to  examyn  which  Scholler  he  will>  at  adven-* 
ture^  upon  which  wordes  he  will  in  the  lesson.     The  phrases^ 
gynanomies^  and  elegances  shal  be  chosen  out  and  apointed  to 
tjhe  Schollere  to  write.    Everie  Mondaye  the  Ussher  shal  deliver 
an  Englishe  of  two  lines  to  his  second  form,  and  of  ten  lines  to 
Ms  third  forme^to  be  translated  into  Liattin  at  thsirvacuit  times 
l^ainst  Thursdaye  afltemoone.    The  Master  shal  at  and  against 
the  same  times  deliver  to  his  first  form  some  Epystell  which  he 
hath  Englished  out  of  TuUey ;  to  the  second  forme,  some  matter 
ttanslated  out  of  TuUey,  Cesar,  or  Idme;  to  the  third  forme> 
some  question  wherof  themselves  shaU  write  marte  proprio. 
Everie  Thursdaye  after  dinner  every  SchoUers  doings  to  be  read, 
the  foultes  gently  shewed,  the  transkdon  compared  with  the 
originall,  and  then  the  Children  disnoissed  to  play  at  the  discrea- 
don  of  the  Master,  not  otherwies  but  as  he  findeth  deserte.    In 
sudie  Thursdaies  doinges,  and  all  other  exercises,  promptinge 
and  helping  one  of  another  to  be  more  punished  then  lack  of 
well  doinge,  with  rodd,  shame,  restraint  of  plaie,  or  otherwyse. 
Eoery  Friday,^  or  Saturday,  or  one  of  them,  shal  be  spent  in  re- 
hersal  of  the  leaminge  of  that  week  neere  spent.    The  Schollers 
of  the  Master  his  forms,  for  furnishing  oi  their  declaracions, 
disputadons  and  other  exercises,  shal  be  called  upon  to  have 
and  read  in  private  studie  Lioie,  all  good  histories,  poetes,  bookes 
of  common  places,  sentences,  apothegmes,  and  such  like ;  and 
accordinge  to  their  well  doinge  to  have  the  highest  places  with 
other  prderments  and  priviledges  of  fovor,  and  in  no  case  aney 
respecte  therein  shall  be  had  of  birth,  welth,  parentes,  or  any 
tiling  -but  of  profiting  in  learnings   and  at  everie  Christmas 
time,  if  the  Master  doe  think  mete,  to  have  one  Comedie  or 
Tragedie  of  chaste  matter  in  Latin  to  be  played,  the  partes  to  be 
divided  4o  as  many  Schollars  as  maie  be,  and  to  be  learned  at 
vacant  times.    And  if  the  Master  for  the  time  shall  not  see  good 
to  observe  the  form  or  course  of  teachinge  the  Bookes  or  Auc- 
thors  before  mentioned,  that  neverthelesse  he  doe  followe  som 
snche  matter  of  the  same  as  he  shall  think  expedient.     And  in 
mine  opinion,  during  a  SchoUar*s  remayninge  in  the  Grammar

37*  Item,  besides  these  rules>P  ordinances,  and  statutes  by  «ie 
left  in  a  table  hanging  in  the  said  Schole,  I  ordeine>  that  there 
shal  be  truely  written  word  for  word  two  copies  of  the  same  ordi- 
nances,  th'  one  to  remaine  in  the  handes  of  the  governors  afore- 
said, and  th'  other  in  the  handes  of  the  Master  of  my  Schole,  or 
at  suche  time  as  the  Master  his  place  is  vacant  to  remaine  in  the 
Ussher*s  liandes,  so  that  they  in  each  parte  maie  remember  what 
aperteineth  to  their  offices,  chardge  and  dewties;  and  also  at 
the  admission  of  any  Master  and  Ussher,  they  shall  promise  be- 
fore honest  witnes  for  to  keep  and  see  executed  all  such  points 
as  concern  them,  and  their  Schollers,  to  the  uttermost  of  their 
power  during  all  the  time  that  they  remaine  in  that  office. 

38.  Item,  that  both  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  endeavour 
themselves  to  the  contynuall  profytinge  of  all  the  Schollers  of 
the  said  Grammar  Scheie,  and  of  their  partes  foithfiilly  observe 
and  keepe  all  the  pointes  and  articles  within  the  foresaid  orders 
conteyned,  as  by  the  same  orders  thereof  made  more  plainly 
doth  and  maie  appeare. 

89.  And  finally,  if  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  shall  manifestly 
and  wilfully  neglecte  or  breake  any  of  the  said  orders,  bdn^ 
thereof  twice  solemnly  admonished  by  the  Govemours  aforesaicC 
and  notwithstandinge  continewe  the  breache  thereof,  that  then 
it  shal  be  lawful  to  the  same  Maior  and  moste  parte  of  the 
Juratts,  govemours  aforesaid,  first  having  the  assent  of  the 
Fownder  whiles  he  liveth,  to  expell  and  putt  oute  the  partie  so 
ofiendinge  and  to  place  another  hable  man  in  his  roome  or 
office. 

40.  Provided  allwaies,  that,  during  the  life  of  the  Fownder  it 
shal  be  lawfull  for  him  to  add  or  alter  everie  or  any  of  the  rules 
and  ordinances  before  mendoned,  or  hereafter  to  be  mendoned, 
touching  or  concerning  the  said  Schole  and  other  the  prenusses 
or  any  parte  thereof.  And  if  any  ambiguitie  shall  hereafter  arise 
for  the  trewe  understandinge  of  any  rule  or  ordinance  touching 
the  Schole,  the  interpretadon  and  construction  thiereof  is  to  the 
Fownder  during  his  life,  and,  after  his  death,  to  the  Archbisshop 
ilf  Canterhurie  for  the  time  being,  ordinarie  of  the  place"

said  Rector  and  Fello¥rs  fraoL  any  part  of  the  kingdom ; 
and  two  by  The  Gk>yemors  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  in 
Sandwich,  out  of  the  sud  Grammar  School,  aUemia  victims; 
first,  one  by  The  Rector  and  Fellows ;  and  after,  one  other 
by  the  said  Grovemors ;  and  so,  by  like  turn  and  course  of 
election  and  nomination,  for  ever.  These  lands,  the  said 
Roger  covenants,  shall  yield  to  the  asid  Rector  and  Fellows 
a  dear  yearly  rent  of  £1 1..6..8. ;  of  which  sum,  the  Rector 
and  Fellows  covenant  to  pay  yearly  to  the  said  Four  Scho- 
lars, £10..13..4 ;  that  is  to  say,  £2..13..4  each,  half  yearly, 
towards  the  Exhibition  and  charges  of  finding  of  the  said 
Scholars ;  which  Four  Scholars  shall  be  called,  *'  The  Scho- 
lars of  Robert  Trapps,  of  London,  Goldsmith,  and  of 
JoANE  his  Wife.*"  The  Rector  and  Fellows  to  give  notice 
to  the  SchooUnctstery  at  the  SchooUumse  in  Scmdwichy 
mMn  Twenty  dat/s,  of  every  vacancy ;  and,  upon  failure 
of  the  Governors'  nomination  in  turn  within  Twenty  days 
after  such  notice,  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Rector 
and  Fellows.  The  remmmng  13^.  4J.  to  go  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Rector  and  Fellows.  And  the  Groveraors  of  the 
School  covenant  that,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Roger,  upon 
every  avoidance  of  the  School-master'^s  place,  they  will 
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within  Twenty  days  give  notice  to  the  said  Rector  and  Fel- 
lows at  the  College  House:  and  if,  within  Twenty  days 
next  after  such  notice,  the  said  Rector  and  Fellows  in  writ- 
ing under  their  Conunon  Seal,  to  the  lilayor  of  Sandwich, 
or  to  the  Usher  at  the  School-house  shall  deliver  the  names 
of  two  persons,  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  duly  qualified, 
Aey  the  said  Grovemors  will  make  choice  of  one  of  them 
within  Twen^  days ;  or,  in  default  thereof,  the  nomination 
qfiudi  Mcuter.io  btin  ihe  Archbishop  of  Canterbun/y  the 
See  being  full,  and  he  within  the  Realm ;  or  else,  the  See 
being  void,  or  he  being  out  of  the  Realm,  in  The  Dean  of 
Canterburyjbr  ihe  time  being. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  1570,  Serjeant  Maxwood 
conveyed  to  The  Governors  of  the  School,  the  Salts  oppodte 
thereto;  and  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  obtained poeseesion  of 
the  same,  by  livery  of  seinn,  in  the  month  of  March  follow- 
ing. 

Thomas  Manwood,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2^  of  October, 
1570,  directs  his  brothers  Roger  and  John,  or  the  Survivor, 
within  two  years  after  his  decease,  to  convey  to  the  Grovem- 
ors of  his  lm>ther  Roger'^s  Free  Grammar  Sdiool  in  Sand- 
wich, as  much  of  his  lands  and  tenements  as  shall  amount 
to  the  dear  yearly  rent  of  Ten  pounds,  to  and  for  the  better 
maintenance  and  sustentation  of  the  same  Sdiool ;  that  is  to 
say,  for  an  Usher,  when  cause  shall  require ;  or,  for  other 
necessary  matters  of  maintenance  of  the  said  School,  in  such 
form,  as  during  the  life  of  the  Founder  shall  be  thought 
meet  to  him ;  and,  after  his  death,  as  shall  be  thought  meet 
to  the  Governors.  Under  this  Will,  Roger  Manwood,  the 
surviidng  executor,  by  an  instrument  in  his  own  hand- 
writing, dated  the  SOth  of  September  15727  conveyed  to  the 
said  governors  a  comer  messuage,  sometime  a  Store-house^^ 


^  These  messuages  being  in  a  ruinous  state,  were  sold  or  con- 
veyed by  the  Trustees  in  coadderadon  of  the  sum  of  £lOO*

By  Indenture  tripartite,  dated  the  SOdi  of  January,  1581, 
between  Sir  Roger  Manwood,  Einight,  Lord  ChirfJBaroDof 
tbe  Ezdiequer,  The  Master  cnr  Cuatos  and  Fellows  cf  The 
College  of  Gonvyle  and  CSaius  founded  in  Honour  of  The 
Annundatian  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  in  The  Univer- 
Aj  of  Cambridge,  and  The  Governors  of  liiePree  Grammar 
School  of  Roger  Manwood  in  Sandwich,  the  said  Sir  Rcger, 
as  surviving  executor  of  the  VTiSi  of  Joan  Teapps,  Widow, 
by  baigain  and  sale,  conveys  to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows 
a  messuage^  or  Farm-House,  called  Bodkine,  in  Swalediff, 
near  WhitstaUe  in  Kent^  iogeiher  mA  Fifty^eoen  acres 
and  three  roods  of  land  in  the  Parishes  of  SwalediflP,  Whit- 
stable,  and  Hackington,  in  Kent;  and  Sir  Roger  covenants, 
tiiat  the  prenuses  are  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £ll..6..8. 
In  conrideration  ct  which,  the  Master  and  Fellows  covenant 
to  pay  annually  to  Four  Fellows  ^ their  Collc^  £  1 0..  1 3..4., 
four  marcs  to  each.  The  said  Scholars  io  be  nominated  by 
£Kr  ^Uiger  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  Grovernors 
of  the  said  Free  School,  and  I^  the  said  Master  andFdlows, 


Stock,  vested  in  the  3  per  Cents.,  the  interest  of  which,  £5.,  is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 

'  There  is  no  tenement  in  Pound  Garden,  but  the  rent  of  it  is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 
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dUemcdeh/.*  Notice  of  avoidance  to  be  pveo,  in  writing,  by 
ih€  MaeUr  and  Fettoms  to  Sir  Roger,  or  the  GrovemoTBy 
within  Fifteen  days ;  such  notice  to  be  left  with  the  Master 
or  Usher  of  PatMe  (St  Paul's)  School,  for  the  time  being ; 
and  upon  failure  of  nomination  within  one  month,  then  the 
vacancy  to  be  supplied  by  the  said  Master  and  FeUowa. 
The  Schohurs  to  be  called,  <<  The  Schohurs  of  Robeet 
Tkapps,  of  London,  Gdidsmith,  and  Joans  his  Wife."  In 
de&ult  of  notice  as  above  stated,  then  the  Master  and  FellowB 
to  forfeit  to  Sir  Roger,  or  the  Governors,  four  marcs, 
nomine  poenas^  and  for  every  day,  after  the  said  Fifteen 
days,  Twelve  pence.  The  remaining  15^..4d.  to  go  to  the 
said  Master  and  Fellows,  fc^  the  use  of  the  said  College. 

Sir  Roger,  during  his  life,  took  the  rents  of  the  estates, 
which  he  had  enfeoffed  to  the  Gkivemors  of  his  Sdiod, 
pajring  the  Master's  Salary  r^ularly  to  his  death,  which 
happened  in  the  year  1592.  After  whidi.  Sir  Peter  Man- 
wood.  Knight,  Heir  and  Executor  of  Sir  Roger,  recaved 
the  rents,  and  paid  the  Salary  of  the  Master,  until  a  fisw 
years  before  he  died. 

But,  Sir  Jdin  Manwood,  Knight,  his  son  and  heir,  or 
others  claiming  under  him,  took  the  issues  of  the  said  estates 
to  their  own  use,  inthout  making  any  payment  to  the  Master. 
Upon  which,  the  Governors  of  the  School,  in  1633,  sued  out 
a  Commission  upon  the  Statute  for  CharitaUe  uses ;  whidi 
came  out  on  the  14th  of  May,  in  that  year;  and  an  Inqui* 
sition  was  taken,  and  a  Return  made,  by  Sir  Edward  Boys, 
Launoebt  Lovelace,  Edward  Hadde,  Thomas  Denne,  Wil- 
liam Watmer,  and  Edmund  Parbo,  Esqrs^  who,  in  March, 


•  As  the  Raster  is  misnng,  it  cannot  be  stated  whether  the 
Biaster  and  Fellows  of  Gonville  and  Cahis  College  have  paid  the 
rents  to  Fellows  or  Scholars  nominated  to  them  from  the  Foun- 
dation of  Sir  RooBB  Manwood  in  Sandwich  i  but^  it  is  sup- 
po8ed>  that  they  cannot  refuse  to  receive  such  Sdiolam^  when 
duly  nominated. 
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1634,  decreed  and  ordered,  that  the  Governors  should  enter 
inio  ihe  seoeral  Estates^  and  take  the  rents,  and  hold  and 
enjoy  the  eamejbr  ever,  according  to  the  purport  and  intenit 
qfihedeedqfjeqffment  and  grant  made  by  Roger  Manxooodj 
Esq^  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats ;  and  that  the  said  Mayor 
and  Jurats  should  pay  to  the  Schocd-master  all  arrears  of 
Salary,  and  Forty  pounds  for  damages.  Whereupon  a  writ 
of  execution  followed,  dated  the  6th  of  May,  1634.  But, 
Sir  John  Manwood  and  Lady  Frances  Manwood,  Widow, 
put  exceptions  into  the  Court  of  Chancery  against  the  decree 
of  the  Commissioners;  upon  these  grounds,  prindpally,  that 
Sir  Roger  Manwood  intended  to  the  School  only  Twenty 
Pounds  a  year  for  the  Sdiool-master ;  and  that,  before  the 
making  of  the  feoffinent  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats,  he  did 
make  a  lease  of  the  lands,  mentioned  therein,  for  the  term  of 
500  years  to  Edward  Peke  and  William  Claybroke ;  r^^serv- 
ing  only  the  yearly  rent  of  Twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  Jurats  and  their  Successors,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  Master :  which  lease  was  afterwards,  viz,, 
on  the  10th  of  January,  157l»  lawfully  assigned  back  again 
to  the  sud  Roger  Manwood,  his  executors  and  assigns ;  who, 
by  hb  Will,  disposed  of  all  his  leases  in  Kent  to  his  heirs 
for  the  time  bdng,  who  should  have  his  house  at  St.  StephefCs. 
In  June,  1635,  the  matter  was  argued  before  the  Lord 
Keeper,  who  confirmed  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
to  the  arrears  of  the  Stipend,  and  the  Forty  pounds  damages; 
and,  in  favour  to  Sir  John  Manwood,  he  directed  that  the 
same  should  be  paid  by  Sir  John  Manwood  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  on  behalf  of  the  Master,  by  Thirty 
pounds  per  amnvm,  over  and  above  the  said  Twenty  pounds 
per  annum ;^  but  the  other  part  of  the  Commissioners^ 


^  This  is  not  now  done.  The  final  legal  decision  appears  to 
have  been,  that  the  heirs  of  Manwood  or  the  Holders  of  the 
Estate  resident  at  St  Stephen*  s  near  Canterbury^  should  annually 
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decree,  respecting  the  possesion  of  the  Ninety  acres  in 
Hackingtcn  and  Norffigaie^  was  reversed ;  and  it  was  de- 
creed, that  Sir  John  Manwood  should  hold  the-  lands 
according  to  the  said  lease. 

Tie  Salary  of  £20.  has  been  paid  with  tolerable  regula- 
rity, ever  since,  by  the  proprietors  of  the  estate ;  which  has 
passed  from  the  Manwoods  to  the  Colepeppers,  and  finm 
thence  to  the  Hales,  and  is  now  in  the  possesion  of  Sir 
Edward  Hales,  Bart,  of  St.  SiepherCs. 

Edmund  Paibo,  Esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  26th  of 
October,  1640,  besides  many  other  l^cies  to  the  Parishes 
in  Sandwich,  bequeathed  to  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sand- 
wich, Grovemors  of  The  Grammar  School,  an  annuity  of 
Ten  Pounds  out  of  his  messuage  or  inn,  caUed  The  Pelican^ 
in  Sandwich.  But,  it  does  not  appear,  that  the  School  was 
ever  benefited  by  this  bequest,  nor  how  it  happened,  that  it 
was  not  so.  There  is  reason  to  think,  that  a  Suit  was  insti-^ 
tuted,  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Parbo^s  widow,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Jurats  against  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Parbo,  for  the  recovery 
of  this  benefaction,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  at  Dover; 
where  the  proceedings  or  issue  may  probably  be  ascertained. 

In  the  hands  of  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  is  a  deed,  bearing 
date  the  5th  of  January,  1685,  which  declares  the  uses  <^  a 
Fine,  levied  of  a  piece  of  ground  divided  into  two  parts, 
wherecm  are  erected  two  stables,  one  kitchen  and  one  oove^ 
ffltuattt  in  St  Mary'^s  Parish  Sandwich,  abutting  to  a  tene- 
ment belonging  to  the  Free  Grammar  School  and  Blade 
Lane,  West;  to  Strand  Street,  North ;  to  the  messuage  and 
malt-house  of  the  heirs  of  John  Does,  East  and  South; 
purchased  by  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Vi^lliam  Ellwood, 
late  of  Sandwich,  Gentleman,  deceased,  and  Phineas  Ellwood, 


pay  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  JCSO.,  above  the  rent- 
chaige  of  £80.,  that  is,  £ftO.  lor  the  use  of  the  Master.  Tku 
seenu  to  he  mtmded  onUf  wUU  the  arreare  are  ducharged. 
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of  Corpus  Christ!  College,  Oxford,  Doctor  in  Physick,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Major  and  Jurats,  and  their  Successors, 
in  IVust,  far  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  School-master  of 
the  said  School  for  the  time  bdng:^  And  the  premises  were 
aoon  after  conveyed  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Jurats  by 
D^niliam  and  Phineas  EUwood,  sons,  and  co-heirs  in  gavd" 
Ts^md^  of  Phineas  Ellwood  of  Sandwich,  Gentleman,  by  an 
instrument  dated  the  3d  day  of  July,  1685. 
,  In  1684,  Mr.  Richard  Culmer,  then  Master  of  The  Free 
School,  complained  to  The  Commisaoners  for  Charitable 
uses,  that  '^  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  detained 
from  him  a  piece  of  land,  lying  over  against  the  Free 
SfJbool;  and  that  divers  of  the  houses  belonging  to  the 
School  are  out  of  repair ;  and  that  the  Defendants  ought  to 
repair  the  same,  which  they  refuse.'"  At  die  same  time,  it 
was  allied  to  The  Commissioners,  that  a  person  of  Ae 
mgne  of  Thompson  had  bequeathed  his  two  new  houses  in 
ThompiorCa  Street  to  The  Free  School. 

But,  it  appeared  to  the  Commismoners,  that  the  School 
had  never  been  in  possession ;  that  the  houses,  supposed  to 
have  been  giv^  were  quite  down;  and  that  there  was  at 
that  time  no  such  Street^  as  Thon^ovCs  Street. 

To  this  account,  taken  from  Tannee's  manuscripts,  the 
following  extraordinary  remark  is  subjoined :  That,  <<  both 
in  Sandwich,  and  in  Faversham,  they  acquaint  us,  that  there 
have  been  former  Commissions,  but  mifumtJruU ;  for,  that 
no  one  dares  urge  the  execution  of  the  orders^  by  reason  of 
<Mr  Bye-laws  in  The  Cinque  Ports.*^''  From  whence  it 
appears,  that  nothing  came  of  the  inquiry. 


*  No  payment  is  now  made  to  the  Master  for  this  estate. 

^  In  the  present  improved  mode  of  administering  the  Laws 
of  the  Realm^  it  cannot  be  apprehended  that  any  obstacle  to 
right  and  justice  can  arise  from  such  Bye-laws.  But  these  suits 
being  then  carried  on  at  Dover^  and  not  in  the  Courts  in  London 
and  Westminster^  power  was  then  given  to  the  operation  of 
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In  1678,  Mr.  Culmer,  under  some  pretence,  made  a 
fordble  entry  into  The  Free  School ;  and,  although  oona- 
derable  efforts  seem  to  have  been  made  by  1  he  Corporatiim 
to  dispossess  him,  he  nevertheless  continued  to  be  the  Master 
of  it  until  his  death.  From  the  name  and  tiurbulence  of  his 
behaviour,  it  is  conjectured  that  he  was  the  famous  *'  Blue 
DidCf'^  who  worked  so  hard  in  destroymg  the  '<  great 
idolatrous  window  ^  in  Canterbury  Cathedral ;  and  gave  a 
narrative  of  his  proceedings  there,  intituled,  *^  Cathedrall 
newes  from  Canterbury,  4to.  London,  1644.^*  In  which  he 
stiles  himself,  a  Minister  of  God*s  Word  and  a  Master  of  Arts. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William 
WoDswoRTH,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  St  Peter  Sandwich,  whose 
number  of  Private  Pupils  is  limited,  and  has  varied  from 
Five  to  Eight.  They  are  taught  the  Latin  and  Etok 
Greek  Grammars,  Clarxja^s  Introduction,  SsLSCTiE,  Phjb* 
DEUs,  Ovid,  Virgil,  Horace,  Juvenal,  Cicero  de  Cfffleiii 
et  Orationes^  Speeches  frcMn  Livy,  Grotius,  NsiLSOifs 
GreeH  Exercises,  the  Greek  Testament,  Homer,  XsKopROKy 
Demosthenes  ei  JSschines  mpi  oTf^vv,  and  Two  Plays 
fiom  Sophocles.  The  Cambridge  Course  of  Matheiiiatic8i 
Andent  and  Modem  History  and  Greography,  French,  8sa» 
ai  a  fnoderate  annual  charge^  which  varies  according  to  the 
age  of  the  Pupil  at  the  time  of  his  admismon. 

John'  Denne,  D.  D.,  an  eminent  Divine  and  Antiquary^ 
received  part  of  his  Education  at  this  School. 


Bye-laws  which  would  now>  it  is  imagined,  be  but  a  frivolous 
plea  against  the  Equity  and  Justice  of  a  Case.  The  -Sandwidi 
Charter  has  heen  acted  upon  hut  partially,  and  it  gives  the  Cor- 
poration power  to  **  make  Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  tAetr 
own  Body,  provided  they  do  not  mUitate  against  the  Laws  of  the 
Realm"  It  is  not  known,  that  the  Governors  or  Trustees  are 
chargeahle  with  neglect  in  not  recovering  the  aforesaid  £50.  a 
year  fh)m  the  pctssessor  of  the  Manwood  estate: — hut  it  is 
thought,  that  no  Bye-laws  could  exclude  the  Masters  from  that 
sum,  provided  it  he  their  right

The  Fbse  Gbammab  School  at  Sevsv-Oaks  was  found- 
ed  by  Sir  William  Sevbvoke,  Knight,  Citizen  and  Grd- 
CBT,  and  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the 
rmgck  of  King  Henry  the  Fifth,  1418,— at  which  time, 
calling  to  remembrance  the  goodness  of  Ahnighty  God,  and 
the  favour  of  hb  Patron  Sir  William  Rumpsted^  and 
the  Inhabitants  of  Seven-Oaks,  whidi  had  been  so  charitab- 
ly extended  towards  him  in. his  infancy,  he  determined  to 
leave  behind  him  a  lasting  Memorial  of  his  gratitude;-— 
Whereupon,  at  his  own  cost  and  charge  he  founded  an 
Hospital  ixx  Twenty  poor  people,— and  a  Fkeb  School, 
for  the  education  of  Youth,  within  this  Town ; — endow* 
h^  them  both  with  a  proper  and  suffident  maintenance. 
.  To  effect  which,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  4th  of  July, 
1432,  he  devised  all  his  lands  and  tenementes^  with  othe^ 
iqiqpurtenanoes  which  he  lately  had  by  feoffinent  from  Mar- 
OAEET  Walton  in  Petty  Wdks  Street  in  the  Parish  of  All 
Saints,  Barking,  in  London,  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Church- 
wardens, and  other  Parisluoners  of  the  Town  of  Seven-^ 
Oaks,  for  ever,  upon  Trust,  That  they,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  them,  should  find  and  maintain  for  ever,  one 
Master,  well  skilled  in  Grammar,  and  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
who  should  keep  a  Geammae  School  in  some  convenient 
house  within  the  said  Town,  to  be  purchased  with  his  goods, 
at  the  discretion  of  his  Executors, — ^And  to  Twenty  Poor 


*  Mr.  Hasted  says^  the  tradition  is^  that  he  was  found  when 
an  InfiEint  in  a  hollow  Oak  here,  by  Sir  William  Rumpsted> 
who  took  compassion  upon  him  and  educated  him. 
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Men  or  Women,  bouses  and  lOf.  a  year  each,  to  be  recdy^ 
out  of  a  good  conscience,  without  any  favour,  accorcUng  to 
the  good  discretions  of  the  Rector.or  Vicar  and  Church-war- 
dens,  and  of  the  Parishioners,  as  they  will  answer  b^br€ 
THE  HIGHEST  JuDGE  in  the  last  Day. 

In  the  second  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1560,  throu^ 
the  care  of  Sir  Ralph  Bosville,  Kni^t,  and  several  dT 
the  Inhabitants,  the  yearly  Stipends  were  not  only  mudi 
increased,  but  their  former  litigated  possesions  were  settled 
and  quietly  established; — ^The  Queen'^s  Letters  Patentst 
dated  the  Ist  of  July  in  that  year,  having  been  procured, 
which  directed,  that  there  should  be  for  ever  in  the  Town 
of  Seven-Oaks  a  Free  Granunar  School,  called  ^^  Thb 
Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,^  for  the  educa- 
tion, institution,  and  instruction,  of  Children  and  Youth  in 
Grammar  and  other  Learning.  And  that  in  the  Parish  of 
Seven-Oaks  there  should  be  an  Incorporation,  to  consist  of 
the  Two  Wardens  of  the  said  Parish  and  of  the  Free 
School,  and  of  Four  Assistants,  Inhabitants  of  the  said 
Town  and  Parish,  by  the  name  of  The  Wardens  and 
Four  Assistants  of  The  Town  and  Parish  of  Sevxk. 
Oaks,  and  of  The  Free  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
SereiU)aks." 

John  Pothne,  D.  D.,  ^^  sometyme  Scholar"  in  thia 
School^  by  bis  Will  dated  the  8th  of  April,  1543,  gave  £9. 
per  ammum  to  the  School,  payable  out  of  his  capital  hous^ 
called  ^^  The  Surrey  in  Bredstreat6,^  in  London. 

Antbont  Pope,  Gentleman,  by  his  Will  dated  the  19th 
of  December,  1571,  gave  a  tenement  <<  in  Petty  Wake 
within  the  Cittie  of  London,^  towards  the  ^<  meyntenance  of 
God's  g^ory,  and  the  eruditione  and  bringinge  up  of  the 
PcMre  SooUers  of  Sevenoke  in  vertuouse  discipljme,  godly 
leaminge^  and  good  and  dvill  manners.^ 

John  Pstt,  Gentleman,  by  deed  dated  the  16th  oC 
September,  1589,  gave  an  annuity  €£  £5.  to  be  issuing  out 
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of  Ids  lands  and  tenements,  called  ^<  Ryoer  JETtS^"  to  tbe 
list  of  the  Poor  in  the  Almsiiouses  at  Sevoi-Oaks. 

•All  which  benefactions  were  confirmed  by  an  Act  pasted 
in  the  d9th  <^  Queen  Elizabeth,  1597. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1612,  a  Decree  in  Chancery  was 
obtained  against  John  Pobtsb,  Citiaen  and  Fishmonger 
of  London,  probably  son  and  heir  of  one  of  the  same 
name,  for  the  confirmation  of  a  Rent-charge  <^£12.  per 
mmmfiy  tssuii^  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements,  called 
<<  ISby$''  fcc,  granted  by  John  Pobtsb  to  the  School. 

In  the  eighth  of  King  Gsoboe  the  Furst,  1722,  the  Lea^ 
ses  of  the  Warehouses  which  had  been  erected  on  part  of 
the  lands,  called  '<  Wool^K^;*  in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints, 
Barking,  devised  for  these  CharitaUe  puiposes,  being  ex- 
pired, and  The  School  and  Alms-Housbs  being  mndi 
out  of  repair; — and  it  being  thought,  that  it  would  prove 
of  great  advantage  to  the  Charity,  if  The  Wardens  and 
Assistants  were  enabled  to  raise  by  the  disposal  of  those 
Premises  a  competent  sum  of  money,  to  be  employed  in 
reJbuilding,  repuring,  furnishing,  and  fitting  up  The  Free 
School  and  Aims-Houses,  and  in  enlarging  them,  and  tot 
other  Charitable  uses,  appointed  by  The  Founder's  will ;— . 
and  likewise  to  obtain  a  settled  Revenue,  for  the  suf^XNrt 
and  maintenance  of  the  said  Charities  in  future,  on  a  propo- 
sal made  to  The  Wardens  and  Assistants  for  the  purchase 
of  them  for  the  use  of  Grovemment,— an  Act  passed^ 
to  vest  the  Fee  of  the  above-mentioned  Wharf,  Quay,  and 
PMnises,  in  Trustees,  for  the  use  (^  the  King,  his  Heirs 
and  Successors,  for  the  use  of  the  Crown,  as  Ijong  conti- 
gnous  to  the  Royal  Custom-House,  that  they  might  be  fit- 
ted up  fer  Wharehouses,  Offices,  or  other  convemences 
for  Merchants,  or  the  Commissioners  and  Officers  of  the 
Customs;— > and  the  Kng  to  promote  this  so  useful  and 
beneficial  a  Charity  having  agreed  that  £2500.  should  be 
paid  to  the  Wardens  and  Assistants  towards  the  re4>uild- 
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ing  the  Schocd,  Alms-House,  &c.,  that  sum  was  confirmed 
to  them  by  the  Act  then  passed. — And  the  said  Wharf 
Quay,  and  otha*  Premises  were  made  subject  by  the  same 
Act  to  a  yearly  Rent  of  JS550.  to  be  paid  for  the  future 
to  the  said  Wardens  and  Asnstants,  and  their  Successors, 
for  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Charitable  uses,  by  The  Founder,  and  other  Benefactors,  in 
all  times  to  come. 

In  pursuance  of  which  the  present  School-house  was 
erected  upon  the  old  Foundation,  in  1727  ; — and  the 
Hospital,  or  Aims-House,  was  completely  repaired  and  fitted 
up. 

The  following  are  the  Statutes  and  Obdinancbs 
which  were  made  by  thb  Passok,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and 
Voxm  Assistants,  for  the  government  of  the  School,  and 
confirmed  by  The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  on  the  23d 
(tf  March,  1574:— 

*^  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Two  Churchwardens  and  Parish- 
ioners dwelling  in  Seven-oaks,  and  their  Successors  for  the 
time  being  for  ever,  to  choose,  provide,  and  ordain  one  honest 
and  mete  man,  sufficiently  learned  and  expert  in  Granuner, 
not  being  in  Holy  Orders,  to  dwell  and  teach  Grammer  in  the 
messuage  late  the  said  William  Srvbnoaks,  in  the  said  Town. 
To  have  yearly  holden  and  paid  to  him  by  the  Parson^  Vicar, 
and  Churchwardens  and  their  Successors,  of  the  profits  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  tenements,  with  a  Wharf  adjoining,  and  other 
builcfings  and  their  i^purtenances,  in  the  Street  of  Petty  Wales, 
in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints,  Barking  Church,  nigh  the  Tower  of 
London,  five  marks  of  lawful  English  money  in  part  and  help 
of  his  sustenance.  Wlih  this,  that  he  the  said  Master  for  the 
time  being,  shall  teach  and  inform  in  Grammer,  whatsoever 
poor  Children  destitute  of  help,  coming  thither  for  Learning  for 
God*s  cause,  freely,  without  any  thing  taking  of  the  said  poor 
Children,  their  Parents  or  Friends  for  their  teaching,  but  the 
said  five  marks. 

''  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Parishioners,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  dudl  chuse,  provide,  and 
ordain  for  ever.  Twenty,  or  Thirteen  at  the  least,  poorest  people, 
men  and  women  of  the  said  Pftrish  of  Sevenoaks,  to  dweU  in  the 
Cottages  which  one  Stbpbbm  Brown  and  others,  Feoflees  for 
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Mr.  Sbyin^oaks^  did  give  to  the  same  me.  Every  one  of  the 
said  Thirteen  to  have  yearly  paid^  at  four  prindpall  feasts  or 
usual  tenns  in  the  year^  viz,,  at  Christmas,  Easter,  St.  John 
Bf^itist,  and  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  109.  of  law^  English 
money  by  the  Two  Wardens,  according  to  the  same  intent 

/'  The^same  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  the  over- 
sight of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four  good  and  honest  Parish- 
ioners for  the  time  being,  gather  and  yearly  receive  all  manner 
of  rents,  issues  and  emoluments  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements 
in  Petty  Wales,  whatsoever  now  or  hereafter  shall  rise^  and 
shall  do  reparations,  as  well  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  in 
London,  as  of  the  messuage  and  cottages  for  the  dwelling  of 
the  Grammer  Schoolmaster  and  Poor  People.  And  they  the 
•said  Wardens  shall  yield  and  make  a  just  and  true  account  of 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  by  them  received,  and  of  the  rep&- 
tions  by  them  done,  yearly  bdfbre  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four 
honest  Parishioners  for  the  time  being.  And  the  said  P&rson, 
l^car,  and  Two  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  to  have  yearly  out 
of  the  same  profits  3«..4d.  apiece,  for  their  survey,  diligence  and 
labour  taken  in  that  behalf.  And  the  rest  that  shall  remain  of 
the  profits  of  Mr.  Sevenoaks  and  Mr.  Burton's  devise  above 
the  said  payment,  reparations  and  charges  in  the  same,  to  be 
kept  in  the  Chest  under  divers  locks  and  keys  for  that  purpose 
provided  :  to  sustain  all  such  charges,  if  that  fortune  or  chance 
the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  London  to  come  to  any  sudden 
decay  (as  God  forbid)  or  be  void  of  Tenants,  these  articles  to  be 
executed  with  diligence  (except  cause  reasonable)  the  profits  of 
the  said  lands  shall  not  in  any  wise  be  employed  to  any  other 
use. 

"  The  said  Two  Wardens  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  shall 
receive  out  of  the  profits  of  The  Star,  in  Breadstreet,  in  London 
£9. ;  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Sevenoaks  for 
the  time  being,  as  is  appointed  by  the  last  Will  of  the  said 
John  Potk  yn,  yearly  for  ever.  Who  by  the  same  Will  hath  de- 
ttred  and  requested  that  order  should  be  lymi^ted  for  the  rule  of 
the  same  School,  and  to  be  looked  unto,  ftetn^  careful  lest  the  said 
School  should  utterly  decay,  and  remembered  it  was  not  incor- 
porated. 

"  Item,  that  from  henceforth  upon  departing  of  any  School- 
master, there  shall  be  no  agreement  or  pension  paid  to  the 
Schoolmaster  departing.  Nevertheless  no  Schoolmaster  shall 
be  removed  from  the  said  School  without  urgent  cause  proved ' 
and  allowed  by  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assist- 
ants, or  most  part  of  th^n.  And  if  the  said  Parson,  Vicar, 
Wardens  and  Assistants,  or  most  part  of  them>  do  find  cause  of 
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mifllilfing  in  the  said  Schoolmaster,  then  he  upon  Six  months 
warning  given  by  them,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  shall  quietly: 
depart.  And  if  the  said  Schoolmaster  be  minded  not  to  continue 
in  the  same  School,  he  shall  ^ve  the  like  warning  of  Six  months 
to  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  to  the 
most  part  of  them.  And  that  the  said  School  be  ordered  as  the 
School  of  Saint  Paulas  in  London,  for  their  teaching. 

'^  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  but  upon 
licence  of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  the 
most  part  of  them.  And  with  their  licence  not  above  30  days  in 
the  year,  which  he  shall  take  commutim  or  dioisim. 

'*  Item,  ]'  the  Schoolmaster  be  sick  of  a  curable  disease,  he 
shall  nevertheless  have  his  wages,  somewhat  considering  the 
Usher  for  his  pains. 

"  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  prefer,  as  often  as  the  room 
shall  be  void,  an  Usher  which  shall  teach  under  him,  according 
as  the  Master  shall  appoint  him)  which  Usher  shall  also  be 
allowed  of  by  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants, 
or  the  most  part  of  them. 

''  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  in  no  wise  shall  give  licence  or 
remedy  to  his  Scholars  in  the  Week  days,  except  it  be  at  the  spe- 
cial instance  of  some  Honorable  or  Worahiirful  person ;  or  of 
any  of  the  honest  persons  of  the  aforesaid  Parish  of  Sevenoaks^ 
or  other  cause  reasonable. 

*'  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  not  absent  himself,  without 
licence  ^t  had  of  the  Schoolmaster,  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens, 
and  Assistants,  or  the  most  part  of  them ;  and  having  licence, 
not  to  be  above  30  days,  provided  that  they  both  at  one  time  be 
not  absent. 

"  Item,  if  the  Usher  be  in  literature  and  honest  life  accord- 
ing, the  High  Master  his  rome  being  void,  to  be  chosen  Master 
of  Uie  School  before  any  other. 

'*  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  have  of  every  Scholar  coming  to 
the  same  School,  at  his  entrance  Id.  Sterling ;  and  every  quar- 
ter of  every  Scholar  Id.,  during  their  continuance  in  the  same 
School,  towards  his  entertainment.  And  the  said  Usher  there- 
fore at  his  charges,  shall  cause  the  School  to  be  swept,  and 
made  clean  once  every  week. 

Item,  from  the  Annunciation  of  Our  Lady  untill  Michaelmas, 
the  Scholars  shall  be  at  the  School  by  iStx  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Morning,  and  remain  there  untUEfeoevi  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
day  3  and  shall  be  at  the  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  remain  there  untill  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
afternoon.  And  from  Michaelmas  untill  the  Annunciation,  the 
Scholars  shall  come' at  7  o'Clock,  and  tarry  until  11;  and  in  the 
afternoon  come  at  one^  and  depart  at  five :  unless  Ae  Sdiolar 
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hkf&  cnte  reaMnable  approved,  or  licence  ghmi  by  the  said 
Sdioolmaster,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Usher :  and  the  Scholar 
oftnding  herein  to  be  corrected  by  the  said  Master,  and  in  his 
absence  by  the  Usher,  but  not  rigorouily. 

*'  Item,  The  Scholars  of  the  same  School  shaU  daily,  at  theh* 
coming  to  School  in  the  Morning  and  at  their  departure  at 
nijgfat,  and  at  such  time  as  they  go  to  play,  say  such  Prayers  as 
shall  be  i^pointed  by  The  Lord  Archbishop  of  Canterbury*s 
Grace,  written  in  a  table,  and  kept  in  the  School  fbr  the  same 
pmrpoae.  And  every  Friday  morning  throughout  the  year,  go 
orderly  to  the  Parish  Church  of  Sevenoaks  aforesaid,  and  there 
hear  ^  Procession  said  or  sung :  and  the  same  being  heard, 
shall  pray  for  the  good  estate  of  the  said  Lord  Ardibishop  of 
Canterbury  for  the  time  being;  and  give  God  tiianks,  for 
Ae  benefits  bestowed  upon  them  by  their  benefhctors,  in  such 
manner  and  sort  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  said  Table. 

**  Neverthdest,  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assist- 
aali,  by  the  authority  granted  unto  Us  by  the  said  Corporatism, 
do  make,  constitute,  and  ordain  this  Statute  and  Ordinance,  that 
nothing  in  any  df  the  premises  shall  be  prejudicial  or  hurtfall  to 
RaIiPH  Bosvillb,  Esq.,  one  of  the  same  Assistants,  or  ta  his 
Heirs,  for  any  thing  granted  by  the  said  Corporation  to  him  or 
them." 

Lady  Mabgabet  Boswell,  relict  of  Sir  William  Bos- 
well,  before  her  death,  which  happened  in  1692,  settled  a 
Eann,  called  **  Hdh/weU^  in  the  Parish  of  Bumham  in 
Essex,  upon  certain  Trustees,  and  thdr  Heirs,  for  ever,  to 
pay  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  founding  and 
endowment  of  Two  Scholabships  in  Jxsus  College,  Cam- 
bridge, of  JC12.  Tper  annum  each ; — The  Scholars  to  be  called 
(<  Sir  William  Boswell^s  Scholars,^  and  to  be  chosen  out 
of  the  School  at  Seven-Oaks ; — huJt  if  none  are  qualified 
Hwrej  then  to  be  chosen  out  of  Tunbuidge  School ; — and 
upon  every  vacancy,  £3.  each  to  be  allowed  to  Two  of  the 


*  Mr.  MoBANT  in  his  History  of  Essex  says,  there  is  in  Bum- 
ham  a  Manor,  called  "  Warner's  alias  Hofywell,**  which  belongs 
to  Earl  TiLNET.  The  Court  is  called  under  a  Tree.  It  was 
styled  Hallywell  Marsh  and  Twyselworth  Marsh,  and  was 
granted  to  Sir  Richabd  Riche,  in  1539,  being  600  acres.  A 
lium  of  £90.  a  year  beltingi  to  a  Free  School  in  Kent. 
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FeDows  of  Jxsirs  Collxgx,  to  come  over  to  prove  thecapa- 
cities  of  the  Scholars. 

This  benevdent  Lady  ^also  left  £12.  per  annvfit  to  a 
School-master  to  instruct  15  poor  Children  bom  here,  in  the 
Catechism  of  the  Church  of  En^and,  and  to  write  and  cast 
aooomptSy — and  JC18.  per  annum  more  to  be  kept  in  Stodc, 
to  place  them  when  so  tau^t,  to  handicraft  trades. 

There  are  also  Six  Exhibitions  belonging  to  this  School^ 
—»Fo>ur  of  which  are(^£l5.  a  year,  and  are  not  confined  to 
any  CoU^e,  ot  either  Univendty. 

Mr.  Hastsd  in  his  History  of  Kent  wluch  was  published 
in  177^9  after  giving  an  account  of  the  Foundation  of  this 
School,  observes,  the  School  is  now  in  &  Jlourishing  condi- 
tion, under  the  care  of  The  Revd.  Hbnbt  Whitfibld, 
M.  A.,  late  of  Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge.  And  he  adds  in 
a  note,  the  Master  has  the  allotment  of  a  good  Schod-room 
in  a  large  commodious  house,  with  a  good  gaideo,  and  an 
allowance  of  £50.  per  annum  usually  paid  to  him,  and  Us 
Asastant 

The  Author  not  having  been  favoured  with  any  answer 
from  the  present  Master  of  this  School,  to  the  written  ajqdi- 
cation  respectfully  made  to  him,  can  only  add  from  report,

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SUTTON  VALENCE,  near  Maidstonb. 

Tas  Fbbb  Gbammas  School  at  Sutton  Valekck  was 
fimnded  in  the  year  1578,  by  William  Lambb,  Gentleman 
of  the  Chapel  of  King  Hbnbt  the  Eighth,  a  great  Favourite 
of  that  Monarch,  and  a  Member  of  The  Company  of  Cloth- 
workers  in  London;  who,  among  many  other  extenave 
Charities,  out  6f  his  great  love  for  Learning,  and  for  the 
place  where  he  was  bom,  erected  the  Sdbool  at  his  own  pro- 
per costs,  for  the  education  of  youth,  and  endowed  it  with 
an  annual  Stipend  of  £20.  for  a  Master,  together  with  a 
good  house  and  garden,  and  £8.  a  year  for  an  Usher. 

An  additional  Endowment  of  JClO.  per  annnm  for  the 
Mast^,  and  of  £2.  for  the  Usher,  was  afterwards  made  by 
Hie  Cloth-workers'*  Company^  who  are  the  Patrons  of  the 
SdidoL 

In  1713,  Mn  Geokge  Maplesdbn  left  by  hb  Will,  £5* 
per  annum  for  an  English  Usher j  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Muter  of  the  School 

The  School  is  open  to  Thirty  boys  of  the  Parishes  of 
Sutton  Valence,  Chart,  East  Sutton,  Leeds,  and  Langley, 
all  in  the  County  of  Kent,  from  the  age  of  seven  to  Jburieen. 
They  are  admitted  by  the  Master  on  any  person^'s  applica- 
tion. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  education  is  ac- 
cording tc5  the  desire  of  the  several  Parents. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £10.  per  annum  each,  at 
St  John'^s  College,  Cambridge,  founded  by  The  Revd.  J 
Robins,  B.  D.,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  of  the  name  of 
Robins, — or,  in  default  of  such,  for  poor  boys  of  the  Parishes 
from  which  they  are  admitted, — or,  in  default  of  such,  for 
poor  Kentish  boys.    They  have  seldom  been  claimed. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Buckland. 
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TENTERDEN. 

The  Free  School  in  Tenteeden  was  founded  jnkaj  years 
ance  by  an  Ancestor  of  the  family  of  Heyman,  of  Somer^ 
JUldj  in  the  County  of  Kent,  for  the  teaching  the  Latin 
tongue  gratis^  to  so  many  poor  Children  of  this  Parish  as 
The  Mayor  and  Jurats  should  think  proper,  who  are  Teus- 
TEEs  of  it,  and  appoint  the  Master. 

About  the  year  1521,  William  Maesha^l,  Clerk,  gave 
JElO,  per  annum  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  this  School,  out 
of  a  messuage  and  twelve  acres  of  land  in  this  parish,  now 
belonging  to  Sir  Edwaed  Hales,  Bart.,  which  was  con- 
firmed by  a  Decree  in  the  Exchequer,  in  Michaelmas  Term, 
1 706,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  Tiiom as  Scooxe. 

In  1702,  John  Maxtell,  Gentleman,  gave  £200.  which 
were  lidd  out  in  the  purchase  of  a  piece  of  fresh  Marsh 
land,  containing  ten  acres,  in  St,  Maries^  the  rent  thereof 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master. 

The  Sofiith  Chancel  of  the  Church  is  ^appropriated  to  the 
iise  of  this  School. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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TUNBRIDGE. 

Teb  Fbee  Gbammaa  School  in  Tctnbbidge,  ivhich  stands 
at  the  North  end  of  the  Town,  is  of  the  Foundation  of  Sir 
Andbew  Judde,  Knight,  a  native  of  this  Place,  Citizen 
and  Skinner  of  London,  and  Lord  Mayor  in  the  Fifth  of 
iKlng  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  1552. 

He  erected  the  School-house  with  some  other  buildings 
belonging  to  it,  and  intended  to  endow  it  with  a  competent 
maintenance ;  for  which  purpose  he  purchased  lands  in  the 
Parishes  of  St.  Pancras,  Allhallows  Grace-Church  Street, 
St  Laurence  Pountney,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Helen,  in  the 
name  of  himself,  and  Henby  Fisheb,  lest  he  should  die 
before  he  had  completed  his  benevolent  design,  and  entrusted 
the  management  of  them,  and  the  School,  to  The  Skinnebs 
Company  in  London. 

After  which  he  procured  the  Eing^s  Letters  Patent  and 
License,  dated  the  16th  of  May,  1554,  for  the  founding  of 
it ;  and  that  The  Master,  Wardens,  and  Commonalty  of 
Skinners  should  be  Govebnobs  of  the  possesions,  lands, 
and  goods  of  the  School,  to  be  called  <<  The  Fbee  Gbamm  ab 
School  of  Sir  Andbew  Judde,  Kmght,  in  the  Town  of 
Tunbridge.^' 

Sir  Andbew  died  in  1558,  and  by  his  WiD,  dated  the 
2d  of  September  in  that  year,  devised  the  above  mentioned 
lands  to  The  Company  of  Skinners  for  the  purpose  of  this 
School  After  which,  Henby  Fisheb,  his  Feoffee,  assigned 
those  lands,  according  to  the  purport  of  the  Will,  to  The 
Company,  but  deceasing  soon  afterwards,  one  Andbew 
Fisheb,  his  son,  endeavoured  to  impeach  those  conveyances, 
imder  pretence  of  a  former  one  made  by  his  Father.  But 
the  whole  bein^  examined  in  iParliament,  in  the  Four- 
teenth of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1572,  an  Act  then  passed  for 
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the  assurance  of  the  lands  to  this  School,  in  which  all  such 
pretended  inrolments  and  exemplifications  *  were  dedaied 
void,  as  to  the  lands  assured  for  the  maintenance  of  tins 
SchooL 

Notwithstanding  this  Act,  Fishbb  endeavoured  again  to 
strip  the  School  and  Company  of  them,  under  pretence,  that 
The  Company  was  not  rightly  named  as  to  their  title  of 
Incorporation  in  the  Act  Which  coming  to  be  heard  in 
The  House  of  Commons,  upon  the  Petition  of  The  Company, 
with  the  consent  of  Fisheb,  the  former  Ad  was  confirmed 
in  tiie  Thirty-first  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1589,  by  another 
Act  then  passed,  for  the  better  assuring  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  of  this  School. 

By  the  Charter  of  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  Thb  College 
of  All  Souls  were  appointed  Visitobs,  in  case  any  disputes 
should  arise ;  indeed,  in  the  Charter  it  is  written  ^  CoiB^gium 
Omnium  Sanctorum  ^  but  as  there  is  no  sudi  College,  and 
the  Founder  of  thb  School  being  of  consanguinity  to  Ardi- 
bishop  Chichele,  the  Founder  of  that  Cdlege,  the  late 
learned  Sir  William  Blackstonb  was  of  opinion,  that  the 
word  Sanctorum  was  a  mistake  of  the  transcriber  fin*  AnU 
marum^  and  that  The  College  of  All  Souls  was  meant  by 
the  Founder  for  this  part  of  the  Trust :  though  it  is  not 
upon  record,  that  these  Visitors  have  at  any  time  been 
appealed  to. 

The  Skinners^  Company  having  caused  certain  Statltes 
to  be  drawn  up  for  the  government  of  the  Sdiool,  submitted 
the  same  to  the  correction  of  Alexandbb  Nowell,  then 
Dean  of  St«  PauFs ;  who  accordmgly  perused  and  corrected 
them,  and  under  his  own  hand  signified  his  ajqprobaticn  of 
tiiem:  whereupon  The  Company  laid  the  eoirected  copy 
before  Archbbhop  Pabkbb,  in  whose  IXooese  the  Schod 
was,  requesting  His  Grace  to  peruse  and  subscribe  the 
Statutes,  already  perused  and  subscribed  by  *^  The  D&eme 
qfPcfwles.^    Ebasmus  and  Ascham,  aoooiding  to  Arch- 
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deacon  ChItbton,  men  of  jNX)found  learning  and  placid 
manners,  were  both  of  them  advocates  for  a  gentle  and 
hmnane  mode  of  Education.  The  good  Dean  of  St  Paul's, 
of  sunilar  erudition  and  congenial  spirit,  also  approved  of 
mild  discipline,  as  his  emendations,  all  on  the  side  of  lenity, 
evinced.  One  injunction,  on  a  point  of  higher  moment,  he 
judged  fit  to  be  added,  that  all  the  Scholars,  upon  the 
Sabbath  and  Holidays,  should  resort  in  due  time  to  Divine 
^  Service  in  the  Parish  Church,  attended  by  the  Master  or 
Usher,  one  or  both. 

Among  other  matters  contmned  in  the  Statutes,  it  is 
ordained,  that  the  Master  of  the  School  shall  be  a  Master  of 
Arts,  if  it  may  be,  and  that  the  Usher  shall  be  chosen  by 
him ;  and  that  the  Master  shall  have  authority  to  reject  such 
as  apply  for  graiu  instruction,  or  Day  boys^  unless  they  can 
wrke  competently,  and  read  Latin  and  Engiish  perfectly. 

Deputes  having  arisen  concerning  the  extent  of  the  Free- 
dom a£  the  School,  in  1693,  an  Appeal  was  made  from  The 
Town  of  Tunbridge  to  The  Skinners'  Company,  who  there- 
upon limited  it'^s  Freedom  kccording  to  the  words  of  the 
Charter  to  the  emolument,  ^^  Juvenum  in  viUa  et  patria 
adjacenti^  of  the  boys  inhabiting  the  Town  and  adjacent 
country;  and  this,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  late 
Lord  Chancellor  Yobke,  was  a  very  fair  and  reasonable 
construction. 

Notwithstanding  which,  another  warm  dispute  upon  this 
subject  arose  again  in  1 764 ;  when,  after  consulting  the  most 
learned  Counsel,  viz.^  Yobkb,  Nobton,  De  Geey,  Black- 
stone,  and  HussEY,  it  was  resolved  at  a  Court  holden  by 
The  Skinners  at  their  Hall,  on  the  24th  of  January,  1765, 
that  the  Cluldren  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Tunbridge, 
who  could  write  competently  and  read  Latin  and  English 
perfectly,,  should  be  instructed  on  proper  application  to  the 
Master,  without  payment  of  any  consideration,  excepting  the 
Statutabk  entrance  money ;  but  Judge  Blackstone  was  of 
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(^pinion,  that  The  CdUge  ofAU  Souls  ought  to  have  been 
consulted. 

The  greatest  •Benefactor  to  this  School,  next  to  The 
Founder,  was  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  Knight,  who  bequeathed 
lands  to  The  Skinners^  Company  in  Trust,  among  other 
purposes,  to  pay  to  the  Master  of  this  School  £10.  per 
annum  ;^to  the  Usher  of  it  £5.; — to  A>  Scholars  to  be 
elected  to  the  University  from  it,  £60.  per  atmum ; — to  The 
Skinners^  Ccnnpany  towards  the  expense  of  their  Annual 
Visitations,  £6..13..4.  per  annum; — and  also  the  sum  oP 
£24.  per  annum,  to  buy  a  piece  of  cloth,  to  be  distributed 
to  24  poor  persons,  one  piece  of  it  to  each  of  them,  at  the 
Annual  Visitation. 

The  original  School  building  extends  in  front  upwards  of 
100  feet  in  length.  It  is  constructed  in  a  plain,  but  neat 
and  uniform  style,  with  the  sand-stone  of  the  ndghbouring' 
country.  Behind  it,  there  is  a  considerable  addition  to  th& 
Master^s  habitation,  erected  by  The  Skinners*  Company  in 
1676,  together  with  a  Hall  or  Refectory,  for  the  use  of  the 
Scholars ;  and  a  small,  yet  elegant  Library  built  at  the  joint 
expense  of  the  Patrons  of  the  School,  and  of  The  Revd; 
James  Cawthorn,  Master,  who  died  on  the  15th  of  April, 
1761.  There  are  also  detached  offices,  a  garden,  and  a  playw 
ground  belonging  to  it  .       . 

There  are  several  Exhibitions  appropriated  to  this 
School,  besides  those  or  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  which  were  to 
be  paid  in  portions  of  JClO.  a  year  each,  for  seven  years,  to. 
Six  poor  Scholars,  who  should  go  immediatdy  from  hence 
to  either  of  The  Univeraibes. 

In  1562,  Henry  Fisher,  Fishmonger,  of  London,  and 
Executor  of  Sir  Andrew  Judde,  endowed  an  Exhibition 
at  Brasen-Nose  Coll^,  Oxford,  for  a  Schdar  to  be  elected 
by  The  Skinners'  Company  from  this  School. 

Mr.  Lewis  oidowed  an  Exhibition  for  one  Scholar^  gw^ 
from  hence  to  Cambridge.

In  1620,  Sir  James  Lancaster,  Knight,  endowed  Foue 
Exhibitions,  for  such  Scholars  as  should  go  to  either  of  the 
Univernties. 

Mr«  WonRALL  gave  Two  Exhibitions  of  £6.  a  year 
eftdi  to  Scholars,  who  should  have  spent  tzvo  JvU  years  in 
the  Upper  Class  of  this  School.  The  Will  directs,  that  the 
p^racHi  chosen  by  The  Skinners^  Company  to  one  of  their 
own  Exlnbitions,  may  also  enjoy  one  of  these, — or  if  there 
dbould  be  any  one  Scholar  recommended  by  the  Master,  as 
qualified  in  an  eminent  degree  above  others,  he  may  enjoy 
both  Mr.  Woeeall'^s  Exhibitions  as  they  fall,  if  the  Head 
and  Senior  Fellows  of  the  College  signify  their  concurrences 

Thomas  Lamfaed  gave  an  Exhibition  of  Four  marcs, 
to  be  paid  quarterly  to  a  Scholar  of  Tunbridge  School. 

Bobeet  Holmedon  bequeathed  by  his  Will  £4.  a  year 
in  the  disposal  of  The  Leatheesellees"  Company,  to  be 
fpreoi  to  a  Scholae  of  this  School  on  failure  of  a  claimant 
firpm  another  School,  at  the  time  of  vacancy. 

Sir  Thomas  White  directed  by  his  last  Will,  that  in  the 
cfaKnoe  of  a  Bible  ClerJc^  or  JEdiiuus  of  his  College  of  Saint 
John  in  Oxford,  a  preference  should  be  ^ven  to  the  Candid- 
dates  educated  at  either  of  the  Schools  which  supply  that 
CSoUege,  of  which  Tunbridge  is  one.  (See,  Reading.)  The 
Salary  and  emoluments  are  £30.  per  annum^  and  it  may  be 
hcdden  with  any  of  the  above-mentioned  Exhibitions. 

Sir  Thomas  White  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  the 
year  1554,  and  of  The  Merchant  Taylors^  Company.  His 
Charities  were  most  Uberal  and  extensive.  He  was  an 
intimate  friend  of  Sir  Andeew  Judde,  and  "propter  exi- 
mium  aimorem  in  eum^  as  the  Statutes  of  his  College  of  St. 
John  inform  us,  gave  one  of  his  Fellowships  Xq  Tunbridge 
School,  which  was  founded  but  a  very  short  time  before  that 
College.  The  Probationary,  Fellow,  or  Scholar,  when  nonu- 
nated,  must  be  sent  immediately  from  the  School,  that  is,  he 
must  not  have  left  the  School  before  the  vacancy ;  for  the 
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Statute  expressly  says,  that  the  Elector?  ^^  tx  suis  SchoHs 
mitUndos  curent^ — The  Statutes  direct,  that  the  nommation 
of  the  Fellow  shall  be  made  by  the  "  Prcetores  velSeniores^ 
of  the  several  Corporate  Towns  from  which  Fellows  are  sent 
to  St.  John^s  Collegb  ;  but  as  Tunbridge  is  not  a  Corpo- 
ration, nor  either  Mayors  or  Aldermen  or  any  such,  who 
answer  the  abpv6  desoiption,  in  it,  there  have  been  great 
debates  to  whom  the  Election  properly  belongs.  The  nomi- 
nation has  always  hitherto  been  signed  by  the  Master  and  a 
few  of  the  Principal  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  and  the 
College  has  invariably  admitted  it^s  validity,  though  Oppon- 
ents have  more  than  once  endeavoured  to  set  it  aside. 

In  the  event  of  Two  ScHOLAasHiPS  in  Jesus  College, 
Cambridge,  founded  by  Lady  Masgabbt  Boswell,  not 
being  filled  from  the  School  at  Seven-Oaks,  they  are  then  to 
be  supplied  from  this  School.     See,  Seven^Oaks, 

Mr.  John  Stbomg  left  by  Will  a  sum  of  money  in  Trust, 
for  the  apprenticing  to  some  marine  business,  a  Scholar, 
educated  ^^  at  the  great  School  at  Tunbridge  ;^  but  it  does  . 
not  appear,  that  this  bequest  has  ever  been  claimed  by  any 
Scholar  of  this  School. 

This  School  continues  under  the  management  of  The 
CoMPANV  of  Skinners,  who,  in  pursuance  of  the  Statutes, 
visit  it  annually  in  the  month  of  May. 

They  are  attended,  as  the  Statutes  direct,  by  a  very 
respectable  Clergyman  of  London,  whose  business  it  is  to 
examine  the  several  Classes  of  the  School  On  the  arrival 
of  the  Company  at  the  gates  of  the  School,  a  Congratulatory 
Oration  in  Latin  is  spoken  by  the  Head  Boy.  The  Company 
then  proceed  to  Church,  where  they  distribute  bread,  money, 
and  doaths  to  a  number  of  poor  persons  of  the  Parishes  of 
Tunbridge,  Bidborough,  and  Speldhurst,  according  to  the 
Will  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith.  On  their  return,  after  a  cold 
ooUadon,  they  survey  the  buildings,  and  give  orders  for  all 
necessary  repairs.    They  next  proceed  to  the  School,  where 
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tdier  a  few  Latin  Orations,  the  £xAtfXNATioi7  begins ;  at 
£he  dose  of  which  the  whole  Company,  which  consists, 
besides  the  Visitors  and  their  friends,  of  the  neighbouring 
Gentry  and  Clergy,  retire  to  dinner,  which  is  served  up  in 
the  Library,  and  in  other  rooms  in  the  Master^s  House.  At 
Five  o^Clock  they  return  to  the  School,  and  the  Gramma- 
tical Disputations,  a  very  antient  exercise^  arc  commenced 
by  the  Six  Senior  Scholars.  These  exercises  conclude  with 
the  repetition  of  English  or  Latin  verses.  Tub  Examines 
^hen  distributes,  according  to  the  Statutes,  as  an  Honorary 
reward,  a  silver  Pen  gUtj  to  each  of  the  Six  Senior 
Scholars,  who  on  that  day  walk  in  procession  to  the 
Church,  before  their  Patrons,  with  garlands  of  fresh  flowers 
on  their  heads.  Such  is  the  pleasing  Ceremony  which  has 
been  constantly  observed,  ever  since  the  Foundation  of  this* 
School 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter^ 
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WYE,  near  Ashpord. 

John  Kempe,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Cardinal  of 
the  Church  of  Rome,  intending  his  College  of  Wte  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  the  knowledge  of  Grammar,  as 
well  as  for  the  Celebration  of  Divine  Service,  took  spedal 
care  in  the  Statutes  which  he  made  for  the  government  of 
of  it,  that  this  part  of  his  intention  should  have  it's  proper 
effect  In  it  all  Scholars  were  to  be  taught  gratis^  both 
rich  and  poor^  in  the  art  of  Grammar ;  unless  a  present  was 
voluntarily  made,  and  except  the  usual  offerings  of  Cocks 
and  Pence,  at  the  Feast  of  St.  Nicholas. 

In  this  situation  the  School  remained  at  the  Dissolutioa 
of  The  College,  in  the  Thirty-sixth  of  Kmg  Hbnby  the 
Eighth,  1545,  when  both  of  them  were  suppressed,  and 
became  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Crown. 

The  King,  however,  took  some  care  for  the  revival  of  the 
School  -y  for  in  his  Grant,  on  the  15th  of  March  following  of  the 
same  year,  of  the  Rectories  and  Churches  of  Bocton  Alupb, 
Brenset,  and  Newington,  and  the  Advowsons  of  the  Vicarages  of 
them,  and  the  Vicarage  of  Wye,  parcel  of  the  possessions  of 
the  late  College  here,  to  Walter  Bucleb,  Esq.,  Secretary  to 
Queen  Catherine,  and  his  Heirs,  there  was  a  proviso,  amonjg 
other  things,  that  he,  Walter  Bucler,  and  his  Heirs,  should 
at  all  times  provide  and  maintain  a  tuffident  Schoolmaster,  capa- 
ble of  teaching  boys  and  youth  in  the  art  of  Grammar,  without 
fee  or  reward,  in  this  Parish : — And  he  was  to  pay  him,  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  these  premises,  the  Salary  of  Jt'13«.6..8.  yearly, 
by  even  portions  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one 
month  after. — ^But  he  neglecti$^g  to  perform  these  conditions, 
the  School  continued  unprovided  for,  and  his  Grant  became  for- 
feited on  that  account  to  the  Crown,  in  consequence  of  a  Com- 
mission of  Inquiry,  taken  in  the  year  1593,  for  that  purpose. 

After  which,  Rorert  Maxwell  preferred  a  Petition  to  King 
James  the  First,  to  grant  him  such  an  Estate  in  the  premises  as 
Walter  Bucler  before  had,  and  offering  to  pay  of  his  own 
accord^  to  the  Schoolmaster  df  Wye,  40  marcs,  instead  of  30 
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formerly  paid.  But  on  a  reference  to  the  Attorney  and  Solici- 
tor Geneiil,  they  advised  that  no  Grant  should  be  made  on  so 
slender  a  Petition ;  but  that  a  new  Commission  should  be  had> 
and  Inquisition  taken^  concerning  these  premises,  which  was 
accordingly  taken  in  the  year  1625 ;  whereby  it  was  found, 
that  Walter  Bugler  had  not  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  his 
Grant,  by  which  the  Crown  was  entitled  to  resume  t^ie  sans^ 
again : — ^And  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  cert^fieid  to  the 
King,  that  upon  that  just  and  lawftil  process,  there  was  nothing 
to  hinder  his  intention  towards  the  said  Robert  Maxwell 
from  taking  effect,  according  to  his  Petition,  and  a  warrant  V99 
accordingly  made  out  for  that  purpose,  which  the  King's  death 
preyented  from  being  carried  into  execution. 

Whereupon  King  Charles  the  First,  in  the  second  year  of 
his  reign,  1697^granted  all  the  said  premises  to  Ro9brt  Max- 
well, Esq.,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  to  hold  the  same  by  the  li)Le 
tenure  as  before  granted,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £lO. :  provided 
that  he  and  his  heirs  should  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye  a 
Schoolmaster,  sufficiently  learned  in  Orammar  to  teach,  as  be* 
fore  mentioned,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  £i6.  Sterling  yearly, 
at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one  month  after  eadi 
Feast,  ii  it  was  demanded. 

And  His  l^fuesty,  by  his  Letters  Patent  dated  the  38tb  ei 
May,  16  ^O,  made  a  new  Graunt,  taking  no  notice  of  the  former 
Grant  to  Walter  Buclbr,  or  of  his  forfeiture  of  them,  only  in 
consideration  of  the  service  performed  to  him  by  the  said  Ro- 
bert Maxwell,  he  granted  the  same  premises  to  him  and  his 
heir9>  at  the  like  rent,  with  re-entry  and  penalty  on  non-pay- 
ment ; — and  he  agreed  to  provide  and  maintain  a  Schoolmaster, 
as  in  the  former  Grant,  and  to  pay  him  yearly  £l6.  per  annum^ 
at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  -,  and  that  if  the  same  was  not 
in  the  whole  or  in  part,  within  30  days  after  each  of  the 
Feasts,  he  and  they  should  forfeit  £4.  over  and  above  the 
s^id  half-yearly  payments,  and  so  for  every  month  after,  so 
long  4S  the  same  should  continue  unpaid,  with  the  usual  power 
Off  distress,  &c. 

This  Salary  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  by  the  posses- 
soi  of  The  Vicarage  of  Wye,  but  the  clear  annual  amount  is 
under  jC13.,  as  the  Land-tax  is  always  deducted  out  of  it. 

Sir  George  Wheler,  Enight,  Prebendary  of  Durham, 
who  died  in  17^4,  by  a  Codicil  to  his  Will,  gave  the  scite 
and  buildings  of  The  College  of  Wye  to  The  Master  of 
The  Gbammae  School  there,  and  to  The  Master  and 
Mistress  of  Tlie  Lady  Joanna  Thobmhill's  Charity  School, 
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and  their  Successors  for  ever,  Masters  and  Mistresses  of 
the  same,  for  thdr  Habitations ;  and  also  lands  and  tene- 
ments adj(nning  and  belonging  to  it,  to  the  Talue  of  £14. 
per  annumy  for  keeping  the  buildings  in  repair. 

The  Master  of  The  Grammar  School  has  that  half  of 
The  College  allotted  for  his  residence,  which  contains  the 
South  side  of  it.  The  whole  was  lately  thoroughly  repaired 
and  beauti6ed  by  the  Trustees  of  Thb  Whelbb  benefac- 
tion, and  now  makes  a  very  handsome  appearance. 

The  School-room  is  an  ancient  stone  building,  seemingly 
of  the  time  of  the  Foundation  of  The  College,  standing 
adjacent  to  the  Church-yard,  and  close  to  the  highway. 

A  further   benefaction,   towards    the    advancement  of 
Learning  in  this  School,  was  also  made  by  Sir  George 
Wheeler,  who,  by  his  last  Will,  gave  £10.  a  year,  issu- 
ing out  of  a  Farm  called  "  Skinners^*  as  an  Exhibition, 
to  a  boy  chosen  out  of  the  Charity  School  of  Lady  Joanna 
Thornhill^s  foundation,  and  educated  in  the  Grammar 
School  of  Wye,  to  be  sent  to  Lincoln  College,  in  Ox- 
ford.    But  his  son.  The  Revd.  Granville  Whbler,  ob- 
serving that  in  the  course  of  almost  forty  years,  no  boy  had 
been  so  educated,  very  generously  augmented  it  by  Deed 
to  £20. per  annum;    and  ordered,  that  if  no  such  boy 
should  be  so  educated,  it  should  be  given  to  any  boy  of  the 
Parish  of  Wye,  or  in  de&ult,  to  any  other,  provided  he  was 
educated  at  the  said  Grammar  School  of  Wye, 

Robert  Plot,  M.  D.,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here* 
No  answer  has  been  reo^ved  to  the  Author's  Letter 
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BLACKBURN. 


Thb  Fkee  Grahhab  School  in  Blackbuun  was  founded 
by  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  humble  petition,  as  well  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  as 
of  other  persons  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  "  for  the 
Education,  Management,  and  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youths,  in  Grammar,"  and  to  be  called  "  The  Free  Gram- 
mar School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  Blackburn,  in  the 
Coun^  of  Lancaster."  To  consist  of  one  Master,  and  one 
Usher. 

And  that  Her  Majesty's  deugn  might  be  the  more  fully 
answered,  and  that  lands  and  revenues  to  be  granted  for  the 
support  of  the  School,  might  be  the  better  directed  for  the 
continuation  of  the  some,  she  ordained  that  there  shall  be 
for  ever  in  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  "  Fifty 
men  of  the  more  discreet,  and  honest,  of  the  Inhabitants  or 
Freeholders,"  to  be  Governors  of  the  possesions  belonging 
to  the  School ;  Gilbert  Gkkrasd,  the  Attorney-General, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Lanctoh,  Knight,  b^ng  in  the  number  of 
the  first  GovemorB. 
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The  Grovemors  to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession, — may  plead  and  be  impleaded, — have  a  Common 
Seal, — and  a  l^al  capacity  of  purchasing  and  holding  lands 
and  revenues,  provided  they  are  not  holden  of  the  Crown  in 
chUef^  and  do  not  exceed  the  clear  annual  value  of  £30. 

The  Grovemors  are  further  empowered  to  appoint  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  to  make  good  and  wholesome  Sta- 
tutes in  writing,  concerning  the  preservation  and  dispoidtion 
of  the  Revenues,  and  the  regulation  of  the  School 

The  sum  of  £4..'J,A.  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown  to  the  Master.  And  the  endowment, 
which  is  chiefly  in  land,  situate  in  Dilworth,  has  been  ii^ 
creased  by  various  pecuniary  bene&ctions  from  the  Gro- 
vemors. 

The  School  is  ^^Jree  to  the  WarJd^  witli  the  exception  of 
an  entrance  fee  and  small  perquiate.  The  present  number 
of  boys  under  the  Head  Master  is  nearly  30,  and  from  30 
to  40  attend  the  Usher.  Children  are  admitted  at  any  age^ 
and  may  remain  until  thdr  Education  is  completed. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  there 
is  no  particular  system  of  education  prescribed. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William 
BoABDMAK,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  £90.  per  annumy  toge- 
ther with  perqmsites  which  fluctuate  and  are  uncertain.  No 
Pupils  are  boarded  by  him ;  nor  by  the  Usher. 

Robert  Bolton,  an  eminent  Puritan  IHvine,  and  one  of 
the  best  Scholars  of  his  Ume,  was  educated  at  this  Schod. 
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BLACKROD,  near  Bolton. 

Of  the  Fbee  Gbammab  School  at  Blackeod  the  Author 
is  not  able  to  give  a  description,  as  no  Answer  has  been  re-, 
ceited  to  his  Letter. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  about  £70.  per  annum  to 
Pembroke  College,  Cambridge. 
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GREAT  BOLTON  or  BOLTON  in  The  Mooes. 

The  Free  Grammas  School  of  Bolton  in  The  Moobs 
was  founded  by  Robert  Lever,  Citizen  and  Clothier  of 
London, — ^who,  by  his  Will^  dated  the  16th  of  March,  1641, 
devised  certain  lands  in  Harwoody  in  the  County  of  Lancas- 
ter, either  fur  erecting  and  mdoitaining  a  Free  School,  or 
a  Chapel,  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  his  Executors. 

This  benevolent  intention  appears  to  have  been  afterwards 
carried  into  effect.  And,  in  17B4,  an  Act  was  obtained  for 
incorporating  the  Grovemors,  and  for  enlarging  the  Trusts 
and  Powers,  for  the  benefit  of  the  School : — 

By  this  Act  it  is  declared,  that  the  School  shall  be  called 
^^  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
of  Bolton  in  The  Moors,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lan- 
caster, of  the  Foundation  of  Robert  Lever,  of  London, 
Gentleman,  deceased  :'* — 

That  the  Right  Honble.  Thomas  Lord  Grey  de  Wil- 
ton, James  Bradshaw,  and  Ten  others,  should  be  Gro- 
VERNORS  of  the  same, — should  be  a  Body  Corporate  and 
Politic,  with  perpetual  succession, — and  should  have  a  Com- 
mon Seal : — 

The  Grovemors  are  empowered  to  appoint  a  Head  Master, 
and  Usher,  ^^  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  and  Youth 
who  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  only  in  Gram- 
mar and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  writing,  arithmetic, 
geography,  navigation,  mathematics,  the  modem  languages, 
and  in  such  and  so  many  branches  of  Literatiure  and  Edu- 
cation as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Grovemors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  render  the  Foundation  of  the  most  general  use  and 
benefit:'' 
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The  Head  Master^s  Salary  not  to  be  less  than  £80.,  and 
that  of  the  Usher  £40.  a  year,  to  be  mcreased  as  the  Reve- 
nues of  the  School  will  admit : — 

The  Governors  are  further  empowered  to  remove  the 
Master^  and  Usher,  on  sufficient  cause,  and  to  appoint 
others,  after  three  months  previous  notice  in  writing : — 

The  Usher  to  be  under  thedirection  of  the  Head  Master  :— 

And  no  Head  Master  or  Usher  to  teach  any  Children, 
besides  those  educated  in  the  School,  belonging  to  the  Fa. 
lish  of  Bolton,  without  the  leave  of  the  Grovemors. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  repeated  applications 
of  the  Author. 

Robert  Ainsworth,  the  eminent  Grammarian  and 
Lexioographer,  was  educated  at  this  School, — of  which  he 
was  ailerwards  the  Master. 
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BURNLEY. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Burnley,  in  the  Parish  of 
WhaDey,  appears  to  have  existed  in  the  reign  of  Edward 
the  SL\th,  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  life  of  William  Whita- 
KSR,  D.  D.,  the  learned  Master  of  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, that  he  received  the  earlier  part  of  his  education 
here,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Hargreaves  ;  but  it  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  at  that  time  endowed,  though  the  House 
of  the  last  Popish  Incumbent  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  a 
Schoolmaster. 

However,  in  the  Twentieth  year  of  tlie  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  1578,  Sir  Robert  Ingham,  Clerk,  Rector  of 
Stocking  Pelham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  granted  a  cer- 
tain messuage  or  tenement  called  ^^  AlfreOies^'*  situate  at 
Famham,  in  Essex,  to  his  Nephew  John  Ingham,  on  con- 
dition that  he  the  said  John  should  charge  the  said  tene- 
ment with  a  rent-charge  of  £3.  for  ever,  for  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  teach  young  persons 
freely  in  the  Free  Grammar  School,  founded  and  established 
in  Burnley. 

Accordingly  the  Nephew  granted  that  Rent-charge  to 
Richard,  Son  and  Heir  Apparent  of  John  Townley,  of 
Townleyy  Esquire,  William  Bascroft,  of  Lodge^  John 
Parker,  of  Eaimsiky  Simon,  Son  and  Heir  of  Evan 
Haydock,  of  Hesanifbrthj  Robert  Whitaker,  of  Holme^ 
Gentleman,  and  John  Woodroff,  Son  and  Heir  of  John 
WooDROFF,  of  Burnley,  Yeoman,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
to  stand  sdzed  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  intent  aforesaid. 

The  next  donation  appears  to  have  been  a  Farm  at  Alver- 
thorpe,  near  Wakefield,  in  Yorkshire,  by  a  person  now 
unknown. 

By  Surrender,  dated  the  30th  of  April,  1^96,  Edmund

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TowNLEY,  Rector  of  Slaidbum,  gave  Ackerleifs  tenement 
on  the  Ridge,  to  this  School 

By  Surrender,  bearing  date  the  4th  of  October,  1699, 
Nicholas  Townley,  of  Royle,  Esq.,  gave  the  tenement 
called  "  Cockridge,'^  to  the  Church  and  School  of  Burnley ; 
probably  in  equal  portions. 

HsNKY  Halsted,  Clerk,  B.  D.,  Rector  of  Stansfield,  in 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  5th  of  Au- 
gust, 1728,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Feoffees  of  the  Free 
School  in  Burnley,  all  his  Library  of  books  at  Stansfield : 
this  is  now  arranged  in  a  room  over  the  School,  and  contains 
some  valuable  Classical  books. 

Besides  these  Endowments,  there  is  a  rent-charge  of  10^. 
a  year  paid  from  an  Estate  situate  in  the  Chapelry  of  Colne, 
in  this  Parish. 

Two  rent-charges,  one  4s.  and  the  other  9*.  a  year,  were 
formerly  paid  from  estates  in  the  County  of  York ;  but  they 
have  not  been  acknowledged  for  more  than  Twenty  years 
last  past.    It  does  not  appear  who  were  the  Donors. 

There  are  no  Statutes. 

The  School  is  open,  for  instruction  in  the  Classics^  to  the 
boys  of  the  Chapelry  indefinitely.  Formerly,  something 
was  paid  on  admission,  and  a  Cockpenny  at  Shrovetide: 
But,  in  lieu  of  these,  the  Master  was  afterwards  allowed  to 
make  a  charge  of  Two  guineas  a  year  for  each  boy,  for 
teaching  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  charge  is  now  Three 
guineas  a  year  to  the  sons  of  Gentlemen  and  principal 
Tradesmen,  but  to  the  rest  not  so  much ;  out  of  which  the 
Master  provides  an  Assistant,  to  teach  English,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  the  mathematics.  The  number  of  Classical 
boys  at  present  does  not  exceed  Twenty :  and  from  Thirty 
to  Forty  more  attend. 

No  age  being  specified  when  boys  shall  either  enter,  or 
leave  the  School,  the  whole  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Master^  and  of  the  Parents  or  Guardians. 
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The  Westminster  Grammars  by  Ward,  are  generally 
used :  But  when  a  boy  has  previously  learned  the  Eton, 
the  Grammar  is  not  changed.  There  is  no  particular  system 
of  Education  prescribed. 

In  157^9  Alexander  Nowell,  Dean  oT  St.  Paurs, 
London,  established  a  maintenance  for  Thirteen  Scholars 
at  Braseiv-Nosc  College,  Oxford,  from  The  Free  School  of 
Middleton,  and  from  the  Schools  of  Whalley  and  Burnley, 
or  any  other  School  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster. 

The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Trustees  of  the  lands, 
for  the  time  being.  The  Revenues  of  the  School  are  ma- 
naged by  him  under  their  direction ;  but  when  a  Lease  has 
been  granted,  it  has  generally  been  done  by  The  Trustees 
only. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Raws,  Clerk,  whose 
Salary  is  about  £  130.  a  year.  The  Stipend  of  the  Assistant 
and  the  out-gcnngs  of  the  School  bdng  liquidated,  the  sur- 
plus of  the  Schocd  charges  also  belongs  to  him,  which  is  more 
or  less  according  to  the  number  of  Scholars.  This  Gentle- 
man is  likewise  the  Assistant  Curate  of  Burnley. 

Nrither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupls. 
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BURY. 

Thb  fellowingADvs&TisEMBNT  appeared  in  '^ThxCoueibh^ 
Newspaper,  on  Thursday  Evening  the  2d  of  April,  1818, — 

''  To  Clbbotmen^  who  are  Graduates  in  one  of  the  two  Univer- 
sitie8>  either  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

The  Mastership  of  the  Fbbb  Grammab  School  of  Buby^  in 
the  County  of  Liancaster,  having  become  vacant  by  the  death  of 
the  Bevd.  Fbancis  Hodoson>  who  has  been  Master  thereof  49 
years,  the  Trustees  of  the  said  School  hereby  give  notice,  that 
they  intend  to  hold  a  Speciai.  Meeting  within  the  said  School, 
on  Tuesday^  the  7th  day  of  April  next,  at  Ten  o' Clock  in  the 
Forenoon,  for  the  purpose  of  Electing  another  Masteb  -,  for 
whom  there  is  a  very  good  double  house,  with  a  stable  and  gar- 
den a4Joining,  plearantly  situated,  and  well  fitted  for  the  accom- 
modation of  a  fomily.  The  Salary  will  be  Two  Hundred  Pounds 
a  year,  payable  by  four  equal  payments  quarterly.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  the  Master  to  be  in  Holy  Obdebs,  but  it  is  required 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  Founder  "  That  he  be  a  Graduate  in  one 
of  the  two  Universities,  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  well  skilled 
in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  Tongues,  a  man  of  prudence 
and  sobriety,  and  of  a  good  temper/'  The  most  respectable 
testimonials  of  the  preceding  qualifications  will  be  expected  by 
the  Trustees,  to  be  produced  by  each  Gentleman  who  may  think 
proper  to  offer  himself  as  a  Candidate  on  the  day  of  election  -y 
and  also  that  he  will  give  such  further  proofe  of  his  attainments 
in  the  above  Languages,  as  may  be  requested  from  him  at  the 
same  time. 

Further  information  may  be  received  on  application  to  Thomas 
NoBBis,  Esq.,  of  Bury,  aforesaid,  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  Stew- 
ard of  the  said  School.    All  letters  must  be  post  paid. 
Bury,  February  12. 

N.  B.  That  part  of  the  above  quotation  from  the  Statutes  of 
the  Founder,  requiring  that  the  Master  be  well  skilled  in  the 
Hebrew  Tongue,  will  be  dispensed  with  at  the  ensuing  election  -, 
and  it  may  not  be  improper  further  to  observe,  that  in  addition 
to  the  Salary  above-mentioned,  the  Perquisites  will  probably 
amount  to  Twenty  Founds  a  year." 
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CARTMEL,  near  Milnthorpe. 

The  Gbammab  School  of  Cabtmel  does  not  appear  from 
the  Records  of  the  Parish,  to  have  been  founded  by  any 
particular  Person,  or  at  any  stated  Period;  or  to  have 
been  originally  a  Free  School,  bnt  merely  a  Parochial  Se- 
minary under  the  authority  and  superintendance  of  The 
Churchwardens  and  Sidesmen  of  the  Parish. 

For  a  series  of  years  they  hired  a  Master  and  paid  his 
Salary  irom  the  Interest  of  small  sums  of  money  left  by 
Will,  at  various  periods,  for  that  purpose,  or  to  the  Paxish 
for  pious  uses,  which  was  made  up  to  the  sum  agreed  for  by 
a  small  Quarterage  paid  by  all  who  sent  Children,  except 
the  PooTy  to  whom  the  School  vfaajree. 

Hence  it  might  take  the  name  of  a  Free  SchooI,  for  in 
1619  it  was  agreed  by  the  Churchwardens  and  Sidesmen  in 
Vestry  assembled,  that  Land,  not  to  exceed  the  value  of 
£20.,  should  be  purchased  with  the  School  stock  for  the 
use  of  The  Free  School ;  no  Land,  however,  was  purchased 
until  the  year  16S0,  when  JC131..10..0.  were  judiciously  ex* 
pended  for  that  purpose. 

In  1635,  a  Master  is  stated  in  the  Parish-book  to  have 
been  hired  at  the  ancient  wages,  and  who  was  also  to  have 
6d  a  Quarter  for  Grammarians,  and  Ad,  for  Petties  (litOe 
ones)j  as  th^  are  so  called.  Pettetes  occurs  in  the  Statutes 
of  £  welme. 

In  1664,  the  Master's  Stipend  was  £20.— and  if  the 
Interest  of  the  School  Stock,  together  with  the  Quarterage 
at  the  rate  above  menticmed,  exceeded  tkat  sum,  the  sur- 
plus was  then  to  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  the  Usher^s 
Salary. 

In  1674,  the  Quarterage  was  raised,  by  order  of  the  Ves- 
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try,  from  6d.  to  Sd  for  Grammarians,  but  remained  at  4d. 
for  Petties. 

In  1711)  an  election  took  place,  when  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Master  should  have  for  his  Stipend  the  rents  of 
the  lands  which  were  purchased  in  1680^  together  with  the 
Interest  o(  the  School  Stock  not  expended  and  Quarterage, 
which  was  then  nosed  to  ls..6d.  for  Latin,  and  Is.  for  Eng- 
lishy  but  the  poor  Children  to  be  taught j^^^  as  before. 

At  a  subsequent  Election,  in  1714,  no  stipulated  sum 
is  mentioned;  the  Master  is  to  have  the  whole  Salary  of 
the  School,  allowing  to  his  Usher  £S»per  cmnumy  out  of 
the  same.  Nothing  is  said  of  Quarterage^  which  appears  to 
have  now  ceased ;  the  Rents  of  the  lands  and  the  Interest 
of  the  money  remaining,  being  deemed  sufficient  for  the 
support  of  the  Master. 

Every  future  election  is  entirely  unconditional.  There 
are  no  stipulations  in  regard  to  the  Children  of  the  Poor, 
nor  are  the  instructions  of  the  Master  confined  to  the 
Children  of  the  Parish,— but  boys  are  admitted  from 
every  part  of  the  Kingdom,  and  even  now  from  77^  Wat 

Indies. 

In  1689,  Mr.  Heneit  Bigla^^d;  then  a  Citizen  of  Lon- 
don, but  of  an  Ancient  Family  in  this  Parish,  gave  by  Will 
£400.  to  be  invested  in  land  at  the  discretion  of  the  Twb)]- 
TY-Fou&  Sidesmen  :  and  with  which  a  purchase  was  made 
in  1692. 

The  whole  of  the  Endowments,  except  £40.,  are  now  in 
land,  situate  near  Cartmel  Church-Town. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  But  it  appears  from  the  Parish- 
Book  that,  in  1671,  ^^  Two  Deeds  in  Parchment  and  one 
in  Paper,  concerning  The  Grammar  School,  were  delivered 
to  the  'safe  keeping  of  Thomas  Asksw.'^  And,  in  1679, 
it  is  ordered  by  The  Vestry,  that  "  a  new  Deed  of  Trust  of 
the  School  be  made.**    Two  only  of  the  Feofiees  named  in 
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the  old  Deed  being  then  living.     None  of  these  Documents 
can  now  be  found. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
as  soon  as  they  can  read  The  New  Testament  in  English ; 
and  they  may  remain,  if  their  Parents  think  proper,  until 
they  have  finished  their  education.  It  is  customary  for 
persons  of  property,  who  have  children  at  the  School,  to 
make  a  compliment  to  the  Master  at  Shrovetide  of  a  sum, 
called  "  Cock-pence.'^ — "  TTiis  cannot  be  demanded  of 
righi.^  But  a  charge,  per  Quarter,  is  made  upon  the  Fa^ 
rents  of  those  Children  who  write  or  cypher,  the  Poor  not 
excepted. 

The  Westminster  Grammars  are  used ;  but  it  is  now 
more  a  School  for  educating  boys  for  Trade  and  Commerce, 
than  for  Classical  Learning. 

The  inscripticm  upon  the  Monument  of  Thomas  Pres- 
ton, Esq.,  who  died  in  1696,  states  the  following  Exhibi- 
tion,-~^^  Ecdesise  pauperibus  et  pauperum  filiis  in  Schol£ 
Cartmellensi  CoUegioque  Sti.  Johannis  Cantab,  educan- 
dis  legavit.^'     It  is  not  known  to  have  been  ever  obtained. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Taylor, 
whose  emoluments  are, — Rents  of  land  £150.,  Interest  of 
money  £2.,  Cock-pence  from  £20.  to  £30.  He  takes  Pu- 
jols, his  terms  are  AAs.  per  month  for  board ;  writing,  cy- 
phering, &c.,  being  charged  separately, — and  if  they  are  not 
Parishioners,  a  certain  sum  for  Cock-pence  is  also  expected. 

The  Second  or  Writing  Master  does  not  take  Pupils. 

Edmund  Law,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  received  the 
early  part  of  his  education  at  this  School.  His  Father  was 
the  Curate  of  one  of  the  Chapels  in  this  Parish,  Forty- 
nine  TEARS. 
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CHORLEY. 

Thb  Grammar  School  of  Chobley  was  founded  in  the 
year  1611,  according  to  the  following  Document  :«* 

"  The  Certificate  of  William  Hawkshead  and  Thomas  Ains- 
cow.  Churchwardens  of  Chorley,  concerning  the  erection  of  the 
School-house^ — transcribed  out  of  the  R%ister-book,  &c.,— 

''  These  are  to  certify  all  whom  it  may  concern  in  Posterity^ 
that  whereas  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  1611, — 

'^  We,  William  Hawkshead  and  Thomas  Ainscow,  then 
Church- wardens  of  Chorley,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  toge- 
ther with  the  most  part  of  the  best  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish, 
taking  notice  of  the  many  inconveniences  that  formerly  had 
been,  by  reason  we  were  utterly  destitute  of  a  School-house 
within  die  said  Parish  or  Chapelry, — ^whereby  it  was  the  same 
year,  and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  agreed,  that  a  School-house 
should  be  forthwith  erected  at  the  Parish  charges,  and  should 
be  set  part  within  the  Church-yard,  and  part  within  the  Tythe 
Barn-yard, — ^to  this  end,  that  neither  the  Vicar  nor  the  Minister 
of  the  said  Church  or  Chapel,  nor  the  Farmer  of  the  Tythes  of 
the  said  Chapel,  should  have  power  to  convert  it  to  any  other 
use,  but  that  it  should  remain  constantly  for  a  School-house  for 
ever : — 

''  All  which  was  finished  accordingly  by  a  general  consent 
aforesaid  on  aU  sides,  with  this  further  promise,  that  no  School- 
master should  inhabit  therein  with  his  Wife,  neither  Minister 
that  should  hereafter  be  the  Minister  also  enjoy  that  to  inhabit 
therein  with  his  Wife,  but  every  such  Wives,  in  both  sides,  in 
such  like  case  is  to  be  kept  out  of  the  same  for  divers  great  cau- 
ses,— and  especially,  that  if  either  Wife,  or  their  Children  be- 
gotten in  such  habitation,  might  become  chargeable  to  the 
Parish  of  Chorley, — and  for  the  future  hereof,  we  hope  this 
agreement  will  discharge  all  such  as  hereafter  affect  to  attempt 
for  their  Families  in  part  of  performance : — 

^'  Whereof  and  towards  the  perfecting  of  the  building  afore- 
said, RoBKBT  Chabnock,  of  Astlcy,  now  deceased,  gave  so 
much  brick  as  was  necessary  to  be  put  in  the  said  erection,  as  it  is 
now  finished,  and  £6.  in  money, — And  every  Inhabitant  in 
Chorley,  that  was  liable  to  a  Fifteenth,  gave  and  paid  20  Fif- 
teenths thereunto. — ^Accordingly  with  other  charges  made  only 
by  the  said  Inhabitants  towards  perfecting  the  same  for  a 
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School-house. — So  whereupon  it  was  erected,  according  to  the 
same  agreement : — 

"  So  in  regard  We,  the  said  Church-wardens,  grown  aged, 
and  as  we  think  it  proper  to  have  it  on  record  to  testify  the  same 
in  remaining,  and  for  the  preventing  all  Suits  and  future  Con- 
troversies thereupon,  as  also  that  the  Truth  in  future  may  appear, 
we  thought  good  to  certify  the  same  under  our  hands  the  last 
day  of  June,  anno  Domini  1634  : — 

"  And,  therefore,  to  that  purpose  have  inserted  this  our  Certi- 
ficate into  the  Register  Book  of  Chorley,  the  day  and  year  laat 
mentioned,  in  the  presence  of  these  Persons  and  Parishioners^ 
whose  names  are  subscribed  here.** 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  original  Endow- 
ment,— but  there  have  been  the  following  Benefactions 
subsequently  made,  for  the  support  of  the  Master, —  viz.,

At  present  there  are  neither  Trustees,  Trust  Deeds,  nor 
what  can  properly  be  caUed  an  Endowment 

The  Stipend  being  so  small,  no  boys  are  taught  free  of 
expense ;  and  the  Master  is  at  liberty  to  charge  whatever 
Quarterage  he  pleases.  As  this  is  a  manufacturing  District, 
all  the  Youth  educated  here  at  present  are  intended  for 
businessy^and  consequently,  it   may  with  propriety  be 
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styled  a  ^^  Commercial  ScJicol^  the  Classics  bdng  seldom 
introduced. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Hbnby  Beierley, 
whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  average  about  £120.  per 
Offmwn.  His  terms  for  Boarders  are  £2S.  a  year  for  boys 
under  12  years  of  age,  and  £30.  for  those  above  that  age. 

Previous  to  this  Grentleman's  election,  which  is  now 
21  years  since,  the  School  had  been  very  indifferently 
managed  for  a  long  time ;  and,  of  course,  when  he  came  it 
was  at  a  very  low  ebb,  not  six  boys  attending  when  he 
opened  the  School,— but  by  laudable  industry  and  persever- 
ance it  is  now  constantly  full,  and  has  averaged  for  several 
years  past  from  60  to  70,  and  sometimes  80,  Scholars.

CLITHEROE. 


The  Fbee  Gbahuai  School  of  Clitueboe  was  founded 
}>y  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mabt,  and  endowed  with  the 
Lands  and  Rectorial  Tythestrf' the  Parish  of  Almondbuiy,  in 
the  County  of  York. 

Tex  Govsxhobs  are  Six  in  number,  and  are  bound  by 
an  Oath  for  the  obeervance  of  the  Statutes,  Tb^  are  re- 
quired  to  have  a  resdence  within  the  Paiish  of  WhalW, 
which  is  divided  into  Parochial  Chapelries,  of  which  Clith^oe 
is  one ;  and  the  vacancies  as  they  occur,  are  6Ued  up  by  the 
Survivors. 

The  Head  Master,  and  Usher,  arc  elected  after  an  exami^ 
natbo  of  Candidates  by  The  Ciovemors,  subject  to  the 
^iprovat  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  who  is  Vibitok  of  the 
School. 

The  Governors  have  the  sole  management  of  the  income 
of  the  lands  and  poesessons  of  the  School,  and  appoint  the 
Salaries  of  the  KeeA  Master  and  Usher,  which  are  at  present 
settled  at  £200.  to  the  former,  and  £100.  to  the  latter  per 
annum.    The  surplus  of  the   Revenue   arising  from   the 
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estates,  is  directed  to  be  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  School^ 
and  sending  poor  boys  educated  at  this  School  to  the  Uni- 
versities :  But  there  has  only  been  one  Exhilntioner  within 
recollection. 

The  money  which  has  of  late  accumulated,  has  been 
i^yplied  to  building  a  house  for  the  Head  Master. 

This  School  is  exclusively  Classicaly  and  free  without 
linutation.  An  annual  present  at  Shrovetide  is  expected 
bom  the  Scholars  to  their  Teacher,  which  is  called  ^^  a  Cock* 
pen/ny ;"  and  it  varies,  according  to  the  drcumstances  of  the 
Scholars. 

The  School  possesses  no  advantages  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
vendties ;  nor  is  it  connected  with  any  particular  College. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  Robsbt  Heath^ 
M.A.,  of  Brazen-Nose  College,  Oxford.  This  Grentleman 
takes  Pupils,  his  terms  for  board  and  education,  being  £50. 
per  annttm^  exduave  of  incidental  expenses. 

The  Vicarage  of  Almondbury,  of  which  the  Grovemors  of 
the  School  are  Patrons,  has  usually  been  presented  by  them 
to  some  private  fiiend. 

The  Perpetual  Curacy  of  Clitheroe  has,  of  late,  been 
generally  presented  to  The  Head  Master  by  the  Patron,  Lord 
Viscount  CuBZON. 
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FARNWORTH,  in  WidneSy  near  Prescot. 

Thb  Fe£k  Gkavmab  School  at  Fabmwobth,  a  Chapeliy 

in  the  Parish^of  Prescot,  was  founded  by  William  Smtthb, 

the  good  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  a  native  of  this  Parish,  and 

the  Founder  of  Brasen^Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  acocn-ding 

to  an  Indenture  Tripartite,  made  the  20th  of  July,  1507» 

^  betwene  William   Smythe,   Bishop  of  Lincohie^  and 

The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lincohie,  of  the  one  partie;— - 

John  the  Prior,  and  the  Convent  of  Laundcj  in  the  County 

of  Leycester,  of  the  second  partie; — and  The  Maior  and 

Ctti;Eens  of  Chester,  of  the  third  partie,"— 

Reciting,  That  forasmuch  as  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  had 
received  of  the  said  Bishop  a  gift  of  JCSOO.  towards  their  great 
charges  in  procuring  the  appropriation  of  the  Parochial  Chnrch 
of  Rosthome,  in  Cheshire,  to  their  Monastery, — ^They  agreed  to 
pay  an  annual  rent  of  £'10.,  for  ever,  to  tiie  said  Mayor  and 
Citizens,  who  would  give  the  same  to  ''  a  sufficyentt  and  honett 
Freest,  being  a  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arte,  or  a  Master  of 
Grammar  at  the  least,  teaching  Grammar  freelye^  in  a  Free 
Schoole  at  Fameworth,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  for  ever.** 

ThiB  rent  is  now  paid  irom  Rosthome,  having  been  fixed 
to  be  so  paid  at  the  Dissolution  of  the  Abbey. 

In  1623,  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-five  Inhabitants  of 
Famworth  petitioned  the  Magistrates  of  Chester  in  behalf 
of  Mr.  Hawabde,  School-master  there,  whom  they  highly 
extol, — Afterwards,  ^^  other  Masters  had  so  misused  the 
Children^  that  they  had  been  in  danger  of  losing  their  senses, 
lives,  and  limbs.*^ 

In  1631,  there  was  a  general  and  jcnnt  Petition  of  the 
Grentlemen  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Chapelry  of  Fam- 
worth to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Chester,  pntying  for 
^^  a  new  Schoolmaster,  instead  of  old  Mr.  Hawabde,  who 
was  insufftcicfUf — and  yo/u/ng  Williav  who  was  idk  and 
neglecifid:* 
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Other  gratuitous  acts  were  conferred  upon  Scholars, 
natives  of  the  Counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  by  the 
benevdent  Family  of  Smtthi. 

Matthew  Smyth,  the  first  Principal  of  Brasen-Nose,  in 
15125  and  who  died  in  1547,  left  his  Nephew,  William 
Smtth,  Parson  of  Barton  in  The  Clay,  a  tenement  and 
lands  in  SuUon^  in  the  Parish  of  Prescot,  chargeaUe  with 
5Mlf.  tobepaidyearly  to  theUsheratFamworth.  Hbother 
land  in  Sutton  he  gave  to  Biasen-Nose  College,  to  pay  20f . 
a  year  to  a  Scholar  bom  in  the  Chapelry  of  Famwortli,  or 
dse  in  the  Parish  of  Prescot,  or  near  to  it  He  also  dispesed 
of  ether  lands,  for  the  purpose  of  laising  Scholars  in  Che 
Parish,  and  supporting  them  at  Brasen^ose  Colk^. 

HiTMPHBBY  Oglx,  LL.  B.,  gave  £100.  to  Brasen-Nose, 
to  vappoKt  Two  Scholars  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Prescot

Mr.  Gbegson  observes,  ^^  the  beneficent  design  of  the 
Founders  of  Brasen«Nose,  and  the  School  at  Famworth, 
could  not  be  executed  more  advantageously  for  the  future 
FeDows  themselves,  and  for  the  Honour  of  the  intelligent 
and  learned  Principal  and  his  worthy  Associates,  the  Fellows 
of  Brasen-Nose  College,  than  by  the  appropriation  of  a  part 
of  thdr  Revenues  to  the  support  of  an  excellent  and  learned 
Schoolmaster,  to  teach  freely  the  Children  who  are  destined 
to  be  sent  to  Coll^  from  this  favourite  seat  o£  the  Clergy, 
the  Parish  of  Prescot;— and  the  Town  of  Famworth,  from 
whence  so  many  Ijancashire  and  Cheshire  men  have  risen  to 
the  enjo3rment  of  the  best  Livings  in  the  gift  of  Brasen«Nose, 
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will  do  well  to  continue  to  nourish  such  plants  as  will  bring 
forth  fruit  that  will  do  credit  to  the  Founders.  If  the  good 
Bishop  had  laid  out  in  his  days  £300.  in  a'  landed  estate, 
instead  of  lending  the  money,  the  income,  ^ere  this,  would 
have  been  £300,  a  year.  The  number  of  excellent  Schcdan 
from  this  F^uish  is  certunly  vevy  great,  but  it  is  hoped  a 
hint  humUy  given  by  a  Layman  will  be  excused ;  for  com- 
plaints against  the  Schoolmaster  are  not  always  groundless,^ 
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HAWKSHEAD,  in  Furness  Fells. 

The  Fkee  Grammab  School  in  Hawkshead  was  founded 

in  1585.  His  Grace  Edwyme  Sandys,  Arehbishop  of  York, 

then  obtiuning  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal,  dated  at 

Greenwich  the  10th  of  April,  in  the  Twenty-Sev^ith  year 

of  Queen  Elizabeth, — by  which  Her  Majesty  granted,  that 

fiom  thenceforth  there  should  be  one  Grammar  School 

within  the  Parish  of  Hawkshead,  in  the  County  Palatine  of 

Lancaster, — and    that    Samuel    Sandys,    Cheistophbe 

Sandys,  Adam  Sandys,  Gentlemen,  William  Sawbey, 

Bebnabd  Benson,  Rowland  Nicolson,  Thomas  Raw- 

LiNSON,  and  James  Taylob,  Yeomen,  should  be  Grovemors 

of  the  Possessions  and  Revenues  of  the  School ; — should  be  a 

Body  Corporate,  by  the  name  of  <^  The  Govebnobs  of  the 

Possessions,  Revenues,  and  Goods,  of  the  said  Free  Grammar 

School,^  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  same  name 

should  be  able  to  receive  Manors,  lands,  &c.,  as  well  of  Her 

Majesty,  her  Heirs,  and  Successors,  as  of  His  Grace  The 

Archbishop,  or  of  any  other  person,  provided  they  do  not 

exceed  the-dear  yearly  value  of  £30.,  and  be  not  holden  in 

capUe ; — should  have  a  Common  Seal ; — might  plead  and  be 

impleaded; — and  that  the  Archbishop,  during  his  natural 

life,  should  make  Statutes  in  writing,  concerning  the  well 

ordering  and  government  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Scholars, 

and  the  Possessions  of  the  School. 

By  virtue  of  the  Letters  Patent,  His  Grace  made  the 

fc^wing  Constitutions,  which  were  duly  subseribed  on 

the  1st  of  April,  1588,— 

1.  I  ordain^  constitute^  rnake^  establish^  and  erects  that  one 
Perpetual  and  Free  School  of  Grammar^  from  henceforth^  be  in 
Hawkshead  aforesaid^  of  one  School-master^  and  his  Successors^ 
in  one  House  there>  for  that  purpose  by  me  appointed^  and  so  to 
continue  ftt)m  one  School-master  to  another^  in  succession^  for 
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ever,  to  teach  Grammar^  and  the  Principles  of  the  Greek  tongue, 
with  other  Sciences  necessary  to  he  taught  in  a  Grammar  School; 
— tl^e  same  to  he  taught  in  the  said  School  freely,  without  taking 
any  Stipend,  wage,  or  other  exaction  of  the  Scholars,  or  of  any 
of  them  resorting  to  the  said  School  to  learn  j — which  said 
School,  shall,  from  henceforth,  be  called,  for  ever,  "  Thb  Fres 
Grammar  School  of  Edwyne  Sandys,**  Archbishop  of  York, 
in  Hawkshead  aforesaid,  according  to  the  foresaid  grant  and 
license  from  Her  Msyesty. 

8.  Also,  I  do  constitute,  elect,  nominate,  ordain,  and  appoint, 
Peter  Magson,  Master  of  Arts,  School-master  of  the  said 
Grammar  School,  &c. 

3.  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  declare  by  these  presents,  that  I, 
the  said  Edwyne,  Archbishop  of  York,  during  my  life,  natural, 
and  alter  my  decease,  Samuel  Sandys,  my  son,  during  his  lifei 
shall  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and  grant  of  the  said 
office  and  room  of  Schoolmastership  or  School-master  of  the  said 
Free  School,  when  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void 
by  death,  deprivation,  or  otherwise,  to  give,  grant,  and  dispose 
the  same  to  such  person  and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able 
thereunto,  according  to  the  Ordinances  herein  declared,  and 
hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared }  and  after  my  decease,  and  the 
death  of  the  said  Samuel  Sandys,  the  Governors  of  the  foresaid 
Free  Grammar  School,  for  the  time  being,  or  thcmostpart  of 
them,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bisly>p  of  Chester,  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  for  ever,  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and 
grant  of  the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership,  or 
School-master,  of  the  said  Free  School,  in  Hawkshead,  when 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void  by  deatl^  depriva- 
tion, or  otherwise,  to  give  and  grant  the  same  to  such  person 
and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able  thereunto,  according  to  the 
Ordinances  herein  declared,  and  hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared. 

4.  Also,  I  ordain  and  appoint,  that  the  said  School-master 
shall  be  well  seen,  and  have  good  understanding  in  the  Greek 
and  Latin  tongues,  and  shall  teach  and  inform  the  same  to  such 
Scholars  of  the  same  School,  as  shall  be  most  meet  and  apt  fbr 
the  same,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  School-master, 
and  that  the  said  School-master  before  he  shall  b^in  to  teach 
the  said  School,  (after  my  decease),  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Ordinary  of  the  place,  fbr  the  time  being,  according  to  the 
Statute  in  that  case  provided. 

5.  Also,  I  ordain  and  constitute^  that  the  said  School-master 
of  the  said  School,  and  his  Successors,  for  ever,  shall  have  under 
him  one  Usher,  in  the  foresaid  School,  to  be  an  Usher  in  the  said 
School,  to  teach  9uch  Children  and  Scholars  in  the  said  School 
of  the  Lowest  Forms,  as  to  him  shall  be  appointed  by  the  nid 
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School-master  and  his  Successors,  find  that  the  said  Usher  shall 
be  chosen  from  time  to  time  hf  the  said  School-mastar  andGo- 
vemors  of  the  said  School,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  foe  the 
time  being. — ^And  also,  that  upon  any  misbehaviour  to  be  commit- 
ted by  the  said  Usher,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  School-mas- 
ter  and  Governors,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  to  deprive  the  said 
Usher,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  appoint  another  in  his  place  as 
foresaid. — ^And  if  the  aforesaid  School-master  shall  fortune  to 
die,  then  the  Usher  of  the  said  School  for  tiie  time  being,  shall 
taadi  the  Scholars  in  the  said  School,  as  Master  thered^  until 
there  be  a  School-master  placed  in  the  said  room  and  office  to 
exercise  the  same,  according  to  the  Ordinances  and  FooadaticMi 
oif  the  said  School :  And  the  isaid  Ushor  so  teaching  in  the  said 
Vacation  time,  shall  during  the  same  time,  appoint  one  Scholar 
of  the  same  School,  to  be  an  Usher  under  him,  which*  Schdlar, 
80  teaching  as  Usher,  shall  have  for  the  said  time  he  shall  teadh 
as  Usher,  the  Stipend  and  Allowanoe  beloi^^ing  to  the  Usher  ^ 
aadthesaid  Usher,  so  long  as  he  Aall  teaeh  as  Master,  to  Imve 
the  Stipend  and  Allowance  belonging  to  the  School-master.— 
The  which  sums  of  money,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  VAcr 
tffAAhing  as  Master,  and  Scholar  teachiog  as  Usher,  by  die  said 
Governors  and  their  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  as  before  is 
expressed, — ^Provided  always,  that  after,  my  decease,  and  tiie 
decease  c^  the  said  Samubl  Sandvs,  my  son,  if  the  foresaid 
Governors  of  the  foresaid  Fr^  School,  and  their  Successors,  for 
the  time  being,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  for 
the  time  being,  do  not  give  and  grant  the  said  School-mastar- 
ship  within  the  space  of  Thirip  days  next  after  the  avoidance 
thereof,  to  one  apt  and  able  person,  according  to  the  Ordinances 
aforesaid,  that  then  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chester,  for  the 
time  being,  alone  shall  have  the  gift,  grant,  and  disposition  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership  for  that  time,  so 
that  the  said  Bishop,  for  the  time  being,  give  and  grant  the 
same  within  Thirty  days  next  after  the  foresaid  Tfuriy  days  ap- 
pointed to  the  foresaid  Governors  of  the  said  School, — ^And  if  the 
said  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  do  not  give  and  grant 
the  said  School-mastership  witiiin  the  said  TfUrty  days  so  limited 
unto  him,  as  before  is  said,  to  one  able  person,  according  to  the 
Ordinances  aforesaid,  that  then  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chester 
aforesai^f  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  the  gift  and  grant  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership  for  that  time,  and 
so  frcnn  time  to  time,  as  often  as  any  such  default  as  aforesaid 
shaU  l^ppen  to  be. 

6,' Also,  I  ordun  and  constitute,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and 
his  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  on  every  Work-day  be- 
tween the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin  Mary  and  Saint 
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Michael  the  Archangel^  be  in  the  said  School  and  begin  to  teach 
at  Sir  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  or  at  the  fur&est,  within 
one  half  hour  after,  and  so  to  continue  until  Eleven  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Forenoon ;  and  to  begin  again  at  One  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  and  so  to  continue  until  Five  of  the  Clock  at  night. 
— ^And  every  Work-day  between  the  Feast  of  Michaelmas  and 
tj^e  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  to  begin  to  teach  at 
Sevm  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  or  within  half  an  hour  after 
at  the  furthest,  and  so  to  continue  until  Eleven  of  the  Clock 
before  noon  $ — and  then  to  begin  School  again  at  half  an  hour 
befbre  One  of  the  Clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  so  to  continue 
until  Pour  of  the  Clock  at  night;— During  aU  which  times,! 
will,  that  the  Schoolmaster  shsdl  be  present  in  the  School  with 
the  Usher,  and  shall  teach  all  such  good  Authors  which  do  con- 
tain honest  pseceptsof  Virtue,  and  good  Literature,  for  the  bet- 
ter education  of  Youth  j  and  shall  once  every  week  at  the  least, 
instruct  and  examine  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of  true  Reli- 
gion,  to  the  end  that  they  may  the  better  know  and  fear  God ; 
— ^And  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not  use  of 
custom,  to  be  absent  fiom  the  aforesaid  School  during  the  times 
aforesaid,  nor  withdraw  themselves  firom  thence,  but  only  for, 
and  upon  honest,  necessary,  and  reasonable  causes, — ^And,  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  School-master  or  Usher,  to  be 
absent  firom  the  said  School  above  Six  weeks  at  .^p»  or  several 
timies  in  the  whole  year,  upon  necessary  business^  except  ihej 
obtain  the  special  license  of  the  said  Governors,  or  the. most 
part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  so  that  the  School-master  and 
Usher  be  not  both  absent  at  one  time. 

7.  Certain  godly  Prayers,  as  therein  set  down,  to  be  said  every 
Morning  and  Evening. 

8.  The  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Scholars,  to  use  and.  fire- 
quent  the  Church  upon  the  Sabbath-day  and  Holy-days,  to  hear 
Divine  Service  and  Sermons,— and  to  sit  together  in  some  cour 
venient  place. 

9.  10.  The  Master  to  be  displaced  for  misbehaviour  by  the 
Governors,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bislu^  of  Chester. 

11.  Also,  I  ordain,  wiU,  and  oonsUtute,  that  the  said  School- 
master, and  his  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  shaU  break  up 
their  School  and  Teaching,  only  at  two  times  in  the  year :  that 
is  to  say,  one  fuU  week  next  before  Christmas,  and  to  begin  to 
teach  again  the  next  Working-day.  after  the  Twelfth  day  of 
Christmas  j— and  shall  break  up  again  one  fiill  week  nextb^bre 
Easter,  and  shall  begin  to  teach  again  the  Mcmday  Se*nnight 
after  Easter. — ^Against  which  several  times  of  breaking  up,- the 
chiefest  Scholars  of  the  said  School,  shall  make  Orations,  Epia- 
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tles^  Verses  in  Latin  or  Ghneek,  for  their  Exercises,  that  thereby 
the  said  School-master  may  see  how  the  said  Scholars  have 
profited. 

18.  The  Founder's  power  in  altering  the  Constitutions  and 
Ordinances. 

13.  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  constitute,  that  the  Usher  of  the 
aforesaid  Sdiool,  shall  be  obedient  to  the  Master  thereof, — and 
that  all  Scholars  shall  be  obedient  to  all  good  and  lawful  Sta- 
tutes and  Ordinances  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  touch- 
ing the  good  government  and  ordering  of  the  same  School,  and 
diall  be  of  honest  and  virtuous  conversation,  obedient  to  the 
Master  and  Usher  in  all  things  touching  good  manners  and  learn- 
ing, both  in  the  School  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  continually  use 
the  Latin  tongue,  or  the  Chreek  tongue,  within  the  School,  as 
they  shall  be  Me. — ^Also  they  shaU  use  no  weaponsin  the  School, 
as  sword,  dagger,  waster,  or  other  like,  to  fight  or  brawl  withal, 
nor  any  unlawful  gaming  in  the  School.— They  shall  not  haunt 
taverns,  alehouses,  or  playing  at  any  unlawful  games,  as  cards, 
dice-tables,  or  such  like, — ^Also  they  shall  keep  the  hours  in 
coming  to  the  School,  before  in  these  Statutes  mentioned. — Also 
in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Scholars  shall  be  obedient  to 
the  Usher,  and  to  such  Prepositors  as  the  Master  shall  appoint 
toudiing  good  order  in  the  School.  All  which  Statutes  now 
made,  and  hemeafier  to  be  made^by  me,  the  said  Edwin,  Arch- 
bishop of  York,  they  shall  inviolably  keep  and  observe,  upon 
pain  of  Expulsion  from  the  aforesaid  School,  after  Three  Warn- 
if^  had  "and  given,  concerning  the  premises,  by  the  School-mas- 
tar  of  the  said  School,  for  the  time  being ; — or  by  the  Usher  of 
the  said  School  in  vacation  time,  when  there  is  no  Master  of  the 
said  School,  and  the  said  Scholar  or  Scholars  so  expulsed,  shall 
not  be  received  into  the  said  School  again  without  humble  suit 
and  earnest  Petition,  made  to  the  Governors  and  Master  of  his 
or  their  reconciliation. 

14.  The  Governors,  from  time  to  time  to  preserve  and  main- 
tain the  School  and  School-house,  and  all  other  buildings,  and 
fences  of  the  same,  in  good  repair, — and  shall  see  that  all  the 
commodities  and  revenues  belonging  to  the  School,  be  employed 
to  such  uses  as  appear  in  the  Letters  Patent. 

15.  The  Master's  yearly  Salary  to  be  £20.,  and  that  of  the 
Usher  £3..6..8.,  to  be  paid  to  ^em,  by  even  portions,  at  the 
Feasts  of  The  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin  Mary,  and  St. 
Michael  the  Arehangel. 

16.  The  Governors  to  visit  the  School,  at  the  least  twice 
every  year,  and  shall  make  diligent  inquiry,  frt)m  time  to  time, 
whether  the  School-master,  Usher^  and  Sdiolars,  do  their  duties 
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as  becometh  them  or  not : — "  and  as  they  shall  find  any  thing 
amiss  or  out  of  order,  they  shall  redress  and  amend  the  same 
presently,  or  so  soon  as  they  conveniently  can.*' 

17.  The  Governors  shall  yearly  appoint  one  of  themselves  to 
collect  and  gather  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  School ;  who, 
before  he  enters  upon  his  office,  shall  give  bond,  with  one  or  two 
sufficient  Sureties,  to  make  a  just  and  true  Accompt,  when 
required. 

18.  That  before  any  Governor  be  admitted  to  the  place  of 
Governorship  of  the  School,  he  shall  not  only  give  his  consent 
to  the  execution  of  these  Statutes  and  Ordinances ;  but  also 
shall  be  Sworn,  to  be  true  and  just  towards  the  School,  and 
to  the  preservation,  government,  and  futhful  sustentation  of  the 
same. 

19.  A  strong  and  substantial  Chest  to  be  provided,  with  three 
strong  Locks  and  Keys,  of  three  several  fashions,  for  the  safe 
custody  of  Her  Majesty's  Letters  Patent,  and  all  the  evidences 
and  writings  concerning  the  School, — ^the  School-master  to  have 
the  keeping  of  one  of  the  Keys,  and  the  ^100  first  named  Gover- 
nors and  their  Successors,  to  have  either  of  them  one  of  the  said 
Keys  in  their  custody, — so  as  the  Chest  may  not  be  opened  with- 
out the  consent  of  all  the  three  Persons  so  named  and  appointed. 

20.  The  Governors  to  pay  to  the  Lord  of  the  Customary  te- 
nement such  rents,  fines>  &c.^  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
due,  &c.  • 

21.  All  the  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  to  be  truly,  firmly, 
and  inviolably  observed  and  kept,  in  every  pomt,  by  the  Grover- 
nors.  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars. 

And  to  give  greater  Solemnity  and  Security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  Governor's  duty.  Doctor  John 
BmiDGMAN,  Bishop  of  Chester,  prescribed  the  following 
Oath,  to  be  voluntarily  taken  by  such,  as  are  to  be  elected 

and  admitted  Govemon  of  this  School : — 

• 

"  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  that  I  have  not  given  any  thing,  nor 
have  indirectly  laboured,  to  be  made  Governor  of  this  School; — 
and  I  will  diligently  and  faithfully,  to  the  utmost  of  mine  ability, 
keep  by  myself,  and  cause  to  be  kept  by  others  (as  much  as  I 
can),  inviolably,  all  these  Statutes  5— ^And  I  will  not  do  any  act, 
at  any  time,  which  I  shall  know,  believe,  or  think,  will  be  pre- 
judidal  to  ^e  good  of  the  said  School  -, — and  I  will  not  appro- 
priate, convert  or  apply  to  mine  own  use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  of 
mine,  any  part  of  ^e  profits  of  the  Revenues  given  to  the  said 
Sduwl }  but  will  do  my  best  to  improve  and  increase  them,  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  ^hool.  School-masters,  and  Ushers, 
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in  peipetuity,  and  to  such  ends  only  as  are  set  down  in  the 
Foonibtion,  and  in  these  present  Statutes^  and  no  other  use." 

Tlus  Oath  is  to  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  The  Bishop 
of  Chester^  and  the  Schoolmaster. 

He  pious  Founder  endowed  the  School  with  a  Dwel- 
ling-house, Out-houses,  and  a  Customary  tenement  ad- 
joining thereto  in  the  Manor  of  Hawkshead; — and  also 
with  lands  and  houses  in  or  near  Wakefield  and  Doncaster, 
in  the  County  of  York, — and  some  Ground-rents  in  Kendal, 
in  the  County  of  Westmorland. 

The  principal  Estate  belon^ng  to  the  School,  is  near 
Doncaster,  which  was  let  upon  a  lease  for  42  years ;  but, 
it  is  believed,  that  this  lease  will  expire  in  about  six  or 
aeven  years,  when  a  considerable  advance  of  Rent  is  ex- 
pected. 

The  Estate  near  Wakefield  was  sold  some  years  since, 
and  the  money  laid  out  to  greater  advantage  in  the  pur- 
chase of  an  Estate  in  the  Parish  of  Hawkshead. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  indiscrimin- 
atdy,  free  of  expense.  The  number  had  sometimes  been 
One  Hundred  and  upwards ;  but  at  present  there  arc  only 
about  Fifty  Scholars,  consisting  partly  of  Parishioners,  and 
partly  of  Strangers. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  provided  they  can 
Toad  English  tolerably  well.  If  they  come  out  of  the  Pa- 
rish, it  is  expected  that  they  pay  about  Two  guineas  En- 
trance, and  a  like  sum  every  year  at  Shrovetide^  called 
thwr  "  Cock-^enny^'  which  is  all  the  Charge  that  is  made  for 
thdr  education ;  except  writing  and  arithmetic,  for  which 
they  pay  about  8  or  10*.  per  Quarter. 

The  Etoh  Grammars  are  now  used  here :  and  the  sys- 
tem of  Education  is  nearly  the  same  as  at  all  other  public 
Schools. 

There  are  no  University  advantages,  nor  Church  Prefer* 
ments,  belonging  to  this  School. 
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The  Boys  generally  continue  at  the  School,  until  they 
can  be  admitted  at  The  University,  or  are  of  age  to  enter 
into  Holy  Orders. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bowman, 
late  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  "  which  Office 
he  has  filled  for  upwards  of  Thirty  yeabs.'"  His  Salary  is 
about  £160.  per  annum^  exclusive  of  Entrance  money,  and 
the  Cock«-penny: — out  of  which  the  Grovemors  oblige  him 
to  pay  the  Usher  £50.  a  year,  and  to  keep  the  School, 
School-house,  and  other  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  in  substan- 
tial repair. 

The  Master  does  not  take  Pupils  into  his  own  house. 
The  boys  are  usually  boarded  with  some  respectable  family 
in  or  near  the  Village,  and  have  every  necessary  comfort 
and  accommodation  at  Twenty-two  guineas  a  year,  includ- 
ing washing,  mending  of  Stockings,  &c.  An  Extra  charge 
is  made  for  fire  and  candles. 

On  the  19th  of  August,  1717,  The  Revd.  Thomas 
Sandys,  Curate  of  St  Martinis  in  The  Fields,  and  Lectu- 
rer of  St  James's  Westminster,  by  his  Will  of  that  date, 
gave  a  good  Collection  of  Books  to  the  School.  To  this 
collection  considerable  additions  have  been  made,  at  differ- 
ent tones,  by  young  Gentlemen  admitted  at  Cambridge 
from  hence.  The  Scholars  are  allowed  the  use  of  these 
Books,  by  paying  about  5«.  yearly;  which  money  is  judi- 
ciously expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  Publications. 

In  1816,  The  Revd.  William  Wilson,  Vicar  of  More- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  and  late  Fellow  of  St.  John's 
Cambridge,  out  of  respect  to  the  place  of  his  Education,  gave 
£100.  Sierhngy  directing  the  Interest  of  it  to  be  distributed 
yearly  in  Prizes,  to  those  who  have  made  the  greatest  profi- 
ciency in  Classical  Learning, — to  the  best  Declaimbbs 
in  English,— or  to  be  liud  out  in  Books  for  the  use  of  the 
School,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Eight  Govebkobs,  who  have  the  general 
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maimgement  of  the  concerns  of  the  Schoc^.    The  present 
GoTERNOB^  are^ —

Divines  have  been  educated  at  this  School. 
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LANCASTER. 

It  is  not  certain  when,  or  by  whom.  The  Free  G&aiihae 
School  at  Lancaster  was  founded. 

The  Town  and  many  of  it^s  Records  were  three  times 
burnt :  Twice  by  the  Scots,  on  sudden  Incurious,  in  1322 
and  1389 ;  and  once  by  a  casual  Fire,  in  169S.  The  want 
of  Records,  respecting  the  School,  is  attributed  to  the  two 
former  disasters. 

The  Free  School  is  mentioned  in  some  books  belonging  to 
The  Corporation,  so  early  as  the  year  1495  ;  and  they  appear 
to  have  repaired  it,  at  different  periods,  out  of  their  Re- 
venues. 

It  was  in  great  decay  in  1683,  when  James  Pilkington, 
Bishop  of  Durham,  and  The  Corporation,  subscribed  liber- 
ally, and  with  the  assistance  of  other  benevolent  Individtials 
in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood,  raised  a  suffident  sum  of 
money  to  rebuild  the  School,  which  is  capable  of  holding 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty  boys  with  ease.  It  consists 
of  two  Stories.  The  Upper  Story  is  appropriated  to  the 
Master,  who  teaches  writing  and  arithmetic:  and  The 
Lower  one  to  the  Head  Master,  and  Usher.  There  is  also 
a  Room  allotted  to  a  Library,  in  which  there  are  now  about 
300i  volumes,  consisting  of  Divinity,  History,  British  Clas- 
sics, &c. :  this  Library  was  originally  estiblished  by  The 
Corporation ;  but,  of  late  years,  considerable  additions  have 
been  made  by  the  laudable  example  of  young  Grentlemen, 
who  could  afford  it,  making  a  donation  of  an  useful  book  or 
a  set  of  books,  on  leaving  the  School  The  Usher  has  the 
charge  of  the  Library. 

Since  about  the  year  1600,  The  Corporation  have  appio^  • 
priated  the  Rent  of  a  piece  of  groimd  in  the  Town  for  the 
increase  of  The  Usher's  Salary ;  which  had  most  probably 
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been  granted  (niginally  to  them  by  some  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
for  in  the  year  1415,  King  Henrv  the  Fifth,  or  his  officers, 
brought  a  Quo  Warranto  against  The  Corporation  to  try  by 
what  Title  they  held  it,  and  they  proved  a  Grant  of  it  which 
was  allowed,  but  the  Proceedings  are  so  injured  by  time,  that 
it  is  not  now  le^ble  by  whom  the  Grant  was  originally  made. 
This  ground  was  fcMmerly  called  **  The  Deep  Carr,"  but  for 
HMhy  years  past  "^  The  Vsher^s  Meadow  r  it  contains  about 
two  acres,  and  is  now  let  for  £  14.  per  annum. 

In  the  year  1615,  Randal  Cabter,  a  Tallow  Chandler, 
in  the  Parish  of  St.  Saviour,  Southwark,  charged  certain 
Houses  in  White-Cross  Street,  London,  by  his  Will,  with 
£10.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  be  paid  to  The  Usher  of  Lan- 
caster Free  School,  where  he  had  been  educated.  '^This  £10. 
per  annum  was  pud  until  within  about  Twelve  years  past ; 
nAce  then  it  has  been  discontinued,  and  cannot  \ye  recovered, 
as  it  is  said  the  property  on  which  it  is  charged,  cannot  be 
identified.  Mr.  Carter  also  left  £10.  or  £20.  per  annum 
out  of  the  same  estate,  to  The  Free  School  of  Saint  Saviour, 
and  which  the  Trustees  thereof  have  been  unable  to  recover 
for  the  same  reason.  The  Corporation  of  Lancaster  have 
ever  since  liberally  paid  The  Usher  £10.  per  annum  in 
Heu  of  that  which  was  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Carter. 

The  following  are  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  The 

School  : — 

Lancaster,  25th  Feby.  1802. 
Rules  and  Regulations  hereafter  to  be  punctually  observed 
in  the  Free  Grammar  School  within  the  Borough  of  Lan- 
caster, being  under  the  Patronage  of  The  Corporation 
of  Lancaster,  viz,, 
lBt>  That  the  School  shall  be  open  to  any  Boy,  who  is  able  to 
read  English  pretty  well. 

2nd,  That  both  the  Masters  shall  teach  Latin  and  English 
promiscuously  as  they  shall  be  requested;  the  former  to  be 
taught  grammatically,  as  well  as  the  latter. 

Sd,  That  Seven  shillings  and  Sixpence  be  paid  for  every  son 
of  a  Non-Freeman. 
4th^  That  the  Scholars  shall  be  divided  between  the  twoMas< 
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tera^  in  such  proportions  as  may  be  most  proper  and  agreed  iqpon 
between  them. 

5th,  That  the  School  be  ranged  into  Classes,  and  that  every 
new  Scholar  take  his  place,  according  to  his  progress  in  learn- 
ing, abilities,  &c 

6th,  That  the  Masters  shall  exchange  sides  on  Tuesday  in 
every  week,  and  that  Friday  in  every  week  be  set  apart  for  hear- 
ing over  what  they  have  said  on  preceding  Days,  and  eveiy 
Saturday  forenoon  for  the  repetition  and  application  of  Gram- 
mar. 

7th,  That  the  School  hours  during  Summer  (viz.,  from  the 
first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October)  shall  be  from  Six 
in  the  Morning  until  Eight  in  the  Morning,  from  Nine  in  the 
Morning  till  Twelve  at  Noon,  and  from  Two  to  Five  in  the  After- 
noon :  And  in  the  Winter,  from  Eight  to  Twelve  in  the  Fore- 
noon, and  from  One  to  Four  in  the  Afternoon.  And  that  Prayers 
be  read  (as  heretofore  hath  been  accustomed)  every  morning, 
the  first  thing  so  soon  as  both  Masters  are  present  -,  and  it  is 
expected,  that  they  will  be  punctual  in  their  attendance. 

8th,  That  Perquisites,  called  Cock-pennies  shall  be  given  to 
the  Masters  at  Shrovetide  only  -,  and  since  there  is  no  Quarter- 
age at  all  paid  by  Freemen's  children,  and  only  a  small  one  by 
Non-freemen*  s,  it  is  hoped  these  circumstances  will  be  then  con- 
sidered, and  also  at  the  entrance  of  every  new  Scholar. 

9th,  That  the  Cockrpennies  shall  in  future  be  divided  between 
the  Masters  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  seven  twelfths 
thereof  to  the  High  Master,  and  five  twelfths  thereof  to  the 
Usher. 

10th,  That  the  vacation  times  be  a  week  at  Shrovetide,  a  week 
at  Easter,  three  weeks  at  Whitsuntide,  and  a  month  at  Christ- 
mas, besides  the  usual  Saints  Days,  and  every  Thursday  and 
Saturday  Afternoon. 

1  Mh,  That  some  part  of  each  Saint  Day,  and  other  times  occa- 
sionally, be  set  apart  for  the  instructing  the  Scholars  in  the 
Church  Catechism,  Morality,  and  the  Principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion. 

Revised  and  Settled  by  us  the  undersigned^  being  a  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose.

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12th,  That  the  Usher  for  the  time  being  shall  be  the  Librarian, 
and  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library  in  this  School, 
which  has  lately  been  considerably  enlarged,  and  that  he  be 
responsible  for  ^e  Books  belonging  to  the  same,  and  that  the 
old  Usher  do  deliver  the  Books  and  a  correct  Catalogue  thereof 
to  every  succeeding  Usher. 

The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  whether  they  re- 
side in  or  out  of  the  Borough,  pay  nothing  for  th^  Educa- 
tion, except  that  the  Gratuity,  called  a  "  Ccfk-penny^*^  is 
expected  to  be  given  at  Shrovetide.  The  Sbns  of  Non-Free- 
men pay  Ts.  6d.  per  Quarter,  while  under  the  Second 
Master ;  and  I08..6d.,  while  under  the  Head  Master.  AU 
6oys  pay  5^.  on  Entrance,  which  is  divided  between  the  two 
Masters  equally.  The  average  number  of  boys,  during  the 
last  seven  years,  has  been  about  Sixty-five ;  about  Forty  of 
whom  are  taught  by  the  Usher.  The  Scholars  are  of  a 
mixed  sort :  the  sons  of  Merchants  and  Tradesmen  of  the 
Town  forming  a  considerable  Majority.  They  stay  in  the 
School  as  long  as  their  Parents  please  to  allow  them. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and  the 
System  of  Education  is  the  same  as  is  followed  in  other  great 
Schools ;  with  the  addition  of  English  Grammar,  History^ 
and  Geography.  Those  boys  who  learn  writing  and  arith- 
metic, attend  the  Master  a  part  of  each  day. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univeraty  advant^ 
ages  belonging  to  this  School ;  neither  is  there  a  Common 
Seal. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Beethoh, 
,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £^0.  per  cmnurriy  paid  by  The  Cor- 
poration. He  also  receives  Seven  twelfths  of  the  Cock" 
penntes  collected  at  Shrovetide,  half  of  the  Quarterage  money 
paid  for  the  sons  of  Non-Freemen  of  the  Town,  and  half  of 
the  Entrance  money. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Revd.  Geobge  Mobland, 
whose  Salary  is  £54.  fer  annurn^  viz.j  £30.  from  The  Cor- 
poration,— £10.  from  The  Corporation,  formeriy  paid  out 
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of  Mr.  Caeter's  Estate, — and  the  Rent  of  the  Meadow 
£14. ;  together  with  Five  twelfths  of  the  Cock-pennieSj  half 
of  the  Quarterage  money,  and  half  of  the  Entrance  money. 

The  Corporation  allow  The  Writing  Master  a  Salary  of 
£20,  per  annum  ;  and  he  charges  aU  boys  \0s,  per  Quar- 
ter for  Arithmetic,  and  Ts.  6d.  per  Quarter  for  Writing. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils ;  as  they  have  so 
many  Scholars,  that  they  could  scarcely  attend  to  them. 
They  have,  however,  two  or  three  young  Grendemen  occa- 
sionally a  short  time  before  they  go  to  The  University,  but 
not  often. 

The  Author  has  great  pleasure  in  expressing  his  gratis 
tude,  for  the  description  of  this  truly  respectable  and  useftil 
Senunary,  to  the  obliging  kindness  of  John  Taylor  Wil* 
SON,  Esq*,  the  present  Mayor  of  Lancaster.

The  smaQ  Gbammab  School  at  Letland  is  entitled  to  an 
annual  Stipend  of  £3..17*«10.,  which  was  granted  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  for  a  Master,  and  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Reve- 
nues of  The  Duchy  of  Lancaster ;  But  when,  or  by  whom 
it  was  founded  is  not  known. 

The  whole  Stipend  at  present  is  unc^r  £20.,  and  arises 
chiefly  from  Interest  of  money  that  has  been  ance  given 
to  it

edy  some  time  prior  to  the  16th  year  of  Heubt  the  8th,  by 
Hugh  Oldham,  a  native  of  Oldham^  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Lancaster^  and  Bishop  of  Exeter,  who  died  in 
1519;  and  being  Qn  consequence  of  not  abiding  by  the 
dedsion  of  the  Pope,  in  a  dispute  in  which  jie  had  been 
engaged  with  the  Abbot  of  Tavistodc)r  excommunicated  at 
his  death,  was  buried  in  the  wall  of  a  Chapel  which  he  had 
himself  built,  and  annexed  to  the  Cathedral  of  Exeter. 

This  eminent  Prelate  is  said  to  have  been  as  great  an 
enemy  to  Monkish  Superstition,  as  he  was  friendly  to 
Learning.  Brasen-Nose,  and  Corpus  Christi*  Colleges,  in 
Oxford,  shared  in  his  bounty,  as  well  as  Manchester  when 
he  founded  this  celebrated  School ;  and  being  himself  Paesi- 
dent  of  the  latter  College,  he  vested  the  appointment  of  the 
Two  Masters  of  the  School  in  his  Successors,  and  in  case  of 
a  lapse,  then  in  The  Warden  of  the  College  of  Christ  in 
Manchester. 

Certain  Water  Corn  Mills,  called  "  Manchester  MiUa^ ' 
rituate  in  the  Town  of  Manchester  upon  the  river  Jrkey

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tees,  on  the  1ft  of  April,  1524,  by  Hugh  Bexwtxe,  Clerk, 
and  JoHAKNS  Bsxwtke,  widow,  from  whom  it  appears 
they  had  been  leased,  or  purchased,  (for  it  is  not  very  dear 
which)  by;thc  Executors  of  the  good  Bishop's  Will.*

"  To  all  People  to  whom  this  present  Writing  indented  shall 
come^  hear>  read  or  see^  Hugh  Bexwik>  Clerks  and  Johamns 
Bexwykb^  Widow>  sendeth  greeting  in  Our  Lord  Grod  ever- 
lasting. That  where  the  Right  Revd.  Father  in  God>  Hugh 
Oldomb^  late  Bishop  of  Exeter  deceased^  considering  that  the 
bringing  up  of  Children  in  their  adolescency^  and  to  occupy 
them  in  good  learning  and  manners  from  and  out  of  idleness  is 
the  chief  cause  to  advance  knowledge  and  learning  them  when 
they  shall  come  to  the  age  of  virility,  or  whereby  they  may  the 
better  know,  love,  honour  and  dread  God  and  his  laws.^And 
for  that,  that  the  liberal  science  or  art  of  Grammar  is  the  ground 
and  fountain  of  all  the  other  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  which 
source  and  spring  out  of  the  same,  without  which  science  the 
other  cannot  perfectly  be  had,  for  science  of  Grammar  is  the 
Gate  by  the  which  all  other  been  learned  and  known  in  diversity 
of  tongues  and  speeches. — ^Wherefore  the  said  late  Revd.  Father, 
for  the  good  mind  which  he  had  and  bore  to  the  Country  of  Lan«* 
cashire,  considering  the  bringing  up  in  learning,  virtue,  and  good 
manners.  Children  in  the  same  Country,  should  be  the  key  and 
ground  to  have  good  people  there,  which  hath  lacked  and 
wonted  in  the  same,  as  well  for  great  poverty  of  the  common 
people  there,  as  also,  by  cause  of  long  time  passed,  the  teaching 
and  bringing  up  of  young  Children  to  School,  to  the  learning 
of  Grammar,  hath  not  be  taught  there  for  lack  of  suffident 
Schoolmaster  and  Usher;  then  so  that  the  Children  in  the  same 
Country  having  pregnant  wits,  have  been  most  parte  brou^ 
up  ruddy  and  idly,  and  not  in  virtue,  cunning,  erudition,  lite- 
rature, in  good  manners,  and  for  the  said  good  and  charitable 
deeds  by  the  said  late  Bishop,  purposed  and  intended  as  is  be- 
fore said,  in  the  same  Shiie,  hereafter  to  be  had,  seen,  used, 
and  doner—that  is  to  say,  for  Grammar  there  to  be  tau^t  for 
ever,  the  said  late  Bishop  of  his  good  and  liberal  disposition,  al 
his  great  costs  and  chaiges,  hath  within  the  Town  of  Manches- 
terj  in  the  County  of  Luicaster,  builded  an  House  joining  to

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TheCoUege  of  Manchester  in  the  West  party^  and  the  Water 
called  Irke  of  the  North  party,  and  the  Way  gouig  from  tne 
said  College  into  a  Street  called  ''  MUX  Gate''  in  the  South 
party>  and  a  Slone  Chimney  of  George  Trafford  of  the  East 
party,  for  a  Free  School  there  to  be  kept  for  evermore,  and  to 
be  called  '*  Manchester  ScHooL."^And  over  and  above  that, 
for  the  same  intent  and  purpose,  he,  as  well  at  his  more  further 
eiq)enses  and  charges,  purchased  a  certain  Lease  of  many  years 
which  are  yet  to  come  of  the  Corn  Mills  of  Manchester,  with 
all  the  appurtenances, — and  also  caused  other  Lands  and  Te- 
nements in  Manchester  before  said,  called  ''  Ancotes,"  and  a 
Buigage  in  Mill  Gate,  to  be  disposed  and  converted  to  and  for 
the  use  of  Ihe  continuance  of  teaching  and  learning,  to  be  had, 
taught^  and  continued  in  the  same  School  for  ever,  as  hereafter 
is  declared  and  specified. — ^And  also  for  the  further  and  sure 
continuance  and  maintenance  of  the  same  School  and  Learning 
therein  to  be  taught  and  had.  We,  the  aforesaid  Hugh  and 
JoBANNS,  and  at  our  cost  and  charges,  have  purchased  to  the 
tame  use  and  intent,  and  conveyed  a  state  to  us  and  our  heirs, 
and  to  one  Ralph  Hulme  now  deceased,  all  the  Mills,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  reversions,  services,  and  hereditaments  con- 
tained and  specified  in  the  Charter  to  this  Schedule  indented, 
annexed,  expressed,  contained,  declared,  and  comprised, — 
Whereupon,  We,  the  said  Hugh  Bexwick  and  Johanne,  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  said  good  and  ghostly  purpose  be- 
fore expressed,  have,  by  our  said  Charter  indented,  hereunto 
annexed,  given  and  granted  all  and  singular  the  same  Mills, 
lands,  tenements,  and  other  the  premises,  with  their  appurte- 
nances, to  the  within  named  Lewis  Pollard,  Knight,  Antony 
FiTZHSRBSRT,  Justice  and  Knight,  William  Carteney,  Knight, 
Thomas  Denys,  Knight,  Alexander  Radcliff,  Knight, 
John  Beron,  Knight,  Edmund  Trafford,  Richard  Asshe- 
TON,  Thurstan  Tildesley,  Robert  Langley,  Richard  Hol- 
land of  Denton,  John  Reddiche  of  Reddiche,  Enquires,  and  to 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  and  intent  heresiter  declared 
and  specified,-— that  is  to  witt  That  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns 
for  ever,  as  long  as  the  World  shall  endure,  shall  stand  and  be 
thereof  seized  to  the  use  and  intent  herein  specified,  and  shall 
perform,  execute,  fulfil,  and  observe,  and  cause  to  be  performed,^ 
executed,  folfilled,  and  observed,  aU  and  every  acts,  ordinances,* 
provisions,  constitutions,  articles,  appointments,  and  agree- 
ments, hereafter  ensuing,  by  us  the  said  Hugh  Bexwyk  and 
Johanne,  and  our  Council,  made  and  devised,  specified  and 
contained  in  the  said  Schedule  indented,  for  the  good  mainte- 
nance, sustentation,  and  sure  continuance  of  the  same  Grammar 
School  to  endure  for  evermore, — ^that  is  to  say,— 
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First,  The  said  Lewis  and  other  his  Feoffees  before  said,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  of  the  issues,  revenues,  and  profits  coming, 
rising,  and  growing  of  the  said  Mills,  lands,  tenements,  and 
other  the  premises  contained  and  specified  in  the  said  Deeds 
indented, the  said  School-house, called  ''Manchester  School,*' 
sufficiently  shall  repair,  sustain,  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  re- 
paired, sustained,  and  maintained  for  evermore  in  covering, 
walling,  and  such  other,  as  by  the  discretion  of  The  Warden  of 
the  said  College  of  Manchester  or  his  Deputy  and  the  Church 
Wardens  of  the  said  College  Church,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
be  thought  necessary:—- 

Item,  within  the  same  School  nor  Library  of  the  same,  by 
nighty  or  by  day,  any  other  arts,  things,  plays,  or  other  occupa- 
cions  be  had  or  used  in  tiiem,  or  any  of  diem,  but  all  wa3rs  kept 
honest  and  cleanly,  as  it  beseemeth  a  School  or  a  Library  ;— 
and  that  after  the  cleanest  manner,  without  any  lodging  there  of 
any  School-master,  or  of  any  Usher,  or  other  of  them,  or  of  any 
other  person  or  persons : — 

Item,  that  the  said  School  be  weekly,  once  in  the  week,  made 
clean  by  Two  poor  Scholars  of  tiie  same  house,  thereunto  as- 
signed by  The  High  Master  for  the  time  being,  or,  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  the  Usher.  The  same  poor  Scholars  therefore  to 
have  of  every  Scholar,  at  his  first  admitting.  One  Penny  Sterl- 
ing ; — and  therefore  to  write  in  a  several  Book"  all  the  names 
of  Scholars  that  do  come  into  the  same  School,  as  Scholar^^ 
and  that  book  and  books  thereof  always  to  be  kept,  and  every 
third  year  to  be  delivered  to  The  Warden  of  the  said  College  c^ 
Manchester  or  his  Deputy,  to  the  intent  that  therein  may  and 
shall  always  appear,  which  have  been  brought  up  in  the  same 
School,  and  so  they  to  have  Exhibitions  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge^ 
as  hereafter  is  expressed : — 

Item,  if  there  be  Sickness  infective,  as  Pestilence  universal^ 
the  School  to  be  left  for  the  time  being,  by  the  discretion  of  the 
Warden  of  Manchester  College  for  the  time  being,  or  his  De- 
puty.-^And  if  such  sickness  continue  by  the  space  of  Twelve 
weeks  whole,  so  that  the  Master  and  Usher  there  teach  not 
usually  by  the  same  space,  then  the  Master  and  Usher,  every 
of  them,  to  have  but  half  the  said  wages  for  that  time. — ^And  if 
it  continue  the  half  year,  they  to  have  in  like  manner. — ^And  if 
it  continue  by  the  space  of  Twelve  months  so,  then  they  to 
have  JC6..13..4.,  and  no  more,  that  to  be' divided  between  them, 
according  to  their  portions  of  wages. — ^And  the  rest  of  their 
said  wages  then  to  go  to  the  Store  Chest,  set  and  ordained  to 
keep  the  money  and  receipts  of  the  said  lands,  tenements,  and 
acts,  concerning  the  naming  of  the  School-master  and  Usher, 
and  their  Ordinances :— 
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Item,  the  said  Hugh  Bekwyk  and  Johankb  BbxwikXa  during 
their  life  and  the  longer  liver  of  them,  shall  name,  chuae,  and 
elect  a  convenient  person  and  School-master,  single  tmrn.  Priest 
or  not  Priest,  so  that  he  be  no  Religious  man,*  being  a  man 
honest  of  his  living  and  whole  of  body,  as  not  being  vexed  or 
infect  with  any  continual  Infirmity  or  disease,  and  having  suffi- 
cient Literature  and  Learning  to  be  a  Sdiool-master,  and  able 
to  teach  children  Grammar,  after  the  Sdhool  use,  manner,  and 
form  of  the  School  of  Banbury,  in  Qicfordshire,  now  there 
langht,  which  is  called  '^  Stanbbidoe  GrJ^mmar"  or  after  audi 
School  use,  manner,  as  in  time  to  coine  shidl  be  ordained 
universally  throughout  aU  the  Province  of  Canteibury  :•*« 

Item,  the  said  Hu«a  a^id  JIobanni^  during  their  life  m  before 
said,  shall  name,  chuae,  and  elect  a  convenirat  Usher,  in  Hke 
inanner  as  they  do  elect  awl  Qfune  the  above  said  IQgh  Master  :---* 

'Item,  afler  the  death  ot  the  same  Hv««  and  Jooannx,  and 
either  of  them.  The  President  of  Coiipua  Chbisti  Columx  pL 
Oxford  for  the  time  being,  and  his  Successpvs,  shall  within  Ointt 
mtmih  after  the  death  or  d^Murture  of  every  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher,  and  either  of  them,  naipe,  able,  elect,  and  chuse  School- 
master and  Usher,  and  dither  of  them,  as  before  is  expressedL 
being  a  man  honest  and  literate,  not  Regular,  as  he  shall  think 
convenient. — ^And  if  the  said  President  do  not  name,  elect,  and 
diuse  the  Mastir  and  Usher  withitn  the  said  Month,  as  is  after 
ejq>ressed,  that  then  the  said  Wardevi  or  Deputy  of  the  College 
of  Manchester,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  within  One  other  Jl^hnth 
then  next  ensuing,  name,  able,  elect,  and  diuse  such  Master  and 
Usher,  and  eitherof  them,  as  before  is  in  the  first  Chapter  of  the 
Master,  being  a  man  honest  and  literate,  as  they  shall  think 
convenient  :— 

Item,  that  every  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  for  ever,  firom  time 
to  time,  shall  teach  freely  and  indifferently  every  Child  and 
Scholar  coming  to  the  same  School^  without  any  money  or  other 
rewards  taken  therrfore,  as  *'  Cock-penny,  Ftctor-penny,  Potation^ 
penny, "^  or  any  other  whatsoever  it  be,  except  onfy  his  said 
Stipend  and  Wages  hereafter  specified :— - 

Item,  that  the  High  Master  and  his  Usher,  for  the  time  being. 


*  Of  none  of  the  Religious  or  Monastic  Orders. 

^  Pretexts  for  perquisites  to  the  Master. 

It  was  the  barbarous  custom  at  Shrove^tide,  for  those  boys 
in  THB  Middle  School  to  throw  at  a  Cock,  which  was  buried  in 
the  ground  up  to  the  neck,-*-hence  '^  Cock-penny**  was  of  great 
importance  to  the  Second  Master,  every  boy  making  him  a  pre* 
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if  they  be  within  Holy  Orders,  at  every  Festival  day  and  doable 
Feast,  being  kept  Holy-day  in  the  year,  yearly,  be  at  Divine 
Service  in  their  Surplice,  in  the  Choir  of  The  College  of  Man- 
'  Chester  aforesaid,  and  be  there  at  the  Commandment  of  The 
Warden  of  the  said  College,  or  his  Deputy,  for  the  time  being : — 

Item,  the  High  Master  and  the  Usher^  for  the  time  being, 
every  Wednesday  and  Friday  weekly,  for  ever,  with  their 
Scholars,  being  and  going  two  and  two  together,  shall  go  in 
procession  solemnly  before  The  Warden  of  the  same  College  or 
his  Deputy,  for  the^time  being,  and  Fellows  of  the  same,  and 
their  Successors  for  ever,  if  they  have  any  Procession  for  the 
day^  and  every  Scholar  to  say,  if  he  able  of  learning,  the  common 
Litany,  with  the  sufirages  following,  and  de  Profimdis  for  the 
Soul  of  HuoH  Oldom,  late  Bishop  of  Exeter  and  Founder  of 
their  School,  his  Father  and  Mother  Souls,  and  for  the  Soul  of 
Sir  Richard  Anderon,  Henrt  Trafford  and  Thomasin  his 
wife  deceased,  and  for  the  souls  of  George  Trafford  of  The 
Garrett,  and  Maroaret  his  wife,  then  next  and  immediately 
ensuing,  when  and  what  time  it  shall  please  God  Almighty  <tf 
his  Mercy  and  Grace  to  call  for  the  said  George  and  Margaret^ 
or  either  of  them>  and  for  the  Souls  of  Hugh  Bexwyke,  Clerk> 
and  JoHANNE  Bexwike,  widow^  special  Benefactors  of  the  said 
School,  when  and  what  time  it  shall  please  God  Almighty  of  his 
Mercy  and  Crrace  to  call  for  the  said  Hugh  and  Johannb,  or 
either  of  them>  and  for  the  Souls  of  all  the  Feofiees  and  Boie- 
fBK^rs  to  the  maintenance  of  the  same  School  at  that  day 
departed,  and  all  Christian  Souls,  and  for  the  good  prosperity  6i 
the  Feofiees  and  Benefactorers  then  being  in  Ufo  :— 

Item,  that  no  High  Master,  or  Usher,  be  expelled  or  removed 
against  bis  will  from  the  said  School,  and  office  of  High  Master 
or  Usher,  except  it  be  for  his  or  their  miss  living,  or  insufficient 
attending  or  teaching  the  Scholars  there,  or  having  any  sickness 
or  disease  incurable,  as  Pox,  Leprosy,  or  such  other  great  offences 
or  sicknesses,  which  be  and  shall  be  reserved  to  the  discretion 
and  order  of  the  Warden  of  the  College  Church  of  Manchester 
afbresaid^  for  the  time  being,  or  his  Deputy : — 

Item,  eveiy  Schoolmaster^  and  Usher^  in  form  aforesaid  elect 


sent  at  that  lime :  A  dinner  was  given  iqpon  this  occasion  by  him 
to  the  Scholars  and  som«  of  their  Frienda. 

Nutt  Money  was  in  like  maonw  presented  at  Michaelmas  to 
The  Hi{^  Master. 

But  all  these  Penjuisities  were  abolished^  when  the  present 
Two  principal  Masters  were  appointed. 
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and  chosen^  within  One  month  of  his  said  election  or  putting  in 
to  the  said  office,  shall,  before  The  Warden  of  the  said  College 
of  Manchester,  or,  in  his  absence,  before  his  Deputy  of  the  same 
College,  swear  upon  the  Evangelist,  that  he  shall  diligently  and 
indifferently  teach,  and  correct  all  and  every  the  said  Scholars  of 
the  same  School,  for  the  time  being,  all  fraud,  guile,  and  deceit 
in  that  behalf  only  laid  apart  :— 

Item,  the  Master,  or  Usher,  which  of  them  cometh  first  into 
the  School  in  the  Morning,  say  openly  with  the  Scholars  there, 
this  Psalm, ''  Deus  miseraiur  nostri/*  with  a  CoUect,  as  they  use 
in  Churches  Dominical  days,-^«nd  every  Night,  in  such  like 
manner,  the  Master  or  Usher  to  sing  Anthem  of  Our  Blessed 
Lady,  and  say  ''  de  Profundus  *'  for  the  soul  of  the  late  Bishop  of 
Exeter,  Hugh  Oldom,  Founder  of  that  School,  his  Father  and 
Mother,  and  for  the  souls  of  Sir  Richabd  Ard^hon^  Hbnry 
Tbafford,  Thomassyn  his  wife  deceased,  and  for  the  souls  of 
Gborob  Tbaffobd  of  The  Garrett,  and  Maboabbt  his  wife, 
then  next  and  immediately  ensuing,  when  and  what  time  it 
shall  please  Almighty  God  of  his  Mercy  and  Grace  to  call  for 
the  said  Geobge  and  Margabbt,  or  either  of  them,  and  for  all 
the  souls  of  the  Feoffees  and  BenefBu;tors  of  the  same  departed, 
and  all  Christian  Souls, — and  to  say  in  audible  voice  in  the 
School,  before  the  beginning  of ''  de  Profundus,"  in  this  manner, 
for  the  soul  of  Hugh  Oldom,  late  Bishop  of  Exeter,  Founder  of 
our  School,  and  his  Father  and  Mother  souls,  and  for  the  souls 
of  George  Trafford  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  for  all  the 
souls  that  they  be  bounden  to  pray  for,  and  for  all  the  Bene* 
factors  souls,  and  all  Christian  souls  *'  de  Projundis  :**— 

Item,  that  no  High  Master,  nor  Usher,  leave  or  depart  from 
the  said  School,  except  he  thereof  give  openly  knowledge  to  the 
Warden  or  his  Deputy,  and  openly  in  the  School  before  the 
Scholars^  by  the  space  of  Fourteen  weeks  before  his  or  their 
departure,  or  else  to  leave  and  lose  his  or  their  Quarter  wages 
that  so  departeth : — 

Item,  the  said  High  Master,  nor  his  Usher,  shall  grant  no 
licence  to  the  Scholara  thereto  play,  or  depart  from  their  School 
and  Learning,  except  it  be  by  the  consent  of  the  Warden  or 
Deputy  of  the  said  College  of  Manchester,  for  the  time  being, 
and  then  to  play  honest  games,  and  convenient  for  youth,  and 
all  together  and  in  one  place,  to  use  their  Latin  tongue  :— 

Item,  the  said  High  Master,  and  Usher,  to  continue  teachmg 
in  their  Schools  before  every  Feast,  unto  four  days  next  before 
every  Feast,  as  Easter  and  Christmas : — 

Item,  every  High  Master,  and  Usher,  shall  take  yearly  only 
Twenty  days  to  sport  them,  at  one  time  or  sundry  times,  as  th^y 
be  not  both  absent  at  one  time :-«- 
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Item,  that  if  the  High  Master  be  sick  of  sickness  incurable, 
or  fall  into  such  age  that  he  may  not  conveniently  teach>  and 
hath  been  a  man  that  long  and  laudably  hath  taught  in  the  said 
School,  then  he  to  have  of  the  Surplusage  and  Store  belonging 
to  the  same  School,  yearly,  £4.  Sterling  :— 

Item,  in  like  manner  the  Usher  to  have,  yearly.  Four  marks  :«-^ 

Item,  if  the  High  Master  be  sick  of  sickness  curable,  the 
Usher  to  help  him,  and  to  take  the  more  pain  upon  him,-— and 
also  to  have  for  his  said  pain,  by  the  cLscretion  of  the  said 
Warden  or  Deputy  of  the  said  College  of  Manchester,  of  the 
wages  of  the  said  High  Master. — And  in  like  wise,  if  the  said 
Usher  be  sick,  then  the  High  Master  to  take  more  pain  in 
teaching  the  Scholars,  and  to  have  part  of  the  wages  of  the  said 
Usher,  by  the  discretion  of  the  Wiurden  of  the  said  College,  or 
his  Deputy : — 

Item,  the  High  Master,  for  the  time  being,  shall  always 
appoint  one  of  his  Scholars,  as  he  thinketh  best,  to  instruct  and 
teach  in  the  one  end  of  the  School,  all  Infonts  that  shall  come 
there  to  learn  their  ABC  Primer,  and  sorts  till  they  being  in 
Granmiar,  and  every  month  to  chuse  another  new  Scholar  so  to 
teach  InfEuits. — ^And  if  any  Scholar  refuse  so  to  teach  Infhnts  at 
the  oompoandment  of  the  said  High  Master,  or,  in  the  absence 
of  the  High  Master^  at  the  conmiandment  of  the  Usher  for  the 
time  being,  the  same  Scholar  so  refusing,  to  be  banished  the 
same  School  for  ever  :— 

Item,  the  Usher  being  well  literatured,  and  honest  of  his 
living,  shall  have  the  High  Master^s  room  and  ofiKce  whenever 
it  is  void,  before  any  other,  if  he  be  able  in  learning : — 

Item,  i£  it  happen  the  High  Master  and  Usher  to  be  both  sick 
at  once,  and  of  sickness  curable,  as  Agues  and  such  other,  then 
they  to  hire  one  sufiident  after  the  use  aforesaid,  to  teach  fbr 
them,  and  they  to  pay  his  wages,  that  is  to  say,  portionably  after 
their  wages,  the  High  Master  more  than  ihe  Usher  or  Sur-i 
Master,  iSter  the  discretion  of  The  Warden,  or  his  Deputy. 

Acts  and  Ordinances  concerning  The  Schqi<a«s. 

Item,  There  shall  be  no  Scholar  ne  Infant  of  what  Countrt 
OR  Shire  soever  he  be  of,  being  man  child,  be  refused, 
cxoqpt  he  have  some  horrible  or  contagious  infirmity  infective, 
as  Pox,  Leprosy,  PestUence  for  the  tone  being,  or  such  other 
Infirmities,  which  be  and  shall  be  always  remitted  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Warden  or  Deputy  of  Manchester  Collie,  for  the 
time  being:— 

Item,  every  Sdiolar  within  the  same  Sdiool  shall  be  obedient 
to  help  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  for  the  lime  being,  for  the 
correction  lawfully  of  any  Sdiolar  or  Scholars  of  the  same 
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School,  at  the  commandment  of  the  Schoohnasier  or  Usher  for 
the  tune  being  :-*« 

Item,  no  Scholar  there  being  at  School  wear  any  dagger^ 
hanger>  or  other  weapon  inTanve,  nor  bring  into  the  School^ 
staff  or  bat,  except  their  meat  knife :— - 

Item,  that  no  Scholar  there  make  any  affray  within  the  same 
School  upon  the  Master,  the  Usher,  or  upon  any  other  Sdiolar 
'  of  the  same  School,  upon  pain  of  leaving  off  his  md  Sdiool  by 
one  month,—- And  if  any  Scholar  there  make  two  firayt  as  aboye 
is  said,  then  to  leave  the  same  School  by  the  space  of  two 
months,— And  if  any  make  the  third,  he  to  be  banished  the 
same  School  for  ever  without  any  favour  :-*- 

Item,  The  Scholars  of  the  same  School  shall  use  no  CodL-fight, 
nor  other  unlawful  games,  and  riding  about  lor  Victors  or  other 
Disports  had  in  these  parts,  which  be  to  the  great  let  of  learning 
and  virtue,  and  to  charge  and  costs  of  the  Scholars  and  of  thdr 
^ends : — 

Item,  that  every  Scholar  of  the  same  School  be  al  the  said 
School  in  the  Momii^,  betwixt  Michaelmas  and  Easter,  before 
$eve»  of  the  Clock,  and  between  Easter  and  Michaelmas,  at  mx 
of  the  clock,  except  such  as  come  daily  lar  to  their  learning, 
which  shall  come  to  the  School  at  such  an  hour  as  shall  be  limitr 
ed  to  them  by  the  Master,  according  to  the  distance  of  the  plaee 
that  they  come  from : — 

Item,  that  the  Master,  or  Usher,  be  in  the  School  at  the  hour 
limited  to  the  Scholars  :— 

Item,  every  Scholar  pay  at  his  first  admitting,  and  writing  m 
of  his  name  in  the  Book  of  Scholars,  One  Pfiuiy  Sterling,  and 
notabove,  that  always  to  be  paid  to  the  Two  poor  Children  for 
the  time  bdng,  which  keep  the  Book  of  Scholars*  names,  and 
make  clean  the  School,  as  is  before  rehearsed :— «- 

Item,  that  no  Scholar  shall  bring  meat  or  drink  into  the 
School,  nor  there  to  use  their  meat  and  drink,  but  always,  if  any 
such  poor  Scholars  there  be,  that  for  their  great  poverty  bring 
their  meat  and  drink  with  them,  they  to  go  to  some  house  in 
the  Town,  and  there  to  eat  and  drink,  and  so  to  resort  again  to 
the  School. 

Iten,^  that  if  any  Scholar  of  the  same  School  go  from  and 
forsake  the  same,  and  rqmir  to  any  other  School,  and  after 
return  i^;ain  to  the  same  School,  he  to  be  taken  again  for  one  time, 
— ^but,  at  theseoond  departure,  he  to  be  excluded  and  banished  the 
same  School  for  ever  without  any  favour. 

Item,  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher,  shall  cause  all  Scho* 
lars,  being  learned  in  Grammar,  at  all  times  to  use  to  qpeak  their 
Latin  tongue  within  the  School,  and  all  other  places  eonvtnient. 
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Acts  for  the  Wages  of  the  Schoolmasteb  and  Usher. 
Item,  the  said  Hugh  and  Johammb,  and  either  of  them  longest 
living,  with  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  above  named  WHQb, 
lands,  tenements,  reversions,  and  services,  called  **  Manchbsteb 
Mills,"  shall  by  them,  or  their  sufficient  Deputy,  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  yearly,  without  fraud,  guile,  delay,  or  deceit  at  the 
Feasts  of  Easter,  the  Nativity  of  Saint  John  Baptist,  Saint  ML- 
cfaael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Nativity  of  Our  Lord,  by  equal 
portions,  £lO.  Sterling, — that  is  to  say,  at  every  of  the  Feasts 
aforesaid,  508.  to  the  I^h  Master  there  for  the  time  being  teadi- 
ing:—

Item,  the  Feoffees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  pay  of  the  Stock 
being  in  the  said  Chest,  all  charges  in  the  Law,  if  any  happen 
to  be,  for  the  defence  of  the  haids  of  the  said  School  or  any 
part  thereof,— And  also  shall  pay  the  costs  and  charges  qf 
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making  of  new  Feofimcnts  and  Act8>  Ordinances^  for  the  good

The  Water  Com  Mills  were  ancient  Soke  Mills,  at  which 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Manchester  were  bound  by 
immemorial  custom  to  grind  their  Com,  Grain,  or  Malt, 
and  to  pay  a  twenty-fourth  part  thereof  as  a  toll  for  grind- 
ing  the  same,  for  the  support  of  the  School. 

fiut,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1785,  which  re- 
dtes  the  custom,  and  that  divers  Suits  had  been  conunenced 
and  Decrees  obtained  in  confirmatian  of  it,  the  Inhabitants 
were  dueharged  fiom  tho  obligation  of  grinding  their  Com 
and  Grain,  except  MaUy  at  <<  The  SOool  Mitts  T  and  the 
same  dischaige  was  confirmed,  and  put  under  certain  regu- 
lations.* 


*  During  the  dispute  in  1737,  the  following  Epigram  was 
written  by  Mr.  BYaoM,-^ 
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These  Millsy  ^ee  in  number,  are  situate  upon  the  river 
Irkcj  not  far  fiom  it's  confluence  with  the  /rwd^— The 
HIGHEST  of  them  is  a  Com  Jfifl,— The  lowest  has  been 
emjAoyed  in  the  manufacture  of  Sm^BDd  PinSy  and  for  the 
purpose  of  Fulling  woollen  doth,— both  these  Mills  are  let 
to  lespectable  Tenants,— But  the  middle  Mill,  which  is 
used  for  grinding  MaUj  is  retained  in  the  hands  of  the 
TedlEees  of  the  SdiooL  According  to  the  Act  of  1785,  it 
grinds  all  the  MaUj  which  is  used  in  the  Township  of  Man> 
dbester, — ^the  Inhabitants  bmg  obliged  to  send  it  there  for 
that  purpose,  paying  1^.  per  load  of  Six  bushels. 

This  sum  having  been  fixed  at  a  time,  when  money  was 
much  more  valuable  than  it  is  at  present,  now  bears  no  pro- 
poirtion  to  the  labour  effected ;  so  that  the  Mill,  originally 
intended  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  School  only,  is  now  of  finr 
greater  consequence  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town.  It  is 
this  Tax  upon  grinding  MaUj  however,  which  has  induced 
the  Public  Brewers  to  settle  themselves  in  the  adjcnning 
Townships  of  Salford,  Chetham,  Ardwick,  Chorlton  Row, 
and  Hulme ;  none  of  the  Breweries  jbemg  actually  atuate  in 
Manchester, 

In  addition  to  the  Endowment  it  is  said,  that  Ma&tik 
Bbeon,  a  Clothier,  who  realized  a  large  property  in  Man* 
Chester,  left  a  considerable  sum  towards  the  erectkm  c^  Hie 
Free  School. 

There  is  also  an  Annuity  of  JE4..1..9.  payaUe  out  of  the 
Duchy  Rents  to  the  Master,  which  was  first  granted  when 
his  Salary  was  only  £10.  per  annum. 

From  the  profits  of  the  Malt  MiD,— firom  the  Rental  of 
the  two  other  Mills,  and  several  Houses, — and  fixxn  the  In-

''  Would  starve  the  Town,  or  near  it  j 
'*  But  be  it  known  to  Skin  and  Bone, 
"  That  Flesh  and  Blood  won*t  bear  it; 
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terest  of  money  vested  in  the  Funds,  an  Income  of  upwards 
of  £  1600.  per  annuniy  is  now  reodved. 

The  property  for  the  support  of  the  School  is  vested  in^ 
and  is  under  the  management  of  Twelve  Teustees, — 
Grendemen  of  the  highest  respectability,  who  have  the  satis^ 
faction  in  matured  life,  of  testifying  by  their  honourable  at- 
tention to  the  mterests  of  the  Establishment,  the  invaluaUe 
benefits  which  they  themselves  may  have  derived  from  it 
in  their  early  days.

The  Revd,  Thomas  Blackburne,  LL.D',  as  Warden 
of  Christ's  College,  is  the  present  Visitor. 

The  present  School,  which  was  erected  in  the  years  177^ 
and  1777)  upon  the  old  foundations,  is  situate  near  The 
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College  Gates^  in  Long  MVUgaie.  It  is  a  plain  brick 
building,  with  a  large  stone  Medallion  in  fWmt,  upon  which 
is  carved  in  aUo  relievo,  an  Owl,  the  Crest  of  The  Found- 
er, whose  Arms  are  placed  at  one  end  of  Thb  Upper 
ScHooL-ROoif,  which  is  96  feet  in  length,  and  30  feet  in 
breadth.  It  contains  four  fire-places,— is  extremely  well 
lighted  by  26  large  windows, — and  is  furnished  with  desks 
and  seats,  that  bear  evident  marks  of  long  service,  by  the 
numberless  initiab  of  names  which  succeeding  boys  have 
carved  upon  them.  The  Ceiling  of  this  room  is  between 
20  and  30  feet  high, — a  circumstance  greatly  favourable  to 
the  health  of  the  Masters  and  the  Scholars.  This  room  is 
appropriated  solely  to  instruction  in  the  higher  Classics. 
The  number  of  Scholars  in  it  has  for  the  last  ten  years  been 
about  140,  after  the  annual  Remove. 

The  Loweb  School  is  literally  lowetj — being  imder  a 
part  of  the  former,  and  about  half  it's  oze.  English,  and 
the  first  rudiments  of  Latin,  are  taught  in  this  School ;  and 
the  boys  are  prepared  in  it  for  their  reception  into  The 
Upper  School.  Before  the  establishment  of  the  Nati« 
ONAL  and  the  Lancasterian  Schools  in  Manchester, 
there  were  frequently  70  or  80  pujnls  in  this  room :  but  at 
present  the  number  is  between  30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Ladn  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  but 
the  system  of  Education  is  not  in  all  respects  amilar  to  that 
of  Eton  College. 

This  School  is  remarkably  rich    in   it's  Univerrity  ad 

vantages. 

There  are  Eleven  Exhibitions  for  Scholars  horn  this 
School  at  any  CoU^  in  either  of  the  Universities,  of  £40. 
a  vear  each,  which  are  paid  horn  the  School  estate ;  and 
such  of  them  as  enter  at  Bbasbn-Nosb  College,  Oxfi)rd» 
or  St,  John's  College,  Cambridge,  have  alwi^s  a  good 
chance  <if  obtaining  other  valuable  appointments. 

The  young  men,  who  have  been  educated  at  this  School, 
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in  turn  with  those  of  Hekbfokb  and  MAmLBoioiTGH,  have 
a  daim  to  Sixtbbk  ScHOLABSHtYs  in  Bbasbk-Nosb  Col- 
LXGB,  Oxford^  and  to  Sixteen  Scholabships  in  St.  Johk's 
College,  Cambridge,  of  differ^it  values,  £rom  £18.  to 
£26,  per  anmtm^  on  the  Foundaticm  of  Sabah  Duchess  of 
SoKEBSET,  in  1679,  and  who  died  in  1692 : —

Lands,  Tenements,  Meadows,  Pastures,  Woods,  Rents,  Com- 
mons, Advantages,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever,  unto  the 
said  Manor  belonging  or  any  wise  appertaining,  or  reputed  or 
taken  to  be  part,  parcel  or  member  thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used

ages, Farms,  Lands,  Tenements,  Meadows,  Pastures,  Woods, 
Commons,  Rents,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever  unto  the  said 
Mannor  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  or  accepted^ 
reputed,  or  taken  (mrt  parcel  or  member  tiiereof>  To  be  for  ever

BOROUGH^  in  the  County  of  Wilts>  by  turns  3  the^r^t  of  them 
to  be  chosen  out  of  Manchester  School^  the  second  out.  oi 
Hereford  free  School>  and  the  third  out  of  Marlborough 
FREE  School  ;  and  that  the  said  additional  Scholars^  that  shall 
be  chosen  into  St.  John's  College^  in  Cambridge^  shall>  from 
time  to  tune^  for  ever  be  elected  out  of  Marlborough  free 
School^  Hereford  free  School^  and  Manchester  free 
School^  by  tums>  the  first  of  them  to  be  chosen  out  of  Marl- 
borough free  School^  the  Second  out  of  Hereford  free 
School^  and  the  third  out  of  Manchester  free  School  3  and 
to  keep  the  same  course  and  turns  for  ever : — 

And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint^  that  if  any  of  my  said 
Scholars  shall  be  absent  from  his  said  respective  College  above 
three  Calendar  Months  in  any  one  Year  upon  any  pretence 
whatsoever^  that  then  his  place  in  Uie  said  College  shall  be  ipso 
facto  void : — 

Provided  always^  and  my  will  and  mind  is,  that  upon  any 
vacancy  of  uny  of  my  said  Scholarships^  by  reason  of  undue  ab- 
sence or  upon  any  other  account  or  cause  whatsoever  in  either 
of  the  said  Colleges  respectively^  If  the  Principal  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  Brasen-Nose  College^  in  Oxford^  or  the  Master 
Fellows  and  Scholars  of  St.  John's  College>  in  Cambridge^ 
or  either  of  the  said  Colleges  respectively^  shall  neglect  by  the 
space  of  thirty  days  to  give  notice  of  such  avoydance  unto  the 
Master  of  the  School  out  of  which  the  next  of  Uie  said  Scholars 
is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  College^  That  then  the  College  so 
neglecting  shall  lose  the  privilege  of  electing  any  of  the  said 
additional  Scholars  for  seven  years  next  after  such  neglect :— - 
And  that  during  that  seven  years  they,  the  said  Henry  Lord 
Delamere^  Sir  Samuel  Grimstone>  and  Sir  William  Grego- 
ry^ and  the  Survivors  and  Survivor  of  them^  and  his  heirs>  shall 
and  lawfully  may^  from  time  to  time>  nominate  and  present  a 
Scholar  or  Scholars  out  of  the  aforesaid  Schools  respectively^

And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint^  that^at  the  first  settlement 
thereof^  there  shall  be  one  additional  Somerset  Scholar 
placed  and  settled  in  each  of  the  said  Colleges  with  provision  to 
be  made.  That  when  the  Rents  of  the  Manor  and  Hereditaments 
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given  to  Bkasxn-Nose  College^  in  Oxford^  shall  be  so  improved 
that  they  shall  come  to  Thirty  Pounds  per  annum,  then  there 
shall  be  one  other  Somerset  Scholar  placed  in  the  said  College, 
and  so  from  time  to  time  upon  every  increase  and  advancement 
of  Fifteen  pounds  per  annum  in  the  rents  of  the  said  Manor  and 
Premises  to  them  appointed  there  shall  be  one  Scholar  more 
added  to  the  Somerset  Scholars  in  the  said  College ,  and  that 
in  like  manner^  when  the  Rents  of  the  Manor  and  Hereditaments 
hereby  given  or  appointed  to  St.  John's  College^  in  Cam- 
bridge^  shall  come  to  be  Thirty  pounds  per  annum,  there  shall 
be  ONE  other  additional  Somerset  Scholar  settled  in  the  said 
College  'y  and  so  in  like  manner^  from  time  to  time>  upon  every

Gowns,  and  Caps;  and  the  other  fourth  part  of  the  said  Fines  to 
go  and  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  ^e  Somerset  Scholabs 
in  that  Collie,  to  buy  them  books,  which-  advantage  by  the. said 
Fines,  although  it  can  be  but  small  at  first,  in  regard  that  aU  the 
Farms  within  the  aforesaid  Manors  are  at  present  in  Lease  or 
Grants  under  small  old  Rents,  yet  as  the  present  Leases  and 
Estates  shall  determine  they  will,  I  hope,  prove  considerable^ 
for  by  the  account  I  receive  from  my  Officers  1  find,  that  the 
Manor  i4>pointed  to  Brasen-Nose  College  will,  when  the 
present  Lease  and  Estates  are  expired,  be  worth  about  five 
Hundred  and  Sixty  pounds  per  annum;  And  that  the  Manor 
appointed  to  St.  John's  College  will  then  be  worth  about  Five 
Hundred  and  Thirty  pounds  per  annum  .*— 

And  I  do  further  declare  my  will  and  mind  to  be,  and  I  do 
appoint,  that  the  Term  now  in  being  .of  the  Leashold-Farm  and 
Limds  lying  in  the  Manor  of  ThomfUU,  which  Leashold-Farm 
and  Lands  at  the  full  and  improved  value  is  worth  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty  Pounds  per  annum,  shall  expire  or  determine.  Then 
Six  Somxbsbt  Scholars  slodl  in  manner  afforesaid  be  chosen 
and  settled  in  Brasbn-Nosb  College,  and  ihaX  the  said  Six 
Scholars  shall  have  for  their  allowances,  for  their  maintenanoft 
the  whole  rent  of  the  said  Leashold-Farm  and  Lands  in  Thorn- 
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hiUj  and  that  none  others  of  the  additional  Somebsbt  Schola^rs, 
in  tiiat  College^  shaQ  have  any  share  or  part  thereof  with  them  -, 
and  that  the  said  Six  Scbolakb^  or  any  of  them^  shall  not  have 
any  share  or  part  with  the  other  additional  Somerset  Scholars 
of  that  house  of  any  other  Rents>  Revenues,  or  Profits  of  the 
said  Manor  of  ThomkiU .— - 

And  my  Will  and  Mind  further  is,  and  I  do  appoint,  that 
when  the  term  now  in  being  of  the  Leashold-Farm  and  Lands 
Mng  in  the  Manor  of  fVootton  Rivers,  which  Leashold*Earm  and 
Lands  at  the  full  improved  value  is  likewise  worth  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty  Pounds  per  annufn,  shall  expire  or  determine.  Then 
Snc  Somerset  Scholars  shklTin  manner  and  form  aforesaid  be 
diosen  and  settled  into  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  and 
fliat  the  said  Six  Scholars  shaU  have  for  theur  allowances,  for 
their  maintenance  the  whole  Rent  of  the  said  Leashold-Farm 
and  Lands  in  Wootton  Rwers,  and  that  none  others  of  the 
Somerset  Scholars,  in  that  College,  shall  have  any  share  or 
part  thereof  with  them  j  and  that  the  said  Six  Scholars,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Somerset 
Scholars  of  that  House,  or  any  other  Rents,  Revenues  or  Profits 
of  the  said  Manor  of  WootUm  Rivers, --^ 

And  my  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  and  direct,  that  such 
Youths  shall  be  chosen  into  the  said  Twelve  last  mentioned 
Scholarships,  whose  parents  and  friends  are  not  able  to  contri- 
bute any  thing  considerable  towards  their  maintenance  in  the 
University,  and  therefore  I  have  given  and  appointed  for  them 
the  laige  allowance ;  and  my  will  is,  that  the  persons  that  shall 
be  chosen  into  the  said  Twelve  Scholarships,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  such  as  design  or  intend  to  take  upon  them  the  Mmis* 
iertf ;  and  that  they  shall  in  order  thereunto,  so  soon  as  they 
shall  be  fit  for  it,  incline  and  dispose  themselves  to  the  study  of 
Divinity;  but  in  all  other  things  relating  to  the  said  additional 
Somerset  Scholarships  in  former  rules  and  directions  shall 
stand  and  be  observed,  and  these  last  mentioned  Twelve 
Somerset  Scholars  to  diffsr  from  them  in  nothing,  save  only 
in  their  maintenance  as  is  hereinbefore  expressed. 

On  the  12th  of  January,  1703,  Administration  with  the  WiU 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  the  Goods  of  the  Right  Honourable 
Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset  was  granted  to  Wm. 
Staunton,  the  Curator  or  Gruardian  lavffiilly  assigned  to  the 
Honble.  Lanoham  Booth,  Esquire,  a  lienor,  the  Residuary 
Legatee,  named  in  the  said  Codicil  for  the  use  and  benefit  dP 
the  sfdd  Sfinor,  until  he  attains  the  age  of  one  and  twenty 
years,  having  been  first  sworn  by  Commission  duly  to  administer. 
The  Right  Hcmble.  Henrt  Comes,  Sir  Samuel  Grimstom, 
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Baronety  and  Sir  William  Gbsoobt^  Knight^  the  Executors 
dying  without  taking  upon  them  the  Probate  and  Execution  of 
the  said  \ViU  and  Codicil. 

On  the  1 9th  of  February,  1705,  Administration  with  the  Will 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  the  goods  of  The  Right  Honble.  Samam 
Duchess  Dowager  of  Somebsbt  was  granted  to  The  Honourable 
Lanoham  Booth,  Esquire,  the  Residuary  Legatee  named  in  the 
aaid  Codicil,  He  having  been  first  sworn  by  Commission  duly 
to  administer  the  Letters  of  Administration  of  the  goods  of  tht 
said  Deceased,  granted  in  the  Month  of  January,  1705,  to 
William  Staunton,  Esquire,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said 
Honble.  Lanoham  Booth,  Esquire,  then  a  Minor,  having  ceased 
and  expired,  by  reason  of  the  said  Minor  having  attained  his  age 
of  twenty  one  years  $  And  The  Right  Honble.  Henry  Comes,  Sir 
Samuel  Grimston,  Baronet,  and  Sir  Wm.  Gregory,  Knight, 
the  Executors  named  in  the  said  Will  having  departed  this  life 
without  taking  upon  them,  or  either  of  them,  the  Probate  and 
ExecutioB  of  the  said  WiU  and  Codidl.—

WiLLDOf  HiTLMB,  Esq.,  of  Broadiianef  descended  fitnn 
a  req)ectable  Family  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  by  his 
Will,*  dated  the  24th  of  October,  1691,  most  munificently 
left  estates  at  Healoiv-Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under-Lyne^ 
Reddish,  Manchester,  and  Harwood,  all  in  this  County, 
(subject  to  an  estate  f(»r  life,  in  part  of  the  premises,  to 
Elizabeth  Us  Wife,  and  to  certain  Annuities,  which  have 
been  long  nnce  determined),  to  maintain  as  Exhibitionebs^

*  Mr.  HuLMB  was  buried  in  a  small  Chapel  adjoining  The 
CoUegtate  Church  of  Manchester, — which,  having  become 
greatly  dilapidated^  was  restored  by  order  of  the  Feoffees  of  his 
Trust  Estates  in  1810.  On  his  grave-stone  is  the  following 
Inscription,—-

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^^  Four  of  the  poorest  sort  of  Bachelors  of  Arts,  taking  such 
Degree  in  Brasen-Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  as  from  time 
to  lime  should  resolve  to  continue  and  reside  there  by  the 
space  of  Four  years  next  after  such  Degree  taken,*" — to  be 
nominated  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  of  the  Collegiate 
Church  of  Manchester,  the  Rectors  of  the  Parish  Churches 
of  Prestwich  and  Bury  for  the  time  b^ng,  and  th^  Succes- 
sors for  ever."  ♦ 

At  the  time  of  the  Testator'^s  death  these  Exhibitions 
amounted  only  to  £15.  per  annum  each;  but,  in  the  10° 
Geo.  III.,  1770,  an  Act  was  obtained,  which  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  grant  building  leases  of  the  Estates  for  99  years,  ^ 
and  to  increase  the  number  of  Exhibitioners  to  Ten, 
whose  Stipends  should  be  never  less  than  £60.,  nor  more 
than  £80.  a  year. 

By  another  Act  passed  in  the  35®  Geo.  III.,  17^5,  the 
Trustees  were  enabled  to  convey  in  fee  or  grant  leases  for 
lives,  or  for  long  terms  of  years,  with  or  without  Covenants 
for  renewal  or  for  perpetual  renewal,  under  reserved  yearly 
rents  the  Trust  estates;  and  were  empowered  to  increase 
the  number  of  ExHiBirioNEas  to  Fifteen,  whose  Stipends 
should  be  never  less  than  £60.,  nor  more  than  £  1 10.  a  year. 

In  1814,  by  reason  of  the  great  increase  in  the  value  of 
the  Trust  estates,  the  annual  proceeds  then  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  £2502..16..8.,  over  and  above  the  interest  of  the 
sum  of  £23,700.,  which  the  Trustees  had  saved  out  of  the 
rents,  a  third  Act  was  obtained,  intituled,  "  An  Act  for 
amending  Two  several  Acts  of  the  10th  and  35th  years  of 


belonging  to  it,  and  as  Mr.  Hulme  was  a  Feoffee  of  the  School 
and  probably  received  his  education  in  it,  no  part  of  the  present 
work  appears  more  suitable  than  tins  to  notice  his  splendid 
benef^tion. 

*  A  Prize  of  £lO.  in  Books  is  annually  given  for  the  best 
Oration  delivered  at  Brazen-Nose  College  by  one  of  the  Exhibi- 
tioners, in  memory  of  so  great  a  Benefiactor. 
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the  reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  relating  to  the  Estates  de- 
vised by  William  Hulme,  Esq.;  and  to  enable  the  Trus- 
tees thereof  to  apply  the  Trust  Monies  in  making  an  allow- 
ance to  and  provision  for  the  Exhibitioners  of  certain  Exhi- 
bitions, founded  by  the  said  Testator  in  Brasen-Nosc  College, 
Oxford;  and  also  in  founding  and  supporting  a  Lecture  in 
Divinity  in  the  said  College;  and  to  incorporate  the  said 
Trustees ;  and  for  other  the  purposes  therein  mentioned."— 

By  which  it  was  enacted,  "  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Trustees,  and  their  Successors,  to  make  unto  each  of  the 
said  present  Exhibitioners,  and  to  each  of  the  Exhibitioners  who 
shall  be  hereafter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hulme's 
Estate,  such  allowance,  stipend,  or  yearly  sum,  as  the  Trustees 
shall  think  meet  and  reasonable ;  never  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
Two  Hundred  and  Twenty  Pouxds  in  any  one  year  j  and 
that  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  to  any  of  such  Exhibitioners, 
who  shall  not  regularly  reside  in  the  said  College  from  the 
beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term  to  the  end  of  Act  Term  in  every 
year,  unless  such  Exhibitioner  shall  have  obtained  such  permission 
as  is  hereinafter  mentioned  from  the  Trustees  of  the  said  es- 
tates, dispensing  with  his  or  their  residence  at  the  said  College^ 
and  no  such  permission  shall  extend  beyond  the  power  given  for 
that  purpose  to  the  Trustees  by  this  Act." 

As  the  College  of  Beassn-Nose  was  not  able  to  accom- 
modate the  ExHiBiTioNBRs  with  rooms  in  the  College,  and 
the  rent  of  lodgings  in  Oxford,  and  the  necessary  expenses 
attendant  thereon,  having  materially  increased  within  a  few 
years  past,  and  the  then  allowance  bong  inadequate  for  pro- 
curing the  benefits  intended  for  the  Exhibitioners, — The 
Trustees  were  empowered  to  provide  rooms  and  lodgings 
in  Oxford,  or  to  purchase  or  build  convenient  Houses  for 
their  residoice  and  aocommodation,— 

Provided^  *'  That  no  Exhibitioners  shall  be  allowed  to  reside 
in  or  occupy  any  such  houses^  for  any  longer  time  than  they 
shall  eojoy  and  receive  their  Exhibitions,  or  during  only  such 
term,  or  part  thereof,  as  the  said  Trustees  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint  or  determine  upon,  pursuant  to  the  provision  hi 
that  bc^ialf  hereinafter  contained:  Provided  also.  That  no 
greater  sum  shall  be  expended  or  laid  out  by  the  said  Trustees, 
m  tiie  actual  purchase  of  any  such  houses,  buildings,  land,  or 
hereditaments,  than  the  sum  it  £5000,  in  Uie  whole." — 
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The  Trustees  were  also  empowered  to  pay  to  a  Leetnier, 
to  be  nominated  b j  the  Principcd  of  Brasen-Nose  Colkge,  for 
the  delivering  Lectures  in  Divinity  to  the  EzhibttionerB  thioein, 
an  annual  Sidary  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  jC150.> — sudi  Dhri- 
nity  Lecture  to  be  called  **  Hulm k's  Dtomify  Lednre,*'— and 
*'  that  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  such  oflEiee  of  Lecturer, 
save  and  except  he  shall  be  in  Priest*s  Ordersj  and  shall  have 
taken  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  or  Master  of  Arts  in 
the  said  University,  and  be  a  Member  of  the  said  College :" — 

The  Trustees,  then  EnwiLBD  Earl  of  Debbt>  Thomas  Bad 
of  W1LTON4  James  Stabkt^  Robbbt  Gbbgob  Hopwood^  Ro- 
BEBT  Markland^  John  Entwislx^  Richabd  Athebton  Fab- 
iNOTON^  William  Fox,  and  Wilbbaham  Eobbton,  Esquires, 
and  their  Successors,  were  constituted  a  Body  Corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  ''Thb  Tbustees  .of  the  Estates  devised  by 
William  Hulme,  Esq.,"  with  perpetual  succession  $  may  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  have  a  Common  Seal^  on  wldch  shall  be 
engraven  the  Coat  of  Arms  borne  by  William  Hulme^  and 
round  it  shall  be  inscribed  '^  SigiUum  Hulmianum**  And  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  was  to  be  increased  to  Twelve  :— - 

The  Nominators  of  the  ExhibitionebSj  as  often  as  vacan- 
cies shall  arise,  are  empowered  ''  to  nominate  to  the  said  Exhi* 
bitions  Under-Graduates  in  the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose, 
who  shall  have  then  entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their 
matriculation,  and  who  shall  resolve  and  continue  to  reside 
there  by  the  space  of  four  years  next  after  the  commencement  of 
such  thirteenth  term,  and  who  shall  also  resolve  to  take  their 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  as  soon 
as  they  are  of  Academical  standing  for  such  Degree  ; — And  that 
the  Under-graduates  so  to  be  nominated,  and  residing  according 
to  the  regulations  of  this  act,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  have> 
and  be  entitled  to  the  allowances,  stipends,  and  yearly  payments 
in  and  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  made  to  the  said  Exhibition- 
ers for  the  space  of  four  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  said  thirteenth  term :   Provided  that  they^ 
the  said  Under-graduates  so  to  be  nominated,  shall,  if  prevented 
from  taking  their  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  as  soon  as  they 
are  of  standing  for  the  same,  be  actually  admitted  to  such  De^ 
gree  within  eight  months  afterwards  ^    but  in  case  the  Under- 
graduates so  to  be  nominated^  or  any  of  them«  shall  not  within 
the  same  space  of  eight  months  duly  take  their  said  Degrees^ 
then  and  from  thenceforth  their  respective  Nominations  shall 
cease  and  be  void,  and  they  shall  respectively  absolutely  forfeit 
and  lose  all  further  right,  title,  and  claim  to  the  said  allowances^ 
stipends,  and  payments  to  be  made  to  the  said  ExhibitionerSji 
and  all  benefit  and  advantage  thereof:—- 
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And  it  was  farther  enacted^  '*  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Trustees^  from  tune  to  tune,  by  any  orders^  at  any  General 
Meeting  of  the  Trustees^  to  dispense  with  the  residence  at  or  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose^  of  the  Exhibitioners  who  are  or 
shaU  be  hereafter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hulhe*8 
trust,  for  any  time  (which  shall  not  be  in  full  term)  in  each 
year,  as  they  the  said  Trustees  shall  deem  most  adviseable: 
Provided,  That  no  such  orders  shall  be  contrary  to  or  interfere 
with  the  Rules  or  Discipline  of  the  said  College,  nor  shall  such 
Rules  or  Discipline  be  any  ways  a£fected  by  any  acts  of  the  said 
Trustees  or  their  Successors,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given 
to  them  by  this  Act/'

The  great  celebrity  which  this  School  hath  justly  acquired, 
has  been  owing  not  only  to  the  Splendour  of  the  Foundation, 
but  in*  a  sdll  greater  degree,  to  the  talents  and  assiduity  of 
The  High  Mastebs,  in  whom  it  has  been  angularly  for- 
tunate. 

The  present  High  Master  is  Jebemiah  Smith,  D.  D., 
under  whose  able  management  the  School  preserves  the 
reputation,  which  it  has  long  so  deservedly  enjoyed.  This 
Grentleman  was  appointed,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Chables 
Lawson,  M.  A.^  who,  after  fiUing  the  Chair  for  more  than 
Fobty-thbee  Years,  with  the  greatest  credit  to  himself 
and  the  advantage  of  his  Pupils,  many  of  whom  became 
shining  Luminaries  of  the  Pulpit,  the  Bar,  and  the  Senate, 
died  on  the  19th  of  April,  1807,  in  the  79th  year  of  his 
age.  The  Salary  of  the  High  Master  is  £420.  per  annum^ 
with  a  good  House,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
repair.  This  house,  it  appears,  was  bought  fiom  the  fiimily 
of  the  Bessicks  in  Salford  by  the  Trustees,  in  1698,  for 
the  use  of  Th^  High   Master.    Hb  accommodations  for 
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Boarders  are  very  extennve,  but  at  present  he  reodves 
only  a  limited  number,  upon  the  foUowing  Terms : — 
Entrance  Fee,  Four  guineas. 

Board  and  Tuition,  in  which  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Mathematics  are  included,  Fifty  guineas  p^r  onnt^m, 
until  the  Pupil  enters    into  his  Sixteenth  year,  and 
,Sixty  guineas  afterwards. 
Washing,  Four  guineas  per  annum, 
French,  Drawing,  Dancing,  &c.,  on  the  usual  terms. 
Two  Parlour  Boarders  may  be  accommodated, — for  whose 
Board  and  Tuition  120  or  140  guineas  each  will  be 
charged,  according   to   the  distinction  of  age  stated 
above. 
An  Assistant  Master  resides  constantly  in  the  house  to 
give  instructions  in  Writing,  Accompts,  and  Mathe- 
matics, on  the  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturday  Af- 
ternoons, and  to  assist  in  the  general  Superintendence 
of  the  Boarders. 
A  Quarter's  Notice,  or  a  Quarter'^s  Payment,  is  required. 
The  following  are  the  Names  of  some  of  Thb  High 
Masters  of  this  School, — 
In  1575.  Thomas  Cogan,  B.  A.,  and  afterwards  M.  D., 
of  Oriel  College,  Oxford.     He  also  "  prac- 
tised his   Faculty   with  good   success.     He 
wrote  "  The  Haven  of  HeaUh;^  and  "  A 
Preservcdionjrom  the  Pestilence^  and  edited 
some  of  CiCERO^s  works.    He  died  at  Man- 
chester in  1607}  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
there  on  the  10th  of  June,  ^^  leaving  behind 
him  the  character  of  an  able  Physidan  and 
Latinist,  a  good  Neighbour,  and  an  honest 
Man.*' 
Ralph  Brideoke,  D.  D.,  of  Brasen-Nose  Col- 
1^,  Oxford.     He  afterwards  became  Chap- 
lain to  The  Earl   of  Derby;    and  when 
Latham  House  was  besieged  by  the  Forces 
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belonging  to  Parliament,  '^  he  was  all  the 
time  in  it,  and  did  good  service.^'  In  1651, 
by  his  eloquence  in  favour  of  his  unfortunate 
Lord,  James  Earl  of  Derby,  he  was  made 
Chaplain  to  Lenthall,  the  Speaker,  and 
soon  after  Preacher  of  the  Rolls.  He  succes- 
sively filled  several  rich  Benefices;  and  in 
1674,  ^^  he  was  by  the  endeavours  of  Lo- 
DoiSA  Duchess  of  PoBTSMOUTH  (wlicseluinds 
were  always  ready  to  take  bribes)  nominated 
by  the  King  to  be  Bishop  of  Chichestkb,  on 
the  translation  of  Dr.  P.Gitnuing  from  thence 
to  Ely.  He  died  suddenly,  as  he  was  visiting 
his  Diocese,  on  the  5th  of  October,  1678 : 
and  vras  buried  in  Bfajfs  Chapel  at  Windsor, 
where  a  fair  Altar  monument  was  erected 
over  his  grave,  with  a  suitable  Latin  inscrip- 
tion. He  wrote  an  Elogy  on  the  death  of 
Ben.  Jonson. 
In  1661.  John  Wtckes,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi  Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

1676.  William  Babbow,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi 
Collie. 

1721.  John  Richabds,  M.  A.^  of  Corpus  Christi 
Collie,  elected  on  the  7th  oi  March. 

1721.  Henby  Bbooke,  M.  a.,  of  Oriel  College,  Ox- 
ford, elected  on  the  30th  of  April.  In  1744 
he  published  a  Speech  on  the  usefulness  and 
necessity  of  studying  the  Classics,  which  is 
dedicated  to  The  Warden  (Peploe)  and  the 
Feoffees  of  the  School ;  and  in  which  he  ob- 
serves with  rcf;ard  to  attendance,  '^  though  I 
was  absent  some  years  ago  upon  necessoiy 
business,  and  when  I  had  thoughts  of  quittii^ 
the  School  and  put  in  a  SubitiMe,  as  I  was 
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informed  with  oQnBent  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all  parties  ooncemed,  yet  bdng  now  at  free 
liberty,  I  shall  keep  dose  to  the  School  and 
the  buiuness  thereof,  as  I  have  done  for  near 
.  three  years  last  past,  8ec.^  At  the  period 
here  alluded  to,  the  Feoffees  disapproving  of 
his  neglect  of  the  Sdiool,  had  reduced  his 
Salary,  as  Master,  fitim  Je200.  to  £10.  the 
original  Endowment  He  wrote  a  Latin 
work,  intituled,  <<  Medkus  Cvrcwmfbromeus^ 
and  an  Essay  on  ^^  Peaceableness.*^  He  was 
also  Fellow  of  Christ^s  CoU^,  Manchester. 
In  1726.  William  Purnell,  M.  A.,  of  Oriel  College ; 
he  died  in  1764. 

1753.  Chables  Lawson,  M.  a.,  of  Corpus  Chrisli 
College,  who  taught  here  as  First  and  Second 
Master,  more  than  Half  a  Cbktuby.*  His 
grateful  Pupils  erected  a  beautiful  Miu*al 
Monument  of  marble,  designed  and  executed 
by  Bacon  ;  and  which  is  fixed  up  ov^  the 
door  leading  into  the  Chapter-House  in  the 
Collegiate  Church,  with  an  elegant  Latin  in- 
scription, commemorative  of  his  Exoellenoe 
and  Virtues

*  In  1749  he  wa»  appointed  Second  Master  by  Dr.  Randolph^ 
then  President  of  Corpus  Christ!  College^  and  upon  the  death  of 
Mr.  PuRNELL^  he  was  nominated  his  successor.  In  this  arduous 
situation^  for  a  period  almost  unprecedented^  Mr.  Lawson  uni- 
formly displayed  a  dignity  and  propriety  of  conduct^  and  a  fixed 
principle  of  action  that  could  not  fisul  to  conciliate  the  esteem 
And  affection  of  his  Pupils^  and  the  warm  admiration  of  his  Fel- 
low Townsmen.  The  extensive  literary  abilities  which  he  pos- 
sessed^ were  of  a  higher  class  than  are  usually  met  with  even  in 
the  most  distinguished  of  our  Preceptors^  and  the  depth  and 
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The  High  Master,  and  the  Second  Maater,  have  Two 
Stalls  in  the  Coll^iate  Church,-^over  one  of  which  is  in- 
scribed ^^  ArchididtucaluSy' — and  over  the  other,  ^^  Hypodu 
dcucalusJ*' — A  mark  of  respect,  but  no  source  of  emolument 

The  present  Second  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Robinson 
Elsdalb,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  JC220.  per  annum,  toge- 
ther with  a  house,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
repair.  This  Grentleman  also  takes  Pupils,  at  Forty  guineas 
per  annum  far  boys  under  the  age  of  14  years,  and  45 
guineas  after  that  period. 

In  addition  to  these  Gentlemen  whose  Official  situations 
are  recognized  and  established  in  the  Statutes,  there  are  also 
Thbee  Assistant  Masters,  who  have  been  added  by  the 
Trustees, — have  Salaries  from  the  School  estate, — and  are 
liberally  allowed  by  The  High  Master  to  take  Boarders.* 

The  First  Assistant  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Geobgb  Holt, 
whose  Salary  is  JC120.  a  year;  and  who  has  upwards  of 
Twenty  boarders  in  his  house. 

The  Second  Assistant  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Johnson, 
whose  Salary  is  JCl  10»  a  year.  He  teaches  also  writing,  ac- 
counts, and  mathematics. 

The  Master  of  The  Lower  School  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas 
Gaskell,  whose  Salary  is  £130.  a  year. 

The  business  of  the  School  begins  and  ck)ses  with  Pkat- 
ehs,  which  are  read  by  one  of  the  Senior  boys,  when  all  the 
Masters  attend,— In  Sumher,  from  7  to  half  after  8 
o'Clock,-~retum  at  half  after  9,  and  remain  until  12,-^ 


assiduity  with  which  he  constantly  pursued  his  erudite  researches, 
rendered  him  eminently  qualified  for  that  station  wherein  he  was 
judiciously  placed. 

*  In  the  original  Establishment  there  were  only  The  High 
Mastar  and  the  Usher.  In  progress  of  time,  a  third  Master  vnB 
i^pointed  :  Bat  the  Two  Assistant  Masters  were  not  appointed 
until  Mr.  Lawson  had  been  at  the  head  of  the  School  for  some 
years.  Thenfrcxn  the  great  increase  of  the  number  of  Si^krs^ 
additional  Teachers  be^aie  indiffiensihly  necessary. 
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return  again  at  3,  and  remain  until  half  ailar  5. — IuWinteb, 
it  commences  half  an  hour  later. 

The  aflemoohs  of  Tuesday,*  Thursday,  and  Saturday  are 
Holidays,  and  are  devoted  to  Mathematics. 

The  Vacations  are  jive  Weeks  at  Christmas,— and  five 
Weeks  at  Midsummer. 

A  Public  Speech-day  was  judiciously  established  by  the 
present  High  Master  in  1811,  which  is  attended  by  Tlie 
Trustees,  and  by  numbers  of  the  most  respectable  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood.  It  is  holden  on  the 
first  Tuesday  in  October.

The  Fbee  Oeammab  School  at  Mibdlbton  ^nis  fiiunded, 
bj  Chartei^  dated  the  11th  <^  August,  1572,  by  Albxav- 
PBB  NowELL,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  St  Paul's,  London ;  who,  at 
the  same  time  founded  Thirteen  Scholarships  in  Brasen- 
Noae  Ccdlege,  Oxford,  of  which  he  was  Principal. 

As  these  Benefactions  were  both  of  them  established  by 
Royal  Patent,  he  diose  that  the  Schocd  should  be  called 
^'  Queen  Elizabeth's  School,''  and  the  Scholars  <<  Queen 
Elizabeth's  Scholars."  Her  Majesty  haying  most  gnu 
ciously  given  £20.  yearly  for  ever  towards  it's  endowment ; 
of  which  £14..10.*0.  per  annum  are  now  paid  to  The 
Head  Master  by  The  Collie,  and  Je5..l0..8.  out  of  the 
Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 

How  mudi  he  had  this  good  work  at  heart,  for  the  encou- 
ragement of  Religion  and  Learning,  appears  by  a  Letter  of 
his  to  the  Lcnrd  Treasurer  Bubghlet,  dated  the  24th  ct 
June,  1572,  while  the  Patent  of  Foundation  laid  in  his 
hands ;  in  which,  by  the  advice  c^  Sir  Waltbb  Mildmat, 
a  blank  was  left  for  the  Morimain,  upon  good  hope,  that  it 
would  please  Her  Majesty  to  license  a  large  sum,  for  such 
goodly  uses.  He,  therefore,  ^  in  Her  Majesty's  name  hum- 
bly prayed  His  Honour  to  finish  the  good  work,  which  he 
had  so  happily  begun ;  and  to  move  Her  Majesty  to  license 
the  sum  of  £100.,  or  so  many  marks  at  the  least,  by  him 
and  others  to  be  purchased  in  Mortmain,  for  the  increase  of 
the  Stipends  of  the  Schocdmaster  and  Usher,  and  of  the 
number  and  exhibitacm  of  the  said  Schdars,  and  the  better 
relief  of  the  great  Company  of  that  poor  CoU^ ;  and  all 
to  be  done  in  Her  Majesty's  name.*

The  Manor  of  Gillingbamand  the.Esti^tfls  thereto  apppnd- 
ant  were  part  of  the  Endowment  of  the  ;$iae  of  CiiiUer* 
bury  in  the  time  of  The  Conqueror,  as  appcyuB  by  certain 
grants  of  Archbishop  Akselm,  remitting  J^  the  Honka  of 
St.  Andrew's  in  Rochester  part  of  the  9ent>  which  th^ 
used  to  pay  for  the  right  o£  fishing  in  the  sea,  a  Privilege 
belonging  to  the  said  Manor. 

The  Arcbiepiscopal  Estates  in  the  Parish  of  Gillisgham 
were  dienated  to  the  Crown  in  the  time  of  Heney  the 
Eighth ;  and  by  him  granted  to  the  Family  of  Cheney, 
iwho  re-sold  them  to  Nowell. 

A  .part  of  the  Estate,  on  a  commanding  i^t  in  Upbecry, 
by  recent  purchase  from  TThe  Colk^  of  Braseu^Nose,  has 
teen  reinvested  in  The  Crown,  for  the  purpose  of  ccm- 
atructing  Barracks  and  other  Public  Works,  ^^  in  these  days 
when  the  proud  menaces  of  a  neighbouring  Usurper  have 
^rved  only  to  rouse^  with  redoubled  ai:doiu-,  the  ancient 
spirit  of  Beitons." 
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Tb«re  is  also  bdonging  to  The  Head  Master  a  small 
Fidd  .in  whicK  the  Schod  is  situate  bdng  about  One  acre  of 
customary  measure. 

A  Stipend  of  £  10.  per  annum  is  also  paid  to.  The  Under 
or  English  Master  by  firasen^Ncae  College :  The  Principal 
and  Senior  Fellows  whereof  appoint  the  Masters :  And  they 
are  likewise  the  Visitors. 

There  are  no  Statutes  or  Ordinances. 

The  School  has  always  been  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish 
of  Middleton,  free  of  expense,  when  taught  the  Classics 
only.  But  for  many  years  past,  a  Commercial  Education^ 
particularly  in  this  manufacturing  part  of  the  Country,  has 
been  preferred;  and  consequendy  more  attended  to,  for 
which  6s.  Quarterage  for  each  boy  is  paid,  otherwise  the 
Salary  being  so  small,  the  School  might  remain  without  a 
Master. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission,  nor  routine  of 
Education  prescribed. 

The  Scholarships  at  Brasen-Nose  College  are  so  very 
small,  that  they  have  nol^been  cliumed^  for  a  Century  past, 
by  any  Scholar  from  Middleton  School. 

In  later  days  the  Master^s  place  has  usually  been  given 
to  the  Curates  of  Middleton ;  one  of  ;,whom,  Richako 
Dean,  was  the  Author  o£  an  ingenious  Essay  on  an  unpro- 
mising subject,  *^  The  iuture  Life  of  Brutes^  introduced 
with  Observations  upon  Evil,  it's  nature  and  origin,^  print- 
ed at  Manchester,  in  1767*  Mr.  Dban  died  and  was 
buried  at  Middleton,  on  the  10th  of  January,  177B. 

He  was  succeeded  by  The  Revd.  James  Abcheb,  the 
present  Head  Master,  who  has  filled  that  Office,  with  the 
greatest  respectability,  for  the  last  Thirtit-mins  Yeabs  ; 
during  which  time  he  has  been  constant  and  r^ular  in  his 
attendance,  having  seldom  fewer  than  from  Forty  to  Fifty 
Pupils  under  Ins  care,  who  are  boarded  and  lodged  in  the 
Village.       , 
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Mr.  James  Hstwood,  lately  appointed  Undei^MaBter, 
bas  generally  a  greater  number,  having  been  instnieted  to 
teach  upon  Dr.  Bell's  Plan.  He  reo^ves  2d*per  wedc  for 
each  child,  whether  Boy  or  Girl. 

Girh  have  been  reoeiyed  into  both  Schods. 

The  School  was  new  roofed  and  odled  in  1781.

The  old  School  at  Peescot,  now  part  of  the  Master^s 
House,  and  the  House  itself  with  the  one  adjoimngy  were 
established  at  a  period  now  unknown,  by  the  Township  of 
Presoot,  and  that  part  of  the  Parish  called  ^^  The  Pariah 
Side^  and  supported  by  contributions  or  rates  from  each 
Towndiip,  for  the  benefit  of  education  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
those  Districts. 

But  such  Parochial  support  ceased   above  a  Century 
dnce,  when  the  Funds  connsted  of 

Old  Stock,        -  -  £50..0..0 

Mr.  Oreem^s  gift,  -  3-1. .3 

which,  together  with  about  £4.  per  annum  arising  from  se- 
veral properties  in  Presoot,  and  the  above-mentioned  School 
and  Dwdling,  constitute  the  whole  Endowment,  worth  about 
£40.'  per  annum.  At  an  annual  Parish  Meedng  on  Si. 
Luk^i  day,  Foua  Wardens  are  chosen  to  elect  a  Master, 
and  to  do  other  necessary  business. 

Subsequently  several  Benefactions  in  land  and  money 
have  been  made  to  other  Trustees,  z?tjs.,  The  Steward  and 
Officers  elected  at  the  annual  Court  of  the  Copyholders,  for 
the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in  the  Town,  where  and  in 
what  manner  they  think  proper.  These  Trustees  have 
built  a  new  and  enlarged  School,  and  by  common  consent 
about  Fcnty  years  since,  joined  with  the  Wardens  chosen  by 
the  Paridi,  in  the  Election  of  the  Master  on  their  having 
determined  to  unite  the  two  Schools,  and  send  the  poor 
bojrs  according  to  the  eactent  of  the  new  Funds,  to  the  Pub- 
lic School. 

The  pecuniary  Legacies  have  been  employed  in  building 
Houses  in  Presoot,  and  in  the  puidiase  of  a  small  estate  in 
SainhiU;  and  the  Lands  bequgathed,  lie  in  the 
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of  Widnes  and  Whiston,  all  in  the  Pariah  of  Presoot.  But 
all  these  estates  are  also  sulject  to  the  support  of  other  Cha- 
rities, besides  the  education  of  poor  boys,  so  that  the  surplus 
only  is  applicable  to  that  purpose,  and  is  now  about  £65* 
peramnum. 

A  Legacy  of  £200.  has  recently  been  recmed  fitxn  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Revd.  Samuel  Sewell,  Vicar  of 
Prescot,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
education  of  poor  Boys. 

No  Statutes  prevail  beyond,  the  election  of  a  Master 
belonging  to  the  Established  Church,  and  the  instruction  of 
the  poor  boys  in  the  Church  Catechism*  The  boys  are  to 
be  selected  from  the  Inhatutants  of  Preioot^  and  consequents 
ly  are  nominated  by  The  Steward  and  Officers  of  the  Manor- 
Court  of  Prescot 

Boys  from  this  School,  if  bom  in  the  Parish,  are  sent  to 
Brasen-Nose  College,  in  OxfiNrd,  where  they  have  a  prefer- 
ence to  Sbtsk  FsLLowBBiJra.  Laocasbire  men  also  have  the 
preference  to  several  good  Ezhibilaons  in  th^  siiiiie  College. 

The  number  of  bc^  upon  the  FoundatiiHi  is  now  This- 
tf-Thebe  : — Tliret  having  been  ^ded  in  consequence  of 
Mr.  Sewsll^s  legacy,  but  the  admission  of  these  was  option- 
al with  the  Master.  There  are  no  data  by  which  the  deter- 
nunations  of  the  Trustees  are  regulated  beyond  occasional 
usage,  in  the  number  of  free  boys.  The  number  of  Day- 
scholars  is  now  also  about  Thiett.  It  was  formerly  much 
greater ;  but  owing  to  very  gross  mismanagement  during 
the  Mastership  of  the  present  Gentieman'^s  immediate  Pre- 
decessor, who,  soon  afler  his  appointment,  rendered  him- 
self independent  of  the  Trustees  by  procuring  a  License  to 
the  School  from  the  Bishop,  and  the  consequent  establish- 
ment of  other  Schools  in  the  Town,  it  is  probable  that  the 
number  will  not  much  increase.  It  must  also  be  added, 
that  the  Town  is  poor,  and  that  the  terms  fior  instruction  in 
the  other  Schools  are  lower  than  in  this. 
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It  is  expected  that  the  Boys,  at  the  dme  of  Admission, 
should  be  able  to  read  in  a  Class.  They  are  admitted  at 
the  age  of  Eighty  and  at  Fourteen  are  superannuated :  but 
these  are  points  not  very  scrupulously  adhered  to.  The 
education  of  the  Free  Boys  is  confined  to  Beading,  Writing, 
and  Arithmetic.  The  selection  of  Books  is  left  to  the  Master. 

The  Eto>i  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Hamnett, 
whose  Salary,  in  consideration  of  the  Free  Boys,  is  £90. 
per  ammmj  together  with  the  interest  of  Mr.  Sewell's  le- 
gacy, and  the  rent  of  the  House,  making  in  the  whole  about 
£  1 13.  per  annum.  This  Gendeman  takes  Pupils,  his  terms 
being  Thirty  five  guineas  per  annum*  The  terms  for  Day- 
scholars  average  about  a  guinea  per  Quarter. 

Several  of  the  most  respectable  Merchants  in  Liverpool 
liave  been  educated  in  this  School. 
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PRESTON. 

These  are  no  Documents  now  remaining  to  show  when,  or 
by  whom.  The  Geammar  School  in  Peeston  was  founded. 
But,  as  the  Corporation  of  Preston  are  the  Patrons  of  the 
School,  and  pay  the  principal  part  of  the  Salaries  to  the 
Masters,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  founded  and  endowed  by 
that  Body;  from  ^om  the  Head  Master  receives  £45.,  and 
the  Second  Master  £40.  per  cmnum. 

At  a  subsequent  period,  a  Mr.  Baetholombw  Woethikg- 
TON  of  this  Town  left  a  field  adjoining  to  it,  for  the  benefit 
of  The  Head  Master ;  which  has  lately  been  built  upon,  and 
now  produces  in  Ground  rents,  a  little  more  than  £50.  a 
year. 

There  are  no  written  Statutes  or  Oedinances. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  from  all  parts,  without  any 
restriction  or  limitation,  except  the  following,  riar.,  that  those 
boys,  who  are  not  the  sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough  of 
Preston,  have  usually  paid  a  small  sum,  as  Quarterage ;  but 
this  distinction  is  not  now  insisted  upon.  Boys  are  admitted, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Masters,  about  the  age  otSevetiy  and 
are  not  subject  to  superannuation.  The  number  of  Scholars 
at  present  is  about  Forty. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  the  same  as  is  established  in  most  of  the  Grammar 
Schools  in  this  County. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages 
belonging  to  this  School ;  ndther  are  the  Students  sent  to 
any  particular  Colleges. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Robbet  Haeeis, 
B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £100.  per  annum,  exclusive 
of  the  compliments  that  are  usually  made  to  him  at  Shrove* 
tide,  by  the  boys  under  his  immediate  care.   This  Grentleman

has  generally  Two  Pupils  in  his  house  upon  liberal  Terms; 
but  he  has  not  accommodation  for  a  larger  number. 

The  Under-Master  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
any  Fujuls. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  there  is  an  excellait 
LiBRABT,  oonnsting  of  several  Thousand  volumes  in  various 
languages,  in  aroom  adjoining  to  the  School  The  Town  of 
Preston  is  indebted  for  this  Benefaction  to  a  Grentleman  <^  the 
name  of  Shepherd,  who  was  long  an  eminent  Phyadan 
here,  and  died  about  60  years  since.  At  his  death,  he 
bequeathed  bis  own  valuable  Library  to  certain  Trustees, 
with  a  Fund  of  about  £50.  a  year  for  it^s  future  augmenta- 
tion, and  a  small  Salary  to  a  Librarian.  The  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  the  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  is  the  Librarian.  The  Public  very  liberally 
have  access  to  this  Library,  imder  certun  r^;ulalions  pre- 
scribed by  it*s  Guardians. 

John  Preston,  D.  D.,  was  educated  here. 
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RIVINGTON,  near  BotroN. 


The  Febe  Gbamhak  School  of  Rivingtom,  in  the  Parish 
of  BoltoD  le  Muorg,  called  also  "  The  Fxee  Geauuak 
ScHOOt,  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Rovingtos  aOas  Rivimg- 
TOM,"  was  founded  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  13th  of 
May,  in  the  Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1566,  by  Jahe!  Pilkington,  Bishop  of  Durham, "  for  the 
biinging  up,  teaching,  and  instructing  of  Children  and  Youth 
in  Grammar,  and  other  good  Learning,  to  continue  fin- 
ever  :"  and  endowed  by  His  Lordship  with  lands,  then  of 
the  annual  value  of  £30.,  situate  ii^tbe  County  Palatine  of 
Durham ;  some  of  which  have  lately  been  sold,  and  others 
purchased  in  th^  stead,  in  the  Parish  of  Bolton  le  Moors, 
near  to  the  Sdiool. 
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The  preaent  rental  of  the  estates  is  about  £400.  p$r 
annum. 

By  the  Sixth  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  it  is  ordered,*- 

That  "  every  Goveraour  shall  his  year  about  in  course^ 
b^inoing  at  the  Eldest  first,  take  chai^  of  all  the  goods,  tene- 
ments, and  lands  belonging,  to  the  Schodl, — He  shall  also  receive 
the  rents  and  other  money  due  for  that  year,«-and  further  shall 
pay  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  their  wages,  and  such  other 
charges  as  shall  go  out  for  that  year,*— And  for  tlie  true  dealiqg 
therein,  he  shall  at  his  entering  put  into  the  rest  of  the  Gover- 
nors* hands,  an  Obligation  of  double  the  value  of  that  he  shall 
receive ; — ^which  Obligation  shall  be  laid  up  with  the  Common 
Seal^— and  he  shall  not  receive  his  Obligation  again,  until  he 
have  made  a  full  accompt  and  payment  of  his  receipts  and  laid 
into  the  common  chest,  what  money  soever  shall  remain  unspent 
of  that  his  year, — And  if  he  be  proved  not  to  have  dealt  truly 
toward  the  School,  the  forfeit  6£his  Obligation  shall  be  taken :"-« 

"  And  because  the  other  Govemours  may  the  better  spie  his 
upright  dealing,  they  shall  call  for  and  he  shall  make  afore 
them,  twice  in  the  year,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas^  or 
within  ten  days  next  following,  a  true  accompt,  both  of  what  he 
hath  received  and  paid,^-and  if  he  be  found  to  have  paid  any 
thing,  without  all  the  Govemours*  consent,  or  four  of  them  at 
the  least,  besides  himself,— except  it  be  the  Master  and  Usher 
wages,— or  otherwise  to  deal  untruly  with  the  Tenants,  or  else- 
where touching  the  School  matters, — ^he  shall  be  put  out  of  the 
number  of  (rovemours  for  ever,  and  one  other  chosen  in  his 
roome  :**— 

^'  They  shall  never  seal  any  thing  with  their  Common  Seal, 
except  Four  of  the  Governors  agree  to  it  at  the  least. — ^And  if  it 
be  for  putting  away  any  lands,  they  shall  not  seal  any  thing 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  Six  Governours, — and  that  only 
on  this  condition,  to  buy  as  much  good  land  or  better  as  thej 
put  away,  and  that  not  to  be  done  without  the  advice  of  Six 
other  of  the  discreetest  men  dwelling  within  the  Towns  of  the 
Corporation,  or  the  other  Towns  next  adjoining  :*' — 

*^  The  Governors  shall  not  make  any  lease  of  any  lands 
belonging  to  the  School,  for  more  years  than  Twenty  one,  or  for 
three  lives  at  the  most, — nor  let  more  leases  forth  at  once  than 
one, — ^nor  renew  any  Ijsases,  until  the  old  leases  be  forfeited  or 
surrendered,  or  expired  within  four  years.** 

The  Grovemors,  within  Six  weeks  after  the  vacancy  of  a 
Master,  are  to  reoommand  to  The  Master  and  FeUows  of 
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St.  John^s  CoUege,  Cambridge,  two  penons  who  have  been 
Students  in  either  of  the  Universities  for  Four,  or  Thiee 
years  at  the  least,  of  the  age  of  Twenty-four  years;  one  of 
whom  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  elect 

On  the  vacancy  of  an  Usher,  the  GovemcM^  are  within 
one  month  to  nominate  '^  a  learned  and  honest  man,^  whom 
they  are  to  present  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  or  Chester^ 
and  if  after  examination  he  be  foimd  suffident,  he  shall  then 
be  admitted. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  ^^  our  faithfull  and  leige  people 
who9oeoer  ihey  bCy*  indefinitely,  free  (^  expense.  But  a  pre- 
ference is  given  to  boys  residing  within  the  Six  following 
Townships,  which,  in  the  Statutes,  are  called  ^^  Thb  Cob- 
K>EATioK  OF  THB  ScHOOL,^'  vtjBT.,  Riviugton,  Anglezardi, 
Fowlds,  Anderton,  Heath-Chamock,  and  Horwich.  There 
are  no  limitations  as  to  age,  or  number;  and  no  particular 
form  of  Admission. 

The  Latin  and  Oreek  Grammars  in  use,  are  those  im- 
proved by  Wabd  ;  and  the  routine  of  Education  pursued, 
is  the  same  with  that  of  Grammar  Schools  in  generaL 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  J.  Whitaksr, 
M.  A.,  who  was  appointed  on  the  20th  of  June,  1815.  His 
Salary  is  £100.  per  annum,  together  with  a  house,  &c. 
This  Gentleman  does  not  take  Pupils  at  present. 

The  Salaries  of  the  Usher,  and  Writing  Master,  are  £50. 
per  annum  each,  together  with  Houses,  &c.  They  have  no 
Pujnls  at  present. 

The  School  has  of  late  years  been  very  much  reduced. 
The  Trust  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Six  Governors,  who  are 
all  Socinian  Presbj/terians !

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The  Gbammab  School  oi  RochDaix  i^  fimnded  by 
Matthew  Paeker,  D.  I>.,  the  Sedofid  Piotestant  Arch- 
bishop of  C  AKTEBBUIftT,  by  IUckilture  bearing  date  the  1  st  of 
January,  in  the  Setenih  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, 1 565,  the  School  being  built  upon  a  piece  of  ground 
near  the  Church-yard,  which  was  given  for  that  purpose  by 
Richard  Midglet,  then  Vicar;  and  endowed  with  £15. 
per  cmnwm  for  the  Head  Master,  and  £2.  per  awnum  for 
the  Usher,  payable  by  The  Archbishop  from  the  Tjrthes, 
which  were  sold  in  the  year  1813.  And  the  Purchasers  of 
the  Tythes  of  the  Township  of  Caaikton^  in  this  Parish,  are 
subject  in  future  to  the  pajrment  of  the  said  sums  annually. 

The  ori^nal  Deed  is  in  the  Library  of  Cobpus  Chbisti 
College,  Cambridge,  the  great  deport  of  Archbishop 
Pabkeb's  Manuscripts,  and  is  attested  by  Robebt  Hobne, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  Richabd  Cox,  Bishop  of  Ely, 
Albxandeb  Nowell,  Dean  of  St  Paul%  Thomas  Watts, 
Archdeacon  of  Middlesex,  and  Johk  Hamonde,  Chancellor 
to  the  Bishop  of  London.  They  were  present  also  at  the 
delivery  of  the  Charter  and  Title  Deeds  to  James  Would- 
FEKDEN,  Clothier,  and  John  Wabbabton,  Merchant,  both 
of  Rochdale,  Proxies  for  the  Parish,  on  the  18th  of  June, 
1571. 

The  School  Chamber  is  let  for  £4..4.  per  annum^  to 
which  sum  the  Master  is  entitled. 

A  messuage,  with  certain  lands  and  premises  situate  in 
Ardeslet/y  in  the  County  of  York,  are  subject  to  the  pajrment 
of  £S.  annually  to  the  Master ;  but  this  sum  ftas  not  been 
paid  for  the  last  Seventeen  years ! 

The  Master  receives  £2.  annually  from  Chables  Chad- 
wick,  Esq.,  of  HedUy  HaU,  in  the  Parish  df  Rochdale ;  and 
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also  JC13..10..0.  annually  from  an  estate,  called  ^^  Newfield 
Head^  in  the  Township  of  Butterworth,  in  the  same  Parish ; 
being  sul)sequent  Endowments. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parish,  to  be  in- 
structed in  the  Latm  language  and  true  Piety,  free  ef 
expense.  About  Thh-ty  Scholars  are  educated  at  the  ScihodL; 
None  are  admitted  at  pi^esent  upon  The  Foundation;  hut 
Several  are  taught  the  Latin  language,  free  of  expense ;  yet 
all  pay  a  guinea  and  a  half  per  Quarter,  as  they  are  in* 
structed  in  other  branches  of  Literature  besides  what  is 
required  upon  The  Foundation. 

Boys  are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  recdfving 
instruction,  paying  a  guinea  entrance;  and  may  continue 
until  their  educatkm  be  completed. 

The  Eton  Xjatin  -Grammar,  and  the  Westminster  Grredi 
Grammar,  are  in  use.  And,  in  addition  to  the  Classics^ 
writing,  arithmetic,  history,  geography,  &c.,  are  also  taught 
Samuel  Radcliffe,  D.  D«,  Prrndpal  c^  Brasen-Nose 
College,  Oxford,  from  1614  to  1648,  bequeathed  in  the  latter 
year  lands  in  Hanowden,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  amount- 
ing to  the  yeariy  value  of  £40.  for  Two  Scholabs,  &om 
the  Schools  of  SteepJe  Aston,  in  the  County  of  Oxford,-*of 
Rochdale  or  Middleton,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster, 
— or  any  of  the  Undergraduates  of  Brasen-Noee  College, 
who  are  unpreferred. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Herd.  William  Hodg- 
son, whose  Salary  arises  firom  the  Endowment,  and  the 
Quarterage  already  mentioned.  This  GenUeman  does  not 
take  Boarders. 

The  Revd. Thomas  Dunham  Whit akbe,  LL.D.,  Anthor 
of  the  <<  History  of  Ae  original  Ptoish  of  Whalley,''  and 
other  much  approved  PubKcatioin,  received  the  early  pait  of 
his  Education  at  this  School,  under  Hie  Eevd.  John  Shaw, 
whom  he  gratefully  describes,  as  being  ^  an  induitrioui  and 
able  Master,  and  to  wbom lie  stiU  feels  himadf  daily  indebted.'^ 
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WHALLEY,  near  Clitheroe. 

The'  Free  Geammae  School  at  Whallet  was  founded 
fay  King  Edward  the  Sixth.  The  original  Endowment 
was  Twenkf  marks  (£13..6..8),  payable  out  of  the  Kee- 
tcny  of  Tupstal  in  Lancashire,  and  is  no^r  paid  by  the 
King'^s  Receiver  Greneral  out  of  the  Duchy  Bents. 

Subsequently,  Eighty  Founds  belonging  to  the  School 
were  laid  out  in  a  purchase  of  lands  In  the  Township  of 
Great  Harwood,  for  which  the  Master  now  receives  JS4..14..0. 
per  OfMium. 

And,  in  the  year  1814,  Mr.  John  Read,  of  Ejiights* 
bridge,  London,  left  by  Will,  dated  in  September  1818, 
the  sum  of  £468.,  which  is  vested  in  the  5  per  Cent.  Navy 
Annuities ;  the  Dividend  being  paid  half  yearly  or  yeariy. 
This  Gentleman  also  left  by  his  Will  to  Mr.  Adam  Cot- 
7AM,  of  Whalley,  one  of  his  Executors,  a  L^acy  of  £50.; 
which  sum  Mr.  Cottam  was  generously  pleased  to  give 
to  the  School,  and  it  is  now  vested  in  the  same  5  per 
Cents,  and  the  Dividend  thereof  is  paid  at  the  same  time, 
and  in  the  same  manner. 

There  are  no  Statutes  belonging  to  this  School;  neither 
is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Farish  at  large 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense,  ,/Dr  Classici,  And  about 
Thirty  Boys  are  educated  at  the  School,  upon  an  average. 
It  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master,  at  what  age  Children 
shall  be  admitted. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  routine  of  Education  is  similar  to  what  is  pursued 
in  other  Clasacal  Schools. 

In  1572,  Alexander  Nowell,  the  excellent  Dean  of 
St  Faul's,  left  certain  Rent  charges  to  The  Frincipal  and

FeUows  of  Brasen-Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  upon  condition* 
that  they  paid  Five  marks  a  piece  to  Thirteen  Scholabs, 
from  the  Free  School  of  Middleton,  or  the  Schools  of 
Whalley  and  Burnley,  or  any  other  Schools  in  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancaster. 

Boys  have  been  sent  frt>m  hence  to  both  the  Univeraties 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Richard  Noble, 
who  makes  about  £70.or  £80./>er  annum  of  the  School. 
This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  terms  for  Board  and 
Education  being  £30.  a  year. 

There  is  no  Second  Master.  Neither  are  there  any 
Church  Preferments,  or  advantages,  belonging  to  the  SchooL 

The  principal  Inhabitants  of  the  Township  of  Whalley 
have  the  appcnntment  of  the  Master. 
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WIGAN. 

Thi  Fkeb  Grammar  School  of  the  The  Borough  of 
WiGAN  appears  to  have  been  founded  prior  to  the  16th  of 
Kmg  James  the  First,  but  by  wham  is  not  known^  and  it 
is  presumed  that  a  small  Cottage  standing  upon  ^'  TAe  Old 
School  Common,"  was  the  original  School, 

James  JuKigh,  Grentleman,  by  Indenture  dated  the  11th 
of  January,  1619,  gave  to  certain  Trustees  an  annual  Rent 
of  £6..13..4.,  issuing  out  of  the  messuage,  lands,  and  tene- 
ments in  Orrell,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  called 
*<  7%^  Ackhurst^  and  all  other  his  lands  and  tenements,  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  Wigan, 
for  the  brining  up  of  poor  Scholars  of  the  Parish  and 
Town  of  Wigan. 

By  an  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  dated  the  1st  of  February, 
in  the  16th  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  1665,  several 
messuages  and  lands  situate  in  Aspull,  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  called  "  Blackshaye  or  Backshaye^  and  their 
respective  appurtenances, — and  two  other  Closes  situate  in 
Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  called  "  The  White  Ryde- 
ingSy'  or  "  Browne  Meadows  ;^ — And  also  one  Annuity  of 
JC20.  issuing  out  of  a  messuage  in  Thames  Street,  London, 
called  "  TJie  Chalice  and  the  Shepherd^  and  out  of  other 
messuages  and  lands  situate  in  Mincing  Lane,  London,^- 
were  conveyed  to  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  and  other  per- 
sons, as  Trustees,  for  the  mmntenance  of  the  Free  Gram- 
mar School. 

And  by  another  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  dated'  the  22d 
of  January,  1723,  the  revenues  of  the  School  were  further 
augmented  with  a  messuage  and  croft,  containing  about 
half  an  acre,  called  "  Cockerham's  House  and  Croft^  atu- 
ate  in  a  Street  in  Wigan,  called  the  "  The  MUl  Gate;'--- 
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upon  which  the  Trustees  soon  after  erected  a  handsome 
School  of  stone. 

It  being  afterwards  presumed  that  the  Foundation  would 
be  much  improved  and  become  of  geiferal  benefit,  if  certain 
persons  were  incorposated  as  Governors  of  the  School 
and  iOs  Revenues,  and  invested  with  such  other  powers  as 
might  be  reasonable  and  proper, — An  Act  of  Parliament 
was  accordingly  obtained,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  the  9th  of  June,  1812. 

By  this  Act  it  is  enacted,*— 

That  the  present  School  shall  be^  and  at  all  times  hereafter 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  he,  and  shall  be  called  and  known 
by  the  name  of ''  The  Free  Grammar  ScnooLof  The  Borough 
of  WioAN^  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster  :** — 

That  The  Mayor  of  Wigan^  and  James  Barton,  John  Blink- 
horn,  John  Walmsley,  John  Hodson,  William  Clayton, 
Thomas  Barton,  Henry  Unsworth,  John  Vause,  and  Ro- 
bert Latham,  which  last  named  Nine  persons  are  the  present 
Feoffees  and  Trustees  of  the  said  School,  and  are  also  Aldermen 
or  Burgesses  of  the  said  Borough,  shall  from  thenceforth  be 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  and  Feoffees  and  Trustees  of  the 
Messuages,  Lands,  &c.,  thereof  3  and  that  ^m  thenceforth  The 
Governors  of  the  School,  and  their  Successors,  shall  be  a  Body 
Corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  Governors  of  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  The  Borough  of  Wigan,  in  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancaster,"  have  perpetual  Succession,  and  a  Com- 
mon Seal :  and  they  are  also  empowered  to  increase  the  number 
of  Governors  to  Fifteen  : — 

The  Grovemors  are  to  elect  such  Masters,  to  teach  and  instruct 
the  Children  and  Youth  who  shall  be  educated  at  this  School^ 
not  only  in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  the 
modem  Languages,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Ma- 
thematics, and  in  such  and  so  many  other  Branches  of  Litera- 
ture and  Education  as  shall  ^m  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment 
of  The  Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary  to  render  this  Foimd- 
ation  of  the  most  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  School  will  admit,  *'  nevertheless,  there 
shall  be  always  One  Head  Master^  and  One  Ushbr^  at 
least.*'  Who  are  to  be  paid  such  annual  Stipends  as  to  The  Go- 
vernors shall  seem  meet,  so  as  the  Salary  of  The  Head  Master 
be  not  less  than  £lOO,per  amttim,  dear  of  all  deductions ;  and 
that  of  the  Usher  be  not  kss  than  £40.  a  year^  clear  of  all 
deductions :— - 
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That  when  in  the  judgment  of  The  Governors^  it  shall  be 
thought  necessary  that  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  ought  to  be 
removed  by  reason  of  Immorality^  N^lect  of  Duty>  Incsqpacity^ 
or  other  just  or  reasonable  cause,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  so 
to  do ;  so  as  that  Three  Calendar  Months  previous  notice  in 
writing  under  the  hands  of  The  Governors,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  shall  be  given  to  the  person  so  to  be  removed : — 

But  in  case  it  shall  happen  that  any  Head  Master  or  Usher 
shall  be  displaced  for  Incapacity  (through  the  Visitation  of 
God),  it  shfdl  then  be  lawfdl  for  the  Grovernors  to  allow  out 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  to  such  person,  having  been 
Head  Master  or  Usher  during  the  term  of  Fifteen  years,  during 
his  natural  life,  or  for  so  long  as  they  shall  think  proper,  such 
yearly  sum  of  money  as  shall  seem  reasonable,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  £'15.  to  such  Head  Master^ 
and  £10.  to  such  Usher  ^  and  so  as  the  Salary  of  the  succeeding 
Head  Master,  and  of  the  Usher  for  the  time  being,  shall  not, 
by  reason  of  such  allowance,  be  reduced  to  less  than  as  before 
mentioned : — 

The  Head  Master  or  Usher  shall  not  teach  or  accept  any 
payment  whatsoever,  for  teaching  or  instructing  any  person 
whatsoever  besides  the  Children  belonging  to  the  Borough  of 
Wigan,  without  the  leave  of  the  Grovemors : — 

Neither  shall  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  officiate  as  Curate  or 
Lecturer  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Wigan  j  nor  perform  any 
Clerical  duty  in  any  Church  during  the  usual  hours  appointed  by 
The  Governors  for  teaching  at  the  School,  without  their  leave  in 
writing : — 

The  Under  Master  or  Ushers  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Head  Master,  with  regard  to  the  Children  and  Youth  to  be 
instructed : — 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  make  Statutes  and  Bye- 
Laws,  for  the  genei;^  regulations  of  the  Establishment : — 

The  annual  Meeting  of  The  Governors  to  be  on  the  Second  Wed- 
neiday  in  June,  between  the  hours  of  10  and  \2,  in  the  School^ 
or  in  the  Old  or  New  Town-Halls,  or  some  public  place  within 
the  Borough,  as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  shaU  appoint  by 
notice  under  his  hand,  to  be  posted  on  the  South  door  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Wigan,  and  in  two  conspicuous  places  in  or 
near  the  Market-place,  on  the  Sunday  next  preceding  any  such 
Meeting : — 

All  the  business  of  the  School  to  be  done  at  regular  Meetings 
of  the  Governors,  at  which  at  least  Five  shall  be  present  :— 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Governors  are  to  be  entered  in  Books, 
which  may  be  produced  and  read  in  Evidence  in  all  Courts 
whatsoever. 
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By  the  Act  the  Governors  were  empowered  to  sell  the 
property  at  AspuU,  and  to  lay  out  the  purchase  money  in 
other  hereditaments, — and  they  have  accordingly  sold  it  and 
purchased  an  Estate,  called  ^^  Dennow^  in  the  Township  of 
Appleton,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester,  containing  18 
acres. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  thb  Statutes,  which  were 
made  by  The  Matoe  of  the  Corporation  of  Wigan,  by  the 
advice  and  consent  of  all  The  Tbustees  of  the  School,  on 
the  9th  of  August,  1664  ;— 

1.  It  is  limited  and  ordained^  that  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  principal  or  head  Master  of 
the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  but  such  as  have  tak^  the  de- 
gree of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arts,  in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  some  Protestant  University  elsewhere ; 
or  if  such  cannot  be  procured,  some  Undergraduate  of  the  Uni- 
versities aforesaid,  or  other  sufficient  well  qualified  Scholar,  who 
is  to  be  sober,  discreet,  and  also  well  skilled  and  experienced  in 
School  Learning,  and  in  the  Original  Languages,  wherein  they 
are  to  instruct  their  Scholars :  and  to  the  end  that  they  be  cer- 
tainly thus  qualified,  it  is  ordained,  that  before  the  election  of 
any  Master,  his  abilities  aforesaid,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  or 
such  other  learned  orthodox  persons  as  the  said  Mayor  of  Wioan 
for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  shall  de- 
sire or  appoint ;  and  being  very  well  assured  of  his  sufficiency 
and  integrity,  the  said  principal  or  head  Master,  shall  first  be  and 
remain  six  months  upon  trial  in  the  said  School,  and  then  upon 
further  approbation,  shall  be  confirmed  principal  Master  of  the 
said  Grammar  School,  under  the  hands  of  the  said  Mayor  of 
Wioan  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Trustees,  at  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  subscribe  a  bond 
of  jCIOO.  that  he  shall  submit  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
School,  and  quietly  depart  from  and  leave  the  possession  of  the 
same,  when  the  said  Mayor  of  Wioan^  and  the  greater  number 
of  Trustees  shall  require. 

2.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being 
Usher  or  under  Master  of  the  Free-School  of  Wioan,  but  such 
as  are  of  competent  knowledge  and  learning  both  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Tongues,  and  so  well  qualified  in  School  learning  aa 
may  enable  them  to  instruct  their  Scholars  in  case  of  the  head 
Master's  absence^  and  that  shall  be  fit  and  capable  by  reason  of 
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&eir  learning  and  abilities  to  be  received  and  entertained  in  either 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  and  the  trial  hereof, 
to  be  before  the  said  Reverend  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the 
time  beings  or  such  other  learned  orthodox  persons,  as  the  said 
Mayor  of  Wigan  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  nmnber  of 
Trustees,  shall  desire  or  appoint. 

3.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  and 
appointed  as  Master  or  Usher,  shall  afterwards  be  found  insuffi  * 
cient,  or  remissly  negligent,  or  upon  just  occasion  be  detected  of 
notorious  licentiousness,  such  as  common  swearing,  drunken- 
ness, a  common  haunter  of  ale-houses  and  taverns,  or  otherwise 
scandalous,  or  shall  take  upon  him  any  other  charge  or  employ- 
ment to  the  hindrance  of  Us  or  their  anployment  of  the  duty  of 
the  said  places :  that  then  the  said  Mayor  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Trustees,  upon  assured  evi- 
dence, or  their  own  knowledge  thereof,  shall  remove  him  or 
either  of  them,  found  so  obnoxious  to  good  rule  and  govern- 
ment, and^cease  all  further  payments  to  him  or  th&n,  (save  for 
the  time  he  or  they  shall  serve)  and  in  their  room,  elect  or  settle 
such  other  sufficient  Master  and  Usher  in  the  said  places  and 
employments,  qualified  as  before  mentioned,  as  the  said  Mayor 
and  Trustees  shall  think  fit. 

4.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  elected  and  appointed  aa 
aforesaid,  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  their 
trust,  and  if  either  be  observed  to  be  absent  from  the  School  at 
the  times  hereafter  mentioned  for  his  attendance  without  tlie 
Mayor  of  Wioan*8  consent,  and  to  n^lect  his  due  performance 
in  the  instructing  of  the  Scholars,  so  that  upon  complaint,  inqui- 
ry, and  examination,  it  be  found  to  be  true  by  the  said  Mayor  for 
the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  Trusted,  and 
thereupon  the  Master  or  Usher  being  admonished  and  no  amend- 
ment immediately  follow,  then  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees, 
upon  three  months  warning,  shall  remove  them,  and  proceed  to 
elect  and  settle  other  sufficient  persons,  qualified  as  beforesaid  in 
their  place  and  office.  And  if  the  Master  or  Usher  at  any  time 
desire  to  depart  for  their  preferment  or  otherwise,  they  shall 
give  three  months  warning  to  the  Mayor  of  Wigan,  upon  pain  of 
forty  shillings,  to  be  deducted  out  of  their  wages,  that  so  the 
School  may  not  be  disappointed  of  constant  teaching. 

5.  No  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  shall  keep  any  ale-house  or  ta- 
vern, or  house  of  gaming,  or  other  unthriftiness,  or  evil  rule. 

6.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not  be  absent  firom  the 
School  at  one  and  the  same  time,  that  so  the  School  may  not  be 
neglected. 

7.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being. 
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shall  have  and  receive  the  sum  of  £30.  per  annum^  and  the 
Usher  j£lO.  per  annum,  standing  wages,  to  be  paid  quarterly, 
and  the  first  payment  to  commence  on  the  29th  Day  of  Septem- 
ber next  ensuing  the  date  hereof. 

8.  The  Master  shall  take  special  care  of  the  Library  now 
belonging  to  the  School,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  bought  for 
the  School,  to  have  a  perfect  catalogue  of  them  written  in  a  book 
to  be  fixed  to  the  desk,  there  always  to  remain,  of  all  such  books, 
as  are  or  shall  be  bought,  together  with  the  names  of  the  au- 
thors, title,  and  edition,  together  with  the  number  of  the 
volumes  of  the  said  books,  with  the  names  of  any  future  Donors, 
and  shall  be  ready  to  give  a  true  and  perfect  account  of  the  said 
Library,  when  the  said  Mayor  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater 
numb^  of  Trustees  shall  require  it,  and  that  none  of  the  said 
books  (upon  any  pretence  whatsoever)  shall  be  lent  out  or  re- 
moved out  of  the  said  Library  at  any  time  -,  and  the  Master  and 
Usher  for  the  time  being,  shall,  from  time  to  time  ^point  such 
or  so  many  Scholars  as  he  or  they  know  fit  to  make  use  of  the 
said  Library  books,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  useful  for 
their  better  profiting  in  their  respective  way  of  learning,  and  that 
none  whosoever,  shall  be  suffered  to  write  in,  or  scratch,  or  de- 
face with  pen,  or  otherwise,  any  of  the  said  books,  and  that  once 
in  a  week  by  the  care  and  appointment  of  the  Master  or  Usher, 
the  dust  shall  be  beaten  and  put  off  the  said  books,  and  the  like 
care  to  be  taken  by  them  for  the  preservation  and  good  usage  of 
them,  as  by  experience  they  shall  find  best,  or  otherwise  shall  be 
advised. 

9.  The  Master  may  grant  part  of  a  day,  for  recreation  in  a 
month,  and  no  more,  except  it  be  by  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
of  WioAN  for  the  time  being,  provided  it  be  not  on  Friday,  mar- 
ket day ;  and  also,  each  Thursday  in  the  afternoon,  firom  three 
o'clock  in  the  summer  half  year,  and  the  whole  afternoon  in  the 
winter  half  year  shall  be  a  remedy  for  recreation,  and  for  the 
winter  half  year,  the  School  shall  be  continued  as  now  it  is  ac- 
customed, tUl  twelve  o'clock. 

10.  If  the  Master  or  Usher  be  visited  or  inflicted  with  an  hor- 
rible loathsome  or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Mayor  and  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  with  some  charitable 
relief  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  School,  to  be  extended  to- 
wards him  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees,  and 
another  meet  person  be  chosen  in  his  stead  that  shall  be  re- 
moved. 

11.  The  Master  or  Usher  upon  the  first  meeting  every  morn- 
ing, after  a  solemn  prayer  for  God*s  blessing,  shall  cause  a 
chapter  to  be  read  by  any  Scholar  he  pleaseth  to  appoint ;  and 
before  their  departura  in  the  evening,  they  shaU  sing  one  of 
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David's  psalms^  or  a  part  thereof,  as  the  Master  or  Usher  shall 
appoint,  and  then  conclude  with  prayers  and  thanksgiving;  and 
hereof  the  Master,  and  Usher  are  enjoined  to  take  care  that  these 
religious  duties  be  duly  and  diligently  performed  and  attended 
by  the  Scholars,  as  becometh  such  holy  performances,  to  which 
end,  the  Master  is  to  have  a  roll  of  all  the  Scholars,  which  is  to 
be  orderly  called  over  twice  or  thrice  every  week,  that  the  absent 
Scholars  may  be  punished  for  their  negligence,  according  as  the 
Master  and  Usher  judge  meet. 

19.  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  take  special  care  that  the 
Scholars  do  constantly  repair  to  the  Church  every  Lord*s  day, 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  other  days  set  apart  for  Grod*8 
worship,  and  to  be  placed  together  in  the  Church,  with,  or  near 
the  Master  or  Usher,  if  so  there  be,  or  hereafter  shall  be-  any 
conveniency  procured  so  to  do,  and  that  they  decently  and  reve* 
rently  behave  themselves  during  the  time  of  public  prayers  and 
sermons,  and  submit  themselves  to  be  publicly  catechised  as 
the  Rector  of  Wioan  or  his  Curate  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
point :   and  that  one  or  more  Scholars  be  appointed  to  view  and 
take  notice  of  such  Scholars  as  shall  be  alKsent,  or  not  decently 
behave  themselves  diuing  the  time  of  public  prayers  and  ser- 
mons, and  that  every  Monday  morning,  account  shall  be  required 
by  the  Master  or  Usher  of  any  so  offending,  who  shall  be  cor- 
rected as  the  nature  of  the  offence  shall  deserve.     And  it  is  fur- 
ther ordained,  that  every  Monday  morning  after  reading  of  the 
chapter,  some  short  convenient  time  shall  be  spent  by  the  Master 
or  Usher,  or  both,  in  calling  some  Scholars  at  one  time,  and 
some  at  another,  to  give  an  account  of  their  profiting  on  the 
Sabbath  day  before ;  and  to  the  end  that  catechising  being  of 
such  singular  use  for  the  training  up  of  youth  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  oracles  of  God,  and  may  be  the  better  carried  on,  the 
Master  or  Usher,  or  both,  shall  spend  one  hour  at  least,  every 
other  Saturday  throughout,  in  catechising  the  Scholars. 

13.  The  School  shall  break  up  six  days  before  the  feast  of 
our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  three  days  be- 
fore Easter  and  Whit-Sunday,  and  not  sooner,  and  the  Master 
shall  begin  to  teach,  after  Christmas,  upon  the  next  week-day 
after  the  12th  day,  and  after  Easter,  on  the  Monday  next  after 
Low  Sunday,  and  after  Whitsuntide,  upon  Monday  after  Trinity- 
Sunday,  Saturdays  in  the  afternoon,  with  all  holidays  used  in  the 
Church  of  England,  are  to  be  allowed  for  the  Scholars*  refresh- 
ments as  is  accustomed. 

14.  The  Master  shall  teach  and  read  classical  authors,  chaste 
and  clear,  in  order  to  grammatical  learning  and  knowledge  of 
the  tongues,  with  a  special  regard  to  the  Protestant  religion, 
morality^  and  pure  language^  such  as  Tully,  C«sar*s  Commen- 
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taries,  Sallust^  and  lAvy,  with  what  others  are  most  used  in  the 
best  Free  Schools  for  Prose  ;  and  for  Verse,  Virgil,  Ovid,  Ho- 
race, and  Terence ;  for  Greek,  the  Greek  Grammar,  Greek  Tes- 
tament, Isocrates,  or  Xenophon  his  Cyrus,  with  such  other 
authors  for  Verse  or  Greek,  as  are  usually  taught  in  the  best 
Schools. 

15.  The  hours  of  coming  and  departing  from  the  School  from 
the  loth  of  March  to  the  10th  of  September  yearly,  shall  be 
from  seven  o'clock  to  eleven  o'clock,  and  from  one  o'clock  imtil 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from  the  said  10th  day  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  said  10th  day  of  March,  from  half  an  hour  after 
seven  o'clock  (save  about  two  months  when  the  days  are  shortest, 
from  eight  o'clock)  till  eleven  o'clock,  and  from  one  o'clock  tiU 
three,  four,  or  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  according  as  conve- 
nient day-light  may  fall  out  for  the  Scholars  going  home,  it 
being  ordained,  that  no  candles  shall  be  used  in  the  School  for 
teaching  at  any  time. 

16.  That  no  children  that  have  upon  them  any  noisome^  or 
infectious  diseases,  shall,  during  the  same  time  be  admitted,  and 
if  after  admission  they  shall  fall  into  such  maladies,  they  shall 
be  absent  until  they  are  perfectly  cured. 

17>  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a  special  care  to  the 
good  manners  and  decent  deportment  of  the  Scholars  towards 
all  persons,  and  shall  exemplarily  punish  all  misdemeanors, 
especially  the  crimes  of  swearing,  cursing,  lying,  drunkenness, 
filthy  or  obscene  talking,  or  acting,  reproaching  or  miscalling 
persons  by  foul  language,  gaming  for  any  thing  of  price,  *and  in 
an  especial  manner,  shall  diligently  endeavour  to  see  the  Lord's 
Day  kept  fr'ee  from  any  profejoation,  (as  much  as  in  them  lieth) 
as  well  after,  as  during  the  Scholars  being  in  the  Church. 

1 8.  All  Scholars  of  what  degree  soever,  are  to  submit  to  due 
correction  from  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  which  shall  be  pro- 
mised by  their  parents  at  their  admission,  and  referred  to  the 
Schoolmaster's  discretion ;  and  all  stubborn  and  disobedient 
Scholars  that  are  pertinatiously  and  exemplarily  bad,  by  resisting 
the  Master  or  Usher,  or  offering  to  struggle  with,  strike,  spurn, 
and  abuse  the  Master  or  Usher,  when  he  or  they  are  orderly 
correcting  them  for  their  fault,  after  two  admonitions,  wherewith 
their  parents  or  friends  shall  be  acquainted,  shall  the  third  time 
be  expelled  the  School,  after  due  proof  thereof  made  before  the 
Mayor  of  Wigan  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the 
time  being  :  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  Schoolmaster, 
against  reason  and  order,  for  correction,  of  their  children,  their 
children  shall  be  utterly  expelled  the  School  for  ever,  unless  they 
can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable  ^  and  all  the  ScholarB 
shall  be  obedien^  and  ready  to  help  the  Master  or  Usher,  for  the 
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doe  and  Icwfol  eoawcikm  of  any  stobboni  Schc^ar  tint  re- 


19.  No  Sahohn  riiall  bring  to  the  Sdiool,  or  wear  any 
poof ,  neither  fhall  any  Scholar  make  any  affray  on  his  felkiw 
Scfac^,  upon  pain  of  severe  correction  from  the  Master  or  Udier, 
and  if  any  Scholar  be  a  common  qiiarreller  and  setter  of  debate 
aod  fightings  amongst  the  Scholars,  and  will  not  amend  after 
eorrection  and  admonition  by  the  Master  or  Usher,  upon  com- 
plaint of  the  Master  or  Usher  to  the  flavor  of  Wigax  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees,  and  due  proof 
made  thereof,  he  shall  be  expelled  the  School. 

30.  No  Scholar,  being  in  health,  shall  be  absent  above  six 
days  together,  and  that  with  the  Master's  allowance,  and  if  he 
shall  be  absent  longer,  after  admonition  of  the  Scholar,  or  notice 
given  to  the  parent  or  friends,  unless  in  some  extraoniinary  case, 
and  the  Master  approving  the  cause,  shall  forfeit  all  privelege  or 
priveleges  in  the  School,  unless  the  said  Mayor  of  Wioan,  and 
greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  upon  hearing  the 
cause,  do  order  re-admission,  upon  promise  fh>m  parents  or 
friends,  that  there  shall  be  more  constant  attendance  for  the  fu- 
ture upon  the  School  for  their  better  profiting  in  learning. 

21.  All  Scholars  that  have  attained  to  such  progress  in  learn- 
ing as  to  be  able  to  speak  Latin,  shall  neither  within  School  or 
without,  when  they  are  among  the  Scholars  of  the  same  or  a 
higher  rule,  speak  English;  and  that  the  Master  shall  shew 
whidi  are  the  forms  that  shall  observe  this  order  of  speaking 
Latin,*and  shall  take  care  that  it  be  observed,  and  due  correction 
given  to  those  that  do  neglect  it. 

^.  Each  Scholar  shall  be  ])laced  according  to  his  progress  in 
learning,  and  without  partiality  preferred  by  the  Master  accord- 
ing to  his  desert ;  and  in  case  of  injury  offered  herein  by  the 
Master,  there  shall  be  appeal  to  the  Mayor  of  Wioan,  and  greater 
number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being. 

S3.  That  once  in  six  weeks,  or  in  two  months  at  the  furthest, 
throughout  the  year,  Saturday  in  the  forenoon  shall  be  spent  by 
many  of  the  upper  forms  as  shall  be  fitted  for  it,  in  such  exer- 
cises as  the  construing  of  such  authors  of  themselves,  as  the 
Master  shall  appoint,  proposing  of  grammatical  or  historical 
questions  one  unto  another,  and  making  declamations,  and  such 
like  exercises  as  may  tend  to  the  begetting  of  an  emulation  in 
learning  amongst  the  Scholars. 

34.  No  Scholars  shall  at  any  time,  with  a  knife,  or  otherwise, 
cut  or  break  the  windows,  wainscot,  forms,  seats,  tables,  desks, 
doors,  or  snj  other  materials  belonging  to  the  School  or  Library, 
the  Master  upon  conviction  of  such  offender  or  offenders,  shall 
give  him  or  them  exemplary  punishments. 
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25.  The  Usher  shall  stand  to  the  Master's  direction  for  method 
and  order  of  teachings  also  the  Master  shall  often  examine  the 
profiting  of  the  Scholsurs,  and  the  Usher's  teaching,  and  by  him- 
self (or  if  need  be)  by  advice  of  the  Mayor  of  Wigan  and  Trus- 
tees for  the  time  being,  take  course  for  regulating  of  what  shall 
be  amiss. 

26.  The  Scholars*  play  shall  be  shooting  the  long  bow,  run- 
ning, leaping,  and  other  harmless  sports,  but  to  avoid  cards, 
dice,  and  other  unlawful  games,  betting  openly  or  covertly,  upon 
pain  of  extreme  punishment. 

27*  These  Statutes  and  Orders,  fairly  written,  shall  be  fixed 
upon  a  convenient  place,  publicly  in  the  said  School,  and  the 
Master  shall  cause  them  to  be  read  or  shewed  to  all  such  persons 
as  o£fer  their  children  to  be  admitted  Scholars,  and  also,  they 
shall  be  openly  read  in  the  School,  once  in  a  quarter  of  a  year, 
h-om  time  to  time,  that  so  none  may  plead  ignorance ;  and  if 
any  parents  or  friends  refuse  to  have  their  children  or  relations 
to  observe  these  Statutes  and  Orders,  or  any  of  them,  they  are 
not  to  be  admitted  into  the  School. 

28.  The  Mayor  of  Wigan,  and  greater  number  of  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  apprehending  defects  in  any  Statutes  and 
Orders,  herein  comprised,  and  that  other  Orders  are  necessary, 
and  may  further  tend  to  the  good  of  the  said  School,  shall  meet 
so  often  as  shall  be  requisite,  (at  the  least  twice  in  every  year) 
to  enlarge,  alter,  and  change  in  substance  or  words,  what  by 
experience  and  prudent  counsel  shall  appear  to  be  beneficial  to 
the  furtherance  of  literature  and  education  of  youth. 

11th  June,  1760. — Ordered  further,  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  School,— 

First,  that  the  Head  Master  shall  not  for  the  future  have  under 
his  care  and  instruction,  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  who  shall  not 
be  then  fit  to  be  instructed  in  the  Grammar  :  and  that  no  School- 
master  or  Usher  shall  hereafter  teach  or  instruct  any  Scholar  &r 
other  person.  Writing  or  Arithmetic,  in  the  School  hours :  and  the 
Scholars  shall  not  for  the  future,  be  allowed  to  be  absent  from 
the  School  in  order  to  go  home  to  Breakfast. 

2nd  October,  1711— That  the  Usher  shall  not  hereafter  take 
upon  him  to  teach  and  instruct  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  but  what 
are  in  the  Testament  and  Books  above.  \ 

There  was  origliially  no  limitation  as  to  the  number  of 
Scholars,  but  the  Trustees  have  found  it  necessary  to  re- 
strict the  number  to  Eighty.    They  are  admitted  at  any 
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age,  provided  they  can  read  in  the  English  Testament,  and 
they  are  allowed  to  remain  as  long  as  they  please. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used  ;  and  the  System  of  Edu- 
cation is  in  a  great  measure  left  id  the  discretion  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Col- 
LETT,  whose  Salary  is  £130.  per  annum.  This  Grentleman 
takes  Boarders  at  Fifty  guineas  a  year  each. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Boarders. 
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WINWICK,  near  Warrington, 

The  Free  School  at  Winwick  was  founded  by  Gwaltee 
Legh,  Esq.,  and  endowed  with  £10.  per  annum. 

In  1618,  Sir  Petee  Legh,  of  Lyme^  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Chester,  Knight,  and  great  Nephew  of  the  Founder, 
re-built  the  School-house,  and  added  £14.  per  annum  to 
the  Endowment,  making  the  whole  £24.  chargeable  upon 
lands  in  Haydock^  in  the  Parish  of  Winwick. 

Lord  LiLFORD  who  married  Miss  Atherton,  the  heiress 
of  the  Atherton  estate,  pays  the  Master  £5.  per  annum  from 
that  Estate. 

And  Mr.  Rothwell,  oi  Hooky  pays  £5. per  annum  also 
from  an  Estate  in  Hoole. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
of  Winwick,  and  has  been  distinguished  for  a  Century  past 
as  a  Classical  School.  The  House  is  well  calculated  for  the 
reception  of  Boarders, — the  late  Dr.  Prince  having  had  at 
least  Fifty,— and  the  present  Master,  The  Revd.  Robert 
Barlow,  having  now  about  the  same  number. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  family  of  IjEgh,  of  Lyme  and  Haydock,  is  Patron  of 
the  School,  and  ifs  present  Representative  is,  Thomas 
Legh,  Esq.,  M.  P.  for  Newton. 

The  whole  Township  of  Winwick  belongs  to  the  Rector 
of  Winwick  as  Rector,  except  the  School-house  and  a  small 
quantity  of  land  adjacent  to  it. 

Mr.  Legh  is  also  Patron  of  the  School  at  Newton,  in 
the  Parish  of  Winwick,  the  Endowment  of  which  is  about 
£50.  per  annum.  That,  however,  is  merely  an  English 
School. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Sedgwick. 
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APPLEBY  PARVA,  near  Atherstonb. 

The  Fbee  School  at  Appleby  Pabva  was  founded  by  Sir 
John  Moobe^  Enight,  a  Merchant  in  London,  and  uome 
time  in  The  East  India  Trade,  by  which  he  raised  an  ample 
fortune.     His  father  possessed  the  Manor  of  Appleby,  but 
that  was  given  to  the  eldest  Son.    He  was  elected  Alder- 
man of  Walbrook  Ward,  in  1671 ;— one  of  the  Sheriffs  of 
London  and  Middlesex,  in  1672 ; — Lord  Mayor,  in  1681 ; 
and,  in  the  same  year,  was  elected  President  of  Christ'*s 
Hospital,  to  which  he  was  a  great  Benefactor,  particularly 
in  erecting  and  endowing  a  magnificent  Pile  of  Buildings 
for  the  Writing  and  Mathematical   Schools,  on  which  he 
bestowed  upwards  of  £10,000.     He  was  also  one  of  the 
Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  City,  in  1685.     In 
Nobth's  Exameriy  p.  596,  is  a  noble  character  of  him.  And 
for  his  Services  during  his  Mayoralty,  ^^  which  was  a  time 
of  great  tryal  and  difficulty ,^'  Chables  the  Second  granted 
to  him  this  Augmentation  to  his  Arms,  viz.j  on  a  canton 
Gules,  a  Lion  of  England.     He  died  on  the  2d  of  June, 
1702,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  St  Dunstan  in  the 
East,  leaving  his  estates,  to  the  amount  of  about  £80,000. 
to  his  Grand- Nephew,  John  Mould,  of  KentweU  HaU,  in 
the   County  of  Suffolk,   Esijuire;     who,   in  consequence 
thereof,  obtained  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  enable  him  to  as- 
sume the  name  of  Moobe.     He  left  nothing  to  his  Father^s 
fiEanily  at  Appleby. 

Sir  John  had  no  estate  at  Appleby  except  that  on  which 
he  built  the  School.  And  he  munificently  endowed  the 
Establishment  with  228  acres  of  land,  situate  at  UptoUj  in 
the  Parish  of  Sibbeston,  in  the  County  of  Leicester ;  upon 
which  suitable  Farm  houses  are  erected. 
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No  additions  to  the  original  endowment  have  been  made. 

The  School,  which  is  a  handscnne  brick  building,  was  de- 
signed by  Sir  Christopher  Wren.  The  Grammar  School- 
room, a  spacious  apartment,  occupying  the  whole  of  the 
centre  between  the  wings,  is  100  feet  in  length,  50  feet  in 
breadth,  and  30  feet  in  height.  At  the  Upper  end  of  it^ 
over  the  Head  Master^s  Chair,  in  an  arch  in  the  wall,  stands, 
.  in  full  proportion,  the  figure  of  The  Founder  in  his  Offi- 
cial robes,  the  mace  and  sword  on  the  Pillars  on  either  side. 
Above  IS  a  festoon  of  Flower-work,  under  which  are  his 
Arms  in  a  stone-scroll.  Beneath  the  Statue  (which  cost 
JE500.)  is  this  inscription : — 

To  the  Memory  of 

Sir  John  Moore^  Knight,  and  Alderman  of  the 

City  of  Loadon,  who  erected  this  School 

anno  domini  1697*  and  endowed  the  same  for 

the  Education  of  the  Male  Children  of  the  Parishes 

and  Towns  of  Appleby,  Norton,  Austrey, 

Newton  in  The  Thistly,  Stretton  in  The  Field, 

Measham,  Snarston,  and  Chilcott; 

and  by  the  Statutes  made  A.D.  1706, 

It  was  made  Free  for  all  England. 

The  top  is  covered  with  lead,  as  is  also  the  Turret,  in 
which  is  a  Clock  and  Bell. 

At  the  North  Front  are  Cloisters,  and  over  the  entruoe 
are  the  Arms  of  The  Founder,  in  a  stone-scroll. 

At  the  South  Front  were  also  Cloisters.  '\  hey  were  ta- 
ken down  in  the  ye:?r  17S6,  when  a  large  and  oomfinrtahle 
Dining  or  Sitting-room  for  the  use  of  the  boys,  with  a  neat 
Study  at  the  end  for  The  Head  Master,  was  erected  in 
thdr  place. 

The  Right  Wing  and  Apartments  over  the  Grammar 
School  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  Head  Master,  and  are 
capable  of  acccnnmodating,  in  kAy  Bed-rooms,  Fifty  Board- 
ers,  besides  his  own  Family. 

The  Left  Wing  is  appropriated  to  The  Second  or  Engu 
lish  Master,  with  the  exception  of  two  rooms  oo  the  first 
Story,  which  are  used  for  an  English  and  Writing  SdiooL 
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In  fiont  of  the  School  is  an  excellent  grass  Play-ground, 
of  more  than  two  acres  in  extent,  which  is  inclosed  by  a 
brick  wall. 

This  noble  Foundation  is  under  the  direction  of  Thir- 
teen GoTEBNOEs,  who  meet  annually  on  Saint  BamabM 
(11th  of  Jime)  to  transact  the  concerns  of  the  Establish- 
ment, assisted  by  a  Treasurer.  Two  or  Three  of  the  num- 
ber are  required  to  be  of  The  Founder's  name  (Mooee), 
and  the  remainder  to  be  elected,  as  Vacancies  arise,  out  o^ 
the  neighbouring  Gentlemen  or  Clergy,  by  the  surviving 
Governors.

There  are  Three  Masters  upon  The  Foundation ; — a 
Latin  Master,  who  is  required  by  The  Statutes  to  be  a 
Master  of  Arts  of  one  of  The  English  Universities : — an 
English  Master,  who  must  at  least  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts; 
and  a  Writing-Master. 
They  are  required  to  give   instruction  to  all  boys  indis- 
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criminately,  in  their  respective  departments,  toiihoui  gra- 
tuitjf.    Their  Salary  is  their  Recompense. 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Wabd's  Latin  Grammar,  and 
the  Eton  Greek. 

The  Routine  of  Educatiou  pursued  \a, — when  a  Boy  can  re- 
peat with  tolerable  accuracy  his  Accidence  and  "  Propria  qiut 
tnarUnu,**  the  nomenclature  is  used  for  one  Lesson  a  day^  to 
teach  him  the  application  of  the  Rules  of  '^  Propria,**  in  deter- 
mining the  Genders  of  Nouns^  and  to  perfect  him  in  declining 
Nouns :   for  his  other  Lessons    he  learns  ''As  in  pnesenti** 
When  perfect  in  that  part  of  Grammar  he  proceeds  to  the  Eng- 
lish Syntax^  learning  the  Rides  and  applying  them  to  the  Ex- 
amples>  and  the  Verbs  ftom  the  Nomenclature  take  place  of  the 
Lesson  ofNouns. — ^To  this  succeed  Corderius*s  Colloquies^  using 
in  parsing  the  Rules  of  the  English  Syntax  (as  being  more  intel- 
ligible to  boys  of  this  age)^  and  Clarke's  Introduction  to  the 
making  of  Latin ;   when    Corderius  becomes    easy  to    the 
Learner^  Eutropius  is  substituted  for  it.— The  next  step  is  to 
CoBNBLius  Nbpos  Bud  Phadru8*8  Fablcs,  with  Exempla  Minora 
for  an  Evening  Exercise.    N.  B.  The  daily  Lessons  are>  Two  in 
the  Morning,  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon.     During  this  stag^  a 
Boy  becomes  acquainted  with  the  Ladn  Syntax  and  Prosody. 
Latin  translated  into  English,  and  vicevend,  constitute  the  Even- 
ing Exerdses,  and  on  Holidays.  N.  B.  The  Holidays  are  Saturday 
Afternoon  always.  Saints*  days,  or  Tuesday  or  Thursday  After- 
noon^ as  it  suits  the  inclination  of  The  Heaid  Master,  who  alone 
is  empowered  to  give  a  Holiday.    N.  B.  A  long  Vacation  at 
Midsummer,  and  at  Christmas.— -The  next  Books  used   are 
"  Selects  e  profanis,*'  and  '^  Electa  ex  Ovidio/*  with  Exempla 
moraUa  for  Exercises.    Nonsense  Verses  once  a  week.     At  this 
time  the  Greek  Grammar  comes  into  use.— Then  Cjisar*s  Com- 
mentaries, and  OviD*8  Metamorphoses,  and  Greek  Sentences, 
Eton.    Latin  Verses,  the  English  being  supplied  to  the  Pupils^ 
supersede  Nonsense  Verses  as  an  Exercise, — Then  Sallust  and 
ViBaiL,  and  .£sop*8  Fables.    Next,  the  Three  Books  of  Livy, 
which  were  edited  by  H.  Hombb  for  Rugby  School^  and  Ter- 
BNCB*8  Comedies,  Gneci  Scriptores,  Eton^  and  Greek  Epigrams, 
Eton.    N.  B.  Books  are  used  in  the  following  order,  viz.,  Latin 
Prose  in  the  Morning,  then  Greek  Poetry  in  Uie  Evening  -,  next 
day  Greek  Prose  in  Uie  Bfoming,  and  Latin  Poetry  in  the  After- 
noon.— ^The  next  remove  is  Cicbbo's  Orations,  and  Horace, 
Xbnophon*8  Cyropdtdia,  and  Hombb* s  Iliad ;  in  making  Latin 
Dr.  Valpt's   EUgantia:   Themes,  verses  without  assistance, 
and  TnuulatiOQS  constitute  the  Exercises.— -Then  Tacitus  d^ 
VOL.  I.  3  a 
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mimbus  Oermanarum,  and  de  viia  jtgricoUt,  and  SinnmAL,  with 
Demo8thenes*s  Oratious^  and  a  Flay  of  Sovmoclvb  or  ^ai- 
FIDES.  This  course  generally  proves  as  much  as  a  Boy*8  stay  at 
School  admits  of. — One  Hour  each  Morning,  and  Afternoon^  is 
spent  in  the  Writing-School.  Thursday  Morning  k  always 
appropriated  to  Geography  and  History  >  for  lesser  boyi>  a  Creo- 
graphy  System  in  Question  and  Answer^  for  bigger  boys«  Or* 
Butler's.  Saturday  Morning  is  allotted  to  Diyimty;fhe  youngi^ 
boys  in  learning  the  Church  Catechism^  with  an  llzpJanMJon ; 
the  dder^  in  translating  the  Catechi^m^  and  Thirty-nit^  Arjlii^^ 
with  Welchman*s  noteSj  into  L9,tiq^  in  reading  the  LassoQs>  &c.j 
for  the  following  day^  with  an  S);pIanation  of  the  Serviq^/  ai|d 
one  of  Secker's  Lectures.  This  ^Yfitem  has  been  peraevi^reil  in 
by  the  present  Head  Master  for  Sixteen  years,  and  witb  the 
utmost  advantage  to  the  Pupils. 

There  are  no  Ezhibidons,  Sdiolaivhips,  nor  oilier  Uni- 
versity advantages;  neither  are  there  any  Church  Prefer- 
ments, belonging  to  this  School 

The  Salaries  of  the  Masters,  Taxes,  and  BqMors  of  the 
Buildings,  together  with  incidental  expenses,  Qccadon  a 
Disbursement  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  annual  Q^yeniuafu 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd  Gboagb  Wood 
Lloyd,  M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annum,  together 
with  a  very  spacious  House,  with  Garden,  Orchard,  and 
convenient  Out-buildings,  rent  free.  This  worthy  Greatlooian 
receives  a  limited  number  of  Boarders  into  his  House,  at  the 
very  moderate  charge  of  £30.  per  annum. 

The  present  English  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William 
Homer,  M.  A.  This  Grentleman  has  declined  taking  Boarders 
for  some  years  past. 

The  present  Writing-Master  is^  Mr.  William  Haguie.

probably  have  wasted  in  obscurity  those  hours,  in  which  he 
afterwards  produced  his  Iktaluablb  Works.

By  the  ori^al  Foundation  De^  FotrirBM  T airiiTEES 
are  afypouited,  atid  there  are  Tested  iii  th^m  a  fitiinber  of 
Biffgag^  aild  Half  Burgages,  btit  ib  they  are  only  desct3)ed[ 
bjr  ttie  nariies  of  their  then  Oceupiel^  It  is  irery  pdsdble  that 
some  of  them  may  have  been  lost  They  seem  to  be  estates 
originaUy  given  for  oelebratidn  of  ObiU  isi  t)le  CHiuxh,  and 
which  on  the  Dissolution,  or  aflerwards,  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  Crown. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  it  is  ordained,  That  as  often  as 
so  many  of  the  Feoffees,  or  any  other  Feoffees,  who  shall 
from  time  or  any  time  hereafter  be  enfeoffed  of  the  said 
premises,  shall  happen  to  die,  so  as  there  shall  remain  only 
Six  of  the  said  Feoffees  then  surviving,  that  then  and  so 
often  the  said  Six  surviving  Feoffees  or  the  survivors  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  or  any  time  hereafter  as  oft^n 
as  it  shall  so  happen,  within  six  months  then  next  following, 
by  a  Writing  or  Indenture  Tripartite  re-enfeoff  the  Survivors 
and  Eight  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  being  of  good 
fame,  morals,  and  condition,  in  the  aforesaid  Estates,  for 
fulfilling  the  intention  therein  described. 

The  niunber  has  very  seldom  notwithstanding  beei^ 
kept  up. 

The  original  Endowment  was,  in  1567>  £ll*.4..8.,  and 
consisted  of  26  Houses  and  Land  in  tiie  Market-Place  of 
Ashby. 
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On  the  9d  of  Janj.,  in  the  87th  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1594, 
"  William  Woodpoud,  and  Four  other  Feoffees,  whereof  Robbbt 
Bainbrigge  and  Richard  Ashe  were  Two,  being  Tenants  to 
Two  of  the  best  houses  belonging  to  the  School,  made  new 
leases  for  100  years  at  a  small  increase  of  rent,  with  covenants 
to  repair  and  for  quiet  enjoying : — 

''  The  School  and  House  being  pulled  down  in  the  times  of 
War^  when  Ashby  was  a  Grarrison  for  the  King,  and  the  Town 
being  destitute  of  a  School-master,  because  the  rents  reserved 
upon  these  long  Leases  for  100  years  being  but  £l9..l6..3.  per 
mmum,  which  was  not  sufficient  maintenance  for  a  Master,  the 
Inhabitants  could  not  hire  one  for  that  siun  and  therefore  con- 
tracted with  Mr.  Pare  to  give  him  £\0,  per  annum  morej — 
hut  the  then  Feofiees  not  paying  him  his  wages,  and  he  and 
sotne  other  Inhabitants  of  Ashby  unconcerned  with  the  School 
lands,  well  knowing  how  the  lands  given  for  that  use  were  mif- 
employed,  in  the  year  1657,  sued  out  a  Commission  upon  the 
Statute  of  the  43d  of  Eliza rrth  to  redress  the  misemployment, 
wherein  William  Bainbsiooe  and  others  were  nominated  Com- 
missioners, and  decreed  the  lands  to  be  restored  to  the  Charitable 
use  for  which  they  were  given,  according  to  the  Donor's 
intent: — 

"  The  Exceptants  proved,  that  the  lands  were  of  greater  value 
because  the  Occupiers  had  laid  out  in  building  and  repairing 
jCl713..1d..4.  or  thereabouts,  and  that  they  have  quietly 
ei^oyed : — 

''  The  Respondents  for  the  School  proved,  that  the  house  of 
Gboboe  Swindell's  was,  at  the  time  of  taking  the  Inquisition, 
let  at  £\9.  per  annum,  besides  one  or  two  rooms  reserved  to 
himself,  which  house  the  Feoffees  let  at  X'2.  per  annum : — ^That 
the  lands  and  meadows,  and  ground  on  which  the  Houses  standi 
if  there  were  no  buildings,  are  worth  JCSO.  per  oitntim  .-^That 
the  Exceptants  were  desired  to  produce  their  Leases  or  Evidences- 
of  their  Estates  to  the  Commissioners,  and  they  answered  they 
could  not,  and  did  not : — 

''  The  Founder  left  26  Houses  in  Ashby  Market-Place  and 
those  the  best,  which  he  valued  at  JCll.  per  annum, — and,  at  the 
taking  out  the  Commission,  they  were  vahied  and  proved  to  be 
worth  jCiSO.  per  annum,  and  even  to  an  abatement  of  a  fourUi 
part  of  the  actual  sum  for  which  they  let,  was  made  :— 

''  And  by  reason  of  iheae  frauds,  and  the  School  and  House 
bong  pulled  down  in  the  time  of  War  for  the  better  fortifying 
Of  the  King's  Garrison,  the  Town  of  Ashby  was  without  a  Sdhool 
and  House  for  the  space  of  30  years  together,  until  lliat  lately 
about  two  years  ago  the  present  Master,  unto  whom  the  Feoflfees 
do  allow  but  jC19.  odd  money  for  his  maintenance^  dd  procure 
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friends  and  money  to  re-build  both,  iM^udi  cost  about  £2O0. 
building  without  any  contrilmtions  out  of  the  School  lands,  which 
were  given  for  that  purpose : — 

"  They  pray,  therefore,  because  the  Feofiees  have  jo  abuied 
iheir  Trust  to  thier  own  advantage  and  wrong  of  the  Sdiool, 
that  no  School  Tenants  be  any  longer  Feoffees  :^-That  the  Lands 
be  restored  to  their  Charitable  use,  and  that  the  now  Earl  of 
Huntingdon  may  have  inspection  to  the  right  ordering  this 
Charitable  use  for  the  future.** 

In  consequence  of  this  Petition,  Lord  ChanoellcHr  Jbffx- 

KiBs,  on  the  15th  of  Feby.  1685,  made  a  Decree,  that  after 
the  death  of  the  then  Master  Mr.  Shaw,  the  Earl  of  Hunt- 
IK6DON,  and  his  Hdrs  Male,  being  Earls  of  Hcntivgdon, 
^AmiU  Aavf  ^  nomination  ^^itfo^^tn/Wiirf.  He  also 
decreed,  that  new  Leases  should  be  granted, — setting  the 
o2iones  aside. 

The  Book  of  Accompts  is  perfect  fiom  the  year  1594; 
and,  at  that  time,  the  School  Estate  appears  io  have  pro- 
duced £l9..lG..3.^per  annum.  It'^s  present  annual  amount 
is  JE370..  1 3..0.,  which  is  about  one-third  part  of  if  s  value, — 
the  buildings,  for  the  most  part,  are  the  very  best  Houses 
in  all  Ashby,  and  are  worth  £50.  or  £60.  per  annum  each, 
exclusive  of  the  Land  attached  to  them.

In  the  Accompt  Book  ts  a  copy  of  some  Statittes,  in- 
serted in  1715  ;— wlucb  the  Trustees  then  subscribed,  as 
believing  them  to  be  the  otiginal  Statutes  of  The  Eari  (tf 
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HimTiMGDON,  in  1575 ;  But  subsequent  Trustees  have 
neveir  tutted  upon  them^  because  they  differ  in  c^inion  from 
fhib  Trustees  of  1715 ;  and  even  consider  them  a  Forgery 
by  ohe  Symon  Peryn,  out  of  whose  book  they  are  said  to 
have  been  taken.  He  was  a  violent  Republican  in  the  time 
(^  Oliver  CromwelL)  and  got  into  his  own  hands  the 
whole  of  the  Public  business  in  Ashby.  He  was  made 
perpetual  R^strar  of  the  Parish,  and,  it  is  said,  was  an 
^delletit  M}nrmidbn  6f  his  Prototype,  iti  point  of  despotism. 
He  whole  of  the  School  affairs  are  mentioned  to  have  been 
efitir^ly  in  hid  power ;  no  other  Trustee  then  acting  with 
hiin. 

The  present  Trustees^  as  former  ones  have  done,  ground 
thdr  authority  upon  the  following  Regulations : — > 

''  17th  September,  1616. 

Memomndum,  That  it  is  agreed  the  year  and  day  above- 
named  between  us  whose  names  are  underwritten,  being  Feof- 
fees 6>rthe  School  land  in  Ashby,  that  torn  henceforth, — 
1st.    All  accompts  for  the  rents  to  be  received  of  the  School 
Land  shall  be  yearly  given  and  taken  amongst  ourselves 
only,  and  that  about  the  beginning  of  November. 
2nd,  The  Collector  of  the  Rents  for  the  time  being  (after  he 
hath  paid  The  Schoolmaster  and  Clerk  their  year's  wages, 
and  the  Lord  his  Chief-rent)  shall  deliver  over  at  the  day 
of  accompt  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  and  other  his  re- 
ceipts unto  the  Collector,  that  is  to  succeed  for  the  year 
following. 
3d.    All  the  Feoffees  shall  once  every  year,  viz.,  upon  the  Second 
Tuesday  in  May,  or  thereabouts,  meet  and  go  together 
to  view  all  the  Tenements  belonging  to  the  School  Land, 
and  the  Collector  for    the  time  being  shall  call  them 
together. 
4th.    Once  every  year,  viz.,  the  Second  Thursday  in  May,  or 
thereabout,  the  Feoffees  shall  meet  together  to  visit  the 
School. 
5th.   Whatsoever  is  to  be  done  by  the  Feoffees,  either  for  making 
of  Leases  or  for  placing  or  displacing  of  the  Schoolmaster, 
or  upon  any  other  occasion,  shall  be  ordered,  concluded, 
and  determined  by  the  consent  and  voices  of  the  greater 
number  of  all  the  Feofi^  for  the  time  being. 
6th.    Whereas  the  wages  that  have  been  antiently  allowed  to 
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the  Clerk  out  of  the  School  Ldnd  was  btit  26s„Sd,  yearly, 
and  that  of  late  years  lSs..4d.  hath  been  added  thereto 
by  us,  for  the  increase  of  his  wages  ;  It  is  now  agreed, 
that  the  said  I3s..4d.  shall  no  longer  c6ntinue  unto  him 
than  he  shall  seem  to  the  greater  t>iurt  of  the  Feoffees  for 
the  time  being,  to  be  worthy  of  it. 

7th.  That  before  the  first  of  November  next,  there  shall  be  a 
convenient  Chest  bought  with  Three  locks,  wherein  idl 
the  evidences  of  the  Schodl  Land  shall  be  kepi  -,  whldi 
Chest  shall  stand  in  Mr.  Robert  BAiNBiiiGo*^  house,  and 
the  Three  keys  of  it  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  Nicholas 
Haskt,  Robert  Newton,  and  Thomas  Sherwood. 

8th.  "j^at  before  thfe  first  of  November  next,  Mr.  RobBBT 
BilNBtiioo  shdll  thake  a  note  of  ^  the  particular  Eviden- 
ces of  the  School  land,  which  note  shall  be  kept  in  the 
foresaid  Chest  with  the  rest  of  the  Evidences,  and  'vHtti 
this  Book  of  our  Accompt.  Sighed,  Arthur  HiLDEkii- 
bAm,  RoBERt  BAiNiiiiioe,  Robbrt  Nbwton,  Nicholas 
HABKEi  RoBBtit  Clark,  JohK  Ash^  William  Ashb^ 
{mark),  and  Thomas  Sherwood,  (mark).** 

In  the  same  Book  of  Acoompts,  under  the  date  of  1619» 
is  an  liem^  whieh  fully  proves  the  authority  o{  the  Statutes 
of  161^  add  that  they  were  those  which  the  Trustees  acted 
upon,  and  that  they  never  entertained  any  doubt  as  to  their 
power  of  appoinifnenty  and  removal^  a£  the  Master.  The 
Item  whidi  is  alluded  to^  runs  thus,— 

"  Ftdd  to  Mi".  RoBBRT  Nbwton  chaiges  !br  dkplacmgowr  late 
School-tnasterMr.  Watson,  10s.** 

NJB.  Mr.  NeWton  appears  from  other  circumstahces,  tlot^ 
in  the  Book,  to  have  been  their  Law  Agent.

Before  the  present  Trustees  were  enfeofied,  the  School 
was  a  mere  Sine-cure,  there  never  having  been  in  the  latter 
put  of  Mr.  Prior^s  time  above  3  or  4  boys, — and  there  are 
now  generally  about  One  Hundred  ! 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
free  of  expense ;  and  there  are  generally  20  or  30  Extra. 
Parochial  Scholars.  They  are  admitted  not  according  to 
age,  but  their  ability  to  read  well  in  The  New  Testament; 
and  they  are  never  superannuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present 
used.  There  is  no  particular  system  of  Education  prescribed, 
either  by  the  Statutes  or  the  Trustees.  All  that  the  Trus- 
tees require  is,  that  it  should  be  made  as  generally  useful 
as  possible.  French,  Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  are 
taught  at  present  in  this  School,  together  with  the  Mathe- 
matics, Geography,  History,  &c. 

There  are  Ten  Exhibitions  at  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.^^  annum  each,  founded  by. Francis 
Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London ;  to  which  boys,  who  are 
educated  at  The  Grammar  Schools  of  Ashby  and  Derby, 
have  a  preference. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Curtis, 
whose  Salary  is  JC150.  per  annum,  together  with  a  good 
House  and  Garden,  but  they  are  still  kept  possession  qfhy 
the  late  Master.  There  are  also  other  emoluments  arising 
from  Extra-Parochial  Scholars  of  which  the  Masters  par- 
take, but  these,  of  course,  fluctuate.  This  Gentleman  takes 
a  limited  number  of  Pupils,  his  terms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  bdng  Seventy  guineas  per  annum,  in- 
cluding the  Classics  and  the  Modem  languages.  He  has 
an  Assistant 
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The  Salary  of  the  Second  Master  is  £100.  jp^  amnvm. 
This  Grentleman  is  the  English  Master ;  and  he  has  also  an 
Asnstant.  EGs  terms  for  Pupils  are  between  £20.  and 
£30.  a  year  each. 

The  School  is  a  modem  handsome  building  of  two  stories, 
and  about  60  feet  in  length.  The  lower  part  is  divided  into 
Two  rooms ;  one  of  which  is  used  by  the  Head  Master ;  and 
the  other  is  the  Trustees'  room,  which  is  fitted  up  with  the 
best  maps,  that  are  published,  and  added  to  from  time  to 
time,  globes,  a  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars,  Mathe- 
matical instruments,  &c.,  which  the  Trustees  most  laudably 
wish  to  make  as  complete  as  posuble. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  School.     Neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Marquis  of  Hastings  is  the  VisUoTy  and  may  be 
conadered  the  P(Uron,  as  his  Ancestors  gave  the  land.

From  1657*  to  1660.  the  Trustees  were  ordered 
nci  to  act;  but  by  what  authority  does  not 
appear.

The  Tbustees  of  this  Schpol  are  at  p^:«saent  involved  in  a 
Chancery  Suit  with  the  late  Master,  The  Revd.  M|:.  Lix>t]>, 
the  dedsion  of  which  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
whole  of  the  Endowed  Gbammab  Schools  throughout  the 
Kingdom. 

Afler  Mr.  Llotd'^s  appcnniment,  and  whilst  the  Master's 
House  was  building,  he  gave  great  satisfac^on  to  The  Trus- 
tees by  his  diligence.  About  twelve  months  after  his  ap- 
pointment he  married,  and  filled  his  House  with  Boarders  ; 
kept  them  in  the  room  in  which  he  sat  hiipself,  apart  from 
The  Free  ScholarSy  and  interdicted  thejn  from  having  the 
least  communication  with  each  other ; — ap4  refused  to  in- 
struct the  Free  Scholars,  either  in  Mathematics  or  Gkosrra. 
phy,  except  as  a  matter  o(  Javour^  not  of  right.  After 
repeated  remonstrances.  The  Trustees  declared  the  Htuation 
to  be  vacanty  and  appointed  The  JRjevd.  Jf  r.  Curtis. 

Mr.  Lloyd  applied  to  The  Co^rt  of  Chancery,  alleging 
that  The  Trustees  had  no  right  or  poyirer  of  removing 
him,  or  of  interfering  with  the  internal  man^igemeDt  of  the 
School.    The  Foun<Jl»]don  Reed  is  so  vague,  that  U  neither 
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gives  the  Fourteen  Trustees  any  express  power  of  appdint- 
ment  or  removal ;  only  stating,  that  they  are  to  find,  sus- 
tain, and  maintain  a  Master,  to  teagh  Mpijdjs,  Virtue,  and 
good  Learning.  Tliey  have  merdy  fUlowed  the  steps  of 
their  Predecessors,  as  exemplified  in  their  rem&oal  of  Mr. 
Watson,  in  1619. 

The  issue  of  tbb  Suit  is  aoxipudy  looked  for  by  the 
County  at  large,  asdedding  whether  these  benevolent  Estab- 
lishments are  to  be  considered  (as  they  too  often  are)  the 
Freeholds  of  the  MasteirB,  or  as  intended  for  more  general 
benefit  than  their  private  Emdument 
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MARKET  BOSWORTH. 


Thk  FaEE  GaAMif  AB  School  in  Market  Boswosth  was 
founded  in  1593,  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  Em^t,  Lord 
Mayor  of  London;  who,  by  Iub  Will,  dated  in  1592,  vested 
tJie  Patronage  of  the  School,  in  The  Seiknbks^  Company, 
of  which  he  vas  a  Member,  with  this  reservation,  that  if 
they  n^lected  or  abused  their  Trust,— which  he  hoped  in 
God  they  would  not, — then  by  application  to  The  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  it  should  be  transferred  to  hia  Heirs.  The  Skinners' 
Company  do  not  appear  to  have  ever  exeidised  this  power ; 
and  triplication  having  been  made  to  The  Master  of  the 
Bfdls,  the  Patronage  was  transferred  to  the  Heir  of  the 
Founder. 

He  endowed  the  School  with  jC20.  per  annum  in  land, 
having,  pre^ous  to  his  death  in  1593,  begun  the  erection  of 
the  School,  which  b  built  with  ashler  stone,  at  an  expense  of 
£700. 

Hb  great  Nephew  and  Heir,  Wolstan  Dixib,  finished 
tluB  Wwk  at  the  expense  of  £300.,  and  added  of  hb  own 
free  will  £10.  per  annum  out  of  hb  estate  at  Great 
AH>leby. 
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By  the  Letters  Patent  granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth^  on  the 
11th  of  Mjxy,  in  the  Forty-liurd  year  of  her  reign,  1601,  power 
is  given  to  Wolstan  Dixie,  Esq.  (Knighted  at  Whitehall,  in 
1604)  his  heirs,  executors,  and  administrators,  in  performance 
of  part  of  the  Will  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  Knt.,  to  found  a 
Grammar  School  in  Market  Bosworth,  and  to  make  Statutes,  for 
the  better  regulating  and  ordering  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Schor 
lars,  as  also  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  appointed  for  their 
maintenance.  The  School  to  be  called,  "  The  School  of  Wol* 
STAN  Dixie,  Knight>  in  Maeket  Boswobtb^  in  the  County  of 
Leicester;" — 

William  Pelsant,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Bosworth,  Richard 
Glovbb,  John  Cobbet,  and  John  Webbb,  Church-Wardens, 
and  the  said  Wolstan  Dixie,  Thomas  Beaumont,  Henby 
Beaumont,  John  Dixie,  Geoffbey  May,  and  William  Fab*- 
meb.  Inhabitants  within  the  Parish,  were  made  the  first  Go- 

VEBNOBS : — 

So  oft  as  any  Governors  die,  or  depart  from  the  Parish,  then 
the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  of  Bosworth,  or,  in  their  de- 
feult.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  to  choose  two  or  more  discreet 
Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  to  succeed : — 

The  Grovemors  of  the  School  are  incorporated  by  the  name  of 
^'  The  Gotebnobs  of  The  Gbammab  School  of  Wolstan 
DixiE^  Knight,  in  Mabket  BoswobtHj  in  tl^e  County  of  Leices- 
ter: and  of  the  Possessions,  Lands,  Revenues,  Goods,  and 
Chattels,  of  the  same  School :" — 

The  Governors  are  capable  of  having  and  receiving  Lands, 
Tenements,  &c.,  in  Fee  Simfde,  or  otherwise^  so:aa  the  same  jdo 
not  exceed  £30.  per  annum,  and  be  not  holden  m  capite,  or  by 
Ejught*s  Service : — 

The  Governors  are  to  have  a  Common  Seal,  to  serve  only  con- 
cerning the  matters  in  the  P^ttent ;  And  they  may  sue  or  be  sued 
concerning  the  same : — 

Power  is  ^ven  to  Wolstan  Dixie  and  his  Heirs  (being 
Twenty-one  years  of  age),  and  in  defoult  thereof,  to  The  Bishop 
of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being*  to  name  the  Master  and  Usher  of 
the  School  upon  a  vacancy  ^'—   . 

And  to  make  fitting  R^iles  and  Orders,  in  writing,  for  better 
maintaining  the  School,  and  regulating  the  Master,  Usher,  and 
Sdiolars,  and  the  Salary  of  the  Blaster  and  Usher,  and  the  disi- 
position  of  the  Rents  and  Revenues,  and  to  change  or  modify 
the  same  as  often  as  need  requires  :*- 

All  the  Rents  of  the  School  are  to  be  disposed  of,  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  ''  to  none  other  use  or 
pmrpoie**

This  School  is  open  to  the  Bop  of  the  Parishes  of  Mar- 
ket Bosworth  and  Cadebjr,  and  Children  of  the  Tenants  of 
the  Dixie  Family  from  any  part,  for  thar  instruction  in 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew,  free  of  expense. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  Emanuel  College,  Cam- 
bridge, founded  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  possessors  of 
which  have  no  vote  in  any  College  affairs,  nxx  claims  to  any 
Living  of  The  Society.  In  case  of  vacancy,  the  heirs  of  the 
Founder  nominate,  and  the  College  are  obliged  to  admit  the 
nomination.  To  be  appointed  a  <<  Dixie  Fellow,""  it  is  re- 
quisite the  Candidate  should  be  related  to  that  Family,  or 
that  he  should  have  received  his  education  at  Market  Bos- 
warih  School. 

There  are  also  Four  Scholabships  at  Emanuel  CoU^ 
of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie's  Foundation,  of  £10.  per  annum 
each,  which  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions. 

The  Estates  for  the  support  of  these  Fellowships  and 
Scholarships  are  situate  at  Sutton  Coldfield,  in  the  County 
of  Warwick,  and  have  been  greatly  improved  in  value, 
within  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  years. 

Mr.  Boswell  in  his  incomparable  Life  of  Dr.  Johnson 
tells  us,  that,  in  the  forlorn  state  of  his  drcuinstances,  the 
Doctor  accepted  of  an  offer  to  be  employed  as  Usher  in  this 
School,  to  which  it  appears,  from  one  of  his  little  fragments 
of  a  Diary,  that  Tie  went  onjoot,  on  the  16th  of  July.— 
'^  Julii  16.  Bosvortiam  pedes  petiiT'  But,  it  is  not  true, 
as  has  been  erroneously  related,  that  he  was  Assistant  to 
the  famous  Anthony  Blackwall,  whose  merit  has  been 
honoured  by  the  Testimony  of  Bishop  Hubd,  who  was  his 
Scholar ;  for  Mr.  Blackwall  died  on  the  8th  of  April, 
1730;  more  than  a  year  before  Johnson  left  the  Uni- 
versity. 

This  employment  was  very  irksome  to  him  in  every  re- 
spect, and  he  complained  grievously  of  it  in  his  Letters  to 
his  friend^  Mr.  Hectoe,  who  was  now  settled  as  a  Surgeon 
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at  Birmmgham.  The  Letters  are  lost ;  but,  Mr.  Hbctor 
leoollects  his  writmg,  ^<  that  the  Poet  had  described  the  dull 
sameness  of  his  existence  in  these  words,  Viiam  conAnei  una 
dUs  (One  day  contains  the  whole  of  my  life) ;  that  it  was 
unvaried  as  the  note  of  the  Cuckoo ;  and  that  he  did  not 
know,  whether  it  was  m(xre  disagreeable  for  him  to  teach,  or 
the  Boys  to  learn,  the  Grammar  rules.  "^ 

His  general  averaon  to  this  painful  drudgery  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  a  disagreement  between  him  and  Sir  Wolstak 
DixiB,  the  Patron  of  the  School,  in  whose  House,  it  is  said, 
he  officiated  as  a  kind  of  Domestick  Chaplain,  so  far,  at 
least,  as  to  say  Grace  at  table,  but  was  treated  with  what 
he  represented  as  intolerable  harshness ;  And,  after  suffering 
for  a  few  months  such  complicated  misery,  he  relinquished 
a  situation  which  all  his  life  afterwards  he  recollected  with 
the  strongest  aversion,  and  even  a  d^ree  of  horror.  But, 
it  is  probable,  that  at  this  period,  whatever  uneasiness 
be  may  have  endured,  he  laid  the  foundation  of  much  future 
eminence  by  apfdication  to  his  studies.*— Boswell^s  Life  of 
Johnson,  Vol  I.  pp.  57-59. 

Thohas  Simfson,  the  eminent   Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics, was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  also  Usher  of  this 
School.

1 787.  Joseph  Moxon.    A  very  illiterate  man,  who, 
for  several  years^  had  cdfidated  as  a  WdiierBt 
aa  Inn  in  Bosworih,  which  was  kept  by  his

Father.  He  had  scnne  ahareof  modesty,  and 
is  said  to  have  expostulated  urith  his  Patroa 
on  the  impropriety  of  his  accepting  an  office, 
:  the  dutiies  of  which  he  was  wholly  incompe- 
tent to  execute.  He  is  now  dead:  and, 
except  in  the  instance  of  this  undertaking, 
is  stated  to  have  been  '^  a  very  honest 
man.^' 
In  1788.  Revd,  William  Wood,  Rector  of  Peckleton; 
reagned  in  1808,  in  consequ^ice  of  bad 
health,  and  is  since  dead. 

Since  thef  resignation  of  Mr.  Woon,  no 
other  Master  has  been  appcxnted.  . 
RiCHAED  Dawbs,  a  learned  Critic,  'was  educated  here^ 
under  Mr.  Blackwall. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  Neighbourhood  feeling  indignant 
at  the  appointment  of  Moxon,  by  which  the  objects  of  Thr 
FotmDER  were  ocnnj^etely  defeated,  and  hlso  aware  that 
many  other  abuies  existed,  determined  to  seek  redress 
of  their  grievances,  by  an  application  to  The  Court  of 
Chancery. 

An  information  was  filed  against  the  Representative  of 
the  DixiB  Family  by  The  Attorney  Greneral,  on  the  rdatidn 
of  John  Farmer  and  William  Vincent,  of  Carlton,  and 
Thomas  Baker,  of  Barleston,  all  respectable  -  Grentlemen 
Farmers,  occupying  thdr  own  Estates  within  the  Parish  of 
Market  Bosworth,* 

The  Case  is  reported  as  follows,  in  Vesby^s  Chancery 
Reports,  vd.  XIII.  Part.  8.  pp.  519—541  :— 


*  In  the  proceedings  in  this  Cause  it  was  stated  by  the 
Counsel^  that  so  eieurly  as  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second 
there  had  been  mtwianagement  of  the  Estates  of  this  School : 
and,  on  i^licadon  to  The  Court  of  Chancery,  a  Receiver  had 
been  appointed.    What  more  was  done,  is  not  mentioned. 
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1801—1805. 

^'  The  Information  stated  the  Foundation  of  this  School  un- 
der the  Will  and  Codicil  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib^  dated  in.  1592 
and  1593  — ^Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth^ — and  a  Decree^ 
in  die  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second^  by  which  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  the  Rector  and  Church- wardens  for  the  time  being, 
and  in  defMidt  of  them,  the  Bishpp  of  Lincoln,  should  elect 
Governors,  (the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  to  be  of  the  num- 
ber), and  that  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  and  his  Heirs :  and  in 
default  of  heirs,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  should  appoint  the 
Master  and  Ushers. 

'*  The  Information  fiarther  stated,  that  after  the  death  of  Sir 
Wolstan  Dixib,  the  Nephew  and  Heir  of  the  Founder,  and  the 
succeeding  Heirs,  assumed  the  entire  management  of  the  School, 
being  the  Patrons  of  the  Church,  and  Owners  of  most  of  the 
Houses  and  Lands  in  the  Parish :  that  particularly  no  Grovemors 
had  been  appointed  from  1740  until  the  death  of  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father  of  the  Defendants  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  and 
WiLLouoHBT  Dixib,  in  1767  y  during  which  period  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  Premises,  belonging  to  the  School,  were  recei- 
ved by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  Father:  and,  after  his  death,  by 
the  Defendant  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  until  a  Commission  of  Lu- 
nacy issued  against  him,  in  1769  :  and,  from  that  period  the 
Rents  were  recdved  by  his  Brother  and  Committee,  the  Defend- 
ant Willouohbt  Dixie.  The  Information  then  stated  various 
instances  of  Abuse  and  Mismanagement;  that  Leases  were 
made  at  raiall  Rents,  with  Declarations  of  Trust,  for  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  ;  that  the  Estates  were  under-let ; 
that  the  surplus  Rents  and  Profits,  beyond  the  Salaries  of  the 
Master  and  Ushers,  had  not  been  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Charity  $  that  Willouobby  Dixie  had  appoints!  to  the  Office 
of  HcAd  Master  Joseph  Moxon,  a  person  unfit  to  be  Master 
of  a  School,  being  a  WaUer  in  a  PubUc-Houte ;  whom  he 
afterwards  removed  :  and  i^pointed  William  Wood  ;  that,  in 
1789,  the  Information  having  been  filed  in  1788,  the  Rector 
and  Church-Wardens,  under  the  influence  and  control  of  Wil- 
louobby Dixie,  elected  him  and  Five  other  persons,  also  De- 
fendants, to  be  Governors ;  all  of  whom  were'  imfit  for  that 
Office,  as  hb  Tenants,  or  otherwise  under  his  control;  and 
one  a  Lessee  of  part  of  the  Charity  Estate,  at  an  imder- value. 

''  The  Information  prayed  an  account  oF  the  Rents  and  Profits 
received  by  the  several  Defendants,  and  by  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father;  that  proper  Directions  may  be  given  fDr 
the  iqpplication  of  the  Surplus  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  Charity 
Estates;  and  that  the  persons,  iq[ipointed  Governors,  may  be  remo- 
ved, and  proper  Governors  appointed. 
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This  matter  came  on  before  Ths  Chakcsllok,  on  the 
16th  and  l7th  of  November,  1801,  when  His  Lordship 
said,— - 

''  It  is  not  adviseable  to  dispose  of  this  Cause  entirely^  'till  a 
Petition  shall  be  presented,  to  bring  before  me>  in  another  shape^ 
the  Question  as  to  removing  these  Governors :  But  I  should  not 
do  my  duty,  if  I  did  not  say,  that,  in  the  administration  of  this 
Charity,  abuses  have  been  practised^  which  caUfor  the  most  mar' 
ked  animadversion  of  The  Court 

**  The  authority,  according  to  the  Will,  given  to  this  Comt^ 
is  a  Special  anthority,  applying  to  a  particular  Case.  The  par- 
ticular provision  in  the  Will  having  fisiled,  by  the  refusal  of 
Thb  Skinners'  Company  to  act,  it  naturally  and  legally  de- 
volved upon  the  Heir  at  Law.  The  Crown  prqperly,  as  it  al- 
ways does,  took  the  Heir's  recommendation  c^the  Governors  of 
the  School.  In  his  character  of  manager  of  the  Revenues  un- 
questionably he  became  amenable  to  this  Court;  for,  in  his 
character  of  Visitor  he  never  could  control  his  own  accounts.  If 
The  Skinners*  Company  do  not  nominate  Governors,  or  if  their 
nomination  cannot  be  considered  a  nomination  dejure,  by  impli- 
cation the  nomination  is  given  to  the  heir  at  law }  and,  as  to 
the  Schoolmaster,  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln.  The  Letters  Pa- 
tent unfortunately  did  not  look  to  the  present  case  of  Lunacy. 
The  queston  is,  whether  the  Bishop  has  the  power  of  appointing 
the  Schoolmaster,  or  whether  the  Committee  has  that  power  ^ 
which,  I  think,  can  hardly  be  contended  :  or  whether  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Schoolinaster  is  not  in  the  Crown.  The  cir- 
cumstance of  Wood's  situation  is  to  be  considered.  He  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Committee ;  and  a  question  occurs,  that 
is  not  brought  forward  by  this  Information,  whether  he  is  dejure 
Schoolmaster;  and  whetiier  it  is  not  expedient,  if  he  is  a  proper 
person  to  be  the  Master,  to  cloath  him  in  a  more  effectual  way 
with  the  character  of  Master,  than  he  at  present  has  it. 

'*  The  Letters  Patent  are  produced  to  prove  the  chaige  of 
misapplication,  not  in  the  common  sense,  merely  by  undue  ex- 
penditure, but  in  corruptly  retaining  the  rents  and  profits  for  the 
benefit  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  or,  as  the  Information  expresses 
it,  of  part  of  his  Family.  The  Estates  were  let  in  1656,  and, 
at  subsequent  periods,  long  prior  to  1753.  The  first  letting  was 
undue  certainly ;  the  Tenant  being  himself  a  Governor.  But 
there  is  a  great  difference  between  an  undue  letting  and  a  lease 
for  the  purpose  of  constituting  himself  Tenant,  that  he  may 
have  the  means  of  underletting  at  a  great  private  advantage. 
The  leases  were  undue  also  in  tiiis  respect ;  that  the  chances  of 
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improvement  in  a  lapse  of  time  are  to  be  taken ;  and  are  not 
to  be  prevented  by  leases  enduring  half  a  centtury.  After  the 
filing  of  the  Information  it  would  have  been  more  discretion  to 
have  thrown  under  the  view  of  the  Court  the  election  of  Gover- 
nors^ instead  of  it's  being  made  under  such  cirairastances. 
From  1748^  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  i^poiat  new  Go- 
vernors, no  regular  i^pointment  took  place,  until  after  this 
Information  was  filed:  a  Quarrel  taking  place  between  the 
Dixie  Family  and  the  Rector.  In  1753,  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib 
knowii^  he  was  not  the  legitimate  manager  of  this  Charity,  and 
that  the  providence  of  this  Court  ought  to  have  been  thrown 
round  it,  the  following  transaction  took  place  with  Dudley,  his 
instrument,  and  some  others ;  A  lease  to  Dudley  by  these 
Governors,  (who  in  truth  were  not  Governors,  the  Office  not 
being  filled  up),  for  no  less  than  99  years,  if  the  three  Daugh- 
ters of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  should  so  long  live,  at  a  rent  £S. 
less  than  the  rent  paid  before,  and  a  Une  of  JL'150.  ^  with  a 
Declaration  of  Trust  indorsed  upon  it  by  Dudley.  Another 
lease  of  the  same  sort  was  made. 

''  It  is  said,  the  account  upon  an  Information  filed  in  1788, 
for  I  must  consider  it  as  taken  then,  against  the  estate  of  a  man, 
who  died  in  17^>  would  be  not  beyond  the  authority  of  the 
Court,  but  it  would  not  be  directed  with  much  discretion.  It  is 
one  thing  to  say,  that  a  general  account  shall  be  taken  of  all 
sums  received  ^  and  another,  that  the  Court  may  hold  it  mani- 
fostly  due  to  justice,  that  some  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the 
actual  triplication  of  all  advantages  acquired  under  these  leases ; 
and  I  cannot  think,  I  carry  the  authority  to  an  unwholesome 
length  by  saying,  I  will  seardi  to  the  bottom  the  application  of 
every  thing  made  under  those  leases.  At  this  moment  I  am 
not  disposed  to  carry  the  account  of  the  rents  and  profits,  recei- 
ved by  the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  forther  than  to  get  at  that. 
Tliere  is  charge  enough  for  that  inquiry :  and,  instead  of  chaig- 
ing  the  estate  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  I  only  direct  an  inquiry  to 
see,  what  is  finally  right  to  be  done ;  but  if  the  result  shall  be, 
that  any  part  has  been  applied  in  theFsmily,  that  ought  to  have 
gone  to  the  sustentation  of  the  School,  in  any  interpretation  of 
that  word,  upon  forther  directions  the  Court  will  not  feel  any 
difficulty  in  saying,  that  must  be  considered  as  received  by  the 
order  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  -,  and,  therefore,  his  estate  shall  be 
answerable  for  the  amount. 

''  The  next  period  is  that  of  the  Lunatic,  about  a  year.    The 
.  Information,  filed  in  1788,  did  not  produce  the  account  of  the 
rents  and  profits,  received  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  or  the  De- 
fondant  WiLLouGHBY  DixiB ;    But  the  amended  and  supple- 
.  mental  infonnatkm  does  produce  an  account,  viz.,  the  Answer. 
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put  in^  in  1793.  The  Appointment  of  the  Governors  'was  in 
1788.  After  the  Information  filed^  when  there  ought  to  have 
been  no  more  payments  by  Dixib^  viz,,  in  November  1789>  a 
payment  wsa  made  of  eight  years*  Salary  to  the  Receiver ;  the 
Aii^wer  stating  the  account,  as  concluded.  The  Loughborough 
Estate  was  not  accounted  for^  horn  1768  ,to  1783.  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  directing  the  account  in  a  larger  form  with  regard 
to  that  period  than  that,  in  which  the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie 
was  living.     It  is  said,  the  Court  cannot  do  this; 

'' JFirst,  as  to  the  Jurisdiction.     I  vras  very  soon  satisfied  as  to 
the  Jurisdiction,  if  the  Corporation  had  been  fuU,  and  had  the 
management  of  the  rents  and  profits.    I  say  also,  that  it  does 
not  necessarily  follow,  because  a  Commission  of  Charitable  uses 
would  not  issue,  that  therefore  this  Court  -conld  not  act ;  and  if 
it  were  made  out  that  the  Governors  were' merely  nominal,  and 
only  the  Agents  of  Daxib,  this  Court  would  try  to  get  at  it. 
But  here  was  no  VisUor,  in  fact,  capable  of  acting ;  a  person,  as 
Committee  of  the  Lunatic,  is  acting  without  authority  for  him 
as  Visitor  -,   and  -'till  after  the  Information  filed,  there  were  not 
even  nominal  Governors.  Then,  if  the  Information  was  well  filed, 
will  the  election  pending  the  suit  take  away  from  the  Court  the 
Jurisdiction,  even  if  they  were  well  elected  >  I  think,  not :  for  the 
Governors,  if  well  elected,  are  Trustees,  and  the  Visitor  not  being 
capable  of  acting,  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court  must  take  place. 
''  Then,  the  Jurisdiction  being  clear,  the  next  consideration 
is^  as  to  the  manner  of  taking  the  account.    Though  the  ac- 
cotmt  in  form  must  be  directed,  I  do  not  think,  the  under-let- 
ting since  1787  has  been  carried  to  that  strict  degree  of  proofs 
to  make  it  wise  to  prosecute  the  inquiry  as  to  the  Rents,  except 
as  to  those  corrupt  leases ;  for  Trustees  of  a  Charity  are  not 
bound  to  look  With  more  providence  to  the  affidrs  of  the  Charity 
than  to  their,  own.    A  sufficient  fair  letting  appears  as  to  that 
period  to  show,  that  an  inquiry  upon  the  ground  of  under-letting 
would  not  be  wise.    As  to  King  and  the  other  Tenants,  if  the 
probable  result  would  be,  that  the  Rents  had  been  sufficient,  I 
should  hesitate,  whether  I  should  not  direct  the  account  for  ^e 
sake  of  the  principle  ^   for  no  Trustee  can  be  a  Tenant^  and  the 
Court  will  charge   him  with  an  Occupier's  rack-rent  5   and, 
therefore,  if  the  difierence  of  Kino's   rent,  between  six  and 
eight  guineas,  were  not  too  small  to  make  it  worth  while,  I 
should  expressly  declare  that  the  ground.    Besides  that.  King 
must  quit  the  premises. 

''  A!s  to  the  other  Governors,  men  are  not  to  put  themselves 
in  a  situation  of  responsible  duty,  and  expect  to  be  relieved  even 
at  the  expense  of  those,  who  bring  them  into  that  situation. 
Therefore  I  da  not  think,  it  would  be  unwholesome  to  serve 
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ihem  with  the  Decree.  As  to  removing  the  Goverhors,  it  is 
very  difficult  to  say,  they  are  not  to  be  removed :  such  an  elec- 
tion of  Governors^  compared  with  the  duties^  required  by  the 
Statute!  The  only  Answer  can  he,  that  no  other  Governors 
could  l>e  obtained  -,  but  the  Evidence  is  all  against  that. 

"  As  to  the  consequence  of  removing  ^e  Governors,  the 
questions  upon  that  require  more  consideration.  Whether  there 
should  be  a  new  Election,  or  a  Nomination  by  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Crovm,  and  whether  those,  who  have  so  abused  the  situation  of 
Governors,  shall  be  disqualified,  I  shall  reserve,  'till  after  that 
Petition  shall  have  been  presented.  The  Relators  must  have 
their  costs  without  doubt.  It  is  too  much  to  say,  the  Charity 
Estate  is  to  be  redressed  at  the  expense  of  those,  who  seek  to 
redress  it.  The  consequaice  would  be,  that  all  Charities  would 
be  for  ever  liable  to  abuse  without  redress.  The  question  then  is, 
whether  it  is  to  be  out  of  the  Estate  of  the  Charity.  Much  of  it 
must  be  at  private  expense ;  whether  all,  or  whether  there  may 
be  exceptions,  shall  be  reserved.  As  to  the  application  of  the 
surplus  rents  and  profits,  it  is  difficult  now  to  allow  Mr.  Dixik 
the  surplus  rents  and  profits  he  has  paid  over,  while  the  Infor- 
mation was  pending.  He  had  no  right  to  apply  them,  pending 
the  Suit.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  that  under  the  large  words 
as  to  the  sustentation  of  the  School,  due  regard  being  had  to  all 
the  objects,  of  necessity  all  the  surplus  must  go  to  the  School- 
master. Upon  that  point  also  reserve  the  question,  until  after 
the  Petition  with  regurd  to  the  removal  of  the  Governors." 

On  the  26th  of  February,  1802,  a  Petition  was  accordingly 

presented,  suggesting, — 

"  That  the  appointment  of  Wood  to  be  Blaster  was  not  a  due 
appointment,  and  that  he  was  not  properly  qualified, — That  the 
office  of  VuUoT  is  in  either  His  Majesty  or  the  Heir  of  the 
Founder  ^  and  is,  in  consequence  of  the  Lunacy  of  the  Heir, 
vested  in  His  Majesty  ^  and  is  to  be  executed  by  The  Lord  Chan- 
cellor -y  and  praying  a  fnoper  i^ipointment  of  Masters, — ^That  the 
persons,  chosen  as  Grovemors,  may  be  declared  to  have  been 
improperly  chosen,  and  may  be  removed, — That  new  Grovemors 
may  be  iq[)pointed, — ^That  directions  may  be  given  for  the  future 
Regulation  of  the  School,  and  for  the  application  of  the  surplus 
rents,**  &c. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1802,  this  matter  being  brought  on. 

Hid  Lordship  said, — 

'*  In  tins  Case  three  distinct  periods  are  to  be  attended  to  $ — 
Fvrst,  the  acts  of  the  elder  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib,  particularly  nvith 
regard  to  the  leases^  require  a  declaration  of  the  principles,  upon 
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.which  his  Estate  is  to  beanswerable,  and  some  particular  direc- 
.tlons.  As  to  the  time  of  the  Lunatic  himself^  there  is  not  much 
for  consideration ',  unless  upon  his  permitting  certain  branches  of 
his  Family  to  enjoy  beneficially.  That  enjoyment  by  sufferance 
is  in  a  moral  view  much  less  an  object  of  censure  than  the  crea- 
tion of  such  an  interest.  As  to  the  present  Defendant,  it  is 
impossible  to  avoid  expressing  strong  disapprobation  of  his  cuits; 
and  with  regard  to  more  than  one,  the  Decree  must  contain  a 
declaration  of  the  sense  the  Court  has  of  his  conduct.  Directions 
.are  also  necessary  as  to  the  account.  Perhaps  no  objection  could 
be  maintained  against  a  general  account  as  to  the  time  of  the 
Father :  but  I  think,  authority  will  bear  me  out  in  not  involving 
the  Charity  in  a  general' account  of  the  period,  during  which  he 
lived ;  and  that  I  may  confine  it  to  the  leases,  appearing  to  have 
been  made  by  him.  For  the  time,  during  which  the  Defendant 
WiLLouoHBY  Ddue  has  had  in  a  sense  the  general  management, 
though  the  prosecution  of  such  an  account  may  not  be  useful,  I 
do  not  know  any  principle,  upon  which  I  can  avoid  directing  a 
general  account,  at  least  from  the  time  of  filing  the  Bill.  I 
believe^  ^ea^  mismanagement  has  taken  place;  and  that  might 
be  pressed  with  great  force  against  the  Defendant  -,  if  it  should 
be  thought  worth  while,  with  reference  to  the  delay,  to  go 
through  that  general  account.  The  Pleadings  require  that  account 
to  be  directed  generally  >  though  that  direction  may  be  acted 
upon  in  a  more  limited  manner. 

''  As  to  the  circumstances,  the  appointment  of  Moxon  to  be 
Master  was  invalid  :  next,  if  the  Defendant  had  stood  in  a  situa- 
tion in  which  he  could  have  made  that  appointment,  it  would  have 
been  an  abuse  of  his  powers.  The  appointment  of  Wood  must 
also  be  declared  invalid :  but  with  liberty  to  make  any  application 
for  a  due  appointment  to  those  persons,  who  can  make  it.  The 
prohibition  from  appointing  any  beneficed  Clergjnnan  is  express 
and  strong  in  the  Statutes ;  and  the  reason  is  explained,  that  the 
Master  shall  not  in  this  sense  be  called  from  the  exercise  of  his 
duty,  attending  the  Scholars  in  his  Parish  Church ;  the  Statutes 
directing  him  to  require  them  to  furnish  him  with  notes  of  the 
Sermons. 

<'  As  to  the  (jovemors,  the  Founder  originally  intended  to 
reserve  to  his  Family  a  considerable  influence  5  and  that  purpose 
was  very  proper  in  a  moral  view.  But  the  conduct  of  the 
Defendant  has  been  such,  that  I  do  not  know  how  to  preserve 
that  influence  in  his  person  3  and,  if  not,  I  do  know,  how  it  can 
be  preserved  in  any  degree.  The  election  of  Grovemors,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Supplemental  Bill,  was  a  wrong  and  undue  proceed^ 
ing  5  as  under  the  circumstances  that  Election  ought  not  to  have 
be^  ma()e,  pending  the  Cause,  without  leave  of  the  Court.  The 
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situation^  in  which  some  of  the  persons  electing  stood^  calii'far 
strong  animadvernon.  Those  Grovernors  cannot  remain ;  and  I 
thinks  the  Court  under  all  the  circumstances^  has  power  to 
remove  them.  Then,  are  they  to  go  to  a  new  Election  ?  The 
objection  is,  that  then  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  are  to 
choose  the  new  Governors;  and  a  doubt  may  be  suggested^ 
whether  it  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  defieuilt  of  those,  who  were 
to  elect ',  which  would  authorize  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  under 
the  Charter  to  appoint ;  or  whether  any  other  course  is  to  be 
taken.  Another  consideration  is,  whether  the  interest  of  this 
Charity  will  not  admit  of  particular  Individuals  being  appointed 
Governors  injuturo, 

'^  I  have  long  been  perfectly  satisfied,  that  this  Court  has 
jurisdiction.  This  is  not  the  mere  case  of  a  Corporation,  having 
Vintors :  but  the  Visitor  himself  has  generally  been  one  of  the 
Governors;  and  the  Governors  are  acting  as  Trustees  in  the 
receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate.  That  is  a  sufficient 
ground  But  there  is  another  ground  3  that  the  interest,  which 
this  Family  have  had  with  the  Rector,  has  not  induced  him  so 
far  to  accede  to  their  purposes  as  to  keep  the  Corporation  alive. 
From  the  period  of  the  dispute  about  the  management  it  does 
not  appear  to  have  existed  as  a  Corporation,  until  the  Governors 
were  filled  up  under  those  circumstances  Then  it  is  the  case  of 
persons,  acting  as  to  what  does  not  belong  to  them  within  that 
Corporate  character,  that  would  be  necessary  to  lay  the  Founda- 
tion of  an  objection  to  the  Jurisdiction.  The  Corporation  revived 
therefore  could  not  possibly  compel  a  due  account  for  the  time 
past,  or  a  due  implication  for  that  period,  without  the  assistance 
of  a  Court  of  Equity  3  which  therefore  must  have  jurisdiction  as 
to  those  persons,  who  acted  in  the  intermediate  period  5  not 
having  vested  in  them  that  character,  which  alone  could  form 
the  ground  for  an  objection  to  the  jurisdiction. 

"  I  shall  direct  inquiries  as  to  those  leases,  which  Sir  Wolstan 
DixiB,  the  Elder,  procured  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  his  Family; 
and  I  shall  make  his  assets  liable,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  whieit 
the  Charity  has  lost  by  the  benefit  they  received.  Upon  the 
Evidence  that  was  done  by  his  express  direction  and  appoint- 
ment :  leases  made  and  declarations  of  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
his  issue ;  who  possessed  under  those  acts.  In  the  result  of  any 
Suit  in  Equity  his  estate  ought  first  to  refund  to  the  Charity  that 
loss.  I  am  not  called  upon  to  direct  a  general  account  That 
account  would  be  difficult,  and  expensive :  it  is  not  clear,  that 
the  expense  of  it  would  fall  upon  his  estate ;  and  therefore  it  is 
doubtfol,  whether  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Charity ;  if  the 
expense  of  an  account  to  so  remote  a  period  should  be  defrayed 
I7  the  Charity  Funds.  The  period  of  the  Lunatic's  management 
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is  very  short*  As  to  the  Ck>inmittee>  nM  laying;,  ^whether  it 
would  be  rig^t  to  disturb  the  paymoits  to  the  Schoohnasters  and 
others,  without  a  yery  strong  ground,  I  think  it  due  to  principle 
and  authority  to  declare,  that  the  Information  must  carry  with  it 
an  account,  at  least  from  the  time,  when  it  was  filed.  The 
appointment  of  Moxon  I  must  declare  a  most  culpable  abuse  of 
the  Trust,  if  vested  in  the  Defendant  A  division  of  the  profit 
took  place  between  him  and  Wood  by  bai^gain.  Wood  also 
must  be  declared  not  to  have  beeni  duly  appointed.  The  Defendant 
had  imposed  upon  him  a  duty,  not  only  to  this  School,  but  also 
to  his  Brother,  to  preserve  by  proper  conduct,  that  Influenck, 
which  THE  Founder  intend^  to  give  to  his  Family. 

**  This  Estate  has  been  treated  too  much  as  Private  Property : 
Manors,  Fisheries,  &c.,  being  reserved )  which  might  be  reserved  5 
but  that  must  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity." 

On  the  27th  of  August,  1805,  The  Chancellor  dedaied,— 

''  That,  under  the  circumstances  of  this  Case,  the  election  of 
WiLi^ouoHBY  Dixie  and  the  other  Persons,  as  Governors,  was 
invalid.  The  Accoimts  were  directed ;  and  Inquiries  as  to  the 
Charity  Estates ;  whether  any  and  wliat  Leases  were  made  by 
Sir  WoLSTAN  Dixie,  Willouohby  Dixie,  or  their  Father ;  at 
what  Rents  3  whether  they  were  fair,  or  not ;  which  were  wholly 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  and  whether  they  were  in  Trust 
for  Sir  WoLSTAN  Dixie,  the  Father,  or  the  Lunatic,  or  any,  and 
wliat  persons.  Relations  of  any  of  them.  It  was  declared,  that 
any  Lease  of  the  Charity  Estate,  as  far  as  it  shall  appear  to  be 
for  the  personal  benefit  of  the  Grantor,  or  his  Representatives,  or 
any  of  his  Children,  or  Family,  or  any  persons,  other  than  those, 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  is  an  abuse  in  the  applica" 
tion  of  the  Charity  Binds;  for  which  such  person,  or  his  estate, 
is  answerable :  the  Relators  to  lay  before  the  Master  a  proposal 
for  proper  persons  to  be  Governors :  an  Inquiry,  whether  Wood 
was  didy  appointed  Master :  and,  if  he  was  not  duly  appointed^ 
or  if  he  was  an  improper  person,  the  Relators  to  lay  a  proposal 
for  the  appointment  of  a  School-master :  the  Master  in  Chancery, 
to  whom  it  was  referred,  to  state,  in  whom  the  right  of  appoint- 
ing the  School-master  is ;  and  a  scheme  for  the  future  manage- 
ment of  the  Charity.'* 

Whilst  the  Relators  were  preparing  to  lay  the  various  matters 
before  Master  Cox,  the  Master  in  Chancery  to  whom  they  were 
referred  in  the  Chancellor's  Decree,  they  had  only  been  able  to 
recommend  and  get  appointed,  Valentine  Green,  Esq.,  of 
Normanton-le-Heath,  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  as  Receiver  of 
the  Rents  of  the  School  Estates,  before  Mrs.  Pochin  (who,  on  the 
death  of  Willouohby  Dixis,  Esq.,  had  been  appointed  Com- 
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mittee  for  the  Lunatic^  and  was  sole  Executrix  of  her  brother 
WiLLouQHBT  Dixis)  filed  a  Bill  against  them>  tohavethe  Cause 
re-heard  before  a  new  Chancellor^  who  had  been  appointed  on 
Lord  Eldon's  resignation  of  the  Sealsi 

To  this  Bill  the  Relators  put  in  their  Answer  without  much 
delay :  But  Mrs.  Pochin  has  never  -brought  the  matter  to  a 
hearing, — a  measure,  which  has  prevented  the  Relators  from 
proceeding  in  this  business. 

It  must,  however,  in  justice  to  the  Relators  be  stated,  that 
they  have  suffered  this  long  delay,  from  a  specious  proposal 
having  been  made  to  them  of  an  amicable  arrangement, 
without  the  tedious  forms  of  the  Court.  And  as  they  are 
well  aware  of  the  great  grievance  which  the  whole  neigh- 
bourhood sustains  by  procrastination,  they  are  now  deter- 
mined, unless  the  bu^ess  is  settled  to  their  satisfaction 
during  the  present  Term  (Feby.,  1818),  or  before  the  Easter 
Term  commences,  to  instruct  Counsel  to  move  the  dismissal 
of  Mrs.  PocHiN^s  Suit 

Of  those  woBTHT  MEN, — ^who  so  laudably  and  honourably 
instituted  the  proceedings,  and  who  were  so  highly  extolled 
by  Lord  Eldon,— Mr.  Fabmeb  only  survives. 

Since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Gbebn  the  School  estates 
have  been  much  improved,  and  the  Revenue  now  amounts 
to  nearly  £700.  a  year. 

The  Estates  are  situate  at  Appleby,  in  the  Counties  of 
Leicester  and  Derby, — at  Loughborough,  Carlton,  Barton 
in  the  Beans,  and  at  Bosworth,  all  in  the  County  of  Ldoes- 
ter.  The  Manor  of  Great  Appleby  also  belongs  to  the 
Governors.  The  accumuladons  are  paid  into  the  hands  of 
The  Accohptakt  Gbnebal  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
amount  to  a  very  large  sum. 

Mr.  Slaoe,  tiie  late  Head  Master,  received  only  £101.  a 
year,^Mr.  Slade  (his  Son),  the  Usher,  £30., — and  Mr. 
HoLwoBTHT,  the  Writing  Master,  £20.  of  £21.  per 
annum. 

When  speaking  of  the  worthy  Founder  of  this  School, 
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Mr.  Nichols  in  an  animated  style  observes,  <'  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  who  was  a  friend  to  his  Couktby.  and  to  Man* 
XIKI),  deserves  to  be  remembered  for  his  exemplary  character 
as  a  Magistrate,  and  his  extenuve  Charities ;  And  his  De- 
scendants have  more  reason  to  boast  of  having  such  an 
Ancestor  in  thdr  Family,  than  of  the  tradition  that  the 
Founder  of  it  wu  attied  to  Ejng  Egbert.^ 
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MARKET  HARBOROUGH. 

The  Fbee  School  at  Mabket  Habbobough,  oommoiiltr 
called  "  Shith'^s  Charity  School^  was  founded  in  the  year 
1614,  by  RoBCBT  Smith,  a  native  of  this  place,  and  Citizen 
of  London  :  who  purchased  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Com- 
monalty an  Annuity  of  £10.  per  annum^  to  be  pud  to  the 
Master,  for  teaching  Fifteen  poor  Boys,  gratia. 

To  this  Annuity  there  has  be«i  some  little  addition  made 
by  Two  other  donors. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  1650,  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  Par- 
liament, the  yearly  sum  of  £30.  was  directed  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  Rectory  of  Whitwick,  in-  the  County  of  Leicester, 
reserved  to  the  Lord  Beaumont,  and  from  him  sequestered 
for  increase  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Master  of  this  School, 
his  Stipend  at  that  time  being  only  £IS, per  emnum. 

It  was  the  wish  of  the  Founder,  that  Latin,  Greek,  and 
Hebrew  should  be  taught  in  this  School.  And  these  in« 
structions  appear  to  have  been  complied  with,  from  the  cir- 
cumstance of  the  first  Five  Masters  being  Clergymen,  viz.^ 
ftam  The  Revd.  John  Obpin  in  1614,  to  the  death  of  The 
Revd.  Geobge  Pebiam  on  the  26th  of  April  1780. 

But  the  original  emoluments,  amounting  only  to  £2S.per 
amnumj  being  inadequate  to  the  talents  of  any  person  emi- 
nent for  learning,  and  the  Poor  being  wholly  improvided  for, 
excqiting  the  Fifteen  Boys  mentioned  by  The  Founder,  it 
was  lately  converted  into  a  National  School  on  the  Madras 
System,  in  which  One  Hundred  boys  nearly  are  now  taught 
free  of  any  expense. 
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KEBWORTH^  near  Market  Harborouqh. 

The  Fbbb  Gbammab.  School  at  Kibwobth  is  of  andent 
arigin. 

In  a  Bill  in  Chancery^  in  the  reign  of  Hbnbt  the  Seventh^  the 
Plaintiff  sets  forth>  that  certain  lands  and  tenements  inKibworth 
Beauchamp>  Kibworth  Harcourt,  Smeeton  Westerby^  and  Carle- 
ton  Curlieu^  in  the  County  of  Leicester^  were  heretofore  given  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School^  and  Schoolmaster 
in  Kibworth. 

On  the  20th  of  November^  1614>  a  Commission  upon  the 
Statute  for  Charitable  uses  was  issued^ — And,  on  an  Inquisition^ 
oh  the  4th  of  October^  1625>  it  was  found  that  divers  messuages^ 
forms^  closes^  and  divers  rents  in  Kibworth  Beauchamp>  and 
other  places^  in  the  several  occupations  of  Thomas  Kilpeck> 
and  others^  were  given  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  School  :•— 

And>  on  the  6th  of  October^  it  was  decreed,  that  all  the  pro- 
fits of  the  pr^Qiises  should  be  employed  for  ever : — 

1.  Towards  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  and 

a  Master  of  the  same  : — 

2.  Towards  erecting  a  School-house  in  the  close  of  the  said 

Thomas  Kilpeck  : — 
^    3.  That  the  Tenants,  then  found  to  have  paid  under-rents, 
should  pay  such  sum  to  the  Master  as  they  were  found 
to  be  worUi, 

4.  That  the  Tenants  should  pay  to  the  Master  such  rents  yearly 

as  were  found : — 

5.  That  the  Master  should  build  a  School-house  therewith  in 

Kilpeck' 8  close, — should  make  leases  for  21  years,  not 
imder  the  value  foimd  by  the  Inquisition,  but  for  as  much 
more  as  could  be  obtained, — and  that  the  Lessees  should 
pay  their  rent  to  the  Master  for  the  time  being. 
On  the  5th  of  July,  1709,  another  Commission  of  Charitable 
uses  was  taken  out  by  Mr.  Lampluah,  an  Attorney  of  Kibworth, 
and  directed  to  Thomas  Earl  of  Stamford,  Basil  Earl  of  Den- 
bigh, Sir  Richard  Halford^  Sir  George  Beaumont,  Sir  Gil- 
bert Pickering,  Baronets,  and  others, — And  two  contradictory 
Orders  made  thereupon,  occasioned  a  long  dispute  in  Chancery, 
which,  in  1722,  was,  by  consent  of  all  the  parties,  referred  to 
the  arbitration  of  Francis  Edwards,  of  London,  Esq.,  and 
Richard  Bucket,  of  Kibworth  Beauchamp,  Gentleman,  who 
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decreed  that  a  new  Feofiinent  should  be  made  to  Sir  Richard 
Halford,  Bart.,  and  Fourteen  others,  as  Trustees  and  FeoflTees, 
in  trust  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  and  the  Charity, — ^Who 
were  empowered  regularly  to  elect  a  Master,  and  to  perform  the 
other  parts  of  the  original  Trust — the  substance  of  all  which 
was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  on  the  9th  of  Iuly> 

Disputes,  nevertheless,  arising  in  1724,  in  the  choice  of  a 
Master, — Five  of  the  old  Feoffees  clandestinely  electing  John 
Cranor,  a  Relation  of  some  of  them, — and  Twelve  others  at  a 
regular  Meeting  electing  William  Cox,  Clerk,  who  was  duly 
licensed  by  the  Bishop, — ^the  whole  business  was  again  carried 
into  Chancery,  and  not  ended  until  about  the  year  1725>  when« 
The  Earl  of  Macclesfield  being  removed  from  the  Chancellor- 
ship, the  Great  Seal  was  committed  to  Sir  Joseph  Jekyll> 
Baron  Gilbert,  and  Justice  Raymond^  one  or  more  of  whom 
made  an  Order  concerning  it. 

And,  in  1725,  Fbancis  Edwards,  Esq.,  one  of  the 
Trustees,  a  Gentleman  eminent  for  liberality  and  munifi- 
cence, then  resident  and  possessed  of  connderable  property 
in  the  Parish,  took  down  the  old  School-room,  an  indifferent 
building,  and  very  much  out  of  repair,  and  re-built  it,  toge- 
ther with  the  Master^s  house  adjoining,  at  his  own  expense ; 
before  which  time  there  was  no  House  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  the  Master.  An  addition  was  made  to  it  by  The 
Revd.  Mr.  Cox,  the  Master,  who  died  in  1759 ;  but  it  is 
8tiU  small. 

The  School  which  is  situate  in  the  Hamlet  of  Sjbworth 
Beauchamp,  and  nearly  in  the  centl^  of  the  Parish,  is  a  noble 
Edifice,  with  a  spacious  Court 

No  Answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author*s  Letter. 
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LEICESTER. 

Thx  remote  origin  of  The  Fbee  Grammar  School  at 
Leicbstsb  18  involved  in  considerable  obscurity.  But  it 
appears  that  the  present  building  was  erected  by  The  Cor- 
poradon  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  which  pur- 
pose Her  Majesty  in  ocmsideration  of  £35.  paid  to  Her  by 
them,  granted  tt>  them  the  materials  cf  the  decayed  Church 
of  St.  Peter,  by  a  Charter  dated  the  7th  of  April,  1573.

Besides  which  there  is  a  good  Dwelling-house  adjoining 
the  School,  capable  of  accommodating  Forty  Boarders, 
which  belongs  to  The  Corporation,  and  is  granted  to  the 
Master  for  the  time  being,  during  pleasiu*e^  on  payment  of 
an  acknowledgement  of  2s.  6d.  annually. 

The  andent  Statutes  which  are  subscribed  by  The  Earl 
of  Huntikgdon  who  is  named  in  the  list  of  Benefactors,  are 
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not  at  all  regarded  in  the  modem  regulation  of  the  School. 
The  Mayor  and  Senior  Aldermen  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
prescribing  such  Rules  as  oocaaon  might  require,  and  a 
copy  of  those  which  were  settled  on  the  appointment  of  the 
present  Head  Master  is  here  subjoined : — 

"  At  a  Court  of  Aldermsn  of  those  only  that  have  been 
Mayors^  for  electing  a  Head  Schoolmaster  of  The  Free  Gram- 
mar School  of  this  Borough^  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  The 
Revd.  Henry  St.  John  Bullen^  held  on  the  11th  day  of  July^ 
1816}— 

At  this  Court  The  Revd.  Richard  Davies^  B.  D.^of  Queen*s 
Collie,  Oxford^  Vicar  of  St.  Nicholas's  Parish  Leicester,  of 
Welton  in  Northamptonshire,  and  of  Llanwnog  in  Montgome- 
ryshire^  was  elected  and  chosen  Head  Schoolmaster  of  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  the  said  Borongh  in  the  room  of  The  Revd. 
Hbnrt  St.  John  Bullsn^  upon  the  conditions  and  terms,  and 
subject  to  the  Rules  hereunder  written,  to  which  it  is  directed 
that  the  siaid  Richard  Da  vies  shall  subscribe  his  name  when 
his  appointment  is  notified  to  him.  To  have  and  eiyoy  during 
his  continuance  therein  all  Gifts,  Profits,  and  Immunities  be- 
longing to  the  said  Office.        Thomas  Burbidge,

RULES. 

1st.  That  there  be  one  Master  appointed  and  invested  with 
the  sole  Government  and  Superintendence  of  the  School. 

12d.  That  he  admit  under  his  care  all  the  Sons  of  Freemen 
and  Freemen's  Widows  resident  in  the  said  Borough,  and  the 
Sons  of  deceased  Freemen  who  were  so  resident  immediately 
before  the  time  of  their  death,  such  Sons  being  on  their  admis- 
sion of  or  above  the  age  of  seven  yean,  and  being  capable  of 
reading  correctly  a  Chapter  in  the  Testament. 

3d.  That  he  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  Rudiments  of  the 
English,  Latin,  and  Greek  Languages,  according  to  the  present 
most  approved  method  of  teaching. 

4tii.  That  he  provide  and  i^point  an  Usher>  as  Second  Mas- 
Ut,  properly  quaUfied  to  teach  tiie  Classicks  5  such  Usher  to  be 
removable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Master. 

5fli.  That  he  also  provide  and  appoint  a  third  Master^  re- 
movable as  aforesaid^  to  teach  Writing  and  Accompts^  and  £n- 
glish>  occasionally  at  such  times  and  to  such  Boys  as  the  Head 
Master  shall  think  proper  to  have  instructed  therein^  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  them  more  readily  to  proceed  in  the  Clas- 
sicks.   That  English  be  taught  so  far  as  directed  by  this  rule. 
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gratis.    That  for  writing  and  accompts  the  Master  he  allowed 
to  demand  ^m  each  hoy  7s.  6d.  per  Quarter. 

6th.  That  the  Head  Master  he  allowed  to  demand  from  each 
boy  on  the  Foundation  the  sum  of  one  Guinea  on  his  admission, 
and  the  siun  of  two  Guineas  per  annum,  in  lieu  of  Potation  money, 
as  has  heen  usual  heretofore. 

7th.  That  there  be  two  Vacations  of  one  month  each  in  the 
Year>  and  that  the  Hours  of  teaching,  and  all  Holidays  be 
appointed,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Master. 

8  th.  That  there  be  one  Visitation  in  the  Year^  according 
to  ancient  custom,  at  such  time  as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being 
shall  appoint  ;  when  all  the  Free  boys  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  examination  of  the  Mayor  and  Visitors,  and  such  of  the 
Clergy  as  they  may  call  in  to  their  assistance.  And  that  upon 
their  report  the  boys  be  classed,  and  removed. 

9th.  That  no  Free  boy  be  allowed  to  absent  himself  from 
School^  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Head  Master. 

10th.  That  no  Free  boy  be  expelled  the  School,  but  by  the 
Mayor  and  Visitors. 

11th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  permitted^  to  take  under  his 
care  any  other  boys,  both  for  boarding  and  instruction.  And  that 
the  two  Lower  Masters  assist  in  teaching  them,  as  he  may 
direct. 

12th.  That  no  distinction  be  made  in  the  treatment  of  the 
Free  boys  and  the  other  Scholars,  but  that  there  be  a  perfect 
community  of  privileges  between  them. 

13th.  That  at  every  Visitation  the  Head  Master  shall  present 
to  the  Mayor  and  Visitors  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names 
of  the  Free  boys  then  in  the  School,  whether  upon  the  Founda- 
tion or  not,  and  that  whenever  the  number  of  such  boys  shall  be 
less  than  Six  such  list  be  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  a  special 
Court  of  Senior  Aldermen  to  be  summoned  for  the  purpose. 

14th.  That  the  Head  Master  bind  himself  to  observe  these 
rules,  and  to  relinquish  his  Office  when  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Mayor  and  Senior  Aldermen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  he 
has  wilfully  and  habitually  violated  them  to  the  manifest  injury 
of  the  School,  or  whenever  they  shall  be  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
the  School  is  sinking  into  decay,  or  that  the  number  of  Boys  is 
so  far  decreased  as  that  it  is  evidently  going  to  decay  through  the 
bad  character,  the  negligence  or  misconduct  of  the  Master,  or 
that  his  removal  is  necessary  on  account  of  his  holding  any 
Principles  which  may  be  subversive  of  Religion  or  the  established 
Government  of  the  Country. 

15th.  That  the  Head  Master  pay  to  the  Under  Masters,  such 
Salaries  aS  he  shall  agree  to  allow  them. 
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1 6th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  required  to  sign  these  Rules 
on  his  appointment.

The  present  number  of  boys  in  the  School  upon  the 
Foundation  is  about  Twenty :  besides  whom  there  are  about 
Ten  Boarders,  for  whose  education  the  Head  Master  charges 
ad  libitum. 

Application  is  made  to  the  Head  Master  on  behalf  of  the 
Candidate  for  admission.  There  is  no  age  prescribed  at 
which  they  are  subject  to  Superannuation. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  present  system 
of  Education  is  upon  the  Eton  plan. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6.  a  year,  payable  by  The 
Corporation  to  Two  Scholars  living  and  studying  in  Lincoln 
College,  Oxford,  which  was  given  by  the  Will  of  a  Mr. 
Thomas  Hayne.  The  Scholars  are  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Three  Senior  Aldermen  out  of  the 
Free  School  of  Leicester,  or  of  Melton  Mowbray,  if  Leices- 
ter fails. 

And  by  Deed  enrolled^  dated  the  11th  of  October,  1576, 
Henry  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  Lord  President  of  York,  granted 
an  Annuity  or  Exhibition  of  i*4.,  to  be  given  yearly  for  ever  to 
Two  Scholars  (being  poor  men's  sons),  who  should  be  Students 
in  this  School,  viz.,  40s.  a  piece,  to  be  paid  to  them  by  The 
Master  or  Warden  of  The  New  Hospital,  so  long  as  they  should 
continue  in  the  School.  And  he  also  granted  one  other  Annuity 
or  Exhibition  of  £6.,  to  be  given  yearly  to  Two  poor  ScholaW^ 
who  should  go  from  this  School  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  to  be 
bred  up  in  Learning  there, — none  of  the  Scholars  to  enjoy  the 
same  above  the  space  of  five  years. 

Thb  Trustees  are  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  who  have 
passed  the  Chair,  and  by  them  the  Head  Master  is  appointed. 

The  Ushers  are  now  appointed  by  The  Head  Master. 

The  Visitobs  of  this  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  who  have  passed  the  Chair,  who  take  to  their  essist- 
anoe  the  Vicars  of  the  several  Parishes  in  Leiceiter,  and  the 
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Confrater  of  Wigston's  Hospital,  and  any  other  Gentle- 
man whom  they  think  proper. 

The  present  Head  Master,  The  Revd.  Richard  Davies, 
was  elected  on  the  1 1th  of  July,  1816.  This  G^tlesuofs 
terms  for  Boarders  are  Forty  guineas  per. annum  each. 

The  Second  and  Third  Masters  are  merely  the  Assistants 
of  the  Head  Master,  and  do  not  take  Pupils. 

Among  the  Eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  here, 
may  be  enumerated, — 

Roger  Cotes,  the  Mathematician. 

William  Cheselden,  the  Surgeon  and  Anatombt, 

Styan  Thirlby,  LL.  D.,  a  very  ingenious  and  learned 

Critic. 
Richard  Farmer,  D.  D.,  the  learned  Cridc  and  distinr 

giiished  Scholar,  and  Master  of  Emanuel  College, 

Cambridge. 
It  is  in  the  remembrance  of  many  persons  now  living,  that 
this  School  was  filled  with  the  sons  of  Freemen,  to  the 
number  of  Three  Hundred, — and  that  eaph  boy  was 
provided  with  a  loaf  or  bun,  which  was  delivered  to  them  in 
the  School  porch  every  morning, — but  this  good  custom 
has  been  long  discontinued. 
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LOUGHBOROUGH. 

Thb  Town  and  Parish  of  Loughborough  are  in  a  very 
high  degree  indebted  to  the  fortune  and  estates  of  Thokas 
BmnTON,  an  inhaUtant  of  this  Town,  and  a  merchant  of  the 
Staple  at  Calais;  who,  by  a  Deed  of  Feoffment,  dated  the 
29th  of  April,  1495,  granted  to  Richard  Lymikgdou 
otherwise  Lbmington,  of  Loughborough,  Merchant,  and 
others,  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parishes  of  Lough- 
borough, North  Cotes,  Hoton-Cotes,  Long  Whatton,  Har- 
by,  Stathem,  Thrusangton,  Prestwold,  and  Burton  on  the 
Wcdds,  all  in  the  County  of  Lricester, — and  in  those  of 
East  Leek,  Willoughby  on  the  Wolds,  and  Sutton  Bo- 
nington,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham : — And,  in  the  same 
year,  by  Iretter  of  Attorney,  he  empowered  Thomas  Bak- 
XSE  to  enter  upon  the  Pienuses,  and  in  his  name  to  deliver 
the  same  intp  the  fiill  and  peaceful  seisin  of  Mr.  Ltmiko- 
DON,  and  the  other  Feoffees,  bring  then  of  the  annual 
value  of  about  £36« 

These  lands  were  originally  given  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Chantey  in  the  Parish  Church ;  but,  at  the  Reformation, 
a  Decree  was  passed  to  convert  them  to  the  use  of  a  Fbbs 
Geammak  School,  the  repair  of  certain  public  Bridges  in 
the  Parish  of  Loughborough,  and  the  surplus  to  be  pud 
over  to  the  Overseers  in  aid  of  the  Parish  rates. 

This  apfMropriation  was  by  several  deeds  of  Feoffinent 
continued  down  to  the  rrign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  during 
whose  reign,  a  compliant  bring  made  in  Chancery,  an  Or- 
der was  issued,  in  June,  1596,  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
then  Lord  Keeper,  directing,  that  if  any  dispute  should 
arise  touching  the  misapplication  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  ittd  Lands,  or  the  chmce  of  new  Feoffees,  the  same 
should  be  determined  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  Lord 
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Keeper,  for  the  time  being,  or  by  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit 
wherein  such  lands  should  lie. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  about  £1100. 
per  annum.  The  surplusage  of  the  rents,  after  the  Bridges 
are  repsored,  and  the  Masters  are  paid,  is  handed  over  to 
the  Parish  in  aid  of  the  Poors^  Rates ; — being  upon  the 
average  about  Six  or  Seven  Hundred  pounds  per  annum. 

The  Feoffees  are  Twelve  in  number;  and  when  re- 
duced to  Six,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  vacancnes  are  to 
be  filled  up  immediately  by  the  surviving  Feoffees. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  The  System  of  Education  is  at 
the  discretion  of  The  Feoffees. 

The  School  is  free  for  all  who  reside  in  the  Parish  of 
Xioughborough.  The  number  of  Scholars,  attending  the 
Grammar  School,  is  now  from  15  to  20, — ^although  it  hag 
frequently  been  not  so  numerous. 

Mr.  John  Someeville,  Master  of  this  School,  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  10th  of  April,  1680,  bequeathed  £200- 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  settled  the  same^upon  Jesus 
College,  in  Cambridge,  towards  the  maintenance  of  one 
or  more  Scholars  there,  until  they  be  Masters  of  Arts,  who 
had  been  bred  in  The  High  School  at  Loughborough. 
The  rent  of  this  estate  is  now  about  £25.  per  annumy — but 
it  has  not  been  claimed  for  the  last  Sirty  years. 

Thfe  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ste- 
venson, whose  Salary,  which  is  optional  with  the  Feoffees, 
is  now  £100.  per  annum,  together  with  a  large  House  ca- 
pable of  accommodating  from  Twenty  to  Thirty  Pupils, 
and  a  garden.  This  Gentleman  does  not  avail  himself  of 
the  opportunity  of  taking  Boarders. 

The  Second  Master  has  £30.  per  anmim,  witli  a  house, 
—for   teaching   Twenty-five   boys,    reading,  writing,   and 

arithmetic. 

A  Tliird  Master  has  within  these  Twelve  months  been 
engrafted. upon  the  Establishment,  who  teaches  120  boys 
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acoording  to  the  Madras  system,  for  which  he  receives  £60. 
per  annum.

There  are  no  Church   Preferments  belonging  to  this 
School ;  neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 
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MELTON  MOWBRAY. 

The  establishment  of  Schools  at  Melton  Mowb&at  ^ 
pears  to  be  of  ancient  date,  for  so  early  as  the  year  1347 
they  are  noticed  as  having  existed  before  that  period,  and 
bdng  then  taken  under  the  more  immediate  Patronage  of 
King  Henbit  the  Third,  in  consequence  of  his  becoming 
possessed  of  the  Temporalities  of  the  Priory  of  Lewes. 

The  earliest  of  the  Deeds,  now  in  possession  of  The  Feof- 
fees of  the  Town  Estate  (the  Rents  of  which  are  appropri- 
ated for  various  other  uses  as  well  as  the  School),  is  a  Con- 
veyance from  former  Trustees.  But  by  whom  the  estates 
were  at  first  given,  is  unknown. 

The  Endowment  was  originally,  as  it  still  remwis,  in 
Houses  and  Land ;  the  whole  amount  of  the  rents  of  which 
is  now  about  £600.  per  annum* 

About  Twenty-five  years  since,  almost  all  the  Inhabitants 
signed  a  Deed,  by  which  the  whole  of  the  Estate  is  conveyed 
to  oertmn  Feofiees  in  Trust,  to  apply  the  rents  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Inhabitants  shall  at  any  Meeting,  of  which  notice 
(fidgned  by  Twelve  Inhabitants)  shall  have  been  given 
i^ree  previous  Sundays  in  the  Church. 

There  are  Two  Schools : — one  for  BoySy  and  the  other 
for  GirU,  The  Lower  School  for  Boys  is  open  for  all  in 
the  Town  above  Six  years  of  age,  free  of  expense ;  and 
these  are  removable  by  a  Committee,  as  they  think  fit,  into 
The  Highee  School,  likewise  free  of  expense.  The  num- 
ber is  not  hmited.  There  are  usually  about  One  Hundred 
in  The  High  School ;  and  about  Sixty  in  The  I*ow  School. 

It  is  believed  that  the  original  Rents  of  the  Town  Estate 
as  to  The  High  School,  were  for  establishing  it  as  a  Gram- 
mar School.  And  this  is  confirmed  by  the  circumstance  of 
it'^s  being  entitled  to  send  Two  poor  Scholars  to  Lincoln 
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College,  Oxford,  in  defect  of  that  number  not  bdng  sent 
from  Leicester.  But  the  Latin  Grammar  b  now  |seldom, 
and  the  Greek  never,  used  ;  the  School  being  chiefly  for 
Readmg,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic ;  the  routine  of  which  is 
at  the  Master'^s  discretion. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Bbebbton, 
whose  Salary  is  £84.  per  anntsmj  together  with  a  House 
and  Close,  rent  free;  but  the  Taxes  amounting  to  £21. 
per  annum  are  paid  by  him.  He  has  the  liberty  of  taking 
what  number  of  Boarders  he  pleases  into  his  House,  which 
has  usually  been  Ten  on  the  average,  and  for  which  he 
charges  about  £25.  per  annum  each. 

There  is  a  Second  Master  to  The  High  School,  who  has 
a  Salary  of  £55.,  together  with  a  small  House,  rent  and 
taxes  free.    He  does  not  take  Pupils. 

On  the  1st  of  February  1649,  Mr.  Henbt  Stokes,  then 
Schoolmaster  of  Melton,  was  elected  Head  Master  of 
Grantham,  where  he  had  the  honour  to  have  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  as  one  of  his  Pupils.  On  the  8th  of  December, 
1663,  Mr.  Stokes  voluntarily  resigned  Grantham  School, 
and  returned  to  Melton. 

Mr.  John  Henley,  better  known  by  the  appellation  of 
^^  Orator  Henleit,^*  was  a  native  of  this  Jown,  and  was 
bred  up  first  in  the  Free  School  of  Melton,  under  Mr.  Daf- 
FT,  a  diligent  and  expert.' Grammarian :  from  whence  he  was 
removed  lo  that  of  Oakham,  in  the  County  of  Rutland, 
under  Mr.  Weight,  eminent  for  liis  knowledge  of  the  La- 
tin, Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages. 
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ALFORD. 

The  Free  Gbambiab  School  of  Alfobd  is  of  andent 
origin. 

By  Deed  dated  in  1565,  it  is  stated  that,  for  thl&  better 
relief  of  the  Poor,  and  also  for  the  godly  and  virtuous  educa- 
tion of  the  Youth  of  Alford  and  the  Neighbourhood,  Fbaxcis 
Spanning,  of  that  place.  Merchant,  kid  the  first  Founda- 
tion of  a  "  Fbee  School  to  teach  the  ABC,  and  also  to 
read  both  English  and  Latin,** — and  that  he  gave  £50.  to 
be  put  out  to  Interest,  four-fifths  of  the  Income  to  be  applied 
to  the  use  of  the  Schoohnaster,  and  one-fifth  to  the  Poor  of 
Alford ;  and  that  he  appointed  Ten  Managers  of  this  little 
establishment.  Six  of  them  to  be  Feoffees  chosen  out  of  the 
Inhabitants,  and  to  be  called  the  first  Governobs  of  the 
School,  the  other  Foub  to  be  chosen  out  of  respectable 
persons  in  or  near  the  Town,  and  to  be  called  Actditobs. 

William  Gubbe,  by  deed,  gave  £35-  to  promote  the 
plan,  and  to  increase  the  objects  of  Mr.  Spanning's  bene- 
volence. 

In  1576,  a  Charter  was  obtained,  probably  through  the 
interest  of  Mr.  John  Spenluffe  and  Mr.  Toothby,  who 
were  both  of  them  Auditors  of  the  first  Institution.  It  is 
worded  in  strict  conformity  with  the  principal  views  of  the 
orig'mal  Benefactors,  and  seems  to  vary  only  to  ^ve  effect  to 
th^  design,  and  the  better  to  fulfil  their  intentions  in  favour 
of  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Alford. 

The  Charter  orders,  that  the  School  shall  be  a  '*  Free  Schoor* 
for  ever,  for  the  good  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  there,  and  in  the  neighbouring  parte,  and  to  be  called 
"  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,"  on  the 
foundation  of  William  Lord  Burleigh^  and  Sir  Thomas  Cecil^ 
Knight^  his  son ; — 

That  there  shall  be  one  Master^  and  one  Usher  or  Under- 
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Master,  for  ever^  and  appoints  Ten  men^  Inhabitants  of  Alford^ 
to  be  Governors  of  the  School  -, — 

The  Governors  are  constituted  a  Corporate  Body^  and  are 
empowered  to  receive  lands  and  other  possessions,  and  to  give, 
grant,  and  assign  the  same.  And  in  case  of  death  or  removal^ 
vacancies  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  sur\'iving  Governors  ;— 

The  Masters,  and  Ushers,  are  to  be  appointed  by  The  Gover- 
nors ; — 

Wholesome  and  proper  Statutes,  made  by  the  Governors  and 
their  Successors,  in  writing,  touching  the  preservation  and  dis- 
position of  the  rents  and  revenues  for  the  support  of  the  School^ 
are  to  be  inviolably  observed. 

In  1586,  Mr.  Galley,  being  the  only  surviving  Groveraor 
under  the  first  appointment,  transferred  the  original  School 
property,  and  made  over  his  Trust,  to  the  Governors  under 
the  Charter. 

R.  TooTHBY,  Esq.,  in  consideration  of  £25.,  and  further 
to  promote  the  success  of  the  School,  conveyed  to  Mr.  John 
Spenluffb  a  house,  garden,  and  close.  The  abutments 
correspond  with  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  Indenture  between  Mr.  John  Spenlitffb 
and  Mr.  Toothby  is  witnessed  by  several  Grovemors,  and 
also  by  Mr.  Richard  Spenlet. 

Mr.  John  Spenluffb,  of  Farlsthorpe,  Gentleman,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  April,  1588,  gives  his  estates  at 
Farlsthorpe  and  Strubby,  except  one  pasture  at  Farlsthorpe 
called  Saylbredy  in  case  of  his  dying  without  lawful  issue,  to 
the  Grovemors  and  their  Successors  for  the  use  of  the  School- 
master, for  ever,  upon  condition  that  the  Grovernors,  or  th^ 
Successors,  shall  not  let  any  of  the  lands  and  tenements 
mentioned  in  his  Will,  for  less  than  the  accustomed  rent,  nor 
grant  leases  for  more  than  three  years ;  and  pay  yearly  out 
of  the  same  to  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Alford  and  Farls- 
thorpe, Two  Pounds  during  the  life  of  Henry  Oemsbib. 
Provided  always,  that  if  the  said  Gk)vemors,  or  their  Succes- 
sors, should  at  any  time  put  away  any  Schoolmaster,  unless 
allowed  of  by  two  Magbtrates,  before  his  eicpluidon,  one  of 
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which  to  be  named  by  the  Schooknaster,  that  then  and 
thenceforth  the  present  demise  as  to  the  said  Gkivemors,  to 
cease  and  revert  to  the  Heir  at  Law  of  the  said  John 
Spxvluffb. 

He  gives  also,  to Wobthpolk,  and Audley, 

his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parish  of  Cumberworth  which 
he  bought  of  Edwabo  Ovebrn,  during  their  lives  and  the 
life  of  the  Survivor,  and  then  to  the  Grovemors  in  trust  far 
the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster  there  for  ever.  The  rest  of  his 
Estates  are  given  in  like  manner. 

By  Deeds,  in  1594,  John  Bennacle,  of  Sutterton,  in  the 
County  of  Lincoln,  the  Heir  at  Law  of  Mr.  Sfenluffe,  in 
connderation  of  £23.  paid  to  him,  and  further  that  the  good 
intentions  of  Mr.  Sfenluffe  might  not  be  frustrated  by  the 
non-performance  of  any  conditions  or  provisions  in  his  Will, 
whereby  the  estate  of  the  Governors  of  the  revenues,  posses- 
sions, and  goods  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  and  of  their 
Successors,  might  in  any  wise  be  impeached  or  defeated  by 
the  said  John  Bennacle,  or  his  heirs, — releases^  as  well  for 
himself  as  his  heirs,  all  the  lands  and  premises  of  Mr. 
Sfenluffe  with  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest  in  the 
same,  to  the  then  Governors  and  their  Successors. 

In  1658,  Seventeen  acres  of  meadow  land,  in  the  Parish 
of  Saleby,  were  purchased  by  the  Gk)vemors,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Will  of  Mr.  Langton,  of  Bilsby,  who  gave  JClOO. 
for  the  use  of  the  School. 

Sir  Robert  Chbistopher,  by  his  Will  dated  the  1st  of 
February,  1668,  bequeathed  "  to  the  Governors  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  of  Alford,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
School  for  ever,  the  sum  of  j£5.,  to  be  paid  yearly  for  ever, 
upon  May-Day,  or  within  Forty  days  after,  out  of  his  Lands 
in  Alford,  which  he  bought  of  Mr.  Toothby.'' 

There  are  two  Quinquennial  Fellowships  at  Magdalen 
Coll^,  Cambridge,  for  boys  from  this  Foundation.  And 
there  is  also  a  Scholarship  of  £6m8..6.  per  annumy  at  Jesus 
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College,  Cambridge,  for  persons  fiom  the  Schools  at  Caistor, 
Louth,  or  AUbrd. 

The  Revi  Richahd  SpBNLEr,  Master  of  the  School,  bj 
his  Will  dated  the  15th  of  June  1583,  gave  <^  to  the  Gorer- 
nors  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Elizabeth  in  Alford, 
to  the  use  of  a  Scholar  there.  Twenty  Shillings  yearly,  for 
ever,  to  be  taken  out  of  his  lands  at  Grayton.^

The  foQowing  b  a  Copy  of  "  The  Rules  and  Obdebs  ^ 
which  were  conduded  upon  by  the  Governors,  to  be  observed 
in  ^  Tab  Fbeb  GmAMMAm  School  of  Alfobd,^  in  1599, 
andabout  the  first  time  The  Head  Master  was  chosen,  af^er 
Mr.  John  Spenluffx^s  endowment  was  received  :-- 

1.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Udier  shall  take  good  heed^  ttat 
they  receive  none  into  ike  number  of  their  Scholars^  that  hath 
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any  corrupt  or  noisome  disease  in  body  or  head  which  is  loath- 
some^ lest  others  should  be  infected  with  the  same 

2.  They  both  shall  be  at  the  School  daily  in  the  Mornings 
both  Summer  and  Winter  season^  betwixt  Six  and  Seven  of  the 
clock>  there  to  begin  with  Prayers  for  the  better  speed  and  suc- 
cess in  their  labours^  and  so  continue  exercising  their  offices  in 
teaching  unto  Eleven  of  the  clocks  at  which  hour  they  and  their 
Scholars  shall  go  to  dinner. 

3.  After  dinner  both  they  and  their  Scholars  shall  be  at  the 
School  again  at  One  of  the  clocks  and  there  to  continue  in  their 
function  and  offices  *till  Five  of  the  clock  be  stricken^  at  which 
time  Prayers  being  said  they  may  depart  for  all  night. 

^  4.  They  shall  not  intermit  their  offices  of  teaching  or  break 
lip  the  School  at  any  times  in  the  year^  but  tom  the  Even  of  St. 
Tliomas  the  Apostle  before  the  Feast  of  the  Nativity  until  the 
day  next  after  the  Epiphany^  and  again  from  the  Tuesday  before 
Easter-day  until  the  Sunday  next  after  Easter-day^  except  great 
Sickness  shall  enforce  thereunto. 

5.  They  shall  not  absent  themselves^  at  such  time  as  the 
School  is  kept>  about  their  own  business  out  of  the  Town^ 
without  the  consent  of  Two  of  the  Governors,  appointing  some 
sufficient  person  in  their  place,  if  they  be  absent  above  the  space 
of  two  days  together. 

6.  The  Schoolmaster  shall  keep  a  Register  book  to  write  the 
names,  ages,  and  days  of  admission  and  placing  of  his  Scholars, 
to  the  end  that  their  continuance  and  proficiency  in  Learning 
may  be  certainly  known. 

7.  Whoever  shall  offer  his  Child  to  be  a  Scholar  in  this  School 
shall,  at  his  first  coming,  pay  unto  the  Schoolmaster  for  his 
admission  4d. 

8.  There  shall  none  be  admitted  into  this  Grammar  School 
before  he  can  read  perfectly,  and  vmte  legibly. 

9.  That  it  is  not  accounted  any  part  of  the  Schoolmaster  his 
duty  to  teach  any  of  his  Scholars  to  write,  but  of  his  own  good 
will  and  gentleness. 

10.  Whoever  shall  be  absent  from  the  School  (at  such  time 
as  the  School  is  kept)  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  else  be  com- 
monly absent,  shall  not  be  accounted  any  member  of  this  School 
(except  it  be  through  sickness  only),  unless  he  be  admitted 
again  by  the  Master,  paying  for  his  admission  4d.,  unless  it  shall 
otherwise  be  thought  good  of  the  Master. 

IJ.  If  the  Schoolmaster  shall  perceive  such  untowardness  in 
any  Child  that  he  cannot  learn  the  rudiments  of  Granoimar, 
either  wilfulness  and  negligence  that  he  will  not  leam^  that 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  &e  Schoolmaster  (his  friends  being 
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first  certified  thereof)  to  refuse  him^  as  one  unworthy  to  beai^ 
the  name  of  a  Scholar,  spending  his  time  in  idleness. 

12.  That  DO  man  shall  have  authority  to  taunt  and  check  the 
Schoolmaster,  or  to  intermeddle  with  any  thing  pertaining  to  his 
duty,  hut  only  the  Governors  of  the  School 

13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Schoolmaster  to  expel  and 
refuse  as  Scholars,  all  such  as  shall  falsely  and  scanckilously 
report  any  thing  of  the  Schoolmaster  (the  G  jvemors  first  certi- 
fied thereof.)  Yea,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  School- 
master to  reftuie  to  adsiit,  and  to  eximlse  all  those  whose  Pareota 
have  Msely  scandalized  the  Schoolmaster  by  any  evil  reports^ 
nevertheless  this  whole  charge  to  be  moderated  by  the  Governors. 

14.  If  the  Scholar  be  fcmnd  apt  to  kanung,  his  friends  shall 
not  remove  him  from  this  School  to  any  other,  before  he  hBth 
attained  competent  Learning  to  hia  own  profit^  his  friends* 
comfort,  and  the  good  commendation  of  his  Teacher.** 

In  the  year  1802,  those  Ordinances  were  revised  by  the 
GoYernors,  who  then  conduded  upcm  the  fbllowing  ^^  Bulbs 
and  Orders,*^  whidi  vary  from  the  preceding,  principally,  in 
these  particulars,  viz*, — Tunes  of  the  Mastery's  Attendancej 
—Length  of  the  Vacations, — and  the  Terms  of  AdmianoD 
to  be  paid  by  the  Sdiolars. 

f 

Hours  of  Attendance. — ^The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall 
both  be  at  the  School,  daily,  in  the  Summer  season,  from  Lady- 
day  to  Michaelmas,  from  7  to  9  o*Clock  in  the  morning,  then 
from  10  to  12,  and  from  9  to  5  o*Clock  in  the  evening; — And^ 
in  the  M^ter  season,  from  Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  from  8  to 
12  o*Clock  in  the  morning,  and  from  3  to  5  o'Clock  in  the 
evening. 

Subject  of  Praybr. — That  the  Head  Master,  or  some 
Scholar  to  be  appointed  by  him,  shallread  Prayers  each  momipg 
and  evening,  for  good  success  in  their  labours,  and  the  improve- 
m^t  of  their  Scholars  as  well  in  Learning,  as  in  the  Religion  of 
the  Established  Church  of  England. 

Vacations. — ^To  be  from  the  1 6th  of  December  to  the  Eve 
of  St.  Paul  'f  and  again  from  the  Tuesday  before  Easter  to  the 
Wednesday  after;  and,  lastly,  from  the  21st  of  June  *till  the 
25th  of  Jijdy.  No  other  intermissions  of  teaching,  except  in  the 
case  of  great  general  sickness. 

In  case  of  a  Scholar*s  absence  from  sickness,  a  certificate  shall 
be  required  from  a  Gentleman  of  the  Faculty. 

If  from  other  causes,  a  certain  length  of  lime,  or  commonly 
absent,  such  Scholar  shaU  pay  at  his  re-entrance  10s.  Qd» 

TOL.  I.  3  E 
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(ifutead  of  Ad,),  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  thought  good  by  the 
Master. 

Note,  The  fourteenth  original  Rule  is  not  mentioned,  nor  any 
other  substituted  in  it*8  stead. 

Terms. — A  child  at  his  first  coming  shall  pay,  as  a  Free 
Scholar^  to  the  Head  Master  I0s„6d.  entrance.  And  to  the 
Usher  Two  guinecu  annually ,  and  Ss,  entrance. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  Head  Master,  in  1802, 
the  following  ^^  Conditions  ^  were  required  to  be  subscribed 
by  lus  Successor :— i 

1.  That  he  shall  observe  for  himself  and  Scholars  the  several 
Rules  and  Orders  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  Governors  for 
the  good  management  of  the  said  School^  and  dated  the  2d  of 
March^  1802. 

2.  That  the  said  Master  shall  accept  of  a  Salary  of  not  kss 
than  j£lOO.  per  annuniy  and  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  house 
and  garden^  for  his  teaching  the  Free  Scholars  in  the  said  School^ 
and  shall  assent  to  the  Grovemors  disposing  of  the  remainder  of 
the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  Schools  in  the  pa3rment  of  a 
Salary  to  an  Usher  or  Under-Master>  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
English  grammatically^  writings  and  arithmetic^  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  the  said  Governors^  or  the  major  part  of  them> 
in  their  judgement  shall  think  proper^  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
Institution. 

3.  That  the  said  Master  shall  keep  and  leave  the  said  School- 
house  and  Premises^  in  good  and  substantial  repair^  and  shall 
not  let  the  same  or  any  part  thereof^  without  consent  of  the 
Governors. 

4.  That  if  the  said  Master  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or  abuse 
the  trust  reposed  in  him^  or  shall  be  absent  from  his  School  more 
than  Fomleen  days^  except  in  the  Vacations^  without  consent  of 
the  Grovemors^  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  discharge  him  upon  a 
Quarter's  warning. 

5.  That  if  he  shall  accept  of  any  Benefice  other  than  Curacies 
in  the  neighbourhood^  without  the  like  consent^  he  shall  inune- 
diately  reUnquish  the  said  School>  and  the  Grovemors  may  pro- 
ceed to  chuse  another  Master  in  his  stead. 

6.  That  the  said  Master  shall  enter  into  a  Bond  on  his 
appointment^  to  the  said  Governors^  in  the  penalty  of  One 
Thousand  Pounds^  to  oblige  him  to  observe  and  perform  the 
conditions  above-mentioned** ! ! ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William 
Thompson,  who  was  elected  in  1802. 
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The  endowment  left  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  John  Spbnluffb, 
for  the  Head  Master,  was  regularly  paid  to  this  Grentleman 
until  the  year  IdOR ;  When  a  contest  having  arisen  among 
the  Gk>veniors,  about  the  disposal  of  the  Vicarage  of  Saleby, 
"  two  of  their  own  body  laying  down  the  office  ofGaoemors 
and  becoming  Candidates.'*'  The  imsuccessful  party  then 
reagned  their  oiBces. 

Since  that  affiur,  the  Governors  have  been  induced  to 
apply  Sixty  pounds  a  year,  out  of  a  Salary  which  was  left 
exdudvely  to  the  Head  Master,  for  the  support  of  an 
Under-Master, — and  have  thrown  the  School  open  to  the 
whole  Population,  ^^  who  send  thdbr  Children,  literally^  to 
learn  iheir  Alphabet^ 

Before  that  drcumstance,  the  present  Head  Master  had  a 
creditable  School,  and  a  number  of  Boarders; — but,  on  this 
alteration,  they  were  taken  away. 
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BOSTON. 

Thx  Geammak  ScHooi*  of  Boston  was  founded  and  endowed 
by  Queen  Mabt  in  the  year  15549  for  the  instruction  of 
boys  and  youth  in  Grammar,  and  may  be  oonndered  as 
open,  for  such  educadon,  to  those  who  are  natives  of  the 
Town  or  Parish. 

The  building  was  erected  by  The  Mayor  and  Burj^esses 
of  the  Town  in  1567»  being  the  ninth  year  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, and  is  a  spacious,  lofty,  and  airy  Boom,  having  five 
windows  on  each  side,  and  one  at  each  end.  The  liVrndows 
wesre  formerly  ornamented  with  stained  glass,  and  contained 
the  following  Arms,— 

Emnaled  ^*  ^  ^^^  passant  or,  a  border  arg. 
^         Or,  a  chevron,  G. 

Stafford. 
Arg.  a  fesse,  and  3  martlets  in  cheife  Sa.

It  is  situate  at  the  South  extremity  of  Boston,  and  a  little 
retired  from  the  Town.  There  is  a  good  yard,  or  play- 
ground^ with  a  high  wall  round  it  But  there  is  no  house 
appointed  for  the  residence  of  either  the  Master,  or  Usher. 

The  ori^al  Endowment  consisted  of  certain  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  woods,  rents,  reversions,  &c.  But  the 
present  amount  of  the  value  of  that  endowment,  so  far  as  it 
relates  to  the  School  alone,  cannot  be  easily  ascertained  with 
precLnon,  as  other  purposes  besides  the  founding  of  the 
School,  and  the  maintaining  of  a  Master  and  Usher,  were 
included  in  the  original  Grant 

The  sum  of  £20.  is  the  most  ancient  Salary  upon  record, 
as  having  been  paid  to  the  Master. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  have  for  many 
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years  been  generally  used  here.  There  is,  however,  no  par- 
ticular system  of  Education  prescribed  by  the  Statutes ;  the 
Master  being  left  to  his  owd  discretion  in  adopting  such 
methods,  and  using  such  books^  as  may  appear  to  liim  to  be 
the  best  calculated  to  promote  the  improvement  of  his  Pupils. 

The  present  Head  Master  ii,  The  Revd.  Johk  Banks, 
B.  D  ,  who,  on  his  being  elected  to  the  School  in  1790,  was 
appointed  to  receive  £20.  per  annum  as  his  Stipend  from 
The  Corporation,  together  with  the  further  additional  allow- 
ance of  £80.  annually,  during  the  approbation  and  {Measure 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council  in  Common- 
Hall  assembled,  who  are  the  Patrons  of  the  School :  Which 
additional  sum  has  since  been  increased  to  £100.  per  annum. 
This  Gentleman  re«des  in  a  large  and  comraodous  Dwelling 
in  a  very  open  and  healthy  part  of  the  Town.  He  receives 
into  his  House  a  small  number  ot  yooii^  Ckntlemen ;  his 
terms,  for  the  Board  and  Education  of  eadi  Pupil,  being 
only  Thirty-four  Pounds  per  annum.  For  the  greater  ad- 
vantage of  the  youth  intrusted  to  his  care,  he  retiuns  in  his 
House  a  Writing-Master,  who  eonstanthr  attends  the  School. 
The  present  system  of  Education,  in  this  Grammar  School, 
is  such  as  to  prepare  the  Pupil»f(Hr  the  great  Pubhc  Schools, 
the  Universities,  or  for  Commercial  business ;  and  every  re- 
gard is  shown  to  their  Morals  and  religious  Principles. 

The  present  Usher,  or  Second  Master,  is.  The  Revd, 
Thomas  Mitchinson,  A.  Bw,  whose  yearly  Salary  from  The 
Corporation  is  £60.

The  Fbbx  Gbaxmak  School  at  Bottekwick  was  founded 
on  the  2d  of  November,  1665^  by  Anthony  Pinchbeck,  of 
Butterwick,  Yeoman,  ^*  for  the  love  and  good  will,  which 
he  beareth  the  Inhalntants  of  Butterwick  and  within  the 
Hundred  of  the  same,  and  for  the  better  educating  and  in- 
structing in  Learning  all  the  Children  and  YouUi,  at  all 
times  hereafter  inhabiting  in  Butterwick  aforesaid,  and  the 
Hundred  thereof,^ — and  liberally  endowed  by  him  with 
lands  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Fishtoft,  Butterwick,  Lever- 
ton,  and  Friskney,  which,  in  1814,  were  let  for  £200.  per 
amnumf  but  by  a  recent  Indosure  have  been  augmented  to 
je250. 
The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Wilson  Banks^ 
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CAISTOR. 

The  Free  Grammab  School  at  Caistoe  was  founded  in 
pursuance  of  the  Will  of  Francis  Rawlinson,  Clerk^ 
Hector  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Nicholas  in  South  Eelsey,  dated 
the  20th  of  December,  1630,  which  is  as  follows : — 

'^  I  give^  commit^  and  bequeath  into  the  hands  of  The  Right 
Worshipful  Sir  Edwaed  Ascouqh>  the  sunune  (^  4400  >  to  be 
laid  out  and  disposed  by  him  upon  land  to  be  given  and  assured 
for  ever  by  License  of  Mortmaine^  or  such  other  conveyance  and 
assurance  as  the  Law  in  such  case  requireth>  for  and  lowards 
the  Foundation  and  maint^iance  of  a  Free  Granomar  School  to 
continue  for  ever  in  the  Markett  Town  of  Caistor  in  the  County 
of  Lincoln^  if  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Town  of  Caistor  shall  and 
will  at  their  own  proper  costs  and  charges  erect  and  build  up, 
in  some  convenient  place  in  that  Towb>  aHouse  meet  and  sufBi- 
cient  in  the  opinion  and  judgment  of  the  said  Sir  Edwabd 
AscouGH  or  his  heir8>  to  be  the  said  School-house^  vdthin  two 
years  after  my  decease : — 

"  Item,  my  Will  is  that  the  said  £400.  be  paid  hymy  Exectt- 
tors  into  the  hands  of  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ayscough  within 
one  year  next  after  my  decease^  to  he  bestowed  as  aforesaid^  and 
that  the  £*400.  be  not  only  to  purchase  £20.  per  annum,  but 
also  for  all  assurances  whatsoever  concerning  the  same ;  And  if 
any  thing  remain  of  the  said  £400.^  my  Will  is^  it  shaU  be  repaid 
to  my  Executors : — 

'^  Item,  My  wiU  and  desire  is  that  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ays- 
couGH^  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  be  Feoffees  in  Trust,  and  Patrons 
and  Protectors  of  the  said  School,  to  elect  a  fitt  and  sufficient 
Schoolmaster  as  often  as  the  place  shall  be  void,  and  for  the 
letting  and  leasing  of  all  such  lands  as  shall  be  purchased  with 
the  said  £400. >  and  for  paying  unto  the  said  Master  thereof  the 
yearly  Stipend  which  shall  arise  out  of  the  said  land  ;  - 

'^  And  because  I  doe  wholy  commit  the  Trust  of  this  thing 
unto  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ascough  and  his  heirs,  therefore  my 
vnll  and  desire  is  that  the  Town  of  Caistor,  and  whatsoever 
Tovnis  besides  that  shall  send,  shall  be  free  to  have  their  Child- 
ren  taught  in  the  said  School." 

This  Will  was  executed  in  the  presence  of  five  Witnesses, 
and  was  proved  at  Lincoln  on  the  21st  of  January,  1630-31.

With  Mr.  Rawlinso¥*8  bequest  the  Great  Tythes  rf 
Beesby  were  purchased,  which  now  produce  about  JClSO. 
per  annum, 

A  subsequent  Endowment  was  made  by  William  Hak- 
80Ri>9  Esq.,  with  which  lands  were  purchased  in  the  Parish 
of  Cumberworth,  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £60. 

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  the  ^  Okdbks  and  Obdi- 
KANCBs,"  which  were  made  by  the  original  Feoffees. 

1.  First,  according  to  the  Will  of  the  said  Francis  Rawlin- 
SON^  not  only  the  town  of  Caster,  but  also  all  other  Towns  are 
to  be  free  to  send  their  Children  and  Youth  to  be  instructed  in 
good  Literature.  And  neither  the  Schoolmaster  nor  the  Usher 
for  the  time  being>  nor  their  Successors,  are  to  neglect  or  refuse 
to  teach  or  instruct  any  Child  or  Youth  which  shall  come  or  be 
sent  to  them  to  be  taught  or  instructed,  except  such  Child  or 
Youth  shall  by  reason  of  some  Leproisie,  Scall,  or  infectunu 
Disecue  be  thought  or  deemed  by  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  the  Town  of  Caster  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  unfit  to  be  admitted  into  the  Society  or 
Company  of  other  Children.  And  in  such  case,  the  Schoolmas- 
ter and  Usher  ought  to  take  special  care,  that  no  such  diseased 
Child  or  Children  be  admitted  into  the  said  School. 

9.  Item,  The  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  for  the  time  being,  or 
their  iSuccessors,  are  not  to  expect,  demand,  exact,  or  require 
any  money,  salary,  reward,  or  wages  other  than  Hie  Stipends 
or  Rents  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  School,  for  the 
teaching  or  instructing  of  any  Child  or  Children  but  what  shall 
be  freely  given  as  a  Gratuity,  without  requiring,  exacting  or 
expecting  they  may  receive,  yet  always  regarding  that  they  be 
as  carefiill  and  diligent  in  instructing  the  Poor  as  the  Rich,  and 
those  from  or  by  whom  no  gratuity  or  reward  cometh  to  them^ 
as  those  from  or  by  whom  they  receive  gratuity  or  reward. 

3.  Item,  the  Scholars  are  to  repair  to  the  School  before  Seven 
of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher 
by  or  at  Seven  -,  and  there  to  remain  till  Eleven,  without  any 
intermission  for  any  time  of  Breakfast  after  Seven  of  the  Clock. 
Also  the  Schoolmaster,  Scholars,  and  Usher  are  to  return  to  the 
School  in  the  Afternoon  by  One  of  the  clock,  and  thereto  remain 
dlljFbe. 

4.  Items  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  according  to  the 
mind  and  intention  oi  William  Hansobd,  Esq.,  (from  whom 
a  good  benefit  came  to  the  said  School)  are  every  Saturday  Af- 
ternoon, from  One  of  the  clock  to  TT^ree,  and  at  such  other 
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times  as  they  shall  think  fit>  to  teach  and  instruct  their  Scholars 
in  the  rudiments  of  Religion^  as  the  Catechism  used  in  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer^  Nowel's  Catechism,  or  other  Catechism, 
and  the  construing  of  Chapters  in  the  Greek  or  Latin  Testa- 
ment. 

5.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  are  not  to  refrain  the 
School  upon  the  Eves  of  Holidays,  or  any  other  days,  before 
Three  of  the  Clock  in  the  Afternoon, — ^nor  then  neither  but 
rarely,  and  that  at  the  Shoolmaster*s  discretion,  except  it  be  in 
case  where  some  Gentleman  Stranger,  or  other,  desire  or  request 
of  the  said  Schoolmaster  a  Play-day  for  the  Scholars,  which  is 
rarely  to  be  granted  at  any  one*s  request  for  more  time  than  one 

afternoon  -, — ^And  upon  such  Play-days School  Exercise, 

as  Verses,  Epistles,  or  Latins, master  ap)pointedto  the 

Scholars  fit  for  such  exercises  - make  against  the  next 

day. 

6.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Scholars  are  to 
repair  to  the  School,  and  not  give  over  for  or  against  Christmas 
'till  '^  0  Sapientia-y'**^ — nor  for  or  against  Easter  or  Witsuntide, 
before  the  Wednesday  next  before  each  of  the  same  Feasts  j— 
nor  in  the  Potation  or  Clerk- Thursday  Week^  before  Tuesday  at 
noon,  and,  on  the  Friday  in  that  Week,  to  repair  to  the  Church 
again. 

7.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  is  to  have  out  of  the  Rents  and 
Profits  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  School  the  yearly 
Stipend  of  40  marks,  and  the  Usher  the  yearly  Stipend  of  20 
marks,  and  both  of  them  are  carefully  to  see  to  tiie  performance 
of  those  orders,  that  no  complaint  for  not  observing  thereof  be 
made  to  Sir  Edward  Atscough,  Knight,  his  heirs  or  assigns. 
Patron  or  Protector  of  the  said  School,  at  whose  pleasure  it  is 
at  any  time  to  place  or  displace  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher, 
as  to  him  and  them  shall  seem  meet. 

8.  Item,  the  residue  of  the  profits  of  the  said  lands  over  and 
besides  the  40  marks  per  annum  to  the  said  Head  Master,  and 
20  marks  per  annum  to  the  Usher,  is  in  the  first  place  to  go  to 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  said  School-house,  and  if  any 
thing  remain,  the  same  to  be  bestowed  in  some  charitable  way

^  The  Clerk*s  Ale  was  in  the  Easter  Holidays,  and  was  the 
method  taken  to  enable  Clerks  of  Parishes  to  coUect  more  rea- 
dily their  dues  j  or,  as  it  is  expressed  in  Aubrey's  MS.  History 
of  Wilts,  as  cited  by  Mr.  Warton  in  his  History  of  English 
Poetry,  *'  it  was  for  the  Clerk's  private  benefit  and  the  solace  of 
the  neighbourhood.** 
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vidiin  the  Town  of  Caster,  as  the  said  Edwabd  Atscouob 
shall  appoint. 

9.  Lastly,  for  the  preventing  of  such  mischief  and  inconveni- 
ence as  may  ha{^)en  to  the  said  Town  and  School  by  the  death 
of  the  Feoffees,  in  whom  the  estate  of  the  lands  for  maintenance 
and  upholding  the  said  School,  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher  remain- 
eth,  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  are  to  take  care,  when 
any  one  of  the  Feoffees  thereof  dieth,  presently  after  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ayscouoh,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  and  to  put  him  or  them  in  mind  to  put  other  Feoffees, 
inst^  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  before  such  time  as  there  be 
too  flew  of  the  same  Feoffees  remaining  alive.

It  does  not  appear  that  any  Feoffees  were  ever  after  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Patronage  of  the  School  has  been,  for  many  years, 
in  the  Bouchebbtt  Family,  and  the  present  Patron  is  Ays- 
cough  BoucHEBETT,  Esq.,  of  North  Willingham,  in  the 
Coim^  of  Lincoln. 

There  is  no  House  attached  to  the  Endowment,  as  the 
resident  Vicars  have  generally  been  the  Masters. 

The  School  b  open  to  Children  indefinitely,  and  is  free 
of  expense  to  aB  the  World.  Children  are  admitted  when 
they  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  Bible,  and  remain  as  long 
as  their  parents  or  friends  think  proper.  The  present  num- 
ber of  boys  and  girls  in  the  School  is  between  30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used,  when  required ;  but 
English,  writing,  and  arithmetic  are  principally  taught. 

There  is  one  Exhilntion  at  Jesus  College,  Cambridge, 
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of  about  £  10.  per  afmHinif  arinng  from  lands  in  the  Parish 
of  Harbrough,  for  Scholars  from  Caistor,  Louth,  or  Alford; 
but  no  one  has  been  sent  from  this  School  for  a  great  nun»- 
ber  of  years. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Rowland  Bowstead, 
Those  Salary  is  £130.  per  ammimj  arising  from  the  rental 
of  BeeAjf  Tythes.  This  Gentleman  has  no  Boarders  as 
Pupls  at  present. 

The  Usher  enjoys  the  rental  di  the  Cumberworih  Estate^ 
being  iGid.per  amwm.     He  has  no  Boarders  an  PuimIs. 

John  Barnard,  D.D.,  the  son  of  one  of  the  original 
Feoffees,  was  educated  at  this  SchooL  He  was  the 
author  of  the  ^<  Cenaum  Cltri^*  which  was  puUished  widi* 
out  his  name. 
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GAINSBOROUGH. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Gainsborough  was 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  permitted  any  of  her 
liege  Subjects  to  endow  it  with  lands,  or  other  property,  not 
exceeding  in  value  £30.  per  annum. 

If  any  persons  availed  themselves  of  the  Queen^s  permis- 
SOU)  their  bequests  have  been  totally  lost ! 

It  is  not  improbable,  that  some  of  the  original  Pedtioners 
to  the  Queen  did  endow  the  School :  For  the  Charter  ap- 
points Twelve  of  the  more  discreet  and  substantial  Inha- 
bitants of  Gainsborough,  of  whom  the  Vicar  for  the  time 
being  is  always  to  be  one.  Governors  and  Trustees  of 
the  School,  and  of  the  lands,  hereditaments,  and  premises 
belonging  to  it ;  constituting  them  a  Corporation,  with  the 
usual  privileges  of  such  a  body. 

It  was  intended  that  there  should  be  Two  Masters,  for 
the  1  rustees  are  required  to  find  "  propriis  oneribus^  a 
proper  house  for  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Usher. 

In  the  year  1734,  James  Wharton,  of  Mansfield, 
in  the  County  of  Nottingham,  left  by  Will,  to  the  Governors 
and  Trustees  of  this  School,  certain  lands  and  houses  in  the 
Parishes  of  Beckingham,  and  Saundby,  in  the  same  Coun^, 
for  the  purpose  of  teaching  Twentt-two  poor  Boy9  or 
Girls  of  the  Parish  of  G^nsborough,  and  Five  €3/£  the 
Parish  of  Beckingham,  to  read  and  write,  and  cast  accompts, 
and  to  buy  them  clothes  and  books,  and  to  put  out  Two 
of  the  former  number  apprentices,  and  also  to  give  to  the 
Poor  of  Gainsborough  a  certain  quantity  of  Bread;  ap- 
portioning these  bequests  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  make 
them  amount  altogether  to  the  then  rent  of  the  property. 
Certain  provisions  were  inserted  for  the  prevention  of  a 
defidem^,  fix>m  change  of  times  or  drcumstanoes ;  but  00 
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directions  were  given,  in  case  of  a  surplus.  The  estate  has 
been,  for  many  years  past,  much  more  than  equal  to  the 
intentions  of  the  Donor. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Gainsborough  had  been  dis-^ 
continued  for  many  years,  until  about  the  year  1795,  when 
the  then  Vicar  of  the  Parish,  The  Revd.  D.  H.  Ubquhabt, 
finding  connderable  sums  of  money,  arising  from  this  and 
other  estates,  left  to  the  same  Trustees,  unapplied ;   and 
being  of  opinion  that  the  Trustees  would  be  justified  in 
making  use  of  this  money,  as  well  as  of  the  continued 
annual  surplus,  for  the  re-establishment  of  The  Grammar 
School ;  and  having  raised  in  aid  £400.  by  a  Tontine  of 
Tarty  Shares,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Siurplus  rents  of  the  said  estates,  as  long  as  any  of  the 
Subscribers  shall  survive,  very  nobly  sndjbrhmaiely  caused 
a  School-house  to  be  erected  upon  a  piece  of  land  of  about 
**an  cuTCf*  which  had  been  awarded  to  The  Trustees  a 
little  time  before  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed,  for  in- 
closing the  Parish. 

The  Revd.  James  Cox,  M.  A.,  from  Winchester,  (now 
D.  D.).  was  appointed  by  The  Trustees  Master  of  the 
School,  with  a  Stipend  of  £30.  per  atmum  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  aforesaid  rents ;  but  without  b^ng  required  to  teach 
any  Free  boys.  In  the  year  1796  he  took  possession  of  the 
house,  and  opened  the  School. 

In  the  year  1816  the  Vicar  of  the  Town,  The  Revd. 
James  Fothebgill,  and  some  others  of  the  Trustees  be- 
gun to  feel  certain  scruples,  that  they  were  not  acting  right 
in  applying  the  money  to  these  puiposes,  and  they  gave 
the  Master  notice  to  quit  the  house,  and  petitioned  the  Court 
of  Chancery  for  directions.  The  business  is,  therefore,  now 
before  that  Court. 

The  terms  of  the  present  Master,  for  Board  and  Educa- 
tion, are  Forty  guineas  per  annuMy  and  for  DaySchoIars 
Eight  guineas.    The  boys  of  the  former  description  have 
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never  much  exceeded  Forty  in  number,  and  the  latter  have 
been,  on  an  average,  fourteen  or  iSfleen. 

The  Grammars  which  are  used,  are  the  Eton  ;  but  others 
are  called  in  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  th^n,  particularly 
of  the  Latin.  Much  attention  has  been  paid  to  Greek, 
Latin,  and  English  Composition;  but  it  has  been  also 
the  object  of  the  Master,  in  many  successful  instances,  to 
combine  a  scientific,  or  a  commercial  with  a  Classical  Edu- 
cation. 

During  the  short  re-establishment  of  the  School  many 
young  men  of  shining  Talents  have  been  educated  in  it. 
And,  perhaps^  it  is  a  circumstance  not  eanly  paralleled  in 
such  a  recent  Institution,  that  in  one  year  four  of  the  Pu- 
jnls,  being  all  who  took  their  Degree  that  year,  were  high 
among  the  Honours  at  Cambridge,  viz.,  the  Second  and 
One  other  Wrangler,  and  two  Senior  Optim^,  one  of  whom 
was  the  Senior  Medallist  of  the  same  year. 

Edward  Rainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  received  the  early 
part  of  his  education  at  this  School.

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GLANFORD  BRIDGE  alias  Butoo. 

Sir  John  Nblthoefe,  Bart,  by  his  Will  dated  the  lltfa  of 
September  1669,  verted  certain  Estates  in  Trustees,  for  die 
biulding  and  endowing  a  Fbsx  Geamhak  ScndoL  on  lands 
purdiased  by  him  near  the  Town  of  Glanfbrd  Bridge: 
And  the  present  School,  with  suitable  dwellings  for  a  Mas» 
ter  and  Usher  under  one  roof,  were  erected  in  1674. 

The  Endowment  oonrists  of  a  small  Farm  at  Fulsby, 
and  some  dispersed  lands  in  the  na^bourKood  of  Horn- 
castle, — and  others,  in  the  Parish  of  Uloeby,  ajqpropriated 
to  the  Usher.  Out  of  the  rents  of  which  the  School-hiouae 
is  kept  in  repair,  the  Master  and  Usher  reoeiye  thdr  Sala- 
ries, and  Two  poor  boys  are  dothed,  maintained,  and  edur 
cated  from  the  Parishes  of  Le^esby,  and  Fulsby. 

The  rental  of  all  these  Estates  ampunted,  imtil  lately, 
to  £160.  per  annum ;  but  upon  the  conclusion  of  some 
leases,  the  Master^s  part  now  lets  for  £240.  per  emnum^ 
out  of  which  he  maintains  the  Two  poor  boys, — and  the 
Usher's  part  for  £100. 

The  benevolent  Founder  directed,  that  the  boys  bom 
in  the  Town  of  Brigg,  and  in  several  other  Parishes,  where 
he  had  estates,  should  be  taught  the  Learned  languages, 
gratis^ — and  that  all  other  boys,  **  wheresoever  borUj*^ 
should  be  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
free  of  expense.  The  Trustees  have,  however,  limited  the 
number  in  the  School  to  Eighty.  The  places  of  these  are 
filled  up,  as  often  as  vacancies  occur,  most  honourably 
by  the  Master  ^^  without  demanding  any  Entrance  money .'^

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;    and  the  system  of 
Education  is  intended  to  be  the  same  as  that  at  Eton  Col- 
lege. 

Scholars  have  gone  off  to  each  University  promiscuously, 
but  have  neither  Scholarships  nor  exhibitions  from  the 
School  Two  late  Pupils  will  take  thdr  first  D^ree  at 
Cambridge  next  Term,  and  being  the  foremost  of  thdr  year, 
in  thdr  respective  Colleges,  are  expected  to  stand  high  in 
The  University  Honours.  One  of  the  Mathematical  Pro* 
fanors  in  The  East  India  College  was  educated  here,  and  he 
18  also  a  Fellow  of  St.  John'^s  College,  Cambridge. 

The  situation  of  the  School-house,  in  a  field  of  eight  acres, 
18  pleasant,  airy,  and  healthy,  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
Town.  The  three  last  Masters  held  thdr  offices  One  Hun- 
DBED  and  Thbee  Yeabs  ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  W alteb, 
B.  A.,  late  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  Collie,  Cambidge, 
and  Vicar  of  Market  Raisen,  who  was  elected  at  Midsum- 
mer 17B7-  This  Gentlemen  takes  Boarders  at  Thirty  gui- 
neas per  annumf  and  Four  guineas  for  Classical  education. 
About  nine  years  since,  the  Trustees  agreed  to  let  the  Mas- 
ter appoint  his  own  Usher,  stipulating  only  that  the  latter 
should  receive  the  full  emoluments  of  his  Office  according 
to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Watson, 
who  takes  Boarders  at  Twenty  guineas  per  annumy — the 
F<ngliah  education  being  gratis. 

By  the  Will  of  the  Founder,  he  settles  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
Sdiool  his  Tythes  of  Market  Raisen^  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
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Minister  to  preack  a  weekly  Sermon  every  Lord's  Day  in  the 
Afternoon  in  the  Parish  Church  of  that  Town. 

To  the  same  Trustees,  he  gives  his  Tythe  Beans  and  Pease  iQ 
Barrow,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Minister  to  presch  a  Sermon 
weekly  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Afternoon  in  the  Parish  Church 
of  Barrow. 

To  the  same  Trustees,  he  gives  his  Tythe  Hay  in  Bleasby 
in  the  Parish  of  Leggesby,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Minister  to 
preach  a  weekly  Sermon  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Afternoon  in 
the  Parish  Church  of  Leggesby. 

The  Town  of  Brigg  stands  in  Four  Parishes,  and  had 
ginally  no  place  of  Worship  imder  the  Establishment 
tlian  one  mile  and  an  half.  In  the  year  1699,  Four  Gentlt^ 
men  built  and  endowed  a  small  Chapd,  and  rested  oertaoi 
Estates  in  their  own  Heirs  and  the  Trustees  of  the  ScfaooL 
The  first  Minister  of  this  Chapel  .was  also  Master  of  tht 
School,-— his  name  was  James  Cook, — and  his  right  to  the 
appointment  being  disputed  by  the  tiien  Vicar  of  the  Paridi 
in  which  the  Chapel  stands,  liie  matter  was  compromised^ 
and  a  Bond  from  Xhe  Vicar,  dated  the  1 7th  of  October,  1709^ 
was  given,  by  wbich  he  binds  himself  and  his  Successors 
never  more  to  molest  the  said  James  Cook,  or  his  Succes* 
sors  in  the  School,  from  officiating  in  the  Chapel.  In  this» 
however,  the  Vicar  seems  to  have  exceeded  liis  powers,  ibr 
the  present  Vicar  enjoys  and  claims  the  Chanel  Estates  in 
virtue  of  his  Office  as  Vicar. 

Tiiere  are  no  precise  directions  in  the  WUl,  as  to  the  peiy 
sons  to  be  appcnnted.  The  Head  Master  who  was  appoint- 
ed about  the  year  1713,  was  a  Layman^  and  he  continued 
to  preside  over  the  School  Forty-five  years,  which  probab- 
ly lost  the  Chapel  to  the  Schoolmaster. 

The  Trustees  have  presented  to  the  Preacher-ship  at  Bar*^ 
row,  worth  about  £200.  per  annum ;  but  the  Vicars  of 
Market  Raisen  and  Leggesby  enjoy  the  Tythes  before 
mentioned;  without  any  special  appointment  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  ScbooL 

The  Vicarage  of  Market  Raisen  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown, 
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and  the  Parish  was  inclosed  by  Act  of  Parliament  about  50 
years  since,  without  any  daim  being  made  by  The  Trus- 
tees, and  an  Allotment  of  land  ffven  in  heu  of  all  Tj/thes 
without  any  distinction;  so  that  an  application  to  the 
Court  of  Chancery  will  be  necessary  to  distinguish  what 
belongs  to  the  Vicar,  and  what  to  the  Preacher  appointed 
by  The  IVustees. 

In  order  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Trus- 
tees, to  examine  the  profidency  made  by  the  Scholars,  which 
The  Founder  directs,  shall  take  place  tzoice  in  every  year, 
fbejT  have  the  rent  of  an  estate  at  Gainsborough,  now  let 
ftr  £12.  per  annum. 

.  The  Market  Town  of  Brigg  lies  in  a  narrow  Valley,  on 
the  river  Anchholme^  which  is  navigable  1 9  miles  up  the 
Country,  and  was  noted  for  it's  EeU  in  the  time  of  Camdsn* 
A  considerable  Trade  b  carried  on  here  in  com,  coals,  and 
nbbit  skins*  The  Valley  runs  North  and  South,  and  the 
icgacent  Hills  are  wdl  wooded 
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The  Fkee  Gkahhas  School  at  GKAin-aAif  vag  foim^ 
by  RicBAKD  Fox,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  Founder  of  Cor- 
pus Chiisti  Cc^ege,  Oxford,  one  ctf  the  favourite  Minis- 
ters of  Hxmi-  the  Seventh,  and  a  native  of  "RopeAej  near 
Grantham  :— 

Who,  by  Indenture  made  the  9d  of  October,  15S8,  between 
himself  OD  the  one  port ,-  John  Bi^tmond,  President  of  Corpus 
Christ!  College  in  Oxford,  and  the  Scholars  of  the  same  Col^fc 
on  the  Second  part ;  Hobert  Wastell,  Alderman  of  the  Town 
of  Grantham,  and  the  Burgesses  of  the  same,  on  the  third  part; 
and  WiLLiAH  Disney,  of  Norton  Disney,  in  the  County  erif 
Lincoln,  Esquire,  on  the  fourth  part;  demised  certain  messu- 
ages, lands,  and  tenements  in  the  Counties  of  Lincoln  and  So- 
merset, to  the  President  and  Scholars  and  their  Successors,  for 
the  term  of  Fourscore  years,  upon  condition,  that  they  should 
pay  £E..13..4.  "  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  and 
actually  teaching  Grammar  in  the  School-house,  which  the  said 
Bishop  hath  builded  within  the  said  Towne  of  Grantham,  and 
dwelling  and  household  keeping  in  and  upon  the  Mansion  place 
nigh  adjoining  the  said  School-house,  which  the  said  Bishop 
hath  likewise  builded,"  "  and  sufficiently  repayre,  and  msintaui 
the  said  School-hause  and  Mansion  place,  during  the  said  Four- 
score years  at  their  own  ousts,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  said  time 
to  leave  the  same  sufficiently  repayred."  With  power  for  the 
said  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  to  distrain  on  the  Possessions  in 
Lincolnshire  for  the  stud  Rent,  and  Reparations  : — 

"  And  further  the  President  and  Scholars  covenanten  with 
the  said  Bishop,  that  if  for  a  lame  the  said  office  of  Schoolmas- 
ter be  voyd  by  death  or  otherwise,  and  that  no  such  School- 
master then  be  at  any  of  the  days  inpayment,  that  then  the  said 
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President  and  Scholars^  and  their  Successors^  shall  pay  unto  the 
saidRoBBRT  Wastell  or  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grant- 
ham then  being,  the  moiety  of  the  said  rent  then  due  to  the  only 
use  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  the  same  Town,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  retain  themselves  toward  the  reparations  of 
the  said  School-house  and  Mansion  place  and  other  the  pre- 
mises/* with  power  to  distrain  for  it. 

The  Foundation  of  Bishop  Fox  was  augmented,  in  1553, 
by  Bang  Edward  the  Sixth  ;  who,  upon  the  Petition  of  The 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses,  by  I^etters  Patent,  granted,  that 
there  should  be  one  Grammar  School  in  the  said  Town,  to 
be  called  ^<  The  Frbe  Grammar  School  of  King  Edward 
the  Sixth,^  ^^  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Boys  and 
Youths  in  Latin  and  Greek,  with  one  Master  or  Pedagogue 
for  ever  to  continue  z*^  And  that  it  might  be  the  better  sup- 
ported, His  Majesty  endowed  the  same  with  the  possessions 
of  the  Dissolved  Chantries  of  The  Holy  TrinUy^  and  of  ITie 
Blessed  Mary  in  Grantham,  with  certain  small  annual  Rents 
for  the  observance  of  Ohits^  and  an  Anniversary  in  the  Pa^ 
xiah  Church  of  Grantham;  which  possessions  were  then 
extended  to  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £14..3..3.,  reserving 
thereout  an  annual  Rent  of  16«..8d.  to  be  paid  to  the 
Crown. 

In  consideration  of  this  Grant,  the  Aldermen  and  Bur- 
gesses, were  to  find  <<  one  fit,  honest,  skilful,  and  learned 
person,  and  well  instructed  and  skilled  in  Latin  and  Greek 
literature,  and  in  the  Free  Grammar  School  aforesaid 
diligently  to  serve,  who  shall  have  of  the  issues,  profits, 
and  revenues  arinng  from  the  said  possesions,  £12, 
annually  for  his  Salary.*^  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses 
to  name  and  appoint  a  Pedagogue,  so  often  as  there  shall 
be  a  vacancy.  And,  with  the  advice  of  Sir  William 
Cbcil,  Knight,  during  his  natural  life,  and,  after  his  de- 
eease,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and, 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  See,  with  die  advice  of  The  Mas- 
ter of  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  from  time  to 
time  to  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing  for  the  go- 
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▼enunent  of  the  Schocd,  and  the  preservataon  and  dispodtioa 
of  the  Revenues  appointed  for  the  support  of  the  same. 

SItatutes  were  accordingly  devised  by  Nicholas  Bishqp 
of  Lincoln,  and  Sie  William  Cecil,  Secretary  of  State 
to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  were  viewed  and  confirmed  by 
Thomas  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  on  the  26th  of  July,  1571. 

By  these  Statutes  the  appointment  of  an  Usher  is  authorized. 

By  virtue  of  a  Decree  made  on  the  S  1st  of  July,  1808,  nx  a 
Cause  in  Hie  Court  of  Chancery,  wherein  His  Majesty's  Attoe* 
NEY  General,  at  the  relation  of  William  Dunhill  and  Thomas 
Simpson  on  behalf  of  thjcmselves  and  the  rest  of  the  InhabitaQtiij 
of  Grantham,  was  Informant  3  and  The  Right  Revd.  George 
Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of 
Grantbam,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Hall,  Clerk,  Th^Bevd.  William 
BuRRODALB,  Clerk,  Pi^er  Vbre  and  Charles  BxcKMSLif  (d|»* 
scribed  as  Executors  of  James  Garnar  deceased),  and  Robert 
Turner,  Defendants  3  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grant* 
ham,  as  Trustees  for  the  Free  Grammar  School,  recovered  the 
possession  of  several  messuages,  cottages,  lands,  and  amuiEl 
rents  3  and  by  an  Order  of  the  8th  of  June,  1814,  it^was  re£erre4 
to  James  Stephen,  Esq.,  One  of  the  Masters  of  The  Court  of 
Chancery,  to  consider  a  proposal  for  applying  for  an  Act  of  Par* 
liament,  to  authorise  the  sale  of  the  numerpus  small  and  cdd 
Tenements  in  the  Town  of  Grantham  and  elsewhere,  and  the 
small  dispersed  lots  of  Land  in  the  country  which  composed  ihfi 
School  Estates,  and  that  the  proceeds  from  such  sale  should  he 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  Real  Estates  of  a  more  convenient 
4esoription : — And  the  Master,  by  his  Report  dated  the  6th  of 
July,  1815,  approved  of  such  proposal, — ^which  Report  was 
confirmed  the  S  1st  of  August,  1815.  And  an  Act  was  obtained, 
which  received  the  Roy5  Assent,  on  the  21st  of  May  1816, 
authorizing  the  sale  of  the  several  messuages,  lands,  and  heredi* 
taments,  therein  speci^ed,  and  then  producing  an  annual  rent  of 
£717»l-0.  The  money  arising  i^rom  such  sale  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  estates  (whereof  not  more  than  one-sixth  part 
thereof  shall  be  Copyhold),  to  be  situate  within  the  Counties  of 
Lincoln,  L^cester,  Nottingham^  and  Rutland,  some  or  one  of 
them.  And  the  lands  or  estates  so  to  be  purchased,  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grantham.  It  being 
ftirther  stated,  that  there  are  no  other  Fimds  applicable  to  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  sajid  Free  Grammar  School 
than  those  which  arise  from  the  Estates  comprised  in  that  Act. 

In  consequence  of  this  Decree,  the  following  Rules^  for 

the  Grovemment  of  the  School  were  established ;  and  were 
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ordered  by  The  Ccnrporatioa  to  be  printed,  on  the  24th  of 
August,  1815. 

1.  That  the  estates  belonging  to  the  said  charity  shall  be  let 
by  the  Alderman  and  Buigesses  of  the  Town  or  Borough  of 
Grantham,  from  year  to  year,  at  a  fair  improved  annual  value,  at 
such  time  or  times,  and  in  such  manner  as  they,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  in  the  Alderman's  Court  assembled,  in  their  dis- 
cretion shall  think  proper,  and  that  the  annual  rents  and  profits 
of  the  charity  estates  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Alderman  and 
Burgesses,  or  by  such  person  or  persons  as  they,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  in  such  court  assembled,  shall  from  time  to  time 
i^[ipoint,  and  that  they  shall  allow  thereout  such  salary  or  sala- 
ries, as  they  in  their  discretion  may  think  necessary,  for  collect- 
ing and  receiving  the  rents  of  the  said  charity  estates,  and  for 
managing  the  same  estates,  and  also  such  expenses  as  may 
necessarily  be  incurred  in  or  towards  the  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  the  charity  estates,  or  in  or  towards  any  buildings  or 
improvements  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  acconunodation  of 
the  Master  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  or  in  the  providing 
suitable  forms  and  desks  for  the  said  School  if  necessary,  and 
repairing  and  replacing  the  same,  as  occasion  may  require. 

2.  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  allow  out  of 
the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the  salary 
or  stipend  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds  a  year  to  the  School- 
master, to  be  paid  to  him  by  two  equal  half-yearly  payments  in 
every  year,  so  long  as  he  shall  pay  due  attention  to  the  boys  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  the  foundation,  and  in  all  respects  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office. 

3.  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses  in  the  Alderman's 
Court  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  when  and  so 
often  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  ncHoiinate  and  appoint  an 
Usher,  and  such  other  Under-masters  or  Assistants  at  the  said 
School,  as  they  may  think  proper ;  and  that  they  shall  allow  out 
of  the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the 
salary  or  stipend  of  One  Hundred  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  of 
the  said  School,  and  to  such  Under-masters  or  Assistants  as  they 
may  appoint,  such  respective  annual  salaries  or  stipends,  as  they 
the  said  Alderman  and  Burgpesses  so  a^embled,  or  the  m^jor 
part  of  them,  shall  in  their  discretion  think  meet. 

4.  That  the  Schoolmaster,  as  well  as  ysher  to  be  firom  time  to 
tune  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses,  shall  be  a 
Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  of  the  d^^e  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  at  least,  in  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge, and  the  best  qualified  in  respect  of  morals,  i^>*F^iiTg,  and 
diflcretion,  to  fill  and  occupy  such  place  of  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  respectively. 
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5.  That  the  surpluB  of  the  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
estates,  if  any,  which  shall  remain  over  and  above  the  diffiermt 
payments,  charges^  expenses,  matters,  and  things  herein-before 
directed  and  au&orized  to  be  made  and  done,  and  over  and  above 
such  costs  as  have  been  or  shall  be  directed  by  this  honourable 
court^.  to  be  paid  by  or  allowed  to  the  said  Alderman  and  Bur- 
gesses, out  of  the  said  charity  estates,  for  or  by  reason  or  on  ac- 
count of  this  or  any  other  cause,  petition,  order,  or  matter, 
relating  to  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  or  the  estates,  funds, 
or  revenues  thereof  5    and  all  reasonable  costs,  charges,  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  School- 
master, Usher,  Under-master,  or  Assistant,  or  any  proceedings 
to  effect  the  same,  and  all  other  necessary  or  proper  expenses  in 
the  administration  of  the  said  charity,  shall  be  by  the  said  de- 
fendants, the  Alderman  and  Burgesses,  in  the  Alderman's  court 
assembled^  or  the  major  part  of  Uiem,  applied  and  appropriated 
towards  the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or  more 
Exhibition  or  Exhibitions,  in  either  of  the  said  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,  as  the  Alderman  and  Buigesses  so 
assembled,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
think  fit,  for  such  Scholars  as  shall  have  been  educated  in  the 
said  Free  Grammar  School,  of  the  description  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  and  that  the  election  and  choice  of  the  Exhibitioners,  as 
often  as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy,  or  as  often  as  a  new  Exhibition 
shall  be  created,  shall  be  in  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses, 
assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor  part  of  them  ^  and  that 
every  such  election  shall  be  had  as  follows,  (to  wit,) — ^first  of 
such  Scholars  as  have  been  educated  upon  the  Foundation  of  the 
said  School,  imless  all  the  candidates  of  that  description  shall  be 
fbund  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  not  to  be  meet  and 
apt  for  the  same,  and  for  default  of  such,  then  of  such  other 
Scholars  as  have  been  or  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School ; 
but  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  such  Exhibition,  unless  he 
shall  have  duly  attended,  and  been  educated  at  the  said  School, 
for  the  space  of  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  going  to 
any  College  in  either  of  the  said  Universities,  and  shall  have 
obtained  fiom  the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance 
under  his  hand,  also  certifying  thereby  that  such  Scholar  so 
offering  himself  a  candidate  for  such  Exhibition  is  duly  qualified 
in  respect  to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour,  and 
that  die  annual  amount  of  each  Exhibition  shall  be  fixed  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being,  so  the 
same  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds^  nor  be  less  than  the 
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sum  of  thirty  pounds^  and  that  no  exhibitioner  shall  hold  or 
continue  his  ei^bition  longer  than  four  years^  or  more  than  six 
calendar  months  after  he  may  have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

!  6.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  with  all  diligence  and  care 
endeavour  to  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of  religion 
and  virtue,  and  in  decent  and  proper  behaviour,  as  well  as  in 
classical  and  other  learning,  to  the  best  of  his  power  and  know- 
ledge, and  that  the  Usher  or  any  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  to 
be  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  under  the  direction  and  controul  of  the  School- 
master in  the  ways  and  methods  of  teaching,  instructing^  and 
ordering  of  all  such  children  and  youths  as  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  put  under  the  care,  instruction,  and  management  of  the 
said  Usher,  or  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  for  the  time 
being. 

7.  That  every  school-day  in  simimer  (that  is  to  say)  from 
Lady-day  until  Michaelmas-day,  the  Schoolmaster,  Usher, 
Under-Masters,  and  Assistants  shall  be  at  the  School  by  seven 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  in  teaching  without  any 
unnecessary  intermission  until  nine  o'clock^  and  after  breakfast 
shall  return  by  ten  and  continue  till  twelve,  and  after  dinner  shall 
return  by  two  o'clock  and  likewise  teach  without  any  unneces- 
sary intermission  until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from 
Michaehnas-day  imtil  Lady-day  shall  be  at  School  by  half  past 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  in  teaching  until 
twelve  o'clock,  and  in  the  afternoon  as  is  aforesaid. 

8.  That  appropriate  prayers  shall  be  daily  said  at  first  coming 
into  School,  by  one  of  the  Scholars,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  he  himself  being  present. 

9.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  intermit  or  break  up  his 
office  of  teaching  at  any  time  in  the  year^  but  for  four  weeks 
commencing  at  the  eve  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and  for 
four  other  weeks  commencing  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  June, 
except  on  account  of  great  infections  or  epidemical  sickness, 
wherein  he  shall  be  ruled  and  ordered  by  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as  aforesaid, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  tha^  the  Schoolmaster  shall  also 
allow  half  a  hoUday  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  afternoon 
throughout  the  year,  and  no  boy  shall  absent  himself  from 
School  at  any  other  time  or  times  without  the  licence  of  the 
Schoolmaster. 

10.  That  all  boys  sent  to  the  said  School  of  the  age  of  eight 
years  and  upwards,  whose  parents  or  parent  (if  one  be  dead) 
guardian  or  guardians  reside  in  the  town  or  borough  of  Grantham 
aforesaid^  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same^  shall  be  admitted  by 
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like  said  Schoolmaster,  and  be  taught  and  mafcrocted  gntin,  and 
widurat  anyfee  or  reward  whatsoever^  in  €rreek,  Latin»  Engligh ^ 
Writing,  Mathematics,  and  Aritiimetic,  and  that  no  entsanee^ 
money  or  other  gratuity  from  the  boys  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  foundation,  or  from  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  otfaerson 
tiieir  or  any  of  their  behalves,  shall  be  taken  by  the  School- 
master, Usher,  Under-Master,  and  Assistants,  or  any  of  them,  on 
any  pretence  whatever. 

11.  That  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  write^  or  cause  to  be 
wiitten,  in  a  register-book,  the  name  and  age  of  every  Scholar 
so  by  him  admitted,  noting  also  the  day  and  the  month  of  his 
admission,  and  the  time  of  his  leaving^  School,  to  the  intent  liiat 
the  continuance  of  the  Scholars  may  appear,  and  also  dieir  pro- 
ficiency in  learning  according  to  their  time,  and  ibat  such  book 
shall  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  when  required,  be  pro- 
duced to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  or  to  the  Alderman  of  the  said 
tQwn  or  borough  frir  the  time  being,  or  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  the  said  Bishop  or  as  the  said  Aldennan  and  Buxgeasas 
assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  tiiem,  shall  appoint. 

12.  That  if  any  boy  be  found  unduly  and  needlessly  absent 
(that  is  to  say)  without  just  cause  of  sickness  or  other  impedi- 
ment, to  be  allowed  by  tbe  Schoolmaster,  three  times  severally 
in  one  year  when  the  School  is  open,  he  shall  be  utterly  expeUed^ 
and  admitted  no  more. 

IS.  That  each  and  every  boy  shall  ^pear  at  the  School  dean 
and  decentiy  clothed,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  admit 
or  continue  any  child  having  any  infoctious  disease,  or  of  natural 
filthiness,  neither  shall  he  sufier  any  to  continue  in  the  School 
of  evil  dispositions  or  lewd  conversation,  who  after  reasonable 
aorrection  shall  not  be  reformed. 

14.  That  books,  petis,  ink,  paper,  slates,  fire  and  candles,  be 
provided  for  each  boy  by  or  at  the  expense  of  his  parents  or 
guardians. 

15.  That  the  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  Under-Master,  and  Asatst- 
ants  shall  be  frt>m  time  to  time  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman 
and  Burgesses  in  the  Alderman's  court  assembled,. or  the  mijor 
part  of  them,  by  their  good  discretion,  and  by  none  other. 

16.  That  when  and  as  often  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said 
Alderman  and  Burgesses  for  the  time  being,  in  the  Alderman's 
court  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  it  shall  be  thought 
proper  and  necessary  to  remove  or  discharge  the  Schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  by  reason  of  immorality,  neglect  of  duty, 
incapacity,  or  other  reasonable  cause,  then  the  said  Alderman 
^d  Burgesses  so  assembled,  or  the  mi^or  part  of  them,  shall 
direct  a  complaint  in  writing,  to  be  exhibited  in  the  name  of  the 
Alderman  or  one  of  the  Burgesses  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Linooln 
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for  the  time  beings  who  shall,  within  two  calendiir  months  after 
receiTing  such  complaint,  give  notice  as  well  to  the  complainant 
as  to  the  Schoolmaster  against  whom  such  complaint  shall  be 
made,  to  appear  before  him  within  a  time  to  be  named  in  sudi 
notice,  not  more  than  twenty-one  days  nor  less  than  fourteen 
days  from  the  service  thereof,  either  at  the  Alderman's  court,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  to  him  shall  seem  more  expedient,  and 
shall  by  public  investigation  proceed  at  such  time  and  place  to 
enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  the  said  Lord  Bishop 
shall  immediately  after  such  enquiry  by  him  made,  smnmarily 
decide  upon  the  matter,  and  decree  avoidance  of  the  office  and 
place  of  Sdioolmaster  or  otherwise,  as  to  him  shall  seem  mdel, 
and  if  the  said  Ix>rd  Bishop  shall  decree  avoidance  of  the  said 
office  he  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent 
to  the  Alderman  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  town  or  borough, 
and  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  in  the  Alderman's  court 
assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  &em,  shall  within  two  calendar 
months  after  the  said  notification,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
new  Schoolmaster  to  fill  up  such  vacancy :  provided,  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  in  the 
Alderman's  court  assembled,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  or  for 
tiie  Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln  or  his  successors,  on  the  complaint 
or  at  the  request  of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  or  for 
the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  and  the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  his  successors, 
jouitly,  without  the  complaint  or  request  of  the  said  School- 
master,  to  displace^  remove,  or  discharge  the  Usher  or  any  or 
either  of  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants,  on  account  of 
immorality,  neglect  of  duty,  incapacity,  or  other  reasonable 
cause,  and  all  reasonable  costs,  charges,  travelling  and  other 
expenses  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  in  respect  of  the  matters 
aforesaid  shall  be  paid  and  allowed  out  of  the  estates  or  fimda 
belonging  to  the  said  charity,  and  the  said  Lord  Bishop  shall 
have  authority  at  his  discretion  to  award  the  costs,  chaiges, 
travelling  and  other  expenses  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Bur- 
gesses, and  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  or  any  or  either 
of  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants,  on  any  such  proceeding 
at  whidi  the  said  Lord  Bishop  shall  be  present,  to  be  in  like 
manner  paid  and  allowed  out  of  the  estates  or  funds  belonging, 
to  the  said  charity,  and  where  in  case  of  the  Usher  or  any  Under- 
Master  or  Assistant,  the  said  Lord  Bishop  shall  not  be  present 
at  the  proceeding,  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  diaU  have 
authority  at  their  discretion  to  award  the  costs,  chai^;ess  ttid 
expenses  of  the  parties,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  paid  and  allowed 
out  of  the  estates  and  fimds  belonging  to  the  said  charity. 
17.  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  onoe  in  tveiy 
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year,  between  the  fint  day  of  May  and  first  day  of  November, 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  out,  an  account  in  writing  of  all  sums 
received  and  paid  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  charity  up  to 
the  fifth  day  of  April  preceding  the  time  of  making  out  such 
account,  and  shall  within  the  time  aforesaid  send  such  account 
to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being,  who  may  require 
the  vouchers  to  verify  the  truth  and  accuracy  of  the  same  to  be 
laid  before  him  whenever  he  may  think  proper. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  is  the  Visitor. 

The  School,  which  is  a  spacious,  handsome  stone  build- 
iii^,  ffy  feet  by  30, — together  with  a  commodious  House  and 
Offices  for  the  Master,— on  the  North  nde  of  the  Church- 
yard, were  erected  by  Bishop  Fox. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use. 

In  1763,  Dr.  Newcomb  founded  two  Exhibitions  '<  for 
the  support  of  two  Scholars,  who  come  properly  qualified  in 
Morali^  and  Learning  from  the  Grammar  School  of  Grant- 
ham, if  any  such  shaU  be  admitted  of  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  from  that  School,  if  not,  from  some  other  School 
in  Lincolnshire;  each  to  receive  £20.  per  annuniy  so  long 
as  they  shall  reside  Nine  months  in  the  year  and  behave 
well,  ^till  they  proceed  Masters  of  Arts  and  no  longer,  or 
become  Fellows  of  the  said  CoUege.'*  If  on  a  vacancy,  there 
are  more  Candidates  than  one,  it  is  left  to  the  Master  and 
Seniors  of  the  CoU^  to  elect  which  of  them  they  think  the 
most  proper  and  deserving.  These  Exhibitions  are  tenable 
for  Four  years. 

The  Revd.  Thomas  Lovett,  of  Nottingham,  by  Will 
founded  in  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  two 
Exhibitions  of  the  annual  value  of  £40.  each :  and  he 
directed,  "  That  no  Scholar  or  Person  whatever  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  Exhibitions,  except  the  Son  of  a  Clergyman 
of  the  Established  Church  of  England  and  whose  Father,  if 
living,  shall  then  be,  or  if  dead,  shall  have  been  in  Priesf  s 
Orders,  and  duly  qualified  for  such  Orders  by  having  taken 
a  regular  Degree  in  The  University  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge ;  and  unless  such  Scholar  or  Person  shall  be  intended 
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to  go  into  Holy  Orders,  and  shaU  by  himself  and  his  friends, 
previously  promise  and  engage,  that  he  will  enter  into 
Deacon's  Orders,  at  or  before  such  time  as  he  shall  attain  to 
the  age  of  Twenty-three  years.'' 

Mr.  LovETT  further  directed,  ^^  that  a  preference  and  a 
priority,  to  the  nomination  and  appmntment  to  such  Exhibi- 
tions and  each  of  them,  shall  at  all  times  be  given,  to  a 
person  or  scholar  duly  qualified  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  ipeaning  of  his  Will,  who  hath  been  educated,  taught, 
and  instructed  in  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Grantham^ 
in  preference,  or  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Oakham,  in 
case  of  the  former  failing  to  fill  the  vacancy,  for  the  space  of 
Three  years  at  least''  These  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for 
Seven  years. 

The  annual  amount  of  Rents  belonging  to  this  School 
being  now  at  least  £80().,  it  seemed  good  to  the  Trua- 
tees,  by  the  kind  advice  of  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  that 
whatever  surplus  remained,  after  the  deduction  of  Salaries 
to  the  difierent  Masters  and  other  small  incidental  ex|)ense8 
as  stated  in  the  Statutes,  should  be  applied  in  the  founding 
Exhibitions.  The  surplus  therefore  about  £300.  per 
annum  is  accumulating  for  that  use,  to  be,  when  needed^ 
distributed  in  Exhibitions  of  from  £30.  to  j£50,  per  annum; 
tenable  by  youth,  who  have  been  two  years  educated  in  the 
said  School,  for  Jour  years,  at  any  College  in  Oxford  or 
Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Robert  Gordon 
Andrews,  A.  M.,  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  per  annum.  This  Grentleman  takes 
Boarders  into  his  house,  at  Forty  guineas  per  annum ;  which 
sum  includes  chiefly  the  Instruction  preparatory  for  the 
Universities,  and  the  higher  branches  of  Commercial  life. 

The  present  Under-Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Henrt 
HoLGATE,  A.  M.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  annum.  He 
does  not  take  Boarders.    He  has  no  house. 
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There  is  a  Writiiig  Master,  who,  when  reqiucdte,  instructo 
in  English  Grammar,  writing,  and  arithmetic :  his  Salary  is 
£7S.  per  annum. 

There  are  about  Twelve  Free  Scholars, — and.  Nine 
Boarders  only,  at  present, — the  School  having  been  much 
nq^ected,  previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  Head 
Master,  in  1816.

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GRIMSBY. 

The  [Free  Gbammar  School  at  Gbim sbt  was  founded 
by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  12th  of  July,  in  the  first  year 
of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1547,  and  en- 
dowed with  an  Estate  at  Great  Grimsby,  caUed  *'  771^ 
Chantry  Farm^  then  worth  £A0..5.S.  per  anftum,  but  at 
present  about  £150.  It  is  now  the  property  of  George 
Tennyson,  Esq. 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  £7*  P^i"  annum  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Acham,  payable  out  of  some  landed  property  in 
the  Parishes  of  Goldsby  and  Asterby. 

The  Corporation,  who  are  the  Trustees,  annually  appoint 
Six  Grentlemen  from  their  own  Body  as  a  Committee,  over 
which  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  presides.  These  ma- 
nage the  whole  concerns  of  the  Establishment. 

This  School  is  open  to  70  boys,  the  sons  of  Freemen. 
They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  New  Testament 
with  tolerable  accuracy,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  they 
please.     About  10  other  Scholars  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  there  is  no  pre- 
scribed system  of  Education. 

There  are  no  Univeraty  advantages  belonging  to  this 
School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  George  Oli- 
ver, whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  j£200.  per 
annum* 

Neither  the  Head,  nor  the  Second,  Master  takes  Pujnls. 
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HOLBEACH. 

The  F££e  School  of  Holbeach  was  founded  hj  Geobgb 
Fabiceb,  of  tlie  Parish  of  St.  Andrew  Holbom,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex^  £s<l*9 — and  was  afterwards  respec- 
tively benefited  and  increased  by  John  Wabsdale,  of  Hol- 
beach, and  William  Duncombe,  of  Battlesden,  in  the 
County  of  Bedford,  Esq.  The  annual  amount  of  the  En- 
dowment, consisting  of  lands  and  tenements  in  Holbeach, 
in.  1814,  was  £133. 

The  Trustees  or  Feoffees  are,  from  time  to  time,  to  elect 
and  choose  (with  the  approbation  of  The  Founder)  a  pru- 
dent and  discreet  person,  who  shall  be  Master  or  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  of  Holbeach^ 
^^  without  any  Salaiy,  recompence,  or  other  reward  what- 
soever, to  be  exacted  from  or  demanded  of  the  Parents,  or 
other  Relations  or  Friends  of  such  Children  as  shall  be  so 
instructed  and  taught,  and  to  receive  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  of  the  said  estates  and  premises,  and  pay  the 
same  to  such  Schoolmaster.^ 

The  Revd.  William  Stukelet,  M.  D.,  the  eminent 
Antiquary,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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HORNCASTLE. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Horncastle  was  founded 
by  Edward  Lord  Clynton  and  Saye,  Lord  High  Admi- 
ral of  England,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  25th  of  Janu- 
ary, I57I)  fot  the  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, — to  be  called  ^ 
^^  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Ville  or  Soke  of  Horncastle,** — and  to  consist  of  one 
Master,  and  one  Ush^: — 

That  Ten  discreet  and  honest  men,  therein  named,  should 
be  the  Grovemors  of  it's  Possessions,  and  be  a  Body  Corpo- 
rate, with  perpetual  Succession, — might  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded,— and  have  a  Common  Seal  :— 

They  were  also  empowered  to  nominate  the  Master  and 
Usher,  upon  any  vacancy, — to  make  good  and  wholesome 
Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  School,— and  might  ac- 
quire lands  and  other  possessions,  to  be  holden  in  capUCy 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £40. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  Houses  and  Land,  situate  in 

r 

the  Parishes  of  Horncastle,  Hemingby,  Sutton,  Huttoft,and 
Winthorpe  in  the  Marsh. 

The  annual  Income  is  precarious,  ariiung  from  the  pecu- 
liar circumstances  of  the  property,  — part,  of  the  land  being 
subject  to  inundation  from  the  Sea, — and  another  part  of 
the  endowment  being  old  houses,  wanting  much  repiur.  The 
Governors  are  at  present  re-building  some,  and  will  have  to 
borrow  money  to  complete  them. 

The  Receipts,— I8I7,  were  £199..5..0.  This  year  (1818) 
the  greater  part  of  the  land  has  been  subject  to  a  Dnunage 
Tax  of  very  nearly  half  the  amount  of  the  rent. 

There  are  no  Statutes.

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The  present  Master  is,  The  ReTcL  Charles  L'Oste, 
whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  cmnwn.  He  does  not  take 
Boarders.

A  payment  of  £l..lO..O.  per  amwm  is  made  by  those 
Scholars,  who  are  instructed  in  writing  and  arithmetic 

The  Treasurer, for  the  year  1818,  is,  J.Fawssstt,  M.D. 
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LACEBY,  near  Grimsby. 

Thb  Frbk  School  at  Lacbbt  was  founded  in  piirsuanoe 
of  the  Win  of  Phillip  Stamford,  of  Lacebyi  Grenllemiari, 
dated  the  27th  of  June,  17 12,  and  by  Indenture  made  the 
II th  of  October,  1720,  between  Sarah  StamfoUd,  his 
Widow  and  sole  Executrix,  of  the  one  part,  and  L'AWktiJiCE 
Carter,  of  the  New  Works  near  the  Borough  of  Leices- 
ter, Esq.,  William  Harness,  of  Laceby,  Grentleman,  and 
Eleven  other  Gentlemen,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  of  the 
other  part, — 

Whereby  certain  lands  and  premises  were  assigned  to  them 
as  Trustees^  out  of  die  rents  and  profits  of  winch  a  School-houae 
was  to  be  erected^  and  the  Master  to  have  an  annual  Stipend  of 
£l2.,  together  with  a  house>  garden,  and  offices,  free  of  rent^ 
repairs,  and  taxes,  and  a  Chaldron  of  Coals. — 

The  Master  to  be  chosen,  and  displaced  by  The  Trustees  lor 
any  misbehaviour  without  being  accountable  or  answerable  for 
the  same : — 

The  Master  to  be ''  a  fitt  person,"  who  shall  teach  the  Chil- 
dren of  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Laceby,  Bradlej,  and  Bamoldby- 
le-Beck,  indefinitely,  as  well  boys  or  girls  as  shall  be  sent  to  the 
School,  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accompts,  gratis,  whose  Parents 
shall  not  be  able  to  pay  for  the  same  : — 

They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Psalter,  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  thdr  Parents  please.  The  number 
usually  educated  is  about  25.  They  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees. 

The  Residue  of  the  Rents  is  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  repairs  of 
the  School, ''  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  Hie  Schollars 
which  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  School,  either  in  buying  Books 
or  placeing  them  out  to  some  honest  Trade,"  as  the  miyor.part  of 
The  Trustees  shall  direct : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  shall  be  reduced  by  death  to  Seven 
only,  then  the  Survivors  or  the  m%jor  part  of  tiiem,  shall  elect 
Six  persons  in  the  room  of  the  deceased,  who  are  to  be  land 
owners  or  inhabitants  of  Laceby,  Bradley,  Bamoldby,  and  Brigs- 
ley:-* 
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No  lease  of  any  part  of  the  premises  is  to  be  granted  for  a 
longer  tenn  than  Twenty-one  years. 

The  present  Bental  is  £150.  per  omnium. 

About  six  years  since  an  increase  of  Salary  was  made  by 
The  Trustees,  in  oonaderation  of  the  rent  of  the  Farm^ 
with  idiich  the  School  is  supported,  being  augmented  to 
£l8.  jwroniMim, — to  which  also  were  added  Eight  acres  of 
meadow  land,  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Laceby.  The  present 
amount,  therefore,  of  the  Master's  Stipend  is,  including  die 
rent  of  these  dght  acres,  J£50.  a  year. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Gbobgs  Spboston, 
who  takes  private  Pupils. 

The  benevolent  Founder  also  directed,  that  <'  a  discreet 
Woman^  should  be  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  to  teach  the 
pocHT  boys  and  girls  of  the  respective  Parishes,  <^  in  her  own 
Dwelling-house  in  Laceby,^  previous  to  their  bdng  placed 
at  the  School  to  be  fiirther  taught^ — and  to  be  allowed  £4.^ 
now  increased  to  £6.  per  a/mmmy  and  a  Chaldron  of  Coals. 
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LINCOLN. 

TmcBB  was  fonnerly  a  Gramhab  School  in  The  Close  at 
Lincoln,  under  the  control  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  with 
a  Stipend  of  £3..15..2,  now  payable  out  of  the  land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown, — ^And  another  in  the  City,  under  the 
management  of  The  Corporation.  In  1583,  diese  Schools 
were  united* 

The  Master  is  elected,  and  partly  pud  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter :  The  Usher  is  elected,  and  paid  by  The  Cor- 
poration,—-who  also  pay  the  Master  in  part,  and  repair  the 
School-house. 

The  Master  ''  declines  sending  any  Communication  on  the

The  Frbe  Gkahkak  School  in  Looth  was  founded  hj 
Xing  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  dated  the 
21st  of  September,  in  the  FifUi  year  of  hb  reign,  1552  ;^ 

The  Preamble  of  which  expresses,  that  "  whereas  We  have 
always  coveted,  with  a  moat  exceedio^,  vehement,  and  ardent 
desire,  that  good  Literature  and  Discipline  might  be  diffused  and 
propagated,  through  all  the  parts  of  our  Kingdom,  ai  wkerein 
the  best  government  and  admmulration  of  affcuTS  eotuutt ;  and, 
therefore,  with  no  small  earnestness,  have  We  been  intent  on 
the  liberal  institution  of  Youth,  that  it  may  be  brought  up  to 
Science,  in  places  of  our  Kingdom,  most  proper  and  suitable  for 
such  functions  ;  i(  being,  as  it  tnere,  the  Foundation  and  grmetft 
of  our  Commonaealth,  and  haring  certtuo  and  unquestionable 
knowledge  that  our  Town  of  Louth,  in  our  County  of  iJncoln, 
is  a  place  moat  proper  and  fit  for  the  teaching  and  instructingof 
children  and  youth,  in  regard  it  is  very  populous  and  stocked 
with  youth,  and,  heretofore,  a  great  concourse  of  children  and 
youth  have  flocked  thither,  from  the  adjacent  Towns,  to  acqiure 
learning :" — His  Majesty,  therefore,  at  the  humble  Fetitbn  of 
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Richard  6oodebick>  Esq.^  Attorney  of  the  Court  of  Augment- 
ations and  Revenues  of  the  Crown^  and  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Ixmthj  for  the  erecting  and  establishing  of  a  Grammar  School 
there,  for  the  institution  of  boys  and  youth,  granted  and  ordained 
that,  ''  hereafter,  there  may  and  shall  be  one  Grammar  School, 
in  the  said  Town  of  Louth,  which  shall  be  called  ''  The  Frbs 
CbtAMMAR  School  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,"  for  the  educa- 
tion, institution,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth,  in  the 
Grammar,  to  endure  for  ever,"  to  consist  of  one  Master  and  one 
Usher  :— 

That  the  said  Town  of  Louth  be  Corporate  of  one  Warden 
of  THE  Town  of  Louth  and  Free  School  in  the  same,  and  of 
Six  Assistants,  inhabiting  in  the  said  Town  for  ever.  That 
the  Warden  and  those  Six  Assistants  may  and  ought  to  be  one 
Body  Incoiporate  and  Politick,  and  one  perpetual  Community, 
in  deed  and  in  name  j  to  have  perpetual  succession  5  and  be 
persons  able  and  capable,  in  Law,  by  the  name  of  ''  Warden 
and  Six  Assistants  of  the  Town  of  Louth  and  Free  School 
of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  in  Louth,"  to  purchase,  possess, 
and  hold  lands,  and  tenements,  to  them  and  their  Successors 
forever:— 

And  that  one  more  fit  person  of  those,  mhahitkr^  the  town 
aforesaid,  may  be  set  over  and  chosen  to  be  Warden  of  the  Town 
and  Free  School  aforesaid,  for  one  whole  year,  by  them  the  Six 
Assistants,  inhabitants  of  the  same  town,  in  every  year,  at  the 
Feast  of  Pentecost,  in  the  Common  Hall  of  Louth,  called ''  The 
GmldrHaU  :"— 

That  they  may  plead  and  be  impleaded :  And  may  have  a 
Common  Seal,  to  serve  for  the  transacting  the  business  of  the 
School  and  their  lands  and  possessions  i^- 

That  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants,  and  their  Successors 
may  have  ability  and  power  to  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
in  writing,  concerning  the  direction  of  the  Master,  and  Usher, 
and  Scholars  of  the  School,  and  to  exhibit  those  Statutes,  so 
reduced  to  writing,  to  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  and  the  same 
being  signed  by  the  aforesaid  Bishop, ''  with  his  own  hand,*' 
shaU  be  inviolably  observed  for  ever : — 

Laurence  Ebssbt,  Grentleman,  then  an  Inhabitant  of  the 
Town  of  Louth,  to  be  the  first  Warden  of  the  same  Town  and 
Free  School,  for  one  year,  and  that,  afterwards,  he  shall  be  and 
continue,  during  his  life  (if  he  shall  io  long  dwell  in  the  said  Taum) 
one  of  the  Six  Assistants :— That  of  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town,  John  Bradley,  Merchant  of  the  Staple  of  the 
Town  of  Calais,  John  Chapman,  Gentleman,  Walter  Fiss- 
wicKB,  Gilbert  Blanchard,  William  Bailiffe,  and  Ab- 
thub  Gbxt,  Mercer,  be  the  Six  Assistants :— And  that  hereafter 
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one  more  fit  person  of  the  aforesaid  Six  Assistants,  as  often  as 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  of  a  Warden,  *'  shall,  by  the  said  War- 
den, and  Six  Asdstants,  for  the  time  being,  be  chosen  and  made 
to  preside,  as  Warden  of  the  said  Town  and  School,  for  the 
benefit  and  good  rule  of  the  same  for  one  year  :** 

That  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  Assistants,  the  Warden 
and  surviving  Assistants  are  to  meet  at  the  Guild-Hail,  *^  and 
there,  within  Twenty  days  next  after  the  death  of  any  such  As- 
sistant, to  chuse  another  of  the  Inhabitants  of  di^  said  Town,  in 
the  place  of  him  so  dying,  and  they  shall  have  power  and  may 
compel  him,  so  chosen,  by  oath  or  otherwise  to  execute  those 
things,  which,  on  that  occasion,  belong  to  him  to  execute 
for  the  good  Rule  and  Profit  of  the  said  Town  and  School :" — 

For  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  the  said  School,  His 
Miyesty  gave  and  granted  to  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants 
divers  messuages,  cottages,  and  upwards  of  Three  Hundred  and 
Sixty  acres  of  Land,  in  Louth,  North  Somercotes,  South  Somer- 
cotes,  Thedlethorpe,  Anderby,  Winthorpe,  Ludborough,  Skid-^ 
broke,  and  Grainthorpe  : — together  with  a  void  piece  of  land> 
called  "  The  Quarry"  for  the  Beo^^  Market,  nt  the  time  of 
Fairs,  there  holden  in  Louth,  being  late  parcel  of  the  posses-* 
sions  of  the  Bishoprick  of  Lincoln  3— with  all  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands,  and  of  the  several  Fairs,  and  Markets^ 
and  with  liberty  to  keep  a  Court  of  Pie^Powder,  during  the  said 
Fairs  -, — the  whole  then  extending  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£40. ',  to  be  holden  in  free  soccage,  by  fealty  only,  and  not  in 
chief  :— 

The  Master  to  have,  out  of  the  issues  and  revenues  so  grant- 
ed, jC20.  yearly  for  his  Salary,  to  be  paid  Quarterly  by  equal 
portions  :->-And  the  Under-Master  to  have  J£l0.  yearly  for  his 
Salary,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  :-^ 

That,  "  as  often  as  the  said  offices  of  Master  and  Usher, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  be  vacant,  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  then,  within  one  month  next  ensuing  such  vacancy, 
the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants  shall  name  and  present  to  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  the  time  being,  another  fit  and  learned 
person,  and  them  or  him,  by  them,  as  aforesaid,  so  named  and 
admitted  by  the  said  Bishop,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  execution 
of  the  office  of  Master  and  Usher  for  the  term  of  life  :** — 

*'  And  We  will  as  often  as  the  Master,  or  Usher,  or  either  of 
them,  by  reason  of  a  criminal  and  infamous  life,  or  igno- 
rance and  insufficiency  to  teach,  or  any  other  notorious  defect, 
or  delinquency,  done  against  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of 
the  said  School,  shall,  by  the  Warden  and  Assistants,  be  thought 
fit  to  be  deprived  of  the  said  offices  and  they  shall  complain 
tb^srepf  to  he  Bishop  of  Lincoln^  and  he  sball  interpose  hi^ 
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censure^  so  as  also  there  shall  seem  to  him  sufficient  and  just 
causes  of  privation^  We  will  that  such  Master  or  Usher^  he 
deprived  of  their  office  or  offices^  and  another  chosen  and  put 
into  the  place  of  him  so  deprived.** 

His  Majesty  also  ordaincMi,  that  the  Warden  and  Six  Assist- 
ants shall  maintain^  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  lands  and  pre- 
mises^ Twelve  Poor  Persons,  in  like  manner  as  they  were 
heretofore  maintained^  "  by  the  late  Guild  of  St,  Mary,  and  the 
Guild  of  The  Holy  Trinity,  in  the  same  Town,  now  dissolved 
and  being  in  our  hands  ;  and,  after  the  death  of  any  such  poor 
person,  tibat  another  shall  be  put  in  the  place  of  the  deceased, 
within  one  month  after  his  death,  so  as  there  shall  be,  always^ 
Twelve  Poor  in  number  :** — 

The  King  likewise  empowered  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants 
to  convert  the  Church  or  Temple  of  The  Holy  Virgin,  common- 
ly called  '*  Sakit  Marys  Church,**  near  the  Town,  and  then 
occupied  for  a  School,  to  the  use  of  a  School,  at  their  pleasure, 
and  for  a  House  for  the  children  and  youth  to  be  taught  and 
instituted  in  for  ever : — 

And  that  they  may  acquire  and  purchase  any  manors,  lands,  and 
possessions,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  jC40.,  over  and  above  all 
ehatges  and  reprizes,  any  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other 
Statute^  notwithstanding. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Endowment  is  nearly  £600* 
per  annumy  distributable  as  heretofore,  viz.,  One  Ha^  to 
the  Master,  one  Fourth  to  the  Usher,  and  the  other  Fowrfh 
to  the  twelve  Poor  Persons,  for  the  time  being. 

This  mode  of  distribution  appears  to  have  been  intended 
by  the  Charter,  and  is  also  in  strict  conformity  to  a  Decree^ 
inade  on  the  25th  of  January,  in  the  First  year  of  Queeo 
Anne,  1702,  under  a  Commisaon  of  Charitable  uses, 
issued  for  the  correction  of  certain  irr^ularities  and  misap- 
plications in  the  Trust : — ^by  which  Decree  it  was,  among 
other  things,  <^  adjudged  and  ordered,  that  the  Revenues 
of  the  Foundation  idiould,  thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  be 
applied  in  the  proportions  above  mentioned.'** 

On  the  12th  of  November,  1796,  the  following  Statutes 
and  Ordinances,  for  the  government  and  direction  of  the 
School,  were  made  by  The  Warden  and  Six  Assistants, 
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and  approved  and  fubscribed  by  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln 
on  the  5th  of  January,  1797 : 

• 

First,  That  all  the  boys  who  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  School^ 
shall  be  placed  under  the  Master  or  Usher  as  their  Parents  shall 
thmkfit. 

8nd.  That  as  this  School  was  intended  by  the  Founder  for  the 
adyancement  of  Classical  Literature^  no  Boys  dwelling  in  Louth 
shall  be  admitted  into. it,  'till  they  can  read  well,  and  that  pre- 
vious to  their  admission  the  Parent  or  Parents  shall  give  assur- 
ance to  the  Warden  or  Deputy,  that  they  will  keep  them  regularly 
to  School. 

Srd.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  be  at  the  Sdiool  daily  in  the 
Morning  at  the  hour  of  seven  firom  the  first  day  of  March  to  the 
first  day  of  November :  and  at  the  hour  of  eight  the  remainder 
of  the  year ;  and  there  continue  without  intermission  teaching 
'till  one  (save  only  an  intermediate  time  of  one  hour  for  break- 
festing  and  recreation,  to  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Master) ;  and  in 
the  afternoon  to  return  at  three  and  to  continue  teaching  till 
five  during  the  first  mentioned  period }  but  fiom  Novemb^  the 
first  to  March  the  first,  to  return  to  School  in  the  afternoon  at 
half  past  two,  and  to  regulate  their  continuance  there  by  the 
length  of  the  days  (save  only  the  whole  afternoon  on  Saturdays); 
any  neglect  in  the  Attendance  as  above,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Corporation. 

4th.  That  Morning  and  Evening  Prayers  out  of  the  Conunon 
Prayer  Book,  or  others,  as  the  Master  shall  think  fit,  shall  every 
School  day  precede  nnd  terminate  the  bu^ess  of  the  day ;  the 
former  to  be  read  by  the  Master,  and  the  latter  by  the  Usher. 

5th.  That  the  Master  may  give  license  for  the  Scholars  to 
play  one  afternoon]  in  a  Week,  provided  there  be  no  red-letter 
day  in  that  Week,  and  no  oftener  without  the  consent  of  the 
Warden  or  his  Deputy. 

6th.  That  no  holidays  for  the  future  be  allowed  at  Easter  or 
Whitsuntide,  or  what  are  conmionly  called  The  Ringing  days, 
(except  the  King's  birth-day),  or  on  the  Fair  days,  and  that  the 
offices  of  teaching  shall  not  be  interrupted  or  omitted,  save  only 
at  and  for  the  times  of  Christmas  and  Midsummer  for  five  weeks 
respectively,  to  begin  on  such  day  as  the  Master  shall  order  and 
direct. 

7th.  That  if  a  red  letter  day  turn  out  rainy,  &c.,  the  Boys 
shall  go  to  School  and  have  the  holiday  on  some  Jfine  day,  to 
be  determined  and  fixed  on  by  the  Master. 

8th.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  with  all  their  Scholars  shall 
attend  Divine  Service  in  the  Church  on  holidays  in  the  Pew 
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appointed  for  them>  and  there  observe  the  behaTioor  of  the  said 
Sdiolars. 

9th.  That>  as  for  the  prosperity  of  the  School^  it  is  requisite 
that  harmony  should  subsist  between  the  Master  and  Usher^  it 
is  directed^  that  the  Master  conduct  himself  with  liberality^  &c.^ 
towards  the  Usher^  and  that  the  Usher  conduct  himself  orderly 
and  respectfully  towards  the  Master^  and  that  neither  of  them 
attempt  to  alienate  from  the  other  the  aflfection  or  good  opinion 
of  the  Scholars  or  their  Parents. 

10th.  That  the  Master  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  method 
of  teaching  throughout  the  whole  School,  and  the  Books  that 
shall  be  used  therein,  and  shaU  also  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  examine  the  Scholars  in  the  Lower  School. 

11th.  If  the  Master  shall  observe  any  cruelty  or  more  than 
ordinary  severity  in  the  behaviour  of  the  Usher  towards  any  of 
the  Scholars  in  his  department,  he  shall  inquire  into  the  cause ; 
if  it  appears  to  him  unreasonable,  he  is  required  to  admonish 
the  Udier.  And  in  case  he  neglects  such  a^onition,  and  con- 
tinues in  his  fault,  the  Master  is  hereby  required  to  state  the 
case  to  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  shall  make  such  order 
therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  just.  And  The  Warden  and  As- 
sistants shall  also  attend  to  every  complaint  made  by  the  Usher 
against  the  Master,  for  the  like  cruelty  or  severity. 

12th.  That  all  books  belonging  to  the  said  School  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  the  Master,  to  be  used  by  himself,  the  Usher, 
and  such  of  the  Scholars  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

13th.  That  the  Scholars  on  a  holiday  be  called  over  every 
two  hours  by  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Usher. 

14th.  That  the  Scholars  be  examined  twice  a  year  by  some  Cren- 
tleman  appointed  by  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  is  to  make 
a  rq>ort  o(  the  fHrogress  they  have  made  in  Clasncal  literature, 
that  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars  may  have  due  commenda- 
tion or  censure. 

15th.  That  if  the  Master  or  Usher  be  obligea  to  be  absent 
from  the  School,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Warden  or 
his  Deputy,  who  shall  be  satisfied  that  due  care  be  taken  of  the 
Scholars  in  the  mean  time. 

16.  And,  Lastly,  that  the  School  Room  shaU  always  be  kept 
clean. 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely,  free 

of  expense,  tor  Clasiical  Lutrucdon.    There  are  at  present 

Thiett  Five  boys  upon  the  Foundation,  in  a  course  of 

Clasncal  education,  which,  conndering  the  population,  and 

that  there  b  another  Claaacal  Seminary  in  the  Place,  ia  a 

proportion  of  CUuiical  Students  seldrai  found  in  any  of 
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9iir  larger  aUd  more  populous  Towns,     lliere  are  also 

FoBTT-Six  other  Scholars,  who  are  boarded  in  the  Houses 

of  the  Head  Master,  the  Assistant,  and  other  Boarding-hou* 

ses  in  the  Town. 

Children  are  admitted,  by  an  order  horn  The  Wabden, 

when  they  can  read  well ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their 

Parents  please. 
Tlie  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  only  are  used  • 

and  the  following  excellent  system  of  Education  is  strictly 

pursued ; — 

When  the  Pupil  has  committed  to  memory,  the  Jcci' 
dencCy  Propria  quce  marUmSy  As  inprcesenHy  and  some  of 
the  leading  Rules  of  Syntax,  he  be;g^  to  construe  Valpy's 
Dd§ctu8j  and  to  render  into  Latin  the  Eton  Exempla  Mi" 
nora^ — he  is  almost  incessantly  employed  in  parang, — the 
Ewempla  Minora  he  first  parses  in  English,  then  rends  it 
into  Latin,  and  in  the  Evening  writes  it  as  a  Latin  exer- 
dse.    In  preparing  the  Lesson  in  Valpy  the  ablest  boy 
takes  the  direction  of  the  Class,  observes  that  the  words  are 
found  out  in  the  Dictionary  by  every  boy,— he  hears  them 
construe  it  in  succession,  and  when  the  Lesson  has  been  thus 
prepared,  it  is  construed  by  every  boy  to  the  Master,  to 
whom  it  is  also  parsed  throughout,  and  the  Rules  oi  Pro- 
pria  quamaribuiy  As  in  prcesmHj  and  Syntax  are  given  for 
every  Gender,  Tense,  Case,  &c, — if  any  inaccuracy  is  be- 
trayed in  the  repetition  of  these,  a  few  moments  are  allowed 
for  consulting  the  Rule,  and  fixing  it  immediately  in  the 
memory ; — ^Two  hours  of  the  day  are  appropriated  by  this 
Class  to  spellmg  and  reading  English,  to  Writing,  and 
Arithmetic.    By  the  progressive  introduction  of  the  Learn- 
er to  the  Rules  of  Grammar,  and  by  an  inunediate  and 
constant  applicatiim  of  them,  by  parsing  English  as  well  as 
Latin,  and  by  reducing  the  English  as  nearly  as  possible  to 
the  Rules  of  Latin,  the  greatest  advantages  hav^  been  found 
to  arise. 
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By  the  tiine  the  Scholar  has  oonfitrued  about  half  the 
JDekcius  of  Valpy,  he  is  introduood  into  the  Fabkscf  PhjB- 
DEUs, — for  the  difficulties  of  this  Author,  boys  find  ample 
compensation  in  his  wit  and  pleasantry,— they  then  construe 
Phju>ki7s  alternately  with  the  Delechu.  The  Pupil  being 
now  completely  master  of  every  other  part  of  the  Eton 
Grammar,  commences  Prosody,— ^and  to  Valfy  and  Phjb- 
DRiTB,  succeed  CiSSAR,  and  the  Eton  Selectiom  from  the 
Epistles  and  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid,  Cobnblius  Nspos, 
Sallust, — these  are  followed  by  Virgil,  Horace,  Juve- 
nal,— by  Cicero's  OnxtionSj  OfficeSy  the  Eton  Seripiares 
Somani,  and  by  some  books  o£  LrvT  and  Tacitus. 

When  the  Learner  has  committed  to  memory  the  Rules 
of  Prosody,  and  is  expert  in  scanning  and  the  apjdication  of 
the  Rules,  he  attempts  Versification, — whidi  b  taught  by 
first  giving  the  Scholar  the  words  of  some  Latin  Poet 
thrown  into  disorder,  to  reduce  into  Ver8e,-^and  then  by 
his  forming  Nonsense  verses  from  the  wcnrds  of  hb  Latin 
Prose  exercise,  to  which  he  subjoins  them,^by  then  giving 
him  the  verbal  translation  of  Latin  verses  to  be  reduced  by 
him  into  metre,— to  thb  succeed  Imitations  of  some  Engw 
lish  Poet  in  Heroic  and  Ele^Ac  verse, — and  lastly,  original 
Composition  and  Lyric  verse. 

As  soon  as  the  Scholar  b  perfect  Master  of  the  Latin 
Grammar,  he  is  introduced  into  the  Greek  ;  which  gene* 
raOy  takes  place  at  the  age  of  Eleven,  and  even  of  Nine  or 
Ten,  if  the  boy  be  expert.  After  the  Inflexiofis  of  the 
Nouns  and  Verbs  have  been  leamt,  he  proceeds  as  in  Latin^ 
beginning  to  construe  some  Author  immediatdy, — the 
Rules  of  Grammar  are  constantly  q){died,  allowing  a  few 
moments  for  impresnng  the  Rules  upon  the  memory  at  the 
time  of  their  application.  The  books  read  in  Greek  are, 
the  Dekdus  of  Priest,  the  exceOent  publications  of  Dal- 
ZEL,  which  are  read  completely  through.  Xenophon^s 
Cjfropasdioy  hb  life  of  ^ge^j/hu^ ,  and  hb  Jnoiam,  Homer, 
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tlie  Tragedians  (particularly  those  edited  by  Pouson),  the 
Orationi  of  Dsmosthsnxs,  publiilhed  by  MotTNTRinEr, 
PiNDAK,  Herodotus,  and  Thuctdides.  The  Senior  Class 
neirer  lose  «gfat  of  Hokee  ;  they  generally  construe  at  least 
7V»o  of  his  books  in  the  course  o(  a  half-year.  They  are 
sometimes  allowed  a  week,  or  a  fortnight,  to  prepare  for  ex^ 
amination  half  a  dozen  ot  his  books. 

The  business  of  the  day  begins  in  every  Class  with  Sacred 
BEADING.  The  iSrst  and  second  Classes  read  a  portion  of  the 
Latin  Testament  into  the  ori^nal  Greek, — ^the  third  ccxistrues 
SGiBe  part  ci  the  Gospeb  in  Greek,--"the  fourth  and  fifth 
construe  the  Latin  Testament, — and  those  who  are  not  equal 
to  this,  read  the  Lessons  fcnr  the  day  in  English.-— Prayers 
are  then  read  from  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England 
by  the  Senior  boys  in  succession,— -which  are  read  also  in  the 
Evening  in  like  manner. 

The  Senior  Classes  then  repeat  lines  from  Greek  or  Latin 
authors,  which  have  been  c(»nmitted  to  memory  on  the  pce- 
oedingEvenmg,— also  Chronology,  Rhetoric,  Sealers  metres. 

The  other  Classes  repeat  a  portion  of  Greek  or  Latin 
Grammar,  History,  or  Greography. 

The  Exercises  performed  on  the  preceding  Evening  are 
then  looked  over, — the  Eton  books  are  used  for  this  pur- 
pose,—to  which  is  added  Valpy^s  Elegantke  Latitue^ — 
Composition  in  English,  or  Latin  or  Greek  Prose  or  Verse, 
employs  the  Evenings  of  the  first  Class, — they  are  all  fre- 
quently exercised  in  tlie  translation  of  Greek  or  Latin 
authors,  which  they  read  back  into  the  original  language, 
after  it  has  been  inspected. 

Every  Lesson,  except  in  the  first  Class,  is  construed  twice 
over,  and  is  parsed  very  carefully.  On  one  day  of  the 
Week,  the  work  done  in  the  Week  by  each  Class,  is  again 
construed  to  the  Head  Master ;  in  the  last  Month  of  the 
Half-year,  the  whole  work  of  the  Half-year  is  again  gone 
over^-^All  the  lines  also  are  again  rep^ited^— m&d  after* 
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wards  repeated  at  one  Lessan, — in  this  maimer  a  book  of 
HoEACB,  or  ViEGiL,  is  repeated  by  a  Class  at  one  Lesson^ 
without  much  q)parent  exertion. 

Every  Fault  in  English,  Latin,  or  Greek  Composition,  is 
registered  in  the  FaulUbooks  of  the  different  Classes,— are 
shown  up  to  the  Head  Master,  and  proclaimed  in  the  School. 
In  Writing  and  Arithmetic  also,  the  merit  or  de-merit  of 
the  performance  is  roistered  likewise  every  day.  At  the 
end  of  the  Half-year,  Rbwards  are  givai  to  the  most  de« 
serving, — which  rewards  arise  from  a  fund  formed  from 
Fines  imposed  upon  those,  who  are  reported  tardy  at  the 
times  of  entering  the  School. 

All  the  Classes,  except  the  first,  upon  leaving  the  Teacher, 
re-construe  the  lesson  to  the  Captain  of  the  Class,  before 
they  are  permitted  to  sit  down.  Boys  of  inferior  capad^ 
are  usually  associated  with  those  of  brighter  talents. 

The  attention  and  emulation  of  the  Scholars  is  constantly 
kept  alive  by  Precedence  during  the  Lesson,  according  to 
merit 

Particular  attention  is  paid  to  Elocution,-»the  higher 
Classes  on  one  morning  of  the  week  deliver  before  the  Mas- 
ter, Speeches  selected  from  the  best  English  Authors,  with 
appropriate  action, — and  once  in  the  year  deliver  in  public. 
Speeches  from  Greek,  Latin,  French,  and  English  authors. 
Thb  practice  of  Public  Speaking  was  instituted  by  Dr.  Obmb, 
and  has  been  continued  by  the  present  Master,  from  a  con- 
viction of  ifs  utility,  and  from  a  wish  to  keep.^dive  that 
Interest  and  Indulgence,  with  which  the  Friends  of  the 
Scholars  and  the  Grentlemen  of  the  Town  and  Ndghbour- 
hood  have  always  received  the  Rhetorical  attempts  of  these 
young  Candidates  for  public  approbation. 

An  extensive  and  useful  School  Libbaey  has  been  coU 
lected,  chiefly  from  the  Benefactions  of  the  Parents  of  the 
Scliolars  upon  their  leaving  School  Since  the  appointment 
of  the  present  Master,  a  charge  of  Half  a  guinea  has  judici* 
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ously  been  made  upon  the  admifwioa  of  every  Scholar  (ex- 
cept those  upon  the  Foundation)  j  which  has  enabled  him  to 
expend  about  Ten  guineas  annually  in  the  purchase  of 
Books.  The  Senior  boy  is  appointed  Librarian,  who  enters 
in  a  book  the  titles  of  the  books  taken  out,  and  the  names  of 
the  Readers, — ^his  account  is  submitted  weekly  to  the  in- 
spection o£  the  Head  Master. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6..8..6.  per  annum  at  Jesus 
College,  Cambridge,  for  Scholars  from  the  Schools  of  Cais- 
tor,  Louth,  or  Alford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Waite, 
M.  A.,  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  who  was  elected 
on  the  death  of  The  Revd.  Dr.  Obme,  in  October  1814. 
The  Income  of  the  Head  Master  arising  fix)m  the  Endow- 
ment, is  nearly  £300*  per  annum ;  the  other  emoluments, 
except  the  profits  arising  from  the  board  of  Pupils,  are 
absorbed  by  the  Salaries  of  the  Assistants. 

The  Trustees  of  the  School  have  erected  an  excellent  and 
spacious  House,  for  the  residence  of  the  Master,  near  to  the 
School-room,  in  a  situation  quite  retired  from  the  Town,  to 
which  is  attached  a  convenient  Play-ground.  For  this 
House  he  pays  rent  to  the  Corporation  of  Louth,  it  being 
erected  from  their  Corporate  Purse.  The  House  and 
Grounds  have  been  considerably  improved  by  the  present 
Master,  and  afford  accommodation  seldom  equalled  in  simi- 
lar Establishments. 

The  Usher,  who  is  now  in  the  Eighty*  Second  year  of 
his  age„  being  unequal  to  the  duties  of  his  situation,  was 
permitted  by  The  Trustees,  with  the  approbation  of*  the 
Visitor,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  to  retire  in  the  year  1802, 
with  an  allowance  of  £40.  per  annum  out  of  the  Salary  paid 
to  the  Usher; — The  Trustees  reserving  to  themselves  the 
right  of  nominating  his  Locum  tenens.  This  intuation  was 
fiUed  by  the  present  Master  from  1 802  to  1 812.  The  Revd. 
T.  A.  Dale,  B.  A.,  of  St  Johtf  s  College,  Cambridge,  is  the

present  Representative  of  the  Usher.  Mr.  Dale  has  the 
privilege  of  admitting  into  his  house  Pupils,  who  attend  the 
Grammar  School. 

Scholars  who  are  boarded  at  Lodging-Houses  in  the 
Town,  pay  to  the  Head-Master  Eight  guineas  per  omnvm 
for  Classical  Instruction. 

Writing,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  Euclid, 
&c,  are  taught  at  Two  guineas  per  cmnvrni. 

The  French  language  is  taught  in  the  School  by  a  Native 
of  France,  at  One  guinea  the  Quarter. 

There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  any  other  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

A  respectable  List  might  be  given  of  Men  educated  at 
this  School,  who  have  passed  through  the  Universities  with 
Honour,  and  who  have  aflerwards  acquired  Distinction  in 
the  Church,  at  the  Bar,  and  in  the  Army  and  Navy.  The 
School  of  Louth  for  the  last  Fifty  years  has  maintained  a 
high  character  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  and  during  this 
period  has  probably  educated  more  Scholars  for  the  Learned 
Professions  than  any  other  School  in  the  County.  Schools, 
however,  are  only  the  Nurses,  not  the  Parents  of  Genius, — 
And  if  the  School  of  Louth  cannot  display  in  the  number  of 
if  8  sons,  men  whose  names  are  emblazoned  in  the  Rolls  of 
Fame,  it  can  hold  forth  to  pubUc  Respect  and  Gratitude, 
the  Virtues  and  Talents  of  more  humble,  but  not  less 
USEFUL  Scholars. 

The  present  worthy  Master,  partly  fix)m  a  desire  of  gra- 
tifying his  own  feelings,  and  partly  from  a  wish  to  perpetuate 
the  connection  subsisting  between  the  School  and  the  Scho- 
lars, has  preserved  a  Register  of  Admission  from  the  year 
1803  to  the  present  year  1817. 

No  information,  respecting  the  Masters  of  this  School, 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Records  in  the  possession  of  the 
Trustees,  prior  to  the  year  1720 ;— in  which  year,  it  appears 
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that  John  Escolme,  of  Trinity  Coll^e^  Cambridge^  was 
Ma8tery<— « 
In  1728.  J.  Wadeson, — ^Usher,  Joseph  L^Oste.

The  instances  of  the  Longevitt  of  the  Masters  are 
remarkable  in  Foue  of  those  Grentlemen,  viz.^  Mr.  Wadb« 
son,  Mr.  Emeeis,  Mr.  L'Osts^  and  Mr.  Stopfoed. — 
Mr.  Eheeis,  after  presding  over  the  School  of  Louth  for 
Thiett  teaes  with  Fidelity  and  Distinction,  retired  from 
it  with  the  applause  and  regret  of  the  Inhabitants  of  die 
Town  and  Ndghbourhood,  Twenty-one  years  nnce,  and  is 
now  living  in  the  enjoyment  of  ^^  otium  cum  digniMe^  in 
the  EiGHTf-SBCOND  year  of  his  age. 
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Alexamdge  Bishop  c{  Lincoln,  in  1139,  according  to 
Bishop  Tanmee,  biult  aa  Abbey  in  the  Park  near  Louth 
for  the  Cistertian  Monks  whom  he  had  brought  from  Foun< 
tains  to  Haverfaohn.  This,  as  most  of  tjie  Monasteiies  of 
that  Order,  was  dedicated  to  Thb  Vikgin  Mart.  In  the 
time  of  King  Henet  the  Third  it  contained  66  Monks,  and 
150  Conversi ;  but,  about  the  time  of  the  Suppresaon,  there 
were  not  above  12  Reli^ous,  who  had  lands  ^d  rents 
worth  j£l47..14..6.  per  annum  according  to  DncDALE,  and 
j£l69..5..6.  ob.  accordbg  to  Sfeed.  The  Site  was  granted, 
in  the  30th  of  Henkt  the  Eighth,  to  Charles  Duke  of 
StTFFOLK ;  and,  in  the  I2th  of  Elizaieth^  to  Sir  Hbnsy 
Stanlet,  Knt.,  and  Mabgakxt  his  Wife. 

The  lands  have  since  fallen  into  the  possession  of  several 
Proprietors.  Mr.  Mason,  a  respectable  Farmer  and  Gra- 
der, resident  in  the  Village  of  Kiddington,  to  which 
Pansh  Louth  Park  is  annexed,  has  lately  purchased  the 
lands  which  formed,  perhaps,  the  greater  part  of  the  Park. 

Some  small  portions  of  the  exterior  Walls  are  now  stand- 
ing.   And  Thomas  Esfin,  Esq.,  F.  S.  A.,  who  is  building 
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a  small  Residence  for.  himself  upon  a  Gothic  plan,  having 
been  presented  with  some  of  the  stones  highly  decorated, 
judiciously  proposes  to  adorn  it  with  these  venerable  re- 
mains. 

This  description  is  not  introduced  to  convey  any  suppod- 
tion,  that  there  was  a  connection  between  The  Abbet  and 
The  Gramhab  School  at  Louth,  but  purposely  to  perpe- 
tuate the  Seal. 
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MOULTON,  near  SFAU>iNa. 


The  Fkbb  Gbahhak  School  in  the  pleasant  VilUge  ot 
MoDLTON  was  founded  by  John  Harbox,  Yeoman,  anativo 
of  thb  Parish,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  19th  of  September, 
1560 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  275'..0'..25''.  of  land  ;  of 
which  263V.2',.7'.  are  mtuate  in  the  Parish  of  Moulton,  and 
the  remaining  11'..2'..18''.  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Wh^ 
lode.  The  estate  is  subject  to  various  incumbrances,  occa- 
aoned  by  inclosing,  draining,  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

The  Statutes  appointed  by  the  pious  and  munitioent 
Founder,  are  such  as  are  common  to  most  Grammar  Schools ; 
and  pardcularly  require  Prayers  to  be  said  daily  in  the 
School,  and  a  strict  attention  to  the  Reli^n  of  the  EstaUisH- 
ed  Churdi  oF  England. 

In  the  Forty-firet  year  of  Queen  Elizabbts,  1599,  a  Com- 
nission  was  appointed,  and  a  Decree  made,  concenun^  This 
School ;  by  wlui^  it  iq)pear9,  in  the  words  of  the  Decree,  that 
"  there  had  been  long  and  troublesome  Suits  between  divers 
Schoolmasters  and  the  Feoffees,  seeliing  to  keep  the  landi  in  their 
hand*,  and  to  allow  the  Schoolmaster  only  a  certain  Stipend  in 
money,  mth  the  occupation  of  the  House  and  some  small  pared 
of  thcLands  j  and  not  to  assure  the  Lands,  nor  any  part  there- 
to, to  the  Sdioolmaster  and  his  Successors. 
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**  Yet  it  appeareth  plainly^  that  the  true  intent  of  the  said 
Harrox  was^  not  only  that  the  whole  profits  of  the  lands  should 
be  employed  by  the  Devisees  or  Feofifees  to  the  use  of  the  School- 
master and  Sdiool ;  and  themselves  to  gain  or  retain  nothing 
thereof  unto  themselves  3  but  also  it  seemeth  imto  us>  that  the 
very  lands  themselves  ought  to  have  been^  after  the  erection  and 
foundation  of  the  said  School^  assured  to  the  Schoolmaster  and 
his  Successors." 

The  Decree  then  proceeds  to  order  the  heirs  of  the  surviving 
Feoffee^  to  convey  and  assure  the  whole  of  the  said  Lands  unto 
the  Schoolmaster  then  beings  and  to  his  Successors  : — And  it 
appoints  new  Trustees. 

Most  appropriate,  therefore,  is  the  Motto,  which  was 
chosen  for  the  Common  Seal  of  this  School, — ^^  FUioB  plamr- 
iavU, — ProbiUis  Jirmavity  And  it  may  most  devoutly  be 
added,  ^<  Esto  perpeiua  T 

The  Schoolmaster  is  Master,  ^^  et  de  Jure  et  de  Jacto,'^ 
He  lets  the  Lands,  receives  the  Rents,  and  discharges  the 
several  outgoings  of  the  Estate : —chooses  the  Usher,  and 
pays  his  Salary ; — and  keeps  the  various  Buildings  (con^st- 
ing  of  his  owii  house,  and  four  small  Farm  houses)  in  sub* 
stantial  repair.  He  has  a  commodious  and  comfortaUe 
Dwelling-house,  which  is  built  upon  the  site  of  the  Founder's 
Mansion,  with  a  detached  School,  and  convenient  Garden, 
Orchard,  Yard,  and  Homestead,  together  with  a  Play-^ 
ground  of  Two  acres  for  the  Scholars. 

The  House  stands  pleasantly  in  the  centre  of  the  Village, 
and  opposite  to  the  Church,  the  Tower  and  Spire  of  which 
are  of  very  great  elegance,  lightness,  and  beauty. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  indefinitely,  g^  any  age  or 
phicej  who  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  New  Testament. 
And  it  may  with  the  greatest  propriety  be  termed  a  Free 
School,  as  the  only  expense  is  Fou/r-ptncey  which  is  paid  on 
Admission. 

The  present  number  of  Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  is 
Sixty.  No  nomination  is  requisite.  And  as  an  additional 
comfort  to  the  Children,  all  of  them  who  choose,  are  allowed 
to  bring  their  victuals,  and  to  dine  in  the  School. 
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The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used : — ^The 
Master  teaches  the  Classics, — and  the  Usher,  the  English 
language,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  present  Master  is,  Samuel  Elsdale,  Clerk,  M.  A«, 
late  Fellow  of  Lincoln  Coll^,  Oxford.  He  was  unani- 
mously elected  in  1814.  This  Gentlonan  receives  Eighi 
Boarders  only  into  his  house :  his  Terms  vary  from  £35.  to 
£40.  per  annum^  according  to  the  age  of  the  Pupil.  Imme- 
diately after  his  election,  his  Dwelling-house  underwent  con- 
aderable  repairs  and  improvements.  The  School  was  also 
greatly  improved,  by  an  alteration  highly  conducive  to  the 
health  and  comfort  both  of  the  Teachers  and  the  Scholars. 

By  the  Statutes  of  the  Founder,  the  Master  is  restricted 
from  holding  any  ^^  Ecclesiastical  Living"  with  this  School. 

The  present  Usher,  Mr.  John  Eugene  Savage,  is 
boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house  of  the  Master. 

The  late  Master,  The  Revd.  William  Maugham,  held 
the  situation  Fifty -one  years^  and  died  at  the  Patriarchal 
age  of  Eighty-eight. 

The  following  awful  drcumstance  once  happened  at  this 
SchooL  Upon  the  death  of  the  Master,  a  Successor  was 
immediately  appointed,  who  died  suddenly,  and  both  of  them 
were  buried  at  Moulton  on  the  same  day. 

There  are  Six  Trustees  ; — Three  of  whom  are  ex  OjffU 
do, —

The  Lay  Trustees  are  chosen  by  the  remuning  Trustees, 
when  any  vacancy  occurs. 

The  Trustees  are  directed  to  meet  in  the  School,  and  to 
examine  the  Scholars  twice  a  year,  or  oftener,  if  they  please. 

When  the  Mastership  is  vacant,  another  Master  is  to  be 
elected  by  the  Trustees,  within  Forty  days : — and  none  is  to 
be  chosen,  but  ^^  such  as  hath  good  rejxirt,  and  is  able  to 
teach  the  Ladn  and  Greek  tongues.  "^ 

The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  the  Visitor. 

The  munificent  Founder  of  this  School  also  bequeathed 
Bands  of  ccmsiderable  value  to  the  Poor  both  of  Moultoa 
aad  of  Spalding,  for  ever« 
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NEW  SLEAFORD. 

The  Frbb  and  Common  School  in  New  Sleaford  was 

founded  in  the  year   1604,  by  Robert  Carr,  Esq.,  of 

Aswardby,   by  Indenture  dated   the  first  of  September, 

between  himself  on  the  one  part,  and  Eight  Trustees  therein 

named; 

^y  which  the  said  Robert  Carr  for  the  perpetual  maintenance 
of  a  Free  and  Common  School  in  New  Sleaford  aforesaid,  in 
the  place  where  the  School  is  now  kept  there,  or  in  some  other 
convenient  place  in  the  said  Town  of  New  Sleaford,  for  the 
better  education  of  the  Youth  and  Children  bom  or  inhabiting 
with  their  Parents  within  New  Sleaford,  Old  Sleaford,  Aswardby^ 
and  Holdingham,  and  in  Quarrington,  North  Rauceby,  South 
Rauceby,  Anwick,  Kirkby  La  Thorpe,  and  Evedon  in  the  said 
County  of  Lincoln,  in  Virtue  and  Learning,  (and  for  other  pur- 
poses), hath  granted  all  those  Pastures  in  Gedney  in  the  Parts 
of  Holland  and  Coimty  of  Lincoln,  containing  Five  score  acres 
more  or  less,  &c.  -,  out  of  the  rent  and  profit  of  which  a  yearly 
sum  or  pension  of  £20,  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  School- 
master : — 

'^  The  iSaster  to  be  chosen  by  the  Owner  and  Inheritor  of  the 
late  faire  Castle  of  New  Sleaford,  and  continue  such  so  long 
only  as  he  shall  be  thought  fit  by  the  said  Inheritor  of  the  said 
Castle,  and  the  most  part  of  the  Vicar  of  New  Sleaford  and  the. 
Trustees : — 

'*  And,  on  the  death  or  imfitness  of  the  Master,  on  certificate 
made  to  the  Inheritor  of  the  said  Castle,  he  shall  by  some  writing, 
under  his  hand  and  sealchuse  another  Master,  being  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  or  Master  of  Arts  in  either  Cambridge  or  Oxford  : — 

"  And,  if  the  said  Inheritor  does  not  name  within  Ten  weeks 
after  such  certificate,  that  then  the  Vicar  and  Inheritors  of  the 
said  Pastures  do  chuse  a  Master  :** — 

He  is  to  teach  the  Children  '^  without  any  after  reward  or 
benefit  to  be -demanded  or  expected  :**— 

And  the  Children  are  ''  to  continue  with  him  at  all  such  times 
of  the  day,  as  is  commonly  used  in  other  Free  Schools  of 
Learning." 

Mr.  Robert  Cammocke,  by  Will,  dated  the  21st  of 

April,  1631,  gave  ^^  a  Farm  at  Harmston,  in  the  County  of 
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Lincx)in^^  but  charging  it  with  several  annual  payments,  of 
which  one  is  ^^  Four  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  in  The 
Free  School  of  Skaford,^  to  be  paid  half  yearly.  1  his  £state 
is  now  the  property  of  Samuel  Thorold,  Esq.,  who  resides 
at  Harmston,  and  regularly  pays  this  demand. 

<^  At  this  time,  there  is  not  a  Scholar^'  upon  the  Foun- 
dation ! 

The  present  and  only  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Elias 
HuELiN,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  £24.  per  cmnum ;  £20,  of 
which  have  been  withholden  a  year  or  two,  and  most  pio- 
baUy  will  be  withholden  scmie  oonnderable  time  longer,  on 
account  of  some  heavy  expenses  which  the  Trustees  have 
incurred  in  necessary  buildings  on  the  premises.  This 
Grentlonan  has  some  Children  firom  Jersejf^  but  his  terms 
are  unknown. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages^ 
belonging  to  this  School. 
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SPALDING. 


The  Free  Gbammae  School  at  Spalding  was  founded 
by  John  Gamblyn  and  John  Blank,  who  endowed  it  with 
lands  in  the  County  of  Lincobi ;  and  established  by  Letters 
Patent  from  King  Chaeles  the  Second.  It  was  subse- 
quently augmented,  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Atkinson,  with  an 
ancient  House  and  Granary  in  the  Town  of  Spalding. 

The  present  gross  proceeds  of  the  Rents  amount  to  about 
£150.  per  annum:  out  of  which  the  repairs,  taxei^  and 
other  incidental  expenses  are  paid ;  when  the  remaining  sum 
is  given  to  the  Head  Master,  he  paying  his  own  Assistant, 
if  he  thinks  it  necessary  to  employ  one. 

All  the  Householders  in  the  Town  and  Parish  have  a  right 
to  send  thdr  Children  upon  the  Foundation,  free  of  expense, 
when  they  are  EigJU  years  old,  or  can  read  a  Chapter  in 
The  Old  Testament,  and  write  a  tolerably  good  hand. 
Which  privilege  they  exerdse  at  their  pleasure.  There  has 
been  no  limit  to  the  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation, 
nor  to  the  time  of  their  continuance  in  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  which 
are  used  in  this  School.  And  the  routine  of  Education  is 
something  upon  the  same  plan. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  other  Univer- 
sity advantages,  belonging  to  this  Foundation. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  RevcL  Walteb  Mau- 
BiCB  Johnson,  who  employs  as  his  Usher,  The  ]^yd.  Mr. 
Spoonbe  ;  neither  of  these  Grentlemen  takes  Boarders. 

Mr.  Johnson  holds  the  small  Chapelry  of  Cowbitt,  distant 
about  three  miles  from  Spalding,  which  is  worth  about  Thirty 
guineas  per  cmnum^  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Grovemors. 

The  learned  Dr.  Bentley  was  Master  of  this  School  in 
the  year  1681. 

By  the  Statutes  it  is  ordained,  that  if  the  Grovemors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  fail  to  elect  a  Schoolmaster 
within  Forty  days  after  a  vacancy,  that  then  The  Master 
and  Senior  Fellows  of  Saint  John^s  College,  in  Cambridge^ 
shall  appoint  a  fit  man  to  be  Schoolmaster  here. 


A  pleasing  opportunity  now  offers  itself  of  mentioning 
with  becoming  respect  <<  The  Gentlemen's  Society  at 
Spalding  ;^  and  especially  if  s  connection  with  The  Society 
of  Antiquaeies  of  London. 

The  Spirit  of  Emulation  and  Communication  which  pre- 
vailed among  The  Establishers,  or  to  speak  more  properly 
The  Revivers,  of  The  Society  of  Antiquabies  of  London 
in  the  beginning  of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  produced  two 
or  three  congenial  Establishments,  whose  object  was  to  extend 
their  inquiries  into  the  History  and  Antiquities  of  this  Eingv- 
dom  by  mutual  correspondence. 

With  this  very  laudable  view  there  was  established  in  the 
year  1710,  at  Spalding,  a  Society  of  Gentlemen,  who,  in 
the  true  style  of  Monastic  antiquity,  assumed  to  themselves 
the  modest  denomination  of  a  Celi  to  that  of  London  ;  at 
once  expressing  their  relation  and  connection  with  that  re- 
spectable Body,  of  which  most  of  them  were  also  Members, 
and  with  which  they  kept  up  an  uninterrupted  correspondence 
and  communication  of  their  Minutes,  for  upwards  of  Fobty 

YEARS. 
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This  Society,  which  took  it's  rise  from  Maurice  Johnson, 
Esq.,  an  Ancestor  of  the  present  Head  Master  of  the  School, 
and  a  few  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  of  Spalding,  who  met  at 
a  Coffee-House  to  pass  away  an  hour  in  Literary  conversa^ 
tion,  and  reading  some  new  Publications,  may  be  considered 
as  one  of  the  extraordinary  efforts  of  the  active  mind  of  their 
Founder,  whose  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  various 
branches  of  English  history  and  Jurisprudence  supported  for 
so  long  a  time  a  Plan  originally  digested  by  himself,  and  also 
extended  the  views  of  The  Society  to  other  parts  of  Sdence. 

Of  this  Society  a  very  particular  account  is  given  in  the 
Third  volume  of  The  **  BibliotTieca  Topographica  Briian-' 
nicaP 

Wherever  there  has  long  been  a  communicative  and  com- 
plidsant  character,  the  same  benign  sentiments  perpetually 
prevail.  At  least  I  must  gratefully  bear  such  testimony  to 
the  candour  of  The  Grovemors,  and  the  Head  Master,  of 
dus  School.  From  Spalding  I  received  the  fint  answer  to 
these  inquiries,— accompanied  with  an  impression  of  the 
Common  Seal  of  the  School, — and  with  such  courtesy  and 
politeness,  as  fixed  my  determination  to  persevere  in  a  plan, 
which,  whatever  may  be  it^s  defects,  shall  not  be  charged 
with  insensibility  to  their  encouragement  and  kindness.

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STAMFORD  or  STANFORD. 

Radcliffe^s  School, 

commonly  caUed 

The  Free  Gkammar  School. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Borough  of  Stamford 
owes  it^s  origin  to  the  benevolence  of  William  Rabcliffe, 
who,  having  served  the  oi&ce  of  Alderman^  in  those  days  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Town  and  Head  of  the  Corporation, 
in  the  years  1495,  1503,  and  1512,  died  about  the  year 
1530,  having  made  provision  by  his  Will  for  it^s  establish- 
ment ;  in  which  he  gave  estates  to  the  Alderman  of  Stamford 
for  the  time  being,  to  the  intent  that  be  should,  immediatdy 
after  his  death,  find  an  honest,  and  able  person,  being  learned, 
to  teach  Scholars  within  the  Town  of  Stamford^  ^^  freely, 
without  taking  of  any  reward  of  the  same  Scholars  or  their 
Parents  for  the  same.'' 

And,  for  the  pains  of  such  Schoolmaster,  the  Alderman 
was  to  pay  to  him,  the  yearly  profits  of  all  the  Donor's  lands 
in  Stamford. 

He  further  willed,  that  his  Feoffees  or  Executors  should, 

within  Twenty-one  years  after  his  death,  obtain  His  Majesty's 

licence  for  the  admortisment  of  the  said  lands  to  the  use 

aforesaid, — But,  if  the  Feoffees  or  Executors  could  not  obtain 

the  said  licence,  within  the  time  prescribed,  that  then  his 

Executors  should  sell  those  lands,  and  employ  the  produce 

thereof  in  such  deeds  of  Charity,  as  to  them  should  seem 

most  expedient. 

In  the  2d  and  3d  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1548,  an  Act  of 
Parliament  was  passed  for  establishing  this  Foundation,  which 
recites  the  Will  of  Mr.  Radcliffe,  and  that,  during  seventeen 
or  eighteen  years  after  his  death,  an  able  and  learned  School- 
master taught  within  the  Town^  '^  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
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said  poor  Town,  and  of  the  other  Towns  thereunto  adjoining/* 
yet  His  Majesty's  licence  was  not  obtained  by  the  Feoffees ;  by 
which  delay  it  was  feared  that  they,  "  rather  minding  to  take 
the  benefit  of  the  sale  of  the  land^  after  the  said  term  of  One  and 
Twenty  years  expired,  than  the  advancement  of  the  said  godly 
and  most  charitable  intent  of  the  said  giver,'*  never  intended  to 
obtain  the  said  licence,  which  would  be  greatly  to  the  detriment 
of  the  Inhabitants,  and  contrary  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder ; 
for  remedy  whereof,  it  vras  enacted,  that  from  henceforth  the 
Alderman  of  the  Town  of  Stamford,  for  the  time  being,  and  his 
successors,  should  hold  all  the  lands  and  tenements  so  bequeathed, 
''  to  the  intent  therewith  yearly  to  find  an  honest,  able,  and 
sufficient  learned  man,  to  teach  freely,  within  the  same  town  of 
Stamford,  all  such  Scholars  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  resort  to 
the  School-house  ^pointed  for  teaching  such  Scholars." 

The  Schoolmaster  to  be  paid  the  yearly  profits  of  all  such 
lands,  by  four  even  portions. 

The  Alderman  of  Stamford,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
The  Master  of  The  College  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  in 
Cambridge,  shall  name,  direct,  assign,  and  appoint,  from  time 
to  time,  such  an  able,  learned  person  to  be  Schoolmaster  there, 
as  shall  be  meet  for  the  same, — And  shall  have  power  to  remove 
and  put  out  any  such  Schoolmaster  there,  for  lack  of  due  attend- 
ance or  other  reasonable  cause,  and  shall  appoint  and  place  any 
other  such  learned  man,  as  shall  be  thought  proper  by  The 
Alderman  of  Stamford,  by  the  advice  and  council  aforesaid." 

And,  that  *'  the  trade,  form,  and  manner  of  instructing  and 
teaching  to  be  used  within  the  said  School  be  approved  and 
allowed  by  the  said  Master  of  the  above-named  College,  for  the 
time  being." 

The  Estates  belonging  to  the  School  consist  chiefly  of  old 
Houses,  which  are  now  let  for  JC331..6..0.  per  annum. 
This  sum  is  paid  to  the  Head  Master  quarterly,  out  of 
which  he  pays  the  Salary  of  the  Second  Master,  and  repairs 
the  School  and  School-house. 

There  is  an  excellent  House  which,  it  is  said,  was  built 
some  years  Eonce  by  Subscription ;  this,  however,  must  have 
been  a  recodification  of  a  former  building,  as  there  is  a  stone 
in  the  North  front  indicating,  that  the  residence  was  given 
to  the  School  by  Matthew  Bellot  ;  who,  it  appears,  was 
Secretary  to  The  Lord  Treasurer  Burohlst,  at  the  time  of 
this  benefaction. 
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The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  in  the  Town  of  Stamfcmiy 
and  other  adjacent  Towns,  free  of  expense.  -There  are 
36  boys  in  the  School  at  present. 

A  boy  is  admitted  into  the  School,  when  he  is  thou^it 
competent  by  the  Master  to  enter  into  his  Grammar;  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  his  Parents  please.  There  is  no  par- 
ticular form  of  Admission;  whoever  offers  to  the  Schoolmaster 
is  admitted. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  system  of 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Revd.  Richard  Atlay,  the  present  Head  Master, 
has  not  lately  taken  Pupils  himself;  but  the  Second  Master 
now  takes  Boarders  at  £21.  per  annum,  for  boys  under 
Twelve  years  of  age,  and  which  includes  Education. 

The  Lord  Treasurer  Burghlet  augmented  Twenty- 
four  Scholarships  in  Saint  John'^s  College,  Cambridge. 
And  directed,  that,  after  his  death,  one  of  his  Scholars  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  heir  of  the  House  of  Burleigh,  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  School  at  Stamford. 

In  the  year  1613,  Thomas  Earl  of  Exeter,  by  Indenture, 
gave  a  yearly  rent  of  £108.  to  The  Master,  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  Clare-Hall,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
for  founding  Three  Fellowships,  and  Eight  Scholar- 
ships ;  the  TTiree  Fellows  to  be  called  "  7%^  Earl  of 
Exeter  his  FeUows^  and  not  to  be  under  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts,  at  the  time  of  their  Admission ;  and  Six 
of  the  Scholars  to  be  called,  "  The  Earl  of  Exeter  his 
ScJiolarsT  and  the  other  Two,  to  be  called  "  7^  Lady 
Dorothy,  Countess  of  Exeter,  her  SchoUars  ;^  and  upon 
condition,  that  as  often  as  any  of  the  Three  Fellowships 
or  Eight  Scholarships  became  void  during  the  life  of  the  said 
Ea:rl  or  his  Son,  he  or  his  son  should  nominate  and  appoint 
to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare  Hall,  a  meet 
person  for  every  such  of  the  said  Fellowships  or  Scholarships 
as  should  then  be  void :  and  that  after  the  death  of  tlie  Earl 
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and  his  eldest  son,  when  any  of  the  Scholai^hips  became 

void,  it  was  agreed,  that  ^^  The  Master,  Fellows  and  Scholars 

of  Claee-Hall,  in  their  nomination  and  election  of  new 

Scholars  into  the  said  Scholarships  which  so  shall  be  void, 

shall  principally  prefer  such  persons  of  the  said  University, 

as  formerly  Jiave  been  taught  and  instructed  in  Tli£  School 

at  Stanfoed,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln ;  if,  in  respect  of 

their  learning  and  honest  conversation,  they  shall  be  found  as 

fit  and  able  as  others  which  shall  be  Competitors  with  them 

for  the  said  Scholarships.^'     These  Fellowships  have  been 

much  increased  in  value  by  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 

Claeb-Hall.    The  Scholarships  founded  by  Lord  Ehbtee 

are  £2.  per  week;  and  those  of  Lady  Exetbe  are  £l..6. 

per  week. 

Mr.  Thomas  Teuesdale,  by  will,  in  the  year  1700, 
vested  £50.  in  the  hands  of  The  Corporation  of  Stamford, 
for  free  bom  Scholars  belonging  to  The  Free  School,  going 
directly  from  thence  to  The  University,  who  pay  £5.  per 
Cent,  interest  for  it. 

Mr.  Maeshall  lefl  £12.  a  year  for  an  Exhibition,  for  a 
Scholar  bom  in  the  Borough  of  SottthwarJc,  or  in  the  Town 
o(  Stamfbrd;  and  educated  either  in  the  School  kept  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  Savioue^s  Southwark,  or  in  Stamfoed  School 
There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  other  advantages  of 
any  kind,  belonging  to  this  School.

The  Lord  Treasurer  Burghley. 
Zachabias  Bbookb,  D.  D.,  formerly  Lady  Marga- 
ret's Professor  of  Divinity,  in  Cambridge. 
John  Chbyallixb,  D.  D.,  formeriy  Master  of  St. 
John's  College,  in  Cambridge. 

Stanford  was  anciently  eminent,  according  to  Pbck, 
as  a  Seat  of  Litsbatubb  ;  and  especially,  on  the  break- 
ing out  of  a  violent  quarrel  at  Oxford,  between  the  Nobth- 
£BN  and  Southebn  SJioIars,  in  1333,  when  a  great 
number  of  Masters  and  Students  retired  to  Stamford. 

Camden  says,  that  many  <^  tfaem  soon  returned  to  Ox- 
ford, and  thereby  checked  the  rise  of  this  Seminar^ ;  And, 
that  an  Oath  was  afterwards  provided  at  Oxford,  that  no 
person  of  that  University  should  take  a  Degree  at  StamfimL 
It  appears,  however,  that  besides  those  who  retired  fit>m 
Oxford  to  Stamford  in  1333,  others  followed  them  in  the 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  1334;  and  it  seems  pro- 
bable,  that  the  influence  of  the  Monks  of  Durhaln,  in 
Stamford,  might  at  least  be  a  subordinate  motive  with  the 
Nobthekn  men  who  were  Seceders,  to  ^ve  Stamford  a  pre- 
ference. 

The  Members  of  The  University  of  Oxford,  Mr.  Blobe 
observes,  alarmed  for  their  credit  by  this  Secession,  ap- 
plied to  King  Edward  the  Third  through  their  Chancellor 
Robert  Stratford  (afterwards  ChanceUcxr  of  England) 
and  the  Congregation  of  their  Masters,  to  obtain  the  autho- 
rity of  Pope  Benedict  XII,  for  suppressing  the  concourse 
of  Scholars  to  Stanford.  But  the  Sang  imitating  the  ex- 
ample of  his  Grandfather,  preferred  the  exercise  of  his  own 
Sovereign  authority  to  the  assistance  of  the  Pope;  and,  on 
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the  2d  of  August,  1334,  directed  his  own  Writ  to  the 
Sheriff  of  Lincolnshire,  John  de  Teehampton,  reciting, 
that  Masters  and  Scholars  of  Oxford  had,  in  consequence 
of  dissensions,  retired  from  Oxford  to  study  at  Stanford ; 
and  commanding  him  to  proceed  to  Stanford,  and  there  to 
proclaim  a  ProhiUtionJbr  any  person  to  study  or  perform 
Scholastic  exercises  elsewhere  than  in  TTie  Universities,  on 
pain  of  forfeiting  all  which  they  were  capable  to  forfeit. 

This  Prohibition  decidedly  shows,  that  Stanfcxrd  was  not 
then  considered  as  an  University.  Though  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  had  the  effect  of  completely  suppressing  .the 
Schools.  For  the  King,  on  the  28th  of  March  following, 
1335,  issued  another  Proclamation  from  Nottingham,  by 
which  it  appears,  that  several  of  The  Masters  and  Scholars, 
holding  the  Prohibition  in  contempt,  had,  afterwards,  con- 
tinned  to  study  at  Stanford,  and  to  perform  Scholastic  ex- 
ercises there,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  King  and  the  manifest 
dispersion  of  The  University  of  Oxford :  So  that  for  the 
Suppression  of  their  resistance  to  his  authority,  he  had  or- 
dered the  Sheriff  of  Lincolnshire  to  seize  th^  Books  and 
Goods  in  Stanford ;  which  last  proceeding  had  not  had  the 
effect  of  diq)er8ing  them,  for  that  the  Masters  and  Scho- 
lars sdll,  by  default  of  the  Sheriff  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  continued  their  exerdses  at  Stanford  as  before ;  And 
that  special  Command  was  therefore  given  to  William 
Tbussel,  to  declare  the  Prohibition  at  Stanford,  to  the 
Masters  and  Scholars  there,  and  to  return  their  names  im- 
mediately to  the  King  for  their  Punishment :  And,  in  this 
service,  the  Sheriff  was^  commanded  to  be  assisting,  with  an 
assurance  from  the  King  to  the  Seceders,  that  the  latter 
should  have  redress  before  his  Justices  for  any  injury  done 
to  them  at  Oxford. 

Trussel,  in  pursuance  of  this  authority,  took  an  Inquisi- 
tion at  Stanford,  on  the  Feast  of  Saint  James,  by  which 
many  names  of  those  who  had  oontumadously  resisted  the 
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Sjng^s  commands)  were  returned ;  and  they  were  afterwards 
punished  by  the  confiscation  of  their  goods  and  imprisonment, 
and  remanded  to  Oxford. 

Selden  intimates,  that  the  Prohibition  of  Scholastic 
exercises  at  Stanford  was  carried  into  efiect  by  the  King's 
presence  on  the  occasion.  And,  if  that  wa:e  really  the  case, 
it  should  seem  that  the  Professors  and  Schdars  at  Stan- 
ford continued  refractory  for  more  than  two  years  after  tiie 
last  Prohibition.  For  it  does  not  appear  that  the  King  was 
at  Stanford  until  the  3d  of  June  1337,  from  which  day  he 
kept  his  Court  there,  after  his  journey  to  York,  until  the 
first  of  July  following.  And  indeed,  according  to  Camden, 
the  Schools  of  Stanford  continued  to  flourish  until  the  rage 
of  the  Civil  Wars  between  the  Houses  of  York  and  Lancas- 
ter, when  the  Northern  Soldiers  stormed  and  ravaged  the 
Town  with  fire  and  sword. 

Nevertheless,  after  the  contests  between  Stanford  and 
Oxford,  the  former  appears  still  to  have  been  the  residence 
of  several  learned  men,  though  their  connection  with  the 
Schools  cannot  be  ascertained  with  certainty. 

However,  in  the  time  of  Leland,  the  Stanford  Schools 
seem  to  have  been  so  completely  neglected,  that  he  appears 
to  have  barely  obtained  information  of  some  of  their  names. 

About  the  year  1721,  a  Literary  Society  was  founded 
here  upon  the  Rules  of  that  at  Spalding,  by  John  Earl  of 
Exeter,  Recorder,  Maurice  Johnson  his  Deputy,  and  a 
few  other  Gentlemen.  But,  on  the  decline  of  this  Society 
in  1745,  Dr.  Stukeley,  then  Rector  of  St,  Peter\  founded 
The  Brasen-Nose  Society,  so  called  in  memory  of  the 
famous  University  there,  on  whose  site  they  met  weekly  on 
Saturdays,  and  Quarterly  on  the  Saturday  of  or  preceding 
the  full  Moon,  and  adjourned  in  Summer  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  Members  to  Deeping  This  also  in  a  few  years  af- 
ter fell  into  decay,  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
one  of  it's  Members  to  revive  it^s  pristine  spirit. 
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WAINFLEET. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Wainfleet  was  found- 
ed in  the  year  1484,  by  William  Waynflete,  Bishop  of 
Winchester,  Lord  Chancellor  of  England  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  the  Sixth,  and  Founder  of  Magdalen  College,  Ox- 
ford. 

This  celebrated  Bishop  being  possessed  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  at  Wainfleet,  which  had  been  devised  to  him 
by  will,  in  1475,  was  desirous,  by  planting  Grammar  Learn- 
ing in  the  place  of  his  Nativity,  to  extend  it  in  the  Northern 
Provinces  of  the  Kingdom ;  and  he  accordingly  resolved  to 
erect  there  a  School  and  Chapel,  as  he  had  done  near  his 
College. 

For  this  purpose  he  employed  Master  John  Gigur, 
Warden  of  Merton  College  Oxford,  and  of  the  College  at 
Tattershall  in  Lincolnshire,  to  procure  a  site  and  to  contract 
with  workmen  for  the  building ;  the  Indenture  for  the  Car- 
pentry being  dated  the  25th  of  April,  1484.  And  he  con- 
veyed to  the  same  person  the  property  before-mentioned,  to 
be  made  over  by  him  to  The  President  and  Scholars  of 
Magdalen  College  for  the  Endowment. 

This  Endowment  consi&ts  of  a  Salary  of  17  marks 
(£ll..6..8.)  a  year  paid  by  Magdalen  College :  the  School- 
house,  gardens,  orchard,  and  yard,  the  whole  being  nearly 
an  acre :  and  about  18  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  Parishes  of 
Wainfleet  All  Samts,  and  Wainfleet  St.  Mary^s;  part  of 
which  is  inundated  in  Winter.  That  portion  which  is  situ- 
ate in  Wainfleet  All  Samts,  was  valued,  with  the  rest  of  the 
Parish,  m  1808,  at  £l4..1..8i.  per  annum:  that  part 
which  is  in  Wainfleet  St.  Mary's,  is  worth  about  30^.  a 
year. 
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In  1579,  RoBEBT  WooLBiE  added,  by  his  Will,  Forty 
shillings  a  year  for  ever  to  the  Stipend. 

The  School  which  is  the  principal  ornament  of  the 
Town,  stands  on  the  South  side  of  it,  and  is  handsomely 
constructed  with  brick.  The  length  is  7^  feet,  and  the 
breadth  26.  It  conasts  of  two  stories;  and  appears  to  have 
been  designed  for  oviy  two  rooms;  unless  a  room  20  feet 
by  1 8,  divided  by  a  partiticm  of  solid  brick-work,  toward  the 
East  end  of  the  Lowier  story,  belonged  to  the  original  plan. 
It  has  two  Towers,  which  project  at  the  West  end ;  in  the 
Northern  is  a  Staircase,  and  in  the  Southern  is  a  Bell. 

Perhaps  the  Lower  Story  was  intended  for  the  School,  and 
BSi '^artment  for  the  Master.  It  now  affords  a  comfortable 
UMBliiRim  to  him  and  his  Family.  The  Upper  Story  is  the 
pralent  Si;hool-Boom,  being  70  feet  long  and  20  broad^ 
itW'six  windows  on  each  nde  and  two  lai^  ones  in  the 
ends.  The  former  have  been  filled  with  Lilies  painted  on 
songle  Panes,  of  which  several  still  remain,  irr^ularly  scaU 
tered ;  some  very  dear,  others  obscure^  mverted  or  upright, 
as  they  happened  to  be  put  together  in  repairing.  All  the 
Windows  have  been  strongly  ironed ;  and  those  below  have 
bad  very  massive  shutters  on  the  inside,  as  appears  from  the 
iron  hooks  left  in  the  wall.  The  Civil  War,  and  the  Li- 
cense of  the  Barons,  had  rendered  precaution  necessary.  It 
was  unsafe  to  abide  in  a  dwelling  not  barricaded  or  fortified. 
A  man*s  house  was  indeed  his  Castle.  What  an  age  to 
live  in  ! 

The  painted  glass  of  the  two  large  Windows  of  the  Up- 
per Story  was  removed,  or  destroyed,  before  August  1755. 
The  School-Room  was  originally  used  as  the  Chapel,  to 
pray  for  the  Soul  of  The  Founder,  and  the  Souls  of  his 
Ancestors.  A  Pulpit  and  Reading-Desk  remain,  but  fixed 
on  the  tops  of  two  Scholar-seats,  and  visibly  of  later  oon^ 
struction.  Though  not  intended  for  a  place  of  general 
Public  Worship,  it  is  used  instead  of  the  Chiudb,  which  is 
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above  a  mile  distant  from  the  Town,  every  other  Sunday 
during  the  Winter  seaaon ;  and  it  has  accommodations  suf- 
ficient for  as  large  a  Congregation  as  commonly  assembles 
in  the  neighbourhood.  This  practice,  after  being  disconti- 
nued many  years,  was  resumed  in  1785. 

This  School,  and  the  appointment  of  the  Master,  belong 
to  Magdalen  Collie,  who  repured  the  building  in  1755. 

The  School  is  free,  for  Latin  and  Greeks  to  any  of  the 
Boys  of  the  three  Parishes  of  Wainfieet:  but  other  branches 
of  Literature  are  paid  for,  the  terms  being  for  Reading  6s« 
per  quarter,  and  for  Writing  and  Arithmetic  10s.  per  quar- 
ter. There  are  two  Boys  now  learning  Latin.  Children 
are  admitted  at  about  six  years  of  age,  and  may  remain  as 
long  as  their  Parents  please.  About  50  Scholarsare  educa- 
ted in  Summer,  and  70  in  Winter,  at  this  School. 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Ruddiman^s  Rudiments,  and 
the  Eton  Greek. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Simon  William  Wilcox, 
whose  Salary  is  £ll.,6..8,  per  annum,  together  with  the 
profits  of  the  Endowment. 

As  the  English  language  was  not  reduced  to  any  r^ular 
standard  at  the  time  of  the  pious  Founder,  it  is  probable 
that  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Greek  might  be  highly  bene- 
ficial to  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the  three  Wainfleets ;  who, 
if  Tradition  and  the  size  of  the  Churches  may  be  credited, 
were  not  only  more  numerous,  but  also  more  opulent  than 
at  present :  this  may  likewise  be  inferred  from  the  Monu. 
ments,  and  the  ancient  Seats  in  this  part  of  the  County, 
though  it  is  now  not  only  thinly  inhaUted,  but  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Wainfleets,  and  Towns  adjacent,  are  almost 
without  exception  of  the  Middle  and  Lower  Orders  of 
Sodety,  whose  Children,  not  likely  to  be  profited  by  a  Clas- 
sical education,  are  put  first  to  Reading,  and  afterwards  to 
Writing  and  Arithmetic,  for  which  the  moderate  charge,  as 
has  been  stated,  is  made.    The  principal  and  praise-worthy 
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reason  of  the  present  Master,  for  allowing  the  School  terms 
to  be  low,  is,  that  the  inhaUtants  may  derive  some  advan- 
tage by  having  an  Endowed  School  in  their  Town ;  once 
the  few  Parents  who  now  wish  their  Children  to  learn  Latin, 
confine  them  to  \t  no  longer  than  is  suffident  to  qualify 
themfor  Apprentices  to  difierent  occupations. 

The  late  Master,  Mr.  Pickbuen,  presided  over  this  Se« 
minary  for  upwards  of  Fifty  yeabs,  and  nearly  at  the 
advanced  age  of  Eighty-five.  When,  having  sent  in  his 
resignation  to  Magdalen  College,  The  Sode^  very  b^ievo- 
lently  agreed  to  settle  an  Annuity  upon  him  in  reward  of 
hb  meritorious  services. 

The  Society  of  ANTiauARiEs  have  honoured  this  School 
with  a  place  in  their  splendid  Publications. 
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WRAGBY. 

In  the  year  1636,  the  Executors  of  the  Will  of  William 
Hansard,  Esq.,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Grantham,  Esq., 
Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Sandon  in  Wragby,  and  others,  an 
Annuity  of  Thirty  Pounds  out  of  Lands  in  Bilsby,  &c., 
for  the  support  of  a  Free  School  at  Wragby,  and  con- 
sented to  pay  £50.  for  erecting  a  School-house  at  that 
place.  Thomas  Grantham,  and  his  Heirs,  to  have  the 
right  of  ncxnination  of  the  Master,  after  the  first  appoint- 
ment 

In  1704,  Sir  Edmund  Turnor,  of  Stoke  Rochford,  in 
the  County  of  Lincoln,  purchased  of  the  Grantham  Family 
the  Manor  of  Sandon  in  Wragby,  with  the  Patronage 
of  the  School  annexed.  And  it  now  belongs  to  Edmund 
TcRNOR,  Esq.,  Author  of  the  excellent  History  of  the  Town 
and  Soke  of  Grantham. 

This  School  not  succeeding  as  a  Grammar  School,  has, 
for  many  years,  been  conducted  by  a  Master  profes^ng  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  mensuration  of  land,  with 
credit  to  the  Institution,  and  advantage  to  the  Town. 

Those  boys  whose  Parents  are  Parishioners  of  Wragby, 
and  whose  rents  are  under  £10.  per  annvm^  are  taught 
reading,  writing,  and  the  first  four  Rules  of  arithmetic 
gratis ;  but  pay  203.  a  year  for  copy  books,,  pens,  ink, 
and  paper ;  and  if  they  advance  further  in  education,  they 
become  Pay  scholars.  Those  boys  in  Wragby,  whose  Pa- 
rents^ rents  are  above  £10.  a  year,  are  taught  reading  and 
writing,  gratis ;  but  they  pay  20s.  a  year  for  stationary, 
and  208.  more  when  they  cypher,  and  are  continued  as  long 
as  their  Parents  think  proper  to  send  them,  without  any 
additional  charge.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they 
are  able  to  read  in  the  New  Testament  Thdr  number  is 
about  Twenty  upon  die  average.

The  number  of  boys  who  pay  for  their  education,  is  usually 
about  Fifteen. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Richard  Blitndt,  whose 
charge  for  private  Boarders  is  Eighteen  guineas  per  annum. 
He  has  never  been  requested,  during  the  Eleven  years  that 
he  has  been  Master,  to  teach  LaHn  to  any  boys.  He  keeps 
an  English  Asdstant.
